May it pleafeyour G R AC E, 

O Pardon the Prefumption 
of fending abroad the fol¬ 
lowing Papers under the Pa¬ 
tronage of your Name. Not 
that by the advantage of 
your Graces Authority I de- 
fign to cover any Mi Hakes or Failures that 
are in them ; or that I think any Authori¬ 
ty, how great foever, can protect even the 
moft ufefull and innocent Undertaking 
from the Cenlures of the Envious and the 
Malicious: But that I Ihould efteem it a lin¬ 
gular Honour and Privilege to have them 
own’d by a Perfon, who by his excellent 
Learning is as able, as by his Place he is 
oblig’d to defend thole Great Catholic and 
Apofolic Truths, whole hard lot and por¬ 
tion is Hiftorically reprelented in the fol¬ 
lowing 
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lowing Book. The Doctrines, I mean, of 
the holy and undivided Trinity, and the 
Divinity of our blellcd Saviour, together 
with the appendant Articles, fo vigoroully 
perfecuted in the Age we write of, and 
now again oppos’d in the Age we live in. 

Nor is this the only initance, wherein 
the Church needs your Graces learning, 
and wife Conduct ; no Ids now, than it did 
that of Athanafim, LUJil, or Ambrofe of old. 
Our Times, like theirs, are troublefom 
and unquiet, full of dilorder and diffra¬ 
ction on every fide. The common Laws of 
Charity are broken down ; and Religion, 
in it felf the ftrongeft Principle of Peace 
and Unity, is made the Inffrument of 
Feud and Faction, and of a bitter and in¬ 
temperate Zeal. The Church of England, 
incomperably the belt Part of the Catho¬ 
lic Church at this day vilible upon Earth, 
is miferably torn in pieces, hated and ma¬ 
ligned; fccretly undermin’d by Enemies 
from abroad, and openly aflaulted by pre¬ 
tended F riends at home. Altar is erected 
againlt Altar, and private Congregations 
kept up in oppolition to the publick Con- 
ftitutions. Her Liturgy and Forms of Di¬ 
vine Adminiltration derided, odioufly tra¬ 
duc’d , and run down with nothing but 
Noife and Clamour. Her Rites and In- 
ffitutions, though the lame that were ufed 
in the Primitive Ages of Chriftianity, de¬ 
cried as Antichriftian. Her Difcipline and 

Autho- 
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Authority weakned, and by the obffina- 
cy and perverfenefs of Men made inef¬ 
fectual. The final 1 remains of Her En¬ 
dowments (the Monuments of the Boun¬ 
ty and Piety of elder Limes) envied, and 
greedily gap’d at by thole who again ex¬ 
pect and Watch for a lucky Revolution of 
Affairs. Her Governors and regular Cler¬ 
gy reproach’d, belibell’d , and affronted 
upon all Occalions, though generally for 
no better reafon than doing of their Duty, 
and daring to be honelt in an evil time. 
And in perfuance of thele ill deiigns, Ca¬ 
lumnies are fram’d without any regard to 
truth and juftice; and no arts, how bad 
or unwarrantable foever, lcrupled, that 
may lerve to wound either Her Intereft, 
or Reputation. And as Schifm in the 
Church feldom fails to draw on Faction in 
the State, we find the lame evil Spirit fer¬ 
menting, and mixing it felf with Civil Af¬ 
fairs, and that Character which the A- 
poltle fixt upon the Schifmaticks of old, 
too notorioully reviv’d among!! us, to de¬ 
ft ife dominion , and [peak evil of dignities. Pre- 
fmptuow are they, and felf-willed, and leem 
d if pos’d quite contrary to the mild and 
gentle Spirit of the Gofpel, to beat their 
Elongh-Jhares into Swords, and their Pruning- 
hookes into Spears. 

This is our cafe; and as lad was theirs in 
the Age we are l'peaking of. The Eaith 
once delivered to the Saints, as the nobleft Do¬ 
pe fit am that could be committed to the 
b Church, 
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Church, and which was lecur’d and fettled 
with all the Care, which the Piety of the 
Great Conftantine could beftow upon it, was 
yet not only Ihaken, but attempted to be 
pluckt up by the roots, and though Truth 
can be but one, was broken into a thou- 
fand Blafphemies, and lewd Opinions. The 
Ark of God was tols’d and driven from 
place to place, and the honour and intereft 
of the Catholic Church run down with all 
the force, which an inlolent and powerful 
Fa&ion could raife againft it. But I had 
rather your Grace ihould take the account 
of their deplorable Hate from Na^ian^en's 
o,a<.xxiii. Pen than Mine. Arianifm (fays he) though 
it began like a little Spark at Alexandria, yet 
like Wild-fire it quickly overran the World ; and 
however for the prefent flopt and quench'd by the de¬ 
cisions of the Nicene Council, yet it broke out 
again in the next Reign, like a Wound J,lightly cur’d, 
■that opens and runs afrejb; when grievous Wolves 
f rom feveral quarters invaded us, and made bavock 
of the Church. Priefts were up in Arms againft 
Vrlefts, and one part of the People furioufly engaged 
againft another, and under the countenance of the 
Imperial Authority Laws were made againft the Ca¬ 
tholic Doctrine, and that too by the procurement of 
thofe who were neither Men nor Women, a Genera¬ 
tion that govern d all in that Court. Who can fuffi- 
ciently reprefent the Tragical face of things at that 
time ? the Banifiments,Confifcations, Difgraces, the 
Affemblies kept in the Deferts, the vaft Multitudes 
o f Perfons, yea whole Cities forc'd to fojourn in the 
Pie Ids, and open Air, and there to contend with 
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Hunger and Cold, with Wind and Weather, and yet 
not Secure there, the very Wildernefs not affording 
them Safety and Protection ; and what is yet more 
lamentable, the Torments, Deaths, and Triumphs of 
Bifijops, contemplative Afcetics, of Men and Wo¬ 
men,and thofe both young and old. Who can fet forth 
the great Miniftcrs that contriv'd tbcfe horrible 
Actings and Sufferings, and thofe who ftudied in 
this kind to out-do one another, and who had this ad¬ 
dition to the honour of their Enterprise, that they 
far outwent in Cruelty the defign of the Prince that 
employ'd them. And then lightly palling over 
the Reign of Julian (whereof he had fuffi- 
ciently lpoken ellewhere) he proceeds to 
defcribe the Miferies which the Catholics 
endured in the time of Valens, which I lhall 
not here reprefent. In Ihort, fo Calami¬ 
tous was the Hate of thole Times, that Re¬ 
ligion mlift have funk under its Preftures, 
or been ftifled in a crowd of Herelie and 
Prophanefs, had not God rais’d up an ex¬ 
traordinary race of Men, who let tliem- 
lelves to oppole that Impiety and Licen- 
cioufnels that was become Epidemical,who 
by their diligent Preaching relcued the 
Minds of Men from Errour, and by the 
Learnednels of their Writings, and their 
great Acumen and dexterity in Difpiiting 
contended earneftly for theP aitbfrxSEcd and con¬ 
vinc’d Gainfayers ; who by the exemplari- 
nefs of their Lives ballanc’d the iniquity of 
the Age, and by their Prayers to Heaven 
arrefted that Vengeance that was ready to 
overtake the World. Twas the Patience 

and 
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and Conltancy of Athanafius, the Vigour and 
Activity of S. Hilary , the Prudence and 
Temper of S. Bafil, the Learning and Elo¬ 
quence of the Gregories, the Courage and 
Impartiality of S. Ambrofe, the Zeal and Ve- 
hemency of S. Chryfoftom, that fupported the 
Catholic Caufe, while they liv'd, and ever 
lince rendred their Names Venerable to 
Pofterity. 

Of all thele Matters I have endeavored 
to give forne competent Account in the 
following Lives j but with what Succefs and 
Satisfaction, I know not. May the Work 
prove lo happy, as in any meafure to gain 
your Graces Approbation, (fo great a Ma¬ 
iler in Church-Antiquity) and I fhall be 
lels felicitous about others; being well al¬ 
lur’d, I may much trulier fay in this cafe 
what Socmen told the younger Theodofim, (to 
whom he dedicated his Ecclefiaflic Hillo- 
j’nvfat. ad ry) Whatever Jljall feem right and acceptable to 
'it %w 7 .yoa, mil certainly appear good and ufeful to all 
other Readers ; nor will any venture to find fault 
with what has once pafi your Graces judgment and 
examination. But whatever becomes of the 
Book it lelf, if it fhall lerve to no other 
purpofe, ’twill at lealt to this, to convey to 
the World a gratefull Senceof thole Fa¬ 
vours, wherewith your Grace is pleas’d to 
oblige

PREFACE 

TO THE 


READER. 


W O Things there arc, whereof 'tis like 
the Reader will expedt fome Account in 
reference to the following Papers; Firft 
Concerning the Work it fclf ; and next,’ 
The Materials out of which it is fram'd 
and built. 

The Work contains the Nobleft Portion of Church 
Hiftory, this being in many refpedts the moil confider- 
able Age of the Church. For befides what concerns 
particular Perfons, whofe Lives and Aftions are here re¬ 
lated, he will here find an Account of the Fall and Sup- 
prdfion of Paganifm , the Anticnt and Umvcrfally recei 
ved Religion of the World; of the Converfion of Prin¬ 
ces to the Faith, the Adopting Chriftianitv to be the Re¬ 
ligion of the Empire, the Adts and Proceedings of the 
Two Firft General Councils, the Advancement of the 
Church to its greateft height of Splendour, and thofe 
lamentable Ruptures, that foon after were made in it by 
Schifm and Fadhon, bv Covctoufnefs and Ambition 
and the cunning Craftinefs of thofe that lay in wait to De- 
ceive. 

It had pleas'd the Divine Wifdom and Providence 
now at length to refeue Chriftianity from the Crneltie^ 
of thofe Heathen Perfccutions, which for fome Ages 
liad quartered fo heavily upon it, and to raife up a Prince 
to be a Nurjing bather to the Church, whofe Piety made 
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liim as willing, as his Power made him able> to pro ted 
and defend it. He guarded it with Wife and Prudent 
Laws, enrich’d it with an immenfe Bounty and Muni¬ 
ficence, honour’d and rever’d its Bifhops, encourag'd 
and nobly provided for its Clergy 3 demolifht Churches 
were repair’d, and new ones were eredled with all the 
Pomp and Magnificence, Avhich Colt or Art could be¬ 
llow upon them 3 the Solemn Alfemblies were mightily 
frequented, and cncreas'd by the daily acceflion of New 
Converts 3 the Holy Offices were perform’d with all due 
Reverence and Devotion, and days of Jubilee were kept 
in every place, in thankfuinefs to Heaven for fo happy 
a Change and Revolution of Affairs, fo bleffed a Scene 
of Profperity and Safety. It added to the joys of the 
common triumph, to fee Pagan Idolatry and Superfti- 
tion going fo fall down the Wind, and every where 
driven into Holes and Corners. All this the Devil, the 
great Advcrfary of Mankind, beheld with an Envious 
and an Evil eye 3 and becaufe no longer able to affault 
the Church by Force and Violence, he refolv’d to at- 
taque it by more Secret and Deftrudtive Councils. 
Hereupon the Envious Man betook himfelf to his old 
trade of Sowing Tares, ftirring up fit Agents and Emit 
farics to poyfon Mens minds with Errour, intending 
thereby to break the Church into Parties and FadfionSj 
and to introduce irrcconcileable Feuds and Quarrels, 
which produc'd Fatal and Mifchievous effects, beyond 
the rage of all the Heathen Perfections. Nor did thefe 
Agents make their onfet upon the Out-works of the Faith, 
but fet themfelves to undermine the main and Founda¬ 
tion Articles of Chriftianity 5 and whereas hitherto the 
Gentiles had exalted Creatures into the place of God,thefe 
Factors endeavour'd to dethrone God into the rank of 
Creatures. 

The fir ft that enter'd on the Publick Stage, to fet on 
foot this Defign, was Arius , a Presbyter of Alexandria , 
who being a Man of nimble Parts, and a daring Spirit, 
openly call'd in Queftion the Catholic Doctrine concer¬ 
ning the Divinity, Eternity, and Coeffentiality, of the 
Son of God, and in oppofition thereunto advanc’d quite 
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quite contrary Propofitions of his own , which not- 
withftanding his ftiuffling Compliances at every turn to 
ferve his Caufe, he ftiffly maintain'd while he liv'd, and 
his Difciples and Followers improv'd and carried on after 
hisdeceafe. The growth and progress of whofe perni¬ 
cious Herefie, we have with fome Care and Diligence 
trac'd from its very firll Originals, remark'd the fevcral 
fteps and advances which it made, and the evil arts 
which that fubtle and potent Faction made ufe of to 
promote and further it. The Account whereof we have 
chiefly lodg'd in the Life of Athanafius ( the proper Seat 
of the Arian Story ) where if any paflages feem but hin¬ 
ted at, or briefly related, they will be found more at 
large in fome of the other Lives, where they more pro¬ 
perly fall in. And becaufe from this root of bitternefs 
many poyfonous Branches fprang up 3 we have taken 
Notice, as they came in our way, of the fevcral fubor- 
dinate Sedts and Herefies, that infilled the Church with¬ 
in this Period. 

But though all along we have kept an eye to the ge¬ 
neral Story, yet we have ftill remember'd what we had 
more particularly in defign, the Lives of the Learned 
and Excellent Perfons of this Age, whofe Story we have 
drawn together, as far as the Records of thofe Times 
would enable us, with ufcful Reflections upon thofe Di¬ 
vine Graces and Vertucs, which rendered them fo Exem¬ 
plary and Confpicuous in their fevcral Stations: Nor 
have we forgotten, what conduces not a little to clear 
the Learned part of their Story, to obferve the particular 
Times and Occafions, upon which many of thofe Books 
which they have left behind them, were written. If we 
have not made fo particular a Crifis and Cenfurc of eve¬ 
ry Angle Tradt, as fome Men perhaps may cxpedl, it was 
becaufe the thing has been done fo often,and to for better 
purpofes by others, than I can pretend to do it. And I 
had no mind to write Church-Hifiories out of Bbiius , or 
to prefent the World with a View of Antiquity , by tran 
(bribing what Scultetus, Cook , Rivet, &c. what Poffevine, 
Be Harm hi, Labbee , See. have faid upon thofe Arguments. 
However I hope enough is here faid to clear the 1110ft 
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material Cafes, and that their Works arc fet in fuch a 
Light, as will let the World fee, how unjuft and unfeho- 
ni Hii! i,, h" t lar-hke that Cenfure is, which a Hater of falfe Hiftory 
has paft upon the Primitive Fathers, and ufhercl in with 
pii l i;' l p.f!‘-;i’. a, ’/is pajl all doubt, that the Number of Learned Bijhops 
M ' *’■ l6 °- among them was very rare 3 and that there are many Poor 
men among us, divers Weavers and Plough-men of his own 
Chur cl) at Kidder-minlter, who are able not only to Pray 
and 7 each , as well as mojl of thofe, who are by Eufcbius ex¬ 
toll'd as the Famous Bijhops of the Second and Third Age , 
but to Write as methodical , pious , weighty 1 rablates, as any 
that were Written by men that neither convers'd with the 
Apojlles, nor had been bred up in Philofophy 3 no not excep¬ 
ting Clemens Romanus himfelf Ignatius, Ireimis, Cy¬ 
prian, Macarius, Fphrcm Syr us, Syncfius, Ifidor Pel 11- 
fiota, and many more 3 and that he could name many Lay~> 
men not only Learned\ but fuch as have neither had many 
Languages nor Philofophy , who have Written more Accurate¬ 
ly , and JudiciouJly , and as Pioujly , as any of thefe. 

Jf it lhall feem ftrange to any, that fo Learned and 
Bufio an Age of the Church fhould afford Materials but 
for Nine Lives (for no more were at fir ft drawn up) 
that wonder will ceafe when it is confident!, that the 
Story of thefe Perfons is very Large and Comprehenfivc, 
and gathers in the Account of moft others of Note, 
which of themfelves were not enough to fill up diftindt 
fiiigle Lives. However thefe Papers lying a long time by 
me, gave me an opportunity to iook back upon the Story 
of this Age, and to gather up the fcater’d and imperfect 
Memoirs, that were left behind 5 which accordingly I 
pickt up, and put together, and have thrown into an Ap¬ 
pendix at the end of the Book. I might indeed have taken 
the advantage of the Lives of S. Augujline , Jerom , and 
fome others 5 blit their Story runs too far out into the 
following Saculurn , to be properl}' brought within the 
com pa Is of this. Befidcs that, I was fenfiblo that the 
Volume was already fwell’d into too great a bulk, and 
indeed much greater than I either defired, or intended. 
And becaufe I had elfewhere obferv’d the Meth(;ds, by 
wliic.h Cahriilianity had prevail’d in the World , during 

the 
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the times of the Heathen Lmperours, I now thought 
good to premife an Hiftorical Survey of the ftate of Pa 
ganifm under the Reign of the Firft Chnftian Lmperours 5 
"though not with that Latitude which the Subject may 
feem capable of 3 remembring I wrote not an Hiftory but 
a nlntroduflion.l know not whether the Reader may expect 
to find more particular Accounts of Ibme things relating 
to the Reign of Julian (of late fo hotly contefted among 
us.) But befidcs my natural averfnefs to Controverfie, 
this Introduction was not onl\ r Written, but Printed fome 
Months before ever the Difpute was ftarted concerning 
Julian , which has made fo much noife amongft us. If 
the Reader fhall meet with any Paffagcs in the body of 
the Book, which may more properly feem to challenge 
a place in the Introduction, he may pleafe to take notice, 
that this Lift was a Piece of a liter date, done after the 
other was completed. A good part of the Accounts re¬ 
lating to this affair, I have borrowed from the Imperial 
Laws of thofe times 5 for adjufting the dates, and afeer- 
tainingthc true meaning of many of which, I own my 
fell oblig’d to the Learned Monfeur Got ho fed, in his ela¬ 
borate Commentaries on the 1 he odoft an Code. The fame 
Author has a fmall T radt under this Title, De Statu Pa- 
ganorum , dec. but which upon view, as thefe Papers were 
going to the Prefs, I found to be nothing but fhort 
Notes, which he afterwards publifht more at large in his 
Comment on the Tenth Title of the Lift Book of the fore- 
mentioned Code , vig. the Title de Paganis , Sacrificiis , Tr 
Temp Us. And pity it is that that Title is fo defective, 
the Laws of Five feveral Lmperours, relating to thefe 
matters, vizfjulian,Jovian, Valentinian,Vialens,:\nd Gratian , 
for the fpace of no lefts than Five and twenty Years (the 
full fourth part of the Saculuni ) being utterly loft. 

Such is the Work we have here built up. Come we 
next to the Authors, that furnifht out Materials for it. 
And herein I haveconllantly obferv’d this Method. In 
the firft place I alwaies had recourfc to the Works of that 
•Perfon, whole Life I delrn’d to write, as which were 
likelieft to afford the molt certain and fatisfadfory Ac¬ 
count of things. And herein none ferv’d me to better 
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pur pole,than the Writings of Athanafius, who is moil pun¬ 
ctual and acuratc in fetting down all the important Af¬ 
fairs and Paftagcs of his own Life,and indeed in recording 
the general Story of thofe Times. And it could not but 
feem ft range to me,as I fuppofc it will do to others,that the 
the Church Hiftorians, SW/rf/<?j,&c. who trade fo much in 
his Writings, have yet fo wofully perplext and entangled 
his Aflairs,even in thofe things which in Athanafius himfclf 
are very plain and caiie. And here by the way, I can¬ 
not but bew ail the unhappy Fate of this Great mans Wri¬ 
tings, (and indeed of mod of the Greeks Fathers ) that 
they arc generally fo ill tranilated, as mud very often 
unavoidably miilead thofe that are forc’d to depend up¬ 
on them. Ot the truth whereof, were there no other, 
Baronins is a notorious inftance. Next, I betook my felf 
to thofe who liv'd at the fame time with them, or at no 
great diftance from them, and from them pickt up fuch 
Hiltorical Remarks as might be moll ufefull to my pur- 
pofe 5 especially fuch who had written the Lives of any 
of the Antients, that liv’d not long before them. Laft 
of all, I apply’d my felf to the Ecclefiaftical Hiftorians* 
the chief whereof ( fetting afide Eufebius, of whom elfe- 
where, and a fmall part ofwhofe Hiflory relates to this 
period ) are Four, all Writing much about the fame 
time, vizc Socrates, Sozomen , Theodor it , and Philo ~ 
Jlorgius. 

Socrates was born at Conflantinople, probably about 
the beginning of the Reign of Theodofius , educated un¬ 
der two Famous Mailers, Hclladim and Amvionius, who 
having fled from Alexandria , had open’d a Grammar- 
School in the Imperial City. Being grown up, he turn’d 
Advocate , (thence term’d Scholafticm ) and pleaded 
Caufes. In his declining Age, he fet himfclf to write 
the Hiftory of the Church, which he difpatcht in Seven 
Books, beginning where Eufebius left, and ending Anno 
CCCCXXXIX. A Work designedly written in a plain 
ftyle , but with lingular Induftry and Fidelity , and 
which he review d and corrected more than once. Nor 
did he trade in flying Reports, the Accounts he gives 
being either of fuch things as himfclf had feen, or had 
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receiv'd from credible Eye-witnelfes, or tranferibed from 
Records of unqucftionablc Authority, As to his Reli¬ 
gion he was a Catholic, for though fome Paffages in his 
Hiftory look favourably upon the Noyatidns, vet they 
are not fufficient to evince him to hyve been of that 
fide. 

Sozomen was defeended of Anceftots that were of Pa- 
leeftine extraction, he ftudied the Law at Berytits , the 
Univerfitv of the Roman Laws. And thence betook him- 
felf to the praCtick part of them, viz- to plead Caufes 
at Coiijlantmople. During this employment he fet upon 
Writing an Ecclefiaftical Hiftory, which he began from 
the Birth of Chrift, and brought down to the depofing 
of Licinim. • But this ’tis like was nothing but a Compen- 
dium of Eufebius s Hiftory, and is long fincc loft. Hence 
he carried it on through the Reigns of the fevcral Empe- 
rours, ’till the times of the younger Theodofius , to whom 
he Dedicated it. His Style is even, and very agreeable 
to his SubjeCt, wherein he goes as far beyond Socrates , 
as he falls fhort of him in judgment and accuracy. They 
both liv’d at the fame time, and it admits of fome de¬ 
bate which of them Wrote firft 5 but there arc fome 
circumftanccs that adjudge the precedency to Socrates, 
and this not the leaft , that Sozomen frequently adds 
to, and enlarges the others Relations and Accounts of 
things. 

The next that fuccceds is Theodor it, born at or near 
Antioch in Syria, devoted by his Parents to a very ftrid 
and devout Life 5 and accordingly brought up under 
great Severity of Difcipline, cfpeciallv tinder the Care 
and Tutorage of Theodoras Bifhop of Mopfueftia. Prc- 
ferr’d afterwards to the Bifhoprick of Cyrus, a City built 
by the Jews in honour of Cyrus, the great Perfian Prince. 
A Man of excellent Learning, and admirable Parts, a- 
mong the many Monuments whereof, which he has 
tranfmitted to Poflerity, his Ecclefiaftical Hiftory is not 
lead confiderable $ confiding of Five Books (though 
there arc that fay he writ a$ many more) which he 
publifht not till fome time after thofe that had writ 
before him, whofe Defers and Qmiflidns he defign’d 
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to fupply, efpecially as to the Church Affairs of the 
Eaftem parts, where himfelf liv’d. His Stvle and way 
of Writing is highly commended by the incomparable 
Photic, as more polifht, clear, and equal, and every 
ways adapted to an Hiflorical ftrain. 

Contemporary with the reft was Pbiloftorgitcs, a Cap¬ 
padocian, the Son of Carterim , and Eulampia, born about 
the Year CCCLXVIII. At twenty Years of Age he came 
to Conjlantinople , to accomplilh his Studies, and attain’d 
to a great Proficiency in all the polite, as well as ufefull 
parts, both of Secular and Sacred Learning. As to his 
Religion he was an Arlan, and that of the worft ft amp, 
an Eujiomian , as alfo his Parents were before him. He 
wrote an Hiftory of the Church from the rife of Arhcs 
till about the Year CCCCXXV. which he digefted into 
XII. Books, with this peculiar contrivance, that the firft 
Letter of every Book, being taken in order, and put 
together, lngenioufly expreftes the Author's Name. 
Though his Style be generally very neat and good, yet 
his Accounts arc intolerably partial 3 his defign through¬ 
out the whole being to expofc the Catholics, and to 
vindicate the Arlans , cfpeciall y Aetlus and Eunomim, 
making all his Relations look in favour of them. So 
that as Photlii 6 well obferves, his Book feems rather a 
Panegyrick upon Herefie, than an Ecclefiaftical Hiftory. 
For which reafen he cannot fafely be trufted in thofe 
things,' wherein the intcrcfts of Arianlfm, but efpecially 
Eunomlanifm, are particularly concern'd. His Hiftory 
has either mifearried, or has not yet feen the light 5 
only the large excerpta , which Photic long fince made" 
out of it, are ftill preferv’d, and were firft publilhtwith 
an ufefull Comment by that Learned French Lawyer 
jacohics Gorhofrechcs , whom we mention'd before. In 
Ihou, the Authorities of the Antients, which we rely 
upon, are generally Authcntick , and unqueftionable, 
and need no fuffrages to fupport their Credit. 

As for Writers of a modern and later date, we have 
made little ufe of them, efpecially fuch as have parti¬ 
cularly dealt in this way of writing Lives. I know the 
Lives or feveral of thefe Fathers have of late times been 

written 
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written in French. But befidcs that, my unacquaintcd- 
nefs with that Language had kept me from knowing 
what they had done in that kind, their laxe and diffufe 
way of writing Lives made me lefs curious and felici¬ 
tous in enquiring after it. Whether herein I have done 
Well or ill, I know not 3 fure I am, I have gratified 
my own Inclinations. For it being my defign to de¬ 
rive the notices of things immediately from the Foun¬ 
tain head, I thought it to little purpofe to go fe great 
away about, for what I muft come to at laft. I have 
but one thing more, and that is to requeft the Learned 
Reader, that if he chance to meet with any material 
Miftakes, befides thofe that lie at the Printers door, he 
would pleafe to drop a feft and favorable Ccnfure, 
confidcring that the Work is large, and the fearchcs 
that were to be made Diffufe and Various, and which 
neceftarily drew fuch an hurry of thoughts along with 
them, as perhaps might not always leave Confideration 
at home, minutely to weigh every thing in an exadt 
ballance. Not that I am confcioiis to my felf of having 
been wanting in any Point, either of Fidelity or Care, 
but that after all, I dare not confidently fccure my felf 
from Error. If the Reader fhall be at any time at a 
lofs in Circumftanccs that relate to time, I defire him to 
confult the Chronological Table , which I have added at 
the end of the Book. 
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lhouch all due Care was taken in correcting the Sheets from the Prefs; yet, 
through the negligence of otlicrs, feveral Errors have efcap’d, which the Rea¬ 
der is defil’d thus to amend.

Y what means and methods the Chriftian 
Religion made its own way into the world, 
and unaffiRcd by any Secular Power or 
Intereft, triumpht over all the oppofition 
that was made againft it, has been confi- 
dered in another place. The fubjeft of 
this Difcourle will be to obferve by what 
degrees Paganifm, that part of it cfpc- 
cially that was the public and (landing 
Religion of the Roman Empire, a Reli¬ 
gion that for fo many Ages had influenc’d the Minds of Men, and 
ieem’d firmly rooted by Cuftom, Laws, and an inveterate prelcri- 
ption, was driven into corners, and in cReA: banifht out of the World. 
The main of the Story lies within thecompafsof the Age we write 
of, and being a Subjeft both pleafant in it felf, and that which will 
refleft no mean Light upon feveral paffages in the following Lives, it 
will not, I conceive, be unufeful here to lay it all together. The ac¬ 
count whereof wc fhall briefly deduce from the timethat the Empire 
became ChriRian. 1 

II. CONSTANTINE the Great was born in Britain , as all impartial 
Writers,not biafs’d either by Envy at ours,or by a Concernment for the 
Honour of their own Country, are willing to allow. A thing own’d 
byfomc, not contradi&ed by any Writer of that Age, affertedby the 
* Vdnc£. Max- very Orator a in the Congratulatory Oration that he made to him. 

His rathcr Conftantius , a wife, merciful, and vertuous Prince, died 
r ' ^ York on the 2 yh of fitly, Ann. Chr. CCCVI. His Son Conflantine 

had for fome years refidec! in the Court of Diocletian , and after in that 
Of Galerim Maximian in th a Eaft 9 where he was kept as an honou¬ 
rable 
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rablc Pledge, and as a check and reftraint upon his Father. Galerim 
hated b the Father, and was jealous of the Son, whom he would have b tanam.de 
taken off by a violent death, had he not fear’d the Army, to whom he 
knew Conflantine was very dear. He fought therefore under pretence r.du.oitt' 
of Sports and martial Exercifes to have difpatch’d him out of the way ; Fiim Zo f tm ' 
but the Divine Providence ftill brought him off His Father had often 
lent for him, and had as oft been delay’d. And now again in his C *l*-c. 40. 
Sicknefs had renew’d his Importunity, till Galerius afham’d any longer p ’ 310 * 
to deny fo reafonable a requeR, gave him a Warrant under Seal to be 
gone, intending nothing lefs, but that by fome device lie would Ron 
his Journey, and therefore willed him to come to him again the next 
Morning to receive his final InRrudtions and Commands. But no 
looner was the Emperour gone to bed, but Conflantine immediately 
took Horfe, and at every Stage where he came, befides thole few he 
made ufc of, he ham-Rring’d all the PoR-Horfes that he left behind 
him. The next day Galerius call’d for him, but was told, That he 
was gone the night before : He gave order to go after him, and when 
he underRood that all the PoR-Horfes were dilabled, he burR out into 
an equal pafTion of Rage and Grief. Conflantine in the mean while 
made haR, and arriv’d at Tork four days before his Father died. Upon 
whofe deceafe, and by whole LaR-Will he fucceeded in the Weflern 
Empire, unanimoufly laluted by the joyful Acclamations of the Army 
and readily fubmitted to by the Weftern Provinces. His Image, c as «/. 2 , 
was cuRomary upon the advancement of a new Emperour, being M7* 
publicly exhibited at Rome , provok’d the Ambition of Maxentius Son 
of Maxtmianm HercuHits, who had refign’d the Empire to Conftantius 
who looking upon himfelf as having a better Right, and every way as 
fit for Govenment, by the help ot fome great Officers, whom lie 
gain d to his Party, ufurp’d the Empire, tho he paid dear for it a few 
years after. 

r Pi*, C °WTANTINE lmvmg fblemniz’d his Father’s Funerals,and 
letlcd his Affairs in Britain , pafs’d over with his Army into GW,where 
he refided the fix firft years of his Reign,all which time he continued in 
Gentile Religion; but that, as Sfray* <1 adds, he fhould at the fob 
hcitation of his Wife Eattfta, Daughter of the Emperour Maximian, nr. M . 
who ltirr d him up to a zealous Vindication of Pagan Idolatry, perle- 
cute the Chriftians, is, I believe, meerly a conjecture of his own 
unwarranted by the Authority of any ancient Writer. He contented 
himfelf as yet with the name of Ctfar ,« not prefently affuming the •/«»,■*« 
Title ot Auguftm or Emperour, expecting the Senior Emperour fhould ! "f’- L * a .iUi. 
have font him that Title; but in vain : For no fooner was his Imase 
wreath d with the Imperial Laurel prefented to Galerius, but he was 
relolvd to have thrown botli it and the Mcffenger into the Fire, had 
not ms Friends upon wife confidcrations overrul’d his Anger. "That 
therefore lie might feem to do voluntarily what he could not help, lie 
lent him the Purple,but withall made Sever us Emperour,and gave him 
only tlic Title of GV/ar. But Conflantine Rood in no need of his Appro- 
finn° n c ° infirm his Title; his Fathers declar’d Will f for his Succcft 
Eon, and the Umverfal Confent, botli of the Army, and the whole 
who’ fo^ I' 5 n'S/'f beyond dilpute. Befides, MaximiamuHtrculm, f ‘ 

who together with DtodetUn, had fome years fince laid donnthe ** 

1 ; ’ 1 *“ now again endeavour to refumc it, and upon fome ill foe-

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cels of his Affairs fled into Gaul to Conftantine, to whom lie gave the 
Title of Aagttfttts, together with his Daughter Faufla to Wife into 
the bargain. Here Conjlantine govern’d with great fuccefs,’till hearing 
23 ^* 3 ; from all hands of the intolerable Outrages»and Infolencies committed 
27.^. p. 420! by Maxentitts at Rome , and follicited !l by an Embafly lent to him for 
*zo ur bid ^ lat P ur P 0 ^ ^ rom ^ ie Senate and People of that City, he took up a 
mum t . re fQj ut i on worthy of fo great a mind, to march againft him, and free 
the City from the Tyranny and Extravagancies of that Ufurper. No 
fooner was he engag’d in this Expedition, but like a prudent and good 
Man he began to think of fome afliflance beyond the mcer flrength 
and courage of his Army, and knowing there was great variety of 
Deities at that time worfbip’d in the World, his firfl care was, which 
of thcle to pitch upon, and implore as his Protestor and tutelar 
Guardian. He obferv’d the fatal mifcarriages of his Predeceflors, that 
had flickled hard for a multiplicity of Gods, had repos’d entire confi¬ 
dence in their afliflance, and courted their favour by all the formal and 
fond Rites of Worfhip; notwithflanding all which, their Wars had 
been generally improlperous, and they themfelves brought to unfortu¬ 
nate and untimely ends: On the contrary,that his Father had acknow¬ 
ledg’d and ador’d one only God, and him the fupreme Governour of 
the World, who had ftrangely fucceeded his Undertakings, and given 
him many illuftrious Inftances of a Divine Power and Goodnefs 
through the whole Series of his Life ; fo thereupon he grew to this 
Refolution, tolayafide the vulgar Deities, who ’tis plain did but pre¬ 
tend to Divinity, and cheat the World, and to adhere only to the 
God of his Father ; to whom therefore he addrcfled himfelf, befeech- 
ing him to make himfelf known to him, and cfle&ually to aflift him 
in this expedition. And Heaven heard his Prayer, and anfwcred it 
in a moft miraculous manner, fo wonderful, that Eufebius , who re¬ 
ports it, grants, it would not have been credible, if he had not had it 
from Conjlantine *s own mouth, who folemnly ratified the truth of it 
with his Oath. The Army was upon their march, and the Emperour 
taken up with tliefe devout Ejaculations, when the Sun declining, 
(about three of the Clock, as ’tis probable, in the Afternoon ) there 
fiiddenly appear’d a Pillar of Light in the Heavens in the fafhion of a 
Crofs, whereon (or as others, about it) was this Infcription (in Latin 
fay fome, but Eufebius mentions not that) expreft in Letters form’d by 
c.f pftfl'. 1 ' a con figuration of Stars, (if what Fhiloflorgm^ and fome others re- 
ZQnirioc.cn . port, be true ) Totto nika, In this Overcome. Conjlantine was 
not a little Harried at this fight, and fo was the whole Army that be¬ 
held it; and ’tis plain, the Commanders and Officers, prompted by 
their Artifices , look’d upon it as an inaufpicious Omen , portending a 
very unfortunate Expedition. The Emperour himfelf knew not 
what to make of it, mufing upon it all that Evening: At Night our 
niciimu * Lord appeared to him in a Dream with the Crofs in his hand, which 
iLviubilc..\\. j le j iac j f] lcw \| Rim the day before, commanding him to make a Royal 
Standard like that which he had feen in the Heavens, and caufc it to 
be born before him in his Wars as an Enfign of Vi&ory and Safety. 
Early the next Morning he got up, and told his Friends what had hap¬ 
pen’d, and fending'immediately for Workmen, fat down by them, 
and deferib’d to them the form of the thing, which he commanded 
them to make with the mofl exquifite Artifice and Magnificence, and 

they 
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they made it accordingly after this manner : A long Spear plated over 
with Gold, with a Traverfe piece at the top a little Oblique, in the 
fafhion of a Crofs; to this Crofs-piece was faflen’d a four-lquare 
Curtain of purple, embroider’d and belet with Gold and preci¬ 
ous Stones, which refle&ed a mofl amazing luflre, and towards 
the top of it were pictur’d the Emperour in the midft of his 
Sons. On the top of the fhaft above the Crofs flood a Crown over¬ 
laid with Gold and Jewels, within which were plac’d the facred Sym¬ 
bol, viz. the two firft Letters of Chrift’s name in Greek , X and P, 
the one being ftruck through the other as in the Margin. This De¬ 
vice he afterwards wore in his Shields, as not only Eufebins tells us, 
but is evident by fome of his Coins extant at this day. This Impe¬ 
rial Standard in all his Wars was carried before him ; and my Author 
allures us, he had often feen it. And in imitation of this lie caufed

expreis mention of this apparition of the Crofs, nor is it realonable 
to exited they fliould: But this they confefs, which they fay was a 
currant and uncontradided report in the mouth of all, that before 
this Engagement an Army in the Air was feen to come down from 
Heaven, perfons of great flrength and flaturc, with vigorous and 
chearful looks, and bright flaming Armour, who were heard to fay, 
Wefeek for Conftantine, we are come to afftft him\ as the Heathen Ora¬ 
tor k tells 11s in that very Oration, wherein he congratulated the Vi- 
dory. 

IV. CONSTANTINE had a mighty curiofity to be farther inftruded 
in thefe Divine fignifications, and therefore calling for fomeChriftian 
Bifhops,ask’d them, who this God was,and what he meant by this fmi* 
They told him, the perfon that had done this was the only-begotten 
Son of the one only God ; the Sign that had appear’d to him was the 
Symbol of Immortality, and the Trophy of that Vidory, which this 
God while lie was upon Earth, had gain’d over Death: They explain’d 
to him the reafons of his coming down from Heaven, and the flatc of

his Incarnation, and undertaking the caufe of Mankind. He heard 


their Difcourfes with great pleafure and fatisfaftion, but kept himfelf 
upon tile referve, like a wary and prudent Man, not giving too much 
way at firft ; lie oft compar’d the heavenly Villon with what they had 
chlcourled to him upon that Argument,and the more he did fo,the more 
he was finished, not doubting but that in due time God would more 
perfectly difeover tliefe things to him ; ill order wherciintohcrefolv’d 
at feature hours to perufe the Holy Scriptures. But herein he kept 
his thoughts to himfelf, nor indeed for the prefent was it fife for him 
to declare them. However allur’d in his own mind he march’d throuah 
i'Samft all oppofition almoft to the very Walls of Rome, encam¬ 
ping Jus Army (confiding, fays Zofimu,™ of ninety thoufand Foot,and 
eight thoufand Horfe) in a large Plain before the City. Mnxentiw 
was a Man »that wholly gave up himfelf to Eafeand Luxury, divi- 
ding his time between Plcaliirc and Superftition. He never went out 
ot the City; and feldom out of tile Palace; fo intolerably idle that 
to remove into the SaluftUu Gardens, (tho to enjoy a frefh feene of 
piealure) was accounted a Journey, and an Expedition, as the Orator 

juflly 
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juftly jeers him. But approaching, h^fii^mftl 

leave the City, and therefore plied the Altars with numerous Sacri¬ 
fices, and commanded the Sibylline Books to be fearch’d, and the an-

fuccefsto himlelf, and the rather tis like,becaute it was then his Birth¬

Forces, his Infantry confiding of an hundred and feventy thouland 
Foot, and Ins Cavalry of eighteen thoufimd Horfe, a great part where- 
d being W, and /r*W, and having fmarted fo much under his 
mfolcnt Tyranny, defired nothing more than to fie him fall at the 
Enemies foot. The Engagement was fierce and bloody, ’till Viftorv 
having hover d a while, reded on Conftanthe's fide, for the Enemies 
Cavalry being routed, the whole Army fied, and thinking to elcape 
the neared way by a Bridge o Boats, which Maxrnim had built over

V. AN entire Viftory thus obtain’d, Conftantine made a triumphant 
Entry into the City, being met by the Senate, Nobility, and incite 
crowds of people, whole chearful Faces, and loud Acclamations fuffi. 
ciently tedihed the fenfe they had of their Deliverance, publicly fly- 
hng him their Saviour, Redeemer, and the Author of their Happincls.

VII. ALL this the Gentiles beheld with ail envious and malicious 
Eye, as what certainly prophefied the fatal declcnfion, if not final 
overthrow of their Religion ; and were more confirm’d in thefe full 
yzopm. 12, picions, when they law the Empcrour negle&ed y the Celebration of 
M7i- tli e Ludi SaettUres, or Solemn Games, that were wont to be kept for 
three days and nights with unufual Magnificence and Devotion, with 
abundance of pompous Sacrifices,peculiar and appropriate Hymns,and 
a long train of other Ceremonies. They were holacn but once every 
hundred years, or a few years under or over, whence the Crier that 
proclaim’d them us’d to do it in this form, Come hither and behold thofe 
Sports, which no man alive ever faw before, or fall fee again. The pe¬ 
riod of the lafb Century was now run out, and fell in with Ann . 
Chr. CCCXIII. But the Emperour took no notice of them, for which 
the Gentiles feverely cenfiir’d him, not only looking upon it as an 
Argument of his averfion to their Religion, but crying out againft it 
as pernicious to the State, and that which drew down the vengeance 
of the Gods upon it. And it added not a little to their Trouble, when 
they found that Maximinus himfclf, upon whom they relied fo much, 

* Eufeb.H. began to turn upon them : For falling out with Licinius , 2 and being 
pfi?’ c> IO * miferably defeated by him, notwithftanding all the vain hopes and 
afliiranccs, wherewith his Priefts and Southfayers had blown him up 
into a confidence of Succefs andVi&ory, at his return home he put 
feveral of them to death as Cheats and Impoftors, and Traitors to his 
Life and Crown. And either in fpite to them, or in this declining 
Rate of his Affairs to keep in with fo numerous a Party, he publifh’d 
*Ext.ap.Euf. an Hdi£b a in behalf of the Chriftians, wherein he confirm’d the Rc- 
ioc.cn. feript which he had fent to Sabinm the year before, and fupplied now 
what was defe&ive in it, viz. the reftitution of their Churches, with 
all thofe Revenues and Pofleffions which had been feiz’d into the Ex¬ 
chequer, and either fold, or bellow’d upon any public Corporations, 
or private perfons. Not long after, juft as he was refolv’d to try his 
fortunes in a fccond Battel, he was ftruck with infinite pains and tor¬ 
ments all over his Body, fo that in a little time he wafted to nothing, 

and 
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and his very Eye-fight failing, he became dark blind, and died at 
Tirfus, confcuing upon his Death-bed, that all this was but a juft pu 
nilhment upon him for his fpiteful and virulent proceedings againft 
Chnft, and his Religion. The Churches hereupon in thofe parts be- 
gan exceedingly to flourifii, and the Chriftians for the prelent cniov’d 
a very fereneand profperous Seafoiu ' J 

VIII. BUT alas ! this peace and fecurity lafted not long ; for Li - 
ant us, who had hitherto diffembled with Conflantine and the World 
having now the whole Eajlern Empire at his Command, began to 
1 w himiclr in his own Colours; he heartily efpous’dthecaufeof 
the Gentiles, which he fought every where to relieve and fiipport and

content with this, he took all occafions of venting his Spleen arid Ma- 
licc, railing one of the hotteft Perfccutions againft the Chriftians 
whom he every where purfued with all poftible Cruelties; fo that fas 
Eufcbtus * oblerves) the E„(l and the Weft feem’d like night and dav • , 4 
a dreadful Darknefs overfpread all the E.tfiern Parts, while the Weil '■ '• ”49.®.!

but afterwards recolfeamg his Forces, engag’d again in Thrace 
what time Confiantme, in themidftof his Biftiops and Chaplains was 
earneftly engaging Heaven by Prayer to be on his fide, wlnlc UcinL 
on the other hand laugh d at him, and calling for his Priefts and For 
tune-tellers, lusher or Diviners, fell to fkr^ciflg, enouinne 
what Judgment they made by infpefting the Intrails of the Beafts® 
the Expounders of Dreams hkewife were at hand,and the Aufpices that 
divm d by the flight of Birds, who unanimoufly agreed that Succels 
vould wait upon him. Whereupon he took the chief Officers of his

“ this ftrange God, whom we now lo much defpile, iliall appear to be 
« the more powerful Being, we our felves alio ought to embrace and 
“ adore him, and bid adieu to thole, to whom we have lighted our Ta- 
“ pers to fo little purpole. But if ours carry the day, which no Man 
“ can doubt, after fuch a fignal Victory, we may fecurely go on in our 
“ attempts againlf thclc impious Contemners of the Gods. The Ar¬ 
mies now fac’d each other,and Conflantine having pioufly recommended 
his Caule to God, gave the Signal, the Imperial Standard of the Crols 
was born before him, fifty Men being peculiarly deputed to guard it, 
and to carry it by turns ; which way loever it turn’d, the Enemy fled, 
lo that when the Empcrour law any part of the Army prels’d hard 
upon, he Call’d for the Crols to that place, and it turn’d the Scale. 
The Engagement was renew’d in leveral Encounters, ’till the Enemies 
Forces being wholly broken, thegreateft part threw down their Arms, 
and yielded, and Licinitts himlelf fled the Field; who finding his 
Affairs defperate, betook himlelf to his old arts of Treachery and 
Diffimulation, begging Peace with Conflantine , w ho readily accepted 
the motion, the other ratifying it with his Oath. But what Obliga¬ 
tions can hold a bad Man ? All is foon forgotten, and Licinius railes 
another Army, but charges his Soldiers to oiler no violence to the Stan¬ 
dard of the Crols, nor to engage near it. The Battel, tho bloody, 
went againft him, who fled thereupon to Nicomedia, whither Conftan- 
tinc follow’d, and befieg’d him. But he furrender’d himlelf upon 
condition of life, which he promifed to lead private and obfeure, and 
which fomc lay Conflantine granted, and confirm’d with his Oath. 
How ever that was, he lent him to ThefJ'alonica , and there, upon his at¬ 
tempting new Seditions, put him to death. 

IX. BY the death of Ltcinim the whole Government of theEm-

phe devolv’d upon Conflantine, who immediately relfor’d il Peace and 
Tranquility to the Chriftians, and directed leveral Orders to the Pro¬ 
vincial Governours, whereby they recall’d the banilh’d, releas’d thole 
that had been put upon Offices, reftor’d Eftates to thole that had loll 
them, let at liberty the imprifon’d, and thole who had been condemn’d 
to the Mines, or any other flavery, all whom he bountifully rewarded; 
and for them that had fufler’d Martyrdom, he commanded their 
Goods and Lands to be reftor’d to them that were next a kin, or where 
they had no Relations, to be appropriated to the tiles of the Church. 
Of all which his prolix Edift c fent to the Provincial Governours of 
Pale (line , (and the lame no doubt to other place') is a liifticient Evi¬ 
dence. Great Encouragement the G entiles, even in the Weft cm 1 'arts, 
had taken from the Patronage of Licinius, whom they hop’d to foe 
the prevailing Conqucrour, and perhaps might by Ionic lecrct and 
myftic Rites of their Religion endeavour to promote his litcccls ; lo 
that even during thole Wars Conflantine was forc’d to lay lome check 
upon them. Bv two Law's, ‘ Ann. CCCXIX. the one directed to Maxi¬ 
mus Erovoft of the City, the other to the People of Rome , he forbad 
the Arufpices or South-layers, and all the reft of that divining Tribe, 
to exercile their Skill within any private Houle under any pretence 
whatlbevcr, adjudging the Soutlifaycr lo offending to be burnt, and 
the perlbn that confulted him and receiv’d him into his Houle, to con- 
iiication of Eftate, and banilliment into lome remote Ifland; but 

withall, 
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withall, permitting them to exercile their Art at the public Altars and 
Temples, and in the open light, where every one might fee and hear 
what was done or laid. Two years after by another Rclcript 1 to the zib. ub \c 
lame Provoft lie gave leave, in calc of milchief done by Lightning, Tit - -v.’/. i 
publicly to conlult thele Arufpices , but with this limitation” which /, ' 257< 
laid no linall Reftraint upon them, Unit their AnEvers and Interpre¬ 
tations fhould be lent to the Empcrour in writing : Not that he ap¬ 
prov’d, thclc Diabolical Rites, but to try what Principles they 
lied to the People, and to keep them in awe, well knowing how apt 
th cGentilcs, who were vext at his elpoufing Chriftianity, would be 
tinder the/e pretences to coufult and carry on Dcfigns againft the ix.‘ace 
and lafety of the Empire. About lix Months after he prohibited h all ib ub 0 ubi 
Sorceries and Magic Charms, that were us’d either againft the health /. 3. 
and Jives of perlons, or to inveigle Men’s Aftc&ions to unchaft Love 
permitting liich only as were accounted harm Ids, either for the curing 
or alleviating of I)iftempers,or the driving away pernicious Storms and 
Tempefts. 1 he lame year he provided,' that Slaves (heretofore emanci- » ib. m 4 rit. 
pated in the Pagan lemples) might be made free in the Chriftian 
UI lurches in the prelence ol rheBilhop; and that Clergy-men might 
do it alone, and by word of mouth, without any formal Writing. 

That this Solemnity * might he perform’d upon a Sunday,tho all Con- k ib.nb.^riu 
tuitions, Controvet fies, and Law-Suits, were utterly forbid upon that yII1 ‘ L *■ 
day. Indeed this good Empcrour took all imaginable care to foci ire 
the honour and oblervation of the Lord’s day,he commanded 1 it to be 1 r.»f.dcvU.c. 
et apart lor Prayer and Holy Exercifos, that Priefts and Deacons 
m,°o! C e coni }™t y attend upon them, that all perfons Hioulcl, as far as 

be, be drawn to it, and that his great Officers and Comman- P-413. 
tiers mould let them a good Example, and accompany the Empcrour 
111 his Devotions on that day. And that none might be then unem¬ 
ploy d, lie took care that his Pagan Army fhould be buffed in Praver 
to Heaven, as the only giver of all Victory, and upon every Lord’s 
day fhould go out in the open Fields, and there, upon a Signal given,

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State, and the Safety of the Emperour, efpecially at this time, when 
the Goths had made a violent irruption into Thrace, and the Empire 
was difquietted with intertine Wars, I mean, the lart attempts of the 
Emperour Licinius . But this was complain’d of to Conflantine, who 
by a Law, m bearing date May the 30^,^/w.CCCXXIII. exprefly forbad 
rit. 11. 1. 5. an y fjjch compulfion to be us’d towards Chriftians, under the penalty 
, of being publicly beaten with Clubs, if the perfon offending was of 

Plebeian rank, but if of better quality, of being feverely lin’d. And 
in this EdiX, as he ftyles Chnftianity The mojl holy Law, fo he calls 
Gcntilifm Alienam Superflitionem , a ftrange Superftition. Next he 
took care, that none fhould be Governours or Prcfidents, but who 
were Chriftians ; or if Gentiles , that they fhould not oiler Sacrifices, 
and this to extend even to the Prat or tan Prefects, the higheft O dicers in 
• Euf.devit.c . the Empire. He publifh’d a Law n likewife, which he lent to the Go* 
r.2. f.44,4‘5. yernours of Provinces, for the ereXing, enlarging, and beautifying 
g/qfl.p.464. t j le chriftians Churches at his own Charge, notice whereof he gave 
by Letters to the Bifhops of the feveral Churches. That to Enftbius, 
being the firft that was written,is ftill extant,written Ann. CCCXXIV. 
loon after the final Defeat of Liciniu-s, whom he ftyles in it that great 
Dragon , which by his Miniftry God had remov’d from the Govern¬ 
ment. Befides this, he wrote a large exhortatory Epiftle to the Pro¬ 
vincial Governours of the Eaft , wherein with great Wilclom and Piety 
he perfuades all his SubjeXs to embrace Chriftianity, a Religion atte- 
fted by the Heathen Deities themfelves, whereof he allures them him- 
lelf was an Ear-witnefs, Apollo* s Oracle confefling, that certain righ¬ 
teous perfons were the caufe why he could no longer deliver out true 
Oracles. And when Diocletian (whom he then attended) ask’d, who 
thefe Men were ? One of the Priefts anftver’d, They were the Chri¬ 
ftians: Which fo enrag’d the bloody Emperour, that lie immediately 
publilh’d the moft fevere mercilefs Edicts againft the Chriftians, com¬ 
manding the Judges to contrive more exquifite Inftrumcnts of Tor¬ 
ment, than what the Law had hitherto provided for them. But tho 
he endeavour’d both by Prayers and Arguments to bring them over to 
the Truth, yet he ftill left them to the freedom of their own choice. 
He would not, he tells them, force them to change their Religion, nor 
that one Party fhould offer any injury or violence ro the other upon 
that account: If they would ftill obftinately perfift in their old way, 
let them enjoy their Temples ftuft’d with nothing but Lies and Fal- 
fhoods; alluring them it was not true, what lome reported, that he 
had abolifh’d the Rites of their Temples, and their Religious Solem¬ 
nities : He wifhed indeed they would fteer the lame Courfe that he 
had done, and doubted not to have perfuaded the World to it, if the 
power and efficacy of an inveterate Errour, deep rooted in the minds 
of Men, had not prejudic’d the defign’d Reformation of Mankind. 
•sozom. 1. 1. About the lame time he repeal’d u the EdiXs of his Predecelfors,which 
c. 8-mio* in maintenance of the Pagan Superftitions in the times of Perfecu- 
tion, they had put out againft the Chriftians, and particularly the 
pc.Tk.lib.i <5. cruel and unjuft Laws p and Conftitutions of Licinim, as foon after 
Th y X!r - 11 > he did the AXs and Decrees of his Judges, tho this was not to extend 
3 - M° 4 - tQ an y thing w hich either he or they had warrartfably done according 
to Law. 
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XI. CONS TA N T1N E having now reftor’d perfeX peace 
and tranquility to the Roman World, took up arclolution of transfer¬ 
ring the Seat of the Empire to lome other place: Whether it was, 
becaufe he was offended with the people of Rowe for the rude Refle¬ 
xions wherewith they affronted him, when on a Fcftival day going 
up with his Retinue to the Capitol he fpake contemptibly of thole la- 
cred Riles (as Zoflmm h reports it), or whether becaufe he would not «ztf.2.p.69<5. 
honour that place with his Court, that for 16 many Ages had been the 
chief Stage of Idolatry, and the Scene of Martyrdom and Perlecu- 
tion; or whether becaufe he thought the Eaflem Parts did more im¬ 
mediately require his Prefence to defend them, not only againft the 
Incroachments of the PetJians , but againft the Inroads of the Nor¬ 
thern Nations, which at that time did ufually thereabouts break in 
upon them ; or whatever elfe the occafion was, ’twas certainly a Po¬ 
licy very fatal and unfortunate to the Empire. After many Del ign- 
ments he pitch’d upon Byzantium, a City of Thrace, fituate upon the 
Jflhmm, or neck of the Hellefpont , a place which Nature feem’d to 
have form’d, on propofe to command the World. He re-edifled and 
enlarg’d it, beautified it with the moft ftately and magnificent 
Buildings, and all the Ornaments which Art could contrive, or 
Wealth could purchafe, or any curious pieces of Antiquity, which 
Rome or any other Parts could furnifh it with. He endow’d it with 
vaft Privileges and Immunities, peopled it with the beft Families he 
could draw from Rome, or other places, and by a Law (engraven 
upon a Stone-Pillar, and plac’d in the Strateginm, near the Empe- 
rour’s Statue on Horfe-back) commanded, it fhould be call’d New 
Rome , tho in defpite of his EdiX it retain’d the honour of his 
Name, and keeps it to this day. He laid the Foundations November 
the 2 6th, Ann. CCCXXVIII. finifli’d and dedicated it about two 
years after. But what is moft proper to be here obferv’d is, that he 
built r many noble Churches and Oratories both in the City and Su- r *«f. ib.i. 3. 
burbs, wherein he fuffer’d no Gentile Altars or Images to be plac’d f - 48 -M°7- 
nor any Pagan Fcftiyitics to be Iblemniz’d, nay, ftifler’d the foilies’ 
importure, and vanities of them to be expos’d in the open Streets. I 
know Zsfimu r tells another ftory, That Conflantine let up the Statues 'Ml p. 687, 
of the Heathen Deities in feveral public places of the City, and that 
at one end of the four-fquarc Portico that encompafs’d the Forum he 
C d tW i° ^' la PP c ^ s °, n purpofe, in one whereof lie plac’d the Image 
of Rhea the Mother of the Gods, in the other that of the Genius or 
Fortune of Rome. But his known partiality in matters of this na¬ 
ture abates his Credit, efpecially when fet againft the exprefsTefti- 
mony of thole, who liv’d at that time, and law what was done 
And probable it is, that to make the beft of a bad Cau 16 , he laid hold 
of any Twig which he could bend the contrary way, and reprefented 
that as done in honour of their Gods, which was done only by way 
of Deruion and Contempt. But tho Conflantine thus routed the Mo¬ 
numents of Pagan Idolatry, yet did he not demolifli or deface the 
lemples, lome of which were here (landing 1 ’till the times of Thco- 
doptts. Indeed he took away their Sacred Treafures,«and feiz’d the dglia P lt P-* 
Rents and Revenues belonging to them, which he employ’d in buil- l.'L'vont 
ding thofe noble and magnificent StruXures, wherewith he adorn’d xxnp.^ 9 i 
that Imperial City. Ndf did the barbarous Countries go witliout 
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thcir niare in thcfchappy influences of Chriftianity. ThiTlndians * 
wcrc brought over to the Chriftian Faith by the miniftry of Frumentim 
1.1. r.24. who had been brought up the greateft part of his time there, and 
f-477- w J )onl Athanafins having ordain’d Biftiop, was lent again amongfl 
them. The Iberi, iince call’d Georgians, a People near the Cafptan 
o. Sea, were converted y by means of a Woman-Slave, who being a 
to.?.7!*"?. Chriftian, was become famous among them for the incomparable 
ftri&nefs and piety of her Life, and her miraculous Curesj amoiF 
others, file cur’d the Queen of the Country, and thereby converted 
her, and by her follicitations, the King himlelf, who convening his 
Subjects, preach’d to them, and perfiiaded them to embrace the Faith. 
Hereupon a Church is cretted, and an Embaffy lent to Con ft amine to 
requeft, that Bifhops and Preachers might be fent atnongft them to 
carry on and compleat the work. Which was done accordingly, and 
the Emperour to give an additional honour to their King Bacnrins, 
created him Comes Domefticorum, or Comptroller of his Hou^hould , 
* Rom whole own mouth my Author z receiv’d this Relation, w ith 

many more particulars, which he lets down at large. The like fuccefs 
l s ? zib ' c ' 6 ' £ J 1C Chriftian Religion had in other 8 Countries, for by reafon of the 
p ' 4101 frequent Wars which the Romans had with the Barbarians, many Chri¬ 
ftian Priefts were takcji Captive, who imploy’d all their time and 
pains t6 fubdue thofe Countries to the Faith of Chrift. And by this 
means were the Inhabitants of the Rhine, th cCelu, and the remote!! 
parts of Gaul, the Goths , and thofe who dwelt upon the Danow, brought 
to embrace and entertain the Gofpc). 

XII. THE Emperour had hitherto tried by patience hndper- 
fuafion, and by all the Arts of Lenity and Gentlenefs to reclaim the 
Gentile World : But finding the greateft part perverfe and obftinate 
lie proceeded to rout Idolatry by rougher methods. To which pur- 
pofe he gave out Difpatches, which the Chriftians that were about 
ffd'vit.c the Court greedily caught, and readily tranfmitted into the fbve- 
p.Vo soz.' ral Countries, and put them into prefent Execution. TheCommif- 
449 . fioners enter’d every where into the Temples, and threw open the 
Doors of their moft fecret Rivejbiesfo that thofe Myfteries,which be¬ 
fore-time none but the Priefts might behold,were now publicly expos’d 
to the Eyes of the People, and many of the Temples untiled, and laid 
open to all Storms and Weather. The common people were afraid 
and durft make no refiftance, and the Priefts and Ylamens being left 
alone, quietlyfiibmitted, and did themfelvcs bring forth their moft 
venerable Deities, which being ftript of their external Pageantry and 
Ornament, were fhewn in their own colours to every vulgar Eye. 
The Statues of Gold, and like precious Materials, were melted down,' 
and coin’d into Money, the beft of thofe that were curioufly wrought 
in Brafs were brought up to Confi ant inople, where they were drawn 
with Ropes up and down the Streets,and let up for the people to behold 
and laugh at. Here might you have feen the Pythian , there the 'min- 
thian Apollo', in the Circus were plac’d the famous 7 rtpodes brought 
from Delphos, in the Palace the Mnfes of Helicon, .in another place the 
great God Pan , fo folcmnly and univcrfally worfliip’d in Greece, plan¬ 
ted there as Handing Monuments to Pofterity of the folly and madnefs 
of Fagan Superft ition. At Aphaca in Ph.tnicia near the top of Mount 
Lt ban us, flood a famous Temple in the* midft of a Grove, dedicated 
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to Venus, where the Men bufied themfelvcs in performing the Rites of 
Worfhip, while the Women proftituted themfelves to ail manner of 
Lewdnefs in every corner. This Temple the Emperour commanded 
to be pull’d down to the ground, and all its rich Gifts and Ornaments 
to be difpofed of, and that lewd Society to be difpers’d and fcattcr’d. 

There was another dedicated to her at Heliopolis in the lame Country, 
where the Men gave leave to their Wives and Daughters to proftitute 
themfelves in honour of theGoddefs; this he abolifh’d, and built a 
Church in the room of it, and furnifh’d it with a Bifliop and other 
Minifters of Religion* Abraham ’s Oak at Mamre , which for fo many 
Ages had been annually defil’d with Jewifli and HeatheniOi Solemni¬ 
ties, he remov’d, and ere tied a Chriftian Church there. Hedemo- 
Jifh’d the celebrated Temple of jp.fculapius at sFg.e in Cilicia, where 
that pretended God was worfhip’d for his eminent Cures, and frequent 
appearances in Dreams to his Votaries. At Alexandria he difpers’d 
and banifh’d the Androgyni, !i or Priefts of Nile, who us’d to perform 6 rtM.ib.iip 
ridiculous Cerem nies to that River, accounted by them a Deity, and 537 s 
caus’d die Nilometrium, or famous Cubit, wherewith they wont every p.^s. l f I ’ 
year to mcafure the height of the River, to be remov’d out of the 
Temple of Serapis (where it was Religioufly kept) into the Chriftian 
Church at Alexandria : And when the people cried out hereupon, that 
the Goddefs would be angry, and the Nile no longer overflow its 
Banks, the event fhew’d the prediction to be falfe and foolilh, the River 
overflowing the Country the next year in larger meafures and propor¬ 
tions than it had done before. I11 fhort, by feveral Laws he forbad 
to offer Sacrifices, or to ered any Images to the Gods, ortoconfult 
their Priefts and Oracles, or to exercife any of their MyfteriousRites. 

And tho Libanim more than once affirms, c that then Temples were c or.doTempu 
left open, and Sacrifices permitted at Rome and Alexandria, yet was it P-' 20 » 21 * 
no otherwise true, than as they could do it by Health,or by connivance, 
not by any public allowance or conftitution of the Empire. I will 
not deny but that Rome and Alexandria being the capital Cities of the 
Empire, and places where Gentilifin had taken thedeepeft Root, and 
whence it could not be cafily pluck’d up, a more particular permiflion 
or connivance might be allow’d there. But when my Author •< affirms, » De TmpU 
that Con(l an tine, tho he took away their Revenues, made no alteration P- 9 > 22 - 
in the ancient ufages of their Worfhip, he mull be underftood of the 
former part of his Reign, it being unqueftionably evident from the 
Teftimony both of Chriftian and Gentile Writers, c that in his latter e Micron. C.hr. 
times he flint up all, and demolifh’d forne of their Temples, and for- ^ > 

bad their Sacrifices and Superftitions. Indeed, that he might not alto- 
gether ieem to exafperate and provoke them, he fuller’d the people at c ’ 2 ^/ot.- l in 
Icaft in Ionic places, ftill to chulc their Priefts and Flamens, and thofe 
Priefts to enjoy the Temporal Honours and Immunities belonging to 
their Office, as appears by a Law f which he made Ann. CCCXXXV. Tit,x ' L2 ' 
and directed to FAix the Prxtorian Prefill of Afnc to that purpofe*. 

By thefe finart and vigorous proceedings againft the Idolatry and Im- // 
pieties of the Heathen World, Satan every day vilibly fell as Lightning 
from Heaven, and the great Dragon, that old Serpent, which had fo 
Jong deceiv’d the World, fled before, and fell under the power of the 
J.; r ? fs> *',! memory whereof, this good Emperour caus’d Lome of his 
Coins, Hill extant, to be ftamp’d on the Reverie with the figure of a 
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Serpent bowing under, and ftruck through with the Banner of the 
b mfeb.de vit. Crofs. And in the Portico e before his Palace lie caus’d his Pi&ure 
c. i i. c. 3 . to be drawn at full length with the Crofs over his head, and a Dragon 
p ’ 4 4 * nnder his feet (truck through with Darts, and thrown into the Sea, to 
denote by what aftiftance he had routed and ruin’d the old Enemy of 
Mankind, and had ca(t him down to Hell. AH which, my Author 
fays, was foretold by that of the Prophet, 1/a. 27. 1. That the Lord 
with his /ore, and great, and pong Sword, jhonld ptiniflj Leviathan' that 
crooked Serpent , and flay the Dragon that is in the Sea. 

XIII. AND now God having brought about fo great a Change 
and Reformation, and advanc’d Chriftianity, which had lately been 
(o much defpis’d and trampled on, to be the Religion of the Empire, 
took this excellent Prince into a better World. He died at Nicomtdta 
May the 22 th y Ann. CCCXXXVII. to the irrepairable Iofs of the 
Church, and the grief of all good Men. I lliall conclude his Reign 
with the companion, which Eufifiitu, in an Oration deliver’d at the 
Solemnization of his Trictnnalia , about a year before his Death,makes 
between this and the preceding Times, the film of whole Difcourfe 
h om. del Mi. upon that Argument h we (hall here reprefent. “ The former Hmpe- 
Co f ^“ 9 * “ rours, fays 'he , were paffionatc Admirers of their Gods, and the peo- 

“ple every where h nour’d them with Statues and Images, which 
“ they ere&ed to them in Fields and Houfes, yea in their very But- 
“ tries and Bed-chambers ; Chappelsand Portico's , Groves and Term 
<c pies were with infinite pains and charge let apart for their Worfliip, 
“ and enrich’d with the mod coftly Ornaments and Oblations. The’ 
“ fruit of all which Devotion was nothing elfe but War and Fighting, 
“ Mutinies and Seditions,which fill’d the World with blood and llaugh- 
“ ters: Their Gods by their feigned Anfwcrs and Oracles vainly flattc- 
“ ring them into hopes of Profperity and Succefs, when, alas! they 
“ could not forefee that facl Fate that did attend themfclves. Encou- 
“ rag’d with this a(Turanee, and carrying the Statues of their fond 
“ and fenfelefs Deities at the head of their Army, they march’d into 
“ the Field : Whereas Conftantine arm’d with no other Brea ft plate but 
“ that of Piety, nor carrying any other Banner than that of the Crofs, 
“ at once triumph’d both over his Enemies, and their Gods. In a 
“ grateful fence of fo fignal a Mercy he openly own’d the power of that 
“ triumphal Sign, a Monument whereof he fet up in the midft of Rome, 
“ and commanded that all fliould look upon it as the tutelar and guar- 
“ dian Power of the Roman Empire. He taught the Myftery of it to 
“ all, and efpecially his Soldiers, and train’d them up both in the 
“ i rinciples and Practice of true Prayer, and holy Adoration, and 
“ and that they muft not depend upon the ftrength of their Arms, the 
“ greatnels or their Courage, the multitude of their Number, but 
“ look up to God as the only Fountain of all Power and Vittory,’ and 
“ obferve the Lord’s day as moft proper for their Devotions. His own 
“ vacant time he fpent in Prayer, reading the Scriptures, and other 
“divine Exercifes and Employments, and he form’d his whoIeCourt 
“ after his Example. He paid a juft Reverence to the victorious 
“ Crofs, and ere&ed triumphal Arches to it in every place, and with 
“ a noble and magnificent bounty commanded Churches and Orato- 
“ ries to be built,and thofe to be re-edified which had been demolifli’d 
“ h the rage and madnefs of his PrcdecefTors, who taking upon them 
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“ to fight againft God, had all come to untimely ends, and both they ' 

“and their Families been fwept away as in a moment. While this 
“ Einperour, guarded by the falutary Standard, carried Viblory about 
“ him, and had founded newer and more (lately Churches,and re-built 
“ the old ones into greater Magnificence than before ) conlj^icuous 
“ In (lances whereof were to be (een at Constantinople, Nicomedta, An- 
“ tioch, and in Palefline , where at Jcru/alem he rais’d an immenfe and 
“ admirable Strudlure over the place of our Saviour’s Sepulcher,which 
“ he enrich’d and adorn’d with the moft exquifite Artifice. Three 
“ other incomparable Churches he built, the one over the place of our 
“ Lord’s Birth, another at the place of his Afcenfton , and a third at 
“ the place of his Pajfion. So illuftrious a Piety God was pleas’d to 
“ reward with the enlargement of his Empire, and the profperity 
“and lecurity of liis Family, befides thole eminent Bleftings which 
“ were referv’d for his Pofterity. A fignal Evidence of that Divine 
u Power that fuperintended the happinefs of the Empire, that could 
“ lo equally diTribute Recompences fuitable to each party : For all 
t6 thofe that had ruin’d and laid waft the Churches,had quickly reap’d 
“ the Wages of their Impiety, and had been fwept away without 
“ leaving either Houfe or Pofterity behind them. But this good Em- 
“ perour having endear’d himfelf to Heaven by an unufual Piety and 
“ Bounty, had accordingly engag’d God to be the Saviour and Prote- 
4 lor of his Empire> his Family, and his Pofterity.

ger infe&ed with fuch pernicious Errors and Impieties, and Wicked- 
nefs gain ground by Cuftom and Connivance. He knew there wan¬ 
ted not tlioie that oppos’d it, Men fond of their own Ruine but God

*■ c.Tb. lib.9. he put out a Law d againft all Curiolity in this kind, that no Man, un- 
Vbiviicm-' c,cr t,lc P cnaIt y of his Head, fliould dare to conlult any of thele Ma- 
mnt Gotbofr. ders of Divination, who in the body of the Refcript are reckon’d up 
by their leveral Titles; Harufpiccs , who made a judgment concerning 
future Events from Sacrifices, and inlpc&ing the Entrails of Bealls 
flain to that purpofc; Mathematic/ , who judg’d of things by thecourle 
and pofition of the Stars ; Hanoi/ , who attended the Altars, offer’d 
up Sacrifices and Supplications to the Deity, and receiv’d the Anfwer 
the Demon return’d ; Attgttres , who divin’d by the flight or chattering 
of Birds; Fates, who were more immediate Chaplains to the Deity, 
and being fill’d, as they gave out, with anEnthuliafticInfpiration, 
gave out Oracles to the Votaries that requir’d them; Chaldeans , or 
Fortune-tellers, were much the lame with the Mathematic /, who read 
Men’s Doom by calculating their Nativities, and finding what Con- 
llellations govern’d at the time of their Birth; Magi, were properly 
fucli as dealt in Charms and Conjurations, fram’d into odd and un¬ 
couth Schemes of words; Male fid, in a ilrift lenle, were thole that 
traded in Necromancy, but are here us’d in a more general way, as com¬ 
prehending all the other Profeflbrs of thele Diabolic Arts.

5. t i ier Law«again It them that exercis’d Arts of Magic, by which they 
undertook to dilordcr the courle of Nature, and do milchief to the 
Lives of innocent Perlons, and by peculiar Charms to dilquictand 
conjure up Spirits, and the Souls of the Departed, that they might be¬ 
come Indruments of Revenge upon their Enemies, luch perlons, as 
being contrary to Nature, lie commands to be deltroy’d Ferali pe/le, 
that is, as lome think, by being burnt alive, the ordinary punilhment 
of Magicians among the Romans, or as others more probably, by being 
thrown to wild Beads. Either of them levere enough, and yet not 
exceeding the merits of luch enormous Villauies. 

VI. A B O LI 1 the end of ylpril this year Confi.wtitts came to 
Rome, where he took care to Regulate leveral things that were amiis 
there. And now probably it was, that he took away the famous Al¬ 
tar, and Image of Victory, which being plac’d upon a triumphal Cha¬ 
riot, 
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riot, Rood in the Entrance or Portico of the Capitol . It was tile only 
Idol left there, for tho it had been remov’d by Confians, yet was it 
again reftor’d b yMagnendw, and now taken away a lecond time, to 
the infinite grief and relentment of the Gentiles , who heavily com¬ 
plain’d f of it, efpecially Symmachus, who rais’d no little dir and budle 'M.sjmmctk 
about it afterwards.

to intrude into his Court or Prefence, they offer’d a more immediate 
violence to Majedy. If therefore any Magician or Diviner, or any 
praamng that way, fliould be found either in his Court, or in that of 
Cajar, be he of what rank or condition loever, he fliould notefcape 
being tortur d, tho in other calcs the Law exempted perlons of Honour 
and Dignity from that Penalty; ib that if upon proof lie dill perfi- 
fled to deny the Faft, notwithftanding tile privilege of his Place and 
Quality he fliould, as m ordinary cafes of High-Treafon, be pm- upon 
the Hack, and have his flefli rak’d oft his (ides with U,w„U, o r Iron 
Hooks made on purpofc to torment the Malefaftor. And indeed 
twas but time for ConJUntm, to look about him, both with relixftL to 
himlelf and Julian. As to himfoll, he had a frefh inftance at hand.

This tile Man kept lecret, and march’d out with 
the Army , but Ins Wife, jealous of her own Intcrcft, wrote to him, 
to beg that after Conftamitus Death, which was thJn at hand, and 
himfclt, according to Ins expeditions, advanc’d to the Empire, he 
would not decide her, nor prefer Evftbia, the Queen-Dowager that 
was to be a Woman of exquilite Beauty, before her. A Copy of 
tins Letter her Maid carried privily to Court, whereby the whole De- 
fign came to light, for which both 7 ?.r rbatio and his Wife died, and 
fevual others were rack d as accomplices in tile Treafon. And then

' as “-Profonted to the Emperour as a thing of dangerous conic- 

quence, 
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quencc, who immediately difpatch’d away Faults and fbme others 
into the Eaft to examine the matter, and call perfons to account. 
Among.others, Simplicius was accus’d for having put Queftions to the 
Oracle about his obtaining the Empire, and tho commanded to be tor¬ 
tur’d, was only banifh’d many more were banilh’d, or rack’d, or tor¬ 
mented, and their Eftates conHIcated. And lo rigorous were the Pro¬ 
ceedings, (if my Author lay true) that if a Man wore but an Amulet 
about his Neck lor the cure of a Quartan Ague, or any other Diftem- 
per, or walk’d but at night among the Tombs and Monuments, he was 
forthwith challeng’d for a Conjurer, and as a pcrlon trading in Necro- 
m. Ncy, and was put to Death as guilty of High-Trcafbn. Thelaft 
ic.n.Ub. 16. thing confiderable that Confiantius did, was a Law 1 (if not the laft, 
rn.u. 1. 16. the laft of this nature) he made to exempt the C lergy in every place, 
f- 44 - whether in City or Country, from all Civil Offices, which he did the 
rather, he lays, becaule he rejoye’d and gloried in nothing more, than 
in his munificence to the Church, well knowing, that the Empire 
was iletter preferv’d and kept in order by Religion, than by any ex¬ 
ternal Offices, or corporal Labours whatfoever. 1 his Law bears date 
March the 17 th, Ann. CCCLXI. at An'toch, whither lie had retir’d 
from the Per fun* Expedition for his Winter Quarters, and whence he 
let out to go againft Julian , but died in his march at Mopfncnnt, Octo¬ 
ber the 5 th y others lay November the $d y p .rtly wearied out with Trou¬ 
bles, partly Heart-broken with the Ingratitude and Rebellion of his 
Coufin Julian , wherein, now it was too late, he was liifficiently lenfible 
of his Error, it being one of the three things he folemnly repented of 
upon his Death-bed, that he had taken him into a Tartnerlhip of the 
Empire.

Julian’; Parentage, and Education under feveral Maficrs. His incline 
tions to Paganifm nourifb'd by Libanius and others, who blew him up 
with hopes of the Empire. His fubtle dijjimulation of Chriftianity con - 
fefs'd by his greatefi admirers. His taking upon him the place of a Rea¬ 
der, and eretting an Oratory to S. Mamas the Martyr. His refidence at 
Athens, and frequent confuting with Pagan Prie/ls. His driving away 
the Daemons at a Confnlt, by anundefign'd making theftgn of the Crofs. 
Advanc'd to the Dignity of Cadar, upon what account. Sent into Gaul 
to govern there , and to repre's the Germans. Aufpiciotss Omens at 
his arrival there. His great fuccefs, and affuming the Empire. An 
account of it fent to Conftantius, and his paffionate Refentment of it. 
MmAs preparation to march againfl Conftantius. His gradual opening 
his Refolutions torefiore Paganifm , and his careffing the greater Cities to 
that pnrpofe. 7 he forwardnejs of fome zealous Gentiles in fetting up 
their Superflitions.

His taking all 
occapons of expeftng Chrifltans , and making them and their Religion 
appear ridiculous. His Wit mainly employ'd that way. The Title of 

Galileans by Law fix'd upon them. The blaffhemous Speeches and Pra- 
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ctifes of others after his Example , and their fatal and miferable Ends. 
His traducing the Emperour Conftantine, as a perfon dear to Chriflians. 
His attempts to bring Chriflians lon\ and to weaken their Power and Inte- 
refl, by banifljing them from all places of Honour and Trufl , by unreaso¬ 
nable Fines and 7 axattons y and by Jetting the federal Parties of Chriflians 
at variance with each other. Inflances given of allthefe . Elis conni¬ 
ving at the Perfection rais'd againft the Chriflians by his Commanders 
ana Governonrs. His abflaining from open Perfection, why ; tho it 
fell heavy upon particular per Jons and places. His difeour aging and dri¬ 
ving away the Biffjops and Clergy , and abolifljing their Revenues and Pri¬ 
vileges. The policy of that attempt. His enconragjng the Jews, and 
refloring their Temple and Religion , in oppofition to the Chriflians. 
The advantages which he propounded to himftlf therein. Elis endea¬ 
vour to extin^uifh all Humane Learning among the Chriflians , there¬ 
by to make them more pliable to Gcntilc-Inflnuations. The folly of 
that attempt. The infinite encouragement he gave to Philofophtrs , and 
all that appear'd able and zealous again ft Chriflians. Elis project to en- 
fnare unwary Chriflians into a compliance with Pagan Super (l it ion. Some 
Inflances given of it. The Hiftoricalpart of the remainder of his time 
briefly profecuted. His expedition againfl Perfia. 7 he Orations he com¬ 
pos* a in his march in honour of the Pagan Deities. His coming to Antioch, 
and reproaching them with the notorious neglctt of the Gentile Rites. 
The fcurrilous Reflections cafl upon him by the people of that City. His 
writing his Mifopogon, a Satyrictil Difcourfe , to be reveng'd of them. 
His departure from Antioch, and execrable Divinations at Carrae, the 
Relicks whereof found after his Death , His engagement with the Per- 
fians , ill Succefs , and Death. The Author of his Death unknown : 
Several Reports concerning it ; charg'd by Libanius upon the Chri¬ 
flians. Some extraordinary pajfages relating to his Death. His Chara¬ 
cter. The feafonablenefs of hts Death to the Chriflians. Nazianzcn’r 
triumphant Difcourfe upon it. 

ULIAN was the younged of the three 
Sons of Conftantius , brother by the Fa¬ 
thers Fide to Conflantine the Great. He 
was born at ConftantinoplgAn. COCXXXI. 
His Mother Bafilina died foon after, and 
his Father was taken ofF in the firil of Con¬ 
ftantius. At feven years of Age he was 
committed to the tutorage k of Mardonius 
the Eunuch, who read to him, and form’d 
his tender years to a drift courle of Ver- 
c.2. f.593. tue, anc j an utter averfion to all thofe Pleafiircs and Divcrtifemcnts 
that are apt to debauch the Minds and Manners of young Gentlemen : 

* Ad Ann. 337. And therefore ’tis a great mi (lake in Baronins , 'when from "Julian's 
Nt Lylh account of his Education under this Man, he makes him to have in- 
Hill’d into him the fird Principles of Paganifm , when, as ’tis plain* 
Julian reprefents it only as an ironical Acculation of his Mailer for trai¬ 
ning him up to Inch four Manners, and fo great an hatred of Luxury 
and Effeminacy ; an humour fo ingrateful and dilplcafing to the people 
Antioch. And Libanius m puts the cafe pall adventure, when he 
£53. P ' tells us, this Eunuch was an excellent Guardian of Temperance and 

Sobriety, 
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Sobriety, but withall, a bitter and openEriemy to the Gods. Under 
the conduct of this Mardonius he attended fome other Mailers, famous 
Profelfors at that time : Nicocles tile Laconian for Grammar, and for 
Rhetoric Ecebolius the Sophift. But Conftantius thought it not lafe to 
continue him in the Imperial City, and therefore lent him and his 
Brother Gall/ss to Macellus , a Mannor belonging to the Crown, at the 
foot of the Mountain Argaus , not far from CAfarea in Cappadocia , where 
there was a magnificent Palace, plealant Gardens, adorn’d with Baths 
and Fountains, and other noble Entertainments: Tho Julian him¬ 
felf leems to fpeak " of it under a worfe Charafter, and look’d upon n *P : JMa- 
their confinement there as a better fort of Imprifonment, not being 
allow’d to go thence upon any occafion, and being redram d from all P 499 
other Company but that of their own Servants. Six years they re¬ 
main’d in this place, during which time they were educated in all 
Arts and Exerciles luitable to their Age and Birth. After which, GaL 
lus being call’d to Court, Julian was lufter’d to return to Conftantinople , 
where he frequented the Schools of the moll celebrated Profelfors, and 
became fo famous for his proficiency in Learning, his plain Garb, and 
familiar Carriage, that lie began to be talk’d of as a perfon fit to fuc- 
ceed in the Empire. To filence°the fpreading of fuch Rumours, 9 Bb M .Panrg , 
Conftantius remov’d him to Nicodemia , and recommended him to the 
care and fuperintendency of Eufebius , Billiop of that place, who by p- 263.* son. 
the Mother’s fide was fomewhat of kin to him. The Emperour began l0C>cit ' vi ‘ t - A " ti 
to fufpea his Inclinations, and therefore gave particular Charge, that 
he fhould hold no Corrcfpondence with Libanius , a famous Orator, but 
a profefs’d zealous Pagan, who having been forc’d to quit Conftanti¬ 
nople, had open’d a School at Nicomedia. But Tis hard to chain up 
natural Inclinations, tho the Emperour had commanded, and his Tu* 
tor Mardonius had engag’d him by Oaths to have nothing to do with 
Libanius , he could not wholly contain himfelf. He did not indeed 
perfonally Converfe with him, but a way was found out, whereby 
his Orations and Speeches were by a lecret Meflcnger convey’d to him 
every day, which he read with infinite greedinefs and delight, and 
laid before him as a Copy for his imitation. The news of his coming 
to Nicomedia brought thither Maximus , one of the greated Philofo- 
phers of that Age, who, under pretence of teaching him Philofophy, 
confirm’d him in his love of Paganifm, and his Ipleen againdChri- 
flianity: And being a Man famous for Magic, blew him up into a 
belief of the common report, that lie fhould one day be Emperour, 
which 16 endear’d the Man to him, that he took him into his moll 
intimate friendlhip, and accounted him one of the moll valuable Bled 
lings of his Life. 

II. ALL this he manag’d with great artifice and fubtlety: For 
knowing how jealous his Coufin Conftantius was of his affeflion to¬ 
wards the Heathen Religion, he profefs’d himfelf a-zealous p Chrillian, p Sozcm. ubl 
and to call the greater blind upon it, he took upon him the Ton fur l 
enter d into a Monadic life, and fuffer’d himfelf to be ordain’d Reader p.tf. Tbnd.' 
ol that Church, where he read the Scriptures in the public Congre- 
gation. Nay, fo far did his difguis’d Zeal extend, that he pretended 
a palfionate Honour and Reverence for the Martyrs, and joyn’d with 
his Brother Callus to erefl a dately Oratory to the memory of S. Ma¬ 
mas the Martyr, the one undertaking one part of the Work, and the 

E 2 other 
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other the other. But God difdain’d that either himfelf or his Servants 
jhould be honour’d with f uch thick and damnable Hypocrify, and ac¬ 
cordingly gave teftimony from Heaven agaiilft it: Tor when that pare 
of the Church which Gallus had undertaken went up apace, and prof- 
per’d, that of Julian could take no effeft; in fome places the Foun¬ 
dations could not be laid, the Earth throwing up the Stones again ; in 
others, where ’twas built up to any height, it was immediately Blat¬ 
ter’d, and tumbled to the ground. An accident that adminiftred great 
variety of Dilcourfe, and made manfc prefage what would be the 
event and ilTue of things. However, he kept himfelf upon h-L Guard, 
tho he could not forbear,where he knew his Company, to open and dif- 
i ms. ibid. clole the Secrets of his Mind; and many times m difcourfe s with his 
f,6u Brother Gatins, he would take upon him very eagerly todefendthe 
caufe of fuppreft Paganifm, wherein tho he pretended to manage the 
caufe only by way of difputation, yet the warmth of his Temper, and 
the ftrengrh and ferioufhefs of his Arguments, fiifficiently fliew’d he 
did it ex ammo, what colour foever he otherwifeput upon it. And 
his Practice was accordingly: For whatever lie made the World be¬ 
lieve, he equally divided his time between Study and Idolatry, ftudy- 
ing all day, and facrificing at night. And the thing is confefs’d by 
* Liba* Epi- one of his deareft friends, ' than whom none knew him better, that it 
tapb. in jui. k e j n g dangerous for him to appear in his own Colours, hefeem’dto 
rw.f>.2<5s. another Man than what he really was, and in public hid himfelf 
under another Drefs ; he was not the Afs in the Lion's skin, but a Lion 
clad with the skin of an Afs, (as my Author expreffes it, fcoffingly 
reflecting upon his Chriftian Profeflion:) He well underftood the beft 
way, efbYM o ono eca<px but he thought good to difTcmble, and 
for the preient to Beer the fafeft Courfe. While in truth it almoft 
‘id. ib. p.266. broke his Heart r to fee the Temples defolate, the Sacrifices forbidden 
and negleCted, the Altars and Victims taken away,the Prierts banifh’d, 
and the Revenues of the Temples fhar’d among the Impure and Pro- 
phane. And, if we may believe Libanitts , it was not Pleafure or 
Power, Grandeur and Dominion, made him afleCt the Empire, but 
only to have an opportunity to reftorethe Worfhip of the Gods. But 
this, as yet, he kept to himfelf, waiting a more favourable feafori 
wherein to declare himfelf. This hypocritical Garb he wore about 
him ’till he was twenty years old, when he put it off’ by degrees. He 
left Nicodmeia , and retir’d to fome little part of his paternal Eftate in 
Jfia, for the far greateft part had been confifcated by Conflantius. But 
finding the Times growing trovblefom and dangerous, by mediation 
of the Emprefs, who always flood his friend, lie got leave to go to 
Athens, under pretence to perfeCt his Studies, but indeed to enjoy the 
Company of Philofophers and Pagan Priefts, and to confult more fe- 
curely about future Events. And he wanted not enough of that 
* Thcod . /. > Tribe to attend him, nay he frequented the moft celebrated 1 Oracles 
c.3. p.120. ' m (] revcC ' Among the reft lie met with a Prieft, who feem’d more 
peculiarly for his turn : The Prieft brought him to the Temple, and 
carrying him into the innermoft Retirements, began to conjure up the 
Demons about him. Julian was affrighted at the hidden and horrid^ 
Appearance, and in that amazement fign’d himfelf with the fign of 
the Crofs, whereat the Demons immediately vanifh’d. The Prieft 
was angry, and feverely chid him, and withall *old him, that the 

Demons 
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Damons had fled not becaufe they were afraid of the Crofs, but becaufe 
they were angry at his making life of that deteftable Sign. And fb 
the Conteft ended, and tlie Prieft initiated him in thofe folemnRites 
and Myfteries. 

III. HIS Brother G alius, who had been fome years Ca/ar, watf 
now for fome treafonable Innovations depos’d, and put to Death. But 
things going to rack in Gaul and Germany, Conftantins was necefficated 
to think of another Partner, and none could be thought of To proper 
as Julian', the Emprefs Eufcbia 11 whifpering it into Conflantiits his »zof,*. 1. 
Ears, that he was a young Man, of a Ample undefigning temper, 
wholly addiClcd to his Books, and unacquainted with the tricks of 
Ambition, and the intrigues of Government: If Succefs attended his 
Enterprizes, the Glory of them would redound to the Emperour ; if 
he milcarried, and was cut off, they fliould be rid of him, and there 
would be none left of the Royal Family to hatch any dangerous De- 
fignsagainft the Empire. H.reupon he was lent for to Court. Bo 
fore he left Athens with Prayers and Tears he fblemnly recommended ' W* *d * 
himfelf to the care and protection of Minerva, the tutelar Goddefs of Til 
that place. He pretends he went to Court upon this Errand with a wh. /« pi. 
mighty Rclu&ancy, and when he came to Milan, drew up a Letter to 
the Emprefs to be excus’d from it, which the Gods, he tells us, whom 
he conmlted upon this occafion, did by a Vifion at night forbid him 
to fend upon pain of Death. So he was inverted with the Title and 
Ornaments of Cafar , and lent into Gaul, but with a Train and Retinue 
altogether Strangers to him, and fome perfbns joyn’d with him, and 
let as fo many Spies about him, efpecially Marcellus and Sallujlius, with¬ 
out whole privity no Perfbns nor Difpatches could be brought to him. 

He had only two intimate Confldcnts along with him, the one his 
Library-keeper, who alone was privy to, and affifted him in the Se¬ 
crets of his Religion ; the other his Phyfician, who was his familiar 
Friend and Com pantan, whom I fuppofe to have been Oribafius, * one 'rid.nmap. 
of the moft eminent Phyflcians of that time. He complains he was 
fent thither in the midftof Winter with but three hundred and fixty 
Men, and hitnfclf in a manner fubjeCled to the Officers, being lo limi¬ 
ted in his Commiflion, that he could attempt nothing without their 
Concurrence, and they charg’d to keep as quick an Eye upon him, as 
upon the Enemy. However* >’ encouraging himfelf in the prefence hr. 
and affiftance of the Gods, which he promis’d himfelf would go 
along with him,he undertook the Expedition. At his arrival at * Vien 1 ztm.Marceii. 
in Gaul, when the whole City ran out to fee him, and to give him an I5 ‘ p ‘ 1457 ' 
honourable Reception, an old blind Woman being told who ’ewas that 
was coming, cried out, That he was the perfon that fliould repair and 
reftore the Temples : And at his entrance into another City, adorn’d 
( as the cuftom was) for the reception of lo great a perfon, a Crown 
that hung between two Pillars, dropt fiilluponhisHeadashepafs’d 
under it; look’d upon by all as a plain Omen of his Hidden fiiccceding 
in the Empire. Five or fix years he manag’d this Province with admi¬ 
rable fucccfs, all which time he publicly profefs’d himfelf a a Chriftian, f* 

and would fometimes, efpecially upon the Fcaft of the Epiphania, go 1584 ‘ 
to Church, and offer up his Prayers to God. W hat he did otherwife b H1.16. p. 
was by Health, riling at Midnight, b and doing his Devotions to Mer- l* 6 *j 
wry . And finding now by Auguries and Divinations c that Conjlantiw 1 2h * 
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was not like to live long, Defigns were Teton foot with all fpeed to 
advance him to the Empire. And to haften the matter, and inflame 

* -fill. Ep. ad the Army, Papers d were featter’d abroad among the feveral Regi-* 
tfc'zofim} 9 ' ments > containing an account of the mifchievous Defigns that were 
Mic Titian, hatching againft Julian, and that the Emperour intended to withdraw 
riifrpr.p.2 82 . hi s Forces, and leave him expos’d to the utmoff danger ; as indeed 

Confiantius had lent to recall part of the Army, which he had occa¬ 
sion to make ufe of in his Wars with Perfia. Upon this the Army 
began to mutiny, and refus’d to march, and coming to the Palace, 
damoroully requir’d him to take the Empire upon him, who went 
prefently apart and made his Addrefs to Jupiter, and having receiv’d 
a favourable and benign Anfwer, comply^ with their Importunity, 
who lifting him up upon a Shield, and in want of a better Crown, a 
Soldier’s Wreath being put about hisHead,they faluted and proclaim’d 
him Emperour. He had now thrown the Dye, and was neceflitated 
to maintain what he had done. But that he might proceed with the 
greater fairnefs and plaufibility, he firff difpatch’d an Embafly to Con- 
ftantius, to let him know, that his afluming the Imperial Power was a 
force put upon him by others, more than his own voluntary choice; 
and that if lie pleas’d, he was ready to lay it down again, and return 
to the ftation and capacity of C*Jar. Confiantius told the Ambalfa- 
dor, That if he would fecure his Head from the Vengeance' due to lb 
great an Infolence, he fliould not only quit the Empire, but reflgn the 
Cafarean Dignity, and returning to a private Station, refer himfelf 
to him. Upon the declaration of which Meflage, Julian openly affir¬ 
med, He would much rather commit himlelf and his Fortunes to the 
Gods, than truft his Life with Confiantius . And in order whereunto, 
he prepar’d to march into the Ealtern Parts, giving out, he did it only 
to latisfie Confiantius in the true realon of what had pals’d. He had

TmJif.p. 19 . being mod what made up of Chriffians, lie durff not yet publicly 

renounce it, and therefore came into the Church upon Chriflmas-day, 
and did his Devotions among the reft. But the more he fecur’d his 
Intereft in the Soldiery, the more he open’d his Inclinations to Paga- 
9 Lib. Tantgw. nifm every day. All along his march he wrote f to mod of the great 
po'Zriffl.*" Cities, accommodating himlelf to their feveral Humours or Inte- 
f, 217 . vid. refts. That to the Senate and People of Athens is Bill extant, wherein 
Mmtrfp ** le S* vcs ^ lem a large and accurate account of his Affairs, whatDe- 
% ns * le l lac * °n foot, what Injuries and Provocations had been offer’d 
him by Confiantius, and how the Army had forc’d him, contrary to 
his inclinations, to take the Empire upon him. In.his Letters to his 
« Ep. xxxviu. private Friends lie dealt more openly; in that to Maximus , «he tells 
1 2 * him among other things, he would acquaint him with what he knew 
he would be right glad to hear, that they publicly worfhip’d, and fa- 
crific’d to the Gods, and that the whole Army was of his Religion, 
and that in gratitude to the Gods feveral Hecatombs had been already 
hIiba ?‘ ztfj offer’d up. And indeed knowing his mind, they began in feveral pla- 
nt.p. 288. M/ ‘ ces > an d particularly in Greece , *• to open their Temples, and to beau- 
1 Demnfit. rife arR l trim them up, and to introduce Sacrifices; all which he en- 
chonoLGrtt courag’d by his Counfel, Dircttion, and Example: Nav, nofooner 
MuUkorh. the news ! of his afluming the Empire arrive at Constantinople , 
c.r. p.25. but Tome, forward enough to adore the Rifing-Sun, fet up his Statue

ill the Porch of Conflantineh Palace in that City ; and Demopbilus, 
Commander of the Soldiers, a bigotted Gentile, ere&ed a Porphyry 
Pillar to him, with this Infcription, mhtas ©nos ecus tiiapxp.n 
iotaianos, The Great and the Religious Julian. 

IV. HE arriv’d upon the Borders ot lllyricttm about Autumn, 
when the Vintage was over, and yet on a Bidden k the Vines put out 
afrefh, and appear’d laden with four Grapes, and at the fame time 
certain drops of Dew fell upon his and his Soldiers Coats, every drop 
forming it felf into the fafliion of a Crofs; both which he made a 
fhift to interpret, the one as an effeft of Chance, the other as a fore¬ 
runner of good Fortune. In Thrace he heard the news of Confiantius 7 ^ 
death, who died in Cilicia as he was coming with a great Army to 
encounter him. Thus deliver’d from his fears, and all Rivalry and 
Partncrfhip in the Empire, he march’d with all fpeed toCon/lanttnople, 
which he enter’d December the 1 ith, Ann. CCCLXI. and having fo- 
lemniz’d the Funerals of Confiantius, began to let the World fee, what 
Religion he intended to efpoufe. He order’d the Temples 1 to be fet 
open, thofe that were decay’d, to he repair’d, and where new ones 
were wanting, to be built: The Privileges and Endowments whereof 
he reffor’d ; where any Temples had been demolifh’d, and the Mate¬ 
rials converted to private ufes, he fin’d the perfons that had made life 
of them in a certain fumof Money, which he commanded fhould go 
towards the building new ones. Altars were every where fet up, and 
the whole train of Gentile-Rites, Ceremonies, and Sacrifices 
brought again intoufe. So that, as Libanitts tells us, you could go no 
where, but you might behold Altars and Fires, Blood, Perfumes, and 
Smoak, and PrieRs attending their Sacrifices without fear or interrup¬ 
tion ; the toiDS of Hills had their Oblations, and facrificial Feafb,and the 
Imperial Palace its Temple and facred Furniture. The Emperour 
affum’d m the Title and Office of Pontifex Maximus , and valu’d it as 
equal to that of Emperour; he renounc’d his Baptiffn, and profan’d 
it by polluting himlelf with their bloody Rites, which he oppos’d to 
the Chr 1 man method of Initiation. The firfl thing he did every mor¬ 
ning as foon as out of his Bed, was to facrifice to the Gods : He went 
up and down in perfon, and was both prefent, and aUiftcd at public 
Sacrifices, and gave encouragement to all that did fb, writing to thofe 
Cities which he knew moll devoted to Gentilifm , and promifin" to 
grant whatfbever they f hould ask. The warrant of fb great an Ex¬ 
ample made the Gentiles unmeafiirably infolcnt in every place, fb that 
not content with leave to celebrate their impious Myfrcries, they be¬ 
gan "in their wild curfitations up and down the Streets to feoff'and 
deride the Chriffians, and by all imaginable ways of fcorn and re¬ 
proach to eftpofe them and their Religion. And when with much 
greater advantage the Chriffians paid them home in their own kind 
they bur ft out into a rage, and with blows and wounds fell foul upon 
them, the Emperour in the mean time conniving at what was done. 
In lhort, he recall’d the Laws lately made againft Pagan Super- 
fbtion, and confirm’d the ancient Edifts of liis Predecelfors that 
had been made in favour of them. And here perhaps ’twill be no un- 
acceptable entertainment to the Reader, to prefent him with (ome of 
the principal methods Julian made ufe of for the fiipporting Paea- 
nifm, and the ftipprelTing ChrifHanity, 1

V. AND firft, lie fet himfclf to reform Paganifm, and tile Pro- 
feffors of it, from the more grofs Corruptions, and to introduce many 
wife and excellent Inftitutions, which heobferv’d among the Chri- 
flians. The faults and follies of the Gentile World were foconfpi- 
cuous in themfelves, and had been fo often expos’d by Chriftians, that 
they lay open to every Eye. And he had no way to recover his Reli¬ 
gion into any credit, but by retrenching what was fo very fcandalous 
and oflcnfive, and planting what was more uleful and excellent in the 
room of it. EarnefHy therefore, and with great importunity, he 
*TrwuEM. prels’d, ° that Magiftrates would take care, that Men liv’d juftly and 
p.W.Vc. according to the Laws, and exprefs’d a great Piety towards the 
Gods, and Humanity towards Men, that they would corred Men only 
in order to their Reformation, and relieve the Neceffitics they lie un¬ 
der, as the Gods do ours; that this was the beft and noblcft quality, 
and* that which did moft recommend us to the favour of the Gods, 
who could not but be plcalcd with what was moft agreeable to their 
own nature, and would certainly reward it, feeing no Man was ever 
made poor by his Charity ; and he himfclf had often found, that the 
more he had given this way, the more he had receiv’d from Heaven ; 
that our bounty to the Poor ought not to be ftinted or limited, all Man¬ 
kind is a kin to us, whether we will or no, and we derive our Pedigree 
from one common Original, and accordingly ought liberally to com¬ 
municate to the needs of all, even to the worft of Men, and our grea- 
teft Enemies, (it being the Men we are to relieve, and not their Vices) 

* ibw6tfc. b ut lll0 rc efpecially to the Good and Vertuous. That p being train’d up 
in,and a bled by tliefe generous Principles,every Man fliould ftrive to be 
pious towards the Gods, kind to Men, chaft and regular in their own 
Perfons, and converfant in all the duties and offices of Religion; efpeci¬ 
ally that he fliould always entertain in his Mind facred and venerable ap- 
prehenfions of the Gods, and with fan&ity and honour approach their 
Temples, and adore their Statues and Images, as if we beheld thern- 
lelves pretent before our Eyes: For we were not to look upon Altars 
and Images as Gods, (the Gods being incorporeal, and in themfelves 
needing no Sacrifices) but as Symbols and Rcprefentations of the 
Divine Prefence, and as means and internments by which we might 
pay our Adoration to them. And becaufe nothing tended more im¬ 
mediately to fecure the Honour and Intercft of Religion,than a juft Re- 
fpebl and Reverence towards thofe who attend the Minifteries and So- 
1/4.M42C*:. leinnities of it,he thought it highly reafbnable, s that the Priefts fliould 
be honour’d equally with, or rather above the Civil Magiftrates, as 
being the Domeftics of Heaven, our common Interceffors with the 
Gods,and the means of deriving down their Bleffmgs upon the World. 
And fo long as they retain’d this Relation, they were to be treated 
with a reverence due to their Function, but if debauch’d and vicious, 
thev fliould be depos’d, and turn’d out. Perfons inverted with this 
•/A p.547 Cfr Office, were to undertake r as Sureties for the honour of the Gods, 
’ and fliould behave themfelves fo, that their Lives might be a Copy 
and Pattern of what they were to preach to Men : That to this end, 
they fliould engage in all abbs of Worfhip with a mighty awe and 
dread, and abftain not only from all vile and wicked Ablions, but 
Words alfo, yea, from liftning to any fuch Difcourfes, from all feur- 
rilous and abufive lefts, all filthy and impure Converfe ; that they 

fliould

fliould read no idle Books, trifling Pamphlets, or loofe wanton Plays • 
but fcrtoully apnly themfelves to the ftudy of that divine Philofophy, 
which was moft apt to beget a great fenfe of God upon Mens Minds, 
and to learn by heart the Hymns that were to be fung in praife of the 
Gods, to whom they were both publicly and privately to put up their 
Supplications at leaft thrice a day, however, that nothing left; than 
Morning and Evening fhould ferve the turn, that every Prieft in the 
courte of his waiting fhould intirely attend upon it, and never depart 
OUt blIt S ive himfclf up to 1 hilbfophic Thoughts,and a 

careful difeharge of the Duties of that place; and when his time ex- 
pir d, and he was to return home, he converfe with none but the beft 
and moft felebl Company, teldomgointotliciw//w, or approacli the 
Houfes of great Men, unlefs in calcs that concern’d his Office, and 
when he might be helpful to the Poor and Indigent; to he habited 
when he went abroad in a plain decent Garb, and different from what 
he wears in his Miniftration in the Temple, that in no cafe they fhould 
frequent the Theaters , or exhibit any obteene Sports or Shows in their 
own Houfes, which he wifh’d were reform’d, or quite taken away, 
but fince there was little hopes of that, that the Priefts at leaft fliould 
abftain from all fuch Theatrical Impurities, and leave them to the 
people, and be fo careful of their Converfe, as not to be teen in the 
company and familiarity of a Charioteer , or any Player or Dancer be- 
longing to the Theater . Laftly, that in every City they ought to be 
chofen out of the beft, the moft religious and charitable Perfons, with¬ 
out any confideration whether they be rich or poor, external circum- 
ftances not being to be regarded in this matter. ’Twas enough if the 
perlon was endu’d with Piety to God, and Humanity to Men. An 
evidence of the firft whereof it would be, if he train’d uphisDome- 
lrics and Relatives in the fame paths of Piety: Of the latter, if out 
of that little which he has, lie freely diftributes to the Indigent, and 
does good to as many as he can. And the negleft of this, he tells 
t Item,.was that which gave opportunity to the wicked GaliUans by 
their lingular Humanity and Charity,, to ftrengthen and eftablifh their 
pernicious Party, and pervert honell-minded Gentiles to their Impiety 
; VI. THIS is the fum of that excellent Difcourfe, (fo much of* 
it as is now extant) wherein he lays down Rules for reforming Paga- 
mlm, which indeed he fought to bring as near as might be to thofe 
admirable methods and forms of Difcipline, by which he fawChri- 
ffiamty had mainly prevail’d in the World. In imitation r whereof, om. /. 
he defign d and endeavour’d to introduce Schools for the Educaion of in J u, l p ‘ l °l' 
Youth m every City, Churches and Altars of different degrees and i. tlv 
privileges. Lectures both of moral and fpeculative Theology, ftated 
times, and forms of alternate Prayer, the ute of Anathematifm and 
Pen nance, Monafteries for devout and philofophic Perfons of either 
bex, Alms-houfes and Hofpitals for the Poor and Cripple, and the 
reception of Strangers, and what he moft admir’d, the commendatory 
Ecclefiaftic Epiftles, or Letters teftimonial, from the Bifliop or Gover- 
nour or the Church, whereby perfons travelling from one Country 
to another were upon the producing tliefe Letters lure to.meet, where- 

ever they came, with a very kind and ready Entertainment. All which . *„/

By this defign’d Reformation, and which, had he liv’d, he would 
no doubt in a great meafure have accomplifh’d, he hop’d to render his 
Religion fo amiable in the Eyes of Chriftians, as eafily to bring them 
over to it, at leaft he fliould throw out of the way thofe popular Ob¬ 
jections that were commonly made againft it. 1 

VII. SECONDLY, lie took all occafions of expofing Chri- 
fiians, and making them and their Religion appear ridiculous to the 
World. He was a Man great Wit, and his Wit particularly fet 
to a fharp and farcaftic Edge, and lie principally turn’d it this way. 
He read the Scriptures for no other end but to cavil or confute them, 
to pick out, as he thought, the molt obnoxious paflages, which lie 
firfl: drefs’d up according to his own humour, and then derided them, 
and fet them up for others to laugh at. If he met with a feeming con¬ 
tradiction, he made it real; if with an hyperbolical exprellion, he 
improv’d it into Blafphemy, and would run it down as inconfiftent 
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with the Diflatcs of infinite Wifdom. He (corn’d the fimplicity of the 
Apoftles and Prophets, whom he represented as a pack of ignorant 
and illiterate fellows, that had no Breeding and Education, and under- 
flood little beyond the Shop, or a Trade. He carp’d at them almoft 
in every Epiftle, and in his Ferfian Expedition wrote (even whole 
Books in confutation of Chriftianity, which were afterwards folidly 
and fully anlwer’d by S. Cyrill ot Alexandria. When he (bake at any¬ 
time of our Saviour, he would give him no other Title than the Son 
u naz. ibid, of Mary, or the GaliUan, and by a particular Law u commanded, That 
p.8i. t j ie F 0 u 0 w Cr s of our Lord fhould not be called Chriftians, but Gali- 
Imws } foolifhly thinking to render them odious to the World byclap- 
* Jd ib. p. 7 <j. ping an infamous Name upon them. The Imperial Standard x of the 
t°62\ bl ^ Ufr ‘ ^rols, which his Uncle had made with fo pious an Intention, and with 
luch exquifitc Artifice, he took down, and in the room of it put up 
another, in all his Piflures and Statues reprefenting Jupiter near him 
as coming down from Heaven, and delivering him a Crown and the 
Purple, the two Infignia of the Empire ; fometimes he had Mars and 
Mercury looking upon him, and leaning to give Teftimoiiy, one to his 
Valour, the other to his Eloquence. And his great Officers walk’d 
y Theod. l. 3. apace after his Example. His Uncle Julian , s who was Governour of 
i’wtf / I35 ' 1 lc entring into a Church of the Chriftians at Antioch, pils’d 
fl io.f. 506. againft the Holy^Table, and when Enzoius reprov’d him for it, he took 
him a box on the Ear. And his Collegue FAix, Keeper of the Impe¬ 
rial Treafures, and who in compliance with the Emperour, had re¬ 
nounc’d his Chriftianity, taking up the noble and magnificent Com¬ 
munion Plate, which the Piety of the former Emperours had bellow’d 
upon the Church, See (laid he in a Icorn) in what brave Cups and Vef- 
fels the Son of Mary is ferv'd. But behold the Juftice of the Divine 
Providence, that immediately overtook thele blalphemous Mifcreants. 
Julian was leiz’d with a mifcrable Diftemper, his Bowels rotted with¬ 
in him, and his very Excrements flow’d out of his prophane Mouth, 
and after having lien forty days together under the moll unconcei¬ 
vable torments of the Bowels, he breath’d out his mifcrable Soul; tho 
before his Death his Lady, a pious and vertuous Chriftian, had brought 
him to fo great a fence of his Sin, that he petition’d the Emperour in 
the behalfof the Chriftians. Falix had a quicker Execution,for one of 
the Mafter-Veins breaking, all the Blood in his Body emptied it lelf 
out at his Mouth, to the horrour and amazement of all that law it, 
and in lels than a days time he vomited up his Blood and his Soul toge¬ 
ther. But to return to the Emperour, who catch’d at all advantages 
of deriding whatever had any relation to Chriftianity: And becaule 
he knew how juft a Reverence the Chriftians paid to the memory of 
the great Conftantinc for being the lirft opeifPatron of Chriftianity, 
he traduc’d him at every turr;, and in the conclufion of his Cafars, re- 
prefents him as a perfon notorioufly guilty of the moftlcandalous Effe¬ 
minacy and Debauchery,with other Vices as fallly as fpitefully charg’d 
upon him; and indeed hooks in all occafions to belpattcr and reproach 
him. And in the lame place he proclaims the Chriftian Religion to 
be little elfe but a Receptacle and Sanfluary for Rogues and Villains, 
where the vileft of Men might Ihelter themlelves, and tho guilty of 
the mod enormous Crimes, might upon a little trifling Pennance be 
tones qnotiesy in a moment made pure and clean. This lie thought 
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muft needs render it cheap and ridiculous to all wilcand confidering 
Men, and if .he did not laugh Chriftians out of their Religion, he 
jfbould however confirm the Gentiles in his own. 

VIII. THIRDLY, he lought by all ways to bring Chriftians 
low, and to weaken and deftroy their Power and Intereft: To this 
end, Fir He banilh’d them out of all places 2 of Honour and Audio- l soz.u<,.c. is.- 
rity, reducing them to this Dilemma, either to do Sacrifice, or to quit 
their Employment, and become incapable of all Civil Oftices. If $uvm. 
they complied with the firft, he had his ends, and they fell under the r * 

reproachful Charafler of perlons, who lov’d their Places better than 4 * 
their Confidences, and preferr’d an empty Honour before their Reli¬ 
gion ; if they laid them down, he was rid of lb many potent and 
dangerous Enemies, who might head a Party to oppole his Defigns, 
or at leaft encourage the common lort of Chriftians to ftand to their 
Religion with a firmer conftancy and refolution, Thus among others, 

Valentinian, who was afterwards Emperour, generoufly threw up his 
place of Collonel of one part of the Guards of the Palace, and fubmit- 
ted to the lentence of Banilhment, rather than he would come under 
the leaft lhadow of an Idolatrous Compliance, whereof more in its 
proper place. And not content with this, where any had been em¬ 
ploy’d in the Reigns of the preceding Emperours, in demolilhing Pa¬ 
gan Altars, pulling down Temples, taking away their Ornaments, or 
the like, he not only ftript them of their Honours and Priviledges, 
but lufter’d them to be indifted, condemned, and executed, where a 
bare Acculation, was many times proof enough. Secondly , He ex- 
afled unrealonable liims of Money from them on all occafions, that 
being impovcrifh’d, they might cither lie under a ftrong temptation 
to Apoftacy, or be fecur’d from attempting any thing againft the 
Civil State. Hence the Pines, Penalties, and Confifcations, that 
fill’d his Reign, any pretence lerving to ftart a Title to their Eftates. 

It a Man was but liilpefled to have enrich’d himfelf by any Reve¬ 
nues formerly belonging to Heathen Temples, he was prelently 
brought into the Exchequer, and right or wrong forc’d to refund : If 
guilty of the leaft Mutiny or Riot, their Purles were Pure to fmart for 
it. Thus when the Arians a at Edeffa had fallen foul upon the Valenti- a ?«/. ryifi. 
man Heretics,he prelently Iciz’d the Trealiires of that Church, which XLllL l ? 6 ’ 
lie bellow’d upon his Soldiers, and the Lands, which he appropriated 
to his own ufe, jeering them into the bargain, that he did but herein 
deal with them according to the admirable Law of their own Reli¬ 
gion, cafe them of their Burden, that they might go fo much the 
lighter unto the Kingdom of Heaven, and that being made poor, they 
might become wile, and not fall Ihort of that heavenly Kingdom 
they io greedily expefted. But nothing lerv’d him to better purpofe 
than his War againft Per fa, under pretence b whereof he amafs’d infi- b Niceph.tao. 
mteTrealures, impoling a heavy pecuniary Mulfl upon the Heads of 
all thole that refund to offer Sacrifice to the Gods. The Edifl was 
executed with mercilels feverity,yea even upon thole who had nothing 
to pay : Nay, the Commanders and Officers ftretch’d it beyond its 
natural intention, extorting greater fums than the Edifl had impos’d, 
beating and abuling them that refus’d to pay. And when the Chri¬ 
ftians complain’d to him of the Oppreffions and Injuries which in this 
calc the Governours of Provinces put upon them, all the Redrefs they 
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could get, was a Sarcafm tart enough, Tour Chrift (faid lie) has given 
yon a Law, that when yon fu far unjuftly , you (houldbear it refolntely ; and 
when oppress'd and injur'd, jhonld not anfwtr again . Thirdly, He ftudicd 
to let them a clafhing and quarrelling with one another, that he might 
do his work with their hands. The politic Prince remember’d the 
old Maxim, Divide, and govern ; ’twas but letting them together by 
the Ears, and they would ruine themlelves. He was not ignorant 
what powerful Faftions there were among them, what implacable 
Feuds and Animofities had been exercis’d between levcral Parties in 
the times of his Predcceflors ; he knew thele bitter Contentions were 
not forgotten, and that they would return to them with frelh, and 
perhaps more eager Appetites. To which end he no fooner came to 
• sozom, 1 5. the Crown, but he recall’d the banilh’d Bifhops, c whom he gave leave 
niiojij. 7.V.4. t0 re turn to their Sees, polTels’d by thole, who he knew would not 
M04. eafily part with them. And tho to gain himfelf the Reputation 
of a wife and merciful Prince, he lent for the Bilhops and their people 
to Court, and prefs’d them to concord, and that every one would 
peaceably enjoy the freedom of his own way, yet the defign at the 
bottom was plainly this, that he might let them a wrangling more 
effeftually, and that the liberty he gave them might widen and en- 
creale their DilTcntions, that lo they might be incapable of confedera¬ 
ting into any dangerous and formidable Combinations, as is confels’d 
ivt'p'usli by * lis °wn Hiftorian.d An artifice he was fure would take effeft, lia- 
* ving by experience found (lays mine Author, with reproach enough if 
it was true) that no kind of wild beafts were 16 outragious to Mankind, 
as Ibme Chriftians were to one another. At the fame time, and for 
the fame purpofe, he gave the like Indulgence to all lorts of Heretics, 

* Fjift.xxxi . and wrote particularly to Actius, c the Patron and Ringleader of the 
f ' 1 4 ‘ Eunomian Seft, whom he not only permitted to return home, but fent 
for to Court at his own charge ; who(thatI may note this by the way) 
<rbiio(i. l 7 . ^as no fooner return’d, f but his Party gather’d about him,and ordain’d 
5 > P' 5 ° 4 * ]jj m Bifhop, and Eudoxitts Bilhop of Conftantinople wrote in his behalf 
to Enzoius Billiop of Antioch, who getting together a convention of 
nine Bilhops, lynodically cancell’d all the Afts that had been made 
againft Act ins, particularly thofe that had pals’d in the late Council 
at Conftantinople . Befides this favour to Aetins, at Cyzicnm the Empe- 
« sect. /. 3. rour commanded b Eleuftus Bilhop of that place to rebuild the Church 
c. u. p.183. Q f t | )e pj ovat i ans ^ which he had formerly pull’d down, at his own 
charge, placing a heavy Fine upon his head, if he did not within two^ 
h c. n. Months let upon it. He publilh’d Jikewile an Edift h in favour of the 
VGoihofr?' Donatifts, a Sett of Men peculiarly difpos’d to Quarrels andConten- 
commtni. ' tions, whom he reftor’d to their Liberties, Revenues, and the Poflcfc 
lion of their Churches. What fatal and mifehievous eftefts this licen¬ 
tious Toleration produc’d in the Chriftian World,they who have read 
the Church Hiftory of that time, need not be told. 

IX. FOURTHLY, tho he himlelf abftain’d from open Per- 
fecution, yet he conniv’d at thofe that did perlecute the Chriftians. 
He palTionately affefted the charafter of Juftice and Clemency, and 
knew no readier way to do it, than by treating his declared Adverfo- 
‘ E\jih vii, ries with Ibme kind of Gentlenefsand Lenity. Hence he glories * once 
1 '. 212 ! l ' 1 1 ‘ anc * a S a ‘ n > bow l“ n d be had been to the GaliUans , beyond the rate of 
tliat ufage they had met with in the time of his PredecelTors, inftead 
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of Banifbment, they had been lent for home ; inftead of a Prifon, 
they enjoy’d Liberty; inftead of being plunder’d, their confifcatecl 
Goods had been by Edift reftor’d to them; that he had commanded 
none of them to be beaten, abided, or put to death without Law, 
and beyond the Rules of Juftice. And not wirhftanding their madnefs 
and folly had almoft ruin’d all, yet the worfthehad done them was, 
that in his efteem and choice of Perlbns, he had preferr’d pious and 
good Men before them : And one of his greateft Advocates k triumphs k tMm. 
in this, that he did not prolecute the untrue Religion (meaning the uph ' ? u1, *• 
Chriftian) with Fire and Sword, nor drive Men over by Cruelty and 29 °‘ 
Torment; which yet muft be underftood of his general carriage, and 
what he did above-board, and of negative rather than pofitive Favours. 

Befides, he confidered, that all the methods of Rage and Ftercenels 
would never compafs or attain his ends; he might put the World into 
a Flame and a Combuftion, but he could never drive the Chriftians out 
of it, nor force them to be of his mind; their Religion might be 
jhaken, but it would take deeper Root. He had oblerv’d 1 the un- 1 chryftocfupt. 
happy mifearriages of.his Pagan Predecelfors, who by fanguinary Cl / M ‘ Sozom - 
Laws, and rigorous Proceedings, had been fbfar from extina ;uifhing mzrfifuprl 
Chriftiamty, that they had fpread it through the World, and that the r-n- 
Churches Field was never more fruitful, than when water’d with the 
Blood of Martyrs, who grew up thicker the fafler they were mow’d 
down. Great and generous Minds are not eafily daunted with oppo- 
fition,but grow up thereby into a more manly Courage and Relblution, 

In the mid ft of all their fpite and cruelty Chriftians could court the 
Stake and the Flames, the Sword and the Rack, and their Pcrfecutors 
fometimes had enough to do to keep them from prefting oil to an Exe¬ 
cution, and people could not but enauire into, admire, and embrace 
that Religion, which fupported and invigorated the Minds of its Pro- 
feftors, and made them triumph in the rnidft of thofe Sufferings, which 
were' beyond all the Powers of humane Nature to bear up under. 

The lame Spirit he law continued ftill, and Chriftians were as ready 
as their Enemies, and to ule his own exprelfion, Give them but occa - 
fion, and they'l crowd as faft to Martyrdom, as Bees [warm to their Hives, 

But lie would not gratilie them in that,tho it had been 16 dearly to their 
coft; he envied them the honour of Martyrdom, a thing lie found 
they 16 eagerly defired, and valued beyond all the conveniencies of 
Life, or the enjoyments and advantages of this World. And if any 
died in defence of their Religion, he commanded they Ihould not be 
accounted Martyrs, and that they Ihould be thought to dye for any 
Crimes, rather than upon the account of Religion. For thele realons 
he laid afidc all thoughts of a public and general Perfection, which 
would have made him and his Party 16 milch the more odious, and 
them more great and venerable. But tho no public Warrants were 
ilTucd out, he left his Commanders and Governours to ule their diftre- 
tion, cfpecially in thole places that were far from Court, who were 
not backward to improve their Authority and Power. They well un- 
derftood their Mailer’s mind, and from one inftance among others 
might take rtieafures from all the reft, when upon occafion of a com¬ 
plaint m made to him of a miferable outrage the Gentiles had commit- m N , az. ibid,, 
ted upon the Chriftians at Cafarea, he replied. What great matter is it, h ? 2 ' 
if one Gentile-hand diftatch ten GaltUans . This madi it a hot lealon, 
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notwithftanding the general Indulgence among the poor Provincials, 
efpecially in fome Parts, where the Governours proceeded with all the 
cruelty which Men’s Bodies or Eftates were capable of, and with all 
manner of violence againft their Churches, and the Hites of their Reli¬ 
gion. A particular account whereof I could eafily give, but that it 
would require a Martyrology , rather than an incidental mention in 
an Introduction. Some few of the raoft confiderable Theodorit n has 
. brought together, where the Reader may find them. Nay, not con¬ 
tent to abufe the Living, their Rage extended to the Dead. Among 
others, they dug up the Bones 0 of the Prophet Eli(ba y and John the 
Baptift, (both buried at Samaria) which having mix’d with the Bones 
of Bcafts, they burnt to Allies, and then fcatter’d the Alhes before 
the Wind. 

X. FIF T H L Y, he endeavour’d efpecially to difeourage and 
weary out their Bilhops and Clergy. This had been an old trick, and 
vigoroufiy attempted in all Ages by the great Enemy of Mankind; 
’twas but for the Wolf to perluade the Flock they had no need of a 
Shepherd, and his work was done. The Clergy have always been the 

f reat Eye-fore to Men of pernicious and atheiftical Principles, whole 
efperate Defigns they have ftrenuoufly oppos’d and countermin’d, 
and could never be brought to be content, that the World Ihould be 
over-run with Atheifm and Impiety, and the people moulded into any 
fhape, and thereby betray the Souls committed to their charge. . This, 
whatever may be pretended, is the true lource and original of all that 
Spite and Malice they are encounter’d with by Men of bad Minds, and 
of all thole hard Names and chara&ers of Reproach to this day fix’d 
upon them by an ingrateful and degenerate World. Julian preten¬ 
ded, p the reafon of his hard ufage of them, was, left they Ihould ftir 
up the people to Sedition, but in truth it was to be rid of them, that 
by their ablence the people might be deftitute of all means of Inftru- 
Clion and Information, and the divine Efficacy and Obligation of the 
Sacraments, and be by degrees brought into ignorance of, or an un- 
concernednefs for their own Religion, and then they were fit to receive 
any impreffion ; take but away the Candle, and darknefs will enfue ; 
if the Shepherd be fmitten, the Sheep will be fcatterM. To compafs 
this more effectually, he firft feiz’d their Incomes, and took away tneir 
allowances of Corn ; next, he abrogated their Immunities ; and 
whereas by the favour of former Princes they had been exempt from 
being of the Curiales , he repeal’d thefe Laws, and made them liable 
to the burdens and offices of the Civil Courts, efpecially where any 
of them had been ordain’d out of that Body: And when this would 
not do, he endeavour’d to remove and drive them away by fraud or 
force. At Antioch the Churches were fhut up, the Plate and Treafures 
feiz’d into the Exchequer, and the Clergy forc’d to fly. So ’twas at 
Cyz,icum , where there was not the leaft fhadow of Sedition. At Bo - 
(Ira <1 he threaten’d Titus the Bilhop, that if any Mutiny happen’d, he 
would lay all the blame upon him and his Clergy ; and when the Bi¬ 
lhop to clear himfelf fent his Apology to Court, to allure him, that 
tho the Chriftians were the far greater number, yet they liv’d peace¬ 
ably under his Conduct,the Emperour wrote back to the City, making 
a fpiteful and difingenuous reprefentation of the Bifhop’s Letter, as 
if it had contain’d nothing but malicious and fcurrilous refle&ions 
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upon them, exciting the Commonalty to expell him as a common 
Enemy and Calumniator out of the City. And in fome places pro¬ 
ceeded to that extremity/ as to caft them into Prifon, and expofe theni r soz.ib.p.Coc, 
to great pains and tortures. 

XI. SIX TH LY, he gave all manner of affiftance arid encou¬ 
ragement to the Jews, meerly in fpiteand oppofition to the Chriftians: 

And herein we have a notorious Inftance how far Malice will ftoop to 
ferve its ends. Julian hated the Jews almoft equally with the Chri ¬ 
ftians, and yet when he found they were likely to be proper Inftru- 
ments to his purpofe, he fpake tenderly of them, pittied their mife- 
rable and affii&ed State, defired their Prayers in his Perftan Wars, 
releas’d the Tribute put them upon, and prefs’d them to tile rebuil¬ 
ding their Temple, re-edifying their Altar, and reftoring their Sacri¬ 
fices, and the Solemnities of their Worfhip. In order whereunto he 
font them a Commiffion, allow’d the charges of the Work out of his 
own Exchequer, and appointed Officers to fuperintend it, and that 
the Govcrnour of the Province fhould aid and affift them in it. Two 
things efpecially he propounded to himfelf in this: Firft , That by thus 
obliging the Jews, ne ihould be the better able to bring them over td 
his own Religion ; or however that went, fhould thruft an incurable 
Thorn into the fides of Chriftians. He was not to be told what an 
inveterate and implacable Enmity the Jews bare to Chriftians, and 
that being now back’d with the Royai Authority, they would not 
only reproach and belpatter, bnt onprefs and trample upon them, and 
purfue them with the utmoft violence of a fierce and ungovernable 
Zeal. Secondly , He hop’d by reftoring the Temple and legal Worfhip, 
to evidence to the World, that our Saviour was an Impoftor and falfe 
Prophet, who had fo exprefly foretold the final and irrevocable diffo- 
lution of that Church and State. So the work was carried on with 
all poffible brisknefs and activity, and nothing was thought of but 
Feafts and Triumphs, when Heaven on a hidden baffled the whole 
Enterprize, and many illuftrious and miraculous Appearances of the 
Divine Vengeance forc’d the Workmen to fit down, and give over in 
Defpair ; and what tho Emperour defign’d as a way to fupprefs, be¬ 
came a means t<* advance Chriftianity, no inconfiderable number being 
hereby brought over to the Chriftian Faith. Of all which particulars, 
an account is given at large in the Life of S. Cyril of Jerufalem. 

XII. S EV E N T HLY , he endeavour’d to fupprefs and extin- 
guifli all humane Learning amongft the Chriftians, well knowing how 
naturally Ignorance opens the way to Barbarifm and Impiety. To 

bring this about, he publifh’d a Law, f that no ProfefiTor of any Art or { c.rh. m. 13, 
Science fhould let up in any place, ’till by long exercife he was fitted f f* //A 1 ^ 
for it, and after mature deliberation, had gain’d the approbation and F ‘ 3 °* 
decree of the Court of that City, with the confent of the Optimates , 
and that this Decree fhould be fent firft to him for his allowance. Next 
he forbad 1 Chriftian School-Mafters to teach any Gentile-Learning, * n*z. ibid. 
to inftruft and educate Children in their Arts, or to read their Books 
to them ; which his own Hiftorian 11 more than once cenf’ures as a chur- 7.3. e.i p. 131. 
lifli and cruel Editt, worthy to be cover’d with Eternal filence. By u Am. M.irccH. 
this means he defign’d to let in Rudcnefs and Ignorance among the !\ 21,p ’ 
Chriftians,and thereby difpofe them to any impreffions he might make f ' 1 5 ‘ 

upon them, to prevent the Youth’s being perverted by going to the 
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' CJiriftian Schools, to render them of his own Party more able to difc 
pute with and baffle Chriftians, at leaft that Chriftians might be left 
tA . Th(kl ablc t0 encounter them, and to difcern their fophiftical Rea(bn- 
loc cii. socr. in S s > their falfe and fallacious Infinuations, Left otbewife (laid lie*) 
/. 3. c. 12. m be /hot through with our own Arrows, and they,being furn/fJtd with our 
p. 184. Armour , wake War upon m with onr own Weapons. He challeng’d y the 
y ms. ibid. e? Learning and Writings of the Gentiles as their own proper Goods,who 
alone embrac’d the Religion , and worfhip’d the Gods, which they 
treated of; that thefe were unneccflary to Chriftians, who were train’d 
np to an illiterate Clownifiinefs, and the film of whole Dottrine lay 
in no m v<W, Believe, and ’tis enough ; and that by this Prohibition 
he did but retrieve ftollen Goods, and reftore them to their right ow¬ 
ners. But befides the folly of the attempt it (elf, feeing ’tho he might 
hinder them from (peaking elegantly and gentcely, he could not hin¬ 
der them from (peaking truth, which was mighty, and would prevail 
and make its way, notwithstanding all their Plots and Devices to the 
contrary , befides this, it did but whet on IS/aziian&en and the two 
ftpoUinares , who by their acute Poems, and elegant Orations, abun¬ 
dantly fupply’d the defedt of all Heathen Authors, as we have clfe- 
where obferv’d. 

XIII. EIGHTHLY, above all Men he highly honour’d, 
embrac’d, and rewarded Philofophers, and thofe who were likely 
moft vigoroufly to oppofe and refute Chriftianity. It griev’d him to 
fee the Chriftian Faith (6 largely (pread, (b firmly rooted, and fo many 
excellent Books written, cither in defence, or explication of it; and 
* £#. lx. he fticks not to tell * us, he heartily wifli’d all Writings that concern’d 
p l22 ' the Do&rine of the wicked Galileans, were quite banifh’d out of the 
World. But becaufe there were no hopes of that, he encourag’d all 
the Sophifts, Philofophers, and Orators, that he could meet with, to 
bend their Wits and Studies this way; whom he refetled in their own 
Countries and Poffeflions, allow’d them Penfions, and peculiar Privi¬ 
leges, and indeed whatever they could reafonably defire or expedl from 
him. This fill’d all Schools and Colleges, all Courts and Corners 
with Ledlures, Invedbives, and Declamations againft Chriftians. This 
made the philofophifing Trade go on apace,every one defiring to com- 
ply with the Emperour’s humour, though a great part of them had 
ZtTX' 3 ’ of the Philofopher in them, befides the Habit and the 

Cloak : This brought fo many of them to Court, that the Palace 
feem’d a kind of Academy, where all places were crowded with Phi- 
lolophers, Arufpices , and Magicians; Jambltcus, Libanius , Maximus , 
Ecebolm , Ortbaftus , and great numbers more; whom betook into his 
Bofom, aad made privy to his greateft Intrigues, fteer’d Affairs by 
their Councils, and in their company fpent his leafure-hours, and in¬ 
deed was impatient at any time when they were wanting And 
thefe being the Men that were generally intrufted with the education 
of Youth, and who govern’d and direfted the Minds and Confidences 
°( the people, he was Pure of (o many (worn Enemies to Chriftianity 
who would not fail to lay out all their Talents and Abilities that way! 
And the truth is, if Wit, or Learning, or Eloquence, could have 
done it, he had certainly driven it out of the World. But the foolijb- 
f m f fifif than Men , and his weaknefsftronger than Men , who 

all their tricks of Artifice and Subtlety, and wade fooli/h the 
Wtjdom of this World , XIV.

XIV. NINTHLY, he tried by (everal (ecret and fu'btle'Arti ■ 

• fices to enfiiare unwary Chriftians into compliance with Pagan' Siiper- 
ftitions, thafhaving once drawn them in, he* might either wholly 
bring them over, or, by the reflexion upon what they had dpne, dil- 
qmet their Confidences, as the very report of it might undermine 
their Reputations. Of this, a few Inftanccs (hall fuffice. Uq ufed to 
place the Images a of the Heathen Gods next to, or behind his own * s °Z'ib.c. 1?. 
Statues, that when the people came according to cuftom todo obey- ?L 621, £ ft' 
lance to the one, they might do it al.fo to the other : Thofe that did P ‘ 74 
it, he perfuaded to venture a little farther ; thofe that difeover’d the 
Cheat, and refus d, he charg’d with Trcafon, and proceeded againft 
them as-Delinquents againft the'Laws andCuftoms of the Empire. 

When the Soldiers came at the folemn times to receive their Dona¬ 
tive, the ancient ufage was at the fame time to throw a piece of Fran- 
kmcen c into the Fire in honour of the Gods, which tho the (i'firiftians 
generally detefted, yet (bmefew, fiirpriz’d thereinto by an inveterate 
cuftom, did it. But being minded afterwards of what they had done, 
luch an hon our feiz’d upon their Confidences, that they run up and 
down like mad Men, went to the Emperour, and threw back their 
Donatives, publicly profefling themfelves Chriftians, and defiring 
they might dye to give teftimony to their Religion. At other times 
lie would defile ’ the Springs and Fountains with Gentile-Sacrifices, b Theoli.

ples of that Inflitution by a loofe and vicious Life. Thence he pafs’d 
the Pyle, and tlirough Cilicia , and came to Antioch , where he arriv’d 
about the latter end of July , Ann. CCCLXIL He found the City 
a 1 mo ft wholly Chriftian , and tile Pagan Rites generally neglefted. 
1^96 A ffc° n ' wcnt i nto ^ 1C famous Temple of Apollo in the Daphne , on its great 
annual Fcftival, where inftead of great Crowds and magnificent Ob¬ 
lations, which he expefted, he found neither the one nor the other, 
whereat lie wondred, thinking the People ftaid without, and waited 
his leave to come in : Rut the Prieft told him , the City had provided 
no manner of Sacrifices, and that he had only there one poor Goofe, 
which he had brought from home, to make an Offering to the God. 
The Emperour was highly offended, and expoftulated lharply with 
the Senate , that in fuch a City there fliould be found fo much Irreve¬ 
rence to the Gods , beyond what was to be met with in the moft bar¬ 
barous Corner of the Empire; and that being fo rich , they fhould 
not afford one little Bird for facrifice, when every Ward might have 
brought an Oxe, much more the whole City joyn’d together; that 
they (par’d no coft in their private Eeafts and Entertainments, while 
they gave not a penny to any public or private Sacrifice , but differed 
their Wives to enrich the Galileans , and throw away their Eftate-s 
upon their Poor ; there was none of them but would celebrate their 
own Birth-days with all imaginable pomp and plenty, when they 
would not beftow a little Oyl for the Lamps, not a piece of Frankin- 
cenfe, nor the finalleft Oblation upon the Solemnities of the Gods, 
intended f it feems to confult this Oracle about the Succefsof his 
i. 6 .c. 19,20. Affairs, but by its own confeffion found it was tongue-tyed in thole 
M26. Amm. matters by Baby las his Grave that was near it, and who had fometimes 
pfus %! 4 2? ‘ i iccn Bifliop of that place. He caus’d the Chriftians therefore to 
remove his Bones, which they did in a triumphant manner, andfoon 
after, viz. October xxij. that famous Temple was burnt to the ground. 
And though ’twas highly probable it was fired by Light’ning, yet 
muft it be charg’d upon the Chriftians, many of whom were put to 
the Rack, and the great Church at Antioch commanded to be (hut up. 
But the ftory hereof we have more fully related in another place. I 
trbiioji. 1. 7 . (ball here only add, p that St. Baby/as his Bones being tranflated from 
p.507. t j lc Daphne, the Oracle there, and in other places, recovered its 
fpeech , and gave forth its Anfwers; God permitting the Gentiles to 
be enfhared in their ownerrours, and what they accounted the ho¬ 
nour of their Religion , through the fa Rends and vanity of their Pre- 
diftions, turn’d to their difgracc. A great Inftance whereof hap’ncd 
about this time. The Emperour’s Uncle lay fick of a moft miferable 
and incurable Diftempcr; all the Oracles were confulted about his 
Life , which all with one Mouth pronounc’d , that he fliould recover. 
The Anfwers were taken and brought in writing, and while they were 
reading them to him , that very minute lie died. 

XVI. B U T that which further rais’d Julian's fpleen again ft the 
Men of Antioch was this : The mighty Train he had brought along

ders withdrew, and brought nothing to Market, and fo a real Fa- Am.AiJ.) 
mineenfued. This put the people into a Mutinywho charg’d the f\ 6 >°- Zo f" n ‘ 
fault upon the Emperour , and according to the humour of that place rliLib.m. de 
pelted him with fatyrical Rcfleftions, efpecially playing upon his long y,u l‘ u > P- 42, 
rough and ill-fhap’d Beard ; for which they call’d him a Goat , and pfffl * ttU 
uliially laid, ’twas good for nothing but to be fliav’d olf’ and to make 
Ropes of it. And whereas out of his immoderate vein of fuper¬ 
dition , lie did not only offer up daily fiicrilices , but had caus’d a Bull 
Handing before the Altar to be ftampt upon the Reverie of his Coins, 
it fignilied (they laid) how much lie had tofs’d and overturn’d the 
World. Julian was diffidently fenfible of the Affront, and at fir ft 
vow’d Revenge, and that he would leave their City, and remove to 
Tarftrt, But he foon alter’d his Rcfolution, and chofe rather to repay 
them in their own coin, telling them, 'he would by no means have ' ze»ar. Annul. 
his Beard made iilto Ropes, left the roughnefs of it fliould Offend TomJlh t-*K 
their tender and delicate hands, reflefting upon their nice and effe¬ 
minate manners. And indeed he abundantly reveng’d himfelf upon 
them by a tart Satyr, which he called Mifopogon , or the Beard-hater , 
wherein befidcs fome hiftorical paffages of note and value , he does 
very farcaftically, and in an ironical way, expofe the Vices of that 
People , especially charging them with Luxury and Intemperance, 

Softnels and Effeminacy, that they did little butfpend their time in 
Sports, and the Entertainments of the Theater, with Apoftacy from 
the Religion of their Anceftors, and an over-fond Reverence for Chi 
and Kjppa , that is, Chrijh and Con fan tine , and with an ill-order’d 
Magiftracy, that neglefted the public Weal, and complied with the 
Rich and Covetous, to the oppreffton of the common people. Winter 
being over, he departed with his Army from Antioch the frft of 
March, and at his going out, to let them underhand how much he 
relented the Affronts they had put upon him , told them, by a fatal 
prognoflication, that he would never fee them more: Andthe k ftorv /&-j; 
is commonly known, that when Julian march’d out with a meat C ' 23 'P’ I ‘W° 
pomp and train , and had fpoken big words of what he would do to 
the Chriftians at his return , Lib antics, to add the greater fcorn and 
reproach to them, ask’d a Chriftian School-man of his acquaintance 
at Antioch , what the Carpenter's Son was now doing ? meaning our ever 
blcffed Saviour. The Man replied with tartnefs enough, he's making 
a Coffin for your Mafier Julian. But to proceed : Tile Emperour mareff 
ing on pafs’d by EdeJJ'a, which he would not enter, bccaufc fo popu- 
loufly inhabited by Chriftians, (though Zoziwus fays the People of 
that place came generally out to meet him , prefented him with a 
Crown, and courtcoufly invited him into the City, which he accepted 
of and went accordingly ; ) and on the xviii/ 7 ; of April came to Carr a 
a City of Mefopotamia, where he entred 1 into a Pagan Temple, and 1 T/:eo1 lb 
performed many fecrct and execrable Rites, which being finifh’d, he 26,27 ' / ’ ,U7 ’ 
leal d up the doors, and fet a Guard upon them , giving order, that 
none fliould open them ’till his return. But being broken open, upon 
the News of his Death, there was found a Woman hanging by the 
Hair of her Head, her Hands extended , and her Belly riptup, that 
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a prefage of future fuccefs might be made by die infpeftion of , her 
Liver. And the likeitlccms he had done Antioch, where many 
Chgfts were found in the Pallace filled with dead Mens Skulls , and 
feveral dead Bodies hid in Wells, no doubt the unhappy. Logins and 
Monuments of; his diabolical Divinations, (if the Story be not made 
worjfe, than perhaps it was.) 

XVII. IT was about tiie midft of Summer when they came 
within fight of the Perfian Army, where after feveral Skirmifhes he

25V1V7- U V on bis Horbc ’ s neck * There wept a Report, 0 that finding himfelf 
sozom. m. 6 . mortally wounded, he took a handfull of his Blood, and throwing it 

2. p. 6 38. U p i nt0 the Air , cried out , Galilean , thou haft got the bettor! Though 
others conceiv’d he did it in contempt of the Sun, for having affifted 
the Pcrfians more than him, efpecially the Sun having been the pre- 
dominant Planet that govern’d his Nativity. Wearetold byan Au- 
injui. p.u 7 \ thorp'of good credit, that being Hid down for a while upon the 
Bank of a River, he had perfwaded fome of his mod inward Confi¬ 
dents fecrctly to convey him into, and drown him in the River, that 
lo the fuddennefs of his dilappearing might take off the ignominy of 
Jiio Death, and give him (as it had done fome others iu the like cafes) 
the Reputation of a Deity. And the Plot had been accomplifh’d, 
had not fome of the Imperial Eunuchs difeovered and prevented it! 
But of this there are no intimations in any other Writer. However 
’tis certain fome Defigns were laid that way, to create in the peoples 
f. 33c. ininds a Belief of his Divinity. For Libanius s tells us, that the Mef 
fengers that brought the firftNewsof his being flain, werealmoft 
Hon’d to death , for bringing up a flanderous and lying Report con¬ 
cerning a Perfbn who was fuppofed to be a God, andconfequently 
immortal. His wounds being perceiv’d to be dangerous , he was laid 
upon a Target, and carried into his Tent, where he died at Midnight. 
Tx^'soct Various were tIlc Re P or 1ts r tIlat went about how he came by his dpaths- 

£.21. p. 195. wound : Some fay, ’twas given by an Angel; Cal/iftns , an Officer 
sozom.ib.c.u of his Guards, and who wrote his Atts in an Heroic Poem, that 
M 46. * twas donc b y a Daemon: Some fay,’twas a revolted Perfian that did it; 
others,a Saracen ; others,a Jefler,that ufed to go freely up and down the 
Army ; and fome,that ’twas one of his own Soldiers,out of revenge,that 
he had unadvifedly brought the Army into fo great diftrefs and dan- 
r °f. dc rmpi. ger. Libanim does not only affirm , f that he was kill’d by fraud and 
p ’ treachery, hut without any other warrant than his own prefumption, 
'OrJi.Epitaph, confidently charges‘it upon the Chriftians, who took this oppor- 
p™i. ’ tunit y lays) to be reveng’d of him, and to rid him out of the 
rid. soz.ioc. world ; and liipports his conje&ure with no wiler and ftronger a 
at * probability, than than none of the Pcrfians would confefs who did it, 

no not, though the King proclaimed a great Reward to the perfon who 
nitiiupra. fliould appear to demand and challenge it. But Ammianus u Marcel- 
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linm y a more grave and lober Writer, and prefect at the Fight, lays, 

’twas uncertain who did it; and Eutropi/es, w a Pagan too, and at w tib. io. 
that time upon the fpot, that ’twas done hoftili maim , by tile hand of p ’ I33 ‘ 
the Enemy. Among the various extraordinary paflages relating to 
his Death, that reported by Sozowen* muft not be omitted; who tells -/./*. 6. c.2, 
us, that a certain intimate Acquaintance of Julian's following after 
him in his Perfian Expedition, came to a place, where finding no 
convenient Inn to entertain him, he lodg’d that night in the Church, 
and in his lieep he had a Vifion, wherein he beheld feveral Apoftles 
and Prophets, who affembfing themlelves into one company , began 
to complain of the extream Injuries the Emperour did to the Church, 
and to advife what was to be done in that cafe. The Confult was long, 
and when they could come to noconclufion, two of the company 
rofe up, and bad the reft be of good cheer, and as refolving to put a 
fudden period to Julian's Life and Reign , immediately departed the 
affembly. The Man hereupon was afraid, and refolv’d to go no 
farther, but there to await the IfTuc of things. The next night taking 
his reft in the fame place, he beheld the very lame Convention, 
whereinto the two perfons, who the night before had gone out againfl 
Julian , liiddenly return’d from their Expedition, and gave an ac¬ 
count to the company of his being flain ; as the very liune day his 
Death was proclaim’d by Horfemen in the Air to Didynms at Alexan¬ 
dria. And when Julian y the Monk, whom the Syrians call’d Sabba, rTbeod.B .3,* 
or The Aged , and who had his Cell on the Eaftern Bank of the River f - 24 .p. 145* 
Euphrates , in the Province of Ofroena , had heard of the great feve- 
rities wherewith the Emperour had threat’ned the Chriftians, he 
applied himfelf with continual tears and prayers to Heaven, when 
Oil a fudden he ftarted up , wip’d his Eyes, and put on a moft pleas’d 
and chearful look. Thofe that were near him were furpriz’d at it, 
and ask’d the reafon of fo Ridden a change ? He told them, that the 
Wild-Boar that had wafted the Lord’s Vineyard had now paid for all 
the Injuries he had done to it, that he lay dead upon the ground , 
incapable of doing it any farther harm. Whereat they all rofe up, 
and fang a gratulatory Hymn to God. And foon after they under- 
ftood, that the very fame day and hour Julian had been flain in the 
Battel. To all which let me add what Zgnaras z relates on thisocca- rm > 
lion, that a certain Judge at Antioch , and he too a Gentile , watching p 24 ’ 
all night at the Pratorium , law an unufiial Conftellation in the Hea¬ 
vens, the Stars forming themlelves into thefe words, X-niuQpv ca> TlepriSi 
luAtcti’oi ocvaipciTcu, This day is Julian Jlain in Perfia. Which accordingly 
prov’d true, and became the means of the Man’s converfion to the 
ChriftianFaith.He dicd^exxvi.^w.CCCLXIII.in theThirty fecond 
Year of his Age, when he had reigned not full two Years. A Prince 
truly of great Virtues, prudent, confiderative, impartial, ftri&ly 
juft, chart, and temperate, patient of hardfliip, unwearied in his 
labours, valorous in his attempts, even to rafhnefs and precipitancy. 

He had a quick Wit, but too much inclin’d to Satyrifm , a nimble 
Apprehenfion, and Learning beyond moft Princes ; but with all, was 
a paffionate atfe&er of praile and popularity, one that lov’d to talk 
much, and not leldom vain-glorioufly enough in his own commen¬ 
dation. He was, even in the Charattcr of his own Writers, fiiper- 
ftitious rather than religious, an immoderate lover of the Rites, 
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Ceremonies , and Ullages of Paganifm , which he reviv’d, and de¬ 
fended both with his Sword and Pen, and in the Exercile whereof he 
{pent no inconfidcrable portions of his time, and profels’d himfelf an 
hearty Enemy to all that oppos’d them. In fhort, to give him his 
due , had not his Memory been flam’d with an Apoflacy from the belt 
Religion that ever was, and fo bitter and incurable a Spleen againft the 
Chriftians, he might have pafs’d for one of the belt Princes that ever 
manag’d the Roman Empire. 

XVIII. BUT his Death hap’ned opportunely to the poor Chri¬ 
ftians,’twas 7 rhwyfl )&j&icc,<uvfus } x) ttocvIi W' a truly feafo- 

)aid^ U na hle wound, fays Nazianzen *, that reftored health and fafety to the 
Chriftian World, who otherwife were fure to have felt (and’twas 
but what he had thrcat’ned) the utmoft effects of his feverity and 
dilpleafiire, had he return’d victorious from the Perftan Expedition. 
And the truth is, had his Reign been extended to any great number 
of years, he would have mightily diftreft Chriftianity, and have re¬ 
duc’d it perhaps to a lower ebb , than ever it had been at in the times 
of any of his moft fierce and violent Predecelfors. No body there¬ 
fore can blame them, if they entertain’d the News of his Death with 
l Thcod. ibid. j 0 y and triumph; the Churches b were filled with Hymns and Thanld- 
e 2 ,p,147 ‘ givings, their Houles with Feafts and Merriments, and the very 
T heaters chanted out the Glories of the Crofs, and derided the Va¬ 
nity of the Heathen Oracles: And at Jntioch , the People infulted 
over Maxima , the great Philolopher and Magician, that had blown up 
Julian into all this Folly and Cruelty, and unanimoufly cried out, 
What's now become, 0 thou fooli/Jj Maximus ! of all thy Oracles and Divi* 
nations l God and his Chrtjl have overcome. I conclude this fhort, but 
famous Period, with the Words of Naztanzen in his fecond InveCtivc 
again i\ Julian, publilli’d not long after his death,which when he had at 
«/M. f. 122. large dilcours’d of,“ Thefe (fays he c ) are the accounts that are given by 
“ us poor contemptible GaltUans, who worfhip a crucified Saviour, and 
44 profefs our felves the Difciples and Followers of Filhermen , and 
“ illiterate Tradefmen, as they are pleas’d to phrafe it. Thefe are 
“the things which we fit down and ling in the company of our old 
“Women; we that have half ftarv’d our felves with long faffing and 
“ abftinence; that watch it feems to little pur pole, and play the fool 
44 in our Night-devotions; and yet have made fhift to lay you flat 
u upon your back. Where are now your Grammarians and Orators ? 
“where are your Privy-councillors , (that I may begin my ’Qnv'nuov, 
44 in the words of one of our unlearned and defpifed Party ?) what 
“are become of your Sacrifices, your Rites andMyfteries ? where are 
“your public and your fecret Viblims ? where are your Arts of In- 
“ lpe&ing Entrails, fo much talk’d of ? your prognoflic Divi- 
“ nations , and Spirits that gave Anfwers out of the Belly ? what’s 
“ become of the great Babylon you fpake fo much of, and the whole 
44 World, which by the promife or a few execrable facrificial Divi- 
<f nations, you had devour’d and conquer’d ? where are the Perfians , 
“and the Modes, which you had already in your hands ? where are 
44 thole Gods that led you on, and yet were forc’d to be carried before 
44 you, that fought both before, and together with you P where arc 
“ the Oracles, that denounc’d Rich heavy things againft the Chri- 
“ftians, and ftxt the time of our utter deftru&ion, even to the 

44 rooting 
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“rooting our very Name out of the World P They are all vanifh’d , 
“andareprov’d to be Lies ahdFalfhoods, and the Boafts and Vaun- 
44 tings of the Ungodly arb fled; and have difappear’d like the fha- 
u dow of a Dream. 
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Sect. IV. 

In what Cafe Gentilifm flood under the 
Reigns of Jovian, ValentInian, 
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diatory Sports , or to be forc'd to guard the Heathen temples, the 
vanity of a Prediction of the Gentiles, that the Chriftian Religion 
(fjould lafi but CCCLXV. Tears. All divinatory Confutations feverely 
prohibited in the Eaftcrn Parts. A magical Tripos made by the Gen¬ 
tiles for enquiring after Valens his Succejfor , and the manner of con¬ 
futing it : Theodorus, a Gentile, intimated to be the P erf on. thefe 
Transactions difcovered to Valens, who puts to death all Perfons con¬ 
cern'd in the Conjpiracy. A fevere Procefs againft all Philofopher s and 
Magicians. Maximus, tutor to Julian, beheaded upon thisoccajion. 
Great rigour us'd towards all whofe Names began with THEOD , and 
yet Theodofius cfcafd , and was bis Succejfor. Books of Magtc ordered 
to be burnt. St. Cnryfbftom in danger upon that account . Smart Pro* 
ceedinqs againft the Gentiles in the Weft, but moderated by the Inter - 
ceffion of the Senate. Privileges granted to the Provincial Priefts, 
the Saracens, when and how converted to the Chriftian Faith. Aria- 
nifm, how it crept in among the Goths, their Letters invented ,>■ and 
the Bible tranjlated into that Language by Ulphilas their Bijhop. Valens 
his Rage againfl the Catholicks mitigated by an Oration which Thcmi- 
ftius the Philofopher made to him to that purpofe. 


PON Julian's death, Jovian (or, asfome 
call him, Jovinian) was by the Suffrage of 
the Army faluted Emperour. He was 
Primictritts of the Domeftical Protectors , 

| or Captain General of the Imperial 
1 Guards, a firm and refolv’d Chriftian, 
in fo much that when Julian publilh’d an 
Edift, that the Army fhould either facri- 
| fice or disband, he prefently offered to lay 
down his Arms; but the Emperour knew 
him to be tooconfiderableaPerfbn, to be cafily parted with, and 
therefore continued him in his Command. Upon the fliouts and 
acclamations of the Soldiers he bluntly told them, That he for his 
part was a Chriftian , and could not take upon him the Command of 
thole Men, ortheCondutt of that Army, that had been trained up 
in the impious Principles of the deoealed Emperour; nor could he 
expeft any Succefs from their Arms, who being deftitute of the divine 
Bleffing and Proteaion, muft needs become a Prey and Derihon to 
their Enemies. To this they almoft unanimoufiy replied , “ Make 
“no Icruplc, Sir, to venture upon the Empire, nor let the Impiety 
“ of our Principles be an Argument with you to decline it. For you 
“will reign over Chriftians, Men inftru&cd in the Laws of Piety : 
“Thole of us that areeldeft, were brought up under the Inftitution 
“and Difcipline of Conftantine; thole that are next, under the In- 
“ ftruftions of Conflantins ; and for the late Emperour, his Reign was 
“fofliort, that it was not capable of making any deep Imprcffion 
“ upon the Minds of Men. Upon this aflurance, he took the Govern¬ 
ment upon him, and made Peace with the Perjians upon the belt 
Terms that thole evil Circumftances they were under could admit. 
The trouble which the Gentiles conceiv’d for the Death of Julian was 
doubled upon them by the Election of Jovian , whole Zeal lor Chrifti- 
anity they were too well allur’d of, and therefore in all places tra¬ 
duc’d 
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duc’d d and expos’d him by Lampoons and P^/// 7 /,elj)ecially at Antioch, /'« r. 

where they Mattered Libels in the ftreets, and aflixt them at every if 

corner, and the very old Women broke Icurrilous Jefts upon him ; 
and the rather perhaps to cry quits with the Chriftians who had not 
long before dealt lo by Julian. As indeed pctulancy and a larcaftic 
Wit were the peculiar humour of that Place. 

II. H E began his Reign, as became a wife and good Prince, with 
the Care of Religion. Warn’d witli the unhappy Fate of hi$ Pre- 
deceffor, he wrote 0 immediately to the Govcrnours of Provinces to « soz.ib.rkod: 
open the Churches, and diligently attend the Solemnities of Divine ibt rbilo ft- 
Worfhip, and let the Subjects know, that the Chriftian Religion 
was the only true way of Worlbip. He reftor’d to the levcral 
Churches the Gifts and Revenues, and to the Clergy , and thole who 
liv’d within the verge of it, the Privileges and Immunities which 
Julian had taken from them , particularly he reftor’d the Corn-Canon * 

(as they call’d it) the yearly Allowance of Corn , which Conft.wtine 
the Great had fettled upon the Church , and which the late Emperour 
had abolifh’d. But becaufe a great Dearth rag’d at that time, he was 
forc’d for the prelent to cut off two thirds of that Tribute, promifing 
to reftore it intire as loon as the Famine was over, and would no 
doubt have made good his word, had God fpar’d his Life. He alio 
recall’d all thole, both cccleliaftic and lecular Pcrlbns, that in the 
late times had been banifh’d fo’r their Religion. The Pagan Temples 
he commanded to be Unit up, and the public Sacrifices to be taken 
away; whereupon the Priefts crept into Corners, and the very Phi- 
lofbphers were lb frighted that they laid afidethe Pallium, and ha¬ 
bited themlelves according to the common Garb. But this I con¬ 
ceive they did more out of fear of the Chriftians upon this great 
Turn of Affairs, than any politiveCourtitution of the Emperour to 
that purpofe. For where-eyer became, he kindly receiv’d , and ho¬ 
nourably entertain’d the Philolbphcrs, and by ail Edi£t f gave every f ru. rkmi/i: 
man leave to lerve God in bis own way, which I underftand not of the 0r,u • A// - /'tt- 
public but private Exercile of Religion. By this time he was entred 2?8 ’ 
upon his Conliilfhip, and being arriv’d at Ancyra in Galatia , was met 
by 'them if ins the Philofopher, with fome others of the Senatorian 
Order , where Tbemiftius in an elegant Oration « congratulated him eorut.ft.pr.ci,; 
for his new Honour and Dignity, and at large gives him his juft com¬ 
mendation , clpecially for his compaffion to the affli£ted and baniflied 
and his admirable care of Religion, his great Indulgence towards all* 
in leaving every one to the freedom of his own choice, and herein 
imitating God, who having planted in Mens Minds a natural Inclina¬ 
tion to Religion, has left every Man free to cliule that way and means 
wherein he may heft exprels it: Princes might compel to the outward 
Act, but the Mind was above all Warrants or Threat’nings ; Force 
may make Men Hypocrites, but not Religious; and to worlbip the 
Imperial Purple, not the Deity.

with all the advantages of a fmooth, plaufible, and rhetorical Infi- L tl f 
filiation. And twas an Argument the Gentiles 11 much infilled on in Tm P l P '*• 
m thole days. They were under hatches, mid now all the Cry is for , ' 
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Gentlenefs and Moderation, and leaving Men to the Di&ates of their 
own Confidences, which might be perfwaded, but could never be 
compelPd; that Force in this cafe was as unrealbnable, as ’twas in- 
fignificant, the effect whereof might be (nuoty&icpicc r m h 

IMmivtau , (as Libanitts argues) a painted and hypocritical Con- 
verfion, not a real change of Opinion and Principles. But whatever 
might be Paid for the thing it Pelf, they forgot when this would not 
pals with themfelves for currant Doarine, and how milerably in 
former times they had treated the poor ChriRians, whom they had 
not only tempted to ApoRacy by promiles and perlwalions, but had 
endeavoured to force them to abandon their Religion by all the Me¬ 
thods of the moft barbarous and mercilefs Severities. But this only by 
•c. Tb.Ub. 9 . the by. Befides this, theEmperour put out a Law ’to make it Ca- 
t‘ig? r 'soz. pital for any toravifh, or but to attempt to marry the confecrated 
/. 6.c.yp.64c. Virgins, (which we now call Nuns) occafioned by the loolenefs and 
iniquity of the late times, wherein many had either been by flattery 
courtea into Marriages, or by force had been compelPd to lewd 
Embraces. This Law is dated February* ix. CCCLXIV. and 
liimlelf furvived not long after, dying at Dadaftana , a Village in 
the Confines of Galatia and Bithynia , of poifonous Mulhrooms, 
whereof fome fay he had plentifully fupp’d; more probably he was 
choak’d with the fmokc of Coals; or, as others, with the damp of 
a new plaiffer’d Chamber , and perhaps both cencurred to give him 
his death. However ’twas, he was found dead in his Bed , after he 
had reign’d not full eight months. A valuable Prince , whole Reign 
’tis like, had it been longer, would have rend’red the Condition both 
of Church and State very lyippy and profperous. 
y socr /. 4.f.i. THE Army march’d to Nice *,where a Council of Officers being 

f.6.l°6.p.6°u. call’d, in order to the Elettion of a new Emperour, they unanimoufly 
rheod.i%c. 6. pitch’d upon Valentinian , Tribune of the 2 d Schole of the Salarii , whom 
p. Jj had left be i >inc j t j iemat Ancyra. A Man he was of great Ipirit and 

courage, and had liiffercd deep for his Religion. Being under Julian, 
l soz. ubifupr. he was bound by virtue of his Place to attend 1 the Emperour when 
p k jfs. 3X,l6t he went to offer Sacrifice in the Temple , where the Priefls Rood ready 
1 at the door, with Branches in their hands (as the cuftomwas) to 

fprinkle Holy-water upon thofc thatent’red in, lome few drops where¬ 
of fell upon Valmiman , who (vext to be defiled with their idola¬ 
trous Rites) Rruck the PrieR a Box on the Ear in the Emperour’s 
prefence, and tearing off that part of his Garment whereon the water 
had fallen, threw it away with fcorn and indignation. Julian was en¬ 
rag’d to fee his Religion affronted to his Face, but diflembled his 
paffion , and not willing to give him the honour of Martyrdom, found 
fault with him for negligence in his Office, and turn’d him out, and 
banilh’d him, lome lay, to Melitina , a delolate Town in Armenia ; 
or, as others affirm, to Thebais in Egypt , whence he return’d in the 
beginning of Jovian 1 s Reign. Melfengers were immediately dif- 
patcifd to Ancyra, to carry him the welcome News , and conduct hint 
to Nice, where the Soldiers fetting him upon a Shield, fhew’d him 
openly, and proclaim’d him Emperour, but wrthall requir’d that he 
would take to him a Partner in the Empire, and the noile was lowd 
and clamorous, whereupon beckoning with his hand to make filence, 
lie replied, with a Relolution that became a Prince, ’ 7 W/ in your

power, Gentlemen , to make me Emperour , but being fo , i tis not yours, 
but my part to command: Submiffion is your Duty as Subjects , mine as Em~ 
perour , to take ' care of the Commonwealth . An Anfwer, that ifruck 
them dumb ; however within a month he aflum’d his Brother Valent 
to be hisCollegue in the Empire, to whom he allotted the Eafiern 
Parts, having relerv’d the Weflern to himfelf. 

IV. TO render their Government, it their firlt letting out, 
more grateful and acceptable to the People, they endeavoured to ob¬ 
lige all Parties by a general Toleration, ena&ingm, That every one ” c ‘ TL m - 4 - 
might worlhip God according to the Rites of that Religion wherein 
he had been educated ; that no Man Ihould be compell’d to this or that t- 30. p. 1832! 
way of Worlhip, nor Subjects be forc’d to profelsthe lame Religion 
with their Prince , but all be left to a free and unconRrain’d choice. 539? 543. 537 ' 
AnA£t, for which they are fufficiently cried up by Pagan-Writers. 

The Heathens were not to be taught what ule to make of this Indul¬ 
gence, which they wound up to the higheff peg, lb that not con¬ 
tent n with the private cxercife of their SuperRition, in many places '' rf,C0 ‘ L M- 4. 
they let it uppublickly, lolemniz’d their accuffomed FeRivals, cele- <r * 24 ' p ' lS 7 * 
brated their impious MyReries, and made their wild and extravagant 
Proccffions through the open Rreets. This general Liberty the Em- 
perours by degrees began to reRrain ; by a Law 0 publilh’d this firR 
year of their Reign, they leiz’d the Farms and Revenues belonging 
to the Heathen Temples, taken away by Conftantine and his Sons, and ' 
either given or lold to private perlons, but refum’d and rcRor’d by 
Julian , which they now annext as an additional Revenue to their own 
private Patrimony. By another p, they forbad all Night-lacrificCs, 

Charms, and Magic-Divinations, thcle being accounted moR ma- 
lignant and dangerous, and the Night fittcR to cover fiich black and 
hellilh Rites. But upon a Reprelentation made by Pratextatr/s , Pro- 
conful of Greece , how intolerable this ConRitution would be to that 
people, if it took away their lacred Mjffieries , lo univerlally enter¬ 
tain’d and reverenc’d by all Mankind , Achaia had the favour to be 
exempt from it, provided they a&ed nothing herein but what was 
agreeable to the ancient Ullages of their own Country. They took 
care * 1 that no ChriRian , upon pretence of any Crime whatloever , *c.ib.nb. 9 : 
Ihould be condemn’d to the gladiator y Sports, as being dilhOnourable 7 " ,AZ,A8 * 
to the ChriRian Name ; and whereas the Gentile Tertiples were fain 
to be guarded by Soldiers, to defend them from the aflaults of Chri- 
Rians, who could not well brook, the Liberty lately indulg’d them y 
where-ever they had power and opportunity (a*s they now had 
at Rome , the elder Symmachtts , a zealous Pagan, being P10V0R of 
that City) they forc’d ChriRians upon that Service: Which being 
complain’d of, Valentinian commanded r , That no Judge or Officer T /b.iib.\ 6 .ri '; 
Ihould prefume to doit, upon pain of the lols both of ERateand 1J ' u 
Life. Both thele Laws are dirc&ed to Synimachw , and bear Date 
Ann. CCCLXV. By thefe proceedings the Gentiles perceiv’d the 
vanity of their own Predittions; for finding that ChriRianity f had fcchh. 
gain’d grourid under the fierceR perlecutions, and that their own 
Religion Punkand declin’d apace, to keep up the Ipirits of their Party, c.fa ! J 
they produc’d a Prophecy, pretended to have been' dilated by one 
of the Oracles of Greece , wherein they declar’d , that though ChriR 
himlelf was no Magician , yet that St. Peter had procur’d by Art 
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Magic, that the Chriftian Religion fhould laft CCCLXV. Years, 
and then immediately vanifh out of the World. This Period was 
now run out, and St. Augnftin , who wrote feveral years after,'does 
fufticiently deride and expole their folly, the Event having lo palpa¬ 
bly confuted their Prediction. 

V. BUT the infolent Carriage of the Gentiles was. not qafily taken 
down, they improv’d the public Toleration , and feeing Valerts hear¬ 
tily elpoufing the Arian Caufe, and {'pending the main of his feverity 
upon the Catholicks, began every day to grow more bold and impu¬ 
dent , ’till he was forc’d to make it Capital for any , cither in public 
or private, either by night or day, to exercife any Art of Divina¬ 
tion , orto confult them that did fo. The occafionof this Law was 
this: Several of the moft eminent Philofophers 1 of that time were 
inwardly griev’d at the flourifhing ftate of Chriftianity , they grew 
weary of Valens his Government, and long’d for another Emperour 
of their own Religion. And that this Defign might have both greater 
encouragement and reputation, they fecretly confederated with Ibme 
Great Perfons at Court, and Officers in the Army , and tried by all 
methods of Divination, to know who was likely to fucceed Valens 
in the Empire. At laft a Tripos made of Lawrel was artificially pre¬ 
par’d , and confecrated with certain Magic Charms and Invocations, 
it was plac’d in the middle of a Room perfum’d with Arabian Spices, 
the Charger upon which ’twas fet had upon its utmoftbrim the xxiv. 
Letters of the Alphabet neatly engrav’d, and fetatduediftances from 
eadi other. Then a Perfon clad in Linncn Veftments came in with 
Lawrel Branches in his hand, and after fome Charms performed, 
ihak’d a Magical Ring hanging at a Curtain about the edge of the 
Charger, ’till by jumping up and down it fell upon filch or filch 
Letters of the Alphabet, where it feem’d to ftay, the Prieft there¬ 
upon compofing certain Heroic Verfes in anfwer to the Interrogatories 
that had been put. The Letters which the Ring pointed out in this 
cafe were tilde four, ©. E. O. A. which being put together compos’d 
tilde two fyllables THE 0 D ; whereupon one that flood by pre- 
fently cried out, that the Oracle plainly intended Thcodorns y who was 
indeed a Man of Birth and Quality, and famous for his Learning, 
Wifdom , Modelly, and Humanity , but a Gentile , and one who they 
all pa(lionately defil’d might be promoted to the Empire. But it was 
not long before the whole Conlpiracy was difeovered to the Empe¬ 
rour, who divided between aftonifhment and anger commanded the 
bufinefs to be brought under a thorough ferutinyand examination. 
Theodor m was beheaded, the Maker of the Tripos burnt alive, and 
all the reft that were any ways concern’d in the fatal Confult exquifitly* 
tortur’d , and then put to death , whole arraignments, racks, and 
levere ufages, may be read at large in Ammianm Marcellinus. All 
Philofbphers that came to hand were fure to be executed, and the 
Emperour, who was always cruel, was in this cafe outragious, not 
Iparing any that did but go habited like Philofbphers , though they 
addiXed not themfelves to tliofe ftudies; a fring’d Clokc being then 
taken for a lufficient evidence of a Magician and a Conjurer. Among 
thefe Philofbphers was Maximus , Julian's great Mafter, the moft 
celebrated Philofbpher of that Age : Valens ow’d him an old grudge, 
for an affront he had done him and his Brother in Julian's time, and 

there- 
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therefore in the beginning of his Reign had treated him with thole 
exquifite feverities, which Eunapius To tragically complains of; and 
being now charg’d with being privy to the Plot, though he only knew 
of it, and told the Confpirators they would all come to an untimely 
end, was carried to Ephejus , the place of his Nativity, and there 
beheaded. But above all others, the Emperour’s fury rag’d againft 
thole, whole Names began with tliofe four Letters, whether Theodo - 
rus , Theodotus , Theodojtus , Theoduius , or the like , whom he plutto 
death where-ever he found them , by the fame bloody Policy where¬ 
with Herod once butchered the Infants at Bethlehem} hoping that in 
the number he fhould make away the new-born Mejftah , and King of 
the Jews „ And this profecuted with fo much rigour, that many, to 
avoid the danger, changed their Names, as not being willing to lofe 
their Lives for a malignant Name. And yet God, who delights many 
times to defeat Mens malicious curiofity, fuftered the Great Theodofius 
to efcape, and in defpiteof all his care and cruelty to fucceed him 
in the Eajlern Empire ; and ’tis laid, that his Parents Were parti¬ 
cularly warn’d in a Dream to give him that Name, as an Omen it 
feems of his after Grcatnefs. Nor did Valens perfecute Men only, 
but Books upon this occafion, commanding a learch to be made tor 
all Books of Magic , or any other curious or unlawful Art, which 
being piled upon heaps were publickly burnt. And at this time it 
was, that Chryfoflom, then a Youth, was in fome danger : For as he ^w*xxxvii& 
was going one day to Church, he took up a Book, which a fufpefted /n ^* p,34 °’ 
perfon had thrown into the River, and upon perufal found it a Book 
of Magic, and wasefpied by a Soldier that pafs’d by, and law him 
and his companion take it up. They knew not well what to do with 
it, it being almoft equally dangerous to keep or part with it: But 
they threw it away, and efcap’d the danger. 

VI. IN the Weft things were carried towards the Gentiles with • 
a more eafie hand. Several u of the Senatorian Order at Rome had Maneh 
been accus’d of praXifing in unlawful Divination , and the Judge, to h ^' r ' l * dl “' 
whom the examination of the Caufe was referr’d, had proceeded in 
it with an over-rigorous partiality, and had made a very ill represen¬ 
tation of it to the Emperour, who had begun to profecute finartly: 

But the Senate fent a Committee to Valentinian , to befeech him that 
perfons might not bepunifh’d above the Merits of their Crimes, nor 
any Senator extrajudicially put upon the Rack. The Emperour re¬ 
plied , he had given no fucli order, and that thefe were Reports 
fram’d on purpofe to throw ill Reflexions upon him ; and in his Re- 
feript w to the Senate declared , That he looked upon Soothfaying as *c.tb.ioc.de 
not a kin to Magic, and fo long as innocently praXis’d, he found no 4 9 - 
fault with it, but permitted both it and the other Parts of the Reli¬ 
gion of their Anceftors to be us’d, as the Laws which he had made 
to that purpofe in the beginning of his Reign could fufficiently wit- 
itcfs. And for the Charge * brought againft the Senators, he had re- ■ mi /.. 3 . 
ferr’d the debate of it to the Provoft of the City, who if he could 
not determin it, then he commanded, that the perfons concern’d, 
with an account of all Proceedings in the Cafe, fhould be lent to 
him. By another Law, about the fame time, he granted to the Pro¬ 
vincial Prieftsy (they were tliofe that fiiperintended a whole Province, 
aiid were ufually chofe out of the Body of the Cttriales , their bufinefs 4 u W MW 
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was to take care of the Temples am! lacred Rites, the Pomps and 
Proceffions upon Fcftivals, and at their own charge to provide for, 
and manage the public Shews and Spe&acles; to thefe he granted) 
that they mould be free from the burden of all civil Offices, and enjoy 
the fame priviledge with Perfbnsof Honour and Quality, not to be 
rack’d and tortur’d,and have the Comstative Honour,or the fame Place 
and Dignity which the Comites wJm Iiad well difeharg’d their truff,had 
conferr’d upon them as the reward of their pains and care. At this 
7U yi} ib iib t * mc t0 °k order about the Players 2 who a&ed at the public 

^361/ ' ' l ' Sports and Theaters, (a Trade exprerfy forbidden by the Canons pf 
the Church) that in cafe of imminent danger of Death, they might, 
upon their repentance and earneft defire, be admitted to the Sacra¬ 
ments , (that is, both Baptifm and the Eucharift) provided it was 
done with the allowance of the Bifhop, and the infpe&ion of the 
Civil Magiftrate: And that if fuch perfons fhould recover, they 
fliould be no longer forc’d to attend the Service of the Theater. 
'T^'so'm VII. IT Was now about the YearCCCLXXII. when Mav'ta 
wl 3 ? 8^699! Qy ecn of the Saracens, a People inliabiting the Parts of Arabia that lay 
rbeoiU.^.c.i'i. next Egypt, fent Mofes (who liv’d a Monaftic Life in the neighbour- 
Uxa. /216.’ in S Wildernefs, a Man no lefs famous for his Miracles than his Piety) 
to Alexandria to be ordain’d BifliQp, who refufing to be confecrated 
b y Lucius, whom the Arians badthruftup into that See, newly va¬ 
cant by the death of Athanafm, betook himfelf to the Catholic Bifhopfc 
that liv’d in exile, and having from their Hands receiv’d his Ordina¬ 
tion, return’d back into his own Country, the greateft part whereof 
he converted to the Chriflian Faith. And the work was afterwards 
carried on to great perfection, when Zscomru , Head of one of the 
principal Tribes, upon the birth of a Son (wliich a religious Monk 
allur’d him he fliould have, if he would embrace Christianity) was 
baptiz’d, and brought over his People to the fame Faith. Chriftanity 
hSocr : b c „ likewife made a further progrefs among the Northern Nations, efpe- 
soi.e. 37/ ciallv the Goths h tint dwelt upon the Danorv: For Phritigernm, one 

of the Princes of that Nation , having by the afliftance which Patens 
had Icnt.hiin , gain’d a confiderablc Victory again ft Athanaricus , ano¬ 
ther of thofc Princes, did in gratitude to the Emperour, and as a 
firm alfurance of his Friendfhip, entertain the Chriftian Religion into 
his Country i and the Arians being at this time the only powerful 
Faction at Court, took this opportunity to introduce Arianifm a- 
mong the Goths, though it had taken root there fome time before by 
e /.ib.i.c t p means .°f MlphiUs their Bifhop, who coming on an Embafly in 
#>. 47*1.* P ’’ the Reign of Con ft ant ins , (Philojlorgim c places it in the time of 
Confiantsne) liad fail’d in with Endoxius , Acaciw , 'and others of that 
Party, by whom he was perverted to their pernicious Principles, 
which he carried back with him, and ftrcnuoufly propagated in his 
own Country. He was the firft tliat found out tne Gothic Letters, 
and having donefb, tranfiated the Bible into their native Language, 
which mightily conduc’d to the further fbeedy fiiccefs of Chriftianity 
in thofe Parts. And one thing efpecialfy is memorable in this cafe, 
that in this Transition he omitted the Books of Kings (which took 
in alf<> thofe of Samnel and the Chronicles) becaufe thefe contain¬ 
ing little but an Account of Wars, would be apt to inflame the 
Minds of that People, who being naturally a fierce warlike Nation, 

needed 
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needed rather a Bridie, than a Spur to quicken them to martial Under¬ 
takings. Valens in the mean while mil erably harafs’d the poor Catho- 
licks, whom he purfiied with that rage and violence, that 7 hemiJHm A , * s °"Ab.c . 3 *. 
the Philofopher, undertook their Caufe, which he pleaded in a fet 
Qration before the Emperour, fhewing him, that ’twas no wonder, if 
there was filch differenceof Opinions among!! them, which was yet 
but inconfiderable , if compar’d with thofc numerous and vaftly di- 
ffant Opinions that were among the Greeks , which muff neceflarily 
breed fome difguft and difagreement; and that perhaps God was de¬ 
lighted with this variety of Sentiments, feeing it tended to beget in 
Mens Minds a profounder Reverence towards the Divine Majefty, 
when they found the Knowledge of him fo deep, that no humane 
capacity could fathom or comprehend it. And thus while he pleaded 
for the Catholicks, he cunningly infinuated the Caufe of the Gentiles ; 
which elfewhere he defends upon the fame grounds. This Oration, 
tranflated by Dudi thins , is ftill extant in Latine, which Petavitts , to 
fupply the defeft, has turn’d into Greek , but denies (though upon very 
weakReafons) that ’twas the fame pronounc’d by that Orator iipoii 
this occalion; not to fay , that the Paflages cited out of it by Socrates 
and SozOmen, are cxattly to be found in it. And it feems an Argu¬ 
ment he much delighted in, this being much what the fame both for 
words and matter, with that Confular Oration, which .he delivered 
before Jovtan at his entrance upon theConfulfhip. Little elfe is me¬ 
morable in the Time of thefe Emperours: Valentiniand ied thexvii th of 
November , Anno CCCLXXV. whom Valens furviv’d fcarce three 1 
Years, whole Reign in the general was more indulgent to Pagans, 
and more fevere to Catholic Chriftians , than that of any Chriftiaii 
Emperour either before or fince.

The State of Pagan Religion under the 
Reigns of Gratian, Theodosius 
the Great, and his Succeflors. 



Theodofius advanc'd, by Gratian to the Eaftern Empire. His regaining 
the boldmfs and liberty of the Pagans 9 by fevere Laws againft Apoftacy 9 
Sacrifices , Divinations , &c. Gentilifm hereby reduc'd to a low ebb. 
Particular provifton about the Temple at ifcddTa. Gratian refufes the 
Sacerdotal Stole, and the Title of Pontifex Maximus , hitherto worn by 
Chr if i an Emperours. Proceedings againft Paganifm revk>'d i and more 
briskly carried on in the Eaft. 7 befamous Temple of Sarapis at Alex¬ 
andria defac'd , and the ridiculous Follies of Gentile-Idolatry publickly 
expos'd. Sedition and Tumult hereupon rais'd by the Gentiles , and great 
mifchief done to Chrijlians. The Reformation carried on by Theophilus 
Biftbop of Alexandria. The celebrated Image of Sarapis openly burnt. 
The Ruin of this Temple foretold by the Gentiles themfelves. The reft 
of the Temples at Alexandria demoliflj'd. The lewdnefs and debaucheries 
ufually committed in thofe places fljewn by a particular inflame. Chri - 
ftian Churches eretted ever thofe places. The River Nilus not flowing 
fo plentifully as formerly. This charg'd by the Gentiles as apuniftment 
from the Gods for the deftrutfion of their Temples ; but prov'dfalfe by a 
contrary Event. The fame Reformation carried on in the Eaftern 
Parts. The miraculous demolifhing a Temple at Apamca by Marcel lus 
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Bifhop of that place. Theodofius at Rome perfvades the Gentile-part 
of the Senate to become Chrifttans , but is obfttnately rejected. Sym- 
machm for his infolence and importunity bantfh'd Rome. The Gentile 
Caufe undertaken , and ex jprofeflo pleaded by Libanius; The Sum of 
his Oration de Templis prefented to the Emperour , but nothing gain'd 
from him. At tempts of the Gentiles againft his Life. Several Edicts 
for the Snpprejfton of Pagan Rites. Theodofius his laft Law againft the 
whole Body of their Religion , and the fever al Parts and Branches of it. 

The Death of that good Emperour. The fame work purfued by Area- 
dius , his Son and Succejfor. The remaining Temples pull'd down , and 
the Materials difpos'd of to publick Buildings. The Council of Carthage 
petitions Honorius for the abolifbingthe Remainders of Idolatrous Rites 
in Afric, with the Emperour'$ Anfver. Several Laws of Honorius 
and the younger Theodofius, in purfuancc of the fame Deftgn thorough 
all P arts of t he Empire , briefly noted. Paganifm afraid to /Sow its head, 
and generally driven into Corners. The whole concluded with a ftjort Re¬ 
capitulation out of Theoderit. 

H E Imperial Brothers dying, the Govern* 
ment refted in the hands of the two Sons 
of Fdent ini an ; Gratian , who had already 
reign’d twelve, and Valentinian junior, 
who had reign’d three Years. Gratian 
found work enough on all hands, the 
Empire labouring under great Incum¬ 
brances , and having little afliftance from 
his Brother, who was but young, was 
necelfitated to take in a Partner for the 
Eaftern Empire, to defend thole Parts, at this time milerablyinfcfted 
by the Goths. The Perlon he pitch’d on was beyond all exception , 

7 htodoftus , a Spaniard, who from the Renown of his A&ions delervedly 
bears the Sirname of Great. The Gentiles for the main had enjoyed 
the peaceable Exercile of their Religion for many years, having met 
with little or no interruption in it fincc the Times of Conftantius. And 
for tlic two firft Years of Theodofius, almoft wholly taken up with 
Wan, their Temples were open 1 , and they had the freedom of their 'rtl.zoU 
old Kites and Ceremonies. So that many began to look kindly upon 
their former Superftitions, and others, meeting witli fiicn cruel 
ulage in the Reign of V•ilens (when the Perlecution was carried on by 
a . joint-concurrence 0 f Arlans, Jews, and Gentiles,) took dicker in 
the old Religion. In fo much, that the Emperour found it necefTary 
to reftram it by a Law f dated April xxvi. Ann. CCCLXXXI. That 'cm, m ,« 
they who apoftatizcd from Chriftianity to Paganifm diould lofe all *-//. i. 
power of making a Will, (ever accounted tile great Birth-right and vlL 
Privilege of a Roman) fo that none of his Friends or Kindred diould 
be the better for any Eftatc which lie left behind him. Which lie and 
explain d and ratified by many liibfequent Edifts, feveral 
Claulcs being added rcfpcaing both Perlons and Things. About the 
; of the lame Year lie forbad e under pain of prolcription all divina- ub.n.x i ,, 

tory Sacrifices, either by day or night, or that any diould approach the M«. 

Temples for any fucli purpofe; adding, that God is to be worfhipp’d 
with pure and chaft Prayers, not with execrable Charms and Con- 

* 2 jurations. 
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jurations. And though it does not appear by this Law, that any more 
than Sacrifices uled in order to Divination were taken away, yet Chri- 
ftians were willing to lay hold of it, and improve it farther than the 
Emperour at prelent intended it, the Temples both in City and Coun¬ 
try (as Zofimus h complains) being aflaulted, and the Pagans notable 
to lift up their Eyes to Heaven, and pay their Devotions to the Planets, 
without danger of their Heads. Among the reft, there was a famous 
Pantheon , curioufly adorn’d with abundance of exquifite Statues and 
Images of the Gods, in the Province of Ofrhoene , (at ALdeffa, as Got ho- 
fred not improbably conje&ures: ) This was ftiut up, but upon the 
Gentiles complaint at Court, reprelenting that the City was thereby 
greatly prejudic’d, who were wont here to hold their public Meetings, 
and to keep their common Peftivals, efpecially thole wherein they 
offer’d up their Prayers for the life and lafety of the Emperour, it was 
granted, 1 that it Ihould ftand open for thele ufes, that the Images 
ftiould remain by way of Ornament, but that no Sacrifices Ihould be 
offer’d in it. In the Weftern Parts Grattan kept fbmewhat a levere 
hand upon the Pagans. He had given them a tail of what they might 
expeQ: from him, when he refus’d k the Sacerdotal Robe. The Roman 
Emperours had all along born the Office and Title of Pontifex Maxi-* 
mttsy or Chief Head of the Pontifical Colledge: Nay,, none of the 
Chriftian Emperours had hitherto Icrupled to accept of it as an honou¬ 
rary Title. But when the Priefts came to confer it upon Gratian , and 
'tofter’d him the Pontifical Robe, he plainly refus’d it, accounting it 
unlawful for him who was a Chriftian to wear that Habit. The Stole 
being deliver’d back to the Priefts, the chief of their Company cried 
out, If the Emperour will not be ftyl’d Pontifex Maximum, it will not 
be Jong before Maximus be Pontifex , refie&ing upon Maximus, who 
was then ready to invade the Empire, and who fhortly after treache- 
roufiy murder’d Gratian ,, and became a great Friend and Patron to 
the Gentiles. But laving the authority of Zofimus who 
IMP. Ctf.S. GRATIANUS reports it, plain it is both from fome ancient Inlcriptions, 
cS« and from the teftimony of Aufonim Gr.WsTutor that 
infeript. vluun ore omnium Grx- this Title was frequently coiifcrr d upon him, tho perhaps 
tUntu, potepite impemor — j t m jrrht be only by Connivance, and not by the Allow- 
MitaZamhtMit .nice of the Emperour. But whatever intimations of 
difiike Gratian might make, the Gentiles were not dilcou- 
rag’d from attempting fomething in the Caule of their Religion; 
for finding the public Affairs embroil’d, they began to take heart, 
at Rome efpecially, where a (mail part of the Senate took upon 
themfelves in the name of the whole, to lend an Addrefs to the Em¬ 
perour Valentinian , to beg favour in behalf of their Religion, but 
were countermin’d and quafh’d by Pope Damafns and S, Ambrofe, as 
we have ellewhere oblerv’d. And when a great Famine loon after 
tag’d at Rome, ’twas Paid to proceed from the dilpleafure of the Gods 
for the negldft and fuppreffion of their Religious Rites, and that the 
Punilhment had a vilible fignature of the Sin upon it, it being but 
juft, that they fhould want Bread themfelves, who had taken away 
from the Priefts and Veftal Virgins that little Maintenance which the 
munificence of former times had bellow’d upon them. The follow¬ 
ing year Symmachus was made Provojl of Rome , who immediately 
drew up a large Addrefs to the Emperour, wherein with all the fub- 
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tleties of Wit and Eloquence he pleaded the Caule of his Religion. 
But was happily encountred, anlwer’d, and baffled, by the great and 
learned Bifhop of Milan . An account whereof we have given at 
large in the Life of S. Ambrofe. 

II. THE Gentiles in the Eaft, notwitliftanding the Provifioii 
that had been made againft it four years fince, could not be taken off’ 
from tampering with Arufpices , Augur es, Magicians , and the reft of 
that Tribe, which forc’d Theodofius to quicken the execution of thole 
Laws, making it Capital for any, either upon any prelcnt Emergency, 
or for the knowing any future Event, to conlult divinatory Sacrifices. 
ThisRclcript is dire fled to Cymgius, the Praetorian Prefect of the Eajf 
a perlon honourable both lor his Greatnels and his Piety, and em- 

K by the Emperour upon the moft important Services : To him 
nmitted 1 the care of reforming Paganifm in the Eaflern Parts, 
elpecially in Egypt, whither he lent him, Ann. CCCLXXXVIL im- 
poweringhim to fhut up or demolifh the Gentile-Temples, and extir¬ 
pate their Supcrftitions. Upon his arrival at Alexandria, m Informers 
accus’d leveral of the Senate, and brought both their Pcrfbns and 
EHates in danger, upon pretence, ’tis like, that they were Church- 
Lands, Revenues belonging to the Pagan Temples. Cyncgim upon 
examination punilh’d the informers, and freed their Eftates, whole 
judgment herein upon their Petition at Court, the Emperour himlelf 
confirm’d. But, alas! Cynegius left the main Work imperfc£l, dying 
the next year, and was honourably buried at Conftantinople. But the 
Work went on however, Theophilm Biffiop of Alexandria being zea¬ 
lous in it. The firft attempt in it was thus: There was at Alexandria 
an ancient and famous Temple, "dedicated to Sarapis , delcribed by 
Rttfintis, °and affirm’d by a Geographer of that Age to have been a 
piece of exquifite Artifice, and for the ftatelinels of the Building,.con¬ 
trivance of the Stru&ure, and lolemnity of the Worlhip, to have < 
carried away the Glory from all other places, and to have been the ( 
almoft only admirable Spectacle in the whole World. This place ‘ 
Iheophilus had begg’d of the Emperour, defigning to enlarge it into ; 
a Church. Workmen were let on to clear the llubbifh, who found ' 
many dark Vaults andCellers, the lecret Receptacles of the Pagans 
moft hidden Rites and Myfteries, out of which they brought many 
deteftable and oblcene Images and Utenlils, which they publicly ex¬ 
pos’d to the Icorn and derifion of the People. This provok’d the 
Gentiles beyond mealure, who immediately gather’d into a Body, and 
tho the far leffer number, yet being arm’d with Rage and Fury, 
broke in upon the Chriftians, wounded many of them, others they 
kill’d out right, and Hying to the Temple, engarrilon’d themfelves 
in it. Some Chriftians they had taken Priloners, and brought along 
with them, whom they forc’d to do Sacrifice, or upon their refufal, 
put to Death with the moft exquifite and unheard-of Tortures. 
The Party was headed by one Olympus a Philofopher, whoperliiaded 
them not to delert the Religion of their Country, but if need was, 
valiantly to dye for it. And when he law them dcje&ed for the lols 
of their Images, he told them, They Ihould not be troubled at this, 
they were indeed no other than what they law, things material, and 
liable, to violence and corruption, but were inhabited by certain Di¬ 
vine Powers, which upon their defacing were retir’d into Heaven.. 

Several 
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Several Eflays were made by the Magiftrates to bring them to rcafon, 
and make them give account of what they had done ; but in vain : 
They defpis’d all Arguments and Threatnings, whereupon the Magi¬ 
ftrates were forc’d to fend and acquaint the Emperour with what had 
happen’d, who, according to the fweetnefs ot his Nature, reply’d. 
That for the Chriftians that had been (lain; they were happy, having 
been honour’d with the Crown of Martyrdom; and for their Murde¬ 
rers, he refolv’d to pardon them, in hopes, that fo much Grace and 
Clemency might become an efte&ual Argument for their Convcr- 
fion: But however, that the Temples, that had been the caufe of all 
this, fhould be pull’d down to the ground. The Letter was no fooner 
read, but the Chriftians entertain’d it with infinite Acclamations, and 
the Gentiles difpers’d and fled; which done, Theophilus, accompanied 
with the Monks, and aflifted by Evagrius the Aug"fid Vrrfetty and 
Romanics Commander of the Army,again fetupon the Work,the Tem- 
t socr. v so - pic it felf they wholly demolifh’d, in the Walls p whereof they found 
VufJTb c 2'. Stones with Hieroglyphics engraven upon them, rcfembling a Crofs, 
•p.258! ' C ' 29 ' which the Chriftians interpreted of the honourable Enfign of their 
Religion, and were therein the more confirm’d, when one skill’d in 
thole myftic Letters, and lately turn’d Chriftian, alfur’d them, thofe 
Hieroglyphic Notes fignified the Life to come, and that others of thofe 
Hieroglyphics did impart, that the Temple of Serapis fhould have an 
end, when thofe Notes were brought to light. Within the circumfe- 
•> Hupn. ibid, rcnce of this great Building flood a s Chappel, fupported by rich 
c?2^p.°22^' Marble Pillars, the Walls overlaid with Gold, and that cover’d as a 
Shield with Silver, and that defended by a Cover of Brafs; in this 
flood the Image of Sarapts, fo large, that with one hand he touch’d 
one fide, and with the other the other fide of the Temple, with many 
quaint Devices to abufe and delude the people. They had a Tradi¬ 
tion, that if any Man did but touch this Image, the Earth would im¬ 
mediately open, the Heavens be dilfolv’d, and all things run into a 
Chaos and Confufion. But a Chriftian Soldier that flood by, anima¬ 
ted thereto by Theophilics the Bifliop, was refolv’d to make the Experi¬ 
ment : For taking a Bill in his hand, he cleft him down the Jaws, and 
finding no other dreadful Efietts eniuc, but an Army of Mice, which 
fled out at the breach he had made, they cut him-Limb from Limb j 
his Head, Feet, and the reft of his Parts, were faften’d to Ropes, and 
having been dragg’d up and clown the Streets, were burnt in feveral 
places of the City, the Trunk or Body of the Image being referv’d 
for a more folemn Fire in the Amphitheater. The utter ruine of this 
• r.untp.invh , Temple was, it feems, foretold by Antoninics r the Philofopher, who 
,Aks. p. 60, a (p ur \i his Scholars, it would happen foon after his death; nay, we 
* ’ j are told, * that Olympics himfelf, while he kept his Garrifon in it, the 

C.15V.725. 7, very night before the Empcrour’s Order did arrive, it being a very 
dark and tempeftuous Night, heard a voice in the Temple, finging 
Alleluia. He was not a little fiirpriz,’d, knowing the Doors were fall: 
fliut, and all the Company faft aflcep, and feeing no body, and plainly 
and diftin&ly hearing the Voice, and the Mufical Note, began to fuf- 
pe£t what it portended, and departing privately out of the Temple, 
took Ship immediately, and went for Italy. 

IV. THE Mother-Temple and Patron-Deity being thus rid 
out of the way, the reft follow’d with an eafier hand, all the Pagan- 
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Temples and Images t in that City being overturn'd, the Follies '/■ ■ufr.M.k 
Lewdnclles, ami Impieties whereof, were laid bpen before the people 
One Inftance whereof mull not be forgotten. Tyrmnm a Prieft of 
the Temple of Saturn, famous for giving Oracles, had his Temple 
frequented by perfons of the bed: Quality about that City. When lie 
had a mind to corrupt any of their Wives, he would tell the Nobleman, 
ewas the Gods pleafure that his Wife (llOUid come and Ipend that 
nights Devotions in the Temple. The Lady was drels’d up with all 
advantages, and night being come, the Doors were lock’d faft upon 
her, and while Ihc Was intent upon her Devotions, the Prieft by fccrer 
conveyances crept into the old Wormeatert Image of J ktnrn, throu»li 
winch lie Ipakc to her, as if ic lmtl been tile God himfelf, and having 
thus prepar d her, by unlceil Cords lilddenly put out the Lights and 
then coming forth, and feizing upon the affrighted Lady, cablv drew 
her into lewd Embraces. This Trade he had follow’d many years 
till meeting with one that would not be for his turn, and who knew 
him by his voice, Hie complain’d of the affront to her Husband, who 
dilcovcr d the Villany, brought Tyr annus tocondigilPuniftiment, and 
both Temple and Idol to a lhameful end. Thele ruinated < Temples r 
Were generally turn’d into Churches; out of that of W* was built 
on the one hdc a Martyr sum, (wherein were repos’d the remains of c “- 
John the ;) on the other,a Churdl called After tile name of Ana- 
d,m the Emperour. It happen’d upon this Revolution, that the Rivet 
Nile did not fo plentifully overflow as it Was wont to do. Tlicpeople -snm 1 , 
hereupon began tomutiny, and laid. It wns.becaufo they were not fuf ^ c nl 
ter d according to their ancient ulage to do Sacrifice to the River The ‘ b ‘ f ' 3< *’ 

Goyernour was troubled and fearing an Open Sedition, font to a c . 
quaint tile Emperour, who return’d this anfover. That’twas better 
to preferve our Duty to God, than to prefer the Streams of Nik, ot 
the Plenty of the Country before Piety and Religion. Let the Rivet 
(laid he) never flow again if it muftbe drawn out with Charms 
appeas d with Sacrifices, and its Waters defil’d with lilood. But the 
Controverfy was foon ended, for tile River return’d to its ancient 
courfc, and riling above the higheft mark (which yet it foldomor 
never reach’d ) put them into a quite contrary PafLi, (earing ? 
would inevitably drown the Country. And now the Pagans t j la H 
their Tune, and turn’d their Scene into Droll and Rid! title, crying 
one in their Theaters, That the old doting Nik had loft his rWemfol 
foculty, and could no longer hold his Water. While others made a 
more grave and ferious ufe of it,being thereby convinc’d of the vanity

indeed, throughout the whole progrefs of thefo Affairs, incredible 
numbers were gain d over to tile Chriftian Faith. Thefo Proceedings 
alarm d the Gentiles »111 other Parts, in Arabia, Paleftine, Phanicin &c .

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than it had done the Gentiles at firft to build them up. At length 
comes a common Labourer who ventur’d upon it, and undermining 
the Foundation of the Portico’s that upheld it, put Fire to them, but 
a Dicrnon appearing in a black Drefs, drove away the Fire. After le- 
veral attempts to no purpole, Marcellas took a Pot of Water, which 
he carried into the Church, and falling down before the holy Tabic, 
heartily recommended the Caule to God ; then he deliver’d the Pot to 
Equities his Deacon, who went and threw it upon the Fire, which, 
like lo much Oyl, immediately blew up the Flames, which Iprcad 
without contioil, fo that within a few hours, to the admiration of all 
that law it, th|t ftrong and (lately Building lay level with the Ground. 
But the good Bilhop Iped not lo well in all his attempts; for going to 
* sozom. loc. do the like Execution upon a great Temple at Anion, y a City in that 
far. aw. Country, while his Company were bulie about the work, certain 
Pagans came behind him, and catching him up, threw him into the 
Fire, and burnt him to death. And when afterwards upon the dif- 
covery of the Murder, his Sons would have prolecuted and revenged 
his Death, the Provincial Synod would not liifferit, affirming, that 
both he and they, and all Jus Fjriends, had caule rather to blefs God, 
who had counted him worthy to dye in fo good a Caufe. 

IV. THIS great and general wall committed upon Paganilm in 
the Eaflern Parts, made the Gentiles look about them, in lo much, that 
their great Advocate Libanius , one in fo great favour with the Empe- 
rour, that he made him Prttonan ErrfeEt, about this time publifh’d 
an Oration pro Templis , prelented to Iheodojius, wherein he boldly 
pleads the caule of their Temples, which he Ihews originally fprang 
from that Encouragement which the Gods gave to the plain but early 
Piety and Devotion of Mankind, and were enlarg’d and beautified 
according as they gain’d footing in Towns and Cities. Hjs main bull' 
nels was to encounter the popular Arguments which the Chriftians 
tiled for the taking down their Temples. As, that the Gtntiles made 
ule of them for the celebration of their Sacrifices exprefly contrary 
to the Laws. This he flatly denies, and challenges any to make it 
good. And whereas ’twas pretended, that in their Fellival Enter¬ 
tainments they flew Oxen, he anlwers, ’Twas no fucli matter. They 
met indeed upon their Fellival Solemnities in the open Fields, where 
lie confeifes they kill’d, dreft, and eat a Calf or a Slieep, and perfor¬ 
med it with Inccnfe, Hyrnns , and Invocation of their Gods, but 
this he lays was not forbid by any Law, nor was this pulling down the 
Temples, as was plaufibly given out, a rational means of bringing 
over Pagans to Chrilfianity. He grants, it made lome Hypocrites, 
none true Converts. Many through fear might go to the Chriftian 
Churches, and compole themfelves after their Forms and Geltures, 
but when they did lo, either worlhip’d their own Gods, or none at 
all. Belides, that Religion was to be planted in Men’s minds by Rea- 
fon and Perfuafion, not by Force or Fear. And whereas’twas com¬ 
monly urg’d, that this deftru&ion tended plainly to the advantage 
and benefit of the World, he endeavours to fhew, that the favouring 
and prote&ing that Religion had in all Ages entail’d thegreateft Blel- 
fings from Heaven upon the Civil State, and moll: immediately con¬ 
tributed to the Grandeur and Majefty of the Roman Empire. Nor had 
the Chriftians, he fays, any reafbn to pretend, they did this in com¬ 
pliance 
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pliance with the Zeal of Conjlantine and Ctinftantius, thofe twoEmpe- 
rours having beenfo lignally punifil’d for their attempts in this kind : 
Conftantius’s Pofterity being loon cut oft) fome of his Children came 
to untimely ends, and Conjlantius himlelf liv’d perpetually in a flavilh 
fear of the Persians , and moll of his Adherents (who reap’d the 
Spoils of the Temples ) Jiad met with lome remarkable Vengeance 
that had overtaken them. Having urg’d this, he further back’d his 
Plea with two Arguments. Firft, that next to the Imperial Palaces, 

Temples were the great Glory and Ornaments of Cities, and there¬ 
fore in all good realon and policy ought not to be deftroy’d. Secondly, 

That however that might be, yet a conliderable Intcreft and Advan¬ 
tage might be rais’d by them ; for they might be let out, and conver¬ 
ted to other ulcs, and the Rents of them be return’d into the Exche¬ 
quer; which was better however than pulling of them down. And 
becaule the Monks had been of all others the moft active and bulie in 
demolifhing the Pagan Temples, elpecially thole that flood in the 
Fields, he falls very levcrely upon them, traducing * them (and in the * ^ 
fame Ipiteful reprelentation concur moft of the Gentile-Writers of & P .i 9 . ‘ z 0 ‘ 
that Age) as a Pack of idle Drones, and lewd Impoftors, who under f^h.pAo o. 
a grave and demure habit, and by a pretended mortification, colour’d ^ 
over with a procur’d artificial palenels,and by all the little Arts of Flat- 65. 
tery and Infinuation, cheated the World into a good opinion of them, 
while they were really guilty of Gluttony and Excels. And that 
their work might be done morceffe&ually, they had Military Offices 
call’d Sophy onijLe or Correctors to attend them, whole bufincls it was 
to feize the Temples and Pofieffions, and who were nolooner fhew’d 
by the Monks where to Quarry, but like Harpy’s immediately flew 
Upon it, to the utter difeouragement of the Husband-men and Coun¬ 
try-people, who plac’d all their hopes and expectations of the lucccfs 
and profperity of their Labours in thele opportunities of Devotion, 
and pledges of the favour of their Gods. And tho they had oft com¬ 
plain’d to thcBifhops of thele Irregularities, yet could they find no 
redrels, the Bifhops always taking part with the Monks. This is the 
liim of his Dilcourfe, and, but that Ibcodojius was a Prince renown’d 
for his Clemency, it had been prodigious impudence to have talk’d 
at that rate to a Chriftian Emperour. However it did them little 
good, the Procels againft them went on ftill, and the total mine both 
of their Temples and Worlhip follow’d not long after: Which lo-far 
enrag’d that Party, that they made levcral attempts againft the 
Life of that great Prince; particularly Lucius Commander of the 
Forces at Conflantinoplc came into the prefence, and thrice endeavour’d 
to draw out his Sword, with an intent todilpatch the Emperour, but 
elpying on a Ridden (as he thought) a Woman of a mighty ftaturc, 
and a terrible alpc£l Handing behind and guarding the Emperour, ho 
departed in a great fright. The next that undertook it was the General 
of the Forces in the Eaft, who riding upon this errand, fell from his 
Horfe and broke his Thigh, and died. Succeeded in the like Con- 
fpiracy by Severian , Mar/us, Ulus , and many more. All which is * htvit. r/Uof. 
confeis’d by Damafciw * the Philolopher, a bitter Enemy to Chri- 
ftians. 1072. 

V, WHILE 
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V. WHILE tilde things were tranfafted in the EaJl, Zeal 
againft Pagamfm did not freeze in the Wejlern Parts, where (if we 
may take mcalurcs of what was done in other places, from what we 
Avt/Zr- T', d ? ne b y s - Mmm'B ifhop of Tours) the Gentile-Temples, with 
tin, c. io. Wc. a . their Pomp and Retinue, went down the wind apace, and CJiriftia- 
p. 196. vf<qq. nity reap d a very plentiful Harveft. T/jqpdoJtw was now in thefe 
C7 Parts > ancl having routed Maximus, came with his Son Honorim to 

t Z m : 4 ‘ r’ , w , here Ilc fumrnon, d c the Senate, whom in a fet Oration he 
perluaded to renounce their ancient Errors, and to embrace the ChrT 
ftian Faith, as the only Religion that held forth the true method of 
Pardon and Expiation of Sin, of purity and holinefs of Life. But the 
Gentile part of them were ltiff and intraftahle, affirming, they would 
not prefer a fencelefs and unrealbnable Belief before an old warranted 
way of Worfhip, and that under the influences of this Religion their 
City had profper’d for near 1200 years together, and if they fihould 
now change it for any other, they knew not what Fate might enfue 
upon it. Thodofiw rcply’d, That if they were thus obftinate, he 
knewnorcafon wliy he Ihould be at the charge to maintain them in it 
and would therefore withdraw the public allowances made out of the 
Exchequer, nay, would abolifh the things themfelves which he ut¬ 
terly diflik’d, and the charges whereof he thought it much more 
reafonablc fliould be tranflated to encreafethe Pay and Salaryof the 
Army. The Senators reply’d, Their Sacrifices could not be duly cele¬ 
brated, unlcfs Charges were allow’d out of the public Stock, and that 
for want hereof, and for the negleft and reftraint of their ancient and 
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paternal Rites and Ceremonies, it was, that the Roman Empire died 
by piece-meat and was Limb after Limb pull’d in pieces, and become 
a prey and a polfeffion to the barbarous Nations, and indeed its Inhabi¬ 
tants fo generally wafted, that it was reduc’d to a meer Sceleton, and 
the very Ruines of its Cities were fcarce to be fecn. In this Conteft 
the callle of G entilifm was manag’d, I doubt not, by Symmachtts , a Man 
of greatelt Note and Ability at that time,who partly upon the account 
of a flattering difeourfe which he had written in praile of Maximus 
partly for the infolence and importunity of his Addreffes in behalf of 
Pagamfm, fell fo deep under the Empcrours difpleafure, that he was 
fore d to take fanftuary in a Chriftian Church, and foon after in fome 
di(grace banifli d out of Rome , and the SubuYbicaYy Countries. But 
upon his fiibmiffion, he was retaken into favour, and publifh’d an 
Apologetic to the Emperour, who advanc’d him to the honour of being 
tonful, Ann. CCCXCI. But withall, to render him incapable of 
doing any great fervice to his Caufc, he publifh’d a Law«before his 
departure out of Italy , exprefly prohibiting all manner of Sacrifices 
going into Temples, or worlhipping Images, inflifting feveral Fines 
upon delinquent perfons according to their refpeftive Places and Qua¬ 
lities. Some Months after being at Aquileia , he dire&cd a Refcript To 
EvagY/usAugufial PYrffect of Egypt , and to Roman us Commander of 
the Horfe, commanding, that none under penalty of his Head fliould 
Sacrifice, frequent the Temples, or celebrate any Pagan Rites, Idola¬ 
try, it Teems, notwithflatiding all the late care ftill fprouting up in 
tliole Parts, unlefs we will fay, it was not ’till this time that Tkodofiu* 
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lint Orders to thefe two great Officers to be affiftent to TUmIs in 
that memorable Reformation. Tiie next year the Senate at Rome 
again petition d the Emperour Valentihian for tile liberty of their Reli 
gion but were denied. Vakntmian was then in Gaul, where lie was 
murder d by the treachery of Arbogafcs General of the Army, who 
thereupon advanc d Eugenim, a mean Schoolmaftcr, to be Emperour 
who was courted by the Gentiles oil all hands, and flatter’d by their 
Auguries and Divinations into a confidence of Succefs and Stability' 
in his Ulurpation. Upon which account lie was prevail’d with to ffrarir 
them the famous Altar of VUlory, fo much, and fo often contended 
for, and public allowances out of the Exchequer to defray the charccs 
of its Solemnities. Tkodofm was at this time at Gonjlantimpli and 
relented the murder of Vakntintan with that indignation that became 
a generous Prince, and to let the G emiles feel the effefts of his difolea- 
fure, he: forbad the whole Exercife of their Religion, Temples, Sacri¬ 
fices,and all the particular train of their Rites andCcremonics. Which 
being the laft Law he made, that is extant, of this nature, we fliall litre

This Law flruck down Paganifm Root and Branch, fo that it never 
recover’d it felf into any tolerable degree of Life and Power, they 
being now reflrain’d not only from the grofler kinds of Sacrifice, but 
from what had hitherto been permitted, as Libanius h tells us, the very 
burning Incenle, and perfuming their Temples and Altars. Theodo- 
fius liv’d about two years after this, and having routed and kill’d the 
Tyrant Eugenius near Aqnileia, died at Milan February the xxiv th . 
Ann. CCCXCV. leaving the Empire to his two Sons Arcadia and 
Honor ins, the former at feventeen years of Age fucceeding in the 
Eaft , the other at eleven in the Weft. 

VI. TOGETHER with the Death of this great Prince I 
might have fhut up this Saculum , and indeed put a period to the whole 
Dilcourte, but that upon his Death the Gentiles teem to have refum’d 
new hopes, whom therefore Arcadins about fix Months after ' debarr’d 
all ufe of Temples or Sacrifices, in any place, or atanytimewhatfo- 
ever, reviving all former Penalties maae againfl them, and making 
it Capital for the Officers to negleft their Duties in this matter: As 
the next year he canceled k allPriviledges anciently granted to Pagan 
Priefls, of any Order, or under any Name or Title whatloever; 
adding, ’twas not rcatonable they fhould enjoy thePriviledge, whole 
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very Profeffion was condemn’d by Law. And now Temples, the 
Neils of Idolatry and Superflition, went down apace in all places of 
the Eafty the Materials whereof Arcadins the year following gave 1 to- 1 Md. 15* 
wards repairing the Highways, Bridges, Aquedu&s, and public 
Walls and Buildings. And whereas in lome places Temples were left 
Handing in the Fields for the encouragement and conveniency of the 
Country-people, he commanded « even thefe to be quietly taken m Jbid. m.\6. 
down, that lo all Foundation of Superflition might be abolilh’d. A x l - i*- 
Law particularly procur’d by S. Chryfofom, with refpeft to the Tem¬ 
ples and Idolatry of the Heathens m Phoenicia, as we have noted in 
his Life. In the Weft things went not altogether to that height. Ho - 
nor ins forbad « all Sacrifices, but commanded all Ornaments of public "/MU. 15* 
Buildings, fuch as Statues and Images to be prelerv’d, and this, all 
Laws made, or pretended to be made, to the contrary in any wifi; 
notwithftanding. About this time the Council of Carthage petitio¬ 
ned 0 Honorius, that all remainders of Idolatry' in Afric might beut- °c 0 d. canon, 
terly abolifii’d, and that the Temples that Hood in the Fields, and in Afric* 
obfeure private Corners, where they could not be pretended to be for Tx. Ta 7. 
any public Ornament, might be pull’d down, that the Gentilc-Feafts com. t. 11\ 
and Entertainments, attended with prophane and fbandalous Dan- coh IoS$< 
cings, and whereat they fometimes conftrain’dChriftians to be pre¬ 
lent, and that upon the Solemnities of the Martyrs, might be prohi¬ 
bited, that their Sports and Shews exhibited in their Theaters, might 
not be on the Lords day, or on any Chriftian Solemnity, and that no 
Chriftian might be compell’d to be there. In anfwer hereunto, the 
Emperour cna&ed, by Orders lent to Apollodorm Proconful of Afric , 
that as for Temples, p if not ufed to any unlawful purpofes, they *vUfuprM 9 . 
fhould Hand entire, but if any Man fhould do Sacrifice in them, he 
fhould be punittfd according to Law; and all Idols that were abus’d 
to vain and foolifh Superflition, ihouid by public Ofpcers be taken 
down : That as to their public Feafls and Meetings, q the Law had al- •» ibid. 1 ip 
ready forbidden all prophane Rites, but that their common Meetings, 
their (hews and entertainments of the people, ihouid, according to 
ancient Cufiom, be Hill iiiffer’d, provided it was done without Sacru 
fees, or any damnable Superfition, as the words of the Law are.

That none 1 that Were Enemies to the 
82a Catholic Church, fliould bear Arms in any of the Palatine Offices, 

.nor be nearly employ’d under the Prince, who refus’d to be of tire 

fame Faith and Religion with him ; a Law that equally flruck at Hea-

•ku.xyu.ii. t j lat a jj j-j arn j'pi ces y Magicians, &c. out of Rome, and all other 
Cities, unlefs they would bring the Books of their curious Arts, and 
burn them in the prefence of the Bifhop of that place, and engage 
never to return to their old Errors again. Tbeodoftus the younger, 
who had fome years fince fucceeded his Father in the Eajlern Empire, 
»ibU. Ub.\6. Ann. CCCCXVI. made Gentiles w incapable of bearing Arms, or 
7/r x. 1. 21. k e j n g ac | m ittcd to places of Honour and Authority. And feven years 
'Jbhi. /. 22, after he fpeaks * of Pagans, as if there were none left, Pagani qui fu- 
^ 2j * perfunt , quanquam jam nudos cjj'c credamus, &c. and that if tliere were, 
the former Laws fliould be reviv’d agaiufl: them; and if any of them 
fhould be caught at their accurfed Sacrifices, tho the Law made it 
Capital, it fliould be punifh’d however with Banifliment and Confif- 

* ibid. I. 25. cation. Ann. CCCCXXVI. he once more forbad y all Pagan Obla¬ 

tions, Sacrifices, with all their Rites and Myfteries, and if any of 
their Temples, Channels, or confecrated Places were yet Handing, 
the Magiflrate fliould take care to flrip them of their fiiperflitious 
ufe, and expiate them by placing a Crofs, the venerable Enfign of 
the Chriftian Religion in them; and that if any were prov’d guilty of 
having thus facrilic’d before a competent judge, he fliould forfeit his 
Life. This it feems was a parting blow, nor do we meet with any 
thing farther concerning thefe matters in the Imperial Laws of thefe 
times, nor indeed is any thing confiderablc to be found irt Hiflory : 
For partly by the clear light and convittion of the Chriftian Dottrine, 
every where plainly and conftantly preach’d, partly by the force and 
feverity of the Laws of the Empire, Heathenifin dwindled into no¬ 
thing, and that little that was left, crept into holes and corners to 
hide its Head, according to the predittion long fince of the Prophet 
Jfaiab , that the Idols fljould utterly be aboliflj'd , and fljould go into the 
Holes of the Rocks , and into the Caves of the Earth , and that Men fljould 
caft their Idols of Si her and of Gold , which they made each one for himfelf 
to worfljip , to the Moles , and to the Bats ; fit company for filch blind 
Idolaters. And thus we have feen how Paganifin ebb’d and flow’d 
in the Reigns of the feveral Princes, after Chriflianity became the 
Religion of the Empire, ’till it was quite beaten out of Doors. The 
eflettsof which whole account, I fliall film up in the words ofTheo-

“ pieties. To him fucceeded Jovian, who again prohibited the wor-

to the fame Rules and Mealurcs; while Valtm in the Eafi per- 
mitted indeed al others to worfhip and adore what they liad a mind

howhng and making dreadful noifes, and behaving themfelvesin 
the molt wild and frantic manner, with the reft of thofe mad Cere- 
monies, wherewit h they were wont to celebrate the Feftival of their 
Deity. All winch, the molt religious Prince Theodofius, when ho 
came to the Empire, did utterly extirpate and aboliill, and drave 
“them into an Eternal Silence.

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many of them in favour at Court, and fome admitted to great offices 
in the Empire, the Bilhops and Miniftcrs of Religion highly honoured 
by all, even by them that were ftrangers to tlie Faith, Chriffianity 
daily increas’d by numerous Converts, old Churches were repair’d, 
and new ones erefted more large and (lately in every place. Thus 
Hood the cafe with them, till their (ins awakned the divine Juflice, 
and provok’d it to let loofe the Storm upon them. 

III. ABOUT the entrance of the following Century, Diocletian ha¬ 
ving routed and killed Achilla* governour of Egypt (who had ufurp’d 
the Empire, drawn thofe parts into Rebellion, and fortified himlelt 
in Alexandria) return’d for Syria, and pafs’d through PaDjline with 
young Prince Con/lantin in his company, at what time Enfebim tells 
M Hivit.cnfCi. n. us , lie (aw that young Prince, when the eyes and admirations of 
i. i.r. 1 9 . mcn \ vcre fix’d upon him, Install and comely perlonage, theHrcngth 
f ' 1117 ' and firmnefs of his body,but efpccially the vertues and endowments o( 
his mind giving an early omen of the happinefs of his future reign. 
Not long after Diocletian together with his Collogue Miximianp ntred 
Rome ina (olemntriumph for the feveral victories which had of late 
been gain’d over the Barbarous Countries ; which done, he return’d 
to Nicomedin , where he ufually kept his Court. And now he began 
to think it an affront and difparagement to his other triumphs, to He 
the ancient religion of the Empire baffled and born down by Chriffia- 
nity, and therefore refolv’d to attempt the Suppreffion, if cot Extir- 
n r.'tf. n. r.ri. pation of it. To this purpofc Imperial EdiUs 11 are iffued out; by the 
i.e. r.2.p.2*4* fi r H commanding their Churches to be demolilh’d, their Bibles to be 
burnt,perfons of Honour to be difgracefully turn’d out of their offices, 
and meaner perfons to lofe their liberty; by a fecond, that the Go- 
vernours of the Church fhouldbe Imprifon’d, and by all methods of 
cruelty and torment, be compell’d to facrifice ; which were fhortly 
after followed by frelh orders more fierce and bloody than the other. 
This perfecution began a little before Eafler , Ann. CCCIIL and with 
what fury it rag’d through all the Provinces of the Eafler n Empire, 
- 1 ), fnyptr Enfebim has declar’d at large. We (hall only remarque a few of 

tot. I/O. t j 10 fe that differ’d in Pale/lin^ nd efpecially at C.eftrea, where hof bi¬ 

ns refuted, and was a fad Spectator of their fiifferings. The firfl that 
p h mm. ro- came to tryal was Procopius , i 5 who obflinately refufing to doe facri- 
fi cc to the Gods, was immediately beheaded at C.efarea ; followed 
* c ' herein not long after by Alph.cm and Zjcchetu in the fame way of Mar¬ 

tyrdom, and at the fame place ; as on the fame day with them, Ro¬ 
mania Deacon and Exorcifl of the Church of C.efarea, differed at An¬ 
tioch. The next year was memorable for the Martyrdom of Zimo- 
i id. ih. c. 3 . them ( i at Gaza ; of Timolam, Dionyfim , Romulus, Agapim , and feve- 
t * 3 21 • ral others beheaded at Cyfarea. And now it was that Diocletian. ei¬ 
ther weary of the pompous Cares of Greatnefs, or vex’d to fee Ilim- 
felf baffled by the conflancy of Chriflians, laid down his Purple, and 
betook himfelf to the retirements of a private life. But alas the 
Scene hereby did not lofe, but only fhift its A&or. For Maximinm, 
who fucceeded in that part of the Empire , carried on the fame defign 
with a frefh but more violent rage and cruelty, bluing out orders the 
following year to quicken the Governours of Provinces, in putting the 
Laws in drift execution againfl thofe, that refus’d to comply with 
the publick Rites and Ceremonies of their Religion. To which pur-

pofc while the Officers were making Proclamation at Cafarea, * and 
Summoning men by Name out of a publick roll ,Apphianm a young Gen-, 
tleman of Lycid, and at that time Schollar to Enfebim, Hole out of 
doors, (unknown to us, fays Enfebim, who liv’d in the fame houfe 
with him) and preffing through the crowds and guards, caught hold 
on the hand of Vrbamts the Prefidcnt, then ready to oiler Sacrifice, 
which he grafp’d fo hard as forc’d him to let it fall, gravely repro¬ 
ving him for thofe Impieties. Whereupon (as we may imagine) the 
fevered torments became his portion, after all which he was thrown 
half dead into the Sea, his Brother Mdefim for the fame faft Buffering 
the fame kind of Martyrdom, and almoff at the fame time at Alex¬ 
andria, not to mention what hapned in other places. 

IV. IT was now the fourth year of the Perfecution, when Maxi¬ 
minm f the Emperor came in Pcrfon to C.efarea , there to folemnize 
his Birth-day, which was accordingly celebrated with infinite variety 
of Pomps and Shews. But all had been nothing, if fome Chriftian 
had not born part in the Triumphs of that day. Accordingly Agapim, 
who had been fometime fincc fentenc’d to wild Bealls, was brought 
forth into the Amphitheater, and nothing prevail’d with by the Em¬ 
peror’s promifes,was delivered over to the mercy of a She-Bear, who 
only left him fo much life, as to be able fiirvive till the next day, when 
great Hones being tied to his feet, he was thrown into tile Sea. Not 
long after Enfebim his dear friend Pamphilm was apprehended c , and 
brought before Vrbanus the Prefidcnt, who endeavoured by all the 
arts both of infinuation and terror to bring him over. But all in vain, 
the Martyr remain’d immoveable, and generoufly defpis’d his tltreat- 
nings, which fo enrag’d the Governour, that he commanded him to 
be rack’d with the acuteH tortures; and when they had more than 
once rak’d his fides, and torn off his flefll with Iron-pincers, and yet 
that all this did not fhake the firmnefs of his mind, he was fent to 
keep company with the other Confefijprs in Prifon, the Prefident him¬ 
felf being immediately after difgracefully turn’d out of his office, and 
with fhame enough condemn’d by the Emperor to dye. But it was 
not at all the difgrace and torment Pamphilm endur’d, could fright 
Eofebins from his friend; he vifited him in Prifon, and diligently mi¬ 
ni fired to his occafions, and there they mutually imploy’d their time 
and pains to excellent and ufeful purpofes. And as heretofore u they 
had publifli’d the Greek Translation of the Septiutgint, taken out of 
Origen 1 s Hexxpla, for the ufe of the PaDftin Churches \ fo now they com¬ 
pos’d an Elaborate Apology in defence of Origen, to vindicate him from 
thofe rude Cenfurcs and Reflexions, which the haffy and inaifereet 
zeal of fome had made upon his memory. ’Tis true S. Jerom (for¬ 
getting what he had elfewhere faid * concerning this matter) more 
than once peremptorily denies x that Pamphilm either wrote this or 
any other Book. But Enfebim himfelf, who knew beff, exprefly tells 
y us, that it was the refult of their joynt-endeavours; and Photim 
* more particularly, that the whole Work confifled of fix Books, the 
five firfl: whereof were finifh’d by Pamphilm in Prifon with Enfebim 
his affillance, thefixth added by Enfebim after the other’s Martyrdom, 
and that it was defign’d for the confolation of the Martyrs who la¬ 
boured in the Mines, the chief of whom was Patermnthim, who 
fhortly after was burnt at the Stake. 
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V. TWO full years Pampbilns continued in Prifon, when Eirmi/ian 
* diAfart.Pai. a Vrbans Succeffor brought him to his fatal Trial. It Implied that 
c.iup,H6. five Chriftians of Egypt out of a great reverence to the Martyrs, had 
accompanied fome Confeffors that were condemn’d to the Mines in 
Cilicia) and being nowupon their return, £ookt\efarca in their way,where 
they were apprehended by the Watch that flood Sentinel at the Crates, 
to whonv freely confeffing what they were, they were immediately 
carried before the Governor, and by his command laid in Irons. The 
next day they were again brought before him, and Pampbilm alio 
with his companions commanded to attend the Tribunal. What be¬ 
came of the Egyptian Martyrs,we are not now concerned to enquire .-It 
came at la ft to Pampbilm nis turn, whom the Judge knowing to be 
of an invincible Conftancyand Refolution, only ask’d of him, whe¬ 
ther he would yet comply. And having receiv’d both from him and his 
fellows nothing but a flat denial, the la ft doom was pals d upon them. 
But between Sentence and Execution in fteps Porphyrins , Pampbilm 
his lervant, a young man of good parts and learning, not above eigh¬ 
teen years of age, and boldly requefts that the bodies of the dead might 
receive decent Sepulture. But he paid dear for his forward zeal, the 
Tormentors being commanded to exercife all their faculties upon him, 
who rak’d off his fleffi, till they had laid bare the moft inward receffes 
of his body, all which he endur’d with a moft imcomparable pati¬ 
ence; after which being ordered to be burnt, he luck’d in the flames 
atadiftance, entertaining his friends during the whole Scene of his 
Tragedy, with a moft ferene undifturb’d mind, till his Soul mounted 
up, leading his Mafter the way to Heaven, who fhortly followed after 
him. But the rage of their enemies died not with them, the Prefi- 
dent commanding their dead bodies to be kept by a Military Guard 
four days and nights together, that none daring to fetch them oft, 
they might remain a Prey to wild Beads. But when beyond all ex¬ 
pectation neither Bird nor Beaft^of Prey came near to touch them, 
(the providence of God defeating the malice of men) they were per¬ 
mitted to be decently interr’d. Thus have we brought Pampbilm to 
his Grave, a man of great Learning, but far greater Piety. He was i 
's.Mtapbr. a Phoenician b , of no inconfiderable birth and fortunes, born at Boy- 
l ap A sm-.adiT a r Cit y f am qus ^ 0r t ^ le ttudyof the Roman Laws, where he bore 
jun.N.n&v. fome fecular offices in his younger years, and where being educated 
exfixfti,. under all the advantages of humane Arts, he next applicdliimfelf to 
the ftudy of divine things, and was then made Presbyter of Cxfirca. 

He was indefatigable in the purfuit of all parts of Learning, 
efpecially the knowledge of the Scriptures, for which end he 
‘ Hiem.de cre&ed a Library c at C.e/area , and rcnlenifh’d it with Books from all 
%Trm£i P arts > y ea ; in a great menCme of Ins own writing, tranfcribing the 
& adPrincif, far greateft part of Origen’s Works with his own hand,which he there 
in pfa!. 126. laid up, and which were extant in S.Jeronds time, which he tells us 
he valued as a moft ineftimable treafuie. His life was truly drift and 
2^.231 Philofophical, a his Soul humble and mortified, eminent his contempt 
Tmfbd+lp. ofth ® World, and his charity to the Poor, whom he reliev’d where 
iiin-.apoi. tdv. cver he met, and by the trueft fort of Charity provided for their Souls, 
Lffn.Tom.i. that they might not be deftitute of the bread of life. And for this 
f. u,y. purpolc he caus’d great numbers of Bibles to be copied out, which 
he always kept by him, and freely bellow’d upon any, whole piety 

made 
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made them as willing to read them, as their Purfes made them un¬ 
able to procure them. 

VI. E V S EBI V S thus depriv’d of his dear Companion, either 
to mitigate the fenfe of 16 great a lofs, or to withdraw from the pre¬ 
lent heat of the Perfection, or it may be dilpatch’d upon fome affairs 
of the Church, left C.cfarea , and about this time, (for I cannot well 
place it (boner) retir’d into Egypt % where he found the Perfccution * h.eccUs. 

16 far from abating, that it encreafed together with the heats of the <‘- 9 Moo, 
Climat, efpecially in the parts about 7 bebais, where he tells us he 3-jI * 
daily beheld the mod fad and difmal fpeftacles; many were rak’d 
to death with (harp Shells inflead of Pincers to tear off the flelh, wo¬ 
men naked tied by one of their Legs and hoifed up on high by En¬ 
gines prepared for that purpofe; others tied by the feet to great boughs 
of Trees, violently wrefled and forc’d together, which being let go, 
in a moment rent the bodies of the Martyrs all in pieces. Nor were 
the numbers lefs confiderable, than the cruelties of their execution, 
twenty, thirty, lixty, fometimes a hundred in a day, fome behead¬ 
ed, others burnt, till the very edges of their Swords were dull’d, 
and the Tormentors tlicmfclvcs, though relieving one another, tir’d 
out. All which time they difeovered not only the higheff conflancy, 
but the moft impatient delire of Martyrdom, Sentence being no fooner 
pals’d upon the firft, but others immediately crowded up to the Tri¬ 
bunal, confeffing they were Chriftians. During his refidence in thefc 
parts, Eufcbius wasfeizedand thrown into Prifon: But how long he 
remained there, or by what means he was delivered thence, v/e no 
where find. Which has created a lufpicion with many, improv’d by 
others into a confident affertion,. that he offered Sacrifice, and bafely 
complied with his Perlecutors to procure his ofoape. This indeed 
was charg’d f upon him by the Egyptian Confelfors, and particularly t r.pift. synod. ' 
by Pot a wo Bifliop of Heraclca t his fellow-prifoner. But then it is to Altx - A - 
beconfidered, that tliey who fuggefted this were his avowed ene- 
rnics, who looking upon him as a Champion of the Arian party, were pipb. 
willing to improve all rumours and jealoufies, though never fo flight °9* 
and groundless, to his disadvantage; and that there feems to have 
been no other foundation for this lufpicion (as Potawo plainly con- 
feffes) than meerly his being releas’d out of Prifon without thole 
badges of ignominy and cruelty upon his body, which fome other of 
the Confelfors underwent. Not to fay, that had it been as they fiig- 
geflcd, it would have been an infiiperablc bar to his after-preferment 
in the Church, it being the fevere difeipline of thofe days not to ad¬ 
mit any of the lapfod to places of dignity and authority in the Church, 
and where any foch had done Sacrifice, they were immediately 
“tipp’d of their Ecclefuiflical capacities, and though penitent were 
receiv’d to no more than a mcer Lay-communion; and Athanafms 
himfelf tells c us of After ins the Cappadocian Sopbift , that having fa- 8 ^ s > nofi ' 
crihc’d to Idols under this very Perfccution, he could not for that rea- 
ion be admitted into the order of the Clergy. Whence l cannot but vuLL. L 
note the difingenuous and uncharitable cenfurc of Baronins h , who c h ‘ 3 f' p ' 72 ' 
as he falls upon Ettfcbins at every turn, loin this pofitively affirms not 3 ° 8 ' 
omy that he did aftually Sacrifice, and was interdifted the communion 
of the faithful, but that its highly probable that lie procur’d i the , 

Prefidcncy of fo noble a Church as C\efirea, by Emitter and evil arts, n mS'*’ 

as 
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.as to which he could not be regularly admitted by the conftttutions 

of t he Church. In which malicious infinuation had there been any 
truth, we Ihould not have fail’d to have heard of it in the Writers 
of thole t imes, when the zealous contentions of the icveral Parties 
ripp’d up whatever might make to the difgracc of either. 

7. The perfection in the mean time was carryed on in /Egypt, witn 
all imaginable vigor and fiercenefs, by the care of two zealous Cover- 
nors, C tilci amis of Thvbais , and Hicrccles of Alexandria. t his Hmo- 
cAs had been fbmetime fince fudge at Nicomcdta in Bithyma, wheie 
Diocletian kept his Court, and where Lattantim at that time taught 
Rhetoric, and for his activity, efpccially againft the Chnftaans was, 
it’s like, prefer’d to be Governor of Alexandria, or fo Epiphamustcx- 
prefly ftiles him ; where he carried it with fo high a hand againft the 
Chriftians, and profecuted the Martyrs with Inch intollerable level 1- 
ties that AUeftus k in a fit of indifereet and immoderate zeal not only 
U' reprov’d, but ftroke him on the Face. A man he was of wit and 
parts above the ordinary ftandard, but poyloned with inveterate pre¬ 
judices againft the Chriftians, whom lie perlecuted both with his 
*. Sword and Pen. For he wrote two Books ■ which in imitation o 
0> Celfis his dhA he intitled Xoyoi <piA*A> 50 «>' nos as “ 

o. nor fo much written againft, as addreft to the Chriftians , that by a fly 
infinuation he might the eafilier recommend hunfef to them; wlieie- 
in he attempted to prove the Scriptures to be guilty of falfhood and 
contradiction, fo particularly examining every minute punctilio that 
J. all ant ins was ready to fufpeft him to have been an Apoftate CI11 ilti- 
an : the Apoftles he endeavoured to fhew to have been Cheats and 
Importers, rude and illiterate Perfons, and our Saviour himfelf a pub- 
lick Robber, that his Miracles were the Eftefts of Magic not com¬ 
parable with thole of Apollonius Tyane/ts, whom he equall d with, and 
preferr’d before him. This Book Em (chi us took to task,and waving al 
. other parts ofit, as himfelf tells m us, partly becaufe being tranfcrib d 
/?• to a tittle of other mens writings (I fiippofe he means Leif us 0111 n>- 
u phyry) they had been already anfwered by Origin, ^ partly becaufe he 
himfelf defign’d to examine them elfewhere, as he did in lus Books 
againft Porphyry afterwards,) he now only attaqu’d that part of the 
®*AaAn' 5 i»c wherein Hicrocles had compar’d Apollonius with our Savi¬ 
our, which he refuted by no other method, than by making fome 
ftriSl reflexions upon the Life of Apollonius , deferib d by Phy loft rat us 
in VIII Books, all which he runs through with fhort remai ques,I hew¬ 
ing Apollonius to be lo unfit to be compar’d with our bleffed Saviour, 
that he fcarce deferv’d the name of a true Philolopher, or an honed: 
man. I confels l find "one (a man otherways Learned and Judici¬ 
ous) ftanding alone in this matter, peremptorily denying, that it was 
. our* En ft bins that wrote this Confutation of Hicrocles, but rather one 
of a later date, as feems evident from Hicrocles his Books concerning 
late, which were not written till near a whole age after. But this 
obje&ion would have eafily vanifh’d, had he confidered, what to me 
ismoft plain and evident, that our Hieroclcs could not be the Author 
of thole (even Books concerning Fate and Providence, as wherein men¬ 
tion is made of Plutarch 0 the Athenian , who flourifh d about the be¬ 
ginning of the fifth Century, and was contemporary with Olymptodo- 
rusy to whole judgment and cenfure p he fubmitted thole Books, and 
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who dedicated q his Roman Hiftory (for that it was the lame Olym- 
piodorus I make no Qucftion) to the younger Theodoftns , who began 1?7 . ' co ' 
not his Reign till the year CCCCVIII. Thole Books therefore be¬ 
long to a younger Hit rocles mention’d by Snidus r and others, to •Ssid.in 
whom he a (bribes them, as alio the moft excellent Commem vtrb ‘ 
tary upon the golden Verfes of Pythagoras . That which betray’d 
the man into the miftakc, was plainly this .* He fuppos’d f Enftbins *vU 
his diflertation againft Hicrocles concerning Fate, to have been in an- A 
Iwer to thofe VII upon that Subje£t, mention’d by Photins. When 
as Eu/lbins in that difeourfe has not the leaft relation to thofe Books, 
but only makes fome briefanimadverfions upon Apollonius his princi¬ 
ples concerning Fate, which he annexes as a fiiitablc Appendage to 
the preceding Confutation, as is evident at firft fight beyond all ex¬ 
ception to any one that cafts his eye upon that Dilcourle. After all 
wliicli it were eafic to juftificour Eufcbins his title to this Book from 
the exprefs Teftimony of Photins , 1 and the Faith of all ancient Copies, 'cod.xxx ix 
which bear his name in the Front of them. But of this enough. coL 2 4- 

VIII. IT’S now high time to return with Euf bius into Pal.ejl in,where 

the perfecution ceas’d, Anno Chr. CCX. eight years after it began,as u „ ^ / 

within two years after the weather clear’d “ up in all the Provinces iff ifT. 
of the Eafty Conftantine the Great, after his memorable Viftoryover 
Maxentins at the Milvian Bridge, declaring himfelf in favour of the 
Chriftians, and writing in their behalf to Maximinus, who not daring 
to control the requeft of 16 potent a Colleague, Killed out his Let¬ 
ters to the Governors of Provinces, forbidding all rigorous profecuti- 
onof them. About this time dyed Agapius Bifhop of Cafarca, in whole 
room none was thought 16 fit to fucceed as Eufchins, whole admirable ' 

learning, eminent lervices, and peculiar relation to that Church re¬ 
commended him to the Government of 16 famous and renown’d a See. 

Cafarca, 16 called by Herod the Great, who beautified and enlarg’d it, 
in honour of Align (his Cafar, had ever fince been one of the greateft 
Cities in thofe parts, and from the fall of fcrufalcm, it had been the 
(cat of the Proconftd, and the Metropolis of the Province; a place not 
more celebrated x for its abundance and plenty, than for theneatnefs *viAd<feup. 
and elegancy of its buildings. And as the fortunes of the Church in Gotbo F 
fuch Cafes ufiially arife with the fplendor andgreatnefs of the civil l> ’ 12 ’ 
ftate, it had been the Metropolitan * See of Paheftin, to which even 1 11 .tifm.in 
ferufalem it fclf was fiibjcQ. And though the Fathers of the Nicene c n on " 

Synod thought fit to decree, z that according to ancient Cuftomand 
Tradition, honour fihauld be paid to the Bifhop of Jcrufalcm, yetftill can. vii. 
it was with a refervation, Kiving the Rights, the Power and Jurilcli- 
&ion of its own Metropolis ; by which they undoubtedly mean C.e- p.u6. 
/area, as the Scholiafls upon that Canon univer(ally acknowledge, and 2 VII « 
is, I think, granted by all. And thus ftood the Cafe for fome ages, 
till the Ambition of fome Bifhops, and the great reverence which af¬ 
ter-times bore to the place of our Saviour’s fufferings and burial,turn’d 
the Tables, and C.c/area became fubjeft to the Patriarchate of Jem- 
jftikm. 

IX. E V S E B I 'V S plac’d in fo confpicuous a Throne,quickly be¬ 
came confiderablc among the Bifhops ofthe Eafl, but with none more 
intimate than Paulinas Bifliopof l yrc, formerly Presbyter of Antioch , 
at whole invitation He perform’d a very (olemn Service upon this oc- 

C cafion. 
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calion. Among the happy influences of Con/l.in/im ’s favour and kind- 
nefs to the Chriflians, it was not the lead, that the Houles of God, 
which the impiety of the late times had demolilh’d, began to rile 
up out of their dud and ruins, and to grow up into lairerand more 
magnificent 1 abrieks than before ; and this not only by the Emperors 
‘ lieve, but by their particular encouragement and niliftancc. Nor 
'were Cdnnches more cheerfully built by the bounty of Chriflians, then 
with an equal piety they were lolemnly dedicated to God’s honour 
and lei vice, the Con derations being ulually celebrated with Prayers 
and Sermons, Hymns and Sacraments/ and all pofliblc cxprcfllon of 
mutual Love and Charity, the prefence of the Governors of the 
Church, and relort of drangers from all parts. In which number 
P nl;u:!< of Tyre, partly by bis own, partly by the contribution of bis 
friends, had trebled a beautiful and {lately Church, the faired in all 
thole parts, at the dedication whereof, there being a general conflu¬ 
ence of the neighbour Bifhops, Enfebins had the honour to make that 
‘ large and elegant Oration, yet extant a in the body of his Hi dory j 

<l l '' ' wherein after a grateful commemoration of the care and gooilnefs 

of the divine Providence, that had lo drangely turn’d their '1 ears and 
Sorrows, intoMufick and Triumphs, and elpeciallv that the fblemni- 
ties of their Religion, and the places of divine Worfliip had been with 
advantage rcflored to them ; and had therein recommended the piety 
and diligence of the Bifliop of that place ; he particularly deleribes 
the feveral parts and ornaments of that magnificent ilrudlure, toge¬ 
ther with their myflicalafpefls and fignilications, concluding, as he 
began, with a paflionate aadrefs to all, to joyn unanimotilly in a hear¬ 
ty love and admiration of the divine Goodnels ; an Honour and Vene ¬ 
ration durable to thole mighty bleflings that had been heap’d upon 
them. This was done Ann. CCCXIV. Or at mod the following year. 
But alas, this plcafant ferenity of affairs laded not long. Licinms the 
b lVlL p * Eaflern Emperor laying afide 1, the Mask of his diflembl’d kindnefs to 
the Chridians, by which he had hitherto impos’d upon Conflantim-, 
fell now with great fever it y upon them, not only banilhing them 
from Court, and all Offices ofTruft and Power, but purluing them 
with cruel Ed ibis, proceeding ngaind their Edates and Pcrfbns, by 
Oppreffion and Violence, by Rapine and Confifeation, by Exile and 
Imprifbnmcnt, and by the mod bloody and barbarous kinds of Death 
and Torment. The Gentile-religion he indudriotifly reviv’d, and en¬ 
deavoured to redore it not only to Life, but to dts ancient Power and 
' Splendor. This opportunity Valefns fiippofcs c Enflbins took to write 

’jffd. 1 '' bis Kooks de Pr.eparatinnc ct' Demonflratione Evanpelica \ as indeed 
the Occafion was very fit and proper. But that they could not be 
written till Icvcral years after this, we (hall Ihcw afterwards. 

X. Pi UT though the' Liciniau Temped was fierce and boidrous, 
yet; arofe there at this time a dorm of another nature, that: in Ibme 
relpcbls was more troublefbme to the Church, than all the Pnp.ni 
perlecutions. I mean the Art an controvcrfie, whereofwe Ihall Ipeak 
more particularly in the Life o f Atbanafins, the proper feat of that do¬ 
ry, confidcring it here no farther, than as Euftbins was concern’d in 
it. Arms like a fitbtle and defigning man, had by couching his mind 
in ambiguous terms, and denying at one time, what he affirm’d at 
another, fo conceal’d the venom of his Propofuions,tIiat he fo far im¬ 
pos’d 
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poAl upon feveral Bifhops of the luff and particularly upon our 
Enfebins, as to write to Alexander Bifliop Alexandria, /iritis his Di- 
ocefan, by whom he had been excommunicated, to readmit him to 
Communion. What life the crafty Hcretick made of tliefe Letters is 
eafieto imagine, infomuch that Alexander look’t upon himfelf, as un¬ 
der a neceflity bypublick f etters to reprefent the true date of the 
Cafe, and in one to Alexander il of Byzantium, lie charges the three 
Syrian li’Jbops (meaning, no quedion, Enfibitts of Ctfarea, Tbeodotus \ 
of LaodtcttJy\nd Pan linns of Eyre) as giving too much countenance and 
encouragement to the Arian party, declaring that Arins and all his 
followers were expell’d the Church, and that no mart ought to re¬ 
ceive or entertain them. This, Arins in his Epidle c to the Nicomc- ' 
dian P.nfbtns interprets, as particularly putting our Enfebins and feve- 1 
ral others under an Anathema, as whom he fiippos’d of the fame Opi¬ 
nion with himfelf. Enf bins netled hereat, writes ( to Alexander, 
telling him, “ that his Letters had wrong’d Arins and liis followers, \ 
“when they charg’d them with affirming, that the Sun like other 
“ things was made out of things that were not; when as they pro- 
“ duc’tl their own Letters written to himfelf, containing an account 
“ of their Faith, wherein they exprefly declare, that the God of the 
“ Old and New Tedamcnt, had from eternal ages begotten his only 
“ begotten Son; by whom lie made the World and all things there- 
“ in ; and that he begot him not fecmingly, but truly and really, un- 
u changeable, immutable, the perfcbl produ&ion of God <Tor fo I 
“ prefiimc to render Aioj/ju. TyQgw) but not as one of the Creatures. 
More he has there to the fame purp'ofe, to fhcvv how much Alexander 
had mifreprefemed them, and poflibly the cafe had been much clear¬ 
er, had the Epiflle been intire ; though by what of it is now extant, 
one would think, cither that the Arian principles were not fo thick 
and grofs as their Enemies reprefented tlicm, or that they rendred 
them more fpccious and plaufible at firft fight, in which 
fome men of moderate and unprejudic’d minds were willing to un- 
derfland them. This I fliould be ready enough to believe, but that 
in the clofe of that Epiflle, fherc mentioned by Enfebins, but extant 
intire both in Athan.t(ins and Epipbanins) they feem plainly to retraft 
what before they had granted : Which it may be Enfebins never Law ; 
if he did, he had kinder thoughts of them than they did defbrve. A- 
lexandtr nothing mollified,« kept firm to his refblutions, whereupon 
Arins difpatch’d away Meffengcrs to our Enfebins, Panlinns of Tyre, 
and Patrof>bi/ns Bifliop of Scythopnlis , begging, that by their Counte¬ 
nance and Affi fiance, lie, and thole of his party, might as they had 
been wont affemble their People, and eXercife their Minifleries in 
their feveral Parifli-Churches. The matter being canvafs’d in a 
-meeting of the Pai.e/Hne Bifhops, they agreed to therequeft, affirm¬ 
ing tliat they might do fo, but that withal they fhould yield fub- 
miflion to their Bilhop, and unwcaricdly fbllicit and importune him, 
that they might be received to Peace and Communion with him. 

XI. I H h Controvcrfie being grown beyond all private Methods of 
eompofurc, Confhntme, AnnXhr . CCCXXV. fumtnon’d a General 
Council of Bifhops from mofl parts of the Chriflian World for thede- 
cifion of it, which accordingly met at Nice, where our Enfebins had 
the fir/l feat 1 on the right Wing oft lie Benches near the Emperor, 
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and the honour to entertain him with an Oration in the name of the 
Synod at his coming thither. This was that Oration that lie made 
' rv zit.confi- at Conftantine's Vicennalia, when, as he tells ‘ us, he beheld that great 
' * ,f, i' M ° 5 ‘ Conqueror compafs’d round with the iervants of God, and difplay’d 
the goodnefc of Heaven, and the greatnefs of the Emperor, with juft 
Praifes and Commendations. A piece of fervicc not more acceptable 
to that Prince, than honourable to himfelf. Indeed how confidcra- 
blea part he bore in that great Aftembly, may appear by what the 
kGf/ o^./r. Hiftorian k of that Council reports ("though Iconfefsnot mention’d 
C9He - fot is*' any other) that when one of the Philofophers whom shins had 
6,1 ,C0,1 8 ’ brought along with him to difpute on his fide, preft’d that place, 
defied jit 2 he Lord created me the beginning of his wajs, as plain¬ 
ly deftru&ive of our Lord’s Divinity, Eufb/us was commanded by the 
Synod to undertake him upon that argument, who waving the ufiiaji 
explications of that place, he infills upon this, that this is not fpoken 
in the perlon of the Son of God,but of that that humane 

and rational wifdom,’which God at firft planted in man, when he cre¬ 
ated him after his own Image. And becaufe he forefawit would be 
objefred, that the wifdom here fpoken of was before the reft of the 
Creation, he affirms, that the material World was indeed actually 
made before it, but that this wifdom and man as the Subject of it 
were firft in thepurpole anddefignof Cod. The particulars of the 
difpute arc t oo tedious to be here inferted, he concludes with an ad- 
drefs to the Philosopher, not to f offer himfelf to be led afide out of the 
common road of the Apoftolick faith, to apply his mind to truth, 
without refpeft to hatred or parties, by which means he would quick¬ 
ly underhand that the Son of God was not a Creature, but the very 
maker and founder of the whole Creation. Among many things that 
induce me to disbelieve the account of thefe deputations, and particu¬ 
larly of this pafiage of Eufibius, this is not the leaft, theodd inter¬ 
pretation which Eufbius here gives of this 16 much controverted 
place, for though the Greek fathers, who generally underftood no 
Hebrew, were frequently at a lofs about it, as it lies in the Vcrfion of 
the Septuagint, the only Tranflation they made ufe of, yet Eufibius , 
who was fomewhat skill’d in the original Text, was capable of giving 
a more eafie and natural folution of it. And accordingly elfewhere 
« contr.mmi . 1 we find him expounding it of the Son of God, and exprefly aflert- 
ub. 3. c. 2. ing, that if it were meant of creating, it could not be underftood,as 
p - S°‘ if he had proceeded from not being into being,feeing he did fubfift and 
I55 ‘ live, was preexifient and prefubfiftent to the whole Creation, but ra¬ 
ther that it might denote, that God had appointed and conftituted 
him to be Prince and Head of all things; that the Hebrew Text had 
nothing concerning God’s creating him, the Word Cana figni tying to 
poffifis, and fohe obferves both Aqmla,Syrnmachns, and Theodoticn ren¬ 
der it, the Lordpojfejfed me the beginning of his ways , that is, he whom 
the father begot as his only begotten Son, was the Head of all 
things that were made, both vifible and invifible, both as to their 
Creation and Salvation; that there was a wide difference between 
ffltoe Created , and wtim™ Pojfejfed , the one noting after the ordi¬ 
nary manner ofcreation, a proceeding from non-cxiftence into a ftate 
of being,the other a pofieffing fomething prccxiftent,and amoftpecu- 
liarly diftinguifhing propriety towards him that poflefles it.Sothat the 
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Son of God in that place at once reprefents both his own prcexiftence 
and peculiar propriety to his Father, and alfo that benefit and advan¬ 
tage, which his Fathers Works would receive by his Providence and 
Adminiftration. Which is the Sum, and as neeras may be the very 
words, of what he more largely difeourfes upon this Subject. 

XII. GRE AT were the pains which the Fathers of the Council 
took to convince Arias and his Party, and to fatisfie the doubtful and 
the fcrupulous, the moderate endeavouring to find out forae expedi¬ 
ent to heal the breach. To which end Eufebius brought in a Confef , 
fion of Faith, wherein he hop’d both parties might agree, which 
though well approv’d of, yet not being thought explicite enough in 
the rfiain Article, was with fomc little alteration and addition, elpeci- 
ally of the bjjyvoiQv or word Confubftantial , drawn up into a ftanding 
Creed. 1 his form Enfebias at firft diflik’d, and very minutely can- 
vafs’d and debated the matter, but confidering how much the Peace .» Ath , ni Ai 
of the Church ought to over-rule all private fentiments, and niceties dtcm.jjn.Nic. 
about words, he the next day fubferib’d m the common Creed. Of 
all which lie gave an account in a Letter to the People of his Charge, * jJUJfsoV. 
(though, as 7 heodoret thinks, it was more particularly defign’d, to Ht EccL L *• 
give fatisfa&ion to lome Pcrfonsin that City, deeply leaven’d with vl'Jd.u]'. 
Arian principles, and who feem’d to challenge him as having betray’d c. i2.'p,\a. 
and given up their caufe. The Letter is fomewhat larger than ordi- ^ l c a f 2 ’ c Con ' 
nary, and confifts of expreffions not very capable of being properly 
rendred into our Language; yet becaule it contains the Tranfa&ionsof cl P h ‘ H - 
that Synod, fo far as they relate to him, we fhall here infert it. n

T IE O V Ci II 1 doubt not, dear Brethren, but that before this you 
ha ve heard by fiome other hand, what things have been debated con¬ 
cerning the Faith of the Church in the great Council ti/Njce, ft nee report is 
wont to out-run the true account of things ; yet to the end that finch reports 
may not reprejent things other wife to you than indeed they are, we have 
thought it nccejfary to fend you, firft, the Confieffion ofFaith, which we pro¬ 
pounded , and next the other, which with fiome addition to ours the Synod 
t ftabliflj'd. The form propos'd by ns, and which was read in the prefence of 
the mofi fiacrcd Emperor, andfieem'd to be lik'd and approv'd by all. was in 
this manner. The expofition of our Faith. As we have receiv'd it from 
the Bifhops, who were our prcdecejfors, both when we were firft inftrufted 
in the rudiments of the Faith, and when afterwards baptized into it ; as 
we have learrPt from the holy Scriptures,and both believed and taught, not 
only when we fiuflain'd the Office of Presbyter, but fince we came to the Epifi 
copal Station, fo do we ft ill believe, and produce this as the account of our 
Faith.

his Father by any hind of Section or Divifwn ; it being mpoffible that an 
immaterial, intellectual and incorporeal Nature Jboiild admit any corporeal 
paflion ; but that thefe things were to be underjloo A tn adivine and Jeer et 
my. rind fo did the moft wife and religions Emperor dfcourje about theje 
matters. The Bifljops taking advantage of the Emperor s propofol concern, 
ing the word opgvoi®* drew up the following Creed.

No (boner was the matter digefied into this form, but we were efpecially I 
careful to examine thofi Phrafes, of the fubftance of the Father, and 
confubftantial with the Father. This begat variousQ^efttons and Jn- |, 
fans, and an accurate weighing the true importance of them. I y a - 
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knowledg'd that thefe. words ( of the Subftance/ did imply,that the Son was 
of the Father, but not as apart of him. Which notion it [corned very rea- 
finable to ns to embrace , feeing the true Dottyine teaches , that the Son is 
of the Father, but yet no part of his Sub ft.wee. W here fore we alfi gave 
our affent to it, not rejecting the very word Confubftantial/^* peace fihcj 
and that we might not decline from the right fence of things. Vpon the 
fame account we approv'd thofi terms , begotten, not made ; where they 
told us that (made/ was a word common to all other Creatures that were 
made by the Son, with which the Son himfelf had no refemblance ; that 
th. refore he was no Creature , like to any thing made by him, but of aSub- 
Jlance far more excellent than any created Being ; which the divine Oracles 
teach to be of the Father , by an ineffable manner of Generation, which 
can neither he expnfs’d, no nor comprehended by any created Vnder[landing. 
So likewifi for this , that the Son is Confubftantial, or of the fimceJJence 
with the Father , upon debate it was agreed , that this was not to be under- 
flood after any corporeal AJode, or the manner of mortal Creatures , it not 
being capable of Jo being either by divifion of the Sub fiance, or by abfeifion, 
or by change of the <j]tnee and power ofthe Father, his unbegotten nature 
being utterly inconfiflent with any one of thefe : But that tins, that he is 
Confubftantial with the father, fignified no more, than that the Son of 
God had no kind of flm'tlit tide with any Creatures, but was only, and in 
all things like unto this Fat hey that begat him, not of any other fubftflence 
or effe nee, but of the Father. Which being fo exp lam'd, it feem\l very 
juft and. re, finable we fhould affent to it. Forafmuch as we know that 
Jbrne of the learned and famous Bi(loops and Writers of ancient times, in 
explaining the divinity of the Father and the Son, have us'd this word, 
Confubftantial. Jnd Jo much for the faith here eftablijhed, to which 
we. all confuted, not rajhly and inconftdtrately, hut tn the fences alltdged, 
difie us'd before the moft religions Emperor, andfor the reafins above men- 
tioil'd approv'd by all. yind for the Anathema affix'd by them at the end 
of the. Creed, we readily own it, as what prohibits men to ufi unfcriptural 
terms, from whence has arifen all the confuflon and diflurbance in the 
thurcb. For feeing the Divinely injpired Scripture no where makes ufi of 
thefe cxprefjwns, ej gw ovnwv of things not exiftent, and, there was a 
time, when he was not, and the reft there mention'd, it ferns irratio¬ 
nal and ab fir d, that they fhould he us'd or taught. Fo which wifely con- 
triv d fentence we readily gave our fuff rage, having never heretofore ac- 
cujhm'd our fives to Juch exprefftons. [Nor do we think it unfit to rejetf 
this, that, he was not before he was begotten, it being confejs'd by all, that 
the Son of God was preexiflent to his Incarnation : Tea,our moft Religions 
Emperor has (hewn, that as to bis divine Generation, he was before all 
l / or Ids. For before he was in Ac l , he was potentially in the Father by a 
ci rt.tin unbegotten way, the Father being always a Father, as always a Kjng 
and a Saviour, being all things in re ffe fl of Power, always and as to all 
things the fame. ] Iheje things, beloved, we thought ncccffary to acquaint 
you with , that you might know with how much caution we fir ft flood off,atid 
then yielded our affent, and ho v not without rea fin, we refifted till the lafl 
minute, fo long as there was any thing otherwifi written that might give 
offenet ; but afterwards quietly embrac'd what was inoffenftve, after that, 
having candidly examin'd the meaning (if what was [aid, it appear'd 
that they were cotifinant to that confeffion of Faith which we hadfir ft propos'd. 
Wefaluteyon,with the Brother-hood together with you,wiftjingyou, honour'd 
Brethren, to farewell in the Lord. ‘ Such 
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Such was the Letter which Etfebiits font to his C.e/areans, to let 
them know how affairs went in the Council, to prevent mil-reports 
concerning himfelf, and to affure them he hadTubfcrib’d no other 
DoXrine, than what he had always delivered to tfifcm. I fliall make 
no other reflexions upon the Epirtle it lelf, than that hence ’tis evi¬ 
dent, that whatever the Arlans pretended concerning tile novelty of 
the terms in the Nicene Creed, the word ofjyicn®* whereat they moft 
boggled was of a more ancient date, us’d by-the Lathers in the prece¬ 
dent ages of the Church : And that when ever Eufcbius (peaks of 
Chrift as in any fence created, he always? means it of a divine pro¬ 
duction, to wit, his eternal Generation ; that he never denies him 
to be of the fame fiibftance with the Father in any other fence, than 
as the divine nature is incapable of divifion or leparation after the 
manner of corporeal Beings. The Header may farther remark, that 
that paffage in the clofe of the Epiftle concerning Chrift’s being affa* 
nily and potentially in the Father , is confus’d and obfeure, and indeed 
the whole Period, which we have included within Breaks, is not ex¬ 
tant in this Epiftle as ’tis in Socrates, nor in that tranflated by the an¬ 
cient compiler of the 7 ripartite Hi (lory. Whence one of thefe two 
things plainly follows, either that they left it out as adangerous,and 
unaccountable paffage, or (which to me feems more probable ) that 
not being in the Original Copy of this Epiftle, it was fhuffled in by 
fome other hand. For I cannot think Socrates would have been guil¬ 
ty of fo much both imprudence and unfaithfulnefs, as when he pre¬ 
tends to give the whole, to cut off, and conceal part of fo confide- 
rable a. Letter, and which being almoft in every hand, muff needs 
foon dilcover the Fraud. 

XIII. This great Affembly being ended ,Con(lantinc went on in his de¬ 
signs for the Eftablifhment and Propagation of the Chriftian Religi¬ 
on. He had not long before the Synod upon his ViXory over Lid-

/'• 4 4- and beautiful,commanaingCharges to that end to be allowed out of his 
vLoc.cit.cy 6 . own Exchequcr.HisLetter to Enfebins is drill extant ;P wherein lie tells 
him,he could not but fuppofc that the Impiety and Tyranny of the late 
Tmd.i. i.r.i 5 . times had made Arrange havock and dcvaAration of Churches, and 
?• 44 - that the divine Providence by his Miniffry having overcome the Dra- 
g<>», and reAror’d liberty and fafety, it could not but have a mighty 
force upon the moAr prejudic’d and incredulous, to bring them into 
the way of truth : That therefore he fliould take care of what Churches 
were within his jurifdiXion, and give the fame notice to all Bifhops, 
Presbyters and Deacons of his acquaintance, to ufe peculiar diligence 
in this matter, that what Churches were yet Branding might be re¬ 
paired, or enlarged, and where need was, new ones ereXed ; and 
that what was ncccffiry to this purpofe, he, and others by his means, 
jliould require of the Governors of Provinces, and the Praetorian Pra:- 
feX, to whom he had given Orders to be affiArant to him in any tiling 
he fliould demand of them. Nor was he more careful to advance 
q r.if. dtvit. tllc true Religion, than to deprefs the falfe, Specially to deffroy the 
conjijy.cyi. Monuments of Pagan Idolatry and SupcrArition. There Arood 1 in Pa- 
f.$o 9 .Socr.i.i U/Unc an aged Oak call’d Mamre , which conffant Tradition avow’d 
Sjiw.f2ff.i1. t0 have remain’d fince the time of Abraham , who dwelt there, and 
?• 447 - under 
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under it entertain’d the Angels that appear’d to him. Here was 
annually holden a famous Mart, frequented by a numerous concourfe 
of Chriffians, Jews and Gentiles from all the neighbouring Nations 
partly to vend their feveral Commodities, partly to exercife the Feve- 
ral Rites of their Religions. For which purpofe there were Statues 
and Altars, and Sacrifices continually made upon them. Notice 
whereof being given to Conjlantine, by the pious Princefs his Mother 
Helen , he immediately lent difpatches.to Acacias the Governour about 
it, and wrote r to Enjebins , Macarius , and the reft of the Pale (line 
Bifhops, letting them know how much he refented the Profanation 
of fo venerable a Place ; that a Place that had been honoured with 
lo many divine Apparitions and Tcftimonies from Heaven, fliould be 
proftituted to fuch lewd Idolatry ; a thing unfit in it (elf, andunbe- 
coming the Piety of lus Reign: That therefore he had ordered the 
Images to be burnt, the Altar to be demolilhed, the Sacrifices to be 
abolifiled, and a Church to be built in the Place j where nothing but 
the pure Worfhip of God might be performed. . Which if any fhould 
dare to oppofe, upon their Intimation to him, he fliould bepunifhed 
according to the juft Demerit of his Impiety and Folly About this 
time I fuppofe it was (though I cannot certainly adjuft the particular 
year; that Conflantia, Conftantineh Sifter, and reliX of the late Em- 
perour Lidnt.es, wrote to Eufebins as Metropolitan of Palxftine. , de- 
firing him to fend her the Image or PiXure of our Saviour To which 

checking her vicious Curiofity, he returns this (mart Anfwer f “ Be 
<( caufe (fayes lie) you defire me to fend you the Image of Chrift tell 
me which, or what kind of Image of Chrift it is you mean. Is it 
that real and unchangeable Form, that naturally bears theCha- 
rafters of himfelf? Or that which he took upon him for our Sabes, 

, when hecloathed himlelf with the Form of a Servant? As to the

by himfelf, that no man knows the Father but the Son, neither 
does any man fuffictently know the Son, but only the Father that 
begat him. You therefore unqueftionably defire the Image of the

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« Kins of? lory (hill come in. Such was Ills Anfwer to the Emprcflcs 
Mclfaec. For which free and impartial Cenfure the Fathers of the 
fecont Council of Nice, the great Patrons of Image Worfhip, fall 
upon him with hard words, and Charafters of reproach; as upon the 
fame account Baronins and they of the Church of Rowe, then SuccclTors 
in that Do&rine and Practice, ftill do at this day. 

XIV. THE Church at this time was in a very calm and quiet 
State, freed from forreign Perfecutions by the late Viftory over b/- 
cinius, and rendred more peaceable within it lclf by the Synodical 
Determination lately made of the Arian Controverfie. And about this 
time E Mins, probably, fet himfelf to compole his Ea/ejiapcal Hi¬ 
lton, as fome few years fincc he had drawn up his Chromcon, a Work 
of infinite and incredible Labour and Induftry, and which he took as 
much care totranfmit intire to Pofterity, as lie had taken pains to 
• m. in hit. compole it, obliging all Tranferibers by this lolemn Obtcftation, the 
Form whereof he borrowed “ from lrenaus: Whoever thou artthat 
Ztlfifo. /hull tranfiribe this Book, Injure thee by our Lord jffhnjl, and by ns 
p.187? glorious Coming, wherein he/hull judge the quick and the dead, that thou 
compare what thou tranferibeft, and diligently correct it by the Cop from 
whence thou tranfcM it, and that thou likewi/etranfiribe this Adjuration, 
and annex it to thy Copy. A moft prudent and Religious care, and no 
where more neceffary than inMattcrs of Chronology,whztc the Miftake 
is as eafie, as the Error is dangerous. And had but Pofterity been 
as careful to obferve this Charge, as lie was to give it, we had not 
had fucli lame and broken accounts of thofe early Ages as ,'Y e ,? rt ' 
now forc’d to take up with, not much of the work it felf, and lels of 
the Original Greek arriving to us, and moft of what remains jo alter¬ 
ed and interpolated by St. 'fferorn, that tis hard to lay which is his, 
and which Eufibius's. The whole Work confifted oftwoIW The 
firft called -d/juvikm contain d a kind of umverfal Hiftory, 

reprefenting the Originals and Antiquities of all Nations, the Founda- 
tions of Cities, Transmigrations of People.Rife of Dynalhes, Dura¬ 
tion of Empires, Succeffions of Kings, and fuch like, fiom the Crea¬ 
tion of the World, to the Vicennalta, or Twentieth year of the Reign 
of Conftantine ; traverfing to this end all the Records and Monuments 
both of the Greeks and Romans, both of the Eaflern and Weflcrn 
World, beinir efpecially beholden to Africanus his Chronooraphy, which 
he almoft intnely tranicribed into this Work. But of this Part, only 
fome Fragments are extant at this day. The other part is called 
■xepnp Xm, wherein he drew what was in the former into a 
Compendium, reducing things to particular years, beginning from 
the year of Abraham's Birth, which lie makes the (binding Epoch, 
deriving it by Du ads throughout all Ages, comparing with, and ad- 
jufting to it, the Affairs of all Nations and Countries, with fuch 
memorable Paffagcs as banned in all Ages of the World. After the 
Birth of our Lord, he regulates things by a treble shra the year of 
our Lord, the Reigns of the Roman Emperours, and the Series of tlic 
Confnls, and herein he reprefents the State of the Church, the Names 
and Succeflions of eminent Bifhops and famous Writers the fevcral 
Flereficsand Perfecutions, and the like Affairs, all referrd to their 
proper Periods; thereby laying the Scheme of a future Defign, which 
in his Ecclefiaftical Hiftory he enlarged afterwards, as himlclt tells 
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w USf This Hiftory he divided into ten Books, wherein he accurate- w h. /-cc/. /*i. 
ly and orderly digefted the Affairs of the whole Chriftian World for 
lomewhat above CCC. years. A work noble and ufeful, and high¬ 
ly meriting of Pofterity, upon the account whereof he is ftyled

ofEcclefiaftick Hiftory,as firft breaking up theGround,being as himfelf <**■• * ic l - 2 - 
tells y us, the firft that beat out the Path, where he had no tradl be- y'ii/^/r. 40 * 
fore him. He dedicated it to his old Friend Paulinas Bifhop of Tyre, 
by whofe Inftigation and Encouragement he firft fet upon it, and 
who liv’d not long after the Council of Nice. , To the fame Paulinm 
he dedicated 1 alfo two Books, 'nmndf? ovo/ftiwv, the firft containing * 

aChorography of Judea, the Divifion of the Twelve Tribes* the tWr. 
Defcription of Jerusalem and the Temple, and this is loft : The Se¬ 
cond , an Alphabetical account of the Cities, Towns, Villages, 

Mountains and Rivers mentioned in Scripture, either under their anci¬ 
ent, or more modern Names, and this has efcap’d the Ruins of Time. 

In the interval between his Chronicon , and his Ecclejiaftid Hiftory, he 
feems to have penn’d his Books, de Pr.eparationc , <fr Demonftratione 
Evangelica, wherein with incomparable Learning and Induftry, he 
has, but of their own Writings, fo baffled the main Principles of the 
Pagan Caufe; and fo ftrongly afferted thcTruthof Chriftianity againft 
the pretences both of Jews and Gentiles , that the Chriftian World can 
never think it felf fufficiently indebted to his Memory. The former 
Workconfifts of fifteen Books, which he dedicated to Iheodotus Bi¬ 
fhop of Laodicea, the latter of Twenty, extant intire in Photius a his 'cod.ix.nl. i* 
Time, now reduc’d to half the number. In both which he has fliew- 
ed himfelf a man ofdiffufe and infinite Reading,and though there were 
nothing elfe in them, the World is greatly obliged to him for many 
Fragments of ancient Learning, which had otherwife never arrived 
to us. That they could not be written before this time (notwith- 
ftanding what Fairfuts fuppofes, that they were written about ten 
years fooner) is plain,- becaufein them lie cites, b and appeals to his b Fr.cp.EvJn;> 
Canones Chronic/, as a Work already extant: Now thefe being brought / - ,0 -W4 8 4 
down to the Twentieth year of Confiantine , Anno CCCXXV. the 
other muft be written at lcaft fome time after. Though I no way 
doubt, but the Licin/.w Pcrfccution wherein the Gentiles carried tbeni- 
lelvcs high, which ended not wholly, but with the death of that 
Prince (which hapned towards the latter end of the foregoing year) 
gave birt h and occalion to his undertaking of that Subjeft. And that 
they w re written before his Church-Hiftory is evident, bccaufe in 
it c he cites his o/xfia his pecular Commentaries, where- <= H.nccUfUu 

in he had collected all the Prophetical Paflages and Predittions that 
concerned our blefied Saviour, and had thence demonftratively en¬ 
forced the truth of all thofe things that related to him. Which 
can properly be applied to nothing but his Books, of Evangelical D - 
mnn(fr/ttion, which arc little elfc but a Colle&ion of the Paffages 
of the ancient Prophets, and an Application of them to our Sa¬ 
viour. 

XV. THE Nicem. Decrees, though they had a little allay’d the 
prclenc heats, yet the Spirit of the Arian Fattion did ftill ferment, 
and broke out more openly in the Contentions between Eufi huts 
Bifhop of N.’cou/i dt.i, and Enfiathins Bilhop of Antioch, who mutually 
D 2 recriminated 
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* l 2. c. t8. recriminated each other’, though Sozomen (1 iayes, that inflcad of 
him of Nicomedia, it was our l.ufebius ; but withall adds, that the 
Difpute between them lay only in words, they both agreeing 
that the Son had his Perfonal Hypofafs or Subfiftence, but that mi- 
ftaking each others fence, they leuffled in the dark. But with the 
other En fbitis, Eu(lat bins had a feircer Cornell:. For Erf bins of Ni- 
'Vtninrc. com'-i\ia being lately return’d from Banilhment, c and having regain’d 
Li.:.2i. 5 i. fbme Intereff at Court, under a pretence of vifiting the holy Places 
at 7 i-nfalem, and efpecially the magnificent Structures which the 
Emperour was building there, was furnilhed by him with all Ac, 
commodations for his Journey ; where taking Antioch in Ins way, 
he laid the Foundation of that Defign which he carried on at his 
return thither. For having procur’d a Synod to be holden there, Eu- 
<s»cr.i. i.f.24 ftathius was accus’d f by Cjrus Biftiop of Ber.ea of Sabellianfn , and to 
r.^.tnod.ib. ma | (e t ] ie indictment more heavy, lome Immoralities were laid to 
his charge, a Woman of lewd fame being brought into the Synod 
with an Infant fucking in her Arms, which (be impudently affirm’d 
to be his, and when put to it, ratified it with her Oath. Where¬ 
upon the good man was depos’d by the Council, and an account of 
it being tranfinitted to the Emperor, he was by his Order immedi- 
p r.'tf dt vit. ately banifhed into lllyricum. 1 his kindled & a mighty flame at An- 
tioch , the City hereupon running into great Fadion and Dilbrder, 
M^.socr.& hothMagiflrates and People,Souldiers and Tradefmcn.betaking thenv 
.^om.ioc.at. p e | vest0 ^ rms> and things had come to downright Blows and Blood, 
had not great care been tiled to prevent it. For befides the Empe- 
rours frequent difpatches from Court, by Perfons of Honour and 
Authority to copipofe the Tumults, moderate men thought no ex¬ 
pedient better to allay the Diforders , than to choofe fome Perfon 
of Learning and Eminency to fucceed in that Chair, in whom both 
Parties migiit meet and Center. Hereupon the Synod pitcht upon 
our Effbiits , then prelent in the Council, a man of unqueftionable 
Learning, and one whom they knew to be highly in favour with 
the Emperor, to whom they lent an account of their Eledion. But 
the fierce Animofities and Divifions flill continued in the. City, a great 
part both of the Clergy and People paffionately contending for Eu- 
fbitis his Trnnflation thither, as others were importunate for/w/Cr- 
' thins his Reftitution to that Place. But Eu fbitis not caring to fifli in 
troubled Waters, nor liking the See ever the better, out of which 
a Famous man had been fo indiredly thrown, but efpecially behold¬ 
ing it as againfl: the Rules and Conflitutions of the Church, which 
ordinarily allow’d not a Bifliop to be tranflated from one See to ano- 
»• Mr. Me. thcr, and this ratified by a Canon' 1 of the late Nicene Synod, obfti- 
can. xv. nately declin’d the Eledion, whereof by Letter he certified the Em¬ 
peror, who was infinitely pleas’d with his Prudence and Piety in that 
Affair. Upon his refufal, his dear Friend Paulinas of Tyre was tran- 
flated thither. But he had not held it above fix Months, when the 
See became again vacant by his Death. The Emperor upon the rcceit 
rrt.raifi.no. of Enfcbins his Letter, wrote 5 back to the People of Antioch to this 
r.uj. toe. lit. c. effect, That he very well knew the Perfon whom they hadchofcn, 
<5o,Ml5, and recommended to him with fitch honourable Characters, and 
that lie was one whom he had a long time had in great Veneration 
for his Learning and Modefty, and that in this Competition not many 

might 
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might be found equal to him: But yet that it was not fit that one 
Church Ihould be provided for to the prejudice of another, that 
every one Ihould be content with his own Bounds, and reft fatisfied 
with their peculiar Allotments, that the Souls of men in a finaller as 
well as in a greater Church were equally dear to Heaven, and 
therefore Ihould not have their Guide and Paftor ravilh’d from them, 
an Ad of greater Violence than Juftice : That they Ihould do well to 
unite in Love and Concord, and laying afide all leditious and immo- 
deft Clamours, prudently make choice of fuch a Perfon as might be 
moft proper and convenient for them. To the lame purpole he wrote 
k to the Bifhops in the Synod, letting them know how much he ap- k Extat , ibid. 
prov’d Eufibius his prudent Relolution to wave the Eledion , E 
as a thing highly confonant to the Laws of the Church ; that 
lie underftood that Euphronius Presbyter of Cafarea in Cappadocia , 
and George the Arethnftan Presbyter of Alexandria were men of ap¬ 
prov’d Integrity in the Faith, whom together with fuch others as 
they Ihould think fit for that Epilcopal Station, they fhould let be¬ 
fore them, and proceed in the Eledion as the rules of the Church, 
and Apoftolical Tradition did require. Together with thele, he 
wrote particularly to Eufibius himlclf, this following Letter. 1 ■ Ext.ubifupr. 

c.6i. 

Constantine the Great, the Augufi , the Con- 
querour to Eusebius. 

I Have often read your Letter, and perceive how exactly yon obferve 
the Rule of Ecclefiaftick Difciplim. For to perfevere in thofe things 
that are both acceptable to God, and agreeable to Apoftolical Lradition y is 
highly Pious ; herein may yon account your felf happy , that by the Le¬ 
ft imony almofl of all the World , yon have been thought worthy to be Bifljop 
of the whole Church. For ftnee all have been ambitious to injoy you } it 
unqueftionably makes a great Addition to your Happinefs. But your wif- 
dom y whereby yon have been taught to keep the Commands of God, and 
the Apoftolical Canon of the Church, has done very well in refuftng the 
charge of the Church of Antioch , and in deftring to continue in that 
Epif copal Station, wherein, by the Will of God y you were plac'd from the 
very fir ft. But concerning this Affair I have written to the People, as 
alfo to your Collegucs, who had written to me about this Matter. Which 
Letters, when your Holinefs ft all pernfe, you will eafly under ft and y that 
it being but juft that 1 ftonld deny their requeft , what 1 wrote to them 
about it, was by immediate guidance and direction from God. It will 
become your Wifdom to joy n in Confultation with them y that fo this Affair 
of the Church of Antioch may be Jet led. God have you in his keeping, dear 
Brother. 

The Iffue of the bulinels was, that Eufibius remain’d where he 
was , and Euphronius was cholen to the See of Antioch, being 
one of the two whom the Emperor had nominated in his Letter 
to them. 


XVI. THUS 
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XVI. THUS ended the Troubles of Antioch , and the Synod 
there held Anno CCCXXX. A year memorable for the Dedication 
of Confl antinomic , whither Conflnntinc having tranllated the Scat of 
the Empire, and enriched it with all the Ornaments of State and’ 
Grandeur, which the Power of 16 great a Jprince was capable to confer 
upon it, folemnly dedicated it May the Xlth. imprefling his own 
name upon it, an Honour which of all the Fortunes of that mighty 
Empire, is the only furviving Monument of his Greatnels at this day. 
Nor was he Unmindful of A6ts of Piety, Fretting feveral fair Churches 
and Oratories for the Affemblies of Divine Worfhip, and that they 
might not be unfurnifh’d of Bibles for their holy Offices, he wrote 
to Eufiebius (whoin he knew 1110ft capable of this Affair, both for his 
Learning, and the incomparable Library at Cffared) to provide him 
fifty Copies tranferib’d for that ufe. The Copy of the Letter ra we 
here infert. 1 


Const antine the Great, the Augnjl 3 the Con- 
queror to Eusebius Bifhop of Cxjarea. 


I N the City that hears our name , by the Blefifiing and Providence of God 
our Saviour, there are great numbers of wen gathered to the holy 
Church. Since then alt things there are mightily improv'd, it feems 
above all things convenient, that feveral Churches fhould be ere fled there . 
Vnderjland therefore what 1 am mofl readily rtfvivd to do. It fieem'd 
good to me to intimate to your Wifidom, that you caufe fifty Copies of the 
holy Scriptures , the ufe whereof yon know to be abfulntely necejfary to the 
Church , to be fairly tranferibed in Parchment by Antiquaries accurately 
dexttrous in that Art, Juch as may be eafily read, and carriid up and down 
upon any occafion. To this end we have gracionfly written to the lie afire r 
of the Dioccfs , to take care that all necejfary charges be allowed for the pro¬ 
viding thofie Books. Tour part it is, diligently to fee that they be pre¬ 
par'd with all (feed that may be ; for the tranfnitting whereof you (hall 
by vertue oj thefe Letters , receive the command of two publick Carriages, 
that fo the Copies fairly tranferibed, may be the more conveniently brought 
to our prefence, attended by one of the Deacons of your Church , who at 
his arrival , jhall not fail to tafte of our Grace and Kjndmfs. God preferve 
you, dear Brother. 

No fooner had Enfibius receiv’d the Commands, but lie immedi- 
m.f. ib.c.W. ately caus’d » the Books to be copied our, which in Parcels richly 
544 ‘ and elegantly Bound, he tranfmitted to the Emperor; who in his an¬ 
swer fignified his Approbation of them ; as alio, how well he was 
pleas’d with what he had been told, that Gaza a Town in Palefline 
had renounc’d Idolatry, and embrac’d the true Religion : For which 
he endow’d it with great Priviledges, advancing it to the Honour of 
a City, and gracing it with the Title of Conftantia , the name of his 
own Siffer. Together with this Letter concerning the Bibles, he 
lent alfo an anfwer to Enfibius , about his Book concerning the Pafchal 
Solemnity, which he had lately dedicated to him, wherein he had 

explain’d 
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explain’d the Original, and all the Myfferies of the Feftival: In which 
anfwer 0 he tells him, how diligently he read his Book, how great- 9 txt.Fsigy. 
Jyhe admir’d his excellent Learning, and indefatigable Studies, and E ^' ubi,tt P rM 
how defirous he was, frequently to receive fuch Difcourles from 35 p ’ 5 ' 13 ’ 
him, that he was refolv’d by publifhing his Book, to make it uni- 
vcrfally ufeful, and that in order thereunto, he had caus’d it to be ele¬ 
gantly tranfiated into the Latin Tongue. 

XVII. THE Arian Party by fubtle Artifices and Infinuations at 
Court, dayly gain ground of the Orthodox, whom they laboured by 
all wayes poffible to fupprefs. The main Stickler in defence of the 
Nicene Creed was Atbanafius , whom not being able to rout by force 
of Argument, they loaded with all the black and infamous Calumnies, 
which Wit or Malice could invent, and thefe reprefented with all 
Advantages to the Emperor. WI10 incens’d hcreat, commanded p a r Soym. 1. 2. 
Synod to be conven’d at C* fare a in PaDfiinr i Enfibius his Epifcopai 479< 
See, whereafter a tedious Expe&atioil nothing was done, the party p'.tu*'** 
accufed refilling to appear. Which the Emperor fo far refented, 
that fome time after, Anno CCCXXXV. he commanded another 
Synod to be held at Tyre , impowering our Eufiebius and fome others 
to enquire into the Merits of the Caufe, charging Athanajius under 
levere Penalties to appear. Who came s accordingly, attended with 'Biph.mrti i 
feveral Egyptian Bifhops, his Suffragans, who appeared in his behalf. 

Amongff which was Potamo Bifhop of Heraclea , who had been Eu- 
J'dius his Fcllow-prifoncr under the Diocletian Perfection: A man 
of a blunt and rugged Temper, who beholding Enfibius upon the 
Bench, tranfported with an ungovernable Zeal, rudely accofted him 
in this manner. Andmufi you, Eufebius, fit upon the Bench, whilefi 
innocent Athanafius (lands to be judged by you at the Bar ? Who can en¬ 
dure finch Proceedings I Tell me, were not you in Prifion with me in the 
time of the Per fee ut ion ? I for my part lofi an Eye in deftnee of the Truth ; 
you have neither Wounds to (hew in any part of your Body, neither fittf 
fired any kind of Martyrdom, but are alive and whole . How got you out 
of Pnfin, nnlefis you either engag'd to the Perficcutors to offer Sacrifice, 
or it may be actually did it . The improbability of which uncharitable 
Suggefiion we fhew’d before. Enfi bius offended with fo infolent a 
Reflation, and thinking fuch carriages ill befeeming Perfons accus’d 
towards the Emperor’s Commiffioners, rofe up and diffolvcd the 
Meeting for that time, faying, Jfi when you are come hither, you take 
the Liberty to talk at this rate againfi m, the things may be true which 
your Acetifies lay to your Charge: For if you excrcifc fo much Tyranny here , 
wh tt will you do in your own Country ? ‘ ' 

XVIII. WHILE things were thus debating at Lyre, the Bifhop9 
wci-e fummoned by the Emperor’s Letters, to go forthwith to 7m/- 
fdew, to celebrate the Dedication of that famous Church which he 
had eretted there. For Confiantine had fome time fince, by a Letter 
[ d 1 refted to Macarius Bifhop of Jemfidem, given order for the build- 
mg a moff /Lately Church, over the Place of our Lord’s Refurrefti- 
on, or as others, the Place of hisPaffion; or as fome, One in each 
commanding that it fhould he done with all the Advantages of 
Splendor and Greatnefs, and that neither Coft nor Pains fhould be 
Ipar d about it. And the Work was done accordingly, the Porch be- 
ore it large and open, pav’d with fhining Stone, and encompaffed

on three Tides with large Portico’s, the Church it felf large and high, 
the Walls on the out-hde of polifh’d Stone, on the in-fide fet with va¬ 
riegated Marble, the Roof adorn’d with the clioiceft carv’d Work, 
all overlay’d with Gold, at the upper end a Semicircle, furrounded 
with twelve Columns, after the number of the Twelve Apoftles, the 
tops whereof were crown’d with Chapiters of Silver. But I ihall 
not undertake to deferibe Particulars, it may fuffice, that it wanted 
nothing of Ornament or Magnificence, which Art or Coft could con¬ 
fer upon it ; not to mention the Princely Gifts, efpecially the rich 
Carpet and Hangings for the Altar, curioufly wrought with Gold 
and Jewels, and fuchlike noble Prefents, which he bellowed upon 
tr.ufib. / 4. it. Hither came f theBifhops from 'lyre, where they were met by 
S0tj.l c.26. multitudes from other Provinces, who flock’d to this Solemnity, and 
p. 483. ihtod. were receiv d with great State by Perlons of Honour and Quality fent 
from Court to entertain them at the Emperor’s coft; the chief of 
whom was Mari anus the Emperor’s Secretary, a Pious and Religious 
man, who having been a Confeflor in the late Times, was the fitteft 
to be employ’d upon this Errand. The Solemnity was manag’d with 
all imaginable Expreffions of Feflivity and Rejoycing, magnificent 
Feafts and Entertainments, mighty Charity to the Poor, but elpecially 
AXs of great Piety towards God, the Bifhops imploying thcmJfelves in 
the Offices of Religion, in Prayers and Sermons, feme celebrating the 
Emperor’s Piety towards our Saviour, and the magnificence of the 
StruXure; others difeourfing upon fome divine Subject, accommo¬ 
dated to the prefent Occafion.Some expounding the Portion appointed 
to be read out of the holy Scriptures, explaining the myftical and 
hidden fence; others not fe well qualified for that, being taken up 
in the Celebration of the Eucharift, and in Prayers and Praifes, in¬ 
terceding with God for the common Peace, for the good of the 
Church, for the Emperor and his happy Iflue. But herein none bore 
a greater Part than our Eufibius, honouring the Solemnity with fe- 
veral publick Difcourfes, fometimes by writing, fetting forth the 
greatnefs of the royal Edifice; other whiles representing thePro- 
phetick Scriptures, and adapting them to the prefent State of things; 
and after all, drawing tip a particular Defcription of this famous 
Church, the fafhion ol our Saviour’s Sepulchre, the beauty and ele¬ 
gancy of the Building, the feveral Gifts wrought with Gold, Silver, 
and precious Stones; in a Book on purpofe of this Subject, which he 
dedicated to the Emperor, and annexed to his Books, Devito. Con- 
ftantini; but ’tis long fince loft. 

XIX. DURING the Celebration of this great Solemnity, Atba- 
*T»col!oC'Cit. m fiu,s had made his 1 Addrefs at Court, complaining of the unjuft 
Proceedings againft him in the late Council of Tyre ; whereupon the 
Emperor fummon’d fome of thofe Bifhops to Court, to give an ac¬ 
count of the TranfaXions of that Synod. Who came accordingly to 
Conflant'tmple, and our Eufebim amongft the reft ; and it being now 
near the Tliirtieth year of Conflantims reign, he folemniz’d hisTr/- 
u cennalia ; at that time Eufebins made that famous Encomiaftick « in 

^ 5S °‘ praife of Conflantine yet extant, which the Emperor honour’d with 

his Prefence ; and how well he lik’d it, he fhew’d by the chearful- 
nefs of his looks, and thofe peculiar Honours and Entertainments 
wherewith he treated the Bifhops at the end of it. This being, as 

he 
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lie tells us, the fecond Oration, which he had made before the Em¬ 
peror in his Palace ; the former w having been a Panegyrick upon w ibid. c. 
our Saviour’s Sepulchre, which the pious Emperor, though in his 5 ‘P' 
own Houfe, heard Handing, although Enfibius importun’d him to take 
his Chair. And when fearing to tire him with the length of his 
Difcourfe, he offered in civility to break off, the Emperor bad him 
to proceed unto the End, at which he again prefs’d him to fit down, 
but the Emperor refus’d, faying, ’twas not fit at any time, much 
lefs at this, to hear Difcourfes concerning God in poftures ofeafe 
and fbftnefs, and that it was very Pious to Hand while we were hear¬ 
ing Difcourfes about Divine things. Amongft others that abfented 
themfclves botli from the Synod at Tyre, and the dedicatory Solemni¬ 
ty at Jm/fitlcm, was Mar cell us Bifhop of Ancyra the Metropolis of 
GV<f//Vf, who became the Author of fome difturbancc in the Church 
upon this occafion. Afterins a Sophifter df Cappadocia had lately pu- 
blilh’d fome Books in Syria, in defence of the Arian Tenets; which 
Marcjlhu reading, undertook to anfwcr, wherein cither defignedly, or 
by furprize, he fell into another extream, running into the Opinion 
of Panins Samofatenus , that our bleffed Saviour was but a meer man, 
that lie took his x exiflence from the time of his Incarnation, be- * vti. refit, 
fore which lie had no proper Hypoftafty but lay quiefeent in the Mind emu 'Aumi 
and Will of the Father, as a Word does in man, till aXual fpeaking 
brings it forth, and that at Iaft his Kingdom fhould ceafe, and his hu- paffiti. 
mane Nature being put off,he fhould be again refolv’d intothe exiflence 
of the Father; together with fuchlike grofs and impious AfTertions 
Huffing his Book with tart Reflexions, y bitter and fevereInveXives r El <fib mtr. 
againft thofe that differed from him, fparing neither living nor dead tor//. /. x ! 
lieaping loads of Calumnies and Reproaches upon them. This Book he 2 * 
had prcfented,with a great many flattering Addreffes,and Infinuations to 
the Emperor,hoping fie would efpoufe and undertake his Caufe,but the 
Emperor referr’d the Examination and Determination of the Matter to 
the Bifhops now affembled in Synod z at Conflamiuopk, the Procefs was * soya. 1. 2. 
begun againft him in the Council at Jcrufilem, during which he had 59* P-494* 
engag e! lie would burn his Book. But that Membly being fudden- ffAfCd.

1 rid. hpifl. by the Synod at Sardica, who declar’d b that what he had written 
^ KlcI been P ro P oun dcd only by way of Queftion, not delivered as 

/>. 7 8..politive and dogmatical Aftertions; that he did'not maintain (what 

was charged upon him) that God the Word, took his beginning 
from his Incarnation, nor that his Kingdom fhould have an end; but 
on the contrary he affirm’d,that his Kingdom neither had a beginning, 
nor Ihould ever have an end. And yet after all he prov’d a fubtfe 
c ur * Heretick, and was condemn’d and rejected not only by S. Bafil c , but 
^sn.'iuip.i. a. by ArhtH.ifhu himfelf. d And Epipbamns tells c us, that when him- 
f 149,1 so. fclf once ask’d Atbanaftus, what he thought of him, as he did not 
l.T<f LXXIU paflionatelyexclaim againft him, fb neither would he acquit him, 

‘ 35 only flniling at the mention of him. And evident it is, that Epipba- 
nins himfelf thought him guilty of very Heretical Notions and Pro- 
petitions, and that the very Apologies which he was forc’d to make 
for himfelf, flievv’d that there fay fomething at the bottom. 

XX. IT was now the year CCCXXXVli. when the Great to- 
ftantine left the World: His Diftemper at firft, was only a light In- 
* nf. dtvit. difjxTition, f which foon grew up into an incurable Sicknefs, for 
which caufe he was fir ft carried to the Baths, thence remov’d 
to Helenople , and fb to Acbyrom , a place within the Suburbs of 
Nicomedia , where he immediately caus’d himfelf to be bap¬ 
tiz’d ; and being, as the cuftom in fuch Cafes was, cloath’d in 
White, he would thenceforth fuffer no Purple to come near him. 
Having made his Will, and difpofedthe Affairs of the Empire, with 
a mind infinitely fatisfied in what he had done, and impatiently de- 
firous of that State whither he was going; he expir’d in his Palace at 
Nicomedia May the XXIf. about Noon, being the laft day of the Pen - 
tecoft Solemnity, after he had reign’d thirty years and ten months, 
a A.visi. edit. His Death was ufher’d G in by a blazing Star, and exceedingly la- 
MI * mented by the Souldiers and Oflicers of the Army, by all the Minifters 
f * of State, and univerfally by all the Subjefrs of the Empire, the Se¬ 

nate and People of Rome fhutting up their Baths, and the Fora, pro’ 
liibiting all publick Spectacles and delightful Entertainments, and 
dedicating Statues to him ; and all the while his Body lay in State at 
Nicomedia, all the great Officers at Court, the Senators and Magi- 
ftrates of the City dayly came and paid the fame Reverence and Obey- 
fance to him, which they were wont to do while he was alive, to- 
ftantius being arriv’d, the Corps was with all the Pomp and Solem¬ 
nity that was befitting the Funerals of fb great a Prince, tranflated 
from Nicomedia to Conftantinople , and there with univerlal Sorrow, 
inter’d in the Veftibulum of the great Church, which he himfelf had 
ere&ed and dedicated to the holyApoftlcs. A Prince of a generous 
Mind, and undaunted Courage, and an indefatigable Induftry, where¬ 
to he was greatly animated by an unfatisfied defire of Praife, efpeci- 
ally military Glory. Admirable Laws he fram’d for the common 
Good, which he Impartially executed. The Embaffics and Com¬ 
plaints from the Provinces he heard patiently, and did them Jufticc. 
He was powerful and profperous, a great Patron of Learning in 
others, and him felf very learned and ftudious; and which is above all, 

devout 
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dTvoiit aiid pioos, having from his firft Converfion to Chriftiartity, 
exprefs’d a mighty Zeal and Paffion for the Honour of Cod, and the 
Interefts of Religion. Zgftmtx a Pagan Writer afperfes his Memory, 
with a very odious, but withall unjuft Reprefentation of the Reafoii 
of his turning Chriftian. He tells us, h that being haunted with h Ma. 
the Confidence of his notorious Crimes in the Death of his Son E 68$ ' 
Crifpns, and his Lady Fat/fta , and his perfidious dealing with Licinim, 
he applied himfelf to the Gentile Priefts for Purgation and Abfolution, 
who told him, their Religion allow’d no methods of Expiation for 
fuch great Offences; that hereupon he was brought into acquaintance 
with an Egyptian newly arriv’d from Spain, who aflur’d him that 
the Chriftian Religion was able to do away any Crimes whatso¬ 
ever, and that no fooner did the moft profligate Wretch clofe with 
it, but he Ihould be immediately deliver’d from the Guilt of all his 
Sins; upon which afturance he renounc’d the Religion of his Ance- 
ftors, and went over to the Chriftians. This is the Tale as told by 
my Author. But befides the known Spite and Malice of the man 
in Matters relating to Chriftianity, there needs no more to confute 
the Story, than that the account is inconfiftent with it felf, it being 
plain beyond all denial, that Conftantine had embrac’d the Chriftian 
Religion 110 lefs than ten or eleven years before thofe unhappy ac¬ 
cidents of the Death of Crifptu and Faufta fell out, which this Author 
makes the immediate occaflon of his Converfion to it. Another 
Gentile Hiftorian * is more favourable to his Memory, he commends 1 Ant. yui. 
him for his Learning, Eloquence, and Courteoufnefs, and the reft of Schott, c. 40 , 
thofe Veri ties, for which he was celebrated and cry’d up to theSkyes; ^ 313 ’ 
and affirms, that had he but put fornc bounds to his Bounty and 
Ambition, and thofe Arts wherewith great Minds are ufually carried 
away in an over eager perfuit of Glory, he had come nearer to a God 
than a man. He was modeft and humble, and notwithftanding fome 
a£ts of Severity and perhaps Cruelty, which the reafons and neceffi- 
ties of State might put him upon, and whereof we at this diftance 
can make no true Judgment, tender and compaffionate, of a courte¬ 
ous and obliging temper, kind to all, and charitable to the Poor, 
large and even profufe in his Gifts , magnificent in his Expences, 
which made him fometimes grate hard upon the Subje£l in Taxes 
and Tributes, but especially bountiful to Admiration to the Bifhops 
and Guides of Religion, to whom he thought he could never enough 
cxprels an honourable Regard, tender of the State of the Empire, 
but mod incomparably follicitous of the Peace of the Church. But 
it is not for me to attempt his Charatter, the thing is done by a much 
better Hand, one who knew him beft, and was moft familiarly Con¬ 
vert nt with him, I mean our Euftbins, who not long after his Death 
drew up an account of his Life and Adlions, not in the way of a ftri£fc 
Hiftory, but more like an Orator and Encomiaft, not deflgning (as 
himfelf aflures k us) to fill up all the Particularities of his Life, but to * D t vit.cenft. 
draw the more confiderable Lineaments and Proportions, in fome of 
the greater lines and ftrokes of his Piety and Vertue, which was all 4 ‘ 2 ' 
he propounded to himfelf in that Work. Which may ferve as an 
Anfiwer to the great Exception which Phot ins 1 makes againft it, that 1 cod.cxxm ■ 
in it he gives no larger an account concerning the Affairs of Arina co1 ' 5c8 * 
and the l ranladtions of the Council of A T icc ) his defign being more 
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iimmediately rcflrain’d to the pcrfonal Affairs of Confiantine ; and that 
too in an Encomia (lick, rather than in a ftri£l Hifforical way, which 
Socrates 111 aligns as the Kcafon of this Omiffion. This lie Jias clone 
in four Books, or, as in Robert Stephens his Edition they are reckoned, 
five, which a learned man » wonders whence he deriv’d. But plain 
it is, that long before him Nicephoros ° had exprefiy mention’d five 
Books, under the Lift no doubt comprehending his Defcription of 
the Church of our Saviour’s Sepulchre, or it may be ConftantinP s 
Oration, ad (da tum Samlorum, both which Enfebios himfelf had an¬ 
nexed as an Appendix to them ; for that he could not mean his Orati¬ 


on dc lat dibus Conflantini, is evident, in that immediately after lie 
r nh hpr.c.to reckons it as diftintl from it. This work he tells us p he undertook 
410) asa piece of gratitude to his great Maffer, thinking it very Blame¬ 
ful and indecent, that when AWs and Caligula* 'had found thofe 
who cloath’d their bad Aftions in large and elegant Relations, he 
ihould be Blent in the Caule of fo good and incomparable a Prince, 
who had had the Honour to Band before him, and familiarly to con¬ 
vert with him. And for this rcafon perhaps he ufes fomewhat a 
more neat and florid ffyle, than in his other Writings. Which hath 
given occafion to (bme to call in queftion the genuinenefs of the hook 
it felf. But ’tis a wonder to me, any learned man Ihould doubt of 
it; when not to infift upon other Arguments, and the unanimous 
Authority of the Ancients 5 Eufbius himfelf does more than once 
ithp' 54 2 > anc * a S a ‘ n exprefiy own himfelf to be the Author of it. 

5-1?- XXI. NOR did Eufbius himfelf long furvivc his great Patron,dying 

li ’.Z u!' 4 ' r a lictlc before die Death of the younger Confiantine : 

5/ ' Succeeded in his See by Ac ados one of his Schollars, a man of con- 
fiderAblc learning, who amongft many other Books wrote the Life 
of his Maffer Eufcbiw , which had it been extant, would have enabled 
us to prefent bis Affairs with a better Face, without being fo much 
beholden to the Pens of thofe wllo had no great kindnefs for him. 
He was a man Jober and ferious, of a very ftri£t and Pliilofopliick 
courfe of Life, infinitely zealous for the Honour and Tntereff of the 
Chriffian Religion, which he readily defended againff all Oppofers. 
ilis Parts were great, and his Learning incomparable, for which the 
Age he liv’d in, and all Ages ever fince have rifen up beforehim 
with a juft Veneration. So uncontroulable his Reputation herein, 
cv cn in thofe early Times, that when Sabi nos the Macedonian Bifhop 
(who GoIleCled the ACls of feveral Synods) charg’d the Fathers of 
r p ,„, l ] lc Ninnc Council, for a Company of rude and illiterate Pcrfbns, 
fflt. 22 ' Socr A tL ' s r thought it Exception enough to that Bander, to lay, that 
lie involv’d Eufbius in that Charge, whole Learning was above all 
mb. Exception. Nay one of his greateff Advcrfaries 1 is forc’d to give 
Apot.poorie- him this leftimony, that he was a man of fingular Learning, one 
tIlat Iiad . run thorough and fcarch’d into all the Books and Writings of 
*,63 . 1 concii. the Ancients, and laid open their feveral Sentiments and Opinions; 
iom.n:. Evidences whereof he tells us, are thofe many excellent Writings 
. which he left behind him for the benefit of Poffcrity. He wrote 
u infinite Volums, many whereof are long fince 
loft, ana fbme, the notice whereof never arriv’d at us. His Books 
againff Porphyry (not now extant) and of the Preparation and Demon - 
fimion of the Gofpel , Blew how great a Defender lie was of the 
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(Chriffian Caufe, aiid how able to baffle both Jew and Gentile at their 
own Weapon. Nor was he lcfs veis’d in tile Antiquities of the 
Church, and the Ads and Sufferings of the Martyrs, the Memoires 
whereof he drew together, wherein he was fuinifh’d with an in¬ 
comparable Advantage, if it be true, what S. Jerom , or tile Author 
under his name probably enough reports, w that when Confiantine tile 
Great came to C.efarca y ancl bad Eufbius ask whatever miglit be ad¬ 
vantageous and beneficial to his Church, he told the Emperor, his 
Church was well enough endow’d already, but that there was one 
thing which he moft paflionatcly defil’d, that the Proceedings of the 
Judges and Governoiirs fuccemvely againff the Martyrs and Coii- 
i'effors through all Parts of the Roman Empire might be diligently 
fought out, and the Records and Monuments (earth’d , and that 
what Martyrs fu fie red under fuch Judges, in what City or Province, 
upon what day, and by what kind of Martyrdom, all tlicfe notices 
being extracted out of the publick Archives and Regifters, might 
by His Majeffies Order be tranfmitted to him. Which was done 
accordingly, and out of tlicfe Materials he principally compil’d his 
Lcclefiaffick Hiffory, and made up that dp^uv /xctprueJiuv 
he fo often mentions, the ColleClion of ancient Mai tyrdonis, which 
the A£ls of S. Silveflcr afflire x us, confiffcd of eleven Books, where¬ 
in he deferib’d the Sufferings which Perfbns of all forts underwent 
in all the Parts and Provinces of the World. A vaft Work, and which 
is faid y (how truly I know not) to be Bill extant in the King’s Li¬ 
brary at the Efi/trial ill Spain. His ffyle in all his Writings, (as Pho- 
tios r obferves) is neither pure nor pleafant, neither elegant nor perfpi- 
cuous,though in his Books de vita Conflantini,more neat and florid than 
the reff. And this roughnefs of Phrafe Theodore Metochita a fiippofes he 
contracted by living a good while in Eg ypt, affirming that all who were 
educated tliere, were infeClcd with fuch a harBiand rugged Style. 

XXII. BUT that which has rais’d a loud outcry againff his 
Name and Memory, is his Tiding with the Arlans in their Councils 
againff the Catholicks, and his at beff doubtful and ambiguous Ex- 
preffions in thole controverted Doftrines , upon which account 
S. 7 erom b at every turn makes no fcruple to ffyle him the Head , 
the Champion, the Standard-bearer of the Party. And the Charge 
is generally taken for granted, and in moft Cafes ’tis put in as a barr 
to his Authority; and a late learned man c to help on the Matter,makcs 
the Eufbian Faction to have been denominated and deriv’d from him, 
when’tis notorioufly evident they were 16 call’d from the other En- 
ft bins, Bifliop of Nicomedia. It muff be confefs’d, he maintain’d a 
great Correfpondcnce with the Chief of the Arian Party. His fre¬ 
quent attendance at Court, and in all Ecclefiaftical AfTernblies, en¬ 
gaging him in their Society, whole Principles it’s like he did not 
believe to be fo bad, as others apprehended them; and plain it is, by 
his Letter to the Bifliop of Alexandria, that Arius by fliiftingand 
dreffing up his Notions, and by other Arts of Diffimulation, had 
impos’d upon him. Nor, can it be denied, but that there are many 
unwary and dangerous Exprcffions to be found in his Writings: And 
what wonder, if one that had fb long convers’d with the feveral Books 
and Principles pf Philofophers, Specially the Writings Of the Plato- 
niftf, that had 16 throughly canvafs’d the Books 0 XOrigeriy fliould 
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cxprcfs himfelf in fnch fublime and intricate Queftions, in a way 
fomewhat different from others of that Age, efpecially while as yet 
the Church had made no explicite Determination in thofe Points, 
confidcring withall, how loofely and uncautiouffy many other Ante- 
Nicme Fathers, as well as lie, exprefs thcmfelvcs in thefe Matters ? 
But not to reft in a general Apology, let us coniider a little, what 
Materials he himfelf can furnilh out to one that would undertake his

Plea. And whoever impartially confiders tlie Cafe, will find enough, 
I doubt not, in his own Writings, thofe efpecially of his latter time, 
to vindicate him from the Charge of downright Arianifm, to be fure 
extreamly to mitigate the feverity of the Cenfiircs that arc pafs’d 
upon him.

He tells us, 1 that * ibid, 
the Son was alwayes prefent, and intimately Convcrfant with the ^J 0( 
Father, and that when he came into the World to prolecute the Sal- no¬ 
vation of Mankind, he came forth of the moft inward and unapproach- 
able reccffes of the paternal Divinity and Power; and that the lame cvviiyai ttVrp 
w as true concerning the holy Spirit, which yet was Inopy \tcrdp- Ayrtn>— 
y>v (g> tjov , another fubfiftence from the Son. His clefign 
m that place, being to fliew that there are three Hypoftafes ini the 
Trinity, againft the Do&rine of Marcellus , who taught that Father 
Son and holy Ghoft, were but three Names of one and the fame 
Mvpoftafis. It muft be confeft, that a little after he dangeroufly 
affirms 11 the Spirit to be tv m t<Sv % ijoS ytvo(xivatv, one u ib,c.6.p.ij£ 
of the things that were made by the Son; unlels we underftand him 
concerning the temporal MilTion of the holy Ghoft, whom Chrift pro¬ 
mis’d to beftow upon the World. How oft does he exprefly deny 
thofe Propofitions, that the Son was made of things not exiftent , and 
that there was a time when he was not , therein lubverting lome of the 
chief Arian Dogmata, condemn’d in ter minis in the Nicene Creed, and 
by which Athanafws w himfelf confeffes, though he purg’d himfelf, * ot dur/f. 
lie condemn’d them. Add to all which, his Subfcribing the Nicene 
Creed, wlierein the Arian DoHrines wefe condemn’d with all ima- sdtuc. 
finable care and accuracy. And though it beuachajritably fuggefted P* 

by 
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by many, that he did this with a fraudulent and deceitful Mind, un¬ 
demanding the Terms in his own Scnce, yet nothing can be plainer, 
than that he freely and folemnly proteftsin his Letter to the People of 
C.eftrea, that he took them in that very Sence and Explication of 
them, which the Fathers of that Council had themfelves fixed upon 
them. Nor did he fubferibe ralhly, and hand over head, but with 
mature deliberation , and after a moft ftribt Examination of every 
word, anda being fully fatisfied in the Sence of every Article, as in 
that Letter is declar’d at large. And though lie feldom or never ufes 
the word for which lie had no fancy, as being an unferi- 

ptural Term; yet the thing it felf he fully owns, that the Son has the 
lame EfTence and Subftance with the Father, as we have before 
•ntEfd.ne- obferv’d more than once, that x he is his only begotten Son, 
o/.|/.2. c. 14. proceeding of him, wi £ df) wrff tu o/jyiotvoL'rf'sj 

1 cvtcc mf yrflfjvmy'n , gujttjv Seou , altogether and in all things 

moft like to him that begat him, yea of himfelf God: And 
y;W. Li.c.9. that y therefore they are juftly to be condemn’d, that dare to 
F 66 ‘ call him a Creature, or affirm that he proceeds out of a hate 
of Non-exiftence after the manner of created Beings. All which 
* b; Synod. confidercd,makes me the more wonder at what Athanaftus tells * us our 
Arim. p. 683. jfufbius exprefly affirm’d in a Letter to Fnphration, that Chrift is 
not true God. Pitty it is, that the Epiftle it felf is not now extant, 
that we might have viewed his genuine Sence. Sure lam, the Pro¬ 
position, as ’tis reprefented by Athanaftus , is plainly contrary to, and 
inconfiftent with the moft mature and deliberate Declarations of his 
mind in all his Writings extant at this day. All that can be guefs’d 
at this diftance is, what arifes from the A&s of the fecond /Vienne 
■ Ail.m.conc. Council (where this 3 and another fliort Paftage is cited out of that 
r. 7. col.497- better) that the Son is inferior to the Father, for which he nuotes 
thole words of our Saviour, my Father that fent me is greater than I. 
Which whether he underftood of Chrift’s mediatory Capacity, or 
extended alfo to his filial Relation, and that too in refpeft of EfTence 
and Power, is not fufficiently plain from that place. And then for 
the other Expreffion, that the Son himfelf is God indeed, but not 
the true God, ’tis barely repeated ; though we may rationally fuppofe, 
he direftly referr’d in it to that faying ot Chrift, 7 hat they way know 
thee the only true God , and Jefus Chrift, whom thou hafl fent . And him- 
b ub. i. adv. felf abundantly clears this matter, when he tells us, b that Marcellas 
Marcel/, p. 27. charg’d him withholding, not that there was only one God, but 
that there was only one true God; as if he allowed other Gods that 
were not truly and properly fo. But he denies the Charge, that ever 
he affirm’d the Father to be the only true God, and appeals to his 
own words; and allures us, he had only quoted that foremention’d 
« ibid.p. 29. Text. And he complains c of the fame Perfon, that he accus’d hint 
of holding Chrift to be a meer man, for no other caufe, than that in 
one of his Letters he had made ufe of that place of the Apoftle; 
There is one God , and one Mediator between God and Man , the Man Chrift 
Jefus. 

XXIII. NOR wanted there fome, even in thofe times when 
the loudeft Clamours were made againft him, that ftood up in his 
defence. Not to mention others, who becaufe of their Inclination 
C 2IT103 2, t0 drianifw, may be lefs credited in their Teftimony; Socrates d in a 
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let Difcourfe by particular paflages out of his Writings, (befidcs what 
we have already alledg’d) proves him not to have been guilty of the 
Jrian Notions, affirming that it cannot be prov’d out of his Books, 
that he aferibes beginning of EfTence to the Son of God, though 
he frequently ufes words relating to his Oeconomy or Difpenfation. 

Thus Ge Li fits Bifhop of Cyzicum , pofitively acquits « him of this e ui y CoKCt 
Charge, and affirms, that if lie laid or wrote any thing, that in the avv. /. 2. c.\. 
leafl borders upon Arianifm , he did it not with a bad intent, but cuU ,4 °’ 
meerly through heedlefiiefs and Incircumfpe&ion, and that Erf bins 
himfelf made good all this in an Apologetic 4 Difcourfe, which he 
publifh’d and directed to all. the Orthodox Bifhops of the Church. 

As for the fecond Council of Nice 9 that layes the Charge fb home 
and downright upon him, it’s the lefs to be wond’red at, when ’tte 
remembred, that the great bufinefs of that Council being to eftablifli 
the Worfhip of Images, and being prefs’d by their Adverfaries, with 
the Authority of F [bins liis Letter to the Emprefs Confantia , fb full 
againft it, they knew no better way to decline the blow, than by 
dire&ly charging him to have been an Arian,(\ though had he been fb,it 
had in that Cafe made nothing againft his Teftimony,) producing 
only fome few Fragments to that purpofe, and thofe out of Letters 
written before the Determinations of the Council of Nice. In the 
We fern Church he far’d better, fcarce any of them (S. Jerom ex¬ 
cepted, whole Zeal and Paffion in this, as in many other Cafes, over- 
fway’d his Judgments fpeaking of him without great Honour and Re¬ 
verence : Infbmuch that he was taken into their Calendars and Marty- 
rologiesy and the higheft Eulogies f and Commendations heap’d upon *m.m tiu 
him, honour’d with the title oi Saint y and a moft blelfed Pfieft of holy V !ld ruUr ’ 
Memory. And in their Mijfals and Breviaries had particular LcfTons, 
and divine Offices appointed for the Celebration of his Memory. 

I cannot but commend the Moderation of Pope Pdagius the Second, 
b who fpeaking concerning the Cafe of Origcn, fayes, that good men * npifi.m.jd 
may fbmetimes commend them that arc bad ; ana amongft others In- rdlc-iT.c.n. 
fiances in our Eufebius, who had written an Apology in behalf oUhigm: c ff\ r ' 5 ' f “ 
Amongft Hercticks, fayes he, who worfe than Origen ? And among ft 
Hiftorians , who more honourable than Eufebius ? In this Cafe, he tells 
us, the Church rather expounds the Opinion of its faithful Servants 
into a favourable fence, than nicely weighs and wracks their words ; 
filch a defence as it does not acquit the Innocent, fb neither does it 
make the other Guilty. Amongft the Writers of this latter Age, 
none have fallen upon him with greater feverity than Baronins , who 
when he has fb often plentifully treated his Readers at hiscoft, falls 
upon him with the ficrcenefs of an Eriemy, hooking in all Occasions 
to befpatter and reproach him, whether with greater rudenefs or in¬ 
gratitude, ’tis hard to fay. And the Cafe had been the more pardon¬ 
able, had it been pure Zeal for the Truth, that had engag’d him in 
thofe fmart Inve&ives. But I’m afraid ’twas fomething elfemade 
him fo irreconcileably angry with Eufebius , I mean his affirming Con- 
ftantine the Great to have been baptiz’d at Nicomedia a little before 
his Death, thereby robbing the Church of Rome of the Honour of it, 
and what’s worfe, of thofe great Gifts and extraordinary Priviledges vit[ BV0 ,. 
and Immunities Laid by him to have been, at the tithe of his Bapti fin, nd .-Inn. 324. 
confer’d upon that Church. ’Twas this 11 fo much provok'd the & 

T Cardinals ** 
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Cardinals choler, for this he pelts him with hard Names, calls him 
Jrian y Cheat, and Impoftor, affirming, that lie feign’d this in favor 
of Conflantins the Arian Emperor. But let us fee what Foundation 
there is for all this Out-cry. Eufdius liv’d at that time, no man of 
his Order greater at Court, and was near enough to know the Truth 
of what was done nay probably was himfelf upon the fjpot amongft 
thofe Bifhops he (peaks of, that were call’d to Court, and thereby , 
enabled to give fo ready an account of the Difcourfes, and all the 
particular Circumftances of that dying Emperor. And fiippofe him 
to have had a defign to forge fiich a Report, it was not confident with 
a man of ordinary either Piety or Prudence to have publifh’d it 
when the thing was frelh, and lb many Perfons of Quality and Credit 
capable to difprove him. Befides he has all Antiquity herein on his 
fide; not to mention particular Writers, the Catholick Bifhops met 
in the Synod at Arimimtm not much above twenty years after, atteft 
f Af.Socr. 1.2. the fame tiling in their Letter 1 to Conflantins , that Confiantim of 
happy Memory being baptiz’d, went to that Rate of Reft and Peace 
p. $66. Ti)tod. that was referv’d for him. Baronins found himlclf exceedingly gra- 
t.a.MS. p. 9 s. vel’d with this Teftimony, and inftead of untying, downright cuts 
the Knot, crying out of Falfhood and Forgery, confidently affirming, 
and promifing to give up the Caufe, if he make it not out, that the 
Epiftle, (though heconfeftes it to be as we have reprefented it both 
in Socrates, Sozorncn, and Theodor it) in that part of it is corrupted, 
and Conftantine. foifted inftead of Con flans. For that fo it Ihould be, 
he proves fand after fo much confidence, his evidence had need be 
weighty and powerful) from the Copy of that Synodical Epiftle, as 
’tis extant i v\ Athanaftns. And fo indeed it is in the Tranflation 
k ytd> Atbjn. ofit, but had he lookt into the Greek, k he would have found final! 
*$}$!?*&**' CaU ^ t0 rc i°y cem uch m his Invention, it being not Confirms, but 
itlTp. 6y6.' Conftantine there, as well as in all other Copies of that Epiftle, and 
even in the original Draught extant in S. Hilary : Not to fay that the 
fence of the Place neceftarily determines it to Confiantim the Great. 
To contend fo zealoufiy for a Matter (as they account it,; of fo much 
importance to their Church, one would imagine, that befides en¬ 
deavouring to difable the Authorities that are againft it, they fliould 
have Lome very ftrong pofitive Teftimonies to confirm it. And yet 
after all, the whole Story is built upon no better Foundation than 
the fabulous Acls of S. Silvefttr , which have no juft Ground or Pillar 
of Truth or Probability to fupport them. I might add, that the 
Story of Con(lantine! s being baptiz’d at Rome, is plainly given up by 
fbme of greateft Note and Learning in that Church, efpecially Halloix 
'npip.adMo- 1 tile and Morinus m the Oratorian, though the free de* 

claring Ills mind in this Matter, coft Morin no little difpleafure in 
xxxm.’ . the Court of Rome. But I return to Enf bins. Whatever obnoxious 
£ <71. t paftages may be in his Writings, would but men bring the fame 
mitpTiJz Candor and Ingenuity that ought to be us’d towards all controverfial 
Writers, were but abatements made for Difcourfes about fuchabftrufe 
and incomprchenfible Speculations, were but his Expreflions allow’d 
the favour of thofe Rules and Diftin&ions, which all wife and learned 
men have agreed on for the explaining the DoQrine of the Trinity, 
and hypoftaftickUnion, and liich-Iikeunfathomable Myftcries; were 
but his obfeure or dangerous Expreffions, expounded by thofe that

are found and warrantable, I doubt not but a tolerable account might 
be given of any paftages of this Nature,even thofe that are moft doubt¬ 
ful and exceptionable, and which it muftbe confeft, will not other- 
wife bear a rigorous Examination.

His indufir ions propa¬ 
gating of his Doctrine, efpecially by means of the weaker Sex. Con¬ 
demn!, d by a Synod at Alexandria. 




HE City of Alexandria pleafantly fituatedin a 
clear and a wholfomAir, not far from the Delta, 
or We (tern Canal of the Nile, having the Pharos 
on a Promontory on the one fide, and the Mar to¬ 
uch Lake on the other; had during the Line of 
the Ptolomies been the Regal Seat of the Kings of 
Egypt, as afterwards the Metropolis of the King¬ 
dom, and the Refidence of the Pr.efefius Augufialis, when brought 
under the Roman Power. A City not more ennobled by the greatnds 
of its Founder, than proud in the Riches.; of its Traffick, the conflu¬ 
ence of all Nations reforting thither, the Fame of its Schools, and 
the Learning and Eminency of its Profelfors, in which refpeft it 
out-vied Rome, and rivaii’d the Glory of Athens it fell’ Nor was it 
the lead Addition to its'Honohr, that amongR many other Fathers 
of the Church, illuRrious for Learning and Piety, it gave Birth to 
Athanafius , a Perfon fo renown’d in the Hiftories of the Church. 
For here was he born about the clofe of the third Century, as is 
evident from fonie other Periods and PafTages of his Life. His Pa¬ 
rents (though the filence of Antiquity has conceal’d their Names) 
are (aid a to have been peculiarly eminent for Piety and Verttie, who 
left no other Child but him, as if Heaven defign’d him on purpofe to 
be the foie Heir both of their ERate and Vcrtue. While he was yet but 
a Youth, and had not out-grown the cares and tutorage of domeftick 
Education, he hapned (if the Story which we are told, be fufficient- 
ly AuthentickJ to be recommended to publick notice upon a very re¬ 
markable Occafion. 

II. THE Church of Alexandria kept b an Anniverfary Comme¬ 
moration of the Martyrdom of S. Peter, their late Bifhop, who a 
little before had fufferecl under the Diocletian Perfecution. 1 his Fefti- 
val Alexander newly advanced to that See, now celebrated ; when 
the publick Solemnities of the day being over, he was return’d to his 
Houfe, which Rood by the Sea-lide, whither he had invited his Clergy 
to Dine with him. Of wliofe coming while he was in Expectation, 
looking out at a Window, he found him felt entertain’d with no un- 
pleading Diverfion. A company of Youths playing together on the 
Shore, were falPn upon a Humour of fancying themlclvcs an Ecc!<(i~ 
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a flick College. Athanafius, the ripcR probably both in Parts and 
Years, perfenated the Bifhop, fome were Presbyters, others Dea¬ 
cons, others reprefented Catechumens and Competences, who fuedto 
be initiated with the holy Rites. Hitherto Alexander was well enough 
contented with the Childrens (port, but when he faw them take 
upon them to adminiRer what he thought referrlbled the facred and 
folemn Rites of the Church, and the moR hidden and concealed My- 
fteries of Religion, he fent fome of the Clergy (who by this time 
were come) to enquire into the meaning of the Attion. The Chil¬ 
dren affrighted at hrR, began to deny what they had done, affirming 
that there was no more in it than common Sport, but being feverely 
prefs’d, confefs’d theMyRery of the whole childifh Scene, that Atha¬ 
nafius had fuRain’d the place of a BiRiop, and had baptiz’d fome 
Children whom they prefented to him, who had not been baptiz’d 
before. This put Iiim upon enquiring farther into the Manner and 
CircumRancesofthat Aflair, and whether it had been manag’d by 
thcufual way of Interrogations and Anfwers, and finding that every 
thing had been exactly done according to the CuRom and ConRitu- 
tions of the Church, upon advice with his Clergy it was concluded, 
that the Children fo initiated Riould not be re baptiz’d, but only con- 
fuinmated by Confirmation. And having fent for Athanafius his Pa¬ 
rents, and thofc ofthe reR,who had wantonly ufurp’d the Place of the 
Clergy, he deliver’d them to them with a folemn Charge to give 
them fuch Education, as might fit them for the MiniRry of the 
Church, and the difeharge of that Office, which in fpprt they had 
taken upon them. Athanafius hereupon was configmd to MaRers 
and Tutors, and being fufficiently perfe&cd in humane Arts and 
Studies, his Parents return’d him to the Bifhop, who took him into 
his Family, us’d him as his Secretary and Amanuenfts to read to him, 
and write for him; and whpn matuiity of Age had qualified him for 
it, ordain’d him Deacon ; and finding his Parts brisk and pregnapt, 
and his Zeal vigorpus and fincere, took c him into his moR private « vu. Man; 
Councels, us’d his affiRance in his moR important Controverfies and A ? ol °Z' Ir - 
Affairs, carried him along with him to the Council of Nice, where 
in all hisConteRs with Arius, and his conRant Confli£ts withthat Cone. Nic. 1. 2. 
Party afterwards, he flicw’d himfclf a Rout and able Champion of' ,,I,a ’ / ' I72 CV 
theCatholick Caufe. For the clearer underRanding of which ARair, 
it being the great Tranfaftion of his whole Life, we muR Rep back a 
while, that we may derive the notices of things from the Fountain¬ 
head. 

III. PETER Bifhop of Alexandria fiicceeded Theonas irt that 
See, Ann. Chr. CCC. or at moR but the year before. And fcarce 
had he fitten three years quietly in the Chair, when the’ Diocletian 
Perfecution overtook the Church, wherein he with many more of 
Note and Quality were apprehended and caR into Prifon, in which 
number was Meletius BiRiop of Lycus in Thebais, a perfon, next Pe- 
ter, of greateR Authority and Power, and under him Dire£l:or gene¬ 
ral of all the Affairs of the Church. Theleverity of the Perfecution 
(fo Epiphanius d relates the Story, though nowhere more confus’d * Ailv : 
andIcarclefs than in the Meletian and Arian Relations, and in this ? f ^ AN 11 
cafe reporting things not very confidently with other Writers of F * 
thofc Times,) tempted many of all Orders of men, to renounce the 

Faith, 
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faith, and comply with the GentiIt Rites, who repenting afterwards 
of what they had done, apply’d themfelves to the Martyrs and Con- 
jfeflbrs in Prifon for Abfolution, that they might be reftor’d to Peace 
and Communion with the Church. This, Meletins and others would 
by no means yield to, affirming it would fet open the door to Apo- 
ftacy from the Chriftian Faith, if when men had laps’d into Idolatry, 
they mi^ht at their return find fo ready entertainment A/e* a tied with 
the refentments and compaffion of a common Father, was for the more 
mild and moderate Opinion, that a time of Pennance being affign’d, 
they might be re-admitted into the Church, leftAfffiaion be added 
to the afflicted, and men being put upon a defperate Iffue, might be 
tempted to a total and final Apoftacy from CImfhanity. But not 
being able to prevail either by Arguments or Intreaties, he hung 
up his Mantle crofs the Prifon, crying out, they that are of my fide, 
let them come hither; they that are for Melt tins , let them go to him. 
Whereupon a few Bifiiops and others came over to him, the great- 
efi: part remaining with Me It tins* Which widened the difference 
into liich a Breach, that ever after they parted Companies, and in all 
AQs of divine Worfhip, kept their feparate AfTemblies. But it was 
hot long before Meletins himfelf flood in need of that Mercy, which 
he had fo rigidly denied to others, being through the infirmity of his 
Faith, betray’d to offer Sacrifice to Idols. Which though not men¬ 
tion’d’by Epiphanitts, (who doubtlefs tranferib’d his Reports out of 
the A£ts of the Meletians, which may juftly be prefum’d partial in 
their own Caufe) is yet by a much better Author, I mean Atb.w.ifnts 
IT. e himfelf, who adds, that for this, and fome other Crimes, whereof 
he flood convift, (meaning, Ifuppofc, his fchifmatical Proceedings) 
- /'• * 4 - p cter in a common meeting of Bifiiops, depos’d him from his Order. 

The IfTue was, Peter receiv’d the Crown of Martyrdom, Meletins 
beinc* got out of Prifon, Rill bore up himfelf with the Power and 
Reputation of a Bifhop, ordaining Bifiiops, Presbyters and Deacons 
whercever he came, ere&ing Churches for his own Party, and re- 
fufing to communicate with the other; each Party diflingufilling 
their AfTemblies by an Infcription over their Church doors; thofe 
who belong’d to Peter , and pofTefs’d the Churches of the old Foun¬ 
dations, entitling themfelves, the. Catholick Church ; thofe of Mele- 
trnsy the Church of the Martyrs. This Schifm commenc’d Ann . CCCVI. 
Meletins vomiting up nothing but railings and reproaches againfl 
Peter and his SuccefTors, complaining how much lie had been injur’d 
by them. How far he and his Party were ccnfur’d in the Nicene Synod, 
and what were their Confpiracies and Combinations againfl Athanafms , 
we may hear more afterwards. 

IV. AMONGST others that went along with the Meletian 
Schifm, was Arias, the Son of Amounts, a Libyan by Birth, (a Coun¬ 
try fruitful in monflrous and unnatural Productions) though Photins 
t n „;p' If atl f and fome others exprefiy make him an Alexandrian. A man of a 
ai/cb imtg.p .4 fubtle and verfatil Wit, of a turbulent and unquiet Head, but which 
* a, /,he vail’d with a fpecious Mask of Sanftity. Upon his delating * the 
c. 15. m 26. Meletian Party, he was made Deacon by Peter ; but difiiking after¬ 
wards the Bifhop’s fevere Proceedings againfl Meletins , was rejected 
and expcll’d the Church. A little before Peter's Suffering, he 
mightily follicited to be again reftor’d to his Place. But Peter knew 
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the temper of the man too well to hearken to it; and if the Alls 
e of his Martyrdopi,of no inconfiderablc Antiquity,be of any Credit lie s an. Mirtyr. 
was exprefiy forbidden it by a Vifion from Heaven; our Lord appearing ‘VTA 1 - 
tolnm in the form of a beautiful Youth, with a bright fihining Com® 
tcnance, clad in a Lumen Coat, torn all in pieces from top to bottom ™ 
And when the good Billion askt who had thus rent his Garment; 
he am wered, twas Anus had done it; and withall, charg'd him not/'’Sf 
to admit him to Communion. Great and powerful Interccdion would si ' ui,i ‘ OJ '" r ' 
be made for him to that end, but he fhould not do it, but fhould give c ' 5 ' p ‘ 86 ‘ 
the like charge to Achillas and Alexander his Presbyters, who were to 
be his SuccefTors. Thcncxtday " came a great crowd of Presbyters .**,„*=! 
and Deacons to the Prifon (whom Arins had engag'd to fpeak for 
him,) carneflly importuning the Bifhop for his Abfolution. No fooner 
had they mention'd his name, but he interrupted them; Anns (Paid 
lie) jball be fiparatedfrom the glory of God, both in this World, and in 
that which is to come, even ns he himfelffeparated the Son of God from 
the Glory and Co-effentiality of the Father . ( Though he did not 

actually do tins till afterwards.) And taking Achillas and Alex 
ander afide, he acquainted them with his Vifion, and imparted to 
them the fame Charge that had been delivered to him. Peter being 
con him mated by Martyrdom, Achillas one of the Presbyters of that 
Church fucccedcd him; a man Grave and Pious, but of a more calm 
and eafie Difpofition than his Predeceffor. An advantage which Arins 
knew how to improve, and accordingly upon the Profefiion of his 
Repentance was reftor’d yea and advanc’d to the Order of a Presbyter 
one of the Churches of Alexandria call’d Baucalis, being affignd to 
him for his Cure ; fork was the 1 Conftitution of that place, that *' *■?¥>• contt.

4. to fay, that Theodor it r makes the Arian Achilla to have been of no 
r ' 20 ' higher order than a Deacon ; ai >4 admit him with others to have 
been a Presbyter, yet incredible is it, that there fhoulcl be no tidings 
of his Depontion, efpecially when in the fame Lift with him and 
others condemned by Alexander, Secandas, _ and ! Theonas , are reckon’d 
f A*.sotr. Li. up, r and particularly laid to have been Bilhops heretofore. Befides, 
r. 6. p. 10. t j iat Athanafta s t fl-yj es oyr I3ifli 0 p the Great Achillas ; a Title which 
ouTi pH33. he would not have beftow’d upon him, had lie either joyn’d with 
Arias, or done any thing that might make him obnoxious to be de¬ 
pos’d from his Epifcopal Station. But the Error is too grofs, to de¬ 
fer ve a Confutation. 

V. TO Achillas fucceeded Alexander, one whom for his Piety, 
Juftice, Candor and Courtefte, Kindnefs to all, and Charity to the 
Poor, both Clergy and People had in great Veneration. But impoffi- 
ble it is to pleafe all, Arms fecretly ftomach’d the Elc&ion, that one 
to whom he thought himfelf no whit Inferior, fhould be prefer’d be- . 
• fore him. And this is 11 generally fuppos’d to have given the firft 

p.i.iLtrtf.Fri. occa f lon to hi s Parting alide, and to his after-Innovations in the 
tl'lI m38. Church. ’Tis true the Arlan Hiftorian * gives quite another ac- 
- piuioji. H. ’ count of it, that at the Elettion, when the greater number of Suffra- 
KiLi.i.e.S. g CSWere f or Arms , he modeftly gave Alexander the Precedence, and 
M * transfer’d his Votes over to him. A thing fo contrary to the proud 
and turbulent Spirit of the man, that it needs no more to make it 
Teem improbable, if Philofiorgit/s his known Partiality to the Caufc 
did not render it fufpe&ed. ‘ Alexander for fome time had Anus in 
goodefteem, who in the mean while went on in his Parifh-cure, 
where he began to vent x his heretical Notions, as did alio Colly - 
ixnu.p.s 07. t h us , Carpoms , and Sonatas, Presbyters of particular Churches in 
l.xix.p.311. t h e fame City ; who by difperfing difterent Dcttrines amongft their 
People, drew them feveral wayes, each Party fLyling it felf after the 
name of its Teacher ; fome Collythians, others Arlans. Of all which 
Alexander is laid to have been Ignorant, till Mvletins (who though 
Schifmatical in Pra&ice, was found in the Faith) came to him and 
gave him notice of it, defiring a fpeedy flop might be put to it: Ac¬ 
cordingly Arias was fent for, and being examin’d concerning the Mat¬ 
ter, at firft fight confefs’d it, and flood to it. A Paffage I am apt 
to think, told by the Meletians in favour of their Bifhop, and from 
them borrowed by Epiphanias. Indeed the firft occafion of Arias 
his difeovery of himfelf, is fomewhat differently related. Moft pro¬ 
bable it is, that Arias not knowing whence elfe to pick a Quarrel 
with his Diocefan, took occafion to cenfiire and impugn his Do&rine. 
y Son. 1 .1 ,c. 5. For Alexander y on a time, in the prefence of his Presbyters, and 
f.9. the reft of his Clergy, fomewhat boldly difeours’d concerning the 

holy Trinity, affirming, that in the Trinity there was an Unity. 
This Arias prefently laid hold on, and fuppofing the Bifhop to have 
meant it in th cSahe/lian Sence, run himfelf into the contrary extream, 
eagerly diluting againft it to this effect; that if the Father begat 
the Son, then the Son had a Beginning of fubfiftencc, and confe- 
quently that there was a time, when he was not a Son, and therefore 
proceeded oitt of nothing. The Controverfie thus unhappily ftarted 
quickly engag’d many on either fide, for the allaying whereof, Alex¬ 
ander caus’d feveral Meetings, wherein the Matter might be debated, 

hirfuelr 
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himfelf moderating in the feveral Difputaiions. In one of which it 
was, f if there was any Foundation for what Philo(l or gins * and Ni- 1 Pbihjl. he. 
cep.horns a report) that Alexander fill'-nam’d Baacalis or Crook-back'd, ? 7 *- 
an Alexondrim Presbyter, being vex'd that Arias had fometime been c. ft w>\ 
prefer d before him, charg d him home for an Innovator in the Faith c onj.so^m.i.\. 
For the ending of which conteft, Alexander invited them to canvafs c ‘‘ 5 ' f ' 4 ** 
the Matter by fair and amicable Dilcourfes, which being done in fe¬ 
veral Difputes according to the Circumftances of their Deputation 
he fometimes inclin’d to one, and fometimes to another, till at Iaft 
lie pofitively determin’d againft thole Dottrines which Arms had 
maintain’d. Hence it is, that Conftamine the Great, in a Letter 
b joyntly written to Alexander and Arias , blames them both, the one b r ,f a* 
for propounding nice and fubtlc Queftions to his Presbyters the 
other for returning Anfwcrs concerning things never to be thought 474 ’ 
of or if once thought of, to be immediately ftifled in the profoundeft 
Silence. 

VI. BEFORE we proceed any farther in the Courfc of the 
Story, it will not he amifs to enquire into the true State of the Con 
troyer/ie, and to fix the Notion of the Arian Principles, wherein we 
ihall not take our Mcafures mecrly from the account of his Adverfarics 
who may be ftifpe&ec! fometimes more partially to reprefent them • 
but from what of his own Epiftlcs and Writings is yet extant, which’ 
as well as the Nature of fuch tilings will bear, we will endeavour 
to defenbe in Ins own Words. And firft for the Principles which 
he was charged to oppofc; he tells c us they were thefe, viz. that « 
od \k as alwayes, the Son alwayes; the l ather together the Son J ?‘ 
together; that the Son in an unbegotten way does co-cxift with 
Ood, being ever-begotten ; that God docs not precede the Son in 
one mmnte no nor io much as in a thought; and that the Son is of 
God himfelf. And then for his own Principles which he alferted 
he declares, that the Son is not unbegotten, nor any wayes any part 
0 the unbegotten, that by Council and Decree he did before all Times 
and Ages fubfill pci left God, the only begotten, and immutable- 
aid Imt before he was begotten, or created, or determin’d, or found'

the Son: That in ihort, the father is invifible, ineffable, incompre- 
hcnfiblc to the Son; and that’tis evident, that that which has a be- 
ginning, can never throughly underhand or comprehend tlic Nature 
. *» P „. and (Quality of that which is without beginning;: lliat there are 
three Subfiftences, and that God, as being the Caufc o all is alone 
without beginning; that the Son was begotten of the l ather with¬ 
out time, and made and felled before tune,- but was not before he 
was begotten, and as fuch did alone fubfift with the ather ; that 
he is not eternal, nor co-eternal, nor begotten together with the 
Father, nor lias the fame Being with him as lome affirm, introdu¬ 
cing two unbegotten Principles; but as God is Unity, and the Prin¬ 
ciple of all things, fo he is before them, and confequcntly before the 
Son. From all which it appears, what Arm aborted, viz. that God 
was, before he was a Father; that lie was before the Son, not only 
in older of Nature, but of Time; that the Son though begotten of 
him, has not the fame Effcnce, Power, and Glory with him; not 
made of his Subffancc, or at all partaking of lus Nature, or cx.fti.ig 
in his Fffence, but altogether different both 1.1 Nature and Power, 
though form’d to the perfeft likenels of it; as hufibm of AWcvIm 
( peaksout in his Letter < to Paulin* Bifliop of lyre: That what 
c.6.p. 22. fulififtance he had from Eternity, was efi fap by the Will 

and Council of God ; that he is a God by Conftitution, and as the 
Father imparts lome Divinity to him ; and that he was made cre¬ 
ated, and cftablilh’d, though in a more fublimc and myIterious Way, 
T)( PUtnnico- than any part of the Creation. If it Hiall be askt, whence Arias 
’« deriv’d thele Notions, probable it is, he took the hint from the Do- 

ZcIlIZ arine of the later Pltomftt, who at this time govern d the Schools 
fimitim & at Alexandria. For although the ancient Dottnne ot the Platomck 
mumUbtdi Trinity, averting three divine Hjfopfes, the the NX;or 

and the fei, all eternal, neccffarily ex.ftent, undeftroyable, 
and in a manner infinite, and which had a common*™ Srciov y or Deity, 
though this Scheme rightly ftated, gave little, if any, encourage¬ 
ment to the Principles of Arm, yet the junior Platomfls ot that 
time, out of fpitc to Chriftianity, (to which the old Scheme did 
too near approach; began to depart from the ancient Doftnne ot 
Plato in this Matter, fetching the Differences, and gradual Subor¬ 
dination which the Elder Platonifts had made amongft the ILypcpfes, 
into too wide a diftance, particularly they made the third Hypo/hfis 
to be iltiM) the immediate Soul of the World, informing 

and afting all parts of the Creation, thereby blending God and the 
Creature together, or rather debafing the Deity into the rank of Crea¬ 
tures. Now Arias having been brought up in the Schools ot Alex¬ 
andria, and being a Perlbn of a quick fubtle Wit, eafily caught up 
thele Notions, and adapting them to the Chriftian Trinity, begaruo

affertfo wide a diftance between the Hrft and fecond Perlori (for as 
yet nothing was laid concerning the third; as plainly to degrade it 
into the form of created Beings, though ftill fheltring hitnfelf under 
ambiguous ExprelFions. And for this attempt he was not a little 
prepar’d by the Principles which he had fuckt in from Lucian of 
Antioch (though whether at the Hrft or fecond hand it is hard to lay) 
concerning the Perlbn of our blcffed Saviour, whom he maintain’d 
to be no more than a meer man, which Lucian hirnfclf had deriv’d 
from Pam! of Sawo/ata. For that Arias was one of that Tribe, we lhall 
fee by and by. 

VII. THESE impious and pernicious Principles, which Arias 
propagated both by word and writing, were greedily entertain’d by 
Perfons of lode and tollable Minds, as indeedthc minds of men are 
naturally dilpos’d to novel and curious Opinions, and men are moft 
apt to admire what they do not underftand. Arias like a man that 
wasrefolv’d to go on with what he had begun, preach’d h diligently rhoi 1.1, 
at his Church, and liberally fcatter’d his Notions amongft the Pco- c ' p ' h 
pie, and not there only, but diffus’d the Venom in all publick Meet¬ 
ings and Conferences where he came, and that no method of a fubtle 
Hcretick might be left unattempted, went home to their Houfes, and 
by crafty Infinuations, gain’d Profelytes to his Do&rine. By which 
means he fbon made himlelf a confidcrable Intercft amongft the com¬ 
mon People, and had drawn 1 over to him DCC. Women that pro- *»>;»&. 
fefs’d Virginity, and gain’d footing amongft the Guides themfolves, lxix./lji^ 
and thofc both of the inferior and fuperior Order , not only in 
Alexandria , but Pentapolis , and the Parts thereabouts. It was high 
time for Alexander to have his Eyes about him, while the envious 
man thus lowed the Tares. He had treated the man by all prudent 
and gentle Methods, by wife Counfcls, and friendly Admonition, 
if by any means he mifeht reduce him to a right Mind. But the ftub- 
born Heretick was not to be wrought upon by arts of Kindnels, and 
was therefore to be cut off 4 by publick Confutes. In order whereunto 
" Alexander fummon’d a Synod of all the Bilhops under his Jurif * n , ht] . hl[r , 
di£tion,who met at Alexandria, and having examin’d the Matter, con- ixPui.r.^. 
demn’d hisDoftrinc, depriv’d him of his minifterial Station, and ex- LXLX ' i 
poll’d him, with nine more of his adherents out of the Church.

Hofius 
fent by him to Alexandria, not imploy d in thefe Affairs as the Pope's 
Lcgat , jhendd againfl Baronius. A Synod holden by him at Alexan- 
dria^ but without any good EffUl. 

I. A RIDS though deprefs’d by the publick Sentence of the 
h\ Synod, yet was fo far from being difeourag’d in the Profc- 
-L a. cution of his Caufe, that lie purified it with more Life and 
Vigor than before. What he could no longer do by his publick 
uux. npifl. Miniflry in the Church, he carried 11 on by elancular and private 
l'. Arts, fetting up Conventicles for his Party, mingling himlelf with 
tijuf. ' ’ every Company, and Halting opportunities ofDilcourfe, running tip 
and down both in City and Country, and filling all places with 
Clamours againfl ^ xander, and the Synodical Cenfurcs. Nay the 
very Women whom he had inveigled over to his Party, immodefily 
ran up and down the Streets and High-waycs, to tell Tales for him 
in every Corner, to plead his Caufe, and promote his Intereft; fbtnc 
of them taking upon them to follicit the Jufticc of the publick Tri¬ 
bunals, to take Cognizance of his Cafe, and to refeind the Sentence 
of his Diocefan, creating the aged and venerable Bifhop all imagin¬ 
able trouble and difiurbance. By thefe and fitch-like Artifices" he 
dayly increas’d and got ground at home, himlelf all the while fuc- 
cc Is fully filhing in the troubled Waters. Abroad lie fiipported and 
advanc’d his Reputation by frequent Mcfiages and Difpatchcs, by 
writing to feveralof the moft noted and eminent Bifliops of the Ea/l, 
to whom held drefs’d up his Notions, difguis’cl his Affairs, put fo 
fpccious and plaulihlc a colour upon his Caiile, that fdme of them 
openly appear’d in his behalf, and molt fent to Alexander to mediate 
a Peace and Reconciliation, the thing which Arius pretended he mod 
defil’d. By this means Alexander found it necdlary to make publick, 
what he had hitherto ffipprefs’d and ftifllcd, the true State ol the 
Cafe, writing to mod of the Eaflern Billions. His Letter to y/Cv,?;/- 
dcr Bi(hopof wtium (for to him Throdorit exprelly fayes it was 
written, otherwile I Oiould for fonu Rea Ions have gucll it to have

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been Alexander Bifhop of Theffalonica) is yet extant, ° “ Wherein 
« j lc fi r ft complains that Arius and his Party, had upon ill Defigns, 
ic an j by ill Arts, advanc’d and introduc’d an impious Herefie into 
<£ the Church, aDo&rineas deftru&ive to the Deity of the Son of 
“ God, as that of either Jews or Gentiles , which they fecurely vent- 
« e d inthofe Dens of Thieves to which they had betaken themfelves, 
u and wherein they skulkt day and night: And not content with 
“ this, began to promote an open Schiim and Sedition, making ufe 
« of the diforderly Women, wliom they had feduc’d over to their 
“Side, to propagate their Fa&ion in every Corner, yea, and topre- 
“ for Indidmcnts againfl: him before the civil Magiftrates. And 
« tliough by realon of their elancular Adings he had fomewhat late

“ Next, he expofes the Impiety of their Principles, concerning the 
i( divine Nature, and eternal cxiftenceof the Son of God ; and fhews 
“ at what places of Scripture they took Sanduary to defend them- 
a felves; all which he refutes at large with admirable clearnefs and 
“ dexterity, and withal! Hates the Catholick Dodrine in this Mat- 
“ ter. Then lie proceeds to enquire into the Original of thefe mens 
“ Principles, which lie fhews to have beeh firfl: brooded and hatcht 
“ by Ebion and Art cm as, afterwards nourifhed by Paul of Samofata,

“ never fo much as entred into the thoughts of any but of themfelves 
“alone. This he cry es out upon as a moft impious Arrogance, and 
“ an unmenfurablc madnels, a piece of Pride kindled by the Devil, 
“ which neither the divine Demonftration of Scripture, nor the una- 
“ nimous Content of Bifliops in the Do&rine of Chrift, was able to 
“ reftrain; nay, that herein they out-did the Impiety of the Devil, 
<c who dtirft not utter one word to blafpheme the Son of God. Hence 
“ he goes on to declare his belief in all the great Articles of the Creed, 
“ both concerning God the Father, the Son, and the holy Ghoft; 
tl the one Catholick and Apoftolick Church, the Refurrettion of the 
“ Dead, founded in that of our Lord Jeffs Chrifl, who truly, and 
° not in appearance, took our Flefh upon him, and was born oft Mary 
“ the Mother of God (6k t Siofow Mag/at) and in the end of the 

World 
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“ World came hither for the Expiation of fin, who was ci'ucificd 
<c and died (though without any impairing, or difpatagement to his 
“ Godhead) rote again from the Dead, was taken up into Heaven 
“ and fet down at the right Hand of the divine Majefty. This was 
“ the Dottrine he taught and preach’d, this the Apoftolick Faith of 
“ the Church, for which he was ready to lay down his Life, little 
a regarding the Oppofition that was made againft it by Arins and his 
“ Accomplices, Enemies of the Truth, who were therefore expell’d 
° the Church, according to S. Paul's fentence in the Calc, that if 
“ any one, yea though pretending himfelf, an Angel from Heaven 
“ fhould preach any other G of pel than what they had receiv'd, he fhould 
“ be accurfed. In Conclufion he advifes him, tliat he would keep 
“ a vigilant Eye upon them, who under a pretence of Peace and Piety, 
“labour’d to inlinuate themfclves in all Parts, that he would give 
“ them no entertainment, who had been regularly expell’d and call: 
“ out of the Church, but by Letters would teftifie his agreement in 
“ the Apoftolick Dottrine, and his Approbation of what he had 
“ a&cd againft thole Gain-Payers, as great numbers had done in all 
“ Provinces, as he miglit fee by the account which by Appiori his 
“ Deacon he then fent to him. This is the fiim of that very prolix 
Letter, which though particularly directed to the Bilhop of Byzan¬ 
tium, yet (as is plain from feveral Paflages in it) was intended to be 
of a more general Concernment, and that Copies of it (as no doubt 
they were; fhould be communicated to all the neighbour Bifiiops. 
m«nUb.p.2o To the fame EfFeCt he wrote p to Phihgonius Li (hop of Antioch, Ea- 
L Jm 'i f U c6 and many more, to the number in all from firft to 

f,T 5 . ‘ laft of LXX. Epiftles, which together with their Anfwcrs, were 
carefully colle&ed and kept together ; as were alfo thofe of Arins and 
his fide, and laid up in the feveral Repofitories of each Party,whence 
the Writers of thofe times furnifli’d themfclves with Materials for the 
Tranfa&ions of that Age. 

II. AMONGST thofe to whom Arins addrefs’d himfelf, the 
chief was Enfebius Bifhop of Nicomedia , the Head and Champion of 
the Caufe. He had fbmetime been Bifhop of Berytm in Syria, and 
thence tranflated to Nicomedm, which being at that time the Seat of 
the Eaflern Emperors, gave him a fair Opportunity to ingratiate him¬ 
felf with the great Minifters of State, and to render himfelf confkler- 
able for Power and Intereft at Court. He was a man of Parts and 
Learning, of a fubtle and a daring Temper, but of a Head deeply 
infe&ed with thofe Principles, which Arim had newly broach’d to 
the World. For which we are to know, that Paul ofSamofata Bifhop 
of Antioch in the declining Part of the foregoing Age, had been by a 
Synod depos’d for fome heretical Doftrines, concerning the Trinity, 
and the Perfon of the Son of God. Thefe Principles with fome Im¬ 
provements and Alterations, Lucian, who was born at the fame Town 
of Samofata, and about the fiime time Presbyter alfo of the Church 
of Antioch, took up, and fo ftiffly maintain’d, that for many years, 

< Ahx. ryiff. during the intire prefidency s or the three fucceeding Bifiiops, he 
a?. Then,!, ubi withdrew himfelf from the Communion of the Church; though 
s,?r ' !> ' 1 towards the end of his Life, he probably retraced his Errors, and 
fufFercd Martyrdom under the late Perfecution. Difciples he had 
many, whom he had train’d up in his erroneous Opinion, who 

held 
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ileld r together in fo ftrift a Fraternity, tliat they diftinguifh’d them- r L i* 
felvcs by the name of Xvxwxictnrdj, Fellow-Lucianifis , by which title C,I 4 >' 5*P-47S 
Arim ftiles Enfebius in his Letter to him. For indeed Enfebius was 
one of Lucians principal Schollars, who fo ftrenuoufly defended liis 
Mafter’s Principles, that he made all his Intereft fubfervient to it. 

To him therefore Arins dire&s a Letter, f which he fent by Ids e f xt - *?• n '~ 
Father Ammonias, wherein he falutes him with the Titles of the 
mojl dtftr able Lord, the?nanofGod, the faithful and orthodox Enfebius . loc.cit. 

Ill it he complains of Alexander's fevere arid unjuft Proceedings againft: 
him, meerly for his defence of Truth, that he turn’d every Stone to‘ 
do him mifehief, and had expclPd him for not fubferibing to Princi¬ 
ples which he could not own, arid riot him only, but had denounc’d 
ail Anathema againft Enfebius of Cafarea, Theodotus, Paulinas , Grego¬ 
rius, and other Eaflern Bifhops, (not that Alexander had particularly 
condemn’d any of thefe, but only under the general name of Friends 
and Favourers of the Arlan Caufe,) defiring his favour, and to be 
mindful of thofe Troubles, which his Zeal for Truth had brought 
upon him. Enfebius, forward enough to undertake the Patronage 
of the Caufe, writes 1 feveral times to Alexander about this Matter, * socr. /.r.r.tf# 
Magifterially requiring him to loofe the band of Excommunication, ? * 13, * 4 * 
ana reftore Arias to Communion, as one whole Sentiments were 
feund and orthodox. And not content with this, he prefently writes 
“ to Paulinas of Tyre, chiding him for his Silence and Negligence; » ExU 
siftd preffing him to write tp Alexander, as hoping his Interceffion Tbtod. ib. 
might prevail. Vex’d to fee that nothing was done by all this irn - c ' 6, ?' 22 ' 
portumty, he fummon’d » v a Synod of the Bithynian Bifnops, wliere »soxpm. 1. u 
Letters were written to the Bifhops of other Parts, that they would c. 15 p* 4 a8 * 
communicate with Arias and his Adherents, as Perfons found in the 
Faith, and u(e their endeavours with Alexander to receive them again 
into the Church. But the good Bifhop flood firm and immovable 
as a Rock, deaf to .all fuch Importunities. Which Arias perceiving, 
fent Agents to the Bifiiops of PaLefine, defiring that by their Sentence 
he might be allow’d to affemble his Congregation, as aforetime he 
had done. The Bifhops being met, affented to his Petition, but with- 
all, charg’d him and his Fellows to behave themfelves with all due 
Reverence and Submillion to their own Bifhop. 

III. ELATED with the Letters arid Irtterpofals of fo many 
and fiich potent Interceffors; Arim behav’d himfelf with greater 
Arrogance than before. He boafted of his great Alliances, and th6 
numbers of thofe that contented with him, fhewed the Letters that 
had been written to him, and in his behalf, proceeded confidently 
in his feditious Meetings, and defpis’d his Adverfaries as fimple and 
illiterate, 'i 0 reprefs whofe Infolence, Alexander found itneceflarv 
to convene a fecond Synod at Alexandria \ for that it was diftin£t 
from the former, feems evident from the number of the Perfons fen- 
tenc’d, ten only being condemn’d in the firft, fourteen in this latter 
Synod, two of which, viz,, Secnndm and L he on as were Lybian Bi¬ 
fiiops, who having joyn’d themfelves to the Arian Party, were now 
condemn’d with them. In this Synod met near an hundred Bifhops 
out of Egypt and Lvbia, who folemnly excommunicated the man and 
all his Partners, declaring them to be fallen from the Catholick 
Faith, and cut off from the Church 6f Chrift. Accordingly Epipha -

ANASIUS. 


'Loufyr.cit. tells * us, that Arius after his firft Condemnation, having ftaid 
a long time at Alexandria, was at length apprehended* and brought 
c-is tteypgv cv oroha, & ex.w!if>vxl(&> yvyivmvm , to a Convidion or 
Confutation in the City, and by publick Proclamation profcrib’d and 
banifti’d. Of thefe Proceedings Alexander prefently publifh’d an ac¬ 
count, and as before he had written to particular Bilhops, lb now 
i Ext.ap. 5 ocr, he wrote a more general and Encyclical Epiftle, y direded to all the 
c)iaf. ' P cn. H. and Governours of the Church, calling upon them as Mem- 

Cone. Hie. 1.2. bers of the fame Body, to entertain a comparfionate Sympathy with 
03. coi. i*i 4 * the State of his Church. 

This Epiftle is much Ihortet than that heretofore written to Alex¬ 
ander, and containing a brief, but /rue State of the Comroverfic 
then on foot, we fhaYl here fet it down. 

T O our dear and venerable Brethren, our Colleagues in the Mint/try 
of the Catholich Church wherefoever differs'), Alexander in the 
Lord greeting* For as much as the Body of the Catholich Church is but 
one, and that rve are commanded in the holy Scriptures to keep the bond of 
Peace and Concord, it is very fit that we (hottld write to you , and that 
whatever paffes amongft us, fbould be mutually communicated to one ano¬ 
ther, fo that whether one Member fuffer , we alfo may Puffer with it; or 
one Member rejoyce, we may rejoyce with it* Kjiow therefore that within 
our Diocefs, certain bad wen , Enemies to Chrijl are rifen up, who propa¬ 
gate an Apod acy ; which a man may very truly judge and ftyle the fotr- 
runner 0/Aflti-chrift. De[irons I was to have fliffled and conceal'd this 
Matter, that the Venom might have been kept only within thefe Apoftates , 
and fo have expir'd, and not fpread itJelf abroad into other Parts, and 
infetf the Minds of the Simple* But ftnee Eufebius now Bifl/op c/Nico- 
media (who f refumes that the difpofal of all Fcclepaftick Affairs is lodged 
with him, e/pecially fince having deferted Berytus, he has poffefs'd himfelf 
of the See 0/Nicomedia, without being profecuted for it as a Violator of 
the Canons ; pnee he) hath undertaken the Patronage of thefe Apoftates , 
and has written Letters in their Cotnmendation into all Parts, to feduce 
unwary and undifcertiing Perfons to this execrable and Anti-chriftiarl 
Herefte ; I thought it necejfary, conpdering what is written in the Law, 
to be no longer ft lent, but to acquaint yon all with the State of things , 
that you may both know the Apoftates themfelves, and underpaid the un¬ 
happy Terms and Expreffions of this Herefte, and that //Eufebius have 
written to any of you, you may give no heed to it. By thefe Perfons 
he endeavours to broach and bring to light that corrupt and perverfe Mind, 
which he has a long time conceal'd, and though he pretends he only writes 
in their behalf yet he fufficiently declares he does it upon his own account . 
The Names of thofe who have thus apoftattzd, are thefe, Arius, Achillas, 
Aithales, Carpones, another Arius, Sarmates, Euzoius, Lucius, Ju- 
lianus, Menas, Helladius, Gaius; and together with them , Secundus 
and Theonas, heretofore accounted Biftjops. The Doflrines which they 
have parted without any ground from Scripture, and which they publickly 
vent, are thefe. God (fay they) was not alwajes a Father, but there 
was a time, when he was God, but not Father : The word of God was not 
alwayes, but fprang out of nothing. For he that was God, made him that 
was not, out of that which was not ; and therefore there was a time , when 

he 
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he was not. For the Son is a Creature, and the Workmanftoip of Cmd * 
neither in Effence like to the Father, nor the true and natural Word or 
Wifdorn of the Father, but one of the Creatures that were made, aid i< 
only improperly ftyl'd the Word and Wifdorn : For as much as he himfelf 
was made by the genuine word of God, and by that Wifdorn that is in God 
by which God made him as well as all other things. 'Upon this account he 
is in his own nature mutable and alterable, as all rational Creatures are. 

He is a word Foreign , and feparated from the Effence of God. The Fa¬ 
ther is incomprehenftble and ineffable to the Son ; who neither perfectly and 
accurately knows him, nor is able perfectly to behold him. Nay the Sou 
under ft ands not his own Sub fiance, of what kind it is. For he was made 
for our Sakes, that by him as by an Inftrument God might create ns : Nor 
had he ever had any Being, had not God defend to create ns. And when 
they were ash, whether the Word of God wight change, as the Devil did 
they bluftjd not to reply, he might do fo ; for being made and created, he 
mu ft he of a mutable Nature. While therefore Arius and his Party difi 
conrs'dat this rate , and impudently preach'd thefe things up and down 
we with the Biflops of Egypt and Libya, to the number of near an hun¬ 
dred, met in a Synod, where wc anathematiz'd them, and all that adher'd 
to them. Notwithftandtng which, Eufebius and his Followers oave them 
entertainment, endeavouring to blend Falfhood with 7 ruth, and to confound 
Impiety and Religion. But they fhall be able to do nothing. For Truth 
is Mighty, and will overcome ; neither is there any Communion of light 
with darknefs, or any Concord of Chrift with BJiaT, who ever heard 
ofJuch things as thefe before? Or who is there that hears them now and 
does-not ft and amaz'd, and flop his ears, that they may not be defil'd with 
fuch wretched and infectious Difcourfes ? Who can hear S. John fay la 
the beginning was the Word, and not prcfntly condemn thofe \'that 
afjert, that there iv.es a time when he was not? Or who can hear thofe Fx- 
pnffions in the Gofpel, the only begotten Son; and, by him all tilings 
were made, but he mnft abominate thofe that Affirm, that the Son is one 
of the Creatures ? For how can he be one of thofe things which himfelf made ? 

Or how can he be the only begotten, who according to them is levell'd with 
the ra„k of all created Beings? How can he arife out of nothin?, when 
the Lather affures us * my heart hath lent forth a good Word ; and . Pr ,- m 
clfcwbere, b from the Womb before the day-fpring have I begotten thee ? '• 

Or how is he m Sub fiance unlike the Lather, when he is tile per fed Image b 1>l3hn aXm 
and bnghtnefs of his Father, and has himfelf told us, he that hath feen 4 ’ Sipt ' iiS ’ 
me hath feen the father ? How can the Son be the Word and Wifdorn 
of God, if there was a time, when he was not ? For 'tis as if they fbould 
Jay, there was a time, when God was without Wifdorn and Reafon. How 
can he jc liable to Change and Alteration, when he tells ns of himfelf I 
am in the father, and the father in me ? And, 1 and tile father am 
one; and by the Prophet, behold, I am, and I change not. And 
though fame may refer this Expnfffon to the Father, yet may it now be 
more conveniently underftood of the Son; for that being become man he 
ts not changed, but as the Apoftle ftyes , Jefus Chrift, ‘the fame to day 
yeiterday, and for ever. But what w.ts it induc'd them to affirm, that he 
was made for us ; when S. Paul teftifics, for whom, and by whom are all 
tilings ? As for their blafphcmous afferting, that the Son does not perfectly 
know Use Laih^Nf ought to wonder at it. For bavin? once pro¬ 
claim d H ar agamft Chrift , they eaftlyfet at nought his words,that tell us, as 
H 2 the 
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the Father knows me, fo know I the Father. If therefore the Father 
knows the Son in fart, plain it is * that. the Son alfo in part knows the 
Father, hut if it be unlawful to affirm that , and if the Father per - 
fdlly knows the Son , 'tis moft evident, that in the fame manner that the 
Fat her knows his Word, in the fame does the Word know his Father, whofe 
Word he is. With thefe Arguments, and the frequent urging of the holy 
Scriptures, we have of ten convinc'd and filenced them. But they CJiame- 
]ioil-///v, prefintly again chang'd colour, making good in them]’elves, that 
which is written ; that when the wicked is come to the bottom of evil, he 
will flill defpife. Many Iff refits have arifen before thefe, which attempting 
more, than was meet, have fallen into folly and madnefs. But tfsefe men, 
by their attempts to deftroy the Divinity of the Word, which is the fcope 
and defign of all their Difcourfes, have juftifled all thofe ancient Hereftes, 
and do them]elves much nearer approach to Anti-chrift. For which caufe they 
are anathematized, and cut off f rom the Church. We arc indeed heartily 
griev'd for the Deft ruction of thefe men, and efpeci ally for that having 
In ret of ore receiv'd the Doctrine and Communion of the Church, they are 
now departed from it. Which yet we ought not to think ftrange. For 
thus did Hymcimis and Philctus, and Judas before them both, who 
having been a Dtfciple of our Saviour, became afterwards a 1 ray tor and 
an Apoflate. Nor have we been left without warning of thefe things . For 
our Lord foretold, Beware, left any man fcducc you. For many fhall 
come in my name, faying, I am he, and the time is at hand, and 
i hall deceive many : but go not after them. And Paul, who learnt 
thefe things from our Saviour, writes. thus: In the latter times fome 
fhall depart from the Faith, giving heed to (educing Spirits, and 
Doblrincs of Devils, that turn away men from the Truth. Since 
therefore our Lord and Saviour Jclus Chrift has both himfilf forewarn'd, 
and by hts Apoflle given ns notice of thefe Matters, we who were Ear - 
rvitnejfes of thefe mens Impiety, have jufily condemn'd them, and declar'd 
them ftparte from the Catholick Church and Faith. ’Ihis, dear and hon¬ 
oured Brethren, we have thought good to ftgnifie to your Piety, that yon 
may neither entertain any of them, if they fhall have the Confidence to 
come to you, nor give any credit to Eufebius or any man el fie that fijall 
write in their behalf. For it becomes us, as we are Chriftians, to turn 
away from all thofe that either opine, or /peak again(l Chrift, as Enemies 
to God, and Corrupters of mens Souls, and not fo much as bid them God 
fpeed, left we be partakers of their evil Deeds, as S. John has charg'd 
ns. Salute the Brethren that are with you. 'I hey that are with me f tlute 


This Epiftle was fubferib’d * by feventeen Presbyters of Alex an - 

• dria, and thirteen Deacons, whereof one was Athanaftus, and by 
’ fixtecn Presbyters, and as many Deacons of the Province of Mar.cot is. 

And indeed it was time for Alexander thus to beftir himfclf; for the 
Flame had not only kindled in his own Quarters, but began to fpread 
, it Iclf into moft other Churches. All places a were full of Schifins 

• and Factions, of Fewds and Quarrels, and that not with open Ene- 
‘ mies, but amongft Friends and Neighbours; nothing but Difputes 
’ and Controvcrfics heard in every Company ; and the common Peo¬ 
ple, who were leaft capable to underftand them, were made, not 
only.Spectators of the Differences, but Judges of the moft abftrufe 
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and intricate Doctrines of Religion: Nay the very Gentiles themlelvcs 
were furnifh’d with matter of Scorn and Laughter, and the fublimcft 
Articles of the Chriftian Faith, made fport for the lheater. 

IV. B Y this time Arias had left b Alexandria, which the Sen- b iff.;, nil 
tence of the late Synod had now made too hot for him. He fir ft re- ^ r ’ 
tir’d into PaUftine , to try what Reception he could find amongft the 
Bilhops there, to whom he addrefs’d himfclf with all the Arts of 
CourtfhipandlnfinuatioLi, that might beget in them a good Opinion 
of him and his Caufe, and oblige them to ftand his Friends. By 
many he was kindly entertain’d, but rejebfed by others. Which 
Alexander no fooiicr underftood, but lie wrote to the Pale fine Bifhops, 
to Eufbins of C afire a, Macarius of 'Jerufalem,^fculapius of Gaza, Lon¬ 
ginus of A fit Ion, and feveral others, reproving thofe that had us’d 
him with fb much kindnefs and civility ; who all by their feveral 
Anfwers, return’d him an account of what had been done; fome 
protefting that they had not receiv’d him, others that they had 
done it through ignorance and furprize, not knowing the State of 
his Cafe ; others that they did not conceive him to he fb bad as his 
Adverfaries reprefented him, and others, that they had done it in 
order to the reducing and reclaiming of him. However the EffebF 
was, that men generally became more fhy of his acquaintance and 
Company. Whereupon finding liis entertainment grow colder in 
thefe Parts, lie betook himfclf to his great Patron at Nicomedia • 
with whom he found a hearty Welcome, being receiv’d with all the 
Dcmonftrations of Affebtion and Friendfhip. While he continued 
here, he again attempted to reconcile himfclf to his own Bi/hop, by 
explaining his Principles, and avoiding what he thought might be 
charg’d upon them, though he rendred them not one Syllable better 
than he had done before, which lie did in a Letter c direbted to Alex. e pm. ay. a- 
ander after this manner. To the bleffed Pope Alexander, our Bifhup tb **' V 
the Presbyters and Deacons in our Lord greeting. The Faith which we iff f‘ l h ' 
have received from our Anceftors, and which we learnt even from yon M fp'yyff. 
bleffed Father, is this. We acknowledge one God, 8c c. The whole Let¬ 
ter contains nothing clfe but an Explication of their Dottrines; 
wherein, though at firft they feem to ffnooth over things with a 
plaufible Glofs, and terms contriv’d on purpofe to difguife their 
Meaning ; yet in fine, they plainly declar’d that the Son is neither 
Eternal nor Co-eternal, nor Co-effential with the Father, but that 
God is before the Son ; and this they confidently tell him is no more 
than what they learnt from his ownpublick Sermons in the Church! 

”■* his Letter was fubferib’d by Arms and his Company, being the 
whole number of thole who had been condemn’d in the late Synod 
excepting only the other Arins, who was either abfent at this time 
upon fome occafion, or his name it may be left out by Tran- 
feribers, as fiippofmg it the fame with the former. A long time 
Arins remain’d at Nicomedia , though with wliat fiiccefs to his Affairs 
is not knowai; after which he fceins to have return’d back to Alex¬ 
andria. 

V. THUS things flood till the year CCCXXIV when Con- 
flan tine having vanquifhed Licinins, was come to Nicomedia, d in- d confl. ryip. 
tending a farther Journey into the Fafi, into Syria, and PaUftine , and dtvh ' 
thence into Egypt , when he was advertis’d of the Diffentions at IT^.'^

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Alexandria, cither by Enfibins Bifhop of Nicomedia , or by Letters 
from Alexander, for that he wrote to the Emperor about this Affair, 
'Lie.(Hat. Epipbanins c cxprcfly tells us. The good Emperor was infinitely 
furpriz’cl and troubled at this unhappy News, and flopping his Jour- 
f ]-:et.q.r.«fib. ney, wrote f joyntly to Alexander and Arias, the two Heads ol the 
4-:>/ l; //. Hiifcnting Parties: In which Letter he tells them, that two things 
he had chiefly defign’d with himfelf, to reduce all Pcrfonsto an Unity 
and Agreement in matters of Religion, and to deliver the World from 
that Yoke of Tyranny that was upon it; and that having happily 
effected the latter by his late Triumph and Vittory, he was rciolutely 
bent upon the other, when the fad Tidings of their woful Differences 
overtook him : Differences which hfc underflood arofe from nice and 
curious Queftions, and which ought not to be bandied in fruitlefs and 
fitbtle Deputations ; that therefore they fhould forbear fiicli unpro¬ 
fitable Problems, and mutually accord and joyn together; and when 
they were agreed in the main duties and principles of Religion, fhould 
not for little things go on by fucli pertinacious Contentions, to diflraft 
the Minds of the People, and tear in pieces the Peace of the Church ; 
paffionatcly concluding, that they would return to mutual Love and 
Charity, and let the People enjoy their proper Kindncfs andFriend- 
fhip, and laying afide all quarrellbme.Feuds and Animofitics, would 
receive and embrace each other $ efpecially that at leaf! they would 
have fbmc regard to his cafe and quiet. “ Reflorc me (fayes he) my 
u calm and peaceable dayes, and my nights void of Cares, that fo hcre- 
u after I may enjoy comforts of pure Light, and the pleafure of a 
“quiet Life may be my Portion; otherwife I fhall ravel out my 
“.dayes in Tears and Sorrow, and bid adieu for the future to repole 
“ and cafe. For how fhall I be able to fiipport my mind, while my 
“ brethren, the People of God are rent afundcr by fiicli pernicious 
“ and fcandalous Schifms and Diflentions ? By your Concord open 
u my Journey into the Eafi, which you have block’d up by your 
“ Feuds and Quarrels} grant me thus much, that as foon as is poffible, 
<c I may fee you and all other People rejoycing together, and that 
“ we may unanimoufly celebrate the due Praifes of God for the com- 
“ mon Liberty, Peace and Concord. This Letter he lent by Hrfias 
Bifhop of Cordoba in Spain, who had been an eminent Confeffor 
under the late Perfecution, one for whom Conflantine had a great 
Honour and Reverence, and whom he now deputed as Umpire to

Affair might be deriv’d upon the See of Rome. But for this there’s 
no Foundation appears in Story, not one Syllable of the Pope’s being 
uc.ciu.6i. concern’d in it : All the account Enfibins '• gives of it is, that when 
/>• M2. t h c Emperor heard the News, he was paffionatcly concern’d at it, 
and looking upon it as a thing needy touching him, immediately 
difpatch’d away one of the Servants of God, that were then with 
him at Court, one Famous for the fobriety and excellency of his 
Faith, and his conflancy in Religion in the late Times, to compofe 
the Diflentions at Alexandria, furnifhing him with neceflary Letters 
to the Authors of them. Whereas Baronins fuggefts, what errand 
clfe could bring Hofins to Court ? As if ah hundred Occafions might 
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not bring him thither, that are to us unknown. But if a Reafon muft 
be affign’d, why might not Conftantine (who ever lov’d to have 
eminent Bifhops in his Company) bring him along with him out of 
th tlVeft? Or if he came upon publick bufinefs, I mould rather think 
it was upon the account of the Contorts of the Donatifis in Afirtck, 
whole caufe had been fo often heard and canvaft’d in Synods, both 
there, and in France , and at Rome, and that by the Emperor’s own 
Order andDirc&ion, to whom thofe Hcreticks frequently appeal’d: 

And this I am the rather inclin’d to believe, becaufe Conftantine in this 
very Epiftle 1 tells us, that upon his Victory over Licini*,, lie de- i vbi for* 
fign’d to convene Synods for the compofing thofe African Diflentions c. 66. Scq. 
which had fomiferably difturb’d and over-run the Church, which lie 
had effectually done, had not thefe new Alexandrian Differences in¬ 
terven’d. As for Hofins his fublcribing firfl in the Council of Nice, 
implying him thereby to have been the Papal Legat; admitting this 
to have been fo, yet this was not till afterwards, and might be done 
time enough, when Sihefier and the reft of the Bifhops receiv’d the 
Imperial Summons for that Synod. Nor could the Pope derive his 
Proxy upon a fitter PerTon, a man of great Name and Note, already 
converfant in thole Parts, and that had beeii concern’d and bufied iii 
thofe Affairs. But the beft of it is, there was no fuch thing, nor is 
there any ground in Story for afferting it. And accordingly we find 
men of Learning, k and zealous enough for the Irtterefts of the Church * Fr. B 
or Rome , who deny Hofins to have been the Pope’s Lepat in that Commint - in r* 
Council, and affirm him to have fiibfcrib’d only in the liame of the 
Province for which he ferv’d, and that whatever Prefideflcy or Au- M*- ui 
thorny he had in that Synod, it was deriv’d upon him by the Fathers citamu 
of the Council, and that only upon account of his excellent Learning, 
and eminent Confefforfhip in the times of Perfecution. u> 

, VI ; HOSIVS thus furnifh’d with the imperial Corilmiflion, 
takes Ins Journey for Alexandria , where being arriv’d, he delivered 
the Emperor’s Letters, and it was determin’d, that the Matter fhould 
” e a g" n exan iui’d in a publick Convention. Hereupon a Synod 1 of » m. aa 
tile Bitnops of thofe Parts was affembled,which Baronins *(who traded ^poi.n.p.6i^ 
no flirt her than in Latin Tranflations) calls a general Council, and iyuLs 
tliat for this Reafon, becaufe it was held by the Legat dfthsApo- am*/ip.'n. 
itohek Sec. Both certainly true alike. For neither did Hofins pre- xxm - 
fide in tins Synod as the Papal Legat, nor is this Synod in Atbanafins 
ityul a general Council, things being only laid to be manag’d 
wm ovvoftn, m a common Aflembly of the Egyptian Bifhops. What 
was particularly tranfaded in this Synod, we no where find, more 
than that Loll nth ns was depos’d, who having been Presbyter of one of 
the Panlh-Churches in Alexandria, had arrogantly affum’d to himfelf 
the Place and Title of a Bifhop, and as fuch had cortfecrated many into 
loly Orders, for which he was here ceilfur’d and reduc’d to his former 
Station, and the Ordination of thofe who had been cOnfccrated by 
1,m ’ p ec ‘ ar d null and void. As for the Arian Controverfies, we may 
guels by the Event what was the Iffue of this Meeting, no good being 
done in it, neither the Care and Authority of the Emperor, nor the 
Defence and Perfwafions of Hofins being able to prevail, the full de*- 
acting of the Cafe being referv’d tro a more publick and fclemii De¬ 
termination. 
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SECT. III. 

TJjc AFls and Proceedings of the Council of Nice. 

A general Council fnmmond at Nice from all Parts of the ChrtfiLm 
Church . The different Accounts of the Numbers that met in that Synod 
Whence this aroje. How many took part with Arius. 'The time and 
place of their Meeting. A bufie Philofopher filened and convinc'd by an 
illiterate Confeffor. The preliminary Difputes with Arius. The vigor 
and brisknefs of Athanafius in thofe Difputes. 'The manner of the 
Emperor's entrance into the Synod, and the Effects of his Speech to 
them . Their mutual Heats and Accufations qua ft by Conftantine, 
The Arian Doflrine more folemnly debated by the fathers. The Ariaii 
Formula by whom brought into the Synod . 7 he fnbtle Lvafuns of the 

Arians in the Niceties of the Difference between them and the Catho* 
licks. The Nicene Creed drawn up by Hofius, and approv'd by the 
Council. By whom rejelled . Arius and his Affociates b.inifh'd by the 
Emperor. Conftantine’r Editl againft them and their Writings , and 
command that they fimld be fly I'd Porphy rians. What Determination 
the Synod made in the Cafe of Meletius, and the PcrJ'on ordain'd by him . 
Their Decifion of the Palchal Controverftc. The number of the Canons 
made by them . What pajfed between Conftantine and Acefius the No- 
Vatian Bifhop. No reafon to queftion the Truth of that Story, The 
Synodical Epiftle to the Church of Alexandria, concerning the Tranfalli¬ 
ens of the Council. The Effells of fome of ConftantineV Ltr/tr.) to 
the fame purpofe . The End and Duration of the Synod : The Fathers 
magnificently treated by the Emperor. Eufebius of Nicomedia, and 
Tlieognis 0/Nice recant their Subfcription to the Decrees of the Synod, 
and are banifb'd by the Emperor their Boldnefs and Impiety. The true 
account of that Matter. 

I, AFTER Hofius had in vain attempted to make up the breach, 
/\ he return’d back to the Court at Nicomedia , to give the 
J- A. Emperor an account ofhisunfuccefsful Tranfa&ion at Alex¬ 
andria. But Conftantine defiring, if pofiiblc, to flop the Grangren 
from fpreading farther, and finding that no private Method would 
effect the Cure, refblv’d for the fupprefiing this and lome other Con- 
troverfies then on foot, to call in the afliftance of the whole Chrifti- 
an Church. To which purpofe he prefently ifiued out his Letters 
EuftbMvit. ,n into all parts of the Chriftian World, commanding the Bifhops 
confi.i.^.c.6 , and Clergy to meet together by a day appointed. Who nofooner 
i.&c.p.tM. rece j vec } t f le Summons, but flock’d out of all Provinces, from Syria, 
Cilicia , Phoenicia, Arabia , Pontus, Galatia, Pampbylia , Cappadocia, 
Afia, Phrygia , Per fin, Scythia , Egypt, Lybia , Thracia , Macedonia , 
Epirus, Italy , and whence not ? So that Eufebius compares this Coun¬ 
cil, to the great Apoftolical AfTembly that met together upon the day 
of Pcntccoft, where there were Parthians, Medes , Elamites , and the 
dwellers in Mefopotamia, and in Judied, and Cappadocia ; ill Pontus and 
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Alia Phrygia and Pamphilia, in Egypt ; and in the part of Lybia about 
Cyrene, Strangers of Rome, Jews and Profelytes, Cretes and Arabians , 
men out of every Nation under Heaven. Only herein (as he obferves) 
this had the advantage of the other, that in that the greateft part 
were Laicks, and they but Profelytes; in this they were the Guides 
anti Minifters of Religion 5 men venerable for their Age, and their 
Confeffions, and conftancy in the Faith ; for the gravity of their 
Manners; the Wifdom, Learning, and Reafon of their Arguments 
and Diicourfes, who meeting together out of the remoteft and moft: 
diftant Parts, made up a variegated Garland (as he Styles it) of the 
moft beautiful and curious Flowers, which the Chriftian World ever 
beheld either before or fince. The place appointed for the AfTembly 
was Nice, the Metropolis of Bithynia fas Strabo "calls it) fituate 
upon the Banks of the Afianian Lake, in the fame Province with 
Nicomedia,\\ here the Emperor then kept his Court. Twas a City large 
and cxa&ly four-fquare, and feated in a pleafant Champion, highly 
commended by an old Geographer 0 for the neatnefs, elegancy, evert- mt.oiMtftr. 
nefs, and regularity of its Buildings, fo as fcarce any other place ey-jfGotbo. 
Could equal it. Hither came CCCXVIII. Bifhops, befides anmnu- fr td,ld,t f 2B ' 
mcrable Company of Presbyters, Deacons and inferior Orders. In¬ 
deed the number of the Nicene Fathers is uncertainly delivered by the 
Ancients. Eufibius p makes them more than CCL. Euftathius rioc.dt.c.B. 
s Bifiiop of Antioch CCLXX. (but withall tells us, that by reafon *Ap.rbtod,i, 1. 
of the greatnefs of the number, he could give no certain account, nor *•*•«*• 
was he very exatt and Curious about this Matter.) Athanafius * CCC. * ep. ad solit. 
more or lefs, Sozomen f about CCCXX. A Manufcript CollefUon of pffo t €6s.

With him concurs a Modern Greek Hiftoriart, 
u who adds, that the Reafon why juft fo many met, was becaufb » moth, m ** 
there were juft fo many years expird from the Birth of Chrift, to the n J ) mb ' 
convening of that Synod, which lie makes to have been called p.Zfa/**' 
Ann. CCCXVIII. On the other hand Eutychius the Arabick Hifto- 
rian, and Ifmael Ibn Ali , a Mahumetan Hiftorian, mention’d by Mr. Sel- 
den, w enlarge the number to MMXLVIIL Out of which they tell w loc. citato 
us, the Emperor fele&ed CCCXVIII. Though whence this variety 
of Reports fhould arife, whether from the great numbers of inferior 
Clergy that came thither, but had no Votes in the Council, or from 
the diffenting Parties in the Synod, not taken into account, is hard to 
fay. The firft is moft probable, elpecially fince Eufebius tells us, 
that the number of Presbyters, Deacons, Acolythi, and others that 
attended the Bifhops thither was fo great, that they could not well 
be reckon’d up. Nicetas Choniates x gives this Reafon, why no more * ibtf. Ortb. 
Bifhops met in fo venerable an AfTembly, becaufe Age and Sicknefs vid% L $• Ct P 
detain’d many at home, and that Bifhopricks were then but thin 44 *’ 
low’d, every little City not being then advanc’d into an Epifcopal 
See, as it was afterwards, fome whole Countries having no more 
than one Bifhop to prefide over them. The number that has gain’d 
the general Suffrage in all Ages of the Church, is that there were 
CCCXVIII. Bifhops, and with this Athanafius him felf elfewhere r con- * ty'fc ad 
curs. And to make it the more facred and venerable, Liberius 
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7 with his Council of IVeftcrn Bifhops, has found out a Myftery in it, 
it being exactly the feme number, wherewith the Patriarch Abra¬ 
ham went out and overcame the vaft Army of the Infidels. Of this 
number there were that efpous’d the Caufe of Arias in the Council, 
nine (fey fbme 3 ) thirteen ( fey others b ) fifteen c , or feventeen 
( as others d ) V biloft or gins c reckons up XXII. whole names he lets 
down, together with the Provinces from whence they came. They 
were all together with their Attendants and Followers, tranfported 
thither by publick Conveyances at the Emperor’s Charge, as they 
were maintain’d at his Coft during their being there. 

II. THIS venerable Synod began upon the XX. day of May , 
or, as others more probably, on the XIX. of June^Anno Chr.CCCXXV. 
They met (as the Ecclcfiaftick Hiftorians generally affirm) in the 
great Hall of the Palace; though a learned man f thinks it highly 
improbable, that fuch fiiblime and fecrcd Matters Ihould be debated 
any where, but in the Church; and that it was only on the final and 
conclufive day that they affembled in the Palace. But where-ever 
it was, it was a place which this great Tranfe&ion recommended to 
the reined and reverence of Pofterity, fbme part of it yet Handing in 
the laft Age, and which Buskmins the Emperor’s Embaflador lup* 
poles .b to be the place he lodg’d in in his Amaftan Journey to the 
Grand Seignior’s Court. The Bifhops before they formally met in a 
folemn Council, fpent fome dayes in, preliminary Difcourfes i» and 
Deputations, wherein they were firft attack’d by certain Philolophers, 
men vers’d in Subtiltfes and the Arts of Realoping, whom either Cu- 
ripfity had drawn hither, or as fbme fufped, Anns liad brought along 
with him to plead his Caufe, and to retard and intangle the Pro¬ 
ceedings of the Synod. One of which priding himfelf in the neat- 
nefs and elegancy of his Difcourfes, reflected with fcorn upon the 
Fathers of the Council. A piece of infolencefo intolerable, that an 
ancient Confcflbr then in the Company, a man plain, and unskill d 
in the Tricks apd Methods of difputing, not being able to bear it, 
offered himfelf to undertake him. , For which he was laugh’d at by 
fbme, while others more modefl and feripus, fear’d what would be 
the fuccefs of his entring the Lifts with fo able and fam’d a Difputant, 
The good man however went pn with his ltefblution, and bluntly ac- 
cofted his Adverfery in this manner. “ In t]ie name of Jefus Chrift , 
“ Philosopher, give ear. There is one God, maker of Heaven and 
€i Earth, and of all things vifible and invifible, who created all thefe 
€t things by the Power of his Word, and ratifies them by the Sanctity 
“ of his holy Spirit. This word which we gall the Son of God, pitty- 
“ ing the Appftacy andbrutifh State of Mankind, condefeendcd to be 
^ born of a Woman, to dwell amongft men, and to dye for them, 
“ who fhall come again to fit as Judge upon whatever we do in this 
“ Life. Thefe things we plainly Believe. Strive not therefore to no 
“ purpofe, to endeavour the Confutation of what we entertain by 
“ Faith, or to find out how tfiefe tilings may, or may not be ; but 
M anfwer me, if thou doll: believe. The Philofopher aftonifli’d and 
thundcr-ftruck with the Zeal and plainnefs of the old man’s Difi 
courfe, anfwered that he did believe; and thanking that Conqueror 
that had overcome him, yielded up himfelf to his Sentiments and 
Opinions, perfwading his Companions to do the like, folemnly 

affirming, 
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aflinning, that it was by an unfpcakablc Power, and not without 
immediate Direction from Heaven, that he was thus brought over to 
be a Chriftian. This paffage, for fubftance the feme both in Rnftrms , 

Socrates and Sozomen, Gelafttis Cyzicenr/s, has improv’d into many ela¬ 
borate Stories, having given us at large the particular Dictations of 
thefe Philolophers, with the Replies of the feveral Fathers of the 
Synod about the Avian Doftrincs; which being in all likelyhood no 
better than the Ifliieof his own brain, we here omit. 

III. BUT to proceed, that which they were mod intent upon, 
was the Examination of thofe Opinions, that had created lo much 
noife and buttle in the Church, l or which purpofe they frequently 
1 called for Arms before them, debated his Propofitions, confidered i Kh y ru uhi 
what might be feid on either fide, weigh’d every thing with infinite 

Care and Deliberation, that nothing might be rafhly determin’d in c ‘ u & c ‘ lS> 
fo weighty and important an Affair. This freedom of debate fbon l> ’‘ ,?1 ’ 
multiplied infinite Queftions, and produc’d various and dillercnt 
Coimfels and Pcrfwafions about the Matter. Some advis’d that no 
Innovations Ihould be made in Matters of Faith, but that it fliould 
be ttill entertain’d with the fefti'e naked Simplicity, wherewith from 
the beginning it had been delivered to the Church; men of fimple 
and honett Minds not thinking it fit that Articles concerning God 
ihould be made the Subject of lubtle and over-curious Disputes. 

Others contending that Times and Circumftances altered the decency 
of things, and that we ought not implicitly to follow the Opinions 
of the Ancients, without due trial and Examination. Thefe Depu¬ 
tations were manag’d witli great heat and brisknefs, both by them 
of the Epi (copal, and by others of inferior Orders, amongft which, 
in the former capacity none appear’d with more warmth and zeal 
than Alexander y as being 1110ft immediately concern’d in theContro- 
vcrfic, as amongft the latter none behav’d himfelf with more finart- 
nefs and accuracy than Athanafins , at that time Deacon of the 
Church of Alexandria , whom Alexander had brought along with him 
to the Synod, where with all boldnefs and vehemcncy he aftaulted 
and oppos’d the Avian Principles, for which (as the Egyptian Billions 
m their Synodical Epiftlc tells k us) that Party never forgave him „ A M 
transferring their Pique againft Alexander upon him; a Quarrel,which nJkU*l' 
they never ceas’d to profecute to his dying day. Ad. s 0 er. /. u 

IV. HITHERTO the Fathers had been exercis’d only with c ' 8 ' p ' 20 * 
private and preparatory Difquifitions, like light Skirmiflies to the 

main Battel: But now they were to a& more folemnly in a Syno¬ 
dical way to bring the thing to a final Ifluc; at which Affembly, pro ¬ 
bably, none were prefent of the inferior Clergy, at leatt none gave 
their Votes. The Bifhops being met 1 in the Palace, where all things 1 ur.de vit, 
were made ready to receive them, the Emperor came attended not Con ^ 
with his ufual Guards, but Pcrfons eminent for their Faith and Piety. m88 ‘ 

He entred the Council with all imaginable Pomp and State, cloath’d 
with the nchett and 1110ft fplcndid Robes, but with a mind humble 
and pious in the mitlft of all his greatnefe. He pafs’d through the 
Ranks on each fide, to the upper end of the Hall, where he plac’d 
himfelf in the midft, and having receiv’d an Intimation from the Bi- 
ihops that all things were ready, fet down in the Chair that' was 
placd for him, after which the Fathers took their Places, and feme 
I 2 of 
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of them having a while entertain’d him with Speeches in the name 
of the Synod, lilcncc was made, and in the Latin TongUe (which by 
the Interpreter was fbon rendred into Greek') he difeours’d to them to 
this EfFeft. “ That there was nothing which he had more paffio* 
« nately defir’d, then to behold this venerable Affembly, for which 
“being now met, he return’d. heart v thanks to the fupream Go* 
« vernour of the World ; that he defird no envious man might here- 
“ after interrupt their Profperity, and that when the divine Power 
« of our Saviour had delivered them from the Oppofitions of impious 
“ and athciftical Tyrants, the mifehievous Enemy of Mankind might 
“ not be fuftered to fliift the Scene, and attempt it by another way: 
“ That he look’d upon the inteftine Divifions of the Church of God, 
“ as the moft pernicious and dangerous Commotions, nothing creating 
« lb great a trouble to his mind: That when God had bleffed him 
« with fucli happy liiccefsagainft his Enemies, he had well hop’d he 
“ had had nothing to do, but to celebrate the divine Goodnefs, and 
“ rejoyce in the common Safety; but being unexpectedly arrefted 
« with the unwelcome News of their DifTentions, lie thought himfelf 
“ oblig’d immediately to take care about it, and had for that end fo 
fuddenly call’d them together, as the rnofl: proper and effectual 
« Remedy in this Matter, and fhould then think he had done it to 
“ good pur pole, when he fhould fee them joyn hearts and hands to- 
“ gether, and promote the publick Peace and Concord, which as 
“ Perfons confecrated to God, they were above all others bound to 
“ procure and further; That therefore, as Miniftcrs of God, as faithful 
“ Servants of the common Lord and Saviour, they fliould endeavour, 
“ that all occafions of Difference being thrown out of the way, and 
“.the noife of Contention being difTolvM, they might preferve things 
« in the bond of Peace. By which means (laid he) you will at once 
“ do what is highly acceptable to the great God, and infinitely gra- 
“ tific me your Fellow-Servant. And certainly it was not without 
rcafon, that this pious Prince fo pathetically prefs’d them to Peace and 
Unity. For amongft other Artifices to obftruft the Proceedings of 
the Council, this was not the leaff, to exafperate the minds of the 
Bifhops again ft each other, by which means they had charg’d and 
»» soxfim. /.i. impeach’d ,n one another, and had prelented Libels of Accufation 
c.\n. m?c. to the Emperor: Which he receiving at their Hands, had tied toge- 
vw./.i.c.ii. ther Jn a Bunt |] e) a nd Jet his own Seal upon them. And having af- 
s terwards made Peace amongft them, produced the Bundle, and grave¬ 

ly chiding them for their mutual Recriminations, told them; “ That 
“ thefe things were referv’d for the Decifions of the great day, 
« and were not fo proper for the Cognizance of humane Judicatures, 
“ both Plaintiff and Defendant being Perfons in holy Offices, who 
“ ought to do nothing that may make them liable to thofe Tribunals: 
“ That Petting before them the divine Clemency and Indulgence , 
“ they fhould forbear and forgive one another ; and laying afide their 
“ Quarrels, agree, and mind the things that concern’d the Faith, 
« the end for which they were there met together. And with, that 
Rethrew the Papers into the Fire, ferioufly protefting, that he had 
not read one word of them; that it was not fit the Faults of Priefts 
fhould be publifh’d to the Scandal of the People, who might thence 
derive a Warrant to themfelves to fin with more freedom and bold- 
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nefs • that for his own part, if he fhould chance to efpy a Bifhop 
overtaken in a wanton and immodeft Attion, he would cover him 
with his own imperial Cloak, rather than it fhould be expos’d to the 
offence and fcandal of Spectators. But to proceed. 

V. N O fooner had the Emperor given the Synod leave to debate 
their Matters, but they prefently fell upon the /Irian Controverfies. 

And fir ft they examin’d " the ACts of the Synod at Alexandria, that n Jxu vap.Pjt 
fo they might proceed with all poffible Care and Caution, and the *Mthan. wi. 
Partied Criminal know that they had not been fentenc’d without F ‘ 57 ’ 
juft Caufe. Next they canvafs’d the Do&rines of Arms, whole Pro- 
pofitions were extracted and read out of his own Writings, at the 

hearing whereof, the holy Fathers ftop’d their Ears, ° declaring • Man.mntr. 
them Heretical, and Alien from the Faith of the Church. The Cafe Arian.orat.i. 
atfirft was argued with heat on both Tides, with great Contention p ‘ l2$ ' 
and Oppofition, there being Seventeen of the Bifhops that appear’d 
iu favour of the Arian Caule, andlome few more it maybe, that did 
not openly declare themfelves. In thefe Contefts the good Emperor 
fat p as a publick Moderator, hearing the Debates with an unwearied ^ M-dt- m. 
Patience, and weighing the Arguments with an intent and judicious * 

Mind: To what appear’d juft and realonable, lie gave a ready Affent; 
where any were Refractory and Pertinacious, lie fought to reclaim 
them by mild and gentle Means; fome he conquered by Realonand 
Argument; others lie prevail’d with by Importunity and Perfwafion; 
endeavouring to reduce all to Love and Peace. The Arians by Eufe- 
bins of Nicomedia brought a Writing into the Synod, containing an 
account of their Faith; which Euftathhts r of Antioch one of the f Ap.VmU.u 
Council calls Vile and Impious, and a moft evident Argument of f * 8 - P- 26 - 
Blafphcmy ; and tells us, ’twas no fooner read, but ’twas infinitely 
refented, and torn in pieces before them all. ! know Monfieur Valois 
f will have this Libel brought in not by the Nicomcdian y but Catfarean f Annot. ad 
Eufebim ; and that it was that Formula or Confeflion of Faith, which 
Ettfebim brought into the Synod, and of which himfelfhas given us 
a particular account in his Letter * to the People of Ctfarca. But rip.ThtoH.u 
this certainly without any Reafon , there being nothing in that 
Confeffion, that deferves lo bad a Character; nothing that favours 
either of Herefie orBlafphemy; and which the Autlior tells us was 
well approv’d, and both with the Emperor and the reft found a can¬ 
did and kind Reception. Moft probable therefore it is, that the Nt- 
comedian Confeffion being rejected by the Synod, another was pre- 
fented by Eujtbm oft'afarea, as a more found and lafe Expedient. 

VI. BUT though this of Eufebins was confonant and agreeable 
enough to the Doftrinc of the Church, yet was it not thought fuffi- 
ciently punftual and cxprefTive in the Minutes and Criticifms of the 
Controverfie. For the Arians reprefented their Propofitions in fucli 

general Terms, u and were fo lubtle and deceitful in their Explica- u Atbm. npiji. 
tions, that the Fathers thought they could never particularly enough “Vdttlut 
provide againfl: tliem. When the Orthodox alTerted Chrift to be Sped. Nic. 
God, the Arians allowed it, but then meant it in no other Sence, P- w* 4 '*> 
than as Angels and Holy men are ftyl’d Gods, and the Sons of God in 0dL1c.ip.21 
Scripture: When they affirm’d him to be true God, the others 
affented, that he was truly made fo by God; if the Catholicks main¬ 
tain’d that the Son was naturally of God, the Arians would grant it; 

for 
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for even we (fay they ^ arc of God, there being one God, of whom arc 
all things. Did the one hold, that the Son was the Power, Wifdom, 
and Image of the Father ; the other never fcrupled to admit it, for 
that we alfb are laid to be the Image and Glory of God , and even tile 
meaneft Creatures are fometimes call’d the great Power of God. 
Such being the Crafty and Fraudulent fhifting of their Adverfarics, 
the Fathers found themfelves oblig’d to colled together the places 
of Scripture which reprefent the Divinity of the Son of God, which 
they more particularly declar’d to be meant of his being of the fame 
Subllancc with the Father, that Creatures were Did to be of God, 
becaufenotexifting of themfelves, they had their Rife and beginning 
from him ; but the Son only was properly of the Subllancc of the 
Father; this being the peculiar propriety of the only begotten, and 
the true Word of the Father. All which they film’d up into this one 
word implying him to be Con-Jubftantial, or Co-cffential 

with the Father. 

VII. MATTERS having proceeded thus far, the refult of 
their Determination was ordered to be compriz’d in a Handing 
Creed or Confeffion of Faith, which was accordingly drawn up by 
* Athax.npifi. * Hop ns Bifliop of Cordoba, by him brought into the Synod, and high- 
mlsolit.p.bjB, 1 y approv’d both by them and the Emperor, and was in this Form.

This Confeffion was almofl univcrDlly entertain’d; Conftantine. 
i smpm. i. i. y declaring his hearty Approbation of it, and that he look’d upon this 
c. 20. p. 434. Unity in the Council, as immediately given from above, and that 
whoever refus’d to comply with the Decrees thus eftablifh’d, fliould 
he banifh’d,as a Pcrlon endeavouring to reverfe the Judgment of God 
himlelf. Having thus condemn’d Jr ins his Dottrine, they pro- 
* so\.ib.c.2i. ceedcd next to centime his Perfon, depofing z and excommunicating 
him and his Followers, and forbidding him to enter into Alexandria , 
where he had fo plentifully (ow’d his Tares. To thefc Decrees the 
Arian Party at firfl flood off and would not content, but knowing 
how deeply they were like to fall under the Emperor’s difpleafure, 
* i.i.c.2.p .469 and being advis’d to it (Dyes Phi loft orgiits 3 ) by their greatPatronefs 

Conpantina, 
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Conftnntina , the Emperor’s Sifter, they at laft fubferib’d, though not 
to the depofing of Arius, yet to the Confeffion of Faith. Though 
even this they did (as he adds, b and we may Dfely credit their own b toe. cit. & 
HiftorianJ cv SbAy by Arts of Treachery and Deceit, referving to 
themfelves their own Sence, and fubferibing not m<&, but I'b.' “' ‘ s * 

not that the Son is of the fame , but only of a like Ejfence with 
the Father. Two only of the whole number flood out, Secundus 
Bifhop of Ptolemais, and Theonas of Marmarica, who chofe rather to 
undergo the fame Fate with Arms , than to own and acquiefce in the 
Sy nodical Determination. The former of which not long after, came 
to Eif bins of Nicomedia, and bluntly told him ; Eufebius, thou haft 
fubfcriPd meerly to prevent bani/hment, but I truft in God that thou 
wilt be baniftjed within a Twelvemonth ; which accordingly came to 
pafs. 

VIII. THE Council having done their Part, the Emperor was 
not long wanting in his. For he commanded c Arms and his con- « sor.u.c.2W 
demn’d Affociates to be banifh’d, who were accordingly tranfmitted 435- 
into lllyricum, the place appointed for their Exile. And by a fubfe- 
quent Edift, dire&ed indefinitely both to Clergy and People, ordered 
his Writings to be burnt, and a title of Ignominy to be fix’d upon the 
Party. The Copy of the Letter d being but fhort, we here infert. 4 Ext. ap. Sort.

S INCE Arius has taken upon him to imitate impious and bad men, 
’tis but juft he ftjould undergo the fame punijhmt nt with them. As 
therefore Porphyry, the Enemy of true Religion,,for the pernicious Vo* 
lumns he wrote againft Chriftianity, met with a reward due to fo great a 
Vill any, to become infamous to all Pofterity , to be loaded with Reproaches 
and Execrations, and to have his impious Books quite baniflfd out of the 
W)rld. So it now feems good to us, that Arius and his Adherents be call'd 
PORPHYRIANS, that they may bear his Title , whofe Manners they 
imitate and refemble. Farther , if any Book written by Arius be foundi 
we command it to be burnt , that fo not only his vile Dotfrines may be 
utterly extirpated, but that not the leaf Monument of him may remain. 
Declaring alfo , that if any man [ball be found to conceal any fuels Book of 
Arius, and not prefently offer it to be burnt, as foon as ever he [ball 
be apprehended, he [hall be put to Death. God have you in his 
keeping. 


Several Letters of this nature Conftantine wrote c up and down ■ So* ubifapts 
againft Arius and his Followers, and amongft the reft that cited by f 43 ?-. 
Epiphanins, ( but extant intire itiGelafius Cyzicenus , b wherein he ex- ,LXIX ' 
poltulates the Cafe with him in the moft vehement Manner, and E h.cw.avy. 
treats the man with all imaginable fharpneD and leverity. 


IX. TOGETHER 
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IX. TOGETHER with that of Arius, the Synod took under 
synod. Confideration the Cafe h of Meletius the Egyptian Bilhop, who had * 

uTc.t'p. “S’, given fo much difturbancc to Peter and his SuccefTors in that See; 
vidsoxom.1.1. with him they dealt by more eafie and gentle Meafures, his fault be- 
s. 24. p. 438. ing not Herene, but a Schifm only. Him they confine to his own 
City, allow him the title of a Bifhop, but without any Epifeopal 
Power or Jurifclidioti either in City or Country. The Pet Ions that 
had been ordain’d by him, being firft: confirm’d by Alexander, their 
proper Metropolitan, were to be admitted to Communion, and to 
the exercife of their feveral Miniftrics; but according to the Capaci¬ 
ties of their Station, were to take place after all other Clergy-men, 
in all Churches and Parifhes where they come, and as others died 
out of any place, they in their Order might fucceed, being regularly 
chofen by the People, and the Election ratified by the Bifhop of 
Alexandria : But that they themfelvcs fhould have no hand in the 
Eledion, or Power to choofe whom they would. As for Meletius 
himfelf, knowing his inveterate Contumacy, and his rafh heady 
Temper, they quite divefted him of all Power, left he fhould excite 
the tame Troubles and Factions which he had formerly rais’d in the 
Church of God. 

X. THE next thing that came under debate (for being thus far 
engag’d, we fhall give a brief account of the whole Tranfadions of 
the Synod). was the Pafehal Controverfie, concerning the time of the 
Celebration of Eafler , wherein theChriftian World was jfb much di¬ 
vided ; the Aftaticks and Eaflern Churches obferving it after the 
JewiJb Cuftom. on the fourteenth day after the Phafts or appearance 
of the Moon, the reft on the next Lord’s day after the Jewiflj PafTo- 
ver. A Queftion controverted from the very Infancy of the Church, 
and manag’d even by good men with great Bitternels and Animofity, 
and about this time reviv’d as hot as ever. The fupprefling whereof

1 ""is* 19 ? h men i ca l Affembly, where it was firft concluded in the General, that 

4 ' ’ ‘ ’twas a thing highly fit and reafonable, that this great Feftival fhould 
in all places be folemniz’d upon one and the fame day: Next, that it 
was as indecent and uncomly, that this Solemnity, wherein we com¬ 
memorate our Saviour’s rifing from the Dead, fhould depend upon 
the Cuftom of the Jews, who with fo execrable a Villany had im¬ 
brued their hands in his innocent Blood: Wherefore it wasuniver- 
fally agreed to follow the ufage of thofe Churches, whole cuftom it 
had been from all Antiquity, to obferve it on the Lord’s day next 
enfoing the Jewifh Feftival. And thus was this ftorm on a fodden 
calm’d, which the endeavours of preceding Ages were never able to 
allay. The laft thing they took in hand, was to draw up feme 
k s»tr.i. i.f.13. Rules k for Ecclcfiaftick Difeipline, and the Government of the 
Church, which they digefted into XX. Canons, all extant intirc at 
Eoipb. lotfipr. this day. Which tney who have improv’d into LXXXIV. might by 
cit ' the lame Authority have added as many more. For though neither 

Socrates nor Sozo?nen fay any thing .of the particular number, yet

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XI. AMONGST others whom the Emperor had fummon’d to 
the Synod, was Ace fins " Bifhop of the Novatian Party, who upon c . i9 

the account of tile feverity of their Principles, kept lepdrate Aflem- P- So *. l l - 
blies, and did not communicate with other Churches j .The pious f, ‘ 2, 43 4 

Prince, whole heart was let upon abolifhing all Diflentions amongft 
Chriftians, hoping to reconcile and bring,them in. The Creed being 
drawn up and ratified by common Sublcriptions, the Emperor de¬ 
manded of Acefms-, whether lie alfo would iubferibe it, and ftaikl to 
the Determination about the Pafehal i Feftival. Acifuts replied, that 
the Council had defin’d nothing new In this Matter, and that lie' had 
ever receiv’d the Faith as fiich, and the time of the Solemnity of 
Eajler, as what'had been fo delivered from the beginning, even from 
the very times of the Apoftles. But why then (laid Conjlantine) do 
you feparate from the Communion of the Church ? Hereupon the 
Bifliop began to open his Calc, and acquaint him with the State of 
things under the Decian Perfecution, and what had hap’necf between 
Novatian and Cornelius Bifliop of Rome, and that it was the fevere 
Principle of their Party, that thofe who after Baptifm fell into any fuch 
crime, which the Scripture calls, the fin unto death , were not to be 
admitted to the holy Communion; they were indeed to be invited 
and exhorted to Repentance, but might not exped Reraiflion or Ab : 
folution from the Priefts, but miift look for it at the hands of God, 


who alone has power and right to forgive Sin. The Emperor paus’d 
a little, and confidering the unmerciful ftridnefs of this Rule, replied, 
if fo, then Acefius, fet up your Ladder, and go to Heaven by your felf. 

This Story is queftion’d by the late Publisher 0 of the Ecclefiartical 0 Jnnoh 
Hiftorians, but Socrates that reports it, allures us he receiv’d it from a:l Socu f ‘ 9 ' 
Auxanon * a Novatian Presbyter, who attended Acefius to that Conn- * nd.Socr. ibt 
cil, and both few and heard what pafs’d there. And though we 
fhould be fo unrealonably dif-ingenuous as to fuppofe Auxanon made 
the Relation it felf, yet can it not be imagined, what fhould tempt 
him to feign a Story, that made fo little for the credit of his own 


Party. 

XII. NOTHING now remain’d, but that as the cuftom was 
in fuch Cafes, they fhould give feme publick notice of what had been 
tranfeded in the Synod, efpecially to the Churches whom it more 
immediately concern’d. To which end they prefently difpatch’d away 
the following Letter p to the Church of Alexandria , and to the p Ext. up. Sock 
Bifhopsof thofe Parts, giving them a fuccind account of what had If- 
pafs’d in the Council. '

To 
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To the holy and great Church by the grace of God 
fetled at Alexandria, and to the dear Brethren 
through Lgyp, Libya, and Fentaplis , the Bi- 
fhops affembled at' Nice, and there conftituting 
a great and holy Synods in our Lord greeting. 

S INC E by the favour of God, and the mojl Religions Emperor Con- 
ftantine, who has conven'd us out of divers Cities and Provinces, a 
holy and great Council is celebrated at Nice ; we have thought it racejfary, 
that Letters jhonld be fent to yon from the whole facred Synod, that you 
may underjland both what hits been propounded and debated, and what hat 
been agreed upon and decreed. Fir ft then the impious Caufe 0/Alius and 
his AJfociates, was difeufs'd in the prefence of the mott Religions Emperor, 
and by univerfal Jhjfrage his ungodly Principles were condemned, yea and 
the very blafphemous Words and Phrafes , that he ?nakes nfe of to expre/s 
them , when he affirms, that the Son of God fprang out of nothing, 
and that there was a time, when he was not, and that according to 
the freedom of his Will, he is capable of Vice and Vertue, not fcm- 
fling to call him a Creature , and the Workmanjfjip of God. All which 
the holy Synod, being no longer able to bear fitch Impiety and Madnefi , 
hor to hear fitch blafphemous Expreffions, has anathematiz'd and con¬ 
demn'd. And indeed what has been determin'd concerning him, you have 
either heard already, or will hear fi/ortlythat we may not feem to infill 
over a man, who has received fuel) a recontpence as his Crimes deferved. 
Nay, fo venomous and malignant was his Impiety, as to draw Theonas 
Bi/hop fl/Marmarica, and Secundus of Ptolettiais, along with him into 
the fame rtiine. The fame Sentence that paffed Upon him, being paffed alfi 
againfl them. But for of much as when the grace of God , had delivered 
them from the blafphemy and impiety of this Wretched Opinion, and from 
thofe Perfons who feared not to Wife Dijfentions and Divifums atnongjl 4 
People formerly living in Peace and Vnity ; the boldnefs' and contumacy of 
Meletius, and thofe t hat had been ordained by him did f ill continue ; we 
give you to underfiitnd, dear Brethren, what the Synod has determined in 
this Matter. It feetned good then (the Council dealing more tenderly 
with him, for in frill fnfiice he deferved no pi tty) that Meletius fijouli 
refde in his own City, but have no Power either of eletttng, or laying on 
of hands ; nor jhonld, upon that account, appear in any Town or City, and 
fhottld only retain the venerable title of Bijhop. And as for thofe that 
have been ordained by him, being confirmed by a more holy and warrant¬ 
able Ordination, they are to be admitted to Communion, with this conditi¬ 
on, that they retain their Dignity, and their Office, but be ever placed 
after all thofe, whom our much honoured Collegue Alexander, has at any 
tipie before ordained, in what Church or Diocefs foever they be. And as 
to thefe Perfons, they {hall have no Power to choofe whom they pleafe, or 
to propound any one's name in order to it, or indeed to do any thing at all 
without the confent of the Bifljops of the Catholick Church, that are under 
Alexander’/ 'Jur/fl/ttion. But where any by the. grace of God, and the 
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affifance of your Prayers jhatl be found not to have been guilty of any Schifmj 
but to have continued nnblameable iri the Catholick and Apojtclick Church$ 
let them have power of clotting and propounding the names offneb Perfons 
as arc fit to be admitted into the Clergy, and of doing all other things accor¬ 
ding to the Rules and Canons of the Church. And if any of them that 
are in the Church chance to dye, let them who were lately taken in, be ad¬ 
vanced into the Place and Dignity of the Perfon deceafd, alwdyes pro¬ 
vided that they appear worthy, and that the People choofe ; but wit hall, 
that the Bijlsop of Alexandria confent to, and rati fie the Elettion. And 
the fame is to be granted to all others. As for Meletius himfelf, it has 
pleas'd the Synod, not to deal altogether fo favourably with him, that con - 
fidering his former Contumacy, and the rajfj and precipitate Humour of 
the man, he jhonld be intruded with no Power or Authority, whereby he 
may again be capable to raife the fame Stirs and Tumults that he did before; 

Thefe are the things that peculiarly concern Egypt, and the mofi holy 
Church 0/Alexandria. If there be any thing elje decreed or defired, while 
our Lord and reverend Colleague and Brother Alexander is prefent with us ,• 
he himfelf at his return jhall acquaint you with it more particularly, he 
being chief Author and Attor of what is t ran fatted here „ We give you 
likewife to underfland, of the Agreement about the mofi holy Feafl of 
Eafter, that by the affiftance of your Prayers, this Affair is happily ended; 
and that all the Brethren in the Eaft, who biforetime celebrated it after 
the Jewilll Cuflom, will henceforth unanimonjly celebrate it agreeably to 
the ufage of the Roman Church, and to ns, and to all that from all Anti¬ 
quity have kept it as we do. Rejoyce therefore for this happy fettlemcnt 
of Affairs, and both for the common Peace and Agreement, and for that all 
Hercfie is cut off, receive our Colleague, and your Bijhop, Alexander with 
greater Demonfirations of Honour, Refpett, and Love, who has both by 
his prefence added great Contentment and Satisfaction to us, and even at 
this Age has fufiained infinite and indefatigable Pains, that Peace and 
Vnity might be rejlored to yon. Pray for ns all, that thofe things that 
have been well conjlituted, may remain firm and intire through the blejfing 
of Almighty God, and our Lord Jefris Chrift, being ordained, as we verily 
believe, according to the good pleaj'ure of God the Lather in the holy Spirit. 

To whom be Glory for ever and ever , Amen. 


This Synodical Epiftle was back’d with another s from the Em- 
peror, wherein he tells them, that he looked upon it as one of the ib 'E *°’ 
greateft Bledings of the divine Providence, that Truth had foglori- 
oufly triumphed over Error; that Schifins and DifTentions were ba- 
nifhed ; that the evil Do&rines which Arius (to whom he gives no 
better a Charadler, than rds 2fg,£ohv dvcciSyi tis \izr»p&ms, the jhame- 
lefs Mini fler of the Devil ) had fcattcred up and down the Word, 
having been firft examined with all poflible Care and Accuracy, had 
been reje&ed, and the contrary Truth eftablilhed by the Fathers of 
the Synod; whofe Sentence herein was to be embraced as the Judg¬ 
ment of God, as proceeding from Perfons inlightned and directed by 
the holy Ghoft, which every one Ihould (hew himfelf ready to en- * Ext. a?. 
tertain, and willing to return into the way of Truth. Befides this, f vit ‘ ConlL 
he wrote r alfo to the Churches in general, to let them know, what Sur'Wflp. 
pains he had taken for the compofure of the Pafchal Controverfie, p-v-ntod.it. 
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and how unanimoufly the Council had decided it, and how infinitely 
reafonable it was, that it fhould be kept at the fame time in the whole 
Catholick Church .* That therefore tie defired they would acquiefce 
in the Decree^ and receive it as a Bleffing from Heaven, £ 0 ^ <w f 
ec o^tdA bn, and as truly a divine Command ; feeing what was 
determined by the Bifliops in holy Synods, was to be referred to the 
Will of God. 

XIII. ALL things thus fucccfsfully accomplifhcd, the Emperor 
'p-tif.ib.c.i 5. invited f the Bifhops (itbeingthen the great Solemnity of his Vicen- 
So ~- ^ * 5 - ml'td) to a publick Dinner, wliere all the Guards and Officers flood 
kV.u.p.ss’. reac ty t0 rece i ve them. The more eminent he entertained at his 
own Table, the reft in apartments prepared for them. And where 
he efpyed any that had loft their right Eyes for their conftant ad¬ 
herence to the Faith in the times of Perfection, he kifs’d the Wounds, 
doing all imaginable reverence to the Perfons, and expelling to 
receive their Benedi&ion. After Dinner he loaded them with Gifts 
and Prefents anfwerable to their Merits, and the Dignity of their 
Places, and fuitable to the Magnificence of fo great a Prince. Which 
done, he took his leave of them, again preffing them to maintain 
an Uniformity in the Faith, and Peace amongft themfelvcs; withall 
requefting, that every day they would earneftly follicit Heaven for 
him, his Children, and the Profperity of his Empire. After which, 
they mutually took leave of one another, each one preparing for his 
Journey home. Thus ended this great and firft general Council, 
after it had fitten fomewhat more than two Months, beginning June 
the XI Xth. and breaking up about the latter end of Auguft. So pro- 
digioufly extravagant are the accounts of tliofe, who extend it not 
« Art.Mitroph. only to more Months, but years. Some 1 make it to laft three 
& y!l rri%\ y ears an d A* Months, 11 Nicephoros three years and fomewhat better, 
X,. ' Gelafms w from the fixteenth to the twentieth Year oiConflmines 
u Lib.8 . c.

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complain’d of to the Emperor, carried himfelf before him with an 
exccffive Confidence, and lhewing him his Garment, asked him, 
whether if he fhould fee that Garment rent in two, he fhould ever 
affirm, each part to be the fame Subftance. A piece of Impudence 
and Impiety which the Emperor relented with infinite trouble, and 
the more to fee tliofe Controverfies again reviv’d, which he had well 
hop’d, by the care of the late Council, had been wholly fupprefs’d 
and ftiffied. Though thefe Reports be no wayes unfuitable to the 
Temper and Humour of the men. yet is it fafeft to rely upon the 
account which the Emperor himfelf gives of it in his Letter c to the * 

People of Nicomedia, written immediately upon the Sentence of their c p t ' 2Q 
Banifiiment; wherein after he had afferted the Catholick Doftrine, ttgra vm ap. 
and reflected upon the pernicioufnefs of the Arian Principles; he 
comes more particularly to Eufebius their Bifhop, whom he charges men. 
withholding Correfpondence with the Tyrant Licinius , and having tbtf.ortb.pid, 
been a caufe of the late Perfection, with Treafbns and Confpi- 
racies againft his own Perfon, but efpeciallv with poyfoning them 
with heretical Do&rine, for which lie had now provided them a 
Remedy, by fending them a faithful and orthodox Bifhop, who would 
not fail to fetthemm the right Way, did they but chearfullv comply 
with him. That as for Eufebius , he had between fear and fliame re¬ 
nounc’d thofe impious Opinions in the late Council of Nice , fending 
frequent Meftages to himfelf to intercede for him, and to pray that 
he might not be expos’d to fhame, and thruft from the Honour of 
his place, by which means he had been circumvented and impos’d 
upon. And yet after all, he and Tbeognis had lately difeoverea and 
betray’d tliemfelves. For that certain fa&ious Hereticks of Alex¬ 
andria, whom he had fent for from thence, as the common Boute ■» 
feus and Incendiaries of the Place, and whom the Mercy of the Synod 
had (par’d in hopes of their Repentance ; being there, thefe men had 
not only encourag’d and entertain’d, and taken them home to them, 
but communicated with them in all their wicked and ungodly Pra¬ 
ctices. For which caufe he had ordered them to be banilhed into a 
remote Country ; and if any fhould prefume to fpeak in Commenda¬ 
tion, or make mention of thole Pefts and Plagues, his boldnefs fhould 
quickly find its juft Punifhment and Correction. Accordingly they 
were immediately banifhed into France , and their Sees fupplied by 
two worthy Perfons, Amphion at Nicomedia, and Cbreftus at Nice,

j # *|- -riTHERTO we have followed the eourfe of the main 
I—I Story, we lhall now more particularly bring it down to 
• JL X Athanafius his door, and prefent him upon the publick Stage 
d ln . of Action ; to be Bifhop of Alexandria, being fas Naz.ianz.en d fpeaks 
or.it. xxi. j n this vcr y CafeJ ineffefl: to be Bifhop of the whole World; and 
p ‘fuch efpecially he was, wliofe Atts and Sufferings make up almoft 
the intire Story of that Age, in which capacity he will now fall under 
our Pen. Alexander being return’d from the Council of Nice , and 
having received into his charge the Churches, which Meletius , who 
had unjuftly ufurp’d them, readily delivered up to him, died not 
long after. As if God had but Ipar’d him, to let him tail: the Fruit 
of his eminent Labours, and congratulate his Churches Settlement 
in Tranquility and Peace, and had only brought' him home, that 
his Bones might be intomb’d with Honour amongfl: his own People. 
Me died five Months after the rifing of the Synod,and before his Death 
is laid to have defign’d Athanafius for his SuccefTor. For fo Apolltnaris 
* ap. sox. i. 2. the Syrian c (whole Father was born and bred at Alexandria) informs 
<T. 17. p- 4 ^ 5 - llSi that Alexander lying upon his Death-bed, frequently call’dfor 
Athanafius , who was then abfent, and fufpe&ing him to have with¬ 
drawn himfelf to avoid the great charge that he meant to devolve 
upon him, he cried out, Athanafius , thou thinkefi thou hajl cfcapd 7 but 
thou (halt not efcape. Epiphanius , who ftrangely confounds Times and 
i-xix Peifons, tells us, f that Alexander dying, and Athanafius, to whom 
p. it 8 . lxx. j ie i iac | bequeath’d that See, being then from home, lent upon a 
r * 514 ‘ Meffage to Court, Achillas was clapt in to fill the Vacancy, and Thconas 
let up by the Meletian Party, both which dying within three Months, 

Athanafius 
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Athanafius came quietly into the place. But omitting this as fabulous 
and inconfiffent, no foonerwas Alexander dead, 8 but the People of c tyfl- synod. 
Alexandria became paffionately clamorous for Athanafius to fucceed, 
imperially flocking to the Church, and publickly putting up their 5 
Petitions to God in that behalf, continuing in thofe Devotions day 
and night, yea anti folemnly adjuring the Bilhops (who were come 
to Town to fettle a new Bifhop in that See) to confecrate and ordain 
him, till when they would neither leave the Church themlelves, 
nor fuff'er the Bifhops to depart. Which was no foonerdone, but it 
was entertain’d with the univerfal Joy and Satisfa&ion both of the 
Clergy and People, manifefted by all open figns of Feftivity and 
Rejoycing, chearful Looks, general Confluences to behold the man, 
and common Gratulations and Thanks to God for fo great a BlefTing. 

So fpiteful and groundlels was the Calumny of the Arians (as the 

Egyptian Bifhops, fome of which were prelent, and did alfift: at his 

Ordination, in their Synodical Epiftle do oblervej that when upon 

Alexander's death, h both the Catholick and Meletian Bifhops una- h uc.ch.vUx 

nimoufly agreed to choofe a SuccefTor, and folemnly bound their 

Agreement by an Oath, fix or leven departing from the reft, retir’d 4 

into an obfeure place, and there made ctioice of Athanafius , of whom 

very little mention had been made; upon which account many both 

of the Clergy and People refus’d Communion with him. Pbilo/lor- 

gius adds, ‘ that while the Bilhops were confulting about the Eletti- ‘W.z.f.u, 

on, Athanafius witli Ionic of his Party, in the Evening went to the 473< 

Church of St. Denys, and finding there two Egyptian Bilhops, caus’d 

the Doors to be faff lock’d, and forced them to ordain him, for which 

the reft of the Bifhops denounc'd an Anathema agaioft him, but that 

he prefently difpatch’d away Letters to Court, in the name of the 

whole City of Alexandria , as if the thing had been done by common 

conlent,and by thatArtificc procur’d the Emperor to confirm and ratifie 

the Ele&ion. But there needs no difpute, who are to be trufted in 

this Matter, whether profefs’d and fwom Enemies, whole cuftorn 

was, jto lupport their Caufe by arts of craft and falfhood, or thole 

who were themlelves prefent at the A&ion, and made their publick 

Protcflation, wliiie the thing was but lately done; yea, and folemnly 

call’d in (as there they do) the whole City and Province to atteft it. 

Not to lay that Nazi arizen k exprefly layes of him, that he came in k dtbt 
by t he general Suffrage of the People, not as his intruding Succeflor, ° p m ‘ XXL 
by Force and Slaughter, Xvi -tf £ uivev/^'Tvcdsy but after ^ 

a Divine and Apoftolick manner. His Succeflion hapned about the 
beginning of the year CCCXXVI. at which time he muff: be very 
young, not above XXVIII. years of Age. For his childifh perlonat- 
ing the Office of a Bifhop (when we cannot well fuppofe him above 
thirteen or fourteen years old at moft; not hapning till Alexander was 
Bilhop of that Church ; and Alexander not being advanc’d to that 
See, till towards the latter end of Ann. GCCXII. the remainder till 
the year after the Nicene Synod, will .-but barely make up the Account. 

An Age not very conftftent with the ordinary Cuftoms and Conftitu~ 
t ions of the Church. But it was thought fit it leems for once, rather 
ro difpence with the Rules of Ecclefiaftick Difcipline, than that, at 
this time efpecially, the Church Ihould want fo extraordinary a Pcr- 
Ijii, lb admirably lit and ufeful to the prefent State and Exigencies of 
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that Church. All which is laid upon the fuppofal that the Story of 
his childilh playing the IBifbop, is certain and unqucRionablc, which 
though tranfmitted to us by a great cloud of Witnefles, yet is the 
whole Evidence founded upon the fingle Authority of li/tfiims, who 
’tis plain, was the firft reporter of the Story, a man infinitely carelels 
in his accounts of things, and who took up this only as a popular 
Tradition at near an hundred years diftancc from the thing it felf. 
And if that Story be let afide, then may Athanajins his Birth be carried 
back into part of the foregoing Sxculum, and a more competent Age 
allow’d him at the time of his Ordination. And indeed it leems very 
Rrange, that the Arians who narrowly ranlack’d all the PalTages of 
his Life, and particularly objetted, or rather feigned other Irregu¬ 
larities of his Ordination, fliould never mention the Incompetency of 
his years for It") great and eminent a Station, elpecially when it leeni’d 
to be againR the ApoRles own Canon, and the ordinary Rules and 
Practice of the Church. But herein I determine nothing, but leave 
the Reader to the condutt of his own Judgment, not being willing 
needlelly to (hake the credit of any part of Church-Hiftory. 

II. AT H AN AS IV S his advancement to tile See of Alexan¬ 
dria, was not more to the joy and comfort of the Catholicks, than 
it was to the grief and vexation of the Arians. They knew the man, 
the acutenels of his Parts, and his indefatigable Zeal in defence of the 
CatholickCaufc; and if he fticklcd lo hard both at home, and in 
the Synod of Nice, when but in a private Capacity ; what might they 
expett he would do, now he was plac’d in fo eminent a Station ? 
Wherefore they relolv’d to unite all their Powers againR him. And 
to flrengthen their IntereR, no way appear’d more lair and plaufible, 
than to draw over the Mektians to their Party; a body of men nu¬ 
merous, and by realon of the Orthodoxy of their Principles, of no 
inconfiderable Reputation with the People. Them they endeavour by 
all means to gain, for which they were now furniflied with n fit Oc- 
» so?™. /. 2. cafion. Me let ins 1 upon Alexanders return from Nice , had vjign’d 
c. 21. p. 47i. U p t j le Churches that were under his Superintendency and Caro, him- 
fclf quietly living at his own City of Lyons. But a little before his 
Death, which hap’ncd not long after, befides Arfemw Billiop of Hyp- 
felis , he ordained "John, otherwife called Arcapb to be his Succcffor. 
Which being fo cxprelly contrary to the Nicenc Decrees, gave a new 
Life and Refiirrettion to the Schifm This the qi.icldy clpyed, 
and began to fiiggcR liow unjuRiy the had K "ep dealt with 

in the Nicenc Council, that the People generally R ek’d after Athana- 
ftns, and the Alexandrian Clergy, againR whom it was their jovnt 
IntereR to combine, as againR a common Enemy. And though 
their Dcfigns were vaRly different (the Mdetians being as yet tin- 
* orat.uontr. tainted in their Principles ) yet, as Aihamfius m obferves, like Herod 
P- 13 2 - and Pontius Pilate, they both agreed againR ChriR, and diffembling 
their particular Oppofitions, entred into a mutual Confederacy againR 
tlie Truth, the Mektians being drawn by Covetoufiiefs and Ambi¬ 
tion , the Arians by a defire to re-cRablifli and propagate their 
Impieties.

III. ONE of the lirR attempts, feems to have been the recalling 
Arius from his Banilhment, which Sizwim n (if lie means it of his 
recalling from Exile, and not rather his calling to Court; againR all 
Realon, makes not to be till many years after, a little before the Synod 
at Jt-rn/alcm, when lie and Enz->ms prelented their Conteffion to the 
Emperor. Certain it is, that Arms was recall’d from Banilhment 
lome time before E/<fibi/ts of Nicomcdia ; as not only Sozo/nen him- 
felf elfewhere confelfes 0 , but Eufcbms expreily affirms in his Peti¬ 
tion or Declaration p to the Emperor, though forbidden to return 
to Alexandria, remaining, it’s like, amongR Ins friends and Favourers 
in the Eafi. Not long after his two great Patrons, Eujlbms and 
TbeO'iwis followed him. Three whole years *1 they had continued in 
Baniilimcnt, when betaking themfelves to their old Arts, they pre¬ 
ferred a Bill by way of Petition and Retrattation r to the Emperor, 
wherein they reprelent, that they had hitherto fubmiffively acqui- 
clced in the Judgment which his MajeRy had pafs’d upon them; but 
left their filence lhould be thought an Argument of their Guilt, they 
declar’d that they did unanimoully agree in the Faith,and that having 
diligently examin’d the meaning of the Word Con fab ft ant ial , they had 
wholly given up themfelves to Peace, being additted to no Hereflc : 
that for the Quiet and Security of the Church, they had luggeRed 
the beR Councils they could think of, and had given all ncceffary 
Satisfaction by fubferibing the Faith, though they could not the Ana - 
tben/atifin againR Arms , having from the Converfe they had had 
with him, both by Word and Writing, found him not guilty of what 
was charged upon him. And having done this, they did again ratifie 
their content by this prefent Libel, not fo much that they were weary 
of their Banilhment, as defirous to avoid the Sufpition ofHerefie; 
and that if but admitted into His MajeRics Prefence, lie would find 
them cxattly to agree with the Faith and Decrees of the Nicenc 
Synod ; which favour they the rather hop’d for, His MajeRy having 
already fo gracioufly treated the Perlon accounted moR Criminal, and 
retailing him from his Banilhment, had luffered him to vindicate him- 
fclf from tlie things charg’d upon him. Hereupon the Sentence of 
their Banifhment was taken off, and they were permitted to return 
to their own Sees again. It muR not here be forgotten, that the 
Arians amongR the many Stories they coin’d to fupport their Caule, 
vented this; f that foon after the Synod at Nice , Conftantinc having 
ban idl’d Eufebius, Theognis and fbme others, for their obRinate re- 
jetting the Confubfiantlal Dottrine, his Sifter had a Vifion or Revela¬ 
tion from Heaven, whereby flic was advertis’d, that thofe men were 
Orthodox in their Opinions, and had thofe hard Meafiires very un- 
juRly put upon them. That hereupon the Emperor recall’d them 
from Banifhment, and enquiring of them, why finee they had with 
the rcR fiibfcrib’cl the Nicenc Creed, they difiented from it; receiv’d 
this anfwer, that they never heartily contented to it; but out of a 
fear, leR His MajeRy, but newly converted, and not as yet confirm’d 
by Baptifm, taking offence at the Differences amongR them, (Should 
throw up the ChriRian Faith as doubtful and uncertain, returnback 
to Paganifm, and turn his refentment and difpleafure agajnft the 
Church. Upon this Apology he forgave them, and refblv’d (they 
%) to call another Synod about this Matter. £ut his Death pre- 
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venting that he left the Execution of it to his Son Confi ant ins, with 
this remark/ that his Empire would never profpep, if he did not bring 
all his Subjects to an Agreement in Matters of Religion: And that 
in compliance herewith, Conflantius fummon’d the Council at An- 
m 'nn'w\ wh ich ratified their Faith. A Story not very confident with 
it feif, built only upon a flight and trifling Report, and repugnant to 
the unanimous account of all the Writers of thofe times. MoR cer¬ 
tain it is, that Confiantine the Great, who to his dying day, was mod 
conftant to the Niccne Faith, would never have canceled the Sentence 
of their Banifhment upon any other Terms, than their fubferibing 
that Creed. Which we fee they accordingly did without any feru- 
ple Of the fame Thread with this, is the PafTage related by Philo- 
.M69 floras, ' that after the Aiccne Council, and the Recantation of 
Em f bins and his Party (whom the Emperor pumlh d for their Preva- 
rication in their Subscriptions) Con [l ant me recall’d Secnndm and his Ad¬ 
herents out of Banifhment, andfent Letters or Edifts into all Parts 
to fupprefs and Rifle the Confnbfiantial Do&rine, and to ratifie the 
contrary Opinion j that Alexitnderof Alexandria fubfcrib c! thefe Let¬ 
ters and thereupon communicated with Jr ins and his Party, but 
no fooner was the fear of the Emperor’s difpleafure over, but he 
return’d to his former Sentiments in this Matter, whereupon Arm 
and his Followers utterly deferted him. An account fo improbable 
in all its Circumftances, and fo direftly contrary to all other Writers, 
that it needs no Confutation. Forg’d no doubt either by Philfiorgms 
himfelf (whom therefore Photins in the entrance upon it by a witty 
Allufion to his name cenfurcs, o (piAo^utiis St®- y&wfyyi ®.) or 
handed to him by the Arians of thofe times, who fpread abroad this 
and many more like Relations, to give life and credit to their 

Caufe. . ... rx i . 

IV. ATHANASIVS in the mean time, like a Prudent anda 
faithful Paftor, took an account of the State of his Flock, vifiting 
• Ath.apni.ii. « the Churches of his Diocefs, which confidering the State of that 
p- to6. spiph. t ; me j { new, could not but be over-run with Irregularities, both 

moo LXVIH ‘ in Faith and Difcipline. Coming to the Province of Mar noth, which 
was populous, and where Presbyters were fixed in every Panfh, who 
taught and governed the People in great Peace and Order, the Melc- 
tianS chifm not being able to fet its foot here, he was told that one 
Ifchyras , a man vicious in his Morals, and that had never been really 
taken into EcclefiaRick Orders, did yet take upon him the Title and 
Office of a Presbyter, and draw away the People where he liv’d. 
Whereupon he difpatch’d away Macarius his Presbyter, and the Pres¬ 
byter of the Place, to enquire into the Matter, and to fummon the 
Perfon. Coming thither, they found the man lick in Bed, fo that 
charging his Father to let him know, that lie fhould not dare to med¬ 
dle in the things reported ofhim,tJiey returned to Athanafms . Ifchyras 
being recovered of his Diftemper, was advifed by his Father and his 
Friends, to fhift for himfelf, who thereupon fled to the MAetians, 
and thence to Ni comedia, the ufiial Refuge of difeontented Perfons, 
where what mifchief he hatch’d againft Athanafins, wc fhall hear af¬ 
terwards. In this Vifitation Athanafms is faid to have taken in his 
way the Egyptian MonaRerics, fo famous in the Stories of thole 
times, where he was received with all due Honour and Refpe&i 
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efpecially lie vifited the great S. Anthony , ' v the Father of all the w sw*. <• 2. 
Hermits of that Age, there being fo great a Dearnefs and Intimacy ,7 ' M * ; * 
between thefe two, that as oft as lent for, S. Anthony would leave 
his Solitudes, and come to Athanafms , meet him in Cities, accom¬ 
pany him to Church, give Tcflimony to his Faith, oppoie and con¬ 
demn his Adversaries, write to Princes and great men in his behalf, 
which added no little ERcem and Reputation to him. Though com 
fideringthe Ta&ions and Artifices that at this time were on foot 
ngainft him, he had need of all his Friends to Rand by him and lup~ 
port him. 

V. FOR Em fibit/s was no fooner return’d to Nicomedia , but he 
began to fet his Engines on work for the promoting the Arian Caufe. 

His chief Defign was, to refettle Ari//s at Alexandria, where he knew 
the Venom would work moR cfFe&ually. To which end he wrote 
to Athanafms, x fmoothly courting him to receive Arins into Commit- 1 M.apoi ir. 
nioii, wl'.ile at the fime time, by other hands, lie threatned him, P 6v 3 * SVr/<l * 
if he did refufe. But the good man equally dif-regarded his intreaties c ‘ F ‘ 57 ‘ 
and his tlireatnings, he font him word, that Arms was an Herctick, 
and an Enemy to the Truth, that he had been condemn’d by a gene¬ 
ral Council, and that Rich could not be re-admitted. Failing in this, 
he went to work another way, by crafty Infinuations engaging the 
Emperor, who now look’d upon Arins , as conforming himfelf to the 
Church, to write in his behalf to Athanafms , which he did, y. being r Ext. 
directed by him, in a very pofitive and peremptory mariner, com- Ath ' 

manding■ him to fet open the Church-doors to any that wefe willing ° 4 ’ 
to enter in, telling him, that if he knew lie excluded any, who were 
defirous to return to the Communion of the Church, he wbuld im¬ 
mediately fend orders to difplace him, and fend him far enough oft’. 

In which claufc of the Letter (for part of it only is fet down) no 
particular mention being made of Arins, probable it is, that Eufcbius 
had couch’d the Defign only in general Terms, reprefenting Atha¬ 
nafms as an Enemy to the Peace and Union of the Church. How¬ 
ever trufting in the goodnefs of his Caufe, he was nothing Rartled 
at this quick and fevere Mellage of the Emperor, humbly rcinon- 
Rrating by his Anfwer, that the Catholick Church could not poffibly 
hold Communion with that Herefie, that plainly fubverted the Di¬ 
vinity of our Saviour. Ettfibins difappointed in both thefe attempts, 
falls now to downright Methods of Fraud and Falfliood, refolving by 
right or wrong to remove him, who fo long as he Rood in theft 
way, would obftruft whatever they took in hand. And jfirfL he fends 
to the Mcletians, that now was a fit time to put their confederate 
Councils into Practice; who partly encourag’d by his Letters, partly 
to follicit their own Caufe, viz. the Reftitution of their Churches, 
deputed three Bifhops of their Party, lfio, Endtmon, and Calhmcns , 
to go and manage their Affairs at Court, where, by Pm f bins his 
advice, they forg’d an Accufation againft Athanafms , charging him 
before the Emperor, to have exacted Linncri for the ule of his 
Church, and to have impos’d it as a Tribute upon the People. But 
Apis and Macarius two Alexandrian Presbyters, happing to be then 
at Court, quickly convinc’d the Emperor of the falfenefs of the 
Charge; who condemning the Accufers, commanded Athanafms, 
however to appear. Which when Enfihins underftood, heperfwaded

the Mdethns to ftand to the Caufe, and to attack him with new 
Indiftments at his Arrival. To take oft' Macarius his Evidence, they 
renew a Charge, which they had not long fince put in againft: him, 
of breaking the Communion-Chalice; upon Atbanafins they clap no 
left than an Indiftment of high Treafon, that he had privily lent a 
Cabinet of Gold to one Philtimems, to enable him to ufurp the Em¬ 
pire. Athanafms being come, his Caufe was heard at Pj.wjw.it hu, 
a part of the Suburbs of Nicomedia, where the Emperor had a Palace 

* m. c. 26. (not at Con/lantinople, as 'Theodorit 1 makes it, which was fcarce li- 
M°* nilh’d, much lefs dedicated) where he fo fatislied the Emperor in 

the Innocency and Integrity of his Caule, that his Adverlaries were 
condemn’d, himfelf acquitted, and not only fullered to depart, but 

• Ext. ap. /ith. at his return the Emperor honour’d him with a Letter ;l to the 
l °c. tit. Church of Alexandria wherein after he had largely exclaim’d againft 

the Malice and Iniquity of the Age, he tells them, that the w icked 
Wretches had prevail’d nothing againft their Bifliop, ftudying ntv 
thing but vainly to Ipend time, and render thcmfclvcs incapable of 
Pardon; that they fliould alfift: one another by mutual Concord, and 
refill: thole that did oppofe it; that as for At ban a fats their Bilhop, 
he had kindly receiv’d him, and convers’d with him, as one whom 
he verily believ’d to be a man of God, and a moll venerable Perfoii, 
and whom he knew to be a Minifter for his Equity and Diligence, and 
other Qualities every way nccelfary for them. 

VI. MALICE like Fire, mult have a vent, or ’twill be Hilled 
in its own Smoke. Eufebius prevailing nothing againft Atbanafins , 
for the prelent diverts his fpleen another way. Hit flat bins Bifhop 
of Antioch was a llout Stickler againlt the Arians, and being fet in 
fo eminent a See, was capable of doing the greater diflervice to the 
Caufe. Him he (ingles out, and refolves to hunt him down. In order 

b TmA. 1. 1. w hereunto, he begs leave b of the Emperor (at whole charge alio 
c. 21. p. 5 1 * j ie went t j ie j 0 u rn ey) to go fee the magnificent Church which Con- 
Jlantine was then building at Jern/akni. Accompanied with his old 
Friend Theognis of Nice , became to Antioch , where pretending 
Friendfhip, they were kindly and honourably treated by Eu/lathins. 
Thence palling through PaUftine they laid the Defign, which they 
refolv’d to effeft at their return. For procuring a Synod to be call’d 
at Antioch, Enfiathius is charg’d as Heterodox in the Faith ; but bc- 
caufe they knew that too thin to hold Water, they back’d it with 
the Accufation of Adultery, which they procur’d to be depos’d upon 
Oath, though but the Oath of a lewd infamous Woman. Where¬ 
upon the good man was condemn’d, and thrown out of his Sec. And 
though there were tliofe in the Council, who finelt the Knavery, 
and perfwaded Enfiathius not to Hand to the Sentence of Dcpofition, 
yet were their Enemies too quick for them, having immediately con¬ 
veyed notice of it to the Emperor, to whom they reprefented the 
Scandal of the Crimes, and the great Juftice of the Sentence, per¬ 
vading the Emperor to confirm it, who accordingly ordered him to 
be banilh’d. 

VII. THOUGH let alone for the prelent, Athanaftns was not 
forgotten. The bufineft at Antioch being over, they are now at lea- 
fure to bait him a Second time. For Ifchyras the ufurping Presbyter, 
who had fome while fince fled from Marxotis, having addrefs’d 
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I c himfelf to Euf bius of Nicomedia, was readily entertain’d By him, 

1 as a fit Inftrumeht to promote their Defigns; and to oblige him taller, £ 27 .p. of * 

1 lie is tycd with the AlTurance of a Biflioprick, which afterwards they 

I made good, creating him Billiop of Marnotis , and at prelent treating 

I him in the capacity of a Presbyter. Byhis contrivance Accufations 

I are fram’d, and brought into more formal and plaulible Stones; 

f- Athanafms is charg’d with cruel and tyrannical Aftiiigs, Macarius his 

f Presbyter as lent by him with forcible rulhing into the Chancel, 

t breaking the Communion-Cup, and tearing the Bible in pieces, slthay 

f mftus indited of Murder, for making away Arfenius a Mdctian Bi- 

ihop, and a dead man’s hand produc’d as evidence of the Fa ft, 
fi whereof more in their due place. All which were reprefented with 
their great ell Aggravations to the Emperor. Thefirft he flighted, 
having lumfelf heard it fufticiently baffled, when Athanafms, not long 
fince, appear’d before him at Nicomedia. For that of Arfenius, which 
feem’d to be of moll moment, he fent to his Brother Dalnmtius the 
Confer, then refiding at Antioch, to take the matter under Examinati¬ 
on. 'Fhc of or prefently writes to Athanafms , commanding him to 
?• prepare himfelf for a Tryal, and to anfwer the things laid to his 
Charge. He, confcious of his own Innocency, and the prodigious 
Malignity of the Fable, atfirftmade light of it, but confidcring that 
the Emperor had concern’d himfelf in it, he thought it not fafe to 
; ncgleft it. Wherefore he wrote to the Bifhops of his Diocefs, to 
give them notice of it, and fent a Deacon to enquire after A'fcnius, 
whom with much ado he found to be alive and well. Which was 
;v no fboncr done, but he difpatch’d away Macarius with Letters to 

f the Emperor at Conflantimplc, to give Iim a true account of the 

State of things, to put him in mind of what had been tranfaftedat 
f< Pfammathia , and to affine him that Arfenius after all was alive and 

| fafe. The Emperor wondring at mens immoderate boldnefs and confi¬ 

dence, commanded Da 1 mat ms to furceafe the Procefs, and the Ac- 
ciders who had been fent into the Eafl to manage the Charge, to 
depart from Court, himfelf writing d to Athanafms, to let him know 4 Ext. npifa 
how much he made it his buflnels to preferve Truth and Jullice, and f' 6 f" WUib< 
delighted above all others in pious and goodjnen: In which Letter ^ ° y * 
he falls upon the Mdetians with a very black Charafter, as the mofl 
p me reliefs, wicked and execrable Perfons, men hardned in Impiety, 

; ■ and who attempted the greateft Abfurditics meerly to gratifie Envy, 

l: Emulation, and a {editions Mind, as was plain in their unjuft Pro- 

} cccdings againft him ; commanding that his Letter fliould be read to 

the People, that all might take notice of it, efpecially tliofe whom 
v it mofl: concern’d, whom he allur’d, that if they ftill proceeded in 
thefe Practices, he would judge them not by Ecclefiaftical, but Civil 
!• Laws, and would make it appear, that they weieopen Invaders not 

! only of humane, but of divine Conftitutions. 

VIII. THIS juft and neceflary Severity of the Emperor frighted 
c the Mdetians at this time from any farther attempts againft Atha- • M.ib.p.6u 
f nafus, the reproaches of their own Confidences, and the pubiick 

p. Fame caufing them to retire with fhame and filence. But Eufebius 

p and his Party loth to loofe fiich ufeful Inftruments, endeavoured to 

put new life into them, by alluring them that tilings fhould be tranfi 
afted in a Synod, where there was no doubt but they fhould havo 

tnc 
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the predominant over-ruling ftroke. To effeft.which, they put it 
into the Emperor’s head, that his (lately Buildings at jerufalem were 
now almoft finifhed, and ripe for Dedication, for which the Bifhops 
of thole Parts muft be call’d together, that this opportunity might 
be taken firft to fettle and compote thote Differences, which of late 
bad fo much difturb’d the Church, that fotlicy might more unani- 
moufly carry on that great Solemnity. To this the Emperor at length 
f St-\4.2.c 2<. yielded, appointing a Synod f to be held at C.efdrca in PaUftmey 
where the Bifhops being met, Athanafius did not appear, fufpe&ing, 
’ ‘ p ‘ l ' as fome think, the Partiality of his Judges, and liking the place ne¬ 

ver the better, becaufe Enfibitts was Bifhop of it, whom he look’d 
upon as too favourable to the Arian Party. Though indeed Athana- 
fas afligns no fuch Reafon, nor is this Synod fo much as once men¬ 
tion’d by him. Long time the Bifhops waited at Cafarea , but At bar 
xafj/s came not; which his Enemies knew well enough how to im¬ 
prove to his difadvantage, telling the Emperor, he might now fee 
what little account Athanafius made of his commands, who dat’d 
thus contumaciouHy to difobey the imperial Orders. The Emperor, 
though otherwife of a mild and eafie Temper, exafperated with thefc 
Suggeftions, appoints another Synod to a {Tenable at Tyre, while things 
were making ready for the Solemnity at Jemfalem, commanding 
At ban a ft ns at his Peril to appear, and liunmoning fuch Bifhops cfpc- 
cially, as the Eufebians had recommended to him, intending the 
Cafe fhould be canvafs’d and determin’d in the moft publick and fo- 
lemn Manner. 
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The APIs and Proceedings of the Synod at Tyre, *bith other con• 
fequent Ajfairs. 

A Synod fummond at Tyre. The Emperor's Lieutenant appointed to 
preftde there .The fum tf/ConftantineVLetter to the C<ww//. Athanafius’/ 

Carriage before the Synod . A twofold Charge exhibited againft him v 
Matters of Vice and Immorality in three Inflames ; Opprefjion , and 
how guilty of that ; Rav ifoment y the Vill any whereof how difeovered ; 

Murder y his killing Artenius, and cutting off his Hand. The wicked- 
ne/s of this Story purfued and refuted at large , and evidently provd be¬ 
fore the Council. The fecond head of Accufation y Impiety and Pro¬ 
fanation. The Cafe of his Ordination enquir'd into. His Vitiation 
of I fchyrash Churchy breaking the Communion-Cup , See. Severn An- 
fivers to that Charge. Commiffioners fent by the Synod into Egypt, to 
examine Matters upon the place. AthanaflUS his Exceptions againft 
the Perfons. AH Motions in his behalf over-rut’d,. The partial and 
unjufl Proceedings of the Commiffioners. 7 he Zgal of the Maraeotick 
Clergy for their Bifhop. Athanafius condemn’d and depos’d by the Sy¬ 
nod'at Tyre. The Synod adjourn’d by the Emperor to Jerufalem. 

AriusV Caufe commanded to be taken under Confideration , by means of 
an Arian Presbyter’s favour with the Emperor. What truth in that 
Report. Arius fent for to Court ; Conftantine’r Letter to him to 
that purpofe . His and Euzoius’r Hypocritical Confeffion prefented to 
the Emperor. The Judgment of the Synod about his Cafe. Whether 
he return’d to Alexandria. Vpon Athanafius’/ complaint at Court y 
the Bifoops arc fummon’d to makegood their Charge againft him. Ac- 
cas’d by them of High-Treafony and banifo’d by the Emperor to Triers. 

Arius taken into favour at Court: Alexander Bifoop of Conftanti- 
nople commanded to admit hhn to Communion. The perplexity of the 
good Biftjopy and his zealous Prayers to Heaven. The unnatural and 
execrable Death of Arius, and the manner of it. His Char alter. The 
Description of his Temper and Perfon. Interceffions in behalf of 
Athanafius rejected. The Death of Conftantine, and Divifion of the 
Empire amongft his Sons. The occafion of Conftantius s favouring the 
Arian Party. 

x. \ NN.Chr. CCCXXXV. met the Council at Tyre, z confift- t sotrU.c.rt 
f\ ing of LX. Bifhops of the Eafly befides XLVIL that came tf * 5 * 1 : *' 
L ^ along with Athanafius out of Egypt , probably not formally f 

fummon’d thitlier, but to pay an honourable Attendance upon their 
Metropolitan. And becaufe the Emperor forefaw that Heats and 
Quarrels would arite, he fent Dionyfius amanofConfular Dignity, to 
prefide as his own CommifTioner in the Synod, to fee good Order and 
Decorum kept amongft them, himfelf writing h to them to this effecT ; 
that they would ute their utmoft endeavour to heal the Breaches in c>4a . 
the Churches Peace; the moft honourable Enterprize they could take f . $4 6. Thud. 
in hand; that for his part nothing had been wanting, that he had /•!.«*• 

granted 
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R ,'anted whatever they dcfir’d.fummonmg what Hilltops they thought 
convenient, and lending the lixconful.tr Dionyfn/s to be aVVinielsol 
their Tranfaftions, and their good Behaviours, that it any whom it 
concern’d, refus’d to come, he would by Bamlhment, make them 
know wltat it was to dilobey the imperial Summons; tliat nothing 
now remain’d, but that they would judge neither lor hatred not 
favour, but according to the Ecclefiaftick and Apoftoltck Cation, ad- 
miniftring proper Remedies to all Irregularities, that lo at once they 
might free the Church from Reproach, cafe his Cares, rellore Peace 
ana Tranquillity to the fluttered State of the Church, and purchalc 
Renown and Honour to themlelves. At firft Atb.mafTs did notap. 
i socr.Mfrpr. pear, 1 not that he diltrurtcd the goodnels of Ins Cattle, bur either 
f.66. becaufe he thought hefhould not have a iatr equal Heating, or that 
he fear’d they would innovate fomethtng m the Nicene faith. But 
confidering what peremptory Orders the Emperor had tlltied out, he 
came, accompanied with a great number of the Btlhops ol his own 
Province, as Witnelfes of his Integrity, and Advocates ol his Caule; 
as his Presbyter Macarius had a little before been brought thither 
in Chains from Alexandria, with a Guard of Soldiers to conduit 

"n. ATHANASIVS being brought before the Council, had 
the Portion of a Criminal to Hand at the Bar, which Ibincensd Po- 
tamon one of the Egyptian Bifhops, that he fell foul upon Enfibius ol 
C.tfarea, one of the Synod, when he efpy’d him fitting upon the Bench, 
while Atbanafms Hood below, reproaching him with lome Sulpttiotis 
of idolatrous Compliance, while they had been fellow-Prtloncrs under 
the Diocletian Perlecution. Atbanafms at lirftr demur’d, though nor 
to the Jurifdiftion of the Court, yet to the competency and lituefs 
of his Judges; which Exception not being admitted, his Indiftment 
was read, and his Crimes openly mention’d. Now the tilings laid to 
his charge, were elpecially of two forts, Matters of Vice and Immo¬ 
rality, and Matters of Impiety and Prophanation ; for as for the ltale 
Accufations of Treafon and Sedition, the levying an Impolition of 
Linnen Cloth upon the People, and conlpiring with Philo menus to 
invade the Empire, they had been to notorioully baffled in former 
attempts, that I find them not fo much as once mention’d in the 
Synod, though to add what colour they could to their Sentence , 
k*../}. M 82 they charge “him with Contumacy,in refufing to obey the Emperor's 
Edia, commanding him to appear the year before in the Synod at 
C.tfarea, and that he had now brought 1 b many Attendants with him 
to Tyre, as if he intended to offer force and violence to the Council. 
We lhall a little more particularly enquire into the things charg’d 
upon hinj, becaufo objefted againft him, not only in this, but iu (bine 
after-Synods. 

III. IN reference to Vice and Immorality, lie Hood indicted oi 
' Sr x ii'H79 - three great Crimes, 1 Oppreffion, Ravilhment, and Murder. Under 
the firft he was charg’d with cruel and tyrannical Ulageof Ins Bre¬ 
thren, that he had often fetter’d Jfcbyr.rs, and having accus’d him 
before Hyatnus Prafeft of Etrypt, for throwing Stones at the Empe¬ 
ror’s Statues, had caus’d him to be caft into Prifon; that lie had de¬ 
pos’d Callinicus Bilhop of Pelnjmm for refilling to communicate with 
him, and given his Church to one Mar be, a degraded Presbyter, ray 
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(if Pbiloflorgius m may be believ’d) that he had laid Callinicus irt m /-a. mi. 
Irons, imprifon’d him, and never left profecutiiig him, till he had M7 * 
driven hitn out of the World: Thus Euplus 7 Pacbomins , Ifaac , Achillas 
and Hermaon y Meletian Bifhops, accus’d him for having caus’d them 
to be whip’d and beaten. But feeing thefe things in all likelyhood 
wanted proof, no more than the bare mention of them being record¬ 
ed, and that lome of them depending upon other parts of thelndift- 
ment, fell together with them, it would be needlefs to infill: upon 
them. The next branch of the Charge concern’d Force and Ravilh¬ 
ment, that he had offered violence to a Woman, n whom they had n n. 
prevail’d with to come in to the Council, and to own and atteft the 
Fa&; who accordingly declar’d, that for her felf, file had vow’d hcVdtf^o. 
Virginity, but that having entertain’d Atbanafms into her Houle, he Thtoj.ib.c.^ 
had violently forc’d her into lewd Embraces. Atbanafms who had p ‘ 6y 
Imelt lomething of the Defign, being brought into Court, came at¬ 
tended with Timotbeus one of his Presbyters, between whom it was 
agreed, that Timotbeus fhould take his part upon him. The Judges 
calling upon Atbanafms to anfwer the matter of Fa£t alledg’d againft 
him he ftood filent, but Timotbeus turning to the Woman, Woman 
(laid he) was I ever in your Hon/e , did T every as you pretendy offer 
violence to yon ? To which, witli lome quicknels and vehemency Ihe 
replied, ftretching out her hand, and pointing to him with her fin¬ 
ger, yes, yes, you are the man, that forcibly prefs’d upon me, and 
ftain’d my Chaftity and my Honour; adding, as in iuch Cafes is 
ufual, both the time and place. The Cheat tnus plainly difeovering 
it felf, put the Contrivers of it to the blufh ; and when Atbanafms 
requir’d, that before the Woman was difmifs’d, fhe might be ask’d* 
who Was that had fram’d and laid the Plot, his juft requeft was 
over rul’d by a clamorous Anfwer, that they had greater Matters 
againft him to be examin’d, and for which they had Evidence beyond 
all Exception. This Paffage, Sozomen tells us, was not recorded in 
the A£ts of the Council, as being thought too light and immodeft 
for the Tranfa&ions of a grave Airembly. Nor is it to be forgotten, 
that the Arian Hiftorian ° turns the Tale quite the other way, affirm- • phiiojl. ubi 
ing that Atbanafms complotted with the Woman, and that by his 
direction fhe charg’d her great Belly upon Ettfebius of Nicomcdia, his 
chief Enemy in the Synod, who by a much like Stratagem brought 
it to light. But how much ftrefs is to be laid upon his Relations, 
efpecially when levell’d againft the Catholick Party, the judicious 
Reader needs not be told. And perhaps it might not be the lcaft en¬ 
couragement to the Arian Fa&ion, to fliift the Scene, and turn it 
upon At ban a fin Sy that they knew that thefe Proceedings were not 
entred amongft the Afts of the Synod, and that there was nothing 
extant upon Record to difprovc them. 

IV. BUT that which of all others gave themoft pleafant Diver- 
fion to the Synod (thofe only excepted who had contriv’d it) was 
the Tragy-Comick Scene of Arfenius the Meletian Bifhop, the Mur¬ 
dering of whom was charg’d p upon Athanafiusy for proof whereof they *socr.i.t.c.2jt 
produc’d a Box, out of which they took a dead man’s Hand, dried 
and falted, which they affirm’d to be the Hand of Arfenius whom 
Atbanafms had made away; and to make the wickednefs ftill more 
enormous, added, that he had done it to Magical Purpofes, to make 
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ule of it in Artsofdiabolick Conjurations. The Truth and Validity 
of which Charge, will beft appear by a fliort Survey of the whole 
Matter, Arfenius, who ttiles himfelf Bifliop of Hypfele , whereof 
Meletins himfelf had been fometimes Bifliop, having fallen under fbine 
sox.ib.c . 23 . great Irregularity, had to avoid <i the Conviction and Cenfure of his 
E4 75 * Metropolitan, withdrawn himfelf. This opportunity Job;, the 
chief of the Meletian Party, thought fit to embrace, to fatten a molt 
defperatc Calumny upon Athanafius. For which end he and his Con¬ 
federates find out the Man, treat him with all kindnefs and courtelie, 
perfwade him (Till to conceal himfelf, lodging him to that purpole 
with one Pinnes, one of their Confidents, Presbyter of a Monattery 
f Ath.A'johii. in 'iijL'bnis, This done, they give it out r in all publick places, that 
p. 606. Athanaftus had privately murdered Arfenius , fhewing about a dead 
man’s Hand, which they attirm’d to be his. The News hereof was 
not long, before it was by the Enfebians convey’d to the Emperor, 
who gave order to his Brother Dalmattus , to enquire into it. And 
though upon notice given him by the Cenfor, he flighted the Matter, as 
a thing fufliciently improbable in it felf, yet knowing the Malice and 
Subtlety of his Enemies, and that the Emperor had taken Cognizance 
of it, he thought it not prudent to be unprepar’d for his own defence. 
Immediately therefore he fent one of his Deacons into Thdais to 
fcarch for Arfenius, whom he had not feen in many years. The 
Deacon by the help of Pecyftus, Sylvanus , and fomc other Monks, un- 
derftood at length where he lay conceal’d. But coming to Pinnes his 
Monattery, and entring the Houfe, they found indeed, that he had 
been there, but that the Bird was flown. For upon the firtt News of 
their arrival in thofe Parts, Pinnes had clapt him aboard, and by the 
afliftanceo \ Helias a Monk, had convey’d him down into the lower 
Egypt. Miffing the man, they however feiz’d upon Pinnes and 
Helias , whom they brought to Alexandria, and presented to the Go¬ 
vernor, before whom they freely confefs’d that Arfauns was alive 
and well, and that Athanafius was guiltlcfs and Innocent, as Pinna 
r Ext. ap. Ath. himfelf tells John the Me let inn Bifliop in his Letter f to him. All 
ib. p. 60 8 . which Ath an a fins prelently certified to the Emperor, who by hisanfwcr 

teftified how leverely he refented the unjuft Proceedings of that tur¬ 
bulent and malicious Party. 

V. AND thus flood things till the Synod at Tyre, when this 
wretched device was again drefs’d up, and brought upon the Stage; 
at which time the Providence of God ftrangely furnifh’d him with an 
opportunity to filence the Malice of his Adverfaries beyond all poffi- 
• bility of Evafion. The Meletians had ftri&ly charg’d f Arfenius to 

pM.vU.Ath. kccpclofe; but he tempted with curiofity to fee how things went, 
m(fn!i.£c.°i 7*. had privately convey’d himfelf to Tyre, intending to lye there Incog- 
p. 231 , 232 . fjiio all the time. It liapned that fome Servants belonging to Arche- 
Uns the Governor being then at the Tavern, heard a rumor whif- 
pered, that Arfenius was then in Town. Which they immediately 
told their Lord, who with equal fecrecy and diligence found him 
out and apprehended him, giving notice of it to Athanaftus . The 
man unwilling to be falfe to thofe that imploy’d him, and loth that 
the whole frame of the Plot fhould be reveal’d and unravel’d in a Mo¬ 
ment, at firtt denied himfelf to be Arfenius, till Paul Bifliop of Tyre, 
who had formerly known him, convinc’d him, and beat him out of 
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that refuge. The day of the Tryal being come, &nd the Cafe of the 
impudent Strumpet difmifs’d, this of Arfenius was brought oh, the 
Profecutors boafting, that now they fhould make not their Ears, but 
their very Eyes Judges in the Cafe, therewith producing the dead 
fend, which they laid Athanaftus had difiiiembred. At which a great 
fhout was made in the Synod, many believing it to be true, and 
others, that nothing could appear to the contrary. Silence being 
made, Athanaftus gravely ask’d the Judges, Whether any of them 
knew Arfenius ? which when fevefal affirm’d, he commanded him to 
be brought into Court, and again ask’d, Whether this was'the Per- 
fon, the man whom he was charg’d to have kill’d, andcutoffliis 
Hand ? The Cafe being too notorious to be denied, while men were 
in a ftrange furprize and fufpence about it, Athanaftus turns back the 
man’s Cloak, and fhews them one of his Hands; and after a little 
paufe, to give them time to fufpeft it might be the other hand, he 
puts back the other fide of the Cloak, and fhews the other: And now 
Gentlemen (faid he) Arfenius you fee has both his hands , but where a. 
third hand is to be had that was cut off, I,leave to ?ny Acc/tfrs to difover . 

Thus ended the Plot, not more to the Pleafurq and Satisfaffcion of 
the Innocent, than to the Shame and Confufion of the Guilty,amongft 
which John the Meletian Bifliop, the main Contriver of the whole 
Scheme, is faid to have flunk away in the Crowd, though others, 
as Theodorit tells us, " flood to it, railing upon. Athanaftus for a Con- u VI i fupn 
jurer, and affirming that by Magick Arts he had caft a Mitt before P- d 4 - 
the Eyes of the Council, endeavouring to exafperate the Aflembly 
to tear him in pieces, infbmuch that had he not been relctled, the 
Comick Scene had been turn’d into a real Tragedy. While others 
ftudied to devife w fomething that might look like a plaufible cx- * s 0 ^. loc. dt, 
cufl, faying with equal Truth, that Plufianus an Athtnaftan Bifliop M 8;> 
had by his command fet on fire Arfenius his Houfe, tied him to a Pillar 
and whipped him, and then fliut him up in Prifon ; but that efcaping 
out of a Window, he had a long time hid himfelf, which caus’d them 
to imagine him to be dead, and being a confiderablc Per (on, they 
thought they could do no lefs than brings his Caufe before the Ma- 
giftrate, that it might be examin’d and lifted out. I add no more 
concerning this, than that Arfenius himfelf, together with his Pres¬ 
byters and Deacons, wrote x to Athanaftus to be receiv’d to the * v.xt.npjd ap: 
Peace and Unity of the Church, renouncing all Commerce with 
fchifmatical or heretical Perfons, and promifing all Canonical Sub¬ 
jection and Obedience to him as their lawful Metropolitan $ defiring 
him to write to them, and to give notice of their intire Agreement 
with the Catholick Church. Nay John himfelf repenting of what 
he had done, confefs’d the Injuries that had been done to Athanafi- 
us, and reconcil’d himfelf to him, as himfelf witpeffed in his Letter 
to the Emperor, whereof Confantine gives art account in his anfwcr 
y to him. .

VI. WE have feen with what fuccefs the Charge of Vice and 
Immorality was manag’d againft this good man; let us next fee how 
lie fped in that of Impiety and Profanation, wherein two Articles 
efpecially were infilled on. Firtt, that he had procur’d himfelf 2 CO 1 So 7. ubifupr. 
be created Bifhop of Alexandria by undue and unlawful means, that E 4 80, 
the Perfons ordaining him, were in the very Aft: guilty of Perjury, 
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all the Bifhopsr having bound themfelveSj that no rftan fhoirk) be or¬ 
dain’d, ’till he had clear’d himfelf of what could be objected againft 
him; that being thus deceiv’d, they had renounc’d Communion with 
him, who yet was fo far from giving them Satisfaction, that he 
forcibly compelfd, and caft them into Prifbn. To which purpofe a 
Libel was read in the Synod, containing fbme popular Exceptions, 
as if for his lake the People of Alexandria had forfaken the publick 
AlTemblies. The Fallehood of all which is Efficiently evident |roni 
the manner of his coming to that See, the Alexandrian Synod (many 
• Af./itb.apoi, whereof affiftedat his Confecration) declaring 3 before the whole 
ii.^6^66. w or kh that hewasele&ed by common Suffrage and Content, and 
ordained at the unwearied inftance and importunity of the People, 
and that his entrance upon it was lo far from being entertained with 
Tumults and Murmuring, that it was celebrated with popular Tri¬ 
umphs and Thanks to God. But that which made a louder noite, 
b Socr.ib.p.6), was the other Branch of the Charge, b viz. that his Presbyter Ma- 
So-ipm. p.479. car fa s at Bi s command, and by his Authority, had forcibly broken into 
the Chancel, while Ifchyras was officiating in the holy Miniftrations, 
that he had overturn’d the Communion-Table, broken in pieces the 
Sacramental Chalice, and burnt the holy Books. All which Ifchyras 
was there prelent to atteft. Inanfwer to which, befides Ibme gene- 
570. ral Exceptions that were over-rul’d, we find it alledg’d, c that this 
Ifchyras , whom the Indi&ment pretented in the capacity of a Prieft, 
was really no Presbyter, nor ever lo accounted by any, but his own 
Relations, that he pretended to no better Orders, than what Collu- 
thus had confer’d upon him, who was himfelf but a Pfesbyter, and 
who for ufurping the Office of aBifhop, had been Synodically cen- 
fured, and the Perfons ordained by him reduced into the Order and 
Clafs of Laicks; that when Macarius came thither, Ifchyras was fide 
d Ail*™, ib. d in Bed, and contequently incapable of miniftring at the holy Ta- 
ill'll9. kle; that it was not then the Lord’s day, ‘ the time of their publick 
‘ Solemnity, that there was no Church in the place where Ifchyras 
lived, nor in the whole Village, Ifchyras himfelf dwelling in a poor 
Farm-houte, a parcel of an Eftate belonging to one Ifio an Orphan; 
f ibid, p.620. that by the Confeffion of their own Witnefles f whom they had ex¬ 
amined, the Catechumens were then in the Cphurch, and therefore 
the holy Eucharift could not then be admjniftrcd, who affirmed 
k/w. p. 614. moreover, that Macarius had not burnt the Books, and that b what 
£ vtd ’ Ifchyras faid was falfe; that the Presbyters and Deacons of that 
Country, who had accompanied Athanaftus in his Vifitation, were 
his Compurgators, fblemnly protefting that there was no % fuch mat¬ 
ter, and that the whole of the Story was forged and fabulous; fi- 
L Jb.p.s 7 2 > 6i$ nally, that Ifchyras himfelf had confefTed h the whole Plot, for be¬ 
ing reproached by his own Party, and much more by his own Con¬ 
ference, he had with tears addrefted himfelf to Athanaftus , and plainly 
\ nxt.ap.-atk diteovered tjie whole Confpiracy, by a Writing ! under his own Hand, 
ibid, p.606. delivered in the prefence of fix Presbyters, and eight Deacons, whole 
names are to it, declaring that he was fet on, yea by ftripes forced 
to it by Heraclides, Ifaac y and the reft of their Aflociates, and that 
he called God to witnefs, that he knew nothing of the things charg’d 
upon Athanaftus , but that he had been compelled to give what 
Tcftimony lie had done, and that he thought himfelf obliged to 

make 
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make this Declaration, heartily wifhing lie might be admitted to 
Communion with him. 

VI f. T H E Cafe being thus clear (molt of thefe things being ho 
doubt then pleaded by Athanaftus) his Accufers v/ere at a ftancj, and 
knew not what courfc to take, till thofe k who were confederate k socr.i.i.c. 31. 
in the Council, put the Matter upon this IfTue, that the Deternlina- f* 6l ' 
tion of the Cafe fhould befufpended, and that Commiffioners fhould 
be font into Egypt, to enquire into the true State of the Cafe, and 
to report it to the Synod, nominating to that end fuch as they could 
truft, Theognis Bifliop of Nice , Maris of Calcedon , Theodore of Perin- 
tbusy Macedonia of Mopfus in Cilicia , Vrfacias of Singi dunum in Mafia , 
and Valens of Mnrfa in Pannonia 9 who together with Ifchyras pre- 
fently betook therafelves to the Voyage. By this Athanaftus perceiv’d 
which way tilings were like to go, but not to be wanting to his Caufe, 
he put in his Exceptions againft the Commiffion, which he affirm’d 
1 to be altogether needlefs, things being plain enough already, that 1 Al]u Mfupr. 
the Defign of it was only to gain time, and that Twas in vain to 
go fo far about to do what they had already refolv’d fhould be done. 

But this not being admitted, lie next excepted againft the Perfons, 
alledging it to be highly unreafonable, that when Macarius was kept 
Prifoner at Tyre y Ifchyras fhould be taken along with the Delegates, 
who themfelves were all fworn Enemies, by which might be guefs’d 
what return was like to be made. And though this Exception was 
infinitely equitable, yet the Count Dionyfins fuffered them to depart* 

This procedure gave juft diftaft to all that were Friends to the Atha - 
naftan Caufe, the Egyptian Bifhops not long after presenting a Prote- 
ftation m to the Synod, fubferibed by XLVII. Bifhops, wherein they ta Ext.ib.p.6t6 
finartly complained of the fraudulent and mitehievous Defigns of 
the Enfbian Party in the Synod, their unjuft Proceedings againft 
Athanaftus j their unfair Attempts to engage the reft of the Council 
to own and fubferibe their Tranfaciions, againft which they 
thought it their Duty to proteft, and to befeech them by all that 
was facred, not to concur with them, as they would anfwer the con¬ 
trary in the great day of their Accounts. This they back’d with an 
Adcfrefs n to the moft illuftrious Count Dionyfius, reprefenting, that "Ext.ib.p.tis 
the Enfbian and Mdetian Plots and Combinations being now lo noto¬ 
rious, they could not but offer him their Proteftation, befeeching 
and conjuring him for the fake of Almighty God, not to fuffer the 
Synod to proceed any farther in this bufinefs, but to referve the Caufe 
to the Emperor’s own hearing, where they might freely difplay 
their Cafe, and where they did not doubt of a righteous IfTue. This 
was followed with a Letter 0 to Dionyfius , from Alexander Blfhop 0 Ext.ib.p.Ci? 
of TheJJalonica y a man of great name and note, and one of the Synod, 
wherein he complained, that by this Deputation, it was evident 
what they defigned againft Athanaftus , that the thing had been afted 
without his privity, that he fhould advife them to do nothing rafh- 
!y, and take care that no inconvenience might arite, nor any thing 
be herein a&ed, that might refleft upon them, and expofe the Juftice 
of the Synod to reproach. Dionyfius alarmed with all thefe Addreffes, 
lent a Note p to Etfebius and his Party, acquainting them, that things p Ext. he. cry 
hap’ncd juft as he had foretold, that Athanaftus would Complain of 
injurious dealing, and the Perfons delegated, that he had advifed 
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them that none fhoulcl be fent but by common Suffrage; that there- 
fore they fhould take care, that what was done might not be liable 
to juft Exception, or give the leaft fhadow of occahon to any tobe- 
fpatter their Proceedings, it being unfit that the Criminal Party 
ihould be fupprefted and kept under any more than that of the Plain¬ 
tiff; and that it would create a mighty Jealoufie in this cafe, if Alex- 
ancltY fhould refufe to concur with them. .Notwithftanding all which 
endeavours, Athanaftus finding that he could not with lately lemain 
at 1yre, where all arts were ufed to enrage the People, infomuch, 
that the fecular Arm was (ometimes forced to be called in to hjsrefcue, 
that a righteous Caule was not like there to take place.that there were 
(mall hopes either that the Delegates would be recalled, or his Cafe 
referred to tlie Emperor, thought it beft to fliift for himfcif in time, 
and to prefent his Petition to a higher Power, in order whereuntohe 
< Aib.ihp.6i 9 abfented i from the Synod, and privately withdrew himfelf. < 
Socr.ihp.68. y i the Commiffioners in the mean while were arrived at 
r npiti.SjnoS. Alexandria, r where they carried themfelves like men refolved to go 
Aitx. ap. Atb. trough with their Work, endeavouring to extort Confeflions by 
r ‘ 57, ‘ drawn Swords, Whips, Clubs, and all methods of Cruelty and Se¬ 
verity, not (paring even the devoted Virgins, whom they lurrered the 
very Gentiles to ft rip naked, drag to the Heathen Altai s, and treat 
with all manner of extravagant Abufes, the Infidels petulantly infult- 
ing over the Church, and doing tfiefe things in the very Houfe 
where the Commiffioners refided, who at the lame time were Feaft- 
ing and making merry within, though it was then the time of a fo- 
lcmnFaft. 'Hie Clergy of Alexandria offered themfelves to attend 
the Commiffioners, defiring they might be admitted to give in evi¬ 
dence, oratlealft to be prelent at the Examinations that were taken, 
that fo they might be able to credit and to juftifie the Proceedings, 
<Ext.ibp.6is b ut were refus’d, whereupon not long after they prefented a r Re- 
monftrance fubferibed by fifteen Presbyters, and four Deacons, to 
the Delegates, wherein they tell them what fair and reafonable de¬ 
mands they had made, profeffing that they looked for nothing but 
malicious Combinations from them, whereof this their Letter (a 
Copy whereof they had delivered to Palladia the Emperor’s Officer, 
that they might not fupprefs it ) would be a (landing Monument, 
whenever the Cafe came to be canvafs’d over again in a lawful Sy- 
*Atb.ib.p. $71 nod. From Alexandria t accompanied with Philagritts Governour of 
vU.p.$6 9 . ' they went into Maraotes, the proper Scene where the Plot 

ibid. p. 571 . was laid, where they kept Court in Jfchyras his Houfe, the Governoi 
attending them all the while with a Guard of Souldiers, that they 
might cite whom they pleas’d, and terrifie whom they cited, efpe- 
cially keep out the Ecclefiafticks; for the Clergy of the Country 
univerfally offered themfelves to Examination, defiring they might 
be allow’d to give in their Teftimonies, but were rejeded and ex¬ 
cluded, and inftead of them, Jews and Gentiles fummon’d, and any 
kind of evidence given and taken, and queftions openly asked about 
the Sacraments and Myfteries of Religion, which ought not to have 
been propounded to Catechumens , much lefs to Pagans and Infidels. 
*id.ib. p.620. Befides their own Witneffes contradicted “ themfelves in their An- 
fwers, and (ome of them openly denied part of the Charge, and 
gave Jfchyras the Lye. All which appear’d from the ACts and Records, 
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taken and kept by themfelves, which though they fupprefs’d with 
all imaginable diligence, charging the Notaries that no Copies of 
them Ihould come abroad, yet were they brought, to light, Rufus , 
who drew them up, betraying them, and the Eufebians themfelves, 
afterwards tranfmitting them to Rome. . The Marxotick Clergy being 
not able to preval, prefented a Petition vv however to PhtUgrim , 
and the other great Officers, declaring the falfliood of the Crimes 
charged by If Lyras, and praying that the Cafe might be heard be¬ 
fore ! Emperur. They wrote alio to the Synod at lyre , in which 
Le.ier x ffiiblcribed by fifteen Presbyters, and as many Deacons) 
the’:nily reprefentthe Gale of Jfchyras , purge At ham (jus from the 
Charge both from their own knowledge, and Jfchyras his Confeffion 
extant under his own hand , and allure them that not one word 
would have been fpoken againft Atbanafws , had it not been extorted 
by the Governor’s threatnings, or drawn out by the Flattery and Jn- 
finuation of the Arians, whereby fome men had been tempted to lav 
whatever they had a mind fhould be attefted. All which they tell 
them they teflified as in the prefence of God, and for which they 
knew they muftbe accountable at the divine Tribunal. 

IX. T FI E Delegates having patch’d r up what evidence they 
could any wayes rake together, return’d to Tyre, where Athanaftas 
being fled, it was no hard matter to procure his Condemnation, the 
Synod accordingly palling Sentence upon him, depofing him from his 
Bifhoprick, and ordering that he fhould no more inhabit at Alexan¬ 
dria, left his prefence there fhould create Tumults and Fa&ions. John 
the Mdenan Bifhopand his Party they reftor’d to Communion, and 
to the R ights of their Miniftery, lent an account of their Tran facti¬ 
ons to the Emperor, and Letters to the Bifhops abroad, not to com- 
mimicaie with Athanafuts, whom they had conviCled of feveral uior- 
mous Crimes, and of which he by his Right had confefs’d himfelf 
guilty. Not but that there were many in the Synod that were will¬ 
ing to have done him right, but were over-powered by numbers, and 
particularly Paphnntins the Confeffor is faid to have taken Maximus 
Bifhop of Jcrafalem by the hand, Lefs he gone (laid he) it not be¬ 
coming Confffors, who have loft their Limbs in the Cattf of Religion , to 
go along with fitch pernicious Company. Things were thus concluding 
at Tyre, when Marianas the Emperor’s Secretary came with Letters 
7. commanding the Synod to adjourn to Trrfalem , to celebrate the 
Dedication of a famous Church, which he had built to the honour 
of our Saviour. Where being met by feveral others, and the great 
Solemnity being over, a Meffagc came from the Emperor, that they 
fhould take Arms his Cafe into Confideration. For it feems fome 
Defigns had been of late on foot to bring Arias into favour at Court, 
at lead fo far as to engage the Emperor to recommend him to the 
Synod, which we are told, 3 was effe&ed in this manner. 

X. A N Arian Prieft, whole name was Eutocias b , or as Vigilins 
Tapfenfis c calls him, Evangehts (if at leaft he means it as a proper 
name) had fubtlely infinuated himfelf into the favour of Conflantia 
the Emperor’s Sifter, and taking the fofteft feafons of addrefs, had 
reprefented the hard Fate of Arius , opprefs’d mccrly by Envy and 
private Emulation. Site upon her Death-bed as her laft requeft, had 
bequeath’d this Presbyter toiler Brother’s Grace and Care,expreffing a 

great 
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great follicitude, left fome great Judgment fhould overtake either 
him or the Empire, while jult and good men were under Bamfhment. 
The Prieft after her Deceale, plied the Emperor with fuch effectual 
Sollicitations, that he gave his content that he Iliould be recalled, and 
his Cafe taken into a Re-examination. This Paflage a learned man 
tJ yaicf.Annot. ftfpetts * as groundlefs and improbable. And indeed it feems 
° d * otr ' 1 : '* fluewdly to (hake the credit of the Story, not only that the Pried 
is fo obicurely mentioned, but that Athanafius , who is punctual in 
noting all the Artifices of the Arian Party, giveth not the leaft In- 
timationof it. ’Tis pofTible at firft it might be nothing but a light 
Rumor whifper’d about (as in all Diflentions, there are Tales told on 
both Tides, the Eftefts only of jealoufie andfurmize;) which Rnfinus 
catching up, firft gave it an hiftorical Credit, and fo without any 
fcruple. handed it down to others. But however it was, (for I am 
not willing abfolutely to reject the Story, handed to us not only by 
the Authority of Rnfinus, but Socrates and otheis) the Emperor de¬ 
clared that if Arias fubfcribed to the Faith eftablifhed in the Nicene 
Council, he was content he fhould come to Court, and would hon¬ 
ourably difmifs and fend him home to Alexandria* In order where- 
« nxt. ap. Socr. unto he wrote to him this fhort Letter. c

Upon the receit of this Letter, away ports Anus to Conftantinople , 
attended with his Friend Eiizoius, the Companion both of his Faith 
and Fortunes, where they prefent to the Emperor a new ConfefTion 
t of their Faith, leaving out the more grois and fcandalous Terms, 
and exprefling things in more plaufible Phrafes, and fuch as were more 
agreeable to the Style of the holy Scriptures, which they introduce 
with this Preface. To our mojt Religions and Gracious Lord , the Em¬ 
peror Conftantine, Arius and Euzoius Presbyters. According to the 
command of your devout Piety , we have, Sir, explained the Faith we hold, 
and by this writing do in the prefence of God profefs , that both we our 
fives , and all that are of our Party , do believe according tothelenor of 
1 the Confeffion following. We believe in one God , the Father Almighty, 
and in our Lord JeJus Chrift his Son, begotten of him before all Worlds, 
beinr God the Word, by whom all things mre made both in Heaven and 
Earth ; who came down from Heaven, and was incarnate, (uftered, and 
rofe again, and afeended into Heaven, and fb.all come again to judge the 
quick and the dead. And in the holy Ghofl; the Refurrethon oftheflejh, 
the life of the World to come, the KJngdom of Heaven, and m oneU- 
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tholick Church of God, difperfed from one end of the World to the other. 

This Faith we have received out of the holy Gofpef cfpcctally that com - 
viand of our Lord to bis Apoflles, goye, and teach all Nations, baptizing 
them in the name of the Father, and of the Son , and of the holy Ghofl. 

And thefe things they profeffed they believed, and that theyrbally 
owned the Father, Son, and holy Ghoft, according to the Doftrine 
of the Scriptures, and the Faith of the whole Catholick Church ; 
which if we do not (’tis their own Anathema in their own Words,* 

God be our Judge both in this World, and in that to come. Where- 
fore they pray that by his Mediation they might be united to the 
Church their Mother, and that all needlefs Queftions ahd Disputes 
laid afide, they might peaceably accord, and unanimoufly pray for his 
Majeftics Profperitv and Safety. 

XI. THE good Emperor was infinitely pleas’d, that he thought 
Arius and his Party now reconciled to the Nicene Faith.. Upon whole 
leave granted ,Socrates e layes (if he be not miftaken in his account, for * r, i. c. 27; 
Athanafius himfelf mentions it not) he return’d to Alexandria, where 
he no fooner arriv’d, but Athanafius ftoutly oppos’d him. Hereof 
Eufebius complained at Court, befeeching the Emperor to write in 
his behalf. Notwithftanding whole powerful IntercelTion Athanftus 
abfolutely refus’d to admit the man to Communion, writing back to 
the Emperor, that they who had once violated and denied the Faith, 
and had been caft out of the Church, could not eafily be taken in 
again to an intire Communion. The Emperor was angry that his 
Mediation was not complied with, and lent back Athanafius athreat- 
ningMeflage, h that unlefs upon the receit of this order he immedi- 
ately fubmitted to it, and readily received all that weredefirous to ' l ' r ‘ ° 4 ' 
return to the Communion of the Church, he would fend one that 
fliould turn him out of his Station, and fend him far enough to fome 
other Place. But this not fuccecding, or the Emperor at leaft not 
yet willing to proceed to fueh extream Courfes, he recommended 
Arius and his Friends to the Synod at Jerufalem , to examine their 
Confeffion, and pafs a candid Judgment upon their Cafe. The Synod 
prefently let the Cafe before them, add approving > the Declaration i ^.ib. c . 33. 
of their Faith, decreed, that Arius and his Adherents,Iliould be receiv’d p ‘ 
into Communion, which was done accordingly; whereof they gave 
an account k both to the Emperor, and to the Chinch of Alexandria, u Ext.liters. 
perfwading them kindly to entertain them, whole Faith the Emperor 
had pronounc’d to be found and orthodox, and wliofe Judgment there- y. 6so. 
in had been ratified by the Sentence of the whole Synod, who had So 'f” 6 lkc -* d ' 
received them to Communion; that therefore it Would become them 
heartily to embrace them as FclIoW-MemberS of the Church, and to 
live in Peace, efoecially fince by the Declaration of their Paitll, they 
had made it evident, that they kept to the undoubted and approved 
Apoftolick Do£h*ine that had been delivered to the Church. The 
Council was not broken up, when the Wind feem^ to turn into ano¬ 
ther comer, a new Meflage arriving from tlie Emperor about the 
Caufe of Athanafius. For which we are to know, that Athanafius find¬ 
ing 1 the Malice of his Enemies inflexible, and that thb Count Dionyfius 1 .4th. /tyoi.U. 
was relblv’d to over rule all againft him, upon his retrfeat from fyre, 5681 
had made his addrefs at Court, where he met the Erfipbror bn Horfe- 
back, entering into Conftantinople, who at firft fight khewi him not. 
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till told who he was, and what his Cafe ; nor after feveral Addreflcs 
could he get any accefs, till he took the Confidence freely to tell the 
Emperor, that he defiredno more, than that he would not fuffer him 
to be ruin’d by Malice and Violence, that his Caufe might be debated 
and determin’d in a lawful and impartial Synod, at leaft that his 
Judges at Tyre might be brought face to face, and he have the liberty 
to exhibit his Complaints againfl them. Which the Emperor look. 
» nxt.ap.Socr. ing upon as apiece of common JulHce, difpatched away a Letter m to 
&sox : ioc. dt. the Synod at ferufalem, commanding thofie of them that had a£led 
p!v'i?s<£lb'i in tIle Council of Tyre to appear belore him, and give an account of 
fupr. ’ v their Proceedings therein againft: Athanafius. The Bifhops were 
flrangely flartled at this Meftage, the greatefl part of whom fear¬ 
ing what might be the Confequence of things, Hole away and re * 
turn’d home. But Eufebiut, Iheognis, Mari *, Vatrophilus , 'Vrfacists, 
and Valens, refolving, ifpoflible, to juftifie what they had done, went 
to Conflantinople , where they boldly maintain’d that they had done 
nothing but according to rules of Juflice; but however wifely wav’d 
the infilling upon the old Calumnies of the Cup, and the Table, and 
the death of Arfenius , which they knew were not defendable at a fair 
« vid.,4th. nbi and impartial Audit, and agreed to attack him with a frefh » Accu- 
fnpr.0. 5(58. fation, charging him, that he had threat’ned to flop the Fleet, that 
yearly tranfported Corn from Alexandria to Conflantinople, which 
they oflered to make good by tile Evidence of Adamantius, Anubio, Ar- 
bxthio, and Veter, all Bifhops, who heard it from his pwn mouth. 
And when Athanafsus urged this to be highly incredible, it being alto¬ 
gether improbable, that fb poor and inconfiderable a Perfon as he 
was, fhould be able to do this ; Eufebiut replied, and confirmed it 
with an Oath, that Athanafms was Rich, and had Power andlntcrell 
enough to cffeCt what he had threatened. The Emperor giving cre¬ 
dit to the Reporters of the Story, exprefled a juft: Refcntment at it, 
as Princes are never more tender and jealous, than of the Rights and 
0 Safr. & Sox. iPriviledges of their Crowns, and forthwith commanded 0 him to 
kc.dt.rmd. banifned. Though there are that think, the Emperor did this as 
5. an expedient for Peace, knowing that while the Heads remained, the 
two Parties would never be brought to any tolerable Union; others 
more probably, that the Emperor took this opportunity, by fending 
Athanafius out of the way, to provide at prefent for his Security,whole 
life he knew to be perpetually in danger by the rcfllefs Attempts and 
Machinations of his Enemies; and this not only Athanafsu t himfelf 
TEpifl.adSeiit. affirms, p but the younger Conftantine (who,may be,prefumed to know 
P- *55- as much of his Father’s mind as anyj exprefly fayes fb in his Letter 
« Ap-Aih.apoU ^ to the Catholick Church of Alexandria. However the good man 
11. p. <524. looked upon it as a Mercy, that when his Adverfaries defigned his 
1 id.p. 568. j3 ea th, the Goodnefs of God, and Clemency of the Emperor, turned 
it only into Banifhment. Sentence being pafl, lie was prefently 
tranfported to Triers , an ancient and famous City of the Belgick Gallia , 
the place appointed for his Exile, after which he never faw the Em* 
peror more. 

XII. AT HA N A SIV S being thus rid out of the way, the Eu - 
febians carried all before them without controul; by the help of a few 
» Socr.ib. (.& more Bifhops that were fummoned r to Court, they held a Synod, 

P- 7 >• wherein they condemned and depofed Marcellus Bifhop of Ancyra upon 

pretence 
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pretence of fomefalfe and heretical Do&rines, ordered his Books to 
be burnt, and placed another in his See. But their chief Eye was 
upon Arises, f who after his Reflitution in the Synod at Jer/tftlem, ( s>cr.ib.c.y;- 
had returned in Triumph unto Alexandria , where he met not with 
that welcome entertainment that he imagin'd, the People generally p/488, 
flood oft/ refufing to communicate with him, which put them afrelh 
into Difbrder and Confufion, equally vexed at the return of Arises, 
and the Banifhment oi 1 Atbanafins. Notice whereof being conveyed 
to C'on ft anti nop le, he was again fummoned thither to give an account 
of himfelfto the Emperor and the Synod. Alexander the aged Bilhop 
of that place, forefeeing what Deligns were in hand, laboured all 
that he could that the Synod might be diflolvcd, which when he 
could not obtain, he let himfelf with an immovable Refolution to 
oppofe whatever might fubvert the Nicene Faith. No fboner was 
Arises arrived, but Em f bins openly appeared his Patron, telling- Alex¬ 
ander to his face, that unlefs he received Arms within fuch a time, 
he would drive him out of the Church, and fend him intoBaniih- 
ment, and that the Glory of it fhould be referved for his Succeftbr. 

To fatisfie the Emperor in his doubts, Eufebisss introduces * him at « Atiun.contt. 
Court, where he again prefents an account of his Faith, and when Ad.ui.or.it.i, 
the Emperor asked him whether he heartily believed what lie pro- ft 

felled, without any fecret Uelervation, he allured him he did, and 
ratified his aftlirance by &n Oath, to whom the Emperor replied, if 
thy Faith be right, thou haft: Evorn well, but if otherwife, thou art 
forfworn, and God will revenge thy Perjury. Socrates adds, that the 
Tradition went, that having written his Opinions in a Paper, which 
he kept under his arm, when lie came into the Emperor’s prefence, 
he fecretly laid his hand upon the Paper, and fwore that from his 
heart lie believed as he had written. The Emperor fully fatisfied that 
the man meant honeftly as he profefTed, font command to Alexander 
td receive him to the Peace and Communion of the Church. 


XIII. THE good Bilhop was infinitely perplexed at what he faw 
was like to come upon him. But lie armed himfelf with Patience and 
Courage, and by Prayers and Falling and all the Methods of holy 
Devotion, follicited Heaven to come in to his aftillance. And it was 
not without great Caufe, it being a potent and an inlolent Faftion 
that he had to deal with. Elated they were with the profperous 
fiiccefs of their Affairs, and were fcarce got out of the Court Gates, 
when they went dire&ly to the u Church called Irene, where the » M.bcn fan 
Bifhop then was, demanding that Arias might be prefently brought cnsw.&sf. 
into tile Church. But Alexander plainly told them, lie could not do " b j 
it, that fo arch an Heretick could not be admitted to Communion, ipffi'H*nii 
It was now Saturday, and in Expectation of the next dayes Solemni- eg. 

ties they parted at prefent with this farewef, As againftyour conftnt 
i»e procured him to be called to Court, fo to morrow in this very Church he c. 51 . p. 6 $6* 
{ball jojn and affemble with ns whether you will or no. Thefe bold words 
made a deep Impreftion upon his mind, but fliutting to the Church- 
doors, attended with none but Macarius, he proflrated himfelf before 
the Altar, and fent up this Prayer to Heaven. If Lord, thou per- 
mitteft Arius to communicate to morrow , fuffer me thy Servant to depart , 
and deftroy not the Righteous with the Wicked. But if thou fpareft thy 
Church, as 1 know thou wilt } have ref pell to the threatenings of the Eufe- 
N 2 bian 
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bian Party*, and give not over thine Heritage to mine and reproach, lake 
Arius out of the way, leaf entering into the Churchy Hercfie enter toge¬ 
ther with him, and hereafter Fiety and Impiety he accounted both alike. 
Thus he pray’d, and Heaven heard his Prayer, and figneda Warrant 
for the Execution. For that very Evening, or as others report, the 
next Morning, Arius going through the Streets with a pompous Train 
of his Friends and Followers, fweTled with the hopes of to morrows 
Triumphs, was come to a place called Sigma in Conftantine's Forum , 
famous for the Porphyry Pillar erefred there, (whereon flood a Statue 
of Conftantine , called ’A^A/©,, becaufe placed oppofite to the rifing 
Sun.,) when he found himfelf neceffitated to enquire for a place of 
Eafement, and being told there was one on theiback-fide of the Mar¬ 
ket-place, he went thither, where his Spirits fuddenly failing, the 
Fate of treacherous and apoftate Judas became his Portion, he fell 
head-long, and burfting afunder in the midft, immediately expired. 
Socrates and others fay, that the Bowels, and all the Inteflina , with 
a vaft Flux of blood ilTued out at the Poftern palfage. His Friends 
impatiently expeft his return, till it Teeming longer than ordinary, 
forne went to call him, and Eufehius more forward than the reft, re¬ 
proached his backwardnefs and negle& both of his Friends and him- 
lelf, but hearing no anfwer, they went in, and there found the 
Wretch wallowing in his own Filth and Blood. His Followers were 
ftrangely Turprized with the Accident, which they could not but 
look upon as a fatal blow to their Caufe, though to cover as much 
as might be the fhame and terror of fo infamous a Death, they fled 
to their old Refuge of Lyes and Falfhood, giving it out, that his 
death was procured by Sorcery and Magick Arts. But the Account 
we have given of it is, that which Athanafms aflures us, he received 
from his own Presbyter Macarius , then prefent at Conftantinople , when 
the thing was done. He was buried by his own Party, who yet could 
not bury the difhonourable Memory of his ruine, the very place of 
his Death being accounted execrable, till afterwards a wealthy Arian 
purchafcd it of the State, and built an Houfe upon it. 

XIV. HIS Death hap’ned Ann. Chr. CCCXXXVI. though a 
■ learned man w will have him to dye fbme years before, but fixes no 
certain time; and tells us, that the Arius who together with Euzoius 
was reftored in the Synod at Jerufalem , was not ours, the head of 
the Fa£lion, but another of the fame Name. But as all this is laid 
without any juft ground from Story, not affirmed, not intimated by 
any one Writer, fo he makes the Writers of thofe times, to proceed 
upon an unpardonable Miftake, who conftantly (peak of him as one 
and the fame Perfon. As wide on the other extream is Zjpnaras, x who 
makes his Death, and the Paflages that immediately preceded it, to 
have happened feveral years after, in the Reign of Con/Iantius . In¬ 
deed feveral y there are that tell us, that Arius flourifhed and was in 
great favour with Conftantius . A Report, which if it has any thing 
of Truth and Solidity in it, muft be meant of the other Arius, his 
Companion and Partner, who perhaps furvived ours, and gave occa- 
fion to the Miftake. Thus died Arius , the great Incendiary of the 
Church, and happy had it been, had his Schifm and his Principles 
died with him. He was a man whom Nature had furnifhed with 
acute Parts, and Induftry with no inconfiderable Xearning, a quick 

fiibtle 
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fabric Difputant, dv*o as they all confefsj orle that 

knew how to make the beft of a bad Caule, and where to take ad¬ 
vantage of an Enemy. A man of a vcrfatil and mercurial Wit, and 
who could put himfelf into any lhape, and fteer any courfe, that 
might gain the Point he aimed at. He was of a daring Temper, who 
durft fpeak what he thought, and attempt what he defigned ; proud 
and conceited of himfelf, and as the natural Effeft of that, factious 
and unquiet, exafperated by Oppofition, and that ftuck the fafter to 
liis Opinions, the more they were battered and affaulted. Books he 
wrote, but fuch only as miniftred to his purpofes, compofing Poems 
* of feveral forts, ya.vny.oi, eonttohict) cfibiroe/iitit, for Sea-nten, for 1 Philofl. 1. a. 
Millers, for Travellers, fitted both for Tune and Matter, as might 
beft fult with each man’s Genius and way of Life; thefe he difperfed 
amongft: the People, great numbers whereof he bv this means drew 
after nim. But amongft all the reft, his Book intitled Thalia was a moft * vu. At ban. 
eminent, fo often cited by Athanafius 9 and at leaft as to the Do&rine 
contained in it, exprefly condemned in the Synod of Nice , wherein r *' ^ 13 * 
he reprefented his Principles, and difeourfed of the moft grave and 
venerable Mvfteries in a loofe and foft kind ofVerfes, in Imitation 
of Sotades, the Cretan Poet b , who treated of the moft filthy Subje&s b Suid. i n v»c. 
in wanton and obfeene Jamhicks. If after all, any one defires to know 
in what kind of Tenement this odd Soul of his did inhabit, he was 
as to his outward fhape c , very Tall, Lean and Meager, of a pale, c npipb.Hmfi 
deje&ed, and melancholly Countenance, carelefs in his Garb, his ^fiamp.Ep/ii. 
Hair long and fqualid, his Coat hanging only upon one fhoulder, ad ArL.af. 
and his whole Meen and Drefs fo deformed and uncomly, that he 
Teemed on oA©- as one altogether half dead as he went along; * 

fo that Nature as well as Art had formed him to a great appearance orth. Fid. /.$. 
of Mortification, and contempt of the World, and they who looked c,l, b 4 i 1 - 
no farther than the outward fhape, would have taken him for a man 
offingular Piety; whence Rufinus d faycsofhim, that he was Vir J L.i.c.i.noi 
fpecie & forma magts, an am virtute Religiofus . His Voice Was Thrill longe ai> iniU 
and (harp, but his Difcourfe plaufible and infinuative, arid his Addrefs 
Tuch, as whereby he knew how to win upon thofe whom he had to 
deal with; in fhort, as Epiphanius Chara&ers him, he was fhaped 
like a Serpent, and like that too crafty and fiibtle, and that could 
eafily wind and skrew in himfelf. 

XV. GREAT hopes were conceived, that upon Arius his death, 
the Schifm would have expired, at leaft the Stream have much abated. 

But the Spirits of the Party were ftill kept up, and the Controverfie 
fermented c as high as ever at Alexandria, where the Arian and Me- • So^.i.c, 31* 
letian Party ftudied all wayes to undermine and fupplant the Catho- b 49** 
licks; the People of Alexandria on the other fide inceflantly exclaim¬ 
ing againft them, and offering up public^ Supplications for Athanafius 
his Reftitution; the great S. Anthony tht Hermit, frequently alfo by 
Letters interceding with the Emperor, not to hearken to the Mele- 
tians, but to efteem their Accufations as no better than Slanders and 
Reproaches. But no Sollicitations could prevail; the Emperor wrote 
back to the People of Alexandria , upbraiding their Wildnefs and 
Diforders, commanding the Clergy ana religious Virgins to be quiet,'* 
aflliring them that he could pot alter his mind, nor recall Athandfius, 
who in an Ecclefiaftical Judicature had been condemned as Turbulent 
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and Seditious. To S. Anthony lie returned this anfwer, that lie was 
not one that could make light of the Synodical Sentence .* for admit 
((aid he) that fame few might judge for favour or hatred , yet it cannot 
be thought that fo great an /.Ijfcmbly of good men, of wife and prudent 
Prelates fJjould do fo too, who had condemned him for being arrogant and 
injurious, and the caufe of Difcord and Sedition. Thefe being the 
Crimes which his Adverfaries had chiefly infilled upon, as knowing 
that the Emperor had a particular Averfation to fuch kind of men. 
But though he would not recede from his Resolution in this Calc, yet 
to Ihew himfelf Impartial, and take off what might be the Heats on 
both fides, he baniflied John the Mdetian Bifliop, the main Spring 
and Head of the Ea&ion, from which the Judgment and Decree of 
the late Tyrian Synod could not reprieve and lave him. 

XVI. THE following year, Ann. CCCXXXVII. put a Period 
to the Life of Confiantine the Great, finding himfelfill, lie removed 
'Socr.i.i.c.w f from Conftantinople to Niconic di a, where he made his Will, and di- 
p. 75. s?^. 1.2. videdthc Empire between his three Sons, Confiantine, Con flans, and 
f/Jopt Conftantiits ; to tliefirft heafligned Brittain,Spain,Gaul, and the Alpes ; 
op. rbot. eld. to the (ccond, Italy, Africk,Greece, and lllyrictim ; to the third(his fecond 
Son) 'l hr ace, A ft a, Egypt, and the Eafi. His Will being fealed up, 
nthvi./b. cod. he put it into the Cuflody of the Arian Presbyter (of whom before) 
ccLvnr. col. commanding him to deliver it to none, but into tlie hands of Con- 
143 ’ ft ant ins, though others (ay Confiantine, but that the Prieft cxprcfly 

contrary to his order, delivered it to Conftantins. But it leans very 
unrealonableto fuppolc, that when he had lb many great Officers of 
State, lo many Bilhops of note about him, he fhould choole to intruff 
fo important an Affair with one obfeure fingle Presbyter. More pro* 
t Ub 2. c. 16. bablc is the account which Philoftorgius e gives, that he delivered 
475 ’ his Will to Eufibius Bifliop of Ntcomedia , by whom he is generally 
thought to have been baptized; and adds moreover, that fearing 
leff Confiantine Brothers (who, he tells us, had haffened his end 
by Poyfon ) fufpe&ing, (what indeed he had ordered,) that lii*> S’uc- 
ceflors fhould punifli the Procurers of his Death, might demand it 
of him, he put it into the dcccafed Emperor’s hand, and covered it 
with his imperial Robe. And when the Confederates, as he fufpeft- 
ed, came to require it of him ; lie told them, that he did receive it 
indeed, but had returned it back into Conftantim 1 s own hand. And 
having thus deluded them, delivered it to Con(l anti us, who being then 
in the Eafi, w as the firfl that arrived after his Father’s Death. An 
opportunity which no doubt he improv’d with that Prince to cfpoufb 
the Patronage of the Arian Caufe. This report of Confiantine $ being 
poyfoned by his Brothers, and his ordering his Son to revenge his 
Death, has very little warrant to fupport its Credit. ’Tis not once 
mention’d by any Gentile Wfitcr of that age (whom wc cannot ftip- 
h vhiiojiorg. pofe willing to conceal it) and by few ChrifEans, and thofe h too 
ms%c. Ctdu < [Philoftorgius excepted) of a latter date. Probable it is, that fiich 
a rumor might be fpread abroad, and I am apt to think Conflantius 
was willing to believe it, at leaft to lay hold of this opportunity to 
rid himfelf of thofe whom he was jealous of, in that we find him > 
•jfbon aftci* his Fathers death, difpatching his Uncle’s into another 
World. The Death of this good Emperor was univerfally bewail’d, 
though certainly by none with greater Rcafoii than the Catholicks;

for though » the eafinefs of his Temper, and his paflionate defirc ' Fid - ntnd - 
of Peace, made him liable to be impos’d upon by crafty Councils, Ll - ( W'* 6 ' 
and to be drawn to fome feverity againfl: Athanafius, yet was he ever 
a firm and refolute Defender of the Nicene Faith, againfl: which, 
while he liv’d, none durfl openly appear, wherein he was more con¬ 
firm’d, after he had feen the ruine of Arins, and the remarkable 
Vengeance that from Heaven had immediately fallen upon him.

I. JTJ U T it’s time now to look back, and fee \yhat became of 
| \ Athanafius. No fooner did he arrive at Triers, but he fat 
down under the Prote&ion of the younger Confiantine, who 
govern’d the Weftern parts of the Empire, and kept his Court in that 
City, to whofe Care a9 well as Jurifai&ion, he had been particular¬ 
ly confign’d by the Emperor, and who accordingly receiv’d him with 
all Demonftrations of kindnefs and Condefcention. But he was efpe- 
cially welcome to, and honourably entertain’d by Maximinus Bifhop 
of that Sec. Though S. Jerom k , who relates the Paflage, places 
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it at Icaft [even years after, and refers it to the times of his being per¬ 
fected by Conftantius. Which muft either bca miftake, orbeun- 
derftood of fome other coming of his to this place. For I dare not 

* Ad Ann. with Baronins 1 for Con flan tins read Conftantine , both becaule What 
Sfai! 7 ’ Jerom layes of his being hunted out in order to his Punishment, 

agrees not So well with ConftantinPs carriage towards him, and be- 
caufe the date under which ’tis plac’d, is incapable of being recon¬ 
cil’d with the times of Conftantine. How A than aft ns fpent his time 
in this place, is not certainly known, no doubt to the purpofes of 
Piety and Religion, and to the Comfort and Eftablifhment of the 
Chriftians there. As for the Story of his being forc’d to hide himfelf 
in a Well (which Tradition points out at this day) to avoid the fury 

* vr.-niRi- of the Arians gnd that there he compos’d m the Creed that paffes under 
' /J fr/ 2 4 ; t his name, they are Reports fo groundlefs and trifling, fuch thick 

v ‘ 251 ’ and palpable miftakes, that I think it not worth while to take notice 
of them. Nor indeed is Baronins and other grave Authors willing, 
that Triers fhould carry away the Glory of that Creed, and thcre- 
" v. Ath. t.i. fore ftiffly contend that it was drawn up at Rome ; while Pojjtvine n 
L I2 s- loth that any place fhould lofe the Honour of it, thinks it probable 
that Athanafius diftated and divulg’d it where ever he came. But 
of that ConfefTion we fhall fpeak more afterwards. Here he conti¬ 
nued till the Death of Conftantine the Great, the News whereof no 
fooncr flew over hither, but Conftantine being eldeft Son, began to 
aft as Heir to his Father’s Power and Greatncfs; and amongft the 
firft Cares of his Empire, took into Confideration the Cafe of Atloa- 
poafius, whole hard Fate he pitied. Indeed Conftantine himlelf de- 
fign’d his Releafement before he died, yea, and took care for it 
they fay, by his laft Will and Teftament; though Enfehins. of 
Nicomedia, who then Rood by his Bed-fide, oppos’d it, and earneftly 
difwaded him from it. But his Death hap’ning foon after, left it to 
his Son to perfeft what he had defign’d, who according to his Fa¬ 
ther’s Will, immediately gave him leave to return, and recom- 
<• nxt.ap. Ath. mended him to his People by this following Letter °.

I Suppofi you are not ignorant , that Athanafius, Preacher of the 've¬ 
nerable Lan’y was therefore for a time fent into Gaul, lefl the fierce- 
nefs of his bloody and inhtmtane Enemies , who ft rnek dircHly at his facred 
Perfony might bring incurable mifehiefs upon him . To prevent which , he 
was fent out of the reach of thofe who had Deftgns upon his Life , and was 
commanded to remain under my < Jnrifdi£lio/?y that fo in this City , wherein 
he has fojourn y d 9 he might befnrnifto’d with all necejfary Accommodations ; 
though fuch his incomparable Courage and Vertiie , that being fnpported by 
t he Divine affiftance , he made light of all the Burdens and Hardftoips of 
an afflittivc fortune . Now forajmnch as our Lord and Father of bleffed 
Memory , Conftantine the Auguft, was filly refolv*d to have rcftoAd 
thefttid Biftjop both to your excellent Piety , and his proper Station , but 
being prevented by the Law of Mortalityy before he could put this his 
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fnrfafi. into Execution, u gom to the place of reft, 1 thought myfelfcon - 
cern'dy in pur fiance of the Will of this Prince of facred Memory , to make 
it pood. With how much ref peel and reverence we have treated hinty him - 
ft ff at his arrival will declare to yon. Nor is it any wonder , that 1 (loonId 
do this for hiniy face both the li ft.’ cl ion upon your came ft Expelt at ion y 
end the fijht of fo excellent a Perfon mo v'd and engag’d me to it* The 
divine Providence prefrveyou , dear Brethren.

II. THIS Letter, dated fitly XVIII//;. while Conftantine was yet 
Cafiii- (the Divilion of the Empire between the three Brothers, at 
what’ time they took the title of Augufti i’ upon them, not being 

till the IX//;. of September following) plainly fhews, that it was AiUCCLX ' m , 
written within two months after his Father’s death, who departed 
tliis Life May the XXII//;. By which ’tis evident that Athanaftns con¬ 
tinued not in his German Exile much above a year and a half, the Sen¬ 
tence of Baniflimcnt being denounc’d againft him not long after theSy- 
nod at fti ; 7 //j/c;;/(held towards the latter end of the year CCCXXXV.) 
and his fieflitution hap’ning July XVIII. CCCXXXVlI.Notwithftand- 
incr which, * Theodor it 1 know not by what Computation makes *H.Ei. 2 .c.t; 
the time of his Banilliment to be two years and four months; and M?- 
Rufinas'* , that it was fix years before his return to Alexandria but i 1 . 1 . c. i3. 
then heedlcfly confounds it with an after-Exile. But moft prodigious h Hi¬ 
ts the account oH Epiphanins , who fpcaking of this Affair, tells r us, 
that he remain’d in the Parts of Italy more than XII. or XIV. years. p f’ 0 f 
A miftake not capable of excufe any other way (and that too lame 
and nnfutislaftory) than by faying, that he meant it of the feveral 
Banilliments which Athanafits underwent from firft to laft. But we 
have formerly remark’d, that of all others, lie is the moft loole and 
carelefs Relator of thefe Matters. 

III. FURNISHED with this royal Warrant, Athanafius puts 
himlelf upon his Journey, pafting through Syriay and fo to Alex an- 
dria, welcome we may be hire to the People of his Charge, r all 
Ranks and Orders of men, high and low, in City and Country, re¬ 
ceiving him with all imaginable Exprelfions of Joy and Gladnefs. 

All this the Arlans beheld with an envious and evil Eye, and not be¬ 
ing able to prevent his coming back, were refolv’d to make it uneafie 
toll ini. To which end they endeavoured to fpoil the Triumphs of 
his return, by blowing up People into Tumults and Diforders, oil 
nurpofe that hence they might have fome pretext of improving it into 
a formal Charge and Accufation, which they did fhortly alter, by 
means of their potent Friends above. For the Enfibian Faftion at 
this time rul’d all in the Court of Conflantins , to whole lharc the 

Eafhrn part of the Empire fell. Firft 1 they gain’d Enfehins the * £"*£*; *;*' 
Eunuch , great Chamberlain of tuc Palace, to theii fide, and by him c.i.p.wi. 
the reft of the Eunuchs, men of greateft note and favour with the 
Emperor. Next they recommended their Opinions, and the Merit 
oftheirCaufetotheEmprcfs, and laft of all prevail’d with the Em¬ 
peror, who being a young Prince, and of an eafle and credulous Tem¬ 
per, was without any difficulty brought over to them. And now 
t!ie Caufe began to run fmootlE and to be freely vented without 
controiil. The Emperor’s Guards were able to tell you how the 
O Cafe 
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Cdle flood between Athanaftus and his Adverfaries; the Eunuchs arid 
Court-Ladies held chat, and confidently disputed the molt profound 
Points of Faith, naylcarce a corner in the City, where the meanell 
Mechanick would not take upon him to argue Pro or Con in tilde 
Weighty Matters. Arid this Licenle loon lpread it felf into other 
Parts, till from enquiring they fell to deputing, and that turn’d to 
wrangling, which ended at length in more fatal Peuds and Quarrels. 

IV. HAVING thus fuccefsfully fetled and fecured their Imercfls 
at Court, tfiey fall more dirc&ly upon Athanaftus, whom they accule 
to the Emperor of all the Crimes that had been charg’d upon him in 
the time of Conftantine, with Ionic few Matters of later date, of 
equal Truth and Credit with the reft. And not content to alfault 
him at home, they next attempt to mine his Reputation abroad, 

]S^M W Atb writin g betters u to that purpolc to Con/hwtinc and Con/tans, 
Afoi\\:p^62. the two other imperial Brothers, wherein they fet forth at large all 
kc.vid.Tbcod. the Evils and Milchiefs which they could with any pretence heap 
tb,e ’ 3 -P* 7 i* upon him from his firft entrance upon the See of Alexandria, enu¬ 
merating thole fevcral abfiird and foolilh Aecufations that had been 
manag’d againft him with fo much heat in the Synod of Tyre ; to 
which they now add, that he had infblently taken upon him to re¬ 
turn without leave; that having been Synodically condemn’d, and 
thereupon banifh’d by the Emperor, he had relum’d his Place with¬ 
out any Synodical Sentence of Abfolution ; that his return was fo 
diftaftful to the People, that it hurried all thing's into a general Tu¬ 
mult and Confufion, whence enfued blood and daughter, charging 
him with things done by the Governor of Alexandria , before he re¬ 
turn’d thither, yea that he himfelf had commanded lome to be beaten, 
others to be brought to Trial, and call into Prifon ; and that not 
Egypt only, but Pale/line, Phoenicia, and the neighbour Provinces 
Were likely to be involv’d in the fame Storm and Tempeft. The fame 
they writ to Julius Bifliop of Rome, defil ing that he would ratifie 
and confirm the Sentence which the Council of Tyre had given againft 
him. The chief A&ors in this Affair were Theognis BilJiop of Nice, 
Theodore of Heraclea, and (who a died all the reft) Eufebius , tran- 
ftated about this time from Nicornedia to the See of Conjlantinople, in 
the room of Paulas, now again ejedled and banifh’d by the prevalency 
of the Arian Party. 

V. OF all thefe Tranfadlions Athanafws had quick Intelligence, 
and finding from what Quarter the Wind blew, thought it high time 
to provide againft the Storm which he faw coming upon him. To 
this end he firft conven’d the Bifhops of Egypt, Theban, Libya, and 
Pentapolis, who met in Synod at Alexandria, to the number of near 
an hundred, unanimoufly agreeing to vindicate the Innocency of their 
Metropolitan, conceiving themfelves moft properly capable to give 
Teftimony in this Cafe, as being neareft to the Stage of Adlion, "and 
many of them Eye-witneffes of the moft material Paflages, whereof 
Athanaftus flood accus’d. Immediately therefore they write an Ency-

clare againft thofe Scandals and Calumnies which they had call 
upon him, particularly refute the fevcral Mifdemcanors, wherewith 
in the late Letters to the Emperors, and the Bifliop of Rome, he had 

been 
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been charg’d, concluding with an earned Importunity that they 
would receive this Teftimony, and ftand up for the Caufe of Atha¬ 
nafws, and not give credit to the wicked and fraudulent Suggeftions 
of his Adverfaries, who boggled at no wayes, how leud foever, to 
advance their Caufe ; but elpecially impos’d upon them in the matter 
ofSubfcriptions; the names of Egyptian Bilhops wherein they fo 
much gloried, not being Catholicks, but Meletiau Schilinaticks, who 
notorioufiy difturb’d the Peace of the Church, and were Guilty of 
worle things than they were willing to commit to writing, an ac¬ 
count whereof they might receive from thole who IhouTd deliver 
their Letter to them. Thus prepar’d, he forthwith difpatch'd away 
Melfengers x to the Courts of the Wejhrn Emperors, where meet- - Ath.adsAiu 
ing with thofe Cent from the adverfe Party, they lb baffled their Re- t- 6 * 1 - 
ports, and plainly expos’d the Fallhood of their Aecufations, that 
they were forc’d to retire thence with fliame. At Rowe y (whither y ib.&apoi.n 
they went alfo to carry the Synodical Epiftle) they had frequent r- 577,578- 
Meetings, where they found, tliat before their arrival, the EuJebian 
Melfengers had been prefflng Julias to own what had been done in 
the Synod at Tyre, defiring nim for his Satisfaction in the Truth of 
things, to write to one Pijlus at Alexandria, who wouW give him 
a faithful Relation of thefe Matters. Which they no fboncr heard, 
but they acquainted Julius, that this Pijlus was a profelfed Arian, and 
as fiich had been branded long fince by Alexander their Bilhop, and 
by the Synod of Nice, and that he had no other Orders, than what 
he had receiv’d from Secundus of Pentapolis, whom that great Coun¬ 
cil had reieCled as an Arian Bifhop. And indeed at all their Meetings, 
they ftill manag’d their Caufe with lo much clcarnels, and uncon- 
troulable Evidence, that Julius and all indifferent Perfons were abun¬ 
dantly fatislied in their accounts of things, which put Martyrius, M 4 - 
carius , and He (y chi us, the Enfibian Legats, to fuch a plunge, that not 
well knowing what fliift to make, they requefted Julias, that a 
Council might be call’d about this Matter, and both Parties concerncf 
fummon’d to appear, that fo the Cale might be debated and decided 
in a juft and an impartial Way, and that then they fliould be ready 
to make good whatever they had charg’d upon Athanaftus. This, 
however intended by them only as a prefent fliift, yet feeming fair 
and rcafonable, was a (Tented to, and the Eufebian Legats dilfnifs’d, or 
indeed rather they fled away by night, though fick and indilpos’d, not 
able to bear the lliameoffuch frequent and publick Refutations; Julias 
relolving to give their Mailers notice of the time and place by Meflen- 
gers of his own. Hereof he prelently advertis’d Athanaftus, referring 
it to him to appoint the place of the Synod, where lie thought he 
might beft appear and anfwer for himfelf with freedom and lafety ; 
lending him withall, a Copy z of the A 6 ls of the S'ynod of Tyre, and * vbt fnpr. 
of thofe that had been drawn up in Mar,eoti/, which the MclTen- 
gers of Eufebius had brought with them. This good fuccels of his 
was yet about this time, or loon after, a little allay’d with the News 
of the death of his great Lord and Patron, Con/lantine the Emperor, 
the eldelt of the three Brothers, who invading the Dominions of 
his Brother Con/lans , was himfelf kill’d in the attempt Ann . Chr. 
CCCXL.. 
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VI. T H IN GS. being thus tranfa&ed at Rome, F.ufbius and the 
reft, who had efpous’d the Defence of the Art an Party againft Atha- 
n.fius, not knowing what would be the event of things, refolve to 
liolcl a Synod in the Raft*, which they knew well enough how to 
pack,or at lead: to influence to their advantage ; and for this a conve¬ 
nient opportunity foon prefented it felf upon this occafion. C in¬ 
fantine the Great, fome years before he died, had begun a very ftately 
‘ nufikdt vit. and magnificent Church at Antioch *, the overfight whereof he com' 
p n .\oB. i C S °* m hted to his Soil Conftantius, who according to the Defign of fo ge- 
1 * nerous a Piety, carried it on after his Father’s death to Perfefrion, with 

all the Advantages both of greatnefs and ornament, which it was 
capable to receive, whence it was commonly called DOMLVICVM 
b nitrsn. sup- AVRFVM b or ClJ 0 CljUt’Clj. And being now finifhetl,

There met at Antioch ninety odd Bifhops, Maximus Bifhop 
of 7 truf.t/em not appearing with the reft, for being lcnfiblc how 
much he had been impos’d upon by fubtle Artifices in the Synod of 
7 r>v, to fubferibe to the depofing of Athanafms, he would nottruft 
him felf a fecond time, having done too much already to the preju-

tholick Bifhops. But evident it is, that he was led into that Error, 

f Ap.Ath. 4 poi. by a grofs Miftake of a Paffage in the Letter of Pope Julius f , which 
u. p. 582. being rightly underftood as ’tis in the Greek, look’s quite another 
r Faicfoiftrv. way, ns a learned man e has demonftrated beyond all Exception. 
'smVp.W o. that all of them with one confent, exprefly difown’d theni- 

felves to be Asians, however otherwife partial and favourable to the 
Caufe. As formatters of Dottrine fthat we may difpatch this firft, 
though tranfa&cd Iaftj they proceeded herein with great Art and 
Subtlety, doing nothing that might openly clafh with the Synod of 
h E*t. ap. Ath. Nice. And firft they wrote a Synodical Epiftle h (which they Lent 
desyr.od.p .6 87 abroad to the Bifhops of the feveral Churches) wherein they drew 
e . iTp. 8 l, P a brief Account of their Creed. The Letter (at Icaft fo much of 
it as is now extant) runs thus. We are not the Difciples of Arms. For 
how can we that arc Bijbops, be Followers of him that was but a Presbyter ? 
Nor have we entertain'd any other Faith, than that which has been pu- 
bliflj'd from the beginning. But being conftitnted Judges for the Trial 
and Examination of his belief, we receiv'd him, rather than followed him , 
which yon may underfiand from what follows . For from the beginning 
we have been taught to believe in one God, the Maker and Preferver of 
all things both intelligible and fenfible, and in one only begotten Son of 
God, fubftfling before all Worlds, and abiding together with the Father 
that begat him ; by whom all things were made, vifible and tnviftble; who 
according to the Father's will, did in tbeje lafl dayes come down from Hea¬ 
ven, and took flvflj of the Bleffed Virgin, and when in all things he had 
fulfill'd his Father's Will, fuffered, androfe again, and retard to Hea¬ 
ven, and, fits at the right hand of the Father. He will come again to 

judge 
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judge the quick and the dead, and being KJng and God, abides fo for ever. 

We believe alfo in the holy Ghofl. And if it be necejjary to add, We be - 
lievc likewife the Refurrettion of the flefh, and the life ever laft ing. 

A Confeffion plaufibly drawn up, and fo put together that 
each Party might fubferibe it, it confifting of Propofitions own’d 
on all hands, but induftrioufly omitting the word Con-Jub - 
flantial, which they ever reje&ed as forreign and unfcriptural. 

But this being thought too fhort and unfat is factory, and the Sence 
of it obfeure and ambiguous in the moft important Articles, they af¬ 
terwards published a larger Confeffion of their Faith 1 in this Form. 1 Ext. he. titi 
According to the Faith delivered by the Evangelifts and Apoftles, we be¬ 
lieve in one God, the Father Almighty, Maker and Creator of all things ; 
and in one Lord Jefus Chrift, being God, his only begotten Son, by whom 
all things are made, begotten of his Father before all Worlds, God of God, 
whole of whole, alone of God alone, perfett of perfect, KJng of K in h Lord 
of Lord, the living Word, true Wifdom, Life and Light, the way of 
Truth, the Refurrettion, the Shepherd, the Door; unchangeable and in- 
Jepar able, the mnft exprefs and exatt Image of his Father's Godhead, Sub- 
ftance, Power, Council, and Glory', the firft-born of every Creature', he 
who in the beginning was with God, even God the Word, as it is faid in the 
Gofpel, and the Word was God, by whom all things were made, and in 
whom all things fubftjl. Who in thefe laft dayes came down from Heaven, 
and was born of the Virgin Mary according to the Scriplures ; and was 
made man, the Mediator between God and man, the Apofile of our Faith, 
and the Prince of life, as himfelffayes, I came down from Heaven, not 
to do mine own Will, but the Will of him that fent me; who fuffered for 
us, and rofe again the third day; and afeended into Heaven, and fits at 
the right hand of the Father ; and he /ball come again with Glory and 
Power to judge the quick and the dead. And in the holy Ghofl, which is 
given for Confolation, Santtification, and Confirmation to them that be¬ 
lieve ; even as our Lord Jefus Chrift commanded his Difciples, faying, 
go ye, and teach all Nat ions, baptizing them in the name of the Father 3 
and of the Son, and of the holy Ghoft, plainly intimating the Father as 
truly a Father, the Son at truly a Son, and the holy Ghoft as truly fitch \ 

So as thefe are not mccr fimple Natnes, but fuch as accurately exprefs each 
ones proper Hypoftafis or Perfon, Order , and Glory: So that they an 
three in Perfon, but one in Confent. Holding therefore this Faith, which 
in the prefence of God and Chrifl we have maintain'd from the firft, and 
(hall retain to the laft, we under an Anathema condemn all perverfe he¬ 
retical Opinions. And if any one contrary to the orthodox Belief held 
forth in Scripture, ftjall teach and affirm, that there was any Time 
or Age, before the Son was begotten, let him be accurfed. And if any 
fball ajfinn the Son to be a Creature, as one of the Creatures ; or a 
Branch, as one of the Branches, and ftjall not hold all the things before - 
mention'd\ juft as the holy Scriptures have delivered them ; or ftjall teach 
or preach any other thing than what we have received, let him be accurfed. 

For we for our Parts do truly and religioujly believe and entertain all 
things delivered both by the Prophets and Apoftles, and that are conftgn'd 
to us in the holy Scriptures. 
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Ill this Form alio, they omit the word Confuliffantfrtl; in all things 
k e. 5. elf e Sozjomm k thinks they agree with the Decrees of the N/ccae 
?- 5 ° 2, Creed; but wifely adds, unlcls lomc fecret meaning lurk under the 
, Words, which he was not aware of. And to gain the greater Cre¬ 
dit to this Confeflion of Faith, they gave it out that they found it 
written With Lucian the Martyr’s own hand, a man eminently vers’d 
in all forts of Learning, efpecially the holy Scriptures, and who fuf- 
fered under the Diocletian Pcrfecution at Nicomtdia. After this 7 he- 
ophronius Bifliop of Tyana, a man greatly reverenc’d by the Synod, 
'•'a?. Ath. ubi d rew U p another fhort Confeflion, 1 which was propounded and 
frr.p.6M. a fp entec | t0 j wherein I find no material difference from the former, 
concluding only with an explicit Anathema againft that man (or any 
that fhall communicate with him) that fliall teach, or privately 
maintain any thing contrary to this Faith, or that fliall favor of Ahr- 
cfllns of Ancyra, Sabcllius, or Paul of Samofatu. Nor content with 
this, fome Months after the recefs of the Council, being re aflem- 
■-Lxt.iby.68? bled in another ^effion, they drew up a fourth Confeflion , though 
without any confiderable Alteration in the fiibftance of it, Concluding 
thofe, who affirm the Son of F^ocl to be *£ v-’x, ciw, of tilings not 
exiting, or of any other Fubffance (i&rowou) than that of Cod, and 
that there was any time, when he was not, to he feparatc from the 
Catholick Church. This they fent to the Emperor Con flans then in 
France , difpatching Narcijjus Bifliop of Neronias , Maris of Chalcedony 
Theodore of Heraclea, Marcus of Aretha fa, Members of their Synod, 
to that purpofe. It may feem ffrange, that in one Council, lb many 
Creeds fliould be drawn up : But befidcs that, they fat a long time, 

' and fo had leafure enough to review and refine their Debates and 
Determinations, poffibly they might delign a Liberty to choofc 
which they pleas’d, as the Circumftances of after-times might make 
« Loc.fupr.tit. moft convenient; or as Socrates " thinks, that by making way to in¬ 
troduce feveral Forms, they might in time bring down things to 
downright Arianifm. Next to Matters of Faith, they took notice of 
the external State and Polity of the Church, compofing XXV. Ca¬ 
nons concerning feveral Cafes of Order and Difcipline, which have 
place in the hotly of the Councils at this day, and which, whatever 
might be the particular Occafions, or the Defigns of thofe that made 
them, are certainly excellent Rules of Church-Policy, and w ifely 
contriv’d to prevent thofe ordinary Male-Adminiffrations that arc 
wont to invade the Government of the Church. 

VII. BlTt leaving thefe Matters, come we to what was the Sub¬ 
ject of their firff Debates, and the prime Defign of the Meeting, ws. 
the Cafe of Athanaftttt. No fooner was the Council fate, but heavy 
Complaints were brought in, all the Accufations being reviv’d and 
drefs’d up, which either heretofore, or of late,had been made againft 
him, which we may be lure, wanted neither Wit nor Artifice to fet 
them off. And the thing took accordingly, it being refolv cl on, that 
he fliould be depos’d from his Charge, and another fubftituted in his 
« Sncr.1.2. c.g. room. The place was firft proffered 0 to one Eufebius, born of a 
p. 85. Sox- /• g 00c j family at Edeffa, a man of extraordinary Parts and Learning 
c ‘ ' 5 ° 3 ’ both Divine and Humane, and who had fometimes been Schollar to 

his Name-fake, the great Bifliop of C.e/area, But he wifely de¬ 
clin’d it, upon whole refufal, they pitch’d upon one Gregorius , an 

obfeure 



obfctircPerfon horil iri Cappadocia, whom though a meer Stranger, 
altogether unknown both to the Clergy and the People over 
w horn he was Prefvde,they did,and at that diftance too, contrary to all 
the Rules and Cuftoms of the Church, confecrate Bifliop of Alex an- 
dru (in which Capacity he fubferib’d the Decrees of the Synod) re- 
fblviiig to implore the Imperial Affiftancc, to give him PolTeffion of 
the Place by force, and to fupprefs all Oppofition that might be made 
againft it. The News hereof quickly flew to Alexandria , arid alarm’d 
Athanafms timely to withdraw, and get into fhelter, beforetheTem- 
pcll could arife r; who accordingly fet Sail for Rome, to vindicat q vAthadSolit, 
liimfelf in open Synod, according to the Summons which he had^^j^^ 
receiv’d from ''faints to that purpofe ; who fent alfo E Ip idins and Phi- vid.Vnod.1.1 . 
loxenu-s, Presbyters, with a Letter to Enfibius and his Party, appoint- c, 4 ’ ?* 7K 
Jng time and place, where he requir’d them as Plaintiffs to appear, 
otherwife they muff: leave the World to judge, whether the Caufe 
they defended was notunfound, and unable to abide theTeft. The 
MefTengers arriving in the Eajly found Eufebius dnd the reft in the 
Council at Antioch , where the Letters being delivered, they were 
ftrangely fiirpriz’d with the Summons to a Synod at Rome, a place 
where they knew very well they had neither Intercft not Authority, 
where they fliould have no great Minifter of State to govern the 
Aflembly, no Military Guard to keep the Doors, no Secular Powers 
to abett their Pra&ices, and execute their Commands. This made 
them while off the Matter with delayes, detaining the MefTengers 
with Expectation of an Anfwer, till the time appointed for the Synod 
was pa ft, and then fairly excus’d themfelves, pretending they durft 
not venture fo long a Journey, the Wars with Perfia then growing 
on, but indeed privately agreeing amongft themfelves, that if they 
could not get the better by Ecclefiaftical Sentence, they muft betake 
themfelves to their accuftomed Arts of Force and Poweh At laft 
the Roman Presbyters are difmifs’d with Letters to Rome , drawn up 
with all the exquifite Arts of Eloqueilce, but tart and inveftive, 
wherein (as appears from ] 'Julius his Anfwer, and the film of the Let¬ 
ter it fclf fet down by Sozomen <i ) they complain’d that they fliould q L ' 
be cited to Rome, there being other Places more convenient, that ^*°**2 .m* 
they acknowledg’d the Church of Rome to be very venerable, as p. 91. 
having been the Seat of the Apoftles, and from the firft the Metro¬ 
polis of Piety, yet that it was beholden to the Eafl, for thofe great 
men who had planted and propagated Religion there; that the Dig¬ 
nity of Bifliops was not to be meafur’d by the greatnefs of Cities, 
wherein if they were not equal,they were atleaft Superior iri Virtue,ill 
Readinefs and Refolution ; that the time appointed, for the Synod was 
too fhort for fo great an Affair, and for Perfons at that diffance; that 
he had taken upon him to examine the A£fs of the Council of Tyre y 
which ought not again to be call’d in queftion; that he had refleCIed 
contempt upon them, writing only to Eufebius and fome others, and 
taking no notice of all the reft; that he had in a manner prejudg’d 
the Caufe, by holding a friendly Correfpondence jfnd Communion 
with Athanafius and Marcellas ; Perfons whom they hrid long fince 
condemn’d, arid depriv’d of Ecclefiaftical Communion; in fhort, they 
offered to hold Peace and Communion with Julius , if he would ratifie 
the Deprivation of thofe whont they had depos’d, and own the Ordi- 
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nation of thofc whom they had fubftituted in their rooms; but if 
not, they refus’d to have any thing to do with him, putting him in 
mind, that their Prcdcceflors the Bilhops of the Raft, never medial 
with the Affairs of the Weft, when the Churcli of Rome had caff AV 
vatian out of doors. As foon as the MeiTengers were return’d, the

being read, the Caufe of Athanafms was brought before them, who 
opened his Cafe, and fo clear’d his Reputation from the malicious 
Imputations laid upon it, by the evidence of WitnefTes, and the re* 
** fufal of his Adverfaries to makegood the Charge; that the Synod 
declar’d thcmfelves abundantly finished in the Innoccncy of his Caufe, 
and decreed that he(and together with him Marcellas o\Ancyr a,who had 
been condemn’d at the fame time with him by the Conventicle at Ow- 
ftantinople in the time of Conftantine) fhould be held acquitted of all Ac, 
r Ath. /tpol.u. cu fat ions,and be admitted to the Communion of the Church. Hither»' 
b 584. a jfo at this time came fcveral Bifhops out of 7 hrace,Pbwnicia,Palxftmv, 
and other Parts, many Presbyters from Alexandria and clfewhere, 
complaining of the mcrcilcfs Ufage they and their Churches met 
with, from the Cruelty and Infolcncc of the prevailing Party in the 
Jiaft / and more had come out of Egypt and Alexandria, had not their 
Adverfaries detain’d them by force and violence. All which infpir’d 
the good Bifbops with a holy Zeal and Indignation, and they accor¬ 
dingly, before their DifTolution, ordered Julius to write in the name 
of the Synod to the Eaftern Bifhops, in anfwer to the Letter which 
* Xxt they had Lent, which he did in a prolix Epillle;, wherein he fmartly 
checks their infolcnt and irregular Proceedings, fully anfwers ail 
their vain Cavils and Pretences, refutes their Lxcufes for not coming 
to the Synod, and gives them an account of their receiving Athanx- 
ftus and Marcellas to Communion. This Letter he lent by Count (L- 
hi an, before whole arrival in the Raft, EafAias of Gonftantinopk (the 
great Spring of Motion in thefe Aftions) was dead, and the Synod, 
probably, broken up, fo that what became of it is uncertain. For 
»Awt.inSot.r. though a lcainee! man » tells us from the Authority of Sozomcn, that 
/.J.f.ij.p.22. upon the arrival of this Lpiftle, the Eaftern Bifhops again affembled 
the next year, Ann. CCCXLIII. in Synod at Antioch , and wrote 
a fliarp Ringing Anfwer, yet is it plain, and as clear as the Sun, that 
this could not be no other than the Anfwer wc mention’d before, lent 
"Am in.inSm. by Elpidius and Philoxenns , and this himfelfgrants clfewhere w , blam- 
/.3.C.8. /r.i 15. big Sozornen for making this Epillle, to have been written not in the 
former, but in an aftcr-Synod at Antioch , but withall taking no no¬ 
tice of iiis own confident Miftakc. 

VIII. BUT it’s time we return to Alexandria , and fee how 
things were carried there fince Athanafias his retirement, where we 
fhalffind them bad enough. The Bifliops at Antioch having (as before 
was faid ) confcrr’d the Government of that Church upon Gregory 
the Cappadocian , and finding the Stream in the Weft to run ftrong 
againfl; them, were forc’d to call in the help of the fecular Ann, 
which they had ever found the mofl pofitivc way of Confutation, 

* A'Xid soli.* 'importuning Con ft an tins x to interpofe his Power for the fiipport of 

t | lc j r totter mg Caufe, otherwife likely to tumble to the Ground ; 
that now, if ever, was the time for him to fhew himfelf the Patron 
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of their Caufe, and the Defender of their Faith, and that to this 
purpofe he would caufe Gregory to be forthwith feated in the Chair 
of Alexandria. And that the Work might be done effectually, they 
procure Philagrias to be again made Governor of Egypt. He had 
feme years fince difeharg’d that place of Lmincncy, at" what time he 
had done them confiderable Service againft Athanafias , when the 
Comnii'lioners came from the Synod at lyre to examine the Cafe of 
1 ft hr r as in the Province of Mir .cot as. A man every way fitted for 
their turn: He was Gngorfts own Country-man, in his Nature fierce 
and cruel, for his Religion a Pagan-Idolater, and which was worfe * 
an Apoflatc from the Chriftian Faith. With him and ArReins the 
Eunuch, attended with a flrong Military-guard, and furnifh’d like- 
wife with the Lmpcror’s Letters, Gregory lets forward for Alexan¬ 
dria f where they no (boner arriv’d, but they endeavoured to ftrengthen 
thcmfelves, by joyning to their Party all the molt rude and profligate 
Babble about the City, men of mean Conditions, and defperate 
Fortunes; who arming thcmfelves with Clubs and Swords, broke 
into the Chinch dedicated to ftfa/rinas (where great numbers ofCa- 
tholicks were 'allcmblcdj killing fomc, and trampling others under 
foot, others were firft beaten and wounded, and then banifhed; no viL ctim 
Order, Sex, or Age efcap’d their Savage hands, they offered violence 
to Presbyters, and thole who had more immediately devoted them- 
felves to the Service of Religion, abus’d Virgins beyond all bounds of 
Modeffy, draggcl Matrons before publick Judicatures, treating them 
with the highell Inllances of rudenefs and incivility ; nay, fo far did 
they perfeeme the Aunt of Athanafias fif we may fo underfland his 
t luj nit ermffvjiTrH fraur ; of fomc Bifhop however,) that their Malice 
reached beyond her Life, not permitting her, when dead, to have 
the Convenicncy of a Grave, which file had wanted, had not thole 
who undertook to bury her, carried her out, as if it had been then- 
own Relation. Some mens Hffates were feiz’d, others had their 
Food and Provifions taken from them, nay, the holy Sacrament 
it felfwasprophan’d by Pagans , and fcornfully thrown to the ground. 

The Bifhops were fpoil’d, beaten, imprifon’d or banifh d, and us’d 
without any reverence either to their Age or Order; andamongfl 
the red, Sarap.tmmon an ancient ConfelTor, after all other liardfhips, 
was lent into Banifhment, and Potamo the aged Bifhop of Heraclea , 
who had fullered Imprifbnment, and loll an Lye for his conffancy to 
the Truth under the Diocletian Pcrfecution, was now fo miferably 
fcourg’d and beaten, that they gave not over, till they left him for 
dead; and though, by the means that were us’d, lie after fomc time 
recovered life, yet he died fhortly after of his Wounds and Pains, car¬ 
rying to his Grave the honour of a fccond Martyrdom. 

IX. THESE bloody and violent Proceedings, fo diftaftful to all 
peaceable and fober Minds, Gregory knew well could not hold long, 
unIds ffrongly back’d by the civil Power. Accordingly he fet him- 
felf by all pliuifible Inlinuations, to court the favour of thofc in Au¬ 
thority, without any regard to Pcrfons of his own Rank and Order. 

If a Letter came from a great man, the Meffcngcr fhould be carefs’d 
and difinifs’d with a Reward; if from a Clergy-man, it fhould be 
fcorn’d and flighted. Amongil others whom he oblig’d to his fide 
was PE.isins, General of the Egyptian Forces, whoefpous’d and nur- 
“ P iiied 


filed his Caufe with a furious Zeal, and fitting with him upon the 
Bench of Juftice, would command the Bilhops, and fbmetimes the 
Profeffors of Monaftick life, to be brought, and to be unmercifully 
beaten and whipt before them ; Gregory, after all, perfwading and 
inviting them to joyn in Communion with him. But the divine Ven¬ 
geance foon after overtook this potent Aflelfor. Tor nothing mollified 
by the Letters and Warnings given him by S. Anthony , the great Fa¬ 
ther of the Heremitical Inftitution, (venerable in thofe times for the 
incomparable Striclnels and Aufterity of his Life in the Egyptian So¬ 
litudes ) he ftill went on, till riding out one day, to the firfb Stage 
from Alexandria his Horie threw back his head, and catching him 
by the Thigh, tore off the flelh, withall carting him to the ground, 
fo bruis’d and wounded, that being carried back into the City, with¬ 
in three dayes he ended his miferable life. Gregory, though thus bu- 
fily imploy’d at home, was not yet altogether unmindful of his credit 
and intcrcft abroad ; for knowing how many both Bilhops and Pres¬ 
byters were fled to Rome, where they were likely to make a tragical 
y ibil p. $78. Reprefentation of Affairs, he difpatch’d away Car pones y a Presbyter 
(one that had been convitted long fince by Alexander of too much 
Familiarity and Correfpondence with Arias') as his Lcgat to Rome, 
(where the Synod then fat about the Cafe of Athanafius) to mollilio 
Reports, and beget a favourable Conftru&ion of what had part’d at 
Alexandria. But the man was reje&ed, neither he nor his Meffage 
finding entertainment. 

X. WE left Athanafius in the Synod at Rome, purging himfelf,where¬ 
upon he was abfolv’d by the Council of the Crimes charg’d upon 
him. Indeed he made that City the main Seat of his Exile, having 
been there a year and an half already, and continuing fomc years 
longer, kindly receiv’d and entertain’d by all. We cannot imagine 
that fo good a man, and one of lo active a Genius, would lye idle fo 

long a time, though how he (pent his time there, is unknown to us. 

'AiAvwu 2. Baronins z in the general, finds him this employment, '(though with- 
A.vw. xlii. out an y other Authority than his own conje&ure; diligently and lo- 
lemnly to vifit and adore the Shrines and Memories of the Martyrs, 
the Crypt\e and the Ccemctcria , thole venerable Subterranean Monu¬ 
ments, efpccially thofe of S. Peter and Paul, expreffing a more pe¬ 
culiar Devotion towards S. Peter, for having lent thence his Difciple 
S. Mark to plant and propagate Chriftianity in Egypt. All which we 
are bound in good manners to believe, though not one Syllable of any 
•Ad am.t, 40. warrant is produced to make it good. More particularly he tells 3 us, 

Vm ' VIL that hefirft introduced into Rome the monaftick Dilcipline of Egypt, 

publifhing to that end, the Life of Anthony the Great, then living, and 
that this Inftitution was embrac’d, not only by others, but alfo by the 
noble Matrons of Rome. Though S. Jerom (upon whofe Authority he 
h npifl. <td builds all this ) fayes b no more, than that Marcella a Roman Lady,had 
1’iincip-p. 11 9. ^ rom anc | his Succeffor Pefor(who fled thither in the time of 

the Arian Perfecution) receiv’d an account of the Life of Antony , and 
of the Difcipline of the Monafteries of Pachomius, and of the Virgins 
and Widdows that were in the Country of Jbcbais', but was followed 
herein by none for many years after, till Sophronia reviv’d the Inftitu- 
nlib.KH 1. tion. But (what is moft confiderable) now it was (they tell us c ) 
&f(q - that Athanafius compos’d the famous Creed, that commonly pallcs 

under 
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under his name ; that being cited to Rome, and charg’d as Criminal, 
he could not expeft a favourable Reception without giving an ac¬ 
count of his Faith, that therefore he drew up in Latin this Confelli- 
on, which he repeated before Jul/us and the reft, which being ap¬ 
prov’d, was. together with the Ads of the Synod, laid up amongft 
the Archiv .> of the Church of Rome, whence it was published many 
Ages after. T his is pretended for its Birth and Pedigree, which being 
laid without any fhadow of proof, may with the fame reafbn be re¬ 
jected. Indeed fo lar is it from being probable, that he made it at 
this rime at R m\ that no evidence appears that he ever made it all. 

For not to iii'irt upon other Arguments, there’s this unanfwerable pre¬ 
judice lies againft it, that Athanafius hiinfelf (who is very punctual 
in letting down all the material Paffages of his Life, that concern 
tliele Matters; does not lb much as once in all his Writings, givetho 
leaft Intimation of it; novisit mention’d by any Hiftorianor Writer 
of that or the following times, no not by the Writers of his Life, that 
liv’d in the middle Ages of the Church. Nor indeed was it ever 
heard of in the World,till above fix hundred years after Athanafius was 
dead; but barely mention’d then, and not urg’d with any confidence, 
till above CC. years after that, when the Legates of Pope Gregory 
the IX'/;. produc’d and pleaded it at Conftantinople, in their Deputa¬ 
tions with the Greeks. And can it be imagin’d, that fo famous a 
Confcrtion, made by a Perfon, for whom the World had fo juft a re¬ 
verence, whole Writings were fo highly valued, and lo diligently 
fought after in all Parts of the World, fhould lye Incognito for fo many 
Ages, when it might have been of fb much life and importance to 
the Church, to have ended levelal Controverfies then on foot, efpe- 
cially being pretended to lye no farther out of reach, than the Re¬ 
cords of the Roman Church, which there was clayly occafion of 
fearching, and to which there was frequent rcfbrt from all Parts. 

But by whotnlbever compil’d, having entitled it felf to fb great a 
name, and bearing lo exprefs an Image of his Do&rinc, fo ftoutly 
maintain’d by him both by Writing and Suffering, and being vouch’d 
and afierted by the fupereminent Authority of the Church of Rome, 
it foon gain’d Credit and Reputation amongft all the Churches of the 
Weft. u 

XI. BUT whether or no Athanafius was bufied in the drawing 
lip a ConfcfTton of his Faith at Rome, ’tis certain his Adverlaries 
were hammering one in the Ea(K About four years fince they had 
compos’d leveral Forms in the Council of Antioch , where they now 
again met in Synod, more accurately to examine, and fully to declare 
their Senfe concerning the Controverfies that at this time fo much 
dirtrafted and difturb’d the Church. And in pnrfuancc of this, they 
compos’d wpv &/90 ;^ctpb<Vj ( as Athanafius d tells us; a very long d m Smi. 
Explication of their Faith, thence commonly call’d h&y c&> or ^ 9 ff u d bt ^ r 

the large Confeffion, drawn up fas c one truly obferves) with great /, 2 . f ., 9 . p . 9r . 
Learning and Elegancy; wherein having firfb fet down the Symbol Q f r ji(f-Annorr 
made in their Iaft Sertion at Antioch, they add a prolix Explication of in Soc " 
the principal Articles, with a particular Antithcfis to the Errors and 
Hcrefics of Pau/us Samofitenus, Marccllus , Phot intis , Sabellius, the Pa¬ 
ir op affiant, and fome others. It will be too tedious to fet down the 
whole, ’twill be enough to remark fome few of the things which 
p 2 they 
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they declare concerning the Perlon of the Son of God. They affert, 
that he was not begotten of any prc cxiftent Subftance (v^-a™) 
befidcs the Father, but was truly begotten of God only, and that 
<3Lx&>i’0's f without time, and before all Ages, and this dve/plxmos £ 
Trow by a mo ft unfathomable and incomprehcnfible 

way of Generation; that although he be fubjedl to God the Father, 
yet notwithstanding before all times was he begotten of God, and 
in his nature is true and perfect God, being not of man afterwards 

■ made God, but of Cod for our fakes made man, yet without ever 
ceafing to be God ; that they did abominate and anathematize the 
Followers of Mir all ns and Phot inns, who under a pretence ofafiert- 
incr a divine Monarchy, did in Conformity with the 'Jews, deny Chrifts 
eternal Effence and God-head, and his endlcls and immortal King¬ 
dom ; that they acknowledg’d him to be the living and fclf-fublifling 
Word, the fiibftantial Word of the Father, and God of God, being 
perfeblly joyn’d together, without any Medium, or diftancc, or Se¬ 
paration from each other. In Conclufion they add, that they were 
forc’d thus largely to exprefs themlelves about thefe Matters, not 
out of any Vanity or Aff'e&ation, but to remove all finifter Sulpi- 
tions of Heterodoxy, with thole that were unacquainted with their 
Calc, and that the iVeflern Billiops might underhand the ground left 
Calumnies of their Advcrftries, and their Catholick Sentiment s ap¬ 
pear to all uncorrupt and unbiased Pcrfons to be conlbhant to, and 
founded in the holy Scriptures. 

f XII. TH IS account of their Faith they gave f to Eudoxius Bi- 

iL.i. j.ikr. n- fhop of G ermanicia, Macedonius of Mopjneftia, Alartyrius and T)?no~ 
pi/i. rj confl. t0 g e carried into the Wefl, where when they arrived, they 
I tipfcTJl found a very convenient Opportunity to deliver it. For very many 
] J ’ of the We (tern Prelates were about this time alTembled in a Synod at 
Milan fwhere the Emperor Conftans kept his Court) to advile about 
the Calc of Atbanafius, and to Petition the Emperor to interpole his 
Authority to compole the diftra&ed Affairs of the Church. The 
Mcffenpers arriving, prclcntcd their Confcfiion to the Synod, de¬ 
filing their concurrence in it. But they either not fufficicntly under- 
eio . c . 2 o,moi (Landing the Criticilms of the Greek Language, fas Socrates R thinks) 
or, more probably, judging fome heretical Poyfon to he couch’d 
under thole lpecious Expreilions, refus’d to accept it, laying they 
were content with the Niccne Creed, and would admit no more, and 
that it was but realonable that they who brought the Confeffion, 
fhould firft explicitly condemn the Arian Pottrine. This the Eaftern 
Legates highly relented, and finding there was little hope to pre¬ 
vail’, departed the Synod in great Paffion and Difcontent. At this 
h Hilar, in Convention al 16 Photinns h Bilhop of Sirmium (who had lomctimes 
Mwqn. been Schollar and Deacon to Marcellas of Ancyrd) was condemned 
for fome heretical Propofitions he had lately ftarted, affirming our 
Saviour to be only a mecr man, endeavouring to revive the long-fmcc 

■ branded Herefie of IWof Samofata. And now it was too, that Vr~ 
fains and Valens, two great Sticklers againft At ban fans, preferring 
‘the Alfcmbly with a Book, wherein they expreffy condemn’d the 
Arian and Phot ini an Herefies, wereabfolv’d, and taken into the Com¬ 
munion of the Church. Towards the Conclufion of this Synod fas 
ls IT10 ^ Probable) Atbanafius * came to Milam , fummon’d thither 
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by the Emperor’s Mandat, by whom lie was frequently admitted into 
his prefence, and treated with great Kindncfs and Humanity. And 
though (as became a Prudent man under his Circumffances) he car¬ 
ried himlelf with all imaginable Caution, never going alone into 
the Emperor’s prclence, but alwayes accompanied with a great Train 
of Billiops and others, yet could he not efeape the lalh of Malice 
and Envy ; his Advcrfarics hence taking occafion to traduce him to 
Con ft ant ins , liiggefting that he had done ill Offices between him and 
his Brother Con (Ians, poffeffing him with prejudices, and endea¬ 
vouring to ffir him up againff: him. Whereof, and of fome other 
Crimes he very clearly purges himlelf in his Apology to Conflantins. 


SECT. VII. 

The AFts of the Synod at Sardica. 

A Synod conven'd at Sardica, when. What number of BifJjops in it. No 
f- ittilh BifJjops there, 7 he Eaffern Prelates refttfe to joyn with them 
of the Well, and why. 7 hey tranfacl Synodically in feparate Affemblies, 

Pnblickly challenged by Athanafius and his Party, The Re af ns of their 
ref/ftl to proceed to a fair and open Trial, Their trifling Propofal to 
gain time rejected. The pretence of their being recall'd by Conftanti- 
lis. Their depoflng Atbanafius and the Principal of his Party, JBa- 
ronius offended with their fentencing Pope Julius.

AH this tranfacted at Sardica, not fas commonly believ'd') at Philippo- 
polis. The Proceedings of the true Sardican Council. No Confeffion 
or Explication of Faith made in this Synod. Atbanafius, Marcellus, 
rfWAfclepas, particularly abfolvd and reftor'd. The Mifchiefs done 
by the Arians tq the Catholicks examin'd. The Chiefs of the Arian 
Faction JentenEd and depos'd. Their Synodical Epiflles , and Letters to 
the. Emperors. 

I. r TT^HE good Emperor Conflans, at the inftance and SoUicita- 
I tion of Atbanafius and the Weftern Bifhops, had often and 
earneftly dealt with his Brother Confiantius , that the Nr 
cene Faith might be ettablifh’d, and the exil’d Bilhops reftor’d, and 
fo a Period put to the Churches Troubles, who now at length con¬ 
tented that the Matter lliould be referred to the Decifton of a general 
Council, which was accordingly call’d by the imperial Letters Ann. 

Chr. CCCXLVII. not long after that at Milan ; for that it was after 
that Convention, is evident, as from other Circumftances, fo efpe- 
cially from what Atbanafius * himlelf tells us, that at his being; at k uc. pmimi 
Milan, Conftans allur’d him, that lie had Written to his Brother, that 
Synod might be held about this Matter. The place appointed for 
tile Council was Sardica, an eminent City of lllyrictim (perhaps an 
ancient Colony from Sardis in the leffer Afta, and upon that account 
fo oft ill Atbanafius ftyl’d a is, the City of the Sardians') a

AAonn.p. • t j(' lon j nt0 fev'eral Provinces for the Approbation of thofe who could 
not be pretent at the Council. And indeed in the Title of the c vno- 
9 v'ifpr. dical Epiflle (as’tis extant in Atbanajius ° , but more intireh in ho- 
viir.n.i.2. dor it r) where all the Provinces are reckon’d up, from whence they 
c. 8. p. 74 * came, no mention is made of Britain. W hich I have therefore noted, 
not being willing that the honour of our Country fhould be built 
upon uncertainties and millakes. So that the number of the Bifliops 
mull be reduc’d to almoll one half, not above LXXVI. coming out 
of the EafI, and out of above XXXV. Provinces of the IVrfi (for out 
1 Ad Soli f. of lb many Athanafuis tells us, this Synod was collc<Tc*d) not 
P- ^35- * fl,H an hundred, udio yet could not agree when they came toge¬ 
ther. 

II. POR the Rafter n Bifliops arriving at Sardica, kept them (elves 
*Aib.A;o!U. in a feparate Affembly, refufing r to joyn with the Bifliops of the 
JVc/i, and though there were ibme amongll them, men Orthodox 
p!\92*'&c.' in their Judgments, and of peaceable Tempers, yet were they lo in- 
HpHi. ad Soiit. fi ucnc ’d by the Major part, either by Promiles or Thrcatnings, that 
p ' 634 ' they durft-not ftir from them, two only excepted, Arms a PaUjlim 
Bilhop, and Afhrins Bifliop of Arabia, w ho got away by Health, and 
came over to the Catholick Party. The Truth is, they found a 
quite other face of things, than what they look’d for: they came 
with a confident Pcrfwahon, that Atbartafins durfb not appear and 
abide a Trial, and were llrangely furpriz’d, not only to find him here, 
but that he was prepar’d, and openly challeng’d them to a Tryal, 
they perceiv’d that things would be manag’d here according to the 
flritt Rules of Ecclefiallick Difciplinc, that no force could he put 
upon the Synod, no Guards fet at the Doors, no great men of their 
Party admitted from Court, who might awe and dired Proceedings; 
the ufiial Arts by which they had hitherto prevail’d, and for which 
end they had now brought with them Count Mttfoniamts , and Hi fychins 
an Officer of the imperial Palace, by whole Authority and influence 
they doubted not but they Ihould be able to carry the day ; they were 
amaz’d to lee lo many tnere, whom they had depos’d and bannh d, 
and treated with all kinds of barbarous Inhumanity, fome having 

brought 
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brouolit along with them tlie Chains and Iiiftrumeiits of Cruelty, 
wherewith they had been tortured, others fhewing the Wounds and 
the Scars which they had received. The Friends and Kindred of 
thofe whom they had put to death, appear’d to exhibit their Com¬ 
plaints, and Meflengers came in the name of whole Churches to re- 
prelent the Injuries and Sufferings which they had undergone from 
the Rage of the Arian Party. Nor did it a little lenfibly touch them, 
that Arms and After ins were gone over to the Synod, who had come 
along with them, and were privy to their mod intimate Councils 
and Tranfadions. Thefe things prophccicd to them no good Suc- 
cefs they law ’twas no purpole to let their Caufe come to a fair 
open Trial, that Atbamfms had all Ads ready that concern’d his Cafe, 
which would Efficiently blaft and expofe their Caufe, and that they 
had no potent Friends in the Synod to fupport it: Thatthcrefore it 
was mod advifable to breakup and be gort, to prevent their being 
condemn’d upon the Place; that if they departed, they fhouldI find 
one means or another to propagate and uphold their Caufe; and if tne 
Synod fhould condemn them after their departure, they had a lure 
Friend of the Emperor, who, they doubted not, would proted and 

aflill them. „ , . _ , 

III HEREUPON they ffiut themfelves up in the Palace, 
where they were lodg'd, and where they dayly held their Confutes. 

■They were leveral times cited by the Synod to appear, and that with 
finart Provocations ; if they came with a defign to try the Merits of 
the Caufe, why did they decline it ? Either they Ihould not have 
come at all, or being come, they could not without juft difparage- 
menttb their Caufe refute it. Athamfms and his Brethren, whom 
they had fo heavily charg’d, were there prefent, if they had any 
thing to objeft againft theiri?»they were requir’d to do it 5 if they 
had not, the Syisod mud proceed againft them as falfe and unjuft 
Accufers. Athanafms alfo, together with Marcellas and Afclcpas his 
Fellow-fufferers, publickly challeng’d them to it, alluring the Synod 
they would not only refute their Slanders and Calumnies, but make 
it fully appear what Mifchiefs and Miferics they had brought upon 
their feveral Churches. Protogenes Kiihop of Sardica, and Hofiust he 
aged Confcffor, and venerable Bifhop of CorMa, and now Prefident 
of the Council, addrefs’d themfelves to them in a more private way, 
endeavouring by all fair means to perfwade them, Hofius f prornifing r ofi't r.pifi ad 
them a moft candid and impartial Hearing; or if they would not 
have the Matter canvafs’d in open Synod, that they would at leaft 
make liim Judge and Umpire in the Cafe, engaging, that if Atha- 
,tafias was prov’d guilty of the Crimes charg’d upon him, they would 
univerfally rejed him, nay, although lie fhould be found Innocent, 
and they falfe Accufers, if, notwithflanding all this, they mould per- 
fill in their diflike of him, he would, to avoid offence, perlwade him 
to go along with him into Spain. To which Atbartafins, who flood 
by, gave his aflent. An offer fo infinitely reafonable, and fair beyond 
all Expectation,that nothing but obftinacy and a bad Caule could have 
the face to refute it. However, they refolv’d not to appear upon any 
Terms, nor liihmit to a Sentence, which they had too much realon to 
Pulped would go full againft them. 


IV. BUT 
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IV. BUT that they might give fome colour to their Non con- 
aP'iiil'n **' 1 fo, ’ mit y» they pretended 1 inthclirft place, that Athanafu/s and his 
jllgwllif Accomplices had been heretofore convicted of notorious Crimes, 
>}js. * and accordingly condemn’d and depos’d by feveral Councils, and 

that they could not joyn with the Synod, till they were banifli’d 
thence, and denied Communion; otherwife they fliould trample 
under foot the Taws of the Church, refund and violate the Sentence 
of Cod. But the Synod was latislicd in this Matter, their Caufe 
hav’ing been more than once maturely debated, and their Innocency 
adjudg’d in Councils call’d for that purpofe, and themfelves abfolv’d 
and receiv’d to Communion by almoft all the Bifliops of the IV ( Jf 
Next they pleaded that vail numbers of Perfons, guilty of the moll 
enormous Villanies, of Blood and Murders, of Rapine and Violence, of 
Sacrilcdge and Impiety, and what not ? both again!!: God and Man 
had at this time flock’d hither from Conftantinop/e and Alexandria 
# and were entertain’d and encourag’d, advanc’d and refpetted by the 

Synod, with whom they could not communicate without manilelt 
Impiety and Proplianation. And whereas Athanafu/s his Innocency 
was fo much infilled on, they made this offer, that a fclett number 
of each Party might be lent into Egypt, to the places where the Crimes 
charg’d upon him, had been committed, and might be bound under 
the Obligation of an Oath, to take a faithful account of things; that 
if t he Charge prov’d falfe, they were ready to fiibmit to confine, pro- 
mifing never to exhibit any Complaints, either to the Emperors, or 
to any Synod or Bifhop; but if true, that the other Party ffiould 
fifcntly acquicfce in what had been already done. This Propofal was 
made by thofe five Commiffioners, who had been, many years fince, 
deputed by the Council of to go into Ma motis t o examine and* 
report the State of things; and they now renew’d the fame Motion 
probably, cither to gain time, not knowing but fome emergent acci¬ 
dent might intervene, or becaufe they knew they fliould be able' 
there fuccefsfully to manage the Caufe to their own Advantage, as 
they had already done heretofore. But the Synod re jetted the Mo- 
■ Ffifl.syn.ti>. tion, having 11 already by them Authenrick Copies of all thofe Atts 
fff&ld anci Records, and Witncfles « toattcfl the Truth of things. Being 
thus beaten out of all other Refuges, they fell upon one more ablurd 
' v Hii.ir. in and weak than all the rcfl, pretending x that they had receiv’d Let' 
ters from the Emperor concerning his triumphant Vittorios againft 
ubi fitpr. tlie Pcrftan.r , and that there was a neccffity of their departure to affift 
at thofe Solemnities. This they intimated to the Synod by Eu/la - 
tbit/s Presbyter of the Church of Sardica , to whom Hofitts in tlie 
name of the reft, font back this fbort peremptory Meffage, that either 
they fliould ftand to, and make good the Charge which they had 
exhibited, and anfwer that which others had given in againft them 
or they might a fibre themfelves, that the Synod would take the 
Matter pro Confcffo , and proceed againft them as Criminals, and acquit 
At ban aft hs and his Party. A Menage which ferv’d only to quicken 
their departure thence. 1 J 1 

V. SOME time it was, that they had now ftaid at Sardica, which 
we cannot fiippofe they (pent meetly in Wrangling and Contention. 
No, they held frequent Alfcmblies, and though in a private and 
clandeftmc way, kept up the Formalities of a Synod. They plainly

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fawwhat mcafure they were like to expeft from the Council, and 
therefore relolv’d not to be behinddiand with them. Hereupon 
they Synodically proceeded againft the Heads of the Party, con¬ 
demning >’ and depofing not only Ath.mafias, Marcellas , Afclepas , and 
Prths of Conjlantinople^ as the prime Criminals, but as Acceftbries JI2 ‘ 
bvcommunicating with them, Ihjias Bifhop of Cordaba Prefident of 
the Council, Maxi minus of 7 tiers. Protore ncs of Sardica, G aadent ins 
of A G'lfas, and efpecially Julias Bifhop of Rome, whom they ftyle 
the Prince and Captain of all tbe Mtfchief\ he who bad fir ft Jet open the 
door lo Communion with wicked and excommunicate Perfons , and had made 
way for others to violate the Laws of the Church. At this Baronins 
r is out of all Patience.

A piece of Info- ^ W * LXX * 
lence, he tells us, never before attempted in any Age bythemoft 
execrable Hercfie. But the Priviledge of the infallible Chair, was 
not, it feerns, then underftood, nor thefe bold men frighted with the 
noife of, Thou art Peter. Next they drew up aConfcffion of Faith, 
wherein they particularly condemn fome of the Arian Propofitions ; 
a Confeffion wherein the mod Critical of the Catholicks found no- 
tliing to complain of, but that the word CoitfttbftftUttfll was left out; 
and accordingly it was own’d by $ .Hillary*, and is expounded by syn.adv. 
him into a very Orthodox fence. This done, they wrote a very pro- Arian '- ol ‘ii 6i 
lix Encyclical Epiftle 1 ’, which they publifh’d in the name of the Sar- \Rxt.ap.iuun 
dican Synod, wherein they give an account of what they had done, 60U 

and of the Bifliops whom they had depos’d, whom they expofe with 4 
all contempt imaginable, and load with the bittereft Reflettions they 
could heap upon them, charging the Governours of the Church, as 
they valued Peace, Order, and Ecclefiaftiek Difcipline, to abftain 
from all Communion with them, either by word or writing, not to 1 
fend Letters to them, or receive any from them, or fo much as have 
to do with any that did communicate with them, fubjoyningto the 
Epiftle, the Confeffion of their Faith. This decretal Letter they 
difpatch’d abroad to the Bifhops of feveral Countries, and amongft 
the reft, to Donates the Head of that fchifinatical Fattion at Car - 
tbage, hoping that the Domtifls who flood at filch open defiance to 
the Catholicks, might by this means be brought over to their Party. 

And indeed we find tlie Donat i ft s glorying in their Communion with 
the Eaflem Bifhops, and infilling upon this Epiftle of the Sardican 
Synod, (for as filch it pafs’dj as the evidence of it} and the truth is, 
it feerns, that for fome time after,.no other Sardican Synod was known 
in Africk , but this clancular Convention, which may feem the ftrangcr, 
in that Gratns Bifilop of Carthage was at this time a Member of the 
Council. 

VI. THAT all this was done by the Eaflem Prelates, during 
their ftay at Sardica, I am ftrongly tempted to believe. I know the 
report partes currant, uncontraditted, that I know of, by any writer, 
that in their return from Sardica , they ftaid at Philippopolis, a City 
of 7 brace, where they held a Synod, and pafs’d the things we have 
but now mention’d, which, that they might be (wallowed more 
unfiifjx-tted, they gilded over with the (jwous title of the Sardi¬ 
can Synod. Now though I loye not needlefly to fwim againft the 
Stream, yet I muft profefs I fee no reafon to fix the Scene at Philip-

The Eajter» Bilhops in their Journey to A, rd,ca 'held 
many little Synods of their own Party by the way m feveial laces, 
t- s«. /"Xo doubt at PhhfWMs among ft the reft) where it was agreed 
"ft them (and thole who feem’d backward, were threatned 
into compliance; that when they came thither, they Ihould perempto¬ 
rily refute to concur with the Synod , or to put: the Affair to tile 
iffue of a Trial, but that having appeal'd for fadiion-lakc, Ihould 
1 Lib j. t.11. Krenlt up and depart. And thus indeed Sozomrn plainly icports it, 
M“- tint before they came to Sardica, meeting firft at Vhdfpmlts. they 
thence wrote to the W-firm Hilltops at Sardica, to let them know, 
that unleft they dilinifs’d Atbanafms and his Paity, andabftain d horn 
their Communion, as Perlons already lentcncd and deposd, they 
would in no wife joyn with them; and they were as goal as their 
word when they arriv'd at Sardica; where after feveial ffanlafti- 
ons to no purpole, but rather to the exalpcrating of each into a. wider 
diftrnce they met fas he tells us) in leparate Alfcmbhes, and made 
Decrees’ contrary to each other; and then immediately fubjoyns 
what they did in the depofmg of the Bilhops, vve mention d and in 
the Explication of their Faith, and the circular Epiftle which they 
wrote upon it; which is a juft Reprefentation of things in then due 
place and order. All which Socrates not carefully attending t°> con¬ 
founds what was done at Sardica, with what pals d before at Philip- 
popoth, making that the Scene of their Synodical Tranfa&ons which 
Ind been only the Scat of their preparatory Counc Is. Nor is it the 
only inllance wherein he miftakes, not only in other Calcs, but in 
this very Affair of the Sardican Council, as were it worth the while, 1 

C0 Vn Vi HAVING Xsdi'lpatch’d the Affair of the Orkml Pre- 
Iatcs let us look next, to what the Fathers in the mean while did at 
Sardica. Three things, they tell ■ us, there were that lay before 

‘y .-v- them, and which the Emperors by their Letters had left to them to

"" 4 ° ' the Faith the Cafe of the Perlons accus’d and condemn'd, and an en¬ 
quiry into the great Evils and Mifchiefs which the Party were 

reported to have committed in every place. As to the firft, ^ tt( , rs 
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Matters of Faith might be debated in the Synod, ’tis certain they 
made no Synodical Determination in that Matter. Indeed to the de¬ 
cretal Epiftle of the Council, as ’tis extant in Ibeodorit f ', there is h L>b.2. e.a. 
an Appendix containing a large account and Explication of their 
Faith. And it was it feems an early Addition ; for Atbanaftus • him- 1 Epifl. ad An- 
felf takes notice of it, and cautions againft it, and withall aftures us, tloch ‘ F 449 * 
that the Council defin’d no fitch Matter. He fayes, indeed, that 
lorne men were very hot that a Supplement might be made tp the 
Faith agreed on in the Council of Nice, but that the SynocJ'vehe¬ 
mently re jetted the Motion, and decreed that nothing fKould be 
farther added to the Faith, declaring that they fully acquiefced in 
the Nicen • Creed, as pious and orthodox, and compleat enough, and 
that no other Form Ihould be admitted, left the Nicene Faith Ihould 
bethought imperfett and inliifticient, and a way laid open for men 
of wanton and petulant Wits to attempt new Creeds, as oft as hu¬ 
mour or intereft Ihould incline them. Accordingly in all ancient 
Copies both in At ban a fins and S. Hilary this additional Appendage is 
left out, and it argued either in-finccrity, or at leaft great carelefnefs 
in *Ibeodorit to infert it. ’I is mention’d alfo by S oz,omev k , who ''Ub+c. 12. 
fee ms to make Ho fins and Protopenes the principal Contrivers of it, P* 5 ' 5, 
and that they were forc’d to write to Julius R ifhop of Rome to cxcufe 
it, that they did not thereby intend to derogate from the Nicene 
Faith, but only more clearly to explain it, left the Arians making an 
ill ufe of that fhort Compendium , Ihould impofe upon the unwary 
and the unskilful, by purring what fence they pleas’d upon it. 

VIII. THE Perlons accus’d, and who were now prclent that 
their Caufe might be heard and canvas’d in the Synod, were Jltba- 
nafitfs of Alexandria, Marcellas of Ancyra, and Afdepas of Gaza, who 
petition’d the Svnod that their Accufers might be fummori’d to appear, 
which the Acculcrs obftinately refufing'though particularly challeng’d 
to’tby the Defendants more than once) the Fathers proceeded to 
take cognizance of their feveral Cales. And firft for Atbanafius 1 , x Aih. Apoi.11. 
they caus’d all the Atts and Proceedings of the Synod of Tyre , J; 5 /*, f# 
and the Informations that had been taken in Mar^otis , to be pro- r ‘ 
duc’d and read, and every particular to be throughly Fcann’d, and 
the WitncfTes that were brought out of Epypt to be examin’d, and 
having accurately debated the whole Matter, and found it from firft: 
tolaft, nothing but a train of Malice and Villany, and being con¬ 
firm’d in it by the notorious Tergiverfation of the adverfe Party, 
who durft not abide the Trial, or make good the Charge they had 
exhibited, they pronounc’d him innocent' of the Crimes wherewith 
he had been defam’d, reftor’d him to bis See, and with all the De- 
monftrations of Love and Kindnefs, of refpett and honour, embrac’d 
and entertain’d him. Next canfte on the Caufe of Marcellas Bifhop 
of Ancyra. He had been long fince fentenc’d and depos’d by the En- 
fbian Fattion in the Conventicle at Conflahtinople, for fome un-or- 
thodox Allertfion's in his Writings, tending to the Herefie of FWof 
S.trnnfitn. Thefe lie now explain’d ni , and' {View’d that his Adverfa- * M.ApoJ.lL 
ries hndmalicioufly perverted and mif reprefciited his meaning, urg- i>- 5 w 
ing thole as dogmatical Affertions, which he had only Problemati¬ 
cally handled by Way of Queftion. file Synod approv’d his De¬ 
claration, arid- accordingly abfolv’d and reftord him.

by his fubtlety and Diffimulation, he made fhift a long time to blind 
the Eyes of the Cathoiick Party, yet his Sabeliian Tenets were difeo- 
vered afterwards,, which that he took not Up after his Synodical 
Absolution , but had all. along craftily conceal’d them, is plain, 
" Sever. su!p. however my Author n affures us, that Athanafiw perceiving it, fuF 
12 - P pended him from Communion. Together with him, the Council 
acquitted A/depot Bifhop of Gaza, he making it appear by the Atts 
of the Synod of Antioch (which he then produc’d) that even then 
when his Accuferswfere there prefent to manage the Caufeagainft 
him, he had been abfolv’d by the Sentence of that Synod. 

IX. NEXT they proceeded to enauire into the carriage of the 
other Party, and the intolerable Mifcniefs and Injuries which they 
had done to the CatholickBjfhops and Churches. And here they met 
with nothing but Blood and Smoak, and a fad Face of things .- the 
o Atkiibi fupr. good Fathers were entertain’d with difmal and tragical Stories ° of 
f omc t ] iat; | iac | b een threatned, others condemned upon falfe and 
iMr.coi.4t7. fiihorn’d Accufa.tions, fome beaten, others wounded, and fomc dl- 
re&ly murdered, many loaded and almoft ftrangled with Iron- 
Chains, more imprifon’d, fbme whereof were ftiffled with the 
noyfomnefs of the Prifon, multitudes banilh’d, and that into themoft 
miferable and uncomfortable Places, where hunger and nakednefs 
would not fail to difpatch them; Churches had been fet on fire, 
devout Virgins ftripp’d and rifled, and the common Goals filled with 
men of the holy Order. And this for no other reafon, but becaufe 
they refus’d to enter into the Arian Communion. All which was 
ready to be attefted, partly by the Confeflors themfelves then pre¬ 
fent in the Council, partly by Deputies fent by thofe that were ab- 
fent, whole Churches having fent Commiflioners to reprefent their 
Complaints and Grievances to the Synod. Upon Confideration of 
the whole Affair, it was concluded^ that they mould proceed againft 
the prime Heads of the Fa&ion,thofe who had been chief Authors and 
Inftruments of fo many Evils and Mifchiefs to the Chriftian World j 
r'M.ib.pwi and thereupon r condemned and depos’d Bafil Bifhop of Ancyra, 
& ad solit, Quintiantis of Gaza, Theodor us of Herac lea, Narciffus of Hitrapolis , 
p ' Acacias of Cafarea, Stephen of Antioch, Vrfacias of Singi dunum, Valem 

of Marfa, Menophantasof Ephe/as, George of Laodicea, banifhing them 
from the Communion of the Faithful, it being but fit (fay they) that 
they who feparate the Son from the Father, fhould themfelves bo 
feparated from the Cathoiick Church ; but efpecially in parting fen- 
tence againft Gregory the Arian Intruder at Alexandria , they fhew’d a 
particular Deteftatiori. pronouncing him not only to have been no 
Bifhop, but not worthy the name of a Chriftian, nulling all Ordina¬ 
tions made by him, and forbidding any to bear that Chara&er, that 
1 nxt.Bpift.oo. had receiv'd Orders from him. This done, they wrote i to the 
p th <98 . fl ’ H ’ Clergy and the Church of Alexandria, to receive Athanaftas as their 
5 * lawful Bifhop, whom they had found, and adjudg’d Innocent of the 
things charg’d upon him, warning all thofe who had any wayes com¬ 
municated with Gregory and his Party, to repent and withdraw, and 
*ex up.miar. return to the Communion of the Cathoiick Church. They wrote f 
infiag.coi.4c6 a jp Q tQ j u /j us 0 p j{ 0Mey defiring him to impart what had been tranf- 
a£ied in the Council to the Bilhops of Italy , Sicily, and Sardinia , left 
being impos’d upon by the adverfe Party, they might receive com¬ 
municatory 
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municatory Letters from them. Befides this, they drew tip (as is 
ufual in fiicli Cafes) a Circulare or general Epiftle f to all the Bifhops [Ext.ap.Atb. 
of the Cathoiick Church, giving them a particular account of what 
had pafs’d from the firft meeting of the Council, defiring them to 
look upon the Perfbns they had condemned, as under a juft Anathema , 
and to have no manner of Communion with them, and that they 
would ratifie the Sentence and Judgment of the Synod, by adding 
their own Suffrage and Subfeription to it. Which was accordingly 
done , the Synodical Determination being fubferibed by at leaft 
CCCXLIV. Bifhops. Laftly, having form’d and agreed upon XXI. 

Canons concerning the Rites and good Government and Difcipline of 
Ecclefiaftick Matters, and concluded upon an Addrefs with Letters 
jo the Emperors, to be fent by fbme of their own Body, the Council 
broke up, and the Fathers return’d home to their fevcralSees.

I. 'nr*'HE Perfons deputed by tile Council to carry an account 
I of their Synodical Tranfa&ions to Conftantius, were Kin- 
JL centius Bifhop of Capua , and Euphrat es Bifhop of Co!, n £ 

* Together with whom (fayes Tbeodorit 1 , though others not impro¬ 

bably fuppofe it was not till fbme time after) the Emperor Conjl ws 
lent Salias, a General in the Army, a Perfon renown’d for his Juftice 
and Piety. Their bufinels was, to prevail witli the Emperor to put 
the Decrees of the Synod in Execution, and to permit the ejected

Some 

they loaded with the hcavielt Calumnies, others they banifh’d, 

others they put to death, as at Adrianople , where, with the aftiftance 

of their old trufty Friend Count Philagrius, they beheaded many, 

(the Monuments of which lavage Inhumanity, Athanafius tells us, he 
himlelf law without the City at his return) and when Lucius the 
Bifhop reprov’d their impious Brattices, they bound him neck and 
hands with Chains, and lent him into Exile, where he died. £ditts 
they procur’d from the Emperor for the cafting them out of all Cities 
and Churches, and putting them to death wherc-ever they Ihould 
he found, and that all Ports and Gates Ihould be ftrittlv watch’d , 
that if any of the Bilhops reftor’d by the Synod, Ihould return to 
their Bifhopricks, they might be immediately apprehended; and 
having the advantage of the publick Polls, Melfengers were difpatch’d 
into all Parts, and where they met with any that dif allowed their 
Proceedings, they either fcourg’d them like Slaves, or imprifon’d, 
or banilh’d them. And for Athanafius and his faithful Clergy, Edith 
were particularly directed to the Governors of that City, that if 
any of them came thither, or did but fet their foot within the Bor¬ 
ders, they fliould he forthwith put to death. And of them that re¬ 
main’d there, two Presbyters, and three Deacons had beert already 
banilh’d into Armenia. .... 

II. THE Legats, iii the mean while, proceeded forwards in their 
Journey, and arriv’d at the imperial Court at Antioch, where they 
met with but cold entertainment. For the Arian Fattion had fo 
block’d up all Paffages, that there was little hope their Embafty 
fliould fiicceed. Nay, not content to ruine them by publick arid open 
Violence, they endeavoured by fecret and hellifti Arts to blaft and 
fmother' the Reputation of thefe venerable Bilhops at their firft 
Arrival For which end a Plot * is fet on foot, contrived by Ste- * Atb.ib.p. 6 & 
phen Bifhop of Antioch, and carried on by him and his Clergy, and 
fiich leud Perfons as they had drawn into the Confpiracy, which in 
fliort was thus. An infamous Strumpet was by night introduc’d into 
the Bilhops Lodgings by one Onager, a Fellow or a moft debauchd 
and flagitious Life, he himlelf with fifteen of his Aftociates being 
near at hand to alfift and carry on the Plot. And to rfiend the mat¬ 
ter, it was the time otEaftcr, when this Scene was laid. Some of 
the Family being before hand corrupted, the Woman is let in, and 
haviiiE ftiint her felf, went direttly to the apartment where the 
b 1 JBifhops 





Bifhops lodg’d. The firfl Hie entrcd was that of Euphrates, the elder 
Bifhop of the two, whom fhe found alleep; but awaking with the 
floife, and finding by her voice that it was a Woman, lie began to 
cry out in a great amazement, fuppofing it to be fbme Demon that 
had aflum’d a Female fhape. The Woman (who had been made to 
believe, that a young Gentleman newly come to Town had defired 
her company that night) perceiving that ’twas a grave ancient Bi 
Jjiop, was as much jfurpriz’d on the other fide, and prefently fhriek’d 
and cryed out aloud, nor could all that Onaaer and his Party could 
lay, ftill her clamour, and perl wade her to go on with the Ddign 
Infliort, the Family is rais’d, the Woman and feven of the Con mi* 
rators are taken, and fecur'd till next Morning, when (the whole 
City flocking at the rumor of fo Arrange a PafiageJ the Matter is 
heard and examin'd before the Emperor in the Pallace, where it is 
quickly brought to light, the Woman confdfing who’twas that had 
let her on, and he impeaching Onager as the Pcrfon that had afted 
him, and Onager calling the original Contrivance of all upon Sn- 
phm the Bifhop. Tlie ilfue was, that the Bifhops then at Court 
were commanded by the Emperor and the Judges to depof b Stephen 
and place another in his room. Wliich was immediately done • fo 
fignally did his malicious and diabolical Projeft return upon his own 
head. 

Ill HOW powerfully does the divine Providence many times 
over-rule the attempts of bad men, to an end quite contrary to their 
Defigns and Expectations! This unfortunate enterprize not only fail’d 
in the main Intention, but a little awakned the mind of Conflantius 
and made him fufpeCl that Caufe could not be very good, that need¬ 
ed fiich impious Artifices to liipport it. Hereupon lie began to relax 
the feverity that had been us’d, commanded the Deacons and Presby¬ 
ters that had been banifh'd into Armenia, to return, and wrote ex¬ 
prefly to W/eW againft Athanafius and his 

Party. Indeed there had pafs’d of late fevcral difpatches between 
\TcWZi ” imandhls brother Conflans about this Matter, in one y whereof 
vidM.ubi wc noted before) Con fans plainly told him, that unlefs Athanafms 
were fiiddcnly reftored, and his Enemies call'd to an account he 
, It would come mPerfon, and re-fettle him by force of Arms. 

This (mart MefTagc, tooetlier witli what accidents had fincc enfiicd. 
turn d the Scale with him, who calling fome of his iiilliops toge¬ 
ther, communicated to them his thoughts about thefe Matters and 
efpeciallv about the rupture that was hke to enfue between him and 
his Brother. Their Advice was, that the lead of Evils was to be 
choien.and that it were better Athuufim ihould be reftored to his See 
than the State of the Empire put to the hazards of a Civil War And’ 
the Council at this time was very wife and prudent, Covlf.wtwt bc- 
lng engag d in a tedious and not very fuccefsful War againft the Kina 
of P er J,a, an Enemy big enough alone to employ the whole Strength 
ol the EV/i hr* Empire. But nothing more contributed to this com- 
poiure, than the death of Gregory the ArUa Bilhop of Alexemdru,

petledit, and had fullered nothing to be dorfc to his prejudice at 

Alexandria, commanding alfb feveral of his great Miniflers of State 

to write to t he fame purpofe. Next he fent Letters to Athanafms to 

hafi.cn his return, and that more than once, as we fhall fee by and 

bv, when wc have firfl remark’d Athanafius his Motions fincc the time 

we la ft parted from him. 

1 V. N O f boner was the Sardican Synod broken up, but Athanafms 
c betook himlelf to Naijfus, a City in Dacia , in the Company (as * Atb. 
is probable) ot'G ancient ins Bifhop of that place, who gave him, no ^ 

doubt, a very Wellcome entertainment, where he receiv’d Letters 
from the Emperor. Con/tans , acquainting him, ’tis like, how he had 
been tranla&ing with his Brother on his behalf. Hence he remov'd 
to Aquileia in Italy, where Letters from Con ft ant ins found him, giving 
him leave, and inviting him to return. The firfl that came was ill

We. have indeed hitherto defer*d to intimate to you this ready Declara¬ 
tion of our good Will, bee aitfc we ex pec led you jhonld have come of your 
own accord] and have befonght us to give, remedy to your Troubles. But 
beca'fc *lis like, fear has detain'd yon from this Cottrfe , wc have fent yon 
thefv our gracious Letters^ that forthwith you may f'ecnrely come into our 
preface, to the end, that your cb fires being granted, and having t a fled 
of our Unduefs and benignity, you may be refiord to your Friends, your 
Poffeffious, and Country «, For the fame purpofe. I have, written to my 
Lord and Brother the Emperor Conftans, defiring him to give yon leave 
to return, that fo by the mutual Confent of both being refio/d to your See, 
you may have an equal in fiance of our grace and favour . 

After this, came a fccond Letter c to reinforce the fecurity pro- * ExUocis cfa 
mifed in the former, and to grant him the liberty of the publick car¬ 
riages for his more fpeedy conveyance to Court. But all this afili- 
rancc did not yet wholly conquer his Sufpition arid Jealoufie, not 
knowing whether under thefe fpecious pretences, fome (hares might 
not he laid to entrap him. While therefore he hovered in this doubt¬ 
ful uncertainty, a third 1 Letter came, gently taking notice of his r Ext, Hid^ 
delayes, and carncllly quickning his departure. Twas lent by Achi- 
las -a Deacon, to whom the Emperor refer'd him for a more full Sa- 
iisfaftion in i liar Matter. So that now abandoning all fears, he firmly 
ftifblv’d to return. 
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V. BUT before his departure from Aquilan, he receiv'd a Sum. 
c Aik. *p. ad mons c from the Emperor Conflans to come to him into f ranco. In 
2 fi,Vl obedience whereunto, he took his Journey by Rome, that he might 
vid soidX take his leave of Pope Julius and his Friends there, and thank them 
e. 20. p. 532. f or t j lc Civilities wherewith he had been treated in that place. Good 
News it was to them at Rome to underhand this happy turn of Affairs, 
they looking upon it as a hopeful Prcfagc, that the Raftern Court 
would now undertake the Patronage of the Catholick Caufe. And 
' F.xt.rpM.v. to add to the joy of his coming home, Jnlius wrote h to the Church 
Ath.Apni.\i.& 0 f Alexandria, to congratulate with them for the return of their bc» 
&o:r. loc/s cit. | ove j Bifh 0 p, a Per foil w hole eminent Sufferings had made him illu- 
hrious through the World, and to commend them for their conlfant 
kindnefs and affe&ionto him, .not doubting but they would receive 
him with all poflible joy and chcarfulnefs. Thus leaving Rome, and 
having difpatch’d his attendance upon the Emperor Con (Ians, he pup 
himfcIf upon his Journey into the Fafl, and being honourably en¬ 
tertain’d and difmifs’d at every place, came at lad to Antioch, where 
Con(l\wtins received him with great Humanity, and gave him leave to 
return quietly to his Sec, with Letters directed to the Governors for 
his fafe conduct, and free palfage thither. The good Bifhop fecure 
1 Aih.ad soiit. in the Confidence of his own Innocency, complain’d 1 of the Calami- 
P' 6 * 7 ' ties and the Calumnies he had differed, deliring the Emperor that 
liis Enemies might not be admitted to exhibit any more Slanders 
againft him behind his back, that his Majefty would be pleas’d now 
to call his Acculers before him, that he might refute and convince 
them face to face. This the Emperor would not alfent to, but told 
him, that whatever Calumnies had been entred upon Record againd 
him, fhould be abolifil’d, and that for the future he would receive no 
Slanderous Infinuations againd him, wherein nothing Thou Id alter his 
Refblution, All which, he did not only Pimply promife, but Seal 
nxt.Epifi.ap. with the Solemnity of an Oath. Accordingly he wrote * in his be- 
Atb.apoiM.& half to the Bifhops and Clergy of the Catholick Church, to let 
Soa. locis at. t j lcm j <now t j iat t hc 1110ft reverend Athanafim being rcdorcl both by 
the Synodal and Imperial Sentence, he expefted that all A£ts and 
Decrees heretofore made againd him and his Party,, fhould be buried 
in Oblivion, and that not the lead Jcaloulie fhould remain, and that 
the Clergy of It is Party lhould he rc-admitted to all thole Privi- 
txt. nbi fipr. ledges which they had heretofore enjoy’d. He wrote likewife to the 
Laity of Alexandria to the fame purpofe, tliat they fhould with all 
rcadinefs receive their Bifhop, one univerfally renown’d for the Piety 
of his Manners, and thc Integrity of his Life, that they fhould joyn 
in Communion, and live in all Peace and Concord with him, and 
that if any fhould attempt to raife Tumults and Seditions, he had gi ¬ 
ven order to the Judges, that they lhould be pun idl’d according to 
jpyj, IjU, Law. A third Refcript was dirc&ed to Ne florins the Align flat Prefed, 
and to thc rcfjbedfive Governors of Augnflamnica , Ihehais, and Libya, 
commanding, that whatever had been inferted into the publick Re¬ 
cords of Egypt, to the fcandal and prejudice of Atbanaftns and his 
Party, fhould he defac’d and raz’d out, and that they fhould be in- 
tirclv rc-inftated in their former Priviledges and Immunities. The 
An .ins (who beheld all this with an evil Eye) not being able to hin¬ 
der it, rcfolv’d however to make fome advantage of thefe immenfa

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Favours, which the Emperor had confer’d upon Atbanaftns, and there¬ 
upon prompted 1 him in confutation of fb many Obligations, to 'Socr.ib.p.ytt 
rcqucfl this one kindnefs from him, that of all the Churches of Alex- rZlilTi. 
andri.t , he would grant one for thole that were of a different Com- pM.Rnfma.x. 
munion from him. To whom the Bifhop modcflly replied, h is in c ' p ' 2 ^- 
your Rover, Sir , to command and do whatever yon pie aft, nor (ball I at - 
tempt to contradict yon, but yonr Majefty, 1 hope, will not think it u?i- 
rea/bnable, forme to beg the like favour from yon, that here if Antioch 
and el(c where, one Church may be allow'd to thc Catholicks, for thofe that 
tire of their own Communion. The Emperor could not deny the requeft 
to be lair and juff, which the Anans perceiving, let fall thc Motion, 
well knowing, that if granted, their Sed would do little good at 
Alexandria , where Atbanaftns was held in fiich a mighty Efteem and 
Veneration, that lie would rather dayly diminifh ancl drain their Par¬ 
ty, whereas at Antioch the Catholicks were numerous, and though 
tliemlelvcs govern’d there with fo much Authority, yet could they 
not generally bring over the People to their fide. 

VI. ALL things running thus fmooth and eafie, Atbanaftns fet 
out in his Journey towards Alexandria. Coming to Laodicea m , he 2$; 

was very familiarly attended by Apollinaris, a man of polite Parts P' 6lu 
and Learning, and one of the Clergy inthat City, who for no other 
Rea Ion, than this Civility to Atbanaftns , was inftantly excommuni¬ 
cated by George thc Arian Bifhop of that place, and the Sentence be¬ 
ing obftinately perfifted in, is faid to have given the firft occafion to 
Apollinaris to ftart afide, and fet up a Sed of his own. Hence he 
went into l 3 ah (tine, where he 'was joyfully entertain’d by Maximus 
Bifhop of Jcruftlem a venerable Confellbr (who under the Maximi¬ 
lian Perfection had loll: an Eye, and the ule of his right Leg in the 
defence of the Faith) who affembling a Synod of neighbor-Bifbops, 
they unanimoufly receiv’d him to Communion, and wrote n to the n Ext.nptp.api 
Bifhops of Egypt and Libya, and to the Clergy of Alexandria to this 
Effcd; “ That they could never fiifficiently magnific thc goodnefs of /.j.c,22.^53* 
“God, that after fo dilinal a face of things had fb wonderfully re- 
u flor’d their true Bifhop and Pallor, the Fruit of their many Prayers 
“ and Tears, that they tliemlelvcs had embrac’d him, and communi- 
0 cated with him, and as Evidences of it had lent thefe Communica- 
“ tory Letters, and that next to their gratitude to God, they were 
“ bound to pray for thc happinefs of the Emperors, by whofe favour 
“ lie had obtain’d fb honourable a Rcffitution. This Letter, fubferib’d 
by fixteen Bifhops, was delivered to Atb.wafius, who took his leave 
and departed. But while he was thus on his way, an accident hap- 
ned, that had like to have fpoil’d the whole Scheme of his Affairs, 

) mean the death of the Emperor Con flans, treacherouffy flain by 
Magnentins in France ; a Prince of great Zeal and Piety towards the 
Church, and a particular Friend and Patron to Atbanaftns. With him 
favas thought would fall thc Prolperity of Atbanaftns, and indeed 
the Arians began now to think thc day their own, and to conclude, 
that for all his haft, he fhould never fee Alexandria. The lofs of fo 
great a Patron, and the terror of fiich potent Enemies, could not but: 
ftartle the good man, when on a Hidden thefe black Clouds that 
fecmM gathering about him , were difpell’d by a kind Meffage 
from Conflantifs, lent by Ralladius Controller of the Pal lace,

H OW earnefily I ever wifh'd all Happinefs and Profperity to ?ny 
Brother Conftans, you are not ignorant, and with what trouble 
and refentment I entertain'd the News of his being cut off by barbarous and 
wicked hands, you may eafily imagine . And becaufe there arc not wanting 
fome, who in this calamitous time, will be read.y to terrifie you with fright¬ 
ful Rumors, we have thought good to dirrft thefe our Letters to you, ex¬ 
horting and commanding yon, that us becomes a Bifhop, yon go on to in - 
ft rutl and build up the People in the true Religion, and us you were wont, 
to attend to the Minifteries of Devotion and Prayer, giving no heed to 
vain idle Stories. For that I am firmly purpos'd, according to my former 
Ref bint ion, that you(Jo all con ft ant ly continue Bifhop of that See . 1 he di¬ 
vine Providence preftrve you, dear Father, many years. 

VII. ENCOURAGED with this MeflTage, Athanafius finifh'd 
the remainder of his Journey, arriving at Alexandria Ann.Cbr.CCCL. 
near nine years fincc his lalt departure, and more than two full years 
fince his Reftitution by the Sard/can Council. The long time of his 
ablence, and the many and great Calamities he had liiffered in de¬ 
fence of the Faith, did not a httle enhance the Joycs and Triumphs 
p Ath.idSolit. of his return. The Bifhops p and Clergy, and People from all Parts 
t0 meet him, at once glad to lee their beloved Bifhop uncx- 
.Q.c.n.p. i. p e Q. e jjy rein'd and to find themlelves reliev’d of the Yoke of 
thole, who had hitherto cruellv lorded it over them, and exercis’d 
a Tyranny both over their Perlons and their Confidences. Publick 
Feafts and Entertainments were made up and down the City, and 
that God alio might have his lhare of Praife and Honour, lacred So¬ 
lemnities were frequently kept, and that with more than ordinary 
ftrains of Devotion, People exhorting one another to a mighty Zeal 
and Conftancy in Religion. And lo far were even fome young men 
and women tranfported, as upon thisoccafion to dedicate themlelves 
to a ftri&er courle of Piety: Alms and Charity were diftributed with 
a liberal hand, the hungry were fed, the naked cloath’d, Widows 
and Orphans provided for; the great Contention was, who fhould 
exprefs molt forwardncls in a&s of Piety and Vertue, lo that every 
Family feem’d to be turn’d into a little Church. In fiimm, that 
Church which of late was over-run with nothing but Dilorder and 
Confulion, was now happily blefs’d with a profound admirable Peace, 
and Athanafius not only honour’d at home, but carefs’d and faluted by 
Bilhopsfrom abroad, Letters of Peace frequently palling between 
him and them. But above all others, the Cafe of Vrfacius and Pa- 
lens, the one Bifhop of Singidunum, the other of Murfa, is efpecially 
remarkable. Men they were of unfitlcd Principles, and of a light 
deliiltory Temper, apt to turn as the Wind blew from any Quarter; 
great Inftruments thef had been of the Arian Party in all their Pro¬ 
ceedings 
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ceedings agamft Athanafius, depos’d by Julius Bilhop of Rome i rcltord up- \ 
on their ProfelTion of Repentance in theConvention at Milan) but imme¬ 
diately apoftatizing,were again condemn’d in the Synod of Sardica. And 
finding now that Athanafius was likely to be received into favour in the 
Falhrn Court,they again tackt about,and in the year CCCXLIX. exhi¬ 
bit a Libel q of fatisla&ion to Pope Julius, wherein they openly con- 
fels, that whatever Crimes they had heretofore charg’d.upon Atha- Zar.u/% 
mfitis were falfe, and had been all forgd by them, and were of rtO v 'o/<41 l.So\nm. 
force and value; that they now pray’d for Pardon, and were liearti- sjs> 

lv defirous to entertain Communion with Atbannfms, exprefiy con¬ 
demning Arias for an Hcrctick, and all thofe that Tided with him. 

To Atban.ipm alio, fome time after, they wrote this following

VIII. THE firft thing of note he did after his return, was to 
aflemblc r the Billiops of his Province, who confirm’d the Decrees of r f 
the Sardiun Council, and what had been done in the late Synod at p. «8. 

7 m/U-m. So that all prejudices teem’d now to be laid afleep, and 
the Arian Intcreft in thole Parts went down the Wind apace, the Peo¬ 
ple flocking in fucli vaft numbers to the publick Aflemblies, that the 
Churches were not able to contain them. There was at Alexan¬ 
dria 1 a ftately Fabrick call’d Hadrianum (probably becaufe built by 'npiph.adv. 
the Emperor Adrian) and afterwards the Lictnianox Royal Gymnaft- LX | X ^ IIa 
um ; this in the Reign of Conftantius, was repair d and turn d into a 
Church, and call’d C.efarea, ox the Great Church', begun it had been 
in the time of Gregory the Arian Bilhop, and was now brought to 
perfe&ion by Athanafius , but yet had not rcceiv cl the Solemnity of a 
Dedication. Hither “ in the Eafter Holidayes (when the Congre- 
gations were throng’d with a more than ordinary confluence of I co- 
ple) it was importunately demanded, that the People might be ad¬ 
mitted to aflemble, and that Prayers and the holy EuchanH: might be 
adminiflred, as a place more capable of Reception, and to avoid that 
Crowd and Confufion that attended the filler Churches. Athanafius 

us d 
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us’d all prudent Arts to put them off, and to delay the time till leave 
might be obtain’d to dedicate the Church, but the People impatient, 
plainly told him, that if their defires were not prclently granted, they 
would leave the Town, and affemble in the open Fields, being willing 
rather to undergo a Journey abroad, than to celebrate the Feftival 
with fo much trouble and inconveniency at home. In the Pentecofal 
Solemnities the Conflux being ftill greater, and the importunities of 
the People more loud and clamorous, he was wearied with them, and 
finding that feveral both young and aged Perfon- had been almoft 
crowded to death, he was forc’d at length to comply with their re- 
queft, and to permit Congregations to be held in that place. Which 
how it was improv’d by his Adverfarics into a formal Charge and Ac- 
cufation, we (hall fee anon. 

IX. WHILE the Church of Alexandria enjoy’d this ferene and 
flourifhing Seafon, under the conduft and influence of its venerable 
Prelate, another Storm began to threaten, and the Clouds to mam 
after Rain. Sooner may foi e Eyes endure the light of the Sun, than 
Envy and Malice digeft the Prosperity of its Enemies. The Art am 
were not a little vex’d to fee At h an a fins live in fo much Honor at home, 
and Eftimation abroad, and the Catholick Intereft profper 16 in every 
place, and therefore refolve now upon frefh attempts againft him. 

"Atb.ad Solit. And firfl w they deal with Vrfacias and Vale ns , whom they per- 
?• fwade to recant their Recantation, pretending their penitential Con- 

fefflon to have been extorted through fear of the Emperor Con fans . 
Next at a common Confult it was agreed, that they fhould make an 
Addrefs to Confantius, which they did to this effed. “ We told 
“ you, Sir, from the beginning, though we had not the happinefsto 
« be believ’d, what would enfue upon your recalling Athanafus, that 
“ thereby you would undermine and ruinc our Party, lie being all 
along our profeft open Enemy, whom he ceafes not to anathema- 
“ tize, and to inveigh againft in the Writings which lie difperfes 
<c through the World, fo that almoft all imbrace his Communion; 
« and even of thofe who were of our own fide , fome have already 
“ gone over to him, and others ftand ready for it. We in the mean 
“ while being deferted on all hands, our Caufe is in danger of being 
“ expos’d, and not wc only, but your Majefty to be accounted an 
<( Heretick, and perhaps to be tliruft down into the lowed and word 
“ yank of them, that of the Manichees. Renew therefore your Pro- 
“ ceedings againft them, and undertake the Patronage of a Party, that 
truly owns you for their Emperor. 

X. AND that they might not feem to prefs this without fome 
plaufiblc pretence, certain new Charges are fram’d againft him, and 

'* Atb. Apoi. ad exhibited to the Emperor ,* as*, that he had ufurp’d upon the impe- 
confi.p.nt. r j a j Authority, by prefuming, of his own head, to celebrate the 
Encomia, the feftival Dedication of the great Church at Alexandria , 
a thing that might not be done without exprefs Warrant from the 
•sjhid.p. 527. Emperor: that y he had by Letters, held treafonable corrcfpon- 
dence with the Tyrant Magmntins , who having murdered the Em¬ 
peror Con fans in France , had invaded the imperial Dignity, and to 
out-face the Matter, pretended that they had a Copy of the Letters. 
In which there was no more Truth, no nor fhadow of a Foundation 
whereon to build Rich a Story, further than that jSUgnmtius fending 

EmbafTador* 
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Einbaffadors to Confantius (whereof two were Bifhops, Servatins of 
'Jowrcn, and Maxirninns of' Triers, and two of the Nobility, Counts 
Clement and Valensf they put in at Alexandria , where the Bifhops 
as being Catholick Prelates, and his ancient and intimate Friends, 
were courteoufly treated by Athanafus ; which was but an a&of 
common kindnefs and gratitude, they being his old acquaintance, by 
whom, intlie time of his Banifbment, and at hislowcftebb, lie had 
been generoufly own’d and entertain’d. And though at the fame 
time, to the very face of the other Einbaffadors, and in the prefence 
of feveral great Officers of Confantius , he declar’d his fevereft De- 
tdhuioti of Magncntias liis Proceedings, and publickly pray’d for 
Confantius his I Iappincfs and Profpcrity, and afterwards pray’d the 
Emperor ftrRUy to examine the Matter, and offered himfelf to un¬ 
dergo a thou land deaths, if but the juft Sufpitioii of any filch thing 
could be prov’d againft him, (for the Letters pretended, how eafie 
was it to counterleit his, yea even the Emperor’s own hand, befides 
that, his own Amanaenfes were ready to make Oath, that lie never 
wrote any Rich Letter, and lie defil’d that Magncntias his Secretaries 
might be examin’d, whether any Rich ever came to their hands.) 

Yet did it fervea prefent turn well enough, to prejudice and exafpe- 
ratc the Emperors mind againft him. Nor did they flay here, blit 
beingcxtrcamly defirous to be rid of him by any means 2 , forg’d z vU f K fi 
a Letter in his name to Confantius, begging his leave that he might 534 ‘ 
go into Italy for the fettling fome Ecclcliaftical Affairs. Immediately 
a Warrant is difpateh’d from Court by Montanas an Officer of the 
Palace, not only giving him licenfe to go, but taking care for the 
Accommodations of his Voyage. The good man was greatly fur- 
priz’d with the Meffage, but Fuelling the Dcfign, told iMontanas , ho 
wasmoft ready to go at the Emperor’s order, but the Letter did only 
give him leave, not command him to depart. This not fiicceeding, 
they turn the Dcfign the other way,' charging him with Contumacy 
and Difobedience to the Emperor’s Authority, in not quitting his 
See, when he commanded it. So dextrous is Malice to improve any 
advantage, and to fail forwards with every Wind. 

XI. IT is no wonder, if by Rich falfe and viilanous Infinuations; 
the mind of that credulous Prince was eafily inflam’d againft Atbana- 
I hs . But however at prefent lie thought good to diffemble his Re- 
fentments, till lie had compos’d the Diftra&ions of the Empire. He 
was now at Sirmiam in Pannonia , where by fiiiootll and politick 
Tranlaftions, he had brought over and feeured Vetrannio ,. General of 
the Foot, who about the fame time wjth Magncntias had ufurp’d' 
the Purple, and fet up for himfelf. While he was here, complaint 
was made againft Phot inns Bilhop of that See, for his heterodox, and 
unfound Opinions. He had been condemn’d in the Synodal Affem. 
bly at Mi lain, and prefently after in that at Sardica ; two years after 
which (as S. Hilary a exprcilv affirms) that is, Ann. CCCXLIX. »Frag.col.4iii 
the Weflem Bifhops met out of feveral Provinces, by whom he was 
again fcntenc’d as an Heretick, and depos’d from his Bifhoprick. But 
the People thereupon growing into Tumults and Faftion, the Syno¬ 
dal Sentence could not take Effect. Another opportunity now pre- 
lenting it felf, the Bifhops that were about the Court, pcrlwade the 
Emperor to convene a Synod about this Matter,which confided chiefly 
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of 1-a/kn) Biriiops, the iVcftern Parts being at this time under the Ty¬ 
ranny of M.wmnms. The firft tiling they did, was to lrame a Con- 
fertion of faith, drawn up in filch general Terms, as both Parties 
might aflcnt to it, and accordingly 'tis approv’d and expounded by 
t>nxr.ip.sw. S. Hilary, ’Twasthis b .

To this they added many particular A/t.iibem.t’s againft thole that 
affirm’d the Sou to be of things not exilling, of of any other lub- 
ftance, and not of God, or that there was any time or Age, when 
lie was not, or that he was of M.wy only, according to God’s Prcla- 
cncc and not born of the Father, and with God before all Worlds, 
and that all things were made by him; or that fay the divine Hllencc is 
dilated or contrafted, or that the Son makes it lo, 01 is the Dilata¬ 
tion ot'the divine Hflence ; or that being born of Mary he was a nicer 
man, or that being God and man, he is the unbegotten; or that the 
Word being made flefh, lhall opine that the Word was changed into 
flclh, or fullered any change by that Allumption, or that by his Cru¬ 
cifixion, his Divinity was obnoxious to any Corruption, PafTion, or 
Alteration, or that it fuftain’d any Diminution or Separation ; or that 
the father, Son, and holy Ghoft are but one Pcrlon, or that the holy 
Ghoft is the unbegotten God, or that it is part of the Father and tne 
Son, or that they three arc three Gods; whoever fhall affirm anyot 
tliele ffome whereof they more particularly explain j they denounce 
him accurfed, and cut off from the Catholick C hurch. 
i;,p , 9 *. X11. T H E Confeflion thus drawn up, was offered to Pbottnus * 
SKOK.t.A.e.6- tofubferibe, which lie re jetted, and was thereupon again denosd, 
and Germ mitts plac’d in his room. After which, they proffered upon 
y:k iimf. his Recantation and Subfcription to reffore him, but he ret us d it, 
txxi. p-353- and being a man of an acute Wit, and a voluble Tongue appeal d to 
the Emperor., and challeng’d his Enemies to a Deputation. Inc 
Emperor granted his Petition, ordering lUftl Bifhop of Ancyrato man- 
ag<‘. theCaufc againff him, and appointing Tbalaffhts, Alarcelhn/isAM- 
tlm and fome others of the Senator tan Order, as Judges to- fee things 
fairJy carried in the Deputation, publick Notaries alfo attending to

take things as they were delivered, whole notes in three Copies 
being feverally feand up, one was carried to the Emperor, another 
was left with the Judge, and the third remain’d with Baftl himfelf. 

The ifTue was, Photims was baffled, and beat out of the Field, and 
fflortly after banifh’d, where he imploy’d his time in writing againft 
the Catholick Faith. This Synod was held at Sirmtum ill the year 
after the Confiilfhip of Sergius and Nigrinianus , that is, A fin. Cb. 

CCCLI.as both Socrates d and Sozomen * pofitively fay, though by Wwp-nl 
confounding this with fome later Synodical Conventions at this "* F ' 54il, 
place, they ftrangely miftake both in the Pcrfons of fome of the 
Bifhops, and in the number of the Creeds then agreed on, which 
they make to be three, when as one only was pubhfh’d at this time. 

A miffake that fo far impos’d upon Baronins c , that he makes not * Ad Ann.-} J7- 

this Synod at Sirmtum to convene till fix years after.. When as the 

things now tranfafted, the Emperor’s refidence at this time at Sirmi- 

um, but efpecially the date of the year fixed by Socrates (who is wont 

to be moft accurate in noting the years of the Confuls) do place it at 

this time paft all peradventure. Nor muff it be forgotten, that it is 

not one of the leaft Errors that Socrates commits in this Cafe, that he 

makes the Confeflion we have-here fet down, to have been compos’d 

by Marcus Bifhop of Aretbufi , whereas the Formula diftated by him 

was not agreed on and drawn up, till at lead eight years after this, 

whereof more in its due time and place. 

XIII. AFFAIRS being quieted at Sirmtum , and Fetrannio re¬ 
duc’d into order, Conflantius was at liberty to profccute his Expedi¬ 
tion againft Magnentius, towards which he immediately fet forth. 

Several Skirmifhes there had been already, but now both Armies 
were met in the Plains of Mnrfiy a City in Pannonia , where after a 
Fierce and hot Engagement Magnentius his Army was wholly routed, 
and himfelf forc’d to fly from place to place, till at length in France 
he put a Period to his own Life. Conjlantius f not daring to venture * Sulp.Stv.i9. 
himfelf in the Fight, expefted the ifTue of the Battel in a Church de- (• I * 2 * 
cheated to the Martyrs fituate without the City, attended by none 
but Falens Bifhop of that place, who above all the Prelates of 
the Arian Faftion was dear to him. And tis not unpleafant, to re¬ 
mark how bold a Cheat lie at this time put upon the Emperor. For 
having fo laid his Intelligence, as to have the firft account of things 
before the Emperor’s difpatches could arrive, while Conflantius was 
didrafted with a thoufand Cares and Fears, he brings him the joyful 
Tidings of an abfolute Viftory. And when the Emperor demanded 
to fee the Meflenger that had fo fpeedily brought the News, Falens 
told him, that it was brought to him by an Angel, who came on 
purpofe to impart it to him. An impofturc which according to his 
Defign, did not a little advance his credit with Conflantius , who us’d 
pubiickly to profefs, that he had gain’d that Viftory by Falens his 
Merits, not by the Power and Courage of his Army. This Battel was 
fought, and Viftory obtain’d Ann. CCCLI. as the Fafli Confulares b ex- * tdau Vafi- 
prefly place it, and not as Baronins heedlefly makes it Ann. CCCL1-II. on * 
which was indeed the year in which Magnentius died, as the fame FaJH 
do declare. And like enough it is, he fuppos’d Magnentius both to have 
been ovc-rthrown, and to have ended his life the fame year, which be¬ 
tray’d him into that miftake.

Baronins k takes a great deal of pains 
b'.xu'jF&c. t0 p rQVC t0 k e fa)fc and furious, and to have been forg’d by the 
Arians under his name. And thething, I confefs, is not improbable, 
it being evident that Liberius for fcveral years after his entrance upon 
that Sec, flood firm to Athanafius and the Catholick Caufe, nor could 
be drawn to fubferibe to his Depofition, by all the Arts the Emperor 
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could ufe, as the Heathen Hiftorian 1 of that tittle allures us. And 1 Am 
indeed the fhort remark at the end of that Letter, as far from S. Hila - /,IS * p> 

; >’s mind, as darknefs front light, puts it paflr all queftion, that the Epi¬ 
ftle is fiippolititious,added by fome other hand. 

II. N OT being able to do any good by fair and peaceable wayes 
(the Catbolicks generally rejetting the Motion) they were conftrain’d 
to have rccourfe to their old Methods of Force and Power. And firft 
Confiantius m publifh’d an Editt, that all fhould fubferibe to Athana- "Snipstv. /. 2 
(ius his Condemnation, and that they who refus’d, fhould be banifh’d. M53- 
Fliis made the Catbolicks look about them, and think it high time, 

if polllble, to prevent the Storm they faw coming upon theni. Libe¬ 
rius " immediately difpatch’d away Vincent ius of Capua, Marcellas a *pfiUdcon!h 
CanjpanianWWhoy and others, to the Emperor then lying at Arles in 
Trance * to defire of him, that a Synod Iniglit be call’d at Aquileia , fid"fib. 
for the compofing thefe Matters. Coming to Arles, they found there a & s «'f* sm 
Company of Anan Bifhops, and fome few of the Wefiy\v horn they had loc ' at ’ 
already drawn to be of their Party,efpecially Saturnins or Saturninus Bi- 
fhop of Arles, and Fortunatian oi Aquileia y who had heretofore ftoutly 
flood for Athanafius in the Sardican Council It being refolv’d that things 
fhould be here taken under Examination, they could not presently 
a^ree upon the method of procedure, on the one fide it wasdefired 
that they might immediately proceed to the Cafe of Athanafius , oil 
the other ’twas infilled on, that they might firft difeufs Matters of 
Faith, and that it was improper to judge the Perfon, till they had 
firft taken cognizance of thething. However that for the Peace of 
die Church, they were willing to yield to the Propofals of the Eafiem 
Bifhops in reference to Athanafius, upon condition that they alio 
mould condemn the Arian Dottrine. Which was affeilted to, and 
mutually given under their hands. But when they came Sviiodlcally 
to afTemble, Valensand his Party flew off, and plainly toldtliem, they 
could not condemn the Dottriile of Arias, and that the only bufinels 
they had in hand, was to agree that no Communion fhould be held 
with Athanafius. Great importunity was us’d, back’d with frowns 
and threatnings, to bring them over, till at length 0 Vincentius him- 6 Tid.npp.uk 
felf, the aged Bifliop of Capua, the Primier Papal Legate (which A f 

Office he had long fince fuftained in the great Nicene Council; was p!\ Con ’ 
prevail’d with to fubferibe to Athanafius his Condemnation, whofe 
example was follow’d by moft of the We (tern Bifhops then prefent. 

Some few flood their ground, whom no Terrors nor Promifes could 
move, and amongft them Panimus Bifliop of Triers, who for his ex¬ 
emplary conflancy was forc’d into Exile. 

III. LIB E R IV S defirous to flop the Current, did by fcveral 
Meffages importune the Emperor, that Matters might be referrcl to 
the Decifiort of another Synod, which was accordingly fiimmon’d to 
myet at Milanj whither Confiantius was then remov’d. There fnct 
(fay my Authors r) to the number of above CCC. Bifhops, moft of

though perhaps no more might be prefent at the Subfeription, not 
to mention thofe who refus’d to fubferibe. Hither came Eufibms 
Bifliop of Vercelles, Lucifer of Calm's in Sardinia, and fomc others as 
Legates from Rowe, where they remain’d ten dayes before they were 
admitted into Council, the Synod in the mean while fending Cu/lo- 
9 nxup.iu'. ruins and Cur minims with a Letter r to Eufebius, to let him knowhow 
ad aw. 25$. defirous they were of the Peace and Unity of the Church, in order 
hm ' ' whereunto it was neceflary that he Ihould communicate Councils 
with them, and agree to what almolt the whole World had deter¬ 
min’d in the Cafe of the Sacrilegious (lb they term him) Athanafius \ 
r Hits.. lib. ad entring into the Synod, Eufibins ‘ was requir’d to fubferibe againft 
conical. 305. yhhauafius, who prefently replied, that they ought firftto be (atisfied 
about his foundnefs in the Faith, and that lie plainly perceiv’d there 
were thofe there prefent, that were infetted with the Asian Herefie. 
Whereupon he laid the Nicenc Creed down before them, promifing 
he would comply with what they defired, if they would own and 
fubferibe that faith. Dionyfius Bifhop of Milan took up the Paper, and 
began to underwrite it, which Valens Bifhop of Mur fa perceiving, 
(hatch’d the Pen and Paper out of his hand, faying, that that miglit 
by no means be (iiffered. Hie thing was conteftcd with great noilc 
and oppofition, and the report of it quickly fpread amongft the Peo¬ 
ple, who entertain’d it with equal Grief and Indignation, infomuch 
that the Heads of the Party not daring to hazard the Eflefts of a 
popular Refentment, thought good to tranflate the Synod from the 
Church (where it had been hitherto held) into the Palace, where 
they might command with greater Authority,and be more fecure from 
'A'hadSolit. the Rage and fury of the People. And here Conflantius r himfelf 
?• 66i ' fit as Judge and Moderator, though a very partial one, for no fooner 
did he perceive Athanafius his Accufers at any time to flag and falter, 
but he himfelf would inierpofe, and help them out, andwhen Pau¬ 
linas, Lucifer, and others of the Catholick Bifhops prefs’d hard 
upon the Witncfles, and pleaded that Vrfacias and Valens had here¬ 
tofore more than once folemnly difown’d and recanted the Charge, 
and therefore could not now again be admitted as competent Wit¬ 
ness in this Cafe, he haflily ftarted up and (aid, I my filf do here 
acc/ifi Athanafius, upon my account give credit to their Teftimony . The 
Catholicks modeftly replied, that he could not implead Athanafius, 
nor any judgment pafs in the Cafe, the Party accus’d not being pre¬ 
fent to anfwer, and defend himfelf; that they were not now judging 
a civil Caufe, where the Emperor’s bare word might take place; 
but concerning a Bifliop, where the accufer and accufed fliould be 
equally and impartially dealt with y that if what hisMajefty had to 
obje£t, was only by hearfay, ’twas fit that he fliould alfo.give credit 
to what was laid on Athanafius'* s behalf; but if he would not believe 
him, and yet believe the others, ’twas more than fufpicious, that it 
was meerly to pleafe his Majcfty that they had brought in that Charge 
againft Athanafius. • 

IV. THIS anfwer filenc’d the Emperor, who yet was the more 
enrag’d for being baffled, and that what was wanting in right, might 
be (Applied by force, he refolv’d to banifli the Catholick Prelates, 
and for Athanafius himfelf, (evere things were decreed againft him, 

that 
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that: lie fhould be punifh’d according to his Merits, that the Churches 
fliould be delivered up to the Asians, and that they fliould be left to 
their Liberty to a£t whatever might be for thet Intereft of their 
Caufe. Thirty of the Bifhops then prefent fubferib’d to his Con¬ 
demnation, amongft whom Dionyfinsbiihop of Milan being drawn in, 
did prefently ret rad his Aflent, and by a wile of Eufebius Bifliop Of 
Vercelles , got his name ftricken out of the Roll. Before they parted, 
they publifil’d a peftilent Epiftle 11 under the Emperor’s name,which u s.smr.i a. 
they did to this end, that if it took with the* People, it might feerri P- 1 **- 
to come out with the Sandion of publick Authority, but if it met 
with no entertainment, the Odium of it might fall upon the Emperor, 
who might the eafilier be excus’d, being as yet a Catechumen , that 
could not be fuppos’d to be critically vers’d in the Myfteries of the 
Faith. But no fooner was it read publickly in the Church, but the 
People generally teftified their abhorrence of it. Conflantius vv (end- » Ath.ubifupr. 
ing for the chief of the Catholick Bifhops, commanded them once P- 6 43 * 
more to fubferibe the Synodal Decree, and to communicate with 
the other Party. Whereat when they flood amaz’d and replied, that 
this was not the Rule and Canon of the Church, he briskly an- 
(Ivered, What 1 command, let that beyour Canon y for Jb the Syrian Bi- 
fljops are wont to entertain my Edills, either therefore fnbmit, or yon 
(ball immediately into Banifhment. The good Bifhops yet more afto- 
nifhcl, lift up their hands to Heaven, and freely declaring their minds, 
told him, that the Empire was not his, but Gods, from whom he 
had receiv’d it, and that he fliould be afraid t6 provoke him to take 
it from him. They put him in mind of the day of Judgment, and 
advis’d him not to offer violence to the Church, not to blend the 
civil Power with Ecclefiaftick Conftitutions, nor to introduce Art- 
anifn into the Church of God. His anger and impatience could bear 
no more, but full of rage and threatning, he brandifli’d his Sword 
at them, and forthwith commanded feveral of them to be banifh’d, 

Eufebius of Vercelles to Schythopolis , Lucifer Cataritanns into Pahefline , 
where he wrote againft the Emperor, Dionyfius of Milan into Cappa¬ 
docia , where he died, and Pauli nits of Triers, who in the fifth year of 
his banifliment died in Phrygia. 

V. BUT all this was not thought fufficient, unlefs Pope Libcrins 
was either brought over, or remov’d out of the way. Conflantius x - id. iby. 644, 
therefore prefently difpatches Eufebius the Eunuch his Chamberlain 
away to Rome with Letters and Prefents to Libcrins whom he ac¬ 
quainted with the Emperor’s Counfel and Command, and taking him 
gently by the hand, fliew’d him the Prefents, which, (aid he, are 
all at your Service, if you will but comply with the Emperor. But 
the Bifliop rejected them with a generous (corn, and told him, that 
he could not confent to condemn Athanafius, a Perfon , who had 
been once and again Synodically abfolv’d from all the Crimes charg’d 
upon him, and whom the Church of Rome had entertain’d and dif- 
mifs’d with peace ; that it would look ftrange, if he fliould rejeft him 
being abfent, with whom when prefent lie had maintain’d friend- 
fliip and agreement, and that this was not the Canon nor Cuftom 
of the Church; that if the Emperor was concern’d for the Peace of 
the Church, and defirous that what had been written in defence 

Athanafius miglit be raz’d and (lifled, it was but fit that? what had 

been 
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beert Written againfl him flioulcl be blotted out alio, and fuch a Synod 
call’d, where neither the Hmperor might be prelent, nor any of his 
preatMinifters of State to influence and awe the Council; where 
nothing but the fear of God, and the Apoflolick Conftitution might 
take place, that lb the Faith agreed upon at Nice might be flrfl con- 
firmed, and the Favourers of Arianifm condemn d, and that then the 
Gale of Athanafius and hisOppolers might be difcufs d and canvals d. 
This had been the way of the Ancients, and with this Refolution he 
might acquaint the hmperor. The Eunuch was vex’d to.find the 
Bilhop not only unwilling to liiblcribe, but obftinately mfebled with 
what lie call’d Herefic, whereupon he broke out into high words 
and threatnings, and taking up the Prelents, went out of doors, and 
entringinto S. Peter's Church, offer’d them at the Altar. Which 
Liber ms no looner underftood, but he lharply chid the Guardian of 
the Church for luffering it, and threw the Gilts that had been offer’d 
out of doors* Which Sill more exafperated the Eunuch, who made 
no over-favourable Repre teat ion oi thcle-things to the Emperor. 
Hereupon levcral great Officers of the Palace were lent to Rome, and 
> vid. a, m. Letters written to Leontius y Prefebl of the City, commanding that 
Aland/. I, I $• either by fair means or force Liberius lhould be forthwith lent to 
P- ,4S3 ‘ Court. The rumor quickly rais’d infinite Confufion and Conilcrna- 
tion in the City, every man thinking himlelf concern’d to provide 
for his own fafety either by concealment or flight. Liberius was 
kept under ftria watches, and at length by night convey’d to Milan. 
Where at his arrival lie freely told the Emperor, that lie lhould do 
well to leave off perfecuting Chriftians, and not think to make him 
a property to introduce Impiety into the Church, and that he was 
ready to fuffer any tiling, rather than to become Arian ; that he ad¬ 
vis’d him to take heed how he unworthily fought againfl him that 
had made him Emperor, and that he would find it hard for him to 
kick win/t the pricks ; that for his own part lie was come with an 
expectation of being baniflid, betorc any thing was charg d upon 
him; that lo it might appear, that the reft that had been lav’d 
lo, ’ had been brought to it mcerly through malice and falfe- 

VI THERE is a more particular account flill extant,of wluit pafs’d 
between them at this meeting,extracted out of the Abbs of the imperial 
Confiftory, where this Conference was held, at which were prelent 
the Emperor, Libirius , Eufbius the Eunuch, and Epictetus an Aria;;

CO NST AN LI VS. Fora (much as you are a Clmlhan, and Bi¬ 
lhop of our City, we have thought good to lend for you, anti ad- 
monilh you to renounce Communion with the leud and wretched 
Caufe of Athanafius . A thing wherein the World has contented, ha¬ 
ving by Synodal Sentence banilh’d him all Ecclcfiafhcal Commu¬ 
nion. J LIB E R I VS. Sir, the Determination ot Ecclefialhck 
Affairs, ought to be made with all poffible Equity and Impartiality. 
If therefore it pleale your Majefty, let the Caule bejudgd; and it it 
lhall appear tliat Athanafius dclervcs to be condemn’d, then according 
to the Rubs of Ecclefiaflical Proceedings, let Sentence pals againlt 
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him; for we cannot condemn a Perfon, whom we have not judged. 

CO /VS 7 . The whole World has already pafs’d Sentence upon his 
impious Caufe, but he, as he lias done all along, does but trifle away 
the time, and make light of it. L IB. They who gave this account, 
did not themlelvcs lee the things done, but wrote them for vain¬ 
glory, or fear, or to avoid the difgrace which your Majefty might 
caff upon them. COARSE. What glory, what fear, what difgrace 
do you mean ? L IB. Thole I mean, who do not love the Glory of 
God, but preferring your bounty and favour, have condemn’d him, 
whom they have neither feen nor judg'd. A thing which all true. 

Chriftians do abhor. C 0 NS T. Was he not prelent in the Synod at 
Tyre , and t here judg’d and condemn’d by all the Prelates of the Em¬ 
pire t LIB. No, Sir, he was never judg’d where himlelf was pre- 
lint ; for they who condemn’d him in that Affembly, pafs’d that urn 
juft Sentence upon him after his departure from the Council. EV- 
A /<’ B I VS. [In the Synod of Nice h lie was convict of being anEne- b Nefcio quid 
my to the Catholic!* Faith.] L IB. There were indeed butjfive of 
.them that judged him, thofc five who were purpofely fent by the & c . sniitif 
reft into Mirxotis, to forge and make Abbs and Records againfl him. ftuita loquitur. 
Of thele live two arc dead, Theo&ni-s and Theodoras , the three others, Vjlcf * in loc ‘ 
Mir is, I'alens and Vrfacitts , arc flill alive; who for this very Caufe 
were condemn’d in the Sardican Synod, and who afterwards in a Sy¬ 
nod prefer’d their Libels, and beg’d pardon for the Abbs which in 
Mareiotis they had falfcly and clandeflinely fram’d againfl Athanafius ; 
which Libels we have now by us. And now, Sir, Judge, whom we 
ought rather to believe, and communicate with ? thofc who flrfl 
condemn’d Athanafius , and then ask’d pardon for what they had 
done, or thofc who lately condemn’d them for fuch irregular Pratti- 
ces? E P I CL EL VS. It is not, Sir, for the Faiths-fake, or for de¬ 
fence of Ecclefiaflical judgments, that Liberius at this time makes all 
this ftir, but that he may boafl to the Senators at Rome , that he has 
been too hard for the Emperor. C 0 NST. How confiderablc a part 
of the World, Liberius , do you reckon your fclf, that you only lhould 
patronize a vile man, and thereby difturb the Peace of the whole Ro¬ 
mm Empire P LIB. Though I were alone in this Matter, yet the 
Caufe of the Faitli would not be thereby prejudic’d. There was 
once a time, when there were but three found that refus'd to comply 
with the Kings Command. EVSEB. What, then you make our 
Emperor a feeond Nebuchadnezzar. L I B. No, I do not; but you 
ralhly condemn a Perfon, whom wc have not judg’d. All that I 
require is, that firfl: the Nicene Creed may be ratified by an univerfal 
Subfeription; then, that our Brethren that are baniflVd may be re¬ 
call’d, and rcflor’d to their Secs; and if then it appear, that they 
who now rais’d all thefe ftirs,do embrace the Apoflolick Faith,we may 
all Synodically meet at Alexandria , where both the Accufers and 
the Accufed are, and the Advocates of each Parry, where having 
throughly examin’d Matters, we may unanimoufly pronounce Sen¬ 
tence in the Calc. EPICT. But the publick Carriages will not 
fufllcc to convey fo many Bifhops thither. LIB. As for that, 
Ecclefiaflical Caufes need not the afliflancc of the publick Carriages. 

For every Church may eafily enough at their own Charge tranfyort 
their Bifhops by Sea. C 0 N S T. The tilings that have been already 

agreed 
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' agreed on / cannot be undone; for the Vote of the Majority of 

Bifhops ought to prevail. You are the only Perfon that retains 
the Fricndlhip of that wicked man. L IB. Sir, I never yet heard 
a fudge lay Impiety to any Perfon’s Charge, who was not there 
to anfwer for himfelf; a thing that would rather argue a private 
Grudge and Enmity againft him. CO NS 1 . He has in general in¬ 
jur'd all men, but no man like me. For not content with the death 
of my elder Brother, he never ceas’d to ftir up Cofms of blcfled 
Memory to Quarrels and Hoftility agamftme, which mu ft have 
broken out into ill Effcfts; if I by a moil invincible Mcckncfs and 
Patience had not born the powerful Inclination both of him that 
was excited, and of him that excited him to that attempt And 
therefore I account no Viftory fo great, no not that which I ob¬ 
tain’d over M^neutim and SHvvm, as I do the ejcaing this 
wretched man out of all Ecclcfiaftick Adminiftration.

befecch you, Sir, don’t reek your Enmity upon the Bidiops, for 
the hands of Ecclefiafticks ought to be imploy d only to blels and 
ronlecrate. May it pleafe you therefore to command that the Bifhops 
be recall’d to their own Sees, and if they fliall be found to agree 
with him , who to this hour tenaciouflv adheres to the orthodox 
Faith explain’d in the Synod of Nice , then let them affemble and 
provide‘for the Peace of the World, thatt fo it:may not appear that 
an Innocent man is branded and condemn d. t ONS /. All that I 
require and command is, that you entertain Communion with the 
Churches, and return back to Rowe. Yield therefore to Peace, and 
liibfcribe, and then go home. L IB. I have already taken leaveot 
the Brethren at Horn, ; for the Laws of the Church arc dearer to 
me, than an Habitation at Borne. CONST. I give you thiecdaycs 
time to advile, whether you will fubfenbe and go back to Rome, or 
to confider of what other place you defire to be tranlportcd to. 
LIB It is not the fpace of three dayes or months, that will make 
any Alteration in my mind. Send me therefore whither you 

THUS ended the Conference, wherein Con (I ant ins was 
Superior in nothing but Power and Might which feldom fails to 
carry the Conclufion. Two dayes after, the Emperor again call d 
for I.ikriits, and finding him ftiff in his Refolution, decreed him to 
be banifh’d to Bir.ta a City of Thrace. The good man took Ins leave, 
and being gone out, the Emperor, either to molhfie the ftiarpnels of 
n., TOM# i« the Sentence,or out of a generousCompafllon, and refpea to thei Con- 
dition and Quality of the man, lent him five hundred piecesofGold 
ihowfl©- I r’harfrcs But he refus’d it, and bad the Melfengei re-

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Alms as to a Criminal Perfon. Go your way, and firft become a 
Chriftian. So after three dayes he took his Journey towards Beraa 9 
where we leave him for a while, being likely to find him of another 
mind, when we fhall next meet with him.

I. IT V ING thus far reprefented the Atbanafian Caufe,as a£ted 
jf “*■'"1 upon the Stage abroad, we mu ft now ftep back a little, and 
*■- fee how the Scene was manag’d nearer home. Long he had 
not quietly repoftefs d his Epifcopal Throne, when by fubtle and ma- # 

licious Infinuations, Conftantius his mind was again alienated from him, 
who having procur’d him to be condemn’d in the pack’d Synods of 
Arles and Milan , publifh’d very fevere Edi&s againft him, and com¬ 
manded c that he fhould be kill’d where ever he could be met with. e Sotr.l,uA6 
But before they proceeded to open rigors, they attempted him by ^ II7, 
fecret and crafty Artifices. And firft Mont anus the Palatine d was d Ath.Afol al 
fent to him, to try if he could put a trick upon him, and draw him Confl ‘ p ' 534 * 
into a Voluntary recefs from Alexandria. But that not fiicceeding, he 53S> 536 ‘ 
was let alone for Ionic what more than two years,when came Diogenes , 

.u . A the 
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the Notary> who Whatever lie might fet on foot by private Councils, 
had no publick Cornmiffion to proceed againtt him, nor lb much as 
once offered to fpeak with him. After him came Count Syr iAnus t 
Commander of the Army, a man according to his Profeflion, of a 
fierce bloody Temper, who yet at firtt attempted nothing. But the 
Arim Party bearing tliemfelves high,and talking of what great tilings 
they would now do, the Clergy and Major part of the City came to 
Syrianns, and befought him, that no difturbancc might be made, till 
they could fend an Embafiy to the Emperor. This with great diffi¬ 
culty he affented to, folcmnly (wearing to obferve his Promile. And 
• Ho. 4. c. p. the Legation (if we may believe Sozomtu c ) was actually lent, Atb.u 
f* 517. difpatching five Bifhops (the chief whereof was Serapion Bifhop 

o VVbmuis, a very Pious and Eloquent man; and with them fome of 
the Presbyters; foon after whole departure came Letters from the 
Emperor, commanding At b ana fins to repair to Court, upon whole 
refulal, a MclTengcr came the next year to force him thence. But 
of this Atbanafius liimfelf makes no mention, no not in thole places 
where he moft folcmnly vindicates himlelf from this Charge, affirm¬ 
ing more than once, how ready he was to have come, had he but re¬ 
ceiv’d the leafi: order from the Emperor. 

11 . IN the mean while Syr Units and the other Govcrnours began 
to be attended with crowds of the Art ah Eattion, and Cabals were 
held, and entertainments made in leveral places, which made Atha- 
nafnts (iifped: that Ibmething more than fair dealing was intended. 
However they reded fecure i wSyrianus his Promile, and the publick 
AfFemblies were kept with great joy and thankfulnels. When be¬

At fug. [j ers wcre aflTcmbled, and were intent at their holy Offices, when 
uit% & Ahx. on a hidden the’Clnirch was full of drawn Swords, Spears, Clubs, 
ad call Ep. aA Arrows, and other Military Furniture, which meeting with the dark- 
nefs of the Night, and the Reflexion of the lights in. the Church 
confpir’d to heighten the Amazement and Confternation. Guards 
were alio Let round the Church, that none might efcape, and com¬ 
mand given to begin the Tragedy within, whereupon followed ail 
innumerable Slaughter, tliofc of the holy Order being loine beaten, 
or chain’d, others kill’d, the devout Virgins abus’d, rifled, and feve- 
ral of them (lain, whole Bodies for fliame they call into Graves. 
' At ham fins) who foon apprehended \vhat the Matter was, fat Bill in 

his Chair, and not willing to defert his Hack in this difirefs, call’d 
to the Deacon to fing the CXXXVI. Pfitlm , the People anfwcring, 
For his mercy enduretb for ever. Which clone, he commanded them 
to depart, and go to their Houles. By this time the Souldicrs were 
advanc’d, and were coming to befet the Quire, when the Clergy and 
People that were about him, carnettly befought Atbanafius to fhitt 
for himlelf, he on the other hand protefting he would not (lira foot, 
till they were all departed, and riling from his Chair, palfionatcly 
intreated them to be gone, affirming it to be much better, that he 


himlelf fiiould be expos’d to danger, than that any of them fliould 
be hurt. The People getting away as well as they could, the Clergy 
and Monks that were left, in a manner forc’d Atb.mafms along with 
them, whom (though alnioft ftifled and crowded to death; they 
convey’d fafe through all the Guards, and fecur’d him out of their 
reach. All things were full of Terror and Confufion, the Church 
prophan’d with blood and dead Carcalfes, with Swords and Arms, 
no reverence had either to Pcrfons or Things, the Souldicrs milling 
into thole places, where none but the holy Order were permitted to 
enter, and when any complain’d, or pray’d help of Syrinnm againtt 
force and violence, they were reje&ed and loundly beaten into the 
bargain : Nay, lie endeavoured to force the People to an acknow¬ 
ledgment, that no Tumult had been rais’d, nor any hurt done. Who 
fo much the more complain’d that all this had been done without 
any order from the Emperor, to whom they fent an account by foine 
that were then going to Court, befeeching Maximus Governor of 
Egypt, and the roll of the Governors, that they alio would fend dil- 
patchcs concerning it to the Emperor; and that it might not fail, 
they oblig’d the Matters of Ships then ready to depart, to difperfc 
the report of it in all places where they came, that fo it might fome 
way arrive at the Emperors ear. And after all, they entred their 
publick 8 Protection , wherein they give an account of the violence enxt.nd c.ilc. 
that had been ottered, profeffing they were ready to Putter Pcrfecution, $ a lf ( 
if it were the Emperors pleafurc;but if not,they defir’d that they might commit, loco * 
live in quiet, and enjoy their Bifhop, without having any other im- aA fo 
pos’d upon them. By which Proteftation it appears, that this Tragedy m ' u 5 ‘ 
was on the XXVtb. of February , Atm. CCCLVI. 

III. AT HA NAS IDS having thus happily efcap’d the hands 
of his Enemies, retir’d into the Wildernefs, whence he determin’d to 
go in Perfon to the Emperor, and was now 11 entred on his Journey, KApoUdcoxfi 
when hearing of the cruel and barbarous Ufage which his Friends 
and Followers every where met with, and defpairing of fuccefs, he 
return’d back to his Shades and Solitudes, where we ttiall again find 


him, and how he imploy’d liimfelf. No fooner was he departed, 
but Count Heraclius ■ comes with a Warrant from the Emperor to 'npifl.Mtf 
the Senate and People of Alexandria, commanding them upon their 
Allegiance, with joynt-force to perfecute Atbanafius . The man exe¬ 
cuted his Edi& with the utmoft rigor, proclaiming it openly in every 
place, that it was the Emperor’s pleafure that Atbanafius fiiould be 
ejected, and the Churches refign’d up to the Arians, commanding the 
Magiftrates and refpe&ive Officers under great Penalties to lee it 
done, and forcing even the Gentile- Priefts and Officers to approve his 
Tranfa&ions, and to promile to own him for Bifhop whom the Em¬ 
peror fiiould fend, fome for fear, others out of hopes of Advantage 
engaging with him, for the performance whereof, lie took fecurity. 
under their own hands. With Heraclius joyn’d Catavhronius PrefeCb

City, though it hapning that the Con¬ 
i' a gregation 
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gregation being difmifs’d, the greateft part were gone ; fome few 
Women only being left, whom as they were rifing from their Devo¬ 
tions, they let upon with Clubs and Stones, the holy Virgins they 
miferably beat, tearing their Cloaths, pulling off their Head-attire, 
and kicking thofe that made refiftance, and what was infinitely more 
intolerable to them than Clubs or Stones, grated their chad: Ears 
with filthy and obfeene Speeches. Many young Maids they forcibly 
took out of their Father’s Houles; others they abus’d and affronted 
asthey met them in the Streets, ftirring up the wild Rabble to pull 
off their Vales, and giving their own wives leave to abufe all they 
met, lb that grave Matrons were glad, as they met them, to ftep 
afide, and give them the way; who ran up and down like wild Furies, 
accounting it a hard Cale, and a loft day, wherein they had not done 
fome injury or mifehief. Nor did the Clergy fare better than the 
reft, the Deacons and Presbyters, yea and their Friends and Followers 
were pull’d out, banifh’d, beaten, and fome kill’d and by a Savage 
Barbarity not commonly known amongft men, their dead Bodies torn 
limb from limb. So that all Humanity leem’d to be laid afide, and 
Hell it felf to be broken loofe.They took Entycbm a Sub-deacon,a man 
of approved Integrity and Fidelity, and having whip’d him, till they 
had even driven his Soul out. of his Body, were carrying him to the 
Mines, and the worft part of them too, call’d P/ww, a place where 
the fturdieft Malefa&or is not wont to live many dayes, not giving 
him lb much as an hours refpite for the drefTing and curing of his 
Wounds. But the good man was foon releas’d out of their hands, 
for they had not gone far, when unable to hold out, he dropt down 
and died. The People out of common Compaffion had interceded 
for him, but were reje&ed, and four of them, honeft and fiibftantial 
men, were apprehended for their pains, grievoufly {courg’d and 
thrown into Prifon. And when the Asians not fatisfied herewith, 
murmured, and threatned to complain above, the Commander, out 
of fear, gave order that they fhould be fcourg’d a fecond time, the 
Innocent men faying no more, than that, “ ’1 is for the Trutli that 
“ we fuffer, we cannot communicate with Hereticks; go on to beat 
us as much as you pleafe, there will be a time when God will reck- 
“ on with you for thefe things. And that they might wholly ex- 
tinguifh all fparks of Charity and Compaffion, they Tiiffer’d not the 
Poor to be reliev’d; for whereas the poor Widows and Orphans 
that had formerly been fiiftain’d by the Bounty of the Church, were 
yet provided for by the kindnefsor pious and charitable Perfons, they 
now by a new and unheard of Cruelty indi&ed, profecuted and pu- 
niihMthofe who receiv’d the Alms, as well as thofe that gave them. 
Twerecndlefs to tell of the Houfes that were broken open and rifled, 
the Goods and Provifions carried away, and divided amongft the 
Soldiers •, the Tombs and Monuments or the dead violated and fpoil’d, 
under a pretence of fearching for Athanafius ; the Multitudes that 
were fined, and forc’d to take up Money at Intereft to pay their Ran- 
fom ; others that fled from place to place, and at laft were driven into 
the Wildernefs; others choofing rather to commit themfelvcs to the 
Mercy of the Sea,, than to fall into the hands of fuch mercilefs and 
bloody People. 

IV. NOR 
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IV. NOR did their rage extend only to the living, but. even to 
jfencclcfs and inanimate things; they took the Benches in the Church, 
the Epilcopal Chair, the Communion-Table, the Partitions, and 
whatever el le they could bring away, and throwing them on an 
heap in the great Street before the Church-gate, fet them on fire, 
cafting Frankincenfe into it. A day of Triumph, of Joy and Jubilee 
to the Gentiles, who concluded, that Purely the Emperor and the 
Asians were coming over to them, and were fo far elevated in their 
Hopes and Expectations, that they were upon the Point publickly to 
fet up their Pagan- Rites; for efpying a Beaft drawing Water for the 
Gardens of the imperial Palace, they intended it for a Sacrifice, and 
had actually done it, but that it prov’d an Heifer, which was not 
allow’d by their Sacrificial Laws. And certainly had they not been 
fatally bent upon thefe mifehievous Proceedings, they met with fome 
unhappy Accidents, that one would have thought mould have (top’d 
their Career. When they firft broke into the Church, a bold young 
Fellow rufh’d into the Quire, and infolently clapping himfelfdown 
in the Bilhop’s Throne, fung a Ieud obfeene Song through the Nofe, 
and rifing up, caught the Chair, with an intent to beat it all in 
pieces, when a large Splinter of it ran into his Belly, and pierc’d his 
Bowels, which prefently began to flow out, and being taken up, and 
carried away, lie died the next day. Another coming into the Church 
with boughs in his hands, and waving them about after the Gentile 
manner, was immediately ftruck ftark blind, and became infenfible 
where he was, and being ready to drop down, was carried out, and 
after a dayes time hardly recovered his understanding, being neither 
fcnfibleof what he had done, nor of what had been done to him. 

Thefe miraculous Interpolate of the divine Providence, though they 
had no good effeCt upon the Asians, who Phtroh- like were hardned 
the more by every ftroke, yet ftruck terror into the Gentiles, who 
become lefs forward to fuch prophane attempts. And indeed to fuch 
a height did the Cruelties of this Perlecution proceed, that the very 
Gentries began to be afham’d on’t, and could not but abominate the 
Asians as the moft mercilefs inhumane Butchers, Perfons that offered 
notorious Violence to all thofe Principles ofkindnefs and tendernefs, 
that are natural and eflential to Mankind. 

V. WHAT had hitherto banned was but the beginning of Sor¬ 
rows, Preparatory Evils, to make way for the ncw-defign’dBifhop. 

For it very much concern’d them quickly to fill up the vacancy they 
had made, and to fix a trufty Perfon in this great Station of the 
Church. And to this end they pitch’d upon one George, an incon- 
fiderable Fellow, but a man fit for the purpole, being (as Sozomen f ^ub.%. 
tells us) abufieman, and a prime Stickler for the Arian Caule. This M°7- 
George (whom, one 1 otherwife fiifficiently vers’d in Cliurch-ftory, » myi. Hiji. oj 
by a prodigious and almoft unpardonable miftake, makes the fame s. Georgep.i. 
with his Arian PredecefTor Gregory, moft commonly call’d George in 

the Latin Tranflation of Atlianafttts , condemn’d and depos’d in the p. 106. 
•Sardican Council, and to makegood one miftake commits another, 
by more than once confounding him with George Bifliop of Laodicea, 
and the miftake fo much the worfe, becaufe he himfelf 111 fofmartly n§.». 
and feverely cenfures thofe, who having taken a conceit again/l George 
the Arian, think prefently that every George they meet with in dijeonrfi

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or reading, mull be of Alexandria; This George, Ifaid, was born in 
Copp.rioci't, a Country famous even in common Speed), for the lend- 
iiefs of its manners , and therefore one ot the three Proverbially 
noted with a wg/x KceTrono j whence Atb,inafins once and again 
n orjt.xx i. ftylcs him, a man of Cappadocia, and Nazianzen 11 (himfelf that 
?■ Country-man) calls him a Cappadocian Monfter, that broke loofe from 

0 *’>./'• 38r. the utmoft confines of that Country, and Apologizes ° for his Coun¬ 
try for producing him, Impiety not being to be afcnb’d to the Place, 
but the Perfon, that Thorns will fpring up in the Vine-yard, and tha t 
vomM-c. a Traytor was amongft the twelve Difciplcs. S Gregory of Nyfj'a r 
/. i. p. ?o. calls him the Cappadocian larbajtbenite, became boin, I luppole, at 
, tMfyr. Tarbaftbenes, a poor Village in Cappadocia , and tiozomen s (ayes molt 
cxprefly, that he was to }mv Ket7r7rcc^y»vws, a Cappadocian born. 
t i,.zi.p,i6i6. ’Tis true Ammianus Marct lit nits r tells us, that lie was boin in a lull- 
ing-Mill at Epipbania a Town in Cilicia. But befides that thole con¬ 
terminous Parts of Cilicia were anciently reckon'd under the Notion 
of Cappadocia taken at large, the Hiftorian vouches no other lecurity 
for his AlTenioh than meer report; when as Nazianzen (who liv’d 
alfo at that time) may not only be rcafonably prefum’d to underhand 
better the Affairs of his own Country, but exprefly declares, that he 
delivered thole things not as Rumors, or vain Sulpitions, but as Mat¬ 
ters of certain and accurate knowledge. Agreeable to his Country 
were his Temper and Manners ; a man (as that eloquent Father goes 
on to decypher him) of a bad Race, and worle Qualities, of no Con- 
fidcration or Account, lordidly educated, and of a rough and unaffa¬ 
ble Convention, one that did not fo much as pretend to Religion, fit 
to undertake any Villany, and to difburb Affairs where-ever he came, 
a deteffable Flatterer, that thruff himlelf upon great mens Tables, 
and compos’d all his Words and Actions to promote no other Defigns 
than thole of Gluttony and Excels. This lervile Temper recommend- 
ed him to an imployment in the State, firlf to be Provifor General 
of Pork for the Army (an Office fuitable to his fordid and fwinilh 
Temper) and then (if it were not the fame imployment) to be re- 
ceiver f ofthe Stores at Conflantinople , wherein he behav’d himfelf 
t-* 66 - fo unfaithfully to his Trull, prodigally walling all upon his Luxury, 
that he was forc’d to run for’t, and Vagabond-like, wandred from 
place to place, till at la£l he was pick’d up and made Biffiop of Alex¬ 
andria, where (as Nazianzen adds) he left off his rambling, and be- 
aan his Villanies, and whither he came like one of the Egyptian 
c A. Marecli. Plagues. And indeed the Heathen Hiftorian 1 grants, that the fend- 
h:o dt. • } lim tbitber, was to the milchief and prejudice of a great many, 
and again ft his own as well as the common Good, as it was not like 
tobeotherwile in a place fo naturally prone to Sedition, and apt to 
fly out into Tumults, even when there’s no juft Caufe to provoke 
them to it. He was ordain’d to this place by a Synod met an Antioch , 
d j.ib. 4 * t.a. Ann. Cbr. CCCLVI. (Tor Sozomcn", who relates the Paffage, plainly 
p. $ 4 <J. miflakes the time) where were affembled Narc iff as of Cilicia, Theo¬ 
doras of Thrace, Eigenias Bilhop of Nice, Patropbilm of Scytbogolk , 
Afcnophantus of Ephefas, and about thirty more, who wrote an Ency¬ 
clical Epiffle to the Bifhops of the feveral Churches, to let them 
know, that Atbanajiat had, contrary to the Canons, return’d to Alex¬ 
andria, having not been adjudg’d Innocent by any Synod, nor any 
7 other 
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other wayes, but by the contentious Proceedings of his own Party; 
that therefore they intreated them to hold no Communion with him} 
nor lb much as to write to him, but to communicate with George, 
whom they had ordain’d in his room. 

VI. IIP arriv’d at Alexandria about the end of Lent™ > introduc’d * Ath. He fug. 
and inftall’d hy a Military Guard, .great Crowds of People Hocking 
to the Church to behold this new and ftrange fight. He was at- p, 7 2°?!&cl 
tended and ulher’d in amongft others by Pbilaprias (his Country-man, 
a trull/ Friend to the ArUins , and one who had heretofore more than 
once been imploy’d upon the like errands) who, probably, was again 
mule Prcfett of Egypt to lerve this turn. The Octaves of Eafier be¬ 
ing pall, the Wolf began to lay alidc the Sheeps cloathing, and to 
fiiew himfelf in his own colours. For the People generally deteft- 
ing Communion with him, and affembling in the Churches as they 
were wont, Iiis Friend Philagrins with an armed multitude of Jews 
and Gentiles, and all the Icum and refufe of the People broke in upon 
them, and what milerable Iiavock they made, ’tis eafie to imagine. 

For now nothing could be lecn but hurrying the facrcd Virgins to 
Prilon, committing Bi(hops to the cuftody of men of War, forcibly 
breaking open and riling the Houles of Widows and Orphans, drag¬ 
ging Perlons out of their Houles by night, and the very Brethren of 
Clergy-men faring ill for their Relation-lake. On the Week im¬ 
mediately after Wbitfontide, the People having ended their Faft, 
were gone out into the Church yard to their Devotions, being un¬ 
willing to communicate with George the Biftiop. Which he no 
looner underftood, but lie lent to Scbaftian Captain of the Guards, 
and by Sc£l a Manichce , to repair thither with his Company; which 
lie did immediately, and finding that by this time ol the day a great 
part of the Aftembly was gone, he made a violent affault upon the 
reft. He caus’d a fire to be made, to which he brought the holy 
Virgins, and threatned to burn them, if they did not forthwith turn 
Arians . But when he perceiv’d them conftant and refolute in the 
Faith, and to make light of the Flames that were ready to devour 
them, he ftrip’d them of their Garments, and beat them lb cruelly 
on the Face, that for a long time after, it was hard to know who 
they were. Forty men were 16 unmercifully handled with Rods 
newly made, and the pricks yet upon them, that Ionic of them very 
difficultly recovered after a tedious Cure, and others not able to bear 
up under it. died ; the' reft that were not thus feverely dealt with, 
were banifh’d. As for the Bodies of the Slain, they all along denied 
them to their Friends and Kindred, but keeping them unburied, hid 
them, left the World Ihould be Spe&ators^ of liich barbarous Indig¬ 
nities. Neirhcr Perlons nor things were Fife from rudenefs and vio¬ 
lence, Virgins, Priefts, Laicks were drag’d up and down, hal’d be' 
fore the Bench of Juftico, fin’d, imprilon’d, beaten, trampled on, 
and even trodden to death. Churches and Fonts were let on fire, 

Bibles burnt, and the Communion-Tables over-turn’d, and Sacrilege- 
on Hy abus’d. Jews and Heathens irreverently broke into the Baptifle- 
ria, and putting off their Cloatbs, prop bail’d and defil’d thole Holy 
places by Words and Attions not fit to be related. Nor were they 
afraid to facrifice Birds, and offer Fruits upon the holy Tabic, praifing 
theirldols, and blalphemoully reproaching the Son of God.

V 11 . THUS, and much worfe it was in the City ; nor x was it 
better in the neighbor-countries.. The aged and reverend! Bifhops 
were fine to (mart for it, above thirty of them being banilh d, and 
near ninety turn'd out of their Churches; which were immediately 
fill’d with Arians, and thofe taken either from amongft the Catechu- 


7 „cm, or civil Officers, a great Eftate and Zeal for >«»//* being 
• then Qualifications fufficicnt to recommend any man to a Lilhopriek. 
Together with the Bifhops were banilh’d many of the inferior Orders, 
andfo cruel their treatment without any regard either to t leirAge 
or Office, that fome of them died by the way, others in the 1 laces 
of their Banifliment. At lUrca » (which by the way llaromns • 
,66o dS makes the name of the Perfon when as 'tis notor.oufly known - it

with this pious and innocent Charge 

1 have a Matter that will do it , for whofe fake I [offer all this . I iliall 
wade no further in thefe Tragical Stories, fo much to the fliafne 
and difhonour of humane nature, much more ot the Principles of 
t coIcclvui the Chriftian Faith, it being true what he in Photins ' obferves upon 
col. 1444 . this account, that the bloody Cruelties committed by this Arim 
Bilhop, exceeded the greateft of the Heathen 1 crfecutions, which 
were humane and merciful, if compar’d to this. While they were 
<Ext.tp.Ath. engag’d in thelc violent and barbarous Proceedings, a Letter c came 
Apoi. ad conjl. fi 0 m the Emperor dircUcd to the People of Alex an dy ta wherein he 
*• ^°* commends them for what they had done, that they had rejected and 
driven out Athanafms, a Cheat (fayes he) and an Importer, a man 
broke loofe from the very bottom of Hell, who by little Tricks and 
Arts is wont to deceive the People, who being convicT of the moft 
notorious Villanics, fhch as ten of his deaths cou d not expiate, durft

not abide a legal Trial, but ran away into voluntary banifliment, 
where’tis the Imcrcft even of the llnUriem to cut him off, left lie 
alio inveaglc them with his Impieties ; that they did well to adhere 
to the rnoft reverend George, a Perfon rnoft admirably veis d in Divine 
things, and who would conduCt them in the way to Heaven; upon 
whole Dircftion and Council they fliould do well to depend, as up¬ 
on a fiicred Anchor, to keep them iilfc from all Winds of Scdu.aion 
and Error. This is the Sum of the Letter, the Truth whereof is evi¬ 


dent at firft fight. And that AibtMfwt might be iccure in no place, 
he wrote to the barbarous Countries to lcarch him out, and deliver 


him up to the Emperor’s Officers, and that both People and Clergy 
fliould be compel I’d to embrace the Art an Herefie, or 111 cafe of re- 
fufdl be put to death. And becaufc Athanafms had fome time fmee 
ordain’d Fromentitis Bifhop of Auxtmis , and lent him to convert and 
tnxt.iococit. chriftianize thofe Nations, he difpatchcl a Letter d to Aizana and 
f- Princes of that Country, to require them to caufe hrmnentm 

to repair to Alexandria to George and the reft of the Bifhops, that 
fas was fit) he might from them receive Epifcopal Authority and 
Ordination, and be rightly inflriifted in the Faith and Difcmhne ot 
the Church; otherwife it was evident that he ftill perfifted 
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Caufe and Communion of wicked Athanafms , and confequcntly be¬ 
ing (educ’d by his leud Difcourfes, not only God would be dilhon- 
oured, and the Churches difturb’d, but the whole Country in danger 
of being over-run and brought to mine. 

VIII. WHILE the Storm fell thus heavy round about, God 
had provided Athanafms a fecure (belter in the Wildcrncfs, wherein 
the midft of his (olitary Retirements lie enjoy'd the pleafures of a 
very grateful Conversation, the company or thofe pious and devout 
Inhabitants of the Defert, the primitive Monks, a quite other fort of 
men from thole who in thefe latter Ages pais under that name and 
Chara&er ; Perfons who retiring from the World, lived wholly to 
God, and were intirely taken up in the rnoft fevere Excrcifes of Re¬ 
ligion, a Courfe wherein they had been trained up by PanloVFhebais, 
and Athanafms s kind Friend S. Anthony (who was ftill alive) the two 
great Founders of the Monaftick Inftitution. There were two c (orts • orat. 
of them, Eremitx and Gambit x; the firft were wholly devoted to So- XXL 
litude, and convers’d with none but God and themfelves, and knew 
no more of the World, than what they met with in the Wildernefs; 
the other kept together in Societies, exercifing mutual Love and 
Fellowfhip, and were Hermits in the midft of populous Cities, and 
led mortified lives amidft the noife and crowd, being a World to 
themfelves, and by mutual Converfation great examples and incen¬ 
tives to Piety and Vcrtue. With thefe our great man fpent his time, 
reconciling in his own Practice both the Solitary and the Ccenobitick 
Life, (hewing that the Epifcopal Order could Philofophize, and that 
Philofophy it (elf needed Epifcopal Dire&ion; both the contempla¬ 
tive and the a&ivc Life met in him, and he convinc’d the World, 
that a Monaftick Life confided more in Gravity and Conftancy of 
Manners, than in anabfolute Separation from the World. And in¬ 
deed with (o great Reverence and Veneration did they entertain him, 
that whatever he commanded or diflik’d, was receiv’d by them as a 
Law; and when afterwards he was hunted as a Partridge upon the 
Mountains, they not only refus’d to tell the MefTengers where he 
was, but (o much as to (peak to them, expofing their Necks to 
drawn Swords for his fake, and accounting it a more fublime and he- 
roick A&ion to fufter for him, than to refine themfelves by long 
fading and abftinence, and other Religious Aufterities, which yet 
they accounted the Pieafure as well as Duty of that place. To gra- 
tifie the defires of thefe devout Companions, and to do right to 
Truth, he wrote that large Epiftle nvit a < Er<fy)'iw/K>J > /jyidipn fiiov doySai, 

To the Solitary Afceticks that every where led a Monaftick Life , where¬ 
in he gives them an account of his own and the Churches Calami¬ 
ties, of the malicious Arts, and bloody Pra&ices of the Arians , and 
what he and his Friends and Followers had (uffered for the Catholick 
Caufe, efpecially (ince the time of the Sardican Council. Me fent ( f Thtod. i. 2. 
atfo Confolatory Letters to the holy Virgins, to adminifter proper en- c • * 4 * 9 °* 
couragements to them to undergo the Sufferings that came upon 
them for their Conftancy to the Truth; but thefe are loft. Aud 
becaule his Advcrfaries heavily charg’d upon him his retirement, as 
an evidence of his Guilt, and thebadnefsof his Caufe, he wrote an 
Apnlnny for his Flight, wherein he fhews what caufe they had given 
him fo to do, and that his withdrawing was warranted by the Will 
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of God, the rcafbn of things, arid the Examples of wile and good 
men in all Ages. This he back’d with an Apology to the Emperor 
wherein he very particularly anfwers at large to all the material 
Crimes that had been charg’d upon him, affuring his Majefty that 
he was moft ready and defirous perfonally to have done it in his pre¬ 
fence, and had begun his Journey, when the evil Tidings, that like 
Job's MelTengers came flocking in, one ftill worfe than another, made 
him retreat, and look upon the attempt as defperate. Some time 
after he wrote a Second Apology for himfelf, wherein he juftifics his 
Innocency from the ptiblick Atteftations and Decrees of feveral Synods 
that had been purpofely held to that end in Egypt , at Rome , at 6V- 
Mca> at Jeru/alem, and by the Teftimony botli of the Emperor Com 
and Conftantm, all which he demonfbates out of publick Re¬ 
cords, and the Epiftles themfelves, which he there inlerts. 

IX. BUT the moft unfpotted Innoccncy is not ihield enough 
againft the Aflaults of Envy, nor can Rocks and Mountains afford a 
Refuge and Prote&ion, where Cruelty is infpir’d by an a&ive Malice. 
While Athanafm thus happily imploy’d liis vacant and retired hours, 
his Enemies, encourag’d by the Severity of the Emperor (who had 
f. ^’ ta P^ice k upon his Head, and commanded him to be brought ei- 
ibtod, ubi fiipr. ther alive or dead) diligently ranfack’d everyplace, and fearch’d the 
very corners of the Wilderneft, threatning the Monks with the ut- 
molt Cruelty, if they did not difeover him. This forc’d him to fhift 
‘v/S’ lucif * lis Qu arters ) an< J to retire to a more private artel difconfolate 11 place, 
CaUr. into where he had fcarce Air to breath in, and where none came at him, 
Lucif.op. but only one Per Ion, who brought him Neceftaries, and convey’d 
Letters to him. And well might it be a dole place, were it true 

• loco citat. what Rnfirms 1 reports, that for fix years together he lay hid in a dry 

Well, where he never faw the Sun, and when at length betray’d by 
a Maid, who alone was privy to his concealment, the Officers came 
tofearch for him, he upon a warning from God, had remov’d that 
very night, which fo provok’d the Officers, that they punifh’d the 
Maid, as one that had abus’d them with a falfe Report. Nay we 

* Pam. mj i are told k , that upon the danger of his being apprehended in the 

inBitiiotb.Vp. 9 hurch at Alexandria, not knowing whither to retire (it not being 
gr. i. Tom. a. fafe for him to go to any of his Friends or Relations) he fled privately 
P il°c6 S p6o2 to ^ le a .y oun g Virgin, then not above twenty years of Age, 

’ s ' ’ * p ‘ 0 ‘ a Perfon of Rich incomparable Beauty, that good men were afraid to 

behold her, and of a Temper no lefs adorn’d with divine Graces and 
Vertues; He told her his Circumftances, and that by an Intimation 
from Heaven, he had been admonifh’d to come thither, as the only 
fafe and unfufpefred place. She bad him welcome, performing her 
felf the meaneft Offices to him, and there he remain’d unknown to 
any for fix years together, till the Death of Confiantius let him out; 
when to the aftonifhment of all, he was unexpectedly found fitting 
in the Church. Thefe Paflages I have related, not that I give any 
credit to them, or advife the Reader to believe them, but becaufe de¬ 
livered by Writers, who themfelves liv’d in, or near thofe times, nay 
Patladius Bifliop of Helenopolis fthe firft Reporter that I find of the 
Story; allures us, that he was acquainted until this very Virgin, then 
leventy years of Age, when he was at Alexandria , and that the whole 
Clergy of the Church attefted the Truth of her Relation. Baronins 

thinks 
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thinks ’twas firft fram’d by the Arians , to refleft dif^race upon At/aa- 
nafius, and thence taken up by fome unwary Catholicks. Whether 
fo or no, I cannot tell. Sure I am, were there nothing elfe to fhake 
the Credit of the Story, this alone were enough, that not only Nazi- 
anzen, but Athanafm himfelf exprefly affures us, that all that titne 
he fojourn’d in the Defert. Perhaps thus much of it might be true ; 
and that give Birth to all the reft, that Athanafm affrighted with the 
great bufle and danger in the Church, and not knowing where to re¬ 
treat for fafety, might for the prefent take Sanctuary in the Hqyfe 
of this Virgin, and thence immediately efcape into the Wildernefs. I 
cannot but here remark what Dorotheas Arch-bifhop of Mowwhfta 
(who wrote a SynopRs of Hiftory in Modern Greek) relates 1, that Con - ■ 2 ^ 4 . ^ 
Jl anti us in the XV th. year of his Reign baniflfd the great Athanafm fo 
iUr Eyhnie&v , that is, according to thephrafe ofhjstime, into En- 
gland , and that one Fa>lix was ordain’d in his room. Where befides 
the Error in Point of Chronology, two great miftakes are crowded 
into a few words. Firft, that F*li$ wa$ ordain’d to be his SucqefTor, 
no fuch being ever Bifhop of Alexandria : Secondly, that he was ba- 
nifli’d into England , a thing never mention’d by any but himfelf. I 
conceive him rather by a flip of memory, to have put Athanafm in- 
ftead of Liber-in* , upon whofe Banifliment (not into England, but 
Thrace as we have feen before ) Fdix was thruftinto the Sec of Rome. 

As for Athanafm , he fhelter’d himfelf at this prefent in the Egyptian 
Deferts. Where we leave him for a time to his Devotions and Stu¬ 
dies, while we ftep out into the World to fee how his Caufe far’d 
abroad.

The State of the Athanafian Caufc from the Council at Sirmium, 
till the Synod at Seleucia.

His 
great Authority amongft the Catholicks. Conftantius his Letters to 
him to follicit his fubfcribing the Condemnation of Athanafius. His 
bold and impartial Anfver , and Bani(hment. Threatened and tort to' d 
into a (ubfiribimr the Sirmian Confeffion. His rcleafement and return 
into Spain; the Report of his violent Proceedings againfi all that re- 
fus'd Communion with him, founded upon what Authority . His Age, 
Death, and Character. The various Diviftons and Sub-divifions of 
the Arian Tribe, and the chief heads of the feveral Parties . Another 
Synodal Affembly at Sirmium. A fecond Confeffion agreed upon, and 
drawn up with the Date of the Con fids. Athanasius his witty Remarks 
upon it. Conftantius follicited m behalf of Liberius his releafe. 
Liberius perfwaded and prevailed with to fign the lafi Sirmian Confefib 
on. His Letter to the Eaftern Biflwps, tefiifying his con/ent and com* 
pliance with them . S . Hilary’.* /harp Refldhons upon that Letter. 
Several other Letters written by him to the fame purpofe . His return 
to Rome, re-poffeffion of his See, and death. The Emperor's defign of 
convening a more general Council. Several places pitch'd upon for that 
Affembly. A Reflation to have two Synods at the fame time, one in 
the Eaft, and another in the Weft, and why. A Council fummon'd at 
Ariminum for the Weft. The number of Bifhops meeting there. The 
Poverty of the Brittifh Bifhops . The late Sirmian Confeffion re - 
jetted by the Catholicks, who urge the Condemnation of Arianifm. The 
Nicene Faith confirm'd, and all oppofte Dottrincs cenfurd and thrown 
out. Urfacius, Valens, &c. depos'd. An account of their Synodal 
Tranfattions tranfmitted to the Emperor . The cold entertainment of 
their Legates. The Legates circumvented into a compliance by form 
about the Emperor, but denied Communion at their return. 7he FT 
thers at Ariminum hardly us'd, and wearied out, to force them to a 
compliance . Valens his notorious fljuffling, when prefs'd home by the 
Synod. The Council impos'd upon by ambiguous Terms, and plaufible 
Pretences. 7 he BifJjops afterwards fever ally repent, and retract tkir 
Subfcriptions. 

NSTANTIVS the Emperor departing from Rome 
’ | (where he had lately been to celebrate a magnificent Tri- 
Vy umpli for his Vittory over Ma^nentius) lay at this time at 
Sirmium, Ann. CCCLVII. where the Arian Bifhops that were about 
the Court taking advantage of the Emperor’s prefence, convene a 
Synodal Affembly, and ftudy to finooth over things with fair pre¬ 
tences ; that they were defirous to remove thole things that might 
give offence on either fide, and Ihew how much they were inclin d 
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t- Peace. And to this end they fram’d a new Confeffion m , wherein " Ext.ap.atb. 
li.iviug premis’d, that though they acknowledge one God the Father HUarjffynok 
Almighty, and one only Son begotten of his Father before all Worlds, 323- socr. 
yet they did not allow two Gods ; they amongft other things declare, l,2,c ‘ rj iM24 
that becaufe fome were offended with the Word m\oc o t Subfiance, 
therefore that neither of thele Terms oygymoy ( Confubfiantial ) nor 
vyoiv'oiov (of like fubfiance) fhould be us’d in common difeourfe, or be 
treated of in the Church, both becaufe the Terms were unlcriptural, 
and the things themfclves above any humane Comprelienfion ; that 
there could be no doubt, but that the Father was greater both in 
Honour, Dignity, Brightness, Majefty, and in the very title of 
Father, the Son himfelf teftifying, the Father that fent me, is greater 
than i; that no man could be ignorant that this was Catholick 
Po&rine, that there are two Perfons, one of the Father, and another 
of the Son; that the Father was the greater, the Son Subjeft, together 
with all things which the Father had put under him ; that the Father 
was without beginning, invifible, immortal, impaffible, the Son born 
of the Father, God of God, Light of Light, whole Generation none 
but the Father could underftand ; and that the number of the Trinity 
was intire and perfeft. This was the fum of their Declaration, 
whereto they defign’d to gain the Subfcriptions of fome of the moft 
eminent of the Catholick Party ; and firft they fet upon Hofius, a man 
of renown,whom they partly infnar’d, and partly compell’d into a com¬ 
pliance with them. 

11 . T FI IS venerable Prelate was Bifliop of Corduba in Spain, in 
which capacity he appeared, and fubferibed in the eleventh place in 
the l/libvrin Council, held about the year CCCV. He had been a 
noble Confcffor even under the Heathen Perfecutions, a Perfbn of 
lingular account, and who had for many years been imploy’d in the 
moft important Affairs and Tranfa&ions of the Church. He was 
peculiarly dear to Confiantine the Great, who committed to his care 
the adjufting the Difference between Chilian and Donatus of Carthage 
in the Synod of Arles, Ann. CCCXIV. and fent him afterwards to 
Alexandria to compofe the growing Differences between Alexander 
and Arias ; prefent loon after in the Council of A r ice, where he bore 
a prime ftroke, and had a chief hand in drawing up the Creed; call’d 
alfotothatof Sardica , where he was Prefident of the Council, and 
ftoutly defended the Athanafian Caufe. Indeed a man of that great 
Reverence and Authority, that he was at every turn ftyl’d Father 
Hofius , counted and call’d the Father of .Bifhops. The Arians knew 
well of what importance it would be to them, to have lo confiderable 
a Perfbn brought over to their Party, or at leaft fent out of the way, 
and therefore addreffing themfclves to Conftantius, reprefented « to » Atb.ad s»Ut. 
him, that they had taken all comics that they could for the fupport M-tf* 
and advancement of their Caufe, that they had banilh’d Liberius , 
and many other Bifhops before him, and had fill’d all places with 
Terror and Violence, but that all this turn’d to no account, folong 
as Hofius was left in the way, that fo long as he ftood his ground, all 
others in a manner poffcfs’d their Churches, being a Perfbn of that 
eminent Ability and Authority, that he alone was able to arm the 
whole World againft them ; tl at ’twas he that fleer’d Synods, and 
whofe Letters were receiv’d every where with an uncontroulable 

Veneration, 
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Veneration, that ’twas he that had compos’d the Niccnc Faith, and 
every where proclaim’d the Arians to be Hercticks; that tlicreforc 
his Majefty fhould do well to fet upon him alio, without any regard 
to his Gray Hairs, a nicety which their Caufe did not hick at. The 
Emperor eafily perfwaded by their Infinuations, fent for him, and as 
he had before done to Liber/us, (ought by fair and plaufiblc Councils 
and Arguments to perfwade him to fubferibeand joyn with the 
Arians. The good old man was infinitely furpriz’d, and troubled to 
hear the lead: motion made that way, for which he check’d the 
Emperor, and at length prevail’d with him to defift, who accordingly 
gave him leave to return back into his own Country. But his Ene¬ 
mies did not leave him fo, but again follicited the Emperor, and bv 
help of their Friends the Eunuchs at Court, fo exafperated his mind, 
that he wrote him a (harp Letter full of Menaces and Reproaches, 
which yet wrought as little upon him, as Promifes and Perfwafives 
had done before. This Letter was followed by fcveral others, the 
Emperor (ometimes infinuating, and gently treating him as a Father, 
fometimes threatning, and laying before him thole that had been 
banifh’d, letting him know how ill he took it, that lie only (hould 
• nxt.BfijUb. Rand out. To which Hofius return’d an Anfwer ° to this effeft, 
p ' 6 * 9 ' that he had been a ConfefTor under the Maximian Perfecution, and 
was ready to be fo again, rather than to betray the Truth ; that he 
might hearken to him that was old enough to be his Grand father; 
that he had been prefent at, and privy to all the Tranfaftions of the 
Sardican Council, where he had leen Athanafitts openly challenge his 
Adverfaries, who retir’d with (hame ; that like his Brother Confians, 
he (hould lay afide force and terror, and fuffer things to come to a 
fair and impartial Trial; that he (hould remember that he himfelf 
was Mortal, and ought to live under the awful fence of a Judgment 
to come, and referve himfelf undefiled againft that day, and not thi lift 
. himfelf upon the Determination of Ecclefiaftick Matters; tliar for the 

Cafe in hand, his Refolution was this, that he would not joyn with 
the Arians, but would condemn their Herefie; nor would he fub¬ 
feribe againft Athanafitts , whom he and the Church of Rome , and a 
whole Synod had pronounced Innocent, and to which his Majcfty 
himfelf had affented, having thereupon honourably remitted him to 
his own See : concluding thus, Stop, I befeecb you , Sir, and be per¬ 
fwaded by me for tbeje are things which both become me to write , and you 
not to defpife. 

III. THIS refolute Letter did but the more provoke the Party, 
who told the Emperor, that Hofius refletted upon him as a Perfecutor, 
and was (o far from complying with his Majefties defires, that for 
Athanafiuss fake he condemn’d the Arians, and perfwaded others to 
fuffer death, rather than betray the Truth, and that great numbers 
p Tdufiin. Lib. i n Spain were of his mind. Amongft thefe Accufers Potamius p Bifhop 
o 7 ot' 3 ' m ' of Myffipona in Spain was not the lead, who brib'd with a rich Farm, 
having heretofore become an Apoftate from the Catholick Party, owd 
Hofius an old Grudge for difeovering his Villany, and reproaching 
him for an Heretick, and therefore took this opportunity to pay him 
home. Hereupon he again fent for him, and confin’d him to Sirmuim 
as the place of his Banifbment, where he remain’d a whole year, 
till Conftantius at this time return’d thither, who caus’d him to be cited 
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into the Synod 1, where the Confeflioii was offered him to (ubferibe, 
which he rejected at firft, but being threatned, and feverely handled,' 
beaten and rack’d, and not fo well able to hold out by reafon of his pT^soff 
gre.it Age (at this time an hundred years old) and a little too tender C,6 'P’S4»*S4$ 
of his dying Carcafs (nimiumSepulchnfui amans, as S. Hilary * has nlioRUct 
it) and as (ome (ay, being Rich, and loth to be fent further into ' 
Banifbment, he yielded at laft, and fubferib’d the ConfefTion, which ' P l s > n °L 
might we believe the Title put to it by S. Hilary, was drawn up by C °' 3 ° 
him: Philofiorgius adds, that he fubferib’d not only againft the 
bpyvanov, but againft At h ana fins', but Athanafitts f himfelf, (who cer- f Vbi fupr. & 
tainly beft knew) alTures us to the contrary, that though he commu- 
nicated with the Arians , yet he did not (ubferibe againft him. A 
great inftance it was of humane frailty, and how far a good man 
after (6 many years refolute Profeftion, after fo many noble and un¬ 
daunted Confli&s both againft Heathens and Hereticks, niay fall 
when God leaves him to himfelf; which yet is the left to be won¬ 
dered at in fo feeble and decrepit an Age, and under fo much Force 
and Cruelty. And 1 probable it is, he might hope by this Condefcen- 
tion, to molifie the ftubbornneft of the Arian Fattion, who could at 
nonjte endure the word o'/^wi©,, efpecially fince it was no whereto 
be found in Scripture. Being thus releas’d, and fet right by the 
Synodal Letters, and efpecially furnifh’d with a Warrant from the 
Emperor, that all Bifhops that refus’d Communion with him, fhould 
be banifh’d, he return’d into Spain, where, fay my Authors *, he * & 

firft fell foul upon Gregory Bifhop of llliberis, who oppos’d him, whom TT'ubihf 
by vertuc of his Warrant he caus’d Clementinus (who at that time as mV&c. 
the Emperors Vicar govern’d Spain) to bring before him. Great 
Diluting there was between them, which Hofius perceiving would 
rot put; the Matter to an IfTue, call’d to the Governor to execute 
his Warrant, and to banifli him. Clementinus replied, he could not 
doit, till firft he was depos’d from his Bifhoprick, and reduc’d to a 
private Station. Which when Hofuts was refolv’d to do, Gregory 
appeal’d to Heaven, 0 Chrifi , ffaid he) thou that art God, and who art 
coming to judge the quick and the dead , fuffer not the Sentence of man to 
be this day pronounc'd againfi thy Servant, who for thy fake am, us a 
Criminal, made a Spectacle to the World; but judge now thy felf \ / be* 
fiech thee , in thine own Caufe, and vouchfafe by (ome infiance of Vengeance 
to determine the Cafe. Which Irequefi, not that lam afraid of Banijb* 
went, any puniflmivnt for thy names fake being acceptable and eafie to me 
but that others feeing the immediate Interpofals of thy Vengeance, may be 
deliveredfrom that Error and Prevarication, where into they are enfnared\ 

This faid, Hofius juft as he was going to pronounce Sentence, was 
ftricken in a Moment, his Mouth diftorted, his Neck drawn awry, 
and falling back from the Bench to the Ground, died. An Accident 
that ftrucic a ftrong Terror and Aftonifhment into all the Beholders, 
and even into Clementinus himfelf though an Heathen Governour. 

This unfortunate Story I am not very willing to believe, though I 
muft needs acknowledge it is related by Marcellinus and Faufiinus , 
two Presbyters in their Supplication to the Emperor Theodofius who 
liv’d at that time, and wrote this within left than thirty years after 
the thing was done, and for the truth of it, appeal to all Spain, as a 
thing notorioufly known. ’Tis true they have hard words given 
* them 
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them upon this acount, and I am fo far willing to grant, that their 
being of the Luciferian Separation (who abominated all thole that 
had but once communicated with the Arians, tliough they return’d 
to the bofom of the Church, for ’tis an unpardonable miftake in 
them 11 that make Marcellinus to have been an Art an) might render 
them lefs Impartial, and apt to make the worft of things. Certain 
lam Athanafins w exprefly affirms, that Hofius upon his Death bed 
folcmnly profefs’d the force that had been us’d towards him, ana- 
thematiz’d the Arian Herefie, and gave charge that none fliould em¬ 
brace or entertain it. He departed this Life, as may probably be 
conie&ur’d, Ann. CCCLXI. a little before the death of Conftantius, 
after he had been above fixty years Bifhop of that See. I conclude 
his Story with a double CharaQer and Encomium, the one given 
him by all the Fathers x of the Sardtcan Council, who ftyle him 
The /ood O/d Hofius, one who for his Age, Confeffvn, and the infinite 
troubles he had undergone m the Service of the Church, was worthy of all 
Honour and Feneration : The other by Athanapus He was, (layes lie y) 
the great, the moft illuftrious Confeffor, truly Ofius, e. Holy, what 
Council did he not preftde in, and who yielded not to bis orthodox Dift 
courfes ? What Churches have not admirable Monuments of his Care and 
Patronage ? Whoever came fad to him, that went not shearful from him ? 
Who ever begd any thing of him , which he did not eaftly obtain from 
him ? All thefe Parages we have here laid together, that we might 
prefent the account of this great man intire. Which done, we now

A fourth were for neither, but ex- 
prefly afferted him to be aw/01©, (tlience call d Ammons') altoge¬ 
ther unequal to and unlike his Father. And this was flatted by Ali¬ 
as made Deacon by George of Alexandria, fayes Epiphanius, byfc- 
ontius of Antioch fay moft others (and perhaps both truly, for being 
firft ordain’d Deacon by Leontius, and after for his Miidcmeanors de¬ 
pos’d, he might be again advanc’d to that degree by the other) and 
m that capacity ferving at this time in the Church of Antioch, where 
he met with an opportunity to publiih and propagate his Notions, 
vs, For about the time of the Sirmian Convention, Eudoxius * having 
?• 553, ufurp’d tlie See of Antioch, efpous’d the Caufe of Aetms, who tor 
his troublefom and contentious Temper had been rejetied oy his 
own Party, efpecially by Leontius the former bifhop. Eudoxius 
having got Poflfeflion, conven’d a Synod at Antioch, where he exprelly 
condemn'd both the Homoonfian, and the HomoiouJianteiOK, (as they 

had 
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had lately been in the Conventicle at Sirtnium ) and wrote to Valent , 
Vrfecii/s and Gcrminus , the chief Heads of the Party in that Synod, 
to give them thanks for bringing over the Weft cm Bifliops to their 
fide. But a Party in his own Church ( whom he had thrown out) 
made Head againft him , and having procur’d the Recommendatory 
Letters of George BiQiop of Laodicea, went to Ancyra in Galatia, where 
BafJitts the Bifhop had at that time aftembled many of the Neighbour- 
Prelates to the Dedication of a Church which he had lately built. 
'Who being fatisfied with the Letter, and the account they gave of 
his Aftings, and the Confeflion he had publifli’d in the Synod at 
Antioch , appointed Baftlius and fbme others to wait upon the Emperor, 
and acquaint him with the Cafe, and to requeft of him, that all the 
Synodal Determinations might take place , that had defin’d the Sdn 
to be of 1 ke fubftance with the Father. The Emperor 

hereupon revok’d the Letter which he had juft then given to Ajjrha- 
lius , Eudoxius his Legate, and Pent a fmarc Epiftle a to the Church 
of Antioch , to let them know, that he had never lent Eudoxius to be 
their Billiop, nor would ever favour fuch, that he was refolv’d to 
crulh Actius and his Followers, and that they fhould thruft them out 
of all publick Aflemblics, and that they had no other way to five 
themfelves, but by recovering themfelves out of the fnare of the 
Devil, and by contenting to thofe Determinations which the wife and 
holy Bilhops had regularly agreed upon. And by this means the Atto¬ 
rn,tn Herefie was ftop’d for the prefent. 

V. 1 T was the year CCCLVIII. and the Court was ftill at Sirtnium, 
where the Eaftcrn Legats b together with the reft of the Bifhdps that 
were about the Court, held a Synodal Convention, wherein pretending 
that fome went about to eftablifh their own Errors, under pretence of 
the word (£oftfltbftthey pafs’d and ratified a new Confeflion, made 
up of a former Sirmian Confeflion againft Photinus c , and the old Dedi¬ 
cation- Creed at Antioch blended together, and which ’tis like was the 
fame with that which Baft Hus and his Synod had fram’d fome few months 
before at Ancyra againft Eudoxius and his Party. But nothing rendred 
this Confeflion fo famous, as that in all probability it was that, which was 
fubferib’d by Pope Liberius $ it being evident beyond alldifpute (both 
from the Earthquake at Nicomedia , the date of F<elix and Liberius s 
death, and other Circumftances) that it was this year, vi%. An. GCCLVIH. 
that Liberius fubferib’d at Sirtnium, and was releas’d from Baniftiment. 
He had been now almoft three years in Exile, and plain it is, from the 
Note written with his own Hand at the end of his Letter d to Vincenthis, 
that he was heartily weary of his Exile, and that his defire to return, 
had a confiderable influence upon his fubicribing. And as for C on ft ant i- 
us, he was pretty well difpos’d towards it. At hislaft being at Rome e , 
the noble and great Ladies had defir’d their Husbands to Petition the Em¬ 
peror for his Reftitution, threatning, that unlefs this was done, they 
would leave them, and go to their Billiop. But the men apprehending 
the danger of the attempt, put the Women upon it, as who might fafcli- 
eft undertake it. And they accordingly, with great Pomp and Gallan¬ 
try made their Add reft, and prcfented their Petition, to which the Em¬ 
peror anfvvered, that the City was already well provided for,- Falix, 
who fuccccded Liberius , being a moderate man, who adher’d to the 
Niccttc Faith, and yet did not fupercilioully exclude others from Cont- 
X tfiunionv 
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munion. However he gave them no denial, intending to compromife 
the bufinefs between the two Bifhops. And being now at Sirminm , a nd a 
plaufible Confeffiqn, as he thought, agreed on, he refolv’d to fend for 
1 Mcrius r , and that at a time when the Legates both of theE^v;and 
VVcJlcrn Billiops were at Court, the Prelates of the Baft earneflly exciting 
the Emperor to make him fubferibe the Homoioifian Creed. It foems at 
firfl he flood off, till threatnings l! and force were us’d, and then he 
came over and fubferib’d, Sozomcn exprefly telling us, that’twas part of 
the Confefiion he was forc’d to, that the Son is not Conjhlftantial' bu t 
that in fubflance and in all things he is \il{C to his Father 5 and that E n - 
cloxius and the Actions gave it out at Antioch, that he had likevvife con- 
denin’d the and declar’d the Son to be unlike the Father. Which 

they did to give life to, and to keep up the Reputation of their finking 
Caufc. But preparatory hereunto, and before his coming to Court, he 
had been dealt with by Dcmophilns and Fortunatian, (lent to him no 
doubt by the Emperor’s Order) who plied him fo fiiccefsfully, that he 
gave his confent, and began now more freely to declare himfelf and 
he wrote a fl Letter to the Eafiern Bifhops, which together with 
S. Hilary's Ccnfures (thrown into the Margin) we here infert. 

To my dear Brethren, the Presbyters and Billions 
of the Raft, Tiberius greeting.

. Next lie - wrote particularly to Vrficim. Faleut, and Gentium , 
Uiiac filtered: lie knewfway’d much at Court, to the fame purpofe, 
declaim)' Ins Dctcftation of Athan«f«, , that he held Communion 
will! them, with hpiCtctus and Auxeutins, and others, entreating 
them to improve their Intcrcft for his Rcftitution, concluding, that 

who- 
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who-ever difi’ented from this Peace and Concord, fiiould be cut off 
from his Communion. Which S. Hilary feals up, with an Anathema 
from me to the Prevaricator of the Arians. He wrote 0 likewife to 0 Bxt. lac. c/r$ 
ftneentius Bifhop of Capua, to let him know that he had deferted the 
Athanafian Caufe, and was gone over to the OrientaliUs, and that Peace 
being now refior’d to him, he defir’d him to affemblc the Bifhops of 
Campania , and to acquaint them with thefe Matters, and that they 
would difpatch fome of their number with a Letter to the Emperor, 
that he being fatisfied in the Peace and Unity between them , he 
might be delivered out of that uncomfortable condition wherein he 
wnsj adding this Note at the bottom, 1 have Peace with all the Eafiern 
Bifiops, and with yon, 1 have acquitted my felf to God, lool^ye to it, if 
yon have mind I ftsonlcl end my days in Banijhment . The Lord judge be¬ 
tween me and you. 

VI. ABUNDANT fatisfa&ion being thus given, he came to 
Sirminm, and upon hisSubfcription was receiv’d, releas’d and refior’d, 
the Bifhops writing p to Fcelix Bifhop of Rome, and to the Clergy * s^-i-nic.t$. 
there* that they fhould receive Libcrius, and that both fhould quietly $s8, 
fit in the Apoflolick Throne, and all things done in Liber ins's abfence 
be buried in Oblivion. Herewith Tiberius return’d to Rome , which 
heentred in a kind of Triumph, and though Baronins q out of the 4 aAah».w\ 
Pontifical Book tells us, that at his return, the People of Rome rc- N m. lvii. 
jetted him for his Arian compliance, and fhun’d Communion with 
him , and that a very fevere Perfecution was thereupon rais’d in the 
City, yet others r who liv’d in thofe Times, tell us another Story, r Mmtu. & 
that at his return the People of Rome went out to meet him with great 
joy, and when ( as Theodorit r informs us ) the Emperor’s Letters %u.'Hidln.' 
were read in the Circus, commanding that he and F<elix fhould joynt- chm.ad Ann. 
Jy carry on the Affairs of that Church, and the two different Fatti- £ C f . L I7l 
ons of the Circus requir’d, that one might have one Bifhop , and p- 96. 
another the other, the People unanimoufly cried out, one God, one 
Cbrift, one Bijhop. My Authors add, that F<elix either by the Senate 
or People was driven out of the City, and a little after at the Infli- 
gationof fome perjur’d Clergy-man (who had fided with him con¬ 
trary to their Oath given at Liberins's departure , that they would 
admit no Bifhop in his room ) return’d, and kept publick Meetings 
in Julius's, Church beyond Tiber , whom the Nobility and People did 
immediately call out again with infinitedifgrace 5 that F<elix furviv'd 
Libcrius his return eight years, dying November XXII d Ann. CCCLXV. 

After whole Death libcrius abfolv’d the perjur'd and fchifmati- 
cal Clergy , who refior’d them to their proper Offices , and the 
next year ended his own Life September the XXI Vth. Ann. CCCLXVI. 

Though before his Death we may hope he law his Error, and return’d 
to a better Mind, which feems more than probable from the account 
of his Faith in thefe important Articles , which he fent to At bu¬ 
na ft ns, yet extant in Athanafius his Works l , if at leaft a 9 Baronins 
will have it, ( for which yet he offers no convincing Argument ) 
that Profeflion was made after Libcrius his Apoflacy to the Arian 
Party. 

VII. HOW infinitely mutable and inconflant is Error ! The Erhpe- 
for by turns continuing Hill at Sirminm, the next year Ann. CCCLIX* 
the Billions were again conven’d, where they agreed upox* a new Form 
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or Confcflion of Faith, drawn up by Mr/w, Bifhop of Arcthufa, and by 
him dictated no doubt in Gree 4 , though Socrates fays ’twas tranflated 
v i n. op. 4th. out of Latin, It ran thus».

? l?2 ‘ The Catholick Faith expounded and publish'd in the pre- 
fence of our Lord, the mod Religious and Incompara¬ 
ble Emperor Conflantius , the Augult, Eternal, at SirmL 
ton , Mry the XXIL- the mod excellent Flavins Euflbm, 
and Hypatias being Confuls. 

W E believe in one only and true God , the Father Almighty , Af//<cr 
and Creator of all things , 7>; the one only Begotten Son God- 

begotten of God impajjibly before all Ages, 4W before all beginning ,, before 
all time that can be imagin'd, rfW before any comprchcnfiblc Conception 3 
/>)' whom the Worlds were fram'd, and all things made'-, the only begotten, 
begotten alone of the Lather alone, God of God, like to the Father that 
begat him, according to the Scriptures 3 rvhofe Generation none l{/toirs, but 
the Fatlcr only that begat him. This 7 vc k>Joxv to be the only begotten Son 
of God, tv ho by his Fathers appointment came down from Heaven for the 
Deflruclion offin, 7 vas born oftheVtrgin Mary, and convers'd with his Dif 
ciples, and hai ing accomplifff d his whole Occonomy according to his Fa¬ 
ther's Will, rcas crucified, and and, and defeended into Hell, where he 
finifh'clwhat yet remain d, and 7 vherc the Keepers of that place trembled at 
his preface. Lie al 0 roje again the third day, and convers'd with his 
Followers, and having front forty dayes, was tahgn up into Heaven, and 
fits at the right hand of the Father, and frail come again at the lull day, 
in the glory of the father, to render to every one according to his 7 vorfr. 
And in the holy Ghofi, whom Jeffs t hrill tlx only begotten Son of God, 
promis’d to Jend as a Comforter to Mankind. As it is written, I go 
to my Father, and I will pray the Father, and he (hall fend you 
another Comforter, even the Spirit of Truth, he (hall take of mine, 
and (hall teach you all things, and bring all things to your remem¬ 
brance. But as for the word ^UbffailCC, it having been us'd by the Fa¬ 
ther fin a more fimple and harmlefs Sencc, and not being under Flood by the 
People, and ftnee it is that whereat many take offence, as not being found 
in Scripture, 7 ve have therefore thought good that it frould be quite laid 
afide, and that henceforth 7 vhen any dijeourfe is concerning God, no men¬ 
tion frould be made of it, the holy Scripture never making mention of the 
Subjtancc of the Father and the Son. As to the Son, we affirm him to be 
in all things likg unto the Father, according as the Sacred Scriptures do 
ajferl and teach. 

To this Confcflion of Faith they add, we fee in the Infcription, 
( what was never before heard of in the Church of God ) the Impe¬ 
rial Titles, and the date of the Confuls, and the day of the Month. 
A tacit acknowledgment to all wife and underftanding men ( as 
* i.ft'ociut, Athanafttss* wittily retorts upon them) that their Faith was none of 
the Ancients, and took its date only from the Reign of Conflantius. 
And whereas (fayes he) they pretended to write concerning our 
Lord, in ft cad of him, they adopted Another Lord , to wit, Con flam 
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tius * and they who refus’d to own the Son of God to be Eternal, 
vet made no fcruple to give that Title to the Emperor. As for the 
body of the Creed, they peremptorily declare (what in fome of their 
late Confeflions they had damn’d and rejetted) that the Son is in all things 
like unto the Father, and that this was the plain and currant Doftrineof 
the Gofpel. 

VIII. THE Troubles of the Church ftill incrcafing, liotwith- 
ftanding all the Methods that had been us’d to allay them, the Em¬ 
peror ( who it fecnis was newly remov’d to Siugidunum, a Town in 
Myfut) was forc'd to think of com poling things by a more general 
Council, and as Philoflorgius y tells us, by the advice of Patrophilus y i-ib. 4. ic/i

upon their Journey were commanded to ftop and go no farther, till 
the Emperor having advis’d with Bafll , appointed Nice to be the 
place. A City the rather pitch’d on (as The odor it * will have it) *ub.2.c.?c. 
that they might take ad van 1 age of the name, and that their Aflem- M°* 
bly might be ftylcd the Council of Nice, whereby it would be no 
hard matter to impofe upon Ample and unwary minds, as if theirs 
were the true N/ccne Faith. But the Earth-quake having reach’d 
hither alfb, and left behind it lad Monuments of its Rage and Vio¬ 
lence , fpoil’d that Dclign : Whereupon the Emperor chang’d his 
mind, and wrote to Baftl. to confult with the Fall cm Bifliops, what 
place was moft fit for the Synod to meet at. But they not agreeing, 
jM/himfelf went to the Court at Sir mi urn, where he met with Mark.oF 
Arethufa , and George Biihop of Alexandria. The next place thought 
on was Tarfus a City of Cilicia (S. Paul* Birth-place; but neither did 
this give Satisfaction. At la ft a new Projett is refolv’d on , that the 
Council ftiould be divided, and that at the fame time a Synod fliould 
be holden for the f/ejl at Ariminum a City of Mm ilia in Italy, and 
another at Sclcucia a City of Ifiuria, call d the Sharp, for the Eafl, 

The Emperor hoping, that as by this means the Journeys being 
(liortned, the Bilhops would be more willing to come, fo Councils 
being divided, they would the eafilier agree, and thole Heats and 
Feuds be pi evented , which were otherwife likely to arife between 
fuch contending Parties, and in fo great a mixture of fuch d.fferent 
Nations. Letters of Summons were forthwith given out, with com¬ 
mand to the Prelates of each Council , that they ftiould firft handle 
and agree Matters of Faith, and then proceed to difeufs the Caufes of 
the Bifliops that (hould come before them, which being ended, they 
ftiould fend ten of each Party to Court, to give the Emperor an account 


of what was done. 

IX. At Ariminum there met above CCCC \ nay if we may believe b A „.,, 4M7 . 
the partial Account of Llunncricus King of the Vandals, in his Edift c p. 563. Snip. 
againft the Catholick Bilhops of Africfr, above a thoufand Prelates. J Zy.wtu'it'. 
Tis certain they were a great number, being convocated Cx ornni de pn funt. a- 
orbe Romano, ( as the Editt J of the younger Valcntinian informs us) 
from all parts of the Roman Empire, though not many of the Eattcrn 
Bifliops were there, the main body of the Council conftfted of Weflem 

Prelates, 
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Prelates, Taurus the Governor having cli(patch’d Officers with parti¬ 
cular Summons into all the Provinces of the Wcffi and was command¬ 
ed not to fuffer them to depart home, till they had agreed in one 
uniform Confefiion of Faith, with promife, that if he brought it 
about, he fhould be honoured with a Confulfhip for his pains. He 
had Orders alfo to allow the Bifhops Provifions of Meat and Wine at 
the Emperor’s Charge. Which was refus’d by them of Aquitaine 
Gaul , and Britain , who chofe rather to live at their own charge! 
Three only of our Britifl) Bifhops, who were poorer than the reft, ac¬ 
cepted of the publick Allowance , refuting the maintenance which 
their Fellow-Bifhops offered them, accounting it more reafonable to 
burthen the Exchequer, than private and particular Perfons. Which 
« s. stvtr. though fome quarrell’d at, yet the Hiftorian c honeftly makes their 

he. at. Defence, that it was a fign of ancient Vertue and Piety, for Bifhops 

to be found fo Poor, and that it was much better to be beholden to 
the Exchequer, where they would not be burdenfom to any. Being 
met, they could not at firft agree to fit together , the Catholicks 
afiembling in the Church, the Arians ( who were not above LXXX.,) 
in a Chappcl or Oratory, though, probable it is, they foon joyn’d, at 
leaft held Corrcfpondence with each other. At their coming toge- 
* socr.1.2 c.37 thcr, the Arians declin’d f all medling with the Cafe of Athanafins, 
w.litinu f- an - c * P roccc< J e< J to difeufs Matters of Faith. And when feveral 

rlip.6 74,&c. things were propounded and debated, Urjacins and Valens back’d by 
the reft of the Arian Party, ftood up and made a Motion, that fince 
the Minds of men were greatly diftratted with Diverfities of Creeds, 
all Forms hitherto publifh’d might be abolifh'd , and that the Con- 
feflion that had been drawn up in the late Synod at Sirminm , might 
be receiv’d and fetled as the common and univerfal Standard, that 
the Emperor had approv’d it, and that the Council could not but ac¬ 
cept it, that curious Enquiries about thefe Matters begat Difputes, 
and they Feuds and Quarrels, and that it was better to have right 
Notions of God, though we arriv’d at them by more unskilful ways 
of reafoning, than introduce novel Expreflions, of near affinity with 
meer Subtleties of Eogick 5 that the Term, Confobjlantial ', was to many 
obfeure, and wholly a Stranger to Scripture, and that it was far bet¬ 
ter, in the room of it, to fay with the holy Scriptures, that the Son is 
in all things like Isis Father. This faid, they caus’d the Confefiion 
( which they held in their hands) to be read before the Council, which 
the Catholicks had no fooner heard, but they cried out, “ We came 
a hither becaufe we wanted a Form of Faith, we have one 
“ which we have received from our Anceftors , and which we pre- 
“ fcrve entire. If you have compos’d this, as now only beginning to 
ct believe , you are not yet within the holy Order, not having yet 
a d the Rudiments of your Faith ■> but if thefe things have no¬ 
rthing novel in them, then openly anathematize ArianiJ/n , as it has 
“ been the ancient Rule and way of the Church, to rejedt other Hcrefies 
“ as Impious 5 for that this blafphemous Doftrinc of Arias has done 
“ nothing but raife Seditions and Confufions, from its firft Com- 
“ mencement to this day, is too manifeft to the World. If therefore 
^ ye be come with the dime Minds that we arc, let us unanimoufly 
agree, let us condemn and accurfe Herefies, and adhere to the 
Conftitutions of our Fore-Fathers, that fo we may cut off all occa- 
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« Hons of future Synods upon this account, the Fathers of Nice having 
« done all that is neceflary in this Cafe for the Catholick Faith. 

X. B E FORE they had proceeded any further, a Letter c came to 
them from the Emperor, commanding to define nothing concerning the 
Baffin/ Bifhops, who were afTembled clfewhere, and that if they did, it 
fhould lignifie nothing, for that he would not fuffer it to take place. This 
Older they complied with, till perceiving the Falfehood and Treachery 
of the other Party in their Conventions, they found it neceflary to con¬ 
firm the Niccnc Creed, which they did, by publithing a definitive Sen¬ 
tence h , which they all fubferib’d, wherein they profefs’d that they ought 
not to recede from the Niccne Faith ( which contain’d the ancient Faith 
dictated by God to the Prophets and Apoftles, and from them fucccltively 
handed down by the Fathers) to which nothing (hould be added, from 
which nothing (hould be diminilh’d, and the word Subftance^ both as to 
name and thing fhould remain unfliaken. Next they explicitly condemn’d 
the Arian Doftrincs in feveral Propofitionswherein they particularly 
ftruck at the very Root and Vital parts of the Arian Herefie. Laftly, 
they cenfur’cl k and depos’d ' Orficius , Valens , Gcrminins , Anxcntins , 
and Cams , as obftinate Hereticks, as Corrupters of, and implacable 
Enemies to the Council, and the Faith of Nice. This being done, 
they wrote an account 1 of all to the Emperor, befeeching him that 
no Innovations might be made in the Faith, but that things might 
remain as they had been fetled in the time of his blefled Father, and 
that lie would pleafe to give the Bifhops ( many of whom were Poor 
and Aged ) leave to return to their feveral Churches, to take Care of 
the People committed to their Charge , and to joyn with them in 
Prayers for the Happinefs and Profperity of his Reign. This Letter 
they font by ten of tluiir own body, men of honeft Minds, but unex¬ 
perienc’d in the Arts and Subtleties of bufinefs, efpecially in the 
Affairs of Courts, and as many the Arians fent on their Part, Perfons 
of Age and Experience, of Wit and Dexterity , and who had been 
train’d up in the Methods of Craftinefs and Deceit. But Vrfacius and 
Valens having got the ftart, and coming to Court before the reft, 
had fo poftefs’d the Emperor’s mind with prejudices againft the Pro¬ 
ceedings of the Council, that when the Legates arriv’d , they were 
not admitted to the Emperor’s prefence, but were wearied with de¬ 
lays, the Courtiers pretending the Emperor was taken up with more 
important AfFairs. But that he might not feem wholly to ncglcft 
them, he wrote ,n to them to cxcufe his not having convers’d with 
the Legates, that Matters of that nature requir’d a mind free from 
the Difiradtions of publick bufinefs, which he could not have at this 
time, being ready for an Expedition againft the barbarous People, 
that therefore he had commanded them to ftay at Aclrianople till his 
return, when he would take an account of their McfTage, and fend 
them back, and that they fliould not think much in the mean time 
to wait their coming back. The Synod little fatisfied with this 
McfTage, writ back an 11 Anfwer to the Emperor, that they could by 
no means recede from what they had done , and that they had given 
the fame in Charge to their Legates, that they once more befought 
his Majefty to let them go home, that they might depart before the 
Winter grew too for upon them, which would render their return ex- 

treatn difficult and uneafic to them. _ 
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; s f r ' s & c 1,2 ' X L T H E Emperor being now at leifure, the Legates ° are call’d 
I5? ' f ' for, and being circumvented by crafty but fair pretences, were told 
that the Difference was not great, confining only in one word , a 
thing not worth contending about, that the word Snbtfancc , which 
was the great bone of Contention , was ambiguous , and had been 
rafhly taken up by the Fathers without any Authority from the 
Scripture, and that the true Faith was, that the Son was like the 
Father (though therein lay a pernicious Fallacy, they owning him 
to be like indeed, but not equal to the Father.) With thefe and 
fome other Artifices, the Legates were prevail’d with to confcnt to 
, them, and to communicate with the Arians * after which they were 

difmift, and Orders lent to Taurus the Praffedl, not to fuffer the Sy¬ 
nod to break up ,• till they had all yielded to the preferibed Form, 
and that they who flood out, fliould te all banilh’d, till there were 
not above fifteen left. The Legates returning, were denied Commu¬ 
nion, though, they pleaded the force that had been put upon them. 
But the Arians growing more confident by this fuccels, the Catholick 
Fathers, partly not feeing to the bottom of things, partly tir’d out 
with their tedious flay , came over to an agreement with the Orien¬ 
tals , not above twenty being left that made good their ground, 
of whom Phd'badius Bifliop of A gen in France was chief Thefe Tau¬ 
rus befbught with the moft paflionatc Importunities to yield $ they 
had been now feven Months Ihut up in the City, that they were al- 
mofl flarv’d by thedcarcity and hard (hip of the'Winter , and that 
> othervvife there could be no hopes of their departure * that they 
fliould follow the Example of the moft, whom they ought to think 
wifer than a few. PhAadius for a while could not be wrought upon, 
till at la ft a Temper was found out, that he and his Party fliould 
have liberty to add their Explication to the Confcffion, which they 
did, and therein condemn’d Arius , and fome of his main Propoliti- 
ons, though after all their Caution herein, they were craftily over¬ 
reach’d and impos’d upon. Indeed the whole Affair was tranfafted 
and carried by the Artifice and Difiimulation of Valens of Mnrfa, 
p tUim.adv. who r before the whole Council, publickly profefs’d that he was no 
Arian , and that he abhorr'd their Blafphemies. Whereupon Muj'o- 
Sjnod. Ariin.' ttius Billiop of Bjzacium , a man reverenc’d by all for his Age, mov’d 
the Synod, that the impious Affcrtions charg’d upon Valens might be 
read and cenfur’d by the Council. Which was accordingly done by 
Claudius of the Province of Piccmtm. Upon reading the Paper Valens 
ftorm’d, and declar’d the Affertions were none of his, and to clear 
himfclf cried out, whoever denies that Chrift the Son of God was 
begotten by the Father before the World, let him be accurfed. 
Whereto the Council unanimoufly added their Placet. He goes on, 
whoever denies the Son to be like the Father according to the 
Scriptures * or that affirms the Son of God not to be Eternal with 
the Father5 or that {hall fay, the Son ofGod is a Creature, as arc 
the reft.of the Creatures* or that he arofe out of nothing, and not 
of the Father * or that there was a time when he was not a Son, let 
him be accurfed. To all which Propofitions he denounc’d a parti¬ 
cular Anathema , the Synod alfo adding their Suffrage to each of them. 
Several other Queftions Claudius put to him, whereof he purg’d him- 
frlfi and this amongft the reft * whoever (hall affirm that the Son of 

God 
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God was indeed before all Ages, but not before all time, (this being 
a Fallacy under which the "Arians us’d to flicker themfelves) let hiiii 
be accurfed. Which was uhivcrfally affented to, and all were pleas’d 
with his candid and full Conlefiion, lb that they extoll’d him to the 
Skies, and blam’d themfelves that they had fufpetted him. And yet 
all this while there was a Snake in the Grafs, which they faw hot, 
he having cunningly Ihufflcd in this Propofition amongft the reft, that 
the Son of Cod was not a Creature, like the refl of the Creatures : the 
fling whereof (though they did ilo; then difeern itj lay in this, that 
the denying the Son to be like the reft of the Creatures, did how¬ 
ever ilecelfarily iiifcr him to be a Creature, though in a more fub- 
Jime and excellent capacity than the reft. And as for the word.g>ltb« 
flatten it being cried out againft as an unfcriptural Term; and that 
which by its novelty had given great offence, the unwary Fathers 
contented to lay it afidc, not reckoning it worth while to contend 
about words, fo long as they thought themfelves fecure of the Sence. 
The I(Tue was, both Parties refted finished, the Art an Confeffion car¬ 
ried the day, and was publifh’d abroad as the Determination of the 
Council of Ariminnm . And plain it is throughout the whole courfe of 
the Story that the Arians mightily bore up themfelves upon the Re¬ 
putation and Authority of this Synod, which at every turn they 
oppos’d 0 to the great Council of Nice , and thought it weighty 
enough to be laid in the ballance with it. The Synod being ended, 
Vrjacius p and his Party going for the Eaft , ftaid a while at Nice a 
City irt Thrace , where they Synodically conven’d, and tranflating the 
Confeffion pafs’d at Ariminnm into Greek, ratified it anew, and pu- 
blifh’d it, giving out that this Faith publifh’d at A 7 /«ywas di&ated and 
drawn up by an Oecomnical Council; that fo unwary People being 
impos’d upon by the name of Nice , might think this to be the Creed 
compos’d by that great Synod of Nice. But the Impofture was foon 
found out, and the attempt exploded by all as Foolifh and Ridiculous. 
Nor did the Triumph of the Conq'ueft which they had gain’d at 
Ariminnm laft long. For the Catholick Fathers ( i, however impos’d 
upon at pretent, were no fooner return’d home, but they faw their 
Error, and retraced what they had agreed to in that Council, con- 
felling with Tears, they had been over-reach’d by Fraud and Subtlety, 
and that they little fufpefted but mens Minds and Tongues had agreed 
togetlier. I fha 11 remark nothing further concerning this Synod‘at 
Ariminnm , than that they took upon them not only to difeufs Matters 
of Faith, but to fettle Privlledges upon die Clergy and their Churches, 
particularly ordaining r that the Carriages belonging to any Church 
fliould be exempt from publick Service, and fliould be liable to no Mo- 
leftation. But this Conflantius foon after took away, and perhaps was 
tiot well pleas’d that they had taken fo much upon them.

Socrates r from Sabinm his Collodions of Synodal Traiil- 
adions, has given us a particular account of the Ads of this Council, 
whole Foot-fteps we fhall briefly follow. On the XXVII. of npnmb. 
M f p* Ann. CCCLIX. the Council was opened, when Leonas told them, 
that every one had liberty to propound what he pleas’d, hut they re¬ 
fus’d as yet to enter upon the moft important Matters, pretending 
that feveral whom they expeded, were not yet arriv’d, as indeet 

Macedonia 
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Mi sc don ins of Conflantinople , Bafil of Ancyra , and. forrie others had 
upon pretence of Indifpofition or the like excus’d themfelvesj hot ’ 
knowing what might be moved in "the Synod againft them. And' 
when notwithftanding Leonas urg’d they fhoula proceed, they an- 
fwered, that they could propound no Queftions, till firft they had 
examin'd the Cafe of thofc Bifhops that were accus’d. So that they 
could not agree what firft to difeufs, whether Matters,of Faith, or 
the accufed Bilhops, and to this Confufion the Emperor’s Letters did 
not a little cpntribute, fometimes commanding the one, and fomc- 
times the other. The Iftuc was, the Council divided into two parts, 
the one headed by Acacius Bifhop of Caftrea , George of Alexandria , 

Vranius of ‘lyre, and Eudoxius of Antioch , to whom about thirty 
others joyn’tl themfelvcs; the other manag’d by George of Laodicca^ 

Sophronius of Pompeiopolis , Ffnfjus gf Cyzicum , followed by the far 
greater part of the Synod.. It being determin’d that Matters Of Faith 
mould be handled firft, Acacius and his Party contended that the 
Nicene Creed fhould be abolillul, and another Form drawn up. The 
other fide were in all things for adhering to the Synod of Nice , only 
tliat the word Coilfubflanttal fhould be left out. The Difpute held 
till night, when SilvanusBM. hop of Tarf us flood up and fpake aloud, 
that no new Confeftion fhould be made, but that that which had 
many years fincc been agreed on at Antioch , in the Synod afTembled 
for the Dedication , fhould be ratified. Which faid, the Acacians 
withdrew, and the others producing the Antiochian Confeffion, read 
it in the Synod, and fo ended that SefTion. 

II. THE next day being met in Council, they flint thedoots, 
rind fubferib’d the Confeffion of Antioch , Deputies fubferibing for 
thofc Prelates that could not attend the Council. This furnifh’d 
Acacius and his Followers with a plaufible Obje&ion, who did that 
thofc doings muft needs be nought, that were forc’d to feek Privacy, 
rind could not bear the open light. The Truth is, they had them- 
telves drawn up another ConfefTion, which they had privately.fhewd 
to Leonas and Laurfcius , and which they were pafFionately defirous 
mould take place. The third day Leonas took .great pains to per¬ 
vade both Parties to meet together in the Synod, at what time Ma-. 
cedonius of Conjlantimple, and Bafil of Ancyra were come, who joyn’d 
with the moderate Party. At this the Acacians were afrefh offended, 

(they being the chief Perfons excepted againft)and refus’d to come into 
the Council, till they who had been depos’d, and all that wereaccus’d, 
were firft difinifs’d. Which being granted for quietnefs-fake, they 
came in ; when Leonas acquainted the Synod that Acacius had given 
him a Paper (which he dief not tell them was a Confeffion of Faith, 
nor did they fufpefit it) which he commanded to be read together 
with the Preface to it 1 , wherein they fet forth, “ that having ac- ‘ nxt.ip, Socr. 

co ^ing to the Emperor’s command come to the Synod, they had 
t( tnade it their bufinefs, that the Peace of the Church might be pre- p.696. cpyb. 
Serv’d, and Matters of Faith fairly and orderly debated, and that lu l l h Lmi! ' 
J nothing might be obtruded upon the Faith of the Church, but 
i( ."’hat was contain’d in the holy Scriptures. But fora/much as fome 
^ in the Council had affronted feveral of their Party, filenc’d others, 

< ‘ ( excluded otliers, when as they themfelvcs had brought fome inf o 
the Synod that were depos’d, and others unduly and uncanomcally 
* y 2 “ ordained, 
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tc ordained, fb that the Council was fill’d with Tumult and Confu- 
lion ; for this Caufe they were forcd to declare, that they did not 
“ decline the ConfefTion agreed on, and promulgated in the Dedicn- 
“ tion at Antioch , which they own’d and produc’d at every turn, but 
a becaufe thefe words o^miov and o^ivcnov had heretofore, and did 
“ ftill difturb and trouble many, and that fome had lately introduc’d 
“ a novel term, ™ civc/yiov, importing the Son to be unlike the fa- 
“ ther ; therefore they rejected both the o^mov and the o^/W<o»', as 
“ Expreffions unknown to Scripture, and exprefly condemn’d the 
“ civo/ngiov , and denounc’d all that held them to be feparated from 
“ the Church. Tor that they did openly profefs the Son to be like 
“ the Father, according to the Apoftles Doftrin'e, who fayes of him, 
u that he is the Image of the invifible God. Then follows the Con- 
feffion it felf, conform neither to the Nicene or Antiochian Creed, but 
warily couch’d in filch Terms, that both the Arian and Actian Party 
might fafely fiibfcribe to it. It ran in this Form.

To thefe Subfcriptions there is a Note added in Epiphanius, import-' 
ingthe whole number to be XLIII. whereas being reckoned by parti¬ 
culars, they amount to no more than XXXIX. To fupply this, a man 
might be apt tofu IpeQ: that the four Bifliops, viz. Bafil , Marc, Pan- 
cratiiiSy and Hypatianus (whom Epiphanius but juft before mentions as 
prefent and fubferibing j fliould be taken in. But that PafTage (as 
tis judicioufly corrected both by Pctavius u , and Falefuts w with little « Ayimdv.i* 
or no Alteration^ plainly refers to their fublcribing the ConfefTion T^Ji***' 
of Faith at Sirminm. It remains therefore that that Note was not $ocr. p. 
originally put down by Epiphanius , but added by Fome later hand, 
which heedlefly reckoning upon thofe four Bifliops, fumm’d up the 
whole number into XLIII. But omitting that, come we to the thing 
it felf. The Synod was not a little fiirprizd at the Matter, Sobhronins 
bifliop of. Pompeiopolis crying out, if for any man that will, every 
day to"declare his Opinion, be to be accounted a Confeflion of Faith, 
we fliall foon be left deftitute of a meafure and rule of Truth. In 
the fourth Seffion held the day after Acacias told them, that it could 
not be inconvenient to draw up now a new ConfefTion, feeing the 
Nicene Creed it felf had been oft chang’d and altered. Eleupus of Cy- 
zicum replied, that the Synod was now met not to learn what it had 
not learn’d already, nor to receive a Faith which it had not before, 
but that infilling upon the Faith deriv’d to them from their Fathers, 

(meaning that of the Synod of Antioch) they fliould not Puffer either 
Life or Death to part between them and it. 

III. AFTER this they began to examine the Acacian Confeflion, 
and ask’d in what fence they held the Son to be like the Father; the 
Acacians anfwered, that they affirm’d him to be like in Will only, 
not in Subftance ; all the reft affirming him to be fo in Subftance and 
EfTence. The day was (pent in this Difpute, feveral confuting Aca¬ 
cias out of his own Books, wherein he had maintain’d the Son to be 
like in all things to his Father, asking how he had face now to deny 
it. He replied (and it was it feems the beft anfwer he had at hand) 
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that none either of the Ancients or Moderns wds to be judg’d out of 
his Writings. The wrangling, as in fuch Cafes is iifual, grew higher, 
and the Difpute grew more warm and hot, till Eleufuts flood up and 
lpake to this purpofe, whether Bafil and Marc have done anything 
between themfelves, and whether they and the Acacians do mutually 
charge one another about private Matters, the Synod is not concern’d 
to enquire, rior is it neccflary curioufly to examine whether their Con¬ 
feffion be good or bad ; but it becomes us to embrace the Faith 
agreed upon by our Elders, the XCVIL Prelates that conven’d at 
Antioch ; and that if any dare to introduce any other befides this, he 
be accounted as cafl out from Religion and the Church. This Dif- 
courfe was receiv’d with general Acclamation, and the Synod for 
that time difmifs’d. The next day the Acaciam refus’d to come to 
the Council, and fo did Leonas , who now openly declar’d on their 
fide, and the Meffengers that,came from the Synod found them aJTciri- 
bled in his Houfe. He feiit them word that the Synod was divided, 
and that he was commanded by the Emperor, not to be prelent, un- 
lefs they could all agree, that therefore they might go and prate to- 
gether in the Church. The Acacians were often cited, but they 
fometimes requir’d that certain Bifhops might be lent to Leonas his 
Houfe to confer with them, fometimes affirm’d that the Emperor 
had impowred them to judge others. So that nothing further could 
be done, whereupon the Synod proceeded to cenfures, depofing Aca- 
cists, George of Alexandria , Vranitss of ’lyre, Leonti sis of 'fripoly, Eu* 
doxisis of Antioch , and fome others; and excommunicating Aflerittt , 
Eufebius , Abgarsts , and fix more, till they had purg’d themfelves of 
the Crimes charg’d upon them. An account of all which they fenc 
in Letters direfted to the feveral Churches, and fo the Synod difiolv’d, 
ten of them being appointed to wait upon the Emperor, to acquaint 
hirh what had pafs’d in that Council. 

IV. BUT the Acacians were too nimble for them, and got fir/l 
to Court, where they told their Tale enough to their own Advan¬ 
tage, calling Reproaches upon the Synod, which they affirm’d to 
have been an AfTembly of lend wicked men, met together to the De- 
flruftion and Ruine of the Church. Befides partly by Pretexts of 
Truth, partly by Bribes, partly by Flattery and fubtle Infinuations 
they had made the great men of the Court on their fide; amongfl 
whom Acacitss, who was a man of quick Parts, wcll-ljxdten, and in¬ 
finitely aftive and diligent, and not a little regarded for his eminent 
Station in the Church, and his Relation to the great Enfib jus his Pre- 
decclfor, had a confiderable Interell. The Emperor was lately re¬ 
turn’d from the Wcllern Parts to Conflantinopley where they met him,- 
who was fo incenfs’d at the Suggeflions which Acacius and his Party 
had made, that fie refolv’d to crufh the oppofite fide, and turn’d out! 
all of that Party out of all publick Offices. And the better to cfFcft 
their pnrpofe, they perfvvadcd the Emperor to convene a Synod; 
which confided partly of Weflern Bifhops, to wir, the Legates of 
the Council of Arimimm^ lately come to wait upon the Emperor, 
partly of Libyan Bifhops, Serras, Stephanas , and lome others, but 
the Major part were the Bifhops of the Ea/t, efpecially they of the 
Province of Bsthynia , as being next at hand, the chief of whom was 
Maris of Chalcedon. There met to the number of fifty Bifhops, or as 
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the Alexandrian Chron/con * reports it, feventy two. The Synod was - Al 1,1 ■ Con 'f 

divided y into two principal Faftions, the one of the Semiarian or 

Jfom'iionfian Party, under the conduft of Bafil of Ancyra , and Enfla- mins rtmfin* 

thins of Sebaflea ; the other of the Hetvrott flans, who held the Son to / 

be of a quite different nature from the Father. The chief Heads of c . 

this Party were Maris Bifliop of Chalcedony and Eudoxius of Antioch , 

and with them fided Acaci/ts, not fo much out of kindnefs to their 

Opinion, as out of fpite to Bafil for ihewing refpeft and honour to 

Cyril of \fern(alt ns, whom he had depos’d. But they who appear’d 

mofl in the bufinels were Actios and Eunomists, who though they 

were but Deacons, yet being bold forward men, and quick nimble 

Diljiutants, were made choice of to enter the Lids as Champions on 

this fide. Which when Bafil and his Party perceiv’d, they declin’d 

theConted, faying, ’twas an indecent thing for Bifhops to difpute 

with Deacons about Matters of Faith. The other fide replied, that 

the Difpute was not now' about Dignity and Precedence, but to 

fearchand find out the Truth. So Bafil unwillingly condefccnded to 

the Debate, wherein (if wc may believe my Author, a Favourer of 

the Actian fide,) he was fo utterly and irrecoverably baffled by Actios, 

that he not only confefs’d that the Son was wholly of a different Sub- 

dance from the Father, and had no manner of Communication with 

it, but at Artists his rcquefl ratified this Confeffion with hisownSub- 

feription. However Conftantius finding the Di draft ions that were 

in the Council, and that lie might not feem altogether to flight the 

late Sdcucian Synod, at the inflance of the Legates, (the Principal 

whereof were Eat (l at hi ns of Armenia, Bafil of Ancyra, Sylvanns of 

far fits, and Elenfitts of Cyz.ic/mt) firfir referr’d 7 the Matter to the 

Hearing and Judgment of Honor at us (whom he had then newly made b 572. 

Prefeft of the City) and fome others of the Scnatorian Order, and 

then recall’d a it to his own hearing, whereat when Baft' prefuming a r ‘ >:od ' L 2 

upon his wonted Freedom with the Emperor, took upon him to re- f,a7 * p ' 111 

prove him for undermining the Apodolick Doftrine, the Emperor 

commanded hirn to hold his Peace, as being become a Diflurber of 

the Church. Hereupon Euftathius took up the Argument, And finer. 

Sir , (laid lie) yon defire Matters of Faith fhould be determin'd, behold 
what Blafiphemics Eudoxius has •.vomited up agaissft the only begot test Sots 
of God., And with that prefented him a Confeffion, wherein were 
thefc words: Thofie things that are produc'd after a diver fie manner, are 
diflike in fib fiance. There is one God the Father , of' whom are all things , 
and one. Lord fie fas Chrifl, by whom are all things . Bat of whom, and 
by whom are things unlike ; therefore the Son is unlike God the Father. 

The Emperor was flartled at this, and ask’d Endoxius whether this 
was his Writing, who difown’d it, and cafl it upon Aetins, who be¬ 
ing font for, and fhew’d the Confeffion, was ask’d whether he was 
the Author of it. He not knowing how tilings flood, and hoping 
that it made for his Credit and Advantage, own’d it to be his ; 
whereat the Emperor immediately fentcnc’d him to be banifh’d to 
Pepuza a Town in Phrygia, and lie was difgracefully turn’d out of 
tile Palace. Then Euflathsus charg’d Eudoxius to be of the fame 
Opinion, and that Aetius had written this by his direftion, as appear’d 
in, that none but he could tell Aetins to be the Author. But Judges 
(faid the Emperor) ought not to proceed by Conjeftures, but accu¬ 
rately to examine Matters of Faft. If it be not fo (replied the Bilhop) 
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let Endoxius Convince us of the contrary, by denouncing an Anathc?ni 
to this CohfefTion of Aetius ; which the Emperor judging rcafonablc, 
commanded him to do it. But the man began to bathe, and fought 
to elude it by Arts and Tricks: Which the Emperor perceiving, 
thrcat’ned to fend him after Aetius, if lie did not do it, which lie 
then did, condemning that Do&rine which both then and afterwards 
he condantly maintain’d. And when he urg’d, that Eufiatbius alfb 
ought to condemn the word CoitfUbtfaittUlI, as not found in Scripture, 
Sylvanm anfwered, that the was not the only tiling excepted 

againd, that they had invented a great many other Exprcmons (fiich 
as to tot ov f izt)v 1 t ro xtS c to supt.iTioi’) not to be found in Seri- 
pture, nor in any Prophetick or Apodolick Writing, which they 
fhould do well to condemn, and to banilh out of ail Chriftian AfTem- 
blies. Which the Emperor granting, commanded the Eudoxhws 
to condemn them. This at fil'd they refus’d, till perceiving the Em¬ 
peror to refent their obdinacy, they unwillingly did it, but ceas’d 
not dill to urge the condemning the word C 'on fab ft antral. Where- 
upon Syhanus turning to the Emperor, prefs’d them with this Argu¬ 
ment, if God the Word be neither made out of nothing, nor be a 
Creature, nor of any other Subdancc (thefe being the Exprcflions 
which they had but jud now condemn’d) then he mud be Confnbfian- 
tial with God the Father, as being God of God, and Light of Eight, 
and have the very fameNature with him that begat him.(Though how 
Sylvanm, who Tided with the Semiarians , could fo drongly plead for 
the Confabfi ant ial Dottrine, Theodorit mud an Twer for it.) The Ar¬ 
gument was unanfwerablc, but had no fuccefs; yea, the Acacian and 
Eudoxian Party rais’d a great Noife and Clamour, infomucli that the 
Emperor was angry with the other fide, and threatned Banifhment. 
Sylvanm and the red refolutely told him, that he might appoint 
what punifhment he pleas’d, blit it belong’d to them to determine 
concerning Matters of Piety and Impiety, and that they w«uld never 
betray the Do&rine of their Ancedors. Upon which the Emperor 
gave Sentence of Banifhment againd them, and commanded their 
Churches to be anew fiipplicd. 

V. T H IS Conted being ended,the Emperor ordered the Synodical 
depofing and Condemnation of Aetius , which his Friends and Part¬ 
ners durdnot contradift, but for fear of the Emperor, were forc’d to 
difiemble, and fubferibe the Sentence, only Scrras and the Libyan 
*Tixuj>.'ibioil. Bifliops dood out. Whereupon a Letter b was written in the name 
ib. C.28./U 14. 0 f t j lc Synod, and lent to Georpe Bifhop of Alexandria to let him 
know what they had done in the Cafe of yletius, that for his impious 
and fcandalous Writings, they had depriv’d him of his Deacon-fhip, 
and excommunicated him, and had forbid that his impious Epidles 
fhould be receiv’d or read, and that if he perfided in this Courfe, 
both he and all his Followers fhould be put under an Anathema: that 
the Libyan Bifliops that came to the Synod, had obdinately refus’d 
to concur with the red in this Sentence, nor would yield after all the 
Methods that had been us’d to prevail with them, whom therefore 
they had denounc’d excommunicate, if within fix Months they did 
not comply with the Vote and Dccifion of the Council, and had or¬ 
dered, that being depos’d, others fhould be fubdituted in their room. 
I11 this Letter we find Serrus, one of the Libyan Prelates, though he 
refus’d to fiibfcribc to his Condemnation, yet giving in this TcdL

mony againd Aetius before the Council, that he had dar’d to 
fay that God had reveal'd thofe things to him , which he had\ con- 
Jal'd from the very Apofiles, and from all others to that day. Which 
agrees^ with what his great admirer Philofiorgim * reports of * Lib. 3. c.vj. 
him that he had a Vifion from Heaven to confirm and comfort him, ?• ^• 
and which miraculoufly convey’d to him an infuperable and hrefifta- 
ble Wifdom, fo that from that time lie had this peculiar Gift, that 
he fhould alwayes get the better in Deputation. No fooner had 
Gemc received the Synodal Epidle, but in a Convention of Bifliops, 
which he had fummon’d to that purpofe (though plac’d by my Au¬ 
thor b out of due time) he caus’d the Followers of Aetius (who Were c .u. 

numerous in thofe Parts) to fubferibe the Decree of the Confiautino- P- S02. 
politan Council made againd him. In fliort, the Conclufion of the 
Council at Conftantinoplc was this, they pitch’d upon the Confedion, 
which had the names of the Confuls prefix’d to it, and that had been 
lately publifh’d in the Synod at Arimimm , which they now again, 
confirm’d c , with Tome few Additions made to it, wherein they con- 
demn’d the word Subfiance , as unknown, offenfive, and unfcriptural, 
and made it unlawful to make any mention of the Hnofiafis ot the p. i 53 . 
Father, Son, and holy Ghoft. The main Spring of all thefe Motions, 
was Acacins, who by the Power of his Intered, and the Dexterity of 
his Wit, manag’d all Adairs in the Synod, all the A£ts and DiF 
patches whereof, werediaated and digeded by him ; hefteey’dthe 
Emperor which way lie pleas’d, fo that he depos’d andbanidicj Bafil, 

Euftathiusy Macedonia of Constantinople, and all others that flood in 
his way, whole vacant Secs he fill’d up with luch Perlbns as were 
agreeable either to his Humor or his Intered. 

VI. THE Synod -at Conftantinoplc breaking up, and the great 
Church of S. Sophia , which the Emperor had lately re-built, being 
anew dedicated by Endoxius (who upon Maccdonius his Banifhment 
had invaded that See) Confiantius in the Spring of the year Ann• 

CCCLX. began to fet forward in his Expedition againd Pcrfia, and 
having unfortunately (pent the Summer, return’d to keep his Winter- 
Quarters at Antioch. Where they again took the opportunity of eda- 
blitting their Caufe by another Synod d , and of damning the word ‘MMSymi. 
Sutfhmce under any Relation, declaring the Son to be in all things £ l 9 . 
unlike the Father, both in Subdance and in Will, and that lie was TbtoLi.*.c.$i 
made out of nothing, whence they gain’d the Title of Anomtans, and ?• »‘9* 
of ExucontianSy or thofe that affirm’d that the Son was made dpt of 
nothing. And when the CathoKcks ask’d them, how they who ac¬ 
knowledg’d the Son to be God of God, durft contrary to their own 
declar’d Form, affert him to be unlike , and made of nothing, they re¬ 
plied, they herein followed the Apodlc, who layes, that all things 
are of God ; in which number the Son is alio comprehended; and in 
this fence they meant what they had lb oft inferted into their Con- 
fefiions, that hewasfb according to the Scriptures. At lad the Form 
agreed upon in the late Synod at Confiantinopley/zs again approv d anp 
ratified. The See of Antioch by Endoxius his removal to Constanti¬ 
nople, was vacant at Confiantins's coming thither, and upon a. nice en¬ 
quiry Meletius (who upon Eufiatbius' s Depofition, had been not long 
before made Bilhop of Scbajtia in Armenia , but liv’d at this time at 
Ber/td) was judg’d the fitted Perlon for the place; a man in whorn 
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all Parties contented, each concluding him of their fide. He was it 
feems a prudent and moderate man, that had not mix’d himtelf with 
the Squabbles and Controverfies of the Age, but had preach’d plain 
' aib.2, t. 44. honeft, moral Dottrine to the People (as c Socrates and Sozowen l 
t ulffyf' exprefly fay) fo that not having critically declar’d himtelf, each Party 
p. 587. hop’d to find him theirs. But no fooncr was he tetled here (where 
he was receiv'd with great Demonftrations of Joy, and with an uni. 
verfal Confluence and Acclamation of the People) but he put all out 
of doubt, openly declaring himtelf for the Catholick Dobhine. Tor 
the Emperor having defir’d the chief of the Prelates to preach upon 
that Text, exltae jja clpyfw o'f&j’ costV tis egyx. tuny, lhc Lord 

created we, the beginning of bis wayes for bis Works, that lo they might 
be more accurately expounded to the People (Notaries alio being ap¬ 
pointed to take their Sermons) firft George Bifliop of Laodicea, then 
Jcacifts of Ci/'/ml preach’d, who delivered themfelves according to 
their Notions and Sentiments in that Matter. After them came up 
x v.xt.fnmo Meletim, who di(cours’d Q upon the Words according to the Sence of 
(jtiijp. iifipb. t} le NiceH? Faith, and ftoutly eltablifh’d the Confibjtantial Do Urine. 

The People were infinitely pleas’d to hear him, and intreated him to 
give them fome fliort Memorial of his Dobtrine, which he did by 
(hewing them three of his Fingers, and then coritrabHng two, one 
only was left, adding, to declare his meaning, there are three which 
are conceiv’d in the mind, though we teem to (peak but to one. 
Which his Adverfaries ftretch’d, as if he had meant it in the SAeUL 
an tence, Sozowen (ayes, that while he was preaching, the Arch- 
Deacon (who was of the oppofite Fablion) ran to him, and with his 
hand (lop’d his Mouth, who thereupon made the Signal with his Fin¬ 
gers which we mention’d, and when the Arch-Deacon laid hold upon 
his hand to hinder him, he declar’d his meaning with a loud voice, 
and exhorted his Auditory to (land to the Nicene Faith, protefling 
that all others were erroneous and falfc. But however it was, his 
Adverfaries were enrag’d, and procur’d him to be haniflfd, and 
zoitts, an old Companion of Arm 1 s, and who, when Deacon, had 
been depos’d by Alexander go be ordain’d Bifliop in his room.Which was 
one thing thatoccafion’d the Schifjn'in that Church,tliote who had hi¬ 
therto .mutually communicated,now (lying off,and teparating from one 
another. Thete things were tranfabled at Antioch about the latter 
'• pbiiofl. 1.6. end of the year CCCI.X. 'The year following another Synod h was 
c ‘ 4 ’ h 501, call’d there upon occafion of Acaciu/s complaint to the Emperor againft 
Endoxins Bifliop of Conjlantinopie, for having, without common con¬ 
tent, ordain’d Eunomius Bifliop of Cyzicum , one that was a profefs’d 
Diteiple of Aetius, and a more fiery and zealous Heretick than his 
Maflcr. The Emperor hereupon tent for Eumjnins to Antioch , and 
(imlmon’d an Affembly of Bifhops, whom he commanded to examine 
the Cate. The Synod calling the Cate before them, demanded the 
Profecutor and Accuter; but none appear’d. F6r Acacitts who thought 
to carry his Defign by his Power and Intereff with the Emperor, and 
never intended it fhould come under a Synodal Difcuflion, declin’d 
the Procefs, and would not appear. For which the Emperor began to 
(iifpebl him, as one that had abted herein rather out of Malice, than 
any good intent, and therefore commanded him to be immediately 
gone to his own See. 

VII. CO/V- 
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VII.' CO N ST A NT IV S was greatly ditejuieted with thete 
Contentions, and found the Sub divilions of the Arian Tribe defign- 
ing little more than to undermine one another, for the compoling 
whofe Differences, lie refolv’d upon a more general Synod, which he 
intended to convene at Nice . But while engag’d in thete Deligiis, 
he was unexpeblly taken ofF, whereupon enlued great Revolutions 
both in Churbh and State. He had fome years fince taken his Coufin 
Julian to be his Colleague in the Government, having created him 
tapir, and tent him into France, to defend thofe Parts againft the In¬ 
roads of the Germans, where lie manag’d the Province with great 
Succefs, till partly by his own Ambition, and partly by the requeft 
of the Army he was mov’d to take upon him the Imperial Name and 
Dignity", and was now marching with his Army towards the Eafl to 
juftifie what he had done. The News hereof infinitely difturb’d Con - 
fiantius, but he milling to the profperous Succeffes that had all along 
attended him againft the Ufurpers of the Empire, and having (huffled 
up a Truce with the Perftans , turn’d his Forces, and march’d to meet 
his Nephew. At Tar fas he fell into a Feaver, (“caus’d partly by his 
making too much haft, partly by the inward Trouble and Vexation of 
his mind) which together with his Journey increas’d upon him, till 
his flefli became (o hot, that it burn’d like Fire. Being come to a place 
call d Mopfucrens in the Confines of Cappadocia and Cilicia, his Spirits 
fail’d, and he expir’d,having lirft been baptiz’d by Euzo/us, and having 
ordain’d (at! leaftwite it was lb given out) Julian to be his Succeftor 
in the Empire. He died Ottober the Vtb. Ann. CCCI.X 1 . in the 
XL Vth. year of his Age, and XXXVIIhA. of his Reign, having ruled 
XIII. years with his Father, and XXV. alone. His body was brought 
to Conpantinople , and after lorne time buried with a pompous Solem¬ 
nity, Julian himtelf walking before the Corps in a mournful Pofture, 
having put off his Crown, and without any other enfigu of Majefty 
upon him, than the Imperial Cloak. He was a Prince of a lofty-Mind, 
careful to preterve the Decorum of State and Empire, a rigid Exa&or 
of Difciplinr, efpecially in Military Matters, fortunate in vanquishing 
inteftine Divifions, and home-bred Ufiirpations, unfuccefsful in for¬ 
eign Expeditions. A great Mafter of thofe private Vertues that adorn 
a Prince, fober, chad, and temperate, kind and bountiful to his Friends 
and Followers, but of a Temper inclin’d to Cruelty, efpecially where 
there was the leaft Sufpition of attempting the Empire, (teen above 
others in putting to death fo many of his neareft Relations) which 
yet he fought to cover with a fmootli plaufible Carriage. He was 
greatly Uxorious, and wholly given up to the conduit of Eunuchs and 
Flatterers, who flood about him, and admir’d all his Sayings as Ora¬ 
cles, and made his affirmation or denial theMeafureand Rule of Truth; 
they fill'd all great Offices in the Palace, and were the Springs that 
fleer’d all publick Affairs, opprcffing in the meantime and fleecing 
the People, and doing innumerable Mifchiefs under the fliadow of his 
Authority. Thete were the quick-lighted Beads about this many¬ 
headed Hydra (they are Julians 1 own words both concerning him 1 Ad 
and them) that exafperated and made him fiercer, who was not over- '{[^ xxirr * 

mild in his own nature, whatever lie pretended to be to others. Nei¬ 
ther his natural nor acquir’d Parts were extraordinary, though he 
affe&ed to bethought learned,but mifearried, when ever attempting 

Z 2 any 
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any thing that way. In facred things he was Superftitious rather 
than Religious, corrupting Chriftianity, in it (elf a moft fimplc and 
k Am.MmtH . abfolute Religion (as the very Heathen Hiftorian k acknowledges 
Lif.2i.mfin. upon t his occafion) with vain and trifling Superftition. He under- 
flood little of the Gontroverfies then ftarted, which yet he curioufly 
enquir’d into, and vigoroufly endeavoured to compote, by driving to 
draw all Parties to be of his mind and way, convening Synods for 
that purpofe at every turn, (the Expences whereof were commonly 
born at his cofl) fb that his whole Reign teem’d nothing but 16 many 
feveral Seflionsofone Ecclefiaflick Diet. This laid him open to all 
the Impoftures and Infinuations of the Arian Party, who fed his hu¬ 
mor, and abus’d his Power, whereby they ftain’d his Reign with the 
Blood and Ruine of more Catholick Chriftians, then perhaps had 
fuffered under any one Heathen Emperor. But it teems he faw his 
Error when it was too late, there being three things, which S. Gre¬ 
gory of Nazianzum (who by the way in nis zealous Tranlports again!! 
1 0ut ' xxi. j u l/aN f eltewhere ovcr-llretches Confiantins' s Commendation) 1 tells 
hi* 9 ami? Us > ^ lc repented of when he came to dye, as the great Blemilhes of 
Tom.iiip.i9’ his Reign, that he had put to death 16 many of his Kindred, that he 
had advanc’d Julian to the Empire, and that he had 16 zealoufly pro- 
« vid. tiuod. moted Innovations in the Faith m . And with that Protellation breath’d 
i.yt.i. p.ns. outhislaft.

I. r j| ^HE death of Confiantins brought along with it great Alte- 
■ ration of Affairs in Church as well as State. For Julian 
being come to the Crown, either to Iweeten his entrance 
upon the Government, or to refieft an Odium upon the Memory of 
Conflantius, pretently recall’d " the banifh’d Bifhops, and rfcftor’d their n Socr.i.^.e.t, 
corifiteated Mates; and calling for lome of the contending Parties fr 1 **'?*^*' 
into the Palace,carncftly advis’d them to lay afide all mutual Feuds and nnj.%. c 
Anirnofitics, and every one to go on tecurely in the way of his Profelfi- P* 12 7 * 
on, flying often to them in an aflefted Bravery, Hearken to me, whom 
the Francks and the Almains have heark'ned to. This pains he took, not 
out of arty kindnefs to them (as his owil Hiftorian ° confeffes) but ° 
to throw a bone of Contention among!! them, for he knew that a ' ? 

general Toleration would Toon let them together by the Ears, and that 
he lliould be thereby freed from the Combination ot an united Multi¬ 
tude, whom he forelaw the Courle he intended to ftccr, would be 
fure to enrage. However at firl! he treated the Cliriftians with great 
Humanity p , commanding that no Force or Incivility lliould be offer- * vid. npiji. 
cdto them, and that none fhould be compcll’d agaitift their Wills ^ 
to lacrifice ; only in the Church of Edejfa, where the Arian Party ’ °' 
had made a Mutiny, and offered violence to the Followers of Valen¬ 
tinus, lie took away the Rents and Revenues of that Church, the 
Mony he gave to his Army, the Rents he converted to private Files ; 
which he did, that being made Poor, and 16 eas’d of their Burden, he 

might 
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might help them forwards in their way to the Kingdom of Heaven, 
as according to his Sarcallick Vein he expreffes himlelf in.his Letter 
*» Kp>ft xliii. t0 Ecebolm s. Nor was it long before he made it a general Calc, cle- 
Driving the Clergy of their Honours and Priviledgcs , and their 
allowance of Corn out of the publick Exchequer, and making them 
fubjeft to lerve in the civil Courts, yea forcing the poor Maids and 
Widows to refund what they had receiv’d out of the common Stock 
and Patrimony of the Church ; he conhEcatcd their Rents, and took 
away their Plate and the Ornaments of their Chuiches, with minute 
other Cruelties, not to be related in this place. 

II. AT Alexandria a Riot hap’nedinthe beginning of his Reign, 
which yet made /ltbanaftus his return more eafie to himlelf, and well- 
come to the People. Gear# the An an Bilhop had been accusd of 
great Mifdemeanors in the Synod at SAeucia, and toi his obftinate 
compliance with the Aetian Party had been depos d. But being a man 
of Stomach and Courage, had gone on, and that with greatei heicc- 
nefs than before. He was become, through his Oppreflions and Cru¬ 
elties, extreamly burdenfbm to the People of Alexandria , ioi ne de¬ 
clin’d not the moft fordid Afts, nor Erupted the moft unjuft invading 
other mens Rights, fo he might but amafs a l great Ellate to himlelf. 

* vi?h. iicrif He would rob the’Fatherlefs r , and feifc Eftates left by 1 arents to 
ixxn.p. 388. t j ie j r Qdidren, he endeavoured to engrofs the Monopoly or. A/tre, 
and to get into his hands the Paper-Marfhes, and the foie radcof the 
Salt-Pits; he invented a new fort of Biers or Coffins for the carrying 
out the Dead, and would not fiiffer a Corps to be fo carried out, witli- 
f s^/. 4 . f .2o. out a Pee firft paid to him. He was obnoxious to all forts of, men ; 
p. 58?. the Nobility hated him for his Pride, and lus imperious Lording it 
over the Governors, being oftner upon the Bench at the Dccifion of 
civil Caules, than Praying or Preaching in the Church; the common 
People look’d upon him as a Tyrant, that ruled all at his Will; the 
Catholicks fled from him as a mercilefs Perfccutor, one that cruihd 
and opprcfscl them where-ever he met them ; the Gentiles were en¬ 
rag’d at him for prohibiting them to exercile the Rites of their Reli¬ 
gion, and taking away by force of Arms the Statues, the confecrated 
Gifts and Ornaments of their Temples. All which rendred him 
univerfally odious, and at this time confpir’d his Ruine upon this oc- 
« A.MirctM. cafion. He had been not long fince at Court 1 , where, according to 
P-1 6 * 6 - his Cuftom, he had accus’d feveral as not: well affected to the Go¬ 
vernment, andamongft other things had inform'd the Emperor, that 
all the Buildings at Alexandria cretted by their Founder the Grea 
Alexander at the publick Charge, ought to pay Rent to the Exche¬ 
quer. At his return, paffing one day, attended with a gieatlrain, 
through a Temple dedicated to the Genius of the City, calling back 
a fcornful look, And bow long (laid he) muft this Charnel-boujeftand 
This the Gentiles refented as an Affront, and look’d upon it as a Pre¬ 
face of the Ruine that was intended it, and thenceforth let tlicm- 
felves to ftudy his Deftruftion, which upon Julians luccecdiug to the 
Empire they accomplifli’d. The Church-Hiftorians « relate the 
p.. 7 o ^./. 5 . Matter (for that it was the fame, I nothing doubt) with more wr- 
f c rchwJux. ticular Circumftances. There was at Alexandria a Temp e o { 
[dAnn.jHU. tbras or the Sun, wherein they had us’d of old to celebrate the Wor- 
fhip of that Deity, efpecially by humane Sacrifices. This placebem^ 
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decay’d, and fill’d with Rubbilh, Conflwntim had bellow’d upon the 
Church of Alexandria, which (Jearoe at this time intended to rebuild 
into a Church, and had to that end given order for the cleanfmg of 
it. But when they were come to the Chancel, or innermoft part of 
the Temple, and had cleered the Rubbilh, they found a great number 
of dead mens Sculls, both of Young and Old, who had been (lain 
there in order to their Charms and Magick Rites, together with cer¬ 
tain Images, and InRruments which the Pricfts had us’d in their Sa¬ 
crifices and impious Myftcrics. Thelc the Chrillians brought forth, 
and carrying them up and down the Streets in Triumph, expos’d 
them to the view of the People, deriding the Follies and Villany of 
Pag.w Supcrftition. The Gentiles were provok’d hercat beyond all 
mealure, and catching up what came next to hand, fell upon the 
Chrillians, knocking fbme on the head with Clubs, Honing others, 
or running them through with Swords, fbme they llranglccf, others 
they crucified, and none came in their way, but were gricvoully 
wounded. But their chief Spite and Rage was againfl George, tile 
Bilhop, whom they took, and that night only put into Prifon. Early 
in the Morning they fetch’d him out, and abus’d him with all manner 
ofCruelty, trampled on, and dragged up and down the City, and 
in the Evening having laid him upon a Camel, carried him to the 
Water-lide, and there burr.’d him, (and the Camel too for Company) 
and after all threw his Allies into the Sea, left, they laid, his Fol¬ 
lowers ffiould gather them up, and build a Church over them, as 
they had done for others, who had died glorious deaths, and had 
commenc’d Martyrs. His death was charg’d by the Arians upon 
Atbamfins* s Party ' v , and Pbiloflorgius x layes exprefly, twas he "Hm ibid: 
plotted and contriv’d it; and withall intimates, it was a juft punilh- 
ment upon George for compelling the Aetian Party to fiiblcribe to the 
Synodical Condemnation of Aetins, agreed upon, and lent to him by 
the Council at Conflantinople. But what Interpretations will not par¬ 
tiality make to lerve aCaule? What will not Malice fay to defame 
anAdverlary? ’Fis plain, that belidcs the account given of it by 
Am . Marcelli/im a Heathen Writer of that time, Julian himlelf fwho 
would have been glad of any Pretext to have lliifted it off from his 
own fide) layes it wholly upon the populace, and thole too of his own 
Religion. 

III. HE was a man fuitahlc to his Country and Education, proud 
and inlolcnt, rough and intractable, fierce and bloody, fordid and co¬ 
vetous. But though Nazianzen decry him for his illiberal Education, 
yet mull he be confefs’d to have been fomething of a Scholar. Wir- 
nuls that noble Library y that he .left behind him, replenilh’d with 
all lorts of Books, of Philolophy, Rhetorick, Hiftory, but efpecially & Avar/.** 
fuchas concern’ll the Chrillian Religion ; indeed fo very confiderable, p - 17^ 
that Julian (who had been acquainted with him heretofore in Cappa¬ 
docia, and had borrowed Icveral Books of him to be tranferib’d) im¬ 
mediately lent two Expreffes to lecurcthe IBooks, commanding that 
his Amanticnfis Ihould be dealt with, who if he faithfully dilcovered 
them, fhould be rewarded, if not, punilh’d; charging the Governors 
under levere Penalties to ule their utmoft Care and Diligence in this 
Matter, and that if anv of the Books had been purloined, they fhould 
examine fillpeClcd Perfbns upon Oath, and their Servants by Torture, 
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that To not one of them might be conceal’d from him. But to pro¬ 
ceed The News of his death was no fooner brought to Court, but 
the Emperor feemingly relented it as an Affront to. his Government, 
and though perhaps well enough pleas'd with the thing it fell, yet 
thought good to take notice of it as a Violation of his Authority, and 
• n,» x. the ordinary Courle of Juftice. He wrote * therefore to the People 
of Alexandria, to let them know what a rafh and unjuft Aftion they 
Ztfrf,: had rulh’d upon, and that although Grom had done ill things, and 
had delerv’d as bad, and perhaps worfe things at their hands, yet 
there were Laws, and they fliould have proceeded againlt him in the 
ufual courle of Juftice, and not taken Revenge and Reformation into 
their own Hands, a thing not to beendurd in any well eftablilh d 
Conftitution; that it was well for them, that this fell out in his tune, 

who for the Reverence that he bore to their great God Scry is, and 

for the fake of his Uncle Julian, who had beenj Prefeft of Lgvft ,.and 
Prefident of Alexandria, would ufe no other Remedies mthi* C afe 
but foft and gentle Methods, to wit, thofe of Argument and Per- 
fwafion, with which he doubted not but they would readily comply. 
This unfortunate end had this troublefome and cruel man, with 
Whole fall his Party were not fo far beaten out of heart, but they 
pitch’d upon a Succeflor, ordaining one Luc net a Presbyter in his 
room, who kept the Party together in private Conventicles. 

IV THIS uproar at Alexandria being over, Athanajius quitted 
his foiitary Retirements, fwhere lie had hitherto Iheltred himfclf) 
and return'd home. A Wellcome Guelt we may be lure after lo hard 
and tedious an Exile; the Wayes . and Streets were crowded from 
39°.&c. a jj p arts anc j a ll places full from whence they might behold this 
great man; the People were divided according to their Sexes, Ages, 
and leveral Trades (as the Cuftom there was, when any great Perfon 
was to receive the Honour of a publick Entry) and every one (wove 
to out-do his Neighbor in the celebrity of the Triumph, which was 
fo great that it became even Proverbial amongft them, when they 
would exprefs the Grandeur of any extraordinary Pomp,to lay .that the 
treat Atlianalius himfclf mat not brought in with more Honor and Solemnity. 
His firif work was to Reftore and Reform the Church, which lie did 
with all imaginable lenity and greatnefs, and even to the Wonder 
and Approbation of his Enemies; next lie endeavoured to abolifh 
Feuds and to reconcile Perfons both to lnmlelf, and to one another, 
injur’d Perfons hereftor’dto right without any regard to Parties or 
Intel efts • Matters of Doarine lie reduc’d to their priftine Purity, 
and the Faith of the holy Trinity was now again fincerely taught, 
imploying his time in writing to, and receiving Letters from the 
moft eminent Perfons and Churches of the Chriftian World Nay 
many of them repair’d to him in Perfon, partly to congratulate Ins 
return partly to aflift him in fetling the Diftraftions of the Church. 
Amongft the banilh'd Bilhops, whole minds were intent upon this 
k c , nirais ftcnfTn were Lucifer b Bifhop of Calms in Sardinia, and Life- 
p. nlVt \im of VercelU in the Confines of Jufubria in Italy, who of law had 
fp ent; t h e t i m e of their tedious Exile in the upper Thebais, not tar 
nufrjli.,%, from Alexandria. Tliele two agreed together, the one to go> to Alex- 
a8.M56.a37. andria, the other to Antioch. Lucifer C who fent a. Deacon 01 two 
f.4. a j on g w j t h Eufecbius to Alexandria to aflift m lus name) went ftraight 
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to Antioch , where he found that famous Church tniferably over-run 
with Schifin. Endows the Arian Bifhop govern’d in chief, and for 
flie main carried all before him, the Catholicks were divided into 
two Parties, the one the Followers of Euftathiw their former, the 
other the Followers of Mcktim their prefent Bifliop (not yet return’d 
fromBanifhment) who kept feparate Meetings, and refus’d to com¬ 
municate with each other. Lucifer hoping to bury this Schifin by 
pitching upon a Perfon in whom both Parties might agree, unad- 
vifedly ordain’d Vaulinas, a Presbyter of the Euflatbian Party, Bilhop 
of that Church, which yet was lo far from healing, that it widen’d 
the breach, one Party more being let up in that miferably-divided 
Church. Vaultuus held his Aftemblies in one of the little Churches 
within the City, which Enjoins out of courtefie and reverence to the 
mail permitted him to enjoy. 

V. V AV LINV S thus advanc’d tot lie See of Antioch, di (patch'd 
Maximus and Cakmerus as his Legates to Alexandria, where Athana- 
jins with En f bins and others out of Italy, .Arabia, Egypt and Libya, 
were aHembled in Council, file chief things debated and determin'd 
in this Synod, were concerning the lapfed Bifhops, who had in the 
late Reign of Confl ant ins gone over to, and joyn’d with the Ariaus, 
whether they fliould be reftor’d to their Secs. At length the milder 
Opinion took place, that thofe w ho had complied only out of fear 
ormiftakc, or had been impos’d upon by^any fpecious pretence,fliould 
upon their Repentance and abjuring of their Error, be re admitted 
to their Churches. But befides this, the Synod perceived that great 
Difputcs were arilen about the true meaning of thefe lerms 
and xxrocnim, one part charging the other with maintaining three 
Gods or Principles, the other recriminating upon them the Charge 
of Sabcllianifem, or confounding the Perlbns in tile Trinity. A mif- 
apprehenfion that created no little difturbance in the Church, and 
broke out into Heats and Feuds amongft good men, as in other places, 
fo particularly in the Church of Antioch, ("for whom the Council 
chiefly intended this Synodal Determination) where wc find c EL- 4 n.-oj. u 
viami Presbyter of that Church, objc&ing to Vaulinas, whom Lu- c P- 2 ° l 
dfer had lately ordain’d Bilhop there, that he denied a Trinity of 
Hypoflafes, whereas Pope Damafas, with whom he pretended to hold 
Communion, exprefly aflerted but one nature, but withal] that there 
were three Hypoflafes in the Trinity. Both Parties were in the right, 
only by Hypoftafts one meant the Eflence (and fo there were not 
three Hypoflafes) while the other underftood the Perfons in the holy 
Trinity. The Synod therefore upon a full Examination of the Matter, 
finding that the miftake lay only in the ambiguity of the lerms, and 
that they all agreed in the fame thing, all held the true Faith of the 
holy Trinity, all abominated the Arian Doctrines, all detefted the 
Sabdlian and Samofeatenian Herefies, decreed, that the Nicene Creed 
was the moft excellent and accurate Compendium of Faith, and tliav 
henceforth they fliould rather aequiefee in, and m ike ufe of the 
Terms agreed on in that Council. And therefore when Socrates d <1 ib.cj.p.i 
affirms, that the Synod condemn’d the ufe of thefe ExprcfTions of 
mice and \zr09tcris, as applied to God; ’tis plain lie miftook the Scnce 
of the Council, which was not (imply to condemn thofe 1 erms (wla c. 
being the very word us’d in the Nicenc Creed) but to adjuft the 
" A a meaning 
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meaning of them, and becaule by reafon of their ambiguity they were 
apt to create mifunderftandings, that therefore they fhould keep ro 
thole Phrafes that had been eftabliffi’d by the Synod of Nice, 'i iicy 
anathematiz’d likewife thole that denied the Divinity of the holy 
Ghoft, affirming it to be a Creature, and of a different Nature and 
Effencc from that of our Lord. • Concerning the Incarnation of our 
Lord, (about which alfo there began to be lome Difpute and Con- 
troverfie) they defin'd, that the Son of God really took our nature 
upon him, and was perfeft man as well as God, of a reafonable Soul, 
and humane Flefh fubfifting, and that in that capacity he wrought 
out our Salvation. In this Synod the Legates from Antioch were re¬ 
ceiv’d, who confentcd to the Atts of it, and loon after it broke up, 
having before their departure defil’d Athanafms to write an an fiver 

• Ext. optr. to them at Antioch. Which not long after was done c , wherein lie 

Tom.i. p.447. at large gives them an account of what had been determin’d in the 

Synod, earncffly prefles the two diffenting Catholick Parties to Peace 
and Concord, and to unite upon no other Terms than that of an 
hearty Agreement in the Nictne Faith, which was abundantly fuffi- 
cicnt to end all Difputes; and that whereas lome produc’d an Expli¬ 
cation made in the Sardican Council, they fhould take notice, that 
it was forg’d, and that no fuch Explication had been agreed upon in 
that Synod ; that to promote thele great: ends of Peace and Unity, 
they were ready to Travel as far as Antioch, which they would have 
done, had not the prelent Neceffitics of the Church detain'd them at 
home. This Letter was liiblcrib’d by Athanafms , and XIII. Biffiops 
that yet ftaid at Alexandria, befides the Antiochian Legates : Eufibius 
of VtrcelU ftibfcrib’d his fentcnce apart in the Latin Tongue, but ex- 
aftly agreeable to the reft ; fo did A (hr fas , and being carried to An¬ 
tioch, it was fublcrib’d likewife by Panlinns, who added an cxplicitc 
Declaration of his Faith concerning three Perfons, and one divine 
EfTence, concerning the Incarnation of our Saviour, and that he ana¬ 
thematiz’d thole who reje&ed the Nicene Taith, and denied the Son 
to be of the Subftance, and co-effcntial with his Father, or affirm'd 
the holy Ghoft to be a Creature, or that held the Principles of Sain th¬ 
us, Photims , or any other Hcrefie.

r. 30. ’ kept his refidc-nce and the Affcmblies of his Party in the Old City, 

(elpecially in the great Apoftolical Church, founded by S. Peter, and 
which is it lelf lometimes ftil’d the Old Church , and ftcod in that part 
of Antioch.) Enzoius with the Arians had Pcfleffion of the A 7 nr, who 
yet out of refpeft to Panlinus allow’d him the ule of one Church. 
And to make the Cafe more deplorable, thele two ancient Friends 
and Fellow-Confelfors Lnciftr and Etfibius, who were to have heal’d 
the breach, fell out themlelvcs, whether becaule E. (bins relented 
Lucifer s ralh Ordination of Panlinus ; and Lucifir cn the other fide 
ftomach’d Eufibius his refilling to approve that AO: (as Socrates and 
lome others think,) or whether becaule Lnciftr being a man of a very 
ftrift and lower Temper, was dilpleas’d with the Determination of 
the Alexandrian Synod about the reftoring of the lapfed Biffiops, or 
whether upon both accounts, it is hard to lay. Certain it is, that 
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thele two good men parted in great dilcontent, Lucifer returning to 
his own Bnlioprickat C alar is, the chief City in the Illand of Sardinia, 
where though he made a lliift in fotne mealure to litpprefs his Senti¬ 
ments while he liv’d (being unwilling openly to dilown what he had 
ratified by his Deput ies in the Synod at Alexandria ) yet after his death 
it broke out into a violent Schilin, his Followers ftyling themlelvcs 
LnciJtriaus, after die name of their Mafter, and utterly rejecting all 
manner of Communion with thole that had any vvayes communicated 
with the /Irian.-. 


VII. WHILE Athanafms was taken up in managing the Affairs 
of his Church at home, his Enemies were buiie to undermine him at 
Court. File Gentiles now enjoy’d the full exercife of their Religion, 
and were arriv’d to that height of Impiety, that not content with 
their common Ceremonies, they ran up into the moft inhumane and 
diabolick Myftcrics, killing e young Children of both Sexes, divining e surj+c.

Ib much vogue and credit with the People, whole pains and prelcnce 
kept them in, and fecur’d his People from Apoftacy. He therefore » 

muff be remov’d at any rate. A Confpiracy wherein both Arians and 
Heathens joyn’d together. The Emperor was inform’d 11 that Atha- *s 0 \.ib.c. 1*, 
unfits without any regard to his Government, did publickly keep Mi$. vw. 
Religious Affcmblies, and had perverted very many Gentiles to his * 

Religion,and that if he were fuffered to go on,not one Gentile would be mss.' 
left, but that they would all Hock over to him,the Tribe alfoof MagicE 
an.<,Philofi)[/l)crs,Arufpiccs ,and Augurs reprefcnting,that their Arts would 
fignifie nothing, unlefs Athanafms , as the great Remora, were taken 
out oi the way. Exafpcratcd with thele fnfinuations, the Emperor 
dilpatch’d this following EditF 1 to Alexandria. •' r.xt.intirFpp .

And when, to molifie thefe rigorous Proceedings, fomc Addrcflcs 
■ Hm u- were made to the Emperor in Ins behalf, he wrote i back to them, 
wherein he Expoftulates with them for their Eaftion and Novelty, 
and their great degeneracy from the Religion of their Anccftors it 
being a fhame that any in that City lhould dare to protels himlell a 
Civile,nr, that they fhoulddo well to hearken to him, who having 
for twenty years been a Chriftian, had by the alfiltance of the Gods, 
chang’d his opinion, and had now for twelve years been ol thei other 
Eeligion: that however they fhould retain mutual Concord, and 
give over defiring Manajius, there being enough of Ins Difciples, and 
they nothing inferior to him, who might tickle their itching Eats

Quarrels between Eudoxius and Actius. 

I. JTVLI AN's death caft fo great a damp and difeouragement 

I upon the Gentiles, that Libanius n himfclf upon the News of „ De v ; t> yy 
J it grew weary of his Life, and calling his Eye upon his Sword, p. 45. 
refolv’d to have difpatch’d himfelf, which he had done, but that fea- 
fonably refletting upon the Principles of his own Philofophy, he re- 
membred that the difpofaloflifewasinnomans Power, and that in 
this Cafe we are to await the Decrees of God, the Violation whereof 
lie could not anfvver in another World. But his death did not more 
difanimatethe Gentiles , then it gave a new Life and Spirit to the 
Chriftian Caufe, which but a little before was in danger to be ftifled 
with the vigorous Efforts of antiquated Paganifm. For Jovian (or 
Jovinian as others call him) who had not long fincc been Captain 
of the Guards, but difeharg’d for his refolute Profeffion of Chriftia- 
nity, being proclaim’d Emperor in the Field, and having upon the 
Spot profefs’d himfelf a Chriftian, no fooner return’d to Antioch, but

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0S00I3.C.S3. gave order 0 to the Governors of the Provinces, that they fhould 
p.2o2.soaS. tQ Church, and worfhip God according to the Rules of the Chri- 
iMi+r*. Sian Religion, and that the banifh’dBilhops Jhould be call’d home to 
P‘ 1 s 2 ' their feveral Sees, and that all Diffentions (if poffible) being removed, 
the Nicene Faith might univerfally take place. To this end he di¬ 
rected Letters to Athanafius, (whom all the World beheld as the 
great Champion of theCatholick Caufe) requiring him to lend him 
an exaCt account of what was the true orthodox faith. The good 
man was glad of the occafion, and a Synod of the neighboring Pre¬ 
lates being conven’d for this purpofe, an Epiftlc was drawn up to be 
PExt.ap.Atb. prefented to the Emperor in this Form?.

A Mind atted with a in came ft defire after the knowledge of divine 
things, it a Temper highly becoming a Religions Prince • for Jo 
food your ifeart truly be in the hand of God. Forajmuch therefore as your 
Piety defres to learn from us the Faith of the Catholick Church, we, having 
for this fir ft rendred our thanks to God, have ref liv'd above all things to 
lay before your Devout and Religions mind, the Faith publifSd by the la¬ 
thers at Nice ; which fomc having re jetted, ancl thereupon endeavoured 
by a thoufand Artifices to undermine ns, bccanje we went not along with the 
Arian Sett, have introduc'd Schifms and Hercfes into the Catholick 
Church. Rut the true and holy Faith in our Lord Jefus Chrift is mani- 
feft unto all, being both known out if, and to be read in the holy Scriptures. 
In which Faith holy men have fuffered Martyrdom, and being diffolv'd, are 
now at re(l in the Lord, and which had for ever remain'd pure and in tire, 
if the wickcdncfs of fame Here ticks had not prefumed to corrupt it. For a 
certain Perfon named Al ius, together with his Followers , made it his 
bufinefs to deprave it, and to bring in Impiety in its room, ajferting the 
Son of God to be made out of nothing, to be a Creature and a Workman? 
Jljip, and to be mutable; with which Difcourfes they fe due'd many , fo that 
, forne who feem'd to be of greateft account were led afide with their blaf 

phemous Infinuations . But our holy Fathers being affembled, at was [aid, 
in the Synod at Nice, condemn'd the Arian Here fie, and confign'd to wri¬ 
ting a Confeffiou of the Faith of the Catholick Church, which being every 
where publijh'd, extingnijh'd that Herefie, which the Founders of it had 
brought in. And this Faith is every where known and preach'd through¬ 
out all the Churches . But forafmucb as fome being Jlill defirous to renew 
the Arian Herefie, have dard to rejett the Nicene Faith ; others pre¬ 
tend indeed to confefs it, but in truth deny it, perverting the meaning of 
the word Confubftantial; and moreover blafphemoufty' affirming concern¬ 
ing the holy Ghofl, that he is a Creature, made by the Sony wc taking into 
Confideration the danger arifing to the People by thefe blafphemons Ajferti- 
ons, have thought it neceffary to offer to your Mtjefly the laith confuted 
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to at Nice, that you may underftand with how much accuracy it was drawn 
up, and how widely they err from the Truth , who maintain any other 
Dottyine. Know therefore, ?nofl Religions Emperor, that this is the 
Faith which w.ts preach'd from the beginning, agreed upon by the Nicene 
Fathers , and afterwards own'd and fubferib'd by all the Churches in the 
World, by thofe of Spain, of Britain, Gaul* by all Italy, Campania, 

Dalmatia, Dacia, Myfia, Macedonia, and all Achaia \ by all the Churches 
0/Africk, Sardinia, Cyprus, Crete, Pamphylia, Lycia and Ifauria; 
all Egypt and Libya, Pontus and Galatia, and the Regions round about , 
and in jhort, by all the Churches of the Eaft, a few only excepted, who em¬ 
brace the Sentiments of Aldus. The opinion of all thefe Churches in this 
Cafe we have known upon Trial , and have their Letters to produce , And 
though fome few dijfent from this Faith, yet we know, Sir, that a few 
cannot pre-judge the confent of the whole World', and being long ft nee in - 
fitted with Arianifm, they do at this time mofi pertinacionfly oppofe the 
Truth 1 Now that your Piety may know the Faith pnbliflj'd by the 
CCCXVIII. Fathers at Nice, though a thing fufficiently known, wc have 
here ft it down. It runs thus. We believe in one God, the Father 
Almighty, &c. In this Faith , Sir, we ought to continue, ns being Di¬ 
vine and Apoftolical, nor may any man alter it by plaufiUe pretences, or 
fopbifiical Rcafonings, as the Arians have done all along , who affirm the 
Son of God to be made of nothing, that there was a time when he was not, 
that he was made, created, and is mutable . For this Rcafin the Council 
of Nice, as wc (aid before, condemn'd that Herefie, and explained the true 
Faith . For they did not affirm the Son to be ftmply and abfolntely like the 
Father, that fo he might not be believed to be fimply like to God, but to 
be true God of God. Moreover they affirmed him to be. Confubftantial, 
which is the Property of a true genuine Son begotten of a true natural Fa¬ 
ther. Nor did they feparate the holy Ghoft from the Father and the Son , 
but rather glorified him together with the Father and the Son, in the one 
Faith of the holy Trinity , there being but one God-head in the holy

II. THIS Letter was delivered to Athanafus and a Committee of 
the Council, who in the name of the Synod were to wait upon, and 
prefent it to the Emperor, for that it fliould be by them drawn up at 
Antioch, I can fcarcely believe. And indeed it was time for them to 
haften thither. For upon the firft Intimation of the new-created 
Emperor, the Arian Party at Alexandria had difpatched away s Lucius , 11 Wd. UbiB. 
Permian, and fome others to Court, to exhibit a Charge againft 
Athanafus. At their arrival they met the Emperor riding through ap.atb. Tom*. 
the Roman Gate to the Artillery-ground, whom they petitioned for HP^c. vjd. 
Audience ; being asked who they were, whence, and for what they ^.642,6^ 
came, they told him, and that they defired a Bifhop might be let 
over them. The Emperor anfwered, that he had given order that 
Athanafus their former Bifhop fhould poflefs that See. They replied, 
that he had been impeached and banimed many years ago. Whereat 
an Officer of the Army Banding by, cried out, I befeech you, Sir, 
enquire your felfwho, and whence thefe are ? for thefe are the Dregs 
and lleliques of that wretched George the Cappadocian, who have wafted 
Alexandria and the whole World. Which the Emperor hearing, 
fpur’d on his Horfe, and rid away for that time. At the next oppor¬ 
tunity 
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tunity they acquainted the Emperor that they had feverai Crimes to 
lay to Athanafi/N s charge, and that he had been banifhed near thirty 
years fince, by the ever-memorable Con famine and Conftantius, and 
after them by the moft Religious and Wife Prince, Julian, late de- 
ceafed. The Emperor anfwered, that Accufitions made ten, twenty, 
or thirty years ago, were part: and laid afide, that they Ihould fiy 
nothing to him of Athanafins, for that he knew wherefore lie had been 
accus’d and baniili’d. The men were not difeourag’d with this ill 
fuccefs, but told the Emperor at the next meeting, that they had 
other Charges againft Athanafius, and requefted that they might 
have any man but him to be their Bifhop, and that if he come amongft 
them, the whole City would be infefted, and no man would joyn in 
his Religious Aifemblies. To this the Emperor anfwered, that he 
had already told them, he had fettled Athanafius* s Affairs, and that 
upon ftritt enquiry he had found him Orthodox, and to teach true 
Catholick Doarinc. They replied, that he fpake well indeed, but 
diffembled in his heart. That, laid the Emperor, is enough, which 
your felves teftifie of him, that he fpeaks well, and preaches truly; 
and if with his Tongue he teaches right, but believes amifs in his 
heart, he is in that Cafe anfwerable only unto God. For we that are 
men, can but hear what is fpoken, ’tis God only knows what is in 
the heart. And when they complain’d that he declar’d them to be 
Hereticks and Innovators in Religion, the Emperor laid, that in this 
he did but his Duty, and that it was the part of all Catholick Prca* 
cliers. After this, and fome other trifling Retjuefts, the Emperor 
difrnifs’d them for that time, commanding them to meet together 
and conliilt the next day $ and after their breaking up told them, that 
the Bifhops were there ready, that each of them Ihould draw up the 
Confeflion of his Faith ; that At h an aft us was there too (Tor by this 
time he and his Company were come to Antioch ) and that whoever 
was ignorant, or unfatisfied in the Faith, might learn of him. The 
Iflue of the feverai AddrefTes and Conferences was, that Euzoius the 
Arian Bifliop of Antioch, who improv’d all his Intereft to fettle Lucius 
in the See of Alexandria , loft his labour, Lucius himfelf was command¬ 
ed to be gone, and quietly to behave himfelf; Probatius Lord Cham¬ 
berlain, and the other Eunuchs (who at Fuzoius' s Inftigation had 
fticklcd hard for Lucius and the Art an Caufe) chaftis’dand punilh’d, 
the Emperor proclaiming, that whoever fliould dare to undertake 
any Rich Caufe againft Chriftians, fliould be ferv’d in the fame man¬ 
ner. After this, Athanafus was honourably difmifs’d by the Emperor, 
with great Commendations of his Vertue and the Integrity of Life, his 
Wifdom and Prudence, as well as his orthodox Belief. 

III. BUT we mu ft not leave Antioch , before we have feen what 
became of the Attempts that were made by fome other Parties at 
that time. The Emperor’s fweet and excellent Temper being known, 
»s/cr./.?.f.3 5 Principals r of every Se£l flock’d about him, hoping to eftablifli 
{>. 203 . So\.l.6, their particular Intercfts, and to fupprefs their Advcrfaries. Amongft 
1. thefe the Macedonian Party appear’d very forward, Rifil Bifhop of 
Ancyra, Silvanus of Tarfus, Sophronius of Pompeiopolis and fome others, 
prefented a Petition in behalf of the Homoiouft.ms , and againft the 
Anonuant, wherein they fet forth, that they blefs’d God for advancing 
hisMajefty to the Roman Empire, defiring him either that thole 

things 
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things might be ratified, which had been concluded in the Synods of 
Anmtmtm and Seleucia, and thole things cancell’d, which by fome 
mens Power and Intereft had been efte&cd ; or elfe that the breach 
remaining in the Churches as it was before thofe Synods, the Bifhops 
from all places might meet together in what place they pleas’d, and 
freely debate things amongft themfelves, none elfe being admitted 
into their Society; and that the attempts of any who had a mind to 
aft clandeftinely, and to impofe upon others, (as had been done in the 
time of the Emperor Conflantius) might not be fuffered to take effe£h 
That they had not themfelves come to Court, left their Numbers 
might give offence ; but if commanded, they were moft ready to do 
it at their own Charge. The Emperor taking their Petition, gave 
them no other anfwer, but that he halted Contention, but lov’d and 
honour’d all that were Studious of Peace and Concord. Much about 
the fame time a Synod was held at Antioch , wherein the Acacian Party 
tack’d about, and made it appear that they could at any time be of 
the Emperor’s Religion, and therefore readily joyn’d with the reft 
in confirming the Nicene Confibflantial Doftrine, which they repro* 
fented to the Emperor in this following Addrefs. 

To our moft Pious and Religious Prince Jovian, 
the Augufl , the Conqueror, the Synod of Bi- 
fliops aOemblcd at Antioch out of feverai Pro¬ 
vinces. 

W E arc not ignorant, moft Pious Emperor, that it is your Majeflies 
chief Care and Study, to promote the Peace and Concord of the 
Church ; nor are we ignorant that yon very rightly apprehend a Form of 
the true orthodox Faith, to be the Foundation of this Unity . Therefore 
that we may not few to be of the number of thofe that corrupt the true 
Doftrinc, we acquaint your Piety, that we. embrace and firmly maintain 
the Faith heretofore agreed on in the holy Synod of Nice. For the word 
COltfUbffantfal, which to fome fecnPd new and (frange, was cautioujly ex¬ 
pounded by thofe Fathers, fo as to fgmfic that the Son is begotten of the 
Subfiance of the. Father, and that he is in fubfiance like unto the Father ; 
fo as neither any Paffion may be under flood to be in that ineffable Generati¬ 
on, nor the word Subftance be taken according tothcVfe and Cufiom of 
the Greeks ; but fo as to overthrow what Arius prefund*d to affert, that 
the Son was wade out of nothing-. Which alfo the Vpftart Anomxans do 
with a greater Ihldmfs and Impudence affirm, to the rending afunder the 
Peace and Agreement of the Church. And for this Reafon wc have to this 
our Addrefs annex’d a Copy of the Creed compos'd by the. Ri(hops in the 
Nicene Council, which ire alfo own, and Is as follows. We believe in 
one God, the Father Almighty, &c. 

This Declaration of their Faith was fubferib’b by XVIL Prelates, 
and by Acacim Bifhop of Cxftret amongft the reft, then whom no man 
had heretofore more vigoroufly oppos’d the Nicene Creed, But he 
knew it feems how to fteer his collide in all Weathers, and foftly to 
comply with what made moft for his prefent Eafe and Intereft. 

B b IV. WHILE 
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IV. WHILE things palsMthus at Antioch, the Anonym Party 
r rhiiofl. 1. 7. was not idle at Conflanttnople. Act ins l ' head of that Scd had con. 
c. 6 .p. 50-j. 'f ceiv \\ great hopes from what Euzoins of Antioch with his Synod of ■ 

p. 5io’&c. nine Billions had done in his behalf in the Reign of Julian. For at the 
earned inftance of Eudoxius hi (hop of Conftantinople, he had null'd 
the Sentence of Dcpofition palsd upon Aetius } and had drawn up a 
Libel in defence of him and his Dodrine. But the change of Affairs 
by the Succeffion of Jovian to the Crown, and the late Council at f 

Antioch that had exprelly condemned the Anomxan Dodrine, had ji 

broke their Meafurcs, and Ettzoius thought belt to proceed no fur- g 

ther in that Matter. Whereupon Ac tins and Ennomins , who were at { 

this time at Conflantinop/e, conceiv’d it high time to look after their 
own Affairs, andtoftrengthen and fccure their Intereft in all places. 

To which purple they confecrated leveral new Bifhops of their Sett; 
at Conftantinople they ordain’d Poemenius, who dying loon after Ele¬ 
ven tins fuccceded in his room ; Thallus at Lesbos, Euphromns for Ga¬ 
latia and Cappadocia, Julian for Cilicia ; 7 heophilns the Indian was lent 
to Antioch to perEvade Euzoins to perfed what he had begun in the 
Caule of Actios , and upon refulal,. to take the Charge of that Peo¬ 
ple upon himlelf. Ill Egypt and Libya, Sot as and his brethren were 
to adminifter the Affairs and Intercffs of the Party. Over the 
Churches of Lydia and Ionia they let Candidas and Arianns , whom 
Actios himlelf accompanied home to give them Poffeffion of their 
Charge. But he met with an Oppofnion which he look’d not for. 

For one Theophilns a Billiop of his own Fadion, let himlelf againft 
him, and aflociating with Phxbus, and IcvcnBilhops more, met in a 
Synodal Affembly, and proteffed againft’ him and his Proceedings, 
and wrote Letters to Eudoxius , and Maris of Chalcedony wherein they 
charg’d Actios his Ordination as irregular and uncanonical, and that 
when he had been degraded from his Deaconlliip, he had without 
the leave and allowance of his Depofers, invaded the Epilcopal Office. 

They dilown’d the Ordinations he had given to Candidas and Ananos , 
and any of the red, as Ads done rafhly, and without the common 
Suffrage, The Letter was very Wellcome to Eudoxius , who highly 
relented Aetius his ordaining a Billiop under Ills own Note at CW 
fhmtinople , and wrote back" to I heophilns and his Affociates, that 
they fliould go on vigoroully in what they had begun, and proceed 
feverely rather againft Aetius and the reft of the Ordaincrs,than againft 
thole who had been ordained by them, and perhaps he might at that 
time be the more tender in the Cafe of Candidas and Arianns, becaule 
they were near akin to the Emperory^/^and had gone to him while 
he lay yet at Edeffa, to folicit him againft Athanafins. But he wife¬ 
ly concealing his own Opinion, refer’d the Matter to a more publick 
Affembly,which loon after met,when he arriv’d at Antioch . Afterwards 
Eudoxius wrote likewile to Euzoins to engage him againft Candidas 
and Arianns . But he rejeded the Motion with lome Indignation, and 
in his anfwcr rebuk’d the Ralhnels and Confidence of the man, 
and advis’d him to let fall that defign, calmly putting him in mind 
of his great negled in not performing what he had fblemnly engag’d 
to do in the behalf of Aetius. This Oppofition, and the mutual feuds 
of thele great men gave anotablecheck to the Anomxan Fadion, and 
made the Catholick Caule, lately elpous’d by the Council at Antioch, 
run more cleer and Fmooth. SECT.

Bis ABs from the death of Jovian; with his own death and 
CharaBer. 

Valens in the Eaft efpoufes the Arian fide* A mtferable Perfection here¬ 
upon raised againft the Catholicks. Warrants particularly ijfued out 
againft Athanafius. The People of Alexandria remonftrate the true 
State of his Cafe. Atlianafius retires, and happily efcapes the Fury of 
his Pcrfecutors . The Embaffy of the Alexandrians to Court in his be¬ 
half The quiet that enfued upon it, while the Perfection rag'd in alt 
other places. Bis Interpofals in the Ajftirs offorreign Churches. His 
ajfifting Bafil to compofe the Diftr aft ions in the Church of Antioch. His 
Age, Death , andSuccejfor. The Oppofition made by the Arians againft 
Peter his Succeffor, and the heavy Perfection that commenc'd there¬ 
upon at Alexandria. His admirable CharaBer drawn by Nazianzen. 

His natural Parts , and acquired learning what . His great accuracy 
in Theologick Studies. Charg'd with skill in Magick, and why. His 
ftyle and way of writing highly commended. His Writings juflly held 
in great Efteem. His Works di/Hngnifh'd into Doctrinal, Polemical) 
and Hiflorical. A general account of each. Spurious Books fathered 
upon him. His writings enumerated . 

I GS thus happily proceeded, when thele hopeful be- 

I ginnings of the Churches Profperity were check’d by Jo- 
vians Ridden and unexpeded death, after he had reign’d 
not above eight Months. To him fuccceded Valentinian, a fweet 
and goodnatur’d Prince, and a great Patron of the Catholick Caule, 
who cliofe the Weft for the Seat of his Empire, affigning the Eaft 
to his Brother Valens, whom he afliim’d to be his Collegue in the 
Government, one of ifomewhat a more rough and intradable Temper, 
who being baptiz’d by Eudoxius Bifhop of Conftantinople , in order to 
his more profperous Expedition againft the Goths, fbon after declar’d 
himfclf in favour of the ylrians. They were not to be taught how 
to improve the Advantage of having the imperial Authority on their 
fide. Edids * were hereupon lent to the Governors of Provinces, * loMc.t2- 
that the Bilhops who in the time of Conftantius had been banifh’d, E 6 * 3 * 
and reftor’d by Julian , fhould be again expell’d their Churches, Va¬ 
lens hoping hereby to decline the Envy of the Fad, by infinuating that 
he did but revive the Law of his PredecefTor. We may be Pure that 
Athanafins was not without his fhare in the common Calamity, nay a 
more particular regard was had of him, very fevere both pecuniary 
and corporal Mulds being threatned to all Officers from the higheft 
to the lowcft, if they did not herein faithfully and diligently execute 
their Warrants. But the People of Alexandria began to> remonftrate, 
intreating theGovernour that he would not rafftly force away theft 
Bifhop, that he would more confiderately weigh the Tenor of tlie 
Imperial Letters, which were direded only againft fuch as being 

B b 2 banifh’d 
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banifh’db y Conftantius, had been recall’d by Julian ; that Athanafius 
was not within this compals, that he had indeed lied under 
/7 „, but that he was by him recall’d and reftor’d to his See, and that 
when Julian reftor’d all the reft, lie was the only Perfon whom he 
perfecuted, but that Jovian had again recall’d him. All woiuiI not 
fuisfic, the Governor perfiftcd immovable in his Refolution, which 
the Multitude feeing, made Head, and refolv’d to defend him from 
Force and Violence. And now all things openly tended to;.edition, 
the People threatningto burn the Corn-fhips that tranipoited Gain 
from Alexandria, and to let fire to the publick Buildings, to prevent 
which, the Governor prudently let the thing refl at prelent, till lie 
could give the Emperor an account of it. So that the Stoim feem tl 
to be wholly laid; but Athanafius fore-feeing what was like to happen, 
and fearing to be accus’d as the Author ol a Rebellion, pnvatdy in 
the Evening retir’d out of the City, and that he might be the more 
unfufpefted, conceal’d himfelf in a Monument belonging to his fa¬ 
mily where he lay hid for the (pace of four Months. And twasa 
feafbiiable retirement. For that very night lie withdrew, the Go¬ 
vernor attended with the Commander of the Foices, came to the 
Church, whereto adjoyn’d AthanafinSs Houle, hoping that the Peo¬ 
ple being all a flee p, they might eafily apprehend him without any 
Tumult; they narrowly fearch’d all Places, ranlacking the very 
Garrets and top of the Houle, but finding nim not, returned. Hie 
u vit. Ath. up. Governor at this time was 7 atian 11 , a. Pcrlbn of gicat Ciuelty 
frf'vifw./ and Inhumanity, whom the divine Vengeance not long after over- 
1449. & a !’- took. For being diverted both of his Preferments and Eftate, he 
sim. Autapbr. was forc’d to beg bis Bread, and being ftruck blind, led a dilgiacctul 
rm\ T tie. and uncomfortable Life, his Statues alfo in all parts of the City being 
fmoak’d and black’d, were every where expos’d to contempt and ieorn. 

But to proceed. . ^ 

II. T FI E Alexandrians not knowing what Reprclentation the Go 
* Epipb.iLmf. vernor might make, did themlelves fend an Einbaffy w to the Em- 
Lxm.p.3 ,0 * peror, earneftly beleeching him that for Peace-lake Lucius the A i.m 
T20 S p r a-o Bifhop might be tranflatedto Antioch or fome other place, and that 
5 ‘ Athanafius miglit be permitted quietly to poflefs bis See. I he Em¬ 
peror either out of regard to the great Fame and Reputation of the 
man, (for whom the World had fo juft a Reverence and Veneration) 
and efpecially fearing to provoke his Brother Valentinian, or elie 
apprehending the ill Confequences of a Rebellion jn Egypt (where 
he knew Athanafius had fo numerous a Party, and where the People 
were fo naturally difpos’d to Seditions and Tumults) if things were 
carried with too Riff a hand, yielded to their Requeft, and gave him 
leav^ to return. To which the wifer Heads ol the Arian Faction 
were not unwilling, forefeeing that if Athanafius were ban fill’d, he 
would in probability make his Addrefs at Court, where upon a juft 
Representation of Affairs, he might undeceive and bring over Vahm, 
efpecially having the Emperor Valentinian to befriend him. But 
whatever the Caufe was, the Effect was happy, the good man by 
this means enjoying henceforward a calm and Serene Seafon, while 
, 5M .u 4.M5, the Storm * raged in the neighbor Churches round about him : fome 
i6.p.226.&c. were impeach’d with falfe Accufations, and drawn before the Courts 
0 f Judicature, others fcourg’d and beaten, lome imprifon’d, others 
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fin’d or their Eftates confifeatcd, and when for tile red refs of thefe 
intolerable Grievances, LXXX. Ecclefiaftick Perfons were appointed 
to carry a Petition to the Emperor, then at Nicom-.dia , upon the de¬ 
livery of it,the Emperor who was highly enrag’d,but yet dilfembled his 
Rcfentment, gave order to the Governor to put all tliefe Perfons 
aboard a Ship, under pretence of tranfporting them into Banillmiont, 
which was done accordingly, and the Ship being out at main Sea, 
the Mariners according to their Inftruftions got into the Boat, and 
fet the Ship on fire, whereby all tliofe fourfeore innocent Perfons mi- 
ferably perifli’d. All this while Athanafius fat quiet and leenre at 
home, and was at leifure by his Councils and Intcreft to affift his 
Friends in foreign Parts. He had been lately call’d upon by S. Bafil y >' M Man. 
to interpofe bis Influence and Authority for compoflng the Diftra&i- XLm ' 
011s at Antioch , and other Churches of the Eafl , as being a Pcrlbn 
whole Prudence and Piety, whofe Age and Experience, and whole 
many Sufferings for the Faith rendred him the fitted: Pcrfbn to under¬ 
take Rich a Work ; that therefore he fhould do well to improve his 
Intcreft with Heaven by Prayers for them, fend Legates to the Bi- 
fliops of the Wefl y to give them an account of the calamitous State 
of the Eaflern Churches; and afterwards others into the Eafi, where 
there was the greateft Danger, and moft immediate neceffity of his 
afliftance. And by his next Letter 2 , wherein lie again preffes the 
fame thing, it appears he had fome expectation of Athanafius his XL 
coming into thofe Parts, and enjoying the Company (as he calls it) 
of that truly great and Apoftolick Soul. But Age, and the multitude 
of his Affairs at home, would not fuffer him to undertake fo great a 
Journey, however not to be wanting in what he might, befidcs 
others, lie lent Peter 3 a Presbyter of his Church, as his Deputy and ■ fit* M>. ib. 
Vice gerent, who travelled earneftly in thofe Matters, till lie had 
brought them to a tolerable Compofure and Agreement. After which 
S. Bafil difpatch’d Dorotheas Meletiuss Deacon at Antioch to Athanx- 
futs for his further Advice and Council, intreating him to write to 
the Bifhop of Rowe, that fince a general Synod could not be had about 
this Affair, he would fend his Opinion about it, and depute fome fit 
Perfons to come into the Eafi, (who might have an eafle and private 
PafTage by Sea, Perfons furnifh’d with Prudence and Meeknefs* who 
might allay the Heats, and bring with them the ACts of the Synod 
at Ariminum , and refeind thofe things which had by force and vio¬ 
lence been enaCted in that Synod ; and withall ’twas very much de- 
fir’d both by himfelf and others, that they fhould come impowered to 
condemn the Herefie of Marcellas , which ftill fpread it fell, and 
whereof he had his Books by him, evidences beyond all difpute; and 
this the rather neceffaryfor them to do, becaufe in all their Letters 
direfted into thofe Parts, they had fufficiently cenfiir’d and anathe¬ 
matiz’d Arias, but in the mean time had taken no notice ol' Marcellas, 
who had brought in a quite contrary, but perhaps no left impious ^ 
and dangerous Error. That Athanafius complied with this requeft, *r/[.xxlv! 

we need not doubt, for we find the Wefltrn Prelates b by Letters and p. 129 & 
McfTages, comforting them uitder their Sufferings, and exprefling a clxxxii. 
great Sympathy and Comm iteration towards them. Nor wasAt/ja- cffLdjoMi 
nafms wanting in perfonal kindneffes towards S. Bafil , writing c in his & Antioch . 
behalf, when the Monks of his Diocefs fell out and quarrelled with 
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him, rfcproving their rafhnefs and infolence in mutinying againfl: To 
great a Perfon, whom he ftyles the Glory of the Church , and tells them 
they had caufe to bleis God, that had given liich a Bilhop to Cappa¬ 
docia, whom every Province would be glad of. 

III. ATHANASIVS being thus full of dayes, and broken 
with infinite labours and hardships, departed this life in a good old 
Age, Gratian the fecond time and Probus being Confuls ffayes the 
Cnurch-Hiftorian d ) that is Ann. Cbr. CCCLXXI. The year alter 
(ayes Baronins c , and moft of the Moderns. But Proto-ins one of his 
SuccclTors in that See tells us in his Letter f to Pope Leo about the 
Pafchal Cycle fif for Anaflaftus we are there, as no doubt we arc, to 
read Athanaftns) that he was yet alive March XXIV. Ann. Chr. 
CCCLXXIII. or according to his way of Computation in the 
LXXXIX/V;. year of the Diocletian /Era, He died January the XV III.- 7 ;. 
fayes an Anonymous Author u, on the II l1 . of May according to the 
Calendar of the Greek and Latin Church, on the feventh of that 
Month, fayes the Author of the Excerpta Chronologic a '■ publifh’d by 
Scaliger , in the XLVI t!l . or XLVIP 1 '. year of his Epi(copal Office. 
Being ask’d 5 before his death, concerning a SuccdTor, he nominated 
Peter , the fame no doubt whom he had lately lent to S. B.ifil into 
the Ea(l, and who had been the conftant Companion of his Labours 
and Sufferings, to whom he gave many grave and wife Dire&ions, 
how to behave himfelf in thofe troublelbme Times. A Perfon Ib 
venerable for his great Parts and Piety, his known Zeal and Refoliui- 
on for the Truth, that Thcodoftus the Emperor made him one of the 
two Standards of Catholick Do&rinc, from whom all Perfons in 
that Cafe fhould take their Meafures, as appears from a Law k lie 
made for reducing the People to the Catholick Faith, wherein alfo 
he ftyles him a man of Apoflolick Sanctity. The People rejoye’d 
greatly at the Dcfignation of fo excellent a Perfon, and the Elcaion 
was confummated by the Vote and Hands of the neighbor-Bifhops. 
The News of Athanaftns^ death foon flew to the Court at Antioch, 
when Euzoius Bifhop of that place having procur’d the Imperial 
Warrants, and attended by Magnus Lord-Treafurer, haft’ned immedi¬ 
ately to Alexandria , where joyning with Pa/ladius the Governor, a 
bitter and implacable Enemy to Chriftianity, they violently broke 
in upon the Church, and rais’d a Perfection not inferior in prophane- 
nefs, and the mod horrid Impieties, in Cruelty, and the moft favage 
Barbarities to any that had been before it, thofe of the Heathen Ages 
not excepted. Peter they feiz’d, and caft into Prifon, and advanc’d 
Lucius the Arian (that fecond Plague of Egypt, Traitor to the Truth, 
that Pador of Wolves, the Thief that climbs over the Fold, the fe¬ 
cond Arius y a Current fuller than its pernicious Fountain, as Nazi- 
anzen 1 dyles himj to the Epifcopal Throne, delivering the Churches 
into his hand, and giving him Power to do whatever might make for 
the Intered of his Caufe, Peter efcaping out of Prifon, took Ship¬ 
ping and went to Rome , where he was kindly receiv’d, and where 
he expe&ed a more favourable Seafon; whence after fbme time be¬ 
ing eftettually recommended by Pope Damafus’s Letters, he return’d 
home, recovered his See, and drove out Lucius , who fled to Conflan- 
tinople ; but the Emperor at that time being taken up with the Inun¬ 
dation of the barbarous Nations on the one hand, and frighted with 

the 
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the Rebellion of his own People at home, that threat ned him on the 

other, was not at lea fin e to aflid him. 

IV. THUS have we brought the great Athanaftns to his Grave, 
the mod confiderable man of the Church in his time. Take his Cha- 
rafter from one of the moft elegant Pens '» of that Age. “He was 
(faith he) “ as humble in his mind, as he was fiiblime in his life, a o.at. xxi. 
<< a man of an inimitable Vertuc, and yet withal! fo courteous, that M78. 

“ any might freely Addrels to him, meek, gentle, compaflionatc, 

“ amiable in his Difcourfe, but much more fo in his Life, of an An- 
“ gelical look, hut much more of an angelick Temper and Difpofi- 
« ^on, mild in his Reproofs, and indrubfive in his Commendations, 

“inboth which he ohferv’d fiicli even Meafures, that his reproof 
« fpakc the kindnefs of a Father, and his Commendation the Autho¬ 
rity of a Malier, fo that neither was his Indulgence over tender, 

« nor his Severity auflcre, but the one favour’d of Gentlenefs and Mo : 

« deration, the other of Prudence, and both the Effebt of true Wif- 
“ dom and Philofophy. He was one that fo govern’d himfelf, that 
<c his Life fupplied the place of Sermons, and his Sermons prevented 
« his Corrections; much lefs need had he to cut or lance, where he 
“ did hut once fhakc his Rod. In him all Ranks and Orders might 
“ find fomething to admire, fbmething particular for their Imitation: 

“ One miglit commend his unwearied Conftancy in Falling and 
“ Prayers, another his vigorous and inceflant perfevering in Watcli- 
“ ings and Praifes; a third, his admirable Care and Proteblion of the 
“Poor; a fourth, his rcfolute Oppofition of the Proud, or his Con- 
“ defeention to the Humble. The Virgins may celebrate him as their 
“Bride-man, the Married as their Governor, the Hermits as their 
“ Monitor, the Cnenobites as their Law-giver, the Simple as their 
“ Guide, the Contemplative as a Divine, the Merry as a Bridle, the 
“ Miferable as a Comforter, the Aged as a Staff, the Youth as a Tu-

“ in others their Ablions, the Mceknefs of fbme, the Zeal of others, 

“ the Patience and Conftancy of the reft, borrowing many Perfebfci- 
0 011s from fbme, and all from others, and fo making up a compleat 
*' fteprefentation ofVcrmc, like skillful Limners, who to make the 
“ Pieceabfolute, do full: from fevcral Perfons draw the feveral Per- 
“ febtions of Beauty within the Id;ra of their own Minds. So he, in- 
“ fomuch that in Prafticc he out did the Eloquent, and in his Dif- 
“ courfes out-went thofe who were moft vers’d in Prattice; or if you 
“ will, in his Difcourfes he excell’d the Eloquent, and in his Prafticc 
“thofe that were moft us’d to bufinefs, and for thofe that had made 
“ but an ordinary advance in cither, lie was far Superior to them, ns 
“ being eminent but in one kind ; and for thofe who were Maftcrs in 
“ the other, he out-did them, in that lie cxcell’d in both. This and 
much more has that incomparable Father, who fayes in the beginning 
of that Encomia(tick , that to commend Athanaftns , was the lame 
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° ibid. p. 3p7- thine as to commend Vertue it fclf, that the Courfe ° of his Life 
was accounted the Standard of the Epifcopal lundion, and his Do- 
r ii or.it. arine the Rule of Orthodoxy ; that he was r the moll holy Rye and 
xxm f. 417. J^jrrhr of the World, the Archiepifcopal Bilhop, the Pillar ot the 
faith, and a fccond Job// the lhpi/ft. The truth is, he was a man of 
real and unfeigned Piety, ot an impregnable Courage, which no Dan¬ 
gers or Troubles could daunt, of a moll a£live and unconquerable 
Zeal for the Catholick l-aith, in the defence whereof-ho held up the 
Jhicklcrs, when the united drength almoll o( the whole Woildbe- 
fidcs prcL’d upon him, and which never flagg’d under to many years 
potent Oppofition, and to many and fuch barbarous Hard I hips as were 
heap’d upon him. He overcame every thing by a mighty Patience, 
and recommended his Caufe by the meeiincfs o* ns ouneiings, he 
was <tois it mutual* aSdp&s, 'rois iS qttaictfyai ty/) 1 ( dS l j ie t 01C ] C J5 e ^ 
i om. xxi. Father (ayes 1 of him) an Adamant to his Peilecutors, and a Load-frone 
P■ iP 2 - to Dilfenters, the one found him incapable of Impreffions, no more 

apt to yield than a Rock of Marble, the other by a lingular meeknefs, 
and a generous Patience he drew over to himfelf, or v heie not that, 
lie drew them at lead to a fecret Reverence and \ chciation of him. 
r Commnnit. He was in fhort, wliat Vincent ' of Loire truly Dyes ol him, a moft 
t- i 66 ' faithfulTember, and tmofi eminent Coirfeffor. 

V. HIS natural Parts were acute and brisk, his Reaionmgs quick 
and (mart, his Judgment Raid and folic!, all which, had they been 
improv’d with equal Advantages of Education, were capable to have 
rend’red him one of the mod learned Perkins the Church ever had. 
But his juvenile Efforts and Re-fearches were foon diverted to more 
grave and fevere Studies, which made himlefs eminent in the pouter 
Parts of fecular Learning, for the want whereof lie is cenfur d by 
Pbilofhrew*. He was taken, when but a Youth, into the Service 
of a Sage Reverend Prelate, under whom he engag d betimes 111 
Theological .Speculations, and nice Difputcs about the mod lublime 
Articles of Religion, liv’d all his time in a Crowd and Billie, and was 
cxcrcifed with little clfe befides CrofTes and ControveiTies to his dy- 
r (N ftjir. jng day. “ Thus /Vazianz.en r Apologizes for him, that he was in* 

p . 376. ii dnidlcd early in divine Studies, and did but jud falute Philofophy 

“ and the Arts, that he might not Teem altogether a Stranger to 
“them, nor to be ignorant of thole things, which he did not think 
“ w orth bis more ferious Care. f or be was not willing that the no- 
“ ble and generous Efloits of his mind fhould be difled and fwallowed 
“ up in Rich vain Re-fearches; he applied himfelf to the Meditation 
“ of the Old and NewTelhmcnt, becoming a greater Matter in both, 
<( than any other was in one ; thence he enrich d his Notions, thence 
“ lie ailorn’d the briehtnuls of his Conveifation, both which he ad- 
“ mirahly conoeftctl as a Golden Chain. Indeed his Maftcr-piece 
lav in the .Studies of Theology, and Clnirdi learning, wherein he 
> ub 2.1.1 7. was in a manner (Dyes Sozoim-n ' ) n ri« awmSi-foxi©*, lelt lnltiutted 
from a Child, and which his continual Conflifts with the Artmt, 
and other Hcrcticks of that Age forc’d him to beat out to theutmoit 
Accuracy and I’crlcftion. He was a profound Divine, an excellent 
Preacher, a prudent Governor, furnifh’d with all the Graces ncccila- 
rv to that Office. Nor was lie unvers’d in the Paths of foreign and 
external Learning, befides thole of Humanity, he was well read in 
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the Laws of the Roman Empire, whence Sever us u dylcs him Juris " 1. 2. 

wfultum , one skillful in the Laws. He was accus’d likewife (laves r ‘‘ 
the Heathen Hidoriah w ) to be exadly skill’d in Adrology and Magick, » ,u 
that he underdood the Sortcs Patidict, and the augural Portent of *5T-'4^- 
the flight of Birds, and had fbmetimes foretold things to come. 

Which however improv’d by the Art an s and Heathens into a formal 
Charge, feems to have had no wifer a Foundation than this occafion. 

Faffing * on a time through the Streets, a Raven chanc'd to fly croak- 
ing over his head: the G entiles that dood by, ask’d him in fcorn, what ?• 5 
’t was the Raven fa id. He finding, and alluding to the noife of the 
gird, anfwercd, it cried Cr,ts 9 which in the Roman Language figni- 
fiedtomorrow, and thereby portended, that to morrow would be' 
no very acceptable day to them, for that the Emperor would thence-' 
forth prohibit them to celebrate their Pagan Fedivals. Which how¬ 
ever flighted by them, accordingly came to pafs; for the next clay 
Letters came from the Emperor to the Magidrates, commanding 
them to forbid the Gentiles to refort to their Temples, and to abdaiu 
from the cudomary Rites and Solemnities of their Worlhip. 

VI. HIS dyle and way of Writing x is every where, butcfpc- 
cially in his Epiftles and Apologeticks, very clear and perfpicuous, 
grave and chad, compt and eloquent, acute and periwafive, and cxxxi.x.^ 
admirably adapted to the Subject that he undertakes. He frequently tXL * 
ides Logical Arguments and Ratiocinations, not barely propounded, 
and drittly tying himfelf to terms of Art (as young Scholars do that 
vainly difjbutc for Glory) but like a wile and generous Philolbphcr, 
duly forming and dreffing up the Conceptions of his own mind. As 
occafion requires, he is wont to confirm his Argument with frequent 
Tcftimonies and Demondrations deriv’d out of the holy Scriptures, 
cfpccially in fuch Points as are of pure Revelation. Compar’d 
with other Writers, he is not (if we may trud lirafmus his Judg- 
ment y ) harfh and rugged like Ter tall; an , affeded like S. Je- y rr.tfo. ; n 
row, not operofe and difficult, which is the fault of S. Hilary , not 
full of turnings and windings like S . Augn/line and S. Cbryjb/low, he 
fivours not of Iterates his numbers, or Lyfus his elaborate Com poll- &s. ro//i3-;i.‘ 
tions, like S. Gregory of jVazianzum, but is wholly taken up in ex¬ 
plaining the Matter he has in hand, being clcer, quick, fober, and 
intent upon his Argument. His works were ever held in great Edi- 
mation; when thou meetcfl with any TraCf of Athanafius (laid Abbat 
C of mas to the Author of the Vratum Spirit it ale 7 ) and haft no Paper *p r ji.sy. A o 
at hand to tranferihe it , rather than fail, write it upon thy Coat. Several v ; ih T io '\; r [' p J 
of his Writings are lod, thofe yet extant are cither Do&rinal, Pole-" 
mical, or Hidorical. His Dottrinal Trails are modwhat fjient in 
laying down, explicating and afierting the main Doflrines and Prin¬ 
ciples of tile Chridian Faith; fuch are his Expofitio Fidei , Refponfnm 
adLAberitiWy his Homilies de Scmcntc, and de Sabbat0 & Circumcifhny 
&c. His Polemick Pieces are levell'd either againd Heathens or He- 
rcticks; againd the former he Difputcs rationally and wittily in his 
two Books againd the Gentiles , the latter whereof, though it has 
been thought to he lod, yet ’tis plain ’tis no other than his Aoygk 
^ Aoyny his Difcourfe concerning the Incarnation of 

the Word, as is beyond all difpute evident at fir ft fight from the be¬ 
ginning of it, where he tells us, that having in the former Trad 

C c fiiccindly 






fuccin&ly though efficiently treated of the Idolatry and Superftirion 
of the Gentiles, and its Original in the World ; and having f^oken 
fomething of the Divinity of the Word of God, and his univerfal 
Power and Providence, as by whom God the Father creates, governs, 
and difpofes all things; he would now, according to his method, pro- 
ceed to treat of the Incarnation of the Word, and his Divine coming 
in the Flefh, againft the Calumnies of the Jews on the one hand, and 
the Derifion of the Gentiles on the other. But his main conflict was 


not with open Enemies, but fecret depravers of the Chriftian Do¬ 
ctrine, and though as they come in his way, lie fpares no fort of 
Hereticks, confuting the Marcionites , Valentinians, Samojateniam, 
Sabelliansy Manicbees, &c. yet he principally diretts his Forces againft 
the Brians, whom at every turn he beats out of all their Refuges, 
and this he haselpecially done in his five Orations againft the men of 
* Loc. fuprMt. thatSeft, a Book which Photius a tliinks to be alone fufficier.t to 
overturn the whole Foundation of Arianifm, fo clearly, fo fully has 
lie manag’d the Controverfie in thofe Difcourfes; a Magazene out of 
which ’tis thought S. Baftl and S. Gregory the Divine borrowed theft 
beft Weapons to refift and refcll the Errors of that fubtle and daring 
Herefie. In his Hiftorical Tra&s, (in which number we muft com¬ 
prehend his Apologetical Difcourfes, moft-wliat fill’d with Matters 
of Fad, and wherein he more particularly ftretebes forth all the 
Nerves of his Wit and Eloquence) he gives us a cleer andefiftinft 
account of the moft material Tranfa&ions of his Age; and for which 
alone we can never pay a fofficient Tribute of thankfulnefs to his Me¬ 
mory, who otherwife had been left mifcrably in the dark, there be¬ 
ing in his Writings far more, and far better accounts of the State of 
thofe times, than in all other Writers put together, indeed little ia 
others, but what is borrowed from him, and what commonly fares 
worfc by falling into other hands. Nor has he efcap’d the Fate of 
all wife and excellent Writers, to be abus’d by others. Forbefides 
that Hereticks made bold fometimes to corrupt his Writings (an in- 
•Map.Mtr, ftancc whereof Rnfinus b tells us, he knew in his time) others pre- 
T.4.M97. * fum’d to gain Credit and Authority to their Writings, by thrutting 
« tvagu them out under his name. The firft I find charg’d c in this kind* be- 
Bcci.Lyc.ii. ingtlie Neflor'tan and Eutycbian Monks of PaUftine y who fathered 
fcveral of ApoflinariPs pieces upon him. And the Example was fol¬ 
lowed by after-Ages, who have laid a numerous Baftard-ifTue at his 
door, and fome of them foolifh and trifling, and altogether unworthy 
fo great a name. Of all which, both genuine and fpurious, for a 
Concluficn we here prefeat the Reader the following Index.

T. IIIL A R T was born at Poifliers 1 in France, an- 
ciendy call’d Angnfloritttm , a prime City in the Pro¬ 
vince of Aquitania Secunda, and at this day next in 
extent to Paris, an Epifcopal See, and an lluiver- 
firy, renowned for the Study of the Civil Law. His 
Parents (whofe names Antiquity has conceal’d horn 
us) were Perions of confiderable Rank and Quality, 
and who accordingly gave him a liberal and generous Education , 
evidently feen inlhe Learning and Eloquence, that rendred him 
famous through the Chriftian World. He feems to have been bred 
up in the Religion of the Gentiles, and to have been brought over to 
Clirillianity by the trueft and moft rational Methods of Conviction, 
s* De ‘Trinit. p or he tells b us, that Having fcrioufly confidered the Folly and Va- 
I.u y. 2. *c. ni 0 f Par, an Idolatry, he began to think with himlelf, that the ro- 
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felfoi's of this could never be competent Tutors and Guides to truth. 

Whereupon he fet himlelf to contemplate the’vifible Frame of things, 
and to conclude that the fame Power that rrtade, mutt preferve and 
fteer all things, that in an almighty and incorruptible Being, there 
could be no Sexes, no fucccflive Generations, that the Author of all 
could have nothing without himfelf, and that Omnipotertcy and Eter¬ 
nity were necelfary and incommunicable PerfeXions of the divine 
Nature incapable of agreeing to any more than one. While he was 
encag’d in thefe and fuch-like Reflexions, he met with the Books 
of the Old Teftament, wherein he was greatly furprizM with that 
ihort, but comprehenfive account of God, 31 am that T Mil, This 
put him upon further refearches, and he was infinitely delighted with 
iiis Speculations concerning the Nature and PerfeXions of God, to 
purfue the knowledge of whom (fofar as attainable; he reckoned to 
be one of the moft kindly Offices he could perform to his great Crea¬ 
tor In this purfuit he was mightily encourag'd by the natural Sence he 
had of future Rewards, and that it was not enough only to have right 
Notions of God, unlefs there was a lively hope that good men mould 
be happy in another Life, and that it was an unworthy approhenfion of 
God to conceive that fb noble a being as the Soul of man,made to under¬ 
hand, adore,and enjoy its Maker,fliould expire with the laft breach.From 
hence he proceeded to Purvey the Revelation of the Gofpel, and fo ar¬ 
riv’d to the knowledge of God the Son, and the great end and Advan¬ 
tages of his coming into the World, the Divinity of his Perfon, and 
the great Myflery of his Incarnation, that he was God of God, the 
Word that was God , and that in the beginning was with God , of the 
fame Nature, Glory, and Eternity with his Father, the Word that was 
mb Mb, being both God and Man in one Perfon* Furnifhd with 
this accurate knowledge of the Chriftian DoXrine, he was baptizd, 1 
or to ulc his own Phrafc ‘, he was call'd by Faith into the new Na¬ 
tivity, and to obtain the heavenly Regeneration, which he knew to 
be the Pledge and Affurancc of a future and better Life.

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Conflitution, nor prefs’d the obfervance of it with fo much rigor 
and importunity, t he Chriftian World might have been free front in¬ 
finite Scandals and Inconvcniencics, which this one Conflitution of 
Heclefjaftick Celibacy has brought upon it. S. Hilary while yet a 
Lay-man took not that liberty, which men of feculai Imploymciits 
ufiially indulge thcmfelvcs, but fo carefully kept himfelf to the Rules 
of Hcclcfiaflick Oifcipline, that he feem’d to be particularly defign’d 
by Heaven for fomc eminent Dignity and Authority in the Chinch. 
He was admirably flri^l in the government of his Life, and true to 
the Intevcfls of the Catholick l aith, with the Enemies whcieot I;e 
would not cat, no nor fb much as falulc them when he met them. 

A good part of his time he (pent in inflnnfling others, explaining to 
them the Nature and Principles of Religion, and informing them in 
the right Belief of the holy Trinity, other-whiles perfwadmg them 
totheVcrtuesof a good Life, by laying before them the infinite Re¬ 
wards of Heaven and Immortality. An imployment that would he 
thought much below a Gentleman in this loofe and degenerate Ago. 

HI. T IIIS excellent Temper and collide of Life, at the concur¬ 
rent in fi ance and importunity of the People, recommended him to 
'cvm-iP'ibi the Bifliopriek of Voicl'n rs f , wherein Baronins B places him not: till 
j t | lc year CCCLV. without any other warrant, that I know of, than 

' “ l A V^ his own conjecture. for my part, I fee no reafbn but to hx him there 
^ Lome years fooner, efpecially fincc he fometimes (peaks of things as 
done fever a l years before his Banifhmcnt. Nor is his not being at 
the Council of Ar/‘s (which the Cardiml intimates) a fufhcient Ar¬ 
gument, that lie was not then Bifhop, feeing there might be parti¬ 
cular Occafions of his abfcnce at that time. One thing memorable lie 
„ „• tells us of himfelf ! ', that for fomc time after his being Bilhop, lie 

flu :+Ln. had nc ver heard of the Nicene Faith, (Copies of it perhaps not being 
commonly difpers’d in the lVeflcrn Parts, where the Controvert 
flatted later,) though I fupgofe he means it of the nice and particular 
Difinitcs about the Lfjr,vaiov and of^ilmov, howbeit even then, he te Is 
us by converfing with t he Writings of the Evangclifts and Apoftlcs, 
lie very well under flood the thing it felf, and the meaning of two Jo 
much controverted words, which he ever expounded in an orrrydox 
Sc nee. The fame of the man thus eminently tea ted loon pread 
abroad, and fill’d not France only, but foreign Parts with the Report 
of his Vertucs, and invited him to be concern’d in fomc ol the molt 
important Affairs of the Church. The Art an Faftion having pretty 
well fIibcliicd the Eajl, were now attempting to crctt their banners 
in the IVcfi. Conflantins after the overthrow of Al.wncntw-s, lay at 
Arles in France Aim. CCCLIII. where they pack’d a Synod, and 
partly by force, partly by fmooth Infinuations, partly by Aits ot 
Ealfehood and Treachery, they carried the day, and drew in not only 

Saturninns Bifhop of that City (who thenceforward became a great 
Bi^ot for the Party) but Vincentius Pope "'fnlins* s own Legat to tna 
Synod. Somewhat more than a year after, the Emperor being re¬ 
mov’d to Milan 1 another Synod (Synago&a. Malignantitiw, as bJ-hUn 
calls it, a Synagogue or Congregation of the wicked) ^ convent 

there, where they more openly profccute their Dcfign, ionic tney 
wrought upon by Pcrfwafivcs and fair Pretences, and where Uiey 
could not unty the Knot, they cut it, baniflimg thofe that refusd to 
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rondemn the Athanafian Caufe, in which number were E/ifihh/s of 
V'tcelU Lie if r of C alar is in Sardinia, and D tony fins of Milan ; into 
whofe place they thruft one Auxvntins , a man compos’d of deceit and 
fubtlety, a fit Inflrument to promote a bad Caufe. 

IV. THESE rigorous and violent Proceedings awakned the 
Zeal and Spirit of S. Hilary, who publifil’d hereupon a Remon- _ 

France 5 to the Emperor, wherein he layes before himt the mifera- . 

ble State of the Catholick Party, humbly and paffionatcly befeeches f . 3 . 3a . 
him to deliver them from the contempt and injuries of their Brethren, 
and to command the Governors of Provinces not to proceed with 
furv and violence againft innocent Perfons, or to meddle in Caufes 
not proper to them, to permit the People to enjoy their own Bifhops 
and Pallors, and to offer up their joynt-Prayers for Ins Majefly’s hap- 
pinefs and fafety, and that he would recall thofe excellent Perfons 
whom he had banifli’d, where Liberty would be no lefs acceptable, 
than the Joy would be univerfal. He tells him, that there had been 
cin ifliansbefore Arias, whole Faith was not vain, and who had oh- 
ttiind the end of their Faith, the Salvation of their SonIs; that ’ewas 
but a little while fince the Plague of Arianifm had infeSlcd the Air of 
the Chriftian World, that its Parent was known, and thofe who 
nurs’d it were of late date, the two Kufvbitts% Nanijfas ,7 headertr,Ste¬ 
phens, Acacias , Menophantas, and efpecially thofe two forward 
Youths Vrlacins and F'alens , who by Letters and Mcflages had bark d 
and rail’d at thofe that differ’d from them, and by Whips and Gib¬ 
bets, by Chains and Prifons had endeavoured to rack men into a 
Belief, and to compell them to become not Chriftians, but Arians; 
that to effeft this, they had abus’d the imperial Authority, and had 
impos’d upon hisMajefty, perfwading him under a pretence of Religi¬ 
on,to deliver up his Subjects into their hands,to be examin’d,condemn¬ 
ed'’and punifil’d; yea extorting connivance even from the common Peo-^ 
pie, Inftanccs whereof were their Attings in the late Synods both of 
Arles and Milan. To this purpofe was the Addrcfs; and that fucli 
free and impartial Dealing fliould not exafperate Conjlantins to fend 
him the fame way after his Brethren, is (as Baronins k not impro- 
bably gueffes) to be attributed to his unwillingnefs, too much to 
difoblige the People in France, at this time efpecially, when thole 
parts were over-run with Invafions of rlie barbarous People. ^ Nay 
to ftveeten the exafperated humor for the prefent, he publifhd this 
following Edia 1 in favour of the Bifhops, againft the Ufiliations of ^ ^ £ 
locular Magiftratcs, who at every turn call d them before them, />12> 
judg’d Matters of Faith, and infli&ed Punifhmcnts upon the Perfons 
whom they had condemn’d,whereof S. Hilary had fmartly complain d 
in his late Petition. The Edi£t was as follows.

to come in upon their Repentance. Sat urn inns, a man proud and 
factious, of an ill Temper, and worfe Morals, ftomach'd it to he ex- 
communicated by the Bilhops of his own Province, and by his In. 
tereftac Court procur’d a Synod to be held at Refers near shies, and 
all the neighbor-Bilhops to be fummon’tl thither, hoping that in his 
ownDiocefs, where lie had fb diretf an influence, and by the conn- 
tenance of the Civil Power, he might carry things to his own mind. 
The Council met Ann. CCCLV1. but S. Hilary had his Lyes open, 
and knowing how calie it was for the fubtle Ta&ion by fmootli Pre¬ 
texts and their aecuftomed Arts of Diffnnulation to abufe the Simpli¬ 
city of his Brethren, drew up an account of the true State of the 
Cade, wherein lie laid open the Impiety and Villany of the Arian 
Caufe, which he prefented to the Synod. But they not caring to 
hear on that car, would not fuller it to be read, molt of the Prelates 
either complying, or at leaft conniving at what was done, only Rho- 
n snip.

V I. I IA VIN G diljios’d his Affairs at home, and committed the 
Government of his Church to the Care of his Presbyters, hebetook 
himfelf to the place of his Exile, where he continued fome years.

vention at Simitim. But at laft their Letters edme, which;cleaPd dll 
his Doubts, a (Turing him* that they continued firm to the Cathpiffk 
Intereft, own’d his Caufe, and ftill fdflis\l CoiVurilulibil with SkttlV- 
riinns of Arles ; that the Slrmihh COnfefti'Oft had indeed beeri ffeht 
them, but that they had not only rejfe&ed, but condemn’d it, iritredC 
ing him to fend them an account of wlidt Confertloris of Faitli had of 
late years been pafs*d in the EaflerA Parts. This life pffefentjy dill ill

gerof Diftimriktiorij arid Out e»f Reverence to the fathers' of A^ce, it 
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wasbeftto keep to the; Term o^wtn^-or Confnbflanti'al, there being 
’ . no juft Reafcn why the Arians fhould except againft it; that tlicre- 
fore he befought them to remain inviolable in that Belief, and to re¬ 
commend his Caufe in their Prayers to Heaven. 

VIII. HE had now continued fomewhat more than three years 
in Banilhment, when to anfwer the Council held at Arimimm in Iulv y 
*-s. Stv. u a. a Synod was call’d at Seleucia in Ifauria , to which he was fommon’d * 
p. 158. amongft the reft, not by any particular Dire&ion from the Emperor, 
but by the command or Leona the Trealurcr, and Lauricim the Pre- 
fident of Ifauria, to whole Care the Emperor had committed that 
Affair, from whom he received fafe Conduft, and the benefit 
t worm.in of publick Carriage. In this Journey y thither (take it upon 
vit. Hilar. t | ie Credit of my Author) as he pafs’d by a certain Garnfon, 
he went on the Lord’s day into the Temple there, when imme¬ 
diately a Heathen Maid, call’d Flonntia , breaking through the 
Crowd, cried aloud, that a Servant of God was come amongft them, 
and fell down at his Feet, importunately befceching him that (he 
might be fign’d with the Sign of the Croft. Whofe Example her 
Father Vlorentms following, was, together with his whole Family 
baptiz’d into the Chriftian Faith. Nor was the Maid fatisfied with 
this, but taking leave of her Parents, followed him in all his I ravels, 
and attended him to his own Houfe at Poicticrs , faying, that herein 
the thought her felf more oblig’d toiler fpiritual, than to her natural 
Father. Being arriv’d at Svlencia, he was gladly receiv’d by thole 
few Catholick Bilhops that were there, but rejeXed by the reft, till 
he had clear’d an Imputation laid upon him. For the Arians before 
his coming, had traduc’d him and the Churches of France, as guilty 
of Sakllianifm , or of maintaining Father, Son, and holy Ghoft, to 
be but three feveral names of the fame God. But having wip’d on 
this, and given them an account of the Faith profeft’d by the Cal- 
• AVI* Churches, agreeable to the Nicene Creed, he was admitted into 
the Council. The grand Queftion debated in die Synod, was con¬ 
cerning the Q/mgumov and the .o/yUmw, and the dvo^tov, or Sons diffi- 
militude to the Father, fiercely contefted between two contending 
Parties, the one headed by Acacitis Bifhop of Cafltrea, the other by 
George of Laodicea , who were the far greater and more moderate 
Party. There were not many ftood by the o/jyvonov befides S. Hilary, 
* iiiu-f. lib. and the few Egyptian Bifhops of Atbanafins's fide; for the others, the 
tmr.confi.coU Debates flew high, there wanting not thofe that affirm’d*, that 
2?2 ‘ nothing could in Subftance be like to God, that in the divine Nature 

there could be no Generation, and that Chrift was a Creature; that 
upon the account of his Creation, he was laid to be born, but that 
he was made of nothing, and confequenrly was neither Son, nor like 
to God. Nay, what was the excefs of Blafphemy and Prophaneft, 
it was there publicity aver’d to have been preach’d at Antioch , that 
in the God head there was neither Father nor Son, and that if there 
were, it neceffarily infer’d, that there muft be a Female Partner, and 
all confequent AXs and Inftruments of Generation. At the hearing 
whereof, and other the like Stuff, the Synod begun to ferment into 
great Tumult and Diforder. The Amnia ans confidering that Chri¬ 
ftian Ears would never brook fuch impious and extravagant Aflcrtt- 
ons, drew up a Form of Belief, that condemn’d the Doctrine or 
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diflimilitude. Which teeming ftrange to the Aflembly, S. Hilarj 
ask’d one, who was let upon him to feel how he ftood afreXed, what 
was the meaning, that they who had pofitively denied the Soil to be 
either of the fame, or like Subftance with the Father, fhould now 
condemn the DoXrine of his being unlike to God. He was anfwcr- 
ed, that Chrift was not like to God, but to the Father. The anfwer 
made the thing more obfeure and intricate than before ; till upon a 
fecond enquiry the other thus explain’d himfelf,that when he affirm’d 
the Son to be unlike to God, but like to the Father, he rrlearit, that 
it was the Will of the Father to make fuch a Creature, which 
fhould will tlie like things that he did, and that ill that regard he 
was like the Father, being the Son not of his Nature, but his Will • 
but that he was unlike to God, being neither God, nor of God, that . 
is, not begotten of the Subftance of the Father. S. Hilary was infi¬ 
nitely furpriz’d and amaz’d hcreat, nor could believe it to be fpoken 
in earneft, till he was publickly afford, that it-was the Scnce of the 
whole Party, all the Homoyoufians expreffing a moft vehement Ab- 
hortcncy and Deteftation of it. The Conclufion was, that the Acd- 
cian Party and their Form, was rejected and condemn’d, andtheCori- 
fefflon made twenty years fince, in the Council at Antioch , (wherein 
was no mention of the Son’s Confab(lantiality) approved and ratified. 

IX. THE Synod being diffolv’d, ten Legates were » difpatch’d * 5 . scy. ib. 
to Court, whom S. Hilary follow’d to Conftantinople , not that the 
Emperor had commanded him to repair thither, but that he refolv’d ubfpipr. 
to attend his Majefty’s pleafiire, whether he fhould return home or 
back again into Banifhment. At his coming to Court, he found the 
Cathofick Faith going down the Wind apace, the Weflern Prelates 
in the Synod at Ariminum impos'd upon, and vex’d into compliance, 
and the Orient alt fit forc’d to go the fame way, whereupon he pre- 
fented three feveral Petitions to the Emperor, that lie might have 
leave to come into his Prefence, and to defend the Faith againft its 
Antagonifts and Oppofers; but this the Arians would by no means 
agree to. This denied, heprefented aDifcourfe b (which he feems > r.ib.adco’-.fi, 
to have pronounc’d in the Emperor’s prefence) wherein having firft co f 3 °** 
begg’d a favourable Audience, he vindicates his own Innocency ^ nt ~ 
againft the Attempts and Infinuations of his Enemies, complains of 
the unhappy State of Religion at that time, that new Creeds were 
multiplied fo faft, that the Faith was loft in a crowd of Confeffions, 
and was fhap’d according to the humor of the Age, not according 
to the truth of the Gofpel, that they were the braveft men that 
could produce a Creed of the neweft and the frelheft Date, and moft 
roundly denounce an Anathema againft thofe that differed from them: 

Ainu as, at q tie me.nflrttas de Deo flies decernimus , u Admirable Stewards 
(fayes he) “ of divine and invifible Myfteries, we compote new 
“ Creeds every year, yea every month, we make Decrees, and then 
“ recall them, defend them, and then anathematize thofe that do 
fo, either in our own, we condemn others, or in fentencing others, 
il we condemn our own, and while we bite one another , we are devour'd 
“one of another. In thefe acute Reflexions he fpends a good part of 
his Oration, managing the Argument witli great fait and finartneft, 
and whereas his Majefty requir'd a Faith agreeable to the divine Re¬ 
velations, he befought him to give him leave to difeourfe a while

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.before him,ao 4 t)ie'Syood (then affembkd^t Gorfmtinrfk^ and.torn 
in pjeg<$s with iHsats end Aniroofities) concerning .the/Faith out.of 
the fiply Sctfptwes, .and ,tp undertake the iCaufe of Ghrift, .whofe

•by fubtfey, bMt by Love, and Charity. And.that he .mightigive him 
a QpeCfime #:of -Wifet ( he would. dftcourfe on. before ilo great an Affembly, 
!apd upon ip famous and controverted an . Argument, and-wfhat.he 
hoped would-turn itp ^the Howovr-of Jus Reign, the Glory of the 
ji^kh, aqd the ,Peace and Settlement Both of the Faflcrn and 
fterniCfa rches, he concludes -with ahrief Account of bis Faith, that 
r^th which be .fed received .at Ins feptifm, and which "was according 
tpjthe Do&rine of theGofpel. 

'AiAnn.tfo ' %. WHAT EfFe.ft thisPifcovufe had^ is uncertain. Baronins c 
Mvm. kjiq. conceives Was altogether without lucceds, and that mow looking 
upon the Cafe a? dpjpcrate, he back'd it with another, wherein 
feyWa{idc all mild and geode Perfwafiv.es, he proceeds in ruder and 
rougher Methods i aod that this was no other than that Difcourfe 
* optr. Hil.tr. ftftlextaot A , which in the Title is (aid to have been written againft 
rimmefito Confirm after lw death', whicii Inlcription he pretends is falfe, 
quendi, &e. ’ and jtfet the Piftpurle was predated to C 'on/lant/w himfelf at this 
time,' induc’d hereunto by no other Argument, but becaufe in it 
S. jiikry lays, ’twas now the Fifth year from the time that he fepa- 
rated from Communion with Saturmnus and his Party, which (fayea 
he) falls in e^aftly with this year. But whoever confiders, with 
what intolerable Sharpncft and Severity (to fay no worfe) he treats 
the pmperor in that Difcourle, how in his tranfports of Zeal, he Ity les 
jiim Anti-chrift, (and juftifies it too from Scripture; fighter againft 
God, the new Enemy of Chrift, the Deftroyer of Religion, a Tyrant 
in the things of God, a Perfecutor beyond the Rage of Nero , Deem, 
or Mwwm y the wickedeft of men, with much more to that pur- 
pole, muft needs think that no man of a far greater Patience than 
Conjtantiw would have endured to have been told fo to bis face, and 
that fuch an Addrefs could not have been made at lefscoft than the 
price of his Head ; and consequently muft conclude, either that he 
fuppre.ls’d it during Ifis life, or (which is moft probable) wrote it 
after his death, in the beginning of "Julian? s Reign, when a man 
might, if not with encouragement, at'leaft with lafety, talk at that 
r^te. Nor, is thq Objection, from the time much material, feeing 
Qonjlantins diet} tfe very next year after, nor can the precife time be 
fix’d, when Hikry and the French Prelates firft abftain’d from Com- 
cnuniqrr with Sapurninnf, lo that a quarter or half a year may contri¬ 
bute not a little to tfe falving of this Matter. 

X,I. BUT be it as it will, this is certain, that the, Arianr grew 
weary of S. Hilary ; they found him a man of Stomach and Courage, 
qnd one whoma, mighty Zeal infpifd with an indefatigable Induffty 
and Diligence, qpd tfer^forq to be : rid of his company, perfwaded* 
the Emperor to let him go, home* whereupon he is.commanded c to 
begone, as A ^ lower ofDftcqrd, and the great Troubler of the-' Eafl. 
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He made no great haft in his return to France, flaying in moft places 
by the way, efpecially in lllyricum and Italy, where lie confirm’d the 
CatholickVaith, ftrengthned the Weak, refblv’d the Scrupulous, and 
mightily convinc’d Gain layers where ever he came. And here 
it \va» ‘ that Fjifehius of Vercellx, who return’d in the beginning of f sn.t.wt. 
Julia;^ s Reign, overtook him, found him imploy’d, and joyn’d with 
him in this excellent Work. Among!! all his Friends, none more c ' 5 ° ,31 ' ;,,23& 
earneftly delirtl, or impatiently expeUed his return, than S. Martin, 
w ho was afterwards Billiop of lours. He was a Pcrfon of good Le- 
feenr, and from a Child brought up with his Father in the Camp, 
and terv’d in the Wars under Julian. At ten years of Age he left his 
Parents, and the Pagan Religion, wherein lie had been brought up, 
fled to the Church,* and became a Catechumen ; at XVIII. he was 
b.ipti/Al, but continued ftill his Military Life, till very hardly gaining 
his Dilini'lion from Julian, lie went to Poilliers b to S. Hilary, with zs.smr.de 
whom he liv’d fbme time before his Exile. The good Billiop was ; j p ,t $ 
infinitely pleas’d with the Temper and Converfation of the man, ,/'{.vr. «;■< 
and refolv’d to gain him to the Service of the Church, and fre- Mr. 
qucntly attempted to inveft him with the Office of Deacon. But 
the V;oddly and Humility of the man made him deaf to all Per- 
fwaflons, till S. Hilary conlidering there was no better way to catcli 
him, than to propound a place that might look like a debafiire and 
degrading of him, put him upon undertaking the Office of the Ex- 
ore iff, which he complied with, that lie might not feem to flight it 
as too mean an Employment. Troubles cncrcafing upon him by means 
of the /Irian Fadion, after S. Hilary's departure, he went into Italy, 
and let up a Monallery at Milan, where he met with no better ufage 
from Auxentius the Avian Billiop; thence he fled with one only Com¬ 
panion, to a private Ifland call’d Fy allin aria, where he led a moll fevero 
and pious Life. Having now heard that S. Hilary was coming home, 
he went as far as Rome to meet him, but miffing of him, followed him 
immediately into France , and in a place near Poiclitrs erc&ed a Mo- 
naftcry, where he lived, till fbme years alter lie was created Billiop 
of 7 ours. 

XII. S. Hilary h entred PoiUurs in a kind of Triumph, nothing b v»mn. fa 
was (ecn but Expreffions ot Joy, his prefence put a new Life into the 
People, who teem’d half dead while he was from them. As foon 
as his Affairs were a little levied at home, he began to look about 
him, and to lee bow he might compofe the publick Diftratfions in 
thole Churches, and it was no more than what the State oi thole 
times did importunately call for. The Artifices that had been us’d in 
the Synod at Ariminum , had involv’d almoll all the Bilimps of tlie 
IVcfl in the guilt of Art an Compliance, the natural Lflebl whereof 
was Diftruft and Quarrels, Divilions and Separations, the Sound 
fhun’d the infebled, aiivl one man refus’d to converle and communi¬ 
cate with another. And what vet added to the unhappinefs of things 
was, that w hen fbme were willing to own their Fault, others were 
unwilling to receive them. And thus flood Aflairs at S. Hilary's 
return ', who was doubtful at firft wliat com ic to take, many affirm- « s. stvm 
ing, that no Communion was to be held with any that had approv’d loc ' cit ' 
the Tranfa^lions at Ariwinani, who were to be rejeefed as Heathens 
and Publicans. But the good Biflmp was for the more gentle and 
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mild Opinion, and thought it better-in Imitation of the divine Coin- 
paffions, to reduce men' back to Repentance and Reformation. To 
this end lie procur’d Synods to be conven’d in feveral Parts of Franc,, 
where the Queftion was debated, and the Matter brought to an Iffbc ; 
fc nitron. *h\ the Bifliops k that had been enfhar’d in the Council at Arimmum , 
5™* r ' M45 ' flock’d from all Parts, and declar’d, that whatever they might be 
accounted, their Confidences did not charge them with Hercfie, pro- 
tefting by the blefTed Sacrament, and all that is Holy and Sacred, that 
they did not fufpeftany ill Defign in what they had done, that they 
thought mens Minds and Words had agreed together, and that in 
the Church, where nothing but Simplicity and the Confei.bon ot 
Truth fliould take place, there fhould never have been found one 
thing in the Heart, and another in the 'longue; that tnev . • en¬ 
tertain’d a good Opinion of bad men, and that that had betray d them, 
and that they could never have believ’d that Chuffs Commanders 
fliould have fought againft him. All which they acknowledge! 
with Tears and Sorrow, and profels’d themfelvcs ready to revoae 
their former Subfcriptions, and to condemn the whole body of the 
Arian Blafphemics. And fo the Matter went on finootlily, and the 
Penitent Prelates were receiv’d and reftord. 1 he only 1 erfon that 
made any confiderable Oppofition, was Satnrnitms of Arks, whole 
Obftinacy and Impiety not being curable by any other means, was 
to undergo the laft and teverelt Remedy: S. Hilary having receiv’d 
Letters out of the Eaft y letting him know how generally they ac- 
quiefe’d in thole Confe(lions, wherein the words Subftance and Ccw- 
fbbftantial were omitted ; a Synod was call’d at Paris, wherein they 
t Ext. ap. nil. return’d a Synodical anfvver 1 to the FaflernW ifliops, and therein 
in fragm. col. gxprefs a jufl Rcfentmcnt of the Frauds and Subtleties that had been 
iVi^ron. us’d in all late Conventions, to divide the Opinions of the Raft and 
r. 4 . ad am. Weft, and to lay afide thole wcll-Oontrivd Exprcffions, that lmd been 
purpofely taken up to obviate Hercfie; that for thcmlelvcs they had 
alwayes own’d the oy^movy according to which they theie luge y 
explain their belief concerning the Son’s God head and Divinityj 
that this was the Faith which they had ever hitherto, and would 
(till maintain, in Oppofition both to the Errors of Sabc/l/ns on the 
one hand, and Arias on the other; that according to their delircs 
they held excommunicate Auxentins , Vrfact us , Valeris, bains Mr- 
aacitts , and 7 nftin, and that their Brother Hilary had openly declu d 
he would have no Peace with any of their Party, that they did com 
demn all thofc blafphcmous Alfertions, which had been lent tope-, 
tiler with their Letters, and did more peculiarly refute converie with 
any that had invaded the Sees of the baniitfd Bifliops, folemnly pro- 
mifing, that if any in France offered to oppofe thefe Determinations, 
thev would depofe him, and banifli him all Communion. 

XIII. IN this, or at lea ft fo me preceding Synod (lor they men¬ 
tion it in their Letter) Satnrninns was accus’d, not only of Heretic, 
but of great Mifdemeanors in his Life and Manners, and com inning 
obftinate, was excommunicated by all the Bifliops in hratw. amt 
was no fooner thus taken off, but the reft ftruck Sail and were ad¬ 
mitted upon profefling their Repentance. To one of theie Synods 
alfo muft be referred, (were there any truth in it) that trick, vl-ihcii 
Rufinas " tells us was put upon S. Hilary, that one ot his Looks 
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having after the Council of Ariminnm , being lecretty corrupted by 
fome Arian hand, lie was nowin a Convention of Bifliops, queftion’d 
about his Sentiments in that Matter, and his own Book appeal’d to, 
as evidence in that Cafe. The Book is lent for, and the places found 
foas was represented, and he thereupon condemn’d of Herefie, and 
excommunicated, and as fuch forc’d to depart the Synod, This fe 
the Story, which S. Jerom cries out upon as a mod notorious Fig¬ 
ment, challenging Rnfnns to produce his Author, to narhe the place 
where fiich a Synod was hoiden, what Bifliops were prefcnt, and 
who for or againft it, Under what Confuls, and by what Emperor it 
had been fumniOn’d, whether they were only French , or Span/fi and 
Italian Prelates, and what was the occafion of the Affembly. I ani 
loth to have fo had an opinion of RufwnSy as to think he purely 
forg’d and contriv’d the Story. For cut bono? What end could he 
fervein it? Not tb mention the palpable Violence that he muft needs 
offer to his own Confidence. Perhaps fomething tending that way, 
might have been Iprcad by the Malice of the Faction, and the tiling 
improv’d by going from hand to band ; or S. Hilary's Enemies might 
have fentenc’d him in fome of their clancular Affemblies, and Rnfi¬ 
rms meeting the Report, liecdlefly took it up, and it may be added 
fome Circ 11mfiances to make it out. Sure I am, the men of the Lit- 
eiferian Sellifin " feverely condemn’d S. Hilary for his Lenity and n vU.vaufi.S. 
Indulgence to the penitent Bifliops, that he had abated the edge of MarctU ’ ub ‘. 
his Zeal, ahd was become a Patron of Hereticks and Apoftates, whom frtc '?’ l0i lu 
before he had fo happily confuted by his eloquent Writings. But 
whether this, or any luch-like occafion gave birth to the Story, or 
whether there was any Foundation at all of Truth in it, Khali not 
further take upon me to decide. 

XIV. THUS by the Care and Induftry of this great man, things 
were tolerably pacified in the JET/?, and fo continued for fome years, 
when Auxentins of Milan , who had been often deposed and excom¬ 
municated by the Catholicks, had by Arts of Hypocrifie and Diffimu* 

Jation, fo far wrought Iiimfelf into the Favor of the Emperor Valen- 
tiniiWy as to obtain an Edi£t from him for the quiet Poffcffiori of nis 
See. Which coming to S. Hilary's Ears, he rcfolv’d upon a Journey 
to Milan, on purpofe to uncafe the Fox, and to difabufe the well- 
meaning Emperor.At his arrival at Court 0 , he immediately fell upon 0 Hilar, lib. 
Auxentins y whom he charg’d with Blafphemy, and with believing ail . v ‘ Auxt A' 
otherwife than lie’ had made the Emperor and the World believe. f0 * 3,4 > c * 
Valentinian mov’d with the Addrcfs of fo venerable a Perfoli, refer’d 
theCaufe to the Hearing of the Treafurer, and the Mafter of the 
Palace, who had ten Bifliops as Affeffors with them. At firft Anx- 
tntius excepted againft the Pcrfon of his Accufer, that he ought not 
to be heard as a Bifliop, who had been heretofore condemn’d by 6T- 
tnminus . But the Court over-ruled this Plea, andrefolv’d, as the 
Emperor had ordered, to proceed dirc&ly to Matters of Faith. And 
here Auxentins found Iiimfelf pinch’d, and not knowing wlicre to' 
get out, roundly profefs’d he believ’d Clirift to be true God, and to 
he of one and the fame Subftance and Divinity with God the Father. 

This- Confeffion was entred upon Record, and S. Flilary prevail’d 
With the Treafurer to prelent a Copy to the Emperor. Indeed Aux- 
mins denied all that was charg’d upon him, and in his Libel p or j[‘ 7 / w * 

E e Petition 
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Petition to the Emperor, endeavors a full Vindication of Ins Fault, 
complaining of Hilary and fome others for branding lum for an He- 
,click, and railing all that clamor and trouble againft him And 
though, as S. Hilary obferves he did but dilTemblc in his moll ortho- 
dox AlTertions, eluding all by fubtle Diftinftions and mental Refer, 
vations, yet by thefe plaufible Pretences he kept up lus Reputation 
with the Emperor and the People, who ownd and convers e! with 
him as a mod Catholick Bifhop. S. Hilary urg d, that all this was 
but Scene and Piaion, that he (fill denied the Faith and did but 
mock God and man, but the Emperor bad lum fur-ceafe any further 
Profecntion, and commanded him to be gone. So he was lorcd to 
return home, laden with nothing but the faisfaftion of an hone if and

XVI. HE was a man of more than common feverity of Life, in 
all the Paflages whereof, and indeed in all his Writings there breaths 
an extraordinary vein of Piety; he folemnly appeals * to God, that 
he look’d upon this as the great Work and Bufinefs of lus Life, to 
Employ all his Faculties, of Speaking, ofReafonand Underftanding 
to declare God to the World, and either to inform the Ignorant, or 
reduce the Erroneous. He had a great Veneration for Truth, in the 
fearch whereof he refus’d no Pains or Study, and in the purfuit of it, 
was afted by a mighty Zeal, and in the Defence of it, us’d a freedom 
&nd liberty of Speech, that fbmetimes tranfported him beyond the 
bounds of Decency, as is too evident (not to name other Inftances) 
in his Addreffes to, and the Charafter he gives of Conflantius, wherein 
ke lets loofe the Reins not to Zeal, but to Rage and Paffion, and 
treats him with a Liberty lar from being confiftcnt with duty to Go¬ 
vernors, or indeed juftifiable by the common Rules of Prudence and 
Civility ; his hearty concernment for Religion, meeting with the 
Vigor and franknefs of his Temper, the natural Genius of his Coun¬ 
try, made him fometimes forget that Reverence that was due to Su¬ 
periors, though otherwife he was of a very fweet gentle Temper. 
No Confiderations either of hope or fear could byals him one hairs 
breadth from the Rule of the Catholick Faith ; he underwent Bamfti- 
ment with as unconcern’d a Mind, as another man takes a Journey 
of Pleafure; he was not mov’d with the tedioufhefs of his Journies, 
the hardfhips of his Exile, or the barbarity of the Country whither 
he went; he knew he had to deal with potent and malicious Enemies, 
and that were wont to imbrue their hands in blood ; but he cariied 
his Life in his hand, and dar’d at any time to look Death in the Face. 
He tells« us, that would he have been content to Hitisfie and betray • 
the Truth, he might have enjoy’d his Peace and Pleafure, the favor 
and friendfhip of tnc Emperor, places of Power and Grandeur in the 
Church, and have flow’d in all the Pomps and Advantages of fe- 
cular Greatnefs. But he had a Soul elevated above the Ofteis of tins 


World; and Truth was infinitely dearer to him, than Liberty or Life 
it felf. He was a£ted by a true Spirit of Martyrdom, and feems to 
havedefir’d nothing more, than that he might have feal’d his Faith 
arid his Religion with his Blood. He wifhes b he had liv d if! the 
times of the Neronian or Decian Perfecutions, that he might have 


bom his Tcftimony to the Truth of God, that he would neither have 
fear’d the Rack, nor been afraid of the Flames, nor have thun rjie 


Crofs, nor ftartled, if thrown to the Bottom of the Sea. And in the

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XVII. HIS l earning was as confide ruble as thole parts of the 
World could furnilli him with. That he was not skill’d in Hebrew , 
td (which S. Js-om more than once charges upon him) is no worn 
■ r der, Learning was rare in thole dayes, and cipecially in the 

i Vcftn-n Parts. His living lo many years in the Eaft, had given him 
«•</• fb' ie acquaintance with the ureek, though he never attain d an Ac¬ 
curacy and Perfection in that Language as is evident amongft other 
T:iL nces by his Tran flat ions extant at this day. He principally ap¬ 
plied himfelf to Theological Studies, and to examine the Controver- 
lics of thofe times, wherein, though confiding of very nice and in¬ 
tricate Speculations, he became a great Matter, and was one of the 
fird amongft the Latins that openly undertook to explain and defend 
the Catholick faith. His ftyle like the Genius of the French Lan- 


'rrtfini 2. guageat that time ’is turgid* and lofty, which therefore S.Jcrom f 
cwunt. in compares to the Rhoan, not fo much for the copioulnels, as for the 
quicknefs and rapidnefs of that River. His Phrafcs are affixed, his 
p. 104. Periods long, and his Difcourfcs intricate, and not eafily intelligible, 
and which oft require a fecond and attentive Reading. So that Ins 
Language, though eloquent in its kind, is not chaft and genuine, it 
* rpifi IVrf being true, what b Er.fnms not impertinently obferves upon this oc- 
Ofluiur.v cafion, that the Roman Provincials (feme few only excepted who 
inter i-.v//. wcrc (j r0l i«h t up at Rome) feldom or never attained the purity and 
jl%! e fimplicity of the Latin Tongue, but betray an overanxious Affeftation 
of Elocjuence, a thing incident to all thofe who are naturalizd into, 
rather than Natives of any Language, and who feldom fail of tinct¬ 
uring, or rather infcQing their ftyle with the peculiar Idiotifms of 
their own Country. Two things concurred to render him lets per- 


fpicuous, the abftrufencfs of the Subjects that he manages, being ge¬ 
nerally fb fiiblime, as not to admit a cleer and eafie Explication, and 
his humor of frequently intermixing Greek Idioms , and Phrafcs bor¬ 
rowed from a foreign Language, which lie endeavors to Let off with 
an operofo and elaborate greatnefs and liiblimity of ftyle, (very fami¬ 
liar to the French Writers of that Age) attended with frequent Re^ 
petitions, ft - udied Traditions, and over-nice Apologies and Inter¬ 
ruptions, which cannot hut render him fbmewhat obfeure to vulgar 
and fnpcrficial Readers. All which he cipecially difeovers in his 
Rooks d" l rinit ate, wherein he feems to let himfelf to club the w.iole 
ftrength of his Wit, Parts, and Eloquence, to manage that noble Ar- 
, . gument with all pofTiblc Advantage, wherein f’tis S. Verm s h Obler-

trulied to render the Propriety of the Greek Phrafcs, and the more niUu 
difficult Places, fometimes impos’d upon him, dilating his own 
Sence inftcad of Origens, which the other (wallow’d without difeern- 
ing. His Notes upon the Pfilms, with his Rook de Sy nodes, S. Je- 
r m k tells us he himfelf tranferib’d for him with his own hand, at 1 < Epiji.ad Plfa 
what time he lay at Triers in Germany. His other Writings yet ex- rtnt.T.t.p.$ii 
tant are commonly known, and we have taken notice of as they came 
in our way. His odd and peculiar Notions and Opinions have been 
fufficiently difeufs’d by others, for which there will be little rcalon 
to bear hard upon his Memory, when it is confidered, chat the con¬ 
troverted Articles were but newly darted, and not fufficiently ex¬ 
plain’d, that he liv’d far from the Scene of Attion, and after his com¬ 
ing upon the publick Stage, was harafs’d all his Life with the Heats 
and Controverfies of that Age. To conclude, he was learned, elo¬ 
quent*. and judicious, a man of quick Parts, and lound Ileafon, a Ca- 
tnolick Biihop, and what is more, a pious and good man.

Letters that pdfs*d between them. His acute Repartee to Julian’/ ccn- 
fare. A pretended Letter of his to Julian, in favor of Image-worfhip 1 
/hewn to be Spurious, Julians great Severity to the Chrifiians at 
farea, and upon what dccafion. 

T. BASIL (whole incomparable Learning and 
Piety tmiverlally entitled him to the firname of 
GREAT) was by birth a Cappadocian (taking 
the word in its larger Signification) born in Pun - 
tm y where ’tis plain 1 his Father liv’d, and whence 
all his paternal Anceftors were defended. And 
1 here fame fix his Nativity at Heltnopontus , an ob* 
fcureTown in that Country ; indeed fo obfeure, that I find no luch 
place in any Writer of that time. For though Conftantine the Great, 
gave that Title to one of thofe Provinces in honor of his Mother He¬ 
lena , yet I believe no City of that name was at this time in being, 
whatever might be afterwards. I conje&ure him therefore born at 
Neocxfarea , which though reckoned to Cappadocia at large fin which 
fence it reach’d to the very Shore of the Pontick Sea, and this the

their Sufferings, and their conftant and undaunted Profcffion of Re¬ 
ligion. Under the Maximinian Perfection ,one of the la ft, but hotteft 
Efforts of declining. Paganifm y and which made all that preceded feem 
Humane and Gentle • his paternal Anceftors, to avoid the Fury of 
the Storm, fled to one of the woody Mountains of Pontus , not doubt¬ 
ing but to find better Quarter from themoft wild and favage Crea¬ 
tures there, than by ftaying at home to encounter with Beafts in the 
fliape of men. Here they continued near feven years, baniih’d from 
the Comfort and Society of Friends, (a thing ftrange to them who 
had been wont to be crowded with a train of Attendants and follow¬ 
ers) 
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trsj and expos’d to Hunger and Cold, to Rain and Storms, and to 
all the Hardlhips of a barren and difconfalate Place. And all this 
the more infupportablc, becaufe falling upon Perlons, whofa tender 
and delicate Education had made them Strangers to the preffuresof 
Want and Hardfhip. Till at length courfe Fare and hard Lodging 
lud ib far impair’d their Health, as to make them defirous of fome 
Kefrefhments more liiitablc and grateful to the Appetites of weakned 
and decay’d Nature, wherewith they knew God could, if he pleas’d* 
cafily furnilh them. And the divine Providence, which is never 
wanting in NecefTaries, is wont fbmetimes, though at the Expcnces 
of a Miracle, to gratilie his Servants with Delicacies. And thus it 
jiap’ned here, for on a hidden ail Herd of fat Deer came out of the 
Thicket, and voluntarily offered themfelves to the Knife, following 
the Perlons they met, without any other force, than the direftiou 
of a Nod. Being brought to the place of their abode, they flood 
Hill, till as many as were thought convenient were chofen out, and 
the reft being difiiiifs’d, quietly return’d back into the Woods. A 
Feafl was hereupon immediately prepared, and our poor Iiunger- 
Jfarv’d ConfelTors liberally treated, who thankfully own’d the bounty 
of Heaven, and look’d upon it: as an Encouragement and Obligation 
to go on cheerfully with their Portion of Sufferings that were yet 
behind. But leaving them, let us come nearer home. His imme¬ 
diate Parents were not more famous for their mutual kindncls, than 
for their Charity to the Poor, their Hofpitality towards Strangers, 
the devoting a conftant part of their Eftatc to God, their abflincnce 
and Pafting, and all the Venues of a good Life, all which. God was 
pleas’d to Crown with a numerous and hopeful Illuc. His Fathers 
name was Ba(il* y a man Prudent and Religious, and of great Name 
and Authority in his Country, whom Pojftvin f and fome others 
without any Authority that I know of, will have in his latter dayes p w J 7 8 . 
to have been a Bifliop; and the Centuriators 7 are fo confident of it, * ft- iitfu 
as to cite Nazianzen for their Author, who yet fives no fuch thing; 
his Mother was Emmvlia , a Woman of ftribl conduct, and rare accom- in addend. ad 
■plidiinents ; fo exquifite and celebrated a Beauty, that fhe was on all 
hands follicited for Marriage, and fome fo far tranfported, astoberea- p, 5 jg. 
dy to attempt by force, what they could not carry by milder and more 
foft Addreftes. 

II. THE product of this happy Marriage was our S. Baft/, their 
eldcfl Son, and (if I miftake not) their fccond Child. A Youth of 
a goodly and promifing aljiebl, the Index of a more pregnant Wit 
and ingenuous Mind. His firft Studies 3 were conducted under the 
Difcipline of his own Father, who was careful to inftrudt him ill all njfc.i.f. 157. 
the Rudiments of Learning, and efpecially to feafon him with right 
Notions of Religion, and to train him up to a courle of Piety, which 
he equally promoted both by his Lectures and his Life.. But herein 
none more induftrious or ferviceable than his Mother krmmlia , and 
efpecially his aged Grand mother b Macrina. She had lomctimes been 1* 

Auditor of the famous S. Gregory Thaumaturgus Bifliop of Ncocefarea, ’ 

by whom flic had been educated in the Principles of the Catholick ^ 3. 

faith, whereto flic had alfo bom witnefs by being a Confcftor under 
fome of the latter Perftcutions. This flic took all imaginable care to 
convey and propagate to her Grand-children, planting their Minds

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With the firff Seeds ami Principles of I ruth, as S .B.ifil more tlwn 

' Amf,. uhi once gratefully owns in his Epiftlcs. live years 1 bping; Ipent nit Ins 
Iv- domeltick Education, and being accurately nccomphlh d with all the 

preliminary Parts of 1-earning, be betook bimlclf to travel, to im¬ 
prove and compleat bis Studies. Whether be went lirft to 
(which we know be did afterwards; and Ihidied ior omc time under 
the great Lilwhts, the moll celebrated Sophift, and eloquent Orator 
of that Age. though not ablolutcly certain, is yet highly probable.

... U xvlicn but a Youth, and honour'd him lor the extraordinary Sobriety 

oxi.in./r.iy.f. and C ; nlvit 0 f hi s Manners, and the mighty Advances that he made 
in Learning; which be mentions as antecedent to bis going to At Km. 
e y.r.i.in./hid. j-lcncc then be went to C*'firv/t c , the Metropolis of /, Ltmuiis 
P-W* c - at- t hat t ime for Schools of Learning, where he loon out- went Im 
fellow-Pupils, and bad fair to overtake Ins Mailers; lo that lie• quick¬ 
ly drew the Byes of all Perlbns upon him, who reverenc e! Jinn for 
his excellent Learning, but efpccially for bis more excellent ilu; 
and generally beheld him as a Mailer -Orator, and Dictator ini Philo- 
lopin' and what’s more, as a Bilbop in the Church before bis years 
lend red him capable of thole Imnloymcnts. but above all, he ap¬ 
plied bimlclf to ftudy the true Philolbpby, to break loole rom the 
Charms of this lower World, and to trade in divine and heavenly 
q Ifmjrs, and to barter away thole tilings that are 1 rail and pen lung, 
for thole that are unchangeable and eternal, from t.vfire* he re¬ 
mov’d to Conjlantit/oph‘, lately made the Imperial City, and floimlh- 
in«r w iib eminent ProfefTors of Rhetoric!* and Philolophy, whole 
fcveral Perfettions by the quicknels and comprehcnlivcnels ot Ins

II I. T H H fame of fo excellent a Perkin had before hand prcpai 
mens minds, and made that Univcrfity big witli Expedbitioiis ol ns 
coming, and every one was contriving bow to gain him lor then u- 
pil. It was the Cuftom at Athens, for the Youth ot the tlniverhiy 
toiyeinwait for the arrival of young Students, to helot all VV.iycs 
andTrafts, all Ports and PalTages, that lb fir ft lemng upon than, 
they might either perfwadc or draw them in to he their bellow- 
pupils thinking by this means to oblige their Mailers, and outvy the 
Train of other ProlclTbrs, between whom there us’d to be great flam¬ 
ing and Emulation. Having gain’d the frelh man, their hr It care 
was to lodge him in the Houle of fome l riend, or Country-man, oi 
at leaft of one of thole Setters, that plied up and down in the belialt 
of that Sopbift, who was to be his Tutor. Next they gave way to 
any that would, to pole him with hard Qncftions, and to run him 
down with Quirks and Subtleties, which were either more rude or 
ingenuous, according to the Humor and Education of him that put 
them. This they did, to baffle the good Conceit ot bimlclf, which 
the young man was liippos’d to bring along with him ; and horn the 
very firft J to fubduc liim into a perfect Submiflion to bis 1 cacheis. 
Tins being done, they conduct him in a pompous Procefflon t hrough 
the Market-place to the publick Bath, two and two going before him 
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i,V equal diftances; being come near the place, on a fucklcn they raisd 
\ wild frantick Noile, and fetch’d many ftrange frisks and Cams, 
knocking like mad men at the Gates, till having lufticiently frighted 
the young man, the Doors were opened, and he was made free and 
then they return’d and embrac’d him as their friend and fellow-Pupil, 
and a Member of the Univcrfity.

flers he very happily improv’d his time, though he loon grew weary 
of the place 1 , which did not anlwcr Ins Expectations, and was thcic- 
fore wont to call AlKns^bj) i^ya e ^p/in cMfty axl Idtc/ly. And 
. indeed he had immediately turn’d his back upon itjiad lie not been de¬ 
tain’d by the Arguments and Pcrlwafions ol lus dear l-ricnd A az.ta»zen 7 
for thttfe two liv’d, ate and convers’d together, mutually grew up 
in all the Endearments of Kindnels and I riendlhip, and equally pio - 
por’d in Learning and Piety. With none would they keep company 
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but the Meek and Humble, tiic Chart and Sober, whole Coriveriati- 
on was likely to make them better. Thole Parts of Learning they 
mainly infilled on, riot which were moll pleafant, but mod uleful* 
and which were aptell to miniller to Vertue and a good Life. As fot 
Fealls, and Shews, and publick Solemnities, they wholly ncgefted 
them, reckoning it honor enough to be, and to be accounted Clmfli- 
ans; and though Athens was a dangerous place, being the great Seat 
of Impiety and Idolatry, yet fo for were they from being tempted, 
that they found themfelves rather confirm’d in the Truth ot their Re¬ 
ligion, by what they dayly law arid heard. In Ihort, the courle they 
took, and the Improvements they made, caus’d them to be umver- 
fally taken notice of, fo that they became the talk both or City and 
Country, their Fame fpread it felf all over Greece and foreign Parts, 
where-ever their Tutors were known, they were mention d, the 
Glory of the Scholars keeping pace with the Name and Reputation of 
their Mailers. 

V. BASIL had now furnifh’d himfelf with all the Advantages 
which Athens could afford, the Ship was fraighted with Learning 

* mn. ib. (to ufe his Friends m Exprcflion) as far as humane Nature could con¬ 
i’* 333 ’ tain; and having thus got his lading, ’twas time to think of return¬ 
ing home. Much ado lie had to break loofe from the pamonate '11- 
treaties and Perfwafions of his Friends, who vehemently urgdand 
importun’d his Ray; but nothing went nearer to him, than the 
leaving his great Friend behind him ; the parting, though but tor a 
time, feem’d like the pulling of Soul and Body afunder. In his return, 
palling by Conflantinople^ as a place befet with Snares and Temptati¬ 
ons, he went ftraight for Afia, and to to Antioch ; and this, I doubt 

clxv. no t he means by the Metropolis of Afia, whither he tells n us, he 
haftened after his return from Athens, for the fake of thole excellent 
« socr.&s<^. things that were to be acquired there ; and the Church-Hiftorians ° put 
loc. fupr; Cit. j t p a ft. a ii peradventure. Here he put the lad hand to his more Polite 
and Philofopliical Studies under the conduft of Libaniw, who hence¬ 
forward entertain’d him as an intimate Friend, and beheld him with 
a mod profound Veneration. And now he began to praclile the Ora¬ 
tory, which he had Hitherto learncl, and for lorne ^rv d the 

* b tft. np. f' orum v and pleaded Caufes, wherein he difeharg d himfelfwith 

great applaufc. But he foon grew weary of this courfc, the divine 
VSntc Providence having defignM him for higher and nobler Purpofes Lay¬ 
ing afide therefore the Profeffion ofRlietorick, he betook himlelt to 
is K r.&s« i . the Study of the holy Scriptures i, and the Expofitions ol the Anci- 
» ents, efpccially the Comments of Origen, by reading whereof, he be¬ 
came afterwards fb able to encounter and refute the Arians , and 
fhew’d how little they (who fo much pretended him to be on their 
fide ) underflood either him or his Opinions. In this Studv he and 
Nazianzen fpcntno fmalltime and pains, running through that great 
man’s Comments upon the Scripture, and noting what might be ot 
more than ordinary ufe. Part of thefe Excerpt a are dill extant under 
the Title of Philocalia, confiding ofQuedions upon Scripture, with 
Solutions adapted out of Origen's Comments, and put together by 

* Man. r.p. thefe two learned men; a Copy whereof Nazianzen ' lent as an in- 
lxxxvii. comparable Prefent to Theodore Bifhop of Tyana. But Baftl had not

before he could be fix’d in afly particular Statioii. He was a great 
admirer of Eujlathius t an eminent Philofbpher of that time, for ' • V;/ * ^ 
\vhofe fake lie had chiefly left Athens) whom not finding in his own l4o *’ 
Country, he went after him into Syria, where he underdood that lie 
was gone for Egypt. Thither lie followed hind, though he could not 
meet with him. However at Alexandria and in other parts of Egypt, he 
convers’d familiarly with the Monks and Hermits,whofe incomparably 
drift and divine Courfeof Life he greatly admir’d j and afterwards co¬ 
pied out in his own Praftice,and perhaps nowit was that lie contrafted 
an acquaintance with the great Athanaftus , vylio about this time was 
forc’d to conceal himfelf in his Egyptian Solitudes. A full year he 
continued in thefe Parts, if we may believe the Counterfeit Amphi- 
locius u , who adds, that hi his return he overtook the Philofbpher u Mi Jfyr* 
Hub ulus' (perhaps he means Eufiathins) whofe Difcourfe and Coriver- 1 59 * 
fation he relates at large; their comirig to Antioch, and entertainment 
by Libanius ; their going to Jerufaten /, and his being baptiz’d by Max- 
tm,is tile Bifhop in the River Jordan ; with innumerable other Rela¬ 
tions, which being never hinted by Ba/il himfelf, nor judified by any 
concurrent Suffrage, and many of them in themfelves trifling and im¬ 
probable, I fliall not here trduble the Reader with them. This only 
is certain,that he fpent lome confiderable time both in Egypt , PaUftine * 

CAofyria , and Mefopotamia , amongd the devout and pious Afceticks of 
thofc Countries, and having accomplifh’d his Travels, came back and 
fctlcd at C.efarea. # . 

VI. JV LI AN tvas now advanc’d to the Empire, a Pririce learned 
himfelf and the great Patron of Learning in that Age. He had beeri 
acquainted with S. Baftl, when Fellow-Students at Athens, arid not- 
withflanding the difference in Religion (for Julian had now openly 
declar’d for Paganifni) he wrote a Letter w to him, wherein with « nxup.fiL 
great kindnefs and civility he invited him to Court, afruringhimofl^J^J* 
an hearty and unfeigried Reception, and a Liberty of Difcourfe, that ccvi.p.a^. 
for his conveyance, he might make ufe of the publick Carriages, and 
having (laid his own time, fhould have liberty to return at pleafure. 

But notwithdanding fo obliging an Invitation, Baftl refus’d to come 
at him; his Apodacy from Chridianity duck in the good mans mind, 
and he talk’d feme things, it feems, to the Emperor’s difadvantage ; 
whereupon after a Vain Odentation of the mildnels and gcntlfcnels of 
his Temper, acid the grandeur and magnificence of his Empire, Ju¬ 
lian by a fecond Letter x lets him know how much he relented Ills * 
Impudence, and the ill Character he had given of him, commanding loc ' at ' 
him to fend him a thoufand pounds of Gold (every pound amounting 
to no lefs than XXXVI. /. of our Money) towards the Perft.tn Ex¬ 
pedition which he had then in hand, if evef he hop’d to enjoy his 
favour. A prodigious Sum, and which nothing can make it reafori- 
able to believe he really intended ; though at that time he generally 
laid vad Taxes upon the Chridians, to furnifh him out for that War; 

Baftl , nothing difinay’d, return’d an arifwcr * cjuick and pungent, y Ext.ibiL 
that for the generous Afts he fo much talk’d of, they were incoiifi- 
derable, andlevelled not fo much againd the Chrifliaiis, as himfelf; 
that by his late carriage he had expos’d himfelf to the juft Cerifures of 
wife men j and being feduc’d by wicked and malignant Dcemoris, 
had exalted himfelf againd God and his Church’, arid was fallen 1

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from all thole early hopes, which liis firft excellent Hflayes, wlicli 
they joyntly ftudied the holy Scriptures at Athens, had once given of 
him; that for the linn demanded, he had taken wrong Mea lures, 
in requiring 16 much of a poor Scholar, who had not Provilions mo¬ 
derately luflicicnt for one day, whole Houle w as a Stranger to the 
Arts or Cookery, and to Knives ftain’d with.blood; a lew Cole- 
worts with Crufts of Bread, and a little lower vapid Wine being the 
coftlicft Provifions lerv’d up at his Table. What other Letters pals’d 
between thele two great men, is uncertain; ’tis not improbable, but 
that they debated Matters of the Chrillian 1 aith, whereof 'Julian gave

, iuf Saints, and the Worlhip of Images. But both Phralc and Matter fo 

ccv * contrary to S. Bafil' s genuine Style and Dodtrine, as liilHciently pro¬ 

claim it to be Counterfeit; a palfage not once mention’d by any Greek 
Writers of that or the following Ages, not by thofe who were mod 
zealous to affert thole Dottrines, and took moft pains to canvals the 
Writings of the ancient fathers to defend them ; nor was it ever 
'heard of in the World, fill mention’d by Pope HUrian (the great 
Patron of Image-worlhip) in a Letter to the Greek Emperor, brought 
by his Legates to that Synod. Which alone were enough to call a 
damp upon it, feeing Hadrian is not wont to ftick at any thing, even 
the moft Spurious and Apochryphal Stories (whereof he gives other 
inftanccs in that very Letter) that might liipport and lliorc up his 
Caule. Hence the Palfage is generally wav’d by the more wile and 
i Ten. 4. ad judicious Per Ions of the Roman Church ; and Baronins b himlelf, 
5|!?2, though he gravely produces the Palfage, makes no advantage of it. 
An opportunity which he is leldom wont to let llip, when he can with 
an} tolerable lace lay hold upon it.^ 

V 11 . I cannot take my leave of Julian, till I have oblerv’d what 
milchicf he did at C.v/area , where S. Raftl now abode. It was a great 
i- $-m* and populous City % and inhabited by vaft numbers of Chriftians; 
who being zealous of the Honor of their Religion, had heretofore 
pull’d down the two famous Temples of Jnviter and Apollo, and had 
very lately deftroy’d (what alone remain’d) the Temple dedicated 
to the publick Genius of the City. This put Julian out of all Pati¬ 
ence, to lee Pagan Temples openly pull’d down, at the lame time 
that he was carneftly labouring to let them up. He was angry with 
tlie Gentiles of C.efarca, that though few in number, they had not 
rulh’dinas one man to defend the Temple, and ventur’d Lives and 
fortunes in that Caule and Quarrel. Indeed lome milchicf was 
*\r.(n.u;U;i done the Chriftians ,! , leveral of them being (lain in the Hubub, and 
y;,uan. p.91. morc } iac | been 16 , had not the Governor carried it with an equal 
hand, fometimes conveying the Chriftians out of danger, lometimes 
punilhing fbmc of the over-forward Gentiles, for which prudent Care 
and Moderation he was accus’d to the Emperor, and had died for it, 

but 
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buTtlnt at bill 7 was pleas’d to change the Sentence into Fanil h- 
nient "'l he Governor pleaded, that he had proceeded according to 
I aw* that the number of the G unks was inconfiderable, and that 
it*would have been a barbarous C.lunry, violently to have fallen in 
Miron lo great a Multitude; the Einpcior replied, what great matter, 
ii'ou- Gentile hand had dilpatch’d hall a Icore Galthans. Next he 
1 receded to call the City to account, whole Charter he took away, 
ualuc in* T it into the rank of a Village, diiiiominating it, andnotlul- 
iWiro it’to bear the name of C.e/ar, a Title which it had had ever fincc 
thc ‘H Vi - of Claudius, bung originally call'd Alaza, b om Mo/och Prince 
of tint Country aftcrwaids^c,*™. He Ibiz/d upon the Trcalurcs 
and Revenue, of the Churches, both within die City and without, 
forcing them by Racks and Torments to dilcovcr them; and^com¬ 
manding the linn of three hundred pounds of Gold, that is, in our 
accouiiMten 1 houland and eight hundred pounds, to he immediately 
paid into the Exchequer. '1 lie Clergy he made to be entred upon 
the Mufter-Roll, to lervc as Soultliers under the Governor ot the 
Province the moft troublelbme and dilhonourablc part of the Roman 
Militia * ’the common People, with their Wives and Children, he 
uur under Tribute, and left them in the lame Capacity with thole 
in the Country Villages; Iwcaring alter all, that unlels the Temples 
were forthwith re built, lie would utterly deftroy the Place, and not 
fuller a Galibau to wear an head upon lus ihoulders. And perhaps 
had been as good as his word, had not death happily taken him oft. 

To be line S. Bafil had gone to Hake, Nauanwn « exprefty telling us, • om. 
that they two had the Honor of the Cyclops, to be relerv’d laft to pu- P* * 
uUhmeut, that at his return from Rerfia, they might havefallen as a 
triumphant and magnificent Vidlim to his Deities. But the divine 
Providence mercifully prevented that, Julian himlelf being Ihortly 
after taken oft’ by a violent death. 1 know not whether it be worth 
relating what the Author of the Alexandrian Chronicon 1 reports, G\A M.Jali- 
that the lame night that Julian was lb in, Bafil had a Vilion, wherein "•“•P* 695 * 
Jiclaw the Heavens opened, and our blefted Saviour fitting upon a 
Throne and calling aloud to S. Ah rcit-rim , to go and kill Julian the 
Emperor the great Enemy of Chriftians. The Saint having receiv’d 
his Commilfton, and being arm’d with a Coat of Male, immediately 
departed. Soon after returning, lie gave our Lord an account that- 
according to his command Julian was lb in. Bafil frightned with the 
noifc, awakned in lome Conifer nation, and going down to Church to 
Morning Prayers, call’d his Clergy together, whom he acquainted 
with bis Vilion, and that Julian was kill’d that night.They all bclought 
him to conceal it, the reporting it being a Matter of dangerous Con¬ 
sequence. But my Author Ipoils the whole Story, by laying the Scene 
of it, while Bafil was Bilhop of Cafarea, which he was not at this time, 
nor for feven years after Julians death.

I O T. Bafil in the mean time follow’d clofe his Studies, and entree! 
into the Service of the Church by due and regular Approaches. 

VJ p or having for fome time been Reader c in the Church of 
C.cftrea he was next made Deacon 11 by Melt tins Bifhop of Antioch , 
and afterwards advanc’d to the Order of Prieft-hood by his own Dio- 
ceian, It muft not be forgotten, that while he was yet Deacon ' 
he was prefent at the Synod of Conftantinople, holden in the end of 
the year CCCLIX. where he affifted Bafil Bifhop of Ancyra, the Head 
of the Homo ion ft an Party, againft the Anom.eansov ILteronhan Sett, 
and though fuperior to moft in the Arts of fpeaking, yet by reafon 
of a natural bathfulncds and diffidence,he declin’d pubhek Deputations. 
After this he return’d home, and liv’d at C xfarca y chiefly con veiling 
with thofe devout mortified men, who had form d themfelves to a 
ftrift am l monaftidc Comic of Life. It hapnetl that the .Sec of U- 
fact fell void k , and great Expeaations were on loot about the 
' Choice of a new Arch-bilhop, the (plcndor and greatnc s of that See 
' meeting with the warm Temper, and ungovernable Zeal of that Peo¬ 
ple had put the City into an extraordinary Commotion about this 
Matter Wearied at length, with mutual Diflentions, they unamm- 
oullv Pitch’d upon one Eufibim, a Gentleman of chief Note and Au¬ 
thority in the City, a man of a moft pious Life, but a Lay man and 
as yet unbaptiz’d. Him they lay hold of, and though protcft.ng 
againft it, by the help of the Guards, bring him to the Church whcie 
Lome neighbor hilltops were met in order to the hlcbLion, defiring 
(yea, and threatning too, if they were refits d) that he may be foii th- 
with baptiz’d, and ordain’d their Bifhop. ’1 he good l athers law 
there was no other way to allay the Storm, but to comply with the 
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importunity of the People, who thereupon having fir ft baptiz’d him, 
confecrated, and plac’d him upon the Epifeopal Throne. But no 
fooncr were they at liberty, but they began to difown what they had 
done, and rcfolv’d to refund the Election, pretending it to be unca- 
iionical, and extorted by force and violence; only Gregory, Nazian- 
zen* father, B.ifflopof Nazi annum, a.little Town in that Province* 

Rood to it, and by all means labour’d to ratifie and confirm it. It 
made the Cafe a great deal worfe, that Julian lay at this time at 
CAarea. whither he was come to fee Execution done upon that City, 
for the Riot made upon the Pagan Temple; and it vex’d him not a 
little to fee a Chriftian Arch-bifhop thus zealoufly and tumultuoufly 
cholen under his very nofe, and a man too, whom he did not like. 

The Governor of the Province, who likcwife ow’d Enfbius an old 
grudge, for having taken a different Courfe, while imploy’d in the 
Adminiftration of civil Affairs, took advantage of the Emperor’s re- 
fcntment, and wrote Letters in his name to the feveral Jhfhops, com¬ 
manding them with Menaces to repair thither , and manage the 
Charge againft Enfbius. Amongft the reft, a Letter came to Gre- 
a 0 ry y die aged Bifhop of Nazi annum , who return’d this fliort and bold 
anfwar, that in thefe Matters they were fubjeft to an higher Prince, 
whole Caufc was now oppos’d, who would examine the Ele&ion, 
which they had duly and regularly made; that in other things force 
and violence might be offered them, but that no man could hinder 
them from maintaining what they had legally and juftly done; unleH 
after all the reft, they could make a Law* that men fhouldnot take 
care of their own Affairs. The Governor, though offended with the 
Freedom of the an fiver, yet admir’d the Wifdom atid Spirit of the 
man; and it fo far prevail’d, that the Emperor’s difpleafure cooled, 
and no farther attempts were made in that Matter. 

II. BUT though the Storm feem’d allay’d from abroad, yet did 
it not clear up into fair Weather at home. Enfbius the new-cleft:ed 
Bifhop took fome occafion to fallout with Bafil 1 , and though other’ < ilom.X'A 
wife a very good man, yet in this fell fhort of the ordinary Rules M 3 6 * 
both of Prudence and Religion. He was himfelf obnoxious upon the 
account of his late Election, not ftri&ly warrantable according to the 
Handing Laws and Canons of the Church ; he had to deal with a 
Perfonof a great name, and an unqueftionable Reputation, and who 
by his Authority and Influence was able to ftcer a Party which way 
he pleas’d ; befidcs, there were fome We fern Bifliops (probably Lu¬ 
cifer o[ Cal,iris, and Enfbius of FercelL) at this time at C. fare a, who 
took in with thofe that were moft zealous for the Catholick Intcrefh 


Nor did Bafil ftand alone in this Matter; the Monks oi'Crcfirea, over 
whom he prefided as their Direttor and Governor, pvcfently cfpous’d 
their Mailer’s Quarrel, and finding Enfbius Umeafbnable in his Ex¬ 
ceptions, and obftinatc in his Refolutions, withdrew Irom all Com¬ 
munion with him, and drew a great part, not only of the common 
People, but of the Magillrates, into the Separation. 1 Iiings ripen¬ 
ing thus fall into an open breach, Bafil, who was at a lofs, how to 
behave himfelf in this difjunaure of Affairs, out of a great regard to 
the Peace of the Church, thought it heft, at leaf! for the prefent, to 
retire into the Wildernefs, wherein lie was not a little fway’d by bis 
own Inclination, to embrace the Solitudes of a private Life, where

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■" i v i.K:f. /■;;>. he doubled m not fo find thofc happy opportunities for Vertue and 
I XX'X. JivincCojjvcrfcs, and thofc real advantages for conquering the World,

rn.q.isiy HI. THE fir ft place he went to, was jYcnc.efirca" , the chief 
p " 8. City of Poxt/fs, which had been the place of his Education, where 
he had much acquaintance, and enjoy’d the Converfe of excellent 
men, and finding it a place (it for a contemplative Life (being fituatc 

in the more wild and dclert parts of the Country) flay d here a long 

time. But wearied at length with the troublefome Interruptions of 
Society, he withdrew into the adjacent Wildernefs, where he fix’d 
•• 6. v'i. xix. his Station in the Mountainous parts 0 , near the bank of the hiver 
f ns a famous River, which arifing in the Mountains of Armwh, 
M, X rft A- runs through the middle of Pomhs, and empties it fell into the kVv- 
d: vit.M,iain. j m Sea. The place he made choice of, was naturally fitted for all the 

p,,S2 ’ Advantages of Solitude and Contemplation; it was a high -v oun- 

tain, cloath’d with a thick fiiady Wood, and watered on the North 
with cool and Cryflal Springs that illued from it. At the foot of 
the Hill was a fruitful Valley, the Verdure and Fertility whereof, was 
not a little owing to thole benign Streams that flowed from the neigh¬ 
boring Hills; as for its quietnets and fecurity, it was beholden to the 
Woods, variegated with all forts of pleafant 1 roes that encompafsd 
it. Nature had form’d it into a kind o i Pemnfnl.i, and fortified it with 
Bull works on every fide ; two parts of it were fecurcd by deep and 
unapproachable Vallies; a third by the River, which falling from 
a Precipice, was a fine Wall on that fide ; on the other was a ragged 
and naked Rock, which joyning to the Valley, cut off all Avenues 
tint way. There was but one Paflage to it, and that too fccur’d by 
thofc who liv’d within. It was on the mol! prominent part of this 
Mountain, that S. Ihftl fix’d his Cell, whence there was an cafieand 
delightful profpe-a both into the Valley below, and upon the neigh¬ 
bor River, which flowing with a quick rapid Stream, and dafh- 
Jn<T it felfagainfl the Rocks thatoppofed its paflage, at once gratified 
l)Ot!i the Eye and Ear. Nor wanted there other Divertifoments to 
thofc, who were defirous to entertain themfelvcs with innocent Pica- 
rures.’ For as the River afforded plenty of excellent Eifli, and the 
ad joyning Hills convenicncy for Sport and Game ; io the Birds from 
the Woods charm’d the Ear with untaught Mufick, while the Eye 
was ravifh’d to look down and behold the Plains over-fpread with a 
natural Tapeflry of Herbs and Flowers. But the greatef! advantage 
of the place, was its Solitude, being perfe&ly remote from all Com¬ 
pany, not a man feen that way,, unlcfs when Hunting by chance 
brought them thither, and that not in quell of Bealls of prey,Wolves, 
Lions, ffor with fucli the place was not infefted) but of Deer, 
will Goats, and flick like peaceable and harmlcfs Creatures. 

I V. TI I E good man was infinitely fatisfied with the place of Ins 
Retirement and wanted nothing to complcat his happinefs, but the 
company of his dear Friend Nazi arizen ^ whom lie oft invited to come 
thitherto him; In one of his Letters he elegantly defer ibes hisfortu- 
p nifl. vir. ; nate Blands (as A’azwzc* calls than?) laying before him all the 
f- 770 .

V S UASIL had now leafure to look about him, and to re¬ 
member his Friends at They had greatly relented his depar¬ 

ture from them, and had carneflly written to him to return. J>ut m- 
flead of that, he fends them an Apologetical Lpillle '■ , whciein he «• j;o. cxU| 
excufes his retirement, and begs their forbearance lor a time, (this P lJ 3* 
courfe of’life being not only agreeable to his humor, but higluyule- 
ful to the Purpoles both of Piety and Study) and cautions them to 
beware of the Infinuations of finpollors, lefl, like the Sheplicids or 
tlie Phil;fl}/!• <, they privily Hop'd up their W ells, and muddied the 
pure Catholick Doclrine profcfsM amongll them: And bvcauie the 
Do£trinc of t he holy Trinity was then mainly flruck at, he (pends 
J C. .r o the 
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the far greateft part of that Apologctick in aflerting the Deity of the 
.Son of God, but cfpecially in proving the Divinity of the holy Ghoff 
But the good man, though defirous of nothing more than an midi- 
flurh’d quiet Life, found that even the Solitudes of the Wildcrnels 
could not afford it. He had lhiftcd his Scene, but had not chang’d 
his State: lie had fled from C.efirca to avoid Noilc and Contention, 
and he now met with Vexations and Inquietudes nearer hand. M»* 
fortius Bifhop of Ncocxfarva was lately dead, and the People was pafff 
onately defirous to have Jhfil for his Succcffor. But the $ if Ilian l'a- 
ftion in that City, knowing how much it imported their Caule to 
exclude lo zealous a Defender of the Catholick faith, (trongly op¬ 
pos’d the Hleclion, and that they might lelfen his Reputation with 
the People, loaded him what they could with odious Imputations. 
They charg’d him with Innovations in Matters ol Religion, that lie 
had fet up Monachifm, and had introduc’d a new way of finging 
Pft/ms into the Church, that lie was a proud and ambitious man, 
and had importunately attempted to intrude himfclf into the Ako- 
c.ifirc'W See; that he had dela ted the Dottrinc of their Anceftors, 
and cfpecially departed from the Faith of the Great S. (hrynrr, the 
fu ll Bifhop and Founder of their Church, whole Dottrine they pre¬ 
tended to be the lame with theirs. News hereof coming to him, lie 
immediately prepares for his defence, not to promote his Intereft, 
but to vindicate his Credit. To which end lie w*res frit to the 
* F.p. nail. Presbytery, and then to the whole Clergy ot that Church N , wherein 
having modcffly reprov’d them for tlieir imkindncfs to him their 
credulous affent to 1 he Slanders of thole who by ill Arts laboured to 
undermine his Reputation ; and having warn’d them of the corrupt 
Dogmata, and had Defigns of the Sabtll’an Teachers ; he particularly 
an Avers the Crimes objected to him. That for his forming men into 
a inonalliek Life, wherein having renounc’d the World, and all its 
fccular Cares and Ituereils, they Haight the more dole!;/ attend the 
Duties of Piety and Devotion, he was lo far from looking upon it as 
his fault, that he thought it to be his Glory, and the great bulinels 
of his fife. Though he was not the lirff Founder ol ir, the thing 
being practis’d in If rpt, Pat.fi no, and ellcwhae by Per Ions, incom- 
parifon of whom, he and his Brethren were but Children. Nor could 
he conceive how Perfdns could he better imnloy’d, than by falling 
and abftincncc, to ernefek the ELfb with its Af Hiatts ^ and Infs , to get 
above the care and fdlicimde about Cloathsand Diet, day and night 
to converfe with Heaven by Prayers and Praifes, and to labor diligent¬ 
ly with their own hands, that they might have to give to them that 
wanted. For the new way of which he was charg’d to 

have brought in, it was no other than wl at was now pra&is’d in molt 
parts of the Chriltian Church, the People filing before day. and go¬ 
ing to Church, where having made their Conleflions and Prayers to 
God, they proceeded to finging Pfalms, in which holy Fxercife the 
Quire being divided into two parts, mutually anfwcred one another; 
the Precentor beginning, and the reft following after; that thus im- 
ploy’d, they held on till Morning, when they joyntly fiing a Pfalin 
of Conic lion unto God, and each one made Pi ofcilion of his Repen¬ 
tance.

,J and made a great node with a particular Exprcffion in his Wri¬ 
te looking that way, he ihews them that paffage had not been com 
(ideratcly delivered by him as a point ot Ooftrine, but had la lien 
from him in the heat of Difputation, when warmly engage! in dil- 
courlc with .Wan the C kntile, the defire of gaining whom, made 
him lefs accurate and critical about words,not nicely;contorting about 
lclfer tilings, that he might reach the main Conclulion. Which oc- 
cafioned Ins iifing many other I’hrafe in that difcomfe, which how¬ 
ever fincercly meant, were yet capable of being Hrctch d by men of 
nerverfe minds to a had fence; that the paflago it felt rightly ex¬ 
plain’d, was found and warrantable, and that tor the mam ot the 
Caule, there was enough in that great mans Works, to clear the 
Matter beyond all Exception ; and that .SMluwifa had heretofore 
been filcnc’d by the force of that DoQrine that he had preach cl 
amonpftthem. Concluding his whole Apology with a evious Ad¬ 
monition, to beware of tliele mens Infinuations, which however 
gilded over with fair pretences, did yet convey the melt mortal

I-Icwasimploy’d in thefe and luch-like hxcrcifes , when a Svnocl 
being conven’d at Lamp ficus, a City ffaiidmg upon the J-Fi lie fpant, 
near the mouth of the Propontis, f.ufhttluus 1 bilhop of SHtaJha, and 7

I he stnatu were not to be told what life to 
make 0 f t his, it being that which mainly gave encouragement to the 
hold and brisk endeavors of that liibtlc Sett, which had not fo fucccls- 
fullVlprcad its plumes, had lUfil been at home to encounter them, 
u-hom all knew to he a no Ids refblute,than dextrous Champion ot tho 
Othokk Caufe. This made his return importunately defil’d on all 
lrintH ■ though the main Spring of the Motion was his dear Compa¬ 
nion Mr-/ wzex, who had tome time lince been forc’d to quit the 
Pontick Solitudes, to relieve the Infirmities oi his aged Tat her. He 
dealt clVcdtnally with Enfibim about this Matter, whom he treated 
with tint plain and downright freedom, that the man was angry,' cl .xix. & 
and relented it ns an Affront, for which the other Apologizes with a clxx. 
fubmifs, but yet becoming Liberty, abating nothing oi his earned: 
Interceffion. He thank’d him for the Ildpcft and Honor he was 
nleis’d to put upon himlelf, but withall told him, he could not well 
bear the Injury he had done his dear Friend Ihftl, the intimate Partner 
of his Life and Studies, whom he lov’d and regarded above all other 
mcno that therefore to honor him, and dif-refpett his Friend, was to 
ftroke a man’s head with one hand, and ftrike him with the other; 


or to trim, and beautifie the Walls of the Houle, while a man is dig¬ 
ging up the Foundations; that it was his requeft, which hcearneftiy 
befought him to comply with, to afford iUfl a better place in his 
efteem and favor, engaging for him on his behalf, as a moft rcafon- 
able return, a Correfpondcnt Reverence, and Regard. The Medi¬ 
ation it feems took effeft, Enfibiw remitting his ftiffnefs and obiti- 
nacy and (hewing himfelf forward to an amicable Reconciliation ; 
which he allur’d liim, lie would by Letter intimate to lUftl , and 
peaceably invite him to return. An account whereof Nazianzcn c * 
immediately tranlmitted to Ba(i /, and withall advis’d him to prevent 
the Bifhops kindnels, either by his prelence or Letter, or rather to 
write fir If, and then follow himfelf, that fo he might Icem rather to 
conquer than he overcome : I hat the State of the Chuich at that 
time did no lefs befpeak him to haften his return; Hercfic was broken 
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in upon them, Confufion had over-nm everyplace, and the Storm, 

’twas fear’d, likely to grow worle, and Truth in danger to be rooted 
up unlcls Ibme liich able Champion were forthwith lent in to their 
relief and liiccor ; that if lie defir’d it, lie himfelf was ready to come 
to him to fettle his Affairs, and condutt him home. Accordingly he 
• went f , and found it no hard matter to per l wade him to return, the 
miferahle Condition of the Church having made a very deep Imprcfli- 959.^ Xicepbd 
on upon his mind; he faw ’twas now high time to lay afide private /. u. c. 18. 
Grudges, and to look to the common Tranquility and Safety. 9- > 54 * 
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tits ASls from bis return, till bis being made IBijhop of Ocfirca, 

His Activity after bis returning , in reforming Abttfes, and diligent affifi, 
in(r the Bijhop in the Government of the Church. His incomparable 
charity in a time of public k Famine. His care of mens Souls as mil 
as Bodies. His Conflancy againfi the Attempts of the Arian Governor. 
The death tf/Eufebius. BaftlV flight to avoid the Bijboprick. His Elect E 
on to it , promoted by the effectual Inflame and Recommendations of Na- 
zianzen, and his aged Father. The time of bis Ordination to that See, 
His advancement congratulated by Nazianzen. 

I, firfl: thing he did after his return, was to let himfelf 

H to redrefs the evil State of things at Cafarea ; where difle- 
rences had arifen, he endeavoured to compofe them ; where 
breaches had been made, he repair’d them; his dayly Study and Pre¬ 
paration was, how to attack the Enemy, whom he fo fuccefsfully 
aflaulted at every turn, that lie foon drove them quite out of the 
Field : Affifled in thefe ConfliCls by his old Companion, who wasto 
him as Barnabas to Paul (as he modeflly fpeaks of himfclf) a Co¬ 
adjutor in this great Work, wherein he thought it honor enough to 
be a fecond to fo great a Champion. And that the World might fee 
that lie was perfectly reconcil’d, and retain’d no refentment upon ac- 
count of the harfh ufage he had met with, he carried himfelf towards 
his Bilhop with a molt profound obfcrvance, whole late unkindneffes 
he extenuated, and reprefented them only as a Device and Artifice 
of the Devil, who envied the happinefs of their Concord ; notwith. 
Handing which, he fbewed how well he undcrflood, how readily he 
could comply with the Laws and Canons of the Church. He was at 
hand in all Infiances of Canonical Obedience, he was to the Bifhop 
an Impartial Monitor, a faithful Councellor,' a diligent.Co adjutor, 
(efpecially in Preaching) a dextrous manager of bufincIs; he was, in 
fhort, the flaffof his Age, the fnpport of his Faith, the guide of his 
Family, and the Agent of his Adairs abroad ; fo that though he was 
below the Chair, yet the Reins of Ecclefiaflical Government were 
lodg’d in his hands. Euflbius govern’d the People, and Bafil F.uf bius , 
who was content to fliilie by that luflre, which the others wile and 
prudent Adminiftration of Affairs did refleCt upon him. Where the 
Caufe of the Church , or of common Equity was concern’d, he feru- 
plednot, freely to addrefs himfelf to the chiefeft Magifhrates in the 
City, took up Differences among/! neighbors with fo much imparti¬ 
ality, that his Decidons took etfeCt, as if they had been ratified by 
Law. He was a common Advocate for the Poor, whole Right he de¬ 
fended, and whole Wants he relieved both of Soul and Body; by 
his means Provifion was made for their Maintenance, Hofpitals crcCltd 
for the entertainment of Strangers, Directions given for the Educa¬ 
tion of devout pious Virgins ; lbmetimcs he was taken up in forming 
Rules for tliofe who engag’d in a Monadick Life, and thefe delivered 
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both by word and writing; othcrwhiles in compofinc Forms of pu- 
blick Praver, and in reducing the leveral parts and places of Divine 
Worlhip, into decency and order. 

j[ up was thus iinploy’d, when an opportunity of expreffing the 
moll generous Piety and Charity prefented it felf. Several Calami¬ 
ties had of late afflicted the Eaflern Parts, Ann. CCCLXVII. fell 
great Storms l ' of Flail, of that unuliial bignefs, that they were like esocr.1.4. mi 
btones; which befide ot her mifcliief, cleft roy’d the Lives of many, 

A Judgment lome thought, fei.it by Heaven, for the Emperor’s ba- L u. v. c«»r. 
nifhing fo many pious Bilhops, who had refus’d to communicate P-tf- 
with Eudoxius and his Chew. The next year happened vaft Inunda- ofn'xv^ ' 
tions, and terrible Earth-quakes, and thele follow’d by a dreadful 
Famine, which as it lpreacl in ocher parts, forag’d principally in Cap- 
padocia. Pit Cafarea was the grcatell Dearth that had been known 11 x^.or.xx, 
in the Memory of man, and being an in land City, was not capable P 34 °‘ 
ofthofe foreign Supplies, which Maritnn Towns are furnifh’d with. 

It added to the publick Calamity, that what Stores there were, the 
Corn-Merchants kept up, and in defpite of the fevered Threatnings 
ofCod, and the common Principles of Humanity, would not part 
with, but at exceflive Rates. In this evil Chile Bafil beltirred himfelf, 
he plied the Rich with unwearied Arguments and Perfwafives, till he 
had fit ft opened their Hearts, and then their Furies; and having made 
Jiimfelf Mailer of their Treafures, he freely dealt his Bread to the 
Hungry: The Poor, and thole who were even Itarv’d to death, Per- 
fons of all Ranks, Ages, and Sexes, he gathered into one place, di- 
ftributing Victuals to them according to their leveral Neceffities, 
which he, and others by his Example, prepar’d andadminid’red with 
his own hand, not difdaining the mcaiidt Office, whereby he might 
become ufeful to them. Nor was lie wanting in Inftances of the mod 
real and perfeCt Charity, and to which he was conducted by the 
more immediate Obligations of his Office, l or at the Lime time that 
he provided for the Bodies of the Poor, he took care efpecially to 
feed their Souls, which honourifhc'l with the Bread of Angels , tliofe 
divine and heavenly Councils, which he liberally pour’d out upon 
them. The Ignorant he infirm kb in their Duty, the /loathful he 
quickened to a life of Piety and Vcitue, and his Difcourfes made the 
deeper Imprefflon, by being r- is’d home with fo charitable a band. 

About the fame time he was bill’d 01Tto a more difficult Service, to 
give trial of his Constancy » 0 the Truth, lor Tale ns * the Emperor, 5 Gr.xyfc 1. r., 
puffed up with his late liiccefs againfi the Goths, refblv’d now by force 
to carry on the Arian Caufe. In order whereunro he made an Expe- i 6. c.\C. 
dition into Propontis , Galatia, Bstbyuia, and the neighbor-Provinces, Ms 7 - 
making Iiavock of the Churches wherever he came, and was now 
come into Cappadocia. AIAfhs the PrefcCt came to Cafarea before 
him, where'the fir 11 thing he did, was to let upon Bafil, whom by 
all way os he fought to bring over to the Party. Fie promis’d him 
upon his Compliance, the Emperor’s favor, and that he fliould be 
promoted to the Epifcopal See (by which bis plain this was done, 
while he was yet Presbyter of thai'Churclf) but if ho continued ob- 
ffinatc, he mull cxpeCl the utmofi Eliotts that a powerful difpleafmc 
could bring upon him. Againfi ali which, the good man flood im¬ 
movable, lb that perceiving no good could be done upon him, the 

H h Emperor 
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Emperor for that time departed, referving him to a fharpcrTrial after- 
wards. , 

HI. EVSEIUVS had now fat Bifhop lomewliat more than 
h eight years when he was tranflated to a better l ife, expiring * his 

M42, iaft breath in B.tfifs Arms, who flood by him and a!fifted him in his 

lafl hours. The See thus vacant, B.ifil was well aware that attempts 
would be made to place hirn in the Archiepifcopal Chair. J o pre¬ 
vent wliicli, he withdrew himfclf, probably under pretence of Indifi 
polition. But becaufe he forelaw what advantage the Arun Party 
would make, both of the Vacancy and his abfence,and that the Clergy 
of that Church had written to him, not to defert them in lo danger, 
tv. p 47. ous a t i lT1C) h c difpatchM away Euft.tthii/s the Deacon with a Letter * 
to Nazianzen, inti eating him to concern himfclf in this Matter, and to 
lend his bell affiflance in the fpeedy Eledion of a (it Pallor for that 
Church; that he had already an excellent Perfon 111 his Eye, whom 
if they could obtain, he made no doubt but T would prove an accepta¬ 
ble and happy Choice. At the firfl News of his being Sick (for he 
had fent him word m , that he paffionately defir’d to fee and I peak 
7 ^ 4 * with him, and that he mull make haft, if ever he intended to fee 
him alive) Nazianzw was extrcamly afflicted, and prepar’d imme- 
diately to go to him. But when he underflood that all this was little 
more than a device to draw him to C .e/h;r<7, and that indeed the bulk 
nefs was the Choice of a new Bifhop,he Hop’d his Journey,and turn’d 
back. However he laid not afide the Care of that place, but im- 
" flw*. vit. ploy’d all his thoughts», and improv’d all his Intcrefl to fix and fet- 
p- < 4 - t j c t | iat A pp air . an j hccaufe he knew there was none fitter than Bafi /, 
he recommended him both by publick and private Letters, wherein 
he had the concurrent Advice and Suffrage of his Father, a man of 
« yjx . Fp . great Eftecm and Reverence in thofe Parts, in whofe name he wrote» 
xxii. 785. to the People of Ctfarea, wherein he lets them know, that although 
he was Bilhop of but an inconfiderable See, yet his Age and Intcrefl 
in the common Peace and Welfare of the Church, made him equally 
concern’d with any ; that the fixing a Bilhop irt any Church, was a 
Matter of great weight, much more at Ct/arca, a place renowned for 
its Dignity, Antiquity, Orthodoxy, and Unity, in all which Rcfpefts 
the Eyes of the Chriftian World were from all Parts drawn upon it, 
like lines dirc£ted from the Circumference to the Center; that for 
his own pait, though they had invited him to the Confultation, yet 
he fear’d his Age and Infirmities would not permit him to be there ; 
and if not, yet he thought himfclf obliged to fupply by Letters the 
want of his Company. He doubted not but they would have plenty 
of excellent and worthy Perfons Candidates for the place, but that he 
knew none of the whole number comparable to lhfil the Presbyter, 
a man of an exa£l Life, and admirable Learning and Eloquence, and 
in both refpeCls the almoft only Perfon capable to encounter the fubtle 
and diluting Hereticks of that time. Which he intimated to all 
both of the Clerical, and Mona flical Order, and to all the Magillrates 
and Senators of the City, yea, to the whole Body of the People ; 
that if they agreed in this Propofol, he was ready to give his Suffrage, 
which he was allur’d was right and w ell grounded, and would ac¬ 
count himfclf Spiritually prefent at the Ele&ion, and would be the 
firfl that fhould lay hold upon the Perfon; but if other wile they pro* 

■' ceeued 
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cccded ia tliis Matter (as heretofore they had done) by Cabals and 
Parties, by popular and tumultuary Elections, they might do what 
they pleas’d, he would referve his Suffrage to himlelf. After this he 
wrote >’ to the lame effeft to the Bifhops that were met there about xx [ I j > • 
this Matter, whom he gently chides for fending him only a loofe and 
general Invitation, without any Intimation either .of the time when, 
or the bufinefs they were to confult about, as if they defign’d on 
purpofc to prevent his being there, left he fhould oppofe their De¬ 
ft J s ; that for the thing it felf, he knew there would be feveral Per- 
foils propos’d, according as their different Intcrefl, Refolutions, or 
Inclinations lead them, but that he could not recommend any one like 
either for the exemplarinefs of his Life, or the charms of his 
Eloquence, or his incomparable attainments in all parts of Virtue. 

If his weaknefs and infirmity of body were pleaded as a Bar to hinder 
him, they fhould remember they were to choofe a Bifhop, not an 
Jtblcta or Champion (where a ftrong and robuft Conflitution was 
ncccflary) and that God was. able enough to ftrengthen the infirm 
aud weak. In this choice he would readily joyn with them, but if 

they proceeded with by-ends, and manag’d the Affair with Parties 

a-.d l : a£lions, ’twas their own doing, and he fhould rejoyce to have no 

hand in it. . 

IV. NOR was the good old man content only to make the PrO- 
pofal, and thus freely and affe£lionately to declare his mind,^ but 
knowing of what importance his prefence would be, he refolv’d to 
go 1; he was of a great Age, and ftruggled with many infupportable $ ^.or.xx; 
Infirmities and Diftempers , but fummoning together the whole p. 343 * 
ftrength ofNature for fo good a Work, he fet forwards, being put 
into the Chariot, more like a Corps laid upon a Bier (as his own Son 
expreffes it) than a man fit to undertake a Journey ; though God 
was pleas’d fo far to reward his honed and induflrious Zeal,, that his 
journey was fo far from impairing the little remainders of his Health, 
that he returned much more ftrong and vigorous than before. When 
lie came to C<efiirea y he found what lie had all along forefeen, the 
Elcftion driven on with Heats and Animofities, and efpccially a great 
Party made againft lhfil , the whole Arim Tribe with all their petty 
Branches and Sub divifions ftrongly oppofing his Election, the Oppo- 
fition being chiefly managed by the Governors and great men or the 
Court-Party, who had drawn no ftnall number of the rciule part ot 
the City to their fide. But truth and honefty got the upper-hand, 
and the Choice fell upon B.ijil, whom the Prelates folemnly conle- 
crated to that See, which was done cither Ann. CCCLXX. or the 
year following ; though lhronins places it Ann. CCCLXIX. and Do - - 

rothrn ' of Ann. CCCLXXII. or the IX*;. year of Vtkn- ' fWT-W 

tini,in. No fooncr was the hurry over, but his Friend Nitztnnzcn lent 
him a Congratulatory Letter r , wherein he acquaints him how heart!- 
ly herejoye’d with him-for his eminent advancement in the Church, ' 

cfpeeially at a time when it flood lo much in need of fuch a wile 
prudent Coiidiift; that he mull not prcfcntly expea his coming 
over to him, left it fhould diminifli his Reputation, and argue him 
guilty of Ralhnefs and Vanity, in a too hafty gathering his Friends 
and Followers about him, that he would come as foon as the Shadows 
ot the Envious and the Malicious were vaniili’d, which he reckon d 
H h 2 would 
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would he no more able to bear up long, than the Blind and the Lame 
at Jcr ufilern, were to keep David out of the City. But the Oppofiti- 
on did not fink prefcntly, the great men, vex’d that they could not 
carry the day, gave him all the trouble they could in this new Scene 
of Affairs, nor wanted there thofe about him, that fought to make 
their ends of him to their own advantage. This troubled the good 
« ib, Ep. ftqu. man, whereupon Nazianzen backs his former with a fecond 1 Letter, 
to encourage him to go on in defpite of Envy and Oppofition, and that 
he did not fear that any thing would befall him, but what would be¬ 
come a Philofopher to bear; that now was the time to fhew himfelf, 
and to make known that Philofophy which he had been ft tidying all 
his life; hew eafily he could conquer the Affronts and Injuries of men, 
and how firmly he could maintain his ground like a Hock in the mid¬ 
dle ofthe Sea: That if ’twere neceffary, he would come over to him, 
and aflift him with his Counfel, if at leaft he wanted it, (as what need 
has the Ocean of Water?) But however to benefit himfelf in Learn¬ 
ing, Patience, and how to bear Contumelies and Reproaches with 
u N rj-.o-.xx. him. Accordingly fome time after he came", whom Bafil received 
/■> 344. with all the endearments of an intimate Friend, profer’d him the firft 
place in the Presbytery, or the honor of an Epifcopal Chair, which 
the other modeftly declin’d, and that with mutual Content and Sa¬ 
tisfaction.

His APIs from bis being made (Bi[J)op y till the end of bis Contejl 
with Valens and the Governor at Cxffuea. 

Valcns bis arrival at Oelarea. Bafil fummon'd before the Arian Prefilt. 
The Dialogue that pafsd between them , difeovtring his inflexible adhe¬ 
rence to the Catholick Religion. His great Vert tie reported to the Em¬ 
peror,, who admires the Piety of their puhlick Devotion. His difcottrfe 
with him. His fbarp rebuke of Dcmofthcnes the Emperor's Cook. 
The Arians came(l for his Banifbment. Valens unable to fign the 
Warrant. Embracing the Catholick Faith propounded by him , as the 
beft expedient for the young Princes recovery ; but re jelled by the Em¬ 
peror : The Child dies. Bafil honour'd by his Enemies. Elis Inter- 
cef/ton for the Catholicks at Nice, jttftified by a Miracle. The Sufferings 
r;/'Eufebius Samofatcnus in defence of the Nicene Caufe. Elis Prohi¬ 
biting the People, to refifl Authority. His unfortunate death by the 
Arians. Bafil’jr Troubles at Coefarea, for his protelling a Widow that 
fled for Sanctuary to the Altar. His undaunted Courage in that 
Affair. 

I. V* TB was as yet fcarcc warm in his Chair, when the Storm that 
I—B had but lately blown over, return’d with more fierccnefs' 
•*- * and violence than before. Valens the Emperor, in purfii- 

ance of his great Dcfign, to fubdue the Eafi to the Dottrine of Arias , 

came 
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came a fecond time to Ctfarat, attended as before with MoMutt he 
Prefea. Vex’d they were, that he had lo openly baffled 
their firft attempt, and that fince that he had been chofen Bifhop in 
defpite of all the Intreagues they had laid, and the Intcreft they could 
make againft him. At their firft arrival, he is fent for before the 
Prefea' and went more like one that was going to a Leaft, than a 1 ri- 
foncr to the Bar; the Difcourfe between them, pals din this manner. 
MOD ESTVS. Whats the matter Bafil , (for he vouchfafcd not 
to honor him with his Epifcopal Title) that you prefume to oppofe 
r, arcat an Emperor, and that you alone carry your feIf with io much 
obffinacyabove all the reft? BASIL. What do you mean Sir, 
what Arrogance do you fpcak of? For as yet I do not underhand you. 
MO D. I mean your refilling to comply with the Emperor s Religion, 
when all others have ftruckfail, and given up the day. B AS. But 
that’s inconfiftcnt with the Will and Command of my Soveraign 
Emperor; nor can I be ever brought to worfhip a Creature when I 
mviclfam God’s Creature; or one that is a made God, when I my 
lcff am commanded to become a partaker of the divine Nature. 
MOD. And what then do you make of us? BAS. Nothing at all, 
as long as you command Rich things as thefe. MO D. But tell me, 
don’t vou think it a great Honor to come over to us and to have us 
on your fide ? B A S. I grant you to be Governors, and very illuftrious 
Perfons yet you arc not greater and more honourable than Cod ; tis 
no final! honour to have you on our fide, but yet in the fame capa¬ 
city with others, who are fubjetted to our Care and Charge. For 
Chriftianity is to be meafiir’d, not by dignity of Perfons, but found- 
nefsof the Faith. The Prefect was netlcdat this, and 1 affion grow¬ 
ing upon him, heftarted up out of his Chair, and proceeded in a 
(harper drain. MO D. What then, are you not afraid of the lower 
we are arm’d with? BAS . What can happen? What can I Lifter ? 
MO D. Any one of thofe many things that are within my Power* 
BAS What arc they, let us know? Confifcation of Goods, Baniln- 
ment, Tortures, or Death? Or if there be any tiling worth tban 
thefe, threaten that; for of thefe, there’s none can reach us. MOD. 
How fo ? BAS. He is not obnoxious to Confifcation, who has no¬ 
thing to’lofe : Unlcfs you want thefe old tattered Cloaths, and a few 
Books wherein confifts my whole Eftatc. Banifbment I regard not, 
who am tied to no place ; I account not this Country, where I now 
dwell, my own; and I can think any mine, where I f halt be caft: Or 
to fpcak more properly, the whole Earth is God’s, whole Pilgrim and 
Sojourner I am. As for Tortures, what can they do, where thcies 
not a Body to bear them ? Set afidc the hrft blow, and there s no¬ 
thing die within your Power. And then for death, I ftiallI efteem it 
a kindnefs and benefit; ’twill but fooner fend me to God, for whole 
fake I live and ad, and to whom I am in a great mcafurc dead, ha- 
vingofa long time been haftening thither. MO D. 1 have never 
yet nict with a man (o much unconcern d, and that has talk d at this 
fate of freedom and Liberty. BAS. Perhaps you never yet met 
with a true Bifhop, otherwife in like Circumftanccs lie would have 
treated you in the fame way that I have done.

Attention, and which Nazianzen who then flood by, profeffes he 
look’d upon as things immediately (poke from Heaven, and that he 
could not fufDcicntly admire the Wifdom and divine Philofbphy of 
thole Dilcourles. At this intercourfc amongfl others of the Emperor’s 
Train, was picfent one Demoftbenes (whom the two Gregor ies, A T a- 
zitwun and A T yff(n, elegantly call Nebnzaradan) Steward arid chief 
Cook of the Impc rial Palace,who took upon him to interrupt Bafil y and 
contracliCl him in rude barbarous Language. Whereat lmiling, he 
told the Company, mi have novften an ignorant and illiterate Demo- 
fthencs. The man thought himfelf affronted with the anfwer, and 
broke out into Menaces and ill words, to whom the other replied,your 
btifinelsis to drefsMcats,and preparcSauces.butyou cannot reliflidivine 
Truths, your ears being (lop’d up with the noifom Fumes and Vapors 
ofthcKitchin. The Emperor however was not unpleas’d with the 
Convcrfe he had had, the edge of his fury being for the prefent 
abated, and he had a better opinion of B.tjil and his Party than! 
before. 

III. THE Arian Prelates that were about the Court, perceived 
the Emperor began to dagger, and therefore plied him with warm 
and importunate Councils, never giving over, till they had perfwaded 
him to banifli Baft!. And fo lure had they made themfelves of it, that 
the very night was appointed, and at hand for his Tranfportation ; 
the Chariot in readincls, his Friends prepared to accompany him, 
his Enemies every where triumphing, nothing was wanting but the 
Emperor’s hand to the Warrant, which being brought to him tofign, 
he was not able to write one Syllable, the Pen breaking under bis 
hand; he tried a fecond and then a third, and dill had the fame die- 
cefs, whereat he was amaz’d, his hand diook, and a Condensation 
feiz’d upon his mind, and catching up the Paper, tore the Warrant 
in pieces. The accident we may well fuppofe, foon fill’d every cor¬ 
ner with difeom fe, and indeed was a great Indance of Heavens im¬ 
mediate appearing in the good man’s Caufe, which wanted not at the 
Fame time, other Tedimonics from Heaven for its Vindication. Ga- 
ItUes >’ the Emperor’s Son was feiz’d with a malignant Feavor, 
which rag’d beyond all hopes of Life. l r alens was infinitely affli£lcd 
with the young Princes ficknefs, and in token of the deeped Grief s C \ i. 6.c.i6< 
andPalFion, threw himfelf upon the ground. Phyficians of die great- P ,6 $ 8, 
ed Note are lent for, whom the Emperor intreated to improve the 
utmod of their skill for his Son’s recovery. But all in vain, the Dl- 
ftemper was not to be remov’d by Arts of Phyfick. The Emprefs 
Dominica was not only equally concern’d with her Husband, but had 
been troubled with frightful Dreams, whereby flic find fhe had been 
made to underdand, that this Calamity had befallen them for the 
injury that had been done the holy Bifhop. Hereupon ’twas con¬ 
cluded, that Baftl fliould be lent for, and defir’d to improve hisin- 
tered with Heaven for the Princes health. But becaufe the Emperor 
was conlcious to himfelf, how much he had affronted him by the 
late Order for his Banifhrnent, he would not dirc£lly Fend for him 
in his own namG, but committed it to feme great men to manage; 

Upon 
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UiJon the firft Intimation lie came to Court, where the Emperor be- 
fnoke him in this manner ; if the Doftrinc of the Faith you profeis 
be line pray to God that my Child may not dye. Pafil replied, if; 
Sir vouni entertain the lame Faith that I do, and rcftorc Peace and 
Unity to the Church, doubt not but the Prince fhall recover And 
indeed as loon as the Bifhop let his foot within the Houfc, the Diftem- 
per bep.au ibmewhat to remit. But the Emperor it items hit d not 
the 'Perms, to whom Unfit laid no more but this, then God s Will be 
done concerning him, and went out. The 1 flue was, the Bi¬ 

llions are call’d for, who pray’d over, and baptize! the Child and he 
immediately died. Warn’d by which example, Modvfius the 1 re ett • 
Avho was at that time taken with a dclpcrate Sicknels) lent for Lift/, 
and with tears bewail’d bis carriage towards him ; he told him, he 
was now fufliciently fenliblc of his Error, befeeclung lnm to become 
inftrumental for the recovery of his Health; which by his 1 layers 
he regain’d, as lie confels’d after upon all occafions not ccafing to 
admire, and (peak of him with great honor and refpett 1 bus God 
was pleas’d to buoy up the Intcreft and Reputation of this excellent 
Bifhop, in the midft of his mod: inveterate Enemies, fo that lie was 
iuftered to keep his Station, when alrnoft all the Cathohck Billiops 
of the Halt were turn’d out and banilh’d. Nay lb far was VaEns 
himlclf pleas’d with him, that he gave fcvcral rich Farms which he 
had in thofc Parts, for the relief of thofc Poor and Lame, whereof 
c> mi. Tom. Unfit took the Charge and Care, ^mar.ts relates * a PalFage, which 
III. r . 26 . ! Oliver to the Reader purely upon his Authority, that when at the 

Inftipation of the Asians , the Catholicks at Nice were turn d out of 
their*Church they came to Unfit to intreat him to intercede tor 
them. He undertook their Caufb, and went with them to the Em¬ 
peror then at Nice , to whom lie addrefsd himfelf to this put pole. 

Sir the Determination ofthis Matter is to be left to God. Let the 
< ( Church-doors be faff lhut, and let the Asians Rand without and 
c 1 pray to Heaven ; if the Doors open to them of their ownaccoiu, 

‘ ‘ let them have the Church; if they do not, let us have leave to come 
t( and put up our Prayers to God, and if they freely open to us let it 
< ‘ he declar’d,that by the [udgment of Heaven theChurch does belong 
“ to us; but if they do not open to us, then let it he adjudge! to them. 
The Emperor could not decline the Propofal, and accordingly the 
Doors were made iaft. The Asians came and pray’d a long time, but 
to no purpofc; they being withdrawn, the Catholicks came, with 
S. Hi fit in the head of them, who had no fooncr begun their Prayers, 
but the Bars bur ft afundcr, and the Doors flew open, and gave ice 
paftage for the People to enter in; to the no lefs Joy of the one, than 

to the Shame and Vexation of the other Party. 

IV J ,r A L E NS after his departure from C.efhrca, ftaid ionic con- 
fu'crablo time at Antioch, whence he ilTucd out Warrants for the Vex¬ 
ation ant! Ejcftion of the orthodox Bifhops; amongft whom two 
clpccially were in his eye; » Mektim the aged Bifhop of A>m«h, 
C a meat Sufferer for the Catholick Caufb, whom he now bamfh d into 

Anncm.i ; and liifhop of S.mioftla. This Kufibim was a molt 

” zealous Cliampion for the A litem Faith, and at this time in the hot¬ 
ted of all the Danger, put on the habit of a Souldicr, and went up 
and down the adjacent Countries, and ordain'd Bifhops, Pndts, anti 

Deacons 
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Deacons in all thofe Churches, which the Malice of the Faftion and 
the Fury of the Emperor had left naked and deftitute. One of the 
Hilt things therefore refolv’d upon in the Asian Councils, was, 
tint he ftiould he fent far enough out of the way. The order for 
his ]’,anilhment was brought to him in the Evening, which he ad¬ 
vis’d the Melfengcr to keep fccret, plainly telling him, that if it 
ihould conic to the Peoples Ears, they would infallibly throw him 
into the River, and he had no mind to be guilty of his death. Having 
without any difeompofure finilli’d the evening Service, at night the 
acccIBilhop, attended only with one Servant to carry his Bible and 
his Pillow, took Boat, and went down the River all night, till they 
arriv’d at Zjwma, a Town fituate alio upon the Euphrates. Early 
in the Morning the News of his departure fill’d the City with an uni- 
verfal lamentation, and multitudes of People taking Boat, follow’d 
after him to and with Tears befought him to go back with 

‘them and not to expofc his Flock as a prey to Wolves. But in 
vain’ no Perfwafions or ConFiderations could prevail. Nay, fo far 
was he from allcdging for himfelf, that in this Cafe he muft obey 
God rather than men ; that he plainly trtld them, the ApoftlesRule 
muft 'take place, whicli exprefly commands us, to be [dject to PrincE 
inliliis ami Pomrs, Then they prefented him, Lome with Money, 
others with Oloaths, or Servants ; but he only accepted fo much as 
was barely neccllary for his Journey ; and having fortified their minds 
with Prayers and Sermons, and exhorted them to contend earneftly 
for the Anoftolick Doftrinc, let forwards towards Thrace, the place 
allotted for his Banilliment. But that Country being at this time 
over-run with the Uotbs, he went higher, and fetled himfelf near the 
River Draw, where he fo-journ’d till the death of Valeris, when he 
return’d home, and was taken up in the publick Affairs and Concern¬ 
ments of the Church. And coming to Dolicha a fmall City in Syria, 
a Town miferably inlcHed with Arianifrn, to place an orthodox Bifhop 
in that See, a Woman threw a Tile at him from the top of a Houfc, 
which mortally broke his skull, and covered lus head with a Crown 
of Martyrdom. Before lie died he heartily forgave the Woman, and 
took an Oath of his Friends then about him, that they would notes l 
her to account, nor revenge his death. But its time we letuin hack

V T H E Emperor left U/arca, hut UafiPs Troubles went not away 
with him. EMins lt Uncle to the Empreis, and at that time Go- 
vernor of the Province, had a fpleen againft him upon the (core of 
Religion, but which he fought to cover with other Pretexts’, ^eve- Tomi2t p . 
ral wayes he ftudied to moleft and vex him, and amongft others 
took hold of this occafion. There was at C .efarea, a Widow called 
Veflhnx (if Nylfcn means the fame PerfonJ Rich, and of honorable 
(Quality whole Husband was lately dead. Courted file was, by one 
that was Afteftor to the City-judge, who prefs’d her with fuch un- 
rcafonahlc and importunate Addreflcs, that flic found no better way, 

1 than to retire from her own Floufb* and take Sanctuary in the Church, 
where at the Communion-Table flic folemnly invok’d the divine Pro¬ 
tection and call’d in Heaven to her aftiftancc. Flic Governor lends 
immediately to Unfit to demand the Woman, who rqfflsd to deliver 
her up, let ting him know, that the Privilcdgcs of the Church, fened 
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in by Law, were Sacred, and the Honor of the holy Table not to be 
violated, nor could he deliver her in this Cafe, without betraying the 
I'aith. The Governor (form’d at the denial, and taking no notice 
where (lie was, lent Officers to (earch his Houle, and efpecially his 
Bed chamber, infinuating thereby a publick Sufpition that the Holy 
man had taken her home, and kept her for his own Bed. Nor eon. 
tent with this,he commanded Rapl, as a Criminal,to be brought before 
him, and fitting down upon the Bench, and being (well’d with Choler 
and Paffion, treated him with more than ordinary rudenefs and inhu¬ 
manity. He commanded his Cloak to be torn off his (boulders; Iiold, 
faid Bafil, I’le not only put off that, but if you pleale, my Coat alfo. 
He told him he would caule his lean (pare Carcafs to be (courg’d, to 
which the other readily yielded; that he would tear him piece meal 
with Iron Pincers; do Sir, replied Bafil, by thefe violent Cancings 
you’l cure an ill-aftcfted Liver, with which you (ec I am (orely trou¬ 
bled. The node hereof (oon (pread it felf over the City, with which 
the People being alarum’d, the whole City was prefently in an up¬ 
roar, Pcrfons ofall Ages, Trades and Sexes, ffor the very Women 
put on a mafeuline Zeal and lle(olution) betaking themfelves to 
Arms, and catching up what came next to hand, Swords, or Spears, 
or Stones, or Clubs, or Fire-brands, or whatever might be an Mm- 
ment of Rage and Cruelty : They all prefs’d forward like a mighty 
Inundation, which no Banks could ftop, and happy was he thought, 
that could get the honor to give the firft blow, nothing le(s being re* 
(olv’d on, than the tearing him all in pieces. The Governor was (iif- 
ficicntly ftartlcd at the News of the danger that he was in, he knew 
what it was to encounter with armed fury, to which he had given but 
too much Provocation. And now the Scene was altered, and he who 
lately had (b (form’d and hettor’d, quak’d and trembled, and IiisSni- 
rit funk within him. He crouch’d, and intreated, and bewail’d his’ 
miferablc and calamitous Cafe, which had been all in vain, liad not 
Ml himlelf gone out, and both by his prefence and difcourle charm'd 
and appeal’d the Multitude, thereby at once delivering himlelf, his 
Client, and his Judge. As for the Lady (whofe unhappy Circum- 
(fances had given occafion to this whole paffagej (he was fif the fame 
p h yf dt V it. mention’d by my Author c ) recommended to the care of Micrim 
.v. M*crin. s. Baftl's Sifter, who fiipcrintcnded a Female Colledge of devout Wo- 
T l97 ' men, amongft whom (lie pals’d her time in all the ftritt Exevcilcs of a 
pious and vertuous Life. 
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HU Jfo from the end of the foregoing Contejls, till the Contefi be¬ 
tween him and Euftathius IBi/hop of Scbaflca.

I A S J L had now got a little refpite from the Troubles that 
had of latefurrounded him, and bethought no care more 
immediately neccffary, than to take an account of the State 
of his Diocefs, and reform thofe Abufes that had crept in by the re- 
miiiicfs of his Predeceffors. The Chorepifcopi d took upon them to d e?. 
ordain the inferior Cliurch-officcrs, without the leave or knowledge 
of the Bilhop, and trlifting wholly to the Presbyters and Deacons in 
this matter, admitted them without any juft Examination of the fit' 
nefs and Qualification of the Perfon, by which means the Church 
was fill’d with unw orthy men, and every Village was crowded with 
Officers, who were a Scandal to the Service of the Altar: Intercft or 
Relation, Friendfhip or Neighborhood were the bed Qualifications 
that moft had to recommend them, and many it (eems prefs’d the 
harder to get in, that they might be freed from a neceffity of bearing 
Arms, cljjecially in thole parts, where Souldiers were more than or¬ 
dinarily prels’d to the Service of the Wars. And what’s beyond this, 

’twas commonly reported 0 , that the Bifhops of his Province were «E/>.LXXVt 
guilty of Simony, that they (old Ordinations, and (et a price upon 
the Gift of the holy Ghoft. “ As for the firft of thefe, he charges 
“ them to revive the ftriftnefs of the ancient Difcipline, when the 
0 Cuftomwas, that the Perlons to be admitted, were to be fevcrely 
u tried, and a moft exaft (crutiny to be made into their paft Life , 

“ what had been the courfeof their Education, what the fobriety of 
their Youth ; whether they were not guilty of Drunker-nefs, Quar- 
11 relling, &c. The Care of this was committed to the Presbyters and 
“ Deacons, who reported the Matter to the Chorepifcopi , and they upon 
“ the Tcftimonial given, firft gave an account of it to the Bilhop, and 
“ then receiv’d them into the Miniftry of the Church. For the reco- 
u very therefore of things to this excellent Standard, lie commanded 
“them to reinforce the ancient Canons, and in the mean time to 
“ lend him a Note of the Names of the Miniftersin every Parifli, with 
“ an account by whom they had been brought in, and what was the 
“ courle and manner of their Life; a Copy whereof they fhould keep 
“ for themfelves; that they fhould call them again under Examinati-

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« on, and if found fit, continue them, ifotherwife, cxpclhhcm, and 
u return them back to a Lay-Station ; and for the future, ule their 
“ utmoft care and diligence in the trial of luch Perfons, but not take 
“ them in, till they had Lent him an account of them. As for the 
« other, that of mercinary Ordinations (which he tells them, he 
“ could not at firfl: believe) he layes before them the greatnefs of the 
“ Crime, in fbmc of its more horrid Aggravations, that ’t was double 
<£ iniquity to cover wickcdncfs under a pretence of Piety, ’twas to 
“ fell the holy Ghoft, to barter heavenly for earthly things, and to 
“ make a gain of the Church, which had the body and blood of 
“Chriftcommitted to it; ’twas to be a Slave to that which is ki 0 . 
“ latry, and the Root of all Evil 5 to prefer a little Money befoic 
“Chrift, and 7 ^.^-like, to betray him again for a few Pence, who 
“ Jiad been once crucified for the World; and that the Lands and 
<c PolfefTions got by fiich means, might too truly be ftyl’d an Acdlwu, 
“ a field of blood ; that they were herein more incxcufable than the 
« rather of Simonifls, having actually done, what he only attempted, 
“ who yet had that fad doom denounc’d againft him, 7 by Moneyfurijl) 
u with tfne\ that ’twas to no purpofe for them to flatter thcmfelves,that 
c< they had taken 110 Money before, but only fertile Impofition of hands, 
« that this was but a Trick to delude the World, and cheat their 
“ Confidences, feeing ’twas upon that account they receiv’d it, when 
0 ever they had it. That if thefe things were true, ’t\\ as high time 
« they were amended, and that they fhould quit this Trade, w hich 
“ was the very Path-way to Hell, and not dare to pollute thole hands 
“ with fiich ungodly Gains, wherewith they were to handle the holy 
“ MyllcriesThat if after this Admonition any of them fhould pre- 
“ fijme to offend in this kind, he fhould be immediately banifh’dall 
“ Communion at the facred Altar, and be forc’d to leek fbmc other 
t£ place, where he might freely fell what lie had unlawfully bought, 
li the Gift of God ; For that, layes he, we have no fuel) a:flow, mi tint 
iC the Churches of Cod. 

IT. NO 11 was his care confin’d only to his own Province, he had 
a publiek Soul, that engag’d him, not only to wifh woll in general, 
but to lend bis particular affifiance towards the Peace and Welfare 
of foreign Churches. The People of Antioch had been mifcrably 
harafs’d by the Arian Party at the Emperor’s late being there ; to take 
oft’the edgeofwhofe forrow, he writes them a Lett ter 1 full of a 
generous Sympathy and Companion; “ withall putting them in mind 
“ that God could put a Period to their prelcnt Perfecutions; in pro- 
“ fpeft whereof, they might the better be content to bear them ; if 
“ they look’d upon them as a chaftifement for their fins, they might 
u prevent a greater deluge of wrath ; if continued, God who fiiflcrcd 
“ them to be laid on, would give proportionable ftrcrcgth to endure 
« them, and at laft crown their Faith and Patience ; in order wherc- 
“ unto, ’twas not enough to give an inftance or two of courage and 
“ fortitude, God thinking fit many times, to make us exemplary to 
« the World by frequent Trials and repeated Vi&ories. And at long* 
“ eft, the whole fpacc of man’s Life was fliort, if compar’d with the 
“ Duration of that happinefs, that we expe&cd in the future State: 
“ That no Sufferings fhould fiiake their Conftancy in ,thc faith, the 
“ faith deriv’d from the Ancients, ratified by the fathers at Nicy 

“ whole 
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“"wiiofeCrccd he there lets down, as the Standard of found ortiiodox 
“ faith lint alas, the Church of Antioch labour’d under greater 
Prcfliues than any that could arilc from without, being well nigh 
ruin’d by unhappy and almoft incurable Conlufions within it fell, 
for befidcs the Art tuts and Afotlinariam, who had their leveral Bilhops, 
ami held diffinft and feparate Aflemblies in that City, the Catholick 
‘party was broken into a lamentable Schifm, the People being divided 
between Mdetim their ancient Bilhop, and Paulinus, whom Lucifer 
Cthriumu had conflituted there in the Reign of Julian, ever (nice 
which time the Schifm had not only linoak’d.but flam d out,each Party 
(tfivincr to advance irs Interelf, and to deprels the other. The Hflefts 
whereof were lad and deplorable, a vifible decay ot Piety, the mutual 
Hatred and Animolity ofChriftians, the incrcaic of Heretic, and the 
open Triumph of the Enemies of the Faith. IhfU was infinitely 
troubled at tilth; Diffentions, though he law it neceffary to clpoule 
the Mcletim Caulc, on whole fide ’tis plain the right lay. His firfk 
endeavor was, to give a true account of the State of the Cafe, and 
to engage loine Perfons of known Reputation in the compofureof 
this difficult Affair. And bccaule Atbanajint was the man of the 
created name and vogue at this time in the Chrifhan World, lie 
wrote to him to intcrpole his Authority in this Matter, who accor¬ 
dingly lent Percr his Presbyter to Antioch, and by Ins means leveral 
(lilpatches were convey’d to Rome, and the Bilhops ot the IV.ft, as 
we have formerly noted in that great man’s Life. And indeed ’twas 
but time for the Melctians to look about them, and to lccommend 
their Caufc to foreign Churches, when Paulmms Party every where 
gave it out r., that they had receiv’d Letters from the WefernK ifhops, 
which had given SulTiage on their fide, and had adjudge! the See of^ u - 
Antioch to Pauli mis. Which if real, had been gotten by furpnze, be¬ 
fore the others were truly acquainted with the Cafe, as at in \x Atha- 

fufiut himfclf had been prevail’d with to fend Letters to Paulin ns. 

III. that therefore they might be no longer wanting to the 
juft ilicat ion of their Caufc, and to the necefiities of the Church, a 
Letter 11 is draw-ii up, clireHcd to the Bilhops of Italy and France , 
fiibferibcd by Me/aius, Eu/lbw, Bafil , and XXIX. Prelates more in ^ ‘ 

which they lay before them the calamitous State of the haftern 
Churches harafs’d by Violence and Perfection, publiek Aflemblies 
difpers’d, ’and People forc’d to pray in fields and Solitudes Herefie 
profperous, and Arianifm grown rampant; bad men ftepd up into 
the Government of the Church, who trampled upon all Laws and 
Canons, feiz’d the Revenues of the Poor, and devour’d the Portion 
of the Widow and the Orphan, and like People like Pneft, an uni- 
vcrfal degeneracy of manners had broke in upon them, the People fol¬ 
lowing the conduft of their Teachers, and reckoning thcmfelves le- 
curclv warranted by their example. Nay not only did Herefie pre- 
vail, but (what was the accent of their mifery) the Catholicks were 
fallen out amongfi: thcmfelves, and it was then with them, as twas 
once with the Jews at the Siege of Jertifalem, who were not only per¬ 
petually prefs’d upon by the Roman Army from without, but betray d 
by their own inteftinc Faftions and Seditions within. That therefore 
they belongin' them by all that was dear and tender to them, that 
they would take their Cale into Confidcration, and forthwith dilpatch 

lome 
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fomc of their number to their relief, and that in fuch a Proportion, 
as that they might by their number, as well as the gravity of the 
Perfons, bear aconfiderable fway in a Synodal Convention, where 
they might help to prclerve the languifhing and declining 1 aith, and 
reduce things back to the Niccm Creed (now, if ever, like to fuller 
Shipwrackp extirpate Hcrefie, diffolve the Schifms that had 1 ifen 
up reclaim the Erroneous, reconcile Diflenters, and reftorc Peace 
and Unity to the Church. This Epiftle pen’d (as is probable) by 
i niHi. »a Mcletim ', and then trantaitted to Unfit, to be by him review d, and 
Lix.p. 88 .iw! fobferib’d, was attended with a Commonitorium, giving a juIt account 
rp.LVii.p. 8 (J. of the State of things, and delivered to Snbinus the Deacon, who was 
to give them a more particular account by word of mouth. With 
**. L xx. him Mdifpatch’d Dorotheas a Presbyter, and by him a Letter k in 
p■ m. hi s own name, wherein with a mighty Eloquence he bcwailes t he mi- 

ferable face of things among!* them, and pathetically prefles them to 
a fneedy afliftance, before it was too late. But alas thcle and leve- 
ral other difpatclies produced no more than a few good \voids, a Let. 

' rid. no. ter or two to comfort and condole with them, but no effectual means 1 
ci.xxxii. fet on foot to help them. The Weftern Prelates fat quiet and warm 
P- at home, and car’d not to burn their Lingers in fuch a troublefom fire, 

cfpccially at that diftancc, where fuch a Journey was to be under- 
taken and therefore left them to fcnfllc it out, and end the Matter 
as well as they could. Plain it is, they no way fatisfied lifts defiics 
» rp. to. ad and expectations, who fharply complains "' of the W c Tf i< 
*fp. 54 . the Pride And fnptrcilton/kfs of the Weft, and how little help was to 
be look’d for from them, that neither underlfood the I ruth of their 
Cafe nor would be content to learn it; that he was refolv’d to write 
to the Pope, to let him know, that it did not become him to infuk 
over anefadd to the Miferics of the afflifled, nor to reckon it a piece 
of State and greatnefs to be proud, a thing alone fufficicnt to render 
a man odious in the fight of God; and elfewhere n he cxpieflcs a 
] 2 £wS.*i very paffionate refentment, that be hated the Pride 0that Church. But 
leaving the fecurity and unconcernednefs of the II efhrn Chinches, 
Ictus Ice what became of the main Controverfie at Antioch The 
.7**/.*«. Emperor Gratian publifh’d an Edift • for the recalling and refbring 
f* 1 99' the Catholick Bifhops that had been ejefted and bamlh d by the An- 
anV aftion. Upon this occafion feveral Bifhops met in a Synod at 
Antioch where, amongft other things, the woiully diftratted State 
of that Church was taken into Confideration, and overtures made 
P/,/ u. r a. for a Reconciliation • Meletim r himfclf making this offer to 
20.. 5 and that in the prefence of Sapor, the Emperor s Officer who had 

brought the Editt to Antioch, “ Since our Lord ( aid he) has com- 
“ mitted thePe Sheep to my care, and thou haft taken the Charge ot 
« others who yet all agree in the lame Principles of Religion, let us 
« jovn both into one Flock, and lay afide all conteft about Govern- 
“ ment and Precedence. Let us feed the Flock in Communion and 
« attend it with equal care. And if the Epifcopal Chair that hands 
“ in the midft, creates any difference, i’le throw even that Bone ot 
“ Contention out of the way. For placing the Holy Bible in it am 
« content that wefhould fit on each fide of it ; and if it lhall Uap- 
“ pen that I firft depart this Life, you alone lhall have the Govern- 
“ ment of the Flock; But if you dye firft, than I according to my 
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“ Power, will take upon me the foie Care and Government of it. A 
modeft,and truly peaceable Propolafiand although Theodor it fay cs,that 
Paulinas rejected it, (which perhaps he might do at firft) yet Socra¬ 
tes q Sozomen r , and the Fathers in the Synod at Aqtijleia f inform us, ’ c - 
that the Agreement was actually made between them. Which quiet- v L , j. c . 3. 
cd things a little for the prelent. But alas, after Meletius his death, p. v-6. 
and Flavian's Eleftion to that See, the Wound opened, and bled 
afrefli, and the Schilm continued feveral years, till upon the death i\ 2 .cti. icoo. 
of Patdiniis, and his lhort-liv’d Succefibr Evagrius, Flavian put an 
end to it. But this account has carried us a little out of our way, the 
very Synod at Antioch not being holden there, till Tome months after 
Ba/fts death, to the courfe of whole Story we now return.

His Epitaph. 

I. IS good man did not barely content himfclf to ftay at 

1 home and write Letters abroad, but willingly complied 
with any occafion of travelling up and down, to compote 
and fettle the Churches Peace, though his weaknefs and want of 
health might well have pleaded his excufe. He had receiv’d 1 Inti- * rpifl. 
mation from Count Terentius , and by him a Commiffion from the ^ LXXXVI1, 
Emperor, to go vifit the Armenian Churches, and to liipply the va- 200 ‘ 
cant Sees, void either by death, or by flight, or banishment under 
the late Perfecution. With him Theodotus Bilhop of Nicopolis was 
joyn’d in Commiflion, between whom there fell out an unhappy 
difference, by means whereof that well-defign’d undertaking came 
to nothing. The occafion this. Theodotus had flunmon’d a Synod 
at Nicopolis, and invited Bafil amongft the reft, who at his coming 
thither, met with Fat fiat hi us Bilhop of Sebaftea , a man of a fickle 
Temper, and unfettled Principles, tie had been brought up under

til, and the fir ftPropolcr of that Creed. 1 he liibtle Fellow (who 
knew how to transform himlelf into any lliape) prefented i f 

a Confuflion of Faith, found and orthodox, and by that means 
regain’d his good opinion, and was by him admitted into Orders. Af- 
ter Her won ones his death, the Eroto/s chang’d again, and lied to E«. 
[Aim of Conflantinofde (formerly bilhop of A/c< ;/> d/.) the great Pa¬ 
tron and Steers man of the Arian Caulc. but upon fbmc nnfdc- 
meanors being forc’d to ily from thence, he cam ■ back into bis own 
Country, where lie publifffd an Apology, wherein lie endeavored 
to clear himfcll’, but lb craftily contriv’d,that under ambiguous Terms 
lie Hill retain’d his impious Opinions, by Inch Halting Artifices lie 
procured himfelf to be prelcr’d to the bilhoprick ol \b.>flea in the 
Idler /h/v/ov/a, which was no looner done, but ill the Synod of Ancyrx 
he diew up an Anal b',.ojt fin again! t the Lo.fid ft auiial faith ; thence 
he w ent lo M/iucia, \\ here he joyn’d with the Arians in that Sy nor! ; 
t ficncc [oCo>,/h;///,/o(Ar y where happening to efpoufe the wrong lide 
(Tor they were divided into two latlions m that Council) he was do- 
polul. To recover his Credit, he piocmcd himlelf to be one of the 
legates, that after th°. Synod at w ere lent into the/G//, 

where by dilTitnijlatiui, he lb impos’d upon Pope J Alter ins and the 
llf/lm Prelates, that he got their commendatory Letters, upon 
which he was rellor’d in the Synod of l yam. In line, he hadasofnn 
chang’d his Faith, as ’lw as either for his credit or advantage. Glad 
was 1) ,(// of the rj portunity of converlirg with him, and plainly told 
him wdiai things w ere laid to his charge, and ddirtd him to dec laic 
himlelf, that il lie Hood to the Catholick Faith, t hey mi Hit own 
and embrace him ; if otherwHe, they would avoid his Communion. 
Two claves together he dilputed with him, w ho was leeonded bv /V 
ennn A/s his Presbyter, about tilde Mat o.-rs, am: at la It kb clearly 
evinc’d and ellablilh’d the Truth, audio Jnllv l.nislied all their Ob- 
jefiions, that they both prolels’d their inure Agreement with him, 
and as an Evidence thereof, they both role up and cm to ( hurch to 
evening Prayers, and there Iblemnly rendu d thai toGod, who had 
difi'os’d them to be of one mind, to think and lye. k i!ie fame things, 
bur been ule lie knew' the Inconllancy oi the lei leu that he had to 
deal w ith, he thought it imported him, to have Ionic better aflu- 
rnnee than hare w ords, and therefore urg’d him to fiihfcribc a written 
r.vt. r.yii. Declaration of his Faith. To this end he drew up a Form '■ of Con- 
rxxviii. jcflion, w herein was inlertcd the A’icme Creed, and a particular Fx- 
plication of the main Articles, with a moH explicite Renuntiation of 
the 1 rrors of Marct/fus, Salnllius, and Arias, and an An Athena again!! 
thole wdio denied the Divinity of the holy GhoH. All which are there 
laid down in Terms as full and perfpicuous, as w oids were able to cx- 
prefsthcin; which Euftathius ratified with this following Subfcripti- 
on. / hu Hat bins lTjbnj/ y having n,td the above-writ tut H/claratun to 
thee P.afil, do acknowledge it to be true, and con fort to it \ andh/vi ftbhytiPti 
//, tv/eth: r with as many of my Brethren as are now with ?ne, Pronto, ScVC- 
rusthj Chorepifcopus, and fame others of my Clergy . 


II. THE 
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-Jl j p no Rb of this Convcrfe and Reconciliation was prefently 
carried to iheodotns, who haftily catching up the Report, without 
ever inquiring into the true Circumrtances of the Cafe, fell foul upon 
\Uftl and not only invited him no longer to the Synod, but refus’d fo 
miicii as t o joynat Prayers with him .Hafil finding little good like to be 
done, departed for that time, and went home; the News of his bold¬ 
ine Communion with Euftathius , being ill the mean time fcattered 
abroad to his disadvantage ; nay, Euftathius himlelf dilbwning that 
lie-had recanted any of his Opinions, Letters to that purpolif being 
difrers’d by him and his Friends up and down the Country, wherein 
wcrc alio contained very fbvere and difmgcnuous Refletlions upon 
firf/ q-|]i s awakened him to take the next opportunity of going 
affain into Armenia, and that he might clear his Innocence before a 
great and venerable Per foil, came to Getafa, where Melt-tins the reve¬ 
rend bilhop of Antioch had a Grange, whereat he then relided. Hi¬ 
ther iheodotns came to him, to whom he gave a naked and impartial 
account of what had pafs’d in his conyerfe with Euftathius ; and how' 
in all Points he had come over to him. iheodotns anfwered, that 
after M/’s departure, Eu flat bins had pofitively denied the Agree¬ 
ment, or that ever he had declar’d any fiich confent. Bafil replied, 
that he could not ealily think fo ill of the man, as to imagine he 
fhould To lightly skip from one thing to another, and deny what he 
had fo lately done ; that he who pretended fo much to abhor a Lye 
in the common Affairs of Life, iliould in fo important a Matter, fo 
openly out face a known Truth. However, he was refblv’d to put 
it noon this iffue, he would produce anti lhew him the Declaration 
of his Faith which he had fubferib’d ; if lie own’d it, and Hill conti¬ 
nued in that mind, he wou Id hold Communion with him; if not, he 
would utterly renounce it. Mdetius liked the Propofal, and upon 
thefe Terms they feem’d agreed, and iheodotns kindly invited them 
to Nicopolis, himfelf promiling to condutt them afterwards part of 
their Journey, but w hen they came thither, his mind was altered, 
and forgetting what had fo lately pafs’d at Getafa , he gave frelli vent 
to his Paflion, and contrary to the Law s both of Hofpitality and Re¬ 
ligion, treated him with great rudenefs and contempt. Thus diflip- 
pointed, Bafil left that place, and went to Sata/n, where in a more 
peaceable way he treated until the Bilhops of that Country, and com¬ 
municated Councils with them about fettling the Adairs of the 
Church; the People of Satala were importunate with him, that he 
wouldconHitute and ordain them a Bilhop. There was it feems it 
Qtiarrel between them and Cyril their bifliop, and upon fbmc Sug- 
geftions they had withdraw n from him. Bafil took the Matter into 
his Cognizance, and having enquired into the things objefted, found 
them nothing but malicious Infinuations, as his very Enemies con- 
fefs’d. Whereupon he made them Friends, he and his People re¬ 
turning hack to a mutual Communion. And hence lift! thought 
good to dllpatch an Advice to Count Terentius , to acquaint him witli 
thefe Tranla&ions, and let him know the Reafons, why he had not 
more fuccefsfully managed the Affair that had been committed td 
him.

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JIL ALL this while Enfiathius perfecuted Bafil with all the 
* nifti. r.[>. /\ rts of Malice and Envy. He writ Letters x into all parts to defame 
cxw.p.21* and rcproac h him, refus’d to give him a meeting in order either to 
the living or receiving any Satisfaction ; in all Synodal Conventions 
he took occafion to calt bitter Confutes and Reflations upon him, and 
as he met with Perlons for his purpofe, would not itick to poyfon 
them with ranch Arian Principles; and not iatisfied with this, he 
wrote or rather by a Club of his Party, compos d tedious Difcourfes 
againft Bafil, ft tiffed with little befides railing and reproach. All which 
the good man bore with an invincible Patience, not returning one 
r r>.i.xxin. word of anlwer for three years y together, hoping that in time malice 
iw would be weary, and his Innocency be unclouded and clear d from all 
mif-reprefentations and miftakes. But when he found the leports to 
gather ftrenyth, and meet with entertainment in every place, and 
that his guilt was concluded from his filcnce, he thought it high time 
r t XXIX. to awaken his Pen to his own defence, writing a prolix fcpiftlc * to 
p. i' i9 - “ Fh ft at hi ns himlelf, wherein with the moft incomparable mildncfs 

“ and compofure of mind, he wipes off the feveral Afperfions that 
« had been caft upon him, and laves open the Arts and Contrivances 
« of his Enemies. And perhaps he had contented himfelf with this 
tl private Vindication, if his unwearied Adveifaiies had not flatted 
“ up a frefh Charge againft him.

“ Parts. Whereupon he wrote to feveral Pcrfons, and among!! 
“ others, to the Bifhops of the iVcfi , to difabufc their credulity, 
“ wherein lie gives this plain account concerning this Matter. That 
“ as to Apollhwis , there were fome things in him, for which he paid 
u him a juft: Reverence, but that he had not fo much kindnefs for, or 
“ acquaintance with him, as to be willing to bear his burdens, an

« Artifices to murder a man’s Reputation, if they had any clear and 
“ unqueftionable proofs of his holding Communion with t he man, let 
t< them produce any communicatory Letters that had pafsd between 
« them, either from B.<fil to him, or from him to Bafil ; or that he 
« had convers’d with any of his Clergy, or had admitted them to 
“Prayers, or any other inftance of Communion, and then he would 
give up the Caufe; that for the Principles themfelves given our, 

« he detefted and abhorred them (a tiling known to all that knew 
“him) and for the Books pretended, lie had neither written them, 

“ nor did he approve of them. 

IV. BLIT they left him not thus, but after all thc reft, cliargd 
him with erroneous Tenets about the DoQrine of the holy Trinity, f 
and particularly that he denied b thc Divinity of thc holy Glioft. 1 

This they gave out in all Companies, and upon all Occafions,whereof 
he received quick advice and Intimation from his Friend at Nazi an- ^ Vrivl j;? 
znm c , who acquainted him, that happening lately to be at a great 'vi*;■ 7 

Fcaft, where a very honourable Mention was made of Bafil by aim oft 
all the Company, and efpecially by himfelf; a certain Profcffor of 
the Monaftick or Alcetick life then at the Table, told him, lie look’d 
upon this harangue, as nothing but Flattery and Diffimulation, that 
whatever Commendation might be due to Bafil in other rcfpc&s, he 
was Cure he deferv’d none upon, thc account of Orthodoxy, as one 
that had lliamefully betray’d the Truth. Your reafon, Sir, replied 
Naziauzen, of fb hold a Charge ? Whereto the other anfwcred, that 
he was juft then come from C.efiarca, from folcmnizing the Memorial 
of the Martyr Eupfychius, (’twas he who had been put to death in the 
Reign of 7 ////*», for offering violence to the Idol-Temple) where he 
fed heard’ Bafil preach indeed concerning the father and the Son, 
with great judgment and Accuracy and beyond the reach of moft 
men, but difbaragingly concerning thc holy Spirit; that in this he 
fed delivered his miiid obfeurely, in doubtful and ambiguous Terms, 
tint he ftiidioullv fhun’da free and opeii Declaration of the Truth, 
preaching , - her like a Sophifter than Divine, concealing a double 
meaning . a ftnooth Rhetorical Difcourfe. Nazfvizen calmly 
rebuk’d rh » ; deuce of the man, and offered what was proper for 
theVmdvi . of his friend, to whom he font an account of what 
hid pa. Vi. ; he firft Rife of all this clamour was no more than this. 

Baft: in the Ihort eraculatory Piayer at thc end of his Sermons,

we remember what ftirs were heretofore rais’d at Antioch upon the

f; p. 486. j.| le dmrch at Antioch, The fir ft was, Glory be to the Father, and to 
pwvlS.M. the .Son, and to the holy Gho/l. This was by all Catholicks confefs’d to 
c-t.ihu.oub’d. be Orthodox. The fecond, Glory be to the Father, by the Son, in 
l F 482 ‘ the holy Gho/L The third’, Glory be to the Fatherland the Son , in the holy 
GhoJKlhe fourtl ,Glory be to the Father,in the Son , and in the Holy Ghojl. 
The firft of thefe was abfolutely reje&ed by the Jrianf, the three 
laff commonly ufed by them. And though fome of them were ca¬ 
pable of a Catholick fence, yet could they not be us’d without great 
offence, efpecially of the more fimplc and undifeerning part of the 
Auditory; as we fee here in S. BaftPs Cafe, who was immediately 
run dow n with a loud noife and clamour. And the report once let on 
foot was quickly improv’d into a formal flory, which at fu ff he neg¬ 
lected as vain and foolifl), hut foon after law a neceffity of putting a 
(top to it. Accordingly he oft preacht upon that Argument, and freely 
declar’d his mind about it in all Companies, efpecially to A T azianzen, 
r y-r. 9 f.xx. B t0 whom that he might give the higheft affurance, he added this fo- 
p ‘ i6y lemn though unufual Imprecation, that lie might forever be deferted 
by the Holy Spirit, if he did not adore him as coeffential with the 
Father and the Son, in Glory equal, in Majefty coeternal. And fur¬ 
ther to filenco this malicious Calumny, he not only takes notice of it 
in his Epiftles at every turn, and adds a particular Explication and en¬ 
forcement of that Article concerning the holy Ghoft, but pen’d feve¬ 
ral diftintt Tratts about it, efpecially that famous and elaborate Di(- 
courfe, de Spiritu Santfo, dedicated to Amphilochius Eifhop of lconium , 
at whole requeft it was undertaken, wherein he largely and acutely 
handles the whole State of the Controverfie, and by unqucftionable 
Arguments, and the whole fuffrage of Antiquity, refutes the frivol¬ 
ous Cavils and Exceptions that had been made againft him. But 
malice is refolv’d to lay on its load, and to charge home, though not 
only by different, but felf-contradifting evidence. We have heard 
him fiercely accus’d for taking away the God-head of one of the Per- 

* Ilf. LXXX. fons in die Trinity; and at the fame time he is traduc’d h to have 
/>• M 3 - made three feveral Gods. For while in Confutation of the Sabelliatr 

Hcrefic, heaflerted three diftinft Hypoftates or Perfons in the God¬ 
head ; feme of his Auditors challeng’d him with affirming that there 
were three Gods. And though ’twas an abfurd fencelefs Cavil, yet 
it fpread fo far amongft the People, that he was forc’d from the Pulpit 
to clear himfclf of it in a fet Difcourte. Thus he was fet as a mark, 
at which his Enemies levelfd their fljarp Arrows, even bitter words. 
And it had been well if only his Enemies had been concern’d in it,

of a Metropolis. It had been an ancient and well fortified place^bmlt . smh.l. .a. 
» upon a great Bank rais'd by Semimms. Stephums miltaking f 
Strabo's account of it, places it at the foot of Mount 7 mm near to 
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the Poru Cilicia . Whereas Strabo Ipeaks there of die extent of the 
Praefe&nre, not of the Pofition of the City. It had continued a place 
of good account in all times, and was now advanc’d (out of fpit e 
chiefly, as ’tis probable, to S. Ih(il) into a Metropolis by the E.mpe. 
ror Vale ns, and a good part of the Country about it align’d for the 
Province. Hereupon Anthimus Bifhop or Tyana challeng’d a Metro, 
polirical Power and JurifdiQion overall the Churches in the fecontl 
Cappadocia, it being but fit, he laid, that the EcclefiaRick Authority 
fhould be enlarg’d according to the bounds of the civil Power. Ikfii 
was fenfibie how great a Diminution this was to the ancient Dignity 
and furifdittion of his See, and therefore remonftrated againft this 
intolerable Incroachmcnt and Ulurpation ; that this was a Violation 
of fettled Rights, and an affront to the holy Canons, what had the 
Chin ch to do with the Alterations of the civil State, the Sword and 
the Spirit had different Provinces, that his Archicpifcopal Jurifcli&i- 
on was founded upon CuRom and long Prefcription, and that no man 
ought to remove the old Land-marks which the Fathers had fit. The 
new Metropolitan on the other hand ftickled hard to affert and fec.jro 
his ufurp’d Authority, he call’d Synods, which he held independant 
upon any other Power but his own, feiz’d che EcclefiaRical Revenues, 
fand amongftthe reft, the Rents of S. Orefies the Martyr in Mount 
Taurus , which as they were conveying to Cafitrea , he fet upon with 
an armed Multitude, taking away the Mules and Carriages by force) 
perfwaded the Presbyters of the leveral Pariflics to own and fubmit to 
him, and where he could not bring them over, ejetted them, and 
placed others in their room. By which means infinite Confufions 
did arife, and the peace of the Church was broken into fcandalous 
Feuds and Quarrels. Baft/, well faw ’twas in vain to contend, little 
favor could heexpeft at Court, and as little help from the Decifion 
of a Council, (the Brians at this time fwaying all) and therefore re- 
folv’d to make the beR he could of a bad Bargain, and to repair the 
breach by ere&ing fome new Epifcopal Sees within his own Province, 
whereby at once lie allay’d the Storm, appropriated the Church-Re- 
venues of every City to the ufes of its particular Bifhop, and (what 
was above all/ provided better for the neceffities of the Church ; for 
the Dioceffes of that Country being at that time wide and large, by 
multiplying of them into a greater number, the Churches Affairs 
were more nearly infpe&ed, and greater care taken of the Souls of 
men. While he was thus imploy'd, news carne of the death of the 
great Athamfius , and of that levere Perfection that thereupon rag’d 
at Alexandria, the Ari ami paring neither Age, Sex, norPerfon, nor 
Ricking at any InRances of fiercenefs and inhumanity. Our good 
Bifhop heartily afllittcd with their Cafe, wrote them a confolatory 
■ p f?4 m7t Letter p , “ exprefling his exquifite Commiferation of their Conditi- 
p. n$. <l on, the confidcration whereof had almoR tempted him tooueRion, 
“ whether our Lord had utterly forfaken his Church? Whether this 
“ was not the la(l hour , when the great Degeneracy and ApoRaey 
“ was to take place, when the Son of Perdition was to be re vealed, who 
“ oppofes and exalts hhnfelfabove all that is called God, or is worfh'pped ? 
“ However, whatever their Sufferings were, they fhould bear them 
*< as became Rout Champions of ChriR ; that if the whole frame of 
“ the Creation fhould at length fuller a change and DifTolution, what

And herein all forts of Perlons confpir’d to 
make a mournful confort, Jews and Gentiles, Strangers and Forreigncis 
bearing a part, and driving to outvy each others relentment of this 
common Calamity. And indeed it prov’d a time of mourning in a 
fence beyond what they intended it. for (o great and unavoidable 
was the Crowd, that in defpite of all means ufed to five them, levc- 
ral were prefs’d to death, who yet were accounted happy to become 
the Companions of his departure, as if they had offered up them- 
(elves as Sacrifices at his funeral. The Corps at laft was with much 
difficulty brought to the Grave, and laid up in the Sepulchre of his 
fathers, where he, who was himlelfin fome fence both, kept Com¬ 
pany with Bilhops and Martyrs. The Pfendo-Ampbilochim fayes f, 
he wasdt ,-olii.ed in the Church of S. Enfjycbms the Martyr, where 
L nir,:s one of his Prulccclfors, and fbme other Bilhops had been in¬ 
tend before him. But whereever it was, his dear friend 'compos’d 
his Epitaph, which, though fbmewhat prolix, we fhall here 
infeit.

The 
extent of his Learning in all Faculties. His incomparable Style. T he 
judgment of the Ancients concerning it. The high Commendation of his 
El<t (once given by Liberius. His moral and divine Accomplifljments, 

Piety, Zfal, Conftancy, Temperance, contempt of the World, Charity , 

Humility, Peaceable-mindednefs. The Defcription of his Perfon. His 
Works whereof fome only aferib'd to him. His Genuine dijlinguifb'd 
into Commentaries, Controverftes, Sermons, Encomiafticks, and Epiflies, 
and Canonical Trails. A diftinft Survey of each Clafs. His Afcetick 
Conflitutions. His Liturgy how far Genuine. Nazianzen’j high En¬ 
comium of his Writings. 

I, S no eafie Matter to atempt his juft Chara&cr, A Gzianzcn 

I himfelf defpair’d of it, and if his Pencil could not draw 
him to the Life, it mu ft not be cxpe&ed from a meaner 
hand. We lhall only therefore remark fome main lines and ftroaks. 

Confidered in his natural Faculties, he was a man of a very clear and 
pcrfpicacious apprehenfion, a nimble and ready Wit, a final t dextrous 
reasoning, a deep and folid Judgment. His acquir’d Abilities highly 
improv’d, and added an incomparable Luftrc and Ornament to his 
natural Perfections. As lie wanted no advantages of Education, fo 
he was not wanting in Induftry and Diligence to make ufe of them, 
whereby he fbon became a moft comprehenfive Scholar,<£ W^s 7rcufcl- 
as ds uxepv and attain’d the utmoll Empire in all polite 'Sdd.invoc. 

and ufeful Learning, wherein he left no Path untrodden 11 , and yet [ 
was as converfant in all, as any other man is in any fingle Science, v iA.sy(i or.in 
while he himfelf was as accurate in every Art, as if he had ftudied na/.^.p.^n 
none but that. He was eminent in Grammar, Khetorick, Philofophy, 

Aftronomy , Geometry, Arithmctick, Phyfick, and what not ? He 
had riffled all the Treafures of the Gentiles , and fearch’tl into the moft 
fecret Retirements of Philofophy and fecular Learning, in which rc- 
TpeCt Philoftor^ias (ayes w , and perhaps truly, A than aft as was but a * Ap sdlloc. 
Child to him." Nor content with this, he chiefly applied himfelf to :iU 
the knowledge of the holv Scriptures, and the Principles otChrifti- 
an Theology, he perfe&ly underftood all the fublime and nice Spe¬ 
culations of thofe times, and knew the Subtleties and Subterfuges of 
the feveral Setts, and where to countermine and blow them up. He 
wasinfhort, fayeshisown Brother, attest); a two-hand¬ 

ed Champion, who being arm’d both with divine and humane Lite¬ 
rature, beat down his Adverfaries wherever he came, and fuccefstully 
encountred both Heathens and Hereticks, feldoin failing to come oft 
a Conqueror. This made his Judgment fo oft defired, and fo much 
relied on in weighty and important Cafes, this made the Hcreflarchs 
ofthofe times fo afraid to meddle with him, choofing rather to rail 
at him at a diftance, than to engage with him in a clofe difoute.

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d ivWorld d , and with a noble fcorn look’d down upon the Glory, the 
M57>fcc. j^omps, Plenty, Grandeur, Luxuries and Plcaliircs of it; his Hichcs 
were to poflcls nothing, and he efteem’d the Crofs beyond all other 
Trcahires. His Appetites were mod chaff: and regular, and which 
he had perfefrly liibdued to the Difcipline of Mortification and felf, 
denial. His Diet mean and linall, lo little that he feem’d to Jive 
without it, and to have put on before-hand the life of Angels. His 
Wardrobe afforded but one Coat, and a Pallium, the cold ground was 
his bed. Bread and Salt his ordinary Bill of Fare, and the next Spring 
his Cellar, whither he retir’d to quench his third:. But what he 
wanted tow ards himfelf, he made up in care towards others, in his 
incomparable Charity to the Poor. What Effate he had (which 
was not inconfiderablc; he difjpos’d that way, and where his own fell 
fhort, he perl waded a liberal Supply out of the Purlos of the Rich, 
wherewith he creeled and endow’d a noble Hofpital without the 
City, whercinto he gathered all the Sick, the Lame, the difeafed 
tint were about the City, unable to help themlelves, and not eafily 
help'd by others. So that the Streets and High- wayes were no longer 
pefbed with thole lamentable Spe&aclcs of want, anguilh and mife- 
jv. that had lately fill’d every corner. Here all neceffaries were pi o* 
vided for them, the lupcrintendency whereof himfelf undertook, and 
that lie might let a good Example to others, he Hoop’d to the mean* 
eft Offices about them, not difdaining to kifs and embrace the work 
of the Patients, at whole Bench and Sores others were ready nicely 
to recoil and Bart back. By which ’ris evident how unjuBly he was 
accus’d by fbmc of being proud, a Weed not likely to thrive info 
haras’d and mortified a loyl; his kind behavior, known Condefcen* 

. m. ri'iji. lion to all ranks of men, his equal and patient bearing * the freed 
i.xxxii. j Reproofs and Admonitions of his Friends, being a fuflicient Confu- 
/’■ ration of that groundlels Slander. It was no doubt the Gravity and 

Conftancy of his Temper, and his uncourtly incompliance with fome 
mens humors fafiened that charge upon him. Nor was he of a lower 
and morofe Difpofition, in company none more pleafant and chearful, 
none more facetioufly Witty; w hen lie reprov’d, none did it more 
gently, lo as neither the fiercencfs ofthe reproof made the Pcrlbn in- 
Solent, nor the loftncfs of it rendred it ineffectual. He was in fhort, 
a calm, harmlefs, and quiet Pcrlbn; and though in his latter time, 
through the Iniquity of the Age he liv’d in, he became a man of Strife 
and Contention, yet in himfelf he was of an humble and peaceable 
Temper, kind to, and belov’d by all good men, and rever’d by his 
greateft Enemies. If after all, any one be curious to know what kind 
of body it was that cloath’d lo brave and great a Soul, we find him 
'' ffff Gr.fc, thus deferib’d f : He was tall and Brait, lean and meager, of a brown 
•Hifl'm' Complexion, but fomewhat ruddy, his Nofe of a juft Dimenfion, his 
v^. ai ‘»u Eye brows large and almoB circular, his look mufing and thoughtful, 

lx. col f c w wrinkles ill his face, and thofe not unbecoming; his vifage long, 

aTjnT-yX his Temples fomewhat hollow, and his Beard prolix. In his youn- 
(>. 38?/ 5 ' ’ ger dayes he wasofafrelh and florid Complexion c, of an healthful 
tsv.ib.pw ar, d well built ConBitution, till over-intenfe Study, exceflivc Fafting 
*' and AbBinence, and the many Troubles he met with, pull’d him down, 
impair’d his Health, and fubje&cd him to habitual Weakneffesand 
Infirmities, (whereof he complains almoB in every Epiftle) befides 

thole 
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thofe more violent DiBempers that frequently rufh’d upon him. I 
only add, that fo great was the Veneration which the World then 
had for him, that many afte&ed 11 even his bodily Imperfe&ions, and h 
his odd accidental CuBoms as an Ornament, Briving to imitate the 
palcnefs of his looks, the fafhion of his Beard, the manner of his Gate, 
his fparingnefs of Speech, deep mufing and thoughtfulnefs, his Garb 
and Apparel, and the manner of his Diet and Lodging, things in re- 
fpc£l of him purely cafual and unaffected. 

IV. OF the Works that he left behind him, fome have been bu¬ 
ried under the Ruins of time, there being evidence enough that he 
wrote more than what have been tranfmitted to us. Amongft thofe 
that remain, fome are unduly aferib’d to him, in which number are 
the X. and XI. Homilies upon the Hexaeweron, generally thought 
(but for any thing I fee without any cogent realon) to have been added 
by his Brother iVvffen ; the Encomium vit.e jolitarh 7 or ck Undibus 
Ercmfj nowhere found in Greek, and in truth is a piece of Peter DV 
w i.w, befides feveral others extant in the laft Volums of his Works. 

His genuine Writings confiB of Commentaries, Controverfies, Ser¬ 
mons, F.ncomiafticks, Epifflcs, and Canonical Trafts. Amongft the 
firliare his Commentaries upon the firft XVI. Chapters of the Pro¬ 
phet Ifiy, unjuBly queftion’d by Fome, chiefly, becaufe not menti¬ 
on’d by Saidas or S. Jrw//, as if they pretended to deliver an exaCt 
Catalogue of all the Writings of the Ancients, when they fb often 
confcls there were many which they had never feen. However this 
defect is abundantly lupplied by the plain evident Teftimonics of <S 7 - 
won the Metapbrafl , Antonins Aicliffa, Maximus the Monk, Damn feen , 

Oecmenius , and Tarafius Patriarch of Conftantinople, who all cite it as 
the undoubted Work of our Cappadocian Prelate. For his Controver¬ 
fies none challenge more Confiderationthan his eorepii Libri (as S.Je- 
rom calls them, ^a-jpem Aas Snitb* out of him) his incomparable 
Books againft Eunomius , wherein with fiich a mighty force he batters 
down the impious Aftertions of that bold man. The whole confifts 
of live Books at this day, but the two laft feem not to be of equal . 
Authority with the other, having no earlier Teftimony thafi the 
times ofthe Florentine Council to fiipport them ; nor are they found 
in the moft ancient Manufcripts, not to mention the difference of 
the St\ le. And indeed fince Ennomtu-s his reply (which he publifh’d 
not till after Bafil's death) confided but of three 4 Books, ’tis not i m p’nr. 
unrcafonable to conjecture that Bafil originally writ no more. Hither ctlcxxxm 
alfo, as being partly Polemical, we may refer bis Book de. Spirit n (ol Vi' 
Smtlo, which Erafnms firft, and fince him many, do with great 
clamor and confidence cry out to be corrupted and interpolated, efpe- 
cially in the Addition of the three laft Chapters, but certainly with¬ 
out any juft rcafon, the Exceptions to it being weak and trifling, fb 
inconfiderable, that the learned Cafaubon (who being better vers’d 
than ordinary in the Rites and Monuments of the ancient Church, 
law that the main Obje&ion from Apoftolicai Traditions would not 
bear the Brefs that was laid upon it) fairly gives k up the Caufe. k c.iC>ub.‘x<>:. 
His Sermons are either upon fome parts of Scripture, or upon parti- £ 

cular Subjects. In the firft Clafs are his IX. Homilies upon the Hex- xu-i.V<■>*. 
aemeron , or the fix dayes Creation ; apiece (fayes Snul is 1 ) jtiftly to 
be admir’d, and which Nyffvn m affirms, ought to give place to L 

nothing 
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nothing but the infpir’d Volums. ’Twas early tranflatcd by E«[tatbi¬ 
ns into Latin, and by him dedicated to his Kinfwoman Syndetic* 
n vii-in. Lift, the Deaconefs. A Tranflation fo accurate, that Caffioclorc '« is not 
c. m 45- afraid to fay, that it has match’d the elegancy of the original Com- 
pofition. Such alfo are his XXII. Homilies upon the Pfilms, out of 
which were taken the Excerpta extant in the ancient Catenas, and 
are quite another thing from the Scholia upon the Pfilms , inlerted 
into the Latin Editions of this Father, borrow’d for the mod part 
from S. Cbriftom and Theodor it . The Prologue to thefe Homilic s 
S. slug ((/tin, or fomc for him, tranflated into Latin , and clap’d before 
* crit.s,ic.i,^ his Tracis upon the P/alms. And therefore when Rivet affirms o 
c. 2o. p. 329. ^ anc j ma j (CS promo Ductus vouch for him,) that this Prologue is S. An - 
gufiins, tranflated by fome body into Greek, and attributed toS .Bafil, 
he is greatly out himfelf, and wrongs that learned Jefuit, wlio plain- 
1* m in pfai. ly afferts i* the quite contrary. Befides thefe, he has fevcral finglc 
n.!(ii. p.i6. Homilies upon particular Subje&s, both Theological and Moral, as 
dv. fide, baptifmo, penitent ia, &c. de. avaritia, invidia, (briefate, &c. 
in all which he difeourfes finely, and admirably accpmmodatcs him¬ 
felf to the Neceflities and Capacities of his Hearers. In his Encomi- 
aflick Orations (wherein his peculiar Talent lay) he elegantly (lift 
playes the Faith and Patience, the Courage and Conflancy of thofe 
who had differed for the Faith; with fuitablc accounts of things, 
and proper Exhortations to the Imitation of their Vertues, as in his 
Oration upon the XL. Martyrs that differed at Sebaflea in Armenia, 
upon the Martyrdom of Gordius, Julitta, Sec. Epifflcs he wrote many, 

■» ini. wy ctfxuvovy ‘ 1 diyes Suidas, than which nothing can be moic 
r o/.cxliii excellent and incomparable, and which Pbotius r commends as the 
col. 317- true Norma and Chara&er of Epiflolary writing; CCCCXXVIII. of 
them are flill extant, (amongft'which are intcrfperscl fome few from 
Nazianzen and Libanius ) wherein befides the inward Chara£lcr of 
the man drawn by his own Pen, we have many ufeful Paffiigcs of 
thofe times, and thence we have extracted a good part of his Life. 

. Befides thefe,he has an Epiflolary Difcourfe to Chib his Scholar, who 
had Quitted the ordinary Rules of the monaflick Inflitution, and 
turn’d Anchoret , wherein he gives him many excellent Admonitions 
and Rules for that State of Life ; a Letter to a Monk, and another 
to a devout Virgin, who had committed folly together, where in a 
paffionate flrein of Eloquence he represents the Aggravations of their 
Crime, and excites them to repentance. He has alfo three Canonical 
Epiftlcs to slmpbilochius of Iconium , at whole defire he drew up a body 
of Rules and Directions, wherein he Rates the Nature of the Crimes 
moil ufiially incident to humane Life, andpreferibes the fevcral Pen- 
nances that were fit to be undergone before Abfblution, agreeably 
to the fence of the Ancients,and the eflablifh’d Canons of the Church. 
But thefe three more properly belong to the lafl Oafs of his Works 
which I mention’d, viz-, his Canonical drafts ; amongfl which I place 
firfl, his Afcctick Rules and Conflitutions mention’d by S. Jerom and 
others, wherein with great acutenefs and elegancy he refolves Doubts 
and Interrogatories rais’d out of Scripture, and layes down excellent 
Rules for thofe that engag’d in a monaflick Life. ’Tis true Sozowcn 
f 14. tells f us, this work was aferib’d to Euflatbius Bifhop of Srba/lca ; 
p ' 52 °‘ but then he layes, ’twas compofed by Bafil, and that there were only 

fome 
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fome that reported it to have been written by Euflathins. Indeed 
the unanimous Suffrage of Antiquity, (as is plain from from, R,fi- 
tins dull ini an the Emperor, Pbotius, Stud,is, See.) couftantiy adjudg 
it to S. Bafil. It confided of old (as Pbitius * informs us) of two 1 cod. cxci. 
Books, theHrll whereof contain’d thofe diort Trads d‘ J /dido Dei, co * 493 * 
dt Fide, and fome others, plac’d at this day before hisEthicks; the 
fecond his Difeourfes de In fit tut tone. Momchomm, wherein he repre¬ 
ss the Chara&er of a Chriflian, preffing on towards Perfection ; 
and thefe as a kind of Preface to his c&n xf) or Regul.e fufius 

difpntau, confiding ofLV. QyeRions propounded by the Monadicks, 
with S. Pj.ifils anfwers. Which are followed by CCCXIII. oyn xf) 

'QnwpbA, or fliorter Rules delivered in the fame way. Exaftly accor¬ 
ding to the account which Photms has given of them; 16 that there 
can be no doubt but they are the fame. In the Copy by which the 
Venice Edition of Ann. MDLIII. was printed, there was a Scholium 
added, implying that that Manufcript had been tranferib’d from a 
moll ancient Copy brought out of Ponrn, and the places where Baft 
had liv’d an Afcetick Life, and had been compar'd w ith the Copy 
found in S. Bafil s own Hofpical at Cal'area, out of which were added 
XXVII. Chapters more, together witli the Penalties that were to be 
inflitted upon delinquent Monks. Thefe Conditutions Rufinas tells” ■ ^2. c. 9. 
us he dcfigiVd to turn into Latin for the benefit of the lYeficrn Monks, ' 25 
and he afterwards perform’d it, though he contra&ed them into a 
narrower compafs. Of fome affinity with thefe, are his ’HnW or 
Morals containing LXXX. divine Rules, each back’d with apt felcft 
Texts of Scripture, for the conduft and Government of a holy 
Life. 

V. LINDER this head of Canonical Trails, I may take leave to 
place his Liturgy, which as to the Subdance of it, I make no doubt 
to be truly bis. For feeing Nazianzen exprefly tells us w , that after w omt. xx. 
his return to Cafarea, he not only drew up Rules for the Monadick 
Life, which he delivered both by word and writing, but alfo com¬ 
pos’d hct'rd&s, Orders and Forms of Prayers, and appointed 

wwrfjtlat & decent Rites and Ornaments for the Altar, and 

fincc himfelf x elfewhere gives us an account of the Form of publick * up. lxiii. 
Service us’d in the Oratories of his Inditution, anfwerable to this L 
Liturgy, and agreeable (as he tells us) to all the Churches of God, 
lean fee no reafon why it fliould be rob’d of the Title which it has 
alwayes claim’d to fo great a hand. Not but that in its prefent Frame 
and Conditution ’tis much chang’d from its originalSimplicity, ha¬ 
ving receiv’d feveral Additions and Interpolations in after-times, as a 
Stream, though never fo clear at the Fountain-head, contrails mud 
and filth by the feveral Channels through which it pafTes ; . But thefe 
being difeharg’d (as Tis no hard matter for a man vers’d in Church- 
Antiquity, to feparate the Chaff’ from the Wheat) the red will judly 
entitle it felf to this great man’s Compofition, and be found confb- 
nant enough to the Cudoms and Ufages of that Age. Hence the 
older the Copies of it, dill the more pure and unexceptionable; thus 
the Syriac Liturgy of S. Bafil, which Mafius receiv’d from Mofes Mar- 
dentts his Mader, and turn’d into Latin >', is much more concife, and r Antw.tdit. 
free from many of thofe obnoxious Paffagcs which are crept into the An. 15^.

Her Mother 
was particularly follicitous about her Education, and being a Child of 
acute and excellent Parts, befides Family-Affairs, Ihe efpecially 
train’d her up in the knowledge of the Scriptures, and particularly of 
thole Rules which Solomon has laid down for the go<*J Government 
of the Life. She often read the Pfalter , which Ihe committed to 
memory, and repeated upon all occafions; when ihe went to Bed, 
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or aide in the Morning, or betook her (elf to, or left off any work 
when (he (at down to, or rote from Meals, or went to her Devoti¬ 
ons, (he alwayes us’d to ftng a PJalin. Such was her courle even be¬ 
fore (lie was twelve years of Age. Her Piety encreas’d with her 
years, and her beauty with both, which made her fo much courted 
that her FaJier to prevent importunities, provided her a (iiitable 
match, but the Gentleman died before the Confiimmation ; and (he 
not Ory for the occ.ifion, thenceforth rcfolv’d upon a finale Life 
and to be affjftant to her Mother in educating the other Children! 
Which Hie perform’d with great care and diligence, perfwading her 
brother B.ji, then newly return’d from the Univerfity, to lay afule 
tlie lofry opinion of his great learning, and to embrace the humble 
and difficult w ay of virtue, and to form himfelf to the (Iriftncfs of 
a retired life. Her Lather being dead, and the reff of the I'amily clii- 
pofed of, (lie withdrew from common converle ; and together with 
n com|-any of pious Maids, over whom (he prefided as Governed, 
(pent lier whole time in circles of devotion, and in the drifted exer- 
tifes of jiicty and virtue. Her Brother ATjfen (who had not (ecu her 
of eight years) undertook a journey to vifit her, and in the way had 
fonie obfeure intimations in his dream concerning her death, which 
he then knew not what to make of. Coming to the place, he found 
her fick, adminidred affiftanccs proper to her dying circumftances 
and after her deceafe (aw her interr’d with great (olemnity. After 
k pyt. in tip- which he at large wrote her life c, worthy the peril (a! of the learned 
ptr.d.optr. tjus Reader. She is (aid to have been infefted with Qri&ir ?s opinion : but 
19. (biding it reported by no other than N/ccpbon/s *, I fuppofe he mif 
p. 137- took her for her Grandmother M.tcrina, Auditor of S. Gregory, who 
had had Or'tpyn for his Tutor. ^ 

- N } ff. vit. III. Baft/ s next Brother was Nancratim' 1 , (or, as Conflantine Porphy- 
Mucr. p 182 . Yoyenneta k calls him, Pancratia*) a Youth of an amiable (hape, drong 
11 !"p.\e.” m ‘ I)OC, y> an ^ no lc(s admirable endowments of mind. At XXII. years 
of age he had given (ignal evidence of his eloquence and abilities in 
his publick Orations, to the great applaufe and admiration of the 
Theatre, when on a (udden he threw irp all, and retired into the 
Wildernefs, lctling himfelf in a convenient (olitude near the River 
Iris, where he enjoyed the company of none but a few mortified old 
men, whom he provided for by hunting (whereat he was dextrous) 
and was ready upon all occafions to attend his Mother. Five years 
he (pent in this retirement, when going out one day to hunt, ac¬ 
companied with none but his dear Cbryfaphim (whom of all his Do- 
tnefficks he had cliofcn to be the conftant Companion of his life) 
they were both brought home dead : A Jofs jrhat infinitely afflifted 
his Mother, and fell heavy (tho (lie bore it with a mafeuline patience) 
upon his Sifter Macrina, who loved him above all the reft. Next 
him was Gregory, a perfon of excellent learning and great eloquence, 
made afterwards Bifhopof Nyffa in Cappadocia, banilht and perfect!- 
ted by the jtrians , whonotwithftanding all their malicious attempts 
a gainft him, liv’d to a great age, till near the conclufion of this Cen¬ 
tury , though the particular time of his death cannot be recovered. 

» Nyff.vit. IV. The laft of the Brothers, and indeed of all the Children 1 (his 
M.ur. p. 18 $. Father dying as foon as he was born) was Peter, who was much be¬ 
holden for the advantages of his Education to the care and tendernefs 

of 
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his Sifter M ter ini, who (eafon’d his early years with religious Prin¬ 
ciples and the knowledge of Divihe things, and (o fill’d up all his 
hours > that lie had little leafure to divert to vain ufelefs ftudies. She 
was Father and Mafter, Tutor and Guardian to him, whom file (o 
improved by her prudent councils and inftruftions, that he quickly 
arriv’d to the utmoft perfeftion of true Philolophy. He had parts 
capable of any Science, efpecfally a genius for Mechanick Arts, which 
without any help he made himfelf Mafter of, beyond what others 
with long time and pains arc wont to do. And though he attain’d 
not an equal accuracy and perfeftion in external literature with his 
Brothers, yet in the improvements of Virtue he was equal to them. 

To which end lie gave up himfelf to a folitary and afeetic life, joyn- 
inc himfelf to the retired converfation of his Mother and Sifter, with 
whom he (pent a good part of his life. He was peculiarly remar¬ 
kable for his Hofpitality and Charity, and when in a time of great 
Ermine multitudes that had heard of his liberal temper (locked to 
liim into the defert, he made (uch plentiful provifions for them, that 
the place feem’d no longer to be a Wildernefs, Blit a populous City. 
lh(U being promoted' to the Bifhoprick of Cefarea , ordainM him Pres¬ 
byter, as afterwards he was made Bifliop of Sebaftea (that probably 
that was fituate in Cappadocia, or as Stephanas according to the Divi¬ 
sion in Ills time, in Armenia, there being feveral Cities of that and the 
like denomination, Sebajle, Sebaftea , Seba/hpolii i n the h.aftern parts) 
though when this was, or how long he fat, or how he difeharg’d the 
Affairs of that See, we are wholly left in the dark. Nothing of his 
Writings remain, but one droit Epiftle to his Brother Nyffen, who at 
his requeft, had undertaken tO anlwer Ennomms Book againft Baft/, 
and had defir’d his advice how to proceed in that Affair. By this ac¬ 
count that we have given, we fee it true what Nazianzen m obferv’d « out. xx. 
in his Funeral Oration upon Baft/, that however his Parents were re- 1- 3 22 * 
nowned for many noble Virtues and honorable Qualities, yet this was 
thegreateft, the molt glorious of all, that they were fo happy in 
their Children. And perhaps ’tis an inftance hardly to be paralleled 
in any Age, for three Brothers, all men of note and eminency, to be 
Bilhops at the fame time.

and that ’twas but one and the fame Soul, that united and a£ted both 
their Bodies. He was born at Jrianzum h (where his Father had a 

. Country houfe) an obfeure Village belonging to Nazianzum, a Town 
of the fecond Cappadocia, fituate in that part of the Country called 
Tiber in a, a poor, barren, unhcalthful, and unpleafant place, and which 
perhaps had filcntly pafs’d untaken notice of in Story, had not the in- 
terefi; it had in this great man given Reputation to it. He came into 
the World juft about the time of the great Nicent Council, asifthe 
divine Providence had defign’d him on purpofe for an able Champion 
to defend that Faith, that then began to be fo vigoroufly oppos’d by 
the Arian Faftion, and which the Fathers of that Synod took fo much 
pains to affert and eftablifh. His Parents c were Perfcnsof the bet¬ 
ter Rank, and no lefs eminent for their Vertues. His Father (whole 
name al fo was Gregory ) was a good man, but had been unhappily 
educated d in an odd Seft of Religion, a kind of Samaritan mixture, 

• made up of Judaifm and Paganifm , or rather fome felcft Rites of each: 
with the Gentiles they did honour to Fire, and burning Lights, but 

. reje&ed Idols and Sacrifices ; with the Jews they obferv’d the Sab¬ 
bath, and a ftritt abftinence from feme hinds of Meats, but diiown- 
ed Circumcifion ; pretending to worftiip no other Deity hut the Al- 

• mighty, Supreme, and Moft high Gcd; whence they tcck to them* 
Pelves the name of Hypfiftarians) a ScQ not appearing among the 
Tribes of ancient He reticks , though femethirg hhe to it may be 

• found among the Euphcmit# } mentioned by Epiphanins c . It had been 
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itfeems the Religionof his Anceftors, and that wherein himfelfliad 
been a Bmot in his younger years, the deferring whereof loft him the 
kindnefs of his friends, eftrang’d f his own Mother from him, and ^ 0r,XIXi 
cut him off* of his Eftate. All which he entertain’d with greater 
chcarfulncfs than others arc wont to do the greateft Honours, know¬ 
ing that though he had loft a Mother upon Earth , he had gain’d a 
Father in Heaven ; and though difpoiled of his Goods, he had lecured 
in Heaven a better and an enduring Sub fiance . The chief Inftrument 
of his converfion was his Wife, who continually plied him with 
prayers and importunate perfwafions, which at length made imprel- 
(ion. Indeed he was admirably prepar’d for fuch a change by the 
piety of his Temper, and the purity of his Life. He was in a manner 
a Cnriftian even before his coming over to Chriftianity : Such his 
ftrift care and government of himlclf. his humility and modefty, his 
temperance and chaftity, juftice and integrity, uncorruptnefs and im¬ 
partiality in all the gteat Offices of the Commonwealth which he 
had undergone. Thus difpof’d, he ftood fairer for a compliance with 
that Religion, wherein he was told thefe graces would fhinewitha 
better luftre,and wherein they would receive their utmoft accomplifh- 
ment and perfection. And an accident happened, which though 
not very confidence in it felf, did yet turn the Scale. He dream’d s * 1d.iby.29t ’ 
one night, what he had never done before, that he fung that pafTage 
ill David’s Pfalms, 1 was lad when they (aid unto me, let us go into the 
houfe of the Lord. This way of finging feem’d a little ftrange to him, 
but withall infpir’d him with a fccret plcafure and delight: The good 
Woman was not to be taught how to improve the pafTage, which 
file explain’d and urg’d witli all its advantages; fhe magnified the 
mighty kindnefs and condefcention of Heaven, prefling him not to be 
wanting to his own Salvation, nor any longer to refift the call of 
God, but immediately to break through whatever ftood in the way 
to hinder him. He now yielded up himfclf toiler importunity, and 
that nothing might be wanting, an opportunity prefented it felf to 
crown and compleat it. 

11. IT happened about this time, that Leontius Bifhop of Cafarc.t , 
with fome other Prelates of his Province, let out in his Journey to' 
the Council of Nice , and took Nazianzum in their way. To him he 
addrefs’d himfclf, and acquainted him with his earneft defire to be 
made a Chriftian ; in order whereunto he was forthwith put under 
the Rites preparatory to his initiation, in the management whereof 
the Catechift committed a miftake; for inftead of making him ftand 
up during his attendance upon the Catechctick Letture (as was cufto- 
mary for the Catechumens who were Candidates for Baptifm) he 
kncel’d down all the while, a pofture proper only to tliofe who were 
tobeconfecrated to the Priefthood. They that were prefent per¬ 
ceiv’d the miftake, but withall look’d upon it as a good Omen of hi9 
future advancement to the fpifcopal Office. Soon after he was bap¬ 
tiz’d by the Bifhop of Nazianzum , when at his coming out of the 
Raptiferium, an extraordinary light and fplendor was lecn to fhino 
round about him, beholden by fcveral, who at prefent took no notice 
of it to one another, each one thinking the Vifion had been commu¬ 
nicated to him alone, but efpccially to the Bifhop it appear’d with fo 
furprizing a brightnefs, that he publickly cried out, and told the 

N n People, 
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People, that he had anointed this Perfon to be his Succeflor in that 
place by the immediate Delignation of the holy Glioft. Which ac¬ 
cordingly came to pals, for upon the Bifhop’s death, afterfome con- 
fiderable vacancy, he was promoted to that See. Me found the place 
in a bad condition, and every thing ftrangely out of order. It had 
not been long creeled into ail Epilcopal Station, his PredeccfTor be¬ 
ing the firft Bifhop, a man indeed ot an incomparable Life, but of 
great plainneft and fimplicity, deftitute of tilde advantages, which 
the hilltops of thole times were furnilh’d with, and which the 
evident neceflitics of the C hurch did require. And yet even he too 
foon (hatch’d away, and the See a long time vacant after his death 
fb that it was milerably overrun with Vice and Error, when our 
new Prelate entred upon it, who let himfelf to make a fpeedy Refor¬ 
mation, and by his prudence and diligence form’d the People to bet¬ 
ter Manners, and at once brought them under the Laws both of Civi¬ 
lity and Religion. Such, and (o excellent a Perfon was this great 
man’s Father; nor was his Mother Nonna left eminent for her Sex. 
A Woman defeended of a pious Family, whole Verities (he improv’d 
to that height, that (if we may believe the account which her Son 
every whcrc'gives of her) (he became for Piety the wonder of her 
Age. Children (he had then none,at lead: but one Daughter fif Gorge- 
h .v.:?- Ai vit. fii.t was her cldeftj and was eagerly defirous h of a Son, in which 
xlx' \ °2 ‘2. behalf (he oft (blicited Heaven, promifing as Hannah did in the like 
a. 1 ’riib.Wi Cafe, it’ God gave her one, (he would intirely devote him to him. 
f‘? r ' Her Prayers like the others prevail’d above, and God to gratilie her 

prefent importunity, was pleas’d in a Vilion by night to communicate 
to her both the (hape of the Child (he fhould bear, and the name by 
which he was to be call'd. And no (boner was (lie delivered, but care¬ 
ful to perform her vow, die immediately confirmed and gave him up 
to Cod. 

u cr.P'isb ib. HI. A Child lie prov’d of ripe pregnant Parts k , by which and 
dt :it. fiu at the advantages of domcftick Inftitution, under the Difcipline and 
Government of his Parents, he (oon out-ftrip’d his equals in Learning, 
w herein he made fiich quick advances, that his tender years were no 
hinderance to thofe improvements, which in others arc the attain¬ 
ments of the matured Age. He was above the little (ports and plea- 
lures of Youth, which hegeneroufly flighted as vain and ufelefs, and 
obftruftivc to the progrcls of nobler Studies, nature having form’d 
him to a more grave and ferious Temper, (o that as llis realon grew 
up with his years, he delighted in reading fiich Books as were at that 
time written In defence of the Catholick Caufe, and in frequently 
converting with wile and good men. The firft ftep of his foraign 
Education, was to Csfarea, where he put himfelf under the bed Ma- 
ders. and where I doubt not, he fird became acquainted -with Baftl. 
Having rifled the Learning of that Univcrflty, lie went into PaUftine, 
to C.if.trva Philippi , where fome of the mod celebrated Maders of that 
Age redded, and where the great Eufthins then (at Bifhop; where 
i tjirm. r\ lie dudied under Thefpt (tits 1 the famous Orator, and had among other 
s f\’>• in r: '~ fellow Pupils Euzoius , afterwards by the Arian Faftion made Bifhop 
v ,/c. c. ii?. of - p| ace Here he particularly applied himfelf to thedudyof 
Rhetorick, minding the elegancy, not the vanity and affeftation of 
th.it Profeflion. Hence he removed to Alexandria y whole Schools 

were 
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were famous next thole at Athens. Having furnilht himfelf with 
the advantages of that Society of Learning , the lad Stage he de- 
fign’d was Athens ; where lie intended to lay the topdone. In order 
hereunto he went aboard m a Ship belonging to A\gina y an Ifland not 
far from Athens (the Mariners whereof were his familiar acquain- xix. p. y*. 
tance) but in a bad feafon, it being then about the middle of Novcm~ 
hr when the Seas are mod rough and ftorrny, and Navigation, if 3 5/3?- 
C vcr, dangerous. And he found it (o : for being arriv’d near Cyprus , 
a violent Temped (iiddenly arofe, which (hook and toft’d the Ship 
at random, a thick darknefs wrap’d them up, (o that neither Land, 
nor Sea, nor Sky could be ddcried, and this attended with dreadful 
Thunder and Lightning, as frightful and amazing as the darknefs 
that covered them. And to add yet a deeper accent, Hunger and Fa¬ 
mine confpircl with the common Calamity, their Provilions of Water 
and Vift.uaIs being all lod or fpoil’d, though herein feafonably re¬ 
liev’d by (ome Phcvnician Traders, who though in the Lime danger, 
ventur’d near the Ship, and (applied that want. The Storm in the 
mean time encreas’d into a greater rage and flerceneft, and continued 
fevcral dayes, the Ship ran a drift, all the skill of the Mafler, or the 
ihength of the Sea-men being vain and ufeleft. The Cafe in fhoit 
feemcl defperate, and no probability to clcapc, every man gave up 
himfelf lor loft, and bitterly bewail’d llis unhappy Fate, and the im¬ 
mediate hazard of his life. While our Athenian Paflenger was taken 
up with Confiderations that more nearly concerned him. The ap- 
pfehenfions of death and another World, had fiimmon’d him to a 
review of his paft Life, and nothing (o much troubled him, as the 
thoughts of his being unbaptiz’d, and thereby unintitlcd to the PrL 
viledges of the Chriftiari State. A Reflection that made him burft 
out into the moft paflionate Sorrows, he tore his Cloaths, threw 
himfelf upon the floor, mourn’d and cried out with (o loud Exclama¬ 
tions, that the very Sea-men laying afide the fence of their common 
danger, came and fat by him, and wept with him for Company. 

But recollefting himfelf, he addrefs’d his Prayers to Heaven, and laid 
before God thofe miraculous deliverances and Preservations he had 
afforded his People in the molt imminent dangers, he pleaded the 
particular care which the Divine Goodncfs and Providence had here¬ 
tofore taken of him, that he was his by a moft folemn Dedication, 
and that now a fecond time he did devote and conlccrate himfelf to 
him, which lie would afluredly make good, were lie pleas’d at this 
time todeliver him. His Prayers were no (ooner ended,but granted,the 
Tempeft ceas’d,and the Ship went on fecurely in its right comfe,with 
this farther happy effeCl of (o miraculous a Prefer vat ion, that all the 
Paflengers forthwith declar’d thcmfelves tefolv’d to become Chrillians. 

And what is yet further memorable,this imminent danger at Sea,was at 
the fame time communicated to his Parents in a Dream, who pre- 
fently betook thcmfelves to Prayers and Tears rot his fafety; and him¬ 
felf a little after, as (oon as the abating of the Storm (iiflerCd him to 
indulge his reft, dream’d that he led in Triumph a certain Fury, a 
malignant I Lemon, that had been bufie to contrive and promote his 
ruinc. Nay, one of his intimate acquaintance, a young man then 
with him in the Ship, did at midnight, when they were at the great- 
eft Crips of their danger, behold his Mother Nonna coming along 
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upon the Sea, and laying hold of the Ship, drawing it fafe to land 
which was no fooner declar’d, but the weather clear’d up, and the 
Tempeft vanifh’d. The Storm thus over, they held on their courfe 
and palling by Rhodes, came not long after to Myna, (where the 
Ship-Matter liv’d) and fb to Athens, where he was joyfully entertain’d 
and it was loon known what he was, his great Abilities rendring him 
admir’d,not only by the Scholars,but the chief Profeffors of that place. 
* atvk. IV. HE had not been Jong at Athens ", when Bafil, who had 
lately ftudied at Conjhminople , came thither. And now the ac- 
GrJytj'bM quaintance that was begun before, grew up here into an indiflolvable 
Eriendfhip. They dwelt together under the fame Hoof, did eat at the 
fame Table, joyn’d in the lame Studies, wherein they w ere not four’d 
by Envy, but whetted on by a generous Emulation; nor was the 
Contention *fo much which fhould out vyand out-go the other as 
which fhould be forwarded in yielding to the other tne glory oftfieir 
eminent attainments. They equally drew in the fame paths of Ver* 
tuc, and nothing fo firmly united their Affe&ions, as a mighty zeal 
and finccrc reverence for Religion. They were generally taken no¬ 
tice of for their prudent and grave demeanor, their temperance and 
abttemioufhefs, their modetty and chaftity, their integrity and con¬ 
tempt of the World, fcorning thofe little Arts, by which others un¬ 
worthily enrich’d and advanc’d themlelves; the firmnefs and con- 
ftancy of their minds, which they maintain’d under the heavieft Ca¬ 
lamities, and eminently kept up in that terrible Earth quake tnac 
over run Greece , wfen the courage of fo many others funk and fail’d, 

I forbear particular inftances of the Eriendfhip and Studies of thefe 
two great men during their refidcnce at Athens , having remark’d 

enough to that purpofe in S. Bafil’s Life. ‘While he thus purfued 

his Philofophick Studies, he had a not unacceptable Dream, that 
*Ru(in.proir>g. feem’d to carry fomething more than humane in it. He dream’d o 
N o’ 7 r tbat flttin s at b * s B°°k> nc efpied two lovely and beautiful Ladies 
T.fiSZ Ending by him in white Garments, one on his right hand, the other 
ipfius N.^. oil his left. The man (who had taken up unalterable Resolutions 

Mim. /L ct for a chaft fin g Ie Life ) beheId them with a r, ‘g. id frown, asking who 

lam. r.2.p.?i t they were, and what their bufinefs. They familiarly embracing him, 
7 2 * anfwcred, don’t be troubled, young man, we are very well known 

to you ; the one of us is called OTfOom, the other C()n(fftj>> and we 
are lent by God to dwell with you, who have already prepar’d in 
your Soul fo neat and pleafant an Habitation for us, and with that 
vanifh’d. # And indeed arm’d with a pious and generous Refblution, 
he maintain’d the Innocency and Integrity of his mind, amidft all the 
Temptations, and thofe charms of Company and Converfation, which 
that place above moft others did afford. Amongft others with whom 
* N^.OMf.4. he fell into acquaintance there, was Julian p, afterwards Emperor, 
p : 121 , 122. who was come thither under pretence of ftudy, but chiefly to con- 
Gr.pmb.pA2, f u | t the Impofbrs and Magicians (to whom he was paffionately ad- 
di&ed) concerning his future Fortunes. His behaviour there was 
very odd and indecorous, fo that from the ufual diftortings of his 
mouth, rolling and wandring of his eyes, the fiercenefs of his looks, 
the toffings of his head, and unequal motions of his fhoulders, his 
uneven gate, and exceffive laughter, his broken fpeech, rafh and in¬ 
coherent Queftions, and his bold and impious manner of difputing;

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Nazianzen was wont to forctel what courle he would take, and to fay 
,, his Friends, See what amifihief the Roman Empire nounfbes in its 
B ° /, wifhing withal, that herein he might prove a falfe Prophet. 

Though alas, the courfe of his after-life too truly verified that Pre¬ 

diction.

nerat Sermon preach'd by Nazianzen. His great Charity, and Nazi¬ 
anzen’r trouble in recovering his Eft ate Whether the Queftions and 
Anlwers under his name be his. 

I. Tl Alii had now quitted the Univerfity, and Nazianzen* by the ■ Gi.rmb. 
r\ unwearied importunity of the Students was prevail d with s . ' 
LJ t0 ftay behind, and publickly to profefs the Art of Rheto- 
rick, which he did for a little while, managing the Chair with great 
Honour, both to himfelf and the Univerfity. But the loveoflnsown 
Countrey, the age and infirmities of his Parents, and the confider- 
able partihe had Spent of his own Life (being at this time XXX years 
of Age) made him earneftly defirous to return. So taking leave pri- ^ 
vatefy of his Friends, he left Athens, and t0 ° k f "<4. ' 

Land to Conftantinople, where he met With his Broth ^.^?TV'/> 
then arriv’d'from Alexandria, where he had foaccomphnid himfelf 
in all the polite Learning of that Age, and efpecially in Pjiyfick (t 
the Study whereof he had particularly applycd himfelf; that he had 
not been long in the Imperial City; when his Fame ^aJ ^^r re- 
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commended him to the notice and good opinion of all, That pub- 
lick Honours were decreed him, Matches propounded from Noble 
Families, the dignity of a Senator offered him, and a Committee 
ordered to wait upon the Emperour, to intreat him, that (though 
the City wanted at that time no learned men in any faculty) yet 
this might he added to all its other Glory, that C.tfirms might be' 
come its Phyfician and Inhabitant. Thele were indeed great Temp, 
tations to a young Gentleman : But the Authority and In':nonce of 
his Brother Nazi.mz.en weighed down all other Conliderations, at 
whole perfwafions he modeftly declin’d the honourable Propolals 
and Importunities of the City, which was by no means willing 
to part with him, and accompanied him into Ills own Countrcy, 
welcome to all, but elpecially to their Parents, being made much 
dearer to them by lo long an abfence from them. Thefirft thing 
confiderable Nazianzen did after his return, was to make good what 
he had fb folemnly vow’d, to conlecrate himfelf to God by Baptilm. 
This done, his next Confult was, in what courfe of life he fhould fix 
himfelf. He found himfelf ftrongly inclin’d to a folitary andmo- 
naftick life, the pleafures of Retirement and Contemplation beinp in¬ 
finitely grateful to him. On the other hand he was inflam’d with 
a defirc, fully to inform himfelf in the knowledge of the holy 
Scriptures, and the divine Myfteries of the Chriftian Faith, where¬ 
in he could not hope for thofe advantages from a folitary Life,which 
he might expert from Society and Convention. He refolv’d there¬ 
fore upon a middle courfe, neither wholly to defert the World, nor 
yet to engage in the Bufinefs, and the buffle of it; he could reap the 
benefits of Contemplation at Home, as well as the devouteft Afce- 


tick in the Wildernefs, and yet at the fame time (what he account¬ 
ed no (mail part of Piety) be helpful and aflifting to his aged Pa¬ 
rents. He look’d upon it as a great part of that divine Philofophy 
he had attain’d to, to be able to promote the ends of Vcrtue, with¬ 
out the help of a Cell or a Monaftery, defiring rather to be, than 
to feem Religious, it not being the place, but the Life makes the 
Monk. And his Father to render him more ufeful both to himfelf, 
and to the Church, lurprized him into Ecclefiaftick Orders againft 
his will. For though he had a fingular reverence for the Minillcrial 
and Epifcopal Order, yet was he refolved not to engage in it. Where¬ 
in yet his Father over-ruled him, and ordain’d him Presbyter, which 
he took the more patiently, confidering the neccffities of the Church 
at that time, and how ready Hereticks were to infeft the Orthodox, 
* up. xi. as he tells Bafil in a Letter c upon this occaflon. And indeed he had 
fad experience of their fubtlc Infinuations in his own Father. For 
the Arian party manag’d by Acacius in the Convention at Cotiftitn- 
tinople , held prcfently after that of Selencia , Anno CCCLIX. had, 
with as much Artifice as they could, refin’dd their Do&rine; they 
pretended out of a mighty reverence to the Scriptures, they could 
not admit any terms into the expofition of the Faith, which were 
not found there, and that therefore the Word Confuhflantial being 
*c,y. Prcsb. laidafide, they thought good to exprefs the Article thus, That the 
iras * n dl things like the Father , according to the Scriptures. This 
r i't.awm. fmnoth pretence impos’d upon feveral of the Eaflern Bilhops, and 
in or. xii. among the reft upon Gregory d of Nazianznm , who receiv’d the Con- 
J ‘ 2 ' lK6i2 ’ ‘ ’ fcflion 
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FcfTion, and admitted the Perfons to Communion. Hereupon the 
Monks’ of Cappadocia (of all others the molt zealous affe&ers of the 
Catholick Dofrrine flew oft, denying him Communion, a great part 
alfo of the People mov’d by their Example, falling oft from him. 

The breach was wide, and every day likely to become wider, had 
not Naz.ianz.en beflirr’d himfelf to make it up. He firft convinc’d 
Jiis Father of the Error which his uncautioufhcfs and fimplicity had 
run hint into, which he found him as ready to recant, and to 
give publick fatisfaftion to the People ; then he dealt with the o- 
ther party, whom he fbon prevail’d with to be reconcil’d. And that 
lie might bind all with a fafter Cement, he made upon this occafion, 
his fir (l Oration concerning Peace , wherein having elegantly deferib’d t0raf m 
the Monaftick ftatc, and given thanks to God for the late re-union, p.190. 
he perfwadcsto a firm and lafting agreement, the advantages where¬ 
of he difeourfes at large, and the intollcrable mifehiefs and diforders 
that divifion brings upon the World. 

II. JVLIAN was now got into the Thronce, and was become a 
declared Enemy to Chriftians; and among the feveral methods 
whereby he attempted to fupprefs and ftifle Chriftianity , this was 
one. He publifht a Law f prohibiting Chriftians not onciy ro teach Gv/z.or.m. 
School (but as the Anticnts tell us) to be taught the Books and Learn- p f c f ’ 9 c 6 \ 6 
ing of the Gentiles. It vext him to fee how ihamefully he and his ' p s .‘ 

Party went down the Wind, and cfpccially that Bafil and A Gz.ianz.en c. m p- 623. 
had fo fill’d the World with the renown of their Eloquence and 
Learning, and he had little hopes his beloved Paganifin would gain 
ground, while its Adverfaries were lo able to beat them at their own 
Weapons, which therefore he was refolved to wreft out of their 
hands. But herein the wife was caught in his own Craftinefs, God 
railing up thofe, who by their admirable works, abundantly fuppli- 
ed the want of any Gentile learning. Among which of chief Note, 
were the two Apollinares in Syria ; the Father, an excellent Poet and 
Grammarian, in imitation of Homer wrote the whole ftory, and in¬ 
tire antiquities of the JewifJj Nation, till the Reign of Saul in Heroic 
verfe, which he divided into XXIV Books, and denominated each, 
according to the Letters of the Greek Alphabet. The reft of the Sa¬ 
cred ftory he reprefented in other kinds of Verfe, either Comic like 
Menander , or Tragick like Euripides , or Lyrick in the way of Pindar y 
indeed comprehended the whole Syftcm of the liberal Sciences in va¬ 
rious forts of Poetry, ftill taking his Argument out of the holy Scrip¬ 
tures. While his Son, the younger Apollinaris (befides his Book 
^ dxMcts, which he dedicated to the Emperor, wherein lie 
dextroufiy defended the Caufo of Chriftianity, and refuted the fal- 
fliood and follies of the Pagan Religion) reduc’d the Hiftory of the 
Gofpels, and S. Paul's Epiftlcs into the form of Dialogues, after the 
manner, and in the ftile of Plato , and that witli fo much Ait and 
Accuracy, that they were capable of vying with the molt elaborate 
and celebrated Compofitions of the Ancients. Upon the fame occa- 
fion we were told, <J that Nuzinnzxn compos’d a good part of llisPo- c 
ems, comprehending all forts of divine, grave, and forious Subjects 7Mxt Antui 
in all kinds of Poetry. By which means, the Chriftian youth of »*.iii. M 
thofe times were compleatly furnifh’d, and found no want of thole 
Heathen Authors that were taken from them : Nor did Julian pro¬ 
ceed 
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ceed againft the Chriftians meerly by ftratagcms and arts of fubtilty, 
but by a&s of force and cruelty. He lay at this time at C.tfarea] 
where lie made them feel the el feds of his fevcrity, and thence he 
lent parties ofSouldiers up and down the Countrey, to rout the 
J iihops, and take poffelflon of their Churches. One Party of tliem 
came to Nazianzwi, h where the Commander peremptorily requir’d 
the Church (which the elder Gregory had not long fince built; to 
be delivered to him. But the good old man ftoutly oppos’d him, 
daily affembling the People there to publick Prayers ; who were fo 
affefted with the common cafe, that the Officer for his own fafcty 
was forc’d to furccafc his demand, and quietly to retire. Not long 
after t his, Julian was flain, and in tha> very day his thoughts per iff /, 
Alter whole death Nazianzen publifh’d two invective Orations againfl 
him, in which he drains all the finews of his Wit and Hloquenccto 
the higheft Peg, to deferibe the pernicious Projects, defperatc Ads, 
and mifcrable death of that unfortunate Prince. Wherein, though 
the Subjects he treats of, deferv’d a great fhare of that Satyricai 
and Sarcaftick Rhetorick he bedows upon it, yet mud it be con- 
fufs’d, that fome things mud be plac’d to the accounts of heat 
and Animofity, and the Liberty which Orators are wont to take, 
efpccially in declamations againft an inveterate Enemy, and one too 
that had particularly defign’d his head, had he return’d Life fiom the 
Per fun expedition. But its time now to dep back a little, to refume 
the dory which we have left behind. 

8. T H O U G H Nazianzen, to comply with the importunity of his 
Father, and the exigences of the Church, had differed himfclf to be 
engag’d in holy Orders, yet he look’d upon it as a kind of force and 
Tyranny 5 put upon him, which he knew not well how to digeft, 
and it caus’d his natural inclinations k to privacy and retirement, with 
fo much a greater Impetus to return upon him. He had been oflate 
drongly invited ! and importun’d by his dear Friend Baft to come to 
him into his Pontic folitudes, and though he defir’d nothing more, 
yet he knew not as yet how to defert his Parents. But his Brother 
C.efar 'uts being now return’d from Court, with a purpofe to fix at 
home, gave him opportunity to withdraw, who thereupon prefeiitly 
betook himfclf to his old Companion; with whom he fpent fbme 
years in that {blitary recefs, where he pcrfc&ly learnt to defpife the 
World, to corrett the extravagancies of nature, to regulate his pa (li¬ 
ons, and to fubdue the lower appetites to the Laws of rcafon and fo- 
briety. He lay upon the ground, fed fparingly upon the meaneff 
diet, wore notliing but what was courfe and vile, he watch’d, wept, 
and faffed ; work’d hard all day, and far’d hard at night, which he 
fpent many times intire in Hymns or Contemplations; lo far from 
yielding to the Courtfhip of any pleafurc, that he fuffered it not fo 
much as to addrefs it felf unto his thoughts. Nor was he yet fo in- 
tirely taken up in thefe fevere exercifes of mortification, as wholly to 
ncglcd his Studies, which he daily improv’d, efpccially that of the 
holy Scriptures, which the oftner he read, the better he lik’d, fb that 
in a fhort time he began to dif-relilh thofe prophane Authors,which 
before time had ftoln away fomany of his hours, and had entertain’d 
him withfo much delight. 


IV. HE 


IV. HE thusimploy’d himfelf, when the neceflity of Affairs at 
Home forcibly ravifh’d him from his fvveet retirements. His Father 
{loop’d under the infirmities of age, and was no longer able to attend 
his Charge, with that care and diligence he was wont to do; the 
Ariatts by their intereft at Court, carried all before them in every 
place, turning out, and putting in at pleafure, and by their Agents 
and Emiflariesiti all parts, perverting men of fimple and liorieft minds. 

To be helpful to him in thefe Circumftanccs, his Father had oft fol- 
licitcd him to return, and befides his own, had us’d the Intcrceffiort 
of friends to perfwadc him, till at length he yielded, and came back. 

He return’d about Eafltr, and took the occafion of making an Orati¬ 
on m to the People, as afterwards to vindicate himfelf from thofe ill mflr xli. 
interpretations which fome men had made of his flight into the Wil- f . 6 73 vU. 
dcrncls, he publifh’d a large Apologetick, • wherein he fhews. ’twas 
not fear of danger, nor making light of an Ecclefiaftick Oflice, nor i, an( o rat. 
difeontent that better Preferment was not offered him, that had + 

caus’d him to retire, but a great love to folitude, a lence of hisun- ' 

fitnefs for an Ecclefiaftick Charge, and a dread of the importance 
and difficulties of the Office : Whereupon he. proceeds elegantly to 
deferibe the Sacerdotal Oflice, and what are the genuine Qualifica¬ 
tions of a true and well-accottipliflul Prelate, with fevere relictions 
upon the irregular Ordinations, and mifearriages of many in thole 
times. That as to his return, he was fway’d in it by a double mo¬ 
tive, his defire togratifie the Church of Nazianzum , who were im¬ 
portunate for his coming among them, and the reverence he bore to 
his Parents, whofe Commands he could no longer refift, and whole 
necelfities call’d for his affiftancc. Thus he became Coadjutor to his 
father, the cares of whofe old age he reliev’d by his unwearied pains 
and diligence, in preaching, oppofing and convincing Gainlayers, 
and all other parts of the Miniftcrial runftion, though lome who 
had been forward to recal him from his folitudes, fllcwed a great cold- 
nels and indiffcrency to his Miniftry , when he was come among 
them, whereof he complains with fbmerefentment in an Oration 
0 preach’d on purpofe upon that occafion. . °dr. 11 .f.45. 

V HE had not long entred upon this Charge, when a fid acci¬ 
dent did greatly afflift their Family, the death, I mean, of his Bro¬ 
ther Cxfarius, who departed this life a little after the terrible Earth¬ 
quake that hapned in Bithynia Otfob. nth. Ann. CCCLXVIII. A Gen¬ 
tleman, whofe Parts, Learning, and Vertues made him equal to a- 
ny, Superior to moft of that time. After a pious Education under 
his Parents, he was fent to Alexandria p, where he foon went beyond ’ 0r * 

his Companions, with great fuccefs, travelling through the whole * 

Circle of the Sciences, though he particularly betook himlclt to the 
ftudy of Phyfick, and became fb eminent in that Profeffion, that in 
his return (as we noted before) he was invited to ftay at G onft anti no¬ 
ble upon the moft honourable terms, as before his quick Parts, valt 
Learning ftri£t Temperance and Sobriety had endear d him to all at 
Alexandria. He return’d with his Brother into his own Countrey, 
to which he confecrated the firft Fruits of his Profeffion, not more to 
his own credit, than the advantage of the places where he liv d. Here 
he continued fome years, when to the diffatisfaction or his Friends 
he remov’d to Conjlantinople under the reign of Julian ; who lov d 
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a man of Learning where ever he met him, but was particularly ta¬ 
ken with Lee-far ms. He had fcarce given a Spvcimvnt of his Learning, 
and excellency in his Arc, when he was made chief Phyfician to the 
Emperor, and the highelt Honours and Offices at Court not thought 
too great for him, being at hit made Treafurer to the Emperor. It 
was no final! grief and trouble to his Parents (nay, and what others 
reproach’d them with) that he had thus difpos’d of himfelf. What 
the Son of a Chriftian Bifhop thruft himfelf into the Service and 
family of an Apoftate Emperor, one that openly defied, and plain¬ 
ly fubverted Cliriftianity ? Was it for him to engage in Honours 
and Offices, to hunt after Power and Grandeur, to amafs Wealth 
and Treafure, at a time, when he Ihould think it the richeft, nobleft 
and fafeit Courfe, with a generous courage to oppofe the growing 
Impieties of the age, and to get as far as he could, out of the reach 
of the Villanies and Mifchiefs of an evil time ? How could bifliops 
ever hope to prevail with others, nottofufter themfelves to becar- 
ried down the Stream, or to keep themfelves from being intefted 
with the Sgpprftit ion and Idolatry of the times, if they could not 
firft perfwade tlieir own Children? With what face could they re¬ 
prove others for their faults, that fwept not before their own door, 
and remov’d the Obje&ions that lay at home? All which his Brother 
« r.% xvir. reprefented in a Letter to him, befceching him to lay down his Of- 
ficcs, and retire, as the only way to fecure himfelf, and to refrefh, 
comfort, and prefervethe lives of his aged Parents, at all timesrea* 
dy to tumble into their Graves, but now wholly unable to bear up 
under the weight of fo great a trouble. That if all this fway’d no¬ 
thing, he would only put him in mind, that one of thefe two things 
muft be his Portion, either, that continuing afinecre Chriftian, he 
mu ft be unequally yoked, with a fhameful and impious Tribe, and 
live unworthy of himfelf, and the great hopes that had been con¬ 
ceiv’d of him ; or if he did go on to purfiie Honour and Applaufe, 
^would betray him to temptation and a fiiare, and what would prove 
bitternefs in the latter end. The Counfcl had its defir’d eflcft, CV- 
f.irim grew weary of his Attendance at Court, and refolv’d to part 
with all, rather than wake /hip rrack of Faith and a Good Cor.jc tree. 

* or.it. x. c Julia# had attempted r his conftancv, with Arguments fuited both 

l ' >67 ‘ to his hopes and fears ; but rhefb were eafily thrown oft’ Next he 

fought to run him down by force of Reafon, and a warm and brisk 
Difputc rais’d between them. But Cxfarim flood his ground, and 
came off Conqueror, and having anfwcr’d all his Sophifms, and reje¬ 
cted all his Offers, in conclnlion plainly told him, that he both was 
a Chriffian, and was relolv’d to be fo. And though notwithftanding 
all this, the Emperor was unwilling to part with him, yet being 
then preparing for his expedition againft Perfia, Cafirim took the 
opportunity to return. About two years after he went back to 
Court, when Valem , not yet tainted with drianifm, was advanc’d 
to the Eajlern Empire, by whom he was reftor’d to his former Office 
of Comes rerum privatarum , or Trcafiirer of the Imperial Rents, in 
which capacity a Refcript to him is yet extant in the Thmdcflrf 
Code . Indeed, both Valrnthvan and Valeris were at ltrife, which ot 
them fhould have him, though Valentiriian was willing to refign him 
up, as fitted to lei vc the F.a/hrn Emperor. Nor was his prefent 
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■,, n |ovmciit any more than an earned of what higher Dignities were 
for him. In the execution of this Office he went into Ih- 
,LL where he was when that fatal Earthquake happened,' which, < m. uin 
a irt other places it left fuch lamentable footfieps of ks rage and fu- 
‘ lo particularly overturn’d the great and famous City ol A/tc r> a< f , 54 . 
with the far major part of its Inhabitants, and C afar ms himfelf had 
nerifh’d in the common Ruins, had not the divine Providence mira- 
rnlouflv interpos’d for his deliverance, by preferving him and lome 
few more under hollow parts of the ruinated Houles, fothat he e- 
kao’d without any confiderable damage. ’1 his Accident Nazhnzeto * 
immediately laid hold of, writing 1 to his Brother wifely to improve ^ 
what had hapned to him, that even the fears of dangei might be 
manag’d to very ufeful purpofes, and to the bringing of us nearer 
unto God ; that we Ihould not fo much relent the evils that befal 
us as be thankful to God, that we are delivered from them, and in 
all Circumftanccs of life, whether private or publick, devote our 
fclves to him, who is the Author of our Prefervation, and whole 
Service we ought not to negled, fora few little trifling advantages, 
which places of Honour and Profit might bring in; an Admonition 
that perhaps might not be over welcome to him : 1 hat lie heartily 
wiih’d himfelf with him, to bear part in the joy of his deliverance, 
and more fully to difcourle him about thefe matters ; but it that 
could not ’be that at leaft he might out of hand enjoy his compa- 
nv at home, where they might joyntly folemmzc the memory ot 
fo fimial a prefervation. Ctftrim underftood his meaning, and it 
fecnis,follow’d his Advice : For foon after,lie came home,tell lick, and 
died and his Funeral was attended with Pfalmodies, and lighted Tor- 
chcs carried before it; wherein his own Mother bore her part; Ins 
Funeral Oration "'as made by his Brother, wherein he dpcciallycom¬ 
mends him for his ingenuous temper, his fobriety, and the fhutnels 
of his convcrfarion, his care to keep himfelf in the midft of all Ins 
orcatnefs, from being corrupted with the fnares ot the Work, ant1 
the Vices that attend Princes Courts, his Fidelity and Conftancy 
to his Religion, and his incomparable Charity to the poor, whom 
by hislaft Will « he made the foie Heirs of his Eflate, comprizing ».v.t* ml 
ail in a few words, worthy to be written Lcttcre of Gold, 
m, efj&'vsclyiri&tq r wfow, fob h 

31 Ijlrtic he Deceit to the poo?. His Eftatc was confiderable (though 
he had loft no finall part of it in the fatal Earthquake) but no foonei 
, was lie dead, bnt fome greedy Officers laid hands upon it, pretend¬ 
ing it due to them, and that they muft be accountable for it to the 
Exchequer, nay, and Nazfanztn who had poffefsd himfelf of:fome 
fmall part of it, and difpos’d it to theufe of Ins Will, was brought ^ 
into trouble about it, infomuch, that he was fored to addiefs' him- xvniiM8l . 
felf to Sopbromus the Governor, and intreat him to do right to Ins 
decealed Friend, one, whom both living and dying lie had lov cl and 
honour’d, and that he would pity and relieve tliofe who were in¬ 
nocently betray’d into fo troublefom an Office. The Conteft it icems 
was not prefently ended, it depending after Naz,tanzen was made Bi¬ 
fhop, as appears from St. Bafil's Letter * to Sopbromus about tins vc- ^ uc.^r. 
ry thing, to whom lie truly ftates the cafe, and begs of hurt to me 
liis Intcicft with die Treafurer, that the bufinels might be brought 
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to an IfTue, and that lie would find out a way, whereby the good 
man might be freed from the vexatious fuit wherein he was intangled. 
Hut topafsby that, fb great and exemplary were C.efirius' s Vertues 
that he was inverted af ter his death with the Honour of a Saint, and 
y nd. M.vt. his name has found a place in the Martyrologies y of the Church, 
lub.xxr. Saidas fays,* he wrote fcvcral Books, and efpecially againft the Gen- 
^ t ^ cs ’ an ^ at t ^ 1 * s there are four Books of Dialogues concerning 
/. in divine and fpiritual matters extant a under his name. And for his 
!'•;<!. r. l’-gr. ’tis plain, they went in the dayes of Photim, b when they confified 
^ CCXX guefthtfs and Anfxurs, though they contain fomewhatlefs 
^iiri.argw. than CC. at this day. Thcftyle is clear, but Poetical, and the mat- 
c tw S'x’ tcrs themfelvesaccurately enough difeufs’d. But ’tis very evident, 
fvi 5 . 1 -,. , that the Author of tilde Dialogues liv’d fomewhat later than our 
Cafirins , as is manifert from fcvcral ! ’adages and Quotations in them, 
nor did he tarry, much lefs publicity teach XX years at Conftantino. 
plv , as is exprefly affirm’d in the Title of them. Not to fay, that the 
Argument of them being purely Theological, and of the fubtileft 
Qucftions and Speculations in Religion, was foreign to a man of his 
Profertion, and unfuitablc to his Practice and Courle of Life, and who 
was not baptiz’d neither till a little before his death : And what is 
more, his Brother in the large and particular accounts he gives of 
him, has not the lcaft hint to this purport^ no, nor that ever he 
committed any thing to writing, which if he had, ’tis not read¬ 
able to think he would have pals cl it by.

and many Infirmities. His exemplary Vertues briefly enumerated.') he 
Sermon Preach'd by Nazianzen at his Funeral. This followed by the 
Death of his Mother Nonna. The holy Life , the admirable graces 
and accompli foments of that pious and excellent Woman. His retire¬ 
ment from Nazianzum, and prefid/ng over a Society of devout Vir¬ 
gins at Seleucia. Summon'd to the Synod at Antioch. By them ob¬ 
lig'd to go to Conftantinople, to fupport the finking caufe of Cathy- 
lick Truth , miferably oppnfs'd by the Arian Faflions. 

1 . 1 * TIS Brother being dead, Nazianzen continued at home, pef- 
I—J forming all dutiful Offices to his Parents, when he was 
•I -» unhappily drawn into new T roubles; which he oft bewails 
as the greateft inquietude of his Life. -Valins the Emperor (out of 
Ipitc, as fbme conje&urc to St. Bafil) had divided Cappadocia into 
two Provinces, and had conrtituted Tyana the Metropolis ofthe&- 
cond Cappadocia , by which means Ant him us Bilhop of that See let up 
for a Metropolitan, and laid claim to the Churches within that 
Province, formerly dependent upon the See of C afire a. Bafil relen¬ 
ted the injury, but knew not how to remedy it, nor to make up the 
lofs, but by ere&ing fome new Bifhopricks. Which he did, anda- 
mong the rert Safima ($, Xdoiy^) a Town lying within the Verge 
ofthe SecondCappadocia. A trufty Friend in this Station, he reckon'd 
would mightily fecure his Intereft, and keep a fair Decorum between 
him and Antbiwus, the Town lying between Cafsrea and Tyana; and 
none could he think of fo fit for this Affair as his dear Friend Grego- « y n .o ,>:x 
ry. To him c therefore he propofes it by. Letter, which the other 
rejected with Contempt, as a thing dcrtru&ivo of his beloved priva- xxxfi.^ 
cv, which made him decline all publick Preferment in the Church, 7 * 5 ,ie vit. 
bi.it this efbecially, a place fo mean and contemptible in it felf, and Nf- fftf 

upon ‘‘ ,y ‘ 
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upon all accounts 16 inconvenient for him. B.fil netlcd with his ob- 
llinatc rcfufol, treated him it leems with fomedeverity, calling hi in 
a Rt'ft.ck and a Clown, and a man that underltood not his Intcrefl, and 
that was refolv’d to forfeit and difoblige his Friends. The other 
replycd with ftomach enough, that he knew not wherein lie had 
deferv’d this ufoge, that ’twas hard for a man fir ft to be abus’d, and 
then charg’d for complaining of it; that perhaps the beft account 
that could be given of it, was, that his Archiepilcopal Dignity had 
fwcll’d him with pride and loftinels ; otherwife, abatingthe eminen- 
cv of his place, he knew not wherein he was inferior to him, a 
tiling which he himlelf at all other times was forward enoughto 
allow; that the World talk’d loud of him for this unkind attempt, 
and that he was weary with making Apologies to defend him from 
thole fharp Cenlures, that were pals’d upon him, that thole who 
fpoke lofted:, laid, it was not according to thole jftri& Laws of 
Friendlhip that were between them, that ’twasan inftance ofgreat 
contempt and dilfelpeft, after he had made fo much ule ofhisaf 
finance (he means I funpole, his endeavours in promoting Bafil to 
the See of Ctfarea) heIhould now call him away as a dilhonourablc 
indrument, good for nothing, and deal with him like the fuppor- 
tersofa new built Arch, which when the ltru&ure is able to Hand 
alone, are taken down, and thrown afide asulelels and unprofitable; 
that he beg’d of him to let him enjoy his' cafe and privacy, anc)not 
to reproach him with doth and idlenels, becaule he refus’d his oiler 
of Sijiwa, and had no mind to a Filhoprick, while others were con¬ 
tending for them with zeal and fiercenefs; a quiet life being to him 
above all other bufmefs, wherein if he had more to follow liim, the 
Church would have far Iels trouble, and the Faith, which now by 
every Party was made an indrument of Fa&ion, would be prelervil 
much more entire and found : That therefore he Ihould do well to 
let him alone, and not attempt to rob the new Metropolis of foglo* 
rious a prize as Safima, and in the mean time dilcover fwliat he 
ought to keep lecret) the unwarrantable defign he had in it: That 
however he dilpos’d his Adairs, yet as to himlelf, he had gain’d 
thele two points from his Friendlhip, never henceforth to truft Friends, 
nor to efteem any thing more excellent and valuable than God To 
fiich heats and jars may the deareft, and the firmed: Friendlhip be 
fometimes expos’d. 

II. BASIL though meeting with all this oppodtion, would not 
however give over the attempt. His own intered failing, he knew 
no better way to over-power Nazianzen, than by gaining over his 
Father to his Party. He did fo, and by his perfwafions and com¬ 
mands, he was at lad prevail’d with to comply, and accordingly was 
ordain’d Bifhop of Safitma ; at what time he made an Apologetick 
*oat. vii. Oration d , dire&ed peculiarly to his Father and S. Bafil, and let them 
p ’ ^ 2 ' know what ’twas had made him 16 unwilling to undertake that 
charge, at the confideration whereof, he was as much amaz’d, as 
Children are wont to be at a great flalh of Lightning ; that the thing 
being done, it was but reafonable they Ihould be his Guides and Tu¬ 
tors, to indruft him in the true Art of feeding and governing his 
Flock; with all modedly reflecting upon Bafil, that he who while 
they were Fellow-Pupils, had treated him with fo much Humanity, 

fhould

Ihould now put luch hard things upon him ; that he had indeed got 
the better of him, and carried the day, but ’twas not by argument, 
but by force ; that lie Ihould profperoully go on in his padoral Go¬ 
vernment, and (hew him the way both by his Precepts and Examples, 
whole happy conduct he was refolv’d to follow. Upon the lame 
Argument and Occafion, and to the lame Perfons,(though whether, at 
the lame time, l know not) he dilcours’d in another Oration c , mo- ' ^ ' 
deftly complaining of the injury that had been done him. in drawing 
him out ol the lliadcsof his beloved Solitude, and thrulling him upon 
the Stage of a publick Life, a tiling he little expected from Perfons 
of fiich intimate Familiarity and Friendlhip. The next day came 
Gregory A'yjfcn, Btfifis Brother, (who probably fhould have been pre- 
fent at the Ordination) whole arrival (it being then a FeltivalConi- 
memoration of t he Martyrs) he wellcom’d with an Oration f , where- f oat. vt 
in palTing bv his own Gate, as not proper for that occalion, he prin- p ' ,3U * 
cipally prefles them to imitate the Piety, Purity, Zeal, and Conftaney 
of the Martyrs, to clcanfe our felves, and offer up Soul and Body, as 
a living, holy, and rational Sacrifice; this was the way truly to ce¬ 
lebrate the Fcftival, and render it acceptable to Chrilt; this the 
way to honour the Martyrs, and not to meet to eat and drink, to in¬ 
dulge Luxury and Debauchery, things fitter for a Pagan Fcftival,than 
a Chriftian Solemnity. Authimm of Tyana quickly hoard of the Or¬ 
dination, whereupon accompanied with fome Bilhops of his Province, 
he came to NazLxnznm c , under pretence indeed of making a vilit to * 
the elder Gregory, but the defign was to try if he could bring over A 7 a- P* ' 97, 
zianzen to his Party. He let upon him with all the methods oflnfinua- 
tion, fometimes congratulating, other whiles intreating, fometimes 
threatning, and then expoftulating ; now commending, and anon re¬ 
proaching,telling him that He ought to look upon him only as his Eccle- 
fialtical Superior,and upon the new Metropolis as the greateft and moll 
honourable. Nazianz.cn vindicated the honor of the See of Cjtfarea, 
as the moll ancient and true Metropolis of all thole parts, nor could 
he be prevail’d with to dir one foot. S6 that Anthimns departed in 
diicontcnt, foaming, and charging him with Bafilifm , or an undue 
partiality to Bafil , alluding to the charge of the Athenian Ambafladors, 
who accus’d each other of Philippifw, that is, of a traitorous cor¬ 
respondence with that Macedonian Prince. Alter this, he fummou’d 
him to a Synod, which the other refus’d, as an injury to the Metre- 
politick Rights ; then he wrote to him to intercede, that Bafil ' and 
they might meet, to confult about and debate this Matter. This he 
embrac’d as an equitable Propofol, referring it to Bafil to appoint 
time and place, or whether at all he would meet about it. But I be¬ 
lieve it came to nothing. For Nazianzen highly dilTatisfied with 
what he had done, never fo much as once h honoured his.Sce. with it 
his prefence, nor perform’d any one minilterial or Epilcopal ACt in it. L 9 • 
the truth is, ’twas a place that had little in it to invite him. It 
was 1 a paltrv inconfiderablc Town, dole and narrow, fituate upon , 
three great Roads; tire common Stage where all the publick Horfosj cu-uy 
and Carriages were lodg’d, the Air unwholfome, the foil barren, and 
deffitute of Water, the People inconftant and Vagrants, the place 
perperuallv full of nolle and fiiioik, and dull and filth- So that he 
fctftikl not but look upon his fending hither,- as a Condemnation to a 
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Prifon or a Dungeon. And it highly aggravated the unkindncfs, that 
when Bafil had above fifty Sees in his Province, he fhould pick out 
this, and create it on purpofe for fo dear a Friend. And yet after all, 
if lie would have gone thither, he could not, for upon his refufal of 
Submillion, his denying to defert Bafil , and betray the ancient Rights 
of his Metropolitan; Anthimus had Feiz’d upon it, do that there could 
be no hopes for him to refide there with any tolerable comfort, or 1 q 
much as with fafety to his Life. 

III. IN thele Circumftances he knew not well which way to 
turn hint, but judg’d k it the beft way for the prefent to rctiic, and 
Fo withdrew to an Hofpital feated in a folitary place, where lie pals d 
his time in pious E*ercifes, and the ftriftnefs of a Philolophick Life, 
But neither here could he find any reft. His Father s commands fol¬ 
low’d him dole,who earneftly defir’d(if poftible) to fix him in his Epif- 
copal Station at S.tfitm ; but that being peremptorily reins d,he prels’d 
him to come home, and under him to take upon him the charge ot Nn- 
zianzrtm, his great years having difabled him, and in the judgment 
of all given him a Writ of eafe. He knew he had a Temper to deal 
with, mightily averfe to the Incumbrances of a. publick Life, and 
therefore recommended the motion to him, with all the Arts of 
endearment and loft Infinuation. Taking him gently § by the Beard, 
“ Son (aid he, your own Father is become your Petitioner, an aged 
« rather to a youthful Son; a Mafter to one that is a Servant by Nature 
u and a double Obligation. ’Tis not Riches, or great things I ask, 
“ I require no more than that like Aaron and Samuel you would un- 
u dertake to miniftcr before the Lord. Defpife not the defires of 
him, who was the Inftrument of your being, and let it appear you 
have an indulgent Father; the thing I requeft is fair and reaionablc, 
« and though it were not, yet remember ’tis your Father requefts it, 
“ one who has fpent To great part of his Life in the Minifteries of Re- 
“ licrion. Gratific me therefore in this, or elfe I vow thatdome body 
“e!fe fhallcloFe mine eyes, and commit my body to the ground, 
“ which I intend to infli£ as the punifhment of your difobedience. 
“ ’Tis but a little time that I have to live, aflift me in it, and then I 
“ fliall leave you to your own Counfels. To this pathetical addrcis 
Nazianzen replied, “ Sir, how troublefome foever the commands are 
iC which you are pleas’d to lay upon me, yet for your fake I fubmit, 
“ and I am content to take upon me the Adminiftration of your cure 
“ at Nazianznm , only upon this condition, that when ever you had 
“ be tranflated into Heaven, I may be perfcftly free from all obliga- 
“tionto that charge. Upon thefe Terms they agreed, and he be¬ 
came his Co adjutor in the Epifcopal Office. Whence the Error or 
S. jerom 1 , Rufinus™, Socrates », and Troops that follow the "^ u ' 
thority is very obvious, when they make him to have been Bilhop 
of Nazianznm, while himfelf moft exprefly tells 0 us, that he was 
not 5 and that out of reverence to his aged Father, and the mighty 
importunity of Friends, he only engag’d in it as a fubftitute for his ba¬ 
thers Life, with open Proteftation, that he would be oblig d no lon¬ 
ger, norfucceed him in it. At the entrance upon his charge he 
made an Oration p , wherein he addrefles himfelf firft to his Father, 
with whom he expoftulatcs why he had made choice °f lo ^ak a 
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Crutch to lupport his Age and Cares, and indeed why any at all ? 
His body though infirm and weak,was yet adted by a Soul brisk and 
vigorous, and now wholly free from the inordinate Motions of the 
fcnliial appetite ; that it concern’d him however to have made Inch 
a choice, wherein he might not feem to have been led more by con- 
(idcrations of Confanguinity and Relation, than the common Good. 
Next he turns to the People, whom he acquaints with the force that 
lmd been us’d towards him, and how much he had yielded to the 
Age of his Father, and the importunity of his- Friends, and therefore 
begg’d their afliftance according to their leveral capacities; that he 
was diffracted between two different Principles ; his inclination to fo- 
litudc made him call an eye to the *• io.intains and the VVildernefs, 
and long for thole happy opportunities of reiiring from the Regions 
offence, of turning inward, and convcrfing with God and his own 
mind ; on the other hand the Sacerdotal Conlecration that had pafs’d 
upon him, oblig’d him to appear in publick, and to conftilt the hap- 
pine Is of others, to reclaim men from Vice, and repair the divine 
Image in them, and to form and build up a peculiar People unto 
God - r that no man ought mccrly to confiilt himfelf, but to promote 
the good of others, though with fome diFulvanragc to himfelf, a 
practice wherein our Lord has let us the moll generous Example : that 
lie would as much as might he, reconcile thefe two courfes, neither 
defert this Miniftrv, ncr yet take upon him a burden too heavy for 
him, and which his ftrength would not ferve him to go through 
with; that therefore for the prefent he would undertake "the charge 
to comply wit It his Father’s Age and Infirmities, but after that he 
would be free, nor fhould any man prevail with, or coinpell him 
againft his Inclination; and though the fuccecding in a paternal 
Charge wanted not fome conlitlerable advantages to' recommend it, 
yet that the beft and Fifcft collide was both for Governors and Peo¬ 
ple to be mutually willing to embrace each other, the Laws of Re¬ 
ligion and the Church commanding the Epifcopacy, or overfight of 
the Flock to bo undertaken willingly, and not by conftraint to have 
it forc’d upoiuhcm. 

IV. ONE of the firft things lie did, after his coming amongft 
them (if l conjecture the time aright) was his making their peace 
with the ollcnded Governor. The People of Nazianznm either bur¬ 
dened with fome unrcafbnable 'Faxes, or vex’d with fome intollera- 
ble Edidfc, had it (corns broken out into evident Symptoms of Tumult 
and Difcontent. Whereat the (Governor (whom one of the ancient 
Seholialls *i fuppofes to have been Julian the Alfdfor of the Imperial 
Taxes, who had been Nazianzen's School-fellow r , and was his inti¬ 
mate acquaintance) highly offended, few out into paffion, and 
threatened to make them feel the Juft-ice of his provoked Severity. 
To pacific his anger, and to allay the florin, Nazianzen gets up into 
the Pulpit, and makes an Oration f to them, wherein after he had 
endeavored to fiipport the minds of the People under their apprehen- 
fions of danger, and advis’d them how to behave themfelvcs, neither 
to be feciire or infblent in profperity, nor yet defpondent in calamitous 
times, but cfpecially to fubmi: to God, the liipream Governor of t he 
World, and to Princes as thofe that arc font by him to preferve the 
publick Order and Difeiplinc of Mankind, Obedience to Government 
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being one of the great Laws of the Chriftian Religion; he next di. 
reels his fpcccli to the Magirtrates, whom he befeeches to own and 
/loop to Iiis Spiritual Authority ; and then laftly to the Governor, 
whom lie puts in mind of his pious Education, his Baptitm, and ftrift 
profeftion of theCatholick Faith, pertwading him by many excellent 
Arguments, to ute his Power with Mercy and Moderation, and to im¬ 
prove that Authority for Chrift, which he had receiv’d from him; a 
Subject which he manages with to much eloquence and ftrengtli of 
Keafon, that were there nothing elfe, this alone were enough to 
Blew him to have been one of the Matter Orators of that Age. 

V. ABOUT this time died his Sifter Gorgonia, whole Funeral 
* orat. xi. Sermon r he preach’d. She was the Wife of Vitalian y a Gentleman 
in thofe Parts, by whom lhc had levcral Children. A Woman of 
tranlcendent Vertues, pious towards God, whole Houle lhc fre¬ 
quented ■ whole Minitters lhc reverenc’d; charitable to the Poor, 
whole neccflitios flic relieved, and her Houfo open to all that wanted; 
prudent and exemplary in her Relations; one who knew how to re¬ 
concile the advantages of celibacy with the Conveniencies of a marri¬ 
ed l ife ; and to reap the Fruits of both; grave, but not auftcre ; nei¬ 
ther merry, normorolc; a great enemy to all modes of artificial 
beauty ; chart in her Garb, temperate in her Diet, much convcrfant 
in watching and abftincncc, (pending whole nights in finging Pfalms, 
or in reading the Scriptures, or in divine Meditations, or fervent 
Prayers, w Herein flic was lo frequent, that her knees were grown 
hard like thole of Camels ; lo model! and bafhful, that in extremi¬ 
ties of (icknels, lhc would not endure a Phyfitian to come near her, 
being unwilling that in thofe Circumftsnces any man fhould either 
lee or touch her. She was feis’d with a very malignant Fcavcr, 
which attended with lomc other Complications, rendred her Cafe 
delpcrate beyond the hopes ol her Friends, or the skill of Phyfitians. 
In this condition Hie ventured upon a ftrangc unaccountable way of 
cure. Finding fome intermiffion of her Fits, lhc got up, and in a 
ftormy night went to Church, where lhc knccl’d down before the Al¬ 
tar or Communion-Table, and pour’d out her Prayers to Chrift, and 
laying her head upon the Tabic, protefted fhe would not take it 
thence, till lhc had recovered her health, withaH pouring out fuch 
abundance of tears, that Ibe moiftened the pieces of the holy Eucha- 
rift, (tt&o ctvll'TQ'Tm, tiS 'Ttpiv <£ the Antitypes or Fi¬ 

ji W- />• *87. gures of Chrift’s precious Body and Blood, as Nazianz.cn there u calls 
them) which Hie had about her; whereupon of a fudden lhc found 
her lelf perfectly reftor’d to health. Which yet did not abate her 
vigorous defires to depart, and to be with Chrift, and God granted 
her requeft, and urns pleas’d by an extraordinary Vifioa to reprefent 
to her the particular day of her DilTolution ; which being come, fhe 
call’d for her Husband, Children, and Friends about her, and having 
dilcours’d incomparably to them, what properly concern’d their (eve- 
ral Duties, lhc fell into a Trance, fo that they all concluded her to 
be dead ; but her Lips being perceiv’d Hill to move, Hie was found 
by thole who laid their ears clofe to her, to be repeating of a Plalm, 
which fhe had then brought to the Conclufion, f will lay ?ne down in 
peace to'flap, and will take my reft) and with that fini fil’d her Plalm 
and her Life together. 

VI. HER 
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VI. H ER death was followed not long after with that of her Fa¬ 
ther the aged Billion of Nazianztim , then near an hundred years 
old ’ after he had fat XLV. years Bifhopof that place. His great xnfc 

Age betray’d him to many Infirmities, and thofe attended with pain- 
ful and acute Diftempers, which grew upon him as lie approach’d 
nearer to death, aiid whereiit he feldom had any Intcrmiflions, but 
while engag’d in the publick Miniftrations, all which time he had 
ncrfe&eafc; whither the intertfenefs and fervency of his Devotion 
over-power cl the fence of pain, or God mercifully reftrain’d and tied 
it up while he was engag’d in fo good a work. He was renowned 
for his ftriftnefs and fobriety, his Juftice and Integrity even before 
his convcrfion toChriftianity, as afterwards he became a feriousPro- 
felTor and a moft incomparable Prelate, and though wariting thole 
previous advantages * ofEducation which others had, yet he quickly ■ 
made up all by an indefatigable irtduftry, whereby he arnv d to an ex- dt ' fid 
quifite undemanding of the Scriptures, and thofe Controvcrfies that caUmit.r.2. 
exercis’d the Church in thofe times. A coilftant Friend to, and zeal ?* 71 ‘ 
ous Defender of the Catholick Do&rine; he found his See miferably 
over-run with Vice and Error, both which with infinite diligence he 
rooted up, and that God might be worlhip’d in a decent manner, be 
built y from the ground a very neat and beautiful, a ftately and mag- * 
nificent Church, elegantly adorn’d with Columns and Portico’s, and 
with all forts of curious Sculpture and Architeaurc, wherein though M , 3 . 
he took in the Contributions of the People, yet the main of it was done 
at his own charge.In his Garb and Diet he was wont to oblervc a juft 
Decorum, equally diftant from fordidnefs and curiofitv, and though 

none contented themfelves with meaner Food and CloUths yet he 
manag’d it in fuch a way, as feem’d leaft liable to vanity and allega¬ 
tion. In his Convertation he was courteous and affable, none more 
gentle and eafie to pardon Injuries; and though mture had form’d ljim 
inclinable to partion and quick refentments, yet he never gaVe way td 
it, but where zeal againft obftinate Offenders made it neceftarys 
to the Poor he was kind and charitable, and indeed a common Father; 
and what crown’d all, was a man plain and honeft, a true Nathan- 
naeL in whom there w/ts no guile. Amongft other Prelates pretent at the 
Funeral was S. to whom Nazianz.cn in the beginning or the 
Oration which he then made, particularly addrefs’d himfelf with 
many lingular Commendations, as in the Conclufion * of it he di- L\ 
reflcd hisdifcourle to his Mother Nonna , to lupport her mind under 
fo great a lots; that fhe was not to wonder at what had happened, 
all things in this World arc obnoxious to change and mutability, fub- 
jeft to decay and dye, the happincts of the other World only being 
immutable and eternal, to provide for which, is the great bufinefs ot 
life, and that therefore there could be no reaton to mourn tor thole 
that had made fo happy an exchange, unlets we can be fo uncharita¬ 
ble as to rob another ot his happinets, meerly tor our own conveni- 
cncy; if the burden was heavy, ’twas but a little way the had to bear 
it, Hie her telf being like fhortly to follow after; and tnough they 
were great comforts the had loft, yet it was to He jemembred How 
long fhe had enjoy’d them ; that it was but fit Hie fhould lubnut to 
what was beft ; and file who with fo much witdom and courage had 
liornc the death of her Children in their moll Honrifhing years, ought 
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much more to bear the fall of a tottering Carcafe, quite worn out 
with age and weakness. Anti indeed the Conlolations were proper 
and {calculable; for the good Woman thus depriv’d of the main Staff' 
of her l i e, and her fclf ready to drop into the Grave (being near 
of equal years with her Husband; died (as may probably be conje- 
• out.y.p. ft ur 5 d) Toon after. A Woman of incomparable piety, * which fhe 
^200 XI 2 o’i. inherited as an hereditary bleffing from her Anceftors, and which 
&C. * ’ {lie imparted fuft to her Husband, and then to her Children ; a 

faithful Wife, and an excellent Mother. Thofe little arts of fine, 
nefs and bravery, whereof other Women are fo much enamoured, 
Jhe flighted, accounting the ti ueft beauty to lye in a divine temper 
of mind, and no Nobility to be comparable to the Virtues of a good 
life. She carefully adminiftred the Affairs of her Family, as if fh e 
had had nothing elfe to mind,and yet attended the duties of Religion, 
as if that alone had been her bufmefs. The Miniftcrs of Religion 
Hie was went to entertain with a profound reverence, beholding 
them as the MelTengcrs of Heaven, and Stewards of holy tilings: 
Her time fhe (pent in Falling, and Watching, in Prayers, and ring¬ 
ing Pfalms day and night; in the publick Congregation fhe was 
taken up with fllcnt admirations, and her Soul poflefs’d with fo 
awful a reverence of the Majcflyof thofe Divine Solemnities, that 
fhe would never turn her back upon the holy Table, nor {pit up- 
■ on the Pavement of that place, where God was fo devoutly wor* 
lhip’d, (he fhunn’d the Converfe of the Gt^f/Ve-Ladics, even thofe 
of them that were neerly related to her, whom flic would not la- 
lute with the ordinary expreflions of Familiarity, nor eat with thofe 
that defil d theinfelvcs with Pagan Idolatrous Worfhip. In tile niidfl 
of thofe many and fevere troubles that came upon her, fhe main¬ 
tain’d an even temper of mind, whatever Accident befel her, praife 
was always the firfl word in her mouth ; not a tear in her eye, nor 
a mourning Habit to be fecn upon her upon any of the Churches 
Feflivals. And yet at the fame time, none more compafFonate of 
the miferies of others, and more ready to aflifl them, Angularly 
kind to her indigent Relations, and no lefs charitable to the poor, a 
publick Guardian to Widows and Orphans, to provide for whole 
ncc^flltics flic reckoned was the only true and durable Riches, and 
the bed way at once to fecure and improve an Fllato. 

VII. BY Thefe heavy breaches in the Family, one following dole 
at the heels of the other, A' nzianz.cn was fufliciently wean’d Irom 
the place of his Nativity, and looking upon him fclf as now fully re¬ 
leas’d from the Obligation of his Promife, refolv’d immediately to 
throw up his Charge.

He return’d much about the 
time of St. BafiPs death, whom to his great trouble he could not at¬ 
tend in his lad hours, being himfelf at that time detain’d by ficknefs, 
though afterwards he honoured his memory with an elegant Emo- 
Mhijhck, b where in lively colours he defdib’d that great man’s Vir-

Here he found the Catho- 
3 F ’ ’ lick Intereft at the loweft ebb, the Arians during the favourable Go¬ 
vernment of the Emperor Valens, had poflejsd themfelvcs of all the 
Churches, and carried things with lo high a hand, that fcar.ce any 
durft openly appear to own the truth. He firft preach’d in his Lodg¬ 
ings to thofe that repair’d thither (Valens his Edift having lately 
given Liberty to the Catholicks) and thje Congregation foon grew 
numerous, and the Houle by the bounty of his Kinlinan was freely 
be ft ow'd, and immediately ended and confecrated into a Church, 

which 
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entitled the Church of Anaftafia, or the Refirrecti - 
I f bccaufe the Catholick faith, which in that City had hitherto 
L’ en opprefs’d and ftifled, here leem’d to have its defurrcttion. ^p.p ^. 
'[howhSozomen z gives another reafon of the name, that while o^xxxif. 
thev were one day at their publick Worlliip, a Woman great with 
Child fell down from a Gallery into the Church, and was taken up 
( lcid But the Congregation immediately joyning in Prayer to God 
• r i’ er {he reviv’d, and appear’d as one miraculoufly rais d from the 
dead W the former account is moft to be relied on, as being given 
bv him who bad moft caule to know, I mean Nazianzen himfelf. 

In this Church he aftemblcd daily, and preach’d boldly, not with 
morefucccfstohis Miniftry, not with greater latisfaftion to hisPe* 
nle than with trouble and vexation to his Enemies. The Arians 
^nd ApoHinarians , an up ftart Sett (whole growing errors he al o 
viRoroufly oppos’d) Had their eyes upon him, and were fuffic.cntly 
aoprehenfive, how much their Caufe was like to be baffled by 10 a- 
blc a Champion's mitring the Lifts againft them. Hereupon they 
fall to their ancient Artifices of reproach and (lander, traducing him 
to the people as an infamous Heretick, h particularly that he main- u V( *,7. f u . u 
tain’d that there were three Gods, becaufe he had averted that in the 
Holv Trinity there were three Hypoflafts, or Perfons fubfifting, which p< l8> I9 . 
the vulgar (emlom not having as yet fix’d the notion of the word) 
took for diftinft Subftances. Having thus prepar d the minds of the 
People, they next inftigate them to open violence, who thereupon 
treated him as he went along the ftreets with ftiowers of Stones, 
and not content with this, they dragg d him as a Malefa&or bcfoic 
the Maciftratc, charging him with Tumult and Sedition. The rage 
and the clamour was great againft him, but he comforted lum elf ^ ^ 
at that inftant to remember, i that though they had the ftrongcr ar- 440 . 
ty, yet he and his had the better Caule ; they had the Churches, 
he had Goc!, they had the People to back them, he had Angels to 
guard him • they had boldnefs and confidence, he the faith on his 
fide; they could threaten, while he could pray; they beat hint, mid 
he endure it; they had Wealth and Treafure, he the true Ca¬ 
tholick Doftriric • he had ’tis true, but a little block, but twas fe- 
curcly lodg’d ; a narrow bold, but’twas free from Wolves, and the 
aflkults of Thieves and Robbers, but which he doubted not daily to 
fee enlarg’d, and that by the acceffion of thofe who at prefent were 
Wolves, who he hop’d would become not niccponly, but iomeo 
thcmPaftors ofthe block. The accufation being examrnd,was; found 
falle and groundlcfs, and lie accordingly difimfs d without further 

II. THE Oppofitions he met with did but lo much the more 
encrcale hisbame, and the number of his Auditors, and drew to 
him admirers and followers out of foreign parts, among which, two * 
were clpccially remarkable : S. Hierom, who having quitted the Wefi ln%r. 
had fome years fince taken up his abode in the Delarts of Syria and A ^. a( h.jov. 
being ordained Presbyter by PW/»/«of Jntiocb, came to ConJlM,- te¬ 
mple, and put himfelf under the Tutorage and Difcrphne of Gregory , 
rfazUnzen, an happinefs wherein he glories k at every turn ; the ..y 
other was £Wfo Po»thus, 1 a Presbyters Son born in Ibcna, near 
the E„xwe Sea, a man ofafubtil Wit, quick and ready Apprehen- 4a; 
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lion, learned and eloquent, of a fluid and grave temper, moved neb 
tlier with Injuries nor Commendations. Me Ihidicd Philofophy and 
the iioly Scriptures under Xazhnzut, who made him Arch-deacon 
M f of Cou/t -pic, as before he had been ordained Header'" by S. lu~ 

ft /. He was a handfom man, and lov’d nearnelsai.d elegancy in his 
hi/:<) *!nrl 'Habit, which rendred his Company acceptable to the Ladies; inlb- 
much, that a great tmn pro a iug jealous of him, laid a delign againft 
his Life, whueoi being j Liinly warn’d in a dream, he the next day 
left the City, and (led firft‘0 j rnfdem, and then into /Egypt, where 
in the famous Ivonafleiv of Mount Nitria, he engag’d in the ftrift- 
efl ProfelTion of the Mnna.tick l ife, and obftinately declin’d a Jib 
Ihoprick, when aitcrwaids prels’d to it by 7 Inoplnltts Billiop of AEx- 
ti/tirLi. Me was a g;ea: Patron of the Origeuinn dogmata, and wrote 
many'Looks, which they that are curious may find reckon’d up by 
Sacral f s, and Nto ph o n.. 

III. T II E number of the Orthodox was by this time grown con- 
fidcrable at C 7 mjhnth.-orle ; who carneflly defil’d that a Catholick 
p,iihop might be plac’d over them, and Nazi<tnz.it/ whs the man de-. 
fign’d, concurrent with the Peoples delires, wherein were the Votts 
of a 1 moll all the Orthodox hi (hops of the Eafl\ efpccially his old 
Friend Miktins of Anti A', who ftickled hard for it ; and Peter, S. 
Athanafms his SuccdTor at Alexandria, who by Letters congratulated 
thechoice, and g ive fuftrage for his confirmation in that See. Though 
the troubles that enfiicd, rendred it uncafic to him, and loon made 
him rdolve to quit the place. They began thus. There was at A * 
n!}e % i Lfna ' lexandrra one Maximus , " by birth an /Egyptian, by Profcllion a C>- 
LuX^'.&c n : ch Philofopher, but withal, a Chriftian, who pretended to he de¬ 
fended of a noble Family, and that too honour’d with the blood of 
Martyrdom, and that himfelf upon the Perfecution that arofe after 
Atfj.wr'fi/is's death, had for his conflancy to the truth been banifh’d 
to Oafia, one of the moft uncomfortable Solitudes in /Egypt. Me 
wen 1 ; habited according to the cufto n of his Order in a Pallium,with 
his hail growing to its full length, and a ft a (Liu his hand, carrying 
a Ambiance of the greatefl ftrittnefs and gravity ; and as the men 
xx'rnsm. of that Sett were wont, us’d bluntly to addrefs « himfelf to great 
r men, and freely to expollulatc with them in matters of right and 
wrong, and took a liberty to reprove the Vices of the Age, and to 
ccnfiire and correct the mifearriages and indecencies of any Perfons 
of what rank foever. By thefe finooth and demure pretences he call 
a mi ft before the eyes of the People, and conceal'd his fraud and trea¬ 
chery, his gluttony and covctoufhefs, his pride and ambition, and the 
reft of thole Vices, whereof he was really guilty. However he hail 
gain’d a confiderable Reputation in the World, and held correfjxm- 
dence with men of chiefeft note in foreign Parts, as appears by S. 
[■nf r? ' m ' E>afil\ two Letters p to him. And having thus acquir’d a flock of 
Credit, he came to Conflantinople, where" the fir ft thing lie did, was 
to inflnuatc himfelf into sVazianzcns acquaintance, who welcom’d 
tor. xxm. his Arrival with an Oration, <i wherein he expatiated himfelf in his 
J'- -i'* praifes for the Nobility of his birth, his Relation to Martyrs, his own 
perfbnal fufferings, his Mafculine temper, and the admirable courfe 
and inflitution of his Life. All which afterwards, when he came 
to difeover him, and was forc’d in another Oration to let him out in 

his 
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hisown colours,he tacitly retraced,cither himfelf or fome other for him, 
rliat he might not teem to contradid himfelf, expunging the Name r ^ 
r of Maxi mat, and inferring that of Hero the Philofopher, the Title &■. 

that it bears at this day. ' Nay, fo far had the flibtle Importer made sa{.c.n^ 
his way, that the good man took him into his Houle, and to his own 
Table, inftru&ed him in the myfteries of the Faith, baptiz’d him, 
and after Lome time admitted him to the lower Orders of the Church, 
and indeed communicated to him his moft intimate Councils and 
Tranfadions. And now the wretch thought himfelf fiifliciently 
qualified to fet up for himfelf, he faw N.tzianz.en was like to be 
Hxt in that See, and he had not fo mean an opinion of himfelf, as 
not to think he deferv’d it as well as his Mafter. To this end he 
confederated with one of Nazi an zen's Presbyters, who without any 
other Provocation than that he himfelf had not been the Pcrlon no¬ 
minated to the Bifhoprick, though in truth he govern’d all under 
Nnzuuzen', took part with Maximus, who accordingly laid their 
heads together to contrive and carry on the defign. And now an 
Intereft is made for him 'dt/llexanclria'.and Peter who fo lately flood for 
JSUzhnzvn, and had by Letters convey’d him his Vote and Suffrage, 
tackt about, and efpous’d Maximus's defign, and three Bifhops (for fo 
many I guefs they were) are difpatch’d to C onft anti nop le to effeft the 
matter, who fet out not long after the Fleet that carried the pub- 
lick Tribute or Corn that was annually tranfported to Conflantino- 


ple, the Mafters of which mips were Ammon, ylpammon, Harpocr.ts , 

I Steppas, Rbodon , ylnnbis , and Hermanmb'ts, whom Baronins, by a 
great miftake makes to have been the Bifhops, and thereupon enters 
into a needlefs Difcourfc of the Epifcopi Erumentarii, and the Corn- 
tribute: When as (befides that Nazianzen ftyles them contemptible 
Semen) ’tis plain, 1 the Bifhops went not on Board,till after the Fleet ‘"'u™!* w 
was fet out, the Mafters whereof were to go before, to prepare the 
way, and to promote the defign. At whofe arrival Nazianzen cn- 
tertain’d them with an Oration 1 in commendation of their City, ^af- 
that had been an impregnable fortrefs of the true Dottrine of the 
Church*, of Athanafms, their late, and Peter their prefentBifhop, i 4 . 
both flout Champions of the Faith; and that they themfclves com- r / ;, ; xxlv ‘ 
ing to the Imperial City, had fo readily joyn’d themfclves to the 4 1 
Catholick party. And perhaps at this time it was that-lie made his ^ . 

particular Encomia flick u in p.raife of the great Athanafins, whole Vir- " xxr * 
tucs he fully deferibes, with a memorable account of his Life and { 

Attions. 


IV. MAXIMV S found his defign mightily ftrengthnedby 
this Acceffton of hisCountfey-men, and yet to bind the Egyptian Bi- 
fhops firmer to him, he corrupted them " with extraordinary Bribes, 
having to that end by crafty infinuations, and a pretended fecurity p . 3I . 
given, borrowed large fumsof Money of a certain Presbyter newly 
arriv’d at Constantinople from Thnjfus, an Ifland in the Aegean Sea, to 
buy Pillars of Preconnefian Marble, and other materials for the build¬ 
ing a Church in that Ifland. And now the work went on a pace, 
to which Nazianzen s abfcucc contributed a lit opportunity, who, 
the day before, had upon an indifpofition retir'd out of the City to 
take the Air. That very night the / Egyptian Bilhops privately broke 
into his Church, and plac’d Maximus upon the Epifcopal rjirone 

Q„ q E A 
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I5ut morning coming on, and the Kcport of it being fpread about the 
City both Clergy and Laity, Magiftrates and People, Citizens 
and Strangers, yea, the very Art,in 1 thcmlelves flock d together.and 
in a great fury drove them out of the Church, before they could (i- 
nilh what they had begun, fo that being forc’d out thence, they 
went into a Players Houle hard by, where attended with a few lewd 
excommunicate Perlons, they cut of his Hair, and confecratcd him 
Bilbop of that place; which was no fooner done, but the People 
ftorm’d more than before, loading him with all manner of reviling,, 
and blaming Nazianzen himfelf for treating the wretch with lo much 
kindnefsand humanity, and nourilhing fuch a pernicious Viper 111 his 
Bofom. The news hereof coming to him (whole cancjour and fi m . 
plicity had rendred him fecure, and unfufpicious of fiich perfidious 
. 0,. xxvm. dealing) he haftned into the City,where he made an Oration«to the 
t- 472. People, whom he lets know, how great a trouble it had been to him 

to leave them, which yet made him return with fo much the more 
chearfulncfs and rejoycing, and having told them, how much a lit- 
tie abfence did accent and increafe mutual affection, he reflects upon 
the great Villany of Maximus and his Party, in their late Tranfafti. 
ons, deferibes the temper of a trueChriftian Philofopher, and by the 
Characters which he there lays down, weighs himfelf and his own 
life and aftions. As to his being cenliir'd for his over kindnefsand 
, r „, indulgence to the man, he ingenuoufly pleaded r for himfelf, that he 

f . 15.Gr:;.-. had been betray’d by the eafinefs of his temper always apt to make 
t- “• the beft of things, and impos’d upon by fubtle Artifices, and feign'd 
Pretences, that there could be no Fence againfl an Hypocrite, whole 
Tongue and Heart went different ways, that we judge of men meet¬ 
ly by their words and aftions, 'tis God only infipefts the thoughts, 
and fees how’tis within; that we arc commanded to he bud to all, 
efpteially them of the ho,.(bold of Faith ; that if he be blameworthy for 
his well-meant Friendfliip and indulgence to the man, how great a 
Villain muff the other be, that made fo ill a ule of it, and lo perfi- 
dioufly improv’d it to his ruinc. 

V. THOUGH the minds of the People were pretty well qui¬ 
eted with his Difcourfe (whole ckfe was rather to be pitied than 
blamed) yet did they ferment into a greater rage againft 
w ho perceiving upon what uneafie and unfafe Terms lie (food, l ed 
the City, and now began to think of the beft ways to flioar up Ins 
totterirm Caufe. And firft, if he went not in Perfon, he wrote ! at 
* vii. tfi/l- | ca g. t0 ”| le Bifliops of Italy then aflemblcd in Synod at Aquileia, whom 
luLfn'S. he certified of his Ordination, and that it was ratified by the Com- 
lmfir. cmc. municatory Letters of Peter Bifliop of Alexandria (which he lent 
r. 2-»i.ioo7- t i lerew ith to be read in Council) that his Ordination indeed had 
been manag’d in a private Houle, but that was becaufe the Aria/it 
polfefs’d all the Churches, and that he was forc’d to give way by 
reafon of the Violence which both Clergy and People had offered 
to him. The Synod unacquainted with the true Circumftances of 
the Cafe, approv’d his Ordination, and Right to the place, appre¬ 
hending Nazianzen to have been uncanonically promoted, as tor the 
lame Reafon they afterwards denyed Communion to Ncltarius his 
fiicccffor, and therefore wrote to the F.mperor, to befeechhim to 
take care in it, and either to reftore Maximus to the See of ion-

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fZtimtle, or to lurnmon a General Council at Rome, where the 
matter might be fully canvals'd and determm d. Nor did M.xnrms , ();futi 
v here, but went to follicit his Caufe at Court, “then lying at M «. Cr . it- 
fUumica, begging of the Emperor, to reftore him by h.s Imperial 
Fditf. But the Emperor rejecicd his Petition, and commanded him 
to be gone, threatning to take a courle with him. it he did not de- 
c.n. j he ambitious man vext with this rcpulfe at Coint, fwellc 
with rage and madnefs, and not knowing well what Courle to 
tor went home to A!,-.-h,.,. where having brib’d fometobeof 
is Party, he rudely accofted the aged Bifliop (who had (ufliciently 
■topcar’d in his behalf) prefling Inm to improve his Intereft for the 
‘recovery of the Bilhoprick, plainly telling him, that unlels lie pro¬ 
cur’d him tile-See of Conjlantmople , lie would ejeft him, and take 
noffcffion of his Throne, A fair warning to look about them, m- 
Luch, that the Governour of d'-Wna fearing what might be 
rhe effc£ls of lb wild an Ambicion, and fuch extravagant boldncfs, 
immediately banilh’d him the City. And what became oMum af¬ 
terwards, we no where find. . , __ . C .7 

VI. Perfctf eale and tranquillity is not the Portion of this 
World Nr.zi.wzrrj, though delivered from the molcftations of Max- 
imus and his Party, yet found the wind blow hard from anotherquar- 
tC r.

The words were no fooner out of liis mouth, but the 
whole Auditory were furpriz’d with equal refentment and admirati¬ 
on, and Potions of all Ages, Sexes and Qualities came about him, 
and pallionately belought him not todefert his Flock, andthereby 
betray them to the W^olvcs, who, with open mouth ftood leady to 
devour them. The good man was milerably dillraded with the tears 
and intreaties of his Pcojile, and knew not well, either how to grant, 
or to deny their importunities, The day was well nigh (pent in thele 
kind Contentions, when the People lolemnly protefted, that not one 
of them would ftirout of the Church, but were refolv’d to dieupori 
the fpot, unlefs he granted their defires, one oftlic Company telling 
him openly (which was no Ifnall Motive to prevail with him) Sir 
with your departure you hanijb the Catholick Faith out of this City.

A learned Commentator ™ upon this Law, thinks the date of the » r«. c«i«- 
month miftaken for or July, andthat it was pubhlh’d about thc f«*«»"'- 
latter end of the Council holden here this year, m Confirmation of 
the Faith agreed upon in that Synod. But there’s no realon to ful- 
n e a the date, which is the fame both in this, and the Juftininn Code; 
and whereas he obferves a great Conformity both of words and things 
in it with the Creed and iirft Canon of that Council; it cannot be 
doubted but that in drawing it up, he confulted with Nazi*,**, 
and perhaps fome other Catholick Bifhops, who direfted both Phrafe 
andMattertothefenceofthe Church, and to the necelfitiesof that 
time and which ’tis like were imitated and made ule ot by the 
Fathers of that venerable Synod, who met fome months after. 

But however that was, the Emperor at his firft arrival in purfuance 
of the delign, which he had fome time before taken up of rooting 
out Herelie, and resettling the Peace of the Church, fent " to Demo- j.5.7. 

pbiliis the Arian Bilhop ot Conjlmtinofle commanding him either toP J W' 
fublcribe the Nicem Creed, and reduce the People to Unity and Con¬ 
cord, or to quit the Churches, and depart the City. Dimophtlus 
knowing ’twas to no purpofe for him to contend, affemblcd the Peo¬ 
ple and acquainted them with the Emperor’s Order. Brethren ,.laid 
lie 'tis written in the Gofpel, if they lliall perfecute you in this City, 

(Ice into another fince then the Emperor drives at oat of our Churches, 
tde notice, that to morrow we will hold our Ajjemblks without the City. 

And with that he departed out of the City, and with him Lucius, 
whom upon Athmafms s death the Arirns had made Bilhop ot Alex¬ 
andria who at this time liv’d herein Banilhment. Thus werethe A- 
rims difpoflefs d of their Churches at Conftantmople, after that they had 
held them fever fince Enfibius of Nicomedia was Mandated to that 
See Ann CCCXXXIX.) for XL. years together. Iheodofuts having 
made his entry, prefently call’d for Nazianzen, whom he| treated • . 
with great kindnefs and humanity , and among other things told £“&£». 
him, tliat God had font him to give him PolTefTion of the Church, 
which he was ready to deliver up into his hands, as the reward ot 
his labors. But the Arsons, Iiowever pretending to fubmiflion, were 
yet refolv’d not fo tamely to part with their hold They fill d all 
places with peevilh and paflionate Complaints, the Emperor they 
plied with Petitions, as on the other hand they vomited out nothing 
but Exclamations and Threatnings againft Nazianzen and his Party, 
and to make good their words, had prepar d an armed multitude to 

make 
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make refinance. So that the next day, which was to be the Solem¬ 
nity of the Inftallment, the Emperor was forc’d with a ftrong Military 
Guard tocondu£l the poor Bilhop through the Streets, which were 
not only bclec with Enemies defign’d either by publick Tumults, or 
private Alfalfinations to do milchief, but crowded with multitudes of 
Spectators on every fide. As they pafs’d along to the Church, a black 
Cloud hiddenly arole, which wrap’d them up all in darkncls, and 
threatned them inftantly with a moll dreadful Storm. This the Ati. 
am prefenUy caught hold of, and cried out, ’twas a miraculous Tefti- 
mony from Heaven againft the Proceedings of that day, and indeed it 
ltruck no little damp and terror into the Catholicks. But no looner 
were they got within the Church, and the Emperor and the Bilhop 
entred into the Quire, and an Hymn begun to the praile of the great 
Creator, but in a moment the Cloud dillipatcd, and the Sun binft 
out with 16 amazing a brightncls, that few were able to behold it, 
which greatly animated the Catholick, and confuted the foolilh and 
prefumptious Prefages of the Arian Party. And now the cry was 
from all parts of the Church, and from all forts of Pcrlons, beleecliing 
the Emperor, as the greatell kindnefs he could do the City, to place 
Nazianz.cn on the Epilcopal Throne. The good man partly through 
weaknefs and infirmity, and partly through affirightincnt (a delpc- 
rate fellow having drawn his Sword at him, though immediately 
forc’d to put it up again) was not able, as at other times, to make an 
Oration to the People, and therefore commanded one of the Presby¬ 
ters to Hand up, and modcftly acquaint them in his name, that he 
defir’d them to furceafe their Suit, that this was a day ofThanksgiving, 
and to be intirely devoted to the praile of that God who had heap’d 
fiich Bleflingstipon them, and that what was of further concernment, 
fhould be tranladled in due time and place. 

IX. THE modefty oftlieanlwcr was not unacceptable, and 16 the 
AlTembly broke tip, and the man became equally dear to the People, 
and the Prince, who mightily delighted in his Conversion, and (as 
c.mu\ r. 2 . Nazianzen p intimates) lometiines plac’d him at his own Table,who 
s °’ yet fcldom car’d to come to Court, the Manners of that place not 
fuiring with the ftriftncls and feverity of his Temper, which knew 
not how either to bribe or flatter, or to make life of thole little Arts, 
that render men grateful to Courtiers. He fpent his time in Prayer 
and Faffing, in Preaching and viliting the Sick, retiring fometimes 
out of the City, partly to repair his health, and partly to enjoy the 
advantages of folitude. The Revenues of his Church, though very 
large, he never medled with; and albeit he had fair opportunities 
thence to have enrich’d himfelf, he took not one penny of it toen- 
crcafe his private Ellate, but committed the management of it wholly 
to the Stewards and Treafurcrs of the Church, not fo much as taking 
an account of the Plate that belonged to it. His thoughts were im- 
ploy’d about higher and better things, and his time and llrength fo 
intirely {wallowed up with the Cares and Troubles of his Charge, 
that his body could bear up no longer. Sicknefs confin’d him to his 
Bed, and that prefented him with an opportunity of exercifing an in- 
flanceofthe greatefl Charity. It happened that great numbers of 
People highly fatisfied with what had lately pals’d, crowded into his 
Room, to pay in his prefence their acknowledgments to Almighty 
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God for fo great Mercies, and to pray for the health and profperity of 
the Emperor, and withall to pay their thanks to him, whom they 
own'd to have been the Inftrumcnt that procur’d thefe Bleflings; 
which done, they departed. The reft being gone, there ftaid behind 
a young man with a pale look, long hair, in fqualid and tatter'd 
Cloaths, who Handing at the Beds feet, made all the dumb figns of 
the bittereft Sorrow and Lamentation. Nazianzen ftartled a little at 
the man and his behavior, asked him who he was, whence he came, 
and what he wanted ? To which he returned no anfwer, but exprefs'd 
fo much the greater Paftion and Refentment, howling, wringing 
his hands, and beating his breaft, infomuch that the Bilhop himfelf 
was mov’d to tears. Being at length pluck’d from that place by 
force, one who Hood by told the Bifhop; Thk, Sir, is the Affaffinatc, 
Amo fame bad[abort?d to murder you, and bad effettually done it, bad not 
the divine Providence interpos'd to hinder him) for this his Confcience 
hits fallen foul upon him , and he's here come tngenuoufly to confefs bis fault, 
tni to beg your Pardon. Whereto the good Bifhop replied, Friend , 
Cod Almighty be propitious to you, his gracious Prefer vat ton of me obliges 
mefmlyto forgive you \ the de/per ate attempt you defigned has made yon 
mi tie ; nor do I require any other reparation, than that henceforth you de¬ 
ft your Party , and fincerely give up your felf to God. The news of 
this accident being Iprcad abroad, mightily advanc’d his Reputation, 
and rendred him dearer to the City than he was before.

The Caute being 
fully heard and debated, the fathers proceeded to give tentence in 
the Cate, and unanimoufly damn’d not only Maxiwits' s claim, but his 
very Ordination by this Synodal Decree r . r cone . cp. 


C oncerning Maximus the Cynick, and his infolcnce and irregularity 
committed at Conftantinople \ the Synod has decreed , that Maxi¬ 
mus neither is , nor ever was a Bijhop , nor any of tho/e truly ordain d> 
whom he. advanc'd to any order of the Clergy , and that whatever was done 
in his Ordination , or has been fince done by him , is null and void . 


Having thus vacated his Title, they next confirm’d r Nazianz.cn in f di vita fi.t 
the See, placing him upon the Epiteopal Throne, which though with 
tears and paflionate intreaties he endeavored to decline, yet was he p * 
at laft prevail’d with to accept, upon this confideration, that he Ihould 
hereby have a fairer opportunity to reconcile and unite diitenting Par¬ 
ties, a thing which above all others he did moft defire. It was indeed 
objeCled againft him by fomc, that he had been Bifhop of Safima and 
Nitzianzum , and that Tranflations of Biflhops from one See to ano¬ 
ther were prohibited by the Ecclefiaftick Laws, as indeed the XV th . 

Canon of Nw is exprefs in that Cafe. But to this Melt-tins * the aged * n>eod. i. $. 
and venerable Bifhop of Antioch replied, that he very wellunderftood z-T 206 - 
the mind of thofc that made that Canon, which was defign’d only to 
prevent Pride and Ambition, which had no place in this Cate. Be- 
fidcs, cuftom had made nothing more familiar than fucli Tranflations, 
and therefore Nazianzen u ftyles thote Canons idfxys th? -mAca u Devit. fun 

Tcciy Laws dead a great while fince, common practice and the con- 
veniency of the Church having rendred them obfolete and out of 
'ufe} andthougli they Ihould ftill retain their force and vigor, yet 
they reach’d not him, who had never been Bifhop of Nazianznm, 
but only Coadjutor to his Father in that Church ; and for Safina, 
though unwillingly ordain’d to it, lie had never come near it, nor ex¬ 
ercis’d one minifterial A& in it. 


II. THIS Affair being over, they next entred upon the difeuffing 
Matters of Faith. And firft: w they ratified the Nicene Creed, which "can. i. 
they commanded to be kept inviolate. But becaufe in that, the Arti¬ 
cle concerning the holy Ghoft was but barely mention’d, which was 
now become one of the prime Controverfies of the Age, and for the a h l ^ 
Determination whereof, the Council had been principally fummon’d, *. ffifin*' 
it pleas’d the Fathers to draw up an Explanatory Creed, (compos’d, y Ext.in cone . 
we are told * , by Gregory Nyjfen ) which they publilli’d in this enfu- 
iug Form, y c col.

The Reader will eafily oblerve that this is one of tlie three famous 
Creeds, which our Church has adopted into her foleinn Liturgy, 
and which commonly paffes under the name of the Niccne Creed at 
this day. Whenas’tis plain ’tis not the Nicene Creed (which we 
have reprefented in another place) but an Explanation of it, elpecially 
in the Article about the holy Ghoft, and was compos’d (as the Conn- 
cil of Calchedon affures us) by this Synod at Constantinople. Though 
it be no new thing for this Creed to pals under the name of that of 
xi '’mriZd' L- Lombard and others [peaking of it under that Title. ’Tis obvi- 
RaiwuL 4* ous Lkewile that herein is wanting,what our Creed afterts concerning 
f. 25.«. 9. the holy Ghoft’s Proceeding both from the Father, AND THE 
L 25 f * SON, this being added afterwards.The precile time when this fo much 

controverted addition was made,is not eafie to be adjufted. In a Provin¬ 
cial Synod (whether the VIII th . or X th . it matters not) holden at Toledo 
Ann. DCLIII. we find the Creed with this Addition fet down in the 
'em. r. vi. jHrfb Canon of that Council 3 . But this was only the particular A& 
ct ' 39 ' of that Synod, nor did the Creed thus enlarg’d generally obtain in the 

SpanifJs Churches for a long time after. About the beginning of the

cone. r. vir. could not allow that the thing fliould be added to the Creed ; nay, 
col. 1194. to prevent all miftake or fraud, he caus’d the Creed without that 
addition to be engraven both in Greek and Latin upon two Silver 
Tables, and to be hung up behind S. Peter's Altar, there to remain 
as a Handing Monument. About four years after this, the Fathers in

when the Quarrel broke out between him and Photius Patriarch of 
f f;h(1 . r.ncyci. Constantinople. For lo we find Phot ins c leverely charging it upon 
orim^patii- ^ le Latins, as , tile height and crown of all their

than to adulterate the holy Creed, ratified by the Decrees of general 

Councils, 
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Councils, vor%is Aoyiir’jfis, (c with fa lie fences, and 

new invented terms : « r oS oibnfo Oh the inventions 

of the Devil; and then tells us what he meant by all this, that thele 
Addition-makers made the holy Ghoft to proceed not only from the 
Father, but from the Son alio. And lo goes on to exclaim againft the 
Fa&,aml to argue againft the Do&rine. And this he fpeaks of as new¬ 
ly done, and brought by lome Weftern Bilhops,(whom amongft other 
hard words, he calls the new Fore-runners and Miniftersof theAnti- 
chriftian Apoftacy) who had been lent to fcatter this and Lome other 
Do&rines among the Bulgarians , but two years before converted to 
the Faith ofChrift. Amf henceforward the difference between the 
Greeks and Latins widened every day, the thing being lo much re- 
fentedby the Eaftern Churches, that they thereupon broke off Com¬ 
munion with the lYeflern , and it became one of the unhappy occali- 
ons of continuing the breach to this day. I cannot pafs by the un¬ 
charitable Cenlures of the Writers f of the Roman Church, who lay < Mam. * 
that for their obftinate refufal to comply with this Addition, God 
prefently after fuftered them, their Churches, Wives, Children, and 
Eftates to fall under the milerable Slavery of the Turkifb Yoke, and //*. des^t. 
at la ft Confiantinople (the Seat of this Church and Empire) to be ta- 
ken by Mahomet the fecond on the very Fcftival of IVitfunt/de , the 
time peculiarly dedicated to the honor of the holy Ghoft. So partial 
are men to their own Caule, lo ready to make Heaven look afquint 
upon their Enemies, and the actions of divine Providence Minifter to 
the Defigns of their own Ipite and malice. 

III. THE Fathers according to the Cuftom us’d in Synods, pro- CMtU 
ceedcd next to the Anathematijms , in general condemning all Hercfies 
contrary to the Nicenc Faith, but more efpecially the Sabellian , Mar- 
edit an, Photinian, Ettnomian , Apollinarian , and Macedonian Herefics; 
concerning each of which we [hall give fbme lliort account, as what 
will reflea no Email light upon the Story of thofe times. The Sabelli- 
an was let on foot by Sabellins 8 a Libyan , Bifliop of Ptolemais in Pen- *ntiph.H.tr(fi 
upolis , who began to broach it about the declining part of the fore- 
going Sec/tlum, under the Reign of the Emperor Gallienns. He had uc.g.p-z 2?. 
been Scholar to Noettis of Epbefnt, from whom he fuck’d the main 
ingredients of his poyfonous Principles, which having digefted, he SkJju'.Z 
vomited up in thele impious. Affertions, that the Father, Son, and ‘col. 19- 
holy Ghoft, are but one and the fame Perlon, diftinguifh’d only by 
three feveral names ;as in Man there is Body,Soul,and Spirit;the Father 
anfwerable to the Body, the Son to the Soul, and the Spirit to the holy 
Ghoft; or as the Sun, which is but one, but has three Powers, Light, 

Heat, and its circular Form; the Father the fubfifting Form, the 
holy Ghoft the Heat, -and theSon the Light, who as a Beam was in 
time Hied upon the World, by whom all things were wrought, and 
then again taken up into Heaven, as a Beam into the body of the Sun; 
that by vertue of this onenels of Perlons, the Father might be laid 
to fuffer, whence they arc Ibmetimcs. ftyl’d Patripaffians y though 
that was a name of lome more ancient Hercticks, that commenc’d 
with the very Apoftolick Age.Befldes the Scriptures,they traded much 
in ApocryphalWritings,elpecially a Book which they call’d th vEgypti- 
Golpel, out of which they borrowed much of their myftical Non¬ 
fence and Blafphcmy. MarceHus (who is next) was Bifliop of Ancyra ,. 
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in Ealatia, concerning whom and the rife of his Dog?nata, we have 
i* rtf, »f r.t- elfewhere !l given an account. The main Point of his Herefic lay in

A man of acute Parts, and a voluble Tongue, 
he trod in part in his Mafter’s fteps, and reviv’d the long-fincc com 
demn’d Errors of Panins Samofatevus, confounding the holy Trinity, 
and denying our Lords eternal Exiftencc, lie affirm'd the Word to be 
not effential, but prolatitious , and that God made ufe of it in the pro- 
1 Kiif.inc.in. duCtion of things us cpyxvov U, fj/r^vi^v 1 , as a kind of Mechanick 
1. conc.c. i\ Inftrument : that Clirift: that received this Word was but a nicer Man, 
and received the beginning of his exiftencc from the Virgin Mary. 
For thefe blafphemous opinions he was often fentenc’dand depos’d; 
and died about the year CCCLXXV. 

IV. T H E next that follows in the Lift of the Council is the Eh-

He was made Deacon by Leontius of Antioch , and for his He¬ 
terodox notions,elpecially in aflerting the Anom.can Do&rinc, depos’d 
by the Synod at Con/lantinofle , and banifli’d by Conflantins Ann. 
CCCLIX. Recall’d, honour’d, and rewarded by Julian , and made 
Bifhop during his Reign. Under Valens he left Conjlantinotk, and 
lail’d to Lesbos, and at Mitylenc fetled himfelf in a Farm, which Julian 
had bellow’d upon him. But upon Procopius's ufurping the Empire, 
he was forc’d to return to Constantinople , where he died (as is pro¬ 
bable) the year after. Scholar and Awanuenfis to him was Etmomius ,

made Deacon by Endoxim Bifhop of Antioch, and being fen 
m illicit the Caufe of his Party, was intercepted by means of Bafil 
Stncvra and banilbed to Mi datum, a Town in Phrygia. For the 
rodn lie ran the lame fortune with his Mafter, and was baniflid with 
him by the Synod at Conftantmople.

And though m the &c _ 
account t of his Faith, which he prefented to the Emperor TkodoJO 
US lie endeavours to fmooth over his Opinions, and to conceal them s [ cuft6x> 
under odd exnrcffions (confeffing that the Son is only like the Fathei vid.socr.ig 
afeeran extraordinary manner oftmilitude and m a properandipecu- w. f . 
liar ratification, that is, as he explains himfelf, as he is the Image and 
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Seal of his Fathers Power and Operation , the Seal of all his Words 
and Councils) yet docs hetherein exprefly a fieri:, that he is d K Lw 
<£ itvctpx&y not uncreated, nor without beginning, but that he is the 
Beginning of the wayes and works of God ; that lie received Glory 
from the Father, but did not partake or fharc with him in hisEffence, 
Kingdom and Glory, and that the Father alone is God over all. jj c . 
i Phiiofi.loc. Tides all this he is charg’d <r withaverting, that Jofiphd id in aeon- 
cit ' jugal way correfpond with the BlelTed Virgin after her being deliver¬ 

ed of our Saviour; which indeed was the peculiar Tenet of the 
Antidicomarianita in the Eaftern, as it was of the Helvidians in the 
Weftern Church. He is further laid by the Greek Canonifts to have 
denyed that there was really any liicli place as Hell, or the Torments 
of the damned; and affirm’d, that tilde Were only Fables invented 
to fright the World. But this I muft confels is not charg d upon 
him by any Author of his own time. In oppofirion to other Setts 
that dilTented from him, he baptiz’d thofe whom he Prolelyted to 
his Party in a way by himfelf, ufing only Angle Immerfion (becaufe 
he laid, he baptiz’d into Chrift’s death, which he underwent for us, 
not twice or thrice, but once only) and turning the I leads of the Per- 
fons to the bottom of the Water, with their Heels mounted up into the 
Air. Whether he borrow’d any of his Principles from Eudoxus, who 
was lucceflively Bilhopof Germanicia , Antioch , and Lonftantinople, and 
by whom he had been preferr’d to the See of Cvzicum , or whether Eu¬ 
doxus learnt them of him, is uncertain, ’tis evident, that in the main 
they held the fame Opinions, and therefore the Council here condemns 
them as the fame lort of Hereticks, under the Title of Ennomians , or 
Endoxiam , and indeed lookt upon them as fucli deep-died Hereticks, as 
wholly to have forfeited the name of Chriftians: And therefore where¬ 
as in their lad Canon, they allow other Hereticks to come over to 
the Catholic!? Party upon their bare Subfcription, and Renuntiation of 
all kind of Herefie,and Confirmation by Una ion; the Emwniam with 
lomc few others are to be treated as Pagans, and not to be admitted 
to Baptifin, but by the fame Methods and Degrees, that C atechumens 
were, who firtt came over from Gent/li/m to Cbriflianity. 

V. T H E fifth rank of Hereticks are the Apollinarifts , they were 
the Followers of ApoHinaris, lometimes Bilhop of Laodicea . . A man 
(as we obferv’d befote) of incomparable Parts and Learning, but 
rafh and opinionative, and who by being unduly excommunicated, 
was firtt tempted to dart alide from the Catholick Faith. His 
t nuf in ,i. 2. Matter Error r was, that our Lord aflum’d a Body without an hu- 
c.2 o. p. as?* mane Soul, his Divinity immediately lupplying the room of that; 

which he afterwards mollified , by granting that he had a Soul, 
but without any mind or underftanding. But what were his Opi¬ 
nions, none can tell us better than A Jaz.ianz.en, who in an Oration, 
f orjf.xLVi. f or rather Letter to Neflarius his SuccelTor in the See of Con ft anti- 
p.nx.vid. no pi Ci ^ out 0 f a Book of ApollinarU, gives him this account. That he 
?i,r affirm’d, that the Flelh which the Son of God took upon him to car¬ 
ry through the Work of our Reftauration, was not afeititious, but 
what he had from the Beginning, which he thought warranted from 
that of our Saviour, No man hath afeended up to Heaven , but he that 
came down from Heaven , even the Son of Man, which is in Heaven . 
Whence he inferr’d, that he was the Son of man before his corning 

down 
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down from Heaven, and that when lie came, lie brought his Flelh a- 

tone with him, which he had in Heaven, cffentially united to him 

before all time : That in this fence lie was the/econd man that is from 

Heaven, and that in that Capacity nr m pm he had no mind, but 

that his Deity fupplycd the place of his underilandmg; that in msHu- 

manity he had both Soul and Body, but that the mind was lupph- 

k1 by the Divinity of the Word : that beyond all tins he maintain d, 

that God the only begotten Son,who is Lord of Life and the deftroyer 

ofDeath,was himfelf mortal, and truly flittered in his Godhead, and 

that during his three days continuance in the Rate of the dead 

his Divinity died alfo with his Body, and was by the Father reftor d 

to life again. Thefe were fome of his monftrous aud extravagant 

Opinions, which our learned Bilhop does at large confute, with all 

his Arguments and Obieftions, in his two Epiftles to Uedonms, UIf . 

written about this very time, while he was yet bilhop of Conpanti- 

fioplc. There remains now but one fort of Hereticks cenlur d by the u Socr.i. $ . ^ 

Council, viz. that oft he Macedonians , whom the Canon calls / neu- ; f r; f t 

matcmachi , or oppofers of the holv Spirit. Now bccaufe the Synod synod- nu«s 

was principally conven’d with refpeft to thefe (as is afiirm d onall ^ 

hands») I (hall a little more particularly enquire into the RUc and 

0 frWHEN S tht/™» Notions began firft to prevail in the World, ^ ™ 
they were chiefly levell’d againft the Divinity of the Son of God, he 
being the only Pcrfon that was flruck at. And therefore in the Nt- 

tf»e Creed, though all imaginable care was taken to lccure the Ar¬ 
ticle of his Deity, by flaring it in fuch Terms, as might countermine 
all the Subtleties and Sophillical Evalions of its Advcrfartes, yet is no 
more faid in it concerning the Spirit, than we believe m the Holy 
Glmfl • no doubt a being as yet flatted concerning that matter. But . , Ff ; P a 
afterwards when the Arum Party began to (ubchv.de, andbreakinto 
different Tribes, and one Error like Circles, in the Watci begat ano 
ther, every bold Fellow Let up to be the Head of a Party, and ftart- ,, 9 . 
ed fome new Notion, as the diflintlivc Charafter of I'is httle Sett. 

And having wiredrawn the Article concerning the Son of God lntoin- 
finitc Comroverf.es and Difjnitcs, they fell next upon that o thcHo- 
lyGhoft, Whofc Divinity was t.rft queftiond, then derived, at lafl 
lie was quite banifh’d out of the Trinity, and peremptorily affirm d 
to be no other than a Creature. The hrft that openly broach d and 
affected this Opinion was Mmdomns : He had been Deacon under 
Alexander the Reverend Bilhop of liy rantwm (foon after call d Con- f 
ftantinople) who upon his death bed nominated two Competitors for 
the place; Paul, young, but wile and prudent, and Macedonia, aged, 
butcrafty, and of an affeaed Gravity. Paul, waschofcn, and un¬ 
der him' Macedonia commenc’d Presbyter ; who took in with the 
Arlans. Upon Paul's banifhmcnt, Ei/fibms of Atcomedra was trari- 
Bated thither, upon whole c deceafe Paul was fetch d back, w hue the e , 2 . , 3. 
Arlans ordained Macedonia for their Bilhop, which was manag d with h 89 . 
fo much fury and diforder, that Her modem's Commander of the Ar- 
my was among others (lain in the Tumult , w hereupon Paul was a- 
gain banilh’d, and the Emperor refus'd to Confirm Mtcedomm, who 
yet not long after (but < Philip the Pr.etonan Pr,/W to remove Paul 
(who was it leems return’d to his See) and to.invcft Macedonian the 
v 5 f hpilcopal 
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Fpifcopal Throne: Which he did accordingly, but with a very im- 
happy Accident. I’or the .Soitldiers meeting with an extreme Crowd 
in a place w here there was no room left to make M ay, and taking 
it i’or a premeditated refinance and oppofition, fell violently upon the 
People, MM M C L whereof wetc kill’d, either (lain out-right by tlu> 
Souldiers, or trampled to death with the Crowd. About the time* 

' of the Sardican Council Pan/, was rcffor’d i ' (the ncccflity of CmfE,,. 

r ' 112 ’ tit/ss Affairs then requiring it) and Maadon't m forc’d to keep his Par¬ 
ty together in an obfeure private Church. But this held not long, 
lor Paul being dilpatch’d out of the way, tranfjxmcd to, and fluih- 
gled at C Kciifns in Armenia, Macedonia prefently leapt into the Chair, 
flb tl r,2 r 7 \ 8 ‘and being now rid of his Competitor, lhew’d himlelf what he was, 
f] 14 n C ‘ 5 * prolecuting all that dilTented from him with the mod incredible cru¬ 
elty, inftances whereof arc too many, and too tragical to be here re¬ 
lated. This courfe he held till the latter end of the Rcipnof Lonjhn- 
tins, when in the .Synod at Conjlant/nopk, immediately lollowin/ that 
of Sckucia, he was by the prevalency of Acacias and his Party at 
Court fbefides that the Emperor hated him for his Cruelties, m\ 
nb.r.42. lbme other Mifdemeanours) depos’d,« and Eudoxius t ran Hated from 
P ' 1 5 5* Antioch to that See. Enraged with this Affront, he began more 0- 
penly to declare his Sentiments than he had done before. He had 
h ,i h r , 4< . hitherto h gone along with the deepeft of the Arian FaQion, who held 
/.. 158. .v..v#w. the Diffimi/itnclc Opinion, thefe he now deferted, and clos’d with the 
/ ' 4 8 " 2? ‘ moff moderate Parry, who affertedthe o^iwiov,or that the Son was 
1 ' in all things of a like Sub/lance with the bather. As for the Holy 

Ghoff, he plainly denyed it to have the fame Honour and Piiviledge, 
affirming it to be but a Servant and Miniffer, only a little more ex¬ 
alted than the Angelical Order. In defending and propagating thefe 
Principles, his chief Agents and Affiffants were Eu/latbiw Bif hop of 
Sthafha (who publiekly cryed out, that for his part he would not 
call the Holy Ghoff either a God, or a t 'nature) Elvnfnts of Cyzicum, 
and Mar at bon ins, who of a Troafiircr to the Army (where he had 
lufficiently enrich’d himfelp had been made by him Presbyter of 
Conflant/nop/c, and afterwards Bifhop of Nicomcdia, a man fo privy 
to all his inward Councils, that he was laid by feme to have been 
tbe firft Contriver of his Opinions touching the Holy Ghoff. By 
r 10*1182* ^ ]C hdp ofthefe and fome others, beheld feveral Synods ' of his 

2 ’ Party under the Reign o {'Julian, wherein he endeavour’d to draw 
his Followers into a more clofe and diffind Body, feparate from all 
the other Claims of the Arian Tribe ; particularly they Anathema¬ 
tiz’d the Acacians, rejeding the Confcfncn of Ariwinum , and ratify¬ 
ing that which had been agreed upon in the Synod of Scluicia. And 
w hen ask’d why, if they differed in Opinion from the Acacians, they 
had hitherto communicated with them ? Sopbronius Bifhop of Pom- 
pciopo/is in Papb’aponia , anfwercd in the name of the reff, that a- 
rnong the .feveral Diffcnting Parties in Chriffendcme, they of the 
Weft were over-run with the ConfnLJlantial Error ; in the baft At tins 
had corrupted the Taith, by introducing the Ant mat an Dcdrine, of 
the Sons being of an unlike Nature with the l ather. Both Opini¬ 
ons were erroneous and impious $ ti e ore rafhly confounded the di- 
Bird Pcrfons of Eather and Son ; the other feparated their nature 
quite from each other. Thefe were wide extremes, and therefore 
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they judg’d it mod agreeable both to Truth and Piety, to take the 
middle way between both, and to affert the Son to be like the Fa- 
tlierW)in Perfon,And that therefore it was no wonder, if 
they had communicated with the Acacians , who had fometimes held 
the tome thing. Some years after viz, Ann. CCCLXV. they pro¬ 
cur’d leave from the Emperor Valerts, to hold a Synod * at Lampfa- k s 0 cr. i. 4. 
cum in the Hellefpont, where they again condemn’d the Arimimmt 
Confeffion, and confirm’d that of Antioch and Scleucia, and reftored 
thofe Bifhops to their Sees, who had been depos’d by them of the 
Piffimilitude Faction. Eudoxius Bifhop of Conftantinople was fuffi- 
ciently nettled at thefe Proceedings, and complain’d of them to the 
Emperor: But he being intangled at that time with the Rebellion 
and Ufurpation of Procopius, was not at leifure to affift him ; till fhort- 
ly after having fupprefs’d that dangerous Rebellion, he lent for Eleu- 
L Bifhop of Cyzicum , who had been the Prime Di&ator of the Ma¬ 
cedonian Party in the Council of Lampfacum , to come to him to Ni - 
comedia, where he had affembled a Synod of Arian Bifhops, and where; 
he threatned and forc’d him to fubferibe to their Creed. But at 
his return home, he publiekly retraced his Subfcription, Protefting 
he did it for fear, and under force, however advifing the People to 
procure another Bifhop to be plac’d over them, he himfelf having, 
though through Compulfion, denyed the Faith. The Citizens heard 
his requeft, but lov’d the man too well to part with him upon any 
terras. But what they would not, Eudoxius of Conftantinople did for 
him, who having obtain’d a Warrant from the Emperor, came to 
Cyzicum, depofed and banifh’d E/eufius, and promoted Eunomius , Ae- 
iiiis' s Scribe and Scholar, into his room ; who yet did not long enjoy 
that Place. For the People being exafperated by him, mutinied, 
and drave him out of the City, who thereupon fled to Conftantino - 
pic and lived with his dear Friend Eudoxius. But I digrefstoofar. 

Macedonia after his being depos’d, fettled himfelf in a place over 
againfl Conjlantinople call’d PyU ; the time of his death is not 
known: Sozomen 1 places it under Conflant ins, but Nicephorns m fays 1 a8 . 

he liv’d a long time after his Depofition, which indeed was not made £ 584- 
till within lefs than two years before Conftantius 1 s death, Eudoxius p c ' 4 * 
his Succeffor entring upon that See, Ann.

VII. AFTER his death his Followers fuffered not his Opinions 
to die. ’ In the Article of Chrifts Divinity they held a middle« courfe 
between the Catholicks, and high-flown Arians. (Though Nazian - ^ ^ ?6o * 7 
zen 0 and fome others fay, that they were found in the Dottrine mod. 1,2,c,6. 
concerning the Son of God, which yet I mull: confefs I fee noEvi ; XUVt 
dence to affirm) in the Catholick Do^nne they rejetted the word p . 710 . 

0 wUiov, or Confab ft antial as unfcriptural, and Anathematiz’d the A- 
nomaans or Eunomiam, who afferted him to be unlike the Father, 
joyning herein with the Semiarians, in maintaining the Son to be 
of a like Subftance with his Father ; and accordingly in the 
firft Canon of our prefent Council are fly I’d _ Pnenmatomachi, or Se¬ 
miarians , as Sectarians they allowed not Chriff: to be Confubjlantial, 
as Pnetimatomacbi they denyed the Deity of the Holy Ghoft. Their 
Sett increas’d p greatly, not only at Conflantinople, but in Thrace, 

Hellefpont, Bithynia , and the Neighbouring Provinces : And indeed 
the men were Mailers at the art of Infinuation; their behaviour was

knew howto fecure their Reputation and their Intereft. by tlicle 
ways they fuccesfully propagated their Opinions, and were become fo 
tsry.Li.'.s. confiderable in thole parts, that 7 'beodofius «' for this and fome other 
p. 254.sn-/.7- reafons thought fit to convene a General Council, to which he linn- 
c ’ 77M * mon’d the Bifliops of that Party, hoping to reconcile them to the Ca- 
t! 10 lick Church, from the DoQrine whereof they kernel not much to 
differ. And there was the more reafon to think fb,^ becaule they had 
more than once and again fubferib’d the Nicene Creed j fo they did 
» Sn , r , 1, ?1 at A >i h ■, fo at Rome u , and in feveral Synods of the IViJt , and by 
as- p- that means procur’d the Letters TeRimonial of Pope Liberius, andlc- 
veralof the M'eforn Prelates, and were thereupon receiv’d by the 
f “ Catholick Party, though upon every occalion they return d to their 

old Principles ; as was evident, in that when t iratian the Emperor 
v ^r.i. 5. publifil’d a Law ' v to licence all Setts to ad according to their own 
c - *'t- 26u \\’ay though for fome years before they had freely communicated 

with theCat holicks, they then flew off, and Synodically alTcinblin^ 
at Antioch, decreed againil the Confubflantial Do&nite, and that noi.e 
fhould hold Communion with the ProfcfTors of the Nictn faith. 
Thirty fix of their Bifliops came to the Council, the Heads whereof 
were Elen fits Bifhop of Cyzicuw , and AUr dams ot Lampfacnm. The 
good Emperor and the Fathers of the Synod took infinite pains with 
them to bring them over, putting them in mind of their Promiles 
and Protections made to Liberius, and others in their Weflem Em- 
baffy, and that they had of late voluntarily communicated with the 
Catholicks, and that’ewas indecent and imprudent, that they who 
had once embrac’d the Faith, fhould now endeavour to fubvert it. 
but the men w r ere obRinate, not to be wrought upon, either by Ar¬ 
guments or Intreaties, and plainly told them, tliat whatever they 
might have heretofore Laid to the contrary, they were refolv’d ne¬ 
ver to fubferibe the Confab ft antial Faith. With which anfwer they 
left the Synod, and went out of Town, and wrote to their Party in 
all places, that they fhould not agree to the Nicene Creed. For which 
Contumacy they were together with others condemned by the Coun- 
cil, and with thefe Anathematifms they ended their Determinations 
about matters of Faith. I obferve no more concerning this part of 
6 the Council, than that no fooner was the Synod broken up, but the 
rit. \\i. b. £Tood Emperor 1 beodofius by a Law x bearing date the fill! of Any tft 
ratified what they had decried againft thefe Hereticks, commanding 
that the Arians, Ennomians, and Aetians ,fhould have no leave to build 
Churches in any place, and that if they did, fuch ground fhould be 
immediately confifcated, asalfo all places where they held their Con¬ 
venticles, or where their MiniRers fhould be entertain’d. Nay to 
0$ cp ft* expofe t,lem y ct flllther ’ he caus’d the Images y of Arius, Sabellins, 
v.Lfchm Macedonia, and Ettnomins, to be cut in Marble, and plac’d near the 
s'-f J Lmb ' ground in the publick Forum, not far from the Chamber of the Se- 
° atc ^ t hc very place where Arius made his fhameful and miferable 
cikH that fo all thatpafs’dby might fpit, or throw dirt upon them, 
or treat them with the moR ignominious expreffions of Icorn andde- 

tettation,

in VI IL T H E third thing that fell under the Confideration of the 
Synod, was the providing lome Rules relating to the external Polity 
and Difcipline of the Church. A thing ufual in all great Synods. And 
of the leven Canons that the Councifpafs’d, four of them are of this 
nature, whereof two moll: confiderable, the Second and [bird, by 
the Second they fix and. Rate the bounds and limits of the greater Ea- 
(t ( rn Churches according to the ConRitution of the then Roman Em¬ 
pire. There were under the Government of the Pmorim Pr.efcB 
of the Eafl five Diocefs the Ea(l efpecially fo called, /Egypt, Afia - * PM- 
m Pontic*, and Tbrace, each of which contain’d feveral Provinces ‘ 

under it, the Eafl fifteen, /Egypt fix, Afiana ten, Pontica eleven, and 
Thrace fix. According to tlfis form the Fathers fetled the Jurifclittion 
of the Churches in the Eaflern Empire, that the bifhop of Alexan¬ 
dria Ihould govern /Egypt, that is, all the Churches within the Poli¬ 
tical Diocefs of /Egypt ; die Bifliops of the Eafl tliofe of the Eaflern 
Diocels, referving all the Privileges granted to the See of Antioch by 
the Nicxne Canon,they of Afiana within Aftana, of Pontica within Pon¬ 
tica, of ‘Thrace within that Diocefs; that is, that the Primats, or the 
Bifliops of the chief Metropolis within thefe feveral Diocefes, with 
the affiRance of the Bifliops that were under them, Ihould manage 
and dirett all common affairs within tliofe bounds, and which could 
not be conveniently manag’d by the Bifliops of every fingle Province. 

Socrates* fpcaking of this Canon, fays, that having divided the Pro- 
vinces, they conRituted Patriarchs . Whether by thefe lie meant Pa¬ 
triarchs properly fo called, and whether they ow’d their original to 
the ConRitution of this Council, is not eafily determinable ; ’tis af¬ 
firmed by fome, and denied by others . It feems to be fome preju¬ 
dice to the affirmative, that the Canon it felf gives not the leaR hint 
of any Rich matter. Perhaps b VaUflus his conjetture is not impro- 
bable, that by Patriarchs Socrates means fome perfons peculiarly de- p ^ 0 . 
puted, if not by the Synod, at leaR by the Emperor, to exercife for 
the prefent an extraordinary EcclefiaRick power within tliofe feve¬ 
ral Diocefes, for the Idling of Affairs of late much diRurb’d and out 
of order. Thus befides Neel arius of Conflantinople, who had 1 brace, 
and Timotbcus of Alexandria, who had /Egypt, the Patriarchate of 
the Pontican Diocefs (fays Socrates ) was committed to Helladius Bi- 
fhopof C refare a, Bafil’s Succeffor, Gregory Nyjfen, and Otrcius of Mc- 
let in.t ill Armenia *, that of Afiana to Amphilochitts of Iconinm, and Op- 
. timers of Antioch in Pifidia ; that of the Eaflern Diocefs to Pelagius 
of Laodicea, and to Diodorus of Tarfus : where we may obferve, that 
he of Antioch, though the firft Bifhop of that Diocefs, is not men¬ 
tion’d, probably becaule Meletins Bifhop of that See was newly dead, 
and though Flavian was immediately thruft up into his Room, yet 
his cledion was hotly difputed andconteRed; upon which account 
’tis like the Emperor forbore to nominate him in the ConRitution 
which he publilh’d about this matter. However, that the See might 
not Buffer any prejudice, botli the Emperor and the Canon make 
particular provifion, that the Rights and Priviledges granted to the 
Church of Antioch by the Canons of the Council of Nice, fhould be 
referred intire. And I am the more inclin’d to think this to have been

\ L 'i>c.9> $ocrates his meaning, becaufe Sozomen d who wrote after him, re- 
Pt71 s ’ lates it thus, that the Perfons mention’d were appointed as Standards 
of the Catholick Communion within thofe ieveral Diftri^s, by 
whom as by proper Judges, Perfons profeffing the Catholick Co»- 
fnbftantial Doctrine were to be rryed, and thereupon be admitted to 
their Churches. This will be beyond all Difpute; if we confider, 
that upon the palling this Canon, and the riling of the Council, 

• cMtiM. Theodoftus put out an Imperial Edift, * commanding the Churches in 
thefefevcral Diocefes to be delivered to as many as confcft the true 
Faith of the holyTrinity,and heldCommunion with the Perfons above- 
mentioned. The truth is, this matter has been not a little obfeur’d by 
Socrates and Sozomen, who ’tis plain,have confounded the Canon and 
the Law of Theodoftus, and patch'd up one out of both, when as * 
they were widely different. The Canon is General, and Hates the 
conftant bounds of thofe Eafttm Jurisdfohons, that each of thofe five 
divifions fhould be of equal extent with the Civil Diocefs, and that 
the Bilhops of one Diocefs, fhbuld not ordinarily intermecklle in ano¬ 
ther The Edift which was grounded upon, and publifh’d immedi¬ 
ately after the Canon, was particular, and only temporary, nomina¬ 
ting what Perfons within thofe five Diocefes lhould manage and 
tranfaft Church-affairs, for the prefent greatly out of order, and judge 
who were fit after fo many difturbances and irregularities as had late¬ 
ly over-run the Church to be admitted td Communion. This being 
done that Edift was of no more force ; and is therefore omitted in 
the Code of 'Jufliman, the Power it convey’d being perfonal, and ac¬ 
cordingly long fince expir’d. In fhort, whatever becomes of the 
Patriarchal Controverfie, whereof more perhaps in another place, the 
meaning of the Canon is evidently this, that thofe five Diocefes 
fhould be the ordinary divifion of the Eaftern Churches, and that 
the Bifhopsof one Diocefs fhould not interfere with, nor ordain, or 
exercife any aft of Authority and Jurifidiftion in another and that 
this being obforv’d, the Affairs of every Province fhould be decided 
by the Synod of that Province, according to the Ntcene Conftitutions. 
And Was but time to provide for this, there having been of late 
fome uncanonical proceedings; thus Peter of Alexandria took upon 
him by the three Bifhops he font to ordain Maximus of Conftant wop/e, 
as Meletius of Antioch and fome others to tranflate Nazi anzen to l\\z 
fame See. 

IX T H E other Canon concerns the Dignity and Precedence of the 
See of Conftmmofk, which for the Honour of the Imperial Court, 
they advance above all others but Rome. The Canon is drawn upm 
thefe words.

Let the Bi/hop of Conftantinople have 
the precedence or privi ledge of Honour after 
the BifJjop of Rome, forajfmuch as Conftan¬ 
tinople is new Rome. 


THIS Canon laid the firftftep of that Afcent, whereby the Bi- 
fhop of Conftantinople rhomted up to rival Rome, giving himthe next 
place of Honour; which the Council of Chalcedon * afterwards enlarg d 
* cm. 28. into an equality, eftablifhing him omuTact equal Priviledgcs 

with the See of Rome , nay, gave him Power as well as Hoao “ r ^ 
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. a: n(T to his See the three great Diocefes of Pont/a, Afi.tna, and 
] U f together with the. Bilhops that were in the barbarous < oun- 
rics thaus (lay th v Scholia ft s upon that Canon) the Alam and the 
t hc one belonging to Panties, the other to '[brace. Nay 
Ibmc h have fo far ftretch’d the meaning of our prefont Canon, as to <> 
roll us that the. Prepofition $ (///hr,) implies not any inferior de- 
crrcc of Privilcdge to Rome, but only a Poftcriority in point oftime, ^ 
which mult be confefs’d to favour of a critical Nicety. Though it 
nnnot be denyed, but that the Fathers at Chalcedon fo underftood it, 
tint by vertue of this Canon, the fame Honours and Priviledgcs 
were conicrr’d upon the Bilhops of new, as had been upon them of 
U Horn -, and as fiich they ratified it with their San&ion. And as 
in the firfi Ages of Chriftianity, fearce any thing more advanc’d the 
Grandeur and Reputation of the Church of Rome, than its being the 
Seat of thc Empire, which Priviledgcs being granted by the Fathers 
upon that account (as they of Chalcedon exprefly affirm) fo they con¬ 
ceiv’d it but reafbnable, that Conftantinople being now made the Seat 
of the Imperial Throne, the Church there fhouId bear feme propor¬ 
tion to the dignity of the Civil State, and the Bifhops enjoy as much 
Privilcdge as they did at Rome. And indeed the be ft way to let in 
liyht, both upon this and the preceding Canon, and to find what 
Priviledgcs were granted to the See of Conftantinople. by this Canon, 
as alfo* by that of Chalcedon and fome following Councils, were to 
enquire what Precedence and Power the Roman Bifhops anciently 
had and what they tifurp’d. To which purpofe I had once thought 
ro have ventur’d the Readers patience upon a digreffion concerning 
the ancient Power and [urisdi&ion of the Biftiop of Rome, and the 
gradual encroachments of that Sec over other Bifhops, Specially them 
of Conftantinople. But becaufe this would be too great an interrup¬ 
tion in the Courfoof the Story, Ihavechofe rather to refer it to a 
difeourfe by it fclf, where the Reader may perufe, or pafs it by at 
pleafure.

Nazianzen hoping to reconcile the Differences, 
propounded a pious and peaceable Expedient, (though his appearing 
in it and thereby feeming to efpoufe the Caufeof the IVefhru Pre¬ 
lates as was that of Panlinus againft them of the Eafl , conjur d up a 
Spirit, which all his Art and Intereft could not lay, the oppohte Party 
in the Synod fermenting into Heat and Paffion, who hence took oc¬ 
cafion to fall upon him, till nothing would fatisfie them, but the 
throwing up his place; he propounded) that Panlinus , whom Luci¬ 
fer Calaritanus had ordain’d Bifliop of Antioch, might continue 0 tor 
"the fliort remainder of liis Life, after whole death (which could not 
be far off) all Competitions ecafing, they might then choole whom 
thev pleas'd, and fo a Period be put to the unhappy long-continued 
Schilm of that Church. He told them further, that as to himlelf,he 
had unwillingly entred upon the See of Con/hwtimpk, and though he 
had fpent, and that not unfuccelsfully,infinite pains and labours in that 
place, yet he expefted no other reward but from above; that alter 

the Importunities of the People, and their own free Votes Imd fore d 
thething upon him, it teemed ftrange that any of them fhotild go 
about to undoc their own Aft, and endeavor to fupplant and undei - 
minehim; not that he cared for Riches or Honor, or prided hunieit 
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in the Title of Bifliop of the imperial City, but that he had a tender 
re IE it * l to the ncceflities of the People, and that it mull needs caft 
.^Imputation either of envy or levity upon themlelves to run conn 
ter to their own late Determinations. However.if they had a mind 
to take that courfe, he was ready freely to relign his Bifhoprick ; 
they might confide and refolvc upon what they pleas’d, blitude had 
never been unwelcome to him, and ’twas* his comfort, that though 
they might feparatchim from his Sec, they could never part between 
him ancUjod. Having ended his Speech, he perceiv’d the FacFion to 
grow ftrong againft him, and the Ancients ready, to fide with the 
younger and more heady part of the Council; fo lie. left them, and 
retir’d to a remote part of the City, purpofely to avoid the noife and 
croud. But no boner what had pafs’d was rumour’d abroad, but a 
croud of People throng’d about him, and paflionately befbught him 
to pity the miferablc block, which with fo much care and pains he 
had hither fed and govern’d. What, would lie now throw up the 
Crop which he had fown, and had brought from fo filial! a handful, 
to fo much maturity and plenty ? To whom would lie leave his Sheep? 

He had hitherto (pent his ftrength amongft them, let him give God 
and them the remainder of his Fife, and lay his bones amongft them. 

He could not but be greatly aflcQcd with their Prayers and Tears, yet 
liiffered not himlelf to be mov’d from his Rcfblution, which lie 
everyday found more rcafon to put into Execution. 

II. FOR about this time arriv’d Timolheus Bilhop of Alexandria, 
with his Prelates and others out of Macedonia, who mindful of die 
old Quarrel, and meeting with this happy opportunity, remonftrated 
againft Nazianzen ’s being elefted to that See, not out of any diflike 
to him (as they privately told him) but oppolition to the reft who 
had letled him in it without their confent, and to cover their (pile 
with fome fpecious pretext, charg’d them with an irregular procedure 
in that Affair, efpccially in allowing Tranflations from one See to 
another, condemn’d by the Canons of the Church. Fail ions thus 
incrcafing, he endeavors, if poflible, to compofc them by an Oration :l •out. xiv. 
concerning Peace, which lie purpofely preach’d upon this occafion, 
wherein helayes before them with all the advantages of his Rhcto- 
rick, the great bleffings and licnefits of Peace, the infinite mifchiels 
ofDivifions and Animofities amongft Chriflians, how contrary they 
arc to the Principles of our Faith, and how dilhonourable to Cod 
and to Religion, and what advantages they give to the Enemies of 
our Faith. What a difgracc is it (laid lie b ) and how unbecoming «» <u v u. f lt , 
“fuch fage and reverend Prelates, that you who prefs others to l^ 9 f;f ns * 
“Peace, fliould fiercely contend with mutual Animofities ; no mat- 0}t ‘ ^ j * 
“ ter what becomes of me, fo this great Aflembly may but be united. 

“ Let this be your prime care and bufinefs; I am content to facrifice 
“ my Reputation, and to be accounted rude, blunt, or ignorant^ lo 
“ you may agree. Nay, though I have been far enough from railing 
“ the Storm, yet if it may favc the Ship, I am not better than the 

Prophet Jonah ; throw me into the Sea, and let tlicfe Storms and 
“ Tefnpefts ceafe, I can be willing to be condemn’d to an Hofpital, 

“ or to fuffer any thing you fhall think fit to inflitt, if by that means 
“ I miv but give being to your Concord. I do not defire any Laws 
• “ flunk! be violated for my fake; I herein give a Law to my felf, not 

T t “ to 
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a to account any thing hard or uneafic. I unwillingly accepted this 
a Throne, and I now willingly quit it. The crazinds of my Ijocly 
« minds me of it. Death is a Debt which I owe, and it mull once 
« | )C p a id, and ’tis in God’s hand when he pleafe to call for it. Adieu 
“ dear Brethren, and prderve a juft memory of my pains and labors, 
And bccaufe where other artifices of malice fail’d, fomc of them had 
given out, that ’twas not the patronage and defence of Truth, but 
pride and an ambitious Aftc&ation of that honorable See had brought 
e 0). XXVII. thither ; he vindicated himfelf in a particular Oration 1 , u here- 
f '; ,f 4 * in he appeal'd to the People, whether he had not with all carnelhicfs 
!jA 5 ’ 4 7 ’ and obftinacy declin’d the place, till he had been with a violent and 
irrefiftable importunity feated upon that Throne, which lie knew not 
tin , whether to llyle a Tyranni- 

cal, or an Archicpifcopal Dignity ; that had he been guilty of (o much 
vanity and folly, efjbecially in Ins Circumftances, an infirm old man 
broken with Age and Sickncfs, he fhoultl blufli to look up to Heaven, 
or to lhew his face in that facred Aflcmbly, and his former pains and 
labors, his courfe habit, and empty Table, not much* better fnr- 
nifil’d than that of the howls of Heaven ; his accuftomcd retirements 
and private Life would rife up againft him: but there could be little 
rcafon to charge him with invading anothers See, who had rejetted 
one of his own. But alas where paffton and anger, malice and in- 
tereft govern, it makes men deaf to the faireft reafonmgs. Thefc 
courfes therefore notfuccccding, he refolv’d to be no longei a bone of 
Contention and to that end went ftraight to Court, whereupon 
his knees killing the Emperor’s hand, lie told him; “ I am come, 
u Sir, to beg a requeft of you, not Riches or i reafure for my ielf, or 
<( coftly Ornaments for the Church, or Honors or Offices for my Re- 
« lations; thefearc little things fit for narrow and contracted minds, 
“ they are greater Matters I dclign for my felf; this ouly I beg, that 
<< I may have leave to be gone, and to give way to the envious and ill- 
« minded ; if I like Bifhopricks any where, ’tis a great way oft; herd 
« difftiift my very friends,only becaufc I value nothing but God ; I bc- 
u fecch you, amongft all the Trophies and Triumphs of your Reign, 
« let this be the greateft, your reducing them to Unity and Concord, 
“ whom if the fear of God will not, let your Authority compel them 
« to lay down their Arms; this is the laft requeft of him, whom your 
u Majcfty knows you plac'd againft his will upon this Epifcopal 
“ Throne. The Emperor and thofe that flood by, admir’d the Tem¬ 
per of the man, and was at laft drawn, not without fbmc difficulty, 
to content to his Petition; whole leave being obtain’d, lie had now 
nothing to do, but to take his farcwel. To which end in the great 
Church before the CL. Fathers of the Synod, and as many of the 
rfflr.xxxir. p c0 pl c as the Church could hold, lie made his laft Oration ; the 
p ‘ 5l °’ whole is admirably worth the Reader’s perufal, but to avoid tedioul- 
nefs, I fhall felett only fuch pafTagcs as are moft material Alter he 
had acquainted them in what a woful cafe he found the Chuicli at 
his firft coming to C on(l anti nop Ic , what mifcrablc Deviations the 
late Perfecutions had every where made of the Cathohek Church, 
and had given them an account wliat Reformation he had wrouglit in 
his charge, and what Doftrine lie had preach’d to them, becomes 
r ibid. /». 522. t0 apologize for himfelf: “Have we (fayes hecircumvented^ n|s 
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^cophTthrough covetoufnefs, or as I fee many do, facrificed^their 
« intetcft to my own private gain ? Have we at any time difturb’d the 
« church ? I Vbofc (hxt , .or wbofc Afs haw. I taken, as the price of your 
“Souls , and have not kept my Miniftry pure and uncorrupt? If I 
“have aft'e<tted Domination, or a fublime See, or have haunted 
« Princes Courts, let that be my only Portion ; or if it were, I would 
« foon rid my hands on’t: Let me have this as the reward of all my 
“labors, to be delivered from my burthen, and to enjoy my cafe; 

“ look upon my gray hairs, and have refpett: to me as a Stranger ; 

“ fiibftitute another in my room, who may undergo trouble for you, 

« a nian ftrid and eloquent, and who may at once be fit to gratifie 
“ you and able to go through with the Affairs of the Church, for 
“ liich the ncceflities of this time do call for. You fee in what a cafe 
“ I am, my body worn out with Age, Labour, and Sickncfs, little 
« nced havc you of fiich a timorous and feeble old man as I am, dying 
“ davly through care and weaknefs, and who at this time am fcaice 
a a blc to fpcak to you. Believe your Guide, whom you were never 
“wonttodif-believe; I am weary, while my mildnefs and modera- 
“ tion is charg’d upon me for a fault; I am weary, while lam forc'd 
“toencounter with rumors and envy, and not only with Enemies, 

“but Friends, who wound more deeply and fecurcly ——J I be- *“•***• 
“ feecli you by all that’s dear and facred, do me this kmdnels todil- 
“mifs me with your Prayers, let that be the reward of my conflicts 
“ and trials; grant me a Warrant for my difeharge, as Generals are 
“ wont to do to their old worn-out Souldicis , and let it be, if you 
“pleafe, with an honourable Acclamation at my Exit ; if not, do 
“ your pleafure,'tis a thing which I will not contend about, tis enough 
“ that God beholds and will regard my Caufe. And as for a Suc- 
“celTor Godwill provide himfelf a Paftor, as once he did a Lamb 
“ for a burnt-offering. I only beg this of you, that you would choofe 
“ fuch a one as may be the object rather of mens envy, than their 
“pitv, who may not be ready bafely to comply with every one upon 
“ all occafions, but willing to venture the favour and the frowns ot 
“ men in t lie doing of what’s juft and true. The one com fe may be 
“ fuct at prefent, but the other will turn to account another day. 

Having difeours’d thus, he comes in the dole to take a par¬ 
ticular farewell, which lie docs in this elegant and pathetical Apo - 

^“Farewell Amthtp<t, whofe very name fpcaks Piety, thou that 
“saved a new life to the Catholick Doftrine, when buried under 
“ignominy and contempt; farewell, I fay, thou feat of common 
“Viftory thou Shilo, into which we brought and fix d the Ark of 
“ God, after it had wandred up and down in the Defart for Forty 
“years together. And thou great and venerable Temple, the new 
“ Inheritance, who owed the magnificence thou now enjoyed to the 
“ orthodox Faith, and whom of a Jebm wc made a Jm/akm And 
“ all the red of you Churches, that approach to it in fplendor and 
“beauty, and that like Chains compafs about and conned the fe- 
“ veral parts of the City, which wc in the midft of all our weaknefs, 

“ enabled by Divine aflidance, as contemptible as we were made, 

“were wont to fill in our circular Vifitations. Farewell Apodlcs, 

“ die noble Colony trail fplamed hither, the Leaders of my conffitts 
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“ and bufferings, though I mull confcls I have not fo frequently celc- 
“ brated your Solemnities, perhaps becaule I carried your S, Paul 's 
“ Satans about with me in the body (a thing conducive to my ad- 
“ vantage) the realon why 1 now depart from you. Farevvel my 
“ Epilcopal Chair, thou dangerous and envied Throne; farevvel thou 
“ affembly of Bifiiops, Perfons venerable for your Age and Gravity, 
“ and all the red of you that officiate at the holy Table, and Minilter 
“‘before God, who is nigh to them that draw nigh to him. Farevvel 
“ the Quires of Nazaritcs,t\\c harmonious Pfalmodies, no&urnal Sta- 
“ tions, the moded Virgins, grave Matrons, the crowds of Widows 
“ and Orphans, the eyes of the Poor, alwayes intent upon God and 
“ us. Farevvel Holpitals, lovers of Chrift, and helpers of mine In- 
e D(lucre “ firmities. Farevvel the afteftionate Frequenters e 0 f my Sermons, 
vid.or.xmi. « t ] le cr owds thronging to the Church, the fwift-handed Notaries, 
tnmt ‘ H * 4 ' « and thefc Railes fo often prels’d upon by my greedy Auditors. Fare- 
“ we ll Emperors, with your Courts and Courtiers, perhaps not more 
“ faithful to the Emperor than to God. Clalp your hands, and with 
tl your flirill voice cry out, exalt your Orator. The bufie and infolent 
“ Tongue, (as you account it) has been filent towards you, but lhall 
“ not be alwayes lo, but lhall fight againd you with Hand and Pen, 
“ though for the prelent we have held our Peace. Farevvel great 
“ City, thou lover of Chrid and his Religion ; for Tie bear thee Re- 
“ cord, that thou hafl a Zj;al, but not according to knowledge : parting 
“ has rend red us more mutually kind. Embrace the Truth, and at 
“ length change for the better, worlhip God ofrner than you us’d 
“ to do; ’tis no difhonor to alter for the better, but to perlift in a bad 
“ courle, is pernicious and deadly. Farewel Ea(l and fVeff for whom 
“ and by whom we are oppos’d and troubled, witnels he that can 
“ make us quiet, if a few would but give way, and imitate my Re- 
Cl fignation. A thing that may be done without any confiderable dif- 
“ advantage; for they lofe not God, who defert their Thrones, but 
“ lecure tothemfelvcs a Throne above, much more liiblime and lafe. 
<( But above and beyond all other things, Fie cry, Farevvel Angels, 
* the Tutelar Guardians of this Church, and both of my company and 
“ departure, fo long as my Affairs are in the hands of God. Farevvel 
“Trinity, my Meditation, and my Ornament; mayft thou be fccur’d 
“to them, and do thou fecure and keep lafe this my People (mine I 
“ call them,though we are now under another management of Affairs) 
“ and let me hear the news of it every day, how much thou art in- 
“ creas’d and advanc’d both by the Do&rine and the Life of thy Pro- 
“ feffors. Little Children , keep that which I have committed to yon , re- 
“ member my being honed. The grace of our Lord Jefns Chrift be with 
“yon all, Amen. 

We may imagine what impreffion fo paffionate an Oration from 
Fo dearly beloved a Prelate made upon the minds of the People; Rich 
h devit.fna. and Poor h , the Honourable and Ignoble, Strangers and Citizens 
?• 3 °* were equally affetted with it, and could not with patience hear of 
their Pallors being ravifli’d from them, infomuch that he himfelf 
was forc’d toperfwade them, and ply them with Inch Confidcrations 
as were proper to fweeten and allay their grief. Nay very many of 
the Bilhops themlelves detefting the ralh and violent Proceedings of 
the Council, lhak’d their Heads, and went away. The exa£! time 
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of his Refignation is not tranfinitted to us. If the date of his Will 

(which we lhall produce hereafter) be true, it mull be fome time- 

after the ball of December Ann.

III. THE See thus vacated by Refignation, the next thing to be 
done, was the choofing of a Succelfor; and what to the Reader will 
feem llrange and admirable, in lo great a number of grave ve¬ 
nerable Prelates there affcmbled, not one was pick’d out, but the Ele¬ 
ction was call upon a Lay man, which happened thus" 1 . There "> c .d. 
was at Conflantinople at that time one Net far ins a Senator, a Perlon M* 3 - 
ofacomly prefence, and of a fober and unblamable Converlation, 
which together with his Gray-haircs (never more a Crown of honor, 
than when found in the way of right con fiefs') procur’d him an univerfal 
reverence and regard. Being about this time to go for Tar fits, the 
place of his Nativity^ became to Diodorus Billiop of that See, then 
one of the Council, to know what Services he would command him 
into his own Country, and whether lie had any Letters to lend thi¬ 
ther. Diodorus , who was juft then taken up with the profound con- 
fideration of a fit Perlon for that place, about which there was lo am¬ 
bitious a Competition, beheld the man, feeretly lik’d him, and re - 
lolv’d to put in for him. Without dilcovering any thing of his pur- 
pole, he carried him to the Bilhop of Antioch , to whom he propound¬ 
ed the matter, and beg’d his vote. The good Billiop confidering 
how many excellent Perlons Hood Candidates, finite] at the motion, 
however wifiled Netfarius not liiddcnly to depart the City. Upon 
the day of Ele&ion when every Billiop wrote down in a Scrole the 
names of thofe Perlons whom he thought fit to be prefented to the 
Emperor; the Billiop of Antioch let down his,and to gratilie his Friend, 
put down NS arias at the bottomjThc Roll being prelented,the Empe¬ 
ror once and again run over the names from top tobortom,and after all, 
to the amazement of the Synod, pitch’d upon Netfarius, a Perlon un¬ 
known tomoftof them, and upon enquiry found (what ftill cncreas’d 
their admiration) to be not only a Lay-man,but unbaptiz’d. Whereat 
yet thcEmperor’s Judgment was no whit fliaken,though leveral of the 
Synod took Exceptions at it; at laft by general conlent he was bap¬ 
tiz’d, and pals’d through the Ecclefiaffick Orders, and was conle- 
crated to that See. Some few other things of no great moment were * £ gt , rpp. 
tranfa&cd in the Synod, after which having atldrels’d " themlelves cone. Tom. 2.

IIIF we lookback a little upon the late TranFiaions at Confian- 
tinopky we ilia 11 find, that notwithftanding all the pains which the 
good Emperor had been at to heal the Churches wounds, yet the 
breaches continued, and grew wider than before. Howevci lie le- 
folv’d to try once more to make them up, and to that end to convene ^ 
another Synod ', whether the heads of the feveral l^arnes 1 lion Id be Pi257i . s . 0 ,. /t7i 
fummoned : and advifing with Nett arias about it, be gave him older c ., 2. p. 718. 
to prepare the molt material Points then in difference, that they .‘' 5 f, ‘ 
might he debated with all poffible accuracy, and the .Faith °lthe 
Church reduc’d to one common Standard by mutual content. And 
the better to Iwceten the humours of the feveral Parties, he endea¬ 
voured to oblige them by atts of Grace, receiving them with Caielles, 
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and conniving at the Exercilcs of their Religion. The Catholick 
Bilhops were greatly troubled at this liberty indulg’d to Here ticks, 
not knowing how far thole liibtle Agents might work upon the good 
nature of the Emperor. Whereupon Amphilochias hilltop of k x . ti i un 
went to him, and in the name oftlic reft requelled, that the Arlan 

Conventicles might he lupprels d, and they dilmils’d the C ity. Hit 

the Addrefs being rejetted, the good Bilhop to convince him of his 
error by a more lenfible demonflration, came a lecond time to Court, 
and having paid the ulual reverence to the Emperor, took little or 
no notice oftlic young Prince Arcadius, whom 7 heodafies had but a 
little before made his Colleague in the Empire. 'I he Emperor quick¬ 
ly dilccrn’d the flightingnels of his carriage, and thinking it had 
, proceeded from forgctfulnels, call’d to him, and commanded hi u 

to pay the accuftomcd refperfs to Iiis Son. The bilhop replied, the 
honor he had given him was enough. Whereat the Emperor began 
to Rorm, and told him he look’d upon a contempt done to his Son, 
as oflered to himlelf. Ton fee the//, Sir, (replied the Bilhop) ho :> 
little you can bear an affront offend to your Son, and how angry you arc 
with them that do it; think now with your fclf, and he aJfuPd, that ('wd 
the or eat King of the World , does natch more rtfent and detefl th f that 
hlafj/heme his only begotten Son, as Perf/ns extrearn/y ingrateful to time 
Saviour and be ft Benefactor. The Emperor was quickly lenfible of 
the rebuke, and needed no more Application to dilpofe him to a com¬ 
pliance with the Petition of the Catholick Bilhops. However that 
things might be carried in the faireR manner, the Synod met in 'fun 
Ann. CCCLXXXIII. But the Emperor having altered his Rcloluti- 
on, of having things canvafs’d in a way of publick Deputation, com¬ 
manded the Principals of every Se£t to prelcnt an account of their 
Paith in writing, which they did accordingly. Thcfe being brought 
in, lie took the Papers, and retiring into his Clolet, earneflly bcgM 
of God his alii Ranee and dire&ion in the learch oi Truth. This done, 
he read over the Icvcral ConleRions, and. only approv’d and let his 
Seal to that which contain’d the Confnbftantial Dottrinc, the rcR he 
tore in pieces, the Authors of them returning home with lhame and 
lorrow. All which 7 heodofhts a few dayes after ratified by two very 
i, , 2 . Arid Conftitutions k againfl all forts of Hcreticks, clpccially the /://- 
c. n>. nb. id. nomians, Arlans, Macedonians, and Come others particularly named, 
TtU v> prohibiting them under fcverc Penalties, to meet either in publick or 
private, either in City or Country,or fo much as to ordain any Bilhops 
of their Icvcral Parties. But thclc Laws met with a very Hack and 
gentle Execution. 

III. THOUGH Nazianzen refus’d to be prelcnt at this, or in¬ 
deed any other Synodal Convention, yet how much he was concern’d 
for the happy ilTue and luccels ot it, viz. the Peace of the Church,

Ipent upon Divine Subjects, and lerious Reflections upon the former 

pafliigcs of his Life, an account whereof he drew up in Lunbicks , 

whence we have deriv’d no ineonfiderable parts of our Story. And 

thus he pals’d the remainder of his dayes, till deatli overtook him, 

which he had long exported. Indeed his frequent Infirmities (for 

though naturally of an healthful Conflitution, hard Study, and an 

over rigid abflinence had greatly impair’d his health, and lubjebted 

him to many leverc DiRempers, whereof he complains at every turn, 

clpccially in his Epiflles, thclc, I lay) had kept awake in him a con- 

ftant fence of his Mortality, and he entertain’d every Sicknels as a 

Mcffcnger of death. He had lome years fince made his Will, a Copy 

whereof is Rill extant, laid in the Title to have been tranlcribcd from 

the Original, fublcrib’d with his, and the Witnefles own hands.

Though whether 
the Month mentioned in the date be not midakcn, and jamary put 
for 7 rwe 9 we have before obferv’d caufe enough to (iifj)c&, and indeed 
to conclude in the Affirmative. Several of the Legacies bequeathed 
in it, immediately relate to the Habits and Cudoms of his own Conn. 

, try of Cappadociay and the places where his Relations were, and his 
Eftatc lay, without the knowledge whereof, ’tis no ealie matter rei- 
dily to underftand them. And it is no /mall judification of the truth 
and fincerity of this Record, that he (o oft elfewhere mentions his 
deveding himfelf of his Edate, and fettling it upon the Poor. Light 
years he lived after his making of this Will, and died in his own Coun¬ 
try and (probably) where he was born, at his own Houle at Arian- 
znw, S. Jcrow, who finifh’d his Catalogue Ann, CCCXCII. (ayes, 
that'hc died three years before that time, that is, ^.CCCLXXXIX, 
At what time he was arriv’d, (ayes Gregorius the Presbyter, at a very 
great Age. And it mud needs be fo, if it be true what S/tidas reports, 
that he lived above ninety years, and died in the XIII tl '. of ThcodoJittSy 
Jnr?. CCCXCI. But how this can be reconciled with his being but 
thirty years old, (which himfelf affirms) when he was at Athens, 
Ann. CCCLIV. I fee not. It remains then according to this ac¬ 
count, and the date of his death affign d by S. ffcrom y that he was 
LXV. years of Age at the time of his death.

the Reputation of Image-Worfhip. Nor does Cedrenns (whatever Ba- 
< ad Ann. 389. ronius x affirms in this Cafe) (ay, that Conflantine worfhipped the 
Image, but that he pray’d to God and S. Gregory, whole Image was 
in that place. But whatever he might do after his death, we arc 
fure he did great things while he was alive. His Soul was leatoned 
with an early fence of Religion, and the Seeds of Piety which his 
good Mother (ow’d betimes, grew up, and produc’d anfwcrable Fruits, 
and the whole courfe of his life was but an accomplifhment of that 
folemn Vow which (he made to God before he was born, that ihe 
would intirely refign him up to him. There was nothing too hard 
which he could not chearfully differ, no intered too dear, which he 
could not freely part with for God ; and though he had excellency 
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and endowments that render a man great in the eye of the World,

the created advantage he reap’d by them, that lie had (omething 
that lie could contemn, and by which lie could (hew how infinitely 
he valued Chrid before them. Never was any left a Slave ‘to the 
World whole Frowns and Charms lie equally delpisd anddiund; & 
never any more truly obferv’d the jud meafiires of dri&nefs and ab- rib.fm, 7 . 32 . 
(tincnce, of mortification and (ell denial. He was of a Temper ex- xxvn 
trearnly averfe - to flattery and (ervility, and of the two, chote ra- 
therto be centred for a Clown than a Courtier, (paring none, but cxci.|».a3*. 
(jnartly reproving his bed Friends when they did amifs. And there¬ 
fore when fome of them expefted thanks for the mighty Zeal they had 
(hew’d for his advancement to the See of Conftantinople , he treated 
them with fo much fharpnefs for that unkind piece of fricndfhip, that 
they afterwards flew off, and became his Enemies. His Charity was 
bound lefs, and he car’d not within how narrow Circumdances he 
confin’d himfelf, fo he might but enlarge thofe of the Poor, whom 
he plentifully reliev’d all his life, and at his death fettled a very con- 
fidcrablc Edate upon them. He lov'd his Enemies (whom his Zeal, 
and the diffiicfs and bluntnefs of his Temper had rais’d up to him in 
no final 1 numbers) and treated them with all foftnefsand gentlcnefs, 
and could moreeafily forgive ail injury, than another man commit it. 

He paffionately duelled » the Peace of the Church, and Unity -wV.orxiv 
amongd Chridians, which withall his intered and eloquence he en- 
dcavoured to promote where-ever he came ; and he glories * in it as 
the ancient and honourable Temper of his Church at Nazi.tnz.HMy that 1 3W * 


it was not rent in pieces by Schifms and Fattions, and was therefore 
frequently called Noah's Ark, becaufe they had kept alive among 
themfelvcs the Seeds of true Peace and Piety, and had alone cfcap’d 
that univcrfal Deluge of Diflention and Difordcr, that had over 
flow’d the Chridian World. Nothing troubled him fo much as to 
fee Chridians clafhing with one another, for whole re union hepro- 
fefs’d he could willingly fall a common Sacrifice; and therefore when 
he confidered the admirable Lives of the Macedonian Party ,in a mighty 
tranfport of Zeal h.e iviftjed y himfelf accurfed from thrifty and ready to > or.it. 
undergo the mod direful fentcnce, fo they might but clofe with the M«i. 
Confab ft am ial Faith , and be re-united to the Catholiek Church. 

While engaged in the Dilutes (as he all along was) of that quarrel- 
lome and contentious Age, he managed himfelf with all imaginable 
calmnefs and Patience, and over-came * his Adverfarics not more by 
the goodnefs of his Caufe and the drength of his Rcafons, than by 
the fweetnefs and the mildnefs of his Temper.. He did not encounter 
them with fierce Clamours, and virulent Revilings, like many who 
infteadof Reafon and Argument, vomit up nothing hut bitter Calum¬ 
nies and Reproaches, and hide a bad Caufe under noife and Icuftie ; 
juft (Fayes he) like the Tith Sepia, which being in danger to be taken 
by the FiOierman, throws out abundance of black Matter, which dll- 
colouring the Water all about, it fafely efcapes under that Covert. 

No, he made it appear ’twas the Caufe of Chrid he contended for, 
while he elofely imitated him, who was fo meek and peaceable, and 
ended d the contradiction of Sinners again ft himfelf'. Though it cannot 
be denied, but that fometimes, efpecially in his Inveftives againd 
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his vein of Oratory (which lie indulges upon all octillions) 
meeting with a mighty Zeal and concernment for Religion, tranf 
ported him now and then to paflionate Aggravations, and to treat 
the memory of that great Prince with Ids decency and refpefr, than 
what a calmer and more unprejudic’d confidcration of things would 
have oblig’d him to. But that was a Cafe extraordinary, nor do I 
queflion but that had he forefecn the ill confcqucnces of fuch rafli and 
warm tranfports, he would as readily have retraded them, as he gave 
vent to them. However, even in ordinary Cafes, his love to Peace

VI. T HESE Divine and excellent Qualities were attended with 
the natural Graces of a fublime Wit, fiibtle Apprehenfion, cleer 
Judgment, an eafie and ready Elocution, and all thefc fet off with as 
great a flock and furniture of humane Learning, as the Schools of the 
Eaft, as Alexandria or Athens it felf was able to afford. At his being 
there he had grownup into To univerfal an Efteem and Reputation, 
that lie was become the Glory of the Univerfity, and the talk of the 
Town and Country, and even in that eye of the World had thePro- 
feffors Chair forc’d upon him. And afterwards when he applied him- 
felf to the Study of Theology, and did r y'hu'rhp cm nTf efyOev mf- 
d or xxvii. Xoyoisy n^is <S?lois e^euyivi^av , as himfelf (peaks 11 , enohlc 

f. 4 66, his Tongue with Divine Learning, and Eloquence, which he had 

enrich’d before with humane Ornaments, he attain’d to fo great ac¬ 
curacy and perfection in it, that his Judgment was in a manner made 

• rhSh.hu the Standard and Rule of Orthodoxy, he being the only c Pcrfon, 
fipra. whole Faith even the diffenting Parties among themfelves could not 

call in queflion, having obtain’d this honor both with God and Man, 
that whoever prefum’d to oppofe his Dottrine, was for that very 
reafon judg’d an Heretick, it being accounted a plain evidence of a 
man’s unfoundnefs in the Faith, who in any thing materially differed 
from him. So even and well poiz’d his Judgment in the weightier 
Cafes, To fublime his Speculations in the abflrufefl Articles, focxatl 
and critical his Determinations in the niceft Controverfies, fo ready 
and appofite his Citations out of the holy Scriptures, fo accurate and 
eloquent Ins Sermons, that he feem’d born for this as his peculiar

and an extraordinary Perfon. His Works have in all Ages met with 
a juft Efteem and Veneration, and by all men of Wifdom and Judg¬ 
ment have been admir’d and magnified, and held inimitable, and 
elpecially his Theological Orations have been accounted (fayes Philo- 

* the us °) Nectar or Ambrofta , and in the holy Language, divine 
Manna and the Bread of Anoels. And it feems not a little ftrange to 
me, that the great and the learned Phottm, whom nothing efcap’d that 
fell within the ordinary Hoad of Learning, fliould have noted nothing 
out of the Writings of this venerable Father; nor do I believe any other 
account ofit can be given, than that he did it in Lome part of that 
Work that has mifcarried, or at lcaft in thofe private Conferences, 
wherein he was wont to recite to his Brother, and fome feleft friends, 
the fummary recapitulation of what Books lie had read (as he tells 

p up. prefix, us in his Letter p to his Brother 7 arafius) the prefent Bibliotheca be-

when Tar apsis was abfent. Two confiderable advantages Nazi amen 
has had beyond moft of the ancient Fathers ; one, that few fuppofititi- 
ousTraQs have been entitled to him, and thofe few not worthy of 
his great name; the other, that not many of his Books are loft, moft 
(if not all) of what he Wrote, being (for any thing we knowj ftill 
extant. Whereof in thelaft place we proceed to prefent the Reader 
with this following account.

i has been no finall unhappinefs to the Church,that 

the 'Afts of lo many great and illuftrious Perfons 
i m iH have been either wholly buried in filence, or that 
gfflf IHil v oy lliort and imperfeft notices have been tranf- 
Mfg SSfll mitted to us. ' Such among others has been the 
Portion of this excellent Bii hop,concerning whom 
r ^'^ 1 the Records of the ancient Church have prelerv’d 
fa v memorable Paflages, and a great part ofthofe too fo intricate and 
‘nfus’d, that I lliould not have thought it worth cither my Pains, 
or the Readers Patience, to pick them up, had I not hop d by colic- 
tine the (battered parcels of his Story to refled fome light upon 
them and to free his Name from (ome grofs Imputations, which ig¬ 
norance or miftake have laid upon it. Who his Parents were, or what 
his Country is not known, though there can be no incongruity to 
fuppofe him born in Pale/line, and perhaps ; at lerufalem, which Ihnd 
politively a(Tcrted by a late Writer • led thereunto I believe, by . 
no other Authority than bare conjeaure The firlf time we meet , 
with him is under Macarius , the venerable Billion of Jerufalem, a ; 
man of prime note in the Council of Nice, highly honoured by t on- 
tl,wtim' the Great, and particularly imploy’d by him in his magmfi- 
ccntftn.aurcsat7 emfalew. By him Cyril k laid »to have received 
his lirlf Ordination, that is, probably, to the Oflice of a Deacon; 
though 1 muft confefs, thepaflage in Sozomen (asmow extant in the 
Greek) as ’tis miferably tranfpos’d, lo being tolerably reftor d, feems 
more naturally to refer to Maximus's than Cyril s Ordination. Moca- 
rim dying, Maximus fucceeded in that Sec about the year CCCXXXI. 
A man of great Name, and deferv’d reputation, having been a Con- 
Mor' under the Maximian Perfccution, where, according to the 
cruel ufageof thofe times, he had loft his right eye, and been dil- 
abled in Yds right leg, the Nerves of it being cut afunder Nor was 
iieamore refolute defender of the Chnftian Faith againft the Hea¬ 
thens, than he was of the Catholick truth againft the Arum, for 
which he was not a little malign’d, and opposd by that bufie and 
potent Faff ion. By him Cyril was ordain’d Presbyter << .and under 
him he exercis’d the Office of Catecbi/l in that Church : A place of 
great truft and which he difeharg’d with anfwcrable care and dili¬ 
gence, preaching, in Lent efpecialfy, almoft every day. And here it 
was that he read thofe Catechetick Lcffurcs of his that aic ftillcx 
rant’, which S. Jcrom fays * lie compos’d in his younger years, and 
though he tells us not the juft time, yet Cyril himtelt gives us ail 
hint, by which we may make a very near Conjeaure. For lpcaking 
f concerning the rile of the Manichean Hcrefie, belays, it began jult 
I.XX. years before, under the Reign of Probus and that there were 
fome then alive, who had Teen the Hercticlc, Now fuppofmg, what 
Eitlebrnt c plainly afterts, and juftifics by the concurrent Computati- 
on of the leveral Ea/lcrn Epocha's, that Manes began to broachthis 
HereRe in the fecond year of the Emperor Probus, that is, Ann. Cbr. 
CCLXXVII. the LXX. years will fall in exactly with Ann. 
CCCXLVIl at what time he preach’d thofe Lectures to the 
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II. THIS Exercife he, probably, continued till his Promotb 
on to the Bifhoprick, which hapned about three years after, upon 
Maximus's being depos’d by the Arians, as fome fay; upon his death 
fay others, and perhaps more truly. And here we muft encounter 
with the molt perplex’d and intricate part of his .ftory, I mean his 
fucceffion to that See, together with the feveral yicifficiides and al¬ 
terations that depend upon it, fo brokenly and impqrfettly reprc- 
fented by the Writers of that, and the following age, that little cer- 
tainty can be pick'd up about it. The Account is confufedly hinted 
joron.kot.jif ^ others, but mofl: confidently delivered by $. Jerom b to this effett; 

that upon Maximus's death, Ac act us Bifhop of Ctfarea , and fome o- 
tilers of the Arlans, offered Cyril the See of Jerrijalem , upon condi- 
tion, that he ffiould renounce the Ordination that he had received 
of Maximus , which lie did accordingly, and ferv'dinthat Church 
in the Capacity of a Deacon, ana for this was rewarded with 
that bifhoprick, who thereupon fubtilly circumvented Heraclii « 
whom Maximus upon his death-bed had made his SuccefTor, whom 
he diverted of his Epifcopal Dignity, and reduc’d to the ftationofk 
Presbyter. To this others add, that in order to this Delign he was 
guilty of ftrange complyanccs with the Arians, that hefometimes 
var * et * 1 * n mattcrs of Faith, and often in point of Communion ; 
f so 7 . that he was infected k with the Macedonian Hererte, which heaftcr- 
p 7‘ 1 • vhL wards recanted $ nay,that he was as zealous 1 for the Aria# Impieties, 
p.°26 4 . $ ' C ' 8 * as his Prcdeccflbr had been for the Catholick truth. Thefe arc the 
1 script, vita ipoft material parts of his Charge, to which I muff needs enter my 
Client,. and doubt not to affirm, that as they are fartned upon him, 
they are built upon ignorance or miftake. Were there nothing elfe, 
’tis enough, that he is vindicated by the Depofition of thofe, who 
were as capable to know the trqe (late of things, as S. Jerom or 
" l, 2. c. 2 6. any of the reft. Tbeodorit m (peaking of his entring upon the See 

Mio. of 

Jerafalem, fays, he was a mofl flout and vigorous def ender of the A- 
poflolick Doctrine; and the Fathers of the great Council at Confl&tp 
n jp'Ufod. tinople in their Synodical Letter " to Pope Dana fa, ftyle him the 
211. mofl reverend , and mofl religious Biflsop Cyril, and allure us, that he 
had been rightly and canonically ordained by the Bifhops of that Pro¬ 
vince, and had in feveral places fufTered many very hard tilings froiji 
the Avian Party. Than which what could have been fpoken more 
plain and pertinent in his juftiffqition ? One fiich authentic!* and un- 
queft.ionablc Teftimony, given by fo many, and fiich venerable Per- 
fonS, all Catholick Bimops, who liv'd at the lame time, and could 
not be ignorant of his Affairs; who had then his Company with 
them, and his Caufe before them, weighs more with me, than an 
hundred Reports taken up at fecohd hand, and at a peradventure by 
Perfons at a diftance, who neither accounted it their Intercft, nor 
made it their Bufinefs nicely to enquire into things, whether they 
were true of falfe. Not that I think the tilings we have mention’d 
to have been purely fictions, but rather to have been blended to ¬ 
gether by a carelefs confounding of Names and Perfons. Baronins 
•AdAnn.w. ° from S ; Jerom tells us of four feveral Cyrils about this time fuccef 
A r . xxvi. lively Bifhops of Jerufitlem; but’tis plain, the Cardinal.miftook S. 

Jerom, who fpcaks but of one and the famePerfon, fucceeding four 
times during the Interruptions made by the prevalency of the Arian 

Fa&ion.’ 
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Fa&ion. However Epiphanius comes infeafonably to our relief, who 
befides ours* tell us p of another Cyril about the fame time Bilhop 
of that See, fucceeding Herenntus, as he did our Cyril. And upon 
him, I doubt not, a great part, if riot the whole, of the ill things 
we fpeak of muft be difeharg’d, the identity of Names, conformity 
of Times, and relation to the Fame Place, laying an ealie Foundation 
of miftaking the one for the other. And perhaps it might not a lit¬ 
tle contribute to the miftake, not only that Acacias of CW^beim; 
Metropolitan of that Province, Cyril could not canonically be ordain d 
without his confent, but that Cyril himfclf was fometimes forc’d by 
the neceflity of thofe times, to hold fome kind of correfpondencc 
with Bafiloi Ancyra, and other Heads of the Homoiouftan or Semiarian 
Party, and that only in point of mutual alfiftance, not in joyning 
with them in their Sentiments and Opinions, for of that, not the. 
leali footftep appears in ftory, nay in that famous Confeflion of 
Faith, <1 offered by them to the Synod at Seleacia (where he was 
prefent, and had a great Tryal to come on, and did moft openly 
fide with the §emiarians) though it was fubferib’d by XLIII. Biihops, 
and feveral of them of Syria and Paleftine, yet is riot his name to be 
found amongft them, nor any intimation of his contenting with 
them. I add no more, than that S. Jerom himlelf r elfewhere fpeak- r 
ing unqueftionably of our Cyril, fays iioworfe of him than this, that <. 
he was oft driven out of his Church (underftand hinj by the Arian 
intereft) and reftorM again ; and Nicephorm Patriarch of Con/lanti- 
m ple in his Catalogue f of Bifhops, places him next to Maximus, and 
fays, that he was banifh’d by the Arians, and then mentions thofe 
that were fet up in oppofition to him. ; . 

Ill HAVING thus clear’d the way to his Epifcopal Throne, 
upon* which he entred Ann. CC CX LIX. according to S \ Jerom ; 
CCCLI. according to Baronius* s computation, he had not fate long 
In it, when a memorable accident hapned, that made a great noife 
at that time throughout the World. About the time of Conftaqtivs 
his expedition againft Ma^nenpius the ufurper, there appear d* at 
'ternhlem in the Heavens the fign of the Crofs, not ftreaming forth 
like a Comet, but in a fblid and condens’d body of Light, in Iplen- 
dour exceeding the brightnef? of the Sun, and being encircled with 
a Rainbow, which in form of a Crown corripafs'd it round about. In 
length it reach’d from Mount Culvtry to Mount Olivet , for the ipace 
of about XV. Stadia, or near two miles, and its breadth proportion 
able to the length. The fight was very terrible and furprizing, and at 
once fill’d men with Admiration and Amazement, mfomuch that the 
beholders came out of theirHoufes, threw afide their work, and fled 
with their Wives and Children into the great Cathedral, unanimouily 
offering up their Prayers and Praifes toChrift, and readily acknow¬ 
ledging this a great indication of his Divinity. Nor did it want 
its due effect, both upon Jews and Gentiles , many of whogi it brought 
over to the Chriftiari Faith. Philo(lorgius and fome others report, 
that it was feen by both Armies. (lying then in the Plains of Pannomo) 
to the great confternation of Magnentins and his Party, and the nq 
iefs encouragement of Conflantius and his Souldiers. But in this I 
muft fufpend my Belief, both becaufe Sozomen fays, the Emperor 
heard of it but by Report, and becaufe the Battel with, and Vi- 
1 £tory 
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Gory over Magnentius was not till the latter end of the year, many 
months after this Apparition. It hapned on the VII. day of May 
about nine of the Clock in the morning, it being then the Whitfon 
iuflivaf the year after the Confuljhip of Sergius and Nigronianus([ ay 
the Tufti Co/ifulares of Idai/us, but miftake the day which they make 
to be fan. XXX. ) that is, Ann. CCCLI. with whom agree all 
thole who place it at the time of the M tgmntian expedition, 
and Cj.iI/ m his going unto Antioch . The news of this wonder¬ 

ful and extraordinary / ■hwnomawn by means of (hangers, who at 
that time had repair’d thither out of Devotion to thole holy places 
was (oon convey d into all Parts, but elpecially Cyril was careful to 
give notice of it to the Hmperor, to whom he prefently dilpatch’d 
a Letter, mention’d by Sterns iv/and others wherein he gave him an 
' Account of the thing it (elf, with lbme Remarks of his own upon it,

J lout; facr u{ M.ijrfty, being fuel) as may become both you tore- 
Clive , and me to give : Letters , not /luff'd with flattering Exprcfji.us, 
but which gyve Account of divine, and heavenly E if ions, not which infinu- 
ate themjelves by Rhetorical Ptrfvafives , but contain holy Evangelical 
Predictions, jujlifying their truth by the event of things . Others indeed 
offitch things whence they derive their hi fire , may bring golden Crowns , 
cur ion fly Eft with Precious Stones , wherewith they oft adorn your honour¬ 
able 7 emples ; But we Crown yon not with earthly Prefcnts, things that 
or if lug from, are con find within the verge of this lower World, but we 
carefully convey to your notice , the. divine Efficacy of thofe heavenly ap¬ 
pearances, which have hapned at Jerufalem in your Reign . A r ot that 
by this means you may be brought out of a ft ate of ignorance, and receive 
the firfl Principles of the knowledge of God (for fuel) your improvements 
in Piety , that you fern able to inftmcl others in matters of Religion) 
but that yon may be the ftrmlier tftablifb'd in thofe things,which yon arc wont 
to aifeourfe of, and that learning hence how much God has Crown'd your 
Empire , deriv'd to you as a paternal Inheritance, with greater Honours> 
and more divine, and heavenly Riflings, yon may be the flronglier incited 
to offer up , at this time e(fecially, the higheft Praifes to the ftprerne Se¬ 
ver aign of the. World, and be infpired with a greater Vigour and Courage 
againfl your Enemies, being affured by thefe miraculous Atteftations, that 
God lakes a particular care of your Empire and Government. In the time 
of your Father Conftantine, a Prince beloved of Heaven, and of blefl 
fed memory, the wholjom wood of the Crofs was found at Jerufalem, the 
divine goodnefs granting it us a peculiar favour to him, who fet himfclf 
to embrace the true Religion, that he fhonld make difeovery of the mofl 
conceal'd holy Places. But in your time. Sir, who have fo far outgone in 
Devotion and Piety, God is pleafed to grant Prodigies, not any longer 
upon Earth, but from HeavenI ?nean, the bleffed Crofs of our Lord 
and Saviour fefts Chrift, the only begotten Son of God, the Trophy of 
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bis Pillory itnd Triumph over death,which flAning with extraordinary beams 
of li?hr,was fecn lately at Jerufalem. For upon thefe Holy and Feftivald.iyes 
//’Pentecoft,May the VII th . about nine in the Morning , a vafl and miracnl- 
cus Crofs form'd of light appear'd in the Heavens juft over the holy Golgo- 
tha extending it felf to the facred Mount of Olaves ; feen not by one or 
two, but clecrly and evidently by the whole City \ nor , as fume mayfufpctf, 
nffing by only in a tranfient glance of fancy, but plainly viflble to tis below . 
for very many hours together, by its luftre out-dazling the bright beams of 
tl)" Straff or otherwife being overcome,it mu ft have been obfeurdby them,had it 
mt ilaried out more powerful and refulgent rays of light to the Eyes of the 
I holder s,fo that the whole City fir nek with fear at the amazing accident,not 
without a mixture of joy and gladmfs, inftantly repaired to the Church, 
where yon might fee Perfons of all Ages, young and old, men and women, 
yea the newly-married leaving their bridal Chambers to come thither ; Chri- 
fi\ m both Inhabitants and Strangers, yea and great numbers of Gentiles 
from other Parts; all of them with one mouth and one accord glorifying 
our Lordjefits Chrift, the only begotten Son of God, and the Author of 
thefe miraculous Operations, being convinc'd by real experience, that the 
Jft holy Chriflian Religion lies not in the enticing words of man’s 
wifdom, but in demonftration of the Spirit and of Power, and was not 
merly revealed by men, E t " /Mi ffed to by God from Heaven . Wherefore 
we the Inhabitants of Jerufalem having beholden this miraculous Prodigy 
with our eyes, with all thankfulnefs, as becomes us, do and will adore the 
great God , and his only begotten Son, and both have done, andftill will in 
this holy place offer up our continual Prayers for your Government, fo dear 
to Heaven. I thought it not good therefore to fupprefs thefe heavenly 

Vifions in ftlenee, but have made it my care to convey them to you as good 
tidings, and inflames of the Divine Benignity ; that fo upon the good 
Foundation of the Faith already embrac'd, building a further knowledge of 
what has thus flrangcly and fupernaturally come topafs, you may have a 
firmer affurance in our Lord ft fits Chrift ; being confident according to your 
wonted truft, yon may, as one that has Godhimfelffor your Affiftant, ad¬ 
vance the Banner of the Crofs, the gr cate ft ground of rejoycing, andchcar- 
fully produce the fign that was fhewed in Heaven ; a Reprefentation, at 
wbofc appearance the Heavens did greatly rcjoyce and triumph. This won¬ 

derful Prodigy, mofl religious Emperor, purfuant to the Predill ions of the 
Prophets, and to the words of Chrift recorded in the Gofpel, is now fulfilled, 
and will hereafter be yet farther fulfilled. For when our Saviour in S. Mat¬ 
thew’s Gofpel communicated to his bleffed Apoflles the notices of future 
things, and by them imparted them to others that convers'd with them, he 
mofl evidently foretold it, frying, And then (hall appear the (ign of 
the Son of man in Heaven. This holy Book of the Goff els, when, as 
yon are wont, you take into your hands, you will find thefe Pr editions and 
Teftimonies written there', to which 7 befcech you, Sir, attend mththe 
greater care and diligence, by reafon of thofe other things there 1 defer/bed, 
and foretold by our Saviour, and which it concerns us with all fear, nar¬ 
rowly to obferve, left we Juffer damage from thofe adverje Powers that 
watch againfl us. Thefe firfl Fruits of my dtfeourfes, Sir, I offer to you, 
being the firfl Meffages 7 fend from Jerufalem, to you I offer them, the 
[metre and mofl holy werfkipper, together with us of Chrift, the only begot¬ 
ten Son of God, who upon his Crofs at Jerufalem, did according to the my 
Scriptures . work out the Salvation of (til mankind, where he overcame death, 
r 7 Y y and 
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and by his own precious blood expiated the fins of men, and gave Spiritual 
Life and Immortality, and heavenly Grace to all them that believed on him. 
Preferv'd by whofe power andgoodnefs, and dayly blejfcd with greater ami 
?nore eminent advances in Piety, and enrich'd with the Royal (lcm of 
numerous Iffue ; let God the great l\jng of the World, and the giver of all 
gondnefs, grant you a long, peaceable, and a profperous Reign, and watch 
overyou, as a glory to Chrijlians, and a bleffmg to the whole World ; ft 
him flrengthen and adorn you with all Vertue, that you may fill fhew your 
acctlflomed love and kindni fs both to the holy Churches, and to the Roman 
Empire, and enrich yon with larger rewards of Piety. God Almighty 
grant you to ns, mofl Angnfl and Religious Emperor, for many Periods 
of peaceable years, and continue yon happy and profperous, a conflant Praifr 
and Profejfor of the holy and Confubffantial Trinity, to whom, as is mo ft 
due, be all Glory for ever and ever, Amen. 

from this Letter, befitlcs the account it gives of the Prodigy, and 
the Reflexions lie makes upon it, we may obferve three tilings with 
refpeU to Cyril himfelf. lirft, that this Hpiftle was written not long 
after his entrance upon the Bifhoprick of Jvmfalem, being the full 
bruits of his AddreRes to the Emperor after his promotion to it. And 
indeed it muff be pen’d not many months after, if Baronins has rightly 
fix'd the time of his Confederation to that See, which he places Aw. 
CCCLI. this Letter being written about the Month of May in that 
year. Secondly, that in the clofe of it he gives an evident intima¬ 
tion of his firm adherence to the Nicene Faith, while he fo earncflly 
prayes that the Emperor may ever own and honour Ad (c 
<nov 'r&idJbL, the facrcd and coeffential Trinity. A plain confutation 
of thofe Arian Compliances, which about this very time are charg’d 
upon him. And yet far llranger is the prejudice and partiality of 
"Riv.critf.i. 5. fome late Writers w , who from this very Epidlc infer, either that 
c. 11. p. 296, Cyril was not the Author of it, or if fo, that he was an Arian Heretick. 
t97 ‘ Thirdly, that notwithftanding his Declaration againft Flattery, yet 

he prudently ufes very foft words, and finooth Infinuations to the Em¬ 
peror, the better to Iweetcn his exaggerated humour againll theCa- 
tholicks, which by the Artifices of the Arians, feldom fail’d to have 
a keen edge fet upon it. And this was a courfe which many wife 
and good men made life of in their Addreffes to that Emperor, who 
palTionately lov’d commendation, and was above other men, a fond 
admirer of himfelf. But to return. 

V. CTRIL was going fccurely on in the difeharge of his Pa floral 
Cares, when great troubles and didurbances overtook him,the fpring 
* SW.4.C.25. and firft mover whereof was Acacius Bifhop of Cxfir. a x , the main 
Stickler for the Arian Caufe, who beheld Cyril not only as his Advcr- 
1.2.C.2 p.no j n point of opinion, but as a Competitor in point of Dignity. 

The truth is, Cyril looking upon his own as an Apoftolick See, 
thought himfelf qualified to difjinte with Acac'-us for the Metropoli- 
tick Rights. And herein it muff be confefs’d he went beyond his 
line; for though all Antiquity had paid a mighty Reverence to the 
Church of Jemftlem, as a Church immediately infliruted by our 
bleffed Saviour, and that in a place which he had honoured with his 
. Birth, Life, Sermons, and Miracles, and had made the Stage of his 
bloody death, a See founded by the Apoflles, and from whence they 
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iffued out to propagate Chriflianity through the World (in which rc- 
fpc&’cis fly ^d the Mother of all Churches by the Fathers > of the fccond J 
General Council) a Church frequented by PerJfons of the highcfl c>9 ’ 

Kank in all Ages, cither out of Curiofity or Devotion; though upon 
all theft* accounts it had a fingular Reputation, and the Bifhops of it 
an honourable Character fix’d upon them, and this particularly rati¬ 
fied by the Council of Nice *, as a thing deriv’d from Cuflom and * cm. 7. 
ancient Tradition, yet was not this honour granted to it by that 
Council, but with a Saha to the Rights of its own Metropolis. Aca¬ 
cias therefore being a man of a daring and haughty Spirit, could not 
brook the lead Competition, but fell upon Cyril with great heat and 
fury. And hence commenc’d that quarrel, which every day ripened 
into a wider breach. And now Recriminations are pafs’d on both 
tides, Cyril charging Acacias with Arianij,m, while he himfelf (fayes 
S'Kvvcn) was fiifpettcd of joyning with the Homoioufians, who held 
the Son to be of like fubftance with the Father; though Nicephoros, 
who follows Sozomen in this paffage,fiyes 3 exprefly it was for that he • ub ?.c.sfi, 
acidified himfelf oofs t&F o^uma) sm^o-iv, to thofe that maintained 
the Ipywiov, or Confabflantial Do&rine. And this feems mod pro¬ 
bable, for why fbould Acacius quarrel with Cyril, for Tiding with the 
Ihmoionfians, when he himfelf at every turn appeared in the Head 
of that Party, though upon every new occafion he again deferred 
them, and joyned with the high-flown Arians ? And that he might 
yet further expofe him, Acacius charg’d him, that in a time of raging 
famine at fernfilew, when the poor People dock’d to him for relief, 
after all the Monies were fjient, he had fold the Veffels, lltenfils, Veft- 
ments, and confederated Hangings of the Church, and that one of the 
Veflments had been found upon a Womans back that belong’d to the 
Play-houfc by the very Perfbn that gave it, who examining where 
fhe had it, was directed to the Merchant that had fold it, who con- 
fcfsVl he bought it of the Bifhop. Which whether true or fade, 
ferv’tl well enough for a pretence to expofe the good man to popular 
Odumi, and to make their Proceedings againfl him pafs more finooth 
and currant. 

VI. UPON thefe pretences (little and trifling Caufes they 
were, layes Theodnrit h ) Acacius in a Convention of Pair fine Bifhops b vbi fyr. 
of his own Party depos’d Cyr if and drove him from fer-fdem. Who F 1S0 * 
they immediately fubflituted in his room, is not agreed on all hands, 
fbme faying ’twas Eutychius , others Tlraclins, others Herennius, or 
Erennis, or Afnius, as ’tis diverfly written. The truth is, there’s 
a woful confufion and didurbance in the SuccefTion of Bifhops in that 
See, from the time of C>r/ 7 ’sfird F>epofition, till his final Reflitution, 
fome creeping in as opportunity offered,others being thruflin by the 
power and filtered of the Arian Party. We fliall here once for al l pre- 
fent the Reader at one view, with the different accounts given in by 
the Writers of that, and the following Ages. 
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Infiich confufion and variety ’twerea vain attempt to undertake a 
Reconciliation, either to adjuft the Differences of the Perfons, or to 
fix the times of their feveral Succeflions. A thing not poffible in fuch 
a confufion of accounts, and where the Records of the Church have 


preferv’d little more than the bare names of the Perfons. The limy 
chins ( who in S.Jer-v/S s account fucceeds next to Cyril) was doubt- 
'•HtuUsxin . left the fame with him mentioned by Epiphamns ', and who was Bi- 
P-S7o, 371* jliop of EUnth ropolis. He had been brought up under Maximus, 
* 72, Cyril's Predeceffor, and by him inftru&cd in the right Catliolick 
Faith. An eye he had upon the See of Jeru/aletn, and look’d upon 
Cyril as the only Perfbn ftanding in his way, and though he did not 
openly difeard the orthodox Doctrine, yet he was content to conceal 
and diffembleit fora time, as a means to procure Acacias s favour in 
his advancement to that See. To him therefore he applied himfelf, 
and took part with him in his Proceedings againft Cyril, whom lie mor. 
tally envied and maligned, oppofing not only him, but all that Rood 
by mm and affiffed him. And how they fuccecded in their attempts, 
we fhall fee hereafter. I fhall obferve no more about this matter, but 
k i.ib. 5. r.40. that 7 heodorit k enumerating the Bifhops that fit in the five great 
injm. p. 249. Patriarchal Sees from the time of Conflantine , in his Lift of them of 
7 ernfakm wholly omits all thefe interloping Bifhops, and only puts 
down Cyril between Maximus, who went before him, and ~[olm who 
fuccecded him in that See. 


' S0CU2.C.4D VI. TWO whole years 1 Acacius continued to cite Cyril to ap- 
F I * 2, pear; but be well knowing what Quarter he muff expert from pro- 
fefs’d open Enemies, refus'd the Summons, whereupon the Sentence 
was finally denounc’d againft him. Immediately he publifh’d an 
Anti remonftrance, wherein he appeal’d from their Judgment, to 
that of a greater and more fblemn Judicature; and his appeal it feems 
was allow’d by the Emperor. And though Socrates fayes, he was the 
firft and the only Perfon that by fuch an appeal tranfgrefs’d the Cuftom 
of the Ecclefiaftick Law (meaning I fiippofe the Niccm Canons, that 
require all Epifcopal Caufes to be determin’d by the Metropolitan, 
and the Bifhops of the Province,) yet was it no more than what the 
neceffttyof thofe times drove him to, and what had been heretofore 
allow’d and practis’d in important Cafes. Being by this means forc’d 
" ^ inl t f o 2, to quit Jcrn/ukw, he went firft to Antioch m , but finding that Church 
' f ' IO ‘ deftitute 
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deftitute of a Bithop, he went thence to Tnrfus, where ho fix’d his 
abode with Sylvtms the venerable Bifhop of that place. Nor did he 
here indulge himlelf in eafe and idleneis, but preach d conftantly to 
the People. But malice like the Grave, is cndlefs and inlatiable ; 
Zcm no fooner underftood where Cyril was, and of his land Re¬ 
ception, but he wrote prefently to Sylv.imis , and gave him an account 
of his being depos’d, and thereby rendred incapable ot Communion. 
Rut lie had too great a Reverence for the man to entertain flight Sug- 
eeftions againlf him, and befides was unwilling to difobhge the 1 eo- 
o[e who lilt’d his Doftrinc, and were infinitely pleas d with Ins elo¬ 
quent Sermons. So he continued m this Station till the year 
( CCl.IX. when t 'onfiantiiis fummon d a Synod at Svl-itcia. And 
nmv he thought he had a fit opportunity to bring lus Can e upon the 
publick Stage, wherefore he appear’d at the Synod, and rciotv d to 
Sr his Cafe finitely to them. The main queft.on at the opening 
of the Council was, what Ihould lirft come under Rebate, whether 
Matters of Faith, or the Caufes of the Bilhopswho had been depot, d, 
particularly of Cyril and fome others, whole Cafes bad been pecuhar- 
L recommended by the Emperor. But it was carried for the former, 
tLt DoCtrinal Controvcrlies Ihould be handled in the lull place and 
what the Proceedings of the Council were in that Matter, we have 
eliewhcrc related. The ilTue was, that no compofure being to b 
hoped for between the diirenting Parties Leo,,.» the Imperial Com- 
miftioner, who favoured the Aucmn Fattton, after tour facial Sefli- 
ons broke up and diffolv’d the Synod. However the Catliolick 
Bifhops (who were but few) together with liftl of sl»cyr.i, i,yh«»ns 
of flfiu and the reft that oppoled Audits and Ins 1 arty, continued 
fitting^ and cited Juans and his Followers to the Synod, to make 
Boorhiielr charge againft Cyril and others, but they re usd to come.

him, was the llory of his felling the dedicated VeRmcnts of the 
Church, and their being by that means expos’d to prophane ufes. 
For now the Rory was again drefsd up, and fetoff w'itli belli ty. 
gravations ; the Emperor being told, that it was a rich Cope, all 
wrought with Cold, given by his Father Con ft antin'- the Cm.it, wljen 
he built that Church, to Macarius the Bifliop, to be worn upon the 
greater FeRivals, when he celebrated the Baptilinal Office ; that 
this Cope Cyril had expos’d to fale, and that it had been bought by 
a common Player, who dancing in it upon the publick Theatre, had 
fall’ii down, and with the fall bruis’d himfelf,and died. And now,Sir, 
laid Acacias , Sec hov fit thofe mi n arc to judge and p fs Sentence nfnn 
othtrs , that have f ch an Affeffor to joyn with them. Having laid this 
load upon him, they proceeded next toccnfurc and deprive him, and 
twelve others with him, whom they depos’d and banilh’d. Ten ol' 
the ARembly refilled to fitbferibe the Decree for depoling thcle Pre¬ 
lates, who for their ObRinacy were prcfently fiifpended from all F- 
pifcopal a6ls, cither of MiniRcry or Jurifdi&ion, with further provi- 
fion, that unlefs within fix months, thevcomplyed with the Sentence 
and Proceedings of the Synod, theyalfo fhould be depofed, and the 
Bilhops of the refpettive Provinces cliufe others in their room. No* 
ticc whereof they immediately difpatch’d to all places, w ith com¬ 
mand, that the Synodal Orders fliould be obferv’d and put into ex¬ 
ecution. 

VIII. IN this Rate of banifbment, Cyril continued during the 
fhort remainder of Conffantius’s I ife, who dyed within lefs than two 
years after. Julian, who fuccceded, among other a£ts of grace and 
favour, whereby he fought to recommend himfelf and his Govern- 
«///./. 3. r. 4. ment to the People, reRor’d " the Bifhops that had been hanilhedin 
P 127 * the time of his PredcceRor. An opportunity, which Cyril, I doubt 
not, made ufe of to return to his own Sec. And indeed there we 
find him fitting in this Emperors Reign, and that upon an occalion as 
memorable, as any perhaps that the HiRory of the Church prefents 
us with, which becaufe I prefume it may not be unacceptable to the 
Reader, I fhall here relate at large. Among the various methods 
whereby Julian defigned to Rifle, and if poffible, extirpate Chrilli- 
anity, he refblved once more to fet up and advance the JewifJj Nati¬ 
on, not out of any kindnefs to them or their Religion, but bccaufe 
lie knew' them to be of all others the moR fpiteful and inveterate F 
nemics to ChriRians. He feem’d to compaflionatc their hard fate, 
and unhappy CircumRances, and promifed them all encouragement 
and afTiRance in reRoring of their Worfhip, and retrieving the anci¬ 
ent fplcndor of their Religion, To which purpofe he lent them the 
ixv??".. foltoMfing Letter. 0

of barbarous Principles, and Atheijlical Tempers, that flood about him, 
and were fed at his Table ; whom I took with mine own hands^ and threw 
them headlong into a deep pit, where they irrecoverably per if IS d, that fo 
the leaf monument might not remain of them, for my part being rejolved 
to (he w you all the. favour and kindnefs I can, I have advifedyour Bro¬ 
ther Jill us the. venerable Patriarch, to flop the Tribute that's faid to be 
impos'd upon you, and that no man henceforth fhall abufe your Nation 
with Jitch intolerable exactions, but that you may to all intents live pea¬ 
ceably and fecurely under my Reign, and being free from farther trouble, 
may recommend the profperity of my Empire in your more vigorous and 
hearty Prayers to God, the great Creator, and bejl of Beings, who bus 
been pleas'd with his mofl holy right hand to place the Crown upon my 
bead. A Service which I cannot other wife expi Ct from you. For they 
who arc opprefs'd with Sollicittides and Cares, -arc wont to be. Perfons of 
narrow and contracted minds, and cannot with that freedom lift up their 
hands to God in Prayer, while thofe who arc. wholly freed from anxious 
Cares , and enjoy a calm and compos'd fate of Soul, are fittefl to inter¬ 
cede for the bappinefs of the Empire, and to offer up their Devotions to 
the great God, who alone is able to order and difpofc my Reign to the 
heft 'advantage, and to the mofl excellent pnrpojes, which 1 hope and pray 
be will do. This is that which you ought principally to attend, that jo 
having faces fully manag'd my Perfian expedition, and the holy City of 
Jerufalcm (> vhich yon have fo long and fo ear neft ly de fir'd to fee re inha¬ 
bited) being rebuilt by my endeavours, i may dwell in it, and together 
with you there offer up our joynt Prayers to the fipreme Being of the 
World. 

IX. THIS done, he lent p for the Heads of the Jewifh Nation, 
of whom he enquired, why, fince the Law' of Mofes oblig’d them 
to offer Sacrifices, they had laid afide that CuRom. They told him, 
the Sacrifices of their Law were determin’d to a particular place,and 
might not be offered up any where but at jerufalem, where their 
Temple w'as ruin’d, and whence they themfelves had been long fince 
banifij’d. Hereupon lie commanded them forthwith to go and re¬ 
pair the Temple, to retrive the CuRoms of their AnceRors, and to 
Worfhip God according to the Laws and Rites of their Religion. 
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Herein he drove on a double defign, firft to draw over the Jews to 
the Pop an Supcrftition, which he the rather hoped for, bccaufe both 
agreed in Oblations and Sacrifices, and that he obferv’d the main bo¬ 
dy of the Jews took up in the Letter and outfide of their Law, and 
underftood little of the Ipiritual and myftical Sence; and next be 
hop’d to give a fatal wound to Chriftianity, and by reftoring the 
Temple and the Jcwifb Worfhip, againft which Chrift had pro¬ 
nounc’d fb flat a doom,to prove our Saviour a falle Proplict andlmpo- 
(tor. The Jew, though they had had near CC. years Lid experi¬ 
ence of the truth of our Lord’s prediction, yet receiv’d the War. 
rant with a joy inexprcflible, it being an opportunity which they 
had often wifh’d, but could never hope for, and were fb elated with 
it, that they began infolently to Scorn and Triumph over Chrifti- 
ans, thrcatning to make them feel as direful efteCts of their feverity, 
as ever theirdclvcs had heretofore done from the Roman Powers. No 
fooner was the news fpread abroad, but Contributions came in from 
all hands, yea the very Women fold their Jewels and Ornaments 
to advance the Work, and what was wanting, the Emperor com¬ 
manded fhould be allow’d out of his own Exchequer, appointing 
Alvphts of Antioch (who had fbmetimes been Proprwfetf of Brittain) 
overfeer of the work, with Power to call in the Governour of the 
Province to his affifiance. And now all things were an readinefs, 
the moft exquifitc Artifts drawn together from all Parts, Stone,Bricks, 
and Timber prepar'd, and all other ncceffary Materials and Inltru- 
ments, nay they are (aid to have made Spades, Mattocks, and Baf- 
kets of Silver for the greater Honour to the Work. In fhort, no 
help was wanting, even the fofter and the weaker fex laid their 
hands to the Work, and carried out the Rubbifh in their Laps, yea 
the very Gentiles refus’d not their afTiftance, meerly out of oppositi¬ 
on to tlie Chriftians. Cyril the Bifhop beheld all this, and calling 
to mind Daniel's Prophecy concerning it, and how plainly it had been 
ratified by our Saviour, openly told them that even now the time 
was come, that not one Stone fhould be left upon another in that Tem¬ 
ple, but that the doom which our Lord had fb peremptorily pro¬ 
nounc’d againft it fhould be accomplifh’d. And the Event juftified 
his Prediaion. For having digg’d and clear’d the Foundation, on 
the next day towards night a hidden Storm arofe, that carried a- 
way thofe vaft heaps of Rubbifh which they had thrown into a 
neighbouring Valley, and difpers’d many thonfand Bufhels of Lime 
and Sands wliich they had prepar’d for the Building. This was fol¬ 
lowed with a dreadful Earth quake, which cad up Stones from the 
Foundation, and flew many, and overturn’d fome adjoyning HouFcs 
that flew more, and thofe that efcap’d were drawn out with broken 
Leggs and Arms, bruis’d and almoft wounded to death. And when 
notwithftanding all this they ftill attempted to proceed, Balls of Fire 
broke as ’twere from under the Foundation, and not only burnt their 
Tools and Inftruments, but fcifc’d upon and confum’d the Workmen 
and Spectators. The fright was great, and every man fled to lave 
himfelf, and the main Crowd drove towards a little Church hard 
by, wherein they were wont to beftow their Tools, but when they 
came to it, they found it fuddenly fhut and barr’d againft them 
(though there wasnoPerfon within) and w r hen they attempted to 

break 
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hr^akopenthe Doors, a Fife ruflidout upon them,that deftroyed 
many and milerably fcorch'd the reft, running up and down the 
llrcets a great part of that day. At night the Cloaths ot all the 
I.,, had black Crodes with Stars between them imprcls d upon them, 
whirh when the Infidels perceiv’d in the morning, they endeavour¬ 
ed but in vain, to wafli them out, and thereupon partly- afraid,part- 
lv’aiham’d, defifted and ran away. And though thole ftrauge and 
miraculous interpofils of the Divine Power and Providence .brought 
over lome, who being baptizd, fought bv Prayers and Pra lies to a- 
tonc him, whom heretofore they had blafphcmcdland affronted, yet 
the vreateft part continued ftill in their ancient obftmaey and unbe- 
lief ° Of lo little force are miracles themfelves to convert a People, 
without the concurrent efficacy of- the Divine Grace to recommend 

X O hi F tiling more is related to this purpofe. s At the clearing 3 vs/ii./i. /■ 7, 
the foundation, a Stone was taken up that covered the mouth of a 
deep fourfquare Cave, cut out in the Rock, into which one of the cl)Ul0 , 
Labourers being let down by a Rope, found it full of Water to the 
middle of the Leg, and in the midft a Pillar reaching a little above 
the Water, whereon lay a Book wrapt up in a fine and clean Lumen 
Cloath. Being drawn up, the Linnen was oblcrv d to be frefh and

XII. NOTHING further memorable concerning Cyril appears 
during Julian's Reign, more than that the Son of a Gentile Flamen u at u ‘Huod. 1. 3, 
Antioch , having embrac’d Chriftianity, for which he was treated by “ > 4 * P- 1 57- 
his Father with all imaginable leverity, made a hard Ihift to clcape 

in Romans habit, and being firft flickered by Meletius of Antioch, 
was by him convey’d by night into P define , to Cyril of Jeruftlcwy 
who fecurely harbour’d him while Julian liv’d, after whole death 
he became the means of converting his own Father. How long 
Cyril lat quietly under the Reign of Halms, when the Arian Intereft 
carried all before it, is uncertain. Probable it is, that towards the 
latter end of it he repoffels’d himlelf, and perhaps took hold of 
the EdiCfc which Hal w publilh’d not long before his death, whereby 
he recall’d the Catholick Bifhops out of banifhment ; and about 
that time we find him there.

dioufly avoiding all elaborate Compohtions, and fpeaking for tlic 

moft without any great premeditation, whence they are ftylcd »

Klmtte’Chriftian Doftrinc, he is careful to explain to them 
he y fbveral Articles of the Creed, into which they were to be bap- 
tizcl Hehad in the fourth Catechife given a fliortcurfory expli¬ 
cation of all the important Articles that concern the thicc 1 eifonsin 
the Trinity, which he afterwards runs over again, and tnfifts upon 
at large in his Explication of the Creed. And becau e perhaps it 
may be both a pleasure and an advantage to the Reader to know 
what Creed it was, that was ufedol old m the Chuich of/<»■«/< 

S (where the Chriftian Faith had been firft planted, and by whom 
it had been prclerv’d through fevcral ages) this being the ancient 
Oriental Creed mention’d by Rufimis, neither cxaflly the lame wit i 
that fettled by the Synod of Nice, nor with that afterwards agiccd 
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upon in the Council of Conftantinople , we fliall here for a Conclufion 
pick up and put together the levcral Articles of it according to the 
order, wherein he expounds it, only premifing, that the Conflantino- 
politan Creed Icems intirely to have been made up out of this and the 
Nicene , there being leveral expreflions in this, which were after¬ 
wards adopted into that Creed.

T. Ambrofi , though by difeent a Citizen of Rome, 
and of a noble Family, was yet born in France , 
and in all probability at Arles, the Metropolis of 
Gallia Narboncnfis , that being the ordinary refi- 
dence of the Pretoria?? PrcTeft. Indeed Arks 
was a place of great renown, and as ’twas at this 
time the Court of the Imperial Lieutenant, lo 
- cur. nrb. ’twas afterwards the Seat Royal of a Kingdom. A City of that 
ums. />.239. fplendor and magnificence, that it isftyl’d by Aufonitts a , Gallula Roma , 
the Ga/lick Rome , as well for the greatnefs of the placets for its being 
1 VMiia. vit. a Roman Colony. Here then we prefume to place his Nativity,which 
Amtr.pr*f.p.i happened about the year CCCXXXII 1 . at what tirn£ his Father b 
(whole name alfo was Ambrofej was Pr&fettus Prxtorio G alii arum, or 
the Emperor’s Lieutenant in France, and the other Weftern Provinces 
under his jurifdi&ion, one of the higheft places of truft and honour 
in the Roman Empire. The youngeft he was of three Children, 
Marcellina and Satyrns being born before him. He was nurs’d in the 
Pr.etorinm , or Govcrnours Palace, and fleeping one day in his Cradle 
in the open Court, a (warm of Bees fettled about his face, and gently 
crept in and out of his open mouth without doing him the kaft harm. 
Wnich his Father, who was then walking hard by, perceiving, 
charg’d the Maid that attended him, not to difturb or drive them 
away, who foon after mounted up aloft into the Air, till they quite 
vanifli’d out of fight. Surpriz’d with the accident, he told thole 
that were about him fand ’twas a true Prefage) this Boy, if he 
lives, will prove a great man. How long his Father liv’d after this, 
is not known, ’tis probable he died during his Government in thofe

Parts. After whole dcceafe his Mother with the whole Family re¬ 
turn’d to Rome , and the place is lFill fhew’d where their Houfe flood, 
turn’d at this day into a Convent of Benedictne. Monks. Among!! 
the fportive Paffages of his Childhood, this is not the lead memorable, 
that when heclpied his Mother and Sifter killing the Bifhop’s hand, 

(according to the pious Reverence which in thofe dayes they paid to 
the Governours of the Church) he merrily offered them hia hand to 
kifs, which he told them they ought to do, for that he was fiirc he 
fliould be aBifhop. His Education was fuitable to his Birth, liberal 
and ingenuous, and as he grew up, he made himfelf Mafter of all 
the Learning that Rome or Greece could afford : and for Religion, he 
was form’d to that, efpecially, by the Care and Councils of his Sifter 
Marcellina , who having devoted her lelf to a ilatc of Celibacy, (pent 
her time in the Excrciles of Piety and Devotion, and by her converfe 
and’examplc, train’d him up to a life of Vertue, and fecur'd him from 
thofe fnares and vices, which a place of fo many Chai ms and Temp¬ 
tations as Rome was, muff: have betray’d him to. 

11 , H E was now grown up to years of maturity, and being ac- 
complifh’d with all fecular Learning, thought it time to enter upon 
the publick Stage, and to that end betook himfelf to practice in the 
Court of the Praetorian Piefeft,where he pleaded Catifes with fo much 
(inartnefs and dexterity, that he was foon taken notice of by Anicius 
Probus lately made Praetorian Prefect of Italy , a Pcrfon of great emi- 
nenevand Authority, who made choice of him to be of his Council. 

To this Anicius Probus we find a Refcript c of the Emperor Valenti- 
man dated at Triers y/wACCCLXIX. in which year, probably, he dloffic'. r, a. 
was advanc’d to that Office. And being to lend out Governours in- pm-.i. $. 
tothefeveral Provinces of his jurifdi&ion, he had an efpecial eye 
upon Ambrofe ll , to whom he committed the Provinces of Injubria , d Faniin.il/, 
JF.wvlia, and Liguria , containing a good part of Gallia Cifalpina , in- P* a * 
verting him with Confular Power and Dignity, and difparching him 
with this fhort inftruftion, intimating the mildnefs and clemency of 
his Government, go thy way (faid he) and govern more like a Bi/hop 
than a Judge, little dreaming of what happened afterwards. Thus 
commiffioned, he entered upon his Charge, taking up his rcfidence 
at Milan, the capital City of the Province, indeed the Metropolis of 
the whole Italick Dioccfs , the ufual Seat of the Weftern Emperors, or 
their prime Miniffers ; being reckon’d one of the four prime Cities of 
Italy , and one of the ten greateft Cities in Europe , a place renowned 
for the Antiquity of its (landing, (being built (they fay) CCCXXXIX. 
before our Saviour’s Incarnation,) for the plcafantnefs of its Situation, 
the largenefs of its Circuit, (its very Suburbs equalling many great 
Cities) the Beauty and Elegancy of its Churches, neatnefs and ftatc- 
lincfsof its Buildings, the fame of its Univcrfity, ingenuity and dex¬ 
terity of its Artificers, the temperature of its Air, fertility of Soyl, 
plenty of Provifions, richnefsof Traflick, and populoufnefs of its In¬ 
habitants ; upon all which, and many more accounts it dcfervedly 
bears the title of Milano grande , Milan the great : But in nothing great¬ 
er than in its honourable relation to that great pcrfon, of whom we 
write, in whom it prides it felf, as in its nobleft Ornament. Five 
years I13 had continued in his Government, which he managed with 
admirable prudence and juftice, when an uncxpe&ed accident made a 
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great alteration in his fortunes, and engaged him in a quite different 
courfc of life. 

HI. AVXENfWS Bifhop of Milan, tile chief fupporter of Ark- 
wfm in the We (tern World, had been more than once Synodically de- 
pos’d : But being a mail hardy and confident, (till kept his ground, 
and by his fly infinuation at Court, fometimes plaufibly colluding, 0 - 
therwhilcs peremptory denying the things charg’d upon him, had 
baffled all attempts againft him, till death at laft put the Sentence in- 
to full execution, the man dying AntioCCCIXYAV, whole death was 
no looncr Iprcad abroad, but the Bilhops of the Province met together 
c 7 ])i0 dUc6 about the elettion ofa Succeflor c , whom the Emperor lent for, and 
;.p.is6.&c. t told them, that they wholebufmefs it was to be peculiarly convcrfant 
nd. suer. i. 4 . j n t j, e p)i v ij le Volumes, bell: underftood the qualifications of a fit per- 
suTi^c.l\. fon for that place, that he lhould be one, who might indraft his peo. 

P . 66 9 . vauiin. pi e not only by his Doftrin but his Life, let forth himlelf as an Exem- 
tiTnf't Plar of univerlal goodnefs and virtue, and make his Converfarion 
2 5 o/' n * ’ give teflimony to the Do&rine that he prcacht. Choole luch a one 
(fiiid he) and place him upon the Epilcopal Throne, and we our felves 
will readily fubmit our Crowns and Scepters to his councils and di- 
rc&ion, and as men obnoxious to humane frailties, will receive his 
reproofs and admonitions as themoft whollom Phyfick. The Bilhops 
humbly befoiight his Majcfly, that as one capable enough to judge, 
lie would plealb to nominate the-Perfon. But he modeilly declin’d 
it, telling them’twas too great an affair for him to meddle in, and 
that they thcmfelves were upon all accounts fitter to make a wifer 
and better choice. With that they took their leave, and went to the 
Cathedral to confult about it. And now different Interefls began to 
fliew themfelves : though Auxentius was dead, his Party was yet a* 
live, and vigoroufly contended for a man of their Communion, and 
big words were IpOken of what they would do, if they were rejetted; 
the Cathoficks on the other hand labouring as hard for an Orthodox 
Bifhop. Fattions grew ftrong, and the whole City was divided, and 
things openly tended to a Tumult and Infurrcttion : which Ambrofc 
hearing, and being ready according to the duty of his place to pre¬ 
vent all publick ditorder, haften’d immediately to the Church, where 
in a grave and pathetical Oration he exhorted the people to peace and 
concord, and to a quiet fubmiflion to the Laws. His Speech ended, 
the voice of a Child was heard from amidfl: the Crowd, Ambrofeis 
Bifljof, The hint was foon taken, and as if it had been a voice from 
heaven the whole Company unanimoufly cried out, that Ambrofe 
lhould be the man : And herein both Cathoficks and Arians did the 
more readily corrfent, in that neither Party feem’d to have got the 
better of the other. 

IV. AMBROSE was infinitely furpriz’d at the palfage, and 
the joyful Acclamations of the people , and peremptorily refilled to 
comply with them. And to let them lee how unfit he was to make 
a Bifliop, he put on a rough mercilels humour : for going out of the 
Church, he fat down on the Bench ofjuftice, and fending for fomc 
Malefattors to be brought before him, commanded them to be rackt 
with great rigor and feverity, hoping by this means to take oft the 
edg ofthe peoples inclination towards him, who yet nothing dilcou- 
rag’d, cried out, your fin be upon us. This artifice failing, he tried an- 
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other contriving it, that Women of lewd and common fame lliould 
be feen publicity going into, and about his houle, which lie doubted 
not would be looked upon as highly unbecoming a perlon defign’d for 
the Epifcopal Office. But the people quickly finelt it out to be a piece 
of pageantry, and with redoubled importunity cried out, your Jin be 
upon m. No remedy was now left, but direttly to run away. Ac¬ 
cordingly at mid night he ftole out of the City, and defign’d for li- 
cimrn a neighbouring City, but miffed his way; and having wan¬ 
ted up and down all night, found himfelf in the morning again at 
Milan at the Roman Gate. He is prclently laid hold on, and a Guard 
fet about him, till the Emperors pleafure might be known in the cafe, 
without whole leave no publick Officer might be admitted to holy 
Orders; but in that they met with no oppolition, for the Emperor 
knowing him to be a man of Angular integrity ealily gave his confent. 

Ambrofe in the mean while had again made his elcape, and with¬ 
drawn himlelf to the Country-houie of one Laurent im, a great man, 
and his intimate friend, with whom lie had hid himfelf. And now 
they were wholly at a lols how to rctrive him. But the Empe¬ 
ror had given order to the Fleams or Lievtenant ofthe Civil Diocels 
to fee the thing cffeftually done; and he had publilht an Editt that 
none under peril of his head, and confilcation of his Eflatc lhould dare 
to conceal him. Laurenths hereupon was forc’d to break up his San- 
ftuary and brought him back to Milan ; and now feeing ’twas to no 
purpolc any longer to refill the pleafure of the Divine Providence, 
he yielded to lay down the publick Rods and Axes, and to take up 
the Crofter, only demanding that lie might be baptiz’d by a Catho¬ 
lic Bilhop, for as yet was only a Catechumen. So he was baptizd, 
and eight days after with the univerlal acclamation of the people fo 
lemnly conlecrated to that See, the Emperor himlelf (who was pre¬ 
lent at the Ordination) concluding the Solemnity with Ins fliort gra- 
tulatory Addrcls to heaven, l thank thee , 0 Lord Almighty, and our Sa¬ 
viour, that thon hail made choice of this per/bn to whom l had committed 
the power o ver m ns bodies, to be. intruj/ed with the Souls of men , and 
thereby hajl declared my Choice, to he. fit and juft . And indeed the Em¬ 
peror highly honoured him, and hearkned to his admonitions with a 
.juft fubmiflion and reverence. And therefore when not long after 
lie complain’d to him of the Mildemeanours of Tome in Authority, 
aggravating their faults with great freedom and impaitiality, the 
good Emperor anfwercd, I was heretofore no ftranger to this liberty you 
take, and yet w./s jo far from oppoftng , that 1 freely confented to your Ordi¬ 
nation : «o on /Herefore as the Divine Law commands,and cure the difltm- 
pers and maladies, which we, are apt to fall into. 

V. HOW far his Ordination was jufhhable by the EccleliaiticK 
Laws of thole times might be difputed. ’Tis certain, it was not 
ftrittly regular according to the Hated Cufloms and Canons ol the 
Church, which diiallow tumultuary Elettions, cfpecially ofunbap- 
tized I ay men, and require f gradual approaches, and due diftances indconc ... 
of time both for Baptilm and Ordination. But in this calc ’tis evi- 
dent,there were extraordinary appearances of Gods immediate appro- 
bation, fo that the Bifliops that were met about the Ordination,judg’d 
it to proceed Uwot from a Divine appointment, and the Em¬ 
peror and t he whole City were fatislied it was fop v, (as Socrates 
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has it) Gods own peculiar Work, Vn<p& (as ’tis in Theodora) a 
liM.cit.ubi divine Elcftion. And thus the Apoftolick Canons g exprefly 
vi:, ails. 6 - profit any new baptized Perfon to be made Bifhop, «>£' Sr&ty 
*° njr ' Lfoy, unlcfs it be done according to the Divine Grace and Favour, 
that is, fay the Scholia(Is , ci pen 7r« >1 a//rv, unleis it be 

ibmc way reveal’d that he ought to be the man, Befides, the Ca¬ 
nons in this cafe were iometimes fufpended, either when the minds 
of the People could not be otherwife quieted, or when the Perfon 
elected being of extraordinary Quality, was lupposM to be highly 
uieful to the Church, and that the neceflity of Aftairs would not ad¬ 
mit the returns and f ormalities of cuftomary Ordination: Two in- 
Ranees whereof the Reader may remember we have already noted, 
the one that of Eufibim S. B ftf s Predeceflor in the See of C.cf.rc.t, 
the other of Meet anus Bifhop of Conjiantinople* The news of his 
Conlecration being difpers’d abroad, especially by his own Epiflles 
fent as the cullonvwas to the moft eminent Prelates, Communicato¬ 
ry Letters arriv’d from all Parts, the Bifliops frankly teftify- 

ing their approbation of his Ordination. He wrote likewife into the 
h % and among others to S. Baft l, who was highly pleas’d with his 
* n ? i(i. Epiftle, and return’d an Anfwcr, '• wherein he congratulates his Pro- 
lv. p. 84. motion to that See, and that God had made choice of lo conudeiablc 
a Perfon, a man felefted out of the imperial City, and intruded with 
the Government of Provinces, a Perfon eminent for his Wifdom,and 
the Nobility of his Houfe, for the exemplary vertue and integrity of 
his Life, the povverfulnefs of hisRhetorick, and his wife conduftof 
Secular Affairs,and that he had brought himovertothe care and over- 
finht of Chrift’s Flock : Concluding with this pious Council, “ go 
“ on therefore, O thou man of God, and fince thou haft not receiv’d 
“ or learnt the Gofpei ofChrift from man, but that our Lord him* 

“ fell has taken thee from among the Secular Judges, and tranflated 
thee to an Apoftolick Chair, fight the good fight, correft and re- 
“ form the Diftempers of the People, if any be infefted with the 
« Art An Contagion ; revive the ancient drafts and Footfteps of the 
“ Fathers, and by frequent intercourfe of Letters build up that Foun- 
i( dation of love and kindnefs thou haft now laid between us; that 
“how far diftant foeverwe be otherwife in our Habitations, our 
“ minds and fpirits may be near at hand to converfe together. 

VI. T HAT he might with lefs diftraftion attend the cares of his 
Paftoral Charge, his firft work was to diveft himfelf of his Eftate: 

* I’wtin ib.p. 8 His Money 1 and Goods he prcfently beftowed upon the Poor, his 
Lands he fettled upon the Church, only making his Sifter Marcel- 
lina Tenant for Life ; the care of his Houfe and Family he committed 
intirely to his Brother Satyr that fo he might have nothing to hin¬ 
der him from the immediate duties of his place. And becaufe the 
courfe and manner of his Life had hitherto kept him from converting 
much with Theologick ftudies, he contrafted an intimate Friendlhip 
k Aug. conftif. with Simplician k a Presbyter of Rome , a man of good learning, and 
1. 8 . f. 2. coi. a pj ous Life, anc j w j 10 had accompiilh’d himfelf both by Foreign 
l £ fiif62. Travels, and Domeftick Studies. Him he drew over to Milan, and 
to his Tutorage he refign’d himfelf, by which means he foo-n arnv d 
to a very exaft knowledg of the Myfteries and Controverfies of the 
ChrilHan Faith. For which he ever after treated SimpliciunK a 
t Friend, 
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Friend, rever’d him as a Maftcr, and loved him as a Father. Nay 

God himfelf feems to have rewarded the pains he took with this 

pood man, fo that though at this time he was of a great Age, yet 

lie lived to flicceed S. Amhrofe in the See of Milan. With infinite 

diligence did our new Bidiop apply himfelf to the Reformation of 

his°Diocefs, he reftor’d the Difcipline of the Church, reviv’d the 

almoft decayed Rices and Solemnities of Divine Worlhip, compos’d 

Differences among Neighbours, purg’d mens minds from errors, and 

pluck’d up thole Arian fares which for lmny years had been (own 

amongft them, lo that his Church now enjoy’d a happy Calm. And 

this opportunity he took of employing his vacant hours in writing > 

for a little more than two years 1 after his entrance upon that See ‘ nd. i. i.dt 

he wrote his three Books de Vir^inihm , dedicated to his Sifter Mar- Virgin. 

(Alina, wherein he deferibes the excellency of that ftate of Life, and 
lays down Rules for the better conduft and management of it. A- 
bout this time alio, or not long alter, Jie fet upon his Commentaries 
Upon Luke, and perhaps his three Books of Offices , compos’d in imi¬ 
tation of thole written by the great Roman Orator. 

VII. Blit tliefe calm Sunfhiue dayes lafted not long. About the 
year CCCLXXVII. the Goths, Him, Alani , Taifali , Sarmat.e , and 
other barbarous No*Arm Nations broke in upon feveral Parts of the 
Roman Empire, and in the ilTue fell foul upon one another. We 
find a Tribe of them fettling in Italy , m in fome parts not far from * Am.MmtU 
M ho. The approach of fuch fierce and mercilefs Enemies fet the 
whole Country under a mighty Confternation, to avoid whole fury Fafconihi, 

S. Amhrofe , and feveral others fled into Ulyricnm , there to flicker them- P- 59- 
lelves inamiferable banilhment, Nos cfwq\ in lllyrico extiles putrid , 

(hthmm e.xili * fecemnt, as his own Words n are. This opportuni- « comm, in 
tv (if I conjefture right, for my Author fixes no otlier date, than 
that it was fome years after his Ordination) he took to vifit Rome, ,,V ’ 
the Seat of his Anceftors, and the place of his Education. Coming far. 
thither, he found his Mother dead, and his Sifter with her Virgin- 
Companion, who for many years had joyn’cl with her in the fame 
Profettion, cohabiting together, as he had left them, who kitting 
his hand at the firft Salutation, he finil’d, fee now (find he) you kip 
a Biffjops hand , as I formerly told you , referring to a paflagein liis 
Childhood, which wc noted before. While lie continued at Rome , 
he was invited by a noble Matron that dwelt in the Iranftihrine Re¬ 
gion, to celebrate the holy Eucharift in her Houfe (probably the 
common Confufions, and great Power of the Gentiles at that time at 
Rm > had made the publick Congregations lefs fife or convenient: ) 
which being noifed in the Neighbourhood, a Woman that kept a 
publick Bath, but who then lay bed rid of a Palfie, caufed her felfto 
be conveyed thither in a Chair, and importun’d the holy Bifhop to 
intercede with Heaven for her. And while he was praying over, 
and laying his hands upon her, file caught faft hold of his Garments, 
which fhe embrac’d and kifs’d, which was no fooner done, but fhe 
found her ftrength return, and forthwith rofeupand walked. Long 
he continued not in exile, before the Providence of God made way 
for his return. For fnycrid the Emperor’s General having totally # 
Vanquilh’d 0 that fwarm of barbarous People, flew Farnobius their mt * 
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Commander, and a great part of the Army, and t he red that elcap’d 
tile Sword, he drove quite out of Italr. 

| I-I E F.ajhm Empire was in the mean while milerably infi¬ 
lled with thefe AW;.™inro.ids, for whole relief (V.dm beingthen 
in the remote Ea/lern parts) Grat/an (Son of the late deceas’d hmpe- 
vor I'aL ntiniau) rais’d an Army, but hearing that iome of the (Lr- 
mAm had invaded Trance, was forc’d for the prefent to turn his for¬ 
ces apainlt them. But before he march’d, he wrote to S .Ambrofe, 
to come to him, and more accurately to inftru& him in the (o much 
controverted Articles of the Chriftian Faith, and that both by Word 
and Writing. Which he did, and upon that ocatfion wrote his 
Hooks de Fid \ dedicated to the Emperor, which he enlarg’d to five, 
therein fully dilculling the Queftions which the Arians had darted 
concerning the Son of God, and the Do£fiine of the liinity • to 
win h as an Appendage he afterwards added (which the Emperor 
by I etter p particularly defiredof him) his three Books dc SpiritnSan- 
cfo to prove the Divinity of the Holy Ghoft. And now began thole 
Troubles that exercis’d him the greateft part of his Life. Juft ini, 
the Emprcls Dowager, relift of the elder Kalcntinian, had by means 
of his Uncle Cerealts advanc’d her young Son Kalent/an, Gratians half- 
Brother, to be his Colleague in the Empire. A great Patronels file 
was of the Arian Party ‘i , but had cunningly diflembled her Inclina¬ 
tions that way during the Life of her Husband. Who being now 
dead, Ihe began openly to lealon her Son with thofe impious Prin¬ 
ciples, and to inftil into him a dillike of Ambrofiy whom yet (here- 
lolv’d hr ft to attempt by fair means, and to that end fet her Son up¬ 
on him. The good Bilhop gravely put him in mind of the Faith 
and Religion of his l ather, advihng him to keep the Poitionthat 
he had received, inviolable* he fhew’d him the difference between 
the Arian and the Catholick Doftrine, that the one had been im¬ 
mediately deriv’d from the mouth of our Lord and his Apoftles, the 
other quite contrary, being plainly repugnant to the Divine Revcla* 
t ion. The young Prince impatient of Contradi&ion, grew into Cho- 
ler, and commanded Iiis Guards to furround the Church : Which 
yet nothing difmaydthc holy man, who finil d at it as a vainfcaie- 
crow. Whereat the Emperor being more exafperated, openly com¬ 
manded him to come out of the Church. Ihat, replycd the Bilhop, 
lean never mlliwly eonfint to , I will not betray the Sheepfold to the 
Wolves , nor deliver tip the holy Church to fitch impious intruders. If 
you have a mind to d/ t (patch me, you have S words and Spears within, dot 
here. Such a death lam ready mojl willingly to undergo. But of this more 
afterwards. , , , _ f 


IX. It hapned about this time, Ann. CCCLXXX. that the .See of 
Sirmium was vacant. Ju/lina that had a quick eye upon all advan¬ 
tages, took care prefently to make a Party there for the Promotion 
'Puuiin.y.ii of an Arim Bilhop. To oppofe whofe Deligns Ambrofe r immedi* 

,... ately haftned thither, (and a learned man r oblcrvcs and urges it as 

ritim.v.w. an evidence that Illyricum was then under the Jurisdiction of the See 
'• t- '/■ of Milan) and being Lit down in the Epifcopal Chair, a Maid of the 
Arian Party confidently came up to him, and taking hold of his Gar¬ 
ment, endeavoured to pull him down to a Party of Women, w 10 
flood ready to have murdered, and thrown him out of the Churchy 
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buTlie told her, though I be unworthy of fo venerable an Office, yet 
it becomes neither you nor your Profcfiion, to lay violent hands up¬ 
on the incaneft Bilhop. For which you have rcafon to fear the 
Judgment of God, left fomc mifchiefdo betal you. And fo indeed 
it came to pafs. For the next day file dyed, and was buried, whofe 
funeral (to let the World fee how cafily he could return good lor 
evil) he attended to her Grave. An Accident that ftruck a mighty 
Terror into the whole Party, and made them for that time defift. 

So having peaceably ordain’d Ancmmins to that See t he return’d to 
Milan where he found the evil Spirit of Arim Malice and Revenge 
ftill hauntina him. Jn/hna laid Snares for him in every place,and 
made as many againft'him, as file could by any Arts get overtoher 
Party. Some file corrupted with Bribes, others file attempted by 
promifing them Places of Honour and Dignity, if they would feizc 
him in the Church, and forcibly carry him into Bamlhment. This 
leveral attempted, but in vain, God ftill Protecting him : Nay Eu- 
tbymitis more zealous than the reft had taken a Houle adjoyning to 
the Church, and thereinto privately convey’d a Chariot, into which 
he defign’d fuddenly to clap him, and then hurry him away. But 
his Mi (chief return’d upon his own head. For the next year on that 
very day that he intended to furprize Ambrofiy he was himlelt put 
into the fame Chariot, and carrycd into Banifliment. So vifibly ma¬ 
ny times is the Lord known by the Judgment which he cxetnteth, while 
the wicked is fnared in the work of his own hands , while they Jink down 
into the Pit that they wake, and in the Net which they hide 9 is their own 
foot taken. However either by mifinformation or importunity they 
had fo far prevail’d upon the Emperor Grattan, that he feiz d * one 
of the Churches, which they had fued for, but kept it in his hand, M , 7 . 
and upon better thoughts without any follicitation loon reftord it 
to S. Ambrofe back again.

Eaftern Prelates (among whom lay the ftrength of their I arty) 
fWp synod. wou |([ turn the Scale. And the Emperor it feems had granted tlicif 
ib. col. Rcoueft Which when S. Ambrofe underftood, he repretented to 
him the inconvenience of the thing, that a General Council vvas 
wholly needlels in this Cafe, the adverfo Party being lnconfidcrablc, 
and that himfelf, and fome of the Neighbour Bifhops were abun¬ 
dantly enough for their Confutation, that it was unreafonable for 
the lake oftwo rotten Hcrcticks (as .the Council Styles them) to 
trouble the Governors of the Church through the whole; Empire, 
many of whom were upon the Account of diftancc, <g , 
or poverty, altogether unable to take lo long a Journey, or to b 
abfent from their Cures. Hereupon a Synod out of Italy ami Hie 
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Neighbouring Provinces was indeed at Aquileia, wlferc tiler oi lta- 
iff Dalmatian and French Bifhops witii the Legates from Afnck and 
Prince to the number of XXXIL S. Ambrofe, I conceive, as Metro- . ’ 

nolican was Prefident of the Council, to whom the “ Synod,con With- f ."J," 
out anv warrant joyns Afchol'm Bifliopof 7 heffalonica, his name nei- 
rher appearing among the reft, nor fo much as once mention dm 
all the Tranfaftions of the Synod. Several private and preliminary 
Conferences the Fathers had with the two Arian Bilhops, but nd 
„ 00 d being done, they met in a Synodal Aftembl vSeptemb.V. Ann. 
CCCLXXXI. and the Prefident having proposditndt for thee carer 
iuftification of their aftions, the Proceedings of the Synod might be 
entred upon Record, the Emperor’s l etter was hrftread, whereby 
'hey were lummon'd, and conftituted Judges of the Caufe before 
hem Then wasreadan Epiftle of Arias, containing the chiefMints 
of his dogmata, and Palladius required to declare what lie thought con¬ 
cerning it. Palladius anfwered, fat by the Emperor s Letters which 
they had read, it was evident, that they had been the Caufe, why. 
there had not been a full and general Council, that the Bifhops of 
their Party (meaning the Or tent alt ft s) were abfent, and theiefore 
they could not anfwer. Ambrofe replycd, that this was done in com- 
plyance witii theCullom of former times, whereby the Oriental Bi- 
foops were wont to alTemble in the E aft, and at the fame time the 
wktrn in the Weft. However to take away all pretence of cavil¬ 
ling, the Prcfeft of Italy had font a Summons to them of the Eaft, 
that if they pleas’d, they might convene with them ; but they beep¬ 
ing to their old courfe, had ftaid at home. The otherpleaded, that 
it was a fraud, and that they had herein circumvented andimpofed 
upon the Emperor, and therefore he was not obliged toanlwcr. But 
Ambrofe Petting alide the Cafe of the Eaftern Prelates, prefs d hard 
forapofitive anfwer: You have heard (Jatdhe) Jrms 
you are wont when challenged to deny your felf“ £ an Ar hm 
either now condemn him, or defend Ins Caufe. But the crafty He 
rctick would not be drawn out of his old referee; he told them, they 
were an incompetent judicatory, that he had promis’d Indeed »m»te 
good his Caufe, but in a lawful trial, that he was come thither irt 
expeftation to have found a Genera Council, whofe decifion he 
would not anticipate byanfwering there, where thole or Ins own 
Party were Wanting. After a great deal of wrangling, about this 
Iffi"they debated the Letter of Arm from point to point, where¬ 
in the maii/difputing Part lay uport AnArofe, ^^^e^e’vcral In-" 
torted the broken anfwers which Palladius gave to the icveral M

times he pleaded he could not anlwcr, in that Uc had Notare 
of his own to take what pafs’d, pretending partiality on hdcj

and therefore required that his own Notaries might be admitted. 
Which being granted, he few off from that. Otherwhiles he re- 
quired, that the People might be indifferently let in as Spectators 
and Judges of what pafs’d on either fide ; which though ’twas not 
ablblutely denyed, yet S .Jmbrofe told him, that in thole matters 
Was the place of Bifhops to Judge the I aity, and not the Laity to 
Judge the Bifhops. In fhort, throughout the whole’ Procedure,when¬ 
ever he was pinch’d with a Qucftion or an Argument which he could 
not evade, he prefently retired to his common Refuge, that they 
were not a General Council, and to fuch a one only he was oblig’d 
and rcfolved to anfwer : Particularly he excepted againft the Prefi- 
dent as an incompetent Judge, charging him with impiety and in. 
j ullice ; and when Submits Bifhop of Vincent in asked him what im¬ 
pieties he had to object againft Ambrofe, he gave them no otherre- 
ply than before, that he would anfwer in a full Council, when all 
Perfbns concern’d were prefent, S . Awbrofe anfwered, I defire to be 

charg'd awl committed in the prefeme of my Brethren , if /, who firem¬ 
en fly nffert the. Faith , feem impious to you , /peak out and fay, >vhat are 
thofe impious affertions Jam guilty of. But the bold man thought (it 
to let that Accufation fall/which he was notable to makegood. 
After near feven Hours difpute (for lo long the Seffion laded) S. 
Jmbrofe paffed Sentence upon him, pronouncing him unworthy of 
the Epifcopal Office, and that a Catholick fhould he ordained to his 
See; which was ratified by an univerfal Anathema of the Synod de¬ 
nounced againd him. After which at the Proficients motion all the 
Bilhops did in order one by one give their particular Votes lor his 
Condemnation. Next they proceeded to Secnndianus, and having for 
fome time difputed the cafe with him, could drive him to no other 
resolution, than that hcconfefs’d our Lord to be the true only begot¬ 
ten Son of God, but would not explicitly affert, that he was the true 
Cod, whereupon the like Sentence was pafs’d upon him. With 
them alio the Synod cenfur’d and condemned Attains a revolted Prof 
byter, a man it feems of great age, having been prefent with Agrip¬ 
pinas his Bifhop in the Nicene Council, the determinations whercoflie 
had together with his Bifhop fubferibed, but afterwards recanted, and 
fheltred himfelf under Valens the intruding Bifhop of Petavio, a City in 
Pannonia, who being for his mifclemeanours publickly thruft out by the 
People, had betrayed the Countrey to the Goths, in whole barbarous 
Habit he drefs’d himfelf, and appeared in the Head of them againft 
the Roman Army, and now went up and down the Country, which 
he filled with unwarrantable Ordinations, and though fummon’tl to 
the Council, and himfelf not far off (having taken up his Station at 
this time at Milan) yet refilled to appear. Attains being urg’d with 
his Subfcription, refufed to give any anfwer, and fo fuffered Judg¬ 
ment to pafs againff him. All which being difpatched, the Coun¬ 
cil arofe, having deputed Legates to the Emperors, and by them a 
t Ext. ib. col. Letter y, wherein they give them an account of what had been 
tranfa&edin the Synod, praying in the clofe tliat they would caufe 
the Synodal Sentence to be executed, and prohibit the followers ol 
photinus (who notwithftanding the imperial Edi& to the contrary, 
ftill kept lip their meetings at Sirminm ) any longer to hold their 
unlawful Conventicles. It muff not here be forgotten, that a learned 
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man 7 has not long fince called the Afts of this Council into Quefti- , Pi F ,. t c j„j_ 
on which he conceives to be a pure fiaitious Scene, competed by fict.rinih. 
Vurilins Bifhop of Tap fits, a City in the Province of Byzacinm in Jfrtclt. 

He grants there was fuch a Synod, and fuch proceedings in it againft 
P Judins, but that the genuine Ads of it are loft, or have not yet feeii 
the light, and that Victims writing againft the Arians took up tins 
w and feigned this formal ftory purely out of his own head. His 
Arguments though many, arc very weak and trifling, and do not de¬ 
fer ve an operofc Confutation, being fuch as maybe levelled againff 
almoft againft any ancient writing;nor is there any more juft rcaion to 
queftion^theft, than the Ads of moft ancient Councils. The whole 
(trcls of his bold conjedure refts upon no firmer a bottom than this, 
that Vi'Vilins affirms that he had written againft PalLdius (who had 
anfwered S. Jmbrofe ) and immediately without any other Warrant he 
concludes, thatthe proceedings of this Synod were part ot thatBook, and 
as fuch he has publilh’d them in hisColledion of Figilius's works.Nor 
docs he produce ono Syllable of any Writer, either of thofe or the 
following ages to juftifie what lie fays, or any ancient Copy, that 
aferibes theft ads to Fig Him. And if fuch a Liberty may be taken, 
what canbefafe? Farewcl all ancient Monuments, when a confident 


conjedure may* difpoftof them, how, and to what uft it plea ft. 

And whereas he urges, that Figilins wrote the Ads and Deputati¬ 
ons of Arms and Athanafius before Probus , appointed by the Emperor 
to be Judge and Moderator, and that in the way of a formal hifto- 
rfeal Account, when as all was but a feigned Scheme ; ’tis granted 
he did fo. But then withal, 'tis evident both that ancient Manu- 
feripts entitle that piece to Fhril'ms, and which is more, Figilius him¬ 
felf elfewhcre 3 exprefly owiis that he did draw up thofe Difcourfes 
which he did not intend as a real Hiftory, but only as perfonated ’ 

Ads and Deputations. Of either of which there is not the leaft tit¬ 
tle in our cafe. But enough of this matter. . r . 

II. About this time, either in this, or in fome other Synod prefently 
after affembled at Jquilcia , they debated the cafe of Vrficinns, who had 
lately made a miferable Schifmin the Church of Rome, andbeiought 
the Emperor Grattan b not to hearken to his Petitions, or be overcome * Ext. nyW. 
with the importunities of that bold man. And perhaps in the fame Sy- 1 998, 

nod it was (wherein alfbS. Jmbrofe prMed) that they wrote c to the «pr.»m 
Emperor 7 heodofins, to let him know in how fair a way things were to- Icc6 ' 
wards an union, between the Eafiern and the Wc/lern Churches, and 
what advances they had made towards it, and that they had lately con¬ 
demn’d the errors and the followers of Jpollinaru. By a lccond Let¬ 
ter 8 (if at leaft it was in the fame Convention) they gave him thanks Wd.coU co 7 
for reftoring the Catholick Biftiops to their Sees, praying him to m- 
terpole in the bufinefs of Antioch, where though Panltms was Sur- 
viver to Mctclius , yet another had been put in ; and this done by 
confent of Nett arias of Conflantinople , whofe fucceffion to that See 
they conceiv’d irregular, Nazianzen himfelf being p ac d in it to the 
exclufion of Maximus (by whofe falfe Suggeftions they had been fo 
far impos’d upon, as to efpoufe his Caufe, and to admit mm to Com¬ 
munion) And therefore they befought him, either that Maximus 
might be put into PofTeffion of that See, or that the Caufe might 
be debated and adjufted in a General Council at Rome . In anfwer 
Bbb 2 where- 
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where unto the Synod at Conjl ant inonle lc-affemblmg the following 
year, fent them word that they could not affent to a General Coun¬ 
cil in the IVe/t, but thought good to give them an Account both of 
the Faith they had agreed in, and the care they had taken in provi¬ 
ding for the Secs of Antioch, Conflantinople and JvrnJalvm^ which elfc- 
where we have more particularly related. 

III. AMBROSE being return’d to Milan, found his Enemies 
a little more calm for the prefent, though what they could not died 
by open attempts, they fought to do by fecrct liiares, and by putting 
■/>. vtiin. ubi affronts upon him. Amongft the reft, two Gentlemen 1 ol the Bed* 
/VWM- chamber to the Emperor Grattan, being ol the Art an Party, came to 
him, and gave him a Subject to difeourfe upon, the Myftcry of our 
Lord’s Incarnation, promifing that they would be at the Church 
call’d Portiana the next day to hear him. The expeftation was 
great, and the Congregation full; when the two Courtiers, who 
defign’d nothing but a Scene of ridicule and (corn, took their Horfes 
and rid out of Town. But God, who will not be mock’d, no not in 
his Servants and Miniftcrs, met with them. They had not gone far, 
when their Horfes threw them, and both miferably perifh’d. The 
Congregation in the mean while grew impatient, and would flay 
no longer, fo that the Bifoop was forc’d to go up into the Pulpit, and 
difeourfe upon the Argument that had been propounded to him, tell- 
ing the Auditory, that he was come thither to pay his Debt, but lie 
found not there his yefterdayes Creditors to receive it, and then went 
fcra-NTow.il. on to explain that Myftcry, which he publifh’d in a juft difeourfe b , 

P‘ ' 77 - de tncarnatimis Dominicx Sacramento. Much about this time Prijcilli- 
<m a noble Spaniard, Rich, Learned, Eloquent and Witty, letup for 
an Heretick, and form’d a Sett out of the very dregs ot the Gnojhc 
and Manichean Errors and Impurities, with a few Rites and Principles 
borrowed from others, for which he was with fome of his Party 
« Shi?, s-v. baniih’d c his own Country, and fled to Rome , where endeavouring 
nijLs,t.2. t0 vindicate himfelfi he was rejected by Pope Damafu* , who refilled 
to fee him. Then lie came to Milan, where he found as cold enter¬ 
tainment from S. Ambrofe . Being thus difappointed in his hopes of 
Patronage from thefe two great men, he began to turn his Projects, 
and try what he could do at Court in procuring an Edift for his Re- 
ftitution ; which he efFefted by bribing and corrupting Macedonia. 
Mafter of the Offices (as he was called) a place of great Power and 
Authority about the Palace. S. Ambrofe opposd it we may be fure 
what lay in his power, for which Macedonia bore him a grudge ever 
trjH’in. it. a p ter> infomuch that when he came d one day to the Premium to 
r 8 * intercede with him on the behalf of another; Macedonia*, who had 

fome intimation of his coming, commanded the Gates to be fliut up 
againft him,fo that being denied all entrance,left this meffage for lum, 
tell him ( (aid he) the time will come, when he himfelf fliall fly to 
the Church, and (hall not be able to enter, though t he Doors be not 
fhut againft him. Which came to pafs after Gratians death, when a 
Warrant being font to feize him, he fled for Sanctuary to the Church, 
but could not find his way into it, although the Doors ftood wide 
open, and fo was apprehended. Nor was it all the contempt which 
great men at Court caft upon him, could difeourage him from im¬ 
proving his intereft there for all pious Offices, whereof one inftancc

cfpecially fliews both his Courage and his Charity. A Pagan Gen¬ 
tleman of fome Authority. had fpoken difparagingly ofthcEmpe- [I 

ror G rati an, as a Son unworthy of fo great a Father; for which he 
was arraign’d and condemn’d to dye. And being led forth to Execu¬ 
tion, S. Ambrofe pittying the man’s Cafe, went to Court to intercede 
for his life. The Emperor at that time was diverting himfelf with 
private Hunting in the Amphitheater, fo that he ftood for fome time 
amongft the Guards at the Gate. But none offering to go in and ac¬ 
quaint the Emperor, lie betook himfelf tothePoftem, whereat the 
wiki Beafts us’d to be let in, and crowding in along with the Keepers, 
went dire&ly to the Emperor, whom he never left folliciting, toge¬ 
ther with the Courtiers that were about him, till he had procur’d the 
mans Pardon, and lav’d his Life. 

IV. ANN. CCCLXXX 1 II, a great Revolution happened in the 
civil State. Maximus, a Spaniard by birth, fay fome, but a Brittain, 
fay others, (I conceive him of Spanifb Extract, but born in Brittain, 
deriving bis Pedigree from Conflantine the Great) had been Comman¬ 
der in Brittain, Colleague with Theodoftus. And finding his Compa¬ 
nion advanc’d to the Empire, and himfelf negle&ed, he made a Party 
in the Army, who proclaim’d him Emperor. Immediately he con¬ 
vey’d his Forces f over into prance and Germany , where, by the af- f s«:r. /. $. 
fi (lance of the barbarous People, he quickly fccur’d all thefe Weflern 
Parts to his Obedience. The news whereof arriving at Court, Gra- P . 720 . n#>r. 
um advanc’d with an Army to encounter him, and met him not far 
from Lyon; in France. Five fcveral dayes the fight continued more r j inu A" 

or Ids, till Grattan obferving a part of his Army to defert him, be- p. iso. q,a 

gan to retire with three hundred Horfe. But the other Party adding j^ /mr 
Treachery to Rebellion, ftuck at nothing to fecurc their Vi&ory. 

For Andraoathn!Maxima? s General of the Horfe, conveying himfelf 
into a clofe Horfe-litter, gave out, that the Emprefs was come thi¬ 
ther to her Husband. Gratian fufpetting nothing, pafs’d the Roan to 
meet her, and was no fooner come near, but Jndragathius fuddenly 

leapt out of the Litter, and ftab’d him. A Prince of great Virtues, 

and Angular Piety, but unhappily cut off in the very flower of his age. 

And now Maximus rag’d at pleafure, and having treated all thofeof 
Gratians Party that fell into his hands with exquifite cruelty, pre¬ 
par’d to march for Italy. To prevent which Valentinian difpatched 
S. Ambrofe upon an Embaffy to him, who by the gravity of hisPer- 
fon, the authority of his Office, his humble Addrefs, and eloquent 
Infinuations ftop’d his journey at that time, and kept him on the 
other fide the Alpes. A work of equal danger, difficulty, and fuc- 
cefs, conftderingthe Circumftances of affairs at that time; though 
Paulinas who was afterwards his Secretary,by a ftrange miftake con-* 
founds it with a fecond Embaffy fome years after. This year lie bu¬ 
ried his dear Brother Satyr us, a Perfon eminent for his Virtues, and 
Employments. He had lately been in Africk and Sicily , and though 
advis’d by his Friends not to return home, where all things were 
running headlong into extream confufion, he could not be perfwaded, 

. rclolving not to defert his Brother in fuch an evil time, arid impati¬ 
ent of delay, put himfelf on Board an old rotten Ship, which yet 
brought him fafe to fhoar, where Landing, he went home and died, 
tnuch about the time that his Brother was to take his journey for 

frame , 
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France, who bewail’d his death, and ddcrib’d liis virtues in a large 
and eloquent Oration e at his Funeral, comforting himlelf under 16 
levere a ftroke, witli the confideration, that he was taken away from 
the evil to come , and that his eyes did not fee thole Calamities and Dc- 
vacations that were begun clfewhere, and then hung diredlly over 
Italy.

A Copy of the Peti¬ 
tion fent him by the Emperor , Symmachus’^ Addrefs to the Emperor 
in behalf of Pagauifm and the Altar of VUtory, and S. Ambrole his 
excellent Reply to that Addrefs exemplified at Urge . Symmachus ac¬ 
cus'd to the Emperor. Another Petition of his in behalf of the Gentiles. 
Baniflj'd Rome, and why* His recantation , and re-admijjion into 
favour . 

I. r TT s H E Confulions that threatned the Roman Empire by the 
| death of Gratian , and the profperous Ufurpation of Maxi- 
rnusy who was attended with vad numbers of the barba¬ 
rous People, and the timorous nature of Valent ini an, a Prince young, 
and unexperienc’d in the World, and frighted at this time with the 
daily news of the Invafion of Italy , gave lome kind of new Life to 
declining Paganilin, the Gentiles at Rome hoping now to recover the 
abolifh’d Rites of their Religion. The Party was headed by (i 
Aurelius Symmachus , a Perfon of more than ordinary Note and Emi- 
nency, an admirable Scholar, expert Statefman, and the mod: accom- 
plifh’d Orator of that age ; he was fome years after made Confnl , 
and was at this time Provofi of Rome , but withal a great Bigot for 
Paganifin, naflionately addirted to the Gentile Rites. About two 
years fince ! ' an attempt had been made this way: Some few of the 
4 ‘ Senate alTuming to themfelves the name of the whole, had petiti¬ 
on’d the Emperor in behalf of their Religion, which when the red, 
who were Chridians underftood, they immediately publilh’d an An* 
ti-rcmonftrance , wherein they declar’d, that this liaa been done with¬ 
out either their Privity, or Confent, that they abfoluteiy dilown’d 
any Rich requeft, protefting both publickly and privately, they would 
never come to the Senate, if this was granted ; a Copy of which Re- 

monftrancc

^ol^rancc Pope Dam.tfns lent to Amkof. Bat finding now a more 
favourable lealon, it was again fet on foot, and Symmachus , as the 
moft confidcrable Perlon, imploy’d in the name of the Senate, to 
prefer a Petition and Remondrance to the Emperor, (for though /w 
forma it was inferib’d to all of them, yet was it prefented only to 
Yalentmian) to bcfeech them to re-fettle their ancient Religion. Par¬ 
ticularly that the Altar oi Victory (which Rood, as fome will have 
it, in the Capitol , but in truth was generally plac’d in the Senate- 
Houle, and being moveable, was carried to any place where the Se¬ 
nate aftemblcd, and had been more than once quite taken away by 
preceding Emperors) might be redor’d, the Salary heretofore allow’d 
to the Vejtal Virgins, (whole number at this time at Rome was (even, 
all pcrlons of noble and honourable Extract, who according to anci¬ 
ent ufage officiated in theWorlhip of the Gods for the publickfafe- 
ty and profpcrityof the City, as a Pagan Geographer 1 that wrote i y tt . 0 y. 
under Con[l an tins informs us) and lately taken from them, might be 
reftor’d, together with the Revenues in Land formerly bequeath’d tdtU 
to the Vejtal Collcdge, and that it might be lawful for any to bellow 
what Legacies he pleas’d upon them. A Caule which he dnliniN 
ated with great finoothnefs and fubtiltv, and manag’d with all the 
Advantages that could be given it by the Zeal of a Pagan, and the 
Eloquence of an Orator. No fooner did S. Ambroj'e. hear of this, 
but he wrote k to the Emperor Valent ini an to put a Hop to it, re- * npifl. xxx* 
predating to him, that as the Empire was under them, fothey ibid. 

** themlelves were accountable unto God, from whom they could 
“not expert Protertion and Security, unlefs they fincercly Wor- 
“ fiiip’d him the only true God, the lupreme Soveraign of the World, 

“and gave no way to Superdition and Idolatry; that his Majedy 
“ having 16 openly declared his devotion for the Chridian Religion, 

*• ’twas a wonder how any could hope to make ufc of his Authority 
« to edablilh the Gentile Rites, or his Exchequer to defray the Char- 
“ges of their Sacrifices, clpccially they who had never been (paring 
“of the blood of Chridians, who had pull’d down their Churches, 

“ and haddenyed them the common Liberty of teaching Children ; 

“ that the things they petition’d forbad been long fince taken away 
“ by the Edirts of former Emperors, and lately by his own Brother 
“ Gratian of famous memory, whole pious Conditutions he ought 
“ not to violate, and though they had been wanting herein, yet he 
“ himfelf ought to have done it, that he fliouId take care that no 
“ man Oiould impofe upon his tender unexperienc’d years, much Ids 
• “an Idolatrous Gentile $ great men were to be regarded, but God to 
“be preferred before all, whole Caufe here was neerly concern’d, 

“ and to whom to give precedence, could be no injury to any. Was 
“it fit that Chridians ihould be forc’d to come to the Senate,. and 
“take their Oaths before a prophanc impious Altar ? fhould this be 
“ allow’d in his Reign ? What was this but to acknowledg an Idol to 
“ bean Almighty Being? could men have the face to beg of him to 
“ command the Altar to be ererted,and tobear the Charge of their pro- 
,c phane Sacrifices ? A tiling not to be done without plain facriledge 
“ and impiety. That therefore he befought him not to fign any fuch 
“Warrant, and as a Bilhop conjur’d him by the Faith that he pro- 
“ fefs’d, wherein all the Bilhops had joyn’d with him, but that it 

“ was 
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<c was look’d upon as a thing incredible, that fuch a thing fliould ever 
“ have been mov’d in his Confiftory, or petition’d for by the Senate ; 
“ as indeed it was not, but only by afinall inconfiderable Party, that 
“ affum’d to thcmfelves that auguft venerable name, the far greater 

- number being Chriftians. Tnat he fliould do well herein to ad- 
“ vife with his Colleague and Parent the Emperor Theodofius, whom 
u in all other cafes he was wont to confult, and much more ought 
“ in this, no Caufe being greater and more important than that of 
“ Religion; that were it a matter of civil cognizance, he fliould leave 
li it to others to undertake, but being that of Religion, ’twas proper 
“ for him as a Bifliop to meddle in it; to which end he defired his 
<£ Majefty to fend him a Copy of the Petition, and he would return 
u a full anfwer to it, that fo his Colleague being perfectly inform’d 
“ of all things, might take order in the Cafe : That if heatted con- 
u trary to this Advice, they that were Bifliops muff: declare that they 
“ knew not how to bear with it; his Maiefty might come to Church, 
“ if he pleas’d, but he would either find there no Bifliop to minifter 

- to him, or one that would oppofe him, and let him know, that 

- the Church of God takes no gifts from him, that reftores and beau* 

- tifies Pagan Temples, that Chrifts Altar rcje&s his Offerings, who 

- ere&s Altars to Idols. What would he anfwer to his decealed 
° Brother, who muff needs repent that ever he made him a Co¬ 
-partner in the Empire, which by his care of Religion he nad left 

- fecure and firm, and by this means would receive a more fatal 
-Blow, than that deaths-wound that had been given him by his 
“ Enemies. Nay what would he anfwer his Father, whofe Piety 

- this courfe muff needs reproach, who could never have believ’d 
** fo great a wickednefs fliould be attempted, that Gentiles fliould 

- facrifice in that publick Court, that is, that Pagans fliould infult 

- and triumph, while Chriftians were by, and againft their wills 
€< forc’d to be prefent at thofe Heathen Solemnities. That therefore 

- he humbly befought his Majefty, that refle&ing how great an in- 

- jury the palling luch an Edi& would be firft to God, and then 

- both to his Fatnerand his Brother, he would take that courfe that 
Ci fhould appear to be moft acceptable to God, and moft advantage- 
w ous to himfelf. 

1 1 . Upon the receipt of this Letter Valentinian lent him a Copy of 
the Petition, which he thoroughly canvafsd, and fully anfwercd in 
every part. And becaufe perhaps it may be no unpleafant entertain¬ 
ment to the Reader to fee thefe two great Perfons entring the Lifts, 
and arguing the cafe at large, I fhall nere (though it be fomewhat 
prolix) prefent him both with Symmachus\ Addrefs, and S. Ambrofe 
his Reply ; intreating the learned Readers Pardon, if the Tranflation 
be not exactly to his mind, it being perhaps a far more difficult 
task, than at firft fight it may appear, fatisfa&orily to render ci¬ 
ther the one, or the other into Englifh . The Addrefs runs in this 
form 1 .

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To my Lords the Emperors, V alentinian, 
Theodosius, Arcadius; S y m m a- 
c h u s Pracfed of the City. 

A S foon as the moft iJlttftrious, and four ever loyal Senate, had taken 
cognizance, that the Vices of the times were fnbdued by the Laws, 
and the infamy of the paft ages expiated by the piety of our prefent Prin¬ 
ces, they , following fo good an Example, have thought ft to improve the 
prefent occaflon to exprejs their grief, and again to conftitute me the mef 
fenger and manager of their Complaints, who find themfelves denyed the 
priviledge of accefs to their venerable Prince by the arts of bad men, be¬ 
came they fort fee, that, when h'e knows their grievances, he will do them 
j tt fice . 1 therefore in a double Capacity, both us your Deputy do promote 
the publick good, and as the Envoy of the Citizens of Rome recommend 
their defires in this we are all agreed, becauje at length men are grown fo 
wife as not to effoufe the factions of Courtiers, when they manage their 
private Fewds. For to be re (be fled, to be honour'd, to be lov'd is a more 
welcome piece of Grandeur, than to be an Emperor ; for who can endure, 
that private quarrelsfhould objlrutf the happinefs of the Commonwealth? 
The Senate juftly profecutes thofe men , who prefer the fatUfactions of their 
own Ambition before the reputation of their Prince ; while it is the Em¬ 
ployment of our time, and indnftry to be a guard, and Jecurity to your Cle¬ 
mency. For when we keep, and defend the Confutations of our Progeni¬ 
tors, the Laws, and Sanfhons, and as it were the fate of our Country, 
what do we, but advance the glory of the Times ? Which is never greater, 
than when you, that are concern'd, think nothing lawful, that thwarts the 
prattifes of your forefathers. 

And to that end we humbly requefl that fate of Religion may be reftord 
to ns, which for fo many ages hath been beneficial to the Re pub lick and 
certainly if we reckon up the Princes of either perfwaflon, we fhall find that 
your immediate predeceffor was no Enemy to thofe njages, but he, who went 
before him, a great admirer, and obferver of the. Rites, we plead for \ if 
therefore the piety of the ancient Emperors be infnfficient to make an Ex¬ 
ample, let the fmooth, and artificial carriage of thofe, who immediately pre¬ 
ceded you, incline you. Who is there fo much a Friend to the Barbarians, 
as not to complain of the lofs of the Altar ofW i&ory ? We are cautious 
with re (fell to Poflerity, and are willing to avoid whatever wears the 
portraiture of ill-luck ; lit us therefore, if we dejfife the Deity, at leaf 
pay reffetf to the name, for your Mayflies are already much , and for the 
future will be more indebted to Vitlory. Let thofe flight this Deity, who 
have never experimented its favours, but 1 could wijb, that you would 
not defert a Patronage, that hath been fo inftrumental to the magnifying 
of your Triumphs. Every man is a votary to that Goddefs j for no mati 
can deny, but that which he profeffes to pray for, ought to be honour'd; 
But if the fatal Omen will not affright you, yet at leaf the Altar aught to 
be left untouch'd, as an Ornament of the SemU-boufe, and let me beg you, 
that what Religion we were brought up in when we were boy s, we ?nay , now 
we ire old, leave to our poflerity. Cnflorn is a fecond nature, and w6 
cannot but love what has been bred up with t:Si

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Ton fee, that the dtfignof the Augufi Emperor Conftantius, and that 
deferved/y, prov'd abortive, and all jud, Patterns arc to be avoided by 
y 'm which yon find by experience to be of no long, continuance By tins 
means we contrive a'way how to eternize poor lame, and Mayfly that 

Pofhr/ty may find nothing in yonr management of Affairs fit to be reform d, 
VI his Altar being taken maj] where full we. /wear to cbfirveyour Laws 
and Statutes ? What Notion of Religion /bait affright the profligate from 
Pin toy ? It is true, God is every where, and the perfidious II fetch can he 
in no ihctffife, hut yet the awe of a Deity pre/ent with us w fitch a place, 
is a niiohty inflrumiut to deter men from vice. I hat one Altar prefer j, 
the,A People in Vnity i that one Altar keeps every private Per/m 
from breach of truft, nor does any thing give greater author,ly and reve¬ 
rence to our Decree,, than that they are made by Senators worn a, thefe 
Altars. Shall therefore the Habitation of the boa, be prof an d by Penu¬ 
ries? And will oar tnofl venerable Princes think this a likely and probable 
Courfi, who are them/elves fi cur’d in their Per(bus and Government by the 

Oaths of their Subjects I . . 

But you will objed, themojl Align ft Emperor Conftantius did the fame. 
Let ns rather imitate the reft of the actions of that Prince, who wernld 
never have adventured on fich an attempt, had any of bis l redccejjars 
fo miftook the rneafares of Government \for the mifeamages of firmer I mi¬ 
ce, are Uffons of Correction to their Snccefjors, and that man eafi/y amend,, 
who is warn d by the ill Example of thofi that went before him. It hap. 
ned, that that Prince, yonr Majcflies Prediceffor, in attempting fo great 
an innovation, was not aware of the envy and difcontent that attended the 
Mi ion. But will that defence ferve yonr tarn, f we wilfully imitate, 
what we remember hath been formerly dfallow d ? Let your Maflfiles tale 
Patterns from the other actions of that Prince, which are fitter to be tram 
fink'd : he took away nothingfrom the priviledges of the Veftal I "gmt, 
he confer'd the Revenues of the Prieflhood on the Nobility, and out of the 
Exche que r allowed the Expenses of the Sacrifices, and other Religious Ob- 
fervances, and being attended in Pomp by the Senate through all Hit 
Streets of that immortal City, caft bis eyes p/eafantly on the Temples,read 
the names of the gods, to whom they were dedicated, written over then 
gate,, made inquiry into the Original of the Buildings, and admired the 
piety of the Founders. And whereas himfelf was of another perfmfion, 
yet he was never willing to abolifh, and extirpate His that was the Reli¬ 
gion of the Empire ; fir every man hath his peculiar Rifes, and Modes 
of Worfbip. The fipreme Divinity that governs the World, hasajfign- 
ed fever al tutelar Guardians to every City: For as every man ath,sJwJt 
conception has a diftinft Soulfo has every Nation a particular genius allot¬ 
ted to it. To thefe conftderations we may add alfo the advantage of tlieje 
Rites, which does efpeciaUy recommend thefe Deities to menfor whereas 
all the Renton that afferts a Divinity, is in a great meafure in the dart, 
whence can we better derive our kmwledg of the Gods, than from the re¬ 
membrance and in fiances of our former Proffer,tyf Now tf Antiquity it 
Efficient to render Religion venerable to us, we ought to preferve that 1 am, 
which hath continued for fi many ages, and to follow our I Are,,ts '^ 
herein happily trod in the fleps of their Progenitors Let us imagine Rome 
it [elf now pre fan, and thus pleading herCaufe before them. 
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“ 0 you be ft of Princes, you Fathers of your Country, reverence my gray 
“ hurt, which the Rites of Religion have brought me to, and grant, that 
“ l may ferve Heaven with the formerly-eftabhfij d Ceremonies, for I do 
«. not repent me of them. Let me live according to my ancient Ufloms, 

“ being a free City. Twits this way of Worfbip brought all the ««- 

a dtr iy Laws, thefe Rites kept Hannibal from my Walls, andrepdl dthe 
“ Gauls from the Capitol ; and have I been heretofore fo often refined 
» that I may, now 1 am grown old, be handled with Seventy? Shall I fee 
« what new inftit.ution this is ? Sure I am to reclaimed age, is an unjea- 
“ finable, fruitlefs, and di/bonourable undertaking. Me therefore beg your 
“ leave, and in that, [ecurity for our Countrey Gods, and for our private 
“ Deities. It is but juft, that that Divinity which all men adore, jhould 
“ be efteemed but one. We cafl our eyes on the fame Stars, the Fleaven 
“ is in common, and the fame World inclofis as. M'hat matters it, by 
« „hat methods men make enquiry after truth ? One Path does not lead to 

"ti *-*Tr - 

too much lei fare. M'e now tender you our Petitions, we do not Mute, or 
rrmtend Confider what great Benefit has accrued to your Exchequer, by 
taking away the Priviledges and Revenues of the Veftal Virgins . Our 
mofi liberal, and munificent Emperors deny that, which the moftfrugal, 
Jd parcimonious freely gave-, and which the Veftals regard only as t,s 
an honourable J,Upend and recompense of their Chaftity. _ tor as their I ail 
is an Ornament to their heads, fo itts oneof the Inllgma of their Prtefl- 
hood that they are exempted from all fort of Offices, it ts but the bare name 
of freedom from Impofitions, which they defire, for them 1 overly fecures 
them from all great Payments. But perhaps it may be Jaid, thofi men 
advance their Reputation, that leffeii their Revenue, bccaufi thofi Virgins, 
wk Have dedicatedthemfdvcs forthe pMckfifetygumm Mert,s,what 
they lofe in their Revenues. But let finch Methods of filling your Coffer, 
never be pralfifed, the Treafnry of good Princes K not to be augmented 
by the Ruins of the Priefls, but by the Spoils of their Enemies - and wifi 
tie greate ft gain make Comfenfitionfor the envy which will attend you . 

But bccaufi Covetoufnefs is a Vice, with which you are unacquainted, 
this makes their Cafe the more deplorable, who have loft their firmer 
fMfence. For whatever is alienated under thofi l rimes, w>o >av 

quer'd the love of Riches, and hate Rapine and Extortion, only turns to 
]he detriment of him who is the loofir, but gratifies no appetite of linn, 
that feizes it : The Lands, which were given by the Will of your dying 
Progenitors to the Veftals and their Officers, arenow detain'dby your Ex¬ 
chequer • but let me be feed, you, 0 you Min,filers of Juftice, thatyour 
City may enjoy the private Legacies bequeathed to holy ufes. Let men fe- 
curety make their lift Wits, and be affur'd they have not ^ deal with Co- 
vetous Princes, but fuel, who will rati fie what they have bequeath d. De- 
lT lUfied, you,,o make the World thus happy Tinsone Example 
mates orett difqukts to all dying Perfons ; doth the Religion of tk Ro- 
mans' not come under the Protection of the Roman Laws ? By what name 
(halt we call the alienation of the /acred Patrimony, which no Lan, no Ac¬ 
cident ever made liable to Confifiation. Freed-mai receive Legacies nay 
ServaZ are not denyed the Priviledge of having what ,s be queath d 
them by Will, only the noble Virgins, and the Attendants on tin fit - 

warns, upon which the fate of the Empire does fo much expend, 
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out of their Eft.lies, which have devolv’d on them by Inheritance. To 
whkt purpofi is ittovoiv Virginity for thefafety of the Rtf Mick, and to 
call in the a/Jtftiwces of Heaven to eternizeyoilr Empire, to tiffijl your Ar¬ 
mies, and to fecond your 'l 'roops with itnfeen, but friendly Eotvers, and 
to make ardent and e-ffefhal Prayers for the fafety of all your Subic# s, and 
at the. fame time to 'l)e denyed thdfc common Privi/edges which belong to 
them, equally with the reft of your People. It is better at this rate to fine 
men than the Gods. We injure the. Commonwealth, which never yet got 
any thine by bcin i> ingrateftil. Let no man think, 1 urn now only an Ad¬ 
vocate for the Caufe of Religion ; fuck attempts as the e have been the 
Source and Original of all the Calamities, that hnve bef alien the World. 

Our Parents teftificd the honour they had for the Veftal Virgins, and 
the Pricfis of the gods by making Laws for their competent maintenance, 
and honejt Privi/edgesand this donation continued in its integrity, till 
the dayes of our degenerate Bankers, who have converted the Revenues Of 
(acred Chattily into a ftipend for the vileft Porters. A fail prefently at¬ 
tended with a publick Eamine, and all the Provinces were decciv d in that 
expectations of a plentiful Harveft ; the fault wets min the Earth, nor 
do we charge 'it upon the Stars; noruft did eat it, nor was tt ebook dmth 
Darnel, ft Was the Sacriledge tbattvas then committed, that made the 
year barren ; for Who could expell to have Bread, when the Religions were 
robb’d of their dues ? Verily if there be any other Example of a like C». 
lumity , let ns impute their grfitt .Fitminc only to ch/tncc, or to the various 
fatfons of the year ; a dry ivindwas the can/e 6f this barrenmfs ; anfom 
mtn live upon the buds of Trees, and thepoorer fort df Boors arc again 
forc'd to eat Acorns; did our forefathers ever lye under futh aftomjbtng 
Tudgmcnts, when the Miniflers of Religion )vere 'maintained by an honour- 
able allowance out of the pnblitk Treafiry ? When were men fond to 
(hake the Oak for meat, or to frftain the/nfelveswith the roots of Herbs f 
When ever happemdit , that the wants ofone-place were unfitppljed by the 
plenty of another as long as the Corn was in common dlflribtlted to the 
■ People, and to the facrcd Virgins ; for the'provi (ions *made for the Briefs 
were a primary Canfe of the fertility of the Countrey, and it was'rather 
a kindnefs done to your Land , than a piece of 'Charity to the holy men. 
Do you make any doubt, whether that was anciently given to .procure ([Ge¬ 
neral plenty, the taking away of which theprefent fcarcity has fuffictently 

reveng'd ? , 

But feme men ?nay fay, there is no reafon , that the Expences of another 
Religion floonld be bornby the publick ; letfuch a determination never find 
a place in the minds of our excellent Princes, that what was given to a fete 
Perfons to hold in common, fljould be accounted as if it belong'd to the 
publick Revenue ; for whereas the whole Commonwealth does confift of fwgle 
Perfons, whatever proceeds from the Republick, becomes prefently the Pro¬ 
priety of Individuals, Ton, we acknowledg, fuperintend, and governed 
things ', but withal, yon are the keepers of every man's Liberties, and lu¬ 
ll ice f ways more with you, than ihfolent Licentioufnefs. Do but conjult 
your own munificent thoughts, whether they canefteem thofe things to be* 
long to the Publick, which yon have already appropriated to other ufs. 
Whatever Profits have been once devoted to the honour of the City, ceaje 
from thenceforwards to belong to the donors, and what was in its Origmd 
a largefs, by cufiom and time becomes a debt. 

That 
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That man therefore attempts to fill your /acred mind with a vam fear, 
who affirms, that you are confcious 'of being acceffory, and confenting to the 
Donation, unlefs you incur the Envy of cancelling fitch grants. May all 
the unknown Tutelary Deities of all Sells and Opinions be favourable to 
your Clemency ; but above all, may thofe Powers which were fo propitious 
to your Anceftors, become your Guardians, may they defend you, and yon 
adore them. We intercede for no other Religion, but that which fecur d 
the Empire to your Majefty's facred Eather, which gave that fortunate 
Prince a legitimate Iffne to fucked him ; that bleffcd Prince looks down from 
Heaven, and beholds the tears of the. Priefts, and looks upon the breach of 
their Prtviledges, which he kept inviolable, as an affront put on himjelf, 
Jfford alfo this affifiance to your Brother of bleffed memory, as to rccli/ie 
JU he did by other mens Councils rather than his own J and conceal that 
allion of his, which he was ignorant was fo diftleafing to the Senate ; for 
it appears now, that therefore the Ambajfadors we font were debarr d Ins 
prefence, left the publick determination might come to hts knowledge It 
is for the honour of the paft tranfallions, that you make no fcruple to a- 
bolifij that, which we will make appear, was no all of that Princes, 

III Such was the Plea, which this man of Policy and Eloquence 
made for his Religion ; and ’twas the belt the Caufe would bear. 
Whercunto S. Amhrofe, much advantag d by the goodnels ot Ihs 
Caufe, return'd this following Anfwer. 

Ambros e BiChop to the moftbleffcd Prince, and 
maft Gracipus 'Emperor V a l e n t i n i a n the 
Auguft. 

W Hercas the moft excellent Governor of the City, Symmachus, 
both mode on Addrefi to your Majefiy, th.it the Altnr, winch hath 
ken remov'd from the Roman Senatehoufi, might he re/lord to itspn- 
(tine place and honour, and you, 0 Emperor, though of green years, yet of 
tray-Lded Piety have disprov'd the Requeftof ' the Gentiles; tn the 
lame moment, that I heard of the Petition, 1 offer'd this Antt-remon- 

firance, in which although I have taken can to infirt whatever might he 
neceffaryto anfwer bis Suggeftions, yet I demanded a Copy of Ins Narra- 
,J ; / do therefore in this Difcourfi anfwer alltheRcafons of his Relati¬ 
on not out of any diftruft of your Conflancy tn the Tilth, but out of a 
provident Caution, and a flrong Perfwafton, that you. will impartially ex¬ 
amine the merits of the Caufe, prefixing to beg tins one favour of your 
Majeh, that you would pafs your Judgment not according to the flour,(b 
and eloquence of the Expreffions,but the weight and moment ofthcArgu- 

mnts: Fertile Tongue of the wife and learned man (jts holy Wnt in¬ 
forms us) is as choice Gold, which being enamel d wit If theOrnaments of 
Difcourfi, and emhe/ijh'dwith the beautiful ftru ft,ires of Eloquence, a,Jo 
many pleaflne. and well-mixt colours tn a 1 P,flute, by theft-methods charms 
the Eyes, and fo makes an entry into the mind, and by■ fuel, reprefentatt¬ 
orn engages the Paf/Emsjntthe Gold, If you narrowlyM,, though 
in its extrinfick value it be Money, in its intnnpck ts Tut Metal. Exa¬ 
mine, I hefieebyou, and canvafs the Religion of the Gentiles ; they hoafl 
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of miners ofi treat value and. excellence, but in truth they defend what is 
enfeebled, and worn out with old age, and incapable to prove truth onus 
fide ; they talk of God, but they adore Idols 

Three thineS the mofi excellent Trefoil of the City huh made ufe of in 
his Relation, upon which he lays the great eft ftnfis of his Defence ; that 
Rome, as he firs, is an humble fnppliant for the retrival of her ancient 
Rites, that it is inin/licc to alienate the Patrimony of the l nejls, and 
the Vcftal Virtins ; and that when the attempt was math-, there hapned a 
oeneral Famine. In the firft Proportion the Venerable Metropolis of the 
Empire, is introduc'd, cover'd with tears, and expref/mg her griefs in a 
vajjionatc and perfvaftvc Oration, requiring the Reparation, as he makes 
‘her (licak of her prifline Ceremonies, for that this was the Rdigton that 
c xpdPd Hannibal from the Walls, and recovered the Capitol out of the 
hands of the Gauls. By which method of reafomng, while be fir, ves to 
mat ni lie the puiffance of the Gentile Deities, he betrays then tmpomcr, 
did not Hannibal a longtime tnfult, and trample on the Ro '™" R ""> 
and Ms pur gods fought agatnft him, did he notjofuccefsfullypurfut 
Victory/ that he encamp’d his triumphant Army unan the very H alls of 
the Pity. Why did they fuffer them/, Ives to be Refuged, for whom then 
gods took up Arms? As for the Gauls to wbat jttrpoje is it to freak of 
them, whom the flattered relicks of the Romm tones bad never been a- 
bit to have oppos’d, had not their Enemies been betrayed by the notfe of the 
affrighted Geefc? See what Guardians are deputed to the Charge and ju- 
it ion of the Roman Temples. Where was yourodor d Jupiter at that 
time ? Was it he who in the flape of a Goofe called Manlius to the refine 
of the Capitol? but why fljould I deny, that,he Heathen Riteshavegtvei, 
a//,fiance to the Roman Arms ? For even Hannibal himfilf mrjhsp A the 
fame mock-Deities. Let them therefore chooje which they will own, if the 
Heathen Ceremonies were triumphant sn the Roman Conqutft, they were 
overcome and baffled in the Carthaginians ; tf the men of .Carthage 
the affitlamc of their gods got the Victory, what advantages dad the Inhabi¬ 
tants of the Roman Empire receive from the fame tuition . Let therefore 
that invidious Complaint of the Roman People be fit fled, thatgreatLtty 
never iffued out any fuchCommiffton', but with greater reafon addrejjts l 
felf to her Children in afar different harangue. 

1 << To what pur tide do you tire me with your multtflyed Sacrifices, amt 

“ dye me with the blood of the innocent Herd? The Trophies and Signs of 
“ Victory are not legible in the Fibres of a Bcaft, but in the courages of 
“ the Militia ; I a fed other methods of IVfapltne, when 
“ for the conqueft of the World. It was the valour'of Camillus that A- 
“fluted that triumphant Army,which had taken poffcfflon of your Walls amt 
“ the Fortifications of the Capitol, and rctrtved thofe Standards which the 
“ Gods themfilves could not defend, and thofe whom Religion was too weak 
“ to affright, his bravery def rayed. Why fbould I remark the atchtev- 
“ mints of Attilius Regulus, who conquer d for the Romaus \by dp”fJ 
“ them? Scipio Africanus wonhis glory not by lying proftrate before them- 
“ tars in the Capitol, but by charging the Troops of Hannibal, W reaping 
“ Triumphs with his Sword. Tell me not that theft were the obfiroycu 
“ of the Anticnts, 1 hate thofe Ceremonies that were ufedby We Nero . 
« Why fbould I mention thofe Emperors whofi Reign was of no longerdm- 
“ thn than a month or two, and whofi Funerals irn. 

“ alfnming the Royal Purple ? Or is that a new thing, that the Barb ,f “ 
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“ h ive deferred their own Habitations to make Irruptions into the Roman 
“ Territories ? Were thofe Emperors Chriftians, when by an twparallel'd 
a Mi ft rable example, the Father wore Chains in Perfia, while his Son 
*t trampled on the Liberties of the Senate and People, and gave mankind a 
11 Specimen, that the promijis of Victory which the Augurs made them, 

“ were vain arid fallacious ? Was there not at that time an Altar of Victory*. 

“ lam album d of my former failings, and not with [landing my gray hairs, 

« thfe Reflections cover me with blnfhes. I am not troubled to be with th ■ 

“ rift (f the World, a convert in my old Age, and the reafou is, becanfe 
“ it is never too lute to be wife, and to be good. Let thofe aged Ptrfvns 
11 blufh, who are pajt the hopes of amendment. 7 1 is not length of years, 
o pidy 0 f manners that gives an honourable Character ; nor is it a dif 
“grace to change at any time for the better. In this only was my conditi¬ 
on like that of the Barbarians, that I had no knowledge of the true 
“ Gyd. 

The manner of your Sacrifice, is to be fprinkled with the blood offtattgh- 
tend Cat tel; and is it reafonable to expect the Oracles of the living God 
from the entrails of a dead Beaft ? Come and learn on Earth the praflice of 
an heavenly Warfare, we reftde in this World, but there is the Scene of 
our engagements. Let me learn the Myfteries of Heaven from that God, 
who made me, not from man, who cannot give a rational account of him¬ 
filf j who can give an account of God better than him felf? And how fbould 
I credit you, who confefs your /elves, that yon underfland not what yon 
adore ? For, fays he, one days Journey will never bring a man to the ac- 
p.On tame of fnch grand Myfteries ; but what you are ignorant?/ that we 
uhd rfhind by divine Revelation ; and what you feck for by conjeflures and 
guejfs, that wc are ajfured of by the Wifdom and Veracity of our God. 

)f, ./• fi tfnn^s therefore there is no agreement between yon and us. Ton 
are fnppliants to the Emperors, that they would be favourable to your Gods, 
but we are Petitioners to the Son of God, that he would be propitious to the 
Emperor ; you firfi make, a God, and then adore it, but we think it a great 
injury to the Deity to imagine, that that rrnft be accounted a God, which 
owes its bein ^ to a man. God is not willing to be worjbip 7 d in Images cut 
in flone ; nay your very Philofophers make a /port of fnch ridiculous obfer- 
vances. But if yon therefore deny Chrift to be God,becanfe you cannot believe 
that God could dye ( for yon are ignorant that it was only his humane Nature 
that f ll under the Power of the Grave, while his Dignity was exempted, 
which hath now re/cued alibis Followers that believe in him from death) who 
can betray more imprudence than you, who when yon pay your Devotions , 
affront the Deity, and derogate from his worthwhile you pretend to treat him 
with honor, as you do in 'making a Block your God, and paying divine 
Honors to ir, a mofi difgr aceful piece of worjhip. , And while yon ref ufe to 
believe that Chrift could dye, do you not by this very obftinacy do honor to 
him ? 

But the antient Altars (as he goes on) ought to be rcftor 7 d to the 
Images, the ornaments to the Temples. Let them tender fuel) a Petition 
to an Heathen Prince, a Chrifiian Emperor knows no honor due to any but 
the Altar of Chrift Jefus. Why do they compel the hands and months of 
buly men to adminifier to the promotion of their facrilegiom Defigns ? Let 
the Tongue, of our Prince be employed in re-founding the Praifes of his Sa¬ 
viour, wd celebrate, him only , whofe goodnefs he experiments, becanfe the 
heart of the King is in the hand of God. Did ever any of the Hea¬ 
then 
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then Emperors ereft-an Altar to Chrift ? While therefore they Petition 
for the Reftoration of what was formerly theirs , they give the C hr if i an 
Emperors an encouragement by their example to conftder, what deference 
they on fit to pay to the Religion, which they profifs, while the Gentiles 
poftpone all things to their Superftition. While we have begun, let us go 
on; we {being excluded) glory in our Sufferings, they are troubled at their 
Ioffes, and what they account an injury, we reckon among our Trophies; 
thy never did us or eater honors or favors, than when they pa ft their Edith, 
that all the Servants of Chrift fljouldbe fcourg'd, fhouldbe ban iff dffjould 
be martyr'd; what their infidelity thought a puniffment, that Religion 
turn'd into a bleffwg ; view thoje men of invincible courage, and 
you'll find our belief has been encr eas'd and propagated by Injuries , Pc- 
verty\ and death it feIf while they are perfvaded, that unlefs their Reli¬ 
gion be maintained by the publicly it can no longer continue in being, 

Let /ayes he, the Vellal Virgins enjoy their Immunities, Let thofe 
difeourfe 'at that rate, who cannot be convinc d, that Virginity may be pre- 
ferved without a recompetce to incourage the undertaking, let thoje give 
Money to maintain Chaftity , who diftruft the ft re ngth of their Virtue . And 
yet what is the number of thoje Virgins, who are thus hired to maintain 
their Purity? When you reckon all that are admitted Vefials, yon can 
fcarce find feven who have taken the Vows upon them ; and yet thefe are 
the multitude of Votaries, who are known to be of this Society by the pecu¬ 
liar drefs of their heads, by thepompoufnefs of their Purple Robes , by their 
numerous attendants on each fide of their Chaires, by their great Privi- 
ledges, and their rich Revenues, and by a fet number of years, which they 
are obliged to confecrate. to Virginity; let them but ferioufty contemplate , 
and look on our Prof effort, they may fee aH Ages, Sexes, and Qualities in 
love with Modefty, Chaftity, and Virginity; the curiusfillet tings of their 
hair is far from being an ornament of their heads, let them put on a conrje 
Vail, that may become famous by its ferviceablenefs to the interefts of Cha¬ 
ftity; a Virgin is then be ft adorn'd, not when {he ft rives to augment, but 
when ftje flights the charms of her beauty, 9 tis not the richnefs of their Pur¬ 
ple, nor the delicacies of Luxury, but frequent Raftings, and continued 
Mortifications, that give a lift re to their performances, not their Privi- 
ledges, not their Revenues ; to conclude , all the Pr all ices of our Virgins 
arc fitch, that yon would think the dvfign of advancing Chaftity is rather 
hindered and n ftrained, while the Duties of it are exercifed; but on the 
contrary, while the Offices of Chaftity are performed, the ftudy of it is pro¬ 
moted ] for Chaftity is truly advanc'd by that, which to you feerns to de- 
ftroy it. She is not a Virgin, who is fivayd by profit, not by the Dictates 
of Virtue to be fo, nor is that true purity, which rnuft be purchas'd for fuel) 
or fich a time, by thofe that wilt offer rnoft to maintain it. The firft 
Virtory that true Chaftity makes, is to fibduc the love of Money, for covet- 
oufnefs is the greateft Enemy to, and rnoft potent fnpplanter of modefty. 

But let us take it for granted, that the Virgins ought to be maintained 
at the charge of the Publick ; how fljall the C hr ift ian Votaries be taken care 
of, what Exchequer fljall be fnfficient to provide for them ? Or if they an- 
fiver, that thefe endowments are the peculiar Patrimony of the Veftals, are 
they not afharnd, who ufirp'd the whole income under the Heathen Em¬ 
perors, not tb permit ns to be fljarers with them under thofe who are Chri- 
ft tans ? They alfo make complaints that the Erie fts, and other Officers of 
Religion are not provided for at the publick Charge, and want that Alimony 

which 
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which is their due ; and upon this fnbjeTl what a noife, what a multitude of 
complaints difturh our cars ? While on the contrary by fame late made Laws, 
the Religions among us are .denied the privi ledge of being infeoff din pri¬ 
vate Patrimonies,' and no wan complains , for we never reckon fitch things 
as injuries, becanfe we are never troubled at our lofis. If any man, being 
\ Pricft, plead his privi ledge, thereby to be exempt from ficular Offices, 
k mu ft upon that account renounce his whole Eft ate, both what was deriv'd 
to him from his Anceftors , and what w.u the produti of his own in- 



Had the Gentiles fitch an occafton of complaint, with what aggravations 
would they inveigh againft it, that a* Pricft could not pur chafe the Privacy 
and Exemptions of his Miniftry with lefs than the lofs of his whole Patri¬ 
mony nor maintain his commerce with Heaven, without the forfeiture of 
bis'earthly Poffjfmns, while, he that watches and prayes for the publick 
Suf'ty, m ft embrace domeftick Poverty as his recompcnce , comfort bin* 
ftlf with the Confidence of having gotten praife, but done nothing that 
Jjoht proftitute the honour of his Miniftry ? And now compare the cafes, 
you are willing toexcu fe civil Officers, but the Church fljall have no power 
tocxcufe a Pricft-, The Officers of the Heathen Temples are not denied 
the benefit of laft Wills and left aments, the rnoft prop hane, the moft pro- 
flioate, and the vile ft of men are allowed that priviledge, only the Clergy 
are exempted from having a fljare in that common right, who are the only 
men that intercede with Heaven by their Supplications for the common good, 
and by all their actions promote it. They are made uncap able of Legacies 
and Donatives, even of rich and charitable Matrons; and whereas they 
lye under no impeachment againft their manners, their very office and em¬ 
ployment is enough to fubjell them to this punifljment; if a Chriftian Wid- 
Ww fljonld bequeath any thing to a Heathen Temple, that conveyance ftands 
<>ood in Law; but if (be gives a Legacy to the Minifters of the true God, 
Vw void and of no effort, which 1 mention not to vent my paffion againft 
the Law, but that they may know, though we have catfie, yet we make no 
complaints , for I had rather our Revenues (honld be. diminifljed, than our re- 
fbelt. But it is objected, that whatever has been given, or bequeath'd to 
the Church, hath not been violated ; and let themfelves tell us, whoever 
robbed and took away fitch endowments from their Temples, when yet the 
Chriftian Church hath been a fi/fftrer in that kind, •And if fich things 
had been done to the Gentiles, it had been rather a requital of an old, than 
a doing of a new injury ; and do they now at length complain of their hard 
ufage, and demand Equity ? Where was this Equity then, when the poor 
Chriftians after they were fir ip'd of their Eftates, were denied alfo the very 
priviledge of Life, and by a piece of nnprartifed barbarity, were debard the 
benefit of Sepulture,which was every man's birthright? While thofe whom the 
Gentiles tumbled headlong into the Sea,the Waves more kind than their Per¬ 
fect tors, brought back again tothe fljore in order to their Interment. And this 
alfo is anew Pillory of our Faith,that they themfelves now condemn thofe in¬ 
humane Art ions of their Anceftors : and (witbfbame to them be itfpoken) 
what reafon is there that they ftjonld beg the continuance of their Offices, 
whofe artions they condemn. And yet after all, no man ever yet denied the 

Temples their Offerings, or the Pricfts their Legacies; their Lands only 
are taken away from them, becanfe what they held by the title of Religion, 
they nfed only to irreligious purpofes. They who plead our example for en¬ 

joying fich Eftates, why do they not alfo difpofe of them to fitch good ends 
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ns we do ? The Church hath no Patrimony but her Faith, that is her Rem , 
that her Income ; the Lands of the Church are the Poffef/tons of the I oor. 

Let them tell me what Captives were ever redeem’d, what Hofpitals main¬ 
tain’d, what Exiles provided for by the Incomes of the 7 emples ? 7 he 
EJlate is taken from them, but put to the right oft. Behold this is the 
Crime, this the SacrHedge which Heaven is /'aid to be angry for, and no¬ 
thin? lifts than a publick Famine can expiate, becaufte whatever ftrv’d to 
advance the intenfts oft the Pritfts, was the caufte oft general advantages to 

t,)L For°this reafton, fay they, did the Lmgnifljing multitude rend the jhrnbs, 
and then fuck the juice oft them ; and being forc’d from their better food, 
were made fellow-Cornmoners with the Herd, neceftity compelling them to 
feed on Acorns', ft range Prodigies for [both, and/itch as never happened 
while the World was enflxv'd to the Gentile Superftition; whereas in 
truth Ion <> before this the covetous Husbandman hath been deceiv’d of his 
hopes, and his expectations have been blafted like the Corn, on which he 
depended; and how came it to pafts, that the Oaks were accounted Oracular 
avion? the Greeks, but becaufe in thofe dayes they loot?don it as an extra¬ 
ordinary favor of the Gods, to divert them to the life oft ftich meat as grew 
in the Woods ? for even ftich things do they reckon among the largeffes of 
their Gods. Who but the Gentiles ever worfhip’d the Oaks ^ Do clonal 
Grove, while they upon ftich furry Food were content to beftow the name of 
the holy Grove ? Its not therefore likely, that their angry Gods did inflict 
that as a punifbmcnt, which the fame Gods formerly were accounted to bc- 
flow as their peculiar favours ', ‘and what Juftice k there, that they out of 
reftentment of the injuries done to a few Pritfts who had lojt their lively- 
bool, flrn/d Uh a M a^ninfi nil m.wkmd, mi finite tkm with » Ft- 

mine-, mhy jbouli their revenge k more rigorous tkw tbt Crime? 'Ik 
provocation therefore was not great enough to m.tU' (he whole Worldum 
eafic, by deceiving it of its hopes in annihilating th- hippy Prftages oft a 
plentiful Harvcft. And in truth long before this had the Gentile Tem¬ 
ples loll t he ir Privi ledges through nut- the IV'rid, and was it never in the 
thoughts of the Gods to revenue the affronts put up^n them till now ? was 
it for this caufte, that the Nile did no* fvell according to its wonted cor,ft? 
was it to revenge the Ioffes oft the Roman Priefts, when it never did Jo, 
to vindicate the Caufte of its own Priefts at hue, who yet were involud 
in the fame Calamities'? But let its take it for granted, that the Lift year 
the gods appeared to their own Vindication, how comes it to pafts that this 
year they are fto impotent and cifptcable ? for now the Boars are not neefft- 
tated to feed on the Roots of Herbs, nor are their great eft Dainties Ber¬ 
ries,*d>" the Fruits that grow on Thorns, but being happy beyond expecta¬ 
tion, they admire the plenty oft their I hrvt ft s, and with this yaws extra¬ 
ordinary increaf, make. Compenfat ion for the Lift years Faffing; thus has 
the earth paid what /he owed us with Inter eft. 

What man therefore is f) unacquainted with the accidents of humane Life, 
to be aftonifi’d at the difference oft Seaftons in point oft Fertility ? yet oven 
the laft year in more than a few Provinces the Crop was abundant; what, 
/ball I mention France more fruitful than uftual, Pannonia /old the Sur- 
plufttge oft their Corn , which was left after tiny had /own their ground, and 
the Country of the. Grilons in point oft plenty became the. envy of her neigh¬ 
bors, fer whereas heretofore it w.ts fee tir’d and fenc'd from in-roads by iti 
barrenmfts, now by its wonderful Fertility it gave occa/ton to its enemies to 

invade 
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invade it; and all Liguria and the Country of the Venetians lived upon 
the income of that Harvcft ; it was not therefore Sacriledge, that blafted 
the former year, nor Religion that cau/ed every thing the next year go flour ft; 
tiny may alfto deny, that the Vineyards were profteroits, whereas we know, 
that the Vintage made us happy with an extraordinary incrcafte, oft which 
we reap the advantages. 

The laft, and moft cogent Argument is yet le ft for a referve, whether 
you, 0 Emperor, are not bound in Honour and Conftcience to reftore thofe 
Endowments, which have prov’d fto beneficial to four /elves ; for, lays lie, 
let the gods be your Guardians, and let its have the liberty to adore them. 

This is that, 6 moft Chriftian Princes, which we cannot endure, becaufte 
tiny upbraid-us with the Sacrifices they offer to their Deities for your wel¬ 
fare, and again ft your Commands commit the moft notorious Sacriledge, 
taking your connivance for conftent. Let them keep their titular> Deities 
to them/Tves, let them, if tiny be able, defend their own Votaries, and if 
tiny want power to protect their bigotted Profclytes, how can it be expe¬ 
lled, they fbould piper intend your Affairs, who flight their Worfljip ? 

But, fays lie, wrought in civility to maintain thofe Rites, which our 
{ore-fathers eftablifljt,' and why fto ? is it becaufe all things grow to per- 
fetlion, as they grow in years ? IVus not the World at fir ft one con//tfed 
and tndigefted Chaos, in which all lay huddled together without form and 
order, and did it not look beautiful when the hand oft God made a ftepara- 
tion between Heaven, Earth, and Sea, and confin’d each within- its proper 
bounds ? When the Earth being newly riften out oft its rnoijl bed oftdarknefts, 
wondered to fee a bright Sun darting its benign and enlightning Beams up¬ 
on it. Even in the 'ordinary cour/e oft nature the day is n/her’d in with 
an ambiguous light, and by degrees the Sun gets ftrength enough, both to 
enlighten and to warm the World. 'The Moon it ftelf, the propereft Em¬ 
blem oft the Church in the /acred Oracles, grows by degrees to its fulnefs, 
for renewing her light once every Month, at fir ft the jhadows of the night 
arc too Jlrong for it, and eclip/e its f/lendor, but when a few dayes have 
fill'd her /harp pointed horns, and fhe lives at a diftance from the Sun, floe 
gives the night the affi(lances 0 / her Beams, which ftupply the want of the 
day. The old World was ignorant oft Tillage, but when once they began 
to under ft and the Art of Husbandry, and Jaw the face oft ths Earth co¬ 
lour'd with Corn, and the rude ftoyl clad with Vineyards, how eafily did they, 
who obfirv’d it could be manur'd, put off their old bruitifh manners, and 
have them for tic clvilLr Arts of LonvcrJation and Society ? Nay the 
Spring it /elf, which inclines mankind to a comftpondence with nature, 
in procefts of 'time is covered with Leaves, that are ready to drop from th 
Frees, and brings forth later Fruits. And is it not fto with mankind a/Jo, 
who in our infancy have the thoughts, andpurftue the delights oft Children, 
but when we grow to maturity, are ajhamed of fuel) impertinencies ? If 
all thin?s therefore muft continue us they were at the beginning, then we 
have reafton to be angry, that the Word broke from its dark Pri/on, to 
which it Wits confin’d, and exerted it ftlft into the Region oft Light, 
and Vifibility. And is it not a nobler acqnifltion to Jet the under/landing 
free from the nmht of ignorance, than to reftcue the Earth from Jhadows 
a ml obfeurity ? and do not the Beams of 7 ruth ffAnc more benignly upon 
the mind, tfnn the Raves of the Sun upon the Eyes ? All things therefore 
in nature 'have fifired their alterations, that your gray-headed Rdigioff 
mi •ht a!ft foll/w the Example * F<-r thofe, who will be yet /way d with the 
° J Ddd. 2 ArgW' 
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Argument, let them be angry with Autumn, bccattf being one of the lateft 
fiafons, it Matures our Fruits, let them quarrel with the Mintage, becaufe 
it happens in the declining part of the year, ancl let them flight the Olive, 
becaufe it is the lafi ripe of Fruits ; now our Harvtft is the convey ft on of 
Souls, that they may be brought into the Church ; our Vintage is the fir- 
vice of God, fo as to inherit his favours, which fir-vice from the beginning 
of the World wees eminent in a few Saints, hut in thefie lafi ages is made 
known to the whole World, that all men wight take notice, that the Chri- 
flian Faith made its way even into the heft cultivated minds. For that 
man cannot ex pc ft the Crown of Victory, who has no Adverftries. Whereas 
the fiacred verities juftly grew famous by baffling the Opinions that op¬ 
pos'd their admittance. 

If only the ancient Ceremonies are pleaftng, why did Rome her fi If change 
her Rites of Worfljip ? I omit to remark how the Hiftory of after agts 
alter'd their ancient courfe manner of living, by changing their homely 
Cottages into /lately and pompous Edifices, why, that I may anfvertothe 
point, did they, who were fondly in love with every new Religion, admit 
the gods of their conquer'd Cities, together with their own triumphant 
Deities, and their foreign Rites into their Temples? How comes it to 
pafs, that the goddefs Cybele wafljes her Chariots in the River Almon, 
in imitation of what is dorse by the Priefls in Phrygia ? Why have we 
fetch'd Priefls out of that Country to attend her Altars, a?td enfranchiz'd 
the Carthaginian Deities who were always lookt on as Enemies to our 
grandeur l l he goddefs, which the Africans call Llrania, the Pcrfuins Mi- 
tra, but moft others wor/bip under the name of Venus, is the fame. Deity 
under divers denominations. And fo was Victory lookt on as a goddefs 
too, which is only a bleffing given from above, but has no Empire of her 
own , and depends more upon the ftrength of Armies, than on the influ¬ 
ences of Religion. That certainly Therefore mu ft needs be a venerable 
and potent goddefs, who ows her very Being to the numbers of an Army, and 
the event of a Battel. 

The Altar of this Goddefs is petition'd for, that it may be newcrdled 
in the Court of the Roman City. i. e. in that very place, where gnat 
throws of Chriftians daily meet; every Temple hath its Altars, and there 
is an Altar in the Temple of Victory ; becaufe they delight in multipli¬ 
city, they every where offer their Sacrifices. What is this therefore but to 
trample upon the Chrijlian Rites, while they are fo earnefl to reflorc the 
oblations upon this Altar. And can that be fuffered, that a Heathen 
fljould offer his Sacrifices where a Chrijlian is prefent ? Let all who are 
prefent, fays he, though againH their wills expofi their Eyes to be blind¬ 
ed by the fumes, their Ears to be. polluted with the profane Muftck, their 
Throats to becramm'd with the Afhes of the burnt.Offerings, their No- 
ftrils infixed with the odours, and their Faces, though turn'd the other 
way, covt red with the fparkles that arife from the Flames. Are they not 
fatisfied, that our publick Baths, our Portico's and Streets are filled with 
the Images of their gods? And floall not the condition of every Perfon 
that hath a place in that Common* council be equal? Shall that part of the 
Senate, who have embrac'd Chriflianity , have their Confciences impos d 
upon by the affeverations of thofe that ?nake Proteflations, and the Oaths 
of thofi that fvare at that Altar? If they oppofc fuel) proceedings, they 
(hall appear to betray a lye , and if they acqniefce, they ft) all countenance 
the Sacriledge. Where, fays he, lhall vve iwear to obferve your Laws 
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and Sanctions ? Muft therefore your determinations , which are included 
w the Laws, want a Confirmation from the Ceremonies of the Gentiles 
to oblige to fidelity, not only thofe that are prefent, but thofe alfo that 
arc abfent ? And what is more, 0 moft facred Emperors, your own honour 
is affronted, for yon compel, if yon command fitch thing s. 

The Angufi Emperor Conftantius of venerable memory, being not yet 
wade a Chrijlian by Baptifm, thought himfelf polluted, jhould he but fee 
that Altar j he commanded it to be taken away, not to be reftored ; that 
atfion of his carrycd its Authority, and Vindication with it; But this hath 
nothing of imperial Sanction to plead for it flf\ let no man pleafie him¬ 
felf becaufe this is wanting, for a man mav be trtiller faid to be prefint,who 
is converfiant with our minds, than he who is the oh jell of our corporeal eyes; 
for the near eft Union is that of Souls, not of Bodies. The Senate meets 
only on the Summons of your Writ , and to yon they fivear fealty, not to the 
imaginary Deities your Interefls they prefer to their own, and Childrens 
welfare, but not to their Religion. This is a Charity highly to be deftr'd, 
and of more value than the Power yon enjoy, as long as Religion and Fide¬ 
lity is preferved, which are the ficurity of your Empire. 

But perhaps it may move fome to dtftruft, that fo pious a Prince, [as 
Gratian] was fo defined and betray'd, as if the value of mens Merits 
muft be eft mated according to his prefent adverfi Fortune ; for what wife 
wan is there , who hath not fufflciently experimented,that all humane Affairs 
run round in a Circle, and fall under various chances with ref pell to fuccefs, 
fortune never continuing kind to the fame Perfon ? Was there ever a more 
fortunate man than Cneius Pompey, who went into-the World under the 
Protection of the Roman Duties ? And yet at laft, when he had worn 
(Lawrel for the Conquejl nf three oarts of the World, being baffled, routed 
and bamfb'd beyond the limits of his own Empire, he fell by the hand of an 
infamous Egyptian Eunuch. Could the Eaftern part of the World ever 
boafi of a more puiffant Prince than Cyrus, and yet he, when he bad tri¬ 
umph'd over all his Enemies, and yet Jpar'd the Sub jells of his Victories, 
lofi his life and honor at laft by the affaults of a Woman ? and that very 
fijng, who allowed his conquered Adverfaries the liberty of Princes, hav¬ 
ing his head cut off, and thrown into a Vvffel filled with blood, became the 
[corn of Female Pride, which bid him fatiate himfelf with what he lov’d. 

So great a difference and variety is there in the lives and fortunes of fuel) 
men. Was there ever any man a more exalt and punctual Religionift, 
than the Carthaginian Captain Hamilcar, who in the midft of his 
Squadron, even during the Engagement, continually made his Oblations, 
and when he faw his Party routed, threw himfelf into the fire which he had 
kindled, that he might with his blood extinguifl) thofe flames, which he 
found too fadly to his coft were no way infirumental to make him victorious ? 

To what purpofe (!) all I mention Julian, who giving too eafte credit to the 
Refponfes of tbe Augurs, depriv d himfelfof the opportunity of returning 
out o/Perfia. Therefore the fame kind of Suffering is not alwayes the 
effelt of the fame fort of Crime. For our promifes never deceived thofe 
that confided in them. 

This anfver have I writ to thofe who provoke us, as one who is no way 
provoked', for my deftgn in canvafflng this Addrefs, was not to expofi their 
Bigotry, but to confute their Arguments. And yet, Sir, this very Ad¬ 
drefs of theirs, may well engage yon to more caution; for whereas their Ora¬ 
tor relates of your Progenitors , that the remoter of them were admirers 
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of tilde Rites, the more immediate no enemies to them, and pnfintly 
adds If the Piety of the Ancients does not incline you, let the conni¬ 
vance of your neareft Relations incourage you ; he plainly inflrnetsyou, 
what 'veneration yon owe to the Chriflian Faith , not to countenance the Gen¬ 
tile Rites J and what to Piety, not to violate your Brother's Injunctions. 
For if tiny think it a fufficient Argument for the promoting their Caufe, 
to plead the connivance of thofe Princes, who though they were Chrifliam, 
yet made no alteration in the Gentile Ceremonies , how much more are they 
obliged to think it reafonable that you fljuuld pay this ref peel and kindnefs to 
your Brother ? that although yon did not really like what he had done, yet 
you (hould connive at it, that yon may not put an affront upon his Laws, 
hut that you (hould ratefie and confirm what you are convinc'd , is at once a 
demon(l rat ion of your own Piety , and an inflame of love and kindnefs to 
your Brother . 

IV. THE Emperor was abundantly fatisfied with this excellent 
Reply, and lo the Petition fell to the ground ; and Symmadms himlelf 
was in danger to have done (o too, being accus’d to the Emperor for 
pulling Chriliians out of their Churches, and calling them into Pri- 
fon , yea, that lie had apprehended the Bifhops of the neighbouring 
Cities, and had impriloned them ; whereat Falcnti.vnu was greatly 
angry with the Provoff, commanding the Pcrlons to be releas’d. All 

• swm.t.'io, which Symmachus wip d off in a Letter » to the Emperor, Ihewi'ng, 
r ?' XXXIV - that the whole was a feign’d Scene of pure Malice and Envy, founded 
^ 5C0, upon no other pretence, than a ftrift Inquifition his Majelly had com¬ 
manded him to make,for fomc Furniture that had been embczelled;that 
as to the Charge, Ire was fufficient ly vindicated by the Letter of Pope 
Damafus, clearing him from any rugged or injurious ufage to his Party, 
by tlie judicial A&s upon Record, and by the Teftimony of the Prato- 
rian Prafetf, to whom the Emperor had referred the Examination of 
tlie Cafe. Afterwards upon occalion of a Warrant dire&ed to the 
Counts ffovinus and G undent ins to deface the Pagan Temples, Symma- 

* ril I’mfar. chus renew’d h his Petition, and that too in the name of the Senate, 

<h for the Altar of Victory, in an Addrefs to Theodofnts, but with no bet- 

ter fuccefs than before. For S. Ambrofe (the Court then being at 
Milan ) prelently undertook the Caufe, and manag’d it before the 
Emperor with fo much acutenels and dexterity, that the attempt va- 
nilli’d into nothing, and Symmachus himlelf for his infolcnt under¬ 
taking, was thru!! out of the Emperor’s prelence, and commanded 
to be put into a naked Conch without any Trimming or Ornaments, 
and that very day to be carried an hundred Miles out of Town, and 
there to remain in a kind of Banilliment. And what further en- 
creas’d the difjffeafure again!! him at Court, was this; When Maxi- 
14 mat marched into Italy , Symmachus complemented c his arrival in a 
'• flattering Panegyrick,. for which he was charg’d with high Trealon, 

and fearing the extremity of punifhmcnt, lied for San&uary to the 
Church, which before he had fo much defpis’d and (corn’d. But 
Tbcodofius inclin’d by the Eveetnels of iris temper, pardoned him, in a 
grateful fence,whereof he publilhed an Apnlogetick for tlie fatisfaflion, 
and in commendation of the Emperor, and lo far wrought himlelf in¬ 
to favour, that not long after he had the honor of the Confullhip con¬ 
ferred upon him. All which though happening at fevcral times, wo 
have here laid together. SEC 1 . 
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Bit ails from bit Contejl with Symmachus till bis feconil

I, U T before we take leave of Symmachus , *tis but juft we 
rA lliould pay a Tribute of tliankfulnels to his memory for be- 
-BeJ i n g though undcligningly, the happy occafion of converting 
the great S. Agojiin to the Church, and that by the Miniflry of our 
venerable Prelate. Auguftm was a man of a great Wit, excellent 
Parts, and a compleat furniture of polite (ocular Learning. He was 
born >lt at lagafte a City in Africk, of honeft Parents, Patricius and .1 vit > 
Monica , both Chriliians. but his Mother a Woman of incomparable Augc.i.Tom.i 
Piety. ’ As he grew up in years, he drank in Learning with a mighty 
thirll, wherein within few years he attained that eminency,that he q.&c. 
taught Grammar in his native Town, and foon after Rhetorick at 
Carthage, for his Religion (though therein all portable care was ta¬ 
ken of him by his good Mother) he had very little concernment, and 
to mend the matter, engag’d himfelf in one of the worll of Seds, 
that of the Manic lues, whereinto he was inveigled by the Irilinuati- 
ons of Fan (l ns ftilhop of that Soft, then newly arrived at Carthage. 

Wearied out with the Wranglings and Contentions of the Schools 
at Cart ha??, he laid down his imployment, and, contrary to the dc- 
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fires and perfwafions of his Mother, refolv’cl far where he. 

under flood he might promife himfelf more quiet opportunities for 
his Study, where Scholars lived under a more fevcrc and regular l)i- 
fcipline, and were more tradable and obfervant of their Maftcrs. But 
he found not things to anfwer his Expectations; for having opened 
his School he perceived ’twas the cuftom for Students to flock a 
pace to a new Mafter, but after a while to defeat him,. and iunto 
another and thereby defraud him of his Sailary. This gave him 
enough of Rome, and it was not long before divine Providence opened 
a better way for him. For Orders being come from the Court at Milan 
to the Provo ft of Rome, to provide a fit Pei Ion to be I rolefToi of Rhe- 
torick at Milan, and to fend him thither at the publick Charge, Svw- 
wachus, who had before particularly taken notice of him, pitched 
upon AumifUn, and fent him thither, where he arnv d about the year 
CCCf XXXIV. yhnbrojc, who knew how to value a Scholar, quick¬ 
ly ca ft his eye upon him, and entertain’d him with lingular kindnefs 
and humanity, which made no finall impreffion upon him. He duly 
attended S. Ambrofe his Sermons, not out of any defire he had to be 
inflruCled in Matters of Faith, but out of curiofitv to take the juft 
meafures of his Eloquence, whether itanfwercd the Renown which 
fame had fpread abroad concerning it. However he was caught when 
he leaft defigned it, the holy man’s Difcourles making then way by 
continual droppings, till they reduc’d him to a right mind,and brought 
him off from all the lewdncdes of his former Life. One of the (uft 
ffeps towards his Converfion, was his renouncing iXhmckafm, and 
having got his foot out of that fharc, he went over to the 
entring nis name among the Jcademick Scdc, a Tribe of Philolophcrs 
of greateft vogue at that time. But he found no fatisfaction thcic, 
and fhortly after wrote againft them. His Mother impatient of his 
abfencc, and paflionately defirous of his wcllfare, was in the mean 
time come to Milan, where by her Prayers and Tears by her Devo¬ 
tions both in publick and private, fheceafed not to folicit Heaven for 
a happy ITiccefs, and now flic found the good effect of what a grave 
.ml 3 . Bifhop had long fince told her, c when Ihe unwcancdly impomind 
cnit.coi.Q9- him to difeourfe her Son, in order to the reclaiming of him, go tin 
my (Paid he) and compoft thyfelf, for V* not po/fiblethataSonoffucb 
tears (bonIdperifh. An anfwer which fhe receiv d with a profound 
reverence, as if it had been an Oracle drop’d from Heaven. Great 
pains S. Ambrofe had taken with him, and he had been plied with 
the Councils of good old Simplician , but ftill the Crown of this great 
man’s Converfion was referv’d for the more immediate hand of Hea¬ 
ven In a great hurry and diftraftion of thoughts concerning his con- 
» jW . 8 . f .8.ia. dition he retir’d f one day with his dear Friend Jlypins into the Gar- 
coi. 143, &c. jgpj where having fpent fame time, partly in Conference, paitlyin 
filent Meditations, he withdrew himfelf into a more folitarv part to 
give vent to the Tumults and Agitations of his mind, and throwing 
himfelf down under a Fig-tree, began with abundance of tears to be¬ 
wail that God ftill remembred againft him the Iniquities of his Youth, 
befeeching him effcaually to haften his Reformation, that he might 
not put it off (as too long he had done) till to morrow, but that it 
might commence from that very moment. Immediately he heaic a 
flirill voice in a kind of melody oft echoing to him, take »p the Bort 
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an l r i, ad. He did fo, and the firft place he caft his eye upon, was 
th it of *S. Paul ; Not in riottin* and drunkennefs, not in chambering and 
m tonmL not in (hife and cn vy ; but put ye on the Lord Jefus Chrift 
and make not provifton for the (IS to fulfill the Lu(Is thereof. He read 
thus far and (hut to the Book, and on a fudden all his dark thoughts 
vanifh’d, and a light of joy and comfort overhead his mind. And 
now he refolv’cl to quit his profefTion of Rhetonck, and intirely to 
devote himfelf to Chriftianity, and having continued two years 111 
the ftatc of a Catechumen, he was baptiz’d by S. Ambrofe (wInch lie 
was wont to glory in as no finall part of his honour) and together 
with him his Son Adeodatus (whom he had by a Concubine that he 
kept) a Youth of fifteen years of Age, but of that prodigious for- 
wardnefs, that his Father flood amazd « at the greatnefs andpreg- >fM/»/&J 
nancy of his Parts. But this too early ripe Fruit, God foon after rrant- 
planted into Heaven. Being thus baptiz’d, and confirm d in his lie- re¬ 

ligion, he return'd into yJ(hck,was made BifhopofNipto, and became 
011c of the moft famous lights for Learning and Piety that ever fhin d ibm f £ f< 
in the Weftcrn Church. 

II I OOKING back to Milan, we find the Anans getting 
Ground/ 7 atlim had (6 plied the young Emperor VaMtkm, as to 
n ocure a Law " (bearing date Am. CCCLXXXVI.) m favour of - bi,R k. 
the ArUn Party, and all that embrac’d the Faith agreed upon in the 
Synod of Arimimm, that they might freely hold their publick Affem- 
blics without Interruption ; and that whoever attempted to hinder the 
execution of this Edift, Ihould be proceeded againft as difturbcrsof 
the Churches Peace, Authors of Sedition, and guilty of H.ghTrca- 
fon. Benevolo) 1 Mafter of the Paper-Office, and a zealous Catho- 
lick, whofe place it was to diftate and enroll the Laws that were ' 
pals’d being lent for to draw up this Edift, refus d to do it. 1 lie 
Eniprels gave him good words, and perlwadcd him with promife 
of better preferment; but the man was proof againft thofe Tempta¬ 
tions, and taking off his Girdle (which among the Rmuns was a 
fan of dileharge from their Service) he threw it at her feet, and 
plainly told her, he would neither hold lus prefont Office, nor be 
brib’d with any higher Dignity as the wages of unrightcoutncls. 

He being dilinifs’d, others were ftibftirutcd in his place, and the. L. \ 
was fram’d and pafs’d. >/«« thus arm’d with the Royal Autho¬ 
rity, becran to think of putting it m Execution. And tuft Ammo], 
is Lit * for to Court, to try if any thing by fair means could be done 

upon him, the Emperor cncompaffcd with his giuit Ofhceis, treating w/f{w . 

with him in the Conliftory about the delivery of the Church accor- W„ 7 . 
ding to the Imperial Edift. The People hearing that he was gone to 
the Palace, flock’d after him in fuch vaft numbers, as ftrnck a terror 
into the whole Court, and when the Commanders and Officers were 
dilpatch’d with a Party to liipprcfs and flop them, they all offeied 
tbcmlelves to Martyrdom. So that they weie oicc . , 

good Ri (hop to ufe his intereft with the People, to quiet their minds, 
and affurc them that the Church fliould not be invaded. Witli 
which affurance the multitude difpers’d, and that done, his Enemies 
at Court fail’d not to lay the envy of the 1 umult at Ins door. 
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III. THE number of Art am daily increafcd at Milan , flocking 
thither from all parts, to flicker themfclves under the warm wing 
of the Emprcfs ; and a Bifliop they had now got plac’d over them’ 

* 1 26 , Auxcntins a Scythian 11 , who had fled out of the Eajt , and finding 

the memory of Anxentim, S. Ambrofe his Predeceflfor, kill fo odious 
and diflafteful to the People, had chang’d his name into Mncnrhm . 
A bold man he was, and to give lome reputation to his Caufe, chal¬ 
leng’d Ambroje to a Deputation before the Emperor, having fccret- 
ly deflgncl four or five Gentiles as Judges, who he knew' would be 
ready to pronounce any thing on his fide, and that the final Dccifion 
fliould be given by the Emperor. This S. Ambrofe reje&ed as an un¬ 
fit way, and an unecclefiaftical method of proceeding, whereupon 
Auxcntins began to triumph, and defil’d the Emperor, that lie might 
be compelIcl to difpute with him in the Confiflory, in complyancc 
wherewith a day was fet, and Dalmatius the Tribune lent to him with 
a command to appear. “ The holy Bifliop thought it fafeft to return 
sib np.xxxii. « an andiver > in writing to the Emperor, wherein he humbly re- 
r^ 121, “ ironflratcd, that this propos’d method of diluting was contrary 

“ to the Law r s ena&ed by his Majefties Father of blefled memory, 
“ which commanded that all matters of Faith and Ecclefiaflick order 
“ fliould bedetermined by none but competent Judges, and who were 
“ ol the lame Profeflion, that is, that Bifliops only fliould have the 
“cognizance of Epifcopal Caufes; that this had always been the 
“ Law and Practice of the Church, which his Father would never 
“ violate, nay had exprcfly declared, ’twas none of his bufinefs to 
“ judge between Bifliops, and this after many years Profeflion, and 
“ being baptiz’d into the Church: Needs therefore mu A his Maje- 
“ fly be unfit to affume to himfelf to decide the nicefl Articles of 
“ Faith, who was himfelf unbaptiz’d, and a Catechumen in the Faith, 
“and no doubt he himfelf would be of that mind, when age and ex- 
“ perience had reduc’d him to a more mature judgment of things : 
“ That he knew not who his Advcrfary was, nor whence he came, 
“ but that’twas a fign he diflrufled the goodnefs of his Caufe,when 
“he was afhanTd to produce the names of thofe Perfons, whom he 
“ liad chofen for his Judges ; that if the matter muff: be put to fuch 
“ an Iffuc, let them come to Church, and upon hearing, let thePeo- 
“ pie indifferently judge for themfclves, if they fhall like Anxentim 
“better, much good may it do them, let them take him; but the 
“ People had already declar’d their fence, having earncftly petition’d 
“ his Father, that they might have him for their Bifliop, and that 
“ Emperor had promis’d him all fecurity, if he would but accept it; 
“ that he could not fo far debafe his Office, as to fubmit the Caufe 
“to a Lay-judgment, nor be fo unfaithful as to refer it to the Ar- 
“ bitriment, perhaps of Jews or Gentiles , that he abhorr’d the Coun- 
“ cel of Ariminum , and kept clofe to that of Nice , from whichnei- 
“ thertorture nor death fliould make him flinch; if Difputesmuft 
“ be about matters of Faith, let them be in the Church, and manag’d 
“ by Bifliops, the Courfe that had been ever held in the beft time3, 
“ in the Reigns of Conftantine and Conftantim : If Anxentim in this 
“ cafe appeard to a Synod (though ’twas not fit that fo many Bi- 
“ fliops mould be troubled for the lake of one man, who if he were 
“ an Angel from Heaven, ought not to be preferr’d before the Peace 

“ or 
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u 0 e the Church) he was ready to attend Inch an Alfembly ; let the 
(•lave I.a\v be revelled, and then let them try it; that he was moll 
11 willin'' to have obeyed his (limmons to the Confiflory, but that 
“boththe Hilltops that- were with him, and the People cryed out, 

•• that queftions of faith ought not to be treated ol but ini the 
“Church and that to do otherwile, were to betray tlie Church or 
“ ChrillHe belbught him therefore to accept his excule in not 
u appearing at the Confiltory, in which place he had never karat to 
<< (land for any thing but his Majefties Rights, nor could he difpute 
“ within the Palace, the lecrets whereof he neither did nor defii d 
“ to underlhnd. All which he lhbkrib’d thus, / Ambrole bfa 
pnfented this Libel to the nnft hippy andgracious Emperor, \ aleu- 

tnl [V THIS free and impartial dealing let them lee at Court, 
that fair means would never gain the point they aim d at, and 
therefore they now refolv’d to proceed by force and cruelty, Aux- 
U*. moving that a Party ofSoulders might be lent to give lnm 
Poffcflion of the Church ; accordingly 7 rtlmms ■' were lent to demand 
the Church, and together with it the Plate and Veftels belonging to + t «»i. 
it whereat the Congregation were infinitely amazd and flighted. 

But the holy Bifliop calmly anlwcred the Ofhcers, that had the Lm- 
peror lent to demand his Houle or Land, his Money or Ins Goods, or 
any thing within his Power, lie would freely have refign d it to 
him, but the Church of God might not.be rohbd or fpoild, nor 
could he deliver that which was committed to him to keep, not to 
betray ; that herein he conliilted his Majefties trued Welfare and In- 
lereft, the things demanded being neither fit for him to delivci, not 
for the Emperor to receive 5 that for the People, they fliould be qme 
in their minds, his Life in this call was not dear unto him, and that 
he was fecure in the care of the Divine Providence. 1 was not a 
little obfervablc, that one of the Loftons rc ad 'that day in the Con- 
(negation was the Story of Ahab, demanding Naboths Vineyard, and 
the poor mans rcfblute anfwer, God forbid it sue, th.it Jflrm/d owe 
theefthe Inherit,me of my Fathers. The pious Prelate was mightily 
animated with the paffage, and turn'd it thus upon the Oft.cers bod 
forbid, that I fmli I'trt with Chrifts Inkntasm ; tf he would not that 
of bis Lathers, fbiB 1 betray that of Clsrift ? Use Inheritance left us by our 
Fathers, Dionyfms the Marin, who dyed for tk ■ Faith w 
Euftorgius the Confiftor, Myrocles, and all the reft of the holy B,flops 
of this Church: 1 have give,) an After as becomes a Biflop, 
peror do as becomes an Emperor, Vie burner loft myLift than the Faith. 

And then lie proceeded to improve the lecond Lcflon, which hapned 

to be no lcfsappolite than the former, bemg the Story of oui Lend s 

whipping the buyers and fellers out of the Temple, rhe f|nnts of 

the People during this tragical and melancho y Icenc of things were 

kept up and refrelh’d with Divine Hymns and Pfalms , at the end c p ,»//,.,« 

of each whereof there was a felcmn doxology, to the honourraftho 

holy Trinity, the People anfwenng their part by turns. This y c 7 . w/i I5? . 

Anti phonal or Refponfory finging was generaftypraais elm 

Church and had been lately mtroduc d by S. Ambrofe into the Church 

of Milan, being not till then known in the Weft, though hence loon 

propagated into all parts. The People were infinitely pleasd^and 
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delighted with it, and S. A t^uflms, who liv d at this time at Milan , 
confeffes - l he was fo ravifh’d and tranfported with the Pfdmody of 
that Church, that it melted down his Soul into divine attentions, 
and the lioly Paffion quickly vented it felf into Rivers of Tears. The 
Arlans t \vho with the Spider knowhow to fuck Poyfon out of every 
Flower, laid c , that this was but a trick of Ambrofi to cheat the 
People, and to tie them fader to his Party: Whereto he replyed, 
That if he did cheat them, ’twas to their own advantage, the People 
by tills means greedily learning, and daily confeffing the Relief of 
the f acred Trinity, and becoming Matters in the knowledg of that, 
wherein they would otherwife have fcarce been Difciples. 

V. V O R fome dayes together the City was full of confufion, 
Parties running up and dow n from place to place, the Courtiers f 
and great men coming with Me dagos to demand the Church, and 
returning back with an fivers to Court, nor did they now content 
thcmfelves with requiring the Porti.m Church that flood without 
the Walls, they would have the great Cathedral, newly built with¬ 
in the City. The Provoft began calmly to per f wade the Carholieks to 
quit however the Portian Church, but the People would not hear of it, 
fb he went back to give an Account to the Emperor, S. Ambrofi in 
the mean while entertaining the People with an Oration againft Aux- 
tntim, wherein lie gives them an account of what had pafs’d, and 
the attempts of Auxentim and his Party. The next day, being Sun¬ 
day, after Sermon the Catechumens being difmifs’d, lie was gone to 
the Baptifiery to baptize the Competentes that flood Candidates for 
that Ordinance ; when he was told, that Officers were Cent from 
Court to the Portian Church, that they had hung up Curtains, and 
that a great many of the People was flocking thither : He nothing 
mov’d, went on with the Divine Service, but before he had done, 
lie was acquainted, that the People having met with Caflnltts an A~ 
rian Presbyter in the Street, had in a great rage laid hands upon 
him, and ’twas to be fear’d what might be the effect ofan intemperate 
Zeal. Hcrcat the good man was truly troubled, and with Prayers 
and Tears befought God, that no mans Blood might be fpilt in this 
quarrel, but that rather his own might be Ihed, not only for his 
Friends, but Enemies; and immediately lie difpatcht away feme 
Presbyters and Deacons, who recovered the man fife out of the 
hands of the People. The report of this Accident made a great noife 
at Court, and the louder we may be Pure by being handed by inve¬ 
terate Enemies. And now Warrants are Pent out for apprehending, 
and arraigning feveral Perfons, which fell firft upon the fociety of 
Merchants and Tradefmen, and at this holy time (for ’twas now the 
great Paffum-weel. ■) which was wont to be honoured with the releale 
of Prifoners, nothing was heard but the ratling of Chains, and the 
requiring vaft Sums of Money in a little time; which many pro- 
fefsd they were ready to pay, and as much more if they pleas’d, 
fb they might but be Puttered to enjoy the Faith. By this time the 
Prifbns were full of Tradefmen, and the Magittratcs and men ot 
Quality feverely threatned, if the Church was not prcfcmly deli' 
veredup: The Pcrfccutipn grew hot, and had t he Church doors been 
let open, things had run into the utinott extremity of cruelty and 
confufion. The Commanders and Officers in the mean time treated

with S. Ambrofi about this Affair, urging him with the Imperial Au¬ 
thority, that the Emperor in whole Power all things were, did but 
demand his Right : He replyed, “ Did the Emperor demand any 
“thing of mine, my L^and or my Money, I would not oppoie him, 
a but thofe things that immediately belong to God are not fiibjett to 
«the Authority of the Emperor: If it be my Patrimony you leek, 
a take it; if my Perfon, I am here ready for you. Have you a mind 
a to hurry me to Prifon, or to death ? ’Twill be a kindnefs to me. 
“ I will not I affure you engarrifon my felf within crowds of Peo- 
“ pic, nor fly to the Altar to lave my Life, but rather willingly of- 
a for it-lip for the Altars Pike. So heartily did the good man defire 
to prevent the fhedding of Blood, and thofe quarrels and combufti- 
ons, that were likely not only to mine Milan, but perhaps Italy 
it felf, which he was freely content to have redeem’d with the 
lofs of his own Life. And efpying fome Officers of the Goths among 
the rett, lie ask’d them, whether the Roman Empire had taken them 
in, to be the Incendiaries of the publick Peace ? tf tliefe parts were 
ruined, whither would they go to find entertainment ? Then they 
requir’d of him to reduce and quiet the Multitude. He told them, 
’twas in his Power not to fet them on work, ’twas in God’s only to, 
calm and pacific them, but if tliey lookt upon him as the fpring of 
the motion, they ought: to proceed again!! him, either by death or 
banifhment. 

VI. WITH this anfwer they departed, leaving him in the Church, 
where he continued all day, and at night went home, that lie might 
be ready, if they came to apprehend him. Early the next morning 
before break of clay, as he was going out of doors, lie found the 
Church guarded by Souldiers, wlio yet had plainly told the Empe¬ 
ror, that he might go abroad, if he pleas’d, they were ready to at¬ 
tend him, if he went to Church with the Catholicks ; if not, they 
were refolvcd to go to that place, wherefbever Jmbrofie kept his 
Congregation. ’Twas a dangerous time, and the Arlans wifely kept 
thcmfelves within doors, having no great Party among the Citizens, 
but few of the Court, anti fome Goths ; the main body of them fol¬ 
lowing the motion of the Emprefs. While the Leffons were read¬ 
ing, he was told, that the People were affcmblcd at the New Church, 
and that the Congregation was fuller than ever it had been in the 
mod peaceable times, and that a Reader was call’d for. The Soul¬ 
diers that were let to guard the Church, tinderflanding the Bifhop 
had ordered them to be excluded all Communion, came into the 
Church, whereat when the People, efpecially the weaker fex were 
affrighted, they bad them not be afraid, they were come thither to 
pray, not to fight. The People however call’d upon him to go to 
the other Church, where the Congregation did carneflly expect and 
delire his Company. Then taking for Ms Argument the Leffons 
that had been read out of Job, he difeouiTed to them very appofite- 
ly totheprefent circumttances of things, with what admirable cou¬ 
rage and patience they had difeharg’d thcmfelves, how vigoroufly 
he had born up again!! all the temptations of Satan a‘hd his Agents, 
and the feveral attempts which the abufers of the Royal Authority 
had mule upon him. Next he proceeded'to explain a paff.ige read 
that morning out of the P films, O Goa the IL.v.hsn come intd 
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thine. Inheritance , which he applycd to the cafe in hand, dpccially 
to the Goths, and fome other barbarous Peoples feizing upon the 
Church. He hop’d that in this time by the intorccflion of the Soul- 
diets and Officers, and by the applications of the People, the cff; C 
of the Emperors zeal might be taken off, when ’twas told him, that 
a Notary was come with Orders from the Emperor, with whom he 
went afide to receive his meffage, which thus began. What came 
into your mind (ftid he') thus to a£fc contrary to Command ? What 
was commanded (rcplyed the liijhop) or what has been thus ralhly 
a£led, I know not. Why (faid the Notary) did you fend your Prct 
byters into the Church ? I defire to know whether you 'intend to 
u fur p the Empire, that I may knowhow to prepare to deal with 
you. vbnbrofc anfwcrcd, that he had done nothing in prejudice of 
the Church, that when he heard the Souldicrs had feiz’d it, lie had 
only entertained the news of it with a figh, many had urged him 
to go thither, but he told them, I cannot deliver up the Church, 
and I may not light fork; but that as (bon as lie underftood that 
the Curtains which had been put up in the Church for the Emperor’s 
apartment were taken down (which in truth the Boyes in wantonncls 
had torn in pieces) he had lent thither his Presbyters, but refus’d to 
go himfelf, (though the People prefs’d him to it) faying, I hope in 
Chriff, the Emperor himfelf will be on our fide : That if this was 
Tyranny, he had Arms indeed, but only in Chrift’s name, pow er to 
offer his Body to the Sword ; and if he thought him a Tyrant, why 
did he delay to ftrike ? That ’twas even proverbial, that Emperors 
were more de[irons of the Prieflhood , than Priefts of Empire • ; and Thrift 
himfelf ran away, when they would have made him King ; that he 
had his Tyranny ’tis true, but fuch as lay in weaknefs, according 
to that of the Apoftle, when I am weak, then am I/Iron * ; that Max- 
wins himfelf would not accufe him of Tyranny towards Valenti mays, 
while he confefs’d with fome regret, ’twas by the power of his Em- 
baifage he had been kept from invading Italy \ adding, that Bifhops 
had never play’d the Tyrants, but had often fiiffered very hard things 
frem them. The clay was fpent in mourning and fadnefs, and the 
Bifbop forc’d to lodge in the Church all night, the Souldicrs guard¬ 
ing it fo clofe, that none was fuffered to go out, fo they pafs’cl the 
time in flnging Pfalms. The next day, being Paffion-day, the Pro¬ 
phecy of lJonah was read in courfe, feveral parcels whereof he ex¬ 
pounded and applycd, and was upon that, that if the Prophet had 
fo much pity on the fhort-Iiv’d Gourd, how much more fhould God 
have of fo great a City, and that therefore he had remov’d the 
Judgment, from it; when word was brought him, that the Guards 
were commanded off the Church, and the feveral Summs that had 
been exacted of the Tradesmen ordered to be reffored. The whole 
City hereupon put on a new face, and every corner was full of glad- 
nefs and joyful Acclamations, the Souldicrs running up and clow n 
with the good News, and going up to the Altar, did by their kifles 
fignifie the publick peace. S. Jmbrofe , though fharing in the com¬ 
mon joy, had reafon to fear, that as to himfelf the ftorm was not 
yet quite blown over. He knew he was traduc’d at Court as a Ty¬ 
rant, and when the great Officers preft the Emperor to comply with 
the Petition of the Souldicrs, and to go to Church, he had anfwcrcd 
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wlthfome naffion, I believe if Ambrolc fbmtdcomot/md it', you mould 
liver nr f to be * Prfontr. Words that p.xfcg’d no kind intenti¬ 
on towards him, but that’twas evident, who’twas that blew up the 
Coals Nay Ca/l.go/ms the Eunuch chief Gentleman of the Bed-cham¬ 
ber, than whom‘none better underftood the Intrcagues at Court, 
roki Anbrofe to his face, dare you prefm y while I live , to affront the 
F ,,t,,,-or ? lie take off your Head. Whereto the holy man replyed 
J/, AhrobtVy if he pleafe, fujfer you to make good your threatnwgs,1k 
Lfflr as becomes'a lljh>p , do you what becomes an Eunuch : But fromfuch 
G )d d feud his Church , upon me let them turn all their rare and/pleen, 

V,d quench their thir/t with my blood. And the Divine Vengeance is 
lingnlarly remarkable in this cafe. For this impotent Eunuch* af- 
terwardsfor attempting to ravifh a Woman, was convia, and loft c , $ ,r. 7 .

VII. T PI E People during thefe confufions attended the publick 
Office’s with great vigor and fprightlinefs of Devotion, flocking after 
S. Ambrofe where-ever he went. He had newly findhd the Dedica- h ^ 
tion of a Church•>, and the People call d upon him to do the like Lxxxv . p. 
to the Bafilica Romana. He told them he was ready to do it, could aaa.ftw. 
he End any remains of Martyrs, which he might repofe and bury un ; 
tier the Altar,which was the Cuftom 1 of dedicating Chinches in thole /, 9 , c , 7 . 
dayes. Nor wanted he an opportunity, it being revealed to him in a is?- *chiu 
Villon at night, in what place he might find them. Forthwith talc- 
i„ L , t0 him flic Officers of the Church, and the Pcrfons that waited lyun.vi,. 
there for impolition of hands, he commanded them to dig before the 
rails that encompaff the Tombs ofS. Felix and S. Nabor the Martyrs; X ix. p, 
nor had they dug far, when apparent figns fhew’dthcmfelvcs, and at j% 
lad they dilcovcred the bodies of two proper Perfons, then bones in- ^ 
tire and both Corps all froth befprinklcd with blood, the head only cxxvi.r»». 
of o’he levered from the body. Thefe proved to be the bodies of S. w* 875 . 
Orot.i/iut, and G irvafntt, the one beaten with Cudgels, and then 
beheaded the other whipt to death with Plumbut.t , or fcourges with 
leaden bullets at the end of them ; they fuffered Martyrdome (as 
may be conjeaur’dl under the Reign of the Antoninl, and everhnee 
lay oblcure as undifeovered, though the more aged Pcrfons upon this 
occafion call’d to mind that they had heard the names of thefe Mar¬ 
tyrs and had read their Inferiptions. For two whole dayes the Peo¬ 
ple crowded to behold the relicks of thofe venerable Martyrs, after 
which in the evening they remov’d them firft into the Church otS. 

Fmfi., where they watched all night, the next day they tranflated 
them into the Ambrofian Church, and God was pleas d to honoui the 
Solemnity with very fignal Miracles. For one Severn a Butcher,who 
had been blind for many years, and by reafon thereof had been fore d 
to give over his Trade, and was maintain d at the charge of feveral 
charitable Perfons, a man known to the whole City, hearing the 
buftle made in theProccffion,enquired what it was,and being told com¬ 
manded himfelf to be led thither, and pray d lie might but touch the 
Bier with his Handkerchief, which being done, he no tooner apply- 
edit to his Eyes, but immediately he recovered his fight. Several 
that were poffcfs’d with evil Spirits, upon their touching the Mar¬ 
tyrs Bodies, found themfelves rid of their Tyrannical Inmates, and 
return’d home well. Towels and Handkercheifs were brought and 
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I lid upon thcBodies^nd many who did but touch the Cloaths where- 
in the Martyrs were wrapt, were preiently cured ot their Infirmities 
and Diftcmpers The truth of which Miracles arc abundantly jufti- 
licdbyS. Anb rf, and l\wlitm, who were all then upon 

the pi ice and indeed were notorioufly evident to the whole City, 
and twice’the Subjcft of S. Ambrojih Sermons. Audi make no doubt 
hut God Offered thole Miracles to be wrought at this time on pur. 
pole to confront the Arum impieties, and to give the highelt and 
molt uncontroulable attention to the truth ot the Cathohck Caule 
fo mi ditily at tfiis time oppos'd, traduc’d, and perlecuted. Indeed 
the Ari.ms were ftrangely net led at it, and knowing no better way 
to evade the force of the Evidence, denyed that they were Mar- 
tv rs and when that would not do, boldly denyed matter of Eaft, 
that ever any liich miraailous clTeas had been wrought when as 
the Per Ions upon whom they had been wrought were at hand, and 
in the common view of all. A greater piece oi infidelity (as S. Am- 
Me obferves) than that of the very Devils that were call out, who 
believed and trembled ; the Devil confiding, what the iAruis did 
^ Ptiulin.ibU. fivnv Nay they gave out k , that Awbrofv had hired I eilons toi Mo-* 
nev to feign tlicmlelves poffels’d, and to lay that the evil Spirits were 
tormented by the Martyrs. But Heaven loon confuted this malici¬ 
ous inlinuation. For on a hidden one in the Crowd was lazed with 
an evil Spirit, and cryed out, that they were really tormented in the 
fame wav that he was, and that this lliould be the Portion ot thole 
that dilowned the Martyrs, and dilclaim’d the Cathohck Doctrine. 
The Jrians confounded with this Tcltimony, had no other way tat 
to endeavour to Hide it, to which end they got the man into their 
hands, privately murdered him, and threw him into a lulh-pond. 

LU V,il. T HE Corps being brought into the Ambropan Church, and 
the fame of the Miracles noys’d abroad, S. Ambrofc went into the 
' Ext. Sam. pulpit an j preach’d 1 to them upon that occafion, taking tor Ins 
fi'Xx Argument the former part of the XIX. Pfalm then read; Th- Ifxvem 
drcUtr tilt Ohm of (iod, &c. which lie nianag d luitable to that So¬ 
lemnity. The Sermon ended, lie would have proceeded to the in¬ 
terment of the Bodies, but the People unanimoufly befought him, it 
might be deferr’d till the next Lord’s day; at length it was agreed 
•Sam. mill, it lliould be done the next day, when S. Ambrofe prcacht "’ again, 
and purlucd his former Subjeft, particularly reflcfting upon the idle 
cavils of the Arlan Party, and their prodigious obftmacy and incre¬ 
dulity, in reje&ing tilth evident and immediate Teftimomes from 
Heaven againft them. So the holy Martyrs were depofited m In- 
umph, and laid up in expedition of a glorious Rchirrettion. And 
though Baronins to juitilic thofe Rcliqucs ot thele Martyrs, wlncli 
" .inn. 387. t j lc Church of Rome (hews at this day, lays ” more than once, that 
x 54 J - s Ambrofe referv'd part of them both for himlelf, and for the uleand 
ornamc nt of other Churches. Yet lure I am, S. Amhroje, wlio licit 
Horn.hi. at. kncw> ftys the contrary , that they buried them mure, and place 
every ioynt in its right order, condivimns Integra, ad ordintw tran/tii- 
limns, as himlelf exprefles it. The Arians however endeavouring 0 
make head, were fo overpowred 011 all hands with ftrongcr evidence, 
and a better caufe, that they thought it belt for the prelent toilet 
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things fleep, and fo the perfecutioil ceas’d. Howbcit Ambrofe want¬ 
ed not Enemies at Court, that fought not only to murder his Repu¬ 
tation, but to take away his Life. Among the reft a defperate Ada- , ( 

finate 0 preft into his Bed-chamber with a drawn Sword, and as he » 
was lifting up his hand to give the Stroak, his Arm grew ftiff and 
fhrunk up. Amaz’d whereat the man confels’d, that he had been 
fet on and Lent by the Emprcfs Jn/hna, and upon his penitent Con- 
fellion had the ufe of his Arm reftor’d to him. Nor did they ceafe 
here but rais’d up Hell it felf, and let it on work againft him. One 
inltance whereof which the lame Author reports, may luffice. After 
7«///»«’s death, Innocenttut a Conjurer at his examination and torture 
before the Judges for the charge of Sorcery, anfwered not direftly to 
the interrogatories,.but cryed out, that lie was extreamly tormented 
by S. Ambrofe his Guardian Angel, for that in the time of Jitflina to 
beget an ill opinion of the Billiop in the minds of the People, lie had 
got up to the top of the Church, and there offered Sacrifice at mid¬ 
night: Notwithftanding which and all the tricks of his black art, the 
People had ftill a greater reverence and devotion for him: That he had 
fent Damons to kill him, who confels’d, that they could not come near 
him, no nor near tiie door of his Houle, which was guarded round 
with fire, that fcorch’d at a diftance, whenever they attempted to ap¬ 
proach the place.

I. TT “tr "THEN a man's ways plcafi tbe Lord , be maketb bis Enemies 
\J\J to be at peace, with him, yea, and fometimes to fly to 
▼ » him for advice and fafety : Which eminently hapned in 

this cafe. News daily came to Milan of Maximus his preparations 
to invade Italy. They were infinitely fiirpriz’d and troubled at 
Court, and being in no capacity of defending themfelves, threw 
tin m(elves upon S. Ambrofe , whom they befought to {land in the 
gap, and as he had fiiccesfully manag’d a former Embaffy, fo he 
would now venture a fecond time, and oppofe himlelf againfl: the 
Arms of the profperous Ufiirper. The good man burying theme- 
*A*br.E>n. mory both of publick and private injuries, p readily undertook the 
a xi'ii aii'a- journey, and arriving at Triers , where Maximus redded, the next 
(nit.ny. ( j went to Court." He was met by a Erencb Eunuch, chief Gen- 
tleman of the Bed-chamber, of whom lie demanded, that he might 
have audience. The Eunuch ask’d whether he had any credential 
Letters, the Bifhop replyed he had. Whereupon the other acquaint¬ 
ed him, that lie could not be admitted but in Confifloryy or the place 
of publick audience. He anfwercd, that was not the way, wherein 
1 Bilhops 
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Bilhops were wont to be treated, and that he had Affairs of impor-' 
ranee that were to be privately communicated to his Prince. Then 
lie went in to acquaint his Mailer, but brought back no other an- 
fiver, to which the Bilhop rejoyn’d, that this way of treatment was 
unfuitable to the Character tnat he bore, however he was refolv’d 
not to be wanting to the buflnefs he had undertaken, and was glad 
lie had an opportunity of making his particular Concerns (loop to 
the imeiell both of his living, and his decealed Prince. Maximus 
being fat in Council, Ambrofe was introduc’d, at whole coming in, 
the Prince rofc up to give him thekils, according to the ufiial falu- 
tation of Bilhops and great men in thofe times. But Ambrofe flood 
{fill among the Counccllors, who perfwaded him to go up nearer to 
the Throne, telling him the Emperor call’d him. What Difcourfe 
pafs’d between them, was in this enfuing Dialogue. “ AMBROSE. 
“ I wonder you fhould offer the kifs to one whom you do not own, 
“ for if you did, you would not give me Audience in this place. 
“ MAXlMVS. Bifnop, you Teem to be much in paffion. AMUR. I 
“ am more affiamed than angiy, to fee my felf in fo unfuitable a 
“ place. MAXIM. At your full Embaffy you came into the Confi- 
“ jlory . AMUR. That was no fault of mine, ’twas his that fummon’d 
“ me, not mine, that came in. MAX. Why then did you come in 
“ at all? AMUR. Bccaufc I then came to require peace from you as 
“an inferior, now, it leems, as an equal. MAX. How do you mean 
“equal ? AMUR. By the favour of Almighty God, who did noton- 
“ ly give, but has preferved the Empire to Valent ini an. MAX. 
“ You have impos’d upon me, and fo has Bauto, who under pretence 
“ of leaning the young Emperor, fought to transfer the Empire to 
“Imnl'df, and to chat end lent an Army of barbarous People againfl: 
“ me, as if I had not Forces enough to oppofe againfl: him, having 
lo many thouiands oft hole barbarous Nations conflantly under my 
“pay. And had not I then been detain’d, when you came upon 
“ that Embaffy, who could have oppos’d me, or have flop’d the courfe 
“ of my Victory ? Ambr. Be not angry, Sir, there is no caufe for it, 
“ but calmlv hear my reply. I am come, becaufe you complain, 
“that w hi lit you hearkned to me at my full Embaffy, you weredc- 
“ ceived by me. But I account it an honour to undergoe all this 
“ for the fake of an Orphan Prince. For whom fhould we that are 
“ Bilhops defend, if not Orphans ? It being commanded by the Law 
“of our Religion, jud(*e the Eatherlefs , plead for tbe Widowy andre- 
“ Ijcvc tbe Opprejfed : And elfewhcrc, be is a Father of the Father lefty 
“ and a fudge of the Widows. But I intend not to reproach Valenti - 
“ man with nay good Offices. To come to the point; where did I 
“ ever oppole your Army, and hinder your paffageinto Italy 1 What 
“ Rocks did I throw in your way .? What Forces ? What Legions 
“did I encounter you with ? Did I with my body flop up th QAlps, 
“ and render them unpaffablc to you ? I would it were in my power 
“ lo to do, I fhould not fear any complaints or objections you could 
“make againfl: it. With what promiles did I ever delude you, to 
“ make you content to a Peace ? Did not you your felf fend Count 
“ VTtoy. whom I met not far from Mentz, to defire Peace ? How 
“then did Valent inian deceive you, from whom your felf firft prayed 
“ Peace before ever he lent to demand it ? In what was it that 
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“ B.r"o bcmiilM you, while he only teftihed his care ancl lwldity to 
« hi s Mailer ? Was it that he did not betray his Prince W hat was 
“ it whetein l circumvented you ( At my fir ft arrival when you Pm 
“ that I'ab minion ought to come to you as a oon to hi 1- then,1 
“ rcplvcd. it was not realonahle that an Infant l iince with ms^i- 
“ dow Mother lliould pals the Alp in the extvemiucs ol Winter, 

“ and to do it without her, was in that junfture ol Allan's to run 
“ the greatell hazard; that our Hmbally was on y foiilcacc, not to 
“ undertake for the Emperor’s coming nor could I1 engage toit « 

“ was not within my Comnnlfion, and lure lam, nevti <tl 1 |io-

“ (lew, when ’twas in your power to have preferved hiul ? You’Ic 
“(av ’tis like, I did but kill mine Enemy : No, he was not your E- 
«< nemy, but you his ; he is now incapable of making, or being gra¬ 
tified by any defence that can be made for him. Confider but 
<< y 0Ur own cafe. Suppofe any one in thefe parts fhould at this 
“time make Head againft you, and ufurp the Empire; I defire to 
“ know, whether you would account your fclf his Enemy, or him 
a yours ? If I mibake not, ’tis the Ufurper makes the War, the 
“ Emperor docs but defend liis right. And can you deny his afhes, 
“whom you ought not to have put to death ? Let Daley tin/an have 
“ his Brothers remains, at lead as pledges of the Peace. Can you 
t‘ pretend, you commanded him not to be kill’d, whom you forbid to 
“be buried? Who can believe but you bcgrutch’d him his Life, 
“ whom you envy the cafe and honour of a Grave ? But to return. 
“ I underhand you take it ill, that l r aUntinian\ Friends fled rather 
«to the Emperor 7 hcodofms, than to your fell: And could you ever* 
“expedt it to be otherwife, when you lent to demand thole that 
“fled, that you might bring them to condign puniflimcnt,and put 
“ to death as many as you got within your power, while llnothflts 
a rewarded and preferred thole that lied to him. MAX. Whom did 
“I put to death? AMBR. llt/lro , a gallant man, and a brave Com- 
(( mander ; and was it caufe enough to take away his Life, that he 
“ was faithful to his Prince? MAX. I did not command him to be 


“put to death. AMBR. ’Twas fo reported with us, that he was 
« commanded to be (lain. MAX. Indeed had he not laid hands upon 
« himlelf, I had given order that he fhould be carried to 
“ and there burnt alive. AMBR. It was not then without ground, 
“that the report went abroad, that you had kill’d him. And who 
« C0L! 1 C 1 hope to efcape, when lo great a Commander, lo (lout a 
“Souldier, fo ufcful an Officer was put to death? 

II. WITH this freedom and impartiality did the holy man treat 
the Tyrant, a man would have thought to the immediate peril ol his 
head/ But for that time they parted fair, Maximus promifing to en¬ 
ter with him into a treaty of Peace. But finding aft erwards that lie 
refus’d Communion with him, and all the Bilhops of Ins Party (who 
were generally of the Itbac/.w Seel) he grew angry, and m a paflion 
commanded him forthwith to depart the Court. He wanted not 
friends that advis’d him to look about him, there would be inn res 
and ambu(hes laid for him, and that the Ufurpcr was too much gall’d 
with his freedom and plainnefs, not to leek revenge. Before lie de¬ 
parted, he interceded in the behalf of one Hninm an aged Bilhop, 
who was then ordered to be banifil’d, time at lead he might be fur- 
nillfd with Provifions fit for a Perfon of his Age and Quality, and 
got be thru ft out without a Garment to cover him, or a Bed to lye 
on • but was repuls’d in his Addrefs, and himlelf timid out of doors, 
So he return’d to MHw, gave the Emperor an account of his Embafiy, 
and wit hall advifed him to be cautious how lie treated with Maximus, 
a concealed Enemy, who pretended Peace, but intended War. And 
mb lb lie found it! for not fatisfied with Ambrojc bis Legation lie 
di(patch'd Domninas 11 , a prime favorite at Court upon the lam0 
errand whom Mixhnns entertained with all the obliging Carcfles, 
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and demon Orations of Honor and Rdpedt, and as a further infhmee 
of his kindneis and friendfliip towards Vahntiman, (cut back with 
the Ernbaflador a confidcrahlc part of his Army to aflift the Emperor 
againft the barbarous* People that were then falling in upon /V.- 
mnhu Coming to the .Alps, the Soldiers on a hidden as they had 
been commanded, (ecur'd all the narrow and difficult pallagcs, 
which was no fooner done, but Maximus followed after with his 
whole Army, and finding no oppofition, marched dircftly into Italy, 
taking up his Quarters at AqmUU. The news of this unexpefted 
iiirprize carried terror along with it into every place. Vakntiutan and 
his Mother fearing to frill into the Enemies hand, immediately took 
Ship, and fled to tkffMc.i, whence they lent to the Emperor line- 
rhfists, to reprefent the fad Circumflanccs of their Affairs, and to pray 
his fpeedy a(Ti 11anee before all was loff. Maximus in the mean while 
went on with all the rage and fiercenefs that could attend a conquer¬ 
ing Enemy, filling all thole parts with fpoils and (laughter >\ And 
though we read not particularly that Milan fullered any thing in the 
common Calamity, yet was not S. Ambroft lcls afteded with the 
Miferies of his Brethren, multitudes whereof were undone, others 
taken Captive, for whole Relief and Redemption he let all the Springs 
of Charity on work, and when all other methods of Contribution 
were exhauffed, he broke in pieces the rich Communion Plate c be¬ 
longing to his Church, which he caufed to be diftributed for the Ran- 
(binof Captives. The Arians indeed afterwards laid this to his charge 
(’twas the lame Plate he had denied to them) but lie defpifed their 
malice, and defended himfelf from the Piety and fcafonablenefs of the 
Ad. All this while Tbeodofuts , though carneftly (olicited , and 
though lie had on purpofe removed to 7 bejja/onica, yet moved ll but 
(lowly in the expedition, till falling in Love with Galla, Ju finds 
youngefi: Daughter, aPrincefsof incomparable Beauty, lie could ob- 
tain her upon no other Terms, than an immediate Profecution of the 
War againft the Ufurpcr. And now the expedition went on apace, 
and Maximus (iifpcding that Tbeodofuts would make his Voyage by 
Sea (as indeed he had put JitfHna and her Children on board to be 
fhipcl for Rome) bad made all his Preparations to encounter him 
there, when as lie pafled with his Army by Land through Pannonia , 
and the Straits of the ApenmneU ills, and fo came by furprize upon 
Aquikia , where a Van-guard of the Army entring the City, (cize 
upon Maximus, pull him off the Throne, diveft him of his imperial 
Robes, and bring him bound to Tbeodofuts , by whofe command, after 
fome (evere reproaches, but cfpecially at the inftance and clamour 
of the Soldiers, lie loft his head. By which means the fortunes of 
the Empire were happily refettled, Valenti man reftored to his Domi¬ 
nions, and Peace to Italy. 

III. WHILE Tbeodofuts (laid at Milan e , news was brought 
him of a great violence and injury that had been offered to a Jewif) 
Synagogue in the Eafern parts, For it teems fome Chriftian Monks 
celebrating the Feftival oft he Maccbahcs, had in their Proceflion as 
they went about finging Pfalms, been affronted by Lome Jews , and 
fome of the Followers of the old Hcretick Valentinus , upon which 
fome Chriftians fet on fire the Church belonging to thofe Hereticks, 
together with a neighboring Synagogue of the Jews. The Comes 
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(W/fprcintly lent a Relation of it to the Emperor, and the re¬ 
port loft nothing by going. Tbcodojm was highly exafocratcd with 
the faft, and forthwith, gave order, that the Monks fhould be pro¬ 
ceeded againft, and that the Synagogue fhould be re-built at the 
charees of the Bifhop of that place. Ambrofe was then at Aqutlcta, 
where hearing of the Cafe, he dilpatch’d a Letter f to the Emperor, xm. 
befeeching him to recall his Edift, and to admit lus Mediation, tel- >■ '-*■ ■ 
line him, if he were not worthy to be heard m this Petition to the 
Emperor, there was no reafbn why he fhould be heard whenever he 
petitioned Heaven for the Emperor: he offered to take the Crime 
upon himlelf, and if the Emperor plealed, to undergo the pumlhment. 

Twas pollible, belaid, the Count of the Eaft might make the Calc 
worle than indeed it was ; however, that Would be an intolerable 
fcandal to Chriftianity, that Jewifh or 0entile temples lliould he 
crefted out of the Revenues of the Church, and that the Patrimony 
of Chrift lliould be thrown away upon Pagans and Inhclcls: the 
Tews might then juftly put up this Infcription in the Front of their 
Synagogue, TEMPLUM IMPIETATIS PACTUM Dh 
MAN UB IIS CHRIST IANORUM; Ik 'temple of Impiety 
built of the fpoils of Cbriftians. But for the prefent he prevailed no¬ 
thing till fhortlv after returning home, and preaching before the 
Emperor a, he discours’d upon the wholfomneft of Sacerdotal Reproof 
and Admonition, an Argument which lie prolecutcd with great hie xvn.« ,, 
and vigor, and to the infinite latisfaftion of the Auditory. Inins ^ nm. 
Sermon lie brought in our Lord thus Ipeakmg to the Emperor / 4 

rais'd th;c from a very mean condition to the Empire, I de/iveied thine 
Enemies Army into thine hands, with all his Furniture and l reparation, 
and brought his Per/on within thy Power ; / have pac d thy bum upon the 
Throne' and caufed thee to triumph without any labor or difficulty, and 
doll thou now cafe mine Enemies to triumph over m-- He ended his 
Sermon, and as he was coming down the Stairs Bi hop \ffatd the 
Emperor) have you preach’d this againft me today ? No, Sir replied 
the Biflsop, I have not preach’d againft, but lor you confels ( ,n- 
fivered the Emperor) I decreed hard things againft the Bifhop, when 
I commanded that lie lliould repair the Synagogue. The Com tiers 
that were prefent told him, that the Monks however ought to be 
punifhed. Which Ambroje overbearing replied, my bufineb at this 
'time is with the Emperor, I Ih.ll deal with you at another rate So 
he obtain’d that the Edidt Ihould he revers d, nor would he go up to 
the Altar, till the Emperor had folcmnlv engagd his l-aith that it 
lliould be done, which he accordingly did, and then the Billlop went 
up, and adminiftred the holy Sacrament, and the remaining Ollices 

^[v'tWO years and longer Theodifuis continued in the lVe/t, 

lcttlin'p; Affairs, diverting himlelf from place to place, and enioying 

the Trmmphs of his late Viftory. During which time a lad acci¬ 
dent 11 happened at 7 heffalonica, that created him no fmall difturbancc i, e.tt, 

and inquietude, and which commenc’d from a finall Oi iginal /;«- r- ; 

therics (who was Commander of the horfe in I/lyncm) had a ( ,. a s , 9 . S[c 7 ;,„„. 
Coach-man, that burning with an unlawful and unnatural palTion lum P . 
towards his Matter’s Butler, had (hlieited him to lewd bmbiacos, o. 
which being accus’d, lie was call into Prifon. It happened nodon„ 
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a f ter t i iat there was to be a famous Horfe Race in the pubiick Hippo- 
drome and this Coach-man being peculiarly expert at thole kind of 
Sports the People carneftty requeued heiJinight be let at liberty in 
order to it. But their Petition was reje&ed. The People impatient 
of denial, grew prefently into a Tumult, alfaulted Buthtricus's lioule, 
and kill’d him, knocking others on the head, and dragging them up 
and down the Streets. The news hereof being tranltnitted to 7 t h - 
odofws he fell into a grievous paffion, and commanded that the l aw 
of retaliation fliould be turn’d upon the City, and the Sword let 
loole upon them. S. ^^immediately ftept in, and vehemently 
interceded with tjie Emperor, and fo plyed the bultncls, that the Em¬ 
peror promis’d to pardon the lliot that had been committed, hut 
the Bifliop being gone, the great Officers at Court deeply relenting 
the violence and indignity that had been offered to men in pubiick 
Authority, and confidcring what encouragement unpumlht Villany 
might hereafter give to popular fury, preft the Emperor to revenge, 
and obtain’d a Warrant for Execution, which was lent accordingly. 
And that the thing might be done more effc&ually, the'People were 
invited to the Circus under pretence of pubiick (ports, where the 
Souldiers without any warning broke in upon them, and making no 
difference (lew all that came next to hand; thence they proceeded in¬ 
to the City, which they fill'd with blood and cruelty. Nor did Stran* 
gers fare any better than the reft, all Laws of Nature and Nations be¬ 
ing at this time trodden under foot. A Merchant had Ins two Sons 
leiz’d, and hal’d towards Execution, the Father followed, and palfi- 
onatcly begg’d their lives, praying that himfclf might dye in their 
Read, and offering the Souldiers hie whole Effate into the Bargain. 
The molt barbarous nature could not but relent a little at fuch are- 
queff, the Souldiers told him, their number muff be made up, they 
could not difmifs both his Sons, one they were content to (pare, and 
bid him make his choice. And now nature was divided, and began 
to conteft with it felf. The good man equally lov’d both, he figh’cl 
and wept, argued and difputed,but could come to no resolution with¬ 
in himfelf, not knowing which to part with. And in this conflict 
of thoughts and paffions he continued, till they were both (lain be¬ 
fore his eyes. In fhort, the (laughter continued three whole hours, 
and (even thoufand were put to death, without any Trial or Enquiry 
todiftinguifh between the guilty and the innocent. 

V. S O barbarous a maffacre was infinitely diftaftful to all good 
men, and to none more than S. Ambrofe, who was at that time Sy- 
nodically affembled with feveral Biffiops upon the occafion of fome 
French Prelates newly arriv’d in thofe parts. They all bewail’d the 
horridnefs and inhumanity of the aftion, highly condemn’d Theodo - 
f niSy « and committed the profccution of the cafe toS. yimbrofe, who 
Afnhu Ep , “ prefently wrote * to the Emperor, laying before him the aggrava- 
xxviu. « tions of the Fatt, and the violation of the promife he had made 

!• lo6 ' « to him, exhorting him by a pubiick and a fincere Repentance to 

« reconcile himfelf to God and the Church; a courfe indifnenfably 
« neceffary, before he could admit him to the holy Euchariff, or the 
“ communion of any of the divine Offices: That this was not the 
« rcfult of any ftubborn obftinate humour, it being no more than 
“ what had been reprefented to him in a dream, wherein he had feen 
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»his Majefty coming into the Church, at whofe approach he had 
« |j CCn immediately forbidden from above to confecratc and difpence 
« t he holy Communion; that nothing but a hearty repentance could 
it re ftore him, which, if he gave any credit to him, he would im- 
« mediately fet upon, if not, he would not take it amifs, that he 
“prefer’d his duty to God before the vefpefl: that he owed to the 
“ Emperor. Theodofius having read the Letter, began to be troubled, 
and to be uneafie in his own mind : He was a good man, and though 
naturally apt to receive quick impreffions of anger, was as foofl 
reduc d to a juft fence of tilings. He came back to Milan, and as 
he was wont, went to Church, but the Bifhop met him at the 
Church-porch, and forbid him any further entrance. Perhaps Sir, 

(laid he) you do not rightly apprehend the horriblenefs of the Maffacre 
lately committed, for though the form of your fury be blown over, yet 
reafon has not yet recovered its fight , to differn clearly the great nefs of the 
mifehief The Imperial In fire, I is like , blinds your eyes that yon cannot 
fee your Offence , and your power impofes upon your reafon. But you fhould 
do well withal to keep an eye to the frail and corruptible condition of hu¬ 
mane Nature, and to refldt upon that original dnft, out of which we were 
all made, and unto which we mufl all return. Let not the fplcndor of 
your purple Robes hinder yon from being acquainted with the infirmities of 
that body which they cover. Ion are, Sir , of the fame make with thofe 
Sub], els which you govtrn, who are not your Subjects only , but in fome 
fence your fellow- frvants. For there is one Lord and Emperor of the 
World, the great Creator of all things. And with what eyes then will 
you behold the Temple of this common Lord ? With what feet willyou tread 
bis Santluary ? How will you firetch forth thofe hands in prayer, that are 
fill reeking with the blood of the innocent ? Flow will yon prefume with 
fuch hands to receive the mo ft (acred Body of our Lord ? How will yon 
lift up his precious Blood to thofe Lips, which lately uttered fo fivage a 
decree for the unjufl j,bedding fo much blood ? Depart therefore, and feek 
not by a fecond Offence to aggravate your former fault, but quietly take the 
yoah upon you, which our great Lord has from above allotted for you. ’Tis 
jb.irp, but \is Medicinal, and immediately conducive to your health. The 
great Prince was amaz’d at fo home and fevere an entertainment; 
Something he offered by way of extenuation, that even David had 
been guilty both of Murder and Adultery. The holy man replyed. 

Him whom you followed in the fin, follow alfo in his repentance. 

VI. THE Emperor now fufficiently fenfible of his cafe, return’d 
back to the Pallace, and teftilied his grief by all the expreffions of 
tears and forrow. Eight months he remained in this penitential 
(fate, all which time he wore nothing but mourning Garments. The 
Solemnity of Chriflmafs was now near at hand, at the remembrance 
whereof the Emperor then fitting in the Palace burft out into tears. 
Rufin, Controuler of the Palace, a bold man, and familiar with the 
Emperor, obferving it, askt him what was the caufe of his grief, 
whereat he fell into a more violent paffion. “ Ruffin (faid he) thou 
<f doff but make fjiort and mock me, thou little knoweft the trou¬ 
bles I feel: I w'eepand bewail my hard fate; fervants and beg- 
« gars may freely go into the Houfe of God, and pour out their 
“ prayers to Heaven, while the Church doors, and confequently the 
tl Gates of Heaven are fhut up againft me: Tor I remember what our 
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“Lord lias peremptorily declared, Wb.itfeveryou frillbind on lurtk 
“ Ib.tll bn bound, in Heuven. If that be it(replyed ««/;»'«) if you pleafe, 
“ I’le run to the Bifliop, and pray him to relealo the Sentence. No, 
“Laid the Emperor, you will never be able to perlwade iM I 
“ know the jultnels of the Sentence he has pall and that he will ne- 
“ ver out of Reverence to the Imperial Dignity betray the Commands 
“ of Cod. Rufin perfifted in his confidence that lie fliould prevail, 
and (o the Emperor gave him leave to go, himfelf foon after follow¬ 
ing him, led with the affurance which the other had given him. Am- 
href no Iboner law the Controuler coming towards ninw but he 
abruptly broke out, “ Rufin ((hid lie) you have put on a Ihamelefs 
“impudence: You were the advifer of this Maffacre, and now you 
“ have laid afide all (hame, and neither blufli nor tremble at fo 
“ great an alTault as you have made upon the Image of God The 
man fell to intreaties, and told him the Emperor wou d be thereby 
and by; “ if fo (faid the Bifliop) Rnfi», 1 tc " J ou P^ inl y> 1 la “ 
“ forbid him to enter the Church-porch : And if he think good to 
turn his power into force and Tyranny here I am, moft ready- to 
undergo any death he Iliall allot me. Twas no time to ttand d.l- 
pitting, lUfin knew theBilhops relolut.on, and therefore d.fpatdit a 
Meffage to the Emperor, to let him know what had part, and to 
perlwade him to ftay at home. Die Meffage met him juft as lie 
was coming over the Market-place, which when lie heard, lie reply, 
ed, Pie vo however, and undergoe the flume I buveptftly defnvtd. Be¬ 
ing come near the Church he ftopt, and addreffing himfelf to the 
Bishop, who fit in a Room hard by, prayed he might be abrolvd. 
jmtXk bluntly told him, that his coming thither was a forcible and 
violent invafion, that he fought againft God, and . tnri his Lawsi un¬ 
der foot. To which the Emperor calmly anlwered, I do not ut- 
“ front the eftablilht Conftitutions, nor defire contrary to Law to 
“ enter within the holy doors, I only beg to be releas d from the Ex- 
“ communicatory Sentence, and that herein you would confider and 
«imitate the compaflion anti tendernefs of our common Lord, and 
“not bar up thole Gates againft me, which onr Lord has let open to 
“ all Penitents. What figns of Penitence (laid Ambrofe) have yon 
“ given for fo foul a Crime?With what Medicines have you cur d your 
“Wounds? ’Tis your part (replycd the Emperor) to piefuibe the 
*■ Remedy, to mix the Ingredients, to apply the Plaiftc. ; mine to 
“ ftibmit; and comply with the prefcripttons. Since then (Did the 
“Bilhop) vou have let the Reins loole to rage and fieicenefs, and 
«that “twas not reafon, but pafiion dilated the Warrant, let a Law 
“be drawn up henceforth, to cancel 1 all Decrees paft m haft andf,, 
“ r y, let all Warrants that touch Life, or forfeiture of h ftates b“ 
“ kept thirty dayes after figning, that there may be refpitc mramor 
“ mature and deliberate judgment; which time expir d let the 
« w i,o drew up the Warrant, again prefent it to you, that fo IUalon 
“being freed from the fumes and clouds of anger, may impartially 
« weigh the cafe, and difeern whether it be right or wrong ; if t 
“ annear tobc wrong, it is plain, it ought then to reverfe it, if right, 
“ to confirm andTatffie it ,‘and Vo by this delay, the affair will pro¬ 
ceed withmoft advantage. 7 readily enibtacd c M - 
“tion, which he approv’d as uleful and excellent advice, coenmamf 
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iiwaLaw" k to be drawn up to that purpofe, which he immediately „ m , 9 . 
sign’d with his own hand. This done, the Bifliop pronounc’d his ocd.n.ri,. 
Abfolution, whereupon he went into the Church, and there throw- 
• „ himfelf proftrate upon the ground, cried out with Davi 1 9 My nt.^.itg. 26 . 
Zlckuvetbunto the,duft, quicker thou mo porting to thy ivord and 
with all the expreftions of a holy grief, tearing his hair, beating his M0ratiMi 
forehead, and with tears running down his cheeks, begg d pardon f'cf.mi, 
of God and good men. And when the time of offering came, he (‘M™- 
went up with tears to the Communion-Table, and having made lus 
Offering, flood ftill within the Rails, as the Cuftom was for the Em- 
nerors to do in the Eaftcrn Church. Ambrofe either not knowing it, 
or taking no notice of it, ask’t him what he wanted; heanfwered, 
he waited to receive the holy Sacrament; the Bifhop lent thejchief 
Deacon to him to let him know, that the places within the Railes 
were refervedonly for the Clergy, that therefore lie fliould go and 
ftand with the reft without, for though the purple made men Em¬ 
perors it did not make them Pricfts. A rebuke which the good 
Emneror took with an even and compofed mind, commanding them 
to acquaint the Bilhop, that he had not taken that place out of any 
nride or arrogance, but becaufe it was the Cuftom to do fo at Con- 
however that he thank’t him for his Correftion. And it 
made fuch deep impreffion, that at his return to he al¬ 

ways went and flood without the Railes ; and when Nelt.irws the 
Bifliop askt him why he did fo, he anfwered with a figh, that he 
had at length been taught the difference between a Prince and a Bi¬ 
fliop, and had with much difficulty found a teacher of truth, and 
that Ambrofe was the only Perfon he had met with that truly de- 
ferv’d the name of a Bifliop. Thus ended the conteft between 27,c- 
oMut and S. Ambrofe , wherein how far Ambrofe overftraincd the 
firing, Ifliallnotnow difpute, remembring I here fuftain the Perfon 
not of a Divine, but an Hiftorian. r . . _ 

VII. W F. mention’d a Synod that aftifted S. Ambrofe ill the Con¬ 
demnation of Thcodofwf. It was at that time affembled ztMioo upon 
this occafion. foviman, a fecret Difciple o( He/vidittf had hv d Lome 
years in S. Ambrofe his Monaftery at MiU», covering ill defigns under 
a vail of Piety. At laft he threw off his Monaftick habit, putting on 
the mod gaudy and fplcndid Attire, and indulging himfelf in all the 
modes anc? falilions, the pleaf,ires and delicacies of a Secular Life. 

And becaufe all was nothing unlefs he let up for the Elead of aSeft, 
he vented fuch Doarines as thele; that Marriage was a date C.<ter» 
fori bus, of equal merit and perfeftion with Crelebacy; that they who 
had been dulv regenerate by Baptifm could not be undermind and 
fubverrsd by the Devil; that the abftainmg from fomc forts of meats 
was no wlut better than an indifferent ufage of them, provided they 
were uf-n with tliankfgiving ; and that all who were careful to live 
according to their baptilmal Obligation ihould have an equal reward 
in H'-a- en And methinks had he taught no worfe than this,he had 
nor deferv’d lo loud and fevere an out-cry to he made againft him. But 
it Teems (as ’tis the fate of Seducers to wax worfe and worfe) lie at- 
ter-ards maintain’d, that the Mother of our Lord after the birth of 
cin ift ceas d to bea Virgin, and bad other Children, and what is yet 
worfe than that, that Chrift did not take true ftolh upon him. Being 
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forc’d to quit Milan, he fled to Rowe, where he fuccesfully propa- 
gated his Opinions, and wrote feveral Books in vindication of them. 
Pope Siriciits prefently conven’d the Presbytery of that City, and con- 
demnecl him and his followers, an account whereof he lent by three

bouring Bifhops was met about this matter. They read Sincim's E- 
piftle, and then proceeded to a Synodical Ccnfure, condemning the 
«« nxt. ibid, men and their dogmata, and then writ an anfwer ,n to Sine ins, where- 
«/. 1024. in they commend his care and follicitude in his Pa floral flation, his 
diligent watching over the flock againft the attempts of Wolves, af¬ 
ter which they defeend to a particular confutation of Jovin/ans Opi¬ 
nions. What became of Jovinian afterwards, and how lharply lie 
. was taken up and treated by S. Jerom, but efpecially by the Empe- 

" vu. lib. 1 <5. ror Honorim (who ordered » him to be apprehended, whipt with 
c. n. nt.v. or Rods with leaden Bullets, and to be banilht into Boat, 

* ^ an Bland belonging to Dalmatia, with fevere penalties againft his 

Difciples and followers) lies not within my compa ft to enquire. 

VIII. TWO years after, viz. Ann. CCCXCIf. Theodofins being 
return’d into the Raftern parts, Valentinian went into France to pre¬ 
pare for an expedition againft the barbarous People, that were ready 

* zo(i>». Hip., to fall in upon thofe parts of the Empire. Count Arbogaftes 0 , Genc- 
vidfii ra l °f the forces there, a Frank by Nation, a man bold and rich, 
lib. dt i>ond.& had by Bribes and other Arts of infinuation mightily endeared him- 
Atmfnr.p. 540. f c lf to the Souldiers, and upon all occaflons took too much upon him, 

even in his converfe with the Emperor himfelf. Princes are very 
tender of their Liberty, and the Royalties of their Crowns. Valen¬ 
tinian liked not a Controuler fo near him, and had oft attempted, 
but in vain to fhakehim off. At length he gave him a Warrant to 
difeharge him of his command. But Arbogaftes bluntly told him, 
’twas not he that had given him that Command, nor was it he that 
could take it away from him, and with that tore the Paper in pieces, 
threw it upon the ground, and went out; and within few dayesthe 
Emperor was found ftrangled in the Palace, on Saturday, May the 
15 tb. being then Whitfon-eve. While he lay at Vicn in France , he 
p Amir, dt greatly defired to be baptiz’d p before he engaged with the Enemy, 
obiu'ahnt. ant j t0 t i latcnc j had lent forS. Ambrofe. to come to him, whole am- 
\ val he paflionately expe&ed, thinking every day a year. The Bi- 
fhop had put himfelf upon his Journey, and was got on this fide the 
Alps, when he met with the fad news of the Emperor’s death, where¬ 
at amaz’d, he returned back with a heavy heart. The report here¬ 
of being carried to Tbeodoftus, he wrote to S. Ambrofe to take care for 
,: P' an honourable Funeral, who in his anfwer s gives him an account 
a.v w j iat Matcria i s they ] iac l in readinefs for it. The Body then being 
conveyed to Milan, was laid up in a Magnificent Monument, at the 
Interment whereof S. Ambrofe preacht his Funeral Sermon r , wherein 
imp-tom .3^.3. he elegantly bewails the untimely lofs of the young Prince, whole 
hopeful beginnings and excellent vertues he deferibes, and largely 
proves that the want of Baptifin, which he had fo carneftly defired 
and longed for, fhould not prejudice his eternal happinefs in ano¬ 
ther World, the merciful God in fuch cafes accepting the will for 
the deed. Toward the concluflon he introduces his Brother Gra¬ 
ttan 
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tian, welcoming him into the Regions of the bleffed, between whom 
he runs a Paralel, and applies to them that of David concerning 
Saul and Jonathan , they were lovely and pleafant in tbeir lives, and in 
their death (meaning as to the manner of it) they were not divided.

I* ^ NTINIA N being thus taken of Y,Eugenius f ufurpt 

\f the Empire : A Fellow of ignoble birth, and a mean pro- 
- * feffton, being no better than a Rhetorician, and a School- 
mafter; but withal a man of parts and lubtlety, and who by Richo- 
mrs recommendation had infinuated himfelf fo far into the favour 
of Arbogaftes, that he took him into his moft intimate Councils, and 
finding himfelf in a ftraitwhatto do upon the murder of Valentinian, 
he advanc’d him to the Empire. A man he was of no fettled Prin¬ 
ciples in Religion, Philoftorgius 1 fays he was a downright Pagan, 
and they who fpeak moft favourably, fay u he did but Hypocriti¬ 
cally profefs Chriftianity : So that the Gentiles w began to conceive 
hopes of flickering themfelves under his favour and Patronage, and 
fo plied him with their flattering auguries and divinations, that ho 
inclined to them, and as an earned: of his kindnefs, granted (what 
they could never hitherto obtain) that the Altar of Victory x fhould 
be reftor’d, and the Charges of the Solemnities defrai’d out of the 
publick Exchequer. By this time he was advanc’d into Italy, and 
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march'd direQly for Milan ; but before his arrival S. Ambrofe was 
gone to Bonontu , whither he was invited to attend the Tranflation 
of S. Agricola the Martyr: Thence he went to Favcntia, where hav¬ 
ing {hid a few dayes, he was invited to Florence ; whence he wrote 
a Letter y to Eugenics, cxcufing his not flaying till his arrival at Mi¬ 
lan, and freely expoftulating with him for the favour he had file wed 
the Gentiles, giving him an account how unluccesfully it had been 
attempted under aU the Preceding Emperors, who had flatly reject¬ 
ed the motion, and that himfelf had been the great inftrument to 
oppofe and overturn it. While he ftaid at Florence he dedicated a 
Church there, burying Lome of the Martyrs bones under the Altar, 
which he had brought with him from Bottom*. There he remain’d 
till Eupenim left Milan, who departed to encounter Tbeodofitus, who 
was laid to be coming with an Army towards him. Strangely puffc 
up they were with confidence of fuccefs, infomuch that Arbogaftes, 
and Flavian™ the Gentile, and PrefeCl of Rome, threatned at their 
going out of Milan, that at their return they would turn the Church 
there into a Stable, and make the Clergy ferve in the Wars. But the 
wife God defeated their impious purpofes. For Tkodofms coming 
upon them fooner than they expected, after a bloody fight routed 
their whole Army *, and a Party was diipatcht to apprehend Ettge- 
nius , who fat on the top of an hill expecting the ilfue ofthe Battel. 

a ing the Souldiers come panting up the Hill, and fuppofing them 
engers of Victory, he askt them, whether as he had given order, 
they had brought Tbeodofiim bound ? They replyed no, they had not 
brought Tbeodofius to him, but were come to bring him to Theodoftm. 
So they pluckt him from the feat where he fat, bound him, and car¬ 
ried him to the Emperor, who having aggravated his Tyrannical U- 
furpation, commanded him to be put to death. Nor did a better 
lot attend his dear Friend and Patron Arbogaftes 3 , who flying from 
the Battel, fpurr’d on with the fear of a conquering Enemy, but 
more haunted with the Confidence of his own Villanies, and not 
being able to flatter himfelf with any hopes, either of pardon or 
efcape, two dayes after anticipated the publick juftice, and made his 
own Sword the inftrument of his Execution. 


II. S. Ambrofi (than whom none was ever more ready to promote 
'Paulin, ib. Offices of mercy) being advertiz’d b by the Emperor ot the Vidtory, 
M- diipatcht Letters to Court to intercede for thele that had been en¬ 

gaged in the late Rebellion, fuch more Specially as had fled for 
San&uary into the Church. And to make all fure, himfelf went to 
Aquileia for that purpofe, where his mediation could not fail of a de- 
fired Succefs, the good Emperor falling down upon his knees before 
him, and freely owning, ’twas by his prayers and intcrccffion with 
Heaven he had got the Viftory. Ambrofi came back to Mila?/, whom 
the Emperor followed the next day,whither hisSons Arcadius and Horn- 
rim (or one of them atleaft) loon after came to him from Confi.wtittople , 
whom he received publicity in the Church, recommending them to S. 
Ambrofi his care and prayers. He ftaid at Milan, and the following year 
fell fiakin the midft of the publick joyesand triumphs. In his ficknefs 
he frequently fent for, and convers’d with Ambrofe, to whom lie ex- 
prefta greater concernment for the good of the Church, than for 
the affairs of the Empire; for the cafe of his People, he releas’d the 
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Taxes that were unpaid, for the fecurity of his Enemies, he pafs’d 
an Ad of pardon and indemnity, and for the common fettlement di¬ 
vided the Empire between his two Sons, committing them to the 
care of Count Stilicbo, whom he made their Guardian. He dyed Ja- 
tutary the XVII. Ann. CCCXCV. to the ineftimable lofsof the whole 
Roman Empire, and efpecially of the Catliolick Church, to which he 
was ever a true nurfing Father. His Corps was afterwards carried to 
Conftant/nople , but the Solemnities of his Funeral were kept at Mi- 
Itn on the fortieth day after his death, where S. Ambrofi made 
a large Funeral Oration c , a juft Panegyrick in his commendation. In- * nxt.rm. m. 
deed he was an excellent Prince, devout and pious, mild and gentle, p. 47 - 
humble and affable, compaflionate and merciful; he was wife, juft, 
and valiant, and (as a bleffing from Heaven upon all his other ver- 
tues) in all his undertakings prolperous and fuccesful. I know Zo- 
ftmus a Pagan Hiftorian (who never fpeaks well of any Chriftian 
Emperor) charges him d with luxury and delicacy, effeminacy and a Zn f m , /. 4 . 
love of plealures, and that in the Profecutioii of them he exhaufted m<ss. 773* 
the Revenues of the Empire. But Aurelius Victor c (nor is he the \\\ 

only Gc»f/ 7 e-writer f that does fo) gives him a better and a nobler Cha- &l 
rafter, and compares him both in the features of his body, the dif- 
pofitionof his mind, and the coulfe of his aftions with Trajan, one matt. imp. Tot • 
of the beft Princes in the whole G^z/e-fucceffionof the Roman Em- od.)p. 135. 
perors. He fays of him, he was of a mild and merciful difpofition, f e 2 \ £ 
and one who reckoned himfelf to differ from others only in the p. 94 .& in 
Imperial Garb ; kind and courteous to all, but efpecially good men, u 'Ti l - P J U lfnt 
one that lov’d men of the meaneff, and admired them that were of 
great parts and learning, fo long as they kept within the rules of 
decency and vertue ; his bounty was unlimited, he Treated Citi¬ 
zens with great refpeft, with whom he had only a private acquain¬ 
tance, and heap’d upon them Gifts, Honours and Offices, efpecially 
where by any difficult Services they had approv’d their fidelity to¬ 
wards him. Nay, he was free from thofe Vices, which did fome- 
what blemilh Trajans Perfon and Government ; drunkennefs and am¬ 
bition he perfeftly hated, he found Wars rather than began any, and 
by a Law forbad Minftrels and other Servants of lewdneis and wan- 
tonnefs to attend at Feafts and Entertainments, fo great a Patron of 
modefty and chaftnefs, that he prohibited the Marriages of Coufin- 
•germans. Learned he was to a good degree, fagacious and prudent, 
defirous to know the aftions of great men in all ages, whole ambi¬ 
tious, cruel, and injurious attempts he expos’d with great refent- 
ment ; apt to be angry, but withal like a true generous nature, foori 
appeas’d; he was, what feldom happens, bettered by his advance¬ 
ment to the Empire, and it never more appeared than after a Victo¬ 
ry over his enemies, whom he treated with all imaginable kindnefs, 
and would out of his own Exchequer many times repair thofe dam- 
mages and Ioffes which his Subjects had fuftained by the Cruelty and 
rapacioufhcfs of Ufurpers. In his private Life, he was infinitely 
kind to all his Kindred and Relations; neat, but riotcoftly in his 
Entertainments, pleafant in his Difcourfcs according to Perfons and 
Tilings, but never tranfgreffing the Laws of gravity ; moderate in 
his Recreations, and temperate in his Diet. How vaftly different; 
this Character is from that of Zjfitnms, evety one fees, and my An- 
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thor that makes it was much more capable of knowing the truth of 
things, living under this very Emperor. 

Hf J-IONORIVS, to whole (hare the Weflern Empire fell, togra- 
tifie the People in the entrance upon his Government, entertained 
g them at Milan with (ports, and fighting with wild hearts ; which 
being a time of Licence, Lome Souldiers prompted by Ruf fins the 
Governour, and with the leave of Count Stilicho went t o the Church 
to fetch one Crefconi/ts a Malefactor, who had fled thither for (bel¬ 
ter ? The Bifhop, and Clergy that were prefent endeavoured to de- 
fend the Priviledges of the Church, and to guard the man. hut the 
Party, commanded by Avian Officers, were too rtrong lor them, broke 
in upon them, and took away the man by force, carrying him in a 
kind of triumph to the Amphitheater. Ambrofe. in the mean time 
threw himfelf before the Altar, and with tears bewailed the vio¬ 
lence that had been offered to the Church of God. And mark the 
iffue. No iooncr had they brought Crcfconins to the Amphitheater, 
and that the Leopards were let loofe upon him, but immediately they 
ran to the place where the Perfons who had violated the Church 
Pit, leapt upon them, and very grievoufly rent and tore them. At 
the fight whereof Stilicho was toucht with a (quick remorie for 
what had been done, and by a long Penance fatisfied the hi (hop, 
withal reftoring the man back, whom they had forcibly taken,.who 
being yet guilty of great enormities, was banifh’d, and loon after 
pardoned. A Servant h a Ho of Count Stilichds, a Demoniac, who had 
been lately cur’d, and remained (Till in the Ambrofian Church, being 
charg’d with forging Letters, his Martcr refufed to punifh him : 
But the Bifhop commanding him to be brought before him, ex¬ 
amin’d him, and found him guilty, and thereupon told him, ’twas 
neccffiiry he fhould be delivered over to Satan for the. definition of the 
fhfh , that hereafter he might not prefume to do fo any more. Im¬ 
mediately while the words were yet in his mouth, an evil (pint feiz’d 
upon him, and began to tear and torment him^ which (truck no 
little terror and amazement into all that beheld it. The fame of 
thefe and other his great aftions flew all abroad, and among others 
came to the ears of Pritigil Queen of the Marcomanni , who lent Pre- 
fents with a Letter, defiring from him inftruftions in the Chrirtian 
Faith. He lent her back an Epiftle drawn up in form of a Catechifm , 
advifing her to perfwade her Husband to preferve peace and friend- 
lhip with the Roman Empire. She did fo, and they both refolv’d to 
put themfelves under the protection of the Emperor, and upon that 
errand file came to Milan , but ’twas too late to (peak with the holy 
man. 

IV. FOR being now worn out with cares and labours, he began 
to fink. A few dayes ‘ before he fell fick, he foretold his death, 
but faid, lie fhould live till Eaflcr. Before he took his bed, he conti¬ 
nued his ufual ftudies, and expounded the XLIII. Pfalm, which he 
dictated to Paulinas , who was his amanuen/ts, and who looking up, 
on a Hidden faw a Globe of fire in form of a fhield covering his head, 
and by degrees creeping in at his mouth, after which his face became 
white as fiiow, thougli foon after it returned to its ufual Complex¬ 
ion. Paulinas was fore frighted with the Vifion, his pen fell out oi 
his hand, and he could write no further, till he had recovered himlelt.

’Twas the lart time the good Bifhop cither wrote or diftated any 
tiling, nor did he fjniili his Expofition upon that Pfalrn, which ac¬ 
cordingly is extant imperfect at this day. Count Stilicho was infinite¬ 
ly troubled at the news of his fickncfs, and faid openly, the. day that 
that great man dies, definition hangs over Italy : And therefore fendirig 
for as many of the Nobility and Magiftrates of the City, as he knew 
had an interert intheBifhops kindnefs, he partly tlireatried, partly 
perf waded them to go to him,and by all means prevail with him to beg 
his Life of God. They went, and with tears befbught him to in¬ 
tercede with Heaven for his own Life, reprefenting the unconceiv¬ 
able lofs tlie Church of God would receive by the death of fo excel¬ 
lent a Prelate, to whom he gave no other anfwer k than this, I have 
not fo behav'd my felf among them, that I fhould be afhamed to live , nor 
am / afraid to die, becaufe 1 have fo good a Alafler . The day whereon 
lie dyed (which was April the IV. Ann. CCCXCVII) he lay for fe- 
veral hours with his hands expanded in form of a Crofs, his lips mo¬ 
ving all the while, though it could not be underftood what he faid. 
Honor at ns Bifhop of VercelL was there at that time, and being gone 
into an upper Chamber to take a little reft, heard a voice crying three 
■times to him, arife y and make haft, for be is goino to depart. He came 
down, and gave him the holy Eticharift, Which he had no fboner 
taken, but he expir’d. His body was early the next morning carri¬ 
ed to the great Cathedral, and there remain’d on Rafter-eve : On the 
Lords day after the publick Solemnities, it was remov’d to the Am- 
Irofnn Church, and there interr’d, his Funeral being attended by 
Perfons of all Rancks and Qualities, of all Ages and Conditions, not 
only Chriftians, but Jews and Gentiles , many driving to touch his 
body with Napkins or Handkcreheifs, believing they fhould be a- 
ble witli them to fence oft the alfaultsof evil Spirits. He was flic- 
cecded by Simplician, who had fometimes been his Tutor, and whoni 
be feemed to defign for his fuccefTor before he died. For when he 
lay fick, Cafl/ts , Polemics , Venerins , and I\elix y four of his Deacons 
watch’d with him, and being at the other end of the room at a great 
diflancc from him, were talking together who fhould fucceed him, 
but whifper’d fo low, that they could (carce hear one another, and 
when the name of Simplician was mention’d, lie cried out (as if he 
had been among them) three times together, Hds ancient , bathe's 
a good man. At the hearing whereof they were amazed and ran 
away. 

V. BEHOLD in this good Bifhop an admirable exemplar of true 
Piety and Vertue. In his more private Life he was a publick Exam¬ 
ple. His Devotions 1 were conftant and fervent, the day for the mod 
part, and fometimes the night he (pent in reading, prayer and faft- t 
ing. His appetites were fubdued by a conftant courfe of Mortifica¬ 
tion, and condlifted by very ftrift meafures of abftinence and fobri- 
ety, never dining but upon Saturdays, and Lordsdays, and the Fefti- 
vals of Martyrs. He had a mind exquifitely tender and cmnpaffi- 
Oliatc, he rejoyed with them that did rejoyce y and did weep wiih them th it 
™>pt. His Charity was as large as the neceffitics of humane nature, 
he lov’d, reliev’d, affifted all, but efpea ally them of tin Hvifholdof 
Faith. His Eftate real and perfbnal he intirely beflow’d upon the 
poor, and for the maintenance of the Church/ ftyling m the poof his ' 
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Si wards and Treaftrers , in whole hands he dcpofited his Revenues. 
M'w'as his care and practice to do good againftevil, of all the affronts 
and injuries that he met with, he reveng’d none, nor requited them 
otherwiie than by Offices of kindnefs. Temptations to Riches or 
Honour weigh’d nothing with him, whole mind dwelt above the 
World, and who had given lb pregnant an inftancc of his contempt 
of them, in a free renouncing lo confiderablc a lhareof both, "though 
he was a Pcrlon of great birch and Fortunes, and had juftly acquir’d 
a mighty veneration from Pcribns of all conditions and interefts, yet 
never any took lower and more humble mealures of himfelf. He 
readily profelfes» upon all occafions his unlitncls for his Office, that 
he was unworthy to be a Bifhop, and Ids than the leaft of all of that 
17? T place and order, and that it was h the grace of God that he was what 
i.i.e. i. iii fn. Thus he mov’d in his private Or be. In his Epifcopal Rati¬ 

on he was a common light to all the Bilhops of that age. His Pro¬ 
vince he govern’d with lingular iidelity and care. He adminiftreil 
the holy Fucharift every day, preach’d ° commonly every fords 
b*. b i o. day, befides the frequent returns of particular and extraordinary oc- 
, h calions, and (pent no linall part of his time in intruding v and pre- 
‘q , 1 paring the Catccl/uw:m for Baptifm, wherein he took more pains a- 
lone, than any five of his Succelfors could dilcharge. He v as the 
mod undaunted Champion for the Catholick faith, which the We- 
(Icrn Church had in thole times, and the molt ftrenuous A (Tetter of 
Ecclefiaftick Difciplinc, the Rites whereof he maintain’d againll all 
oppofirion, without reljied of Perlons, or fear of any dangers that 
might attend it. Offenders he reprov’d with a mighty freedom and 
impartiality, not fparing the higheft, nor declining the molt fierce 
o wit irii* and violent. He had indeed a natural greatnefs and gallantry of 
r&tfiioias mind, that made him Ipeak freely and boldly upon all occafions, nor 
was ^y any confidcrations of fear or favour to be moved one hairs 
ZtftUlT breadth, where the caule of God, and Religion lay at fMe. And 
uJkUvw y c t none more indulgent to thole that were truly penitent, and wil- 
tmfhoX' ling to olilcrvc the Rules and Cuftoms of the Church, infomuch that 
c.vx.v/. col. he was blam’d for it. When any came to him to Confefs r their Of* 

, fences, he wept for them, and with them, and by his own fet their 
x'cars afloat. Their Faults he was infinitely careful to conceal, ne¬ 
ver di(covering them to any but Cod, with whom he interceded for 
their Pardon. He had a very tender fence of the lufferingsof the 
Church, whole nccclfitics he was always molt forward to Ripply. 
When told of the death of any Bifhop, he was wont to weep moll: 
bitterly,and when his Servants endeavoured to comfort him, lie told 
them,he did not grieve that Inch a one was dead,but that the good man 
had got the Hart of him, and that it would be lo hard to find a Wor¬ 
thy Pcrlon to fiiccccd him. It was no inconliderablc Portion of his 
time and pains, that was (wallowed up in hearing and determining 
civil caules, and the differences that arofc among neighbours, where- 
conftf, ;,a with he was fo crowded, that S, Juguftine f at his firft coming to 
Milan found it a hard matter to get an opportunity of difeourling 
with him. His Gates were always open, and no man forbidden to 
have accefs to him, nor was there any need of an Uflicr to intro¬ 
duce them. Though none more ablfcmious in his own Pcrlon, yct 
did he keepHofpitality, wherewith he entertain’d not the poor only, 

but 
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but Perfons of the greateft Rank and Quality, who took it for in 
honour to have been his Guefts, infomuch that Count Arbogafles glo¬ 
ried 1 in it that he had been familiarly entertain’d at his Table, and lh ' 

Vincent ins Prefect of Gaul propos’d 11 it as a Pattern to S. Martin , that » s. s ( vtr. 
Ambrofe fcrupled not to Feaft Confuls and Governors at his Houfe. 

And within tliofe bounds he kept himfelf, never admitting publick p ' 
treatments abroad ; there being three w things he always refolv’xl 
againft, never to make a Match for any ones Marriage, never to per- cel ^f[' 
fwade a man to be a Souldier, and never to go, though invited, to a 
Feaft. Saturday, we oblerv’d before, was one of his dining dayes, 
whereat Monica * S%Auguftr,h Mother at her coming to Milan was 
greatly offended, having obferv’d that day to be kept as a fblernn di. 557- 
Faftat Rome , and in other places, and wondered why it fhould be 
there a Feftival. A plain Evidence that the Roman Church did not 
in thole dayes give Laws to the Rites and Cuftoms of other places, 
no not to thole that were next door to it. The See of Rome haft 
not as yet trampled upon the necks of foraign Churches, which pre- 
ierv’d their Liberties and Ufages intire anci independant, without do¬ 
ing obeyfance to the Supremacy of S. Peter *s Chair. Accordingly 
S. Ambrofe in his refolution of the cafe, wifely advis’d Auguftine and 
his Mother to follow his Example, when they were at Rowe , to faft 
on Saturday as they did at Rome y and when at Milan , to Feaft, as 
they did there ; and to whatlbever Church they came, to obferve 
theCuftom of that place, that lb they might neither give, nor take 

VI. HIS learning was rather polite, than deep. Some infight lie 
had got into the Platonick Philofophy in his younger years, being not 
inconfiderably acquainted, both with the Language and Learning of 
Greece. When lie was made liilhop, he was little vers’d in Tlieolo- 
gick Speculations, in the purfuit whereof he advanc’d with lo quick 
a pace, that he Teem’d to be inlpir’d from above, became a Preacher 
toothers, while he was but a Scholar himfelf, docerevos c.cpi, quod ip- 
fenondidici , as himfelf y confclTcs ; he taught and learnt at the 
fame time, informing himfelf, while he inftrufted others. Though 
lie traded much in the Writings of fome of the Greek Fathcis, and 
tliofe too the moft bold and venturous, vet he carefully avoided all 
unorthodox and fufpetted dogmata, he let pals the Weeds and gather¬ 
ed only the Flowers, leparating the precious from the vile, and 
handling Divine Matters with a moft Religious tendernefs of mmd, 
and with a fmcere rdpefl: to the known and eftablilh’d Do&rine of the 
Church. His ftyle is various according to the different Subjcfts that 
he manages, but in general ’tis concife and linait, much like that of 
Seneca. but fomewhat more foft and mild. His Difcourfes are made 
up of round fentenccs, argute layings, quick tranfitions, and heulu- 
ally concludes his argument with fbme (mart clole at the end or it* 

The truth is, his ftyle is rather pretty than elegant, the fhortncls and 
brisk nets of his Periods is plcafant, and leaves a picquancy and quick 
l-clidi in the Readers mind, and fomething ftill to be underftood, ei¬ 
ther not at all expvcfs’d.or but obfeurely intimated. His woi Its (molt 
whereof lie wro‘e all with his own hand 1 , unlefs where neknefs 2 nt. p,iuUHt 
interpos’d and rook him off) are either Ihcls (Books purpolely writ- t- *• 
ten 011 fbme particular Subjeds) or Sermons, or kpijllcs, 01 C ownm* 
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nrics Among his Tracts there are Ionic, which are charg'd to be 
little better than Tranflations out of Greek. Thus !>.>* long 
fin^c obferv’d of his Books de fpiritn famto, that lie bouow d molt 
of diem out of a Book of Didrmm upon diat argument and in Ins 
transferring of them made them worle ; that lie frequently trail JcriLcs 
the Greek fathers, and efpecially Gripe//. It muft be gi anted,_ that 
he makes no little uft of the C.W lathers Writings ; nor is it any 
wonder, that he who came late to the Study of 1 heology, (lioiild 
make fome more than ordinary ule of the helps that had bcenbctorc 
him, and that lie who was peculiarly skill A n \ff‘/ l rt rk 
(hould convey the Trealures of the Eafi into «h cWcfiern World, 
without always mentioning the particular port from whence be 
brought them. No man (as hr 4 mm well ob erves in this tale) 
blames Cicero for being lo conversant in the books of 1 lain and de¬ 
riving thence a good part of his Plulolophy into Ins own W ntings; 
> t is Hud s notions in Tolly's drefs. And yet this is no dilhoncft Ida- 
ciarilin but a warrantable imitation. It mud hkcwile be lemcin- 
bred that Tirom Items to have had a particular pique at S. Ambrof, 
of whom lie feldom Ipcaks very favourably % erom was a man oi 
pa (lions, one that had no mean Opinion of himlef, and who leldom 
Lives an over-advantageous Character, where he thinks h.mlelf over- 
too’d Though elfewhcre he makes honourable mention of him, 
Idling that when lie was made Billiop of Milan, all Italy was toon 
reduc’d back to the Catholick Faith. His Sermons, Homilies, or Ora- 
tions arc generally fhort, and delivered in a popular way, no great 
number wliereof, confidering the frequency of his preaching, have 
been tranlmitted to us. ofhis Epiftles there arc ft.ll extant eight 
Books, monuments of great prudence and piety, containing cither 
Hiftorical Occurrences of thole times, or Explications of fome au¬ 
ricular Texts of Scripture, that by Letter had been propounded to 
him. Laffly, his Commentaries upon the Scripture run much upon 
the Allegorical drain, and in theft it is, that he is chiefly obl.g d 
to Driven. His Commentaries upon Luke were the early Fruit of lus 
Epifcopal Studies: He wrote alfo upon S. Paul s Epiftles, but thofc 
extant at this day, arcfalfly entitled to lus name. 

VII WE have leenthe man, and the Monuments lie left behind 
him And what wonder now if a man thus accomplish d, a Pcrion 
fo venerable for his learning and piety were renowned through the 
World. Indeed the common Suffrage of all antiquity has aflignd 
him the firff place among the four great Dolors of the Lot, r»e Chuic. 
Nay even in his Life time he was not only honour’d by the more en d 
and polite part of the World but his name wasreverened even a- 
monL barbarous Nations,- Whereof aiTinftance or two fhall iulhee.

His Parents (if we may believe one li w ho pretends to have <1 viu npipht 
been his Scholar, and the Companion of his Life) were Jews, Per- ptrjoun.df 
fonsofa mean fortune, his Father an Husbandman, his Mother tra- 
ded in the making of Linnen-Cloath ; two Children they had, Epi- /■pig). Tom. 2. 
jibanius, and a Daughter call’d C alii tropes. My Author adds, that at 
ten years of age he loft his Father, when their Family was reduc’d to aiJ '' ’ 
great extremity ; that tiot long after he was adopted by Tryphon a 
rich Jcwifh Lawyer, who gave him all the advantages of Education 
according to the Jen fib mode, defigning to Marry him to his only 
Daughter, but Hie dying Toon after, and her Father following, Epi- 
pbrnus remained lole Heir of that great Eftate, who taking his Si¬ 
ller home to him (his Mother being by this time dead) they liv’d 
together in great plenty, and with mutual latisfa&ion ; that going 
one day to the place of his Nativity, where part of the Eftate which 
Triphon had left him lay, he met by the way one Lucian, a devout 
charitable Monk, and being liirpriz’d with an a& of unufinl Chari¬ 
ty, which he law him do to a poor man, lie fell into his acquaintance, 
and was by him converted to Chriftianity, infhaidted in the Chrifti- 
an DoTrinc, and at length baptiz’d, when having fold his Eftate, 
and fettled it upon the poor, at fixteen years of Ago he betook him- 
lelfto a Monaftick Life. All which he relates at large, with infinite 
other particulars of his Life. But I dare not treat my Reader at his . 
coll, being an Author of lomething more than fufpe&cd Credit, and 
therefore plainly dilcarded by Baronins c himfelf, who is not always * AdAm.^ 
over-fhic of doubtful and fuppofititious Writings; though a late learn- ^ 4 J; 0r/ ^ 
ed Writer r more than once quotes him without any Icruple, and /.

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HI. E PIP MA N 1 V S' having thus broke loolc from the Snare 
of the Devil, thought himfelf oblig’d in gratitude to God, and for 
the good of the World to difeover this damnable and accurfed crew. 

There were no lefs than four (core of them in the place where he then 
liv’d, who flickered themfelves under the common profelfion of Chri- 
ftians, whole names he prefented to the bifhops and Governors of 
the Church, and by that means routed them and their pernicious 
Sect quite out of the City. After this he betook himfelf k toanac- u soyv. Ac¬ 
curate obfervat ion and imitation of the Lives of thole pious and dc- 
vout Afcctics, for which /Epps was then lb famous through the Chri- nZo”jt!'?r. r* 
ftian World, to whole ft rift and Philolbphick manners he conform’d fa.p 46*. 
himfelf. And in this courle he continued lome years, till the twen¬ 
tieth year of his age, at what time he return’d back into his own 
Countrey,and put himfelf under the Dilcipline 0 f Hilarion, the Father 
and Founder of Monachifm in thole parts. This Hilaricn was born 1 at > Hh.rcn, vit. 
Jab at bn a Village within live miles of Gaza in the South of Paliflinv, Hiivim. m- 
and had been fometimes Pupil to S. Antony, the great /Egyptian Her- Ti^som, 
mit, by whole inflitution and example he let up the Monaftick Life /.* $Vc‘i°o? ' 
in his own Countrey, planting himfelf in the Defcrts towards the P ,6ol ‘ 

Sea leven miles from Maiuma, the port belonging to Ciaz..u In the 
reign of Julian he was forc’d to quit his own Countrey, and fled in¬ 
to /Egypt, thence lie let Sayl for Sicily , where he liv’d lome time, 
and maintain’d himfelf by cutting wood in the Mountains, which lie 
carried on his back, and fold in the Neighbouring City ; thence he 
went into Dalmatia, and returning in the latter part of his Life fixt 
his abode in Cyprus, where he dyed. Epipbanins out of gratitude to 
his Mailer, wrote his Life in a fhort Encomia flick Letter, as S. 7V- 
rom did afterwards more at laivc, wherein he gives a full account 
of his piety and his miracles. Linder him Monachilm began to thrive 
apace, and the folitudes of Judea were loon rcplenilh’d with devout 
Inhabitants, among whom two were more remarkable, Hfycbius and 
Epipbanins ; Hcfycbins refided in the lame place with Hilar Ion, and was 
his moft intimate Companion ; Epipbanins fettled himfelf neir the 
place of his Nativity, where he erefted a Monaftcry, over which 
he prefided with great care and piety many years, nor indeed did he 
ever wholly lay afide the Superinteiidenjy and Adminiftration of 
it. 

IV. IT was now about the Reign of I "a lens (for till then, Sozo~ 
men m exprefly fays he remain’d at his Charge in Paljlinc) when hf c ' 32, 
he was promoted to the See of Stlamis in Cyprus. How, or upon ^ 5 ‘ 

what occafion he came to be cholen to that place, is uncertain : lln- 
lels we take the account that’s given us by the forementioned Wri- n rit.miph. 
ter " of his Life, who tells us, that having heard that Hilarion had w sur.‘sum. 
taken up his relidence in Cyprus , he went thitherto lalute him and xifx^iiW 
receive his blelTing. Hilarion kindly entertained him, and after two 
dayesftay, advis’d him to go to Salamis, where he fhould find a let- 
tied Habitation. It hapned, that the See of Salamis was then va¬ 
cant, and the Bifhops of the Ifiand met together about a new Electi¬ 
on, by whom the particular determination of the Perfon was referr’d 
to Pappus, an aged ConfelTor, and who had been fifty years Bifhop 
of Cytria, who going our into the 1'bmrn, laid hold upon Roipb.t/E/n, 
and that (as lie aflirm’d) by Divine Revelation, and taking bin! 

I i i 2 along 
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alona with him into the Church, ordain'd him firft Dcaccn, then 
Presbyter and laltof all, Bifliop of that place. If this account be 
true (as there’s nothing in it but what’s probable enough) then his 
Ordination to that See muff happen lbme time between Am. 
GCC 1 .XVI. (wlien Hilarion firft arrived in Cyprus; where liecontir.u- 
TAnim*. ed but feven" years in all, two at Paphos, and five in his retirement 
<v« i.r 5 r. am thc Mountains) and Ann. CCCLXXII. which was the lall 

year of HtLriorh Life ; nay, the Author I mention’d plainly inti 
mates, ’twas while Hihtrion abode at Paphus , that is, Ami. 
CCCLXVL And this agrees exactly with thc Relation ol 
r Dhi. devit. p a lladiusv, who feemsto make his fix and thirty years Govern- 
chyfnfL c. i 6 . mcnt t j lat church concurrent with the Popedoms of Damajm 
vwf'.griut ! and Sir kins, the former of whom entred upon the Sec of Rome, Ami. 
4 -m68c. CCCLXVI. Salamis, called afterwards Conjlantia , was an ancient 
City fituate upon one of thc Eaflern Promontories of the Jfland , built 
by 'fencer Son of Telamon King of Salmis (thence it had its name) 
one of the AiA.ean Iflands. ’Twas famous of old for a Temple dedi¬ 
cated to Jupiter, as Paphus was for one to Venus, renowned for being 
thc Birth-place of Afclepiades the Poet, and Solon , the great Athenian 
Law giver. That which firft rais’d it to a reputation in the Chrifti- 
an World, was thc preaching and Martyrdom of S. Barnabas, a Cy¬ 
priot by birth, who preach’d thc Chriftian Faith, and leal d it with 
his Blood in this place. Upon which account it became the leat of 
the Primate, or Metropolitan of the Ifiand, and what honours were 
in after-times conferr’d upon it, we have noted elfewhere. But alas, 
the ruins of its ancient greatnefs are fcarce vifible in a poor contemp¬ 
tible Village at this day, about two Miles diftant from Famagnp, 
the now Capital City of the Countrey. Epiphanius being thus ad- 
vso-m.ib. vantagioufly planted <i, the Fame of the man foon fpreadlit fell 
/>• 689. throughout the World. For Salamis being a Port-town, and by that 
means a place of great Commerce and T ra flick, he quickly grew 
into the notice and veneration of Strangers from all parts, as on the 
other fide his diligence in his Office, and the Piety and Chanty of 
his Conversion, and the skill and fidelity wherewith he managd 
even Civil and Secular Affairs, rendered him no lefs dear and ac¬ 
ceptable to his own People at home. 

V. IN D RED fo great was his Reputation and Renown abroad, 
thatAddrefles were made to him from all parts as the common Ar¬ 
biter of controverted queftions in Religion, and one that: was belt 
able to explain thc fence of the Catholick Faith. Ann, CCCLXXlll. 

■ jin. .1 f.r.- or the beginning of thc following year came Letters''to mm from 
Attmu M/tiitiiits and Tarfinus in the name of thcmfelvcs and the other 1 res- 
f,4x - byters at Sutdra a City in Pampbylia, intreating him to fend them an 
* accurate account of the Catholick Doftrinc concerning the blellai 
Trinity, and efpecially the Divinity of the Holy Gholf. For it leems 
> 1.. 4. os7. the Macedonian Herefie (which Sozomen r tells us, diffuse! it leh 
>■ 58s. through Bitbynia, Heilefbont, and the neighbouring Provinces)hadram- 
blcd hither, and infefted many in this Countrey, fo that ncglctting 
the ftale Controverfies about the Son of God (as men are naturally 
fond of novel errors) they greedily caught up the new-ftarted Blal- 
phemies againft thc holy Spirit, whofe Deity and Divine Dominion 
they denyed, and whom they degraded into the Clafs and Mimltiy 
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of a Servant and Meffcngcr. And though by the Letters which A- 
th ana ft us and fbme others had heretofore written to them about this 
matter, feveral had been reclaim’d from thefe pernicious Sentiments, 
vet the Tares were not wholly rooted up, the minds of many conti- 
nuiiH (fill leaven’d with this Impiety. They befought him there¬ 
fore to give them a full account what was the Orthodox Belief in 
this cafe, they having none near at hand able accurately to difeufs 
thofe fubtle and perplex’d queftions, that had been let on foot amongft 
them. This Reqneft was accompanied likewife with a Letter 1 from t 
Palladius, Governor of that City, upon the fame errand, and to the * 
very fame effed. In anfwer to both he wrote AyTi^vpoAn (as ’tis 
call’d) a large Re/ponfivc , wherein he particularly opens thc Dodrine 
of the Catholick Church in the Articles relating to the feveral Per¬ 
sons in the Trinity, which he explains and confirms from Scripture, 
and vindicates from the moft fpecious Cavils and Pretences which 
the Hereticks ufually made againft it, together with an account of i 
the Refurredion, and the conlcquent Articles that depend upon it. ' 

This Trad he ftyl’d the Ancorat u , becaufe Anchor -Wkc it ferv’d to n vu, r.yh. 
fix and confirm inftable minds in the knowledge of the Truth, and 
to keep them from being tofs'd to and fro, and carried about with tve-gum. lib. Ai¬ 
ry wind of Doctrine. In this Book he had among other things acci- 
dentally inferted a Catalogue of the names and numbers of feveral 
Hercfies, which had infelted the Church in all ages. The notice 
whereof being got abroad, awakened the curiofityof many, and par¬ 
ticularly of Acacins and Paulas, two Archimandrits, or Prefeds of 
Monafteries in the parts about Chalccdon , and Berata in CAfiria , who 
wrote w to him the next year by Marcellas , who being newly inftru- * Ext . n? i(i. 
fted in the Faith, was defirous to be more fully Principled and Con- anuPanar. 
firm’d by Epiphanius ; by him they excufe their not waiting Perfonal- 
ly upon him, which they intended, had not wcaknefs and infirmity 
con ft rain’d them to keep at home, afTuring him, they look’d upon 
him as a fecond S. John, one whom God had extraordinarily rais’d 
up to be anew Apoftle and Preacher to the Church. But the main 
bufinefs of thc Letter was to beg of him to give them an account of 
the Opinions and Pradifesof the feveral Hercfies that had difturb’d 
the Church ; a task which could not but be infinitely acceptable to 
them and all good men. Hereupon he compos’d his larger Work 
aaainll Hereftes, wherein befides the Hiftorical part, he makes a par¬ 
ticular Confutation of every Herefie, amounting in all to the number 
of LXXX. which he draws down through the feveral ages of the 
World to his own time, that is, till the eleventh * year of Halens and . ri d. a dv. 
Valent ini an, Ann. CCCLXXIV. From this date Baronins y conceives he »mf i>. 7. 
began this work a year before he received the Letter from the Monks \ 
of Syria, the Infcription whereof makes it not written till the fol¬ 
lowing year. But either there’s an error in the date of that Infcrip¬ 
tion (which being none of Epiphanius his own might eafily happen) 
or clfe by that date of the XI. of Hahns, Epiphanius intended, not 
that he then began, but only brought down his account to that time. 

It being otherwife certain both from the Preface, and the beginning 
of the Work it felf, that he fet upon it at the requeft of thofe Syri¬ 
an Archimandrites. And whereas in their Letter they tell him, they 
lud heard he had drawn out and afeertain’d the names of the feveral 

Hereftes, 
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I kjrefics, that plainly refers to the partake in his Awnrat 7 , where (as 
we obferv’d before^ Jie fets down their names and numbers, and that 
in the very fame method,whcrc : n he treats of them afterwards/I b this 
work he gave the Title of Panarium, the Ston-bouJ'c, deligning it he 
2 . tells us- 1 , to be a wGamv i*\&yyv a Phyfhk-cln//, or Apothecaries 
fhop, rcplcnifb’d with Antidotes adapted to thole feveral Poyfons, 
and venemous Wounds, which error had made upon the minds of 
men. But the largenefs of the Work, and the fubtlety of the Con- 
trovcrfics debated in it, rendered it Ids ufeful to unlearned and undi- 
feerning Headers, for whole fakes he afterwards contracted it into an 
sbuc.vfh.il.cofis, or lip item , that it might become more familiar and 
accommodate to ordinary life. Nor was it cnouyli, that he was thus 
imployed at home the nccelTitics of the Church call’d for his afliftancc 
abroad. Ann. CCCLXXXII- Cr.td.in and 'I herd (ins liimmon’d a Coun¬ 
cil to meet at Rome to compofe the controverlic that had rais’d fo 
much dull in the /'..?//, about the Sec of Antioch , pofTels’d by Vw 
linns , and challeng’d by fia-vian ) whole eaule was elpous’d and alfer- 
ted by a Synod at this time fitting at Con/lantinop'r. Bolides the IV,- 
Jhrn Bilhops, there arriv’d at Row fome out ol the If’(l h , efpecially 
P.tnlinns of Antioch, and our Eprphwins . He lodg’d in the Houle of 
the Lady Paula, Relitt of 7 ox otitis, a Gentleman ot Pome, who en¬ 
tertain’d him with all pollible kindnels, happy that Die had gotliicli 
a Gucll under her Roof. The Ads of this Synod are loft, but by the 
event it appears, that the Caulc was adjudged lor Paulinas . And 
now Jiaving done his errand, and lecn Rome , and convers’d with all 
the great Pcrlons there, the next Spring he return’d back to Cy¬ 


prus • 

VI. H E had now for many years peaceably govern’d the Cyprian 
Churches; when by means of John (who Ann. CCCLXXXVI. fiic- 
ceeded Cyril in the See of Jentfdnf) he was unhappily involv’d in 
Troubles and Ccntroverfics, that devour’d the latter part of his life. 
For the underftanding of which we are to know, that he ftill retain’d 
a Relation to theMonaftery, call’d Old Ad, which he had heretofore 
eroded and conftituted near Pdentheropolis in Pal,[line , for the better 
adminiftration whereof he was forc’d lometimcs to repair thither, and 
by that means maintain a nearer and more frequent intcrcourlc with 
the Bilhop of Jerufakm. John was a man proud and palftonate, and 
<rid ni-rt.n. helides of wavering and inconflant Principles : He had herded f with 
ad iKvnmJh. ’ the /Irian and Macedonian Party during the late Perlecutions in the 
p. 1 6 ^ Keign of ValenSy and though he haddelertcd them upon his promoti¬ 

on to that See, yet he ftill retain’d lome kindnels for the old Opini¬ 
ons, eljicckdly was a fccrct friend to the Do&rincs of Or/gen, where¬ 
to l.piph.inins was a profefs d Antagonift. This begat mutual jealoulies, 
which at laft bur ft out into an open flame. Ithapned tliat Efipha- 
*id.ibp.\66. nius preaching d in the Cathedral at Jernfalem , direded his Difcourlc 
again ft the Orient an dogmata. The Bilhop thought himfelf touch'd 
with the .Sermon, and together with his Clergy lometimcs by ligns 
of anger, fbmerimes by exprelTions of Icorn and derifion fhew’d that 
lie lai uncane, and pitied the doting old man, till not able to hold 
longer, he lent up his Arch-deacon to him, commanding him to ceafe 
preaching about thole matters. And when after Sermon, as they 
were going from the place of the Refitmcfton to that of the Crofs , 

People 
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People of all forts (lock’d after Epifh.wias in fucli Crowds, and with 
liicli exprelTions of reverence and devotion,that there was no palTing 
forwards, the others envy began to hoy I, and he could not forbear 
telling him to his Pace, that he purpofely contriv d and cans d tliefe 
flops And when at another time the Congregation was born in 
hand that they fhould again hear Epiphamns , John himfelf ltept into 
the Pulpit, and tliundred out nothing but (harp lnveffives againft the 
Hercfie of the Antbropomorphites, wlio affirm, that God has humane 
parts and lhape, turning himfelf all the while towards Lp.pb.wm, to 
Fnfinuate a fuipition into the Peoples minds, that he was guilty of 
that impious and abfeird Opinion. Sermon being ended, the good 
old Hi (hop flood up, and told the Congregation, that what his 1 ro- 
tlicr had Ipokcn againft the Antbrofomorpbit .-Hercfie was very well, 
and that lie himfelf heartily condemn’d it; but that withal it was 
but juft, that as they condemn’d this Herel.c, they Ihould condemn 
likewife the perverfc Doftrines of Or/goi. A motion which tile 
Congregation entertain'd with laughter and acclamations to the equal 

fliame and vexation of their Billiop. , ., ... 

VII. HITHERTO they had ftood on fome tolerable Terms, 
when John laid hold on an opportunity of openly venting his lplcen, ^ • 
and that upon thisoccafion. Epifbaninss Monaftery 1 was dcftitutcof 
aPrieft who mi<>ht conftantly officiate the Divine Services amongft 5 r, 

diem a task which S. Jeron, and Vincrntm, both Presbyters who 
liv’d near at hand in the Monaftery at tothkb.-m, out ot modelly re¬ 
fus'd to undertake. Complaint hereof being made to by 

the Brethren of the Monaftery, a (it man was (ought (or, anti / mh- 
nimus S. Jeror/s younger Brother was the Pcrlon pitcht on for this 
purpole But he out ot humility did not only decline it, but rctus cl to 
come near any Bilhop left he Ihould lay hands upon him. At length 
poin'» along with others to wait upon ('#>»««, then 111 thofe P a " b > 
about feme bufinefsof the Monaftery, the Bilhop commanded the 
Deacons that wereprefent to apprehend him,audio overpowred him 
with the weight of his Authority and Perlwafion, that lie unwil¬ 
lingly fubmitted to be ordain’d Deacon ; which kwb.imns prcfently 
perform’d in the Parilh-church next to the Monaftery, as alter feme 
convenient time, though with the (amc difficulty, he advaned him 
to the order of Presbyter, deflgnjng lnm as Domcftick Chaplain to 
. that Monaftery. TIic Report hereof was foon carried to John of 
Jiruf.tkm, who was not a little glad of the opportunity. He now 
fill'd every coi ner with loud Declamations againft tpiphamus, tlia; ie 
had violated the Canons of the Church, by taking upon him to Or- 
dain out of his own Diocefs, that the Perlon ordain d was little bet- g" 

ter than a Bov, and if any of his Clergy ownd his Oidination, they n ,. 

him for anHeretick», and in hispubl ck Devotions liaci pray d ior p ij? 
him in tliefe words, Grant, Lori, to John, that be may Move anght , 
that therefore he was relblv’d to make him know himfelf, and to ac¬ 
quaint all parts ofthcChriftian World with his unwaitantab e im- 
canonical Proceedings, and that if men would not do him right, he 
fummon’d him to a Tryal before the Divine Iribunal. To all this 
blufter Efifhanim return’d him a gentle Letter, wherein he mildly 
reproves him for his paffiouate and unchnftian carnage in this mat- 
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ter, and lays before him the true Bate of what had pals’d ; afluring 
him, he might rather have expelled thanks for what he had done 
than that it Ihould be made the foundation of a Quarrel; that he 
had done nothing herein, but what in like calcs had been cuBomary 
in his Countrey, where Catholick Bilhops ordain’d Presbyters with¬ 
in his Province, yea, that he had defired Ionic (particularly Philo 
and Ibeoprobus) that becaule his Diocefs was wide and large, there¬ 
fore in thole Churches of it that lay next to theirs, they would Or¬ 
dain Presbyters, as occalion requir’d, and provide for the ncccfTities 
of the Church ; that he of all others had lead reafon to complain, 
the Ordination being done notin his, but in the Diocefs of Eleutbe- 
ropolis , and that if any found rhemlelves agrieved, it muft be, as S, 
7 i Yom oblerves, the Bifhop of Cxfiarea, who was Metropolitan of the 
whole Province, for the age of the Perlon ordained, S. Jerow adds, 
that he was not much under thirty, and that John himlclf was not 
much above, when he was made Bifhop, and had ordained others at 
that very age, whereat Panltni.nins was made Presbyter. But the 
truth was, as Epipbanins tells h him, it was not fo much the bufinefs 
of Panlimanus that had mov’d his Choler, the root of the matter lay 
deeper, ’twas that he had rubb’d him fbmetimes with his AfTe&ion to 
Origcn and his Opinions ; whom he had charged as the Parent of Ari- 
anifiw, and other dangerous errors; ’twas the touching this tender 
Bring had offended his ears, and put him into inch an angry ferment: 
for the Charge of traducing him in his Devotions, ’twas a great mi- 
llake, he might be confident he was not guilty of lo much rudenefs, 
but bore a greater Reverence towards him and his Office, than fo to 
vililie him before the People, that he had done but what was ufual 
in the conclufion of the publick Prayers, to pray for him as he did 
for all other Bilhops, that God would keep him, and grant him to 
Preach the word of Truth : That therefore he paRionatcly belbught 
him elpecially to renounce all Communion with Origens, or any other 
Heretical Opinions, to which end he lays before him eight leveral 
Principles aiTertcd by Driven, which he defires him as a Spi cimcn to 
confider, and to come off' roundly in thole points, and to defert all 
thole that pcrtinacioufly adhered to them. 

VIII. Birf John lias not yet done with his Charge, he further 
iQ* accufes ' him of injury and violence, and that he had in a manner 
robb’d one of the Churches in his Diocels. The truth of which calc 


was thus. Epipbanius in his way to Bethel came to a Village called 
Anablatba , wherecfpyinga Church, he turned into offer up his Pray¬ 
ers. Entring into the Church, he beheld a Curtain hanging over the 
door, whereon was painted the Image of Chrift, or Ionic Saint.- De- 
tefting Inch Innovations in the Church, exprefly contrary to the Au¬ 
thority of tlie holy Scriptures (as himlclf tells us) lie tore the Cur¬ 
tain, and advifed the Churchwardens to make ulc of it rather as a 
Shroud to bury the dead. They told him that fince he had torn that, 
’twas but reafonable he Ihould give them another, that was not ob¬ 
noxious. This he immediately promis’d, and after fome time lent 
the bell: he could get, deliring the Bifhop to convey it to the fres- 
byters ofthat place, and that he would henceforward take care, that 
Inch painted Curtains being againllour Religion, Ihould not be hung 
up in the Church of Chrift, it being much mere his duty to be 

watchful 
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watchful and fblhcitous,to remove an occafion of Icruple that was un¬ 
worthy of the Church of Chrift, and the People committed to his 
Charge. A pa lDge fb clearly exprefiive of the Do Trine and Practice of. 
the Church in the point of Images n that aga, that the Champions of 
the (lunch of Home are at infinite lols about it. Some of them fay, 
that the good Bifhop treated the Piftiirc with that relentment, be¬ 
caule he fuppoled it to have been the Image of lomc infamous Per- 
fon ufurping the place of a Saint, others that this Epiftle lsfpuri- 
ous" and faUly fathered upon Epipbanius', others that this latter part 
of it only is Suppufititious, added by a later hand; and this way 
roe Baronins, Hllarmin, and the molt, without any Authority, or 
uift pretence of reafon. And therefore Waronins after all the pains 
he had taken to make it ieem an impofture, dares not yet be very 
confident of his own Conjecture. Wherefore others dilccrmng tilde 
Shifts and Artifices to be weak anddclpciate, allow the Stoiy, but 
withal decry Epipbann/s as a downright kon'cla/l, an enemy to Image 
Worlhip, and therefore to be little regarded in this cafe. And it 
they put it upon that IlTuc, we arc content. Nor indeed is this the 
only Teflimony Epipbanins has given in this matter : I he l-aruers 
k of the lecond Nicem Council, the great Patrons of Imagc-worlhsp, 7 |f ' 7 
have recorded another to our hand. I dr Fed (lays Epipkuwi s) to Vi. 7 I 
your film’*, awl hold, (oft the'traditions which you bare received. Urn:- c ,»:. ?. 4 : 3 . 
im neither to the. ri-bt band, nor to the left ; and hep this continually 
in wind, never to introduce Intakes into Lb nr cbes, nr into the. Church¬ 
yards of the Saints ; but have God ah ays in your winds ami memories. 

After which Tis added, that the fame father publdlul other Dif- 
courfes in confutation of Images, which they that are curious and 
innuifitive mipht cafilv meet whh. And though ’tis true, the good 
fathers of the Synod queftion the validity of that Tellunony, yet 
upon what weak and frivolous pretences they do it, any man may at 
full- fight difeern, that will but be at the pains to look into the wife 
Proceedings of that Council. But I return. , 

IX The Spirit of the man was too far cxulceratcd, to be heal tl 
with any Lenitives, or calm Rcplycs which Epipbanins could return : 

His Choler Bill boil’d againft him, and the Monks of Pale/hne that 
fided with him, clpccially S. \ferom, who took part with Epipbanins 
and lo pall’d the other w ith his tart Rcfledions, that he fidjicnded 

1 him tlie Execution of his Miiiiftry,;md (lommuinon with lus Church, ">^ 1 pm. 
and endeavoured m to drive him out ot the Comitrcy, though Jus \« llL ' udT , H . 
attempt that way took no effeft. Good men were much troubled *>,'•> 86. 
at thele unhappy Dilfentions, and heartily wiHit a Compoli.re A- * ^ ^ 
mono-the reft Count Arche Luis 11 interpofed, and picvaild wit .1 ic ^ 

Parties concern’d to meet in order to it. Time and place were appoint¬ 
ed, and a great number of Monks and others repaired thither to lee 
what would be the ifluc of this Conference, when after all, John the 
Bifhop did not appear, but Lent a trilling excule that a certain Ma¬ 
tron, whom he could not leave, was nek, which lnndred his com¬ 
ing at that time. The Count lent him word, that they would Bay 
a day or two longer, if he would then come. But all in vam, the 
Woman was Bill lick, and the fame Excufe muft lerve the turn, hy 
this’twas evident to all impartial Oblcrvcrs, that he (hBrufted his 
Caufe, and durft not abide a Tryal, fo that reeling to give hp T 



any anfwer, either by word or Letter, tlie good old I’ifhop urois 
to the Monks, not to Communicate with him, till he had given la' 
tisl'aftion in thofe points of Hcrefie, whereof he (food iinpeadit- 
Kut (b far was lie from that, that he let himlclf to make a wider 
breach, and what lie had formerly threatned, that the World 11 on Id 
ring of Epipb.inins's aftings, he now put in Execution, writing I ot¬ 
ters into all parts, and .among the reft, probably, to VmpbUns of 
Jbxa/uiri.i, who either at his invitation, or of Ins ow n accord, lent 
- ibH p 179. ///don-” his Presbyter with Letters into Pabfine, if poffible to Urn- 
pire and Compole the difference. Btit Ifidorc was underhand too 
good a friend to Origi'nifm. to do any thing that might prejudice the 
caule of the Bifhop of 7 mtfdetn, to whom and his Party he wrote 
beforehand, that they fhotild (land their ground, and not be fright- 
eel with any terrors or threatnings, that he would come dire611 y to 
7 iruftbm, and at his arrival, make the attempts of their Advcrfaiies 
lly before him, as Smoke is difpcrled in the Air, or as Wax melts 
at the prcfcnce of the firp. And when he did come, he took no care 
to purfuc the ends of his Legation: Thrice indeed he gave meeting 
to the other Party, and entertain’d them with the Commands ol Ins 
Mafter, and a parcel of finooth words tending to Peace, but conceal’d 
the Letters which Ibeopbilns had lent to them. And wlienS. J.rm 
once and again demanded them, lie refuted to deliver them, confer¬ 
ring he had been engag’d to do lo by the Billiop of Jcm/ibm. And 
fo his Legation came to nothing. At his departure *folw gave him 
„ 8 an Apolun r (penn’d by Ifidores sown Council and Contrivance) to he 
delivered to * Tbeopbilus, wherein after he had complemented him with 
iome Mattering infinuations, that as a man of God, adorn’d with Apo- 
flolick grace, he did even in the mid ft of all his Affairs at home hi- 
ftain the care of all the Churches, and efpecially the Church of Jc- 
rufalem (though as S. Jerom notes, this had been a fitter Add refs to 
tlis Bilhopof Cafareaj he proceeded to make an odious reprclenta- 
tion of his Adverfaries; and bccaufe he had been charg’d with Or/- 
, 6 oenian Errors<i, eight whereof Epipbanius had objefted to him, he 

thought himlclf oblig’d to offer fomewhat in his own Vindication; 
but paffing by all the greater points, he touch’d only upon three of 
the Ids material, and that too in fo loofeand carelefs a manner, as if 
there were no doubts concerning them, or that they did notdeferve 
a more clofe and accurate difeuflion. However his Letter having as 
good a Friend as Ifidore for its Interpreter, we may be lure would be 
made to fpeak fair for him at Alexandria. 

X. THREE years r Epipbanius had waited for fatisfaftion, and 
* ibid.p.i6i. j iac | patiently born the injuries which John had thrown upon him, 
hoping that at la ft he would clear his Reputation, and do right to 
Truth. But lie found the man incurable, and that the only life lie 
made of his filence, was to fill the World with clamours againft him. 
He refolv’d therefore to be no longer wanting to himfelf, but dilpatcht 
rib. p. . 89 . away Letters f to all the moft confiderablc Churches, to the Bifhops 
in(in. 0 f pale /line, to Alexandria, and efpecially to Pope Siricius at Rome, 
where Johns Complaints had made the loudeft noife. But becaulc the 
Controverfie was not clearly underftood there, Pawmachim a learned 
Gentleman of Rome, who upon the death of his Wife Paulina had 
taken theMonaftick Rule upon him, wrote to S. Jero?n, defiringfrem 

him 
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him a full account of this matter; which he accordingly gave him 
in a very large learned and eloquent Epiftle, wherein he truly repre- 
fonts matter of Faff, vindicates E.pipban/us and himfelf, and describes 
John in his proper colours. This Letter was written Ann, CCCXCIIL 
ihortly after which he fent another much to the fame effect to The- 
opbil/is of Alexandria, to undeceive him in thofe things, wherein 
John and Jfidore might have mifinform’d him ; the afpcrlions which 
had been thrown upon himfelf, ho wipes off with an elegant defence, 
and affures him, that notwithftanding all the fpiteful attempts which 
John had made againft him and his Party, yet they were heartily 
dilpofed to Peace, if he would but give the World fatisfaftion in the 
bulinefs of his Faith! The Epipbanian Caufe being thus brought in¬ 
to open light, John faw ’twas in vain to bear up againft the Stream, 
and fo fairly let it fall, never alter, that I find, appearing in it. By 
which means the good old man gain’d a prefent refpite. But it laft- 
cd not long. For tlie Origenian Controverfie being foon after reviv’d, 
though upon another occafion, involv’d him in frefh troubles, that 
ended not but with his Life. An account whereof, as being necef 
fary to clear the remainder of this, and fome parts of the following 
Lire, we fhall a little more particularly relate. 

XI. T H E broaching of the Art an Tenents about the beginning of 
this SMtdtmi, had a little awakened the long buried Caufe of Origin) 
but it came not to any conliderable height till about the clofe of it, 
when a Queftion was darted ‘among the Monks in sf.gypt, cfjiecially t ( 6 
thofe of Mount Nitria (where were the moft frequent and celebra- 
ted Convents) whether God was a purely incorporeal Being, or had 
the Parts and Figure of a man i* Upon this the Monafteries were f * 11, ^ lih 
divided, many defending the Orthodox Notion, while others of the 
fiinpler fort underftanding thofe places of Scripture (which aferihe 
Eyes, Face, Hands, &c. to God) in a drift: literal fence, fiercely 
efpous’d the latter part of the Queftion, and bccaufe Origerh Wri¬ 
tings were chiefly made ufe of to beat down their Opinion, they 
wholly rejefted them, and quarrell’d with all that did approve and 
own them. Tbeopbil/ts was at this time Bifhop of Alexandria, a man 
fubtle and politick, and one that'knew how at any time to put a good 
Colour upon a bad Caufe, audio fail with every Wind, by which 
he might reach the point lie aim’d at. He had in his Pafcbal Letters 
fufficiently declared himfelf for the incorporeal Opinion, and in his 
Sermons fmanly inveighed againft thofe of the oppofitc Party. This 
quickly came to the Monks at Nitria, who alarm’d with it, flock’d 
in a great Body to Alexandria, intending to make him redeem his 
impiety (ns they call’d it) with the price of his Head. He was 
aware of their coming, and going forth to meet them, entertain’d 
them with a pleafant look,addrefling to them in the words of Jacob to 
his Brother Efau, 1 have feen you, as though I bad fecn the E'ace of 
GW. With this crafty and ambiguous anfwer the deep pated Monks 
were well pleas’d and finished, fuppofmg he meant, that God had a 
Face like to theirs; but added withal, if you mean really what you 
lay, condemn the Books of Origen , by which many are feduc’d into 
the contrary Opinion, and enabled to fight againft us ; and unlefs you 
do this, we are refblv’d to treat you as an impious Perkin, and ail 
Enemy to God. The Billiop rcplyed, be not angry, Sirs, I am ready 
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to do what you have a mind to, I for my part deteftthc hooks of 
Or wen, and condemn all thofe that admit them. And with that ailu- 
raricc they departed, confident that they had got the day. 

XII. And here the Controvcrfie might have flept and dyed, had 
not 7 heophilus thought good to awaken it, to miniftcr to his private 
malice and revenge, l our Brothers there were, from the talnclsof 
their Stature call’d Longi, who prefided over the Algyvtian Monalte- 
rics, Diojcurns, Ammonias , Pufebius and Pathymias , all of them re- 
novvn’d for their learning and pious Lives, in great favour with 77;p- 
opbil/iSy who receiv’d them with all imaginable ldndnefs and refpeft. 
Diofcurus , though unwilling, he conlecratcd Bifhop of Hermopolis, 
and two others of them he in a manner forc’d to live with him at Ar 
lexandria , and made them Stewards of the Revenues of his Church. 
But they weary of the cares of a Secular Life, as too great an in- 
' trenchment upon their Pious and Philofophick genius^ and much more 
weary of Theophilus griping and covetous pra&ifes, who put them 
upon ill courfes to advance his Proje&s, relolvcd to return back to 
their beloved Solitudes. The Bifhop did what he could to diffwadc 
them from it, but when he perceived their Relolution unalterable, 
and much more the Reafon that made them defert him, he began to 
florm, and threaten he would be even with them, which they little 
regarding went back to the Monafteries. At the fame time he fell 
"StK.n.c .12 . out with ifidore , u who had not long fincc alfo been his Favourite, 
t- v 2 ' partly becaufe he refus’d to be Witnefs to a Will pretending that 
Theophilus Sifter was left Heirefsto a certain Eftate, partly becaufe 
being Treafurcr for the poor, lie had denyed Theophilus a Sum of 
Money towards his magnificent Buildings, telling him, ’twas much 
better to cloath the Backs, and refrefh the Bowels of the poor, which 
arc the true Temples of God, than to lay it out upon Roofs and 
Walls. Theophilus vex’d to be thus defeated and reproach’d, fet him- 
. ib If to mine him, Palladius x adds, that in a folemn Confiftory he ar- 
cbJ-cJ-M*' raign’d him of no lefs than Sodomy upon a forg’d Writing, and when 
baffled in that, fuborn’d a young man to fwear the Charge, whole 
Mother difeovered the Plot, and produc’d the Money that had been 
given her Son. However putting the beft face he could upon it, 
nc excommunicated and eje&ed Ifidore , who not knowing how far 
it might be fafe for him to ftay longer there, fled to Mount N/trh, 
where he had been brought up in his younger years, whom The- 
ophtlus followed with Letters to the Bifhops of thofe parts, com¬ 
manding them to caft him and his Partizans out of thofe {blitary 
Recedes : The Monks hearing what was done, and pitying the hard 
cafe of Ifidore , refolv’d that a Committee of their number, and Am¬ 
monias in the Head of them fliould go to Alexandria to treat with 
the Bifhop about this matter. Theophilus at firft promifed to reftore 
Ifidore to Communion, and being oft urg’d with his Promife, to dil- 
courage any more fuch Addrenes threw one of the Monks into Pri- 
fon : Nay, we are told, that he threw the Tippet that he had about 
him over Ammonias* s neck with his own hands, and beating him about 
the Face, till he was all bloody, with a ftern angry Voice, Here tick, 
laid he, Anathematize Origen, though not the lead: occafion for any 
fuch Difcourfe was offered at that time. But Ammonias and his Com¬ 
pany voluntarily went, to their Fellow in Prifon, and refuted to come 
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out thence, till Theophilus himfclf came and fhould fetch them out. 
Afterwards they yielded to go to him, who having askt their pardon 
for what had been done, quietly difmift and lent them home. 

XIII B LI T how finooth foever he might appear without, his Paf- 
fion boil’d up within. He had not forgot his former quarrel to Diofi 
tf//jwand his Brethren, and though in his late rude treatment of Am-^ 
mu i,« he had given him a tail of his kindnefs, yet he refolv’d now to 
nav them home all together; which yet he could not efteft, but by 
creating a difference between them and the other Monks; who held 
them in a mighty efteem and veneration. And no way could he think 
of fb proper for this, as again to fet on foot among them the late buri¬ 
ed controvcrfie. He knew Ammonias and his Brethren were ftift Af- 
liters of the Incorporeal Opinion, which the maintainors of were 
wont to make good among other ways by the reaions and authority of 
Omm This lie fpread abroad by Letters in the Monafteries, advtfing 
them to beware of Dhfturus and his Brethren, who following the 
Doftrineof Ori^cn, fought to introduce an impious opinion, that God 
was Incorporeal, and had not according to the Tcftimony of Scripture 
either Eves Ears, Hands or Feet. The dclign quickly took, and the 
far greater part of the Monks being fimple and illiterate, were for the 
grofs and ahfiir’d part of the queftion: But what they wanted in learn¬ 
ing they made up in Zeal, bandying the cafe not with accurate Dil- 
putings, but with nolle and clamour. The Mentions ran high, 
and grew irreconcilable, and names of reproach weic fixt upon each 
Party, the Affcrtors of Corporeity fcornfully ftylmg the others Origtn- 
ilh as they on the contrary branded them with the Title of Jntbropo- 
mrpbiteu And that he might yet caft a further mift before mens eyes,lie 
conven’d a Synod >' at Alexandria; where in frequent Sclhons the Gaule y Mbm. 
of Orkcn was ventilated,and many dangerous propofitions gathered out 
of his Writings were produc’d, which his friends not daring to de- 
fend, cryccl out, that the places had been corrupted, and the things 
fraudulently inferred by Hercticks, a thing not to be wondred at, 
when they had not fcrupled to offer violence to the Golpel it left; that 
therefore the body of his Works was not to be thrown away becaufe 
of Ionic adulterated pafTages, which a wife Reader would eaiily di- 
ftinguilh, and might rejed what was corrupt, but retain what was 
Catholick truth. But this plea was over-rul’d, it being reply d, that 
there were Books enough, which the Church receiy d, that the read¬ 
ing thofe Books was not to be allow’d, which would do more mifchiet 
to the fimple and unwary, than they could do good to the Wife and 
Learned, and therefore good and bad were to be .rejected, and the 
Tares and Wheat to be thrown out together. The iffue was, that no 
man fliould read, or keep by him the Books of Origen. And though 
this was nothing to the cafe of Diofcurus and his Brethren, whom The¬ 
ophilus knew to be far enough from patronizing any of Origen s obnox- 
ions opinions, they only ufing his authority to refell a pernicious and 
fcncelefs Impiety, yet it ferv’dhis turntoraife a duft, and to clap a 
bad name upon them, and then expofe them to the cenfure and hatred 
of the People, who perhaps would never enquire how they came to 
have that name put upon them. 
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XIV. AND this 'tis like the Synod had been told, had the Monks 
* ruSad. ubi been there : But it Teems they were never fummon’d z , 7 beopbilm 
fipr. c.7.p .$ 5 . w ]f^ly forcleeing, that had they been call’d, his attions mult have 
been rilled into, and his fraud and ill arts would have been brought to 
light. And therefore he never proceeded againft the body of the 
Monks, but only again!! Amruwiis and his Brothers, againlt whom 
he procur’d a Synodal Sentence. . Nay, if we may credit what Palli¬ 
ed w further relates, he procur’d live perfons, men of no authority or 
account among!! the Monks, and therefore more likely to be pliable 
to hisdeflgns, one of whom he conlecrated Bifhop (though but of a 
little Village, there being no City to let him over) a fccond Pref 
by ter, the three others Deacons. To thefe Confidents of his he deli¬ 
vered Libels of acculation again!! the Brethren, which himle If had fra¬ 
med, and which they fublcrib’d, and afterwards delivered to him in 
the face of the Church. He, as if he had known nothing of the mat¬ 
ter, took the labels at their hands, which he immediately prefented 
to the Aitv tt ft a l Prxftil, or Vice-Hoy of .Egypt 7 intreating his War¬ 
rant and alii fiance, that thole infamous perfons might be cxpellcl the 
Country. His requeft was loon granted, and being now armed with 
the Civil Power and attended by a company that would do his work, 
Soer^ubifup-. whom to that end he had well warm’d with Wine, away he gees at 

р. 312. Snip, night for Mount Nitria ; and firft he feizeth upon Diofcttntt , whom 
s.ibid.p. be depos’d, and committed to his /Ethiopian Slaves, taking into his 
249 ‘ own pofleflion his Epifcopal See, though of as great antiquity as any 
i> s, K . /. $. in thofe parts; it having been the place a where ’[/ofipb and the blelTcd 

с. 2i.p.630. virgin relied with our Infant-Saviour, when they fled into Egypt. 

Next he goes to the Monafleries, the plunder whereof lie permitted to 
the Souldiers, but not finding the perlons he fought for, he fir ft let 
fire to their Cells, and burnt their Books, and among them their Bi¬ 
bles, and the very portions of the Eucharill, and as thole who were 
eye-witnelfes aff irm’d, a little youth into the Bargain, and then re¬ 
turn’d back in Triumph. The truth is, the three Brothers upon the 
firft news of his approach had hid thcmlelves in a Well, the mouth 
whereof being covered over with a mat prov’d a lafe Ibelter to them. 
The danger being over,and they well knowing thole parts would afford 
them no protection, left the Country, and with Dinfcurm (who had 
made his cfcape) fled into Pale (line , firft to Jen/filw, and then to 
Scytbopolis (anciently call’d Pel b fan 7 fltuate in the half Tribe 0^ Mu 
vajfcs on this fide Jordan) where, as being bell film idl'd with Palm- 
trees, the leaves whereof the Monks made great ufe of in their ordina¬ 
ry mechanical operations, they feated themlelves. Hither repair’d to 
them great numbers of their old company, about LXXX. lay loine ; 
CXXVI. nay CCC. fay others.But' Tbeopbiltrs his malice llopt not here, 
he wrote to the Bilhops iu Pale (line in a drain lordly enough, that 
they ought not without his advice to have received thefe Fugitives, but 
in that their ignorance might exculethem, and he would pals it by, 
but that for the time to come they ifliould notin any way ofCon- 
verfe either Civil or Sacred, entertain them. However here they 
continued, till hearing that Thtophilus defign’d Meflfengers to Can flan* 
tinoplv , to complain againft them at Court, they conceiv’d it bel! to 
be beforehand ; lo Dinfcurus and feveral others repaired thither, where 
Cbryfojhw , then Arch-bifliop of the Imperial See, receiv’d them with 
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all tine kind 11cIs and rcfpc£t. By the whole carriage of this affair and 
wliat follows in relation to Chryfo(h »»-, it evidently appears that I bco- 
phihts indulg’d palfion and prejudice beyond what became a good man. 

I know an attempt has lately. been made to vindicate and relieve his 
memory, and to that end the whole (lory of his Tranlaftions with 
thefe Egyptian Monks, has been call’d in queftion, and reprelented as 
apiece of Forgery, contriv’d by the Onocttian Monks to impole upon 
the World. But this is a liberty which I confcls I dare not take. The 
ftory is not only related by Socrates and Sozomtn, men of credit enough 
in other matters, and who had no particular intereft to lerve in this, 
who liv’d, if not in, very near that time, and were acquainted with 
Ibmcof the perlons concerned in it, but it is very minutely related 
by Palladia, (or who-ever was the Author of that Dialogue) who 
with Chryfoftom was concern’d in fame part of the ftory, and 
was very familiarly acquainted both with the Perlons them- 
felves, and the whole management of the buflncls. I do not deny but 
tilde that favoured the Origenian way might let out Tbeophilus in 
his worft light, and might* put a keener edge upon fome of his Ath- 
011s, than perhaps they delerv’d. Blit to lay that the whole Story 
is feign’d, bccaule Sozomen lays his Friend, whom he could truft, 
had one particular palfage in it from the Monks themfelves ffor what c wd.sn.i &• 
Sozomen lays c of that, refers only to the Caules of 7 bcophilas his dil- c» 12. p. iv- 
pleafure againft 1 ftdon) is too hard, and would open too wide a gap. 

For fuppofe he had had the whole Relation from them: Is no man to be 
believ’d in his own Caule ? Or can any man be lo lit to tell the particu¬ 
lar Circumftances of his Calc, as he that (lifters them ? And indeed if 
the credit of a Story lo particularly related,lo well attefted, muff .be dc- 
ftroy’d meerly for a few lurmifes, which a witty man may ftart in any 
matters’ of Fa6!,I Icarcc know what parts of Church-ftory can be lecurc. 

XV. THUS far we have deduc’d the general Story, we Ilia 11 
now bring it home particularly to Epipbamtts. Tbcnpbilns having Sy- 
nodically condemn’d Origenifm , wrote an Encyclical hpiftle to the 
Churches abroad, to give them an account of what lie had done: 

And becaule Epipbanius by realon of Iiis age, and his Angular piety 
and learning, was a Perlbn of greateft Authority at that time, he 
was defirous J to gain him to his Party. Not that heretofore he A c s ™' L6 ‘ 
had qnarrell’d with him for being an ylntbropomorpbite y and to gain 
his Friend (hip, did now diflemble himlclf to be of that Opinion Qis m 4 . p. 775- 
Socrates and Sozomen reprefent it) for though John of JerMcm did 
once infinuate fuch a fufpicion, (and Rnjfims * it leems took it up, and ^ 
gave countenance to it) yet Epipbanius did immediately dilown and 240 . 
proteft againft it: But he knew well it would be of mighty advan¬ 
tage to his Caule, to have lo near a Neighbour, and lo confiderable 
a Perfon on his fide. To him therefore befides the general Epiftle, f 
he wrote f more particularly, to let him know that with the Sword ,^^11 
of the Gofpel he had cut in pieces thofe Origenian Serpents, that had ?0 p. 
crept out of their holes, and had clecr’d Mount Nitria of that pefti- 
lent Contagion ; that now *twas his part, who had been an old Soul- 
dier in thefe Conflicts, toliipportand relieve thofe that were hght- 
ing, and in order thereunto to fummon together all the Bilhops or his 
Ifland, and to fend their Synodical Letters to Conftantinople and elle- 
where, that both Origen and his Herefle might by name be condemn d 
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.''"bv'e^mon rodent Ttim he ihoulcl alio give notice hereof to the 

lllhops of Ifwn.i, I’tmphti«, and the neighbouring 1 rovmces, that 
they alio might do the like. And that the bulmeb might meet with 
no delay, he advis’d him to fend a facial MelTenger one o his Ucr- 
cry with the l etters to Con[la»iinoplc (as he himlelt had lent the 
Heads of the NitriM Monafteries, with other very conlicerable 1 er- 
fonson the fame errand) who might be able to give a laMsfattory 
account of what had pafs’tl. f^WUikca good-nator d man was eu ; 
(ily drawn into thecn tagement, elpecially being afted by a gieat Zeal 
anainlf dr.ya/ifw. forthwith he lends 7 Ucophihit s r.pime with a 

r ijf. in. Letter « of’his own to his old friend S.'/iyow, telling lnm in In- 
fr.tv.i-. jn- ninph, that Amalch was now utterly deftroy d, and the Iiophecsot 
the C'rofs erected upon Mount Kephidim, and that as l(ratl overcame 
by Mnft-s lifting up his hand, 16 by the endeavours of IhMs a 
Banner had been fee up againft Ortgcnu pon the Altai at Al^andrta. 
h So:r. & 5;.;. That done, lie convoeued ! ’ ail the Billiops of Cyprus, and lnaSyno- 
loc.ctu p. c ] ica i way condemn’d and prohibited the reading of Ongvu s works. 

An account of all which he lent in a Letter to Chryfojlom to Unfi ts 
tinoplc, defiring, that both he himfclf would abftain from reading 
0;vWs Writings, and that calling a Synod of his Bifhops, he would 
pais the fame Decree, as they had done in Cyprus. But Urnb/lom 
feeing further into the hufmeis than he did, refus d to meddle in it, 
being nothing mov’d either with his importunity, or the Mellagchc 

had receiv’d from Alexandria. , 

XVI. /<; p J P H A NI VS finding this Affair neglected above, re- 
folv’d himfelf, though at that age, to go to Con/lantinople, and foil- 
cit the Caulc in his own Pcrfon, no doubt prompted herein and 
(purr’d on by Theophilus his indication. .So taking with him a Copy 
of the Synodal Sentence he went Aboard, and letting Sayl, he ar¬ 
riv’d at a place call’d Hbdonjon, Icvcn miles from Conjlant/nople. Here 
he landed, andentring into a Church, which the late Emperor 7 bt- 
odoCim had creaed there, and dedicated to the honour of S. 'John the 
JUptifl, he celebrated the Divine Offices ; and this being one o the 
Churches that at the Emprelfes Charge hood out agaiufl the hi hop, 
they complain’d they wanted one to bear part in the publick lolcmii 
'MAnn.v 7 . Scr ( icc } 0 j lc ordain’d a Deacon for them. Nor need Paromus ‘ 
r ’ 147 * wonder at this, and fuppofo the Hiftorian miftaken in it, it being no 
more than what Epiphanius bad done heretofore m another man s 
Dioccfsin Pale/line, nor is it likely the Hiftorian fhould be miftaken 
in a thing of that nature done not full forty years before he wrote ; 
blit to put the Cafe pah all Difpute, we find Cbryjojlom objecting it 
to Epiphanius afterwards. This done, he fet forwards for the City. 
Cbrv/oflnm hearing of his approach, went out attended with the \y Hole 
body of his Clergy to receive him with all due honour and relpctr, 
and kindly invited him to take up his refidencc with him in thchpit- 
copal Pallace. But he plainly (hewed became with a prc-conccivca 
prejudice, for refufing the civility of the Invitation, lie took up ms 
Lodgings in a private Houfe, where gathering together what bi\ho\* 
were then in Town, lie fhewed them what Decrees had been made 
atrainft Orimns works, both in Cyprus and at Alexandria but \\nn- 
out exhibiting any material Charge againft them. Some ofthclfc- 
fhnps out of reverence to the man complycd with his periwahonym^ 
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fubferib’d the Decrees, but the greateft number refus’d, and among 
them 'Ibcotimm the Scythian Bilhop according to the plain manner of 
his Countrey bluntly told him, for my part , Epiphanius, IJ.ball not 
take upon me to dtflmwnr a Perfo n dead Jo long f/nct , and who dyed with 
fo fair a Reputation for learning And piety , nor [ball I pre fume to condemn 
\ v bat our Ance /l or s -never re jelled, officially fince. I know of no ill Dottrine 
in OrigcnV works . And with that he pluck’d out one of Origefs 
Hooks, which he read before the Company, and (hewed to contain 
Expofitions agreeable to the fence of the Church. Adding, that 
this was an abfiird and dangerous Courfc, and that they that con¬ 
demn’d thefe Expofitions, were not aware that they condemn’d the 
Subjects upon which thole Books were written. 

XVII. B Y all that had been done Cbryjojlom was not vet dilcourag’d 
from treating Epiphanius with that refpett that was due to his age 
and place. He Hill urg’d 1 him to come and refide in his Houfe, and « sotr.ib.c. u. 
that they might not only cat, but pray and ferve God together. To p ; b * 2 °' s ^ 
which he return’d this anfwer, That he would neither eat nor pray ,f * * 

with him, till he had banilh’d Diqfcnrns and his Party out of the 
City, and had fublcribed the Decree againft Origins Writings; 
whereto the other replyed, that it were a piece of iinreafonable ralh- 
nefs and folly to do any thing in this matter, before it had come 
under a publick Debate and Examination. S. Cbryfojlom* s Enemies 
were not to be told what ule to make of this Difference, for finding 
Epiphanius forward enough, they pufil’d him oil to all rafh and unad- 
vifed attempts, and this among the reft. There was to be the next 
day a great Affembly in the Church dedicated to the Apoflics ; hi¬ 
ther they agreed Epiphanius fhould go, and Handing up, fhould be¬ 
fore the whole Congregation firft condemn Qrigen 1 s Writings, next 
Excommunicate Oiofcurus and his Company, and laftly refled: upon 
Chryfojlom as Tiding with them : By which means they did not doubt 
but they fhould cxpole him to the Cenfure, if not hatred of the Peo¬ 
ple. This Dcfign was difeovered to Chryfojlom, who the next morn¬ 
ing juft as Epiphanius was going into the Church, Lent him this Mef- 
fage by Serapion his Deacon,that he had ftrangely violated the Canons 
of the Church, firft in that he had taken upon him to Ordain in 
his Diocefs, then that by his own Authority without any leave from 
him he had celebrated the Divine Service in his Churches, laftly 
that being once and again invited, lie had refus’d to come at him, 
and Hill indulg’d himfelf in this Liberty ; that he had beft: therefore 
take heed, left raifing a Tumult and Sedition among the People, the 
danger fhould finally return upon his own head. The timorous old 
man was ftartled at the Meffage, and immediately retir’d, and not 
long after left the City. 

XVIII. NOR had he much better fucccfs at Court. It Iiapned 
k that the young Prince, Arcaclius his Son, lay at this time dangcroufly * So\om. ibt 
lick ; the Emprefs Eudoxia. was infinitely concern’d for him, and lent c. 15 . p. 777 > 
for Epiphanius (the fame of whole Piety and Miracles had fill’d all 
places) to defire him to intercede with Heaven for the Princes Life. 

He told her the Child would recover, if flic would but turn off and 
difeard Diofiurus and his Heretical Company. The Emprefs reply¬ 
ed, if God pleafe to takeaway my Son from me, his Will be done, 
the Lord Pave, and 'tis he that takes away again : And for your Leif, were 
* LH you 
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you able to raife the dead, your own Arch deacon furely had not dy¬ 
ed : Meaning Crifpion, one of his Domeftick Attendants, whom lie 
had made his Arch-deacon, and who was lately dead. She perceiv’d 
what it was that ftuck with him, and therefore advis’d ybmmnins 
and his Brothers to go and wait upon Epipbanius. They did fo, and 
when he enquired who they were, Ammonias told him, they were 
the Longi) that came out of /Egypt, and defired to know, Whether lie 
had read any Books, or convers’d with any Difciples of theirs? He 
anfwercd, no; upon what account then, leplyed Ammonias^ have 
you judg’d them to be Hereticks, whole Opinion you arc a Stranger 
to, and whom you have never Conviftcd. Epipbanius anfwercd, he 
had heard fo of them. But we, laid Ammonias, take a quite contia- 
ry Courfe ; we have oft met with your Scholars, and have read your 
Books, that Specially call’d the Amor ate ; and when many havcbc- 
fpattered and call’d you Heretick, we, as became us towards fo venera¬ 
ble a Tather, have flood up for you, and taken your part, and defend¬ 
ed your Caufe againft all Oppofition. Wherefore neither ought you 
by mecr hearfay to have condemn’d the abfent, and charge 1 hem with 
things, whereof you had no juft Arguments to Convince them, nor 
thus to requite thole, who had fpoken fo well of you. 1 he good 
man was a little alham’d with the Rebuke, and aftu wards treared 
them with more calmnefs, and then dilinift them. Soon after he pre¬ 
par’d for his return, being either weary of the errand lie had tinder-, 
taken, or warn’d by God of his approaching difTolution. 

XIX. THE report went, that at parting Cbryfojlom and betook 
leave of each other, with this odd Farewell, I hope, laid he to Chnfi- 
flom, that yon (ballnot dye a BijJjop ; whereto the other rcplyed, / % 
you mil never come fafe into your own Country . This if fo, Flews that as 
wife and good men may fallout, and be tranfported by impotent and 
unreafonable Paftions, Fo God fometimes takes men at their Word, 
whips them with their own Rods, and fuffers tlrcm to reap the fruits 
of tliofe rafli and ill-advifcd Willies, which a calm and compofed 
Reafon would have prevented ; as in this Cafe it came to pals, Cbrj- 
foftom dying in Exile, and the other never coming home alive. As 
he was going to take Ship, he turr’d to the Bilhops that waited up¬ 
on him to thefliorc, l leave yon (laid he) the City, the Court, and the 
Scene. I am going, for I baften away , and that apace. The Ship was 
quickly under Sayl, and carried him out of fight, a fit Monitor ot 
that iudden departure that now attended him, for he dyed on Ship* 
vit, fyipb. board during the Voyage. Polybius 1 that pretends to have been his 
a ;. Sur. «. Companion in this very Voyage, gives us a particular account of lus 
lx in. &c. j a ^ j lours> anc j though I cannot recommend this with the fame^ alui- 
rance, I have done the reft, yet it containing nothing but what’s pro¬ 
bable enough, I (hall briefly fet it down. Being fat down in his a- 
partment, he held, ashisCuftom was, the New Teftamcnt m Ins 
hand, and with fighs and tears opened the Book, and then folded it 
up, and wept again ; then he arofe and prayed, and after fat down, 
and turning to his two Attendants, ljaac and Polybius , began with 
tears to Difcourfc to them to this effeft. “ That if they lov’d mm, 
“ they fliould keep his Commandments, and then the love of God 
<c fliould abide in them; they knew through how many Afflictions 
he had pafs’d in his time, which yet he did not think burdenfome, 
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‘‘but was always chearful in any tiling wherein God was concern’d, 

‘‘ who had never forfaken him, but delivered him out of all dangers, 

“ as all things work together for good to them that love God : That 
“the Devil had oft aflaultcd and let upon him, efpccially by his A- 
“ gents in all places, the Simonians in Plnvnicia, the Gnojlkks in M- 
“ (>ypt, the Vdent ini am and other Hereticks in Cyprus', that they 
“ fliould do well to hearken to his laft Councils : Be not covetous, 

“ and you fliall have enough; hate no man, and God will love you, 

“ (peak not againft a Brotlier, and the afte&ion of the Devil lhall 
“not rule in you ; deteft all Hcrefics, as wild Beafts full of deadly 
“ Poyfon, whereof I have given you an account in my Panarion ; 

“turn away from worldly plcafurc, that’s always ready to charm 
“ both Body and Soul, you’l find ’tis the way by which Satan makes 
“ his approach, nay, and that many times when no external temp- 
“ tation is prefent, yet the minds of the unwary entertain themlclvcs 
“with impure Contemplations; but when the mind is kept chaft 
“and fober, and has God always within view and prolpeft, we (hall 
“ be eafily able to rout the Enemy. Having difeours'd to this pur- 
pofe, he commanded the whole Ships company to be call’d, and told 
them, it highly concern’d them all earneftiy to follicite the Divine 
mercy, that God would preferve and Five them, for that there would 
be a mighty Storm, but withal, bad them be of gooddiear, for that 
none of them fliould be caft away. After having given fbmc private 
directions to Polybius and Jfaac, he lent for the Seamen, and bad them 
not be troubled at the Storm, but fly to God, and he would help 
them. At night the Storm began to arife, which continued two 
dayes and nights, the next day he prayed, embraced his two Difci- 
ples, faying, God preferve you, my Sons, for Epipbanius fliall fee 
you no more in this World, and with that expir’d, and immediately 
the Tempcft ceaft. Being arriv’d at Salamis, the news of his death 
fill’d the whole City and Counrrey with an univerfal Lamentation, 
and flocking to the Shore, they took his Body out of the Ship, and 
honourably accompanied it to the Church, where it was embalm’d, 
put up, and at length interr’d. He dyed about the latter end of Ann. 

CCCCII. or rather the beginning of the following year, being of a 
great age. Polybius fays 1 , that the day that he went on fliip board ' ^ (i 
being ask’d by the Emperor Ar cadi ns , flow old he was, he told him, 
he was CXV. years old, and three months; which he thus compu¬ 
ted, that he was LX. years of age, when he was made Bifliop, and 
that he had been Bifliop LV. years, and three months. But that is 
uncertain, and in part falfe. This only we can fafely rely on, that 
Ann. CCCXCII. at what time S. 'Jerom finifht his Catalogue, he 
was in an extreme old age m , and that he fat Bifliop of Salamis m nhr. <u 
XXXVI. years *, fo that we cannot fuppofe him to have been much 
under an hundred years old at the time of his death. /,;><»•/■.* du 

XX. T H11 S died til is good man, who came to bis Grave in a full age , 
like as a (fwclt of Corn cometb in bis Seafon. A man in whole Soul tittle 
breath’d a great Zeal for God, and for the interefts of Catholick truth. 

He had fcarcht into the Principles, and rifled the inmngiiesof all anci¬ 
ent and modern Hcrefics, and that fill’d his mind with a brisk generous 
hatred both of their Do&rincs and PraHilcs, and made him contend 
farm'd ly for the faith tb it was one-' ddiimd to the Saf/ts , and vigo- 

L 1 1 2 fbufty 
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roufly oppofe whatever did but intrench upon the coniines of it ; a s 
wasmanifeR in his hearty attempts againR Origcnifw ,the defire of fup. 
pie (Ting which, put new life into his old age, and made him willing to 
comply with any pains or troubles, at a time when his Body was fink- 
ing under the decays of nature. Nor did he by a clamorous Zeal feck 
to cover any ill defigns, his vertue and piety were confpicuous to the 
World. The grcatcR part of his time was (pent under the exaft 
Laws and Difcipline of the Monaftick State, a quite different com ic of 
life from what Monacbifm is in tilde latter Ages. And when removed 
to the Epifcopal Station, he maintained the fame Rri£tnefs,abfiincnce, 

* Warn. nyi- and devotion, infomuch that his example and encouragement drew n 
pant. Afcctics from all parts, and Cyprus was full of Monafferies, which the 
I’* ,7 ‘* Lady Paula vifited with great Piety, and liberally reliev’d when fhe 
pafs’d that way into the Holy Land. But among all his vertues none 
more eminent than his charity. He kept, in efieft, an open hoiifc, 

• saw. /. 7. and took care of all that needed, and as the place 0 where he liv’d, 

(/• 27. /. 74j?. befides ordinary poor prefented him with frequent obje&s ruin’d by 
Shiprack and Ioffes at Sea, fo his Doors and his Pmfc were flint to 
none. He had long fince expended his own Hffate upon charitable 
ules, and he now as freely difpcrft the Revenues of his Church, 
which indeed had a confidcrable Rock. For Perfons from all parts 
font invaft fummsof Money to him as to a common Trea hirer, and 
at their death bequeathed great Legacies and Endowments, being 
confident that lie would difpofeof them according to their pious in¬ 
tentions and defigns. And fo he did with a very liberal hand, till his 
Rock failing. Heaven became his immediate Pay mailer. His Steward 
one day finding his bank run low, told him of it with fome refent- 
ment, ciiallenging him with an over-profufe Liberality. Which 
notwithlfanding, he remitted nothing of his accuRomcd Charity. 
And when all was gone, a Stranger came fuddenly into tlie Stewards 
Lodging, and delivered into his hand a large bag of Gold, none know¬ 
ing who lie was, or whence became. This free and beneficent tem¬ 
per made his Charity fbmetimes liable to be abus’d, the bad effcR 
of a good Caufe. The Rory being known of two beggars that 
agreed to put a trick upon him, the one feigning himfelf dead, the 
other (landing by paffionately bewail’d the loft of his Fellow, and 
hegg’d of Epipbanins^ who pafs’d that way, a Charity to provide nc- 
cellaries for his Funeral. Epiphanitis gave it, and went on, and 
when the beggar jogg’d his Fellow to rife and make merry with what 
they had got, the man was dead in good carneR. To lcfTon men to 
beware how they mock God, and (port with life and death. Epi- 
pbamtis in the mean time was lov’d and admir’d by all, his very Enc- 
m \Y.xivm- mies p holding him in Rich Veneration, that in the liotteR of all the 
Arlan Pei (editions under Valais he liv’d fecure and undiRurb’d at 
home, the worR of Hereticks then in power thinking it would fix an 
indelible reproach and infamy upon their Caufe, to perfecute fo great 
and good a man. 

XXI. III S Learning was not contemptible in refpe£l either of 
prophane or (acred Writers, cfpecially he had travers’d the paths of 
, EcclefiaRick hearing. He had fome competent Skill inallthemoft

nartnefi, but for the mod part his difeour es arc weak and flat. ^ 
ru is g eateft fault was his too much Credulity, gene.ally taking 
his Accounts of things upon truft, luftenne h.mfelt to be impos d 
upon by thole Narratives which the leveral panics had publilht of 
the Proceedings either of their own, or their Advci lanes hde, with¬ 
out due learch and Examination, which run him upon infinite mi- 
flakes, inconfiftences, and confufions, as is notonoufly evident (to 
name no other) in his Relations concerning the At, ms. and the fe- 
[ under-branches of that Stock. His Style is mean and infipid, 
and approaches not the borders of Eloquence, it being the Cliara- 
fter which his good Friend S. Jaom long fince gave of his Writings, 
that learned men read them for the matter and lubftance, and the 
Ample only for the C.keof the ftyle. The ch.efeft of his looks now 
extant is his Pan.trio/i, or work agtwft Hmftcs, wheiem befides the 
main delign. he has preferv’d many confidcrable fragments of anci¬ 
ent Ecclchaftick Authors, no where elfe to be found, am no frnall 
part of the Hiftory of the Church lies in that Book. The whole 
llefign is divided into two Periods, that before, and that fince the 
corning of Chrift.

In compiling this excellent and ufeful work he had no 
fmall afTiftance from Vome^of the Ancients, who in this kind had gone 
before him, 4n(Hn Martyr, lreiwus, Hippolytus , and Lome others, 
whole difeourfes and relations lie improved and enlarged 
added the account of thofc Herefies that arofein his own time, the 
moR a&ive and bufie age of the Church.

V59. ties not much inferior in greatnefs to Rome it fclfi Indeed ’twas a 
place large and populous, Iplendid and magnificent, rich and plcafant, 
renowned for its Profefiors both of Learning and Religion. But 
enough has been laid in its Commendation, and that in let Difcour- 
fes, by two of the greateft Orators of that time in their feveral Pro- 
foffions, the one a Pagan, the other a Chriftian, the one the Matter,

] if c wc now attempt to- write, S. J,h.i \ who from die fluency and fff .f ■ 
l'weetnels of his eloquence deriv’d the furname of Chryfftum, who , 

was born here about the year CCCLIV. if we may rely upon the ac- 
count of his age at the time of his death, generally agreed to be SGi™ 
Ionic what more, than two and fifty years. I confefs there are fbme 
Circuin(lances of his Life, tliat tempt me to think him born fbme 
years before. But the thing not being warranted by any exprefs Au¬ 
thorities of die Ancients, \ lliall not take upon me to controul the 
common account. Defended c he was of Parents conliderable for e I’-'dil pit- 
their Birth and Quality. His Father Secnndus was a Perfbn of prime 
note and dignity, a great Officer and chief Commander of the Ar- .jo sffi.s. 
niy ill Syria, but dyed it feems fbon after Chnfftom was born, as 
appears, in that when lie attended ( the School of his Gentile M iller, 
perhaps LibaiTus (at what time he could be verv little turn'd of f' ; 1 a.r*t. 
twenty J his Mother had been twenty years a Widow. Nay, lhe ftp. 
her lelf puts it out of all quellion, exprclly affirming it to have been 
lo, in thedilcourfe which lhe had with her Son,'of which after¬ 
wards. Her name was Sicunda, the Daughter of an honourable fa¬ 
mily in the City, a woman prudent, grave, chatt and pious; left a 
Widow at twenty years of age, and lb lhe continued, to the great 
honour of her Sex, and oflier Religion too, even in the jud.mentof 
the wiler Gentiles of that place. ^elides him, they had one only 
Daughter, a good Woman, but not over happily married : And had fffff 
not Palladios told us, that flic was the eldctt, 1 ihould have guefs'd t 
from Chryfifan's own words, that they had been Twins and had j fffJt 
come into the World at the fame Birth. # 

II. HAVING pall through the ulclels andunaHive llage of in- 
fancy, together with the excrciles of his rcalon there wciedifco- 
veredin him great appearances r. of very pregnant parts, which his « Un¬ 
tender Mother took care Ihould be cultivated with all due improve- la¬ 
ments of Education. Accordingly as years made him capable, he 
was committed to Mailers in all Arts anil Faculties. Nature it Icems 
had more particularly form’d him to the Study of Oratory, and to 
that end lie put himlelf under the conduct ol Libanius 11 ,thc celebrated •> Snn.&so\i 
Profelfor of eloquence at Antioch, as he ftudied Philofbphy under 
Amir a" at bins. Libanius quickly found he had a mighty genius for 
that faculty, and feem’d born to be an Orator, and therefore parti¬ 
cularly delighted in him, and held him in that cllcem, that when 
upon his death bed '• his Friends askt him who Ihould fuccecd him 'Soym. ibid. 
ill his School, John (laid lie) had not the Cbriftiaus follen him from ns. 

After this, we arc told ^ , he went to Athens (which indeed was the kJfo /l<(y 
falhionable mode and courfe of lludy in thole times) what vail pro- v,t.ci, 0 i.c ^ 
iiciencies he made there, how far he out-ftript the moll accomplillit 
Scholars of that place, what milchicfs envy and malice conjured up 
again tt him, how he came off in triumph, to the conviftion, and s,r.*djun.?y 
tonverfion, not of others only, but of his ficrcelt Enemies, to the 
Chrillian Faith. But this being fupported by no Authority ancicti¬ 
ter than that of George Patriarch ol Alexandria, \ can give my Rea¬ 
der no encouragement t o rely upon it. In the School ol Libanius he 
.continued a dole Student for fbme time, till being fully prepar’d, 
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and furnifiit out, he cntrcd upon the pra&ick part of Oratory, and 
' ciryf f or fome little time ferv’d the Tor to,.' 1 , and pleaded Caufes. And 
n. > 2 r V. •'/,/] now it was, (if at all) that he made that cdocpient Oration in praife 
s ^ of the Emperor and his two Colleague foils (fuppos’d by Baronins 
1,1 t0 be the elder/ and his Sons (ir.it /am and Valenti wan) 

sj3sfo much cxtoll’d and cryed up by Libauius, and all that heard or 
m:*- ,, read it, as he tells him in a Letter" written to him upon this oc- 
cafion. But a learned man 0 not improbably conjedlurcs the fif w 
42.1. wi mentioned by Libamus to have been another Per Ion, an Advocate 
'•'swho then lived at Cotiftantinople, and that he made that Panegyrick 
to 7 hcodofttis at what time he adiimcd his Sons into a Partnerlhipof 
the Kmpire. However that be, he foon grew weary of this comic 
of life, as not agreeing with the Bri£lncfs and Icverity of his tem¬ 
per, he retired therefore to read the holy Scriptures, and gave him- 
1 clf to the Study of Theology, not a little encouraged herein by 
the Lxample of Euaorias, his downs man and Schoolfellow who 
had fbmetime fincc betaken himfclf to this way of Life. The Ma¬ 
ilers, to whole precepts and inflrud’tions he fuhmittcd himfclf, were 
Cart 1 rifts and Diodorus, Prefers of the famous Monallcrics in the. ( ub- 
m bs of Anitocb. This Diodorus was afterwards made Hilltop 0 i nr- 
fts , a man of fence and learning, he wrote fevcTal Commentaries 
upon the Scripture, wherein lie generally kept himfclf to the Let¬ 
ter, difeharging the myflical and allegorical fence. And from him 
no doubt Umfiflom deriv’d his excellent Vein (fo peculiar to him 
above niofl of the Ancient Fathers) of explaining Scripture in the 
literal and Hiflorical way. Nor was he content himfclf to enjoy 
the benefit of fuch admirable Tutors, but by his influence and per- 
fwafion prevailed with fome of his fellow Students in Ltbamuk 
School to come over to them, cfpecially Maximus, afterwards Bifhop 
r rid s;ic, of .V. ktr’i in Ifauria, and Theodor us p , a man exquifitely learned and 
r* 757- eloquent, but who after a Bri£l profeffion of the y/fietic way, re¬ 
turned hack to the Secular Life, and defigned to marry, Which Chry- 
fiflom no fooncr heard of, but he purified him with two fet Dif- 
, ;i . n , courfes'i , wherein he plyccl him with ffich powerful Reafons and 
tieu uc,di. pathctical Inhumations, that he foon broke the meaffires he had ta- 
u.'ri. iov-4' ken, and reduc’d him to his former flate of Life, wherein he con¬ 
tinued, till he was advanc’d to the Bifhoprick of Moffiteftu in Ci- 
T;da . 

III. BLIT among all Cbryfiftowh acquaintance, none was fo dear 
r and familiar to him as Baftl, ffippos’d by Socrates r , and thofe wlio 

' follow him, to have been the great S. Baft l of Cat fare a y by PhotJus 
' ext. o,i. < and others, the Bafil that was Bifhop of Selettcia , but psrhaps nei- 
thcr the one nor the other, the firfb being almoft impofiible, the 
latter highly improbable, and therefore muff be a third perfon be¬ 
tween both. Between him and this Baft/, whoever lie was, there 
t was an inrire league of Friendfliip, founded 1 upon a more than or- 

'■rt.d’. /.ca. dinary conformity of tempers, manners, ftudics, and education un- 
/•. 1. dor the fame Mailers, and in the fame paths of learning. They had 
now paft through the whole circle of the Sciences, and were deli¬ 
berating what courfeof life were beB to fleer, both of them incli¬ 
ning to tlic MonafTick courfc. Baft/, who had little to flake him 
down to the World, quickly conquered all difficulties. But Chryfiflom 

had 
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had an Eflate, and external Affairs had taken fome hold of him, and 
he could not eafily, and on a hidden break loofe. And in this per¬ 
plex’d and wavering condition he continued till Baft/, by his daily 
arguments and follicitations had baffled all Obje&ions, and fixt his 
Refolutions, and now ’twas concluded, that they fliould quit their 
prefent Rations, and immediately retire to fpend their lives together 
in fome folitary place. But this Refolution was not fo clofely car¬ 
ried, but Cbryjbflonh Mother u finelt it out. flic good Woman c.i.y}. 
unwilling to be depriv’d of the company and affiflauce of fuch a Son, 
wasflrangely flartled at it, and taking him one day by the hand, led 
him into her own apartment, where letting him down by her upon 
that very bed, whereon Ihe had brought him forth, that what file 
had to fay might make the more fenfible impreffion, fhe ’burftout 
into fome paflion, and with tears in her eyes began to difeourfe to 
him in this manner. “ Son, laid file, it was but a little time (fo 
“ God was pleafed to order it) that I h id the happinefs to enjoy 
“the vertuous and excellent converfation of your Father, whole 
“death loon followed thofe pains I endured at your birth, and the 
“fame unfcafbnable Broke made you an Orphan, and me a Widow, 

“and brought upon me thofe troubles and miferies of a Widowed 
“ Bate, which none can rightly underhand, but they who feel them. * 

“ For no Language can fufliciently reprefenc what diBurbanccs and 
“ inquietudes neceflarily attend a young Woman, newly taken from 
“ under her Fathers roof, wholly unexpcrienc’d in the management 
“ of Affairs, and thrown into the midd of griefs and forrows, too big 
“ to be born either by her Brength, fex, or years. Forc’d fhe mull 
“ be to contend with, and corrctt the lazinefs, and to watch the 
w mifearriages of Servants, to countermine and prevent the trcachc- 
“ rous Councils and Defigns of Relations, to bear with the clamo- 
“ rous importunity, rude incivilities, and cruel ufages of Colleflors 
“ and OBicers: Her Husband dies, and leaves a Child ; if it be a 
“Daughter, it creates the Mother no little care, though withal her 
“ education at home is both lefs expenfive and dangerous ; but if a 
“Son, it fills her with a thoufand cares and fears every day, not to 
“ fpeak of the Charges flic muB be at, that intends him a liberal 
“ Education. And yet none of thefe confiderations have once pre- 
“ vail’d with me to alter my Condition, and bring a fecond Huf- 
“band into your Fathers Houfe: I have been content to be tofs’diri 
“the Storm and TempcB, and being ailiBed by a Power from a- 
“bove, have not declined the hardfhips of this Iron-furnace; it not 
“being the leaB ffipport to me amidB all thefe Sufferings, that I 
*' could daily behold your Face, and thereby had continually before 
“my eyes the lively Image, the perfect character and refemblance of 
“ yourdecealed Father. ’Twas this, that while you were yet a ten- 
u der Infant, and before you could fpeak (at what time Parents take 
“ the greateB pleaffire in their Children) made me look upon you 
“with a perpetual fatisfa&ion and delight. Nor canyon lay it to 
“ my charge, that though I have generOufly born up under the 
“ cares of Widowhood, yet to relieve the neccffities of 'that Bate I 
“ have waded your paternal Inheritance (which yet I know in fe- 
“veral indanccs has been the hard fate and cafe of Orphans) no, 
tl I have preferv’d it untouch’d and intirc \ and yet have not fpared 
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u any coft to give you fucli an Education, as might raiic you to a 
“ juft cftccm and reputation in the World; the Charges u hereof 1 
« |, ave defrayed out of my own Eftatc, and which I brought with 
« mc as my proper Portion. Think not I lay this to upbraid you, 
“the only kind requital I ask for all I have done, is, that you would 
“not involve mc in a fecond Widowhood, nor revive my buned 
<• m ief; flay but till I am gone, 'tis like it will not be long, lor 
“ thole that are young, there’s Ionic hope, they may arrive at anold 
« acre ; but for us that are already in years, nothing remains but a 
“ continual expectation of death. When therefore you have com- 
« milted me to the ground, and laid mine befidesyour fathers bones, 

“ then Travel whither you plealc, and erols what Seas you have a 
“ mind to, there will he none to hinder you. But while I live, be 
“ content that one Houle fhould hold us ; don’t lb far provoke God 
l< againft you, as thusmiferably to affliX a Mother that has not 
“ deferv’d it at your hands. If you think you have this againftme, 
u that I have put you upon Secular Affairs, and lorc’d you to look 
“ after your own concerns; regard not the Laws ol Nature, let not 
“ education, convcrle, or any tiling clle fway with you, but account 
“ mens an Enemy, and an underminer of your happinels. But ir it 
“ lliall appear, that I have lo tranlaXed all Affairs, as that you in 
“the mean time may enjoy the moft ealie and undifturb d eourleot 
“ life, though there were nothing elle, let this prevail with you to 
“ftay with me. Lor although you may pretend there are a thou¬ 
sand love your Company, yet there can be none that can lo much 
“ minifter to your cafe and freedom, nor can there be any, to whom 
“ your Credit and Reputation can be equally dear, as it is to me. 

IV. THIS and much more to the lame purpofe the indulgent 
w jWl / ifi ?< Mother w lay’d before him, with all which he failed not immediately 
/’• 5 - SiC - to acquaint his Friend, who was lo far from yielding that he lliould 
acqitielee in thole Counfels, that he preft him lo much the more to 
adhere to his former Refblutions. They Ipent lome time in thele 
debates, the one importuning, the other Impending his Confent, 
when on a hidden a rumour was Ipread abroad, that they were both 
to be made Biffiops. Chryfoflom was ftrangely Unprized at the re¬ 
port and equally divided between fear and admiration ; afraid he 
was'left the rumour lliould be lo far true, as that the facrcd Tunth* 
on lliould be forc’d upon him ; but wondered withal, how fucli a 
defign lliould be taken up by any, clpccially confulering bis ownun- 
worthinels and unfitnefs for it. ^ (I might add, confidering alio the 
incompctency of his years for lo grave and folcmn an Office : lor 
according to the commonly-receiv’d account of his age he could not 
at this time be much more than twenty one years old.) He was en¬ 
tertaining himfclf with thele reflexions, when in comes iUftl y wlio 
fuppofing him ignorant of what was talk’d abroad, took him private¬ 
ly abide and told him the whole matter, defiling, that as alwayes 
hitherto, fo now they might ftcer the fame Courle, protefting ne 
was molt ready to follow his ConduX, either in declining, or ac¬ 
cepting the propolal. Chryfoflom refolv’d not to engage in that weigh¬ 
ty Office, but being unwilling that his refufal lliould deprive the 
Church of the others excellent afliftance, for once conceal d Ins in¬ 
tentions from him, putting him off with a general anlwer, ua^ 
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there was time enough to confult, and no need to come to a pie- 
fent conclufion in this matter, but withal giving him lome ground 
to believe that if the bufinels lliould go on, lie would go the lame 
wav with him. The day for their Confecration being come, LhM 
fuopofinp his Colleague would be there, or, as lome would pcrlwade 
him that lie had been before him, was taken holdol, and the ho¬ 
ly hands laid upon him. The Solemnity being over, and Chrr/ fl^ 
never appearing, his fir ft bufinels was to find him out which bav¬ 
ins done, with a look divided betwixt grief and anger,, he fat down 
bv him but was not prefently able to vent Ins mind. Lbryjo/tow per-- 
ceiv’d his paflion too hard for him, but bulled upon him, and tak¬ 
ing him by the hand, offered to Idls it, thanking God, that he had 
IbTucccfsfully accomplilli’d his defircs. 1 U(U at length maffenng 
the dilcompofure of his thoughts, fell into a long harangue where 
in he cxpoftulated with him for his uiitaithfulncfs and unkindnels, 
and that though he had had no regard to the Laws ol Lriendllup, 
yet he lliould have had Lome tendernefs lor Ins own Reputation, 
which by this means lie had expofed to the ccnfuresol every Com - 
pany, that he could go no where, but it was call as a reproaen upon 
him and that nowin a time of moff need he had drawn back Ins 
hmd and cut otf the aids of their mutual afliftance. CfmHhmrc- 
plved he had done nothing but what was juftihable, he had dccciv d 
him’ris true, but for his own advantage, and much more Mr the 
good of the Church, and in Inch calcs he (hewed from leveral m 
ftinces ’twas not unlawful by little Arts to over-reach another. 
After (omc conteft in thele light Skirmilhes, they next enter into 
the merits of the Cattle, and dilcourfe at large concerning the na¬ 
ture and ncceflity,'the burden and difficulty, the danger and the re¬ 
ward of the Paftoral and Epifcopal Oiltce, the qnahheatton and de¬ 
meanour of the Per Ions, and the great charity ot the undertaking 
All which afterwards in the time of Ins reeels lie diew up into thoL 
fix excellent Books dv Xicrdotio, extant at this day. 

V. H K was now at liberty, and away he goes to the netghhom- 
ing Mountains», which were lull of Monaftcries, where lie ledl iti- 
to convcrle with an aged Hermit of that Coumrcv,. whole ft ft,neIs 
and abftinence he fet before him, inuring himlelf to ft u y• d 
hardfhip. Four years he continued in Ins Company, when he 1 c 
took himlelf to a more lolitary part, where lie dwelt alone-, and 
hutting himfclf up in his Cell, allow’d himlelf little or no reft, not 
going to Bed, nor fo much as lying upon the ground day or night 
lor two years together, perpetually intent upon Ins Devotions, and 
the ftudy of the holy Scriptures: Till finding all irregular appetites 
wholly fnbdued, and through his continual (landing, watching, and 
abftinence, infirmities growing faft upon him and no body neai at 
lwnd to give him any afliftance, he came back to A»tocb. Where 
he was ordain’d » Render of that Church by Zsua (who return d 
that way from Jnifikm) Mekfim ; Bifliop of Antioch 
time probably from home, or elle deputing <■ r erirc > 

this Palladia * expredy fays, ’twas done before thryfoftmn s retire¬ 
ment into the Wildernefs, and that for three years before that he 
had remained in MWs Family, who being taken wfth d'eqmc - 
nefs ol his parts, and the honefty of Ins temper, had 
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ftru&ed him in the Faith, and firfl; baptiz’d, and then ordain’d him. 
About the beginning of the year CCCLXXXI. if not the year be¬ 
fore, Mtledus , fome time betore his going to the Synod at Con/tantL 
ttople, made him Deacon, after whole death (for he dyed that 
year) the Church of Antioch was again miferably diftrafted by the 
prctcnfions of Pan linns and plain amts to that See. C bryfvflom thought 
it his prudence to fide with neither, but purfued his Studies with 
unwearied diligence, compofing at this time ieveral ufeful and excel¬ 
lent dilcourfes, his books againjt the Jews , that a^ainfl the 0 entiles , 
and tile live again(l the Anomxan Hereticks, befides thofe do Saar do- 
tio (which he had begun, if not perfe&ed, during his retirement in 
the Mountains) and a vindication of providence in three books, 
written to his dear Friend, St acinus, a Monk, who laboured under 
a deep-rooted Melancholy, and contefted with the fierce and fre¬ 
quent a [faults and conflicts of the Devil ; and (ome others. »ive 
« pen.he. a years he fervedinthe Diaconate, when having given a fufficient 
nut. Teftimony of his great abilities, and excellent life, Plav t amts (for 
fiirely Socrates miltakes, when he fays it was P.uagrius) promoted 
him, though not without great rela&ancy on his part, to the order 
’> r.v'.Vni 4. fhesbyter. And the (lift Sermon b he preacht was on that occafi- 
p. £53. 4 ‘ on, the Bifhop himfelf being prefent, where in a very elegant dif- 

courfe he declaims againft the unfitneft of the Choice, and wonders 
that in fb great and eminent a City the burden of inch a work Ihoyjd 
be devolv’d upon fiich young feeble Shoulders, begging however 
that they would own what was done, and aflifthimby their pray¬ 
ers to Heaven, that he might be able to go through with it, and 
to acquit himfolf of the truft, that God had committed to his 
Charge, at the great day of accounts. And indeed the People were 
fo charm’d with his eloquent Sermons, that the Bifhop for the moft 
part committed that Province to him, who manag’d it with equal 
modedy and diligence, and to the no lefs content and latisfadion of 
his Auditors. 
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VI. A N A 7 . CCCLXXXVII, as [ome will have it, but more truly 
the following year (for he entred upon the Empire January the 
XVI//;. CCCLXXIX.) the Emperor r lheodo(ins prepar’d to celebrate 
his Dccennalia, asalfothc Qninqucnnalia of his Soil Ar cadi us. But 
his Coffers were low, fiifficiently drain’d by his late Wars, not to 
mention the expedition he had now in hand. To fiipply thefe Char¬ 
ges new wayes 11111(1 be thought of, and an extraordinary Tax c is 
agreed to be levied. The Warrant for which, coming to Antioch , 
was executed with great rigour and foverity, thofe that refufod 
payment, being fome of them thrown into Prifbn, others put to the 
torture, and (ome bang’d up. The AfTeftment it fclf gave no final 1 
difeontent, but more tne manner of its Execution, and the People 
of Antioch being naturally of a turbulent and unquiet temper, things 
tended apace to an open tumult. The night before it broke out, a 
Spettynm (they fay) in the fbape of a Woman, of an immenfe big- 
neft, and a terrible afped was feen flying up and down with a fwift 
motion through the ftreetsofthe City, lafhing the air with a whip 
that made a dreadful noife. The next day the People gathering to¬ 
gether, the Boyes began the rout, then the youth, and laflr of all the 
body of the People came in, who inflam’d and encourag’d one ano¬ 
ther 
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tjier to that height, that calling off all reverence to Law and Go¬ 
vernment, they pull’d down the brazen Statues of the Emperor, and 
his Lady Pltcci/la dead fome time before, together with thofe of his 
father and Mother, and the two young Princes, Arcadius and Ho- 
nor ins, and tying Ropes to their feet, dragg’d them fome broken, fome 
whole, in contempt up and dow n the Streets, and treated them with 
that infolcnt rudcncfs.and thofe hitter Sarcafins and Reflexions,that arc 
incident to all popular commotions, but more peculiar to x\\o genius 
and temper of that City. News hereof was foon carried to Court, 
whereat Jhjodnjius florm’d, and vow’d revenge, that he would take 
away their Charter, abrogate their Priviledges, and bellow the Me¬ 
tropolitan honour upon Laodicea their neighbour rival-City, that he 
would lire their Town, and reduce it to a petty Village, and by 
exemplary punillimcnt upon the Citizens make them for ever trem¬ 
ble to think of the like attempts. And that they might fee lie was 
in good earned:, he appointed ElLlwb./s Mailer of the Horfc, and 
C f ritts Controuler of the Pallacc to go Commiffioners to inquire 
into the Fad, and to proceed according to Law and Julticc, and to 
take fufltcient Forces along with them, to put their Orders into

Thole that (laid lived Ca n $ 

life, full of fear and trembling, hourly expefting when an Army 

Ihould arrive to lay wall the City, confifcatc their Eftatcs, and take 

away their Lives. The linages of death, and the mod barbarous 

cruelty were perpetually before their eyes, flight, imprilonmcnt, 

violence, beating, were familiar objects, andworfe was yet behind, 

and what was worfe than meer dying, the dreadful apprchenlion 

and expedition of it. In this fad and doleful jundurc of A* airs, 

ChryMom behaved himfolf with a truly generous and Chnftian Re- 
folution A week being now part, and mens minds fomewhat more 
compos’d and fettled, hefummoned his Auditory into the Old Church, 
and it being now the Lent- feafbn preach d to them cveiyday, per- 
fwading them to a more than ordinary Repentance, and endeavour¬ 
ing to (import their minds under that black and difinal Storm that 
hung over their heads.

City, and hid themfelves in holes and corners, notwic lb dmg -ah 
their pretences to Vertue and Courage not a man of then fl»]P 
to interpofeby his Authority and Council; and to a.of i 1 _ 
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mon danger. Which he there preftes as a notable difpatagement to 
their cauie, and a plain evidence of the excellent Ipirit of Chrifti- 
anity, that when things were thus, even the folitary Monks left 
their Cells, and flockt into the City, fetting themfelves with one 
common fhouldcr to oppole that inundation of mifery that was flow¬ 
ing in upon it. They boldly addrels’d 1 themfelves to the Judges 
and Magi Urates, beleeching them to ufe their Authority with leni¬ 
ty and moderation, and when told, that they were bound up by 
their places, and that ’twas a thing of dangerous Confcquence to 
pafs over Pcrfbns guilty of high Trcafon, the Monks urg’d, that 
they would make ufe however of what power they had, that when 
any Pcrfbns were convicted of the Fa ft:, they would intercede with 
the Commiffioners not to pafs Sentence of Condemnation upon t hem, 
but to refer the final TiTuc to the Emperors own determination, 
promifing themfelves to undertake an Fmbafly to Court, and to deal 
cfFeftnally with the Emperor about this matter. The Magiftratcs 
told them, twas too long a Journey for them to undertake, and that 
it fhould fufticc, il’they committed their Petitions to Writings, which 
they promis’d to convey to Court, which was afterwards done ac¬ 
cordingly. And when the Imperial Commiffioners were arriv’d, 
they cainc ,n undauntedly to them, and begg’d pardon for the guilty, 
and offered themfelves to become a ranfom for them, protefting, 
they would not leave them, till they had either pafs’d an Aft of 
indemnity to the City, or fhould fend them together with the Ma- 
lefaftors to the Hmperor. His Majefty (fil'd they) is a pious and a 
gracious Prince, whom we will undertake to pacific; nor will we 
liifter the Sword of Juflicc to lie dyed in any man’s blood ; and if 
this he not granted us, we are here ready to fuller and dye with them. 
Hainous we confefs, and not to be juflified arc the things that have 
been committed, hut the greatnefs of the (Times does not exceed 
the mercy and clemency of the Emperor. This was the intcrceffion 
of them all: More particularly Mice do;?} ns ", a man of no learning, 
blit of incomparable ftriftnefs and fanftity of Fife, catching one of 
the Commiffioners by the Cloak, as they rode through the City, 
commanded them to alight. They feeing him to he a little old man 
in coarfe tattered Garments, at full: delpis’d him. Hut being ae~ 
quainted by fome of their train with the fame and venues of the 
man, they dilmounted, and embracing his knees, ask’d his pardon, 
and to know his mind, friends , rcplycd he, Communicate this Mi f- 
ftt&e to the. Emperor. (l You are, Sir, not only an Emperor, but a 
“ man, look not therefore tnecrly on the height of your Majefty, but: 
“ regard the nature you arc of, and remember that being a man, you 
“govern men like vour (elf. The humane nature is made in the 
“ Image and likenefs of God, don’t you give command cruelly to 
(< deftroy this Image ; left you provoke the Ardft, by defacing of his 
“linage; which you may rcafonably think you (ball do, when you' 
(< confider to what height of pafion you your lelf are t ran (ported 
t( only for the lake of a brazen Statue. And what a vafl diftercnce 
<l there is between a fencelcfs Image, and one that’s endued with 
u Motion, Life, and Reafon, is obvious I fiippofeat lirft light. Let 
u it be further confidered, that it’s cafe with us for one Statue of 
“ Bra's, to croft a rhouland, but it’s beyond all the Power of Empire 
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«t anc | Majcfty, to create but one finglc hair of the head of any of 
u thole Per Ions, whom he lhall put to death. The gravity of the 
man and the weight of his reafonings made them hften to his 
dilcourle with great attention, which afterwards they tranlinittcd 

to the Emperor. . . .. , , , n 

IX THE Commiffioners in the mean while applyed themlelves 
to the Execution of their Commitfion, they disfranchis’d the City, 
abolilht their Charters and immunities, Ihut up ad places otpubhek 
commerce, their Baths, Market-places, and Theaters, fcizd lufpe- 
a c d Per Ions, elpecially the Nobility and thole of the better lort,who 
had been cither Authors or Aiders in the late Commotions whom 
they imprilon’d, and fummon’d before the Courts of Judicature. 
Guards are let in everyplace, Tables of prolcription affixt andpub- 
lilht and inftrunients of Execution made ready. Thus it was, and 
little better had it been even before the Commilfioners arnv d, the 
ordinary Magiftrates bedirring themlelves in their levcral places, 16 
that the whole City appear’d but one continued Scene of milery and 
iorrow. Chryfoflom to gratifie his curiofity, went one day up and 
down the City to take a melancholy Purvey of the date ol things, 
xin. Coming » towards the Courts of Judice he law the little remam- 
^.143. &c. ders or the City danding at the Gates, but in a profound ladncls 
and filence none daring to ask a Queftion, led he Ihould be the next 
that Ihould be pick out, every one with dumb figns of devotion 
making his addrefs to Heaven, that God would adid the afflittcd, 
and difpole the Judges to clemency and favour. Entring within the 
Court he beheld nothing but armed Guards, Souldiers danding 
with Swords and Spears, to keep out theprels of Women and Chil¬ 
dren, who with the mod lamentable cries and tears came to lolhcit 
the Bench for mercy to their Husbands and Fathers, and other near 
Relations, who within were in the mean time condemned, fcourg’d 
and puniiht. They threw themfelvcs upon the ground, and with 
all the pa (donate exprefdons that might move pity, befought favour 
for their Relatives ; but all in vain; the hard hearted Souldiers drove 
them back, and treated them with great lavagenefs and inhumanity. 

7 fwas a melancholy fight, the good man fighed, and as lie went 
home, entertain’d himlelf with this meditation, a What would be the 
date of things at the great day, if humane Tribunals be lo inexorable, 
that not a Mother, a Sider, a Father, though themlelves innocent 
and unguilty of the Fa&, can prevail for the Pardon of their nearelt 
Relatives, who (hall be able to dand by us before the dreadful Judg¬ 
ment Scat of Clirid ? Who lhall plead for us at that Bar ? Or be able 
to deliver 11s, when hal’d away to thole everlading punilhments. 
The Perlons here judg’d were no common Perlons, but the prime 
Nobility of the City, and yet they would have accounted it a fair 
bargain, to have parted with their Eftatcs, and their Liberties too, 
to have lav’d their Lives. The People daily pray’d to Heaven to 
incline the hearts of the Magidratcs to put a prelent dop to thele 1 10- 
ccedings, but the Judges went on in their Tryals and Examinations, 
till by the importunity and intercefTion of the Monks and Clergy, a 
refpit was granted, and that no farther execution Ihould be made, 
till the whole Adair had been laid before the Emperor, arid Ins 
Sentence were given in the cafe. I he news whereof filld^ic 
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City with joy and triumph, and greatly quieted mens fears, as ap¬ 
pears by the Sermons, which S. Chnfftom immediately preach’d 
upon it. 

X. B U T wc mud leave Antioch for a while, that we may follow 
after and overtake Flavians, whom we left upon his Journey to mm. xx. 
Conftantinople. Arriving at Court, he came into the prelence, but P- 225 * 
kept himlelf at a didance, and dood with a deje&ed look, and tears 
in his eyes, as if alhamed to be leen, or taken notice of. Whom 
Theodofins efpying in this mournful podure, came towards him, and 
without any tranfports of padion began calmly to expodulate with 
him about the ingratitude of the City of Antioch , upon which 
throughout the whole courle of his Reign he had heap'd 16 manv 
Graces and Benefits, at the mention of each of which he added, 

And m/ft / ho thus requited for nil my kindnefs ? What evil have I done 
them, that they fhould take fuclia revenge? What hainousmatter 
have they to charge upon me, that they Ihould difgracc not only me, 
but thedecealed ? Could not their Ipleen and padion be fatisfied with 
the living? Or did they think it nothing, unlels they did reproach 
and affront the dead ? Admit I had done as much injury, as they liip- 
pofe, yet they ought to have (par’d the deceafed, who had done 
them none, nor can they pretend to charge her with it. Did I not 
ever highly value and edeemthat City above any other, yea beyond 
my own native Conntrey, and was it not my condant willi, and 
that to whom upon ad occafions I had oblig’d my lelf by the mod 
lolemn engagements, that I would make a perlonal vifit to it. The 
good Bilhop dood by, and wept plentifully, and when the Emperor 
had done, fummon’d his reafon, and began in this manner. “We 
“ acknowledg, Sir, with all readinefs your Majedies great favour to- 
u wards our City, and’tis this that puts us into mourning, that at 
“ the envious Indigation of the Devil, we have appear’d 10 ingrate- 
“ ful to our great Benetattor, and have lo much exalperated a Per- 
“ Ion, who had 16 immenle an affe&ion for us. Though you Ihould 
“ demoiilh, or burn our Houles, or kill our Pcrfons, or do any other 
“ a&s of feverity, you would not take a diffident revenge upon us. 

We our lelves have before-hand adjudg’d our lelves to what’s 
“ worle than a thouland deaths. For what can be more bitter,ithan 
’that when we have unjudly provoked 16 kind a Bencfa&or, the 
“World Ihould ring of it, and reproach us with our inondrous in- 
“ gratitude ? Had the Barbarians bedeg’d our City, pull’d down our 
« Walls, or fir’d our Houfes, and carried our Citizens into Captivity, 

“this had been afar lefs evil: Becaufe fo long as you live, and con- 
<( tinue lucli a generous kindnefs towards us, there would he hope 
“ that thele mileries would have an end, and that we might again 
“ repair and enlarge our broken Fortunes. But having now forfeited 
“ your favour, and violated your gracious prote&ion, which was 
“a defence to us beyond all our Walls and Bulwarks, whither lhall 
“ we now fly for flicker ? So benign a Lord, 16 indulgent a Father 
“ being difoblig’d, whence can we look for help? The things they 
“ have done are intollerablc, but they have heavily punilh’d them- 
“ lelves, having brought themlelves to that pals, that they are a- 
“ 111.im’d to look any man in the face, or fo much as to lift up their 
“ eyes to behold the Sun: They have lo ft their Liberty, and are be. 
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“ come'morcdcipicablc than the vileft Slaves: And reflectingupon 
“the evil Circmnltanccs into which they have brought thcmlclvcs, 

“ thev are ready to link under a fence of that difhonour which the 
“concurrent Judgment of the whole World muft needscaftupon 
“ them But vet, Sir, ifyou plealc, this wound may be heal <J, and 
« thefb evils are yet capable of a Remedy. Then he proceeds to 
(hew “ that great Offences have oft given deration to the exercife 
“ of a noble and a generous Charity ; that the broken Statues might 
“ be repaired, but to pardon fo great Crimes in this cafe, was the 
•‘wav to ereft a better, more noble, and durable reprcfentation of 
“ bimfelf in the minds of men, and to letup as many fevcral Images 
“of his great Companion and goodnefs as there were or ever 
“ ihould be Perkins in the World : He urg’d lnm with the Example 
“of the (treat who when tome about him periwaded 

“ him to iw reveng'd on thofe that had abus’d his Statue, faying they 
“ had mi (vi ably battered bis Pace, felt with Ins hand about his l ace, 
“and fmiling, laid, I doth at all find my e lf brand or broke,,, bat 
« ant Head and Face arc both foand and Me. An anjwcr that ren- 
“ dred him famous to all Pollcrity beyond the Trophies of his great- 
“ nefs and all the Monuments of his Viftories. He put him in mind 
“ of his own Kdias, font into all parts for the pardoning and rein- 
« fhicr of Pri {oners in the Pafchal Solemnities, wherein he had tern- 
“ lietl fo heroic a Charity', that for thofe already executed, he with d 
« h e were able to bring them back to life again : That the honour 
a 0 f his Religion was greatly concern d m the humanity of his llelo- 
“ lotion, feeing the eyes of Jew and Gentile were upon lum, and 
“would thence take the meafurcsofit: That there was no fear o- 
“ thers fliould by this Clemency be cncourag d to Rebellion, tins bc- 
“ing an aa of Grace, not of weaknefs and want of Power, with 
« which he was fufficicntly furnifh’d to call any to Account: That 
« this was the way to oblige all mankind to him, and to entitle him 
a t0 greater BlefTings from Heaven; and that it would be an honour 
“to him in future ages, that when he would do it at no other in- 
« Ranee vet he would do it for God’s fake, at the Petition of a poor 
“ aged Bifliop, who came with this Authority to tell him from his 
« great Matter, If ye foreive men their Trtfpaffet, year Heavenly H 
tl^lSflfJyol. And then concluded thus, “ Remember that 
a Jay W i, cn vve fhall all give an account of our aftions, and that by 
“this mild and merciful Sentence you may cafily make way to the 
« pardon of your Tranfgreflions. Others may prefent you with Gold 
a a„d silver, I am come to your pretence with Divine Laws ana 
« precepts, which I offer inftead of all other Gilts; belceching you 
i( to imitate your great Soveraign, who though daily afirontec by us, 
“ ceafes not to do us good. Do not dilappoint our hopes nor Ilian t 
“ our expectations; for I freely declare before your Majetty and the 
“World that if you pleafe to remit your dilplealure, and lie recon- 
“ pil’d tous, and rcftorcthc City to its former place m your grace 
“and favour, I’le go back with cheerfulncls and rejoyemg; » not > 
« I am refolv’d never to lee or own it more, but to fix my abode tome- 
“ where cite. Por may it never be my Portion to have that pface lor 
“ ,ny Countrey, with which fo merciful a Prince, the mildett and belt 
“ of men, refutes to be reconcil’d. ^ jHE 
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XI. THE Bifliop ended his Difcourfe, and’t was hard to fay who 
was molt tranfported, he that fpake, or he that heard it, though for 
the prefent the Emperor made a Ihift to ftifle and conceal his paflion. 

Sozomen adds, that befides his eloquent Oration Flavian made ufe 
of another Artifice, which was to nerflvade the Pages who were r 
wont to fing to the Emperor, while lie was at dinner, to fing to him 
thofe mourning Hymns and Litanies, that had been compos d and 
fling at Antioch, with which he was foafte&ed, that he wept over 
the Cup which lie then held in his hand. He told r the Bifliop, “ what ' chrrf. n, 

« great matter (faidhd) is it, that we fliould pardon thofe that have E 2 ^- 
<t affronted us, that we that are men lliould forgive thofe that are fo, 

« cfpccially when ’tis confidered, that the great Lord of the World 
« came down upon earth, and for our fakes became a Servant, and 
«though Crucified by thofe to wliom lie had done the higheft fa- 
« vours, yet prayed for the pardon of his very Crucificrs, hither , 

“ fortrive them, for they know not what they do. What wonder then, 
if we forgive our Fellow-Servants? Flavian having thus far happily 
difpatch’cl his errand, was willing to have reded a while, and to have 
kept his Eafler with the Emperor. But the good Prince ordered him 
immediately to haften his return. I know, (aidhe, the minds of the 
Citizens muft needs be uncafie; and hang between hopes and fears, 
and that the trouble and danger is not yet quite over, go and carry 
them the comfortable tidings. When they fhall fee their Pilot, 
tliey’l forget the prefent ftorm and temped:, and the memory of all 
pad Calamities. The Bifliop infilled, that r as the greated Evidence 
and Declaration of his perfe&ly reconcil’d favour, his Majedy would 
pleafe to fend the Prince, hrs Son, along with him. Pray to God 
(rcplyed the Emperor) that the prefent rubbs may be thrown out 
of the way, the Wars wherein I am engag’d, happily accompli fil’d, 
and that done, I a dure you 1 will come my felf. Nor did his care 
end here, but when the Bifliop had taken his leave, and had croft 
the Sea in order to his return, not knowing what delays he might 
make, or what interruptions he might meet with, he Pent Meffcngers 
after him to expedite his departure. And indeed fo defirous was 
Flavian that the City fliould be reviv’d with the joyful news, that 
not being able to Travel bimfelf fad enough, he lent the Emperor’s 
welcome Letters by the Pod, that fo all Clouds of feats and fad nefs 
might be immediately difpcll’d and fcattcred. However bimfelf 
made fuch difpatch, that he got home before Eafler, and made his 
entry into Antioch in Triumph, the Forum being Crown d with 
Garlands, repleniflied with Lights, the Doors and Shop windows 
fet off with Flowers and green Branches, and all other exprcffions 
of the mod'Fcdival Solemnity. And to confummate all, they went 
to Church, and Chryfoflom welcom’d his return in a gratulatory 
Oration for the profperous fuccefs of his undertaking. 

XII THUS ended the Troubles of Antioch : About or not long before 
which time died 1 Putt linns one of theCatholick Bidtops of that Church. * sw, /.

7 bvoMn Bilhop ol Ahx- 
avdha ftrenuoufly oppos’d his Ordination, by lus looks lie guefthun 
to be a man of an iiillexifilc temper, and one that would certainly 
thwart his lutmonr and interell; Rehdes lie was demons to advance 
Jfiln-r his own beloved Presbyter to that See, and thereby to have 
made fo great and powerful a part ol the haftcrnC ,lunch hue to him, 
llnon thefe accounts he Hood oil’, tilt feeing that he Iwam againft the 
ft [cam, he conlcnted and concurr’d with the red, cfpccially alter En- 
t , 0 ,„ i:{ bad t hreatened him, that unlelshc ratified the common choice, 
he iliould he himfclf prcfcntly brought toTryal, there being feve- 
ral m Town ready to exhibit to the Synod a Charge of many Crimes 
and Enormities committed by him. Hereupon lie ftruck Sail, and 
Chrvf'ibM was confccratcd and inthron'd, l-Urmy tlic XXVI.

II. NO fooncr was heentred upon his Charge, but he chlcovcr- 
^ry.ib.r .4 cd the mighty Zeal ' v and impartiality of his temper. He found the 
r . (bucoftlie Church within his Province through the too much fa- 

rLuVi cilitv of his Prcdcccfl’or lapft into a ftrange degeneracy, which he 
* pm. it. rcfblv’d to reduce to the ftrittncls of ancient Dilciphnc. And lint 
he began to inlbc£fc the manners of the Clergy*, and all other hc- 
clefiadick Perfons. A corrupt Cudom had crept in amongd them 
to keep in their Houfcs Maids or Matrons, whom the Writers of the 
Church uliially dyle <n<wsiraxTwj (itbintrnAuc d or /lffnc/atcd Women,not 
under pretence of Marriage,or to gratifieany unlawful appetite,but out 
of fniritual AM ion, of greater Edification, or to condutt the nc- 
ccffarv Affairs of the Family. This lie utterly diflik’d, and inveigh d 
againd as an oidinary means of temptation, or however that which 
fiunifh’d out matter for an intolerable Icandal, and accoidmgly 111 
two Difcourfes made on purpofe, decries and pleads againd it not 
giving it over till lie had quite reform’d it. Next he fee upon their 
covciouliiefs, and the ill arts by which they were wont to fill their 
purfes. He laflit their nice and intemperate Palates, their flighting 
their own mean Provifions, and haunting great mens Tables, where 
full Bellies would make way for wanton Inclinations, and not tail to 
bring them under tlie fufpicion of Pick-thanks and Paiafitcs. ic 
Stewards ofhis Church he took under a drift Examination, and rc- 
trencht all unneceffary Charges, enquired diligently into the Expell¬ 
ees of his Family, and finding a mod prolific way of living had cicpt 
in in the time of his Predecellor, he cut it fhort, 01 dering tic in- 
plufiigc for the maintenance of the infirm and needy. And when a 
coniiderahle Hock was yet remaining, he built fomc Holpitals lor 
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the reception of the infirm andfick ; over tliefe lie made two ofhiS 
own Presbyters Ovcrfecrs, appointing Phyficiails, Cooks, and other 
Officers to attend them,- but withal taking care that they fhould be 
unmarried perfons,' left the diftra&ions or ncceffities of a Family 
fhould tempt them to negleft or abule their truft. From tliefe he 
proceeded to take account of the Widows, which the Church main¬ 
tain’d, whole Converfations he enquir’d into, and thole of them 
whom he found addifted to the modes and plcafures of the age, he 
admonifh’d cither to fubdue their Inclinations by Faffing and Prayer, 
and to abftain from the Baths, and all nice and modifh Garbs, or elfe 
prefently to marry, left by their loofc way of living, Religion fhould 
be expos’d to Ccnfure and Contempt. The Laity he prefs’d to a 
more exemplary devotion, that the men whole imployments would 
not fuftbr them to attend the Church in the day time, would come 
at night, and there exercife thcmfelvcs in Prayer and Falling. No 
very welcome news to thole of the Clergy, who had for fome time 
indulg’d thcmfelvcs in cafe, and left off thole night-offices of devo* . 
tion. In this way lie proceeded without fear or favour, thole who 
eomplyed and took up, were encourag’d and commended, thole who 
continued obftinatc, lie fufpended, and luffered not to exercife their 
Offices in the Church, hying, ’twas unreafbnable they fhould enjoy 
the honour a fid the priviledge, who would not live the lives of true 
Priefts and Minifters. 

III. B 11 T in a Pick ftate of Affairs he that will reform all at once, 
is more like to exafperate the humours, than to calm or purge them. 

Where there is a plethory of peccant humours, Nature muft be reliev- 
1 ed by eafie and gentle methods, and the Cure not be attempted by 
one evacuation. Chryfofioms Zeal tranlported him to too quick and 
violent Remedies, confidering the condition wherein he found things 
at his firft coming to the Epifcopal Throne. > The Clergy thus fucl- 
denly alarm’d and powerfully enrag’d, combind againft him, and all 
their corrupt interefts flowed into one common Channel. They 
openly traduc’d and milrcprelented him to the People, and where 
there was but any umbrage of llifpition, they improv’d it into a 
formal charge and calumny. Hut lie dclpis’d their malice, nor did 
the People give any great heed to it, being infinitely delighted with 
the honefty of his deligns, and his excellent Preaching. His Life 
was unblameable, his Zeal impartial, his Do£trine. found, his Ser¬ 
mons eloquent. So that the People flock’d after him in great num¬ 
bers, yea, the Diffentcrs themfelves that were of another perfwafi- 
on, would attend upon his Preaching, and that not without fuccefs, 
many of them being brought over to the Catholick Faith ; amongfl 
which we arc told this memorable inftance. A certain man , yofth 5 
Mtcetloman Scft heard him Preach concerning the holy Trinity, and c. 5 .p.7« 4. 
was lo fully convinc’d by him of the truth of that Doctrine, .as not 
only himfclf to renounce his Errors, and embrace the Catholick Be¬ 
lief, but to urge his Wife likewife to do the lame* She was a great 
Bigot in her way, and being encourag’d by her Female Companions, 
plainly refilled to comply with his perfvvafions • till at.laft: he threat" 
ned he would leave her, if fhe would not go with him to Church, 
and receive the holy Communion with him. In this ftrait Hie ad¬ 
vis’d with a Maid that waited on her, what was to be done, and be-

J ~~~ Lxccn them twas agreed to .put a trick upon him. She went along 
with him, and at the time of the Communion, when (lie receiv’d 
tire Sacramental Bread, (looping down her head, as if with an in¬ 
tent to betake her felf to Prayer, Ihe kept the Bread the had taken 
of the Bifhop, and fecrctly took another piece, which her Maid, who 
flood By, had brought from home: Which (Ire had no fooner put 
into her mouth,-but it immediately became hard as a (lone. The 
Woman was (Irangely furpriz’d and confounded at the accident, 
and her Confcience being now throughly awakned, (he goes pre- 
lently to the Bifhop, confers her wickedncfs, and ihews him the 
Stone bearing the impreffion of her teeth, and being both of an 
odd (Libllance, and an unuliial colour * and having with abundance 
of tears begg’d pardon for her fault, fhe ever after perfever’d with 
her Husband in the Catholick Communion.. As an evidence of all 
which, my Author (who liv’d and wrote there but a few years after) 
tells us this very (lone was prcfervM among the Rarities in the 
Archives of the Church of Conflantinople. But to return. It was 
not all the malice and artilicc of the Clergy, who were (lung and 
vext with his zealous Proceedings, could Men Cbryjofloms cfkcm 
and reputation with the People, who lik’d him never the lefs for 
it. Indeed fo long as his Reproofs and Corrections went no further 
than the Clergy, it made no great noife ; but he Ray’d not here, 
but let fly at the wealthy and the honourable, whole pride and lux¬ 
ury, whole tyranny and oppreffion he reprov’d with the fame free¬ 
dom and impartiality, that he did thofe of the meaneft Tradcfmen. 
This touch’d to the quick, and foon conjur’d up a turbulent fpirit 
againft him, that haunted him to his dying day. Among others he 
• soor.L6.ci. p 3 l into Conte ft with Entropies'- , the great Favourite of that time, 
/Is.cXm 66 . who had gain’d Fo abfolute an afeendaht upon theEmpcror,that though 
vhiioii, /. ii. an Eunuch, he was made Confuly and had the honourable Title of 
c. 4. p. 528. p atricjtf ^ o r Father to the Emperor conferred upon him. A piece 
of Honour next to that of the Empire. But not being able to bear 
the weight of fo much power and greatnefs with an even and com¬ 
peted mind, he let himfelf loofe to cruelty and oppreffion, and a- 
bus’d his Court-intereft to extravagant defigns. He bore hard upon 
Perfonsof all ranks and qualities, and when to avoid theeffettsof 
his Tyranny, they fled (as was ufual) to take SanCluary in the 
Church, priviledg’d to this purpofe by the Laws of all Chriftian 
Emperors, he without any fcruple violated the immunities of that 
holy place, and by -force drew them thence. Which that he might 
do with fome (hadow of Authority, he procur’d Jrcadius to pals a 
Law, taking away the benefit of the Churches Afyluws , and giving 
leave to Officers to take Perlbns thence, who had fled thither for 
iheltcr. CbrjJojlom diflik’d the man, and oppos’d his Proceedings, 
though the others Intereft was too big for him. But fee how fig- 
nally the Divine Juftice return’d upon him. For not long after be¬ 
ing undermin’d at Court, and charg’d with affronts offered to the 
Emprefs, whom he had infolcntly threatned to expel the Court, and 
cfbecially being petition’d againft by fome great ones, whole pow¬ 
erful demands the Emperor knew not well how to decline, he was 
lent for, and ftrip’d of all his Honours and Offices, and not daring 
to truft the mercy of his Enemies, was forced to fly for protc£liou 

to 
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to that Chuicli, which he had (b lately difpoyl’d of its immunities^ 

And now his hated Villanies rais’d a common out-cry, and both the 
dilplcafiirc of the Prince, and the odium of the People confpired his 
ruin, and the Officers had not failed according to the tenor of his 
own Law to have fetch’d him by violence out of the Church, had 
not Cbryfijhw interpoled and hindred it, who finding him proftrate 
at the foot of the Altar, and the multitude ready to crowd into the 
Church ftept up into the Pulpit, and in a very elegant Oration a re . * rxt. Tom. 4, 
prelented the vanity of all worldly honour and greatnels, putting p- 549- 
the Wretch in mind how oft he had dealt plainly with liim in the 
time of his profperity, when flattery and outward ffilendor made 
him deaf to all wife and (ober Counfels, and flight the evils then 
foretold him, and which lie now felt to his cod * he might iiow fee 
the ingrateful returns he met with from his mod paffionate admi¬ 
rers; the multitude that had lately thronged to behold the magnifi¬ 
cence of his Train, that had crycd him up with filch loud Acclama¬ 
tions, and whole applaud he had courted with fiich vaftExpenccs 
were now come out with drawn Swords againft him ; the Circus and' 
the Theaters, whofe Ijiorts he had lb oft honoured with his prefence 
and maintained at his Charge, and for whole fake he had fo oft 
been angry with Chryfoftom y were now become his violent Perle- 
cutors: While the Church, whofe Priviledges he had openly inva^ 
ded, ftretcht out her Arms, and kindly received him into her Bofom, 
and lent Agents all about, to endeavour his refeue out of thofe mi- 
(erable Circumftances, into which he had plung’d himfelf; That if 
he had affronted and wronged the Church, and by Law deftroyed 
its immunities, dear-bought experience had fufficiently rebuk’d his 
folly, and taught him what he had done, and himfelf by his praftife 
was the firft that had aboliflied his own Law. Not that in faying 
all this he infulted over the man, but warned them to be cautious by 
his Example, who was become the great inftance of humane cala¬ 
mity, and change of Fortune: That he was deflrousto allay the 
fharpnefs of that fury, wherewith they were let againft him and 
however it might feem a thanklefs Office to prote£l and plead for a 
Perfon, that had fo lewdly trampled upon the rights of the Church 
yet’twas our duty to pardon injuries, &nd to be kind to the unthank¬ 
ful and to the evil ; that therefore they fhould all joyn in a Petition 
for mercy, and the Emperor having lufficiently teftified his readi¬ 
ngs to companion, they in imitation of his Example lhould layaflde 
all Offences, and practice their own Prayers, tofor^we y as they would 
be forgiven. The Dilcourfe had its due effe&s upon the Auditory 
the People becoming more calm and gentle, nor would the Bifhop 
con lent to deliver .him up to the Emperor’s Officers, till provifion 
was made for the faving of his life. By which ’tis evident with how 
little pretence to truth lie is reported > by afcornful and petulant in- *s«r.*s n - 
vective to have triumph’d over a man in milery, when as the far loc - cit - 
greateil part of the Difcourle breaths nothing but a noble and truly 
Chriftian tendernefs and compaffion. The ifliie was that Entropies 
was banifh’d into Cyprus c , from whence not long after he was brought 
back, and a frefh Indi&mcnt commenc’d againft him, efpecially for 
that in the time of his Confulfhip he had ufurp’d the imperial Or- Mupb. **%.

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fliould be allowed a Church for his Devotions. For that, faid the 
Biftiop, all the Church-doors are open for you, and no man hinders 
you from praying where you pleafe. But I, replycd Gainas, am of 
another way, and defire but one Church for me and my Party to 
nflemble in : A requeft which I may reafonably make, who have 
fought fo many Battels, and undergone fo many dangers for the fafe- 
ty of the Roman Empire. True, faid Chryfoftow , but you have had 
Rewards far beyond your Services. You are General of the Army, 
and have the priviledge to be cloathed with ConfaLr Ornaments. You 
fliould do well to remember what you once was, and what you are 
now, your former poverty, and your prefent plenty, how you were 
clad, when you firft pafs’d the River Ifter, and what you have now 
upon your back. Remember how inconfiderablc are your Services, 
compar’d with the largenefs of your Rewards, and be not ingrateful 
to thofe that have thus honoured and advanc’d you. He put him 
in mind of his Oaths f and Engagements, the fealty he had fwornto 
the Empire, and the obedience he had promifed to thofe Laws, which F ‘ 7 
he now fo infolently attempted to trample under foot. And to ftrike 
the matter dead at once, he pluck’d out a Law of Theodofm , pro¬ 
hibiting Hercticks to hold their Aflemblies within the City. And 
then turning to the Emperor, perfwaded him to ratify and execute 
this Law againfb all other Hereticks, advifing rather to laydown 
the Empire, than impioufly to betray the Church of God. 

V. BUT Gainas though baffled, was not fatisfied. For feeing 
himfelf defeated of his ends, he was no longer able to matter his re¬ 
venge, but broke out into open Rebellion. And firft lie intended to 
feize the fhops of the Bankers, but they upon intimation, had witlir 
drawn and hid their Money. Then he fent feme of his Goths by 
night to fet fire to the Pallace, but they frighted with the Apparition 
of an Army of tall Souldiers, fled back, and lie went himfelf the next 
night along with them, and found it fo. With that he left the Ci¬ 
ty, and endeavoured privately to convey away great numbers of Arms, 
which being feizd and fearch’d at the Gates, brought the whole 
Confpiracy to light. Hereupon a Proclamation is iflued out, denoun¬ 
cing Gairtas a Traytor, and commanding the Goths whom he had left 
behind him in the City, to be put to death. Seven thoufand of them 
fled for San&uary into the great Church that ftood next the. Pallace, 
where the Emperor commanded them to be killed, not thinking it 
reafonable that any place fliould proteft fuch notorious Rebels from 
the ftroke of Juft ice. But none durft attempt either to attaque them 
there, or to pluck them thence, not knowing to what outragious ef- 
fefts fo hopelefs and forlorn a condition might drive defperate Perfens. 
Whereupon Perfens were imploy’d to untile that part of the Church 
that was over the Communion Table, whence they threw down up¬ 
on them pieces of Wood fet on fire, till they had deftroy’d them, to 
the no little Prophanation of that holy place in the judgment of all 
foher and pious Chriftians, as the Heathen Hiftorian * himfelf ani- • zo[im.i , *« 
mad verts upon this occafion. The news whereof coming to Gaw<is y b 7 
he fled into Thrace, where gathering his Army together, he commit¬ 
ted miferablc devaluations where-ever he came, which ftruck fuch a 
terror into all Perfens, that the whole Countrey fled before him, no 
man daring to make Head againft him. And in this general Con- 
0 fternation 
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Her nation ^ when every mein elfe declin d the Service, they pcrfvva- 
ded Chnf'ftom to undertake the Embaffy, and to treat with die Ty- 
' rant. He well underftood thefiercenefsand brutilhnds of the man’s 
temper and how highly he himlelf had but a few days fince exafpe- 
rated and provok’d him. Cut in (6 good a Caufe he feard no dam 
cer, and without any demurr, betook himfelf to his Journey. The 
barbarian hearing of his Arrival, went forth a great way to meet 
him and received him with great dcmonftrations of reverence, tak¬ 
ing him by the right hand according to the mode of his Countrey, 
and putting it upon his eyes, and caufing his Sons to fall down and 
embrace his knees. We are told, that in this Embatly C hryfoftom 
concluded a Peace between him and Arcadius , but the more anci¬ 
ent Hiftorians are Client in that point. ’Tis certain that not long af¬ 
ter he fell upon part of the Roman Forces, which gave him Battel, 
routed his whole Army, and cutoff the greateft part of them, Gai-

* ^ 774 ‘ ophtlns ftill intended to proceed againft them, they removed to Cou- 
Lntinople , to prelent their Complaints before the Emperor and the 
Bifhop, and to he ready to anfwer to any Charge that might be ex- 
1 v:!bd. c. 7. hibited againft them. Being come to Town, they waited 1 jmme- 
f. 5^ diately upon the Bifhop, and kneeling before him, beggd the m- 

terpouil of his Authority, that he would Hand by a company of 
innocent Perfons, unjuftly oppreffed by thole, who defigned nothing 
but theirruin. The Bifhop beholding a company of grave venera¬ 
ble Perfons, to the number of fifty, thus before him, role up, and 
with tears in his eyes asked them, what hard fate had driven them 
thither. They requefting him to take his Chair, told him, that 
they had been wounded by the fury and malice of Theophilus, and 
defiled his help to cure them, unlefs lie alfo lliouId refule to medi¬ 
ate on their behalf: Which if he fhould, as other Bifliops had done, 
cither out of fear or favour to Theophilas , they had no other way 
left them, but to addrefs to the Emperor, where they muft be forcd 
to publifh his vile and unwarrantable doings to the lcandal or the 
Church : If therefore he had any regard to the Churches Reputa¬ 
tion he fhould perfwadc him to Puffer them to return, and dwell 
quietly in their own Countrey, they having neither offended him, 
nor violated the Laws of their Religion. Chyfoflom willingly un¬ 
dertook in due time to intercede for them, and in the mean time 
afiigned them lodgings adjoyning to the Church called Anaftafia 
where partly by their own hand-labour, partly by the Charity ot 
others, and Specially Olympic, they were fupplyed with all ncccl- 
lary Provifions and Accommodations. But though Chryfoftom treat¬ 
ed them with great humanity, and permitted them to come to the 
nublick prayers, yet would he not communicate with them till 
their Caufe had been heard and tryed. Nor did they want favour

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a nd afliftanceat Court m ; for having made known their cafe to the 
Emprefs, fhe entertained them with Angular refpeft, and crying /w.%. 
them as file pafs’d through the Street, commanded the Chariot to 
Hop, and looking outbowYl to them, and defired their blcffing, and 
that they would pray for the Emperor, for her felfand Children, 
and for the happinefs of the Empire, alluring them file would take 
care, that a Synod fhould hefhortly called, and that 7 bcopbilits fhould 
be fummoned to it. 

VIL Ly this time MefFengers Were arrived from Alexandria, whom 
Tbeopbi-lm had Pent to manage his Caufe, and to make an intcreff for 
him with the Governors that were to be Pent into Mgypt. Chryfoftom 
lent for them to come to him, enquiring of them whether they 
knew the Monks that were then in Town: They replycd, they did, 
and confclTcd they had had hare! meafure,but pray’d that whatever kind- 
ftefs elfe lie might fhew them, he would not out of refpc& to The- 
ophiks admit them to Communion. Hereupon he wrote in their be¬ 
half to Theophilus, that he would recal the men, and receive them 
into favour. This Theophilus refit fed, and font back Meftbrtgcrs fur- 
nifhed with Libels of accufation againft tliem, ztnd who might infinu- 
&te at Court ill fiifpitions of them. Tile Monks perceived nowall 
hopes of reconciliation defperate, and therefore taking fbmc Perfons 
of Quality along with them, they Went to tire Bifhop, and having 
with all Anuhemt renounced the Origeninn Hercfie, delivered into 
his hands a Libel, containing ail account of Tbeophilus his Tyranni¬ 
cal proceedings, with other Articles of impeachment which they 
gave in againft him. Chyfftom both by himfelf and other Bifhops 
cliflwacledthem from this way,advifing them to ftlpprefs their Charge, 
and wrote a fecond time to Iheopbiltts , to let him know what the 
Monks had done, defiring him to write back what he /thought beft 
to be done in this matter, for that he could not prevail with the 
Monks to lay down their charge, or keep tliem from exhibiting their 
complaints at Court. The man was nettled to the quick, and though 
he made a fhift to ftifle the height of his refentment, could not for¬ 
bear to give a taft of it in this tart Letter, which he font back to 
fc 'hryfoftom. I fuppofe you arc not ignorant of the Canons of the Nicene 
Council, which provide, that no B/ftjop ft) all judgeCaufes out of his own Jrt- 
1 Yifdittion . If you know not this, then learn it , and ceafe to receive Libels 
againft the. For if I muft be judg'd, it's much fitter it ftsonld he done by 
WJbops inM gypt, than by them, who arc LXXV. days Journey dip ant 
from ns, Chryfoftom receiv’d the Letter, and laid it by, and perfwaded 
both Parties to agree, who yet, as it commonly happens in fuch ca¬ 
fes, went both of them away difFatisfied and difeontented. All which 
palFages relating to thcPe Origenift-Monks, were trail failed Ann. 
CCCC. and the following year, what further enfiied upon it, fliall 
be related in its due time and place.

I, ■w'-’f TI-IILE ChryfoJlonfwns thus taken up, an Accident hap- 
\/\f ned, that engaged him in a Journey as far as \ Epkjut, 

V V t i le occafion whereof rnuft be fetcht from the foregoing 
r , , vcar Ann. CCCXCIX. about the time of Gamas his mfurreUion at 
Conftantinople, feveral Afian Bifhops ■ came to Town where they 
met with Thcotimas of Scythia, Ammon of 'I hr dee, and Arakanns ot 
Galatia, in all to the number of XXII. They frequently convened 
about feveral important Affairs of the Church when Eufikus U- 
fliop of Falentinople ftart up, and delivered a Libel of accufation fuper- 
feribed to Chryfoftom andtlie Synod, agamft Antoninus Bilhop or fc- 
phefus tlie Charge confifting of feven Articles. I. That he had 
melted down the Church-plate, and put out the Money in his Sons 
name. II. That he had taken away a piece of Marble from the door 
of the llipiiftcrium, and had plac’d it in his own Bath. Ill. imt 
he had made tile of fomc Columns, that had lycn levcral years lor 
the ufe of the Church, and had let them up in his own Dining¬ 
room IV. That a Youth whom he kept had kill’d a man, and yet 
l,o retained him in his Service, as if he had been blamclefs and in¬ 
nocent V. That he had fold the Farms winch Bafilma the tin¬ 
ner or jntiau's Mother had bellow’d upon that Church, and kept the 
Money to himlelf. VI.- That after he had put awav his Wife, lie 
lived with her again, and had Children by her. VII. That it had 
been his Rule and Cuftom, to fell the Ordination of Bifhops at ala 
rate, as men fell their Lands. And that both fee that ordained,jnd 
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they who had been thus ordained, were prefent; and that he was 
ready to make proof of all the Articles he had given in. t hryfoftom 
unwilling the matter fliould be blown abroad, told Enfhius y that 
fucli hot and baity Charges very often wanted liiflicient proof, and 
therefore he intreated him to defift, and what real grievances there 
were, they would take care to remove them. But the man was not 
fo to be taken oft, he llormed the more againft the Bifhop of b'.pbc- 
fosj and rclolved to purine his Charge. Whereupon Chryfftom be- 
fought Patti Bifhop of I f r.iclia, who feemed to take Antoninus his 
part, to endeavour to make them Pricnds. And fo rifing up, the 
Aitembly went to Church, it being the time of the publick devori- 
ons. Chryfftom having blefs’d the People, fat down with the other 
Bifhops, when Eufthius coming in, delivered him another Libel of 
the fame charge before the whole Congregation, conjuring him by 
all that was dear and facrcd, and by the life and fafery of the Prince, 
that he would proceed in it, which he urged with that extreme ve- 
hcmcncy, that the People thought he had been importuning thcBi- 
fliop to intercede with the Emperor for his Life. Cbnf'ftow to pre¬ 
vent any further difhirbance, took the Libel, and the T.dims being 
read, he was not willing infucha hurry and dillurbance of thoughts 
to approach the holy Myflerics, and therefore defired P.wfphins Bi- 
fhop of P/fid/a to finifli the remainder of the Service, while he and 
the tell of the Bifhops went out. 

II. THE People were now difmift, and Chnfoflom and the reft 
taking their places in the lhpti/hry, called for f of bins , and renewed 
to him his former motion, adding, that if he did know things where¬ 
of lie might aecule him (for as they would not rcjeCt him, if ho 
defired it, fb neither would they force him to it, if he had not a 
mind to it; he fhould conlidcr what was moflfit to he done before 
the Accufation was read ; for after it was once publilh’d, and fpread 
abroad, and entered upon the Regiftcr, he could not then recede or 
he difeharg’d. But he peril fling in his Refolution, the Libel was read 
in every Article. Which done, the fenior Bifhops moved the Prefident, 
that though all the Articles were bad enough, yet that for the gain¬ 
ing of time, t hey might infill only upon the moll Capital, the Charge 
of Simony, and if that was made good, there would be little rcafbn 
to difjmtc the other. This was agreed to, fb theTryal began, and 
Chnf’flom ask’d Antoninus , what he could fay for himlelf ? He Hour¬ 
ly denyed the Charge, and the Bifhops that were challeng’d lb to 
have procured their Confecration, being likewife interrogated, de- 
nyed the Pad. Eight hours were fpent in canvaling the cafe pro and 
con , when at lafl the WitnelTes were call’d for, who were pretended 
to have been prefent when the Money was paid. But the mofl ma¬ 
terial Evidences were not there. Chryfoftom therefore finding it would 
be a difficult matter to determine it at this diflance, refolyed upon a 
Journey thither, that he might with more advantage examine things 
upon the place. Antoninus was flartlcd at this, he knew thryfoftom 
to he a man of refolution, and of a moll equal and unbiafl temper, 
and had no other way to prevent it, but by addreffing himfelt to a 
great man at Court, whofe Ellate in A fit he managed for him, be- 
leeching him to procure Chryfftom 1 s Journey to he Hop’d, engaging 
that the WitnelTes fhould be brought to Town. Immediately came 
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an Order from Court, to let Chryfi/lom know, that in this diftraftcd 
ftatcof Affairs, his prefence could not well bo fparcd, and that was 
necdlefs to take lb long a Journey, when WitnefTes might be cafily 
brought to Town. Glad was Antoninus he had gain d this point 
knowing of what huge importance to his Affairs the leaft delay would 
be as furnifliing him with an opportunity to tamper with the Wit¬ 
ness, whom he doubted not either by his power or imercft to take 
off This Chnfpflom was aware of, and therefore prelently lummori- 
ing a Synod, they ordered three of their number to go out of hand 
into Alia, to take the Examination of WitnefTes. Synclettm Metro¬ 
politan od'rajample, Hefychitts fiifhopof Barium, and / alladtm r of 
Helenople were the Perfons pitch'd on tor this errand ; but Hefvcnus 
f octet I y favouring Antoninus, excus’d himfelf upon pretence olifiek- 
m .(s JltMp.t a City of Afia was the place appointed for the Com- 
miflioners fitting, as being neared to thole Perfons that were to ap¬ 
pear and a power was given them, that whomever upon lummons 
Jbould not appear within two months, lhould dand excommunicate. 
The Commiffioncrs being difpatch’d, went to Smyrna, and iflued out 
their Warrants to fignilie their arrival, citing al Perfons concerned 
of either party to appear at the place appointed. But they found 
fraud and foul dealing on all hands ; for the Profecutors had been 
brib’d oft, and engag'd by Oaths not to Profecute, and hop d towea- 
ry out the fudges by delaying the Evidence, pretending they were 
not prefentiy to be found. The Commidioncrs call d lor hatflms, 
and ask’d him how long it would be before Ins WitnefTes were rea¬ 
dy and they would ftay for them. He funpof.ng they would not be 
able long to endure the extream heat ot the feafon, anhvered he 
would produce them within forty days, or be content to undergo the 
penalty infixed by the Canons. So they waited, while he pretend- 
ins to ro feck his WitnefTes, fleddireaiy to Con ft ant wople, and there 
conceaFd himfelf, and not appearing at the time prefix d, the Com- 
milfioners wrote to the Bifhops of Afia, and denouned him Excom¬ 
municate. After which they flay’d thirty days longer, and none 
appearing, they returned back to Conftantinople, where they met hat- 
tlbim whom when they challeng’d with Ins perfidious dealings, lie 
pretended indifpofition and want of health, but promifed that lie 
would ftill produce his WitnelTes. . 

Ill THE Controverfie was thus bandied tip and down, when 
Antoninus thefobjeft of the quarrel, departed this Life, after whole 
death the Church of Ephefts was m a more deplorable cafe than be¬ 
fore, whereof the Clergy of that Church, and the neighbouring Bi¬ 
fhops certified Chryffom, and befought him to lay to his helping 
hand, which they did by this addrels. Forasmuch as heretofore ,n 

have been oovtrned diforderly, and contrary to the Ru es and Canons madt 

by the ancieht Fathers, webefeechyour reverence, that yon 
down hither, and fettle this Jo long ajjltlled and dtf rolled Church, tk 
Arians infifinotts on the one fide, and the covctoufmfs and ambition of 
fume of our own no lefs dift orbing us on theother. Fort sere are 
many that like ravenous Wolves lye at catch, and greed,ly t>>deavo< 1 
Bribes to invade and ttftrp this See. This Letter found .’ iff 
no good (late of health, and the Winter-feafbn (for fuch it now v. as, 

ir being the latter end of the year. CCCXCIX.) rendered him yet 
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lefs unfit for Inch a Journey, hut refblving to make all private and 
per(6rial Confulerations (loopto the publick IntercH, betook fiiip- 
nin^, anti after a very dangerous pallagc came to ///w, where 
P.illUins Cyrirms and Ift.Aus, whom lie had chofen for the Compa¬ 
nions'of’his Journey, waited his arrival. Hence they went on foot 
to Ephcfis, whither he lent for the Bifhops of Lydia, Carta , and the 
pmmptl.tr A(h, though there little needed an)- formal Summons, le- 
vcral Hocking thither mccrly to enjoy the Company and Conven¬ 
tion of this great man. There met to the number of LXX. Bifhops, 
with whom he entered into confultation about the Hate of thole 
Churches. To this Synod came Enftbius of Pxlcntmoplc, the late 
fierce accufer of Antorrnm, humbly petitioning, that he might he 
re (tore d to Communion. Many of the Synod were againll ir, plead¬ 
ing, that he had been thrown out for calumny and detraction. But 
luTprelVd his liiit, and told them, that for as much as the Caule had 
been under debate for almoH two years, and that the delay of die 
WitnelTes had been the only rcafon that had hindered it from coming 
to a final illue, he belonging them now to examine the Witnelfes, who 
were ready to appear. And although Antoninas, who had taken tile 
Bribes was dead, yet the Perlons that had given them, and been or¬ 
dained upon it, were Hill alive. The Synod agreed to take the bu- 
finds under confideration, and the Rcgifters were produc’d, a id the 
whole Proceedings read before them. Then the WitnelTes were 
brought in, and the Perfons charg’d with Simony cited, who at firil 
denyed it, till the WitnelTes (who were not only Lay-men and Wo¬ 
men, but Presbyters, their own Triends and Confidents; depofing as 
to time and place, and the Sums paid, and the very /peer, s of the 
Money, their confidences would fuller them to Hand out no longer; 
they confcIsd they had given fiich Sumins, but pleaded, that they 
took it to be the CuHom lo to do, and that they mult do it to he 
free from the proceedings of the Courts ; that if it might be grant¬ 
ed, they defin’d to be continued in the Service of tile Church ; if 
not, that they might at le.ill have their Money return’d them, Ibinc 
of them having parted with the Money and furniture that belong’d 
to their Wives and Family. As to their being difchaigcd in Court 
Cbr)follow undertook it, promifing the Synod he would intercede 
with the Emperor, whereupon the Council ordered that Antoninus 
his Heirs lhould’make ReHitution : And as for ihemfclvcs, they 
fiiould have liberty to Communicate within the Chancel, but lhould 
be, and be look’d upon only as Pcr fbns that had once been Bifhops. 

They being depos’d, others who were men of parts and integrity 
were planted in their rooms, who yet about four vears after, when 
Chryfnftonk Affairs went down the wind, were c jetted, and the for¬ 
mer brought in again. In the See of hplnjtts they pine d H ratli- 
dcs , by birth a Cypriot , who had been heretofore a Monk at Mount 
Nitria in Av/yptj and Cbryfoflowh Arch deacon at Conft.wtinopfv ever 
fince he came thither, a man of approved learning, and a mod ftrift 
life, but who upon the turn of Affairs was ejected, and impriloned, 
and a (ci vile Eunuch belonging to Pill or the lribnn ", a man of bad 
Principles, and worfe Morals, being of a moH debauch’d diffolute 
Life, thru IT into his room. He depos’d ° likewife Grrontius Bifhop 
Nicumdia, who had ftrangely bewitch’d the afteftions of that 
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People, This Gerontius had feme time been Deacon under S. Am. 
fLt Milan, where ftudying or pretending to fludy the Art N* 
%L upon a frivolous ftory he told of his.encounter with an.fw«- 
f‘ or Lamm, he was confin’d by S. AMe, till he had given fa- 
tisfaftion. He flighting the Biflrop, left Milan, and went to 
t L,le, and being a man of parts witty eloquent, and admirably 
skill’d in Phylick, quickly wrought himfelf lofarin with feme at 
Court that he was preferr’d Bilhopof mowed,a. S. Mrof' wrote 
to Nekarin, Biflrop ol Confhwtinople about the man, but he could do 
nothing in it, the People not enduring any other ; nm could any 
thing be effeaed in it, till Chnfijtm being in thefc parts depot d him, 
and ^ordained Panfophiut, who had been lutor to the bmpiels, a 
meek and pious man, Bilhopof that place. But the 1 cmrlc \ ue I101- 
riblv difeontented at it,even to rage and madnels.they did nothing but 
recount his praifes, and the benetits they had received by him and 
as men a e wont to do in lome dreadful Calamity, tan up and down 
the ftreets both there and at Con/lantinop/e, honing Hymns, and Sup- 
plications,that they might have him for their Bdliop. I he Synod bung 
cliffolvcd, Cbryfijlom left thele parts, having depos dm all fix Bilhops, 
which the malice of his Enemies afterwards improved to hxteen ; 
and though Sozomrm fiys there were thirteen, yet ’t,s much more 

reafbnable to believe Paladiut, who was prefent at the whole_tra.it- 

aftion from full to laft, and appeals to the publick Kecoids for the 

tlU yv °c h'rYSOST OM at his return to Confhtniinople, was re¬ 
ceiv’d with great demonftrations of rejoycing by the People, which 
•, h ,. , In nwleda’d the next day in an Oration p to them, wherein lie 
%n.!djlu. commends then conftancy and perfcvcrance and the quick eye they 
f- 43 - h a d kept upon the attempts of Hcteticks during his abtence. And 
Kcclelvi-about tills time, and for lome years before, were 
grown to a ftrange height of inlblence. They kept their Conve. - 
,,, . , f: c i cs q out of Town, but were wont upon Saturdays and Sundays,

reflefting upon thole that maintain’d the Doftrinc of the holy h im- 
tv • thus’ they did tiie greateft part of the night, and caily the next 
morning they march’d through tire heart of the City, finging their 
X XwHymns.and lb went out to their own Meeting-hou e .Cbn- 
foftnL was very (bnfible of the affront given to the Catholick Fan , 
and tile Eftablifli’d Religion, and feard withal, left' the mindso 
weak and tindifeerning People might by thefc fpecious Artifices be 
drawn over to them. Herclblvcd therefore to countermine them m 
their own way, and to that end compofed certain Hymns containing 
tI Catholick Doftrine, wiiich he delivered to Ins People to be in g 
la^ngt Andthat the bufmefi might be manag’d with the 
greaX Po.™ and Solemnity, Croffes of Silver were made at the Em- 
nn-ffes Charge and lighted Torches born before them, and Brtfa th 
Empreffes own Eunuch as Pr Mentor walked before the Company, 
good defign, but it had abadeffeft. For the Arum finding them 
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felves thus out done both in number and fplendor, fell upon the Ca- 
tholicks in their ProceTion, in which conflift fonie were (lain onbotli 
tides, and Brif'o himfelf dangeroufly wounded in the forehead. To 
prevent which diforders, A.cadi/if forbad the Arum to affemble in 
this manner, and left the Catholicks in the fble poflelfionof this wav 
of Antiphotul Proceffion, a cuftoin which continued many years af¬ 
ter. The Jr Jans had been retrained herein tome years before, as ap¬ 
pears by a Law r of Arc.id;its, made Arm . CCCXCVI. to feize upon \6. 

all places of Religious AfTemblies held by all forts ofHereticks, and c. n. Tit. 5 . 
to adjudge them to the Exchequer, that none of their Clergy fhould l% s °' 
inhabit within the City, nor any of themfelves affemble either by 
night or day to make their publick Letanies or Supplications; ancl 
this under the penalty of an hundred pounds of Gold to be infii&ed 
upon the City-provofb, if he permitted it. But this Law being 
general, the Arians it feems reckoned not themfelves fo particularly 
concern’d in it, but that they foon after revived their CuRom, till it 
was now put down by a particular Prohibition. 

V. NOR did Chryfofton ?s pious care herein flop here. He found the 
Nation of the Goths c miferably overcome with Arianifm, which he f r/W./. <. 
endeavoured to cure by this method. He ordained fome of that e ‘*%%*?*' 
Country Readers, Deacons and Presbyters , and align’d them a Td.cuxxiU 
Church within the City, by whofe induflry lie reclaim’d many to coi ' l $ x1 ' 
the Catholick Church. And that his defign might fiicceed better, 
he himfelf went often and prcacht there, making ufe of an Interpre¬ 
ter co convey his Difcourfe to the People, and prevailed with the 
moft eloquent Preachers about the Town to do the like. And under- 
ftanding that the Scythian iVomad.c that dwelt beyond Ifler were great¬ 
ly difpos’d to entertain the Gofpel, but were deflitute of any to 
preach it to them, lie procured Perfons to undertake that work, and 
wrote to the Bifhops that bordered upon thole parts to affifl in it, 
and furnifh out fit Perfons, who might carry on the Conversion of 
thofc Countries. It griev’d him not a little, when he was told that 
even in Phoenicia , a Countrey that lay within the heart of the Em¬ 
pire, P.t^an Idolatry was Rill the Paramount Religion. For tli6 Re¬ 
formation whereof he engaged a Company of zealous Monks, whom 
he font into thofe parts, and that they might not go without the 
Royal Authority, lie procured an Edi& from the Emperor, impow- 
ring them to pull down and deRroy all the Pagan Temples. And be- 
caufe ’twas a matter of Charge as well as Difficulty, he did not 
think fit to burden the Exchequer with it, but perfwaded Several 
rich and pious Matrons to furnifh out the Expences at their own 
Charge. But though for the prefent things fucceeded well, yet not 
long after the Gentiles made Head againfi them, defended their Tern- 
pies, and flew many of the Monks, and wounded more. The exa£b 
time of his fetting on foot tfiis excellent defign I cannot precifely fix ; 
though whether it was done Ann . CCCC. or immediately upon his 
advancement to the See of Conftmtinople , is not very material to en¬ 
quire.

pic fits , endeavoured much more to ftrengthen and fecure his Into- 
reft, though Cbnfoftom had admitted him to that degree of Friend- 
iliip, as to intruft him with the care and infpe&ion of his Church 
during his abfencc, which the other was wife enougli to improve 
to his own advantage. 6’erapio Deacon of the Church at Conftanti- 
no ple, watched all his motions, and failed not to advertize Cbryfiftom 
of every pafTagc, but being a man proud and paftionatc, and bear¬ 
ing himfelf high upon the Bifhop’s favour, he lielpt to bring his 
Enemies fafter upon him, as it hapned in this very Calc. For not 
long after Chnfftonh return u Severian accidently palling by, Sira- * So*. ib.sbcu 
pio iat ftill, and refilled to giv-e him the refpett ufually paid to Bi- °fflTd 
{bops, intending it as a publick affront to him. Severian refented it lib. 6. p. 333 , 
accordingly,and without further deliberation took upon him to depole 334 * 
him from his Deaconlhip, and expel him out of the Cnurch, and 
in his pa (lion, Paid, if Serapio dye a Cbriftian, then Cbrift never be¬ 
came man . Of this Serapio immediately complained to Cbryjoftow , 
who thereupon convened a meeting of iiis Rilhops and Clergy ; 
where the cafe was brought under examination. As to the irreve¬ 
rence, Serapio excus’d himfelf, protefting he did not fee Severian, and 
produc’d Witndfes to atteft it. Whereupon he was acquitted by the 
Affembly, who alio interceded with Scvcrian for a reconciliation, and 
Cbnfoftom that he might Ihcw how ready he was to give any realon- 
ablc fiitisfa&ion, fufpended Serapio from his Office for the Ipaceofa 
Week. As for the words fpoken by Severian, which Serapio proved 
before the Affembly, fome of his Friends pleaded for him, that his 
Enemies mangled his words, and fiipprefling the former part, charg’d 
him with afterting, that Chrift was never made man ; but Cbryfjtom 
anfwered, that taking the whole together, ’twas bad enough, for 
though Serftpio fhould, or Ihould not dye a Chriftian, vet it followed 
not thence, *hat Chrift was not made man. After all, the meeting 
came to no conclulion, Severian was obftinatc, and would comply 
with nothing, unlels Serapio were not only put from his Office, but 
excluded all Communion. Whereupon Cbnfoftom rofe up in fome 
heat, and bad the ftifhops judge the Caufc, for that for his part he 
would meddle no further in it. But with him they all rofe up, and 
went away, and lb the Conliftory broke up, with fome rcfle&ion 
upon Severian, for his unrcafonable obftinacy and perverfenefs. Soon 
after Cbnfoftom advis’d him to be gone home, fending him thisMef 
figc, that it was not fit that he Ihould fo notorioufly negled his 
Charge, and that the Church committed to him fhould for fo long 
a time be deftitute of the care and prefence of its Bifhop ; that there¬ 
fore he fhould immediately return thither, and improve the Talents 
and Abilities God had given him in his own Sphere and Station. 

With which fmart admonition he left Conftantinoplc . The Emprcfs 
Eudox/a was angry at what was done, and fent for Severian, who 
was retired to Cbalcedon, to come back, hut Cbnfoftom refilled any 
converfe with him, till the Emprcfs being refolved to make Peace, 
took up the young Prince Tbeodoftus , Cbryfoftonfs God-fon, and car¬ 
rying him in her Arms into the Church/ lay’d him down at the Bi- 
i ho p’s feet, and for his fake befought him to be Friends with Seve¬ 
rian, which atlaftfhe obtained. Cbrvfftom hereupon made an Ora- 
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tion «■ to the People to difpofe their minds towards Severian, and the 
next day .Sever ian himfclf made another x in commendation of Peace, 
and particularly that Reconciliation that was now made between

cias Bifhop of Btr.ea, on no other provocation, than that coming to 
Conftantinople, and wanting a convenient Lodging, he was angry that 
Cbryjbftom had Lighted him, and not given him entertainment, and 
he could not forbear to exprefs his relcntmcnt to lome of Chnfftoms 
own Clergy, telling them in Language proper enough totheoccafi- 
on, I ivi/ffeajon his pot for him. T hefe four laid their heads together 
how to manage their defigns againft him. And firft they lent Spies 
to Antioch, to hunt after the milcarriages of his younger days, but 
finding nothing there unon the ftrifteft lerutiny they could make, 
they bethought themlelvcs of 7 heophihts at Alexandria, who they 
knew bore no good will to Chryfoftom , and who had a head fitted to 
contrive and carry on fucli defigns, To him they write aljout it,who 
received the melfage with both hands, as an opportunity he had long 
willicd for of venting his Ipleen againft him, cncrcas’d of late by 
the favour Chryfoftom had Ihcw’d to the Monks whom he had driven 
out of ALoypf, and whom it was reported Chtyjoftom had not only 
been otherwife very kind to, but that he had admitted them to Com 
munion. And as if there had been a conlpiracy of Accidents as well 
as Pcrfbns, his affairs at this time feemed to lye fair for Inch a pur- 
pole. I'or having Synodically condemned the Orftenian Hcrtfie (as 
they then called it) and procured Epiphanius to do the like in a Coun¬ 
cil in Cyprus, he had engaged that good old man to carry the Decrees 
to Conftantinople, and to lollicit Chryfoftom to enter into this quarrel, 
and to prolecute the /Egyptian Monks (whom they unjuftly charged 
with Oriotnifnl) hut with what luccels, has been related in its pro¬ 
per place. Chryfoftom had in vain mediated witli Theophilus on their 
behalf, whereupon they had impeached him, and he recriminated up¬ 
on them, and had lent his Legates to Conftantinople to manage his 
Caufe againft them. The Or/oenian Monks growing weary of delays, 
petitioned the Hmprels, that the Libels which the adverfe Party had 
preferred againft them to the Provoft of the City might be examined, 
that Theophilus might be fummon’d, and undergoe his Tryal, and that 
his MefTengers might either prove their Charge, or luffer the Penal¬ 
ties in that cafe provided againft falle Acculers. This requeft was 
thought realonable, audio purliiancc of it Elaphiu-s a great Officer at 
Court was difpatchcd with Orders to Alexandria to bring up Tlnophi- 
lus . The Judges in the mean time proceeded in the Caiile of his 
Legates, wholiad acculed the Monks, and the Legates being found 
guilty of Calumny and Subornation , and feeing themlelves expofed 
to the prefent lain of the Laws, threw the whole blame upon 7 he- 
ophilm as the lole Author and Contriver of it, and were thereupon 
caft into Prifon, where lome of them dyed, others after his arrival 
were by his intcreft banifhed into Pmonejfw.

VII. IN themidd of thele difeourfes word was brought, there 
were Meffengers at the door from Theoflnlns and the Synod, they 
were Dhfcorns , and Putins, two young men, lately made Bifhops iii 
Libya, who being brought in, and upon enquiry known to bef$i(hops, 

Chryfofrom intreated tliem to fit down, and declare what errand they 
came upon. They told him, they had only a brief Citation, which 
they defired might be read. It was diretted to Cbryfofrom without 
ib much as giving him the Title of Bifhop, and being delivered to 
TheopbWs Clerk, was read in this form. The holy Synod ajfembkd 
at the Oak to John. IVe have received Libels of Accujation againft 
you, charging you with innumerable Crimes. Make hafr therefore to come 
hither , and brine along with yon Sarapion and Tigrius, Presbyters , for 
whom there will'be occafion . This Summons being read, tlie whole 
Company were offended at it, but told the Billiops that brought it, 
they would return an anfvver to Theophilus by Meffengers of their 
own, to whom they accordingly wrote to this effect. “ Prefume 
“not to intrench upon and didurb the Churches affairs, nor to com 
“found Order; rend not the Church, for which Chrift came down 
“ from Heaven. But if you will be fo rafh and hafty, as to lay afide 
“the Canons of the Niccne Council, and take upon you to hear 
“ Caufes without your own Jurifdittion, come hitherto us into this 
“ well-regulated City, and provoke us not as Cain did Abel to go 
“ into the Field, that we may in the lii ft place hear what you have 
“ to lay for your felf. For wc have Libels againd yon, containing 
“ no Ids than LXX. Articles, and thole charg’d with the moft open 
“ and fcandalous Offences. And for number, we that are here af- 
«fembled by the grace of God for the peace, not the deftru&ion of 
“ the Church, are more than you. For your Synod confifts but of 
“ XXXVI. Billiops, mod whereof come out of one Province, where-

“ Prayers and Communion of the Church, fiiborn’d Acculers, drawn 
“over the Clergy to him, and made the Church dcfolatc, how was 
“ he ever like to prove a fair and equal Judge-, and lit to afeend a

-“ Tribimai, no ways agreeable to him. Tor ’tis not reafonablc, that

VIII. WITH theleanfwers they difpatchcdaway Dcwcmtts m- 
fliop of Pifmus, Elcnftns of Jpnwtut, and Lapinus of Jpinria, with 
whom they joyned two Presbyters, Germans and Severus. As they 
were going out, in came a Notary witli an Edift horn the hmpcior, 
granting power according to their requeft to force thePerfons concern¬ 
ed t o appear, which he prefs’d them to. No fooner was he difpatchcd, 
but two Presbyters ofCbryfiftoms own Clergy, Euecmtts, who for his 
zeal in this affair was made Bifhop of Htradra^nd IJmc the Monk, who 
from the beginning had confederated with Severn* and Antmbus 
came, and addreffing themfclvcs to Cbryfoftow. The Synod (fitd

Crimes obiefted to you. In anfwer whereunto he Pent feme others 
of his Bilhops to expoftulate with them to this purpole, with what 
rcafon or order they could pretend to judge him, who would not 
difmifs his Enemies from amongft them, and who took upon them to 
cite him by thole of his own Clergy. But fo far were his anfwers 
from being fatisfaftory, that the Bifhops who carried them were 
treated with an uncommon favagenefs and inhumanity, one beaten, 
another pull’d and torn, a third had thole very Irons clap d upon his 
Neck which they had prepared foxCbryJo(lom,\.o have loaded him with 
ashewastobe Pent on Shipboard, and tranfmitted to fomc obfeure 
corner of the World. Which the good Bilhop hearing of, kept dole 
where he was.

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Forasmuch as John has been acetified of certain Crimes , of which being 
confeions to himjelf he would not appear , the Laws in that cafe depnfi 
him , which is the Sentence now pafs cl upon him. The Libels contained 
alfo a Charge of Sedition , wherefore, your piety will pie aft to give Or- 
der y that whether he fnbmit or nOy he be expeHedy and made to undergoc 
the Penalty of high 'Ireafon \ it not being a matter that lay within our 
Cognizance . By ‘this high Treafon, meaning the affront they pre¬ 
tended he had offered theEmprefs, whom they report ed he had fly led 
Jezabel. A Warrant was hereupon procured for Execution of the

XI. Amongff: all the Tranfadions of this Synod, the Reader will 
wonder perhaps that he hears nothing of that which was the full 
and main fpringofthc Motion, and about which Theophilus had made 
fo many clamorous outcryes, viz. the Condemnation of QrigePs 
t S »nm. i 8. works'. But Theophilus had caught the Fiffi he aimed at, and the 
17. p. 780! Bait: was now laid afidc. And he was willing to be at peace with 
the Egyptian Monks, could they but be brouglitto any ffiewoffor^ 
row and fiibmiffion, that might Teem to juftify his fierce Zeal againff 
them. To this purpofc Agents were fet on work, who represented 
to them how ready 7 heophilus was to pardon what was pad, if they 
would but fire for it, and that the Synod did intercede for them. Al¬ 
lured with thele fmooth Pretences, and defirous after all to fit down 
in quiet, they yielded to fay, what they were wont to do when 
they received the greateft injuries, Forgive us. Upon which eafic 
terms Theophilus readily received them* into favour, and readmitted 
them to Communion. Which perhaps had not been lo tamely affent- 
ed to, had the two Brothers, Diofcorus and Ammonius , the prime 
didders of the Party been alive. For Diofcorus dyed a little before 
tpMnn. the Synod, having carnedly prayed f God, either that hemightfee

In this general tumult the Monks who 
were ChrifofioHs faft Friends, bore not the lcaft lliarc, they (hut up 
the Churches, and fuffered not the People to frequent pubhek Pray- 
7Tr r by ers till it grew up to that height ot Confufion that if Zggmms ’■ lay 
aui !' ( ' true, the People aiid Souldiers fell upon the Monks, great numbers 
of whom they killed in the Church, and purfiied thofe that efcapd, 
Marina none whom they found in black (which was the common 
habit of the Monks ) intomueh that many who were then in mourn¬ 
ing, of upon fhmc other occafiofis wore black at that tunc, were 
without the lcaft diftinftion put to death. Smrian hoping to qui¬ 
et ifttns minds by juftifylng what had been done, went tip and 
preach'd, and in Ms Scrmoh told the People, that though ChrMom 
had been condemned for nothing elfe, yet Iris pride and infolcncc 
Were enough to deferve the puMIhment that had been put upon 
him'. For though all other fins may be pardoned yet the Scripture 
plainly tfcftifteS, that <jW nftfuth the proud. But this made it work, 
and blew Up the People Into a greater rage, fo that there was lit¬ 
tle hope to allay the Tumult, ft added not a little to the general 
Courtematioti, that at night happened a tertib e Earthquake, which 
Was look'd upon as a fighiheation ofthe difplcalureof Heaven againlt 
the late trUrifafttons. All Willth extremely affrighted them at 
Coul t, and tilt next morning they immediately difpatch dI away the 
Emperor’s Secretary tri bring him hack; and the Emprefs Endoxin, 
knowing how much (he had promoted the defighs againft him, anil 
feeiim the ft ream oftlie People run violently that way had upon her

Nor were 
the people backward to bear tt putt In this triumph, they covered 
the mouth of the Ptopom with their Boats, and when they met 
hlm ; carded lighted Torches before him. chrT- 
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II. CHRYSOSTOM in his return landed at a Village called M.i- 
riaju belonging to the Emprefs, lying near the Ampins on the mouth 
of the Romas about foilr miles diftant from the City. Here he took 
up liis Quarters, protefting he would not go into the City, till he 
could vindicate his innocency before a greater Synod, than that 
wherein he had been condemned, hut the People were impatient 
of delays, and began to murmur openly, and throw the fault upon 
the Court, which therefore ufed all its Artifices to bring him home, 

to which he had no fooner yielded, but the Emprefs lent c to Com- c 9 
plement him, that now her Prayers were heard, and the Re forma- 
tion accomplilhed which lhe had 16 paftionatcly begg’d for ; that flic 
looked upon it as a greater Glory than the Crown flic wore, that 
flic had recovered her bifhop , that file had reftored the Head to 
the body, the Pilot to the Ship, the Paftor to liis Hock,«and the 
bridegroom to his nuptial bed ; that thofe that had invaded and de¬ 
filed it, were afhamed ; and that now lhe had done this, (lie cared 
not much whether fhe lived or dyed. He was met on the way by 
crowds of People, who lung Hymns prepared on purpofe for this So¬ 
lemnity, others carried lighted Torches in their hands, and in this 
joyful and fplendid Equipage they brought him to liis Cathedral, 
where they importun’d him to alcend the Epifcopal Throne, and 
give them his bleffing. He told them he was difabled, being under 
a Cenfiire, that the Judges that had condemned him mtift reverie 
their Sentence, and reftore him to his Sec. This denial did hut the 
more fliarpcn the Peoples unfinished defires, who preft him to it 
with greater vchemency, till finding that nothing clfe would 
quiet them, went up, and in the accuftomed form pro¬ 
nounced the Pence to the People. And feeing them ftill defirous of 
fomething more, he made an extempore Oration •' to them, wherein d nxut>if,pr. 
taking for his Theme the Story of Pharo King of Egypt's forcible Tf )6 T & J f‘ 
taking away Sarah, Abrahanh Wife, intending her for his own Bed, 
he fhews that Theophitus the y,Egyptian had offered the fame violence 
to his Church and Spoufc, which with force and armed followers 
he had feized upon. A Cafe which he draws out into a very ele¬ 
gant Companion. And taking occafion, as he had good reafon, to 
commend the kindnefs and forwardnefs both of Prince and People, 
lie 16 inflamed the affe&ions of his Auditors, that burfting out in¬ 
to fliouts and acclamations in honour of the Emperor and his Lady 
Eudoxia, they forced him fomewhat abruptly to break off his Ser¬ 
mon. A very eloquent difcourle, which though Baronins bewails as 
loft, yet is it ftill extant, being together with liis former preferved 
by George Patriarch of Alexandria, in the account he has given of 
Chryfofto?/? s Life, being the tnoft conlidcrable and valuable piece of 
that Life. 

III. THEOPHILVS we may imagine was lorely vexed at thefe 
Proceedings. A great mind lie had to charge Chryfojlom publickly 
with a&ing contrary to the Canons, in exercifing his Epifcopal Of¬ 
fice, after he had been depos’d, but lie was afraid to difohlige the 
Emperor and the great ones at Court, who he faw were forced to 
humour the People. Therefore he refolved to begin with Heraclides 
bifliop of P.phvfns, whole Accufers lie cited, and formed a Procefs 
againft him. His Friends pleaded, that it was not confonant to the

And hrft they write to I be- 
opbib-t, defiring him, either to come lumfelf and Head the laity, oi 
at lead to fend them directions flow to proceed m it. The wary 
man was not willing to venture his Per (bn, but font three Rif hops 
Paihif Pui-m-n, and a third whom he had newly made, furmfhed 
with infiruftions. and certain Canons, which having been hereto, 
fore made againft Atbimfms, would now equally conclude agamfi 

'TOWARDS the expiring of the year CCCC 1 II. feveral 
Bifilo'ps k out ofSyi’M, Ci»«bcU, Pm", and Phryga were convened 
at cf(h»towvle, thc chief whereof were Leontiusg gmyrn, and lalf . l6 . 
Ammonhis of Laodicc.a in Pijldiu. They remembred LbeopUts had 
run himfelf into an inconvenience bv rejefting all manner of Commu¬ 
nion with Chrifflom, before he had been Judicially tryed. V\ hcre- 
fore at their firft coming to Town they crupled not to communicate 
with him, till thev found how things Rood at Court, where his in¬ 
tend went more vifibly down the Wind every day For C bnfimg- 
d.iy now approaching, the Emperor (cafily managed by hudox/a, and 
others about him) came not as lie was wont to Church, but lent 
CbMom word, that he could not communicate with him, till he 
had cleared himfelf of the Crimes that had been obieftcd to him. 

CbnToflom defired nothing more, and publickly ehallengd his Acculeis 
to make good their Charge. But they had not the hard.nels to ven¬ 
ture upon it. And therefore Leontius and Ammon,us privately ac- 
quainted Aucius. and Antiocbus, that the heft way was to let go the 
old Charge, and to infill only upon tins, that being Synodically de- 
poVd lj 5 liad of his own head without fufficient Authority repot 
If-ls’d himfelf of his See. Cbryfofinm replied, that at his return lie 
had been reinllated by the Votesof LXV. Bilhops. But the)-were 
a greater number, anfwcred Leontius, that condemned them in the 
Synod. By which he mud neccflarily mean all thofe who contented 
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to that Synodal Decree, though not prefent at it, there being other- 
wile no more than XXXVI. or (if we fhould take Phot ins his account) 
XLV. Rilhops prefent in that Synod. Then they betook thcmfclvcs 
, .. . to the Canons 1 which 'fheophilus had fent them, efpecially the IV//,. 

p. fs./f. CanonoftheCouncil of Antioch, holden Ann Chr. CCCXLI. where¬ 
by it is provided, that if any Bijhop or Presbyter be depojed (eiPniatn 
$r,(c/) 7 rs right or wrong, this they added to the Canon) and (lull of hin-,- 
fllf without the Authority of. a Synod return to his C hnrch, or as the Gl¬ 
uon it felf lias it, (lull prefume to celebrate the D/vine Offices , jnch a 
one jhall be left defiitntc of all hopes of being rejlored , and (hall have no 
place of cxcr/Je or defence afforded to him ; and that all who after that 
knowingly Communicate with him, (Jjall becafl out of the Church. And by 
the XII//;. Canon of that Council it is provided, that whoever In this 
cafe(hall follicit the Emperor , when he ought to appeal to a greater Synod, 
than that by which he was depos'd, and refer his cafe to their Judgment 
and Determination, (hall be incapable of Abfolution, nor ft) all 1 )l be admit¬ 
ted to his defence , or have any hopes of being re ft or eel to his See. Againft 
thefe Canons Chryfoftom excepted as being contrived by the Arians, 
and framed onpiirpofcby men who defigned to run down Athanafws, 
and to overthrow the Catholick faith. And indeed it mull bccon- 
fefs’d, that though the Major part of Bifbops in that Council were 
Catholicks, and the Council it felf be received into the Code of the 
univerfal Church, yet was there an aftive Party in that Synod, who 
were either profefs’d Arians, or lucli as favoured that Caufe, and 
who got fome Canons fo framed, as might heft (erve their turn, 
promote their Dcfigns, and warrant their Proceedings againlt At ham- 
fins. But Bill this mu ft be acknowledged to have been only an an- 
Ever ad hominem, which he might the frcclier make ufe of, the Ca- 
nons of Antioch not being as yet admitted into the Ecclefiaftick Code, 
though they were foon after. The truth is, he was not really with¬ 
in the Charge of the Antiochian Canons, having according to them 
been Canonically examined, acquitted, and readmitted, and had ac¬ 
cordingly before truly told them, that he had been reftored, by a far 
greater Synod, than that whereby lie had been dqpofed and. ba- 
niflied. 

VII. LEO Nil VS and the reft found they fhould do little good 
by di(puling the Cafe, and therefore went to perfwade the Emperor 
to call ten of the Bifhop’s of Chryfoftom' s Party, and to prevail with 
them to give their Suffrage for the Authority of the Canons of An¬ 
tioch , fome affirming them to have been made by Catholicks, others 
by Arians. but Elpidius the aged Bifhop of Laodicea in Syria, and 
7 raneju 'tlinns went to Court, and begg’d of the Emperor that with¬ 
out a fuffici'ent Caufe given,Chryfoftom might not be eje&cd out of his 
See. Por neither before had he been rightly depos’d, but forcibly 
carried away by the Imperial Officer ; nor did lie come back of his 
own head, but by his Majeftics exprefs Command, brought to him by 
the Secretary. And for the Canons which they now produce, we 
h ive fliewii them to have been the Artifice of Hereticks. Thead- 
verfo Party rais’d a mighty noife, as if they intended to carry the 
• Caufe by Clamour and Confufion, till a little filence being made, 
Elfuhus mildly addrefs’d himfclf to the Emperor, Sir, (laid he) We 
will no longer vex and tire your patience, but will put it upon this ijf/te . 

lit- 
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Let Antiochus, Acaciu3, and the reft of our Brethren, fuhfcrihe theft 
Canons which they pretend to be made by Catholicks^ and let them declare 
that they are of the fame Faith with thofe that made them, and the Com 
trover fie will be at an end. The Emperor apprehending the honefty 
of the propofal, finiPdupo n Antiochus, and told him, that nothing 
could be more fit and reafonable. This ftruck them dumb, but not 
knowing how othcrwile to come of, they at length though with evi¬ 
dent reluttaricy promifed they would fubferibe, which as they never 
meant, fo they never performed. * 

VIII, I T was now nine or ten months m fince Chryfoftom s return, *p*tud.ib* 
and the holy time of Lent was come, when Antiochus went privately to E 8o * 
the Emperor, android him that Cbryfoftom had been utterly baffled, 
and had loft the day, and therefore intreated him that Eafter be¬ 
ing at hand, he would give order for his expulfion. Ar cadi ns was 
eahly impos’d upon, and thought that in matters of this nature he 
might fecurely rely on a Bifhop s word, and being weaned with im¬ 
portunities, fent Chryfoftom order to quit his Church. 7 he good Bi¬ 
fhop returned this plain anfwcr, / have receivd this Church from God 
mi Saviour, and am intrtifted with t he care, of this Peoples Souls, and I 
cannot de/ert this Charge. But if you be rcfolved upon it the Civil Powg 
et is yours, thro Iv me out by force, that I may at lea ft plead your Authori¬ 
ty for the 'non-performance of my Office. This fomewhat mitigated the 
rigour that would have been otherwife ufed, and Officers were lent 
from Court, who peacibly turn’d him out of the Church, and con¬ 
fined him to his own Houfe, intending thereby to try what fuccefs 
their attempts were like to have againft him. If they found the Peo¬ 
ple would not bear it, ’twas but bringing him back from his own 
Houfe to the Church ; ifthey took it quietly they might then pro¬ 
ceed to further Severities. But this notwithftanding he ^ftill fre¬ 
quented the Church, and the Divine Aftemblies, though lie ftirr d 
not much abroad at the time. And thus things continued till 
the Paffhm-week, when on the very day of our Lord s Crucifixi¬ 
on he received frefli Orders to leave the Church , whereto he 
returned fuch an anfwcr as he thought moft convenient. The Em¬ 
peror out of reverence to the Solemnity of thefacrcd tune, and real 
oF putting the City into an uproar, call’d for Acmns and Antiochus, 
and ask’d them what was beft to be done ? Advifing them to bewaie 
left they took wrong meafures. They rcplyed. Sir, trouble not your 
felf let the depofin? af Chryfoftom lye at outdoor , wear e ready to anfwer 
it with the peril of our Heads . Notice hereof immediately got abroad, 
whereupon forty Bifbops, who kept Lent with Chryfoftom, went to 
the Emperor and thcEmprefs, who were at that umc in the Marty- 
ria, with tears befecching them to fparc the Church of Chrift, that 
it might not be depriv’d of its Billiop, efpecially at thist time of Fa- 
when the Catechumens, who had been inftrufted and prepaid m 
order to it were to receive their Beptifm. But their addrefs was re^ 
iefted which fo mov’d Paul Bifhop of Cro*«> that turning to the 
Emprefs Fudoxia, laid he. fear God, and have MMpafljon upon your own 
Children ’ and do not by Redding blood prophm 
Which laid, the Bifbops with Weeping eyes, and fad hearts return d 

back iigstin. 


IX. WHILU 





IX WHILE tliele things were in agitation, Cbryfo/lons's Pres- 
8j. bvter's with Tome of the Bifhops of his Party " had affembled the Peo¬ 
ple ill Con/lantius s Baptiftery, where they watched, and fpent their 
time, Tome in reading the holy Scriptures, others in preparing the 
Catechumens agunb the approaching Solemnity. This Antwchus and 
his Party beheld with an evil eye, and foliated their Patrons at 
Court, that this Affembly might be difpersM. But t he A/#r (f- 
ciontm who was the chief Officer of the Pallacc, refufed to meddle, 
he told them’twas night, and the Congregation numerous, and that 
care muft be had that nothing fliould be done rafhly. I hey reply- 
ed the Churches were empty, and that if the Emperor fliould go 
thither and find no body there, he would plainly perceive that the 
Peoples love to Chryfoftow had drawn them thence, and would ic- 
proach them with envy and ill will, who had fuggefted to him, that 
there were none that willingly adhered to him. To gratify their 
importunity, having firft protefted againft the ill events of the at¬ 
tempt, he ordered Lucius, a Gentile, as was reported, Captainlot 
the Band of the Sent mi, to go quietly to the Church, and lee it ho 
could bring back the People to affemble there. He went, and came 
back with this account, that no good was to be done in it, luch were 
the numbers, luch the zeal and fervency of the People. Not lavish¬ 
ed herewith, they prevailed with him to try once more, and either 
bv fair means reduce the People to the Church, or by force to hinder 
them from celebrating the Solemnity. And that lie might not want 
fit guides and directors, they lent him fome of their Clergy to go 
0 , 8 , along with him, who accompanied him to the place of meeting«, 

cbrrfE?$. whercinto they no looner entered, but all Corners were full of honor 
ad innoc.p. and con f u f 10 n, the Clergy were feized, beaten, wounded, impnlon- 
* 8 °‘ ed and treated with all manner of indignities, the Catechumens dil- 

pers’d, the Women who had ftripp’d themfelves in order to their 
Baptilm fled away naked, and many of them wounded, and the very 
Water in the Baptiftery dyed with the Blood that was filed there. 
Thence breaking into the Chancel, they prophanely handled the fa¬ 
ded Myftcries, flic very Souldiers Ipilhng the confecrated Wine upon 
their Cloaths. The Villanies committed were inexpreflible, and the 
Confufion infinite, People running up and down all parts of the City, 
and filling every place they came to with fighs, and groans, and tears, 
and tragical (lories. And Edifts were every where pubhfhed one 
upon the back of another, feverely threading all that refufed to 
renounce Communion with Chryfo/lom. As loon as twas day the 
greateft part of the City fled, and betook themfelves to Trees or 
Woods, or Fields, or any places that might but afford a tolerable 
fhelter, where they might keep the Fcftival. It happened that the 
Emperor went out that day to divert himfelf m a Meadow ad joy rung 
to the City, where he cfpyeda Field covered all over with white. 
Tliefe were the Catechumens who had been baptiz d the night betore, 
and had then (as the Cuftom was in the Primitive Church) their 
white Garments upon them, and were in number near three thouiand; 
the dangerous pofture of Affairs, and the fears of lofing their Bilhop 
having, probably, encreas’d the number of baptifmal Candidates at 
that time. The Emperor was flrangely furpriz’d at the fight, and 
ask’d his Guards who they were; who the more to exafperate him 
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againft them, told him, they were a Conventicle of Hereticks. A 
Party of Souldiers were immediately drawn out, and ordered to go 
and difpcrfe the Affembly. Which they did, apprehending fome 
few of the Clergy, but more of the People, whom they put under 
Cuftody. Several Women of noble Quality were laid hold on, front 
lomc of which they took their Vails, from others their Pendants, 
plucking away part of the Ear for hall; others to fecure themfelves 
from an immodeft rudenefs and violence, changed Cloaths with their 
waiting Women, and in that difguile made their efcapes. Vaft num¬ 
bers were feized, fo that the Prifons were turned into Churches, 
where Hymns were fling, and the holy Eucharift adminiftred, while 
Churches were turn’d into Prifons, where nothing was feen or 
heard but Whips and Scourges, Oaths and Execrations to force the 
People to renounce and difown their Bifhop. 

X. IN this forlorn and hopelefs condition of Affairs at home, 

Chryfofflom bethought himfelf of calling in fome afliftance from abroad, 
which, if it had no other fucccfs, would at lead let the World under- 
ftand the true date of his cafe, in order whereunto he had fome while 
fince refolved upon a difpatch to Rome , to make known his cafe to 
Pope Innocent , and the Weflern Bifhops. But craft and malice are up 
and at work betimes, and careful by all Arts to fupport its Interefts, 
while truth and innocency is fccure in the goodnefs of its Caufe. The - 
ophilus knowing of what importance it would be to him toprepoffefs 
tne World with firft impreffions, hadfent his Reader p with Letters p patud.c,&i 
to Rome , to let them know he had depofed Chryfo/lom. At the read- t- 9 ‘ 
ing whereof Innocent was not a little flartled, and began to fufpebt 
Theophilns of foul play, both becaufe none had written buthe, and 
becaufe he gave but a blind account, neither informing him why, 
nor with what affiflants he had done it. And Enfebius Deacon of 
Constantinople, who refided at that time at Rome as Agent for that 
Church, came to him, and begg’d of him to fufpeiid his belief of 
, things but a little while, and he fliould fee the whole Scene unra- 
veiled and laid open to his view. Accordingly three days after ar¬ 
riv’d four Bifhops from Con/lantinople, Panfopbitts of Pifidia, Pappus 
of Syria, Demetrius of Galatia fee tin da, and Eugeniusot Phrygia, with 
two Deacons, PW/^and Cyriacus to attend them, who brought three 
Letters, one from Chryfo/lom, another fubferibed by the forty Bifhops 
of his Communion, the third from the Clergy of Conflant inop le. In 
that 1 from Chryfo/lom he gives him a fliort account of the whole * Ext. Tom. 4 
matter and cfpecially of the late Cruelties afted in the Pafflon-week', M 'ii-.ff 
intreating him to lend his helping hand towards the fuppreffing fo mu MU 
powerful and defperate a Faftion, and that he would by his Letters 
declare thofe Proceedings unjuft and invalid : Engaging for himfelf, 
that if his Advcrfarics had a mind ftill to go on, and would deliver 
in Copies of their Afts, and produce his Accufcrs, he was moft rea¬ 
dy to joyn Ifllie with them before any unprejudie’dand unbiased Ju¬ 
dicature, and would juftifie his innocency againft all thofe Crimes 
that had been objefted to him. The fame Letters mutatis mutandis 
were written alio to Vencrins Bilhop of Milan, and to Chromatins of 
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XI. INNOCENT not yet throughly apprehending the true 
r v-iihl c, 3. of things, gave equal Letters r of Communion both to Chryji- 
r ' 23, (torn and 7 kophilus, though withal expreffing his diflike of the Syno¬ 
dal Determination, anil affirming that amove indifferent and unex¬ 
ceptionable Synod ought to be held both of Ea/hrn and WvflernW i- 
lliops, wherein neither Friends nor Foes fhould have any place, as 
from whom no fair and right judgment of things was ordinarily to 
be expefted. Within a few days after came Peter Presbyter of A- 
lexandria , and Martyrius Deacon of Conft anti nop Ic with other letters 
from Tbeophilus, and the Ads of the Synod that had condemned 
and depofed Chryfoflom. Upon the reading whereof, Innocent percei¬ 
ved upon what flight and weak Accufiitions they had proceeded, and 
that Chryfoflom was not prefent, nor had been charged face to face, 
and was now much more confirmed in his opinion of 7 heophihN s folly, 
in paffing fo rafh and unadvifed a Sentence againff an abfent Pcrlbn, 
which he acquainted him with in this following Reply, limber The- 
ophilus, n>c hold Communion both with your felf] and our Brother Chry 16- 
ftom, as we gave you to under (land in our former Letters , and do (Till 
continue in the fame Opinion and Reflation , now again plainly declaring 
to you {and fo wc fall as oft as you fend) that unlefs a more jit(t and equal 
determination be made about thefe things that have been Jo childijhly and 
r/diculoufly managed , we cannot with any rea/bn or juftice withdraw our 
/elves from Cliryfoftom’* Communion. If therefore yon dare abide by 
the Judgment yon have made , make your appearance before a Synod to be 
affembled according to the Laws of Chrift , and there unfold your Accufa¬ 
tions , and prof cute the charge according to the Canons of the Niccne 
Council {for no other rule does the Church of Rome allow of) and then 
you will gain unquefiionable frength and fccurity to your caufe.

7 * 
him hired to do the Fad, carried him to theProvoft of the City, 
which Chryfoflom hearing , ptefently difpatcht away Lome of Ins Bi- 
fhops who procured his Rclcafe before lie was put to the Rack. This 
not fuccecding, oiic that *as Servant«to Flpidiu, i. Ptesbyter one of 'Jv ** 
Chryfo/hm's mortal Enemies, was lur’d for Fifty pieces of Gold todif p> 1??i 
patch him, which he undertook, and having futnilht himlcli with 
three Swords, ran in all liafte to the Epifcppal Palace where lie was 
ffopt by one that knew him, and askt the rcafon Of his hafte, to 
whom tile Villain return’d no other anfwer but a mortal wound. And 
when an out-cry was made,and the Affaffinatc purfued, lie wounded 
feven one after another, four whereof died Out right, and the other 
three recovered with great difficulty. Apprehended at length, he was 
brought to the Palace, where the people clamor d for Juftice both 
againft the man, and thofe that had Pet him on, whom to appeaie for 
the prefertt, the Provoft made a fliew of bringing him to a formal 
Trial but when the Hubub was over, let him at liberty, By thefo 
inftances the people law what danger their good Bilhop Was e*Pdsd 
to, to prevent which they kept watch by turns, and guarded mshoufe 
and day.

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7 ;J-’'«"”whcn Jcacitts, Swerianm, and the reft of the Party fiuling all 
attempts unllicccfsful, vcfolvcd to pufh hard ior hishamljiment, and 
to drive it to an iflue. T heir Addrcls they mtroduc t with the molt 
(oft and Hattcring infinuations, that his Majefty being immediately 
con diluted by Heaven, was lubjctl and accountable to none, but had 
all under him, and might make his Will the Law and Men hire ol Jus 
Actions ; that they hoped he would not be more mild than Pricfts, 
nor more holy than Bilhops; they had often pubhekly told him that 

thev would ukoChryfoftonh\)^oBmx\ «Pf>» their own heads, and 
therefore begg’d of Kirn, that he would not (pare one Man to the runic 
of them all. Partly wearied, partly perlwaded by their importunity, 
he fign’d the Warrant, which he font by Patricn/s his Secretary , and 
’twas in this form : Acacius, Antiochus, Sevcnanus Cyrinus W their 
Party .have taken'your condemn alien upon them fives: ajjoon tln-ref ore as yon 
hive di(pos'd, ami commended your Affairs to God depart tin Church,. Chry - 
fr.flom having now receiv’d a plain pohtivc Order, relolvcd to comply, 
and leaving his Houle, Come, laid he to the Bilhops, and the reft that 
were with him , let tts c t o to pray, and join Forces with the Guardian 
jh m i of this Church. But as they were going, a Courtier that was 
his friend privately lent him this Melfage, that Lucius, a Man fierce 
and bold, was ready with his Soldiers at Conftantius his Baptiftery, to 
wait for him,who if lie either oppos’d or made delays,was to apprehend 
and carry him away by force, which might endanger the putting the 
City into a Tumult; that therefore with all.

Pvief they threw themfclvesat his feet, whom he commanded one oi

Will fie have my head, let bet ta. e 
it lollil the Baptift loft his. lies (be a mind to my Nge, let her have, 
it Naked came I out of my Mothers Womb, and naked dial! I return 
thither. This was done about the xx' 1 ' of ((me Ann.Cccciv. 

II TIIE People in tile mean time grew impatient, a great part 
whereof were gone into the Church to leek for him,to'prevent whole 
Purliiit and Rclcue, tlie adverfe Party commanded the Church-doors « ' f«gg 
tobeflrut up upon them. They that were without, ran up and down & ;;, cli 
the ftreet in a frantic manner, Ionic making towards the Sea in clialc f . 527. 
of hisCondu&crs, others not knowing wliither tilde tilings might 
tend, fled out of the City to fecure thcmfelvcs. 1 hey within the 
Church were as defirous to be out, and the main Crowd pi clung to¬ 
wards the door, hindred all means of opening it; till yielding a little, 
with much ado, they broke it open. In this great hurry and confufion 
a Pitc » on a hidden broke out in the Church, it began under the Pul- 
pit,and naming up, rcacht the Roof, and thence Imead it elf all over ' 
that ftatcly fabric, leaving no part of it unconfum d, but the gefiry ■on¬ 
ly where the Communion Plate and Holy VelTels were laid up. Nor 
flaV’d it here,the conquering and triumphant flames rolling them elves 
through the Airdciz’d upon the Senate-houle.a noble and magnificent 
piece of Archircaure, which flood at a good diftance on the W- 
fide of the Church ; and which was rnoft wonderful, the File leizcd 
not the hither part that was next the Church, but the moll remote 
which flood neared to the Imperial Palace. The flames from hot!) 

Buildings met together in thcmidft like the Arch of a Bridge, the 
People palling fife underneath, and indeed ’twas remarkable 
that in this whole dreadful Conflagration, neither Man nor Beall 
was known to loft its life. Together with this Strutlure Perilh cl ma- 
nv noble and exquifitc pieces of Antiquity *, cfpccially the Statues of ■ Mg t. j, 
the Nilvt anciently erefted to them at Helicon, and by Con- t- 
Hmtin brought hither. Only the linages of Jupiter ami Minerva, 
which flood upon wooden Pcdeflals before the door of a Chappel be- 
lon-diiP to the Senate efkap’t, though the melted Lead ran down upon 
them ai id the Stones fell thick upon them, and when the Rubbifli was 
clear’d wore afterwards found, contrary to all mens expectation,whole 
and foui.: | This my Author according to his humour and principles,re- 
oorts as a Miracle and fays ’twas lookt upon by all the more di corning 
v lions as a good omen of the future happinefs and profpenty of the Ci¬ 
ty which thefe Deities would take into their immediate care and pro- 
tehion The Eire began in the evening,and rag d all night,and Lome 
part of the next morning, though the mam of the Church was de- 
ftroved in three hours (pace. Various were mens difcouiTes about 
this dilrnal Eire : Chryfoflonh Adverlarics, without any Icruple.charg d 
it upon his Party, as thbclfea of an infatiable Revenge ; they on the 
other hand protefled againft fo villainous an Infinuatiou, and threw it 
upon the others, who, they Did, had a defign to have burnt them and 
tho Church together: while a third fort more calmly confidering the 
unaccountable rifc,thc flrange progrefs and manner of the Conflagra¬ 
tion conceiv’d it lent from Heaven, to pumfh the Enormities of that 
* timc'j 
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time, and the unjuft banilhmcnt of fo ufcful and excellent a Pallor, 
and lo intirely beloved by his People. Whatever the caule was,great 
Troubles and Confufion enliied upon it, infinite numbers of Perlons 
being apprehended and imprilon’d, and very leverely dealt with. But 
the matter not being like to be fuddcnly found out, Arcadim by an 
Edift » directed to Studins Provoft of the City, commanded allBi- 
Ihops and Clergymen that were Strangers to he releas’d, and to be 
fhipt away, and lent to their own Countries, and that if after the.Pub- 
licationot this Law they fhould hay ftill,the Houles where they re' 
niain’d, as alio thole Houles where any Citizens kept private Conven¬ 
ticles, mould be confilcated. The year following Op tat ns fuccccdcd 
in that office, who refolving to bring the matter to a more ftrift and 
public examination, and being himlelf a Gentile, was glad of this op¬ 
portunity, to reek his fpleen upon the Cbriftians ; and as thewcakeft 
arc lure to luffer moft, he prclt with great Cruelty upon Chryfifiom ’$ 
Followers, whom he treated with all imaginable fiercenefs and fc- 
verity. 

III. THE See of Conflantinople. being thus made vacant, their 
next work was to clap one immediatly into the Chair,that they might 
prevent all hopes of Chryfnflon ?s return, and this they did within a 
week after his departure. The man that was moft likely to be pliable 
to their purpole, and whom they accordingly pitcht upon , was Arfa- 
tins h , Brother to Netfarim, who had been St. Cbryfoflotr ?s Prcdcceffor, 
and upon that account they hoped would be not unacceptable to the 
People. His Brother in his life time had procur’d him the Bilhopric 
of Tarfts, which he refus’d, cither out of real humility and contempt 
of the World, or as refer ving him for a better place. And when 
Nettariw rcproach’t him with his obftinate denial, he ratified it with, 
an Oath, That he would nevermcddle with a Bilhopric as long as he 
liv’d ; though now he thought fit to difpenle with his Oath. He was 
very old, being Fourlcorc years of age, in his own nature of a quiet 
dilpofition, and an una&ive temper, which made him liable to be abu- 
fed by fubtle anddefigning men ; who put him upon pernicious conn- 
iels, and juftified the moft cruel and infamous aftions with his autho¬ 
rity. A lad light this was to Cbryfo[tom\ Friends and Followers, who 
could not endure to behold,not lb much a Corrival, as an 1] fur per in 
his Throne, whom therefore they feparated from, and reje&ed all com¬ 
munion with him, keeping their Religious Affemblics in (evcral Out- 
parts of the City ; and from their conftant adherence to John their 
Bilhop, were by an appropriate title ftil’d Joannites. It vex’d old Ar- 
facius to be thus flighted, and to find fo confiderable a part of the Peo¬ 
ple turn their backs upon him, of which he complain’d to the Empe¬ 
ror, who prefently publilht the following Edi&s. And firft to begin at 
home,hehad in the beginning of the year commanded c all the Pa/atin- 
Officers toabftain from thole diforderly and tumultuous Conventicles, 
(as he calls them) under pain offorfeiting their Places,and confilcation 
ofEftate. But what effe£l fbeverthis wrought at Court,in the City the 
j foannites ftill continued their private Meetings, to prevent which he 
publilht a Law d , commanding all Mailers to reftrain their Servants 
from going to thole Conventicles, every Mafter, befides the Punifh- 
ment of the Servant, being for each NcglcQ to pay three Pounds of 
Gold: and that if the Bankers, or any other of the City-Compa¬ 
nies 
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nies lliould be tardy herein, they Ihould for their Members fo offend¬ 
ing,be fined in a Penalty of Fifty Pounds of Gold. This was dated 
September the xi ,h ; and that the Countries might fare no better than 
the City, hedire&ed the following Edift e to Eutycbian the Praetorian l ff^ 
Prefect, to be by him tranfinitted to the Governors of Provinces , to p. 26. 
fupprefs thefe unlawful Conventicles : Wbofoever does not communicate, 
with Theophilus, Arfacius, and Porphyrius , ( who was then newly 
invefted in the Sec of Antioch ) let bim be depofed from bis Bijbopric j . 
and withal let bim forfeit whatever Eflate be has either, in mone y or Land, 

Which being particularly reftrain’d toBifhops,was foon after follow’d 
with another of a more general extent : Whoever (]) all conceal a BifJjop 
or a Clergy-man, or Jo much as entertain in bis bonje any one that communi¬ 
cates with Chryloftom, let bis boitfe be forfeited, and expo fed to Sale. Nor 
wanted thefe Laws a quick and fbarp execution, a Tribune being lent 
with a Party of Soldiers to break up their Meetings, who fell upon 
them with Clubs and Stones, ftripping lomc, and imprilbning others, 
which ftruck fiich a terror into them, that they durft fcarce ftir out of 
their Houles, and many not daring to truft themlelvcs there, betook 
themlelves to a voluntary banilhment. And to make their calc yet 
more calamitous, Optatus the Governor, under pretence of fearching 
after thole that were guilty of the late Fire, exercis’d all manner of 
feverity upon them. Upon this Pretence Entropins the Reader was 
apprehended, and brought to Trial, where to extort a Confeffion 
from him, he was cruelly beaten with Thongs and Clubs, the lie 111 rak’t 
off his tides and cheeks, with tormenting Irons, and burning Torches 
put to leveral parts of his Body, and after all he was lent to Prilon, 
where foon after he died. Nor much better ulage did I igyins meet 
with. He was originally a Barbarian , and a Slave,but upon bis liberty, 
which for his faithful and diligent (ervice had been beftowed upon 
him, was in time advanc’d to be one of the Presbyters of the Church 
of Conflantinople. An humble and good man, and admirably courte¬ 
ous and charitable to the Poor, to Strangers, whom rhele mercilefs 
Wretches took , ftript naked, whipr with Scourges, and tying his 
Hands and Feet, put him upon the Rack, and diftended him, till all lijs 
parts were out of joint. 

IV. NOR did the weaker Sex go without their fharc in the com¬ 
mon nailery : Witnefs the Sufferings and exemplary Carriages of Ni- 
carcte, Pentadia, Salvina , and Procula upon this account. But none more 
memorable than Olympias, who being a Per Ion peculiarly dear to Chry- 
fofiom, who infinitely delighted in the Piety of her Convention, and 
wrote no lels than feventeen Letters to her in the time of his Banilh¬ 
ment, fbme more particular account muft be.given of her. She 
was born ( of illuftrious Parents , and being a Perlon of exquifite r vAA.e.iv 
beauty, and bringing avail Fortune along with her, was married to P so^T^c.\. 
Nebridi/ts who had been (bmetimes Governor,who died within left than p. 768. c. 24. 
two years after, or rather for fome pretended mal-adminiftration, was 
taken off by the Emperor. So accomplilht a Lady, and t hen too in the 24 ‘ p ' 
Prime of her Age, could not, we may be Pure, want folicijtation to a 
fecond Marriage ; nay,the Emperor Tbcodofms defign’d her for a match 
for his own Kinlman Elpidins. The Gentleman follow’d the Suit with 
an unwearied importunity, hut in vain ; Ihe plainly told him , If’the 
Emperor had had a mind I Ihould have had an Husband, he would not 

have 
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lmvc taken him away from me. But knowing me unfit for a married 
life, and uncapable of pleafmg a Husband, he at once heed him from 
the Priion of the Body, and me from the Yoke of Marriage, and put 
upon me the gentle and cafie yoke of Celibacy The Emperor was 
nctlcd with fuch a flinging Anfwer.and commanded the Provoft of the 
Citv to take her whole Eftate into his cuftody, till file Ihou d come to 
be Thirty years of age. The Provofl treated her unkindly enough 
not giving her liberty to much as to go to Church, or to conyerfe wit h 
nnv Bilhop, Elpidius urging him to this fevcrity, in hopes that by this 
means he might bring her to his Bow. But flic was fo much the more 

chearful and thankful to God for all her Sufferings, and lent the Em¬ 
peror thisMeflagc: Ton have clone, Sir, like a Prince, nay, have earned 
your Self towards fmb a poor Wretch nr I am, with a core worthy of . Bfc 
(bop, having commanded that heavy charge to he taken care of, the harden 
whereof lay upon my Shoulders. Though you mil do a much greater and 
nobler Service, if you pleaje to give Order that it bed. Muted to the Poor 
and to the neceftities of the Church. For I have been long time weary of 
the applanfe of fuch di/lributions, and have been afraid left while converfant 
in theft affairs below, 1 jfjonld in the mean time negleO the better and more 
durable riches of the Soul. 7 heodofius could not but admire her ve. tue, 
and the gallantry of her Mind,and after his return from his expedition 
againfl Maximus, commanded her whole Eftate to be reftordto her. 
And to prevent all fuch unwelcome addrefles for the future, fhe pro¬ 
cur'd Nett anus, then Bilhop, to make her Deaconels of the Church of 
Conftantinople, where fhe intirely fluent her Time as we I « her Eftate 
in Afts of Piety and Charity, feldom departing from the Church day 
or night. Money or Lands Ihe dirpos d of with a liberal hand, as oc- 
cafion offered ; relieved the Poor, made proy.fion for Strangers at- 
tended upon, and miniftred to theBilhops, and thefe that were within 
the Holy Order. Nay Theophilus him(elf,as much as hcafterwards ha¬ 
ted and pcrfccuted her for her entertaining the Egyptian Monks, did 
, , nce court her at the higheft rate, with the moft flattering infinuati- 
ons while he felt theftream of her beauty flowing towards him. 
And'indeed 16 great a reputation had her wifdom and vertue given her 
that Nell arias dilpatcht few Ecclefiaftick matters without her counfel 
and advice. But flic had a more particular honour and reftped for 
Cbnfoflom, upon whom Hie pcrfonally waited for the moft part, fuper- 
intending the affairs of his Family, even to the care of his Cloaths, 
and the provifion of his Diet, that it might be fuch as was agreeable 
to his weak and languifliing ftomach. Being thus generally known 
for 16 zealous an admirer of the Bilhop, and for her almoft conftant re- 
fidencc about the Church, fhe was chargd with having a hand in the 
late fire, which the Provoft taking for granted, askt her why Ihe had 
done it ? She replied, This has not been the courfe and manner ol my 
life; no, I have expended the great Eftate God gave me in repairing 
the Church. The Provoft told her , He knew very well what had 
been the manner of her life: If 16 , fa id fhe, take then the Accufers 
place and let another fit Judge upon us. Finding nothing to prove 
the Charge, he fell to another method, representing to them what 
madnels it was to refufe communion with their Bilhop, when they 
might 16 eafily take up, and free themfelves from all the troubles that 
were come upon them. And when lomc yielded to his promt 
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Olympus anfwer’cl , “ It is not juft, that I who have there been pub-. 

“ liclfty traduc’d and ftandered, and judicially convi&ed of not one of 
a t j 10 (e things whereof I have been accus’d, Ihould yet be forc’d to 
a make my defence for things not laid to my Charge, Grant me 
« t h cr efore this liberty , that I may have Council and Advocates to' 
a plead my Caufe againft the former Charge. For if I fhoultl be 
a compel I’d, contrary to Law and Right, to communicate with thole 
“ with whom I ought not, I will never confent to do what no pious 
n anc { good Chriftian can warrantably do. The Provoft law no good 
was to be done upon her, fo for that time he difmift her, ordering her 
to get her Advocates ready. But lending for her not long after, he 
fined her in a greatSumof Gold,thinking that argument would prevail. 

But her Mind" was got too much above the World, to be fway’d with 
fuch conliderations, whereupon they proceeded to a Sentence of Ba- 
nilhment, which fhe readily fubmitted to, leaving Conftantinople ., and 
fixing her abode at Cyzicnm ,a City upon the Ht/lcfpont ,whence fhe was 
afterwards banifh’d to Nicomedia in Bithyma , and from thence fupplied 
Cbry Co flora with Money and other Necdfaries in the time of his Exile. 

Here (he liv’d many years, where after all her fufteringsand well-fpent 
Life, fhe reflgn’d her pious Soul to God. 

V. ABOUT this time, if not a little before, CbryftftonC s Enemies 
gain’d another confiderable Stickler to their Party. By the death of 
Flavian tile See of rhitioch became void this year /Urn. Cccciv. The 
Per (on imiverlally defir’d for Succelfor, was Conffmtim c, Presbyter of ‘ *• 

that Church, who had been firft Secretary, and then Reader and Dea- ’’ 
con ; a Man of quick and acute parts,but withall thoughtful and confi- 
dcrate i of a moll ftrift and fevere life, of a mild,gentle, and quiet 
temper. There was alfo at this time Presbyter of the fame Church 
on o. Porphyry h , who had a long time covered bimfelf with the vailof 
Hvpocrifie.but finding now an opportunity fit for his turn, he threw it ’ 
off. He was in his private Life a Man of moft debauch'd Manners, 16 
given to Wantonnds,that lie was commonly charg’d with Sodomy,and 
for the moft part kept company with Juglers, and Jefters, and Coach- 
racers and fuch lewd Society, for which his Name was more than 
once upon Record in the Civil Judicatories. He endeavor’d by all 

fubtle and crafty Methods to infinuate bimfelf intoBifliops, and Ma¬ 
gnates- nay, after he had got vvhat he aim’d at, is laid to have 
melted down theChurch-Plate, and given it to the Magiftrates , to 
Hand his Friends upon all occafions. The See being now vacant, he 
fets up for bimfelf, and his firft bufinels was to undermine Conftant ins. 

In order vvhereunto he lent Dilpatches to Codrt.and to all the Bifliops 
that were in power, and fololicitcd his Caufe, that he procured an 
Edift for ConftantiuP s Banilhment to Oafis, a dcfolate part of Egypt, 
which the good Man hearing of, made anEfcape,and got to Cyprus. 

Next lie imprifon’d Cyriacus and Diophantus, Presbyters, and the reft of 
tile Clergy, whom lie knew true to Conflantiut. Then taking the op¬ 
portunity of the Olympiad- Games, celebrated every fourth year, and 
Itayino- till in a manner the whole City was gone out to the Daphne to 
benolcl tliofe famous Sports, lie, with Acacius,ScverianflndAntiochus, 

( whom lie had privately convey’d thither, and kept there ) and iome 
few of the Clergy whom lie had gain’d to his Party, went into the 
Church, and fliut the doors clole upon them, where they Ordain d 

T t t him, 
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, h . m but in ([ich Iuftl! an d tlilbrtlcr, that they tiiirft not (lay to make 

an end of Prayers. l itis done, Sever hn and the reft being well re¬ 
warded fled aw ay by the mod private and unfrequented ways. Tile 
People returning Un the Games, and undcrftand.ng what had paft, 
were (urpri/.'d into an aftonilhment, which held them till the next 
Morning, when they ran together in a lody to Porphyry s Imule in¬ 
tern , go burn him and his l.ouie together, which he lufpea.ng, had 
be ken himlblf to ValMtnm the Commander ot the Army then 
readyto march a gain ft the Ifaari, whom by.bribes he prevail d with 
to ftav for his lectirity. With this armed Guard he entred into the 
Church, where they made havock of what they met with, and tiamp- 
Lt tho rrofs under foot Not long alter lie lent to Court, where by

deCinrainof theNight-guards, that lo under the! bade wot hit 
Authority hem ght the morefecurely prolecute his malicious defigns. 
The People were forc’d to come to Church lor fear, and thole who 
co de privately affembled for the diltharge of their joint devotions 
JWp/f in the mean time plagu’d all that 

(Iriick in with Antiodms and that Party, who followed the Chafe w ltl 
all imaginable Cruelty, clpceially at Xo 4 <im»opk, where they found 
the ftronpeft oppofition made againft them. • „ 

VI. THESE (evcrc Proceedings againft the ;/<*»»''« at C onfhn. 
t 1 noble forc’d them to leek flicker and affiftance in the Weft. A Let- 
i r,hi , i ter i ftiblcrib’d by about XXV bilhops, was written to Rom , to give 
t- >4- ‘ ‘ them an accoiin/of what bad paft, and was Lent by ( r £ 
livier of Cou/t:wtirwfU. Pope Innocent could aftoul them but little re- 
£ at that time, (feme grf tMen of theother party 
in the wav ) but did what be could, giving IhccMmii communicato¬ 
ry Letters both to Cbnfoflom himfelf, and to all the other bilhops that 
communicated with him. Soon after him came one Pntn-.n, who 
alio ftiI’d himfelf Presbyter ot Cou/hnlinop/c ,a bellow of a deformed 
Afpcft, a Look that betray’d the Rancour of bis Mind, and the Malice 
of his Errand, which indeed was to alperfc and calumniate Un-Mom, 
brin ’i„" along with him Letters from Acactns, P.wlus, Antwchiit.Scvt- 
ml lonie others, wherein they charg’d the firing of the Church 
upon him. but they found little welcome. Innocent not vouchlahng 
to anlwer them. Not many days after arnv d Urntctn r Bifhop of .W 
,?ida who had fled from C on (l anti nop le , upon the piofccution of til 
P'diCis againft Chryfoftom’s Followers; and foon after hily/mi bifhop ol 
Z,t Xmlhm ”who hroughtLctters fign’d by. S liifho 1? s,and among 
them by /tmfiiv the agedbilhop of T/nplontc.i, containing anaepunt 
„othof y the former and later Traditions at C onJIantwop/r \\ riun 
a Month came WxlUiim bifhop of Hdlenople, who had deferred the Ci¬ 
tyto avoid the Fury of the Eclifts; he more particularly acquan.ted 
[hem with the ftateof things, and (hew d them a Copy of the Ethtt 
that had been publiih’d laft. He was follow’d by (nrm.umi a Fresh - 
ter ami ('affian a Deacon of Cbryfoftom s, who brought Lctteis in t 
name of all Chnf 4 «»? s Clcr RK > «prc(ctmng the T yranny that had 
ban nratfis’d, and the Malice ot that potent Paflion,by which it had 
[[■[• I brought about. And to (hew th'e falfhood of the Charge that 
had been laid upon Clnfiftom , that he had fold andiembczcll ti c 
Clnneh-Plate and furniture, they produc’d an Inventory of the Hate 
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both Gold and Silver,and the coftly Ornaments which they had under 
their Cuftody, and delivered up before Stadias Provoft of the City, 
Entychian the Pretori an Prafitl, John Lord Trea(urcr, Euftathius Re¬ 
ceiver, and the Clerks and Accomptants belonging to that Office. The. 
next that came was Demetrius, Bilhop of Pifynus who had travelled 
up and down the Eaftehi Parts, to let them know that they at Rome 
held communion with Cbryfoftom, Ihewing Innocent's Letters to that 
purpofe. He brought with him Letters from theBifhops of Carla, 
certifying their communion with Cbry foftom, and others from the Prel- 
bytery of Antioch, wherein they declared their agreement with the 
Church of Rome in this matter, and heavily bewail’d the Ufurpation 
of Porphyrins, who had invaded that See. The laft that came to Rome . 
at this time, and upon this Errand were Domitian a Presbyter, and 
Steward of the Church of Conflantinople , and Vallagas a Presbyter of 
Niftbis a City in Mfopotamia , letting forth the miferable eftate of the 
Monarteries in that Countrey, and bringing with them the Atts and 
Records of Optatus his public Proceedings againft the honourable Wo¬ 
men at Conflantinople , which were Deaconeffes of that Church,whom 
lie either forc’d to communicate with Arfacins, or fined Two hundred 
Pounds of Gold to be paid into the Exchequer. . 

VII. AWAKENED with lo many leveral Meffages , which all 
brought fad and uncomfortable tydings, Innocent began to ftir in the 
bufinefs, and thought no courfe lo efte&ual as to engage the Emperor 
Honorius in it, who accordingly writ k to Arcadius about this matter, 
wherein deducing the thing from the firft occafion of it, the offence, 
given by the Empreffcs Statue, he recounts the great Milchiefs and 
Mileries which had enfued in the progrcls of this unhappy Affair , the 
mention whereof he unwillingly made, advifing and intreating him, 
that tliefe Irregularities might be amended, and by a finccre Reforma¬ 
tion of what was amils,thc Divine Difpleafure appeas’d and pacified; 
that he could no longer keep filence herein, without giving the world 
too juft grounds of lufpe&ing, that he was of the Party, or at leaft 
approv’d thole Proceedings; that this was a Matter that did not lo 
properly lie within their cognizance, but belong’d to a Council of Bi¬ 
lhops to examine and decide, and in order thereunto both Parties had 
lent their Legats to Rome, and to the Bifhops of the Weft, and defil’d 
to ftand to their determination ; and that till this had been made, no¬ 
thing ought to have been done in it, much lefs ralhly to have run fo 
high, as to proceed to Confifcation and Banifhment, cfpccially when 
the Perlons appeal’d to for Umpiring the Controverfie, had afforded 
Cbryfoftom the Peace of the Church; and concluded, that till judg¬ 
ment was given in the Cafe , neither fide Ihould be excluded their 
Communion. As for Innocent himfelf he wrote two Letters, the one. 
to Cbryfoftom,t\\z other to his Clergy and People at Conflantinople. That r 
to Cbryfoftom was in this manner : 

To our dear Brother JOHN, INNOCENT fendeth greeting.

A lthough an innocent Perfon may expert all Pro/ferity and Snccefs , and 
ought to feek Mercy and Compaffton from God,yet We thought it be¬ 
came Vs to write tbefe Letters as Perfwafives to Patience, which We have 
fent by Cyriacus the Deacon; leftotherwife the Malice of Enemies fhould 
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tc more powerful to opprefs> than a good Conjcience to animate and confirm 
your hope. For yon who are the Paftor and Teacher of fo great a Charge, 
are not to he taught, that in all Ages the heft of Men are very often tried, 
whether they will keep up the ftrength and vigor of their 1 alienee, or tame¬ 
ly fink under the Evils andHardjbips that befall them. And Conjcience cer¬ 
tainly it the. firmeft Pillar to fupport our Minds under all the Mijenes and 
Oppref/tons that are unjuftly laid upon us,which unle/s wejubduehy an invin¬ 
cible Patience, we give to others too juft fufpicion of a bad lank. I batman 
onvht to hear with any thing, that can in theftrft place repo/e his trttft in 
God, and in the next fecurely nequiefee in the fatisfalhon of his own Con- 
(cience. A pood man may be exercis'd and train d up to 1 “{twee, but be 
cannot he overcome, having the holy Scriptures at hand as Eortreftes to de¬ 
fend and preferve him. For the Divine Leffons which we. expound to the 
People, abound with Examples to thispnrpofe, and fit before us a/moft a l the 
Saints that ever were as fibjeft to manifold Afflictions, and approv d as 
V were in a School of Trial,before they arriv'd at the Crown and Recompense 
of their Patience .' Let therefore, dear Brother, the Conjcience of your Tn- 
nocency, which under all Calamities is never dcftituteof the Conflations that 
naturally flow from Ferine, comfort and flay your Mind ; for fo long as our 
great l ord and Mafler has his liye upon us, a pure and unjpotted Conjcience 
will land ns in the Haven of 'Tranquility and Peace. 

„ In the Letter »■ direfted to the Clergy and People of Conftantimple, 

loc. iiut, lie lets them know with what infinite trouble he had read the lad ac¬ 
count of their Sufferings, reprefented in their Letters by Germanns and 
CaJJianm ; that a little patience would be the beft and only Cure ; that 
God would f hortly put a period to thefe Calamities: and t hat the very 
bearing of them would in the mean time be ufeful and advantageous; 
that he heartily (ympathiz’d with them in their Sunermgs,and would 
have adminiftred proper Confblations to them , but th. c their own 
Letters had prevented it; that in the proceedings again t ; onjoftom, 
there had been a violation of all Right and Law, of all luftice and 
Equity, and fuch as had not been adted in the days of their Forefa¬ 
thers ; that for the Canons fo much talkt of, they (hould keep only to 
thole of the Synod of Nice, which was the duty of the Catholic 
Church to obferve and own; and if any others were prodtie d dila- 
grecing with thefe, and were found to have been conniv dland com¬ 
pos’d by Heretics, they fhould be rejected by all Catholic Bilhops, it 
having been the conftant attempt of Heretics to undermine ami Sub¬ 
vert the great Nicene Council : that as a remedy toall theie Evils he 
had long fincc thought it nccelTary that a Synod fhould be conven d, 
the only way to allay thefe boiftrous Storms andTempelts, an eftedt 
which through God’s blefling they might expeft, and ’twas now un¬ 
der their confideration, bv what means a general Council might be belt 
ailembled, that might bring things to this happy lffiie. They hou d 
therefore endure awhile, and fortifie themfelves within the hulworks 
of patience, and hope that by the Divine AlTiflancc all things would 
he reftor’d, and let in joint again. What further help Innocent afforded 
t held- affl idled Wretches,f hall be related in its proper place, in the mean 
while we return to Chryfoflom.

I- Gorier had Chryfoflom retired out of the great Church at 

I Constantinople, aild delivered up himfelf to the Officers 

x ^ that were to take him into Cuftody, but he was forth¬ 
with clapp’d aboard 11 a Email VelTel, and together with Cyriacus and »s a , m . /. 8 . 
Fitlyft us ° was carried to a place in Bithynia , where they were kept c * 22V788.* 
awhile, till the bufincls of the fire could be fearch’d into. Cyriacus 5>lQ ' 
and Fitlyfins and the other Clergy were fhortly after call’d to their P ‘ 9 *‘ 

Tryal, cleared and difeharged ; but Chryfoflom was not permitted the 
favour of a Tryal, though he earneffiy begged it, Although in other 
things ((aid he) you will not give me liberty fo much as to defend my 
filfy rr* ht me be heard in matters that concern the Church , whether I have 
been the Author ofthe fire, as you give out. But this being denyed him, 
he was contain’d to prepare for his Journey. The place that was 
firft appointed for his exile was St baftea p , but this being it feems p ebryf. e0 . 
thought too good a place for him, he was ordered to be carried to 
Cucufus, a 'I own in the lcffer Armenia , but fitunte upon tile f. C 9 ?* 1 ' 
Confines of Cilicia , and therefore fbmetimes reckoned as be* npi(i. 
longing to that Countrcy. A City which had little befides CXXV ^ 8 7 I * 
lharp Air, and a barren Soil to recommend it, hunger and hard- 
fhip being the ordinary entertainments of that place, and which 
was worfe than all that, ’twas perpetually expofed to the inroads of 
mcrcilefs Robbers, who neyer failed to infeft it. And perhaps ’tis 
no uncharitablcnels to fiippofc, his Enemies defigned this Town on 
purpofe^ becaufc it had been a place r whither his Predeceflor Panins * ru. Athan. 
in the reign of Cbnflmitts, after much fuch ufage as he had met with A P oL P>» /"£• 

had 
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—' liad been banifheef an^ where lie was (tangled and made away by 

Philip the Governor, a (worn (lave to the Ann,, Faftion. rim they 
knew could not but afford him an uncorfifortable prolpeft, and it 
neither the coldneft of the Climate ruined his weak tottering Body, 
nor the barbarity of Thieves and Robbers d.fcatcht him out of the 
way, yet the melancholy refleftions he mutt needs make on fo fatal 
a place might break his heart, and (boner at lead put an end to Ins 
Life The Commander to whofc care and conduct he was commit- 
, , cx y. ted 'was Theodor us r, who treated him with f.ngular humanity and 
p af,. x kindnels not only above his elation, but beyond Ins defirc, lor 
t- ■](")■ he buffered him to want nothing that might admimfter to his cafe 
or convenience andfeemed to make the care of h.s Perfon Ins only 
bufinefs. And indeed he had occafton for all die civility and aff,fiance 
.. cx „ which his Friends could (hew him, forbefidcs' his accuftomcd veak- 
Zl xini nefs and the fickncfs of his Stomach he had through the inconve- 
r. 771. nicncies ofa tedious and troublefome Journey com rafted many other 
Diftempers, especially frequent Feavers, which held him for a whole 
month together, not a little encreafed by continual travelling, the 
heats of the day, and want of reft at night and thole neceflary ac¬ 
commodations for a man in his condition, which thele Countries did 
not afford fo that he look’d upon lus Condition as in effeft more 
miferable than that of (laves that labour in the Mines.

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II A T Nice (whence on the ]d of July he wrote to Olympias*, and 
on the 4 tk which was the day of his departure, to Conftantins-p 
he found himfelf fomewhat better than ordinary, the air of that 
place agreeing with him: But he (oon relaplcd, and was worle than 
ever. 'Xnd in this uncomfortable cafe he continued till he came to 
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Cafarea in Cappadocia, his Feaver (till raging upon him. Fie lodged 
in the outpartsofthe City, where he might be freed from noifeand 
crowd. And now his Circumftances being (o much bettered, lus 
Diftcmper began to abate; he was no longer tied to mouldy Bread, 
and (linking Water, had the liberty to keep h.s Bed, and fometimes 
the conveniency ofa Bath to go into, and elpccially had the help of 
• p.fxn. the moll skilful and eminent Phyficians », who conftantly attended 
p. 77®. his Cure, and treated him with fo generous a Companion, that one 
of them engaged to accompany him the remainder of lus Journey 
He was indeed beheld with Pity and Commiferation by Perkins 
c VMI of all ranks, and vifited » every day, not only by the common Pco- 
’,.m pic, but by the Magiftrates, and Perlons of the higheft Place and 
’ Quality, who came to offer their Services, and to pay him all de- 

monftrations of honour and rclpeft. But thebe kind Offices (erve 
only in the end to create him fo much the more envy and trouble 
from fomc, who ought to have been moft aftive and exemplary in 
kindnefs to him. Phare trim was at this time Bilhop of that See, 
a man ofa timorous and fordid difpofition, ready to comply with 
any Party that was uppermoft, and that might iave his Stake. When 
.Pdial,.e. rLphilL and his Synod had depofed * Chryfoftom at 
p. 7?. without either Summons or Provocation he wrote a Letter to them, 
teftifying his Concurrence with their Proceedings. Great expefta- 
tions there were of the entertainment he would give to Chryfofiom, 
who upon his very firft arrival upon the Borders of Cappadoca was 
’• 77 * IV ’ toltl y > P that Pharetriut expefted him, and which way Ibever he 
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went was refolvccl to meet him, and give him a moft welcome and 
kind reception, and that he had prepared and excited the Monaftc- 
lies to do the like. But Cbryfoftom knew the man too well to give 
any credit to the report, and found things no otherwife than he cx- 
pe&ed at his coming to C.efcrea. Where Pbmtrm was fo far from 
waiting upon him, or fhewing him the leaft rcfpefr, that he fet all 
liis Engines on work to hailcn his departure thence. The disfavour 
Cbnfftom was under at Court, and the difplcafure ofa powerful Fa¬ 
ction, which all they were liable to that llicwed him any kindnefs, 
and the envy he conceived at the umilual honours that were done 
him under his very nofe, made him refolve to rid the City of his 
Company. Indeed Chrypt/hm having recovered fomc mcafiircs of 
fiis health, had of himfelfdetermined to go onwards with his jour- 
ncy, when a Ridden accident put a flop to it. for news was brought 
that the Ifa/tn were fallen into thefe parts with a great Army, and 
had already burnt a confiderablc Town, and waited all places as they 
came. This created no fmall alarm at Cxfma, every one fuppofing 
they would forthwith befiegc that place. Whereupon the 'irthnm'. 
with what Forces he could on the fiiddcn get together, went out 
to meet them, leaving the City under fiich apprehcnlions of dan¬ 
gers, that the very aged men were forced to watch and defend the 
Walls. This for the prefent Hop’d his Journey, and now Pkm-trins 
thought he had a lit opportunity to vent his fpleen, and having en¬ 
gaged the Monks to his Party, made ufc of them as inllruments to 
effed it, which he managed thus. In the midftofthis general Con- 
fufion a Troop of Monks came early in the morning to lAn/VWs 
door, threatning to fire the I loufe, and proceed to the utmoll ex¬ 
tremities, unlefshc immediately left the Town. The weak mis ol 
his Condition, and the almofl inevitable danger of the Ifaur *.v Ar¬ 
my, might, one would think have pleaded for him with any that 
had but the leaf! fence of the neceflities of humane nature ; but rage 
and palfion is deaf to all the importunities either of Reafon or Reli¬ 
gion. Nothing would fatisfic, but he mull: be gone, and when the 
Magiftrates came to interpofc, they threatned to cudgel them, and 
bravingly put them in mind, that this was not the firft time they 
had done fo. The Magiftrates were ftartled, and befought Cbryfo- 
(lom rather to throw himfelf into the arms of the Iftnrinm , than to 
expole them to the mercy of thefe fierce wild Bcafts. By this time 
the Governour of the City had notice of the Riot, who came pre- 
fcntly to the place to alTift in his refeue, but they regarded neither 
his Commands nor Intrcaties any more than they had done thofe of 
the inferior Magiftracy, fo that not knowing what to do in the cafe, 
he fent to Pbarctriw, to defire him to take oft the Monks, and that 
by reafon of Cbryfoftom s fickncfs, and the imminent peril of thcWar, 
a few days further refpit might be granted him. But neither this 
way did he prevail, the Monks coming again the next day with 
more fiercenefs and violence, and though the Presbyters and the reft 
of the Clergy had a good mind to help him, and at his hrlr coming 
had declared their readinefsto Communicate with him, and to have 
nothing to do with his Advcrfaries, yet dnrft they not now appear, 
but like men afliamed hid their heads, when Cbryfftom lent to fpeak 
with them. N Q 
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Ill NO importunities prevailing, though danger prelentccl it (elf 
with'an open face, and the very remains of his leaver were not yet 
worn off, about noon he went into his Hoi fe-littcr, ami departed the 
Town the People generally flocking after him with cries and lamcn- 
rations, and curling him that had been the Author ot (ucli tragical 
Proceedings. And when (ome cried out, whither is it von carry 
him into die very Jaws of ruin? Another replyed, go i bclecch you, 
fall among the if.mrUm, lo you leave but us j for into wliat place lo- 
cvcrvouThall fall, you may expea to be (afe, it once you get but 
out of our hands. Among the reft of the Company was ArWr a 
pious and noble Lady, Wife to Ruffins, and a great honourcrofC fo;- 
Mom, whoobfervingthe danger he was in, requefted him to (lay 
a while and divert himfelfat a Countrey-houfe (he had five miles out 
of Town, (ending (bmc of her Servants along with lum. 
us heard of it, and lent her thrcatnmg Meftagcs about it, which (he 
generoudy (lighted, and gave order to her Steward to Ice that no 
care and diligence (liould be wanting, and that if the Monks lhould 
come thither and make any difturbancc.he lhould lummon the Inhabi¬ 
tants of the neighbouring Villages,and repel them by force. Soon alter 
I he intreated him that for his greater lecurity againfl: the attempts ot 
the Bifhop and the Monks,he would remove into a Caltle or licrs lmd 
bv that was fortified againfl: any aflault. But this be declined, chu- 
fincto remain where lie was, till Selencia wearied out with Tbm- 
tnW sthreatnings and inceffant lollicitations, was unwillingly con- 
ftrained to part with her Gueft, which yet Ihc conceal d bom him, 
making life of this Stratagem. She can led an Alaram tobc raisdat 
midnight, that the Ifuirian Forces were at hand, whereupon Luc- 
thius his Presbyter went into his Chamber, and haftily awaking him, 
told him in great amazement, he mull: rile immediately and be gone, 
for that the Barbarians were juft upon them. The good man was we 
may imagine, at his wits end, retire back into the City he durlt not, 
to go forwards Teemed to run into the mouth of deftruttion. But as 
the lcaft ofthe two evils he cliofe the latter. So in the nudlt ot a 
very dark, dilmal, and tempeftuous night he let out, without any 
confiderable Guides or Guards, for upon the firft alarm molt ot the 
Company had fled to lave themfclves. To help what might be in 
this cafe, he commanded Torches tobc lighted, but thele Znethun 
would have put out again, faying, they were the ready way to give 
direction to the Barbarians where to find them and fall upon them. 
Thus they pafs’d along in a dark night, and a moft rugged and bony 
way, till chryfoftom' s Mule Bumbling, and throwing him and the 
Litter to the ground, had like there to have put a period to all Ins 
Borrows. But being lifted up, and lupportedby Ettethm r, he gropil 
his way, and crept rather than walk'd along the remainder ofthe 
night: In the morning they put themfelvcs into the beft pofturethey 
could, and proceeded in their Journey. And certainly he had junk 
under the burden of To many dangers and hardIhips, had he not been 
born up by the Confcicnce of his innocency, and the goodncls ot his 
Caufe, and that kind reception lie generally met with in his pal- 
vl „ (age, Perfons z of all ages, fexes, and qualities coming out to meet 
:%6.ix him, and teftifying their deep relentment of his cafe by the moft bit- 
?' 7^8. ter and paffionate lamentations. At his entrance upon the Frontier^ 
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of CAppadocti », and fo in Tattrocilicia , he was met by great Compa- v;9> cxxv . 
nics of Bilhops, Monks, and holy Virgins, who reflecting upon his 871. 
hard fate, and the Churches infelicity to be depriv’d of lo excellent 
a Prelate, burft into tears, and cryed out to one another, 9 1were better 
the Sun lhould not (bine in the Firmament , than that John [Cliryfo- 
ltom] jbottld be filmed. And though it could not but affeft him, to 
lee his Friends thus infinitely concerned for him, yet was it at the 
fame time a lecrct alleviation and fatisfaCtion to his mind. 

IV. ABOVE two months b he had now been on his Journey, and h 
had grappled with inexpreflible hardfhips and troubles, when at kit £ C ** XIV * 
lie arrived 2 xCncuftis , the leat of his exile. Where whatever clifacl- 
vantages might naturally attend the place, or how dilmal locvcr he 
might have painted it in his imagination, he found it a better and 
more delightful Scene c , than he had any realon to expert, God’s « xi. 
Providence dilpoling things for his beft conveniency. The People 
were exceeding kind and obliging to him, and readily attended all 7 ' 70 . 
his occafions, fo that he found no want of thofe many Servants i-xxxiv. 
which he had formerly had to wait upon him, nay ’twas a tiling i0 ‘ 
they contended for, which lhould be moft officious to him ; they 
guarded his Perlon againfl: all attempts of danger, and every man 
was proud to be imployed in that Service. The barrennels of the 
Soyl did not hinder, but that he was plentifully furnilh’d with all 
ncccffary Provilions, and happy they that could entertain him. Di- 
ofcorns , a Perlon of Quality, underftanding that he was upon his 
journey, lent his man on purpoleasfar as Cxfarea to meet him, and 
defire that he would think of no other Lodgings than at his Houle. 

And the fame invitation he had from fevcral others ; but he accep¬ 
ted of that from Diofcorus , who left the place where he then dwelt, 
and came thither on pur pole to wait upon him, and that he might 
provide againfl: the feverities of that Climate, he built an Houle on 
purpofc for him, fo contrived and ordered as might beft fecure him 
from the inconvenicncics of the approaching Winter, and crowded 
his Civilities lo thick upon him, that Chryfoftom was forc’d fome- 
times to chide, and almoft fall out with him. Nor was Diofcorus 
the only kind Perfon, fevcral other great men writ to their Stewards 
and Tenants, commanding them to furnifh him with any thing that 
he flood in need of. The Bifhop J of the place was not the laft in , n?;(l - xrv> 
his Addreflcs, he fupplyed whatever might leeni defc&ive, if any p. 774 . cxv. 
thing could be wanting after fuch large and bountiful Provifions, and £ C xxxvii. 
indeed treated Chryfoftom with that incomparable Charity and endear- p . H7 , 
ment, that if he would have admitted it, lie would have quitted his 
See, and refigned it up to him. The Climate which he had To much, 
dreaded, agreed well with him, theclearnefs and purity of the Air, 
and its temperature at thatfeafon adding not a little to his recovery, 
his health returned apace, and within two days after his arrival he 
had perfectly worn off all the trouble and wearinels of his Journey. 

The danger of the Ifauri , whom both he and his Friends were lo 
afraid of, was for that time over .• For befides that the Town was 
well Garrifon’d, the Ifauri were retired upon the approach of Win¬ 
ter, not likely to return at fooneft till the next Summer. Thefe 
Ifauri were a hardy People that inhabited the Countrey next Mount 
Taurus , between Lycaonia and Cilicia. Infamous they were for robbery

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and Healing, all the Villages id the Cdmitrcy being {^Strabo notes O 
\ G Z'iu aw «nothing elle but neftsot Ihievcs and Rob- 
.rf.lt bers. And though the JImwi under the Conduit o P.W/,« 
«»,<.»■ ( who hence deriv’d the Title of I faun cut) pretty wc l feour d the 
M p . »& couhtrev. Vet they recovered again, and went on ftill in the lame 
lewd con Me and manner of Life, being upon all occahons trouble- 
feme to the Government, and dcftruaive to their Neighbours, up¬ 
on whom they made continual inroads, (polling and plundering 
whatever came to hand. It was this good man s ill fortune, or ra¬ 
ther the cruel policy of his Enemies, to be planted near fucli de¬ 
purate and inhumane 'Neighbours, though at his firft arrival the 
Coaftwas clear, and there was no prelent fear of any luddemr- 
tuption to difturb his entertainment. It added not a little to his 
contentment, tofindlomc of his deareft friends at this place. 1 he 
Lady SdinUat, one of his Deaconelfes at Co»(U»twop/c, came to 
cjfm the very fame day that he arrived, and though (he was of a 
treat age, and unfit for Travel, cfpeciaHy in thole rough and tm- 
cafic Countries, yet Ihe conquered all difficulties with a malculme 
\ fbirit and the eager defire file had to fee and attend Chryfflom, 

and told him further, that lhe came with an intention to have gone 
with him into Scythia, whither it was confidently reported lie was to 

bo lent, and that lhe had fix’d her Refolution, to await his motions, 
and never to defert him. Con/l wtius alio, one of his moll intimate 
Presbyters, having got his leave, was come thither to aflilt and 
ferve him ; not to mention thofe many Bilhops and 1 resbyters, who 
c ime thither to falute, and converfe with him. In Ihort, Jo well 
was he pleas’d with the conveniencics of this place, that he was 
afraid he Ihould not be fuflered to enjoy them, cfpeciaHy alter O- 
hmpUs and fomc others of his friends began to make an lntereftat 
Court, that lie might be remov’d to lbrne other place. He defires 
her therefore not to prefs this too far; if fo much favour might be 
obtain’d, that it might be left to him to chule the place of Ins exile, 
and when he had done 16 , be permitted to continue there, or it 
i he defien was to transfer him to Cyzicum, or lome 1 ort town, or 
mv place about NicomcdU, lhe fliould thankfully accept the grant; 
but if file perceived they intended to remove him to a place of the 
lame or a remoter diftance, file Ihould immediately obftruft it. 
He liv’d here in lome tolerable cafe and quiet, and was (unrounded 
with the kindnels and company of his friends , and was feartu 
lie might be defign’d for Lome more remote and defolate place, and 
dreaded the trouble and hardfhips of a Journey (which he had fo 
lately finarted under, and which had brought him even to deaths 
door') worfe than a thoufand banifhmcnts. 

V. S O active a piety, as his Soul was infpired with, would not 
fnffer him to be idle, where-everhe was. He preach’d f frequently, 
f r’lM.c. to. , p eop i e t hat greedily entertain’d his InlLrutlions. Nor did 
P ' 9 he feed the poor by his Doarine only, but by his Charity. A grie¬ 

vous dearth and lcarcity rag’d at that time in thofe parts,and the poor 
found him a common father, whole neccflit.es he was enabled to re¬ 
lieve bv the liberal lupplies he received as from others, foelpecially 
from his dear friend Olympic Many that had been taken Captive 
by the Ipwti, he pay’d their llanlom, and redeemed from a Have, y 
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worfe than death it felf. Nor did he confine his care and charge to 
any one place. He had heretofore fet oil foot a defign of driving 
Pacranifm out of Phoenicia, and by his endeavours a confidcrable Pro- 
grefs had been made in it : But now to his no little grief he under- 
ftood that it went down the wind, and that the Gentiles had made 
Tnfurre&ion, and fallen foul upon the Perfons imploy’din it. This 
iad news fet him again on work « , fome he Pent thither, to others he a vu. 
carncftly wrote about it, that either in their Perfons, or by their Let- xxr.,. 
tersthey would excite and encourage fit Perfons to undertake it, and fv’.Ji.gos&c*. 
fupport the Spirits of the Monks, who had met with filch ill fuccefs lxix 
in that employment. And that the work might not ftandI ftill for C cxxi. 
want of Money to carry it on, he took order that Charges fliould be M35 . 
allow’d both for the building of Churches, and defraying the Expcm 
ces of thofe who laboured in fogood a work, and at every tiirnprefs’d 
others to be liberal upon this occafion. Nor did he forget his defign h „ 
of converting >* the Goths to Chriftianity, having formerly ordain’d 
Vnilas , that Countryman, Bifhop, and lent him thither, who had 
attempted the thing with mighty fuccefs. After whole death he 
now underflood that Moduarius his Deacon was come to Conflanti- 
nople with Letters from the King of the Goths , requeuing that ano¬ 
ther Bifhop might be Lent amongfl them. Afraid he was that the 
Schifmatical Bilhops at Conjlantinople would lay hold upon this occa¬ 
fion, and not only take upon them to Confecratc a Perfon, but filch 
a one as fliould be wholly unlit for that Affair. He wrote therefore 
in all haft to Olympus , that file would ufe all her Intcrcft to hin¬ 
der, or at leaft delay it for the prefent, and if poflible, fend Modtt- 
uriits privately to him, with whom he would cafily aeljuft that mat¬ 
ter. What leifure hours he could (pare from more publick bufinefs 
. he imploy’d in writing Books 5 , cfpeciaHy that, which was the Jail .• y 
Tra£t he wrote, and which he dedicated to Olympus , upon this Sub- r.j m* 4 ‘ 7 - 
jeft, that no man is hurt but by him felf, intending it with refpett both 
to her and himfelf, as an uncontroulable Argument to fubmifFioii 
and patience, and for that purpofe wifh’d her to perufc it every day. 

Nor was it a ffnall Portion of his time that was fwallowcd up in wa i¬ 
ting Letters, the greatefl part of his Epiftlcs now extant being writ¬ 
ten from this place, and fometime after his remove. But above all 
others he thought it neccffary for him to write k to the Bifhop* and ‘ 

Clergy that for his fake were in Prifon at Chalcednn , whom he com¬ 
mends for their undaunted behaviour under Sufferings, befecching 
them ftill to maintain a greatnefs and prefence of mind fuitable to 
the miferics they endur’d, and in the midft of all to concern them- 
felves for the good of the Church, alluring them that though their 
care and ftudy herein might want fuccefs, it fliould not want its re¬ 
ward at the hands of God. To the fame effeft he wrote a more ge¬ 
neral Epiftle i to all the Bilhops* Presbyters and Deacons that were ' *£7.4. 
imprifoned upon this account, that their Sufferings had made them P* 5 * 
renowned and eminent through the whole World, which Ihould not 
be in vain, that if their Suffering were fo great, what would be t heir 
Reward ? That they fliould rcjoyce and be glad, and quit themfclvcs 
like men, and remember how many their exemplary courage and con- 
ftancy had armed with patience, how many that were wavering it 
had confirm’d, and reviv’d their drooping Spirits, the importance of

dinary, and though he made the belt Piovihen. that warm f hnths, 
J.;. 1 V . v.743. g 00c j ; j rcSj an d a clofb Room could make agamic it, yet c ■‘..Id not 
all this fecure him from the extremity of the cold, whirh r.n.n 
upon him Rhcwins, Coughs, and the old Infirmities of Jus • , 

Vomitings, Head-ac.h, a naufcaimg ol Meats, and all thefeauenc! 
ed with want of Reft, not getting any deep for fome night:, toge¬ 
ther. ThefeDiftempersbrought him very low, and made him oit 
keep lushed, and live within a conftant prolpeQ: of death, and look 
upon his Condition for at lead two months as far woife than that of 
a dying Pcrfon. But the Spring coming on, and the return ofthc 
Sun clearing and warming the Air with its gentle and benign Beams, 
his fickncfs abated, and by degrees he retrivM his health, hut was 
* {fill forc’d to obferve a moft ftritt regularity in his Diet, and to 
deal only in Rich forts, and in fitch proportions, as his Stomach was 
befi able to digejT. But alas the Spring that rchoreu his health, 
brought along with it another mifehiel, not much inferior to a mor¬ 
tal fickncfs. Vhe lfauri finding the time of the year fit for a march, 

• made a. general inroad 0 into that Oountrcy ; all ways and palTages 

1.>:ix. i x x. were fill’d with tlicfc mcrcilcfs free-hooters, and all bdh that came to 
cxxxv ' Net,Men,Women,and Children were either kill’d,or made Slaves,you 

88... cxl’ could fbarce go any way, but you might behold miferable fpcclaclcs 
r* ofdefolation,’Cities fackM, Houfes demolifh’d, fields loaded with 

heaps of flaughtered Carcafcs, and Rivers nunc than rayed with 
Blood. At Otatfm they exported to he befiegM every day, a party 
of three hundred came fuddenly upon them in a very flormy night, 
and pafs’d through the City, and had they not been accidentally di¬ 
verted, had feiCd Chryfoflom , who knew nothing of the danger till 
the next morning. Thefe continual frights and alarms made both 
him and many more oft leave the Town, and betake themfclvcs to 
Rocks and Woods, or any place that might afford a prefent Shelter. 
And though lie was Ibmctimcs carried into the Caftlc, where he 
feemed more fecure from danger, yet the tragical Stories that were 
daily told, and the dreadful exportations of a violent florin or fiege, 
took away the comfort of that fecurity, which conftrainctl them to¬ 
wards the following Winter to remove him to a place of greater 
fufety.

I. O IXTEEN Months and fome odd Days Arfacius 0 had now fat in \f c !f u g 
his Ufiirp’d See of Con firm i nop le , when he departed this Life 
^ November the xD> Ann . CCCCV. The Sec remain’d vacant w ■ • :.s. 
(in their fence, for they look’d upon Chryfoflom as depos’d) four 
Months', all which time ftrong Competitions were fet on foot, and In- 
tcrdls m ule for feveral pcrlons, which at length centred in Atticus, a 
Presbyter of that Church. He was horn at: Sthaflea ill Armenia , and 
in his younger years had been educated among the Monks of the A W 
cAonian- way, followers of Enftathius , and very numerous in that 
Oounrrcy, whom he afterwards deforced, and went over to the Cat ho¬ 
lies. A Man rather fubtle than learned, and fitter to lay a crafty Plot, 
than to difpute for and defend the faith. His Sermons were \\v \t\ 
and faplcfs, and though he ftudied hard, and continually read the in¬ 
dent Orators, yet he never attain’d any degrees of Eloquence. In his 
Con ver la lion lie was fmootli and plaufiblc , and knew how to adapt 
liimfclf to the perfons that lie had to deal with, and to be either mild 
or Item, asoccafion call’d for it, and in his higheft Rant could on a Rid¬ 
den put on the contrary humor. He was a profefs’d enemy to Urryfo- 
flom and had been one of his prime Acculers in the Synod at the Oak. 
yea’ Urn im ww 'iW, the Man that had contriv’d and laid p 

the whole Plot and Delign againlt him. Which, perhaps, was one 01 1 • /5 
the belt qualifications that recommended him to this place : which he 
was no lboner poflclled of, hut he endeavor’d to reduce the foanniu s 
t o a compliance with him. Bait finding that not only t he Bilnops, but 
the People generally Rood at: adiftanco from him, he fled to the ufiial 
refuge in Rich cafes, the locular Arm,and knowing if the Bilhops were 
once brought in, the People would follow of coinfc, lie fu ll procur’d 
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the following Edift: If any Bilhop do not communicate with Thcopliilus, 
Porphyry, and Atticus, let him be depos'd from his See, and depnv dofall 
his ['Tate. And to ftrike a terror into all forts of perfons, and that the 
Laity might not think thcmfolves exempted, another Edift waspub- 
lilh’d, commanding that Perfons of Place, and Dignity, fhould forfeit 
their Honours ancf Offices, Commanders and Soldiers be calhier’d, 
Tradefmen and common People hncd in confiderable Sums, and ba- 
niffi’d To prevent the foverity of thcfe Laws, lomc that were Rich 
complied to lave their Eftates, others that were Poor, or that law not 
far into the ftate of things, were by large promifes drawn into com¬ 
munion with him. But the far greateft part flood off and prefer d the 
goodnefs of their Caufe before Riches or Honour, Kindred, or Coun- 
trey and chofo rather to flie to the Mountains, or to hide themfolves in 
the remoteft Monafteries, or to betake themfolves into Foreign Parts ; 
and thofe that did flay, were forc’d to affemblc in the Fields, and toof- 
fer up their Devotions under the open Canopy of Heaven. 

II NOR was it thus only at Constantinople, but almoft in all other 
, paludll 0 places of the Ea/, where feveralBifhops a were banilh’d Into the moll 
f t barbarous Countries, and kept m common Jayls; Cymes Bilhop of 

Emefa was carried Fourfoore Miles from his own Countrey, and kept 
Prifoner in aCaflle at Palmyra in Perfia. hnljfws Bifhop of Boftra in 
Arabia, was fent three days journey to Mtjphat, a Cattle of the Arabs, 
adjoining to the Saracens. Palladia to Syene, aTown near the Blem- 
myes. or Ethiopians. Demetrius farther into that part of Oafs that lies 
next to the Maxices. Scraping after lie had undergone leveralAcculii. 
tions without any manner of proofed by the command of his Judges 
had been ttiamefully abus’d and beaten, even to the daflnng out his 
teeth, was commanded into his own Countrey. Hilary, a peilon vene¬ 
rable for his Age and Piety, one who for.Eighteen years together had 
not eaten one bit of Bread, feeding only upon Roots and Herbs; after 
he had been feverely fcourg’d by the Clergy, was bamfhd into the 
moft difconfolate Parts of Bantus. Antonins was fore d to conceal him- 
felf among the Rocks in Pak/lin. Timotheus Bifhop of Maronca,_ and 
Bilhop of Lydia , fled into Macedonia, Rodon a Bifhop m Aba to 
Mi'yhne Gregory a Lydian Bifliop into Phrygia: Briffo, Palladinss Bro- 
ther voluntarily quitted his Church , and retiring to a Farm of his 
own cultivated it with his own hands, hip,dins, the great Bifhop of 
Laodicea ill Syria, kept himfelf, together with Pappus, three years to¬ 
gether in a Garret, where they gave thcmfolves intirely to Prayer. 
Heraclides Bifliop of Ephtfui was imprifon’d at N,corned,a, ^ where he 
continu’d many years, and perhaps died there. Stephen a Monk,for no 
other caufo but bringing Letters from Rome, was kept Ten Months 
Prifoner at Contlantinople, where lie was unmercifully.handled, and af¬ 
ter all refilling communion, had the flefh rak’d off hisbreaft and fidcs 
which my Author affures us he law with his own eyes; and when with 
much difficulty cur’d, he was Ten Months after bamlh’d to Pclujinm. 
A Provincial Soldier that belong’d to the SchoU Palatin.e,\m being but 
fiifpeftcd to favour Chryfoftom, was fubjefted to yarioustorments, and 
after the moft bloody and barbarous raking off his flefli, was lent 1 ri- 
foncr to Petrx. I pafsby many others mention’d by my Author, and 
only add what he relates from the Deacon that attended them the 
cruel and fpiteful ufage that the Bifliops met with from the Officers 
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appointed to convey them to the fevcral places of theirExi!c,who treat¬ 
ed them with that Rigor and Inhumanity,that made them weary of li¬ 
ving, and to chafe Death rather than Life . The Money they carried 
along with them to defray the Charges of their Journey, they took 
from them, and fliar’d it among themlelves; they let them upon the 
molt ttarv’d and lean Jades that could be gotten,and then forc’d them to 1 
go two days journey in one day, brought them into their Inns late at 
night, and hurried them thence early the next morning , lo that they 
had fcarce time to eat, and that little they did, their ftomach was not¬ 
able to retain. Their Ears they grated with Hlthy andoblceno dif- 
courles, and when they came near any Church, (uttered them not to go 
into it, but drave them either into Inns and Bawdy-houles, or into the 
Synagogues of Jews or Samaritans , as they more particularly did at 
7 ar/iis. The bifliops of the oppofite Fa&ioto were all the way fo far 
from (hewing them the leaft Humanity, that they hir’d the Guards to 
hurry them away, and partly by Bribes, partly by Threatnings, Ipurr’d 
them on to more Ruggednels and Severity ; and when the Laity 
would have entertain’d them, they would not permit it. By this means 
Men were frighted from all offices of kindnefs, though there wanted 
not fome, whodurtt own their Caufe in that evil time, efpecially the 
Bifliops of the fecondCappadocia ,who wept witli them and for them,and 
relented their Cafe with a generous Sympathy, in which number 
they who delerv’d mott honourable mention, were Theodore Bilhop of 
7 yam, Scrapion of Oflracina , who had been Bilhop XLV, and Bofpo- 
ritts of Colonia , who had been Bilhop XLVIII years. 

Ill, WHILE thefc things were a&cd in the Eafl, the BilhopS wfcre 
not idle in the IVvft. Pope Innocent made a Breviate of the levetal 
Mettages and Difpatches that had come, which he ferit r to Honorius , r Pi u A i Ct p 
who thereupon commanded a Synod Ihould be called, and the refult of ?• 28 . 
it lent to him. The Bifliops of Italy met accordingly, and agreed up¬ 
on an Addrcls to the Emperor, that he would write to his Brother Ar~ 
cadi/tSy that a Council might be conven’d at Tbeffalonica ,where both the 
Eaflern and Wefiern Bifliops might conveniently meet, and conftitutea 
Synod that might nicely determine the Cafe, not fo much by the num¬ 
ber of pcrlons, as the Quality of the Sentence that Ihould be palled. 

The Emperor contented, and defiring tile Synod to lend by Melicngers 
of their own, wrote the following Letter to Areadms. 

This is the third time that I have written to your Clemency, reqttefl •• 
in a that the Proceedings which by a malicious Combination have been carried 
on aguinft John Bifhop of Conftantinople, might be ref lifted; which it 
firms is not yet done . Wherefore being greatly felicitous about the peace of 
the Church, whereby our Empire is preferv*d quiet and peaceable, I have 
once more written by theft Bifiops and Presbyters, that yon would pleafe to 
order the Bifhops of the Eaft to meet at Thettalonica. In order whercunto 
our Weftern Bifhops have made choice of perfons of nnbiafl Truth and In¬ 
tegrity, Jive Bifhops , two Presbyters,and one Deacon of the Roman Church , 
to come upon this Errand, whom 1 defire you to receive with all Honour and 
.Re(Jett ; that if they be fatisfed that John was duly and jufily depos’d,1 
alfo upon their information may withdraw from Communion with him: or 
if they can convince the Eattern Bifhops , that they have been knowingly 
guilty of evil Brail ices in this matter, they ?nay prevail with you to dcjfert

Next, their Letters were demanded, 
wl ch they efus’d to part with, faying, How can we that are Embaf- 
Sors deliver the Emperors, and the Bilhops Letters, to any other but 
the Emperor ? Patricias the Secretary, and feveral otlieis were font 
upon this Errand, but to no purpofe, till at length came / ala tan ftur- 
dv Caplndocianfl Military Commander,who rudely preffing upon them, 
hrolmtiie Thumb of Marian,ts, one of the Biftiops then prelent,m the 
Sd ifile and took away the Letters by force from them. The next day 
c ime Meffengcrs front Court,or at lcaft from Atticns ;who brought them 
three thou (and pieces of Mony,pcrfuading them to communicate with 
Aniens and not to mention the proceedings about 6 hryffom. But 
they reiefted the Motion, and finding by their barbarous treatment,

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the very fame purpofe, and the lame manner of Epilllcs % he wrote u f*. ci X v, 
to the Bilhops that came along with them, that is, to Cyriactu and his eM». 
Collegues. At length, when no Arts could prevail upon them , and ^ciwiuV 
they ltill peril lied in their delires to be go ncj^alerian was lent to them, 891. 
whoclapt them aboard a rotten Ship, with twenty Soldiers drawn out 
of feveral Regiments, and as the report went, agreed with the Maher 
of the Ship to call the Bilhops away in the Voyage. Having fail’d a 
great way, they were upon the very brink of ruine,when they arriv’d 
at Lamp (tests , where they chang’d their Ship,and on the twentieth dav 
after their letting out, reacht Hydruns, a City in Calabria, whence they 
got to Rome, and four Months after their firlt letting out, ended their 
Iruitlels and unfortunate Embalfy, not being able lo much 1 as to give an 
account, where, or in what condition Cbryfoflom was. As for Cyriacus 
Bilhop of Emefk, Demetrius, Palladists, and Eulyfms , the Companions 
both of their Voyage and their Sufferings, and whom they left behind 
them in Prifon at Atbyr a, they were loon after fent into Banifhmcnt, 

Cyrs tests to Palmyra in Perfia. and the reft to other 1 places, as we have 
before related. 

IV. THE dangers to which Cbryfoflom was continually expos’d at 
Cue sifts, ( where he had now fojourn’d a full year ) made him lufti- 
ciently weary of that place. The following Winter he [pent in (hitt¬ 
ing up and down from place to place, as they could adminiller to his' 

{belter and fafcty,the Woods and the Rocks,next to God’s Providence, 

being his bell fecurity. And here I cannot but mention the Relation 

of a Modern Traveller w , who deferibing his Journey through thole 

Parts, tells us, They came to Charliauest a famous Town m Armenia, iff f p/f 

about two Miles from which, in the midjff of a Plain, arifes a vail 

Rock, upon the North-fide whereof you alcend about nine or ten Heps 

into a Chamber , with a Bed , a Table , and a Cupboard in it, all 

hewenoutof the Rock. Upon the Well-fide, you alcend other five 

or fix Heps that lead to a little Gallery about live or fix foot long , and 

three broad, cut alio out of the Rock, though of extraordinary hard- 

nels. The Tradition of the Chriftians of that place affirms, that S. 

Cbryfojlom made this Rock his retiring place , where they ihewyou 
the print of a Man’s Body. Upon which account the Caravans of 
Chriflian Merchants pay their Devotions at this Rock, the Bilhop of 
the place, attended by fome Priefts, who have every one a Taper in his 
hand, going and laying Prayers. But I return : 'l he holy Man having 
Ihiftcd for himfelf as well as lie could in the Parts about Cucssfns , he 
was remov’d to Arabifftts x , a City alio of the Lifer Armenians a place * Rpifl. i.xvii. 
of greater fafety againfi: the Ifanrian Inroads. But though he chang’d £ 8 8 2l ‘ 
the Stage, the Scene continued much-what the lame. The barbarous f. 10. p. 9£?. 
People ltill forrag’d the Countrey,and came up hither,who forc’d hint 
to quit the Town, and retire for San6luary into the Callle, which yet 
prov’d more fad and difinal than a Prifon. Without were fightings, with¬ 
in were fears ; without nothing but Danger threatned them at the 
Gates, and the dreadful Prolpedl of a wafted, burnt, and delolated 
Country was round about them;within Famin began to race,caus’d by 
the ftraitnels of the place, and the multitudes of People tiiat had fled 
thither. And yet his own cale ftill much worfe : for befides his fhare 
iii the common Calamity, he labour’d under a long and dangerous lick- 
nels, which the late hard Winter, and his being forc’d to leek pro- 
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teaion from Woods and Caverns, had brought upon him; and ail this 
wravatcd with the want of his Friends whom the mlclled Roads, 
and the dangers of the Paffage would not luftcr to come at him. In

Lor be ajfnr d Its no 
Contempt has made us jo, and therefore laying hold of an opportunity we 
have long waited for, the journey of the Reverend and Beloved Presbyter, 
Tohn and Paul the Deacon, we have writ to you, and think we cannot 
thank you enough for that kindnefs and companion you have J.hew d us, be- 
i ;L tftiAprpd bowels of a Father . For what in you lies, you have taken 
y c Ze that all things be duly reform'd and retfificd,all fcandals and 
remov'd, the Churches fetlcd in Peace, and a pleafant fere'*'*££?* 
run in a proper Channel, and neither the Laws be fubjetfed to contempt or 
force nor theConftitntions of the ancient Fathers violated.But there are tbo/e 
that have kindred thefe defigns from taking any effett, and not c0,itent 
Tat they have done heretofore, by their late attempts they havk out-don 
the Viliam of their formerPractices. I {ha! not venture t0 fafgfag? 
the particular account whereof would exceed the limits not of an p ft 
only but an Hifiory. But although they have fo entangled and confounded 
all things, that theyfeem incurably difordered,and uncapable of a 
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lion i yet I bejcech you ft ill endeavour to reclaim them, and not give the affair 
over in deft air, conftdcring of what mighty importance it would be to bring 
it to an happy ifftic , and indeed in fame men fire the whole world is interefled 
and concerned, in this matter. The Churches arc wafted and brought low, 
the People difperfed, the Clergy fub due d and trampled on,the Bifljops banijht , 
and the Eccleftaftick Canons trodden down. Once therefore and again, yea 
and again / befecch you to tife your utmoft care and diligence, and the greater 
the ftorm is, let your ft tidy and endeavour be fo much the more . For I have 
yet fame hope, that things may be brought to fame good fucccfs. But if not, 
the merciful God will however prepare a Crown for the reward of your la¬ 
bours, and the fujfcring Parties will receive no fmall comfort from the 
abundance of your charity . I am now in the third year of my Banifljwent, 
expos'd to Famine, Peftilence, War, continual Sieges, to an incredible foli- 
tude and deflation, to death every day, and to the points of the Ifaurian 
Swords. In the midft of all which Evils, 'tis no little fnpport and comfort, 
that we have an inter eft in your conftant and immutable affdlion,and free¬ 
dom of addrefflng to you , and that we are rcfrefljt fo much by your ready 
and finccrc Charity . This fs our Fortrcfs, this our Security,this our calm and 
quiet Flaven, this the trcafiry of a thonfandgood things,this is our rejoicing, 
and the faring of infinite pleafure and delight . And if after all, wc fhottld 
be driven into a ?norc defolate corner, then that wherein we now are,’tis this 
would make us depart with a mighty confolation under all our Sufferings . 

This Letter he deliver’d to the Presbyter and Deacon , whom he 
mentions in it, whom by a fhort Epiftle 7 he recommended to Praia, a * n ?- clxviii - 
noble Lady at Rome, to take care of them, as by another 3 afterwards ?‘j£ 4 cixix.

place would not do it. To this end Severian of Gabala, Porphyry of 
Antioch, and others of that Party, by their Friends at Court procur’d 
an Order from the Emperor, commanding under Penalty, that with? 
out delay he Ihould be remov’d to Pityus, the more barren and defolate 
place of the whole Region of Tzana, and fituate upon the very fliore 
of the Pontic Sea. The Pratorian Soldiers appointed for his Guard, 
usM him by the way with more than ordinary ruggednefs and feveri- 
ty, faying, They had Orders fo to do, plainly declaring, That if they 
could weary him out of his Life in the Journey, they cxpe&ed prefer¬ 
ment for their pains. One indeed had more regard to common huma¬ 
nity,than his own intereft, and privately did him all the kind offices 
he could.

I. -g* "IrE was in his outward ihape (if we may credit the delcriji- 
I—I tion the Greek Mcnologies give of him.J low of ftature, his 
JL Jl Head big, but bald (whence Palladia* fays c of him that c , 
he had 'to ’EAiwTtntoi/ hmvIov, a bald-pate like Eliflja ) his forehead 
lame but full of wrinkles, his eyes funk deep inwards, but withal 
quick and amiable, his Checks lank and hollow, his Beard fhort and 
thin. ’Twas the look of a man truly mortified to the World, pne 
that by the admirable ftrianefs of his life, had fubdued the Fleihto 
the Spirit, and had brought the appetites of Sence m fubjettion to 
the Laws of Rcafori. He was naturally inclin’d toCholer, which as 
it was greatly increas’d by an over-rigorous ablhnencc, lo it intusda 
more than ordinary brisknefsand activity into his temper, and made 
him fearlcfiy attempt, and refolutely go on with any undertaking, 
wherein his Duty or the intereft of Religion was concern d. His 
Zeal for God always tranlported him beyond all confiderations of con- 
vehicncy or danger, lie was himfelf true to the tules of piety, and 
he endeavoured to make others fo. The truth and honour of the 
Chriftidn Religion he ftrenuoufly defended againft the attempts of 
Gentiles on the one hand, and HeretickS on the other. He wrote a- 
fTainft: them, and where Arguments would notdo, implor d the help 
of the civil Authority to affift in it. He was ftartled to find that in 
that broad daylight of Chriftianity, Phcenicia, a neighbouring Coun- 
trcv was ftill overfpread with the darknefs of Pagamfm.and Idola¬ 
try*’ Tor the Converfion whereof he form’d a focicty of zea ousPer- 
fons* whom he prevail’d with to undertake it, and procur d Imperi¬ 
al Edifts to back them, and by his owft, and the Chanty of others 
furnifil’d out a Stock to carry it on, and when the work not only 
flood ftill, but went backwards, he ceas’d not even m the time ?t 
his exile to reinforce it, and make provifion for the Charges offt. 
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He frequently filcnc’d theBlafphcmies, and fupprefs’d the infolences 
of the Arians, Anomxans, Marcionites, and other home-enemies to the 
faith , and us’d all kindly and probable methods to reduce them from 
the errors of their ways. 

II. T H E Affairs of his Epifcopal Cure he follow’d with all ima¬ 
ginable lollicitudc and fidelity, he conftantly attended publick Pray¬ 
ers, preach’d frequently, and fome parts of the year, efpecially in 
d Vl L rhou Lent, every day. And when at any time detain’d by ficknefs d , was 
mLciMi. WO nt to account this forc’d filence,and abfence from his People,worfe 
ri than the Difeafe it felf. And no fooner was he reftor’d to any mca- 

mii.i dtdiv. fures offtrength, but he return’d to the Pulpit with a kind ofTri- 
loc. n. t. Tom. umph and rejoycing, declaring he look’d upon this opportunity of 
5 ‘ p ‘ l ' converting with his beloved Auditory as the Tweeted: accent of his 
health, and was as much afte&ed and delighted with it, as men are 
wont to be, that after a tedious abfence, and a long Journey are 
come home fife. The irregularities of his Clergy,^ grown more 
loofe through the incircumfpeXion of a mild and ealie Prcdeceffor, 
he corroded fharply, and though it created him no little envy and 
oppofition, he went thorow with it, fufpending and difeharging 
thofe, whom perfwafion and admonition would not reclaim. His 
Reproofs were fevere and impartial, he neither fear’d or (par’d the 
greateft, nor ddpis’d and overlook’d the meaneft. His generous 
mind was too big to be. aw’d from the difeharge of his duty, in this 
no Intcreft could oblige him, from this no terrors or threatnings 
could affright him, where-ever he efpied a real and material fault, lie 
let fly at it, and if private admonition would do no good, they were 
Pure to hear of it in publick, and that many times with tart reflexi¬ 
ons, the chief occafions that engag’d the Emprcfs, and the great 
Minifters at Court in fo fierce and violent a Perfecution of him. 
'Ptihd.c. 19. Sometimes he would fet himfelf to jear c men out of Vice, and ironi- 
187. ’ cally falute them by contrary names, the Drunkard he would call a 
Water-drinker, the Covetous, Poor; and the Thief gentle and merciful 
Vertue, where-ever it was, was Pure to have its juft Commendation 
and Encouragement from him, he ever valued a lobcr Youth before 
an aged but intemperate Perlbn, and an old Man defirous of inftriir 
Xion, before a conceited and illiterate Youth, a poor Ideot before 
an unlearned Worldling, and a vertuous Layman b.fore an idle and 
lazie Monk. The World he defpis’d, and rcjc&cd all its allurements 
and charms, the temptation to riches had no hold upon him, he de¬ 
clin’d all Preferments, and when that great Dignity was cart upon 
f [{ c him, touched f not one penny of the large Revenues of that Church, 
p. 1 66. ’ nor took any more of it to his ownufe, than what barely ferved for 
a very fpare and thrifty Diet. And though he flood as fair as any 
man to he the darling both of Court, City, and Countrey, and a 
little courtlinefs and complyance in his temper might have rendred 
him perhaps one of the greateft Favourites of his age, yet would he 
not take one ftep out of his way to gain thehiglieft honours orin- 
tcrefts, no not to fccure his Bifhopriek, nor to lave his Life. 

III. His Charity kept pace with, if not rather exceeded his other 
Vertucs. His own Ertatc, which was very confiderable, he parted 
with in his younger days to the lifts of the Poor, and the exigences 
of the Church at Antioch y and when advanc’d to the See of Con- 
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fanti»opli,h c took a ftrift account of thofe great Revenues, and the 
Expcnces of his Family, and whatever could be fpar d from Cha go 
abfolutcly neceflary, he fet apart for pious and chai ltable lifts, founc 
hieand endowing a large Hofpital,which he furn. h’d with all nccct- 
j al S v officers and Attendants, and provided with all propci Accommo- ^ ( 
clarions. The Rich he was continually exciting e to Mercy and Lib.- t .. ( 
ralitv and to lay alidc part of their fuperfluous Incomes, to covci the ,. , 
naked backs, and to rcfrclh the hungry bowels of the 1 oor , putting 
them in mind what a mighty influence this wou d have upon thu - 
turcAccounts ,and be refented by our great Lord asa kindne s to him- 
elf which he oft inculcated by repeating that Sentence Inafnach „ yc 
btve done it unto one of the leaf of thefe my Brethren, n have done it tm- 
w J. By which means he foftned the hard hearts of many, and 
melted down their Purles into the Laps of thole that needed them In¬ 
deed he was lb powerful an Advocate for the Poor, and pleaded their

c - 4- h dally rendfed him lefs fit for Table converle and Company. S rcnlh, 

his ftomach was extremely weak, and fo infirm and out ot order that 
the very fmell and fight ot fomc meats was oftenfiye to him, and oft- 
times he could not bear the Diflies provided for him, but was lorcd 
to ftay till others Could be made ready. Which proceeded not 
from the vicious nicenefs of his palate, but the incurable infirmity of 
his ftomach. Thirdly, when engag’d hard at his (Indies, or wrapt up 
in Divine Contemplation, or taken up with Ecclefiaftic Affairs, he 
would many times lapfe the ufual times of dining, and eat nothing till 
the evening: which were the true caufes, why he chole to cat alone. 
The truth is, his whole Life was in eflfeft a continued Faft, he haying 
from his younger years fo accuftomcd himfclf to the utmoft levcritics 
of Abftinence and Mortification, that he had irreparably wafted his 
ftomach, and rendred it almoft irrcconcileable to any ordinary food, 
and fo far weakned nature,that no Arts of Phyfie were able to retrieve 
his health, having thereby laid the foundation of thole frequent lntn- 
mities and diftempers, that haunted him to his dying day 

IV. NATURE had enrich’d him with very exquifite Abilities and 
Endowments, a clear Apprehenfion, prompt Wit, acute Reasoning, 
pregnant Invention, and all thefe attended with a nimble and ready 
utterance, and an apt way of expreffing his Conceptions. Notions 
flow’d quick into his imagination,and found words ready to cloath and 
drefs them up in their proper fhapes; as will be very evident to any 
that (hall perufc his Extempore- Orations,where there could lie no place 
for Premeditation. His Juvenile Education under the beft Matters ot 
that Age, had laid in a fufficient flock of Learning and Philotophy, 
though he had not occafion to make much ufe of it. For after lie had 
a very little time ferv’d the Forum, he went early over to the ltudy ot 
Theology, to which he applied himfclf under the conduct of Milctrn 
Bifliop of Antioch, Eufthim and Diodorus, who govern’d the Monafle^ 
ries in thole Parts, and were both Bilhops afterwards. He let himtelt 
with all poffible ferioufnefs and induftry to read and underftand the 
holy Scriptures, which he afterwards fo largely and accurately explai¬ 
ned and above all peculiarly ftudied S. Paul's Epiftles, which he 
fcldom laid out of his hand : and indeed there feems to have been a 
more peculiar conformity of genius and tempetf between that great 
Apoftle, and this excellent Prelate. Having thus ranfack’d the Sacred 
TreaLuries, and carried away a noble Furniture of Divine Learning, he 
gave up himfclf almoft intirely to preaching and ioftrufting others. 
% Province he manag’d , with that clearncfs and perfpicuity , that 
force and evidence, tliat freedom and fmartnefs , and yet with that 
temper and Iweetnefs.that in the whole Train of ancient Fathers none 
1 1 went 


went 
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went beyond him, and few came near him. The Scriptures he ex¬ 
pounded very naturally, and in the obvious and literal lenfe ; a happy 
'l'alent almoft peculiar to him, the main humor of thofe Ages being to 
wire-draw Scripture into Allegories, and to make witty AUufions, 
and pick out myf Heal and fair*fetch’d Expofitions,’which were never in¬ 
tended, and when found out, ferv’d to little or no life or purpofe. In 
all his Expofltory Homilies he takes the plain fenfc that naturally of¬ 
fers it fblf, which lie opens, and illuftratcs with fomc fhort and pithy 
Remarks, and then (which is his Application) concludes with a 

fomc general Exhortation, not always adapted to his preceding 
di(courfe,but profecutcd upon fomc moral argument of great advantage 
to his Auditory. And indeed fb happy a Talent had he in expounding 
Scripture, that an ancient Writer 111 allures us,That his judgment here- "RaW//.. 
in was accounted the common ftandard of the Church, inlomuch that 
although all the reft of the Fathers unanimoufly concurrtl in the Ex- TLi.-i-ik.'*. 
polltion of any one place, vet if his fenfc differ'd from it, his Export- Ma¬ 
rion was immediately chofen,and preferr’d before,yea, againft all the 
reft. And this he tells us had been', and ftill was the cuftom and pra¬ 
ctice of the Church in his time. He reproves Vice .with great impar¬ 
tiality, and with fevere Cenfures, and yet conveys his Reproofs with 
that fwcctncfs and tenderriefs, tliofe fofc and elegant infinuations, that 
they made their way without any difficulty into the Minds of his Hea¬ 
rers, and the moft obftinate Offenders could not but love and kifs the 
hand that chaftis’d them’ his difcoulTes at once admin/ftring both pro¬ 
fit aiiddelighi:. Though Mafter of a great deal of fecular Learning, 
homakesnooftentationof it; but though it be not ordinarily difeer- 
nal)le,yct it gave his difeourfes a better rclilh , like generous Wine 
mlxt with water, (as Erafmu-s wittily repre fetus it) where though 
the tafte and colour of tlie.water cannot be diftinguilht, yet it makes 
the Wine drink more plea fane and delightful.. It adds not a little to 
t lie reputation of his Learning, that he bred fuch a Race of excellent 
Men, who were his Scholars, Men famous both for the contemplative 
aild prabtica 1, Philofbphy of Chriftianityftuch were PAl.idius Bifliop of 
Jill //'/;/', Iftdorc the Pcl'iftotcjVilm, Mtrkc, and The odor it Bifliop of 
rv;'//.qniul many more, who accounted it their honour, as it was their 
i'lrcreft, to have been brought up under fucli a Tutor. 

V. T II H vein of Oratory, which he learnt in the School of Liha- 
}j '//ir, he hrbught \vith hiffi into the Church ; where he employ’d it to 
the life of the prelent, and tlie admiration of all future Ages. His 
ftyle is clear, chaftc,ea(ie, and elegant; his conceptions flow in the 
moft apt, film i liar, and intelligible cxpreffions, though whenever his 
Argument requir’d it, or his Leifure permitted it, he could cloath his 
Mind with a more accurate Eloquence, witnefs his elaborate compofi- 
tions while he was at yJntioch\ where he enjoy’d cafe, and more calm 
and retired thought's, than hedid afterwards. If to him it was, that 
the E piffle » o LlMdimns was written, how highly did the great Man " ^ W- 
admire but one of his Orations, and that too one of his very firft At- 
temnts, rea ling it before’ liim'e Maftcr-Orators who entertain’d it with 
Shouts,* a ml Leaping, aikl Acclamations, and all other demonftrations 
of Aftonilliment and’Admiration. And Iftdorc of Pdnftnm infers from 
it\ that according to Plutarch's Rule, who makes Facility and Perfpicui¬ 
ty the Standard‘/of true Attic Eloquence, Chryfojlom muft needs carry 
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the Crown from all the reft, who in the purity of Attic words, and 
in the clearnefs and perlpicuity of his expreffions excels all others. 
Snilis ° lays, That no Man in any Age was Matter of fuch a copiouf- 
ln , ™' nefs and plenty of words, which ran from him with a fluency beyond 
rphitahorai. the Cataracts of Nik. And one of his SuccefTors r in the See of Con- 
in Btf ortgor. ft ant inop le infinitely commends the fweetnefs of his Eloquence , the 
&cbyfri»m. p ro fo Un dnefs of his Notions, the height, clcarnefs, and incxprefttble 
t lufeioufnefs of his Difcourfes, the power and perfwafivenefs of his 
329. Rhetoric, the ftrangc impetus and nervous efficacy that attends his 
Rcafonings, in comparifon whereof the moft celebrated Orators of 
Greece were but Children to him : His admirable explanation of Scri¬ 
pture, moral Difcourfes and Exhortations, Explications of the Rites 
of the venerable Sacraments, Panegyricks in celebration of the me¬ 
mory of holy fathers and Martyrs: to give a particular account of 
each of which, he tells us, were as vain an Attempt,as to try to crowd 
the Atlantick Ocean into a Cup, or to meafure the Nile by a Pint-pot, 
or to unlade and exhauft Euphrates. ’Twas this admirable Faculty en¬ 
dear’d him to thole,and has flnee rendred him venerable to all fucceed- 
ing times, and firft fix’d thcTitle of Chryfoftom , or the golden-moutti d 
Father upon him; though it does not appear, that that Title was 
given to him till an Age or two after his death. His Books and Dif¬ 
courfes, whether penn’d by him, or taken from his mouth by Notaries, 
oi 2 . arc as numerous as they are excellent. Nicephorus tells uis, he had 
v .y y >. ' * read above a theufand of them, having been train’d up in them from 
his Childhood, and that what Learning he had, lie ow’d it intirely to 
them. Among them Saidas gives the firft place for Learning, Sub- 
limenefs and Elegancy to his fix Books de Sacerdotio, next thefe to his 
Expofitionof the Pfilms, and his Commentaries upon the fourEvan- 
gclifts. The reft, he tells us, are fans number,and that to recount them 
is not the work of a man, but of an Omnifcient Being. Indeed there 
are ftill extant more of his Writings, than any two of the Greek Fa¬ 
thers put together. And yet time has robbed us of many others, for 
, /(j , tUv he intirely r explain’d the holy Scriptures, many of which Commenta- 

lies are wanting at this day. And among other of his Writings that 
421. sw. j lavc mifearried, no doubt are many of his Epiftles,the greateft part of 
thole that remain (they are in all to the number of about CCLV) 
being written in the time of his Exile , during the three Iaft years of 
his Life. One famous Epiftle of his there is, but as yet fhamefully 
fiipprefs’d we may be Pure out of no good defign. I mean his Epiftle to 
Cafarim the Monk ( cited by fomc of the Ancients ) againft the He- 
refie of A poll mar is, wherein is a moft exprefs and irrefragable teftimo- 
ny againft the DoQrine of 7 ranfubftantiation. A very old Verfion of 
this Epiftle ( for the Greek , ’tis much doubted v/hether it be any 
where extant ) was firft produced in thefe latter Ages by Peter Mar¬ 
tyr , and by him laid up in the Library of Archbilhop Cranmer , upon 
whole Apprchenfion and Martyrdom it was feiz’d upon together with 
tlie reft of his Study, and difpatch’d out of the way. And thus the 
thing llept, till within thefe few years, when Mounfter Bigotius, a 
learned Gentleman of Paris, met with the old Copy (being the fame 
whence Peter Martyr had taken his) in a Library belonging to a Con¬ 
vent at Vim net ; tranferib’d, and printed it together with a Preface, 
intending to publifli it at the end of Patladius his Life of Chryfoftom. 
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But the Zealots of that Church were aware of it, and dreading the 
conlequence of fb home an Authority againft one of their moft belo¬ 
ved and important Articles, arretted both the Prelace and Epiftle, and 
clapt them under hatches , juft when ready to come abroad. So na¬ 
tural is it for every one that doth evil , to hate the light , and not to come to 
the light , left his deeds (hon/d he reproved. Againft lb dilhoneft: and 
fraudulent a piece oi Artifice a learned French Proteftant hascxhibt- , 

ted a jutt Complaint to the world, in a late Expoftulatory Preface to a F x6 l f 2 ff' t 
piece of Auaftafiits Sin tit a. But enough of that. 1 he fame of 10 ll- 
luftrious a per fon has brought upon him the common fate , to have 
many Ipurious Pieces, confidorably more than any of the Fathers of the 
(ireik Church, fathered upon him, among which I cfpccially reckon 
the Opus imonrfectum upon S. Mat the - : an ancient Piece I grant, and 
done by a learned hand, but plainly infedted with a tang of Arianifm , 
and fome other Herelies ; fb far from being Chryjoftoms , that us pro- , 
bably thought to have been done by fome Writer of the Lat in Church. 

Nor have any footfteps of the Greek ever yet been heard of,fo ftrangc- 
ly was Poffevin r out, when he affirms, that it has been often pubhfht 
in Greek and Latin. The cafe of his Liturgy I conceive to be much the p< 855 . 
fame with that of S. Bafif ’twas compos’d by him for the ule ot the 
Church of Constantinople , and contracted into fomewliat a nanou cr 
compafs than that of S. Baftl, but has undergone the fame lot , to be 
enlarg’d and interpolated according to the humor of the Ages and 1 er- 
fbns, whole hands it lias puls’d through , and thence have proceeded 
the various Readings, and very different Copies of it (till extant. How¬ 
ever it is highly honour’d by the Eaftern Cliriftians,and is the Liturgy 
ordinarily us’d by the Greek Church at this day.

I H E News of S. Chryfoftom s Death was carried to Rome , 

I to the unlpeakablc grief of Pope Innocent , and all good 

II Men that heard of it. And now Innocent gave over all 
hopes of doing any good by fair means, and rcfolv’d to proceed to 
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Cenliires,and to (eparate both the Emperor and his Lady from all 
Chriftian Communion, which he did by a Letter* to Arcadius, (re¬ 
corded by the middle, and later Writers of the Church ) wherein he 
tells him, “ That the Voice of his Brother John's Blood cried to God 
“ againft him, as once that of righteous Abel did againft his murdered 
“ Brother Cain , and fhould be certainly required; that he had not only 
“ done this, but in a time of Peace had rais’d a Perlecution againft 
“ the Church and Miniftcrs of God,and had, without any legal Pro- 
“ cels, depos’d the great Dodlor of the World, and in him had perfe- 
“cutedChrift himlelf. Which he complain’d of not for his lake, 

“ who was happy, but in companion to them who were engag’d in it, 
“and thole who Inhered in lo great lois, not only the Church of Con- 
lt (lantinople, but all the Churches in the world being hereby depriv’d 
“of lo divine and eloquent a Perlon, and that by the infinuations of a 
“ Woman, who Ihould fliortly receive a delervcd vengeance, a lecond 
“ Dalilab , who had ruin’d his ftrength, and made this weighty addi- 
“ tion to all his other guilts. Lor all which caulcs he leparated him 
“ and her from all communion of the holy and undefiled Myfteries, 

“ and all BiChops and Clergymen that Ihould prclume to adminifter 
“ the Sacrament to them ; that lie abrogated Ar/acm r’s Authority, 

“ though dead and gone, whole name he forbad to be entred into the 
“ holy Diptycbs >together with all the Bilhops that had communicated 
“ with him. And for 'Ibcophilits ,befides his Depofition, he added his 
“ Excommunication,and utter Alienation from the ChriftianUcligion. 

■ Honorius the Emperor wrote u likewile to Arcadius , to let him know, 
he wondred what wicked and diabolical power had prevail’d with him 
’ to refign up himlelf to a Woman, and to a£l liich things, which no 
Religious Chriftian Emperor had ever done before him. Then be puts 
him in mind of what had been done, concluding, That he Ihould not 
ftudv by words, but attions, and the real Reformation of what was 
amils to give latisfaftion to God and men, being aftiir’d that the pray¬ 
ers of the Priefts were the beft dircblion and Jfccuiity to the Empire. 
Arcadim awakened with thele home-admonitions , his Confcicncc 
brought him to Repentance, which he teftified in a Letter* in anlwer 
to that of Pope Innocent ( handed to us by the lame Authority, for in¬ 
deed the more ancient Writers make no mention of them) wherein 
he pleads. That he was not conlcious to what had been done, but the 
guilt nnift lie at the door of thole wretched Bilhops, who under pre¬ 
tence of Eccleliaftical Canons had done it, and taken the blame upon 
their own heads, whole unjuft luggeftions heconfelfes he had aflented 
to. That for Acacius, Severian, Abeopbilits^ and the reft, they fhould 
be brought to account; and for the Emprcfs,he had already liifficient- 
ly challis’d her, the grief whereof had brought her into a dangerous 
licknels, which Ihc now lay under: he defin’d him therefore not to 
proceed further in the Sentence, God himlelf never punilhing twice 
for one fault. It’s added v to make the Story complete, that upon the 
Receipt of this Letter, Innocent accepted Arcadius his ingenuous Con- 
feffion, and lent him a Sentence of Ablolution. 

II. BUT whether Arcadiz/As Repentance were lincere or not, it was 
not long before the Divine Juftice overtook thole who had been the 
chief Authors and Aftors in this fatal Tragedy. And firft the Emprcfs 
Eadexia, who, like the Mafter-wheel, had put all the Iprin^s in moti¬ 


on, within three months z after Cbnf.fhnfs death, fell in Labour, but " /K ,v ; A f 
the CUiild being dead in the womb, putrihed there, and put her to inli- m ‘ 

nite torment, which loon after ended her milerable Life. There are 
that add u ,that lhe was eat en up of Worms, and that the Urn where- *• 

into lhe was put, was leen to flir. I know Socrates b , and out of him 
M.irce/linns % places her death Ann. CCCCTV. three years before this; t>. 
but befides the Authority of the forementioned Letters, which f’peak c *3- 
her alive when they were written, fynar.rs, Cednnns , and the Greek 
Writers, generally tell us, (lie died not till near three Months after 
Cbryfflonds dcceale. Nor is it contemptible what Rvronins oblerves 
to this purpole, that had flic died 16 long before C/jnffbw, Palladias 
would not have fail’d to have mention’d it, where he (peaks of the re¬ 
markable Punilhments inllittcd upon CbryfiflonP s Perlecutors. Bur 
whatever becomes of the time of Eudaxi.is death (the manner where¬ 
of, if as above related, leems to carry lomc more immediate fignatures 
of a Divine Vengeance along with it) ’tis certain, that not many 
Months after CbrvfofhwPs dcceale,died Arcadius himlelf, cut oft in the 
prime and ftrength of his Age, being then but XXXI years old. slr- 
ftcinsy the immediate Intruder,was taken away within fourteen Months. 

Cyrinus, Bifhop of Cbalccdon, upon no greater an Accident then Mam- 
tb.es his treading on his l-oot,fell mortally fiek,his Toot gangren’d.and 
was forc’d to be cut ofF, and after that, the other, which not flopping 
the fpreading Malignity of the Diftemper, he died under the molt 
acute Milery and Torment. Antiochus and Sever inn came to ill and un¬ 
timely Ends. Others ll were feiz’d with lingring Leavers, or intole- '' rjHA.c.ij. 
table Calentures, or pains in their Bowels. Some died of the Dropfie, l>1 157 ' 
or the Gout arrefted and tortur’d thofe very Lingers, that had fiiblcri- 
bed his Condemnation. Some were taken with tumors or inflamma¬ 
tions in the Bowels, and a (linking putrefa&ion breaking out of their 
Bodies, bread Worms and Vermin ; others with a difficulty of breath¬ 
ing, and a diftenfion of all their parts, while others haunted at Night 
with dreadful imaginations, ran out and howled, fancying themfelves 
Dotrs; or ran out with drawn Swords in their hands, as if going to 
encounter an Enemy. One of them falling from his Horle, broke his 
right Leg,and died immediately. Another having loft his Speech, 
kept his Bed in a languishing condition eight Months together, not 
able all the time to lift his hand to his Mouth. Another had his 
Tongue 1 well’d within his Mouth through the violence of a Leaver, 
which not being abletodifchargc the office of Nature, lie call’d for a 
Table-Book, and writ a Confeffion with his own hand. So remarkable 
many times 16 public and exemplary are the Scenes of Divine Juft ice, 
that every one that runs may read it. So tb.it a man fljall fay , V?rily there 
is a Ciod that judges in the earth. 

III. Nor did ‘f beopbilns of Alexandria hnvivcChryfi/lom above five 
years, dying of a kind of Lethargic diftemper, or, as others fay,of the 
Stone, Ann. CCCCXII. And if what Damaf'cen then-' out ofa Book 
of 1 fid>re the Deacon reports, be true, though he lay at the point of 784 / ’ 
death, yet could he not expire, till lie had caus’d Cbryfflornh Pitture to 
be brought, and had done reverence to it. After hisdeccale,C/;n^- 
(loms Caule reviv’d, and gain’d ground apace. It had indeed been let 
on foot loon after his death : Lor Porphyry, Bifhop of Antioch , one of

See, an eloquent Man, and of a fevere Lite, having been educated in

7 beopbilm in the See of Alexandria, wherein he laid before him a re¬ 
lation of what had pall: in this matter,and the realon that had indue d 
him to it, having inferred his Name not as one that died a bilhop, but 
as one that fometimes had been lb, and whole Name dial eng d a com¬ 
memoration in order to Peace and Unity, alluring lum lie had done 
nothing herein contrary to the EcclelialficCanons.and defiring him tor 
Uniformity to take order that it fhotild be lo done through all the 
» K „. n ,it>. Churches in Egypt. He wrote k likewile at the lame time to Prnr and 
up. siafhe ib. sl'cf futt Deacons of Alexandria, who bad been lately refident at:tw- 
P- 493 - . ft U nt indpU , and knew what had paft,and were able to give a litistatto- 

rv account of it,whofe prudent management ol things he lik d io well 
beyond thofe who had been Tent in their room, that he requeued to 
haften their return thither. But Cyril, by means of his education un¬ 
der 'Tlr otibilns, had drunk in too deep a prejudice againft ChnMhm, to 
be cafily reconcil’d to this affair, and befides thought the credit ot his 
Uncle highly concern’d in it. He wrote therefore a large and inarp 
. *xt. ik c. Anfwer 1 to Aniens , “ wherein he remonftrated the great imprudence 
27.;. 4J-4. u and inconvenience of what had been done 5 that whatever niight 
« be pretended, he was certainly inform’d, that he had inferred Cbryfo- 
“ (lands Name not in the Lay, but Epifcopal part ot the Dimcbs ; and 
« had violated the honor and authority of the Niccrn Council, accord- 
<*• iim to which the other had been depos’d, and was fallen from his H- 
u pi(cona! place and ffation,and could not be reftor’d without a mighty 
“ in jury to all Billiops in the world, who muff needs reckon thcmfelves 
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« affronted by it, and it became a wife and good man to prevent fuch 
«incon vcnicncies; that he had gain’d little or nothing by it,the great- 
“ eh and befl part of the Church were lus already, and herein he only 
« oblig’d to his prejudice a perverfe inconfiderable I arty, who would 
“ never take the juft meafures of thcmfelves: now whom was it moft 
« readable to gratific in this matter, the belt and greateft,or the worft 
“ and fmalleft number ? If therefore he would prelervc peace, and do 
“ right, hemuft undo what he had done, and ftnke the Name out of 
“the Epifcopal Roll ; and however this might difpleafe a few, yet he¬ 
wing perverfe and obftinate, they were better loft: than kept, to level 
“the Epifcopal with the Laical Dignity, being the ready way not to 
‘‘eftablifh Union,but to introduce Confufion into the Church: that 
«though fome of the Eaftern Bilhops might have been impos d on by 
“ Alexanders confident perfuafion, yet that was a fault that needed re- 
“ formation, and he Ihould rather imitate Tkodotas, who was troubled 
“ at the force that had been ufed to him in this cafe, and begg d advice 
« which way he might be freed from it. It Teem d ftrange to him that 
“ when Alexander with all his Eloquence could prevail with but a fe w, 

«that one obfeure Meffenger Ihould be able to blow up a whole Multi- 
“ tude at once, and that in a Caule fo long laid afieep. That he laid all 
“ this, not to triumph over a dead Man, or that he took pleafure in the 
“ evils that befel another, but his companion was to be over-rul d for 
“ the good of the Church, whofe Canons lie held in the firft place of 
« efteem and value; and fince thefe two Cafes could not Hand together, 

“ theEcclcftaftic Conftitutions fhould take place and he who was no 
“ Bilhop,fhould be thrown out of the Epifcopal Djptycbs.This was the 
“ way to unite the Church, to fettle Concord and Unanimity, and for 
« all others to preferve a pure and unfittedI communion with lum ; 

“ that therefore he fhould not value a jingle Man, and adhere to fuch a 
“ per Ion, before fo many yet alive, and clpeciaUy before his fubmifhon 
** to the Rules and Conftitutions of the Church. 

IV. WHAT At tints thought of this Letter, does not appear. Tis 
plain what a mighty prejudice Cyril had conceiv’d againft the Memory 
of this good Man; nay, by fome he is Paid to have proceeded fo far, as 
to burn and dellroy Cbrrfo/lom’s Writings. But thefe Heats held not 

Iona Cyril m though a man of like pafiions with others, was yet of an m skl(k ih , 
honed mind. SeveTal dealt with him abou t this Controverfie,but none «. , 8 .,. w 
more effeftually than I/idore the PARwho P^d h^omet.mes w 
powerful Arguments, fometimes with Reproofs and Admonitions, till 
he gave up the Caule. We are told moreover, that he had a Dream or 
Villon, wherein Chryfoftom attended with a celeftial Guard,and glorious 
Retinue, feem’d to drive him out of the Church,while theBlelfed Vir¬ 
gin importun’d Cbryfoflom that he might continue there. But this, no 
doubt, was the addition of After-ages , when Superdition began to 
covern all. However Cyril repented of his radi and imprudent zeal 
againd Chryfoflom ,and was heartily reconcil’d to lus mcmory.To which 
end he fummon’d a Provincial Synod, by whofe authority tbryfoftoms 
name was unanimoully redor’d to the Diptycbs, whofe example herein 
was follow’d by the Prelates of all the greater Churches,and his Name 
after this Cloud brake out with a far brighter Lultre. 

V. BUT although matters leem’d now wholly compos dand^qui- 
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eted, yet the Joanoitcs ftill kept up their feparate Aflemblies, till Pro- 
clus being advanc’d to the See of C on ft anti nop le, put a final period to the 
*> sect. L 7. r. Schilrn. It was now the entrance of the year» Ccccxxxviii, and the 
p-t-f*- c Xxxv th from Chryfoftom's being depos’d, when upon his Anniverfary 
242. ‘ Commemoration, Proclns made a Panegyric to his Memory,wherewith 
N:'ce(ih. /• 14-his Auditors were fo inflam’d, that they befought the Bilhop, that he 
S'/' nlt-v. would forthwith intercede with tlie Kmperor, that the good Man’s Kc • 
or,it. <(e trun- mains might at length be brought home with a pomp fuitable to the 
jut.s.chryfo- mer j ts 0 f lb great a pcrlon. Theodnfuts the younger was then Emperor, a 
Prince of incomparable fweetnels and piety , who was Chryfoftonh 
r.v.iuntod. God-Ion, and with that Argument, among others, Proclns urg’d him. 
i (l 2 f The Petition was foon granted, and perlbns of Quality were lent to Co- 
' mana in Cappadocia, who took up the Coffin, which they carried to the 

mouth of the Propontis, where the Emperor’s Gaily was icadyto re¬ 
ceive it, attended with Inch vail numbers of Boats and Ve(Tels,that thc 
Sea feem’d once more to be cover’d with them. No looncr was thc 
Corps brought aboard , but a terrible ftorm arole, that difpcrs’d the 
* Fleet,and drave the Gaily juft over, .gainft tlieWidowsVineyard,which 
had been the firft occafionof Chryfoftonts falling under the disfavor of 
the Emprefs EWwcM.Heref fays the/^it ftopt,and theTempeft ceaft, 
and the Fleet again getting together, purfued their Voyage, till they 
arriv’d at the Cicy.TheBody they firft lfcmdcd-at S. Thomas his Church, 
then remov’d it to that of S; Irene , whence attended with an infinite 
throng, and all poffible demonftrations of Pomp and Honour, it was in 
the Emperor’s own Chariot carried to the place of its Repole, thc 
Church of the Apoftlcs. Here the good Emperor, accompanied by his 
Virgin Sillers, Perfons of admirable ftri&ncls and devotion came to the 
Corps, and covering the Coffin with his Imperial Cloak, put his Eyes 
and Forehead to it, and heavily bewail’d the wrong that his Parents 
had done the Holy Man.

HAT Arnobim was by birth an African , there 
can be no caufe to doubt, efpecially when, 
as they laid of S. Peter , his f beech agreeth 
thereto. He was educated in all the Gentile 
Learning of that Age, wherein he became lo 
great a Mailer, that in the Reign of Diocletian 
he open’d a School of Rhetoric a at Sicca, an 1 HUm. <k 
Inland Town in Afric, and a Roman Colony, j2” 
Here as he wanted no Scholars, lo he taught Ann. ”chr. 
with great Fame and Reputation. He was cccxxvii. 
a fierce Bigot for Paganifm, which he maintain’d with all the advaru 
tages of his Wit and Parts. And thus he continued ’till the Diocletian 
Persecution,which brake out Ann.Chr.QQQlW. when the great levcrity 
which he law uled towards the innocent Chrillians, and their incompa-

rable patience,meeknefs, and conftancy under their heavieft Sufferings, 
awaken’d his mind to a more ferious and impart ial enquiry into things, 
And as Heaven is never wanting to the honeft defigns of Men, efpe-' 
daily where they are like to be more than ordinarily ufetul to the 
Church, he was often warn’d by divine Admonitions in his Dreams 
to turn Chriftian. This he now refolv’d upon, and accordingly pro¬ 
fited himfelf to the Bifhop of the place in order to it. But the Flock 
is naturally afraid of the Wolf. The Chriftians at Jerufalem were 
not at firft more fhy of S. Paul, than the Bilhop of Sicca and the Chri¬ 
ftians were of Arnobius, not imagining that fo hot a Zeal for Pagamlm 
fliould cool all on a fudden, but rather liifpeacd ’twas but a trick to 
trapan and circumvent them, efpecially in thole times, and therefore 
refus’d to admit him, ’till he had given fome lignal Evidence of the 
reality of his Converfion. Hereupon he let hnnlelf to vindicate the 
caule of Chriftianity againft the Gstilts which he did in leven Books, 
wherein he vigoroufly alferted the truth and excellency of the Uin- 
ftian Religion, and fo wittily expos’d the follies of l agan Worflup, fo 
fhamefully baffled all their Ipecious and popular Inhnuations, that a 
Man might wonder with what con; .deuce they could ever lift up their 
Heads again. He gives us alfo fome hint of the date of his Conver¬ 
ts Mv. sm. fion, when he tells us, b ’twas then about three hundred years more or 
f.i.f. 5 . lefs fince Chriftianity firft let out into the World. By this uncon- 
troulable Demonftration lie remov’d all poffibility of jealoufie and 
fufpicion, and was joyfully entertain’d, and receiv’d toBaptifm. And 
now how thankfully did he own the goodnefs of Heaven every time 
he reflefted upon his former ftate. “ Miferable Blindhefs and Igno- 
“ ranee (/aid he c ) wherein I was (hut up ! With what Veneration did 
«I lately proftrate my felf before Statues, but juft before taken out of 
« the Furnace ? Gods hammer’d out upon the Anvil, or the Bones of 
a Elephants : If I chanc’d to efpy painted Garlands hanging upon 
« an old confecrated Tree, or a polifh’d Stone daub’d over with Oyl, 

“ immediately as if a divine Power had been prefent in it, I began to 
“addrefs my felf to it, to court its favour, and to beg Bleflings of it, 
“the fenfelefs Stock in the mean time knowing nothing of what was 
“ laid or done to it. And thus I fhamefully dilhonour’d what I per- 
« f ua( j e( j m y felf were Gods, while I believed them to be Wood, or 
« Stoncs , or Bones, or fuch-like Materials. But being now by the In- 
“ftitution of fo great a Mafter brought into the ways of Truth, I 
“ underhand all thefe things what they are, I have Notions becoming 
“ the nature of things, nor do I offer any contempt to the name of God, 
« but mve what refped is due to every thing or perfon according to 
“the different degrees or ranks of Being. In his Conteftswith l the 
Gentiles he fliews himfelf a much abler Champion at the offenfive, 
than the defenfivc Weapon. His Learning lay moft that way, and he 
has accordingly miferably maul’d the Pagan Caufe. It does not ap¬ 
pear, that at the time of his writing he had read any confiderable part 
of the Bible, more than the obvious paffages of the Evangelical Story, 
or that he had accurately confiderM the Do&nnes and Principles of 
Chriftianity. He was not then fo much as a Catechumen , lnltrutted in 
the firft Rudiments of the Faith, and therefore ’tis not to be charg d as 
a fault upon his Memory, if fome few paflages occur m his Writings 
not fo ftri&ly conformable to Catholic Doftrine; tis 
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wonder’d, that he ran not into more and greater Errors. He was 
furnifh’d with a mighty ftock of Secular Learning, and lvad quick . 
natural Parts to fet it o:K His Style, the cenfirr’d by S.Jerom * Of old 
to be loofe and unequal, is yet lufficiently elegant; it retains indeed 
fometimes a tang of the African Dialed, but keeps a middle way be¬ 
tween the roughnefs of T&tullian , and the finoothnefs and fweetnefs 
of Cyprian: Nor is his Work lb confus’d add immethodical,. as that 
Father feems to infinuate, as is evident to any that will be at the pains 
attentively to read it, and obferve how his Defign is laid, his Argu¬ 
ment profecuted, and how the feveral parts of it do naturally enough 
one depend upon another. He wrote with an impartial freedom, and 
as moft Writers of that Country, with an unufual ardor and fervency 
of Spirit, with brisk Periods, a nervous fmartnefs and ftrengtll fcf Rea- 
foning, and with great plcafantnefs of Wit, wherein the Argument he 
manag’d gave him fcope enough. Befides thefe Books, certain Com¬ 
mentaries upon the Pfalms went a long time under his name, and Eraf 
whs c takes a great deal of pains in averting them to be his, and in re- 
conciling the difference and inequality of the Style. But had that j>p/. inter f.- 
Learned Man a little more narrowly confider’d things, or liv’d to fee 
the Books againft the Gentiles publifh’d (which he concluded to be rj ' 9a 
loft) he would have fpar’d that labour. It being long fince agreed 
on all hands, that tho r e Commentaries are the Work of a Junior Arno- 
bias , who dedicated them to Leontius Bifhop of Arles y and Rnfticiis of 
Narbon , both contemporary with S. Auenjtine in his latter times: Not 
to fay that there are paflages in them that concern the Phot ini an , and 
the Pelagian Controverfies, ftarted long fince Arnobius'z time; What 
became of Arnobins after his converfion, and whether he took upon 
him the Ecclefiaftic Orders, or when he died, we have no account. 

If S. Jerom intended right order of time, when he plac’d him in the 
front of his continuation of the Eufebian Chronicon , lie was alive Ann, 

Chr . CCCXXVII. two years after the Council of Nice: But whi* 
ther then, or how much longer, is to me unknown* 
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His Birth-tlace, Hi* Education under Arnobius. The ftrft ejfay of his 
Parts and Learning. Diocletian’* ftudyto advance Nicomedia. La- 
ftantiu sfent for thither to profefs Rhetoric . The Books he mote at his 
firft corning thither. The dejign of his Book De opificio Dei. The 
original and progrefs of the Perfecution rais'd by Diocletian- againft 
theChriftianSy and by whom contriv'd and carried on. Two learned Men 
at Nicomedia undertake to write againft Chriftianity. The account La- 
ttantius gives of the former. The latter , Hierocies. The main de~ 
ftgn of his Book. Thefe two undertaken by Lattantius. His Defence 
of the Chriftian Religion in his feven Books of Inflations. The par¬ 
ticular deftgn and fum of each of thefeBooks. Thefe Books , when writ¬ 
ten: Not originally dedicated to Conftantine the Great. Lattafttius 
prefer'd to be Tutor to Crifpus, Conftantine’* eldeft Son. His Book 
De mortibus perfecutorum, when written. The excellency of that 
Tratt. His Death , and Poverty. His great Parts and Learning. 
His odd or ambiguous expreffions upon what accounts excufable. His 
excellent Style. His Writings . 
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liClliS COELIliS LACTANTMS 
was in all probability born at Firmium , a 
Town in the Country of Picenum in Italy , 
fituate near the Adriatic Sea, and thence 
borrow’d the name of Firmianus. His 
Parents feem to have been Gentiles, and to 
have train’d him up in that Religion; 
but how or upon what occafion he was 
brought over to Chriftianity, no intima- 
" tions are left upon Record. His Educa¬ 
tion was liberal,and it met with a pregnant and capacious Mind. In his 
younger years he was fent over into ( Afric, and put under the tutorage 
of Arnobius , the famous ProfefTor of Rhetoric at Sicca , where lie 16 plied 
his Studies, that in a lliort time he overtook and outwent his Mafter; 
and tho as yet but a very Youth, gave an early Specimen of his mature 
Parts and Learning in a Treat if, which he called Sympofium compos d 
perhaps in imitation of that of Plato , or the other of \enophon , or the 
Deipnofophifts , written by Athenans. By this time his fame was (bread 
all abroad, and he was called up to a more eminent Station, and plac d 
in the Eye of the World. THE 
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II. THE Emperour Diocletian had fix’d his Court at Nicomedia, 

the Metropolis of Bithynia , which he beautified * and adorn’d with 
Temples, Palaces, Circuftes, Magazines, Courts of Juftice, and all 7 * 

manner of (lately and magnificent Buildings, refolving to make it 

equal to Rome it (elf; and if he eljpied the lead fault in any Strutt ure* 
when finifh’d, he immediately caus’d it to be pull’d down again, and 
(et up anew, to the utter mine and undoing of the Country, the Rich 
in their Purfes, and the Poor in their Perlons; And what was yet 
word*, where-ever he efpied a convenient piece of Ground, or a more 
elegant Building fit for his turn, he was not content barely to take it 
away, but the Owner mull be arraign’d, and executed forTreafon, 
that (6 it might efcheat to the Crown, under a prdtenceof Juftice. 

By this means he render’d that City very fplendid and magnificent. 

And becaufe Learning has been ever accounted the chief Glory of any 
place, his next care was to furnifh it with the mod eminent Profeftors. 

Among whom, Laclantius is pitch’d on, and fent h for Out of Afr/c to h nieron. ubi 
profefs Rhetoric at Nicomedia . At his arrival there, he betook himfelf 
to his Profeftors place; but Latin Eloquence found little entertain¬ 
ment : For Greek being the common Language of that place, he had 
few Scholars, fo that in a fliort time he was forc’d to (hut up his 
School, and betook himfelf to writing Books* His firft eflay was an 
Ho dee pork on in Heroic Ver(e, wherein he delcrib’d his Voyage from 
Afric to Nicomedia ; and next, a Book which he call’d Grammaticus. 

After this, he let upon his Book De Opiftcio Dei , 1 wherein, from the 
admirab’e creation and compofition of Men, he elegantly argues a 
Divine Providence, and that both from the frame of his Body, and 
the nature of his Soul. This he dedicated to Demttrian , (as he did 
al(o two Books of Epiftles) who had been his Scholar, whom he tells 
in the clod, k that lie intended hereafter to difeourfe thefe matters 
more at large, efpecially what concern’d the (late of another Life, and p. 892! 
partly from the Principles of his own Religion, partly from their did 
agreement among themfelves, would (hew that the Philofbphcrs were 
quite out of the way, who, notwithftanding all their plaufible pre¬ 
tences, were the greateft Enemies to Truth: And that for his own 
part, he defifed to live for no other end, than to compofewhat might 
be ufeful to Humane Life; and he (hould then think he had liv’d long 
enough, and to purpofes good enough, when what he writ might 
ferve to recover any from Error, and to fet them in the right way to 
Heaven. And indeed it was not long before he was engag’d in the 
Defence of Chriftianity againft the attempts of the Gent/le-Philofo- 
phers, tho God knows upon too (ad an bccafion, t mean the fierce 
Perfecution rais’d by Diocletian. The firft fprings and motions where-* 
of being particularly dftcover’d by no other Author but Lattantius , 
who was then upon the place, and his Accounts too being but very 
lately rctriv’d and recover’d to the World, it can be no unacceptable 
entertainment to the Reader to be briefly acquainted with them. 

III. DIOCLETIAN was a Man infinitely fup'erftitious, ex- tail demon. 
trcamly fearful and jealous of future Events, and upon that account Vfa? 
rtuferably devoted to Southfaying and Divination, for which reafoni p.io. Vet' 
there never wanted enough of that divining Tribe to attend the Court. 

It happen’d, that while they were bufie one day at their divinatory 
Ssfcrifices, certain Chriftian Priefts crept in among the crowd, who 
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Iccrctlv making the fign of the Crois upon their Foreheads, the Da¬ 
mons immediately vanilh’d, and all was left in difturbancc and confu- 
fion. The Arufpices trembled, not being able to dilcern any of the 
wonted figns in the Entrails of the Sacrihces, and, as if they had mi- 
ftaken or fail’d in fome Punctilio's, began anew, and frequently repea¬ 
ted them, but to as little purpofe as before. Whereupon Tages, Mafter 
of the Ceremonies, either feeing the perfons, or fufpecting them, 
cried out, that the reafon why the Sacrifices did not give their wonted 
fignifications, was, becaufe prophane perfons had mix d thcmiclves 
with the holy Solemnities. The Emperour enrag’d hereat, comman¬ 
ded all prefent to do Sacrifice, and all that were in the Palace, under 
min of Stripes and Violence; and by a Warrant to the Commanders, 
order’d all the Soldiers in the Army to do the like, or immediately be 
difcharg’d. Not long after came Qalerius Maximian ru, whom Diocle¬ 
tian fome years fince had created Cafar , a zealous Pagan, who fet hina- 
felf to blow up the Emperour into a violent perfection of theChri- 
i\ i a ns. But none plied him harder than his Mother, a Woman fuper- 
ftitious beyond mcafure, and who had a moft inveterate fpite againft 
Chriftianity. Thcfe three held private Cabals all the Winter, and 
while ’twas believ’d abroad, that they were in deep Confults about 
State-affairs, they were only hammering out a Pcrfecution againft the 
Chriftians. Diocletian was old, and lov’d his eafe, and therefore did 
not readily liftcn to violent Councils; he urg’d how dangerous a 
thing it was to difquiet the Empire, and to hurry the World intocon- 
fufion and blood; that fuch feverities would be ineffectual, the Chri¬ 
ftians defiring nothing more than Death and Martyrdom ; and that 
it would be enough, if the Court and the Army were purg’d from 
the Men of that Religion. Finding this would not do, he betook 
himfelf to his old King-craft, which was in all great and generous atts 
to refolve upon them without taking any advice, that fo the honour of 
them might reflea upon himfelf alone; but where tire thing was like 
to prove mifchievous and diftaftful, he was wont to take feveral Offi¬ 
cers into Council, that fo the blame might fall upon them. This he 
praaic’d in this cafe; he declares he will hear the opinion of his 
Friends and Confidents, whereupon fome Judges and Military Com¬ 
manders are taken in, who all comply with the council of the Emprefs 
and Maximian. The Emperour not yet fatisfied, fends to confult the 
Oracle of Apollo Milefm , who, we may be fure, return’d an anfwer 
home to the purpofe. And now all excufes being remov’d, he yields, 
but ftill perfuadcs the more moderate courfe, that it might be done 
without Blood, while Maximian infills,' that they may be burnt alive. 
The time prefix’d to begin this tragic Scene, was the feventh of the 
Calends of March , when the Terminals were ufually celebrated among 
the Romans , and this chofcn as an aufpicious Qmln, that they fhould 
put a term and period to that Religion. The day being come, ( twas 
the xxiii d of February , Ann. Chr. CCCIII.) early in the Morning 
the Emperour with his Guards and Officers goes to the Church of the 
1 Chriftians, and having broken open the Doors, fought for the Image 
of the God they worlhip’d; but finding none, took the Bibles, and 
other things at hand, and threw them into the Fire, filling all places 
with force and violence. It held fome Debate, whether they fhoujd 
fet the Church on fire, but the Ejnperour over-rul’d that, as what 
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might be of fatal confequencc to the City; whereupon Officers were 
fet on work, who pull’d it down to the ground. The next day an 
Edift was publifh’d to ftrip the Chriftians of all Honours, Offices, 
Priviledges, and that no quality or condition fhould exempt theni 
from the Rack and Torture, and that they fhould have no power at 
Law in any cafe to vindicate and right thcmfelves, and to that end 
Altars were fet up in the Courts of Judicature, and every one was to 
offer Sacrifice, before he could have liberty to plead his Caufe. And 
now Maximian to ftrike home, fecretly caufes the Imperial Palace to 
be let on lire, (but lo> that it might be ealily quench’d) and theil 
charges it upon the Chriftians, who, he tells the Emperoiu:, had done 
it out of envy, and had conlpir’d with the Eunuchs to murder the 
Emperour, and that they had been in great danger of being both 
burnt alive. This put Diocletian into a paflion beyond all the fe- 
ftraints of lleafon, or giving himfelf a rclpit for cool and impartial 
Confiderations. Orders are iflued out to proceed againft Chriftians 
without mercy, and he himfelf fits ailcl fees them executed in part, 
the reft was done by his Judges and Officers, and all the emula¬ 
tion was, who fhould be moft bloody and cruel. No regard is had 
to Sex, Agc^or Order, and not content with finglc Executions, whole 
Iloulc-fulis are burnt at once, and Droves tied together with Ropes 
are thrown into the Sea: Prilons arc crowded, and new inftruments 
of Torture are invented, and Letters written to the Wcjlern Empe- 
rours to purfiie the fame methods in thole Parts. By which means 
the Pcrfecution became univerlal, and unlefs where Conftantins go¬ 
vern’d, was carried on with almoft equal cruelty in all Parts. The 
particulars whereof it is not my bufinels here to relate. 

IV. I MAKE no apology for this Digreffion, the account 
being uncommon, and not altogether foreign to my purpofe, will 
plead for it lelf. But the Sword and the Axe were not the only Engins 
made life of in the Pcrfecution, tlie Pen was taken up to introduce 
and juftilic the other, and Chriftianity at once expos’d tothefcorn 
and cruelty of its Adverfaries. Lattantius 1 tells us of two at this 
time at Nicomedta, tho he conceals their names, who took upon them 
by Writing to infiilt over, and refute the pcrfecutcd and delpis’d Reli¬ 
gion, the one a Philofopher, the other a Judge. By the Philofoplicr 
Baronins m will needs underftand Porphyry, the famous and known Ene¬ 
my of Chriftians. But tile Character Laclantim gives him, no way 
fuits, either with Porphyries , Age, or Temper. Porphyry was a Mail 
of a moft ftridt, fevcrc, and mortified Life ; Laclantins's Philofopher 
lervilc, covetous, voluptuous, and every way debauch’d and vicious. 
And tho we coulcl fuppole Porphyry to have been a Man of this Iiumohr, 
yet his great Age (being at this time near feventy Years did) would 
have render’d him incapable of thofe loole Extravagancies which La - 
Manlius charges upon his Philofopher : Not to mention that Porphyry 
wrote no lefs than thirty Books againft the Chriftians, this no more 
t han three. By the other, the Judge, we arc doubtlcfs to underftand 
Hierocles , (and To indeed elfewlicre " he exprefly tells us) who from a 
Vicar ins had been made Prefidcnt, and had been one of the prime conn- 
cellors and promoters of the Pcrfecution. A Man of greater Parts, 
and better Manners, but an irreconcilable Enemy to the Cnriftian 
name, againft which he wrote with great fait and fharpnefi. Two 
v B Bc/okzf 
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Books he publifh’d, which he ftyl’d <f>/AaA>j 0 «s, and to mollify the 
Odium of the thing, intit’led them not againft, but to the Chriftians. 
The main defign of them was to expofe the Holy Scriptures (which 
he feem’d to have read with fome care for that very end) as a bundle 
of Inconfiftences and Self-contradiXions, picking up all paffages which 
he could make look that way, befides thofe infinitely falfe and fcurri- 
lous reflexions which he liberally threw upon our Saviour and his Apo- 
ftles. In fhort, fo ready and dexterous was he at quoting the Holy 
Writings, that my Author was almoft tempted to think he had on.ce 
been a Chriftian. And did other circumftances concur, his fpite and 
zeal would be no fmall arguments to ftrengthen the conjeXure, 
Apoftates being ever the molt bitter and virulent oppofers of that Reli¬ 
gion which they have deferted. , . r . i 

MI < Cl V. THESE two undertakers read 0 their Difeourfes in the 
47*o.’ ' ' ’ prefence of Lattantius, who was not a little troubled to fee the belt 
Religion in the World thus openly and infolently affronted; and being 
as’twere thus boldly challeng’d, and arm’d with the advantages of fo 
good a Caufe, he refolv’d to put Pen to Paper , not fb much to en¬ 
counter thefe trifling Antagonifts, ( whole ltrength, he tells us, he 
could have routed in a few words) as to undertake the general defence 
of Chriftianity againft all aggreffors of that kind, and at once to dift 
able all their attempts againft it. Accordingly as his Mafter Arnobius 
did juft about the fame time in feven Books ftoutly defend the Chri¬ 
ftian Caufe againft the Pagans, fb he compos’d feven Books of Divine 
Inflitutions ; In the firft whereof he treats concerning the falfe fte//- 
gion, and having aflign’d feveral Caufes of his undertaking, he pro¬ 
ceeds to affert and prove a Providence, and next that there is but one 
God that made and governs the World, which he evinces both by Ar¬ 
guments and Authorities, the teftimonies of Prophets, Poets, Philo¬ 
sophers , Sibyls, and Oracles, and rationally refutes the Religion of 
the Ge/tfi/e-World, efpecially that which obtain’d in the Roman Em¬ 
pire, fhewing that the Deities which they worfhip’d were altogether 
unworthy of the title and place of Gods. In the fecond Book he did 
courfes concerning the Origine of Error , demonftrates at large the 
vanity of the Hagan Religion, and enquires how the Romans came 
to fall under fo many abfurd Errors and Miftakes, and indeed how 
Mankind came to lapfe under fo prodigious a degeneracy in matters of 
Divine Worfhip, which he charges chiefly upon the great corruption 
and apoftacy of Noah's Pofterity, and the iiibtle fnares and ftratagems 
of the Devil. The third is concerning falfe Wifdom , wherein the va¬ 
nity of Philofophy and Philofophers, and their falfe pretences to true 
Wifdom, are admirably reprefented. As in the fourth he treats of the 
true Wifdom, and having firft complain’d of the prevalency of Ragan 
Impiety, and enquir’d why their great Maftersof Philofophy never 
found true Wifdom, becaule they fought it not in its right place, there 
being an infeparable union between true Wifdom and Religion, no 
where to be met with but among Chriftians; he next difplays the true 
Knowledge of Chrift, both as to his Perfon, Name, Birth, Nature, 
and that both divine and humane, Miracles, Sufferings, and Cruci¬ 
fixion; enquiring likewife how our owning both Father and Son to 
be God, can confift with the Unity of the Deity; laftly, what are the 
ufual caufes of Herefy, which he fhews to be Pride, Covetoufnefs, 
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ignorance of Scripture, and an over-fond valuation of falfe Teachers 
and Prophets. The fifth Book treats of Juftice, wherein he gives an 
account why he fet upon this whole Work, then fhews that Juftice 
and Righteoufiiefs how much foever boafted of by Philofophers, was 
poffefs’d only by Chriftians, that it was an unreafonable Cruelty in 
the Pagans to perfecute thefe juft and righteous Perfons, however 
God for wife and good ends thought fit to Puffer it. In the lixtli he 
difeourfes concerning true Worfljipy both inward, as it refpeXs the 
temper and difpofition of the Mind, and outward , as it relates to the 
carriage of the Life; and rectifies the miftakes of the Philofophers 
and great Men among the Heathens about the feveral Vertues of a 
good Life. ,The feventh and laftpartis De vita beat a, or the happi- 
nefs of the Life to come ; wherein he fhews, that the true Summum 
bonum , or reward of Virtue, confifts in a ftate of future Immortality, 
that the Souls of Men are thus immortal, notwithftanding what fome 
of the Philofophers have Paid to the contrary, and .what it is that 
capacitates a Man for this Eternal State: Then he difeourfes concer¬ 
ning the end of the World, and the Signs that fhall precede it, concer¬ 
ning the Day of Judgment, and the Reign of a thoufand Years, and 
the confequent ftate that fhall enfue upon it. And having thus dif- 
patch’d his main Argument, he fhuts up the whole with a pathetical 
Exhortation to call off’ our Minds from tilings prefent and fenfible, and 
heartily to entertain and comply with this excellent Religion, as the 
only way to attain to this happy and immortal Life. This is the fiim 
of his feveral Differtations, which being finifh’d, he is generally Paid 
to have dedicated them to Conftantine the Great, and both towards the 
beginning and the conclufion of the Book, there are particular and 
formal Addrefles and Dedications to him. But the cafe is fomewhat 
more than fufpicious. In the firft Addrefs he is Paid to have begun 
this Work under Conftantine , whereas Lactantius himfolf allures us, 
he fet upon it not long after the beginning of the Diocletian Perfccu- 
tion, the cruelty and univerfality whereof he more than once and 
again complains of, but the Perfecution of Liciniu* (under which 
they fudpofe he wrote it) was only topical, confin’d to fome places 
in the Eafl, and never reach’d the Weflern Parts: He farther tells us, 
he engag’d in it, when he taught Oratory at Nicomedia, and when 
Hierocles, who was then one of the Judges there, wrote againft Chri¬ 
ftianity ; now Hierocles was foon after remov’d to the Government of 
Egypt to carry on the Perfecution there. So that it’s plain, thefe Ad- 
drefles muft be of a later Date, and inferted by fome other hand, and 
accordingly (which puts the cafo paft all difpute) are wanting not 
only in fome of the firft Editions, but in moft, if not all, of the beft 
and moft ancient Copies of thefe Inftitutions. This Work he after¬ 
wards abridg’d into an Epitome for the more cafe and advantage of 
common Readers, fome part whereof, viz. of the three laft Books, 
is ftill extant, tho perhaps as much as was in S.Jerom's time, when it 
was dyJ<pccA<&, as he tells us, defeXive in the firft part of it. 

VI. N E A R ten years the Perfecution had now continued, with 
all imaginable fiercenefs and violence, when Conftantine the Great, 
fome years fince advanc’d to the Empire, having embrac’d the Chri¬ 
ftian Faith, began to put a flop to it. He had by his Lady Minervina , 
luppos’d generally to be his Concubine, but one Son called Crifpus , a 
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- Prince of hopeful Virtues, and whom he then entirely lov’d, and 

ook all pofflble care of his Education. Conftanttne had lumfelf liv d 
Tome years in the Court of Diocletian , at the lame time that Laltan- 
L was at A licomedia, with whom no doubt he had lome acquain¬ 
tance and having taken notice of the Learning and Honefty of the 
Man,’ fent for him into France to be Tutor to the young Prince and to 
inftruft him particularly in the Learning and Eloquence of the Latin 
Toneue The Prince at that time lay at Triers, as feme tonjeaure, 
fi at. oras others, r at Bezanfon the chief City of BawrWy, where my Au- 
pn.Hfsn. a,: t ] lor w ill have him to refide with his Grandmotherand that 
tomtri. cortf. j,is bcinc there that City denv d the name of C rtfpolts or C rtfpo- 
(..(.f.ibr. (fyi’a Civil at Crifpolinornm m a very ancient Nonna, lup- 

Sl to be cocval to the Reign of Honoring. But whether fo or no, I 
intend not to interpofc. And now Lailanttus enjoy di eale and a happy 
feature, and the better to raile his own and other Mens gratitude to 
God for his infinite Deliverances and Bleffings to the Church, he bc- 
ca. to refleft upon the darknels and tempeftuoiilnels of the late .infe¬ 
rable Times, and how fatal fucli courles had always proy d to the 
Authors of them. To which end he drew up a DifeourleDe perjlat- 
tione, or De mortibiu perfecmttm, wherein from the very beginnings 
of Chriftianity he briefly traces that f.gnal and remarkable Vengeance 
from Heaven that had purlued the moft eminent Perfecutorsot the 
Church which he draws down to the times of Diocletian, and there 
enlarces himferf as to the rile, cruelty, and extent of that Perfecu- 
tion, S and tliofe dreadful Punilhments which God nifliaed upon that 
Emperour, and all his Collegues and Partners, Maximum* Herat ins, 
Galertm Maximiamts, Sever its, Maxmtntu Dazit, Maxenttm, and Li- 
cwins, and how after all attempts God crown d thePiety of the great 
Conft online with Vidory and Succefs, tile Church with Eafe and 1 len- 
tv and the World with Peace. This Book (as lie did alio that De Ira 
DeiTL dedicated to his dear friend Donate, who had been an emi¬ 
nent ConfelTor s at Nicomedia under three feveralGovernours, Flacci- 
iyli. ejuld. nen , j hjo Succelfor PrifciHian, where he had been nine 

SronJ, WfW Hooks to fake off the . 
flefli Pincers, Fire, and what not; in all which he came off aCon- 
querour, and ftirr’dnot one inch fran the teft.mony of the Faith and 
a good Confluence. A fliort Trad this is, but an invaluable Trealure 
not mention’d by any but only once by S.Jerom, and never after heard 
of ’till fomewhat more than two years fince it was happily recover d, 
and publilli’d by the Learned Bahtzins, for which Pofterity will ftand 
indebted to his memory. We And not what became of Lallan. 
lftcr tins or how long he liv’d. Baronins' conceives lie died 
. /»,. 3 i6.w. ccCXVL but without any other authority than conjecture.

‘ World, (for how eaf.ly might he have made a fortune, had lie made 

that his bufmefs) fo might perhaps be occafioned by the unfortunate 

Death of the Prince his Pupil, (if at lead: we can fuppofe he out¬ 
liv’d him) after whole deceale’tis like little notice was taken of him. 
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No account is given either of the time, place, or manner of his Death, "~ 
unlefs we will rely upon the authority of FI. Dexter s - Chronuon , f jjo ; 
which tells us, that he died very poor at Nice , whither the Commen¬ 
tator upon that Chronicon fuppofes he had been call’d by Confiantine to 
be prelent at the great Council there. ■ T , r 

VII HE was a Man of a ferious temper, and a levereLue, zea¬ 
lous for the honour of his Religion, and unwearied in vindicating it 
anainft ail oppofers. He fet himfelf ftrenuouQy againft Jews and Gen¬ 
tiles and upon occafion againft thole within that did corrupt the Faith, 
and’defistrd w to write at large againft all Sects andHerefies. His yrili.de ia 
Parts wire prompt and quick, his Judgment lagacious •, whatever *«■ **t-7* 7 • 
Argument he takes in hand, he manages with that ftrength and 
clearnefs, that he always with ealb carries the day. His Learning lij 
foreign and external Studies (wherein he was chiefly converlant) was 
exqunite, perhaps not equalFd by any of the Latins of^that Age he 
liv’d in, which render’d him capable lo fuccefsfully to beat the Gen¬ 
tiles at their own Weapons, and made S.Jerom lay x of him, that ^ Ep i/t.adP^ 
with much greater dexterity he deftroy’d their Caule^ than he con- 10 4» 
firm’d and built up his own. If there be lome obfeure, or uncatholic 
Dom.tta in his Writings, what Garden is there wherein there are 
no Weeds ? efpecially when cultivated by one newly crept out of the 
Woods and Thickets, and bred up in theForeft and the Wildernefs. 

Befides, many things are clear to us, which to them were in the dark, 
not yet fufficiently beaten out; many Queftions intricate and dilpu- 
table, as wherein the Church listd then made no precife and dogmati¬ 
cal determination. Some Errors are the fault of the Age, rather than 
the Perlbn, and many things are to be pardon d to humane Weaknels, 
and want of liifficient Light. His Chiiiajtic notions were common to 
him with fcveral of the greateft note for Learning and Piety in the 
Church, as we have Ihewn elfewhere. y As for his other unwary Ex- f Life of 
preffions, and unorthodox Aflertions, I fliall not infill upon particu- 
jars moft of them have been confidered and difeuft to latisfaChon by P . I5 & 
another hand. 8 His Style is admirable, Eloquence was his Mailer- - a. s. Re- 
piece; by the concurrent judgment of all, from S. to this day, 
he has been accounted the moft eloquent Man of his Age, or of any church &c. 
fmee the chara&er of the Cbrifiian Cicero being no lefs commonly, p- 372 . 
thart'defervedly beftow’d upon him ; nay, Lome have adventur’d to 
affirm, that in lome cafes he has out-done the great Roman Orator. 

However, this I think may be fafely faid, that for the fublimenels of 
his Matter, the frequent pithinefs of his Sentences, the fwcetnefs and 
pleafantnels of his Periods, the clearnefs and evennefs of his Style, 

(whole greateft fault it may be is, that’tis too fmooth and hne) he 
has fince the Ciceronim Age had few equal, and perhaps none lupe- 
Hour to him*

CONSTANTINOPLE. 


Hit Anceftors, whence. Hit fuftaining the Inferiour Ecclepaflic Orders 
under Metrophanes and Alexander. His fucceeding in that See, when. 
Hit fubfcribing in the Synod of Tyre, queftion'd. The Anans con- 
fpire and prefer Articles againft him. His firft Banijhment under Coil- 
ftantine. His return. Eulebius o/Nicomedia his ambitious intru - 
(ion into his See. Paul ’/flight to Rome, and courteous reception by Pope 
Julius. Eufebius bis Death. Macedonius thruft up into that See. A 
great hubub and jedition at Conftantinople about that matter. Con- 
ftantius his fpeedy return, fttfpenpon of Macedonius, and banijhment of 
Paulus. His releafment in order to the Synod at Sardica, but not per¬ 
mitted by his People to go thither. His laft banijhment , and private con - 
veyance to Cucufus in Armenia. Mejjengers fent after to difpatch him. 
Clofe imprifortd, flared andftrangled. Remarkablepuni/hment o/Phi- 
lip the Governour, the manager of his murder. The honour able tranfla - 
tion of his Remains under Tneodofius the Great. 


N'tlQUITY has recorded nothing certain , 
either concerning the Kindred or Country of this 
worthy Prelate, more than that his a Anceftors 
came from 7 heflalonica , a famous City of Mace¬ 
donia. After a preparatory Education, he was 
enter’d among the Clergy of Conflantinople y and 
toAlex. ap. if credit may be given to the A&s b in Photius , he 

ccivf'coi. was Reader under Metrophanes Bifhop of that Church, who a little 
1413-1412. before his Death foretold his advancement to that See, They lay 

further,

further, that after the Nicene Council, when Alexander was lent with 
the Decrees of that Synod into the neighbouring Parts, he took Paul, 
then Reader and Regifter of that Church, along with him, with whom 
he traveil’d over Thrace, Macedonia, Thejfalia , Achaia , Greece, and the 
adjacent Iflands and Countries, quieting and compofing thofe unhappy 
Controverfies, with the Determinations which that great Council had 
made in matters of Faith. But when they tell us, that Paul was at 
that time but 12 years of Age, ’tis what will very hardly gain belief. 

Under Alexander , who fucceeded Metrophanes, he was advanc’d to the 
order, firft of Deacon, then of Presbyter, and by him throughly fea- 
fon’d and fetled in the Catholic Faith. 

II. ALEXANDER broken with extreme Age, c (being cs “ rJ 
XCVIII. years old ) and worn out with three and twenty years cares £ jf c . 
of his Epifcopal Office, was now drawing his laft breath; And being p. 5<*>. 
ask’d by his Clergy, whom he would recommend to be his SuccelTor, 
anfwer’d, There were two specially whom they might have their 
Eyes upon ; Paul, young, but prudent beyond his years, a good Prea¬ 
cher, and a Man of an excellent and exemplary Convention; arid 
Macedonius , an aged Deacon, of a grave Deportment, and fit to 
tranlaft Secular Affairs. After the good Bifhop’s death, Fa&ions rail 
high, the Arlans ftickling hard for Macedonius, but the Catholic Party 
carried it, and Paul was ordain’d in the old Church of S. Irene, where¬ 
of, while Presbyter, he had had the particular care and charge. The 
time of his promotion to this See, is clogg’d with confiderablc difficul¬ 
ties. And indeed the Ecclefiaftical Hiftorians have wofully perplex'd 
and confounded his Affairs, which the Learned Valepus. has taken 
great pains to difentangle, whole adjuftment of times we fhall for the 
main fteer by, tho as to the time of Paul's Succeffion, we can by no d 
means agree with him. He places d the Death of Alexander , whom 
Paul fucceeded, Ann.Chr. CCCXXXI. when as’tis plain by theun- 
contraditted teftimony of all ancient Writers, that Alexander was 
alive at the death of Arius, which happen’d not’till Ann. CCCXXXVI. 
but being extraordinary aged, we may fuppofe died foon after, and 
that Paul fucceeded that year. If Athanapus fays lie was Bifhop, and Sa ° 

Macedonius a Presbyter under him, at the time of his being at Conftan¬ 
tinople, , there’s no neceffity to underftand it of Athanapus his firft being 
there foon after the Council of Tyre , Ann. CCCXXXV. He might 
be there afterwards, perhaps in his return from his German Exile, or 
at Lome other time before Macedonius ufurp’d the Chair. As for 
Paul's being prefent in the Synod of Tyre, and there fubfcribing the 
depofition and condemnation of Athanapus (with which he is exprefly 
charg’d by the Eaftern Bifhops in their Synodal Epiftle f from Sardica) 
if true, he a&ed there as Alexander's Delegate and Reprefentative. ^ 

But I confefs I am apt to fufpeft: the ftory, and that a perlon, who was 
all along fo brisk a ftickler, and fo deep a fufferer for the Catholic 
Caufe, could not cafily be guilty of fo foul a Crime, Specially when 
not the leaft hint of any fuch thing is to be found in Athanapus, (who 
had reafon enough to know who were his Friends, and who his Ene¬ 
mies in that Council) no, nor in any Hiftory of that time. And for 
the Arian Fa&ion, what Artifices they made ufe of to fupport their 
Caufe, or to defame their Adverfaries, cannot be unknown to any that 
have but look’d into the accounts of this Age. This being clear’d, we 
proceed. HI. SCARCE 
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III SCARCE was Paul warm in his Scat, when his Ad ver¬ 
ifies beuan to heave him out. The Arians had been pretty well kept 
under during Alexander's Life, whole Age and Authority they re¬ 
vered , and the late fatal Vengeance that had overtaken Arm ; had call 
no little damp upon them. But the Scene being now chang d and a 
younger Man ftept into the Chair, and efpecially being vex d at the 
dilappointment of their defigns for Macedonia*, they relume their cou- 
. soz.ul>ifupr. rage, and prefer Articles againft him: Sometimes he is charg d«with 
p. 499. having unduly procur’d that See to himlelf, without the content of 
Eufebiu* of Nicomedia, and Theodore Bilhop ot Heraclea to whom, as 
the next Bifhops of note and eminency, it was pretended his Ordina¬ 
tion did belong. But this not being ftrong enough they down-right 
accufe him of Immorality, of having led a debauch d and licentious 
courfe of Life. Thele, and lome other Calumnies, arc Iprcad abroad, 
and being drels’d up and aggravated by the Chieftains of their Party, 
are buzz’d into Conftantine's ears, who either wearied with their im¬ 
portunities, or over-creduloufly giving heed to their lalfe fuggcftions, 
yields, as juft before he had done in the cafe of and foby 

his order (for to him Athanafm exprefly alcnbes his hrft Exile) he is 
ban idl’d into Pont as, which we may conceive was done about the 
latter end of Ann. CCCXXXVI. or the beginning of the following 
year. Here he continued ’till the Death of that great Prince, whole 
* Mm, ib. three Sons and Succei'ors,at their very hrft entrance upon their Go- 
h 3 i- vernment, publilh’d Letters and Edifts for the recalling the bamfh d 

Bilhops, and among them our pretent Bilhop return d, and repollels d 
htmlelf of his bee of Conflantinople, 

IV B U T lie was not fufier’d to enjoy any long eale or quiet: 
for Eufebius bilhop of Nicomedia, a Man of a proud and afpirmg tem¬ 
per, had call an eye upon the See of Conflantinople. He had heretofoie 
procur’d himlelf to be tranflated from Berytm to Nicomedia, as a place 
of greater honour and importance, it having for many years been the 
feat and refidence of the Emperours. But feeing the Imperial Court 
fix’d at Conflantmople, and finding Conftantms (to whole fhare the 
Eaflern part of the Empire was fallen) a Prince inclinable enough to 
be fway’d by his Councils, he revives the Accufations againft Paul, 
with which he found it no hard matter to poffcfs the mind of that cre¬ 
dulous Prince, who no fooner came to the Government, but had de¬ 
clar’d himlelf in favour of the Arians. Hereupon a Synod of their 
i socr.Ll.c.n. own Party is conven’d, 1 by whom Paul is condemn d and depos d. 
f. 84. Whether he was formally banifli d, is not laid: 1 robable it is, that- 
finding Conflantinople not (life for his ftay there, he conceiv d it his pru¬ 
dence and intereft to retire,and lb voluntarily travelled into th zWeflem 
Parts ; the firft place we find him at is Theffalonica, which, if not his 
J **?t own, was the birth-place of his Anceftors, thence pretending to go 
f*95- to Corinth (perhaps to avoid lome attempts of his Enemies) lie took 

• nil c. Ship, and fail’d into Itdy, and went to Rome ' whither about the fame 

t> 9 1 * time came Athanafuis , Afclepas Bifhop of Gaza, Manelltis of Ancyr , 

and Lucius of Hcdnnmpk. They were courteoufly entertain d by 
Pone ‘Julius, who being fatisfied in the goodnefs of their Caule, and 
the imuftice of their Sufferings, did what in him lay to reftore them 
to their fcveralSccs, gave them Letters of Communion to that end, 

and wrote in their behalf to the Bifhops of the Eafl. After 
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teems, he went to the Court of tile Empcrour Conflans, (for there we 
find m him and Athanajias) who wrote lliarply in their behalf tohis 
Brother Conflantius , threatening, that unlefs he Ipeedily reftor’d them c,22 ‘ hlc6f 
to their Churches, he would himfelf come and do it; whether he 
would or no, which, if at any time, was done now, tho Socrates mif- 
places it lome years after, about the time of the Sardicah Couilcil. 

V. BUT leave we him for a while, and return to Conflantinople, 
where the fame Synod that depos’d him, promoted Eufebius to that 
Sec, who being thus advatitageoufly feated, manag’d the Affairs of 
the Arian Party to their great latisfaclion. He continued in this emi¬ 
nent Station ’till the Council of Antioch , call’d under pretence of de¬ 
dicating the great Church there, (bon after which, he departed this 
Life about the year CCCXLII. Eufebitis thus dead, and the place 
become vacant, the People call home" their Bifhop, who return’d nS ^ crJU } 1 
and took his place. But the Arians did not think fit to flip this oppor- p. 9 o. c ' ly 
tuiiity , and therefore relolv’d now Ipeedily to let up for Macedonias', 

whom in S. Paul's Church they ordain’d Bilhop of Conflantinople . 

The people, who had a mighty kindnefs for their old Bilhop, were 
enrag’d at what was done, and both Parties being exalperated, the 
thing broke out into open Tumult and Sedition, which was follow’d 
with Violence, Blood, and Slaughter. Conflantius at this time lay at 
Antioch, being engag’d in a War with Perfla, where hearing of what 
had happen’d, he order’d Htrmogencs Mafter of the Horte, then going 
for Thrace , to pals through Conflantinople , and to ejc£t Paul out of the 
pofleffion of his Church. The Commander coming into the City, 
and attempting to execute his Orders, found hotter lervice on’t tliaii 
he expe&ed : For the people role up in Arms to defend tlieir Bifliop, 
and when. Hermogenes lent a Party of Soldiers to force Obedience, it 
did but blow them up into a greater rage ; lo that forgetting all mea« 
lures of Duty and Allegiance, they ran to Hermogenes his Houfe, let 
it on fire, and dragging him out by the heels, and drawing him 
through the Streets, put him to death. The news of this barbarous . 
and unjuftifiablc action was loon carried to the Empcrour. 0 who wits oyid ‘ L 'tb.in.^ 
To horribly offended at it, that tho then taken up with tlie affairs of 
his Perfian War, tho it was the depth of Winter, and the Weather 128. 
extrcamly foul and tempeftuous, yet by Poft-horles laid for that pur- 
pole, he came with incredible Ipecd to Conflantinople , where having 
examin’d the matter, lie banilh’d Paul ; and tho at the intercellion of 
the Senate he put none to death, yet he pumill’d the City, by taking 
away one moiety of that daily allowance of Corn (the whole was 
fourlcore thouland Bulhels) which his Father Conflantine had bellow’d 
upon it. Nor did Macedonia himlelf elcape without a brand of the 
Emperour’s Difplealure, who was offended at him, both becaule he 
had prefum’d to be made Bilhop without his leave, and becaule lie 
had been part-caulc of the late Tumults and Murders that had hap¬ 
pen’d, and therefore fulpendcd the execution of his place, and con¬ 
fin’d him only to officiate in the Church wherein he had receiv’d his 
Ordination. 

VI. PAUL loaded with Iron-Chains p was font to Singara, a *AUn. he. 
Garrifon in Mefopotamia , Handing near the River Tigris upon tne bor- cit * te 
ders of Perfla: A dangerous and dilconlolate place, where h'e was 
perpetually liable to be invaded by barbarous Enemies from without,

JW obeys P and being come into thehoufe, the Governor fhews 
him the Emperours Warrant, whereat the good Bifliop was nothing 
da mted though he thought it hard meafure to be condemn d with- 
daimteu, b f? beinz admitted to anfwer for himjelt. 

P/L/z^darM not to truft the multitude , who fufpe£hng Come ^ ill 
i r ^ rrainO their Bifhop had flockt to the gates, and therefore 
ordlred a a back dore of theVth to be opened, by whichi W was 
convey’d into the Pallace, and thence immediately put a Ship-board, 
and fnt into Baniflimcnt. The place appointeef was Ucufus , a 
dilconfolate and miferable Town in Cappadocia, but afterwards Hyd 
to the fecund Armenia , where there was nothing but Rocks and 
WildneTs Cold and Hunger to entertain him. But tins it foems they 
Eight too Sod for him! and that while they afforded him breath. 
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they could never account thcmfelves iccurc enough. Therefore to 
make fiire the work , they difpatch melfengers after hint, who coin¬ 
ing to the place ,. Unit him up in a dole and dark dungeon , without 
permitting any one to come near him , or the lead bit of food to be 
given him. After fix days they came into the room, expc&ing.to 
have found him Rarv’d to death , but obferving him yet to draw iiis 
breath , they Rrangled him with his own Cloaths, and then to 
colour the murder, gave it out that he died of a difeafe , though the 
whole Vicenage knew the contrary, and Philagrins who was Vic an ns 
or Governour of that Province, and Servant enough to the Arian 
fa&ion, told it with fome wonder and amazement to levcral, aiid 
among the red to Sarapton an Egyptian Bifliop, from whole mouth 
Athanafifu reports it. But fee how rcnlarkably the Divine Jufiice 
Overtook Philip , the prime agent, that plotted , contriv’d , and ex¬ 
ecuted this whole fclieine of villany. Scarce had twelve months gone 
over his head, when he was difghiccfiilly turn’d out of all his honours 
and offices, and made a (corn and reproach to all his enemies. Whicli 
made fo deep an impreffion upon Iiis mind, that as if lie inherited 
Cains cuxk he went up and down like a Vagabond and a Wanderer; 
ran from place to place, but was Rill purfued by his guilty confidence, 
and expe&ed that every one that found him, fhould flay him, till no 
longer able to hold up his head, lie ended Iiis miferable Life, far both 
from his Friends and Country. 

VIII. BUT how barbaroufly foever God fuffered odr Bifliop to 
be lent out of the World; how obfcurely fbever hib body Was thrown 
into the Earth, yet God liot long after railed up his name with honour. 

For the Emperour Theodoji/n in the great Council at ConftaHtirieple , 

Ann. CCCLXXXI. under handing the hard fhte of thfe good lnan , 
gave order f before the alfembly was difpers’cl for the trdnilating his f vh. p,„,// *p, 
Remains to the Imperial City. Nettarius accompanied with as many £ /w - (: °i 
Bifliopsas were left, went our as far as beyond Chalcedon to meet the ^ 2 s 
Corps,which with Ringing Pfalms,and other fblctnn Hites,they brought c. g.p. -m. 
through the Rreets of the City into the Church of S. Irene y whereof 
he himfelf had fometimes had the Cure. The night was fpent iii 
Hymns and Pfalms, and next morning, the whole City with all the 
Prelates and Clergy, and the Emperour alfemblcd, and with all 
honourable folemnity laid him in Iiis Tomb. This Church was after¬ 
wards enlarg’d and beautified, and from him took the name of S. Paul, 

'which ignorance and the multitude miftaking , begot the tradition 'Nlcepbj.ii: 
in after-times , that 5 . Paul the Apoftlc was Buried there. And Ba - t% 14 * ' i4<5 - 
ron'm tells us, «that fome Ages after;the Head of this Martyr was *> Nottd.nt.ir* 
taken up, and lent by the Greeks for an ineRimablc Prefent to './• Kom J"*' 
tlie Queen of France, as the Head of that great ApoRIe. But flic inu 
not knowing what to fay to it, fent to Rome to confult the ApoRolic 
Chair, and by the anfwer of Pope Clement the IV. was fhew’d the 
mi Rake, and convinc’d that the Head of the ApoRle was only prefer v’d 
at Rome, the place of his Martyrdom and Interment. But whatever be¬ 
came of our Martyrs Bones, they were the only remains he left behind 
him,having confign’d gnothing that we know of to writing to preferve 
his memory; his peculiar talent lay in Preaching, ancl by that he 
infinitely endear’d himfelf to the people. And indeed his frequent 
banifhments, and eonftant fullerings gave him lirtle leifiire, and

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better to mine his intereft and reputation abroad, they wrote * to ;^K«. 
the new Emperours, the Three Sons of Conflantine, whom they endea¬ 
vour’d to poffefs with all the prejudices and villainous infinuation6, 
which either heretofore they had, or of late they could invent. But 
efpecially they wrote to Pope Julim , whom they hop d to make ot 
their party, at leaft to aflent to and ratifie tlie Att that had pai 
againft Athanafm in the Synod at Tyre. This wasno foonerunderftood 
at Alexandria but Athanaftus conven’d a Synod of his own Bilhops, 
who wrote a Circular Epiftle in his behalf, wherein by a plain ac- 
count of things they vindicate him at large from thole grols and 
fcandalous afpertions which had been caft upon lnm. This Letter he 
lent by his Presbyters to Rome , where they fo confounded 'Macarius, * iM P« w 
Mart,rim, and Hefyehim, theLegats Olf £<#/«< and xhe Eaftern 
Bilhops, that they were forc’d to requeft ?«//«, that a general Synod 
being had , the caufe on both fides might be fully and impartially 
heard, and they have leave to maintain and make good their charge. 

Notice hereof Julius prefcntly fent * to Athanapus , leavirig it -M. *//*//*, 
to his choice, to appoint time and place for the meeting df the 

Council.^ ^ j ^ E mattcrg werc t h us depending, Eufebius and his 

party refolve upon a Synod at Antioch , wherein among other tilings 

they depofe Athanapus , and ordain one Gregory a Cappadocian , m his 

room who prepares with great force and violence to make his way 

unto that See. Upon the hrft rumour of this, Athanapus prudently 

retires, 1 and according to the invitation Julius had fent him, goes to 

Rome where he was welcome to Pope Julius , who in the interim ^ 4# p. 71. 

had fent Elpldius and Philoxenus with Letters into the Eaft, to cite 

the Eufebians to appear, telling them withall, that unlefs they furceas d 

their innovations, fome other courfe fhould be taken. The Council 

fittine at Antioch , and having no mind after all to corile to a lair and 

equal Trial, delai’d the bufinefs beyond the appointed time* and 

tScn difmift Tultm his Legats with lharp Letters * to him, lettmg him ‘a*^ 

know, thatthohe had the greater See, they were not otherwifeinfen- f < 7 1 

ourtohim, that they took it ill, that he had communicated with Atha. 

nafim , an accus’d and condemn’d PerTon, whole caufe to efpoufe , 

was to affront their Synod, and in effeft to null their fentence, which 

they looked upon to be highly unjuft, and contrary to the rule of the 

Church ; thatin fhort, if he would rejeathofe whotti they had 

denos’d. and receive them whom they had fubftituted in their places, 

thev were ready to hold Peace and Communion with lum ; 

if not, they renounc’d him and his Communion. Upton the receipt 

of thisLetter, Pope Julim call’d a Synod at Rome, where the Epiftle 

being read , AtkmjL s Caufe was heard, and he acquitted, and 

reftor’d to Communion, and ’julim defir’d in the name of the 

Synod to write back to the Eaftern Bilhops, which he accordingly 

did, complaining ‘ of the bitternefs and tartnefs of their Letters, and 

that contrary to the Canons of the Church they had not invited him »• *• 

to their Synod, whereas Ecclefiaftic Rule and Cuftom had made the 

Bi(hops of Rome to be concern’d in all important determinations; that 

they had flily artd fecretly corrupted the Faith; that for the Aits done 

heretofore at the Synod of Tyre (about which they raisdfo much 

hoife and clamour) they had been obtain d by furprize and fraud. 
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and for the memorials of what were done in the Province of Maractis, 
they had been drawn up only by one party ; and as for the Mtirder 
of Arfenius , it had been openly prov’d to be a pure cheat and 
75. fi&ion. But the Letter it felf is extant at large in Athanafius, d whi¬ 
ther the capable reader may have recourfe for his fatisfaftion. 

III. GREGORY the Cappadocia, had by this time ftorm’d 
the Sec of Alexandria, and taken pofleffion , and if poffible to put 
.jm fi ,,g. a good colour upon a bad caufe, had fent c away Carpones a Presbyter 
J/ to^Rome, to manage and make the beft of his caufe, but Julius 

refus’d to fee him, much more to give him Audience. Several years 
Athanafius continued in thefe Weftern parts, though no fair means 
were omitted for his reftitution. Ann. CCCXLVII. a Convention 
of Bifhops was held at Milan, whither Pope Julius fent his Legats, 
where the confeflion and requefts of the Eaftern Prelates were re¬ 
jected, and Urafcius and Valens two Arum Bifhops, and the common 
tools and inftruments of that faCtion, were upon their public re- 
f M carnation, admitted to Communion. The like penitential Libel f they 
ufijuM‘6 02. loon after prefented to Pope Julius, wherein they acknowledge the 
w s °z- /■ 3- ill things they had falfiy faid againft Athanafius , and that though Julius 
c ' 23 ’ p * 53(5, bad often warn’d them to make good the charge, yet they had not 
done it, that they now folemnly profefs’d ’twas all feene and fiction, 
and of no force, in evidence whereof they were mod ready to em¬ 
brace Athanafius *s Communion, efpecially fince Julius had given 
them aflurance that their former misdemeanours fhould be pardoned; 
protefting, that they would henceforth have nothing to do with the 
Eaftern Bifhops in thefe matters, that they did molt folemnly ana¬ 
thematize Arius as an Heritic , and all his followers, who denied the 
Divinity and Eternity of the Son of God , that they did rtow renew 
and would always flick to the Libel they had lately given in to the 
Synod at Milan , which by this writing under their own hands they 
did ratify , and that they did once more, and for ever condemn the 
Arian Herefie, and all its authors and partakers. This Declaration 
they fiibfcrib’d, but according to the guife of the men, who were 
wont to change with every wind, afterwards retraced it, and went 
again over to the Arians . 

IV. SOON after the Aflembly at Milan, by the great iilflance 
and importunity which Pope Julius us’d with the Emperour Conftans , 
and he with his Brother Conftantius, a more general Synod was holden 
at Sardica, where the Eaftern Bifhops refus’d to joyn with them of 
the Weft , unlefs Athanafius and his fellow-fufterers were firfL expell’d 
their company : Which not being yielded to, the Synod was kept in 
feparate meetings; the Orientalifts in their Aflembly confirm’d what 
had been heretofore done againft Athanafius and his partners, depofe 
t nu. np'fi. r feveral of the mod eminent Bifhops of the other fide, and among 
orient.<tp. Hi- them efpecially Julius Bifhopof Rome, tit principem & ducent tnalorum 
coi. l lS' g " U ( as they 1 ™) as ^ ie Captain and Ring-leader of the whole mif- 
chief, as he that had firft fet open the dore to Communion with 
wicked and condemned Perfons, and had chalkt out the way for 
others to trample upon the Laws of Religion and the Church, and 
had boldly prefum’d to defend Athanafius , a perfon whole neither 
witnefles nor accufers he had heard. In the Catholic Synod Athanafius 
and the reft were heard, abfolv’d and reftor’d , and the Nieene Creed 

con 
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confirm’d, and a Letter written to ’Julius , to let him know what was 
done and to defire him to dilperfo the Synodal Decrees about thole 
parts. Among the Canons part in this Council, the III. I\. and \. are 
m favour of Pope Julius 1 granting him power to receive appea.s 
out of other Provinces, where, if Bifhops were aggnev d at home or 

uniuftly depos’d , or that their Cafe could not conveniently he dctci- 
min’d ^hat they might have recourfe to films of Rome , who Ihould 
have power toappoim Commilfioncrs to hear and decide tl.ofe Caules, 

Which yet did not invert the Roman Billions with any (landing 
ftiperemment Prerogative over the reft of the Church, but only made 
provilionary Decrees to comply with the prefent exigences and necc>(h- 
ties of the Church. As is evident to any one that coilhders the (late ot 
the Church at that time, when the Arlans having fill d all corners, 
and polfefs’d themfelves of all eminent Billiopricks, bore hard upon 
the Catholic Bilhops in all places, who were thruft out and bamfht, 
nor could they have any right done them at home, as was plain m 
the Cafe of Athanafius , j/elep.-a , &c. who were then in Council, 
and were the only occalion of the calling of it: Which made it 
neceflary to have Lome certain perfon to recurr to upon fuch 
occafions ; and who could be fo proper for that purport as the 
Bilhop of Rome , which as it was the moll eminent and illuftrious 
See fo were its Bifhops in thole days moll renown d, for their in¬ 
tegrity and firm adherence to the Cathohck Caufe. And indeed the 
Canons feemto entail this nriviledge rather upon the perfon of Pope 
c bilim than upon the See Of Rome , as not dcfigning it tor a Handing, 
and unalterableLa w, but which was to expire with the occafion.of 
‘it In (hort as the Sardican Council was never accounted any other 
than a particular Synod, fo neither were the Decrees of it held m 
anv great reverence and eftimation, as appear’d in the beginning 
of^tlie following ■S.cculum in the known Cafe of Appeals in the 
sltriciw Church, whereof more in another place. '1 he Council at 
Sardica being diffolv’d, Atbamfuts not long alter was recall d by 
Letters from Confiamins , and accordingly went to Rowe to take Ins 
kaveof his dear friend"/ dim, who heartily rejoyed in his good 
fuccefs and wrote i> by him to the Clergy and People ot Alexandria, »*„. EM.it: 
to Congratulate the return of their excellent Bilhop, whom he highly 
commends as for otherthings, fo for lus conllant and couragious lut- 
fermg for tlie^caulc ofUinjl.^ him Jn his morc public aftings, 

nor was he lefs careful and induftrious in his private llation. Bolides 
the welfare of his charge, he ftudied to add to the external beauty 
and magnificence of hisScc. Two new Churches heerefled at Rome, 
one ''near the Forum Roman,im , the other in the Via Flamima 
with in the Tranjlihcrine Region ; he Builtthree Cotmuems orBurymg- 
nlaces one in the Flaminian way, another 111 th zAurehan , and tile 
fhtrd in the Via Portuenfis. He ordain’d that no Clergy-man Ihould 
trv his Caufe any where but in die Eccleljalhcal Court, and that 
Notaries Ihould make Afts and Regifters ot all that was done, the 
carewhereof was to lie upon the Protonotary,who was to fuper.nteiul 
thole Records. He died the XII. of April, Ann. CCCLII. altei lie 
had fitten in the Chair fifteen years, one month, and eleven days, fac¬ 
cording to the Ancient Catalogue mention d before, but to make up 
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the time cxaft from February the VI. to the XII. of April aliiloft il 
month more muft be allow’d) and was Buried in the Cmmitcry of 
Calepodius in the Aurelian way. He left nothing in writing behind 
him befides a few Epiftles, and fome of them too, as now extant, 
fpurious. And indeed they began this trade with his name betimes. 
Not long after his death an Epiftlc was produc’d as if written by him 
to Dionyfius Bifhop of Corinth concerning the incarnation of our Lord > 
favouring Lome of the heretical principles of thole times, which 
1 0'fcrip,. ec - therefore lo puzzl’d Gennadi ™, 1 that he knew not what to make of it, 
cief.c.2 .m* affirming, that though it might be ufeful at firft, yet that then it 
k Lib, de fell, was pernicious and heretical. But Leonti™ * the learned advocate 
sicl.niJ.M26 0 f Constantinople has long fince Efficiently dilcover’d the lmpofture , 
and prov’d it to have been the Epiftlc not of Pope Julius , but 
Apolfinaris , whofe dogmata it did plainly affert. He tells us likewile 
ot another inferred under his name into the Atts of the Council of 
Ephefits , but written truly by Timothetts , one of the main hidden, 
for the Doftrine of Apollinaris.

noble Family at Edeffa, a chief Cityi nMe- 
fopotamia , where Chriftianity had been Car- ' ' p ' 5 ° 3 ’ 
ly planted by Tbaddaus one of the Seventy, 
and cultivated by the after endeavours of 
St. jMetheApohle ; and had taken fuch 
deep root, that it flourifhed in all fuc- 
ceeding times, and no City in all the 
Eaflern Parts became fo famous for its 
zealous and relolute Profelfton of theChri- 
ftian Faith. He was like a fecond Timothy , from his Childhood ac¬ 
quainted with the holy Scriptures , according to the pious Cuftortl of 
that place; where one ot the ftrft things they did, was to inftill 
the Rudiments of the Faith into their Children, that fo their Rea- 
fon and Religion might grow up together. Next lie was commit¬ 
ted to the ableft Mafters of Humane Learning in that City, by whoni 
he was inftru&ed in all the Eloquence, Wifclomand Philofophy of 
the Greeks, wherein he became one of the greateft Mafters of that 
age.But ftill he thought he wanted the accompHfbment of chat rriore di¬ 
vine Philofophy, which Chriftiafiity had taught the World. For which 
end he put himfelf under the Difciplind of two of the riloft Learned 
Scholars of tliofe times *, Eujebius Bijhop of Cafated, and Patrdphiliti 
of Scythopolis : under whom he ftudied Theology * and the EXpofi- 
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fin,, oTthcHicrcd Scriptures: and from them, ’cis like he borrowed 
lbmc notions, that made him afterwards folpeft d ot an inclination 

THUS itirnilht, became and fetlcd himfelf at Antioch, the 
molt eminent City of the Eaft, at the time when%iWW the 
venerable Bilhop of that See, was acculed by Cyrus B.flion of Bcrna, 
as a favourer of Sahdimifm, for which he was depofed;.though 
there was lbmething elfe that lay at the bottom. He liv'd fome- 
time with Euphronins , one of them that fiiccecded Enftathms, and 
that with lo great fame and reputation, that he was profs d to ac¬ 
cept a Billioprick; and that with fo much carnettnefs, that to avoid 
the importunity, he refolved to quit that place. Indeed his vaft 
and capacious Soul was not yet fatislied with thole great attainments 
he had' already made; but was Bill roving after farther nuafures 
and degrees of knowledge, and to that purpofe he went to Alex¬ 
andria where there were the inoft famous 1 rofcllbrs of all the 
more abftrule and myftcrious parts of Learning. Here he perfefted 
himfelf in the utmoit improvements of Philolophy; after which, 
he returned back to Antioch , and liv d familiarly with FUcctllns, 
i'uvfjronius ’s SucccfTor in thcit See. . , r . . 

Ill A N CCCXLI. Eiifebim Bifliop of Conpnttnople confpiring 
with tile chief of the Man Party, held a great Council at Antiochj 
wherein among other things, having condemn d and depos d At bn- 
"E their next work was Jo fill up his See. And for that, none 
appear’d every ways fb fitly qualified as our EMrns-, a man of a 
ftrift life and"eloquent tongue, whereby they hoped he would be 
able to charm the people of Alexandria, and bring them oft from 
their unrcafbnablc fondnefsof Athanapns. But he prudently declin d 
the offer, wifely conlidering how uncafy that Chair mu l be to 
anv man, out of which Athanapns had been turn d ; lor whom lie 
knew the People had a molt dear regard, and that they would no 
end ue any to be thrull up into his room. But though the Synod 
could not prevail with him in this matter, yet were they loth the 
Church fliould lole fb ulcful and excellent a Pcrfon 5 and there¬ 
fore perfwaded him to accept the Billioprick of Lrm/a, a City in 
Ph.tmcia, near Mount Lihanus , not many Miles diftant from Lao- 
dicca. Thither he went to receive his Confccration, but the Peo¬ 
ple informed of his incomparable skill in Agronomy and the Ma- 
theniaticks , cried out again!! him as a Conjurer and mutined a- 
.rainft his Ordination ; lo that toreleeing how little quiet lie was to 
Sxiieft among them, he left them, and went to Laoduea, to Ins dear 
and intimate Pricnd George Bifliop of that place, who furviv d him, 
and wrote his Life. George brought him back to Antioch , where 
upon cotifultation with Haccillns and Narciffus, it was refolved that 
he fliould return to his charge at Erntfir, which he did according¬ 
ly, and where’tisprobable he continued till his death, which hap¬ 
pened about the year CCCLX, not long before that of the Empe- 
rour Con/lantius ; he died and was buried at Antioch, the place where 
he had fpent a conlklerable portion of his Life. 

HE was ol great efteem in the age he hvd m, highly honour d 
by Conftantius liimfelf ; who was fb exceedingly delighted in his 
Company, that he ufed to take him along with lnm mins P«jg* 
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Expeditions ; and if oiwge of Ifodit" may be credited, be wu 
mous for many miracles which he wrought. He pafles under a very 
different character ; by fame lie is (aid to have been an Amn 
and by S. Jerom ™ to have been Arinn* figniftr fattiotns (a Title which ccc '* LVlll f 
he claps upon more than one Eufcbius) tliough when he ipeaks of 
hhnclfbwhere 11 more fully, he fays no fuch matter By others he -Descry.* 
was direaiv charged with SMlinnifm , but it was by fhch fays So- 9 
zomw who were envioufly tormented with the virtues of others. 

Were his Writings Extant, they would enable us to judge more cri¬ 
tically and certainly in this matter. All that we can now guels is, that 
from nis ordinary Jorrcfponding with the Amns, he loan’d towards 
tint fide ; and perhaps was ot the moderate or Homomfm Party. 

He was a man fays St .Jerom, Elegantis&rhetoriciingen,l ,of neat 
and eloquent parts, and wrote many Books and Dilcourfes ; and 
tholb in a popular and familiar Brain : in lus expounding Scripture, 
he kept moB commonly to the Literal fence, as the trueBand moll 
immediate way to underhand its meaning. He imploy d lus Pen 
SW and Gentiles, Novations, and Rich like; and in writing 
bnef Notes and Stores upon the Gofpcls. Vaft numbers of Ho¬ 
milies have been heretofore publifht under his Name , which tis 
plain were the works of Eucheritis of Lions, and levcral others. 

Nothing genuine of his, has yet been brought to light 5 though 
mav perhaps delcrvc the Readers enquiry, whether thofe XIII 
Books' or Homilies confidently publllht by Stmond under the name 
of E,Mitts Cafarienfis, be not rather the work of this Eufebtm who ^ 
was his Scholar; and who it may be, compos d the two firft, which 
Tre againft Sahellins, to clear himfelf from the charge of that He- 
^fv Certain it is , that they lavour not the vein and way ol 
Wntini* ufed by the Cafarean Ettfdiut. Nor has Sirmond any ar- 
cumenfor authority to fupport his confidence, more than that he 
fouml it foinferibt in the antient Copy. And who knows not how 
eafv it was for Tranltribers, when they met with a work mtitlcd 
TnEufebms, to clap Vamphilns to it, as luppofing it to belong to 
EiMius of Cafarea, as the perfbn beft known among the Writers 
tfthc Latin Church. But in this Ileave every one to his own con.

farce itfelf, that it fill’d the whole earth, and all the Fowls of Hea- 
ven came and eat of the fruit of it; while the Vine, the more it 
was Pluckt, and its fruit devoured, did (o much the farther cncreaie, 
and was loaded with more and heavier clutters. A clear repreftn- 
m ion of that plentiful portion of divine and excellent gifts, wherew th 
Heaven was reiblved tocrown his Studies.

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(ions; 16 that though naturally cxtreamly inclin’d to chollcr, lie fo in- 
tirely lubdued it, that he was never after leen to be angry in all his life. 
When he cfpied his man under lome terror and confternation for ha¬ 
ving Ipilt the dinner he was bringing to him, after lie had fail¬ 
ed leveral days together (as he often did) he pleafantly told 
him, don’t be troubled, let us go to the meat, lince the meat will 
not come to us, and (6 went and fat down, and took his repaft of 
the fragments that were left upon the broken Olivers of the Pot. 
Belidcs the conlfant returns of private Devotion, he preacht fre¬ 
quently and with infinite fatisfa&ion to the People. Scholars he 
had in great numbers, that diligently attended upon his Lefrures, 
who became famous in thole parts of the World; fuch as Abbas, 
Zjndbivs , Habraam y Maras , Symeones , Baitlonas y and Arahad, though 
the two laft turn’d afide to the Errors of Apollinaris. He attained no 
higher degree than that of Deacon in the Church of Edejfa ; not 
that he might not, but that he would not. He was elected to a 
Bifhoprick (probably the See of Edejfa ) and the Order was bring¬ 
ing to him, and perfons lent to conduct him to his Ordination. 
Which he no fooner got notice of, but in a frantic manner, and. 
with his garments hangingdoole, and dragging after him, he ran in¬ 
to the For/m ; where he fell to his vi&uals, and by uncouth and 
fantaftic geftures put on the habit of a Mad man. Which when 
they who were lent to apprehend him, found, they difmift him as a 
man diftra&cd; by which means he gain’d an opportunity to el- 
cape, and conceal’d himfelf, till another perfon was ordaiird to the.

which he immediately Icattered among the people. Bafil had it 
made known to him, who this great man was; and calling him 
to him, askt him by an interpreter, whether he was not Ephraim ; 
upon whole confeffion, he laluted him with the mod endear’d embra¬ 
ces, entred into mutual Conferences and Difcourlcs; the venera¬ 
ble Bifiiop imparting to him at his requeft, the moll excellent Rules 
for the Government of the Divine Life. Loaded with the fatis- 
fa&ion of a well fpent journey, Ephraim returns to Edejfa ; where 
lie improv’d the finall remainder of his life, to the moll public and 
y Sozoni, ib. p. ufeful purpofes. Not long before his death, a fevere famine y raged 
*5 2 7* in the City, and the helplefs died in great multitudes unregarded. 

He waited lome time to lee what care would be taken in the com¬ 
mon calamity ; but finding little or none, he left his Cell, and fharp- 
jy reprov’d the rich and the wealthy, for differing their poor Neigh¬ 
bours to fiarve ; while they hoarded up their ftores to the mine of 
their own fouls, which he Ihewed them were of infinitely more value 
than all their riches, or whatever clfe concern’d the body, how 
much loever they flighted and neglcfred them. The men were a- 
(hain’d, and turn’d it off by telling him, they did not Rand fo much

V. A M A N he was of as Religious a temper, and as ftritt a life, as 
that or perhaps any age has produc’d ; he had all the vertues that 
can render a man great and excellent, and this that crown’d all the 
'ib.p. 102 8. reft, that he would not know it, nor car’d to hear of it; being de- 
vU. p. 1033. firous, zsNyffene tells® us, a <JW1V, aAA’ 'th not to leem, but 

* c * to be really good. He lov’d God above all tilings, convers’d with 

him by divine Meditations,and the conftant returns of duty. The fcrip- 
turcs he read continually, confidered and thought upon them ; and 
while he was miffing, the fire kindled, and his Soul was inflamed with 
love and mounted up nearer unto Heaven. He refin’d his faculties 
from all grols andfenfual paflions ; and did asablolutely govern his 
appetites, a6 the Matter does the Horlehe rides on. He Tatted, and 
prayed, and wept a great part of his time; and his frequent re- 
'lbi&.p. 1038, fle&ions upon the public or private ttatc of things feldomleft him 
c ‘ dry eyes. When ne had done preaching , ( he went to Prayer, and 

then fell to difcourfing afrelh, and then would burft into tears, and 
after that to prayer again; and this was d the very 

life and fpirit of his Sermons. He had fo kept under his bpdy by abfti- 
nence andftrifr feverities, that he leem’d in(enfibleof / pleafure; he 
indulg’d himlelf no more fleep than what was juft neceflary to keep 
*riip. 1030, him alive, and that too taken upon the bare ground. No man with 
v greater gencrofity dclpis’d e the World, with all the riches, Ho¬ 

nours, pomps, and pleafures of it. He fpoke it with lome kind 
of triumph when he fay a dying; Ephraim has had neither Vnrfe. Staff 
nor Scrip ; Gold or Silver , or any thing elfe have / not poJTejfed. I hear - 
kened to our Lord in the G of pel, who fa id, ye jha i ll pojjefs nothing upon 
earth ; which fupprefs'd all greedy and inordinate defires after thefe things. 
He thought moft modeftly of himfelf, and that every thing was too 
high and good for him; he lookt upon commendations, as jfo ma¬ 
ny abufes put upon him, and when at any time he could not avoid 
them, would catt his eyes down to the ground, and vent himlelf 
in filent tears. His Bowels were a&ed with a very quick compal- 
fion, and he had a common concernment for the Poor, and when 
his voluntary relinquittiing of the World had left him nothing to 
give himfelr, he thought himfelf oblig’d the more ftrongly to move 
others to a£ts of mercy and charity, which he never did but with 
great luccels ; for who was able to refill: the force of his ArgiN 
ments, and that mighty , that hearty and moft atfe&ionate 
fpirit and temper, with which he was wont to let it home upon them. 

VI. H E liv’d in an age of ttrife and bulsle, wherein the feveral 
contending Parties in Religion louglit to undermine each other, and 
every one to eftablifh their particular lentiments and opinions, as 
the Do&rines of the Church. But he always kept on the Catho- 
'rUib.p. 1031. lie fide, h and fleer’d the middle way between Sahellianifm on the 
one hand, and Arianifm on the other. His great zeal for truth, made 
him readily encounter with any error, which he refuted with 
no little warmth and brisknels, both by dilcourle and writing. 
He thought he could not do better fervice to the Church, than to 

recover 
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recover men back to truth, to flop the iofa&ion that fumis like* 

Cancer, and to fbameandput to (Hence theboldnefs and fubtletyof 
thofe that lie in mil ta deceive. Whereof one palTage muft not be , . 

forgotten ; 1 his Countrey-man Jpolhnaris had fill d thole parts with IQ ^ Qi 
the venom of his Poyfonous Principles, and for his own as well as 
other mens conveniency, had drawn up tho ftate of his notions, 
and the ftrength of his arguments into two Books, which he had 
left with a woman; a prime intimado and zealous confident ol his 
Party. Ephraim hearing of it, goes to the woman, and pretending 
himfelf defirous of further confirmation in thofe Principles, begs 
of her to lend him the Books a while, which might be of great ad¬ 
vantage to enable him to refute the contrary errors. The woman 
affents and he takes the Books along with him ; and having 
brought them home, glues all the Leaves fait to one another■; and 
lb carries them back, without any vihble fign of what had been 
done to them. Not long after he put lome of the Catholic Party 
upon the challenging Apollinms to a Difpute; the day is fat, and 
Apollinaris appears, and defires of the Company, that by realoe ot 
lus great age he might not be preft to dilimte verbally, but might 
be liitlercd to argue or aufwer out of his Book. So taking 
one of the Books from his Companion, lie began to open it, but it 
would not ftir; he tried in the middle, but’twas a? fall: there as be¬ 
fore Then he took the other Book, but found both alike, not one 
Leaf parting from another; which did lb amase and confound the 
man, that like one forfaken of his reafon, rofe he up and ran out of 
the Meeting and was fo unable to luftam the lliame and ignominy, 
that it brought a Difcale upon liim, that had like to have colt lus 


VII BUT though Religion and Piety was his greateft glory, lie 
wanted not the inferior Ornaments of Parts and Learning. He had 
ravcil’d into the fecrets of Gentile learning, ‘and well underftood 
what Treafures they were mailers of ; the Chaff apd Rubbilh he 
left behind, and retain’d only fo much as lie could makeufeful to Re¬ 
ligion, and the Service of the Sanfluary. He had the advantage of 
a (Range natural Eloquence, wherewith lie pour d forth his concep¬ 
tions with fo much perfpicuity, politenels fententioufiiefs and plen¬ 
ty that he cafily captivated and charmed Ins Auditors where-ever 
became. And his Dilcourfes had this peculiar excellency .that 
contrary to the fate of all other verfions, being mandated out of the 
Syriac ( for he always (poke and wrote m his mother tongue) into! 
Greek, they loft nothing of their native grace and elegancy ; but 
what was admired in its own proper garb, was little lefs admirable 
when cloathed in a foreign Drels. S. Jerom ' confirms this obfer- 
vation by that one Book of lus, De Spin in fan Jo, which lie had 
read ' where he tells us, even under a rranftation he met with the 
acumen of a fublime and excellent wit. None knew better how to 
accommodate himfelf to what he was about; in bis Homilies and 
popular Dilcourfes, be us’d ancafy and unaffeaed ftile, but which 
yeunade its way with fuch powerful perlwafivcs, infinuated it lelf 
wirhfo much fweetnefs, and came recommended with lo pathetical 
rvimency It nothing was able to Hand before it. The tropes 
and fohemes of Speech lb familiar to the Syr,an Language, bem|

in that Church. Where or what his Education was, doth not ap¬ 
pear, no mention being made of him, till we find him among the 
Deacons and Presbyters of the Roman Church under the Govern¬ 
ment of Pope Liberia , who feems to have had a peculiar fcindnefs 
for him, and whom he fiicceeded in that See ; though his firft arri¬ 
val at it was very tragical and tempeftuous. 1 here was at this 
time awoful fchilin in that Church, which happened upon this occa- 
fion. Likrius being banifhtby the Emperor Conjhmtius for his confian- 
* H,rcd. a cy to the Catholic intereft, the Clergyof that Church, obliged' them- 
lau{jin, pref ut. fHves by oath belore all the People never to admit another Bifhop while 
tiUbeipream. HvM . and y wcarc told, purpos’d to accompany 

Liberia into Exile ; but having gone part of the journey, left him, 
and return’d back to Rome , where by the prevalency of the Artan 
fa&ion, FJix the Archdeacon was ordained Bifhop, one otherways 
found in the faith. With him the Clergv notwithftanding their former 
oath complied, and Damafa among the reft \ though the people were 
generally offended at it, and refus’d to go the wonted Proceffion with 
the new-made Pope. Three years after, viz. An. CCCLVIII, Li¬ 
beria upon his fubferibing the Arian caule, was releas’d from Ba- 
niflimcnt; upon whole return FAix was driven out of the City ; 
and when a little after he came back, and held his Alfemblies in the 
Julian Church beyond Fiber ; the people role up a id. time and 
thruft him out, Liberia in the mean time doing all he could to com- 
pofe affairs, and to reconcile the Clergy, who had taken part with 
Fdix, whom lie reftored to their former places. Liberia furviv d 
his reftitution eight years, dying September the xxiv//;, Anno 
CCCLXVI. 

II. UPON his Deceafe appear’d two Competitors for the 
Chair, Damafa , and Ur fie inns or Urjina, a Deacon of that Church, 
who with fome few more, had kept ftriftly to their engagement, 
and had all along refus’d to own Falix.fi or their Bifhop. Damn]a 
and his Party appear’d in Lttcinis fay mine Authors, though where 
that was, I am yet to feck ; where they demanded him for their 
Bifhop, and who was accordingly confccratcd in the Lateran Church: 
while Urficinns and his Followers made their proceflion in the Church 
of 7 ulitfsy and requir’d him who had never been defiled with the An*

was feen but Swords and inftruments of fury; and the holy places 
filled with dead or mangled Bodies. Vhentia the Provoft endea¬ 
voured what in him lay to put a Bop to the torrent, but finding the 
Bream Rvcll’d too high, and that he was neither able to fwcetcn nor 
controul the exafperated humour, lie was forced to retire out of the 
City for his own fecurity. But Damafa his party , at length pre¬ 
vailed, thc other being beaten out of fight, and that with fo confidera- 
blc a lols, that only in the Church ot Sifinins, there were kill d in

one day"no"left then CXXXVII perfons ; to the infinite ftandal of 
Religion, and the refentment of all fober and good men. 

III. THIS is thc account, bad enough at beft, that s agreed on 
all hands : But Alarcellina and Fanfiina two Presbyters, who hv d 
at that time, in thc preface of their Petition to the Emperor Ihco- 
dofms reprefent a much more tragical face of things, with a heavy 
char ire upon the memory of Pope Damafa. They tell us, that Da- 
mala hearing of Urftcinns his Ordination, hired a mighty crew ot 
Charioteers, Sword-players, and thc infamous rabble, and marcht 
with them to the Julian Church, which they broke open and mur¬ 
dered all they met with for three days together ; and having by bribes 
made Viventia the Provoft, and Julian Prefect ot the Granary ot Ins 
fide procur’d Urficinns with Amantia and Lupus his two Deacons 
to be baniflit,beating or killing thofe of the people that rein led to come 
over to him. And underftanding that the people had fccur d feven Pref- 
byters,and had plac’t them in Liberia Ins Church,he came thither with 
Ins armed multitude ; and October the xxvi th befet the Church, broke 
open the Doors, and put fire to the place, where they were ■ fecur d,that 
there might be no pafTage to efcapc, while others unti d the roof 
and threw down the tiles upon the people within, and then nulling 
in kill’d men and women to the number of CLX, wounding many 
more, of whom feveral died afterwards; while Damajiis loll not one 
of his party : that the people earneftly petition d God and the Em- 
ncrour (while Ditmufus rais’d a frefli, and as they call it, anfthperle- 
Jccution asainlt them) that the caule might be heard m a convention 
of Hi (hops, and things fairly tried; whofe Petitions being prefented 
to Valentin,m, he the year following releas’d them that had been ba- 
nidit: lo Urficinns and his Deacons return’d October the xvi th, and 
were joyfully wellcom’d by their people: That Dnmfm having made 
thofe at Court his Friends, kept thcEmperour from being acquain¬ 
ted with the true date of things, who accordingly commands that 
Urficinns fhould create no farther trouble ; and lie now finding that no 
cood was to be done, for peace fake furrendred himfelf to the mercy of 
his Enemies, and by order from the Emperor on the xvu/Aof Dreader 
went again and into baniflunent, after whofe departure Ins people de- 
ftitutc of all their Minilters kept their ftations in th cUmitenes of 
the Martyrs; and being affcmblcd on a time in S. Agnes Church, were 
again Ibt upon by Dutmfm, who flew many of them. After which 
he invited the Neighbour Bifhops of ltdy (as the cuftom was) to fo- 
lcmriizo his Birth-Jay,whom he endeavour’d to perfwade to joyn with 
him in the condemnation of Urficinns, but rcceiv d no other anfwcr, 
then that they came to celebrate his nativity, not to condemn a per¬ 
son unheard, and before they knew what he had to lay for lnm- 

jy THIS is the fum of that account, which thofe two Presby¬ 
ters give of this matter. They were ’tis true of th a LuciferUn fe- 
oaration, that is, thofe that rejetted all communion with any that had 
communicated with the Arinns pvhicli perhaps might make them write 
a little more tartly. But whether this be (ufhcient to deltroy their 
evidence, and enervate the force of then* teftimony m matters of fa 6 t 
within their knowledge, is left to the Reader to judge : 11 lo, twill 
belome abatement to S.Jerom's teftimony (upon which Baroma lays 
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fo much ftrels, though he fays nothing very material to the purpofe) 
his dear friendfhipand kindnefsto Pope Damafus bringing him with¬ 
in the liifpition of partiality. To me it feems Icarce credible that per- 
lons of their character in fo folemn an addrefs to the Emperor ftiould 
ulhcr it in with nothing but pure lies and falfehoods; and thole too 
grofs and palbable, the things done being ftill frefh in memory, and 
'Damafus himlelf yet alive. And methinks what pains foever Baro- 
niw takes to put a glols upon the Story , it looks a little odd, the 
•■‘iHvit.Dnm.if- account which their own Pontifical Book u gives of this affair, that 
con. cii.T. II. Damafus \v as conftituted Bilhop, becaufe he had the greater and the 
c°i. 859. Wronger party. But let die Reader weigh the whole matter in an 
impartial ballance, and then incline to which fide lie pleafe. Cer¬ 
tain it is, that what ever irregularities might happen in Damafus his 
ele&ion ; or what ill things he or his party might be guilty of, he 
iiifficiently recovered his credit, and for his prudence piety and zeal 
again ft Arianifm purchas’d a great and juft reverence throughout the 
whole Chriftian World. 

V. BEING at length fctled and confirm’d, he began to a& in his 
public ftation. About the year CCCLXIX, he conven’d a Synod, 
whereat met ninety Bifhops out of Italy and fome parts of France ; 
who confidering how much the Arian Artifices ftill prevail’d, and how 
many were miflead by falle apprehenfions and mifreprefentations of 
things, condemn’d the tranlactions of the Council of Ariminum , and 
particularly Auxentius Bilhop of Milan , the great ftickler for Arianifm 
in thole parts, confirm’d and reinforc’t the Nicane faith , an ac¬ 
count of all which Pope Damaftu and the reft gave in a Synodical E- 
w Ext.tp.'fheoL piftle v ' to the Bifhops of Illyricum, wherein they recommend the Ca- 
Ux.i2.p.\o2, tholic Do£trine, and what they had done in it to them, and to defire 
them by an anfwer to fignify their confent and concurrence with 
them. Sad in the mean time was thecale of the Catholics in the 
Eaficrn Church, where by the favour and paftionate concernment of 
the Emperor Valens, the Arians bore all the fway, and almoft in 
every place carried all before them. Of which S. Bafil makes a la¬ 
mentable rcprelentation in his Epiftles, who wrote likewife, and 
fent Legats to Damafus and the Weflern Bifhops to implore their aid 
and help in this common caufe. And tofpeed more effe&ually, he 
engag’d the great Atbanafius (whole authority was then enough to 
give reputation to any requeft) to write to Damafus in their behalf. 
But whatever anfwer Damafus return’d (for his Letters are not now 
extant) ’tis plain he was very cold and indifferent in this affair ; as 
appears from the many complaints and fometimes tart refleftions 
which Bafil makes upon this occafion, as cllewhere we have related 


more at large. 

VI. B U T the Catholic intereft in the Eafl did not only fuller from 
the malice and cruelty of the Arians , but from their inteftine quar¬ 
rels and divifions among themlelves; as appear’d efpecially in the 
Church of Antioch , where befides Eudoxius the Arian Bilhop, and 
Vitalis the Lay-Ringleader of the Apollinarian party there were Me- 
letiiu and Paulinus both Catholic Prelates in that Church, fome ta¬ 


king part with the one, and lome with the other; and the 
Church by this nueans rent afunder into a miferable Ichilm. Da¬ 
mafus efpous’d the caule of Paulinus y who had been conlecrated by

But the mifchief is, whatever 
Crefconius pleafantly dreamt of, Damafns and his Council part no fiich 
Canon, and therefore the laft Publishers of the Councils wifely refer 
it to the Roman Synod held many years after under Pope G elafius, 
An. CCCCLXIV. But to proceed with the Conftantinopolitan Coun¬ 
cil ; in the fifth Canon the Synod agrees to receive all thofe at An¬ 
tioch, that confefs’d the Deity of all the three Perfonsof the Trinity, 
according to the r A ufnuoy, the Tome or Volume of the Wefiem 

Bifhops. What this Tome was, is not agreed oil; the Greek Scboliafhs, 
Zonarasfocy widely and without any pretence of rcafon refer it to a 
d An. 381. p. definition of the Sardican Council. Baronius d will have it to be the 
429* confeffion of faith lent by Damafm to Pattlinm Bifhop of Antioch , 

« Anm.adsoz. which we mentioned before : Valefim e to be an cxpofition of the 
f. 143* faith drawn up by Damafm in a Synod at Rome , An. CCCLXXVII, 
or the year after, fent to Antioch and confirm’d in a convention of 
*Btvcreg. a* Eafiern Bifhops there. But a Learned r man of our Own not impro- 
TontcpT r ' bably conjectures, that it’s meant of the Synodal Epiftlc which Damafm 
and his Council at Rome Pent Ann. CCCLXXXII. to the remainder 
of that of Confiantinople , and that this fifth Canon, as alfo the two 
« Ap.'rbeoA, 1. following were not made in the General Synod, but in that part 
5.r.«?.f.2n. j t t j lat re . a flembled the year following. Certain it is, from 
the anfwer 8 of thofe Eafiern Bifhops, that a Tome , or Definition 
of faith, efpecially concerning the Doftrine of the Holy Trinity, 
had been lately drawn up in a Synod at Antioch , and another 
in the late Oecumenical Council at Confiantinople , which being 
fent to Rome, probably produc’t that 'Xwuofoitiv, or Conciliary Let¬ 
ter, from Damafm and his Synod about that matter, and which the 
Fathers ftilethc Wefiern Tome, or Volume, in that Canon. In the 
fame Letter he defir’d the Eafiern Bifhops to come to a general Coun¬ 
cil at Rome (about which it feems he had been dealing with the 
Emperor) efpecially to adjuft and decide the cafe of the See of An¬ 
tioch, Bill as much divided as ever, between Paulin us, and Flav/an y 
Mcletius his Succeffor, whole cle&ion had been ratified by the Confian- 
tinopolitan Synod the year before. To this Epiftle the Fathers (many 
of whom met again at Confiantinople the next year) return’d an an¬ 
fwer ; as for the journey to Rome , they excus’d themfelves; as for 
the faith, they agreed with him; and for other proceedings, they 
gave him an account of what they had done both in the bufinefs of 
Antioch , and in that of other Sees. 

VIII. IT was not long that Damafm liv’d after this. He was full 
of days, near fourfeore years of age, dying, as Baronins reckons, De¬ 
cember the yC\th , An. CCCLXXXIV. after he had fitten Bifhop of 
Rome feventeen years, and near three months. As for the miracles 
reported to have been done by him, they that can believe the A&s of 
Damafm ,may find them there.The works of Magnificence attributed to 
him by the Writers of the Roman Church, are two Churches, one 
near Alev’s Theater, the other in the Via Ardentina, where he was 
buried in the Catacumbt near the bodies of S. Peter and Paul , the 
floar whereof he had beautified with a Pavement of variegated 
Marble. Hediligently fought out the graves of many Martyrs, whole 

hither 
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tombs he adorn’d with liiitable Epitaphs, cnobled the Church of 
S. Lanrentim, and enrich’d it with many exquiht and coftly gifts, and 
hither his body was tranflatbd frbmthe (dace of its iirft interment. 

In his life time lie held an intimate correfpondence with S. Jerom-, 
whom he oft conl'ulted about the fence of obicure and difficult pla¬ 
ces of Scripture ; S. 7 crows great skill in Hebrew ehabling him to re¬ 
turn very latisfaftory refactions. What his parts and learning were, 

Wc can make no certain griefs, little of his being extant. His Tra£ts . 

de Virginitate, both in Prole and Vcrie (mentioned by S. Jerom ) are 
loft. The Liber Pontifical", or (hort account of the Bilhops of Home, 
lb often aferib’d to him, is notdrioillly known and granted to be the 
work of Anaftafim the Roman Library-keeper, who flounfht lcveral 
aaes after, the fiile as well as the matter favouring of the rudenefs 
and barbarifin of thofe later times ; tho itmuft be fomethmg elder ■ 
than AM", if what Labbee • lays be true, that he faw a Copy 
of it written in the time of Charles the great, wherein thofe lives 
were aferib’d to Damafus, and this before Anaftafi," was born, ro be 
lure before capable of writing Bboks, but withal he ftrongly con¬ 
cludes ’twas none of Damafm his work. S. Jerom, who knew him 
heft, fays Mie°had an elegant wit, efpecially for Poetry (whichper- W., 
haps he ow’d in lome mealure to the Genius of Ins Country, heretofore 
famous for fome excellent Poets) and compose! very many fliort 
Poems, viz,. Epitaphs, Infcriptions, crc. Some whereof are extant at 
this day.

H E Originals of this Holy man are alto¬ 
gether obfcure, no Writer having given 
any intimation either where he was born, 
or how defeended. If I might guefs, I 
fliould conjecture from one of S. Bafils 
Letters to him, that he was born in Cap¬ 
padocia , and am farther confirm’d in it 
by S. Jerom , 1 who ibeaking of that no¬ 
ble Triumvirate, Bafil, Gregory and Am- 
philochins , ftiles^them all Cappadocians. In 
his younger years, he was brought up in all excellent and ufeful 
Learning, and became an accomplifht Scholar. After which he gave 
up himfelf to the feveritiesof a monadic Life, and was Companion 
to S. Bafil and Gregory Nazianz.cn in their Pontic Solitudes. And 
« vH.Bsfti.E- this it feems Bafil and he had agreed m upon long before ; but the in- 
^UdAn^n' fi rm ^ cs bis aged Father then kept Amphilcchms at home, and that 
39 *>599. that he could not fpare fo much time, as to wait upon the Bi- 

ihopof C<efarea, whole excellent company and converfiition Bafil ear- 
neftly recommended to him. Freed from Domeffic cares he betook 
himlelf to the deferts, and the plea fares as well as the hardfhip of 
a contemplative life. The place, if I conje&ure aright, where he 
refilled, was called Ozizalis , a place deditute of Grain, but abound¬ 
ing in Fruits, Herbs, and elpccially Cole worts, a parcel whereof Na¬ 
zianzen

zianzen in two witty Epiftles " beg’d of him, when lie was to treat 
S. Bafil one night at Supper. Simeon the Metaphraft , or whoever 
Twas wrote that trilling account of him, reports, “that he liv’d forty 
years in a Cell under-ground, without any other liidenance then 
hard Bread and Water; and that the Bifhopric of Iconium, the Me¬ 
tropolis of Lycaonia , being vacant, an Angel appear’d to him, and 
three nights together bad him go into the City; and at lid having 
pray’d together, the Angel took him by the right hand, and led him 
into the Church, which was full of Lights, and innumerable Perfons 
in flfining Garments, who conduced him up to the Altar, and de¬ 
livered the Book of the Golpel into his hand; and having told him, 
that the divine grace made him Biihop of that place, and having pray’d 
for,and bled him, immediately difappear’d. After whole departure came 
ieveral Billiops into the Church, with an intention to have proceeded 
to his Confecration ; but lie told them, they might Ipare their pains, 
iu; the Angels had already done that odicc for him. Whereat as we 
may fiippole, they were greatly adonillit, and having given him 
the peace, went their way. This is the dun of the idle Story of Ins 
Ordination, fori would not abule the Readers patience to fet it down 
at large. However it may lerve to give us a tad how fruitful the 
Creek as well as the Latin Church is of Legends and fabulous re¬ 
ports. . 

II. ’T IS hard to fix the particular time of his promotion to the 
See of Iconium, more then what the Greek Menaon tells us p, that it was 
in the reign of Valentinian and Valens , and perhaps not long after 
8. BafiPs advancement to the See of C of area. He loon gave his dear 
Friend S. Bafil an account of what had pafs’d, and how unwillingly 
he had differed this burden to be laid upon him. Bafil wrote <1 back 
to him to congratulate his happy ele&ion to that place , and to 
perfwadc and prefs him to go on in a vigorous and fucccsdil dif- 
charge of it. The lame of the man cncreafed every day, and his 
learning and zeal for the Catholic faith advanc’d him to the fir It 
rank o? Worthies in all thole parts ; infbmuch that in the great 
Synod at Confiantinople , An. CCCLXXXI, when perfons M ere to be ap¬ 
pointed as Judges of Catholic Communion who were fit to betaken 
in lie and Optirnus of the Pifidian Antioch , had the whble Afian Pio- 
cds committed to them. And when about two years after, the Em¬ 
peror call’d another Synod for compofing the diffraftions of the 
Church; lie went boldly to the Emperour, and defired the fiipjjrcf- 
fionof the Arian Conventicles, then grown to a great height of in- 
folcnce; and upon the negleft of his Petition, convinc’d the Em¬ 
peror how great his offence was to God, by putting a notorious flight 
upon his Son, the young prince Arcadins before his face. An account 
of which paflage we have related in another place. About the fame 
time he appeared briskly again A the Mafialian Heretics. Thole 
were a fort of primitive Enthuliafts s who plac’t all Religion in pray¬ 
ing neglecting not only the duties of common life, but ail other 
parts of devotion, affirming that they were to do nothing eile but 
pray. And when fill’d with Entluiliaffic heats, and diabolical rap¬ 
tures they were wont to cry out, ’ewas the impulfe and prefence of' 
the holy Ghoff. And as molt hcrefies tend to, or end in fenliiality, 
fo they fell into the trade of promifeuous mixtures in their irreligious

aS m l8 w*:E'meet with no more concerning Amphilochius, tdl the year 
CCCXCIV, when we find him in a Synod “ at Conftantwople, with 
Nellarius of that Church, Theophilns of Alexandria, Flavian of An¬ 
tioch and many others determining the controverfy between Baga- 
dins and Aoapius, who contended about the Bifhopric of Bojlra, Bt- 
S«/ having been depos’d only by two Bilhops, contrary-tothe 
fcanon which requir’d three at leaft; to prevent which, for the time 
to come, they decreed that fuch Depofitions lliould not be made but 
by the fentencc of provincial Synods. Soon after this Synod we may 
fuppofe he died, being of a greatage ; the Greek A/w*/ » affi.iring 
us that he liv’d till the time of Theodofms and his Children , the 
XXIIM of November is facred to his memory. He was a man of fin- 
cular worth, held in great veneration by all the perfons of that age. 
He held an inward friendfiiip with thofb two grcatmento«,« 
and Baftl the latter of whom had fo high a value for him, that ( 
he oft intimates in his Epiftles) he was never 'vell but when he was 
either converfing with him, or writing to him. To him he had re 
courfe upon all occafions, to him he communicated all lus affau s and 
tranfa&ions fo that he tells x him his daily Letters to him might ferve 
transactions,10 Calendar of his life. To him he dedicated 

hTsBoT Darts’Llto, and at his requeft wrote to him his three 
r Fniftles containing LXXXV Canons about Ecclefiaftical 

difcipline, in anfwer to fevcral cafes, which Amphilochius had put to 
himf He frequently commends 1 his vaft induftry 111 the purfuit 
of knowledge, his unwearied inquries after truth, the clearnels 
of his apprehenfions, the firmnefs and fohdity of his Hgment, 
his admirable humility in fo oft condclcending to learn of others 
who was folncomparably able to teach himfelf. Books he wrote 
manv in vindication of the Catholic Faith, though the Ancients 
have 7 not fo much as confign’d the names of them to us. S. Jerom 
. oat mentions his BookDe Spirit', SanSlo, which he lays Am- 
philoehius himfelf read to him. Several Trafts were fome years fince 
oubliflit under his name, but moft of them fpunous, at leaft uncer- 
tain, and we are the more at alofs in this matter, becaufe we have 
none of his Books unqueftionably genuine left us as Standards to 
judge of thele.

of his Education. He was brought up in all the polite and fafhio- 
nable modes of Learning, but fpccially applied himfclf to that of 
Rhetoric, wherein he became more than ordinarily eminent, and lo 
great a power had it gain’d over him, that Nazianzen was forc’d to 
b Epi/i. xliii. wr j tc b t0 t0 perliiade him to lay that fond courfe afide, to get 
p ' bc4 ‘ above that aSb^ luSb%tip (as he call it) that unworthy kind of Glory, 
with which he was vainly tickled, and to apply himfclf clofe to Di¬ 
vine Studies, and to the fervice of the Church, leverely chiding him 
for taking more pride to be accounted an Orator than a ChriRian. 
Having broke loofe from the Rudy of Oratory and Eloquence, he be¬ 
took himfelf to Solitude, and the MonaRic Difcipline, and had now 
leifiire to put Nazianzen's Counfel into pra&ice, and accordingly ap- 
plied himfelf Rrittly to the Rudy of Theology, and the holy Scri¬ 
ptures , and to enquire into the Controverfies of the Age, in the 
knowledge whereof lie became as eminent, as he had been before in 
the courfe of more fmooth and plcafant Studies. 

II. HE was preferr’d to the See of Nyjfa, a City fituate in the 
borders of Cappadocia, and by fome reckon’d to the lefler Armenia,

of ours, is to me uncertain. The exa£t time of his promotion to this 
Bifhoprie cannot be recovered : that he was Bifliop when Bafil created 
Nazianzen Bifliop of Saftma, is plain from the Oration with which 
that eloquent Man the day after his Confecration entertain’d him when 
lie came to vifit him. But however it was, he prov’d in that Ration 
a Rout Champion of the Ntcene Faith, and fo vigoroufly oppos’d the 
Alrian Party, that foon after he was banifh’d d by command of the 
Empcrour Valens, the execution whereof was committed to thc V/ca- 
crin. p. iS8, r itts of thofe Parts, who calling a Synod of Galatian Bifhops ot that 
i fide in the depth of Winter, depos’d and condemn’d him to Banifli- 

ment at the luggeRion only of one mean and inconfiderable fellow ; 
and afterwards removing to Nyjfa, Rimmon’d thither a Convention of 
the Bifhops of Pont us and Galatia, and there thruR in an unworthy Sue- 

* ceffor in his room. By his Brother’s Letter c to Abyrtius in his behalf, as 
c« vm.p .35 «• wc |[ as ^ 1^5 own complaints, it appears, tliat he met with very hard 

ufage, was tofs’d and hurried up and down, lieavily fin’d, and expos’d 
to the rage and petulancy of the people, all which fell the heavier 
upon him, as being both unus’d to trouble, and naturally unapt to 
bear it. In this condition he remain’d for feven or eight years toge- 
com ^ ort:e ^ ky his Friends, and efpccially by the Letters f of Gre- 
xxxv. XXX1 ' , gory of Nazianztm ; all which time he went about doing good, coun¬ 
termining the Stratagems of the Enemy, and Rrengthening others in 
tlie Faith.

Man equally venerable for the clearnefs and elegancy of lus Style, the 
quicknefs of his Parts, and the piety of his Life.
